and much other foule. Here be many beggers in theſe countries which goe naked, and the pcople 
make great accountof them:they call them Scheſche. Here I ſawe one which was a monſter a- 
mon the ret. He would haue nothing vpon him, his beard was very long, and with the haire of 
his head he couered his pꝛiuities. The nailes of ſome of his fingers were two inches long, foꝛ he 
would cut nothing from him, neither would he ſpeake, He was accompanied with eight oz tenne, 
and they ſpake foꝛ him. Uhen any man ſpake to him, he would lay bis hand vpon his bꝛcſt and 
vowe himlelfe,but would not ſpeake, Yee would nor ſpeake to the king, We went from Prage 
downe Ganges, the which is here very bzoad. Here is great ſoze of fiſh of ſund yy ſons, + of wilo 
foule,as of I mannes, geeſe, cranes, and many other things, The countrepis very fruitful and po- 
pulous, The men fo2 the molt part haue their faces ſhauen, and their heavs very long, except ſome 
which bee all ſhaucn laue the crowne : and ſome of them are as though a man ſhould ſer a diſh on 
their heads, and ſhaue themround, all but the crowne . In this riucr of Ganges are many J- 

- lands, {is water isverpſweete andpleaſant, and thecountrey adtopning very fruicfull. From 
thence wee went to Bannaras which is a great towne, and great ſtoze of clothis made there of === 
cotton,and Shaſhes q the Moores. Jn this place they be all Gentiles, and be the greateſt idola- 
ters that euer I ſawe.

tien downe beneaththeir eares. It a man 02 a womanbe ſicke and like to die, they will lay him 
befozerheir idols all night, and that ſhall helpe him oꝛ make an ende of him. And il be do not mend 
that night. his frienvs will come and ſic with him a litle and cry, and afterwards will cary him 
to the waters ſive and let him vpon alicle raft made of terds, and ſo let him goe vowne the tiuer. 
hen they be maried the man and the woman come to the water ſide, and there is an olde man 
which they tall a Bramane, that is, a pꝛieſt, a cowe,and a calfe, oꝛ acowe with talſe. Then the man 
and the woman, cowe and calfe, and the oldeman goe into the water together, and they giue the 
olve mana white cloth of foure pards long, and a baſket croſſe bound with diucrs things in it: 
the cloth hee laieth vpon the backe of the cowe, and then he taketh the cowe by the ende of the 
taile,and ſaierbcertaine woꝛdes: and ſhe hath a copper 02 abzaſle pot full ot water, andthe man 
docth hold his hand by the olde mans hand, and the wines hand by her huſbands, and all haue the

There 

are houſes very faire round about foz the pilgrims to lie in: and many goodly houſes toꝛ the Tal- j 
lipoies to pꝛeach in, which are full of images both of men and women, which are all gilded ouer 

with golde. It is the faireſt place, as I ſuppoſe, that is in che wozld: it ſtandeth very high, and 

there are foure wayesto it, which all along are ſet with trees of fruits, in ſuch wiſe that a man 

map goe in the ſhade aboue two miles in length. And when their feaſt day is, a man can hardly 

paſſe by water oz by landfoz the great p2eſſe of people ; fox they come from all ofthe king* 

dome of Peguthither at their feaſt, In Peguthep haue many Tallipoies a whichpzeach 
agfinft all abuſes, Many men reſoztvnto When they enter into their kiack.that istoſap, 

their holy place oz temple, at the dooze there is a great larreof water with a cocke o aladle in it, 
andthere they waſh their feet; and then they enter in, and lift vp their hands to their heads firſt to 
their pzeacher, and then to the Dunne. and ſo ſitdowne, The Tallipoies go very ſtrangely appa- 
relled with one camboline oz thinne cloth next to their body of a bzowne colour, another of yellow 
doubled many times vyon their ſhoulrer : and thoſe two be girdedto them with a bzoad girdle: 
and they baue a ſkinne of leather hanging ona ſtring about their necks, whereupon they ſit, bare 
headed 4 bare footed ; fo2 none of them weareth ſhoves; with their right armes bare and a great 
bꝛoad ſombrero 02 ſhadow in their hands to defendthemin the Summer from che Sunne, and

like an hozlllicer, whichthey call a ſerion, vpon ten oz tweluemens ſhouldersinthe apparel of a 
Tallipoie, with pipes and dzummes,and many Tallipoies with him, an al his friends, and ſo they 
go with him to his houle, which ſlandeth without the towne,and there they it aue him. Cuery one 
of them hath his houſe, which is very little, et vyon ſix 07 eight poſta, and they go vp to them with 
a ladder of twelue oz fourereenc ſtaues. Their houſes be foz the moſt part by the hie wayes ſide, 
and among the trees, and in the woods. And they go with a great pot made of wood 02 fine carth, 
and couered, tied with a han girdle vpon their ſhoulder, which commeth vnder their arme, 
wherewiththey goto begge their victuals which they eate, whichis rice, fiſh, and herbs, They 
demand nothing, but come to the dooze, andthe preſently them, ſome one thing,

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pere is great ſtoze of copper and beniamin, Jn theſe countreys when the people be cke they 
make a vom to offer meat vnto the diuell, if they eſcape : and when the —— tonne 
banket with many pipes a dummes and other inſtruments, and all the night, and their 
friends tome and bꝛing gifts, cocos, figges, arrecaes, and other fruits, and with great dauncing 
and reioycingchep offer to the diuell and ſap,they giue the diuel to eat,anddziue him out. When 
they be dancing and plaping they will cry e hallow veryloud; and in this ſo2t they ſaythey dꝛiue 
him away, And whenthey be licke a Tallipoy 02 two euerp night doth ſie by them p ling, to pleaſe 
the diuell that he ſhauld not hurt them, And if any die be is caried vpon a great frame made like 
atower, with acouering all gilded with golde made of canes caried with foureteene oꝛ ſirteene 
men, withdzummes and pipes and other inſtruments plapmg befoze hum to a plate out of the 
towne and there is burned, Me isaccompanied with all his fricuvs andneighbours,all men: and 
they giue to the tallipoies o pzieſts many mats and cloth: and then they rcturne tothe houſc and 
there make a feaſt fo2 two dayes : and then the wife with all the neighbours wiues & her friends 
go to the place where he was burned,and there they it a certaine time add try and gather the pies 
tes cf bones which be left vnburned and bury them, and then returne to their houſcs and make an 
end of all mour ming. Aud the men and women which be neere cf kin do ſhaue their heads, which 
they do not vſe except it be fo the death of a friend: foʒ they much eſteeme ol their haire. 

Caplan is the place where they finde the rubies,ſaphires, and ſpinelles : it ſtandeth ſire dapes 
iourney from Aua in the kingdeme ol Pe gu. There are many great high billes out of which they 
digge them. None may go to the pits but onely thoſe which digge them. 

In Pegu, and in all the countreys of Aua, Langeiannes, Siam, and the Bramas, the men weare 
bunches on little round balles in theit pꝛiuy members: ſome of them weare two and ſome ther. 
They cut the Chin and ſo put them in, one into one ſide and another into the other ſive ; which they 
vo when they be 25 oz 30 peeres olde, and at thetr pleaſure they take one 02 moꝛe ot them out as 
they thinke good. hen they be matied the hul band is foz euery child which his wile hath, to put 
in one vntill he come to thꝛee and then no moze : t̃oꝛ they ſap the women doe deſire them. They 
were inuented becauſe they ſhould not abuſe the male ſexe. Fo2 in times paſt all thoſe countries 
were ſo giuen to that villany, that they were very ſcarſe ot people. It was alſo ozdained that the 
women ſhould not haue paſt thꝛee cubits of cloth in their nether clothes , which they binde about 
them; which are ſo ſtrait. that when they go in the ſtreets they ſhew one ſive ol the leg bare aboue 
the knee. The bunches afozeſapdbe ol diuers ſoꝛts: the leaſt be as big as a litle malnut, and very 
round : the greateſt ate as big as alitle hennes egge : ſome are cf bzaſſe and ſome of ſiluer : but 
thoſe of ſiluer be foz the king and his noule men. Theſeare gilded and made with great cunning, 
and ring like a litie bell. There art ſome made of leave, which they call Selwy becauſe they ring 
but licle ; and theſe be of leſſer pꝛite for the poczer ſoꝛt. The king ſometimes taketh bis out, and 
giueth them to his noblemen as a great gift: aud becauſe he hath vſcd them. they eſtcemethcm 
greatly. They will put one in, aus heale vp the place in ſeuen oꝭ eight dayes. 

The gramas which be of the kings countrey (fo2 the king is a Brama) haue their legs02 bel: 
lies,o2 ſome part of their body, as they thinke good themſelues, made black with certaine things 
which they haue: they vſe top2icke the ſkinne,andto put on it a kinde of anile oz blacking,which 
dothcoutinue alwayes. And this is counted an honour among them: but none may haue it but 

the Bratuas which ate ofthe kings kinred. |

In this pozt of Zance the newes was kreſh and currant.ot᷑ two ſcuerall armies and flectes pꝛo· 
uided by the king of Spaine,and lying in waite to intercept them: the one conliſting of 30. ſttong 
Gallies, ſo well appointed in all reſpects fo2 the warte, that no net thing wanted: and this 
fleete houered about the Streights of Gibraltar. The ather armic han in it 20. Gallies, whereof 
ſome were ol Siciſie, and ſome of the Alland of Malta, vnder the charge and gouerument ol lohn 
Andrea Dotea, aCaptaineof name ſeruing the king of Spaine. Theſe two diuers and ſtrong 
flectes waited and attended in the Seas fo2 none, but the Engliſh ſhippes, and no doubt made 
their accompt and ſure reckoning that not a ſhippe ſhould eſcape their furie, And the opinion als 
ſo of the inhabitants of the Alle of Zance was, that in reſpect of the number of Gallies in both 
theſe armies, hauing receiued ſuch ſtreight commandement from the king, our ſhips and men be⸗ 
ing but few, andlitile in compariſon of them. it was a thing in humane reaſon impoſlible,that wee 
ſbould paſſe either without ſpoiling, if we reſiſted,o2 without compoſttion at the leaſt, and acknow- 
ledgement of duetie tothe Spaniſh king. | 
But it was neither the repozt of the attendance of theſearmies,noz the opinions of the people, 
no; any thing eile,that could daunt oꝛ diſmay the couragesofour men, who grounding chemlelues 
bpon the goodneſſe of their cauſe, andthe pꝛomiſe of God, to bee delivered from ſuch as without 
reaſon ſought their deſtruction, caried reſolute mindes, notwithſtanding all impediments to ad 
uenture though the Seas, and to finiſh their Nauigation,maugre the beards of the Spaniſh ſoul» 
diers, But leaſt they ſhould ſeeme too careleſſe,and too ſecure of their eſtate, and by laying the 
whole and entire burden of their ſafetie vpon Gods pꝛouidence, ſhould fooliſhly pzeſume alioge⸗ 
therofhis helpe, and neglect the meanes which was put into their handes, they failed not to enter 
into counſell among themſclues,and to deliberate aduiſedly fo their beſt vefence. And in ihe end 
withgenerall conſent, the MarchancRoyall was appointed Admirall ofthe fleete,and the Tobie 
Uiceadmiral,by whole oꝛders the reſt pzomiſed tobe virected,and ech ſhippe vowednot tobzeake 
from another, what ſoeuer ertremitie ſhould fall out, but to ſtand to it tothe death, to the honour 
oel their Count rep, and the fruſtrating of the hope ol the ambitious and pzoudenemie. 
Thus in good ozder they left Zante and the Caſtle of Græcia, and commurtedthemlelues as 
gaine tothe Seas, and pꝛoceeded in their courſe and voyage in quietnes, without ſight of any ene 
mie, till they came neerc to Pantalarea, an Iſland ſocalled, betwirt Sicilie, and the coaſt of A- 
fricke: into light whereof they came the 13. day of July 1586, Andthe ſame day in the mozning 
about 7. of the clocke they deſcried 1 3.ſailes in number, which were of the Galltes, lying in waite

The 29. day comming neere to the ſhoare,we perteiued the red cliffe afozeſaive to haue right 
vpon the top of it a great heape of trees, and all to the TWeſtwards of it ful of red cliffes as farte as 
we could ſee,and all along the ſhoare,as well vpon the cliffes,as other wiſe, full of wood: within a 
mile ofthe ſaid great cliffe there is ariner to the Eaſtwards, and no cliffes that we could ſce,cr- 
cept one (mallcliffe,whichishard by it. Ne ran this day and night 1 2.leagues, 

The windes that wee had in this place by the repozts of the people and ofthoſe that haue bene 
there, haue not dene vſuall,butinthenight,ac Nozth off the lande, and inthe day South off the 
ſea, and moſt commonly Nozthweſt, and South well. ; 

The 3 i. day we went our courſe bythe ſhoare Nozthwards: this land is al along a low ſhoare, 
and full of wood, as all the coaſt is foz themoſt part, and no rockes. This mozning came out may 
ny boates which went afiſhing, which bee greater boates then choſe which we ſawe befoꝛe ſo that 
in ſome of them there ſate z. men, but the faſhion of the boats is all one, Inthe afternoone about 
thzee ofthe tlocke wee had ſight of a Towne bythe ſeaſide, which our Pilots iudged to be 25, 
leagues to the Neu wards ot the Cape Tres : 

The third of January in the moming we 


the Cape: vpon the ſirſt ſight ofthe Cape wee diſterned it a very highland, and all growen ouer 
wich trees, and comming neere to it, we perceiued two head lands, as it were two Bapes betwixt 
them, which opened right to the Meſtward, and the vttermoſt ol them is the Eaſterne Cape, there 
we percetued the middle Cape, and the Eaſtermoſt Cape: the middle Cape ſtandeth not aboue a 
league fromthe Weſt Cape, although the Card ſheweth them to be z. leagues one from the other: 
and that mivdle Cape hath right befo2e the point of it a ſmall rocke ſo neere to it, that it cannot be 
dilcerned from the Cape, except a man be neere to the ſhoare,andvpon the ſame Cape ftandetha 
great heape of trees, and when a man is thwart the ſame Cape to the Eaſtward, there rileth hard 
by it a tound greenehommoke, which commeth out of the maine. | 

Thethitde Cape is about a league beyond the middle Cape, and is a high land like tothe other 
Capes, and betwirt the middle, and the thirde commethouc alicle head oz point of a land out ofthe 


maine, and diuers rocks hard abodzythe ſboarc e. *

Betoꝛe we came to the Capes, being about 8. leagues 
and by Eaſt, and being paſt the Capes, the landrunnechinagame Eaſt Noztheaſt, 

About two leagues beyond the fartheſt Cape there is alowe glade abouttwomiles long. and 
then the land riſeth high againe, and diuers head-lands riſe one beyond another and diuers rockes 
lie ntthe point of the ſtrſt head · land. The middelt of theſe Capes is the neereſt to the South 
wards, J meane, further into the ſea then any of the other, ſo that being to the Eaſtwardof it, it 
map be diſcerned farre off, and being ſoto the Eaſtward it riſeth wich two ſmall rockes. 

This day we ankered fo2 feare ofouerſhooting atowne called S. Iohns. Mee ran this dap 
3boue 8. leagues. In the afcernoone this day there came a baat rot the countrey from the ſboare, 
with fine men in her, and went along by vs, as we thought, todiſterne our flagges, but they would 
not come neere vs, and when they had well lookedvpon vs, they degarten. 

The fourth day in the mozning, ſailing by the toaſt, we eſpied a ledge of rockes by the ſhoare, 
and to the Meſtwards of them two great greene hils 
was hollow like a ſaddle : and within theſaivrockes the Paſter the afozenamed Towne 
had ſtoode, andtherefoze we manned out boates, and tooke withvscloth,andothermarchandize,

From theſe two hils afozeſaiv,about two leagues to the Eaſtward, lie out intothe Seaalmoft 
twa miles a lege of rockes, and beyond that a great Bay, which runneth into the Nozth Noꝛth⸗

Afcer that we were with a ſmall gale of winde runne paſt that vttermoſt head-land, we ſawe a 
great redclifte, which the Paſter againe iudged to be the towne of S.lohns, and then wee tcoke 
our boate withmarchandize,and went thither, and when we came thither, wt perceiucd chat there 
was atowne vpon the toppe af the hill, and ſo wee went toward it, and when we were hard by it. 
the people of the towne tame together a great ſozt ot them, and wauedvs tocome in,withapeece 
of cloth. andſo we went into a very faire Bap, which lieth to the Eaftward of the cliffe, whereuy- 
onthe towne ſtandeth, and being within the cliffe, wee let fall our grapnell, and after that we had 
taried there a good (pace, they ſent a boate abooꝛd of vs, toſhewe vs that they had golde, and they 
ſhewed vs a peece about halfe a crowne weight. and required to know our meaſure,qour weight, 
that they might ewe their Captaine thereof : and wee gaue them a meaſure ol two elles. anda 
waight of two Angels to ſhew vnto him, which they tooke,and went on ſhoare,and\bewed itvn- 
totheir Captaine, and then they bzought vs a meaſureof two elles, one quarter and a halfe, any 
one Cruſado-weight ofgold, making vs ſignes that ſo much they would giue foz the like meaſure, 
and leſſe they would not haue. After this, we taried there about an houre,and when we ſawe that 
they would doe no otherwiſe, and withall vnderſtood, that all the bell places were befoze vs, wet 
departedto our ſhippes and wayed, andranne along che ſhoare, and went befoze with our bonte, 
and hauing ſailed about a league, we came to a point where there lay foozth aledge ofrockes,like 
to the others befoze ſpoken ot, and being paſt that people, the Maſter ſpied a plate which hee ſaive 
plainely was the towne of Don Ioha: and the nc ht was come vpon vs, ſo that we could not well 
diſcerne it, but we ankered as neere vnto the place as we could, | | 
Che ſikt day in the mozning we perceined it to be the ſame towne in deeve, and we manned our 
boatesand went thither , and becauſe that the laſt yeere the Portugals at that plate tooke away a 
man from them, and after ſhot at them with great baſes,and did beate them from the place, we let 
fall our grapnel almoſt a baſe ſhot off the ſhoare,and there we lay about two houres,and no boats 
came to vs, Then certaineof ourmen with the Hindes boate went into the Bay which lieth to 
the Eaſtward of the towne,and within that Bay they found a goodly freſh tiuer, and afterwards 
they came andwaued to vs allo to come in, becauſe they perceiuedthe Negroes to tome downe to 
that plate, which we did: and immediatly the Negroes came to us, and made vs ſignes that they 
bad golde, but none ol them would come aboozdour boates, neither could wee perceiue any boates 
that they had to come withall, ſo that we iudged that the Portugals had ſpoiled their boates, be⸗ 
cauſe we ſaw haife of their towne deſtroyed, | 

Tee hauing ſtayed there a good ſpace , anvſeeing that they would not come tovs,thzuſtour 
boates heads a ſhoare, being both well appointed, and then the Captaine of the Towne came 
downe,being a graue man: and he came with his dart in his hand, and ſire tall men after him, eue⸗ 
ry one wich his dart e his target, and their darts were all of yꝛon, faire and ſharpe, and thert tame 
another after them which caried the Captaines ſtoole: wee ſaluted him, and put off our caps,and 
bower our ſelues, and hee like one that thought well ofhimſelfe, did not maoue his tap, non ſcant 
bowen his body, and ſatehimbowne very ſolemnly vpon his toole : but all his men put off heir 
caps taus, and bowed done themſelues. 

He was clothed from the loines downe with a cloth ol that Countrey making, about 
him, and mant faſt about his lopnes with a girdle, and his cap of a certaine cloth cf the Countrey 
alſo, ann bare legged,and bare footed,and all bare aboue the loynes, except his head. . 

His ſeruants, ſome of them had cloth about their loines,and ſome nothing bur a cloth berwirt 
their legges, and made faſt befoze,and behinde to their girvles,and cappes of their owne making, 
ſome like a bal ket, and ſome like agreat wide purſe of beaſts ſkinnes. 

All heir cloth, coves lines, and all ſuch like things which they baur they make 
of the bark cf terteine trees,and thereof they can wozke things very pꝛetily, and yꝛon wozke they 
can make very fine,of all ſuch things as they doe occupy, as varts,fiſbhookes,hooking y20ns,y20n 
heads, andgreatdaggers,ſomeof them as long as a woovknife, which be on both lies exceeding 
blades, and the moſt part of them haue hanging at 


When 
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When the Captaine was ſect , I ſent him two elles of cloth, and two baſons,and gaue chem 
vnto bim, and hee lent againe foz a waight of the ſame meaſure, and I ſcnt him a weighcof two 
Angels, which he would not cake, nether would hee ſuffer the towne co buy any thing, but the bas 
ſons of b)afle : ſo that wee ſolde that dap 74-baſons vnco the men of the towne, foz about halfe an 
Angel weight. one with another, and nine white baſons, which weſolde foz a quatter of an Angell 
apeece, oꝛ thereabouts. ; 1 : ; 5 

e ſhewed them all our other things which we had, but they did not eſteeme them. 

About two of the clocke, the Captaine who did depart in che moꝛning from vs, came againe, 
and brought with him to pꝛeſent mee wit hall, a henne, and two great rootes, which J receiued, 
and afcer made me ſignes that the countrey would come to his to mne that night. and bʒing great 
ſtoze of golo, which in deed about g. of the ciocke they did: foz there came about ioo. men vnde r 3.

their coaſt, But he void ofhumainity & all manhood, foz all this,cauſcd his men to frip vs out of 
our apparell euen to our ſhirts to ſee what money and ie wels we had about vs: which when they 
had found tothe value of ſome 200 pounds in golde and pearles they gaue vs ſome of our apparel 
againe, and bzead and water onely toacomfoze vs, The next mozning they carried vs done to 
the ſhoꝛe —— — ANSUISs ſirteene miles from that place, In 
which tourney they vſed vs like their , making vs (being extreame weake) to carry their 
Kuſke , and offering to beat vs ifwe went not ſo faſt as they. We aſked them v hy they vſed vs 
ſo: and they replied, that we were their captiues : we ſayd we were their friends, and that there 
was neuer Englichman captiue to the kingof Marocco. So we came downe tothe ſhip, and la 
there wichthem ſeuen dayes, while they had gotten all the goods they could, and then they parted 
ttamongſt them. Afcer che end oftheſe ſeuen dapes the captaine appointed twenty of his men 
wel armed, tu ting vs vp into þ countrey : and the firſt night we came tothe ſide of ariuer called 
Alarach, where we lay on the graſſe allthat night : ſothe next dap we went ouer the riuer in a fxi- 
gate ofnine oares on a ſide, the river being in that place aboue a quarter of a mile bzoav : atm that 
day we went to a towne of thirty houſes , called Totteon : there we lay foure dapes hauing nos 
thing to feed on but bzead and water; and then we went to atowne called Caſſuri, and there we 
were deliuered bpthoſe twenty ſouldiers vnto the Alcaide, which examined vs what we were: 
and we tolde him, He gaue vs a good anſwere,and ſent vs to the Jewes houſe, where we lap ſe- 
uen dayes, In the meane while that we lay here, there were bzought thither twenty Spaniards 
andtwenty Frenchmen, which Spaniarvs were taken ina conflict on land, but the Frenchmen 
were by foule weather caſt onland withinthe about Cape de Gate, and ſo made cap* 
tines. Thus at the ſeuen dayes end we twelue „ the twelue French, and the 
twenty Spaniards were all conducted toward Marocco with nine hund2ed ſouldiers bozſemen 
and fotinen , and in tmo vayes iourney we came to the river of Fez , where we lodge all night, 
being pzouivedoftents. The next day we went to a cowne called Salle, and lay without the 
towne intents. From thence we trauelled almoſt an hundzed miles without finding any towne, 
but euerynight we came to freſh mater, which was partly running water and ſometime raine 
water, So we came at laſt within thꝛee miles of the city of Marocco, where we pitched our

which more commonly then properly is called America: but by the chiefeſt au- 
thors The new werld. New, in regard of the new and late diſcouery thereof made 
by Chriſtopher Colon, alias Columbus, a Genonuois by nation, in the yere of grace 1492. 


And world, in reſpect of the huge extenſion thereof, which to this day is not 
—_ diſcouered, neither within the Inland nor on the coaſt, eſpecially to- 


ward the North and Northweſt, although on the hither ſide it be knowen vato 
vs forthe ſpace of fiue thouſand leagues at the leaſt, compting and conſidering 
the trending of the land, and for 3000. more onthe backeſide in the South Sea 
from the Streight of Magellan to Cape Mendocino and Nona Albion. So that it ſee- 
meth very fitly to be called A newe worlde, Howbeit it cannot be denied but 
that Antiquitie had ſome kinde of dimme glimſe, and vnperfect notice thereof, 
Which may appeare by the relation of Plato in his two worthy dialogues of 7- 
mew and Critius vnder the diſcourſe of that mighty large yland called by him 
Atlantis, lying in the Ocean ſea without the Streight of Hercules, now called the 
Streight of Gibraltar, being (as he there reporteth) bigger then Africa & 4/ia: And 
by that of Ariſtotie in his — De admirandis auditionibus of the long nauigation 
of certaine Carthaginians, who ſayling forth of the aforeſaid Streight of Gibraltar 
into the maine Ocean for the ſpace of many dayes, in the ende found a mighty 
and fruitfull yland , which they would haue inhabited, but were forbidden by 
their Senate and chiefe gouernours. Moreouer, aboue 300. yeeres after theſe 
wee haue the teſtimony of Diadorus Siculus lib. 5. cap. y. of the li mighty yland 
diſcouered inthe Weſterne Ocean by the Tyrrheni, who were forbidden for cer- 
taine cauſes to inhabite the ſame by the foreſaid Carthaginians. And Seneca in his

the Ocean would diſcorer new worlds, and that the yle of Thule would no more 
be the vttermoſt limite of the earth. For whereas Virgile had ſaid to auguſtus Cæ- 
ſar, Tibi ſeruiat vltima Thule, alluding thereunto he contradictech the ſame, and 
ſaith, Nec ſit terrus ultima Thule. Lea Tertullian one of our molt ancient and lear- 
ned diuines,in the beginning of his treatiſe de Pallis alludeth vnto Plato his Weſt- 
erne Atlantis, which there by another name he calleth Aeon, ſaying, Aeon in At- 
luntico nunc queritur. And in his 40. chapter de Apologetico he reporteth the ſame 
to be bigger then all Africa and 4/ia, Of this New world and euery ſpeciall part 
thereof in this my third volume I haue brought to light the beſt & molt perfect 
relations of ſuch as were chiefe actours in the particular diſcoueries and ſerches 
of the ſame, giuing vnto euery man his right, and leauing every one to mainteine 
his owne credit. The order obſerued in this worke is farre more exact, then 
heretofore I could attaine vnto : for whereas in my two former volumes I was 
enforced for lacke ot ſufficient ſtore, in diners places to vie the methode of time 
onely (which many worthy authors on the like occaſion are enforced vnto) be- 
ing now more lentifully furniſhed with matter, l alwayes follow the double or- 
der of time and place. Wherefore propoſing vnto my ſelſe the right ſituation of 
this New worla, i begin at the extreme Northerne limite, and put downe ſucceſ- 
ſiuely in one tanke or cſ aß, according to the order aforeſaide, all ſuch voyages 
as haue bene made to the ſaid part: which comming all together, and following 
orderly one vpon another, doe much more lighten the readers vnderſtanding, 
andconfirme his iudgement, then if they had bene ſcattered in ſundry corners of 
the worke. Which methode I obſerue from the higheſt North to the loweſt 


South. Now where any country hath bene but ſeldome hanted, or any extra- 


ordinary and chiefe action occurrerth, it I finde one voyage well written by two 
ſeuerall perſons, ſometimes I make no difficultie to ſer downe both thoſe iour- 
nals, as finding diuers things of good momentobſerued in the one, which are 
quite omitted in the other. For commonly a ſouldier obſerueth one thing, and a 
mariner another, and as your honour knoweth, Plus vident oculi,quam oculus. Bur 
this courſe I take very ſeldome and ſparingly. And albeit my worłe do carry the 
title of The Engliſh voyages, aſwell in regard that the greateſt part are theirs, and 
that my trauaile was chiefly vndertaken for preſeruation of their memorable 
actions, yet where our owne mens experience is defectiue, there I haue bene 
careful to ſupply the ſame with the beſt and chiefeſt relations of ſtrangers. As in 
the diſcouery of the Grand Bay, of the mighty riuer of S. Laurence, of the countries 
of Canada, Hochelaga,and Saguenay,of Florida, and the Inland of Cibola,7 igue x, Ci- 
cui, and Quiuira, of The gulfe of California, & the Northweſterne ſea- coaſt to cabo 
Mendot ino and Sierra Nenada: as allo of the late & rich diſcouery of t. prouinces 
on the backſide of Florida and Virginia, the chiefeſt wherof is called the kingdome 
of New Alexico, for the wealth, ciuil gouernment, and populouſneſſe of the fame. 
Morequer, becauſe ſince our warres with Spaine, by the taking of their ſhips, and 
ſacking of their townes and cities, moſt of all their ſecrets of the IVeſt Indies, and 
euery part thereof are fallen into our peoples hands (which in former time were 
forthe moſt part vnknowen vnto vs, ) T haue vſed the vttermoſt of my beſt ende- 


uour, to get, and hauing gotten, to tranſlate out of Spaniſh, and here in this pre- 


ſent volume to publiſh ſuch ſecrets of theirs, as may any way auaile vs or annoy 
them, if they driue and vrge vs by their ſullen inſolencies, tocõtinue our courſes 
of hoſtilitie againſt them, and thall ceaſe to ſeeke a good and Chriſtian peace 
vpon indifferent and equal conditions. What theſe things be, and ofhow great 
importance your honour in part may vnderſtand, if it pleale you to vouchſate to 
reade the Catalogues cõteyning the 14. principal heads ofthis worke. Wiereby 
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your honor may farther perceiue that there is no chieſe riuer, no port, no rowne, 
no citie, no ptouince of any reckoning in the Meſſ Indies, that hath not here ſome 
good deſcription thereof, aſwell for the inland as the ſeaſt.coaſt, And for the 
knowledge of the true breadth of the Sea berweene Nona Albion on the North- 
weſt part of America, and the yle of Japan lying ouer againſt the kingdomes of Co- 
ray and China, which vntil theſe foure yeeres was neuer reueiled vnto vs, being a 
point of exceeding great conſequence, I haue here inſerted the voyage of one 
Francis Gualle a Spaniard made from Acapulco an hauen on the South ſex on the 
coaſt of New Spaine, firſt to the Phulippinas, and then to the citie of Macao in chi. 
na, and homeward from Macao by the yles of lanan, and thence tothe back of the 
We#t Indies in the Northerly latitude of 37 degrees :. In which courſe betweene 
the ſaid ylands and the maine he found a wide and ſpacious open Ocean of goo. 
— , which a little more to the Northward hath bene ſet out as a 
Streight, and called in moſt mappes The Streight of Auian. In which telation to 
the viceroy hee conſtantly affirmeth three ſeuerall times, that there is a paſſage 
that way vnto the North parts of Aſia. Moreouer, becauſe I perceiue by a letter 
directed by her Maieſtie to the Emperour of Ching (and ſent in the laſt Fleet in- 
tended for thoſe parts by The South Sea vnder the charge of Bexramin Mood, chief 
ly ſet out at the charges of fir Robert Dudaciey, a gentleman of excellent parts) 
that ſhe vſeth her princely mediation for obtaining of freedome of traffique for 
her marchants in his dominions , for the better inſtruction of our people in the 
Nate of thoſe countries, I haue brought to light certaine new aduertiſements of 
the late alteration ofthe mightie monarchie of the confronting yle of Iapan, and 
of the new conqueſt of the kingdome of Coray, not long ſince tributarie to the 
king of China, by 2uabacondono the monarch of all the yles and princedomes of 
lapanʒ as alſo of the 7 arters called les i, adioyning on the Eaſt & Northeaſt parts 
of Cory, where I thinke the beſt vtrerance of our natural and chiefe commoditie 
of cloth is like to be, if it pleaſe God hereaftertoreucile vnto vs the paſſagethi- 
ther by the Northweſt. The moſt exact and true information ofthe North parts 
of china I ſinde in an hiſtory of Tamerlan, which I haue in French, ſet out within 
theſe ſixe yeres by the abbat of Mortimer, dedicated to the French king that now 
reigneth, who confeſſeth that it was long ſince written in the Arabian tongue 
by one Alhacen a wiſe and valiant Captaine, employed by the ſaid mighty prince 
in all his conqueſts of the foreſaid kingdome Which hiſtory I would not haue 
failed to haue tranſlated into Engliſh , if l had not found it learnedly done vnto 
my hand. | 
And for an appendix vnto the ende of my worłe, I haue thought it not imper- 
tinent, to exhibite to the graue and diſcreet iudgements of thoſe which haue the 
chiefe places in the Admiraltie and marine cauſes of England, Certaine briefe 
extracts ofthe orders ofthe Contractation houſe of Siuil in Spaine, touching their 
gouernment in ſea-matters; together with The ſtreight and ſeuere examination 
of Pilots and Maſters before they be admitted to take charge of ſhips, aſwell by 
the Pilot mayor, and brotherhood of ancient Maſters, as bythe Kings reader of 
The lecture of the art of Nuuigation, with the time that they be enioyned to bee his 
auditors, and ſome part of the queſtions that they are to anſwere vnto. Which 
if they finde good and beneficial for our ſeamen, I hope they wil gladly imbrace 
and imitate, or finding out ſome fitter courſe of their owne, will ſecke tobring 
ſuch as are of that calling vnto better gouernment and more perfection in that 
moſt laudable and needfull vocation. To leaue this point, I was once minded 
to haue added to the end of theſe my labours aſhortrreatiſe, which I haue lying 
by me in writing, touching The curing of hot diſcaſes incident to traucilers in long and 
( H 3 ) Southerne 
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Southerne voyages, which treatiſe was written in Engliſh, no doubt of a very ho- 
neſt mind, by one M. George Wareſon,and dedicated vnto her ſacred Maieſtie. But 
being carefull to do nothing herein raſhly, I ſhewed it to my worſhipfull friend 
M.doftour Gilbert, a gentleman no leſſe excellent in the chiefeſt ſecrets of the Ma- 
thematicks (as chat rare iewel lately ſet foorth by him in _ doeth cuidently 
declare) then in his one profeſſion of phyſicke : whoaſſured me, after hee had 
peruſedthe ſaid treatiſe, that it was very defectiue and vnperfeR, and that if hee 


might haue leaſure, which that argument would require, he would either write 


ſomething thereof more aduiſedly himſelſe, or would conferre with the whole 
Colledge ofthe Phyſicions, and ſerdowne ſome order by common conſent for 
the preſeruation of her Maieſties ſubiects. Now as the foreſaid treatiſe touched 
the cure of diſeaſes growing in hot regions, ſo being requeſted thereunto by 
ſome in authoritie they may CE — for the cure oſdiſeaſes inci- 
dent vnto men employed in cold regions, which to good purpoſe may ſerue our 
— turnes, if they chance to proſecute the intermitted diſcayery by the 

orthweſt, whereunto I finde divers worſhipfull citizens at this preſent much 
inclined. Now —— — I did foreſee, that my proſeſſion of diuinitie, 
the care of my family, and other occaſions might call and divert me from theſe 
kinde of endeuours, I haue for theſe 3. yeeres laſt paſt encouraged and furthered 
in theſe ſtudies of — hie and forren hiſtories, my very honeſt, induſtri- 
ous, and learned friend M. Ionx Pon v, one of ſpeciall ſkill and extraordi- 
wal 1H jj to performe great matters in the ſame, and beneficial for the common

thirty 02 foxty perſons in two ſmall rowing Pinualles made towards the place, where the nighe 
befoze they diſtouered the tents ofthoſe people, and ſetting Charles Iackman, being the maſters 
Mate, aſhoze with a conuenient number, foꝭ that he could beſt guide them to the place, they mar;

The zo ol Augult with the fozce of the wind, and a ſurge of the ſea, the Paſter of the Gabriel 
me ©® andthe Boatſwain were liriken both ouerboozd, hardly was the Boatſwain recouered,hauing 
rookenouer- hold ona roape hanging ouerboozd in the ſea, and pet the Barke was laced foze and after with 
dn, ropesabeaſthigh within boozde. 

This Paſter was called William Smith, being but a pong man and a very ſufficient mariner, 
who being all the mozning bekoze erceeding pleaſant, told his Captaine he dzeamed that he was 
caſt ouerboo2d,and that the Boatſwatn had him by the hand, and could not ſaue him, and ſo imme- 
diately vpon the end of his tale his dꝛeame came right enilly to paſſe, and indeed the Boatſwainin 
like ſozt held him by one hand ,hauing hold on a rope with the other, vncill his foxce fapled, and the 
Maler momned. The height being taken we found our ſelues to be in thelaticuveof degrees

And yet notwithſtandinꝑ this cold aire, the Sunne many times hath a maruellous fozce of Mew ig 
beate amongſt thoſe mountaines , mſomuch that when there is no Heth of winde to bzing the 
colde aire from the diſperſed pce vpon vs, we ſhall be wearie ofthe bloming heate and then lo⸗ 
dainely with a perry of winde which commeth downe from the hollownelle of che hilles, we all wacontan

pte which gaue the Ayde ſuch a blow, hauing a little befoze wayed her anker acocke bill, that it 
ſtroke the anker flouke thzoughthe ſhips bowes vnder the water, which cauſed ſo great aleake, 
that with much adoe they pꝛeſerued the ſhip from ſinking, | 
At their arriuall here they perceiued two ſhips aranker within the harbozough, whereat they 
began much to maruell and greatly toreloyce , fo2 thoſe they knew to be the Michael, wherein 
was the Lieutenant generall Captaine Fenton, and the (mall Barke called the Gabricl, who ſo 
long time were miſling, and neuer heard of befoze , whom every man made the laſt reckoning, -

pere enerp mangreatly refopcedoftheir happle meeting, ann welcommed one another after 
the Sea manner with their great Oꝛdinance, and when each partie had ripped vp their ſundyy fop- 
tunes and peri's paſt, they highly pzayſed God, and alcogither vpon their knees gaue him due, 
Sue wollen humble and hearty thankes , aud Maiſter Woltall a learned man, appointed by her Pateſties 
veacher.

Butz vpon the yce , and with their Caliuers did kill great Seales, which vſe to lye and lleepe 
vpon the yce , and this yce melting aboue at the toppe by reflection of the Sunne, came yowne 
in ſunvzy ſtreames, which vniting togcther,made a pzecie Bzooke able to djiue a ill. 
The ſayde Captaine Fenton recouered his }Pozt tenne dayes befoze any man, and ſpent 
good tyme in learching foz Mine, and hee found good ſtoze thereof, Oe allo diſcouered about 
renne Piles vp into the Couutrey, where he perceiued neither Towne, Uillage noꝛ likelithoode 
of habitation, but it ſeemerh (as he ſapth) barren, as the other parts which as yet we baue entrcv 
vpon: but their victuals and p2ouiſion went ſo ſcant wichthem , that they had determined core» 
turne h:meward within ſeuen dayes after, if the Fleete had not ihen arriuꝛd. 
The Senerall aitec his arriuallin the Counteſſes ſound, ſpent no time in vaine, but immedi · 
atly at his firſt landing called the chiefe Captaines ot his Councell together, and conſulted with 
them foz the ſpeedier execution of ſuch things as then they had in hand, As firſt, fox ſearching 
and finding out good Pinerall foz the Piners to be occupyedon, Then to giue good O2ders to 
bee obſerued of the whole company on ſhoze, And laſtiy, to conſider foz the erecting vp ofthe 
Foꝛt and ouſe foz the vſe of them which were to abive there the whole peere, Foz the better 
| handling of theſe,and all other like impoztant cauſes in this ſeruite, it was ozdeinedfrom her Pas 
ieſtie and the Councell, that the Generall ſhould call vnto him certaine of the chicke Captaines 
and Gentlemen in Councell, to conferre, conſult ann determine of all occurrentsinthis ſeruice,

—— Do that the (mall tyme of that little leaſure that was left to tarrie, was ſpent in 
Ce ſecondof Auguſt the Gabriel arriurd, who came from the Ui ; and beeing 
diſtreſſed (oze with Pte, put into Parbozough neere vato Mount O Andnow was the 
whole Fleete arriued ſafely ac their Pozt, excepting foure , beſides the Shippe that was loft : 
that is, the Thomas Allen, the Anne Francis, the Thomas of Iplwich , and the Moone, 
whoſe abſence was ſome lette vnto the wozkes and other pzoceedings, aſwell foz that theſe 
Shippes were furniſhed with the better ſoxte of Ppners, as with other pzoniſion foz the 


The ninthof Auguſt the Generall with the Captapnes of his counſel aſſembled together, 
and began to conſidex and take ozver fox the erecting vp of N Foꝛt foz ne were 
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to inhabite there the whole peere , and that pꝛeſentiy the Paſons and Carpentets nught goe in 
Confuttation hante therewith, Firſt therefoze chey peruſed the Bils of laving , what every man recewey 
fo1 n2adu's into his Shippe, and found that there was arriued onelp the Eaſtſide, and the Southſide ef the 
| houle, and pet not that perfect and entier: fog many pieces thereof were vſed foz fenders in 
many Sh ppes, and ſo bzoken in pieces whileſt chey were diſtreſſed in the yee. Alſo after due 
tremination had, and true account taken, there was found want of dzinke and fuel to ſerue one 
An dund[ed hundꝛeth men, which was the number appoynted firlt to inhabite there, betauſc their greateſt ſtoze 
toc Fabre, WAS in the Shippes which were not pet arriued. Then Captaine Fenton ſeeing the ſcarcitie 
of the neceſſary things afozeſapd , was contented, and offredhimſelfe to inhabite tht re with ſirtie 
men, Whercupon they cauſed the Carpencers and Paſons to come befoze them, and deman· 
ded in what time they would take vpon them to erect vp aleſſehouſe fo2 ſixtie men. They requi 
red tight oz nine weckes, if there were Tpmber ſufficient, whereas now they had but ſire any 
Nohaditarion twentie dayes in all to rcmapne in that Countrey. Ulherefoze it was fully agreed vpon,and res 
dus pcece. (ctned by the Generall and his counſell, that no habitation ſhould bethere this peere. And thre» 
koꝛe they willed Paſter Selman the Regiſtcr to ſet downethis decree with all their conſcnts, fo} 

the better ſatiſfping ol her Maieſlie, rhe Lo2ds of the Counſell, and the Avuenturcrs, 

The Anne Francis, ſince ſhee was parted fromthe Fleete, in the laſt dome befoze ſpoken 
of, could neuer recoucr aboue ſiue leagues within the ſtreights, the winde being ſometime cons 
traty,andmolſt times the Yee compaſſing them round about. And from that time, being abcut 
the ſeuen and twentiethol Julp,they ctuld neither heare noz haue ſightofany of the Fleete, vntil 
the 3, of Augul, when they deſcryed a ſaple neere vnto Moum Oxford, with whom when they 
had ſpoken, they could vnverſtanvnonewesof any of the Fleete at all, And this was the T ho- 
mas of Ipſwich , who had lapne beating off and on at Sea with very fowle weather , and 
contrary windes, euer ſince that fozeſapy lozme, without ſight of any man. They kept com · 
pany not long together, but were fozcedtolooſe one another agamne, the Moone being conſoze 
alwayes with the Anne Francis, and keeping verp good company plyed vp together into the 
ſreights, with great deſire to recouer their long wiſhed Pozt : aud they attempted as often, and 
pall:d as karte as poſſible the winde, weather, q pte gaue themleaue,which commonly they found 
verpcontrary, Fon when the weather was cleare and without fogge, then commonly the winde 

| wagcontrary, And when it was eyther Eaſterlyoz Southerly, which would ſerue their turnen, 
then had they ſo great afogge and darke miſte therewith, that eyther they could not diſcerne wap 
chozow the pre, oz els the pee lay ſothicke together, that it was impoſſible fo2 them to palle, And 
ontheother live, when it mas tame, the Tydes had fozce to bzing the yce ſo ſuddenly about 
= 197m —2 they were molt therewith viltreſled, hauing no Winde to carpthem 


from the danger 

Any by the lit of Augult being with much adoe got vp as high as Leiceſter point, they hav 
good hope to finde the Souther dope cieare, and loo pale vptowardes their Popt. But being 
thert betalmed and lying a hull openly vpon the great Bay which commeth out of the miſtaken 
ftreights befoze (poken of, they were ſo ſuddenly compaſſed with yet round about by meanes ul 
the [wife Cydes which run in that place, that they were neuer afoze ſo hardly beſet as now, And 
inſeeking to auoyde theſe dangers inthe darke weather, the Anne Francis loſt ſight of the other 
two Ships, who being likewiſe hardlp diſtreſſed, ſignified their danger as they ſince repoted,by 
ſhoving off their ozdinance, which the other could not heare, noz if they had heard, couldhaue gi⸗ 

uen them any remedie, being ſo bulily occupied to winde themſelues out of their owne troubles, 
The F iecboate calledthe Moone, was here heaued abouethe water wich the fo2ce of the pee, 
and receiued a great leake thereby, Likewiſe the Thomas of Ipſwich , and the Anne Francis 
—— ——— having thcir falſe ſtemmes bozne away, and their ſhip ſides ſtro⸗ 
Nowconſidcring the continuall dangers and contraries, and the little leaſure that they hav 
| Left tu caricin theſepartes , beſives tbat euery night the ropes of their Shippes were ſo fro- 
zen,that a man could not handle them without cutting his handes, together with the great doubt 
ie fog them co paſſe vnto their Pot, as 


the Thomas of Ipſwich, with his Pilot Richard Cox, and Capraine Vpcote ofthe —_—— 
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his maſter lohn Lakes came abooꝛde the Anne Francis the eight of Auguſt to conſult of theſe 
cauſes, And being aſſembled together in the Captaines Cabin, ſundzy doubts were there alleys 
ged. Foꝛ the fearefuller ſoꝛt of Mariners being ouertp2ed with the contiunall labour of thefoz- 
mer dangers , coueted to returne home ward, ſaping that they would not againe tempt God 
much, who had giuen them ſo many warnings, and deliuered them from ſo wonderfull dangers: 
that they rather dcſired to loſe wages, fraight,and all, then to continue and follow ſuch deſperate 
foztunes, Againe, their Ships were ſo leake, and the men lo weatie, that co amendthe one, and 
refreſh the other, they muſt of netelſitie ſeeke into harbozough, <7 
But on che other live it was argued againe to the contrary, that to ſecke into harbozough 
thereabouts,was but co ſubiect thamſelues to double dangers: if happily they eſcaped the dangers 
of Rockes in their entring, pet being in, they were neuertheleſle ſubiect there to the danger of 
the Ite, which with the (wift eydes and currents is caryed in and out in moſt harbozoughs there» 
abouts, and may thereby gaule their Cables aſunder, dztue them vpon the ihoare, and hing them

And as the Captaine of the Anne Francis doech witneſle , euen at their conference togither, 
Captaine Tanfield tolde him, that he div not a little ſuſpect the ſayd Pilot Cox, ſaping that he 
had opinion inthe man neither of honeſt ductie ,manhoode,no} conſtancie, Notwithſtanding the 
ſapde Shippes departure, the Captaine of the Anne Francis being deſirous to put in execution 
his foxmer reſolutions, went with bis Shippeboate (being accompanied alſo with the Moones 
Dkiffe ) to pꝛooue amongſt the Jlands which lye vnder Hattons Hedland, if any conuenicnt 
harbozough, 02 anp knowledge of the Fleete, oz any good Dye were thereto be found. The 
Shippes lying off and on at Sea the while vnder Daple, ſearching thzough many ſounds, they 
ſawe them all full of many dangers and bzoken ground: pet one there was, which ſeemed 
an indifferent place to harbozough in, and which they did very diligently ſound ouer, and ſear» 
ched accaine, | | 

Pere the ſayde Captaine found a great blacke Jland , whereunto hee had good liking , and 
certifping the cempany thertot, they were ſomewhat comfozted, and with the good hope of his 
wozdes rowed cheerefully vnto the place: where when they arriued, they found ſuch plentie ol 
blacke Oze of the ſame ſozt which was bꝛought into England this laſt peere, that if the goods 
neſſe might anſwere the great plentie thereof, it was to be thought that it might reaſonably 
ſuffice all the golde-gluttons of the wozlv, This Aland the Captaine foz cauſe of his goov 
hap, called after his ownename, Beſtes bleſſing, and with theſe good tydings returning aboozd

Aud becauſe the Country people had vſed to dee the like, when they perceiued any of our 
bosts to paſſe by, they ſuſpected ihem tu be the (ame, And comming ſomewhat neerer,they mighe 
perceiue certaine tents,and diſcerne this enſigne to be of mingledcolcurs, blacke and white, after 
the Englich faſhion, But betauſe they could ſee no Shippe,no2 likelihood of harbozough with · 
in five 02 ſire leagues about, and knewe that none of cur men were woont to frequent thoſe 
partes, thepcould not tell what to indgethercof , but imagined that ſeme of the ſhips being 
carried ſo high with the ſtozme and miles, had made ſipwzacke amongſt the yce oz the bo 
ken Illande there, and were ſpopled bythe countrep people, who might vle the lundꝛy coloured 
flagge foz apolicie , —_ them like u iſe within their danger.

The Captame now with his Ptuniſle being come neere the ſhoare, commanded his Boate 
carefully to aflote, leſt in their neceſlitie they might winne the ſame from him, and ſceke 
firſt to ſaue tht mlelues: fo2 cuery man in that caſe is next himſclie, They haled one another 
accozding to the manner ofthe Sea, and demaundedwharchecre* and eithet partie anſwercy 
the other, that all was well: whereupon there was a ſudden and ioyfull outſhoote, with great 
flinging vp ol caps, and a bꝛaue voly of ſhotte to welcome one another.

The 23. ol Auguſt, che ſayd Captaine mette together with the other Captaines ( Cemmiſſio» 
ners in counſell with che Generall) aboozde the Ayde, where they conſidered and conſulted of 
lundzy cauſes , which being particularly regiltred bythe Notarie, were appopnted where and 
how to be done againſt another peere. | | 
The 24. ol Auzul, the Generall with two Pinniſles and good numbers of men went to 
Beares ſound, commanding the ſayde Captaine with his Pinneſſe to attend the ſeruice, to 
ſee if he could encounter o2 appzchend any of the people : fo2 ſundʒy times they (hewed theme 
ſelues buſie thereabouts, ſometimes with ſeuen op cyght Boates in one company, as though 
they minded to encounter with our company which were wozking there at the Pines, in no 
great numbers. But when they perceiued any of our Shippes to tyde in that roade ( being be⸗ 
ltke moze amazed at the countenance of a Shippe, and a moze number of men) they did neuer 
None ofthe ſhewethemſelues againe there at all, our men ſought with their Pinmlles to com⸗ 
people wil: be paſſe about the Jlaud where they did vſe, ſuppoſing there ſuddenly toi ſemt of them, 
But befoze our men could come neere, haujng belike ſome watchin the toppe of the mountaines, 
they conueyed themſelues pꝛiuily away, and left ( as it ſhouldſceme ) one of their great vartes 


behinds them faz haſte, which we found neere to a place of their caues and houſing. 
though cur General were very deſirous to baue takenſome of them to haut bzougke into En 
land. he being now growenmoze wary by their foymer loſſes, would not at any time come 

in our dangers, About midnight of the ſame vay, the coptaineof the Anne Francis departed 
thence and let his courſe ouer the treights towards Hattous Hedland, being about 1 5 leagues 
ouer, and returned aboo2d his Dhipye the 25. of Augult, to the great comfozt o his company, 
who long erpected his ccmming, where hee found his Shippes ready rigged and loden, 
Wherefoze he departed fromtheuce againe the next mozning towards the Counteſſes ſound, 
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where he arriued the 28. of the lame, By the way he let his Diners aſhoze at Beares ſound, fox

Hare Articles and directions foz our returnehomewards, all other 
into wardneſſe and in good oꝛder, the laſt dap of Auguſt 2 
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from the Counceſſes ſound,ercepting the ludich, and the Anne Francis, who ſtayed fog the ta- 
king in cffreſh water,and came the next day and mecte the Fleete lying off and on, athwarc 
Beares ſound, who ſtaxed fe the Generall, which then was gene aſhoze to diſpatch the two 
Barkes and the Buſle of Bridge wareryfo2 their loading,whereby to get the companies and cther 
things abo: d. The Coptaineof the Anne Francis hauing moſt part of his companp aſhoze, tte 
firſt of Stptember went allo to Beares ſound in his Pinneſle to teich his men aboozw, but the 
wind grewe lo great im nediatly vpon their landing, that the ſhippes at Sea were in great dan- 
ger, and ſome ot them fo2cilypu from their ankers, and greatly feared to be vtterly loft, as 
the Hopewell, wherein was Captame Carew and others, who could not tell on which ſite 
their danger was meſt: ſo h. ing migbtie rockes chzeatning on the one ſide, and dꝛiuing Illands 
of cutting yce on the other ſive they greatly fearcdto make ſbipmacke, the yce dʒiuing ſo neere 
them that it touched the r bolt · pit. Ind by meanes ofthe Sea that was growne ſo hie, they 
were not able to put to ſca with their ſmall Niuneſſes to recouer their ſhippcs, And againe, the 
ch ppes were not able to carrie o2 lie athwart fo them, vy meanes of te outt $ windes and 
ſweliing ſ:as, The Generall willed the Captaine of the Anne Francis with his companp , foz 
thet might to lodge aboozd the Buſſe of Bridge water, and went himſelfe with the tet of his men 
abooꝛd the Barkes. But their numbers were ſo great, and the pꝛouiſien ot the Berl es ſo ſtant. 
that they peſtered one another exceesingly. They had great hope that the next moꝛning the wea- 
ther would be faire, whetebythey might recouer their ſhippes, But in the mozning kellowirg 
it was much woꝛſe, foꝛ the ſtoʒme continued greater. the Sea being moꝛe [wollen, and the Fleete 
gone qu te out of ſigbt.

Auing now ſufficiently and truly ſet foꝛth the whole tirtumſtante, and particu⸗ 
ler handling of cuerpoccurrent in the 3. voyages oł our woꝛthy Genecrall, Cap⸗ 
taine Frobiſher, it ſhal not be from the purpoſe to ſpeake ſometohat in gene rail 
of the nature ol this Countrep called Meta Incognita, and the condition of the 
es there inhabiting.

Firlt therefoze touching the Topographical deſcriptionoftheplece,Jeisnow 4 — 
found in the laſt voyage, that Queene Elizaberhs Cape being ſituate in latitude at 61. degrees ton of wer 
and a halfe,which befoze was ſuppoſed to be part of the firme land of America, and alſo al the reſt '*=8=** 
of the South ſive of Frobiſhers ſtraites,are all ſeucrall Jſlands and bzoken land, and likewiſe ſo 
will all the 202th ſive of the laid ſtraites fall out to be as I thinke. And ſome ot our company be- 
ing entred aboue 60. leagues within the miſtaken ſtraites in the third voyage mentioned, thought 
certainely that they had dilcryed the firme land ol Ametica towards the South, which J thinke 
will fallout ſo to be, | 12 
Theſe bꝛoken lands and Illands being very many in number, do ſeeme to make there an Ar- 
chipelagus, which as they all differ in greatneſſe, foꝛme, and faſhion one from another, ſo are they 
in goodueſſe colour, and ſoyle much valike. They all ate very high lands, mountaines, and in moſt 
parts couered with ſnow euen all the Sommer long. The Noꝛther lands haue leſſe ſtoze ef ſnow, 
moe graſſe, and are moze plaine Countreys: the cauſe whereofmay be,fo2 that the Souther J: 
{andsreceiue all the ſnow, that the cold winds and perting ay2e bzing outofthe Nozth, And tor⸗ 
trarily,the Nozthparts receiue moze warme blaſts of milder apze from the South, whereupon 
may grow the cauſe why the people couct to inhabit moze vpon the Noxthparts then the South, 
as karre as we can pet by our experience perteiue they doe, Theſe people I iudge to be a kind of | 
Tartar,oz rather a kind of Samoed,of the ſame ſozt and condition of life that the Samoeds bee to The people of 
the Notheaſtwards beyond Moſcouy,who are called Samoeds , which is as much to ſay in the nat bnd . 
Moſcouy tongue, as caters ot themſelues, and ſo the Ruſſians their bozderers doe name them. w 
Aud by late conference with a friendofmine (with whom J vid ſometime trauell in the parts of 
Moſcouy) who hath greaterpericnce ofthoſe Samoeds and pcople of the Noꝛtheaſt, J find that 
in all their maner of liuing, thoſe people of the Nozthcaſt, and theſe of the Nozthwelt are like. 
They axe of the colour of a ripe Dliue, which how it map come to paſſe, being bozne in ſo cold a Their nacius 
climate, J referre to the iudcement ok others fo? thepare naturally boznechildzenof theſame to⸗ . 
lour and complexion that all the Americans are, which dwell vnder the Equinoctiall line. 
They are men very actiue and nimble. They are a ſtrong people and very warlike, foz in ouc 
light vpon the toppes or the hilles they would often muſter themſelues, and after the maner of a 
ckirnuſh trace their ground very nimbly, and mannage their bowes and dartes with great derte ⸗ 
ritie. They go clad in coates made ofthe ſkinnes of beaſts, as of Seales, Deere, Beares, Fores, Their appar 
and Hares, They haue alſo ſome garments of feathers, being made ofthe caſes of foules, finely 
ſowed and compact togither. Ok all which ſozts wee bought home ſome with vs into England, 
which we found in their tents, In Sommer they vle to weare the hairie ſide ol their coates out⸗ 
ward, and ſometime goe naked lo; too much heate, Aud in Minter (as by ſignes they haue de- 
clared) they weare foure oz fine foldc vpon their bodies with the haire (foz warmth) turned in- 
ward. Oereby it appeareth,that the ayꝛe there is not indifferent, but eithet it is feruent hote,oz cls 
ertreme cold, ⁊ farre moze exceſſiue in both qualities, then the reaſon of the climate ſhould pee ld. 
Foz there it is colder, being vnder 6 a. degrees in latitude, then it is at Wardbouſe in the voyage 
to Daint Nicholas in Moſcouie, being at aboue 72. degrees in latitude, Che reaſon hereot per The accidens

# Theſe — are in nature very ſubtill and ſharpe witted, ready to conceiue our meaning by 
lignes,and to make anſwere well to be vnderſtood againe, And if they baue not ſeene the thing 
whereof you aſke them, they will wincke, oz couer their eyes with their hands, as who would ſay, 
it hath bene hidfromtheir ſight. A they vnderſtand pou not whereof pou aſke them, they wil top 
their eares. They will teach vs the namesofeach thing in their language which wee deſire to 
learne, and are apt to learne any thing of vs, They delight in Muſicke aboue meaſure, and will 
keepe time and ſtroke to anptune whichyou ſhall ſing, both with their vopce,head,handaud krete, 
and will ſing the ſame tune aptly after you, They will row with our Ozes in our boates, and 
keepe a true ſtroke with our Parincrs, and ſeeme to take great delight therein, They liue in 
Caues of the earth and hunt fc2 their dinners 0 ae, euen as the beare 02 other wild beaſtes do. 
They eat raw fleſh and fiſh,and refuſe no meat howſoeuer it be ſtinking, They are deſperate in 
t;;eir fight, ſullenof nature, and raucnous in their maner of feeding, 

Their ſulleu @ deſperate nature doth herein manifeſtly appeare,that a company of them be ing 
enuironed by our men on the top of a bie cliffe, ſo that they could by no meanes eſcape our hands, 
findinx themitlues in this caſe diſtreſſed,choſe rather to caſt themſelues headlong dowu therochs 
into the ſea, and ſo be bzuiſed and dzowned, rather then to peeldchemſelues to our mens merties. 

Fo? their wee pons to offend their enemies oz kill their pꝛey withall, they haue darts, ſlings, 
bowes, and arrowes headed with ſharpe ſtones, bones, and fome with pꝛon. They are exceeding: 
friendly and kind hearted one to the other, and mournegreatly at the loſſe o2 harme of their fel- - 
lowes,and expꝛeſle theirgricfe of mind, whenthey part one from another with a mourneful ſong, 
and Dirges. They are very ſhamefaſt in bewzaping the ſecrets ol nature, and very chaſte in the 
maner of their liuing : fox when the man, which wee bzought from thence into England the 
{aft voyage, ſhould put off his coat oꝝ diſcouer his whole body foz change, hee would not ſuffer the 
woman to bee pꝛeſent, but put her foxthofhis Cabin, And in all the ſpace of two oz thiee mo 
neths, while the man liued in company of the woman, there was neuer any thing ſeene o; pertei · 
ued betweene them, moe then might haue paſſed betweene hnother and ſiſter : but the woman 
was in all things very ſeruiceable foz the man, attending him carefully when he was liche, and he 
like wiſe in all the meates which they did eate together, woulde carue vnto her of the ſweetef, 
fatteſt,andbeſt mozſclsthephad. They wondzed much at all our things, and were afraid of our 
hozſes and other beaſis out ofmeaſure, They began to grow moze tiuill, familiar, pleaſant , and 
doctble amongſt vs in very ſhoxt time, | 

They baue boates made of leather, and coueredcleane oucr ſauing one place in the middle to 
ſit in,planked within with timber, and they vſe to row therein with one D2e,moze ſwiftly agreac 
deale, then we in our boates can doe with twentie. They haue one ſozt of greater boates where* 
in they cancarrieaboue twentie perſons, amd haue a Paſt with a ſaile thereon, which ſaile is made 
of thinne Ckinnes 02 bladders, ſowed togither withthe linewes of fiſhes. 

They are good Fiſhermen, and in their ſmall Boates being ſed with their coates of 
ny be the fiſh, who take chem rather foz their fellow Deales, then foz de 
teiuing 

They are good marke · men. Aith their dart oꝛ arrow they will commonly kill a Ducke, 02 c 
np othet foule in the head, and commonly inthe eye. 

hen they ſhoote at a great fiſh with any of their darts, they ble to tye a bladder thereunto, 
whereby they may the better find themagaine, and the fiſh not able to cary it ſo eaſily away (fo 
that the bladder doth boy the dart) will at length be wearie,and dpetherewith, 

They vſe totraffike and erchange their commodities withſome other people, of whom they 
haue (uch things as their miſerable Counerep, aud ignozance of Art to make , denieth them co 
haue, as barresof y20n,headsof pꝛon foꝭ their darts,needles made foure ſquare, certaine buttons 
of copper, which they vle to weare vpon their foxchads foz omament,as our Ladies in the Court 
of II)

Che people of ked with vs, the other being in their boats a pꝛety way off, Their pꝛonuntiation was very hols 
aye comerey.. lom thozow the thzoat, and their ſpeech ſuch as we could not vnderſtand: onely we allured them 
ferred with by friendly imbyacings and ſignes of curteſie. At length one of them pointing vp tothe Sunne 
dur men. with his hand, would pꝛeſently ſtrike his bꝛeaſt ſo hard that we might heare the blow, This hee 
did manp times befoze ye would any wap truſt vs. Then lohn Ellis the Paſter of the Moone- 
ſhine was appointed to vle his beſt policie to gaine their friendſhip; who ſtrooke his bzealt , and 
pointed tothe Dunne after their oꝛder: which when he had diuers times done, they beganne to 
truſt him, and one of them came on ſhoare, toſwhom wethzew our cappes, ſtockings and gloues, 
and ſuch other things as then we had about vs, playing with ourmuſicke , and making ſignes 
of iop , and dauncing. Do the night comming, we bade them farewell, and went aboozd out 


Thirty ſeuen Che next mozning being the 30 of July there came 37 Canoas rowing by our ſhips, calling 
— to vs to come on ſhoare: we not making any great haſte vnto them, one ot them went vp tothe 
toppe of the rocke, and leapt and daunced as they had vone the day befoze, ſhewing vs a ſeales 

Their muſtke, kinne, and another thing made like a timbzell, which he did beat vpon with a ſticke , making a 
noiſelike a (mall dumme, Whereupon we manned our boats and tame to them they all faping 

intheir Canoas; we came to the water ſive where they were: and after we had ſ\wozne bythe 

Dunne after their faſhion, they did truſt vs, So J ſhooke hands with one of them, and he kiſſed 

camiti- my hand, and we were very familiar with them. Tc were in ſo great credit with them vpon this 

with the acquaintance , that we could haue any thing they had, Te bought fine Canoas of them: 
we their clothes from their backs, which were all made of ſeales ſkinnes & birds ſkinnes; 

| eheirbulkins, their hoſe, their gloues, all being commonly ſowed and welldzeſſed : ſo chat we 

were fully perſwaded that they haue diuers arrificers among them. We had a paire of buſkins 

of them full of fine wooll like beuer. Their apparell foz heat was made of birvs ſkinnes with 

their feathers on them. Te ſaw among them leather dzeſſed like Glouers leather, and thicke 

thongs like white leather of a good length. Ne had of their darts andoares , and found in them 

that they would by nomeanes viſpleaſe vs, but would giue vs whatſoeuer we aſked ofthem, and 

would be ſatiſfied with whatſoeucr we gaue them, They tooke great care one of another: fo? 

Shen we had bought their boats, then two other would come and carp him away betwerne them 

that had ſolde vs his, They are very tractable people, void ofcraft oz double dealing , ance

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to be bꝛought to any ciuility 02 good oder: but we iudge them to be idolaters and to wozlhip the 
Sunne. 

During the time ok our above among theſe Illands we found reaſonable quantity of wood, Diners ton ta 
both firre, ſpzuſe and iuniper; which whether it came floting any great diſtance to theſe places 05. 
where we found it, 02 whether it grew in ſome great Iſlands neere the ſame place by vs not pet 
viſcouered,we know not; but we iudge that it groweth there further into the land then we were, 
becauſe the people had great ſfoze of darts andoares which they made none actount of, but gaue 
them to vs fo2 (mall trifles, as points and pieces of paper. Te ſaw about this coaſt marueilous 
great abundance of ſcales ckulling together like ckuls of ſmall fiſh, Ile found nofreſh water as They map 
mong thele Iſlands, but onely ſnow water, whereof we found great pooles, Thecliffes were all — M 
of ſuch dare as M. Frobiſher bzought from Mera incognita. e had diuers ſhewes of Study | tne =o 
oꝛ uſcoup glaſſe ſhining not altogether vnlike to Chziſtall, Te found an herbe growing vp- poſcome 
on the rocks, whoſc fruit was lweet, full of red tuice, and the ripe ones were like cozinths, Te ql 3 
found alſo birch and willow growing like ſhubbes low to the ground, Theſe people haue great coumtys. 
ſtoze of furtes as we iudge. They made ſhewes vuto vs the zo of this p2cſent, which was the ſe⸗ 
cond time of our being with them, after they perceiued we would haue ſkinnes and furres, that 
they would go into the countrey and come againe the next day with ſuch things as they had: but 
this night the winde co1 faire, the captaine andthe maſter would by no meanes detract the 
purpoſe of our diſcoucry, And ſothe laſt of this moneth about foure ol the clocke in the mozning 
in Gods name we let ſaile, and were all that day becalmed vpon the coaſf, 

The firſt of Auguſt we had a kaire winde, and ſo pꝛoceeded towards the Nozthweſt foz our dil ⸗ ungut. 


The ſire of Augult we viſcouered land in 66 degrees 40 minuts of latitude, altogether void Land im 66 ve- 

from the peſter of ice: we ankered in a very faire rode vnder a bzaue mount, the cliſtes whereof * dom 
were as0zient as golde. This mount was named Mount Raleigh. The rode where our ſhips 
Jap at anker was called Totnes rode. The ſound which did compaſſe the mount was named Exe- 
tet ſound. The foteland towards the Nozth was called Diers cape. The fojeland towards the 
Douth was named Cape Walſingham. So ſoone as we were come to an anker in Totnes rode 
vnder Mount Raleigh, we eſpied white beares at the foot of the mount: we ſuppoſing them Foure white 
to be goats02 wolues, manned our boats and went towards them: but when we came neere the 
ſhoze, we found them to be white beares ol a monſtrous bigneſſe: we being deſirous of freſh vic- 
tuall and the ſpoꝛt, began to aſſault them, and J being on land, one of them came dowue the hill 
right againſt me: my piece was charged with hailſhot e a bullet: J diſcharged my piece and ſhot 
him in the necke; heroare a litle, and tooke the water ſtraight, making ſmall account ot his hurt. 
Then we followed him with our boat, and killed him with boare · ſpeates, & two moze that night. 
De found nothing in their mawes; but we iudged by their dung that they fed vpon graſſe, be · 
_— appeared in all reſpects like the dung of an hozſe, wherein we might very plainly ſee the 
very trawes. | 

The y we went on ſhore to another beare which lay all nigbt vpon the top of an Iſland vuder 
Mount Raleigh, and when we came vp to him he lay faſt aſleep, I leuelledat his head, and the 
ſtone of mp piece gaue no fire: with that he looked vp, and lapeddowne his head againe: then Y 
ſhot being charged with two bullets, and ſtrooke him in the head: he being but ama en fell back⸗ A hug white 

wards : whereupon we ran all vpon him with boare-ſpeares, andthzuſt him in the body: yet foy deare- 
all that hegript away our boare-ſpeares, and went towards the water; and as he was going 
downe, he came backe againe, Then our Paſter ſhot his boare-ſpeare, and ſtrooke him in the 
head, and made him to take the water, andſwimme into a cone faſt by, where we killed him, and 
bought him abooꝛd. The bꝛeadch of his fozefoot from one ſive to the other was fourcteene inch · 
es oucr. They were very fat, ſo as we were conſtrained to caſt the fat away, Te ſaw a rauen 
bpcu Mount Raleigh. Te found withies alſo growing like low ſþ2ubs & flowers like Pzimro- 
ſes in the ſayd place, The coaſt is very mountainous, altogether without wood,graſſe,o2 earth, 
id is onely huge mount aines of ſtone ; but the bzaueſt ſtone that euer weſaw, The aire was ve⸗ 
y moderate in this countrey. | 
Nd et PAO ſhoare, which lieth Southlouth- 
The ↄ dur men fell in diſlike of their allowance , becauſe it was too ſmall as they thought:

ue wine quarts and a 
moze : ſo we reſtrained them from their butter aud cheeſe, _ The 
13 
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The 11 we came to the moſt Southerly cape of this land, which we named The Cape of 
Gods mercy, as being the place of ourfirſt entrence fox the deſcouery. The weather being very 
foggy we coaſted this Nozth land; at length when it bzake vy, we perteiued that we were ſhot 
into a very faire entrance oz paſſage, being in ſcme places twenty leagues bzoad,and in ſi me thir- 
ty, altogether void of any peſter of ice, the weather very tolerable, and the water of the very cos 
lour, nature and quality ofthe maine ocean, which gaue vs the greater hope ol our pallage. Pa 
uing ſailed Nozthwcſt ſirty leagues in this entrance we diſcouercd certaine Jſlands ſanding 
in the midft chereof,hauing open paage on both ſides, Therupon our ſhips diuided themlelucs, 
the one ſailing on the Noꝛth ſive, the other on the South ſide of the ſayd Alles, where we ſtayed 
fine dayes, hauing the winde at Southeaſt, ve ry foggy and foule weather, 

The 14 we went on ſhoare and found ſignesof people, fo we found ſtones layed vp together 
like a wall, and ſaw the ſkull of a man 02 a woman, 

The 15 we heard dogs houle on the ſhoare, which we thought had bene wolues,and therefoze 
we went on ſhoare to kill them. hen we came on land the dogges tame pzeſently to our boat 

very gently, vet we thought they tame to pꝛay vpon vs, and therefoze we ſhot at them, and killed 

two: and about the necke of one of them we found a leatherne coller, wherupon we thought them 

to be tame dogs. There were twenty dogs like maſtiues with pꝛickt cares and long buth tailes: 

we found a bone in thepizels of their dogs. Then we went farthcr, and found two lleads made 

like ours in England: the one was made of firre,ſpzuſc and oken boozds ſawcn like inch boopds ; 

the other was made all of whale bone, e there hung on the tops ol the fleads rh2ee heads of beaſts 
which they had killed. TUe ſaw here larks, rauens, and partridges. 

The 1 7 we went on ſhoare , and in a little thing made like an ouen with tones J found many 
cinalltrifles, as a (mall canoa made of wood, a piece of wood made like an image, a bird made ot 
bone, beads hauing ſmall holes in one end ot them to hang about their necks, other (mall things, 
The coaſt was very barren without wood oz graſſe: the rocks were very faire like marble, full 
of vaines of diuers colours. Ie found a ſeale which was killed not long be kope, being fleane, 
and hid vnder ſtones, 

Probabticies Dur Captaine and Paſtcr ſearched ſtill fo2 pꝛobabilities of the paſſage, and firſt found, I that 

ie pala$e- this place was all Ill mds, with great ſounds paſſing betweene them, 

Wee neuer Secondly, the water remained of one colour with the maine ocean without altering, 

bay belag m - Thirdly, we ſaw to the Weſt of thoſe Illes thzee 2 foure whales in aſkull,which they iudged 

ates, bur the | te tome frem a Mederly ſea, becauſe to the E all ward we ſaw not any whale, 

Was glers Alſo as we were rowing into a very great ſound lying Southweü, frb whence theſe whales 

very blackiſh. came, vpon the ſudden there came a violent counter. checke ot a tide from the Southweſt again 
the flood which we came with, not knowing from whence it was mainteined, 

Fiftly,in ſailing twenty leagues within the mouth of this entrance we had ſounding in 90 fa: 

- doms, faire grap oſie ſand, and the further we ran into the Meſtwards the deeper was the water; 
ſo that hard aboozd the ſhoare among theſe I ſles we could nat haue ground in 3 30 fadoms. 

Laſtly,it did ebbe and flow ſire o2 ſeuen fademe vp and downe,the flood commingfromviuers 
parts, ſo as we could not perceiue the chicke maintenance thereof, 

The 18 and 19 our Captaine and Paſter determined what was beſt to doe, both fo? the ſafe- 
gard of their credits, andſatiſfying of the aduenturers, and reſolued, ifthe weather hake vp, to 
make further ſcarch, 

The 2othe winde came directly againſt vs: ſo they altcredtheir purpoſe, and reaſoned both 
fo2 pꝛocteding and returning. 

The 21 the winde being Nozthwelk, we departed fromtheſe J llands; and as we coaſtedthe 
8 faire (ounds, whereby we were perſwaded chat it was no ſume land 

| ds, ; 

The 23 of this moneth the wind tame Southeaſt, with very lie my and foule weather: ſowe 
were conſtrained toſeeke harboꝛe w vpon the Scuth coaſt of thisentrance, where we fellintoa 
very faire ſound, + ankcred in 25 fadoms greene ole ſand. Pere we went on ſhoze, where we had 
manifeſt ſignes of people where they had made their fire , and laped tones like a wall. Jn this 
place we ſaw foure very faire faulcons ; and M. Bruton tooke from one of them his pꝛey, which

returne. 36 we departed from ſight of the Noꝛth land ofthis entrance,directing our courſe

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The 10. ol September wee fell with The land of deſolation, thinking to goe on ſhoare, but September. 
we touldget neuer a good harboꝛough. That night wee put to ſea againe thinking to ſearch it the 
—_— night aroſe a very great ſtozme,and ſeparated our ſhips,ſo that we loſt the ſight 
ofthe Mooneſhine. 
The 13. about noone (hauing tried all the night befoze with agooſe wing) we ſet ſaile,q with · They mut 
in two houres alter we had ſight of the Mooneſhine againe: this day we departedfrom this land, #9 Thc land 
The 27. ol this moneth we fell with ſight of England. This night we had a marueilous ſtoꝛme Eogland in 14- 
and loſt the Mooneſhine. i apes. | 
The 30. ol September wee came into Dartmouth, where wee found the Mooneſhine being 
tome in not two houres befoze. 


The ſecond voyage attempted by M. Iohn Dauis with others, for 
the diſcouery of the Northwe#t paſſage, in Anno 1586, 


bes. ol ay, I departed ſrom the poze of Dartmouth foz the diſcouery 
2 REN of the Northweſt paſſage, with a ſhipof an hundzed and twentie tunnes na · 
ed tbe Mermayd, abarke of 60.tunnes named the Sunneſhine, abarkeof 
e656. tunnes named the Mooneſhine, and a pinneſſe ot tenne tunnes named 
the North ſtarre. 
And the 15. ot June I diſcouered land in the latitude of Co. degrees, and in and ditons· 
| longitude from the Meridian of London Teſtward 37. degrees, mightily **> in Go.. 
yeſtered with yce and ſnow, ſothatthere was no hope ol landing: the pte lay in ſome placts tennune 
leagues, in ſome 20. and in ſome 30. leagues off the ſhoꝛe, ſo that wee were conſtrained to beare in · 
to 57, degrees to double the ſame, and to recouer a free Dea, which though Gods faucurable 
mercy we at length obtained. 
The 29. ol June alter many tempeſtuous ſtoꝛms we againe diſcouered land in longitude from 
the Meridian ol London 58. degr. 30. min.and in latitude 64, being Eaſt from vs: into which 
courſe ſith it pleaſed God by tontrary windsto fozce vs, I thought it very neceſſary to beare in 
with it, x there to ſet vp our pinneſle,p2ouidedin the Mermeyd tu be our ſcout foz this diſcouery, 
and ſo much the rather betauſe the pere befoze J had bene in the ſame plate, and found it very con- 
uenient foꝛ ſuch a purpoſe, wel ſtoꝛed withflote wood, e poſleſled by a people of tractable conuerſa- 
tion: ſo that the 29. ol this moneth we arriued within the Alles which lay befoze this land, lying 
Noꝛth noꝛthweſt, and South ſoutheaſt, we know not how farre. This land is very high o moun- 
tainous, hauing befoze it on the Weſtſide a mighty company of Illes full of faire ſounds, am 
barboꝛoughs. This land was very litle troubled with \now,and the ſea altogether voyd of yce. 
The ſhips being within the ſounds wee ſent our boatesto ſearch foz ſhole water, where wee 
might anker, which in this place is very hard to finde: and as the boat went ſounding and ſearch⸗ 
ing, the people of the countrey hauing eſpied them, came in their Canoas towards them with 
many (houtes and cries : but after they had eſpied in the boat ſome ol our company that were the 
peere befoze here with vs, they pꝛeſently rowed to the boate, andtooke hold on the oare, and hung 
about the boate with ſuch-comfoztable iop, as would require a long diſcourſe to be vttered : they 
came with the boates to our ſhips, making ſignes that they knewe all thoſe that the peere befoze 
had bene with them. After J perceiued their ioy and ſmall feare of vs, my ſelfe with the Mer ⸗ Genu and lo⸗ 
chants x others ofthe company went aſhoare, bearing with me twentie knives: A had no ſooner 1. 
landed, but they lept out of their Canoas and came running to mee and the reſt, and embꝛaced vs 
with many ſignes of heartie welcome: at this pꝛeſent there were eighteeneof them, and to eche of 
them J gaue a knife: they offred ſkinnes to me fo2 — — 
ſolde, but giuen them of courteſie:and ſo diſmilled them foz that time, with lignes that they ſhould 
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with ſtraighe commmandemenc that there ſhould be no iniuris offered to any of the people, neither 
any gunne ſho, | 
Jmages.crane The boates that went from me found the tents of the people made withſeale ſkinnes ſet vy 
ple, And Sale bpon timber, wherein the y found great ſtoze of died Caplin, being a litle fiſhno bigger then apil⸗ 
_ in tan chard: they foundbagsof Trane ople,many licle images cut in wood, Deale ſkinnesintan-tubs, 
with manp other ſuch trifles, whereof they diminiched nothing, 

They alſo found tenne miles within the (nowp mountaines aplaine champion countrey, with 
earth and graſle,ſuch as our mocyp and waſte grounds of England ate: they went vp into a riuet 
(which in the narroweſt place is two leagues bzoad) about ten leagues, finding it till to continue 
they knewe not howe farre: but J with my company tooke another riuer, which although at the 
firſt it offered a large inlet, pet it pꝛoued but a deepe bay,the ende whereofin foure houres J attai⸗ 
ned, and there icauing the boat well manned, went with the reſt of my company thee oz foure 
miles into the cuunt rey, but found nothing, noz ſaw any thing, ſaue onely gripes, rauens, and ſmall 
birds, as larkes and linnets. | 

The third of July J mannev iny boat, and went with tifty Canoas attending vpon me vp inte 
another ſound where the people by ſignes willed mee to goe, hoping to linde their habitation: at 
length they made ſignes that J ſhould goe into a warme place to ſleepe, at which place A went on 
ſhoze, and aſcended the toppe ofen high hill to ſee into the couutrey,but percetuing my labo? vaine, 
Jreturned againe to my boat, the people till following me, and my company very diligent to at- 
tend vs, and to helpe vs vp the rockes, and likewiſe downe: at length J was deſirous to haue our 

men leape with them, which was done, but our men did cuerleape them: from leaping they wen: 
to wieſtling, we lound them ſtrong and nimble, and to haue (kil in vat itling, foꝛ they caſt ſome of 
our men that were good wꝛeſtlers. 

The fourth of July we lanchedour pinnelſe, and had foxtie of the people to helpe vs, which they 
did very willingly : at this time our men againe wieſtled with them, and found them as befo2e, 
ſtrong and ſkilfull, This fourth of July the Paſter of the Mermayd went tocertoine Jlands te 

#graue with ſtoze himſelfe with wood, whcre he found a graue with diuers buried in it, only coucred with ſeals 

acrofſelapd {kinnes,hauing a croſſe lov ouer them, The people are of good ſtature, wel in body p2opoztioned, 

Tde r With ſmall ſlender hands and fret, with bzoad viſages,and ſmal eyes, wide mouthee, the moſt part 

Lapenat ag bub atved, great lips, and cloſe toothed, Their cuſtomeis as often as they go fremvs, ftill at their 

mal eyed. =Treturne to make a nem truce, in this ſozt, holding his hand vp to the Sun with a lowd voice he cri 
eth Vlyaoute, and ſtriketh his bꝛelt wich like ſignes, being pꝛomiſed ſafety, he giueth credit. Theſt 
people are much giuen to bleed, and therefoze ſtop their noſes with deere s haire, oz the haire ol n 
elan. They are idolaters and haue images geeat ſtoze, which they weare about them. and in their 
boats, which we ſuppoſe they wozhlp, They are witches, and haue many kinds of inchantments, 
which they often vſed, but to mall purpoſe,thankes be to God, 

Being among them at ſhoze the fourth of July, one of them making a long oꝛation, beg anne to 
kindle afire in this mancr : he tooke a piece of a board wherein was a hole halfe thozow: into that 
hole he puts the endof a round tick like vnto abevſtaffe, wetting the end thereol in Trane, and in 

Their mane: faſhion of aturner with a piece of lether, by his violent motion doeth very ſpeedily pzoduce fire: 
dhe roten, which done, with turfes he made a fire, into which with many wozds and itrange gcſtures,he put 
m Amen. diuets things, which wee ſuppoſed to be a ſacrifice : mp ſelfe and diuers of my company ſtanding 
N fice made of 1,1, they were deſirous to haue me go into the ſmoke, willed them likewiſe to ſtand in the ſmoke, 
| which they by no meanes would do. J then tooke one of them, and thzuſt him into the {moke,and 
willedone of mp company to tread out the ſite. to ſpurne it into the ſea, which was done toſhew 

them that we did contemne their ſozcery, Theſe people are very ſimple in all their conuerſation, 

Sreat theeues but maructlous theeuiſb, eſpecially fo2 iron, which they haue in great accofit, They began th2ough 
dur lenitie to ſhew their vile nature:they began to cut our cables: they tut away the Moonelights 

voat krom her ſterne, chty cut our cloth where it lay to aire, though we did carefully locke vnto it, 

they ſtele out dares, acaliuer a boare ſpꝛare, a Iwo, with diuers other things, wherat the comp 

ny and Maſters being grieued, kon eur better ſeturitie, deſired me to dillolue this new friendlhip, 

and to leaue the company of theſe theeutth miſcreants: whereupon there was a caliuer ſhot among 

them, and ummediatly vpon ihe ſame a faulton, which ſtrange noice did ſoꝛe amaze them, fo that 

with ſpeed they departed: notwithftanding their ſimplicitie is ſuch, that within ten houres after 

they came agatne to vs to intreat peace: which being pzomiſed,we againe fell into a great league: 

They bꝛought vs Seale (kinnes, # ſammon peale, but ſecing iron, they could in no wiſe fozbeate 
ſtealing: which when I perceiued . it did but miniſter vato mee an occaſion ol laughter, to ſee their 

fimplicicie, and J willed that in no caſe they ſhould bee any moze hardly vſed, but that —

company ſhould be the moze vigilant to keepe their things, ſuppoling ic to be very hard in ſo ſhozt 
timeco make them know their euſts They eate all cheir meat raw, they liue moſt vpon liſh,they Their rude 
dzinke ſalt water, and eate graſſe and ice with delight: they are neuer aut of the water, but live in t. 
the nature of fiſhes,ſaue only when dead ler pe taketh them, and then vnder a warme rocke laying 
bis boat vponthe land, hee lyeth downeto lleepe, Their weapons are all darts, but ſome ot them c. wen 
haue bow and arrowes and lings. They make nets to take their fiſb of the finne of a whale : they Strange nets, 
doall their very artificially: and it ſhould ſeeme that theſe ſimple thecuiſh Jlanders haue Theſe Jaws 
warre with choſe of the maine, foz many of them are ſoze wounded, which wounds they receiued wy the pas- 
oponthe maine land, as by ſignes they gaue vs to vnderſtand. Ce had among them oare, ple of the 
blacke copper and red copper:they pzonounce their language very hollow,and deepe in the thzoat: copper cant. 
theſe wopos following we learned from them.

The 7. ol July being very deſirous to learch the habitation of this countrey, J went my ſelle 
with our new pinneſle into the body ol the land, thinking it to be a firme continent, and paſſing vp a 
very large riuer, a great flaw oł winde tooke me, whereby wee were conſtrained to ſeeke ſuccour 
fo2 that night, which being had, J landed wth the moſt part of my company, and went to the cop 
of a high mountaine, hoping from thence to ſee into the countrey: but the mountaines were ſo ma⸗ 
ny and ſo mighty as that my purpoſe pꝛeuailed not: whereupon J againe returned tu my pins 
neſſe, and willing divers of my company to gather muſcles foꝭ mp ſupper, whereof in this place Muti.

to a mighey greatriner directly into the body ol the land, and in bꝛiefe, found it to be no firme land, 
but huge, waſte, and deſert Illes with mighty ſounds and inlets paſſing betweene Sea and Dea, Srrat 3- 
bereupon we returned towards our ,and landing to ſtoppe a floud, wee found the burial . 
of theſenuſcreants ; we found of their lich in bagges,plaices,and caplin dzied,of which wee tooke

A report of Maſter John Dauis of his three Voyages made for the 
diſcouery ofthe Northweſt paſſage,taken out of a Treatiſe of bis, Intituled 
The worlds Hydrographicall delctiption, 


Do there onely reſteth the Noꝛth parts of America, vpou which coalt my 
eie baue had moſt experience of any in our age: fo2 thiile J was that waye 
SINN imployed for the diſcouery of this notable pallage, by the honourable care 
d WIC W and ſome charge of Sy2 Francis Wallingham kinght, pꝛuicipall fecreta- 
Fry to her Pateſtie, with whom divers noble men and woꝛſhipkull marchants 
*I of London ioyned in purſe and willingneſſe fo2 the furtherance of that at- 
e tempt, but when his honour dyed the voyage was kriendleſſe and mens 
mindes alienated from aduenturing therein. 
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In my firſt voyage not experienced of the nature of thoſe climates, and hauing uo direction ei- ©9*1-voyage- 


ther by Chart, Globe, oꝛ other certaine relation in what altitude that paſſage was co be ſearched 
J ſhaped a Noꝛtherly courſe and ſo ſought the ſame toward the South, and in that my Noꝛther⸗ 
ly courſe J fell vpon the ſhoꝛe which in ancient time was called Grocnlanc,, fiue hundꝛed leagues 
viſtant from the Durſeys TUeſtnozthweſt 32oxtherly, the land being very high and full of mightte 
mountaines all couered with \now,no viewe of wood, graſſe o2 earth to be ſeene,and the ſhoze two 
oll into the ſea ſo full of pce as that no ſhippiug could by any meanes come neere the ſame. 
Thelothſome view of the ſhozc, and irkſome noyſe of the yce was ſuch, as that it bzed ſtrange con⸗ 
ceices among vs, ſo that we ſuppoſed the place to be walt and voyd ofaup ſenſible oz vegitable 
creatures, whereupon J called the ſame Delolacion: ſo coaſting this ſhoze towards the South in 
che latitude of ſixtie degrees, J found it to trend towards the Teſt, I ſtill followed the leading 
therofinthe ſame height,and after fifty 02 lixtie leagues it fapled and lay directly Noꝛth, which J 
ſtill followed, and in thirtic leagues ſayling vpon the Teſt ſide of thts coaſt by me named Delola- 
tion, we were paſt al the yte and found many greene > pleaſant Iſles bodering vpou the ſhoxe, but 
thehils ofthe maine were ſtill cauered with great quantities of ſnow, I bzought my ſhip among 
thoſe Illes and there moꝛed to refreſh our ſelues in our weary trauell,in che latitude of ſixtie foure 
degrees oz there about, The people of the countery hauing eſpyev our ſhippes came downe vnto 
vs in their Canoas, ę holding vp their right hand to the Sunne and crying Vliaout, would ſtrtke 
their bxeaſts: we doing the like the people came aboard our ſhippes, men ol good ſtature, vnbear: 
ded, ſmall eyed and of tractable conditions, by whome as ſignes would permit, we vnderſtood 
that towards the Noꝛth and Teſt there was a great ſea,and vſing the people with kindenes in gi 
uing them nayles and kniues which of all things they moſt deſired, we departed, and finding 
ſeafree from yce ſuppoſing our ſclues to be paſt al daunger we ſhaped our courſe TWeſtnozthweft 
thinking thereby to paſſe foꝛ China, but inthe latitude of ſixtie ſire degrees we fell with another 
ſhoxe,and there found another paſſage of twenty leagues bzoad directly Wieſt into the ſame,which 
we ſuppoſed tobe our hoped ſtraight, we entered into the ſame thirty oz foꝛtie leagues, finding it 
neither to wyden no? ſreighten,then conſidering that the yeere was ſpent (fox this was the fine of 
Augult) not knowing the length of the ſtraight and dangers chereof, we tooke it our beſt courſe to 
returne with notice of our good ſucteſſe fo this ſmall time of ſearch, Aud ſo returning in a ſharpe 
fret of Uelterly windes the 29. of September we ariued at Dartmouth. And acquainting ma: 
ſter Secretary Walſingham with the reſt of the honourable and wozſhipfull avuencurers of all 
our pocetdings, I was appointed againe the ſccondyere to ſearch the bottome of this ſtraight, be: 
cauſc by all ikelthood it was the place and paſſage by vslaboured fox. In this ſecond attempt the 
marchants of Exeter, md other plates ofthe TUelt became aduenturers in the action, ſo that being 
ſufficiently furniſhed for ſixe moneths, and hauing direction to ſearch theſe ſtraights, vntill we 
found the ſame to fall into another ſea vpon the Welt ſive of this part of America, we ſhould a- 
game returne: for chen it was not to be doubted, but ſhipping with trade might ſafely be conuciey 
to China and the parts of Aſia, UWedeparted from Dartmouth, and ariuing vpon the South 
part of the coaſt of Deſolation coaſted the ſame vpon his Weſt ſhoe to che latitude of ſixetie ſire 
degrees, and there ancozed among the Illes bozdering vpon the ſane, where we refreſhed our 
[elues.the-people of this place came likewiſe vnto vs by whom J vuderſtood though their ſigncs 
that towards the Notth the ſea was large. At this place the chiefe ſhip whereupon i trufted,cal- 
led the Mermayd of Dartmouth, found many occaſions of diſcontentment, and being vnwilling 
wo moceed,ſhee there foxſook me. Then conſidering how Jhad giuen my faith and muſt cunſtant 
pꝛomiſe tomy woꝛſhipfull good friend maſter Will:am Sanderſon, who of all men was the grear- 
*ſt aduenturer in that action,and tooke ſuch care fo the perfonmance thereof, chat he hath — 
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knowledge at one cane diſburſed as much munitey as any ũue others whatſocuer out of his own: 
purſe,when ſome of the companic haue bene ſlacke mgimnng tu their aduenture: And alſo knowing 
chat J ſhould looſe the fauo2 of M. Secretary Walſingham, ff J ſhould ſhzink from his direction; u 
one ſmall barke ot᷑ 30 Tunnes,whercof Þ.Sanderlon was owner, alone without farther company 
I p2oceeved on my vopagc, and arriung at theſe ſcraights followed che ſame 80 leagues, vutiti 
I cane among many Jſlands, where the water did ebbe aud flow ſire fadome vpzight, and where 
chere had bene great trade ol people to make trame. But by ſuch things as there we found, wee 
knew that they were uot Chytſtians of Eucope that had vſed that trade: in fine by ſearching wit!) 
our boat we found ſinall hope to paſſe any farther chat way, and therefoze retouered the ſea and coa: 
ſted the ſhoze towards the South, and in ſo doing (fz it was too late to ſearch towards the Noth) 
we found another great inlet ueere 40 lcagues bzoad, where the water eutred in wich violent ſwift: 
neſle, this we alſo thought might be apaſlage : fo2 no doubt che Noꝛth partes of America are ali 
Jſlands by ought that J could percetue therein: but becaule I was alone in a ſmall barke of thirtic 
tunnes, and the ptere ſpent, J entred not uito the ſame,fo2 it was now the ſeucuth of September, 
but coaſting the ſhozc towardes the South wee ſaw an incredible number of birds: hauing diuers 
fiſhermen abooꝛd our barke they all concluded that there was a great ſkull of fiſh, we being vup)o- 
uived of fiſhing furniture with a long ſpike nayle made a hooke,and faſtened the ſame io one of dun 
ſounding lines, beloꝛe the baite was changed we cooke mozethen foꝛtie great Cods, the fiſhſwim- 
ming ſo abundantly thicke about ourbarke as is incredible to bee repozted, of which with aſmall 
po2tion of ſalt chat we had, we pꝛeſerued ſome thirtie couple, 62 thereaboutes, anv ſo returned fo 
England. Andhautng repozted to M. Decretarie Walſingham the whole ſucteſſe of this attempt, 
hecommanded me to ꝑꝛeſent vuto the moſt honourable Lozd high Treaſurour of England, ſome 
part of that fiſh: which when his Lozdſhip ſaw, x heard at large the relation of this ſecond attempt, 
Jreceiued fauourable countenance from his honour, aduſing me to pꝛoſetute the action, of which 
his Lozdſhip conceived a very good opinion, The next pere, although diuers of the eduenturers 
fell from the Action, as all the TWUeſterne marchants, and moſt of thoſe in London: pet ſome ofthe 
avuenturers both honozablc # woxſhipfull continuev their willing fauo} and charge, ſo that by this 
meanes the next yere two ſhippes were appointed foz the fiſhing and one pinnelle fo? the viſcoucric. 
Thez.vopage, Departing fromDarmouth,thzough Gods mercifull fauour, J arriued at thc place of fiſhing, 
and chere accoꝛding to mp direction J left the two ſhips to follow that buſines, taking their faithful 
momilt not to depart vntrll my returne vnto them, which ſhould be inthe ſme of Augult, and ſo in 
che barke J pꝛocetded ko? the diſcouerie: but after my departure. in ſixctcene dayes the two ſhippcs 
had finiſhed their voyage, and ſo preſently departed for England, without regard of their pꝛomiſt: 
my ſelfe not diſtruſting any ſuch hard meaſure pꝛoceeder fo2 the viſcouerie, and followed mp courſe 
in the free and open ſeabctweene Nozth and Moꝛthweſt to the latitude of 67 degrees, and there J 
might ſee America Weſt from ine, and Gronland, which J called Deſolacion,Eaſt:then when J 
ſam che land of both ſides I began to diſtruſt it would pzooue but a gulfe ; notwithſtanding deſirous 
do know the full certainty J pꝛocecded, and in 68 degrees the paſſage enlarged, ſo that J could not 
ſec the TA:\terne ſhoze: thus J continued tothe latitude of 7 3 degrees in a great ſea, free from yce, 
coaſtiug the Tecſterneſhoze of Deſolation: thepeople came continually rowing out vnto mein 
their Canoas, twenty, fozty,and one hundzev at a time, and would giue me fiſhes vzyev, Salmon, 
Salmon peale, Cod, Caplin, Lumpe, Stone · baſe and ſuch like, beſides diuers kinds of birds, as 
Partrige,Felant, Guls, Dea birds and other kindes of fleſh: J till laboured by ſigues to know 
from them what chey knew of any ſea toward che Notth,they ſtill made ſinges of a great ſea as we 
buderſtood them. thẽ I departed from that coaſt.chinking to diſcouer the Noꝛth parts of America: 
Eaftcr J had ſatledtowards the Weſt 40 leagues, I felvpon agreat banke of pce:the winde being 
Noth and biew much. J was conſtrained to coaſt the ſame toward the South,not ſering any ſhoꝛe 
Witt from me neither was there any yte towards the Noth, but a great ſea, free, large very ſalt 
and blew g of an vnſtarcheable depth: So coaſting towards the South J came to the place where 
Ilett che ſhips to fiſh,but found them not. Then being fozſaken w leftin this viſtreſſe referring my 
ſelf to che mcrcifullpzouidence of Gov, I ſhaped my courſe fo England,# vnhoped fc; of any, God 
aonereleeuing me. J arriued at Dartmouth. By this laſt diſcouery it ſeemed molt manifeſt

chat enterpꝛiſe without perfozming any thing at all: and in the ſame chanels he aſſaulted the other 
Illes called lilande, which axe ſeuen, Talas, Broas, Iſcant, Trans, Mimant, Dambere, and Bres: 
and hauing ſpoyled them all hee built a foꝛt in Bres, where he left . Nicolo, with certaine ſmall 
barkes and men and mmition, And now thinking he had done wel lo this voyage, with thoſe few 
ſhips which wer left he returned ſafe mto Friſland. M. Nicolo rematuing nome in Bres, deter- 
mined in the ſpzing to go fozth and diſcouer land: wherefoze arming out thiee ſmall barkts inthe 
moneth of July, he ſapled to the Noꝛthwards, and arriued in Engroneland. There he founda 
Douaſterieof Friers,of the oder ofthe Predicators,and a Church dedicated to Saint Thomas, 
hard by a hill that caſteth fox th fire,like V eſuuius and Etna. | 

There is afountaine of hot burning water with the which they heate the Church of the P0- 

naſtery and the Fryers chambers, it commeth allo into the kitchin ſo bopling hot, chat they ble 
no other tire to dꝛeſſe cherr meate: and putting their bjeade into b)aſſe pots without any water, it 
doth bake as it were in an hot ouen. They haue allo ſmal gardens couered ouer inthe winter time 
which being watered with this water, are defended from the foxce of the ſnot» and colde, which in 
e and by this meanes they pꝛodute 
flowers and fruites and herbes of ſundzy , euen as in ocher temperate countries in their (ca: 
ſons in ſuch ſozt that the rude and ſauage people of thole partes ſecing theſe ſupernaturall effects, 
doe take thoſe Fryers fo2 Gods, and bzing them many preſents, as chickens ſleſh, and diuers other 
things,and haue them all in great reuerence as Lows. Then the froſt and ſnowe is great, they 
heate their houſes in maner befozeſaid,and wil by lettuig in the water oz opening the windowes,ac 
an inſtant temper the heate and cold at theirpleaſure, In the buildings of the Ponaſterie they vſc 
no other matter but that which is miniſtred vnto them by the fire: fo they take the burning ftones 
chat are caſt out as it were ſparkles oz cinders at the ficrie mouth of the hill, and when they are moſt 
cuflamed,caſt water vpon them, whereby they are dilſolued and become excellent white lime and 
ſo tough that being contriued in building it laſteth fo euer. And the very ſparkles after the fire. 
is out of them doe ſerue in ſtead ol ſtones to make walles and baute: for being once colde they wil 
neuer diſlolue 02 bzeake, except they be cut with ſome iron toole , and the vautes that are made of 
chem are ſo light that they need no ſuſtentatle oz pzop to holde chem vp, and they will endure conti- 
unally very faire and whole. By reaſon of thele great commodities, che Fryershauc made there 
lo many buildings and walles that it is a wonder toſec. The couerts 02 roofes of their houſes fo) 
the moſt part are made in maner following : firſt they rayſe vp the wall vp to his full height, then 
chey make it enclining oz bowing in by little and litle in fourme of a vaut.'Sut they are not great- 
ly croubled with raine in thoſe partes, becauſe the climate (as J haue ſaide) is extreme colde ; 
fo the firſt ſnow being fallen, it thaweth no mote fox the ſpace ol nine months, lo ſo long dureth 
their winter, They feeve of the fleſh of wilde foule and of fiſh : fox wheras the warme water falleth 
into the ſea,there is a large and wide hauen, which by reaſon ofthcheate ofthe water, doech neuer 
freeze all the winter hy meanes whereof there is ſuch concourſe and flocks of ſea foule and ſuch a- 
boundance of fiſh,chat they take thereof intmite multitudes wherby they maintaine agreatnumber 
ol people round about, which they kepe in continuall wozke, both inbuilving and taking of foules 
and frſh,and in a thouſand other neceſſanie affaires and buſines about the Ponaſterte, 

Their houſes are built about the hill on euery ſide, in fozme round, and 25 foote byoad,aud in 
mounting vpwards they goe narower and narower, leauing at the top a litle hole,whereatthe aire 
commeth in to giue light tothe houle, and the floze ol the houle is lo hot. that being within they

Wherefoze wee determined to ſtay in ſome ſafe harbozough, and ſee if wee might ſpeake once 
againe with the Iſlander ,but our determination was fruſtrate: loꝛ the people mote like vnto beaſts 
chen men ſtood continually in armes with intent to beat vs back, if we ſhould come come on land. 
Wherefoze Zichmaiſeecing he could not ꝑeuaile, and thinking if he ſhould haue perſcuered and 
followed obſtinately his purpole, their victuals would haue failed them, he departed with a ſayr 
wind and ſailed ſire dates to the UWeſtwarvs, but the winde changing to the Southwclt,aud thelea 
waxing rough, wee ſapling 4 dayes with the wind the powp,and at length diſcouering land, were 
afraid to appjoch nere vnto it, the ſea growen, and we not knowing what land it was: but 
God ſo p)ouided fo) vs, chat the winde there came a great calme. Wherefore ſome ol ou 
companp rowing to land with oares, returned ę bzought vs newes to our great comfozt,that they 
had found a very good countery and a better harbozough: vpon which newes we towedour ſhips

Wiles we were riding here,began the moueth of June, at which time the aire in the Alland ue 
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ter like pitch which ran into the ſea, and that thereabouts dwelt great multituves of people halfe 
wilde hiding themſclues in canes of the ground, of ſmallſtature, and very fearefull;fo2 as ſoone as 
they ſaw them they fled into their holcs, and that there was agreatriuer and a very good and ſafe 
harbozough. Zichmni being thus infoxmed,and ſeeing that it had a holeſome and pure aire, and a 
very fruit full ſople and fate rivers,with ſundꝛy commodities, fell into ſuch liking ofthe place, that 
he determined to inhabite it, and built there a citie. But his people being weary and faint with long 
and tedious trauell began to mumure, ſaying that they would returne into their couutrey, fox that : 
the winter was at hand and if they entre into the harbozongh they ſhould not be able to come out Þ: nabe chte 
againe before the next Summer, Wherefoze he retaining onely the barks with Oares and ſuch caprameoc 
as were willing to ſtay with him ſent allthe reit with the ſhippes backe agaiue, and willed that J, ole tvs 
/thouch vnwilling) ſhould be their captaine. I therefoze departing, becauſe J could not otherwiſe dach to Fre. 
chuſe, laylcd fon the ſpace of twenty dayes to che Caſkwards without ſight of any land; then turning 
mp courle towa vs the Southenſt, in 5. dayes J diſcouered land, and found my ſelfe vpon the Ille of 
Neome,and knowing the countrey, J perceiued I was paſt Iſland: wherefdde taking in ſome freſh 
victuals of the inhabitants being ſubiect to Ziehm, J ſayled with a faire winde in the dayes to 
Fri\1and,where the people, who thought they had lolt their pꝛince, becauſe of his long abſence, in 
this our voyage recetued vs very iopfully, ; a 

hat followed after this letter J know not but by coniecture, which J gather out of apiece of 

another letter, which J will ſerdowne here vnderneath : That Zichmni built a towne in the pozt of 
the Illand that he diſcouercd, and that he ſearched the countrey very diligently and viſcouercd ic 
all, and alſo the riuers on both ſides ol Engroneland, for that I ſeeit particulary deſcribedinthe 
ſea card,but the diſcourſe oz narration is lolt. The beginning of the letter is thus, 

Concerning thoſe things that youdeſire to know ol me, as ol the men and their maners and cy: The; ietter 
ſtomes ot the beafts, and ofthe countries adtoyning, I haue made therof aparticuler booke,which 
by Gods help J will bꝛing with me: wherein J haue deſcribed the countrey,themonſtrous fiſhes, 
the cuſtomes and lawes of Friſland, Iſland, Eſtland, the kingdome of Norway, Eſtotiland, Dro- 
gio, and in the end the life of h. Nicolo, che knight our bother, with the diſcouery which he made 
aud the ſtate of Groneland. I haue alſo witten the life and acts of Zichmni, a pzince as worthy of 
immoꝛtall memoʒp, as any chat euer liued, foꝝ his great valiancie and ſinguler humanitie, wherein 
J haue dcſcribed the diſcouery of Engroneland onboth ſides,and the citie that he builded, There 
fore I will ſpeake no further hereofin this letter hoping to be with you very ſhoztly, and to ſaciſfie 
vou in ſundꝛy other things by wozd of mouth. 

All theſe letters were witten by M. Antonio to Beſler Carlo his other : and it grienethme, 
that thebooke and viuers other wiitings concerning thele purpoſes, are miſerably loft: fo 
but a child when they came to my hands, and not knowing what they were, (as themancr of 
Nen is) I toe chem and rent them in picces,whichnow J cannot cal to remembꝛance but to my ex 
ceeding great griefe. Notwithſtanding, that the memoꝛp ol ſo many good things ſhould not bee 
loſt: whatſocuer J could get ofthis matter, Jhaue diſpoſed and put in ozdcr in the fozmer dif- 
fourſe,cothe ende that this age might be partly ſatiſfied, to the which wc are moze beholving fo; 
the great diſtoueries made in thoſepartes, then to any other of the time pall, being moſt ſludious 
of the newe relations anddiſcoueries of ſtrange countcries, made by the great mindes, and induſt- 
tc ok our anceſtours.

Anp voyages haue bene pꝛetended, pet hitherto neuer any thozowly accomplith- 
ed by our nation of exact diſcouery into the bowels of thoſe maine, ample and 
vaſt countreys, extended infinitely into the Mozthfrom 3ovegrees, oz rather 
from 25 degrees of Septentrionall latitude , neither hatha right way bene ta: 
ken ofplanting a Chziſtian habitation and regiment vpon the ſame,as well may 
appeare both by the ltcle we yer vo actually poſteſſethereln,pbyourdgnozance 
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of che riches and ſecrets wichin thoſe lands, which vnto this day we kncw chicky by the crauct! 
and repo2c of other nations, and moſt of the French, who albeit they can not challenge ſuch right 
and intereſi vnto the ſapd countreys as we, neither theſe many pceres haue hadoz poztunity nog 
meanes ſo great to viſcoui r and to plant (being vered with the calamities of inteſtuic warres) as 
we haut had by the ineſtimable bent lit ol our long and happy peace: yet haue they both waits per» 

foꝛmed moꝛe and had long ſince attained a ſure poſſeſſion and ſerled gouernment of many pꝛo⸗ 

uinces in thoſe Noztherlp parts of America, if their manp attempts into thoſe fozren and remote 
lands had not bene impt ached by their garboils at home, 

The coaſts ru The ſirſt diſcouerp of theſe coaſts (neuer heard of cefoze) was well begun by Iohn Cabot the 
Ware Pe?” father, and Sebaſttan his ſonne , an Engliſhman bozne, who we re the firſt finders cut of all that 
coucred —— great tract of land ſtretching from the cape cf Florida vnio thoſe J ſlands which we now call the 
<Englth natd. Newfoundland: all whichthey bꝛought and aunered vnto the crowne of England, Sinct when. 

if wich like diligence the ſeatch of inland countt eys had bene follc wed, as the diſceut ry vpon the 
coaſt, and out · parts therof was perſozmed by choſe two men: no doubt her Mai ſties territt er 
and reuenue had bene mightily inlarged and aduanced by this dey. And which is moze ; the ſeed 
of Chaiſtian religion had bene ſowed among thoſe pagans , which by this time might heuc 
bꝛought fooꝛth a moſt plcncifull harueſt and copious congregation of Chiſtians; which muſt be 
the chiefe intent of ſuch as (hall make any attempt that way: oz els whatſoeucr is builded vpor 
other foundation ſhall neuer obtaine happy ſucceſſe noz continuance, 

And although we can not preciſely iudge (which onely belongeth to God) what haue bene the 
humour ot men tired vp to great attempts of diſcout ring and plant ing in thoſe remote coun⸗ 
treys, pet the euents do ſhew that either Gods cauſe hath not bene chiefly pꝛeferred by them, oz 
els Godhath not permitted ſo abundant grace as the light ot his woꝛd and knowledge of him co 
be yet teuealed vnto thoſe inſtocis befoze the appointed time. 

But moſt ailurevly, he only cauſe ol religion hitherto hath kept backe, ond will aiſo bing fo}- 
waro ot che tune aſſia neo by God, an effectuall and cempleat viſcoucry a poſſeſſion b Chziſtians

TUherfoze ſuppreſſing all obiections to the contrary,we reſolued to begin our courſe Nozths 
ward, and to follow directly as we might, the trade wap vnto Newfoundland: from whence af- 
ter our refreſhing and reparation of wants, we intended without delay (by Gods permiſſion) to 
pzoceed into the South, not omitting any riuer o2 bay which in all that large tract of land appea* 
red to our view woꝛthy of ſearch. Immediatly we agreed vpon the maner ot᷑ our courſe and oꝛ⸗ 
ders tobe obſerutd in our voyage; which were deliucred in wit ing vnto the captaines and ma- 
ſters of euer ſhip a copy in maner following. 

Eucry ſhippe had deliuered two bullets oꝛ ſcrowies , the one [eaied vp in ware , the other lefc 
apen in both which were included ſeuerall watch-wozds, That open, ſeruing vpon our owne 
coaſt 03 the coaſt of Ireland: the other ſealed,was pzomiſedon all hands not tu be bzoken vp vntill 
we ſhould be cleere ofthe Jriſhcoaſt; which from thencefoozth did ſerue vntill we arriued and 
met altogether in ſuch harbozs ofthe Newfoundland as were agreed foz our Rendez vouz. The 
ſayd watch-wozds being requiſit toknow our conſoꝛts whenſoeuer by night, either by foztune 
of weather, our fleet diſperſed ſhould come together againe; od one ſhould hale another; o2 if by 
fl watch and ſterrage one thip ſhould chance to fall aboozv of another inthe varke, 

The reaſon of the bullet ſealed was to keepeſecret that watch-wozv while we were vpon our 
owne coat, leſt any of the company ſtealing from the fleet might bewzay the ſame; which knowen

Thurſvay following, when we hatled one another in the accowing tothe oer befoze June 13 
ſpecified ) they lignified vnto vs out of the Uizadmtrall, that both the Captaine, and very many of o 
the men were fallen ſicke. And about midnight the Uizeadmrall fozſooke vs, not withſtanding 
we had the winde Eat, faire and good. But it was after credibly repozted,that they were infected 
with acontagious ſickneſſe, and arriued greatly diſtreſſed at Plimmoch: the reaſon J couldneuer 
vnde rſtand.

Bythis time we were in 48 degrees of latitude, not a little grieued with the loſle of the mot 
puillant ſhip in our fleete: after whoſe departure, che Golden Hind ſucceededin the place of Utz:

the maine:to the South therol lieth CapeS.Francis,5,leagues diſtant from Baccalaos, between 
which goeth in agreat bay;dy the vulgar lot called the bay of Conception. ere we met with 
the Swallow againe, whom we had loſt in the fogge,and all her men altered into other apparell: 
wherokic ſeemed their ſtoꝛe mas ſo amended, that to ioy and congratulation ofour meeting, they 
ſparev not to caſt vp into the aire and ouerboo , their caps i hats in geod plenty. The Captaine 
albeit himſelfe was very honeſt and religious, pet was he not appointed ot men to his humoz and 
deſert: who foz the molt part were ſuch as had bene by vs ſurpꝛiſed vpon the narrow ſeas of Eng. 
land, being pirats and had taken at that inſtant certaine Frenchmen laden, one barke with wines, 
and another with ſalt, Both which we reſcued,# tooke the man of warre with all her men, which 
ws the ſame ſhip now called the Swallow , follcwing Rill cht ir kind fo oft, as (being ſeparated 
from the Gen:rall) chep foundoppoztunitie to robbe and ſpoile. And becauſe Gods iuſtice did fol- 
low the ſame company, euento deu ruction, and to the ouerthzow alſo of the Captaine(though not 
conſcuting to their miſdemeano2)J will not conceale any thing that maketh co che manifeſtation 
and appꝛobation of his iudgements, fo examples of others, perſwaded that God mote ſharpely 
tooke reuenge vpon them, and hath colerated longer as great outrage in others: by how much 
theſe went vnder pꝛotection of his cauſe andreligicn, which was then pꝛetended. 

Therefoze vpon further enquiry it was knowen, how this cdpaup met with a barke returning 
home after the fiſhing with his fraight:and becauſe the men in the Swallow were very neereſcan- 
ted of victuall. and chiefly of appaxell, doubttul withall where oꝛ when to lind and meete with their 
Admiral, they beſought the captatne they m:ght go aboozy this Newlander,only to bozrow what 
might be ſpared, the rather becanſe the ſame was bound homeward. Leaue giuen, not without 
charge to dealefauozably,they came aboodd the fiſherman, wh they rifley of tackle,ſailes,cables, 
victuals, e the men of their apparell : not ſparing by tozture (winding cozvs about their hes ds) to 
vzawour elle what theythought good, This done with expedition (like men ſkilfull in ſuch mil⸗ 
chiefe)as they tooke their cocke boat to go abooꝛd their own ſhip,it was ouerwhelmed in the ſea, 
and certame of theſe men chere dzowned : the reſt were pzeſerued eucn by thoſe ſilly ſaules whom 
they had befoze ſpoyled,whoſaucd and veliuercd them abooꝛd the Swallow. TUhat became after: 


ward of the pooe Newlander, perhaps deſtitute of ſaplesand furniture ſufficient to carry them 


home (whither they had not leſſe to runne then 700 leagues) God alone knoweth, who tooke ven 
geance not long after of che reſt that eſcaped at this inſtant: tu reurale the fact, and iuſtiũe to the 
wozly Gods iudgements inflicted vpon them, as ſhalbe declared in place tonuenient. 

Thus after we had met wich the Swallow, we held on our courſe South ward, vntill we came 
againſt the harboꝛ called S. Iohn, about 5. leagues from the foꝛmer Cape of S. Ftancis: where be-

Fo? as the ſume doe lie under the climats of Briton, Aniou , Poictou in France, betweene 
46 and 49 degrees, ſo can they not fomuchdiffer fromthe of thole countries: vn 
leſle vpon the outcoalt lying open vntothe Dceanand ſhatpe it muſt in deede be ſubiett 
to mote colde, then further within the land, where the mountaines are incerpoſed, as walles

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Under this Cape we were beealmev a ſmall time, during which we layd out hookes and lines 
to take Codde, and dzew in lelle then two houres, ich ſo large and in ſuch abundance, that many Nanu 
dayes after we fed vpon no other pꝛouiſion. 
From henct we ſhaped our courſe vnto the Alland of Sablon, if conueniently it would ſo fall 
out, alſo directly to Cape Briton. a 
Sablon lieth to the ſea· wardol Cape Briton about 25 leagues, whither we were determined — 2 
to goe vpon intelligente we had ofa Pozeugal , (during our above in — — 
ſelte pꝛeſent, when the Poztugals (aboue thirty peeres paſt) dis put into the ſame Jſland both 
Neat and Swine to bzeede, which were ſince crceedingly multiplied.

The diſtance betweene Cape Race and Cape Briconis 87 leagues, In which Nauigation 
we ſpent 8 dapes, hauing many times the wind indifferent good: yet could we neuer attatne ſight 
of any land all that time, ſeeing we were hindzed by the current. At laſt wefell into ſuch flats and 
dangers,that hardly any of vs eſcaped: where neuertheleſlswe loſt our Admiral with al the men 
and pꝛouiſion, nat knowing certainly the place.Yet foz inducing men ofſkilleomake 
by our courſe and way we held from Cape Race thither (that thereby the flats and dangers may

ceaÞv taken, ſalted, anddzied, as might be ſufficient to fraught them home without long delay 
God granting that (alt map he found there) whereof Dauid Ingram (who travelledin thoſe

hape, that there were none naturally growing, pet it might as well be made there by art, 
a8 tt is both at Roc hel and Bayon, aq elſewhere, Thich being bycught to paſſe, ſhall increaſe 
be number ol our ſy pes and mariners, werte it but in reſpeccoffiſhing onely ; but much moe 
in regard ol the ſundyy merchandizes and commodities which art there found, and han in great

Mozeouer, it is well knowen that all Sauages,a\wellcholechat dwell in the South, as thoſe 
chat dwell in the 320zth, ſo ſoone as they ſhall begin but a little to taſte of tiuility, will take mar- 
ue lous delight in any garment, be it neuer ſo ſimple; as aſhirt, a blew, yellow, red, oꝛ greene cot · 
ten caſlocke, a cap, o ſuch like, and will cake incredible paines fo2 ſuch a triſle. 

Foꝛ Im ſelfe haue heard this repozt made ſundyp times bp diuers oł our countreynicu, who 
beue dwelt in the Southerly parts of the Weſt Indies, ſume twelue peerts together, and ſomt oc 
leſſetim'c ; chat the people in choſe parts are eaſily reduced to ciuility both in maners and gar: 


ments. Thich being ſo, what vent fo our Engliſh clothes will thereby enſue,anvhow great be 


themlelues and their ſubiects : but haue alſo by iuſt account trebled the number ofthe 


neũt to all ſuch perſons and artificers, whole names are quoted in the margent, J do lcaue to the 
iudg · ment of ſuch as are diſcreec, 


And queſtionleſſc, heereby it will alſo teme to paſſe, that all ſuch townrs and villages as both 


e- haue beene, and nom art vtterly dt tayer and ruinated (the pooze people thereof being not ſet on 


wozke, by reaſon of the tranſpoztation ot raw wooll of late dayts moe exceſſiuelythen in times

TF irt and chielly, in reſpectofthe molt happy and gladſome tivings ot the inoſt giozious Goſpel 
n our Sauiour Jeſus Chzilt, whereby they may be bzought from falſhood co trueth, from vark- 
elle to light, from the hie way of death to the path ol life , from ſuperſtitious idolattie tolincere 
Lhiiſtiamty, from the deuill ta Chiſt, from hell to heauen. And ifin reſpect of allthe commodi- 
ies theytan peelde vs ( were they many moe) that they thorild but receiue chis onely benefit of 
Lhailtianicy,they were moze then fully recompenced, | | 
But heereunto it may bee obtected, that the Goſpcl mult vce freely pzeachev, (oz ſuch was the 
example of the Apoltles : vnto whom although the auchozities and examples vefoze alledged of 
Emperozs,Rings and Pzinces,aſwel befoze Chꝛiſts time as ſince,might ſufficiently ſatiſũe: pet 
d kurther anſwere,we may ſay with S. Paul, If wee haue ſowen vnco you heavenly things, Ce, 
doe you thinke it much that we ſhould reape yourcarnall things? And withall, The workman | 
:s worthy of his hire, Theſe heauenly tidings which thoſe labourers our countreymen ( as mel 
ſengersofGods great goodnelle and mercy) will voluntarily pzeſent vnto them, doe farte extect 
their earthly riches, Pozeouer, if the otherinferiour wozldly and cempozall things which they 
hallreceiue tom vs, be weighed in equall balance, I aſſure my ſelfe,that by equal iudgement of 
amy indifferent perſon,the benefits which they then receiue, ſhall karte ſurmount thoſe which they 
ſhall depart withall vnto vs. And admit that they had (as they haue not) the knowledge to put 
their land to ſome vle: pet from byutilh ignozance to ciuilitie and knowledge, and

withall befoze all other nations, will ſtand vs in great Nead amongftthoſcnaked people. 

Another helpe we haue alſo, which in ſuch like caſes is a matter ol matueilons colt, and will be 
in this tourney pꝛocured very ealily( that is to ſay) To tranſpoꝛt yeerely aſwell our people, as all 
other neceſſaricsneedfull fo; them into thoſe parts by the fleet ol merchants,that peere ly venture 
for fily in Newfound. land, being net farre diſtanftrom the countrep meant to be inhabited, v ha 
commonly goe with cmptie veſſels in effect, ſauing ſome litle fraight with ſalt. And thus it ap- 
peareththat the ſouldters wages, and the tranſpeꝛtation map be defrayed ſoz farre leſſe ſummes 
ol money then the detractozs of this ente ryꝛile haue giuen out. Againe, this intended voyage fot 
conqueſt, hath in like maner many other ſingular pꝛuledges where wich God hath, as it were, 
with his holp hand bleſſed the ſame befoze all others. Foz after once we aredcparted the coaſt at 
England, wert may paſle ſtraightwoy thither, without danger of being dꝛiuen into any the coun: 
tries of our enemies, 02 donbtfullfriends : foz commonly one winde ſerueth to bing vsthicher, 
which ſeldome faileth from the middle of Januarieto the middle ol Map, a bcnefite which the me: 
riners make great acccunt of,fo2 it is apleaſure thatthey haue in ke w oz none ofother iourneres. 
Allo the paſlage is ſhozt,fo2 we may goe thither in thirtieo2 foztie dapes at the moſt, hatuing but 

an indifferent winde, and returne continually in twenty oz foure and twentie dayes at the meff, 
And in the ſame our journey, bp reaſon it is inthe Ocean, and quite out of the way from the inter: 
courſe of other countreyes, we map lafely trade and traffique without peril of piracy: neither ſhall 
dur ſhips, people,o2 goods there. be ſubiect toarreſto2 moleſtation of any P Nan potentate, Tu 
kiſh tyꝛant, yea, oꝛ Chziſtian pꝛince, which heretoloꝛe ſometimes vpon ſlender occaſion in other 
parts haue ſtayed our ſhips and merchandrzes , whereby great numbersof dur countreymen haue 
bene vtterly vndone, diuers put to ranſome, yea, and ſome loſt their lines : a thing lo freſhinme- 
moꝛie as it necdeth no pꝛoułe, and is well wozthp ofconſideration, 

Belldes, in this voyage we doe not crolſe the burnt line, whereby commonly both beuerage 2nd 
victuall are coꝛrupted, and mens health very much impay ed, neither doe we paſſe the frozen ſeas, 
which yeelde ſundzy extreme dangers? birt haue a temperate climate at all times of the pecre, to 
ſerue our turnes, And laſtly, there needeno delayes by the way fo} taking in of freſh water and 
fewell, (a thing vſually done in long iournies) becauſe, as I ſapd aboue, the voyage is not!

Aruments to our ſelucs, queſtionleſſe we ſhould not only hereby (ct fozth the glozy of our heauenly 
father, but alſo eaſily attaine to the end ot᷑ all good purpoſes that may be wiſheb oz deſired. 

And may it not much encourage vs to hope fo2 good ſutceſſe in the countrey of theſe Sanages, 
being a naked kinde of people, vopde of the knowledge of the vilcipline of warte, ſeeing that ano 
ble man, being but a ſubiect in this realme (in the time ot our king Henry the ſecond) by namc 
Strangbow,then earle of Chepſtow in Sou:hWales, by bimſelte and his allies and aſſiſtants 
at their owne pꝛoper charges paſſedouer into Iceland, and there made cot queſt of the now coun 
crep,and then kingdcme of Lyneſtec, at whichtime it was very us and ſtrong, which hi 
Nozy our owne chzonicles do witneſſe* And whp ſhould we be moe then were the Sp#

A briefc note of the Morſſe and thevſe thereof. 

N the firſt voyage of Iaques Carthicr,whereinhe diſtouered the Gulfe of S. Lau- 
rence and the JfleofRamea, in thepecre 1 534, as you may reave in pag, 205 of 
this pꝛeſent volume, he met with thele beaſts, as he wicneſlech in theſe wozds. About 
d the {aid Iſland are very great beaſts as . yn bauetwogreatcreth in 
their mouthes like vnto Elephants teeth, and live alſo in the ſea. Wee ſaw one of them ſleep- 
ing vpon the banke ofthe water, and thinking to take it, we went to it with out boates, but ſo 
ſoone as he heard vs, he caſt himſelfe into the ſea. Touching theſe beaſts which laques Carthier 
ſaith to be as big as Oxen and to haue teeth in their mouthen like teeth: True it is that 
they are calledinlatine Boues Marini. & Vaccz Marinz,Fin the tongue Moꝛſles, the hives: 
whereof J haue ſeene as big as any Oxe hide, aud being dꝛeſſed I haue yet a piece ot one thicker 
then any two Dre 02 Buls hides in England, The Leatherdꝛeſſers take them tobe excellent good 
to make light targets againſt the arrow es of the Sauages; and J hold them fare better then the 
light leather targets which the Poozes vſe in Barbarie againſt atrowes and lances , whereof 71 
haue ſeene diners in her Mateſties ately Armozie in the tame of London, The teeth of the ſayd 
fiſhes, whereol J haue ſeene a dyfat full at once,are a foote and ſome times mote in length: #haue 
bene ſold in England to the combe & knife · makers, at 8 groats and 3 ſhillings the pound weight. 
whereas the beſt Juo)y is fold lo; halle the money: the graine of the bone is ſomewhat mote pel· 
low then the Juozie.Dne M. Alexander Woodſon of Briſtoll mp old fricnd, an excellent Pathe- 
matician and ſkilful Phiſition, ſhewed me one of thele beaſts teeth which were bought from the 
Alle ol Rames in the firſt ꝑize, which was half a yard long oz very litle leſſe : and aſſured mee that 
he had made tryall of it in miniſtring medicine to his patients, and had found it as ſoucrargne a. 

gainſt poyſon as any Unicomes home. |

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The Ae ot Britonsof Saint Malo the Ille of Ramea, but by the Sauagcs aud naturals of the Contincut 
rom rag next adoyning, Menquit: On which Ille are ſo great abundance of the huge and mightie Sea 
Oxen with great teeth in the moneths of Apjil, Pay and June, that chere haue bene fittecne hun: 
d2eth killed there by one ſmall barke in the yrere 1591. The two Engliſh ſhipps aloꝛeſayde jeſt 
companic befoze they came to Newtounland ; and neuer came after together watlthcir voyage. 
Thc ſhip of . George Drake fell firſt with New-foundland, and aftcrward very directly 
came to the Ille Ramea, though too late inthe yeere to make her voyage: where ſhce found a 
-ſhippe ot Saint Malo thyce parts fraightcd with thele fiſhes; the men whereof cnquining whence 
our ſhippe was and who was the Maſter thereof, being anſwered that ſhee was belonging to 
Maſter George Drake of Apſham, fearing to bee taken as good pzize being of a Leaguer towne, 
and at that time out ot league with England, fled ſo haſtily that pꝛeſent night that they left thee 
and twentie —— thee Shallops behiude them, all which our men leazed vpon and bjought 
as home. 
. but noching fuch mindergas they might haue had, if 
thep had come in duc ſeaſon, which they had neglected. The ſhippe called the Marigolde fell 
wich Cape Saint Francis in Newtounland the cleuenth of Julie, and from thence wee went 
into the Bay Rogneuſe, andafterward doubled Cape Razo, and ſapling toward the ſhaight 
of Saint Peter (which is the entrance betweene Newfoundland and Cape Bricon,) being 
vnacquainted with the place, beate vp and downe a very long time, and pet milled it, and at length 
oucr ſhot it, and fell with Cape Bricon, 
TheEngliſh Here diuerſe o our men went on land vpon the very Cape, where, at their arriuall they found 
— — the ſpittes of Oke of che Sauages which had roaſted meate a litle befoze, And as they veiwed the 
en rape en countrey they ſawe diuers beaſtes aud foules, as blacke Foxes, Deere, Dttcrs, great Foules 
with redde legges, Pengwyns, and certaine others, But hauing found no people here at this 
1 our firſt landing wee went againe on ſhipboozde, and ſapled farther foure leagucs to the Welt 
on thojein af Cape Briton, where wee lawemany Deales, Aud here hauing necdcof freſh water wc went 
another place. againe on ſhoze, And paſling ſomewhat mote into the land, wee founde certaine round pondes 
artificially made by the Sauages to keepe fiſh in, with certaine weares in them made to take 
fiſh, To theſe poudes wee repayꝛer to fill our caſke with water. Tee had not bene long here, 
The propie of but there came one, Sauage with blacke long hayze hanging about his ſhoulders, who called 
thecomeres vnto vs, weauing his handes downewarde towardes his bcllie, vſing theſe wozdes, Calicogh 
came downe Calitogh: as wee dzewe towardes him one of dur mens muſket vnawares ſhot off; where: 
on hee fell downe, and riſing vp ſuddenly againe heecryed chziſe with a loude voyce Chiogh, 
Chiogh, Chiogh. Thercupon nine on tenne of his fellowes running right vp ouer the buſhes 
with great agilite and ſwiftneile came towardes vs with white ſtaues in their handes like halle 
2lacke dogs, Pikes, and their dogges of colour blacke not ſo bigge as a greyhounde followed them at che 
hecles; but wee retired vntoour boate without any hurt at all receiued. Howbeit one of them 
bake an hogſhead which wee had filled with freſh water, with a great bꝛanche of a tree which 
lay on the ground.

And vpon the leſſe of theſe Jflands of Birds, 822 

we ſaty great ſtoze of Moꝛſſes o ſea Oxen which were a ſleepe vpon the rockes : but when we ap: 

poched nere vneothem with our boate they caſt themſeluesinto the ſea andpurſued vs with ſuch Store of 

turie as that we were glad to flee from them. The 16 we arriucd at Brians Iſland, which lyerh 

5 leagues TUelt from the Illand of Zirds. About this Illand ther is as great aboundance of codg 

as in any plate can be found, In litle moze then an houre we caught with 4 hookes 250 of chem. 

Dre we caught alſo agreat Turbut which was an elle long and a yard byoad : which was fo great 

that the hooke could not hold her into the ſhip : but when ſhe was aboue water ſhe bent the hooke e 

elemped In this J ſland we found excecving good ground both foz corne and meadow / grent fire Ta der 

of wood but of mal groweth. Spzinges of frel water we found none in all the Jſland , but ſome — oae 

ſtandmng poles ofraine water. The ſame day at night we weyed anker againe. The 17 we had ien tire and 

ſouny weather. The 18 we tame to the Ille of Raines, where we appointed to meet with our The 36 

con{ort, Indappzochingneerevnco the harbozough of Halabolina we caft anker in z f women wa- Rana 

ter and ſent our great boate into the harbozough, with the maſters mate and ſome dozen moze of 

the company: who when chey came in,found 4 ſhips. Nanely 2 of Saine Malo in Bricaigne, — 
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two of Sb. buro adiopning to Saint lohn de luz being the French Kings lubt:cts, whom ihey 
ſuppoled to haue bene oi Spaine,and ſo affirmed vnto vs. TUhereupon wee went pyelently mn 
harbozough, ſunding but eleuen foote and an halle ol water vpon the barre and a mightie great. 
current in, when wee had caſt anker we ſent pjeſently co ſpeake with the maſters of all the hips; 
but thoſe onely of Saint Malo came abooꝛd, whom wee entertained very ſriendiy, auddemayy- 
ded of whence the other two ſhippes were. They ſayde as they thought of Saint lohn do Luz 
02 $1biburo, Then we preſently lent our boate fo che Paſters ol both the ſayd ſhippes, torequeſt 
them to come aboozd, and to bzing with them their Charters parties aud other euidences, to the 
ende we might knowe of whencc they were. At which meſlage one of the ſayde Maſters came a: 
booꝛd, with the Pilote and Paſters mate of the other ſhippe : whom when we had examiucd,they 
ſapd that they were ol Sibiburo, and the French Rings ſubiectes, c de requeſted themfoz our bet 
ter ſecuritie in the harbozough peaceably to deliuer vp their poder and munition: pꝛomiſing 
them that if we found them to be the French Rings ſubiectes it ſhoulde be kept in ſafetie ſa them 
without dimimlhing. ut they woulde not conlent thereunto: whereunto we replyed. that vu 
leſſe they would conſcut thereunto we would hold them tobe our enemies. They not conſenting, 
we ſent che boate well manned to fetch th-ir powder and munition from aboozde their ſhip : but 
ſtraightly commanded ont men not to touch any thing elle in the ſhip vpon their further peril: 
which they pzomiled toperfozme. TUhen they came abooꝛde the ſaide ſhips which were mozed 
together they were reſiſted by foxce ol armes but quickly they got the victouc : which done, they 
fellpjeſendly to pillaging of the Baſkes, contrary to their pzoniſe : whereupon we ſent another 
to fozbidde chem but when he came to them none was mote ready of pillage then he, Uhereuy: 
on J went mp lelfe,and tooke away from our men whatſocuer they had pillaged, and gaue it a. 
gaine to the owners: onelp J ſent aboom our owne ſhip their powder and munition to be kept in 
ſafetic vntil we knew farther what they were. When J had done, J gaue the Balken poſſcſſionof 
their ſhippe againe and tolde chem they ſhould not loole the valcwe of one peny if they were iht 
French Rings ſubiccts. Then I caryed away all our men and alſo toche with me two on cher il 
the chieteſt ol chem, and when J came aboozd went to examining of them, and by circumſtances 
found one of ps to belong to France: whereupon J tolde the maſter of the (aid ſip, that J 
was tino (fied that he was of France and ſo di miſled him in peace. Ot the other ſhipwe 
had great pꝛeſumption hat ſhe was of Spaine, but had no ccrtaine pzoofe thercof, whercfoze wee 
diſmiſled them likewiſe tn peace. After J had thus dilmiſſed them, our ſhips company fell into a 
mutiny and mote then half of them reſolued to caxy one of thoſe ſhips away. But they weit peu 


t ol cheir euill purpole by ayde which the ſaide ſhips recewed from their count eymen in ches 


ther harbozough: Foz the next mozning,which was the twenticth ol June, very carcly there wen 
gathered tog ther out ol all the ſhips in both harbozonghs, at the leaſt 200 Frenchmen and By 
tons, who had planted vpon the ſhoze thece pieces of Oꝛdinance againſt vs. and had pꝛcparcd them 
ſelues in al reavineſle to fight with vs which lo ſoone as we had diſcried them gaue the onſet vpon 
vs with at leaſt an hundzed ſmall ſhot out of the woods. There were allo in a readines to aſſault vs 


about thieehundzed Sauages. But after we han ſkirmiſhed a while wich chem, wepꝛocur d apar- 


ley by one ol chem n of Saint Malo, whoſe ſhip rowed hard by vs: In which parl iy they required 
ſome ot our min to come on ſhoꝛe vnto them : whereupon wee tequeſted . Ralph Hill andthe 
Boat waines mate to go on ſhe to them: whom when they had they detain d as pꝛilontts; a 
chen required the powder and munition which we had ol the Bal kes in pol ſſion which we lur· 
rendzed vnto them in ſafetie as our intent alwapes was, which done, chere came aboozd vutovs 


one Captaine Charles who was captaine of th: great ſhip af Saint Malc which rode in the other 


t : our great boat? which we had at Farrillon to be his. And whil: we 
were in talke with hum about the rwoBaſlkes which at firlt we thought to be Spa ar ds, wee had 
almoſt benc betraicd. Fo? the ſaid Captaine Charles with halfe adozen moze of his company kept 
themſclues abood of our ſhip and held vs in a talke while thirtie oz foztic others Could hau: cv 


tredour ſhip vnawares from one ofthe ſhips of D. Malo. which pyofeſſed to be our friend, g bunt 


whom wcſh: wed allcourteſie.But we perteiuing their treachercus intent. thzeatned to ſtt fert un 
theſaid ſhip which was then thwa t ou: hawſe,from which they would haue nr. By which rt- 
ſolution of ours God did diſcourage thẽ from cffccting their miſcheiuous pu po e. cw the ſed 
captame <hzrle< when he ſaw hum el pzeuented of his wicked intents, took his boat p;eſtutly u 
go on ſhoze. and pyomiſed that all things ſhoulv bi ended in peace betweenc vs. and thai b weud 
ſend vs eur twomen : game. But whey he was on ſhoze he pꝛeſin ly ent fo2 our g tat boat vhich 


he claumed to be his & withall commanted vs out of th: harbozough: but he ſent not ou mtu as he 


pomiled, we being now the weaker ſide did not only deliuct his boa: but allo detei mintd thegor 
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and then requeſted them to help vs with our anker which was on ſhoze;but they would not. Then 
e 
boat leſt they ſhould { vs both our men to do , 
as alfo to ſend our men; but when they were on ſhoze,they would do neither, We therefoze ſee+ 
ing their falſhood in cuery thing,durft no longer tary foz feare of farther treachery; wherefoze we 
concluded to cut our cable in the hawſe ; which we did, & ſo the harbozow about 9 of the 
clock,leauing two of our men with our cable e anber, and 20 ofa newhawſer behind vs. 
And as we were going away, they made great ſhewes of friendſhip,and dzanke vnto vs from the 
ſho2e;buemoze foz feare then loue,and requeſted vs to come on ſhoze foz our men, whom then they 
delivered, The ſame mozning in paſſing ouer the barre befozc the harbozowes mouth, and by that Che bar or 4, 
time that we had all our men aboozd,our ſhip came on ground vpon the ſands; where we lap ſome pauen of k+- 
8 houres : during which time, at low water we trimmed our ſhip without boozd, and by thegret 
pꝛouidence of God foundour leake which then we ſtopped, About ſix ofthe clocke at night we got 
our ſhip on float againe, and that night ankered within part ol the barre, which then becauſe of the 
wind we could not paſſe, But it pleaſed God toſend vs faire weather all that night, andthe next —— 
day by noone we had gotten our ſhip cleane ouerthe bar, The 2 x dap after we got ouer the barre 
the wind aroſe at eaſt #eaſtſouthealk, we blew right into the bay: which if it had tome befoze we 
ua kept vg withinrhe ay, we wen o rhe 24, de where the hips ofeheocherhartop 
wind vs W1 | . | ancn, w ue Blanch 
— — two leagues from their ſhips; where we hoped by fri he hae Ate 
to pꝛocure a ſhallope & aſſurance ofour cable and anker againe, But when we had appꝛoched nere 
the ſhoze with our ſhip, & weaued them with a white flag, they in ted of coming vnto vs, ſent their 
meſſage by a bullet out of a piece of great ozdinance, which they had placed on ſhoze ofpurpoſe as 
gainſt vs; lo that they would neither ſpeake with vs, no permit vs to come nere them, Thus we 
veparted,and would haue put to ſea that night; but there was much wind at Eaſt, which kept vs 
within the bay, tnfozced vs to come to an anker vnder Ille Blanch. The nextmctning being the 
22, we put to lea, and about 12 ofthe clocke the ſame day, the wind being at Noꝛthe aũ and foule 
weather, the maſter ſayd he could not plp vp to Grande Coſte, becauſeofthe leethoze, the wind 
acainſt vs, and therefoze aſked what we ſhoulddo, A aſked then how farre we had to the riuer of Chonteret 
cape Bricon : he ſaydalitrle way, Then lav J, Tit be not farre, we were beſtto gothither to > 
trade with the Sauages while the windis contrary, and to take in water & baliſt, which we wans 
ted. To which the maſter ſapd, that il A would he would carp vs thither. J thinking it to be the 
beſt courſe,ſapd J was content, ſo farre fozth as that from thence we tooke the firſt faire wind foz 
Grande Colte. Yereupon the maſter walled him at the helme to keepe his courſe ſoutheaſt any 
ſoutheaſt and by ſouth, Preſently after I aſked him how many leagues we had tothe ſayd riuer, 
and fromthe ſayd riuer to Grande Coſte. tHe then ſayd that we had 40 leagues to the river, any 
from the riuer to Grande Coſte 1 20 leagues. Vereupon I ſaid J would not conſent to go ſo fax 
out of our way, but willed him to keep his directeſt courſe foz Grande Coſte; which he div. ¶MAith⸗ 
in one halle houre afterwards the 23 day the gunner and company of the ſhip pzelentevme + the 
maſter with a requeſt in wꝛiting to returne fo2 England 03 to goe fo2 the I lands ot᷑ Acores fo2 a 
man of war,fox they would not p2occed on their voyage to Grande Coſte ; and therefoze do what 
J could they turned the helme homewards, The 1 4 of June we ſent our boat on ſhoze in a Their arriuaſj 
bap vponthe Ille of Cape Briton foz water, The 25 we arriued on the Mei ſive ofthe J of de Iver 
Menego, where we left ſome caſke on ſhoze in a ſandp bay, but could noe tary fo2 foule weather, 
The 26 we caſt anker in another bay vpon the marne of Cape Briton, The 27 about tenne of the 
clocke in themozning we met with eight men ol the Chancewell out conſoztin a ſhallope; who The Chancewa 
awap 1 


men, but vs mi⸗ 
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ſtaped in his ſhip. and came abooꝛd of vs: whom we vſcd well. nut taking any thing frem him that 
was his, but ouely ſuch things as we could ſinde of cur owne, And when we had diſpatched our 
buſinelle, we gaue him one good cable, one olde cable and an anker, one ſhallop with maſt,ſailes, 
and other turniture, and other things which belonged to the ſhip, In recompenle whereof he gaut 
vs two hogſheads of liver, one batr ell of peaʒe, and a5 ſcozeoffiſh, The 29 beumes in the mozn: 


ing we departed from that road toward a great Biſ kame ſome 7 leagues off of; oo tun, whoſe 


men dealt moſt doggedly with the Chance wels company, The ſame night we anktred at the 
mouthof the har boꝛo w, where the Biſkain was, The 3 o betimes in the mozning we put into 
the harbozow; and appꝛoching nere their ſtage, we ſaw it vncouered, and ſo ſuſpected the ſhip to 
be gone : whereupon we ſent our pinneſſe on ſhoze with a dozen men, who when theyteme foum 
great ſtoze offiſhon ſhoze,but all the men were fled: neither could they perteiue whether the ip 


| ſhould be gone, but as they thought to ſea, This dap about twelut of the clocke we tooke a $4: 


uages boat which our menpurſued : but all the Sauages ran awap into the woods, andeurmen 


- bzought their boat onboozd. The lame dap in the afternoone we bzought our ſhip to an anker in

day being the licſt of July, the rcit of the Sauages came vnto vs, among whom was their king, 
whoſe name was Itarey, and tht it queene,to whom alſo we gaue coats and kniues, and other tri-

cowm Be, ſters that euer we heard ok: fox we caught at one hawle with a little dzaw net aboue 140. The

fourth of July in the moming we departed from Cibo. And the fift we caſt anker in a rraſon· 
ble good harbozow called New Port vnder an Jfland ſo me eight leagues from Cibo, and within 
thꝛee leagues from the Engliſh pozt, At this place in purſuing certaine ſhallcps of a ſhipof Ro- 
chel,onc of them came aboozv, who told vs, that the Biſkar ner whom we ſought, was in tte Eng 
liſh poꝛt wich two Bilkainers moze , and two ſhips of Roc hel. Thereupon wee ſent ont ofour 
men in the Rochellcrs ſhallop to perle with the admiral others our friends in the Engliſh pont, 
requeſting themayd fox the recouery of our things, which the other ſhip called the Santa Maria 


ol S. Vincent (whereof was Maſter Iohannesde Harte, and Pilot Adame de Lauandote) had 


robbed from the Chancewell. To which they anſwered, that if we would come in vnto themin 
peace, they would aſſiſt vs what they might, This anl were we had the ſixt day: and the ſcucnch 
in the foꝛnoone we arriued in the Engliſh pozt, and caſt anker aloofe from the other ſhips : which 
done, I went abooꝛd the Armrall, to deſire the perfozmance of his pzomiſe : who ſent foꝛ Iohan- 
nes de Harte, who was contented to reſtoze moſt of our things againe : whereupon J went a: 
boo2d his thip to haue them reſiozed, This day and the cighth J ſpent in pꝛocuring ſuch things 
as they hadrobbed ; but pet in the end we wanted a great part thereof, Then we were bielt 
with them, and willed them either to reſtoze vs the reſt of our things which they had , oz els we 
would both infozce them to doe it, and aiſo haue ſatiſfaction foz our victuals and merchandiſes 
which by their meanes were loſt in the Chance well. The ninth in the mozning wee pzcpared 
our ſhip to goe neere vnto them. TAhereupon their Admirall ſent his boat aboczd, and deſires t 


ſpeabe with mee: then I went aboozdvuco hum, and deſired to haue our things with peace am 


quictneſle, offering to make him andthe Paſters of the two ſhips ol Roche! our vmpires, aud 
what they ſhould aduiſe I would ſtsnd vnto, PHeereupon he went abooꝛd the other ſhip io make 
peace ; but they would heare no reaſon, neither pet condeſcend to reſtoze anp thing els which 
they had of ours, Then deſired that as I ceme in peace vnto them, they would ſo ſet me aboow 
my ſhip againe : which they denied to doe, but moſt vniullly detaincd me and Stephen van Her- 
wicke who was with me. A while after our ſhallop came with foure men to know how J did, 
and to fetch me aboozd : but ſo ſoone as ſhe came to the Admirals (hips ſive, bis men entred, and 
tookeher away, decaining our men alſoas pꝛiſoners with vs. Thenpeſently all the thzee Bil 
kainers made toward our ſhip, which was not careleſſe to get the winde ol ihem all: and hauing 
by the mercy of God obtained the ſame , (hee then ſtayed fo2 them: but when they ſaw they ha 
loc their aduantage, they pꝛeſently turned their courſe, making as great haſte in againe as they 
did out befoꝛe. Afterwards J attempted twile to goe abooꝛd, but was tillenfozced backe by the 
two other Biſkainers, who ſought our liues: ſo that in the end the Maſter of the Atmirall was 
info2ced to man his great boat to waft vs: and pet notwithſtanding they bent a picce of greeto?? 
dinance at vs: fo2 we were to paſſe by them vnto our ſhip : but wereſcucdour ſhallop vnder out 
Baſters great boat; and bythat meancs paſſed in ſafety. The next mozning being the tenthof 
the moncth , we purpoledifthe winde had ſerued our turne, to haue made chemo regen 
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cuill dealing,audtoreſtoze vs our owne againe, 02 els to haue ſuncketheir ſhips if we could, But 
the winde ſeruednot our turne fo2 that purpoſe ; but caried vs to ſea: ſo that the ſame mozning 
wee tooke our courſe toward the bay of S. Laurence in Newfoundland : where wee hoped to Chey departed 
finvea Spanilhſhip, whach as we hab intelligence, didfiþ at that place. The thirteenthdax we a.. 
had ſight. of S. Peters Jflands, Aus the fovreteenth day being foggy and miſty weather, while — 
we made towards the land, we ſent our ſhallaꝑ be toe the ſhippe to diſcouer dangers: but in the, 

' fogge, thtough the mens negligence which were in her, ſheloſt vs: yet we kept on ourcourſe, ' + - 
thinking that although we could not ſcechem, pet they might ſee our ſhip : andcomming into ſix* - 
terne fathoms water we caſt anker, ſuppoſing our ſe lues to be neere the ſhoze : and in the euen· 
ing it pleaſev God to giue vs fo the ſpace of one quarter of an houre clcre weather, by which we 
found our ſelues to be imbayed, and alſo had ſight of our ſhallop, which was at the point of a land 
about one league from vs, The ſame night we went further into the ſame bay, where we had 
very good ting. The fifceenth we went on ſhoze, and in that place found footing of decre, and 
befoze we returned we killed one. The eighteenth we departed toward S. Laurence: the ſame 
euening we had light of S. Laurence, and ſentoffour boat in the night with our Paſter and ſir 

teene men to ſurpziſe the Spanpard, which lap in Litle . Laurence; who pzeſently vpon the # Spaniſh 
entranceofour men ſurrend2ed vp their ſhip and goods, The nineteenth in the mozning befoze 9% tam. 
day, the Maſter of our ſhip withtwo moze, anvthzee Dpanpards, tooke a boat and came foozth to 
meet our ſhippe, but being foggy, he caſt anker by the mouth of the harbozow (thinking in faire 
weather to put out to out ſhip, which thꝛough the current and foggy weather was put ſiue 2 ſire 
leagues to leeward: & while they were at anker in the boat they were ſ again by certaine 
Baſks of S. lohn de Luz who were in Gzcat S. Laurence harvby, Theſe Baſks with their foz« 
tes (hauing tet eiued intelligence by one ofthe Spanyards, who ſleeying on ſhoze, eſcaped vnto 
them onerland) on the ſudden ſurpꝛiſed the ſapdboat with our Maſter and others: and then pꝛe⸗ 
ſencly made vnto the ſhip ; but our men aboo2d yefended them oll. In the end they thieatned that n 
vuleſle they would yeeld,they would kill . Craſton and out other men befo2echeir eyes, So at ** 
laſt vpon M. Craftons intreaty and our mens. to laue their liues, they pecided vp the ſhip againe, 
vpon condition, that they ſhould not iniury any ol our men, but ſhould let them all with their wea⸗ 
pons peaceably deyart : yet when our men had yeelved they bꝛake their couenant, pꝛotering them 
great violence, chꝛeatning to kill them, diſarming them, ſtripping their clothes from their backs, 
and vſing them moze like dogs then men. Alter they had thus robbed our men of their pzize and 
weapons, they pꝛeſentiy towed the ſhippe with their boats out ofthat harbozow into G tat S. 
Laurence, where their owne ſhippes did ride, and within leſſe then an houre after they had caried 
our p2ize away, our ſhippe arriued in the bay: where alter we had bene a while at anker, dur ſhal⸗ 
lop came abooꝛd vnto vs, wich moſt part ot our ſirteene men, who tolde vs the whole ſtozp befoze 
recited, as alſo that captaine Laurence had taried away our Maſter, and Stephen van Herwicke 
piſoners, and turned the reſtof our men on ſhoʒe in the woods, without eicher meat, dꝛinke, oz al: 
moſt any apparell. The 20 allour men came abooꝛd, except the two pyiſoners : andthe ſame day 
we tooke withour boats thꝛee of the Spanpards ſhallops, with fiue hogſheads oftraine oile in 
ech of them, e in one boat foure Spanyards ; but the men of the other two ſyallops fled on ſhoze, 
The ſame dap alſo we tooke the Maſter of one ot the ſhips which was in the harbozow with thzee 
other of his men, whom we dctainedpuſoners to ranſome . Craſton # Stephen van Herwick, 
The 22 captaine Laurence ſent them abooꝛd, and we alſo celeaſedall our piiſoners, except one 
Dpanpard, who was boatſwaine ofthe Spanil ſhip, whom we kept with vs: and the ſame day

cape - Whereuponthe ſame night, being within fine oz ſix leagues harbojow 
har boꝛow, — — thirty men to diſcouer the harbozow, any pre ITE 
the enemy. The 25 inthe mozning we appyoched the hatbozow with our ſhip, and in the mouth 
thereof we eſpied th2ee ſhallops,two whereof were ours, and the third of a ſhip of Rochel, which 
they had ſurpziſed with foure men in her: who told them that there were but two ſhips in the har 
bozow, whereof one was of Roc hel, and theother of Bell iſle. And as we were diſcourſing with 
the Rochellers, we had ſight of the ſhips : whereupon we ſent our boat aboozd the the Rocheller 
tocertifie him that we were his friends, and to requeſt him not tohinder our fight wichthe enemy. 
This mellage being ſent, we made all the haſte we could vnto the hip of Bell iſle, which firſt be⸗ 
Can with vs with thꝛer great ſhot, one whereof hit our maincoplaile, but boththe other miſſed vs. 
And we alſo ſent one vnto them: then being appzoched nere vnto them ten oz twelue of vs went 
in a ſhallop to enter them, and we cariev alla a warpe with vs to make faſt vnto their ſhip. where 
by our ſhip might the bettet come vp to ayv vs, A —

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tooke chem(lclues to theu clole fights, playing chicfly vyonvs with ſhet #pikesout at twe pores, 
between which we cutred very dangerouſly, eſcaping neere dangers both by ſhot #pike. Scme 
of cur men wert wounded, but no great harme was done. And mine owne picce in entring, was 
ſhot out of mp hand into the ſea; which thot alſo burſt one ſive of the ladder, by which J entred, 
e had not long bene aboozd, but though the helpe of God we cauſed them to peeld vnto ou 
| mercy, There were al them in the ſhip aboue fozep men, molt whcreof we ſent aboozdof cur 
2 Viiton ldip ſhippe, there to be kept in holde, with oder to out chpzurgionto dzefle the wounded men, oneof 
be wich was wounded vato death. That done, we had then time to bir our pzize, which we founy 
be great defence, and anotable ſtrong ſhip, almoſt two hundzed tun in burden, very well appoin- 
| fed, and in all things fitcedfo2 a manof warre, They bad alſs fourcteene c2 fifteene men moe, 
wich werethenabſene fromthe ſhip; otherwiſe we ſhould haue had the hotcr fight, The ſeme 
day we got our lailes to the yard, and our top maſts on end, and rigged the ſhippe what we could, 
The 26 day we got ſome oile abooꝛd, and there me taried vntill the ſecondof Auguſt, fitting cur 
ſelues foz the ſca, and getting fiſh aboozd as weather ſerutd vs. During our al ode there we vi: 
uided gut men. and appointed to ech ſhiptheir company, my ſelfe and mp frieads being teſolurd tu 
take our pallage inthe pꝛiʒe; wherein when we wcre ſh:ppcd,and the company,there aroſe great 
enmuey againſt vs by the other ſhippe, which afterward was quieted, The ſecond day of Auguft, 
hauing taken in water and wood, we put to ſea from that harbo in company of the Hopewell, 
wich purpoſe to go directly to Parlican, which is anharbozowin the Nozth part ol Newſound.

How we with our ſhips entred into the Port of Hreft, and ſayling ouwatd toward the Weſt 
we paſſed amidſt the letter, which were ſo many in number, that it was not poſſible to 
tell them: and how we named them the /ſlertes. 

Pon the 10, of June wee with our ſhips entred into the Poꝛt of Breſt, to furniſh our ſelues 
VIE water and woov,and to make vs ready to paſle the ſaide Bay. Upon S. Barnabas day 
Seruice being heard, we with our boats went beyond the ſaid Pozt toward the weſt, to ſee what 
harboꝛoughes were there: wee paſſed thougb the midſt ol the Iſlettes, which were ſo many in 
aum ber that it was not poſſible they might be tolde, fox they continued about 10. leagues bi pond 
the ſaid Port. Ce to reſt our ſclues ſtayed in one o them a night, and there we found great ſtoze of 
dicke egges and other bir ds that there do make their neſts, we named them all The Iſlettes.

Te with our boats 
appꝛoched neere vnto it, and did direct it to another Poꝛt one league moze toward the Vet then 
che laid riui r of S. Iames, which J take to be one of the beſt in all the wozld, and therefoze wee nas 
ned it lames Carthiers Sound. It the ſoile were as good as the harboꝛoughes are, it were a 
zreac commodit ie: but it is not to be called The new Land, but rather ſtones and wilde cragges, 
ind a place fit foꝛ wilde beaſtes, fox in all the Noth Jland J did not ſee aCart-loadof good 
earth: yet went J on ſhoare in many places, and in the Jlandof White Sand, there is nothing elle 
but moſle and ſmall thomes ſcattered here and there, withered and dꝛy. To be ſhoꝛt, J belecue 
chit this was the land that God allotted to Caine. There are men of an indifferent good ſtature 
and bigneſſe, but wilde and vnruly: they weare their hatre tied on the top like a weath of hay, and 
but a wooden pinne within it, oz any other ſuch thing in ſtead of anaile, and with them they binde 
certaine birdes feathers; They are clothed with beaſtes Ckinnes as well the men as women, 
bat that the women go ſomewhat ſtraiter and cloſer in their garments then the men do, with 
-hetr waſtes girded: they vaint themſelues with certaine Roan colours: their boates are _

of the barke of birch trees, with the which they fiſh and take great ſtoze of Deales,and as farre ax 
we could vnderſtand ſince our comming thicher, that is not their habitation, but they come from 
the maine land out of hotter countreps, to catch the ſaive Deales and other neceſlaries fo2 their 
Ofcertaine Capes, chat is to ſay, The donble Cape,The pointed Cape, Cape Ren and The Cape 
of Milk: of the mountaines of Granges: of the Ilands of Dowe howſes: and ofthe great 

ſhing of Cods, 


CT Ine Rr cn Ange with our boats on purpoſe toſaile 
fozwards becauſe the weather was faire, and vpon we cauſed Deruiceto be ſaide: 
then on munday being the 15. ol the moneth we departed from Breſt andſailed toward the South 
to take a view of the lands that there wee had ſeene, that ſeemed vnto vs to bee two Nands: but 
when we were amidſt the Bap, we knewit to be firme land, where was a great double Cape one 
aboue the other, and therefoze wee named it The double Cape. In ihe entrante ofthe Bay wee 
ſounded, and found it to be anhundzed favome round about vs, From Breſtto The double Cape 
there is about 20,leagues,anv about fiue oz ſire leagues beyond we ſounded againe and found 40 
favome water, The ſaid land lieth Nozcheaſt and Southweſt. The next dap being the 16 of the 
moneth we ſailed along the ſaid coaſt toward the Southweſt, and by South about 33 
fromthe double Cape, where we found very ſterpe and wilde hilles, among the which were ſeene 
certaine (mal cabbans, which we in the countrey call Granges, and therefoze we named them The 
hilles of the Granges. The other lands and mountaines are all craggie,cleft and tut, and betwixt 
them and the Dea,chere are other Jlands, but low, Che day befoze thzough the darke miſts and 
fogges ofthe weather, we could not haue of any land, but inthe euening we ſpied an entrance 
into the land, by a riuer among the laid Hilles ofGranges, and a Cape lying toward the Souths 
weſt about 3 leagues from from vs. Che ſaid Cape is on the toꝑ ol it biunt- pointed, and alſo to- 
—ͤœU PP — — it The pointed Cape, onthe oꝛth ſive 
of which there is a plaine Jland. And becauſe we woulo haue notice of the laid entrance, to ſeeif 
there were any good hauens, we ſkrooke ſaile foz that night, The next dap beingthe x7 of the mo⸗ 
neth we hav ſtozmie weather from Noztheaft , wherefoze we tooke our way toward the Mouth 
weft vntill thurſvap we went about; / leagues, till wee came athwart a Bap full of 
round Jlands like doue houſes , and therefoze wee named them The doue houſes, Andfromthe 
Bapok S. lulian, frum the which to a Cape that lieth South and by Weft, which wee called Cape 
Roial, there are 7,leagues,andtoward the Meſt ſouthweſt ſive of the ſaide Cape, there is another 
chat beneath is all craggie , and aboue round. On the Nozth ſide of which about halfe a league 
there lieth a low Jland: that Cape we named The Cape of milke. Betweenetheſe two Capes 
there arecertaine low Jlands, aboue which there are alſo certaine others that ſhew that there be 
1 nee _ royall — — 
e greateſt fiſhing that pollible may be: fo 20ur company then 
an houre we tooke aboue an hundzethot them, 


Ofcertaine lands that lie berweene Cape Rojal , and The Cope of mithe, 


nert dap being the i 8 of the moneth,che winde with ſuch rage turned again vs, that we 
were conſtrained togo backetowarv Cape Royal, thinking — —ů— 
and with our boates went to viſcouer betweene the Cape Royal, and the Cape of Milke, 
found that aboue the low Jlands there is a great and very deepe gulſe, within are certaine 
Jlands, The ſaid gulle on the Southſide is ſhut vp. The fozeſaid low grotmds are on oneof the 
ſives of the entrance and Cape Royal ison the other. Che ſaide low grounds doe ſtretchthem- 
ſelues moze then halle a league within the Sea, It is a plaine countrey, but an ill ſofle: and in 
the midvelk of the entrance thereof,there is an land. Theſaide gulfe in latitude is fourtie eight 
degrees and an halle, and in longituve *, That night we found no harbozough,and therefoze wer 
launched out into the Sea,leauing the Cape toward the Melt,

the laid day vntill the 24 ol the moneth being S. Iohns day we had both Ronnie weather 

and winde againſt vs, with ſuch varkeneſſe and miſtes, that vntill S. Iohns dax, we could haut 

no light ofanp land, and then had we ſight of a Cape of land, that from Cape Royal lieth South* 
weſk about 35 leagues, but that day was ſo foggie and miſtie, ihat we could not come neere land, 
and becauſe it was S-lohns day, we named it Cape S. Iohn. * 
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Of certaine Ilands called the llands of Margaulx, and of the kinds of beaſts and birds that 
there are found, Of the Iland of Brio, and Cape Dolphin, 

19 — being the 25. at the moneth, the weather was alſo tozmie,varke,and windy, but 

pet we ſailed a part of the day toward Weſt Noꝛth weſt, and in the tuening wee put our 

ſelues athwart vntill the ſecond quarter; when as we departcd,then did we by our compaſle know 

that we were Nozthweſt & by Teſt about ſeuen leagues and au halſe from the Cape of S. lohn, 


and as wee were about to hoiſe ſaile, the winde tui ned into the 32ozthweft, wherefoze wee went Thee ans. 


Southeaſt, about 15. leagues, and came tothzee Jlands wo of which ate as ſtecpe and vpʒ igt as 
any wall, ſo that it was not poſſible to climbe them: and berweene ihem there is a little rocke, 
Theſe Jlands were as full of birds, as any field oꝛ menom is of graſſe, which there do make their 
neſtes: and in the greateſt of them, there was a great and infinite number of thoſe that wee call 
Margaulx,that are white, and bigger then any geeſe, which were ſeucred in one part. Jn the o- 
ther were onely Godetz, but cowar> the ſhoarc there were of thoſe Godetz,and great Apponatz, 
like to thoſe ol that Fland that we aboue haue mentioned: we went downe to tht loweſt pare ofthe 
leaſt Fland,whcre we killed about a thouſand of thoſe Godeta, and Apponatz. Te put into our

boates ſomany ol them as we pleaſed, fozinleſe then one houre we might hauc filled tt irtie ſuch ci. Ine 


bo its ofthcm : we named them The llands of Margaulx, Abcut fiue lcagu:s frithe ſaid Jlands of f 


oa the Wea, there is another Aland that is about tino leagues in le ngth.· and ſo much in bac anch: 
there did we ſtap all night to take in water and wood, That Jland is enuir-ned round al out with 
land, and hath a very good road about it chzee 02 foure fad ne derpe. Thoſe I lands have the beſt 
ſoilc that euer we ſaw,fo2 that one of their fields is moze wozthth: n all the New land. Ae found 
ic allfullof goodly trees, mevowes fields fullof wild come and peaſan bloomev, as thick,as taube, 
and as faire as any can be ſeene in Britaine, ſo that they ſetmed to haue bene plowed and ſowed, 


There was alſo great ſtoze of gooſeberies, ſtramberies, damaſke roſes, parſelcy, with other 19 
Mora De 


ſweete and pleaſant hearbes, About the ſaid Aland are very great beaſtes as great ts oxcn, 


haue two great teeth in their mouths like vnto Elephants teeth, e liue alſo in the Sea. Te law oren. 


one of them ſlecping vpon the banke of the water : wee thinking to take it, went to it wich our 
doates, but ſo ſoone as he heard vs, be caſt himſelfe into the Sea, Ille alſo ſaw bercs g u outs: 


we named it Brions Jland, About it toward Doutheaſt, and Noni hweſt, there are great lakes. Iron; Iuund. 


As farre as J could gather and compezem, I thinke that there be ſome e bet u eene New 
found land, and Brions land. Jfſo it were, it would be a great ſhoꝛtaing, al wel ofthe time as of the 
wap, if any pert̃etiion coulo be found in it. About fourc leagues from that Iland toward TWelts 
South welt is the firme land, which ſetmeth to be as an Jland compaſſed about with litle Jlands 
al ſands. There t3 a goodly Cape which we named Cape Dolphin, fo2 there is the beginning of 
good grounds. On the 27. of June we compaſled the ſaid lands about that lieTUeft Southwcſtz 
and a karre off th. p ſeeme to be little billes of ſand, ſoʒ they axe but low landes: wee could neither 
goe to them noꝛ land on them, becauſe the winde was againſt vs. That day we went 13. leagues. 


Ofthe lland called Ai, and ofthe cape of S. Peter. 


12 we went the ſaid land about 10. leagues, till we came to 4 Cape ot redde 
l md, chat is all craggie, within the which there is a bzacke looking toward the Nozth. It is a 
verp lom countrey. There is alſo bet weene che Sea and a certaine poole,a plaine ſteld:and from 
that Cape ot land andthe poole vnto another Cape, there are about 14 leagues, The lind is faſhio· 
ned as it were halfe a circle, all compaſſed about with land like a ditch,otter which as karre as ones 
tye tan ſtretch, there is nothing but marriſh grounds and ſtanding pooles, And be fee pou tome 
ta the firſt Cape, very neere the maine land there are two little J lands. About five li agues from 
the ſecond Cape toward the Southweſt, there is another Nand very high and pointed, which we 
named Alezai. The firſt Cape we named S. Peters Cape, becaule vpcu chat day we came thithet. 


Ofthe Cape called Cape Orleans: of the River of Boates : of Wilde mens Cape: and of the 
qualitie and temperature of the countrey, 3 
Faun Brions Jland to this place there is good anckozage of ſand, and hauing ſc unded eo ward 
Douthweſt euen to the ſhoare about fiue leagues, wee found twentie and fiue fadome water, 
and within one league twelue favome , and very neere the ſhoare ſire fadome, raiher moze then 
leſſe, and alſo good anckozage, But becauſe wee would bee the better atcqut i ted with this 
Nonie and rockie ground. wee ſtrooke our ſailes lowe and athwart, The nert day being the 
laſt of the monech ſaue one, the winde blewe South and by Eat. Tee ſafl:dTeſtward vntill 


Tueſday manning at Sunne riſing, being thelaſt of the monerh, without any ſight 02 maln 
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of any lande ,ercept in the cuening toward Sunne ſet , that wee diſcouered a lande which lee⸗ 
med to be two Jlands , that were bey ond vs Weſt ſouthweſt, about nine oz tenne leagues, All 
the nert daytill the next mozning at Sunne riſing wee ſailed Meſtward about fourtie leagues, 
and by the wap we perceiuedthat the land we had ſeene like Jlands, was firme land, lying South 
ſoutheaſt,and Nozthnozrhweſt,to a very good Cape of land called Cape Orleans. Al the ſaid loud 
is low and plaine, and the faireſt that may poſſibly be ſeene, full of goodly medowes andtrees, 
True it is that we could finde no harboꝛough there, becauſe it is all full of ſhelues and ſands,TUe 
with our boats went on ſhoze in many places, and among the reſt wee entred into a goodi tiuer, 
but very ſhallt a, which we named The riuer of boats, becauſe that there wee ſaw boates full of 
wild men that were croſſingthe riuer. Te had no other notice of the ſaid wild men: fo2 the wind 
came krom the ſea, and ſo beat vs againſt the ſhoze,thar wee were conſtratned to retite our ſclues 
with our boates toward our ſhips, Till the next day moꝛning at Sunne riſing, being the firſt of 
Tuly,we lailed Noztheaſt, in which time there roſe great miles and ſtones, and therefoze wee 
ftruckeourCſajles tu two of the clocke inthe afternoone, that the weather becamecleare, e there 
we had ſight of Cape Orleance, and of another about ſeuen leagues from vs, lying Nozth and by 


- Eaſt, and that we called Wilde mens Cape. On the Nonthſive of this Cape about halfe a league, 


there is a very dangerous ſhelfe,and banke of ſtones. Mhileſt wee were at this Cape, we ſawe a 
man running after our boates that were going along the coaſt, who made ſignes vnto vs that we 
Houlp returne toward the ſaid Cape againe, Me ſeeing ſuch ſignes, began to turne toward hum, 


but he ſering vs come, began toflee: ſo ſoone as we were come on ſhoare, we ſet a knife befoze him

anda woollen girdle on a litle ſtaſfe, and then came to our ſhips againe, That dap we treudcdthe 
ſatd land about 9.02 10,leagues,hoping to finve ſome good harbozough, but it was not poſſible: fo 
as J haue ſaid already, it is a very low land, and enuironedround about with great ſhelues. Ne- 
uertheleſſe we went that day on ſhoze in foure places to ſee the goodly and \ weere ſmelling trees 
that were there: we found them to be Cedars,ewetrees, Pines, white elmes,aſhes, willowes, with 
many other ſozts of trees to vs vnknowen, but without any fruit, The grounds where no wood 
is, are very faire,and all full of peaſon, white and red gooſeberies, trawberies, blackeberies, and 
wilde tome, euen like vnto Rie,whichſecmed to haue bene ſowen and plowed, This countrep is 
of better temperature then any other that can be ſeene,and very hote. There are many thzuthes, 
ſtockdoues, and other birds: to be ſhozt,there wanteth nothing but good harbozoughs, 


Ofthe Bay called S. Lanario, and other notable Bayes and Capes of laud,and of the qualitie, 
and goodneſſe of thoſe grounds. | 


— — — July we diſcouered and had ſight of land on the Noꝛthernt 
ſive toward vs, that did ioyne vnto the land aboueſaid, al compaſſed about, and we knew that 
it had about in depth, and as much athwart, we named it S. Lunarios Bay, and with our boats we 
went to the Cape toward the Nozth, and found the ſhoze ſo ſballom, that foz the ſpace ot a league 
from land there was but a fadome water. On the Noztheaſt ſive from the ſaid Cape about 7,02 
8. leagues there is another Cape ol land, in the middeſt whereof there is a Bay faſbioned triangle 
wiſe, very decpe,# as farre off as we could ken from it the ſame lieth Noztheaſt, The ſaid Bay is 
compaſled about with ſands and ſhelues about 1 o. leagues from land, and there is but two fadome 
water: from the ſaid Cape to the bank ol the other, chere is about x 5.leagues, We being a croſſe 
the laid Capes, diſcouered another land and Cape, and as farre as we could ken, it lay Nozth and 
by Eaft, All chat night the weather was very ill, and great winds, ſo that wee were conftrainev to 
beare a ſmal ſaile vntil the next moꝛning, being the thirde ol July when the winde came from the 
Melt: and we ſailed Noꝛthward to haue a ſight of the land that we had left on the Noytheaſi ſide, 
aboue the low lands, among which high and low lands there is a gulfe oz bꝛe ach in ſome places a. 
bout 5 5. fadome deepe, and 15. leagues in bzedth, By reaſon of the great depth and bꝛedthol the 
crulfe,and change of the lands, we conceived hope that wee ſhould linde a paſſage, like vnto the pal⸗ 
ſageofThe Caſtles. The ſaid gulfe lieth Eaſt Noꝛtheaſt, and Tc> ſouthwelt, The ground that 
lieth onthe Southſide ofthe ſaid gulfe, is as goodandeaſie to be manured, and full of as goodly 
fietys and meadowes , as any that euer wee haue ſeene, as plaine and ſmooth as any die: and that 
which lycthonthe Noth is a countrey altogether hilly, full of woods, and very high and great 
trees of ſundy ſozts: among the reſt there are as goodly Ceders,and Firre trees, as poſſibly can 
be ſetne, able to make maſtes fo2 ſhips of th2ee hundzed Tunne : neither did we ſee any plate that 
was not fullof the ſaide trees, ercepe two onely that were full of goodly medowes, with two 
very faire lakes, The middeſt of the ſaid Bay is 47,degrees and halle in latitude, * 
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Of the Cape D'Eiþerance,or the Cape ef Hope, and of S. Martin: Creekę, and how 7. boats full 
of wilde men comming to out boat, would not retire themſelues, but being terrified 
with our Culuecins which we ſhot at them, and our lances, they fled with great haſt, 


he Cape of the ſaid South land was called The Cape of Hope,thzough the hope that there 
12 had to finve ſome pallage, The fourthof July we went along he coaſt of the ſaid land on 
the Noꝛtherly ſive to finde ſome harbozough, where weeentred into a crecke altogether opents* 
wardthe South, where there is no ſuctour againſt the wind: we thoughe gocd to name it S. Mar- 
tines Creeke. There we ſtayed from the fourth of July vntil the ewelfth : while we were there, on 
Munday being the ſirth ol the moneth, Deruice being done, wee with oneofour boates went to 
diſcouer a Cape and point of land that on the Meſterne ſive was about ſeuen o; eight leagues 
from vs, to ſee which way it did bend, and being within halfe a league ol it, wee ſawe two comꝑa⸗ 
nies ot boates of wilde men going from one land to the other: their boates were in number about 
fourtie oꝛ fifrie,One part of the which came to the ſaid point, and a great number of the men went 
on ſhore making a great noiſe, beckening vnto vs that wee ſhould come on land, ſhewing vs cer⸗ 
taine ſ kinnes vpon pic ces of wood, but becauſe we had but one onelp boat, wee would not goe to 
them, but went tothe other ſive lying in the Dea: they ſeeing vs flee, pzepared twgot their boats 
co follow vs, with which came allo fiue moze of them that were comming fromthe Sealide,all 
which appzochedncere vutoour boate, dancing, and making many ſignes of ioy and mirih, as it 
were deſixiug our friendſhip,ſaping in their tongue Napeu tondamen aſſurtah, with many other 
woꝛds that we vnderſtood not. But becauſe(as we haue lain) me had but one boat, wee would not 
{and to their courteſie, but made ſignes vnto them that they ſhould curne back, which they would 
not do, but with great furie came toward vs: and ſuddenly with their boatescompaſſed vs about: 
and becauſe they would not away from vs by any ſignes that we could make, we ſhot olf two pie 


ces among them, which did lo terrifie them, that they put themſelues to flight coward the ſayde 


; | at noiſe:andhauing ſaid a while, they began anew,euen as at the firſt to come 
to — — come neere our boat wee ſtrucke at them with two lances,whichthing 
was lo great aterrour vnco them, that with great haſt they beganne to fle, and would no moze 


follow vs,

How the ſaid wilde men comming to our ſhips,and our men going toward them, both par- 


ties went on land, and ho the ſaid wilde men with great joy began to ttafique with 
our men. 


1 day part ok the ſaive wilde men wich nine of their boates tame to the point and en⸗ 
trance ol the Creeke, where we with our ſhips were at road, TUe being aduertiſed ot their 
comming,went to the point where they were with our boates: but ſo ſoone as they ſaw vs, they 
began to flee,making lignes that they came to trafique with vs, ſhewing vs ſuch ſkinnes as they 
cloththemſelues withall, which are of ſmall value. Ne kkewiſe made ſignes vnto them, that we 
wiſhed them no euill: and in ligne chereof two of our men ventured to go on land to them, and ca⸗ 
rp them kntues withocher Jron wares, and a red hat to giue vntotheir Captaine, Thich whey 
they ſaw, they alſo came on land, and bzought ſome of thetrſkinnes,and ſo began to deale with vs, 
ſeemtngto be very glad to haue our iron wares and other things, ſtil dancing with man other ce · 
remonies, as with their hands to caſt Sea water on theit heads. They gaue vs whatſoeuer they 
had, not keeping any thing, ſo that they were conſtrained to goe backe againe naked, and made vs 
ſignes that the next day they would come againe, and bzing moze ſkinnes with them. 


How that we hauing ſent two of our men on land with wares, there came about 300. wilde 
men with great gladneſſe. Of the qualitic of the countrey, What it bringeth foorth, and 
ofthe Bay called Baia du Chalerr,or The Bay of heat, 
Pu thurſday being the eight ol the moneth, becauſe the winde was not good to go out with 
our ſhips, we let our boates in a readineſle to goe to diſtouer the ſaid Bap, and that day wee 
went 25. leagues within it. The next daythe wind and weather being faire, we ſailed vntilnoone, 
in which time we had notice of agreat partofthe ſaid Bay, and hom that ouer the lowlands, there 
were other lands with high mountaines: but ſering that there was no paſſage at all, wee began to 
turne back againe,taking our wap along the coaſt: + ſayling, we ſaw certaine wilde men that food 
upon the ſhoze of a lake, that is among the low grounds, who were making fires and ſmokes: wee 
went thither, x found that there was achanelof the ſea that did enter into the lake, and ſetting our 
ats at one ofthe banks ol the chanell, the wilde W vs, and 


— — — — — 
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bzoughe vp pieces of Seales ready ſodden, putting them vpon pieces of wood: then retiri 
themlelues,they would make ſignes vnto vs, that they did gine them vs. — 
to them with hatchets, kniues, beads, i other ſuch like ware, whereat they were very glad, and by 
and by in cluſters they came to the ſhoze where wee were, with their boates , bzinging with them 
* Ckinnes and other ſuch things as they had to haue of our wares, — — 4 300, men, 

women and childzen : ſome ot the women which came not ouer, wee might ſee ſtand vp to the 
knees in water, ſinging and dancing: the other that had paſſed the riuer where we were, tame very 
friendly to vs, rubbing our armes with their owne handes, then would they lift them vp toward 
heauen, ſbewing many ſignes of gladneſſe: and in ſuch wiſe were wee allure one of another, that 
we very familiarly began to trafique fo2 whatſoeuer they had til they had nothing but theit naked 
bodies; foz they gaue vs all whatſoeuer they had, and that was but of ſmall value, TWe perceiued 
that this people might very eaſily be ronuerted toour + They goe from place to place. 
They liueonely with fiſþing. They haue an o winarie time to dich koz their pꝛouiſion. The countrey 
is hotter then the countrey ol Spaine, and the faireſt that can polſibly be found, altogether ſmooth, 
ind leuel. There is no place be it neuer ſo little, vut it hath dome trees (yea albeit it be ſandie)oz 
elſe is full of wilde coꝛne, that hath an eare like vnto Rie: the coꝛne is like dates, and \mal peaſon 
as thicke as if they had bene ſowen and plowed, white and red gooſeberies, ftrawberies,blackbe- 
ries, white and red Roſes, with many other floures of very ſweet and pleaſant ſmell. There be 
alſo many goodly medowes full of graſſe, and lakes wherein great plentie ofſalmons be, They 
call a hatchet in their tongue Cochi,and a knife Bacon: we named it The bay of hear, 


q Of another nation of wilde men: of their maners,liuing and clothing. 


„ Bap, we hoiſed ſaile, and went from 
S. Martines Cree lee bon Sunday being the 12. of July, to goe and diſcouer further beyond 
the ſaid Bay, amd went along the ſea coaſt Eaſtward about cighteene leagues, till we tame to the 
Cape of Prato, where we found the tide very great, but ſhallow ground, and the Sea ſtoꝛmie, ſo 
that we were conſtrained to dzaw toward ſhoze, betweene the ſaid Cape and an Jland lying E alt 
ward, about a league from the ſaid Cape, where we caſt ancker foz that night. The next mozning 
we hoiled ſaile to trend the ſaid coaſt about, which lyech Nozth Noztheaſt, But there role ſuchz 
Kozmie and raging winde againſt vs, that we were conſtrained to come tothe place againe, from 
whence we were come: there did we ſtay all that day til the next that we hoiſed vp ſaile,and came 
to the middeſt of a riuer fiue o2 ſire leagues from the Cape of Prato Nozthward,and being ouer« 
thwart the ſatd Riuer, there aroſe accntrary winde, with great fogges and ſozmes, So 
that we were conſtrained vpon being the fourtecnth of the moneth to enter into dhe ris 
uer,and there did we ſtay till the ſixteenth of the moneth looking foz faire weather to tome ont of 
itꝛon which day being Thurſdap,the winde became ſo raging that one of our ſhips loſt an ancker. 
and we were conſtrained togoe vp higher into the riuer ſeuen oz eight leagues, into a goodhar: 
bozough and ground that we with our boates found out, and thzoughthe euill weather, tcmpeff, 
anddarkeneſſe that was, wee taped in the ſaide harbozough till the fiue and twentieth ol the mo⸗ 
neth,not being able to put out: in the meane time wee ſawe a great multitude of wilde men that 
were fox mackerels, whereof there is great ſtoze. Their boates were about 40 and the per · 
ſons what with men, women  childzen two hundzed, which after they had hanted our company a 
while,chey came very familiarly with their boars to the ſidesof our ſhips, Ile gaue them kniues, 
combes, beads of glaſle. and other triflesof ſmallvalue,fo2 which they made many ſignes of glad- 
neſſe, lilting their hands vp to heauen dancing and ſinging in their boates, Theſe men may very 
well and truely be called Wilde, becauſe there is no poozer people inthe wozld, Foz I thinke all 
that they had together, beſides their boates and nets was not wozthfiue ſouce, They goe altoge · 
ther naked ſaning their pziuities, which are couered with a little ckinne, and certaine olde ſkinnes 
that they caſt vpon them, Neither in nature no? in language, doe they any whit agree with chem 
which we found firſt : their heads be altogether ſhauen, except one buſh of haire which they ſuffer 
to grow vyon the top oftheir crowne as long as a hoſe taile, # then with certaine leather ſtrings 
. —— — ground, The? 
e ,and vnder t . 
cate their fleſh almoſt raw, ſaue onely that they Fate it a little vpon imbers of coales, ſo doe ther 
their lich. Upon Magdalens day we with our boates went to the bancke of the riuer, and freely 
went on ſhoze amung them, whereat they made many ſignes, and all their men in two on thꝛer 
companies began to ſing and dante, ſerming to be very glad ol our comming, They had cauſed all 
the pong women to flee into the wood, two oz ther excepted, that eee 
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we gaue a combe, and a little bell made of Tinne, to which they were very glau, chanking ou 
Captaine,rubbing his armes and byeaſts with their hands. TUben the men ſaw vs giue ſome- 
ching vnto thole that had ſtayed, it cauſed al the reſtto come out of the wood, tothe cnd they ſhould | 
haue as much as the others: Theſe women were about twenty, who altogether ina knot fell vp 
on our Captaine, touching and rubbiag him with their hands, actoꝛding to their maner of chcriſh- 
ing and making much ol one, who gaue to each ol them a little Tinne bell: then ſuddenly they 
vegan to dance, and ſing many ſongs, There we found great ſtoze of Mackrels, that they had ta · 
zen vpon the ſhoꝛe, with certame nets that ihey make to ſiſh, ofa kind of Hempe that groweth in 9®"»* 
chat place where o2dinarilp they abide,fo2 they neuer tome to the ſea, but one ly in fiſhing time. As War; 
farre as J vnderſtand, there groweth likewiſe a kinde of Millet as big as Peaſon, like vnto that 
which groweth in Bre ſil, which they cate in ſtead ol bead. They had gremrſtoze of it. They call 
it in their tongue Kapaige. They haue alſo P2zunes, (that is to lap Damſins) which they dzy fo⸗ 
winter as we doe, they tall them Honeſta. They haue alſo Figs, Nuts, Apples, and other fruits, mans. ge, 
anv Beans, that they call Sahu, their nuts Cahcbya. It we ſhewed them any thing that they haue mus, appies. 
not noꝛ know not what it is, ſhaking their heads, they will ſap Nohda, which is as much to ſay 
they haue it not, noꝛ they know it not. Ok thoſe things they haue, they would with ſignes ſhew 
vs how to dꝛeſſe them, and how they grow, They eate nothing that hath any taſte ot ſalt. They 
are very ar cat theeues, ſoʒ they will filch and ſteale whatſoeuer they can lay hold of, and all is fiſh . 
that commech to net. 


How our men ſer vp a great C oſſe vpon the poini of the ſayd Potte, and tne Captaine of 
thoſe wild men, aſter a long O1ation, was by out Captain appeaſed, and contented that 
wo ofhis Childien ſhould goe with him 


II Pon the a4 of the moneth, wee cauſed a faire high Croſſeto be made of the height of thirty 
foote, which was made in the pꝛeſence of many or them, vpon the point of the entrance of the 
ſayd hauen, in the middeſt whereof we hanged vp a Shield withthꝛee Floure de Luces in it, and 
in the top was carued in the wood with Anticke letters this poſie, Dine /e Rey de France. Chen 
vefoze them all we ſet it vpon the ſapd point. They with great heed behelt both the making and ent h fu de 
ſetting ol it vp. Do ſoone as it was vp, we altogether kneeled downe befoze them, with our hands e. 
coward Heauen, yeelding God thankes : and we made ſignes vnto them, ſhe w ing them the Þea- 
nens, and that all our ſaluation dependeth onely on him which in them dwelleth: whereat they 
bewer a great admiration, looking firſt one at another, and then vpon the Croſſe, Aud after wes 
were returned to our ſhips, their Captaine clad with an old Bearts ſhin, with thꝛee ol his ſonnes 
and a bother of his with him, came vnto vs in one of their boates, but they tame not ſoncere vs 
as they were wont to doe: there he made along Ozation vnto vs, ſewing vs the croſſe we ha 
ſet vp, and making a croſĩe with two fingers, then did he ſhew vs all the Countrey about vs as if 
he would ſay that all was his, and that wee ſhould not ſet vp any croſſe without his leaue. His 
talke being ended, we ihewed him an Are,faining that we would giue it him fox his ſkin,to which 
he liftned,fo2 by little and little hee came neere our ſhips, One of our fellowes that was in our — Ange 
boate, tooke hold on theirs, and ſuddenly leapt into it, with two 02 thiee moze, who enforced them 
*0 enter into our ſhips, wherat they wert greatly aſtoniſhed. But our Captain did ſtraightwaies 
aſſure them that they ſhould haue no harme, noꝛ anyinturie offred them at all, +entertainedthem 
very friendly making them eate and dzinke. Then did we ſhew them with lignes, that the croſſe 
was but oneiy ſet vp to be as a light and leader which wayes to enter into the poꝛt, and that wee 
would ſhoꝛcly come againe, and bꝛing good ſtoze of iron wares eq other things, but that we would 
take two ofhis childzen with vs, c afterward bzingthem to the layd pozt againe : and ſo wee clo* 
thedtwoofthemin ſhirts, and coloured coates, with red cappes, and pat about cuery cnes necke 
a ,whereat they were greatly contented: then gaue they their old clothes to their 
fellowes that went backe againe, and we gaue to each one ofthoſe thꝛee that went backe, a hat 
chet, and ſome kniues, which made them very glad. After theſe were gone, and had told the newes 
vntotheir fellowes,in the after noone there tame to our ſhips ſire boates ot them, with fine 02 ſire 
— gan — ———— 
vttering many woꝛds which we did not vnderſt and, making ſignes that they would

ow atter we were departed from the ſa following our voyage along the ſayd 
coaſt, we went to — the land — 5 — g g d 
next dap, being the 25 of the moneth, we had faire weather, and went fromthe ſaid poꝛt: 
enn being out ol the riuer, we ſailed Eaſtnoztheaft, fo2 after the entrance into — 
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the land is enutroned about, and maketh a bay in maner of halfe a circle, where be ing in our ſhips, 
we might ſee all the coaſt ſapling behind, which we came to ſeeke, the land lying Doutheaſt and 
Noꝛthwelt, the courſe of which was diſtant from the river about twentie leagues, 


Of che Cape S. Alniſe,and Cape Memorancie,and certaine other linds, and how one of ont 
Boates touched a Rocke and ſuddenly went over ii. 


O mundap being the 27 of the monerh, about ſunne · ſet we went along the ſaid land, as we 

haue ſaid,lying Southealk e Nozthwelk, till Medneſday that we ſaw another Cape where 
the land beginnerhto bendtowardthe Eaſt: we went along about r 5 leagues,then docththelanu 
begin to turne Ryꝛthward. About thꝛee leagues from the ſayd Cape we ſcund?d, and found 24 
fadome water. The (aid lands areplaine, and the faireſt and moſt without woods that we haue 
ſecne, with goodly greene fields and medowes: we named the ſayd Cape S. Aluiſe Cape, becauſe 
that was his day: it is 49 degrees and a halte in latitude, and in longitude *, Du Medneſdap 
moꝛning we were on the Eaſt ſive ofthe Cape, and being almoſt night we went Nozthweſtwart 
for to appꝛoch neere to the ſapd land, which treudeth Nozthand South. From S,Aluiſe Cape 
to another called Cape Memorancie, about fif.eene leagues , the tand beginneth to bend Nozeh- 
weſt. About thzee leaguesfrom the ſayd Cape we would needes ſound, but wee could finde no 
ground at 1 50 fadome, yet went we along the (aid land, about tenne leagues, to the latitude of 

Fifty degrees 50degrees. The Saturdap following, being the firſt of Auguſt,by Sunne riſing, wee had cer 

ol latitude. taine other landes, lying Nozth and Noꝛtheaſt, that were very high and craggie, aud ſecmed tc 

| be mountaines: betwcene which were other low lands with woods and riuers : wee went about 
the lapd lands, as well on the one ſive as on the other, ſtul bending Noch welt, to ſee if it were ci- 
ther a gulfe,o2 apaſlage, vntill the fift of the moneth, The diſtance from one land to the other is 
about fifte ene leagues, The middle bctweene them both is 5o degrees and aterte in latitude, 
e h much adoe to go fine miles farther, the winds were fogreat, andthe tide againſt vs, Aut 
at fiue miles end, we might plainely ſce and perceiae land on both ſides, mhichthere beginneth te 
ſpꝛead it ſelfe,but becauſe we rather fell, then got way againft the wind, we went to warn land. 
purpoling to goe to another Cape of land, lying Southward , which was thefarthermoſt out imo 
the ſea that we could ſce,about five leagues from vs,but ſs ſocne as we cam thither, we found it 
to be naught elſe but Rockes, ſtones, & craggie cliffes, fuch as we had not found any where liner 
we had ſailed Southwary from S. lohns Cape: and tht un was the tive with vs, which caried vs x- 
gainſt the wind TWAeſtwary, ſo that as we were ſayling along the ſayd coaſt, one of our boars ton 
ched a Rocke, and ſuddenly went ouer, but we were conſirained to leape ont fox. to direct it on ac- 
coꝛding tothe tide. 


How after we hadagreedand conſulted what was beſt to he done, we purpoſed to returne: 
and of S. Peters Streight,and of Cape Tiennot. 


Ffter we had ſailed along the ſayd coſt, foꝛ the ſpaer ot᷑ two houres, behold, the tide began 
toturne againſt vs, with ſo ſwift and roging a courſe,that it was not poſſible fo2 vs with r ; 
ares to row 02 get one ſtones caſt farther, ſo chat we were eonfrained to leaue our boates with 
ſome of our men to guard them, and 10 02 12 men went aſhozeto the fapd Cape,where we found 
chat the land beginnethto bend Southweſt, which haning feene, we came to our boats againe,and 
ſotoour ſhips, which were til ready vnder ſaile,hoping to go foxzward: but fox allthat,thep were 
fallen moze then foure leagues to lee ward fromthe place where we had left them, where ſo ſoone-. 
as we tame, wer aſſembled together all our Captaines, Maſters, and Parincrs,to haue their ad-// 
nice and opinion what was beſt tobe done: and after that eucty one had ſaiv,conſidering that the , 
Eaſtcrlp winds began to beareſwap,and blow, # that the flood was ſo great, that we vid but fall, 
and that there was nothing to be gotten, and that tozmes andtempeſts began to reigne in New- 
found land, and that we were ſo farre from home, not knowing the perils and dangers that were 
behind, fo2 either wemuſt agree to returne home againe, 02 els to tap thcre all the peere, Poze* 
oner,we did conſider, that if the Roꝛtherne winds did take vs, it were not poſſible foz vs to depart 
thence. All which opinions being heard and conſivered,we altogether determined to addzeſle our 
ſelues home ward. Nowe becauſe vpon Saint Peters day wee entred into the ſayd Dtreite, 
Che Sereito? wee named it Saint Peters Streite. Mee ſounded it in many places, in ſome wee found 150 
Ness. faddme water, in ſome 100, and neere the ſhoare ſirtie, and cleere ground. From that day till 
CAedneſday following, we had a good and pꝛoſperous gale of winde, ſo that we trended the ſaid 
North ſhoze Eaſt, Southeaſt, Teſt Nozthweſt : foz ſuch is the ſituation of it, except one 
Cape of low lands that bendeth moze toward the Soucheaſk, about twenty fiue leagues _

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the Streight. In this place we (aw cercaine ſmokes, that the people ofthe countrep made vpon 
the ſapd cape: but becauſe che wind ble we vs coward the coaſt, we went not tothem, which when 
they law, they tame with two boates and twelue men vato vs, and as freely came vnto our ſhips, 
as if they had bene French men, and gaue vs to vnderſtand, that they came from the great gulfe, 
end that Ticnnor was their Captaine,who then was vpouthat Cape, making ſignes vnto vs, chat 
they were going home to their Countreps whence we were come with our ſhips , and that they 


were laden with Fitch. We named the ſapy Cape, Cape Tiennot. From the ſaid Cape all the Cape ns 


{andtrenveth Eaſtſouthealt, and Weſtnozthweſt, All cheſe lands lie low, very pleaſant, enuiro- 
ned with ſand, wheretheſea is entermingled with mariſhes and ſhallowes, the ſpace of twentie 
leagues : then doth the land begin to trend from Teſt to Eaſtnoztheaft altogether enuironey 
with Iſlands two oz thzec leagues from land, in which as farre as we could ſee, are many dan* 
gerous ſht lues moze then foure o fine leagues from land, 


Now chat ypon the ninth of Auguſt wee entred within I bite Sands, and vpon the ſiſt of 
September we came to the port of S. Malo. 


Rom the ſayd Tevneſvap vntill Saturday following, we had a great wind from the Souch- 

weſt, which cauſed vs to run Eaſtnoztheaff, on which day we came to the Eafterly partes of 
Ne v foun dland, between the Granges andthe Double Cape. There began great ſtozmig winds 
comming fro the Ealt with great rage: wherfoze we coaſtey rhe Cape Nozthnozthweff,co ſearch 
che Noztherne part, which is (as we haue ſapd)all enuironed with Allands, and being neere the 
laid Jſlands and land, the wind turned into the Douth, which bzought vs within the lapd gulle, lo 
that the nert day being the 9 of Auguſt, we bythe grace of God entred within the White Sands. 
And this is ſo much as we haue dilcouered. After that, von the 1 5 of Auguſt, being the feaſt ofthe 
Aſſumption ofour Lady, after that we han heard ſeruice, we altogether departed fromthe pott 
of White Sands, and with a and weather we came into the middle ol the ſes, 
that is between Newfoundland and Britanie, in which place we were toll and ther 
ayes long with great ſtormes and windy tempeſts comming from the Eaft, which apde 
and aſſiſtance of God we ſuffred: then had we faire weather, and vpon the fiftof Deptember , in

Pon the 18 of Auguſt being Tedneſbap, our Captaine cauſed his ſhippes to wind backe, 

and bend toward the other ſhoze, ſochat we trenved the ſaid Noztherly coſt, which runneih 
Nozthcalt and Southwel), being faſhioned like vnto halfe a bowe, and is a very bighlaud, but 

pet not ſo high as that on the South parts. The Thurſdoy following we came to ſcuen very high 

Jes. Allands, which we named The round Iſlands, Theſe Iſlands are diſtaut frem the South ſhoze 
about 40 leagues, and ſtretch out into the ſeaabout 3 02 4 leagues, Againſt theſe there ate gocdiy 

low grounds to be ſcent full of goodlytrees, which we the Friday following, wich cur boats c6- 

paſſed about, Duerthwart theſe lands there are diucrs ſandy ſhelues moze then iwo lcegues in» 

d iothe ſea, very dangerous, which at a low water remaiue almoſt dzy, at the furtheſt bounds ol 

A [wilt rinex. theſe {owe lands, that containe about ten leagues,thcre is a riucr of fre water, that with ſuch 
ſwifenelle runneth into the lea, that fo2 the ſpace of one lezgue wit!,in it the water is as freſh as 
any fountaine water. Te with our boates entred into the ſayd riuer,at the entrance of which we 
found about one fadome & a halfe of water. There are in this riuer many fiſhes ſhaped like hoz(cs, 
which as our wild men told vs, ali the day long lie inthe water, and the night on land: ol which we 
ſawtherin a great uumber. The nert day being the 21 ofthe moneth, by bzeake of day we hoylen 
ſaile, and ſailcy ſo long along the ſaidcoall,that we had ſight ofthe reſt of the ſayd Nozthcrne coaſt, 
The lle ot a. Which as pet we had not ſecne, and of the Iſland of the Aſſumption which wee went to diſcouer, 
ſumpr on, 02 Na- heparting from the ſayd land: which thing lo ſoone as we had done, > that we were certified no 0: 
FO ther paſſage to be there, we came to dur ſhips againe, which we had left at the ſaid Allands, where 
is a good haz boꝛough, the water being about nine oz ten fadome. In the ſame place by occaſion of 

contrary winds a foggie miſts, we were conſtrained to ſtap, not be ing either able to come out of it, 

M bauen on the N hoile ſaile, till the 24 of the moneth: On which day we departed g came to a hauen on the Sou⸗ 
Southerne therly coaſt about 8 o leagues from the ſaid Illands. This hauen is oucr againſt thꝛet flat Illands 
enk. that lie amidſt the riuer,becauſe cn the midway betweene thoſe Illands, e the ſayd hauen toward 
A grtat riuer. the Nozth, there is a very great riuer that runneth bet weene the high and low landes, and moze 
then thꝛee leagues into the lea it hath many ſhelues, & there is not altogether two fadome water, 

ſo that the place is very dangerous: and neere vnto the ſaid ſhelues, there is either fifteene oꝛ 

20 fadomes from ſhoꝛe to ſhoze, All the Noꝛtherly coaſte runneth Moꝛthe aſt and by 02th , ant

Iflers dzpeth vp all the waters that riſe by flowing, although they flow two fadome at the leaf, 

The belk place to haꝛboꝛough ſhips therein is on the South part of a li:tle I ſland that is ouer a- 

gainffche ſaid hauen, whereby the bancke oz ſhoze ofthe Alland riſeth. Upon the firſt of Septem- 

ber we departed out of the laid hauen, purpoſing to go toward Canada, #about 15 leagues from 

it toward the TAeſt,# Weſtſouthweſf, amidſt the riuer,there are thzee Illands, oucr againſt the 

which there is a tiuer which runneth (wilt, and is of a great depth, e it is that which leadeth, and 

This is the ri · runneth into the countrey and kingvome of Saguenay, as by the two wild men of Canada it was 
— Tad:(cu, told vs, This riuer pallech and runneth along very high and ſteepe hils or bare ſtone , where very 
ene, lttleearth is, x not withſtanding there is great quantity of ſundzy ſozts of trees that grom in ihe 
laid bare ſtones, euen as vpon good # fertile ground, in ſuch ſozt that we haue ſcene ſome lo great 

as wel would ſuffiſe to make a maſt fo2 a ſhip of 3otunne burden, and as greene as poſſibly can be, 

growing in a ſtony rocke without any earth at all, At the entrance of the ſayd riuer we met with 

boats fulof — — as far as we could perceiue, very fearfully came toward vs, ſo that 

ol them accaine,# the other came as neere vs as eaſily they might heate & vnder 

fand one ofour wild men, who told them his name, and then tooke acquaintance of them, vpon 

whoſe woꝛd they came to vs. The next day being the 2 of September, we came out of the ſayd ri · 

uer to go to Canada, and by reaſon of the ſeas flowing, the tide was very ſwift and dangerc us, fo; 

thaton the South part ol it there lie two Iſlands, about which,moze then thꝛee leagues compalle, 

lie many rocks and great ſtones,# but two favome water: andthe flowing amidſt thoſe Ill ands 

is very vntonſtant and doubtful, ſo that if it had not bene foz our boats, we had been in great dane 
ger to loſe our Pinneſle : c coaſting along the ſaid dzie ſands chere is moze then 3ofadom _

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About five leagues beyond the riuer of Saguenay Southweſt, there is another Jlanvor the The rmier of 
herein are certaine high lands, and thereabouts we thought to haue caſt anker on 

purpole to ſtay che next tive, but we could ſound no ground in a 1 20 fadome, within aflight ſhoct 

from ſhoze, ſo that we were conſtrained to winde backe to the ſaid Jland, where wee ſounded a- 

gaine and found 35 favome, The next moming we hoyſed ſaile and went thence, ſayling further 

on, where we had notice of acercaine kind of fil neuer befozeof any man ſcene o2 knowen. They 

are about the bigneſſe of aPorpoſe, yet nothing like them, of body very well pꝛopoꝛtic ned, hea: 

dev like Graphounds , alcogither as white as now without any ſpot, within which riuer there is 

great quantitie of them: they doe liue altogither betweene the Dea and the freſh water, Theſe 
people of the Countrey call them Adhothuys , they tolde vs that they be very ſauozy and good to 

be eaten. Pozeouer they affirme noe tq be found elſewhere but in the mouth of that riuer. The 

ſirth of the month, the weather being calme and faire, we went about 13 leagucs meze vpwary 

into the riuer, and there lighted on an Jlandthat looketh Nozthward,and it maketh a little hauen 

o2creeke whereinare many andinnumerable great Toztop3es , continuallylying about that J- Innumerabla 
land. There are likewiſe great quantitie ofthe ſaid Adhothuys taken bythe inhabitours of the Touroiles. 
countrey , and there is as great a current in that place as is at Bordeux in France at euery 

tide, This J land is in length about thzeeleagues, and in bzedthtwo, and is a goodly and fertile 

plot of ground, repleniſhed with many goodly and great trees ol many ſoꝛts. Among the reũ there 

are many Filberd · trees, which we found hanging tull of them, ſomewhat bigger and better iu 
ſauour then ours, but ſomewhat harder, and therefoze we calledit The lland of Filberds. The £3! 0, 
ſeuenth of the moneth being our Ladies euen, after ſcruice we went from that Jland to goe vp dend 
higher into the riuer, and came to 14 Jlands ſeuen 02 eight leagues from the land of Filberds, 

where the countrey of Canada beginneth, one of which Jlands is ten leagues in length, and fiue 

in )edth, greatly inhabiten o ſuch men as onely liue by fiſhing ofſuch ſozts ol fiſhes as the tiuer 
affoweth,acco2ding to the ſeaſon of them. After we had caſt anker betwene the ſaiv great Aland, e __—_— 
the ;20xherly coaſt, we went on land and tooke our two wild men with vs, meeting with many of ird he licef 
thoſe countrey people, who would not at all appzoch vnto vs, but rather fled from vs, vntill our Olen. 
two men began to ſpeake vnto them, telling them that they were Taignoagny and Domagaia, 
who ſo ſoone as they had taken acquaintance ot them, beganne greatly to reioyce , dancing and 
ſhewing many ſoꝛts of ceremonies: andmany of the chiekeſt of them came to our boats # bꝛought 

many Eeles and other ſozts of fiſhes, with two 02 three burdens of great Millet where with they 3c. 

make their bzead, and many greatmuſke millions. The ſame day came alſo many other boates 

full of thoſe countreymen and weomen, to ſee and take acquaintanceof our two men, all which 

were ascourteoully receiued and friendly entertained ofour Captaine, as poſſibly could be. And 

to haue them the better acquainted with him, and make them his friends, hee gaue them many 

{mall gifts, but of (mall value: neuertheleſſe they were greatly contented with them, The next 

day following, the Lo ot Canada ( whoſe pzoper name was Donnacona, but by the name of 

Loꝛd they call him Agouhanna) with welue boats came to our ſhips, accompanied with many 

people, who cauſing ten ot his boates to goe backe with the other two , appzoched vnto vs with 

ſirteene men. Then beganne the ſaiv Agouhanna ouer againſt the ſmalleſt of our ſhips , accoz- 
ding to their maner and faſhion, toframe along D2ation , moouing all his bodie and members af* 

ter aſtrange faſhion, which thing is a ceremonie and ſigne of gladneſſe and ſecuritie among them, 

and then comming to the Generals ſhip, where Taignoagny and Domagaia were, he ſpake with 

them e chey with him, where they began to tell and ſhem vato him what they had ſeene in France, 

and what good ente rtainement they had had: hearing which things the laid Loꝛd ſcemed co be ve: 

ry glad thereof, and pꝛayed our Coptate to reach him his arme, that he might kiſſe it, which 
thing he did: their Loꝛd taking it, laid it about his necke , fo2 ſo they vſe to doe when they will 

make much ol one, Then our Captatne entred into Agouhannas boat, cauſing bꝛead and wine 

to be bjought to make the ſaid Lozd and his companie to eate and dzinke , which thing they did 

and were greatlytherrby contented and ſatiſtiev, Dur Captaine fo2 that time gaue them nothing 
becauſe he looked foz a fitter oppoztumity. Theſe things being done, ech one tooke leaue ofothers 

and the ſaid Lozd went with his boats againe to his place of abode, Dur Captaine then cauſet 

our boates to be ſet in oder, that with the next tide he might goe vp higher into the riuer , to find 

ſome ſafe harbozough fox our ſhips: and we paſſed vp the riuer againſt the ſtreame about tenne 

leagues, coaſtingthe ſaid Jland, at the end whereof,we found a goodly and ſound,where 

is alittle river and hauen, where by reaſon ofthe flood there is about ter water. This 

place ſeemed to vs very fit andcommodious to harbour our ſhips therein, and ſo we did very ſafe⸗ 

lp, wenamed it the holy Croſſe.foz on that day we came thither, Neere vnto it, there is o village, $2 Cel 

wheres:

labour at all. g conſidered the place, and finding it fic ſoꝝ our purpoſe, our Captaine with- 
dzew himlelfe dn purpoſe to returne to our ſhips: but behold , as we were comming out of the ri- 
uer we met comming again(t vs one of the L o2ds of the ſaid village of Stadacona, actumpanied 
' withmany others, as men,weomen, and childzen, who after the faſhion of their countrep, in ligne 
of mirth and iop, began to make a long Oꝛation, the women ſill ſinging and dancing vp to the 
knees in water, Our Coptsine knowing their good will and kindneſſe toward vs,cauſed che boat 
whertin they were, to come vnto him, and gaue them certaine trifles, as kniues, and beades of 
glaſſe, whereat they were maruellous glad, foz being gone about thzee leagues from them, fo} 
_— hey ronceiuey of our comming, we might heare them ling, and ſee chem dance foz all 

were ſo karre. 


How our Captaine went to ſee and note the * tr ofthe Iland, and the nature of it, and 
then returned to the ſhips, cauſing them tobe brought to che river of The holy Croſſe. 


Chap. 3. 

—— — — vito our ds agalne, our Captaine cauſed our barks 

to be made readie to goe on land in the ſaid Iland, to note the trees thatin ſhew ſeemedſo 
faire, and to conſiver the nature and qualitie of it: which thing we did, and found it full of goodlp 
crecs likes to urs. Allo we ſaw many goodly Uines, a thing not befoze of vs ſecne inthoſe coun- 
about twelue leagues , in ſight 
verp pleaſant;but full of woods, no part of it manured, it be in certaine places, where « 
few tottages be foz Fiſhers dwellings as befoze we haue ſaid, The next dap we departed with 
dur ſhips to bing them to the place of the holy Croſle, and on the x4 of that moneth we came this 
ther, and the Lodd Donnacona, Taignoagny, and Domagaia, with 25 boats full of thoſe peo- 
ple, came to meete vs, comming from the place whence we were come, and going towerd Stada- 
cona, wheretheit abiding is, and all came to our ſhips, ſhewing ſunmp and diuers geſtures of 
gladneſle and mirth, except choſe two that we had bzought, to wit, Taignoagny, andDomagaia, 
who ſeemed to haue altered and their mind and purpoſe , fo2 by no meanes they would 
come vnto our ſhips, albcit ſundꝛy times they were earneſtly deſired to doe it, whereupon we be⸗ 
gan to miſtruſt ſomewhat, Our Captaine aſkev them ifaccozding to pzomiſe they would go with 
him to Hochelaga? They anſwered pea, ſoꝭ ſothep had purpoſtd. and thenechone withdzewhim- 
ſelfe, The next day being the fifteenth of the moneth, our Ceptaine went on ſhoze, to cauſe cer: 
taine poles and piles to be dziuen into the water, and ſet vp, that the better and ſafelier we might 
harbour our ſhips there: and manp of thoſe tountrey people came to weete vs there, among 
whom was Donnacona and our twomen, with the reft of their company, who kept themſelues 
aſide vnder a point oz nooke of land that is vpon the ſhoe of a certaine riuer, and no one of them 
came vnto vs as the other did that were not on their ſive, Our Captaine v that they 
were there, commanded part ol our men to follow him , and he went to the ſaide point where be 
found the ſaid Donnacona, Taignoagny, Domagaia, and diuers other: and after ſalutations 
giuen on ech be, Taignoagny ſetled himlelfe fozmoſt to ſpeake to our Captaine, ſaping that the 
Low Donnacona did greatly grieue and ſozrow that our Captaine and his men did weare war⸗ 
like weapons, and they not. Our Captaine anſwerev , that albeit it vid gretue them, pet would 
not he leaue them off, and that (as he knew) it was the maner of France, But foz all theſe woda 
our en Donnacona left not off to ſpeake one to another and friendly to entextaine one 
another. Then did we percetue, that whatſoeuer Taignoagny ſpake, was onely long of himlelfe 
— —ů— 7 thence our Coptaine and Donnacona entredints 
a maruellous ſtedfaſt league of , whereupon all his people at once with a loude voyce, 
caſtout tet great cryes,( ahorible thing to heare ) and each one hauing taken leaue of the o* 


ther fo2 that day, we went aboozd againe, The day following we bzought our two great ſhippes 
within the riuer and harbozough, where the waters being at the highelt, are chzee fadome veepe, 


any at the loweſt, but halte a favome,UQe left our Pinneſle without the road to the end we might 
bing it to Hochelaga. So ſoone as we had ſafely placed our ſhips,behold weſaw Donnacona, 
—— — then fiue hundzed men, women and childzen,and 
tze . 


k — 
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all courtcouſly receiued, and friendly entertained both of our Captaine and of vs all: and diuers 
gifts of ſmall value were giuen them. Chen did Taignoagny tellour Captaine,that his L ond did 
greatly ſozrow that he would go to Hochelaga, and that he would not by any meanes permit that 
any of them ſhould goe with hun, becauſe che river was of no impoztance, Dur Captame anſwe: 
red him, that foz all his ſaping ,he would not leaue off his going thither , if by any meanes it were 
poſſivle , foz that that he was commanded bp his king to goe as farre as poſſibly he could: and 
chat if he ( that is toſap Taignoagny ) would goe with him, as he had pzomiſed, he ſhould be bety 
well entertained, beſide that, he ſhould haue ſuch a gift giuen him, as he ſhould well content him · 
ſelfe: foz he ſhould doe nothing elſe but goe with him to Hochelaga and come againe. To whom 
Taignoagny anſw:rcd, that he would not by any meanes goe, and thertupon they ſedainly retur · 
ned to their houles, The nert dap being the 17 of September, Donnacona and his company re- 
curacd even as at the firſt, and bought with hum many Eeles, with ſundzy ſoꝛts of other fiſhes, 
whereofrhcy take great ſoze in the ſaid riuer, as moze largely hereafter ſhall be ſbe wed. And 
as ſonne as they were come to our ſhips, accozding to their wonted vſe they beganne to ſing and 
dance. This dene, Donnacona cauſed all his people to be ſet on the one ſide : then making a 
ound circle vpon the (ano he cauſed our Captaine with all his peeple tu enter thercinto, then he 
began to make along Ozation, holding in one of his hands a maiden child of ten 02 twelue peeres 
old, which he pꝛeſented vnto our Captaine : then ſodame ly beganne all his people to make thiee 
great ſhzee ks 02 howles, in ſigne of top and league of friendſhip: pꝛeſently vpon that he did pꝛeſent 
vnto him t wo other young male childzen one after another, but y. unger then the other , at the gi- 
ung of which euen as belege they gaue out ſhzeekes andhowles very loud, with other cerimo- 
mes : foʒ which pꝛelents, our Captaine gaut the ſaide Leꝛde great and hearty thankes, Then 
Taignoagny told our Captaine, that one of the childzen was bis owne bꝛother, and that the mai⸗ 
den child was daughter vn: o the ſaid Lozds owne ſiſter , aud the pꝛeſents were only giuen him to 
the end he ſhould not got to Hochelaga at all: to hom our Captaine anſwered, that if they were 
onely giuen him to that intent, if ſo he would. he ſhould cake them agatne , foz that by no meanes 
he would le aue his going oc, foz as much as he was ſo commanded of his Ring. But concer⸗ 
ning this, Domagaiatold our Captaine that their Lozd had giuen him thoſe childzen as a ligne 
andeokenof goodwill ings croton emma oh — 
on which talke great wozdes weene Taignoagny and Domagaia, by which we plainely 

— ene letnnpmiioe trea⸗ 
on, as well by this der de as others that we by bim had ſerne. After that our Captaine cauſed 
the ſaid childzen to be put in our ſhips, and cauſed twa Dwozds and two copper Baſons, the one 
wꝛought, the other plaine, to be bzought vnto him, and them he gane to Donnac ona, who was 
there w th greatly content td ytelding moſt heartie thankes vnto dur Captaine fox them. and e: 
ſently vpon that he commaunded all his people to ſing and dance, and deſired our Captaint co 
cauſe a pcece of artillerie to be ſhot off, becauſe Taignoagny and Domagaia made great bjags 
of it, and had told chem maruellous things, and alſo, e they had neuer heard no) ſeene any 
befoze : to whom our Captaine anſwered, that he was content: and by and by he commanded his 
men to ſhoot off twelue cannons charged with bullets into the wood that was hard by thoſe peo- 
ple and ſhips, at whole noplc they were greatly aſtoniſhed and amazed, fo2 they thought that hea- 
uen had fallen vpon them, aud put ihemſe lues to flight, howling,crping, and ſhzeeking, ſo that it 
ſeemed hell was bzoken looſe, But befoze we went thence, Taignoagny cauſed other men to 
tell vs, that thoſe men which we had left in our Pinneſle in the road, had lain? two men of their 
company, with a peece of ozdinance that they had ſhot off, whereuponthe reſt had put themſelues 
all to flight, ae though they (ould all haue bene ſlaine: which afterward we found vacrue, be- 
tauſe our men had not thot off any peece at all that day. 


How Deunacona and T aignoagny with others, deuiſed a ſleigh or pollicie: for 
cauſedrhree of their men s be attired like Diuels, 20290 themſcluesto be ſent ft 
cheir God Cu, onely to hinder out voyage to H. 4. 4

Tear the eighttenth of September ,theſe men till endeuoured themſelues to 
ö —————ů — to Hochelaga , and deuiled a p2ectie 
Cuile, as hereafter ſhalbe ſhewed, They went and dzefled tige men like Dineis, being mayer 
in doxges ſhinnes whiteand blacke, their faces beſmeered as blacke as any coales, wich hoznes 
on ther heads moze then a ard long. and cauſedthem ſecrerlp to be put in one of their boates, 
but came not neere our On” +

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the ſpace of two houres, looking fox the tide, tothe end the boat where the Diuels were,mighe 
app2dch and come neere vs, which when time was, came, and all the reft iſſued out of the wood cd. 
ming; to vs, but pet not lo neere as they were wont to do, There began Taignoagoy to ſalute our 
Captatne, who aſkedhim if he would haue the boate to come foz him; hee anſwered,not foz that 
time, but after a while he would come vnto our ſhips: then pꝛeſently came that boat ruſhing out, 
wherein the tiger counterfeit Diucls were with ſuch long homes on their heads, and the mit dls 
moſt came making along D1ation and paſſed along our ſhips without turning on looking toward 
vs, but with the boat went toward the land. Then did Donnacona with all his people purſue 
them, and lap hold on the boat and Diels, whoſo ſoone as the men were come to them, fell pꝛo· 
frate in the boateeuen as if they had beene dead: then were they taken vp and carried into the 
wood, being but aſtonrs caſt off, then euery one withdzew himlelfe into the wood, not one ftay- 
ing behind wich va, where being chey began to make a long diſcourſe,ſo loud that we might heare 
them in our ſhips, which laſted aboue halfe an houre,@ being ended we began toeſpie Taignoag. 
ny and Domagaia comming cowards vs, holding their hands vp ward ioyned together, carping 


their hats vnder their vpper garment, we wing a great adiniration, and Taignoaguy looking vp 


to heauen, crped thzee times leſus, le ſus, Ieſus, and Domagaia doing as his fellow had done be: 
fore, cred, leſus Maria, Iames Cartier, Our Captaine hearing them, and ſeeing their geſtures 
aud ceremonies, aſked of them what they ayled, and what was 02 chanced anew ; they 
anſwered,that there were very ill tydings befallen, ſaying in French, Nenn eft il Low, that is to 
ſap, it was not good: our Captaine aſkedthem againe what it mas, then anſwered they. that their 
God Cudruaigny had ſpoken in rlochelaga: and that he had ſent thoſe thꝛee men to ſhewe vnte 
them that there was ſo much pte and ſnow in that countrep, that whoſoeuer went thither ſhould 
die,which wozdes when we heard, we laughed and mocked them ſaping, that their God Cudru 
aigny was but a foole and a noddie, fo he knew not what he did 02 ſaid : then bade we them ſhem 
his meſſengers fromvs, that Chiiſt would defend them all from colde, if they would belceue in 
htm, Then did they aſkeof our Coptaine if he hadſpoken with Jeſus : he anſwered no, but that 
his Pꝛieſts had, and that he had tolde them they ſhould haue faire weather: which woꝛdes wher 
they had heard, they thanked our Captaine, and departed toward the wood co tell thoſe newes vn- 
to their fclowes, who ſodainly came all ruſhing out of the wood, ſeeming to be very glad foz thoſe 
words that our Captaine had ſpoken, and to ſhcw that thereby they had had, and felt great ioy. ſo 
+ ————— rh tn 
beganne to ling and dance, as they were mont to doe, But foz arelolution ofthe matter Taigno- 
agny and Domagaia tolve our Captaine , chat their Lo Donnacona would by nomeanes per: 
mit that any of them ſhould goe with him co Hochelaga, vuleſſe he would leaue him ſome hoſtage 
to tap with him; our Captaine anſwered them, that if they would not goe with him with a good 
will, they ſhould (tap, and chat fo all them he would not leaue off his iourney thither, 
How out Captaine with all his Gentlemen and fiſtie Mariners departed with our Pinnefie, 
and the two boates from Canadeto goe to Hochelaga: and allo there is deſcribed, what 
was ſeene by the way vpon the ſaid river,

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peres olv, che man child he gaue him againe, becauſe it was too young, fo; it was biit two 02 thꝛee 
peeres old. Our Captaine as friendly and ascourteoully as he could did entertaine and receiuc 
the ſaid Lozd and his company, giuing them certaiue ſmall trifles, and ſo they departey towary 
che ſhoze againe, Afterwards the ſapd Lozd and his wife came vnto Canada to viſite his daugh: 
| ier, hinging vnto our Captaine certaine (mall pzeſents, From the nineceenth vntill the eight 
N and twentiech ol September, we ſailed vp along the ſaide riuer, neuer loſing one houre of time, 
5 all which time we ſaw as goodly and pleaſaut a countrey as poſſible can be wiſhed foz , full (as 
25 we haue ſaid befoze) of all ſoꝑts of goodlp trees, that is to ſap, Okes, Elmes , Aalnut - trees 
1 Cevars, Firres, Aſhes, Bore , Millowes, and great ſtozeof Uines, all as full of grapes as 
could be, ſo that if any of our fellowes went on ſhoze, they came home laden with them: there 
are likewiſe many Cranes, Swannes, Geeſe, Duckes,F eaſants, Partriges, Thzuſhes, Black; 
birds, Turtles, Finches, Redbzeaſts, Nightingales, Sparrowes cf diuerſe kindes, with many 
other ſozts of Birds, euen as in France, and great plentie and toze, Upon the 28 of Scptem- Che lake or 
ber, we came to a great wide lake in the middle of the riuer ſiue oz ſire leagues bꝛoad, and twelue . 
long, all that dap we went againſt the tide, hauing but two fadome water, ſtill keeping the ſayd 
i ccantling: being come to one of the heads of the lake, we could eſpie nopaſſage o2 going out,nay, 
cather it ſeemed to haue bene cloſed and ſhut vp round about, and there was but a fadome and an 
halle of water, little moꝛe 02 leſſe. And cherefoze we were conftrapned to caſt anker, and to ſtap 
with our Pinneſle, and went with our two boatestoſeeke ſome going out, and in one place we 
found foure 02 fiue bʒanches, which out of the riuer come into the lake, and they came trom Ho- 
chelaga. But inthe ſaid bzanches, becauſe of the great fierteneſſe andſwiftneſle wbere with they 
beake out, and the courſe of the water, they make certaine batres and ſhoulds , and at that time 
there was but afavome water, Thoſe Shouldes being paſſed , we found fouze oz ſiue fadome, 
and as farre as we could perteiue by che flood, it was that time of the pere that the waters are 
lowelk, fo2 at other times they flowe higher by thꝛee fadomes, All theſe foure 02 five b2anches do 
compalle about fiue oꝛ ſixe Jlands very pleaſant, which make the head ofthe lake: about fifteene 
leagues beyond, they doe all tome into one. That day wclanded in one of the ſaide Jlands, and 
met with fiue men that were hunting ol wilde beaſtes, who as freely and familiarly came to our 
boates without any feare,as if we had euer bene bzought vp togither, Dur boates being ſome- 
what neere the ſhoze , one of them tooke our Captaine in his armes, and caried him on ſhoze , as 
lichrly and as eaſily as if he had bene achilv of fiue peeres old: ſo ſtrong and ſurdie was this fei- 
low. We found that they had a great heape of wilde Rats that liue in the water, as bigge as a nn raes as 
Lonnp,and very good to eate,which they gaue vnto our Captaine , who foz a recompence gaue — 
them kniues and glaſſen Beades. Cle aſked them with ſignes if that was the way to Hocheſaga, 
they anſwered yea, and that we had yer tie dayes layling thither. 


How our Captaine cauled cur boatesco be mended and dreſſed to goc to Hochelage : and 
becauſe the way was ſomewhat difficult and bard, we left our Pinneſſe hehinde: and 
how we came thither,and what entertainement we had of the people, 


Chap. 6. 


He nert day our Captaine ſeeing chat foz that time ic was not poſſible fot our Pinneſſe They leaue 

& to goeon any further, he cauſed our boates to be madereadie, and as much munition and n Punt 
victuals to be put in them, as they could well beare : he departed with them, accompanyed 
wich many Gentlemen, that is to ſap, Claudius o Ponte Briand, Cup-bearer to the Lode 
Dolphin ot France, Charles ol Pommeraye, lohn Gouion, lohn Powler, wich tu entie & eight 
Mariners: and Mace Iallobert, and William Briton, who had the charge vnder the Captaine of 
che other two ſhips,to goe vp as farre as they could into that riuer: we ſapled with good and pꝛo⸗ 
ſperous weather vntili the ſecond of October on which day we came tothe towne ef Hochelaga, 
diſtant from the place where we had left our Pinneſle fiue and foztie leagues, In which place of Hocbelaga di 
Hochelaga, and all the way we went, we met with many of thoſe councriemen, who bzought vs 209%, 
dich and ſuch other vicuals as they had, ſtill dancing and great iy retopcing at our comming, Our — 45+ 
Captaine to lure them in, and to keepe them our friends, torecompence them gaue them kniues, : 
beades, and ſuch (mall crifles, wherewith they were greatly ſatiſfied, So ſoone as we were come 
neere Hochelaga, there came to meete vs aboue a thouſand perſons , men, women and chfldzen, 
who aſterward did as friendly and mcrily entertaine and receiue vs as any father would doe his 
Child, which he had not of long time ſeene, the men dauncing on one ſide, the women on another, 


am likewile the chilvzen on another: after that 675 NANETTE 
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maveof Millet, calting them into our boates ſo chicke, that you would haue thought it to fall 
from heauen. Ahich when cur Taptaine ſaw, he with manp of his company went on ſhoje : ſo 
ſoone as euer we were aland they came cluſtring about vs, making very much of vs, bzinging 
their young childꝛen in their armes. onely to haue our Captaine and his companyto touch ti om, 
making ſignes and ſhewes of great 1airth and gladneſſe, thac laſted inoze chan halfe an houte. 
Dur Ca ptaint ſeeing their iouing kindnelſe and entertainement of vs, cauſed all the weomen o- 
derly to be ſet in arap , and gaue them Beades made of Tinne, and other ſuch ſmall trifles, and 
to ſome of the men he gaue kniues: chen he returned tc the boates to ſupper , and ſo paſſed that 
might, all which while all thoſe people ſtood on the ſhoze as neere our boates as they mighe, in. 
king great fires and daunciug very meridy , Lill crying Agviaze , which in their tongue ſignifi- 
eth Pit ih and Safctie. 


Jo our Captaine with fiue Geotlemes and twWendie aimed men all well in order, went o 
ee che rowne of Hocbelaga, and the ſituation of ic 


Chap. 7, 


The third 67 Ur Capcatae che next day ve: y earely in the moꝛniug, yatitiig very goꝛgeoulip attirev yims 
ctober. ſelfe, cauſev all his company to be (ct in oꝛder to go to lee the tawne and habitat ion of thoſe 
people, and a cercaine mountaine that is ſomewhat neere the citie: with whom wenc alſo ſiue 
Geutlemen and ewentie Pariners, leauiug che reſito keepe and lo ke to dux boates ; we cooks. 
with vs chꝛet men of Hochelaga to bying vs tothe place, All aloug as we went we found the wap 
as well heaten and frequented as can be, the faiteit and bef? countrey that voſſibly can be ſcene, 
full of as g oodly great Okes as are in any wood in France, vnder which the ground was all co⸗ 
Hochelaga fire liert d Ouer With faire Aknnes, After we had gone about four c oz fiue miles, we met by the way 
— —— one of the chiefeſt Loꝛds ol the citie, accompanied with many moe, who ſo ſoone as he ſawe vr 
© beckned and made ſignes vpon vs that we mult reſt vs in that place where they had made a great 
fire and ſo wt did. After that we had reſted our ſeſues there a while, the ſaid Loꝛd began to mat 
a ling diſcourſe, euen as we haue ſaide aboue, ihey are accuſtomed to doe in ſigne of mirth and 
friendſhip, ſhewing our Captaine and all his company a ioytull countenance, and good will, who 
gaue him two hate hets. a paire ot kniues and a croſſe which he inade him to kiſſe, and chen put it 
about his necke, fo2 which he gaue our Captaine heartie thankes. This done, we went along, and 
about a mile and ahalfe farther, we began to ſinde goodly and large ficlves, full of ſuch cone as 
This Milleris {he count ie peeldeth. It is euen as the Millet of Breſil, as great and ſome what bigger then 
NA. ſmall peaſon, where with they line cuen as we doe with ours. In the midſt cf thoſe fields is the 
rb citie of Hochelaga, placed neerc, and as it were ioyned to a great mountaine that is tilled round 
on of Hlechelaga about, very fertill, en the top of wyich you may ſeeveryfarre , we named it Mount Roiall, The 
ci ie of Hochelaga is round, compaſled about with timber, with thꝛee courſe; ol Rampires, onc 
wit hin another framed like a harpe Spire, but laide acroſſe aboue. The middlemoll of them is 
made and built as a direc: line, but perpendicular, The Rampires are frameo and faſhioned wich 
pecces of timber ,l:yd along on the ground, very well and cunning iy ioyned cogither after their 
fahion. This encloſure is in heigbt about two rods, It hath but one gate 02 entrie chereat, which 
is ſhut with piles, ſtakes, and batres, Ouer it, and alſo in many places of the wall, there be pla⸗ 
tes to runne along, and ladders to get vp, all full of ſtones, foz the defence ot ic, There are in the 
to wne about fiftie houſes, about fiftie paces long, and twelue,oz fiftcene load, built all of wood 
coneredouer with the barke of the wood as bꝛoad as any booꝛd, very ſinely and cunningly ioyned 
togither. Aithin the ſaid houſes, there are many roomes, lodgings and chambers. In the mid⸗ 
deſt of cuery one there is a great Court. in the middle whereof they make their lire. They live in 
common togither: then doe the huſbands, wines and chilozen each one retire themſclues to their 
chambers, They haue alſo on the tcp of their houles certaine garrets, wherein they keepe their 
come to make their bꝛead withall: they call it Carraconny , which they make as hereafter ſhall 
follow, They haut certaine peeces of wood, made hollow like thoſe whereon we beat ourhempe, 
and with certaine beetles of wood they beat their come to powder: then they make paſte of it, and 
of the paſte, cakes 02 wꝛeathes, then they lay themon a b20ad and bote ſtone , and then couer it 
Pats, peaſe. with hote ſtones, and ſo they bake their bead in ſtead of Duens, They make allo ſundzy ſozts of 
muuone. cu pott age with the laid coꝛne and alſo of peaſe andof beanes, whereof they haue great ſkozc, as alſo 
other fut. with other fruits, as Puſke-Millions, and very great Cowcumbers, They baue alſo in their 
Pientieof fih houſes certaine veſſels as bigge as any But oz Tun, wherein they pzeſeruc and keepe their fiſh, 
Ang theres. caulingche ſame in ſommer to be dziedin the ſunne, and liue therewith in winter, whercof o 
| | ma 
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make great pꝛouiſian, as we by crpericace haue ſcene. All theit viands and meates are without a- 

ny taſt 02 ſauour of ſalt at all, Theyſleepe vpon barkes of trecs laide all along vpon the ground 

being oucr-ſp2ead with the ſkinnes of certaine wilde Beaſtes, where with they alſo cleth and co- 

uer themſelues. The thing moſt pꝛecious that they haue in all the wozld they call Eſurgny :it is 

as white as any ſnow: they take it in the ſaid riuer of Corniborz,in the maner folowing, Then 

any one hath veſcrued death, o2 thatthcycake any of their enemies inTUarres, firſt they kill hum, 

then with certaine kniues they giue great ſlaſhes and ſtrokes vpon their buttocks,flankes,thichs, 

and ſhoulders: then they caſt the lame bodie ſo mangled downe to the bot tome of the tiuer, in a 

place where the ſaid Eſurgny is, and there leaue it ten 0} 12 houres, then they take it vp againe, 

and in the cuts find the ſaid Eturgny oz Cornibotz. Df them they make beads, and weare them a- 

bout theirnecks, euen as we doe cha nes of gold and ſiluer, accounting it the pꝛeciouſeſt tiung in 

the woꝛld. They haue this vertu? and pzopertie in them, they will ſtop oz ſtanch bleeding ac ihe Evpnigrod te 
no'c,fo2 we haue pꝛooued it. Theſe pet ple are giuen to no other ercrciſe, but onely to buſbentzie d bod 
and fiſhing foz theit ſuſtenance:they haue no care of any other wealth oꝛ commoditie in this world, 

foz they baue no knowledge of it, aud that ts, becauſe they neuer trauell anv go out of their ce un⸗ 

trey, as thoſe of Ca nada any Saguenay doe, albeit the Cana dians with eight oz nine Aillages 

mote along that riuer be ſubiects vnto chem. 


How we came to the Towne of Hechelaga, and the entertainemenc which there we had, 
and of certaine gifts which our Captaiae gaue them, with divers other things. 


Chap. 8. 

O one as we were come neere the Towne, a great number of the inhabitants chereof tame 
8 to pꝛeſcut themſclues vefoze vs after their faſhion, making very much ol vs: we were by our 
guides bꝛought into the middeſt of the towne. They haue in the middlemoli part of their houſes a 
Large ſquare place, being from ſive co ſide a good ſtones caſt, whither we were bzought, and there 
with ſignes were commanded to ſtap: theu ſuddenly all the women and maidens ol the Towne 
gathered themſelues together, part of which had their armes full of young childzen , and as ma⸗ 
ny as could came to rubbe our faces, our armes, and what part of the bodie ſocuer they could 
touch, wer ping foꝛ very top that they ſaw vs, he wing vs the beſt countenance that poſſibly they 
could, deſicing vs with their ſignes, that it would pleaſe vs to touch their childzen, That done, 
the men cauled the women to withdzaw themſelues backe, then they euery one ſate downe on the 
ground round about vs. as if they would haue ſocwen and rehearſed ſome Come die oʒ other ew: 
then pꝛeſently tame the women againe, euery one bzinging a ſoure ſquare Matte in manner of 
Carpces, and ſpꝛeading then abꝛoad on the ground in that place, they cauſed vs to ſit vpon them. 
That done, the Lozd# Ring ot᷑ the countrey was bzought vpon 9 oz o mens ſhoulders, whom 
in their tongue they call Agouhanna) ſitting vpon a great Stagges ſkinne, and they laide him 
vowne vpon the fozeſaid mats neere co the Captaine, euery one beckning vnto vs that hee was 
their Loꝛd and Ring. This Agoubanna was a man about fiftie petres olo: he was no whit better 
ap2arelled then any of the reſt, onely excepted, that he had a certaine thing made of the ſkinnes of 
Vedgehogs like a red wzeath, and that was inſtead of his Crowne, He was full of the palſie, 
and his members ſhzonke togither. After he had with certaine ſignes ſaluted our Captaine and 
all his companie, and by manifeſt tokens bid all welcome, he ſhewed his legges and armes to 
our Captaine, and with ſignes deſired him to touch them, and ſo he did, rubbing them with 0 
his owne hands: then did Agouhanna take the wzeath oz crowne he had about his head, and gaue 
it vnto our Captaine: that done they bzought befoꝛe him diuerle diſeaſed men, ſome blinde, ſome 
triple, ſome lame and impotent, and ſome ſo old that the haire of their eyelids came do wne and 
couered thetr cheekes, and layd them all along befoze our Captaine, to the end they might of hun 
be touched : fo2 it ſeemed vnto them that God was deſcended and come downe from heauen to 
beale them. Dur Captaine ſeeing the miſery and deuotion of this pooꝛe people, recited the Gol: 
pel of Saint lohn, that is to ſay, In the beginning was the word; touching euery one that were 
viſcaſed, pzaping to God that it would pleaſe him to open the hearts of this pooze people, and to 
make them know his holy wozd, and that they might recetue Baptiſme and Chziſtendome : that 
done, he tooke a Seruice-booke in his hand, and with a loud voyte read all the paſſion of Ch2ift. 
Wopd by wozd, that all the ſtanders by might heate him: all which while this pooze people kept li 

lence, a weremaruelloulip attentiue, looking vp to heauen, and unitating vs in geſtures, Then he 
cauſed the men all oꝛderly to be ſet on one ſide,the women on another, like wiſe the childꝛen on an 
other, x to the chiekeſt of them he gaue hatchets, to the other kniues, to the women beads o ſuch 
other ſmall trifles. Then where p childzen were, he caſt F ene eee Tin, 

whereat 
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whereat they ſeemed ta be very glad. That done, our Captaine comnanded Trumpets and o⸗ 
ther muſcallinſtruments to be ſounded, which when they heard, they were very merie. Then we 
tooke our leaue and went to our boate : the women ſecing that, put themſclues befoze to ſtap vs, 
and bꝛought vs out of their meates that they had made teadie fc2 vs, as fiſh, pott age. beanes, and 
ſuch other things, thinking to make vs eate, and dine in that place: but becauſe the mcates han 
no ſattour at all of ſalt, we uked them not, but thanked them, and with ſignes gaue them to vn⸗ 
derſtand that we had no necde to eate, Then wee were out of the Towne , duerſe of the men 
and wamen followed vs, and bꝛought vs to the toppe of the fozeſaid mountaine, which wee na- 
Mount Roial. med Mount Roial, it is about a league from the Towne, Then as we were on the toppe of ic, 
urge ot we might diſcerne and plainrly ſee thirtie leagues about, On the Neꝛthſide of it there are many 
m ountaines hilles tobe ſeene running Teſt and Eaſt, and as many moze on che South, : mongſt cud be: 
wow — tweene the which the Countrep is as faire and as pleaſant as poſſibly can be ſecne, bi ir g leucli, 
and another to ſmaoth, and very plaine, fit to be huſbanded and tilled: and in the middeſt of thoſe ſie des we ſaw 
che MY the riuer further vp a great way then where we had left our boates , where was the greateſt and 
the ſwift? fall ol water that any where hath beene ſeene, and as great, wide, and large as our 
ſigh: might oiſcecne, going South weſt along thꝛee faire and round mountaiacs that wee ſawe, 
as we tu2ged abou: fittecne !eagues from vs, Thoſe which bzought vs thicher tolde and ſhewed 
Aye —.— vs, ih it in the ſayd river there were thꝛee ſuch kalles of water moze, as that was where we hav 
m 44 degrees {ett cur boates: but becauſe we couls not vnderũand their language, we could net knowe how 
ot latitude. fatre they were one from another. N oꝛeouer they ſhe wed vs with lignes, that the ſaid thꝛee fals 
being paſt, a mm might ſayle the ſpace of tiec monethes moꝛe alongſt that Riuer,end that aleng 
the hilles that are on the Noꝛth ſide there is a great tiuer, which (euen as the ether) commeih 
— — fronthe We2 , we thought it to be the riucr chat runneth though the Countrey ol Saguenay : 
meth freim the and without any ligne 02 queſtian mooued ex aſked of th m, they tocke the chapne of our Cap: 
eezwhers taines whiſ.le, which was of ſiluer. and che dagger. hatt of che of our fellow Pariners, hang ir g 
and diuer. on his ſide being ok yellow copper guilt, and ſhewed vs that ſuch ſtuffe came fromthe ſoid Riuer, 
and that there be Agouionda, ihat is as much to (ay, as cuill people, who goe all armed eucn to 
their fingers cn3s, Alſo they ſhewed vs che manner and making of thetr armovr : they are made 
of coꝛdes ard wood, finely and c:mningl» wzoughe togither, They gaue vs alſo to vnderſtande 
that tyoſe Agouionda doe con: inually wirre .ncagainft another, but becauſe we did nat vnder⸗ 
famdth:m weil, we could not perteiue ho v fa re it was to t at Countrey. Our Captaine ſhewey 
them redre Copper, which in their lang nage they call Caignetadze , and li oking te warde that 
Counerey. with ſignes aſked them if auy came from thence, they ſhaking then heats enſwerey 
K:b copper ia no: but chty ſhewed vs that it came from Saguenay, and that lycth cleane con: rar to the other 
. Aftcc we had heard and ſcene theſe things of hem, we dzewe to our boat es accompanied with 
a great multitude <f thoſe people: ſome of them when as they ſawe any of our fellowes weary, 
would take them vp on their ſhoulders, and carry th:m as on hozſcbacke, So ſoone as we came 
to our boates we heyſed ſatle to goe toward cut Pinneſſe, doubting of ſome nuſchanct. Dur de⸗ 
parture grieucd and diſpleaſed them very much, tc2 they followed vs along the riuer as farre as 
they coul: we went fo faſt that on mu day being the ſourth of October wee came where our 
Pin nelle was, The Tucſday fullowing being the fife of the moneth, we hoyſed ſaile , and with 
our Pinneſſe and boates deperted from thence toward the Houince of Canada, tothe port ofthe 
Holy Croſſe, where we had left our (hp3, The ſeuench day we came againſt a riner that com- 
incth from the No2th, and ent red into that riuer, at the entrance whereat are foure little Jlands 
Full of faire and gcodly trees: we named chat riuzr 1 he tiuer of Fouetz : But becauſe one of 
thoſe Ylandes ftretcheth it ſelfe a great way into the r.uer, our Captaine at the point of it cau- 
ſed acoodly great Croſſe to be ſet vp, and commanded the boates to be made readie, that withthe 
nert tide he might goe tp the ſaioe river, and cenſiver the qualitie of it, which wee did, and that 
day went vp as farreas we could: but becauſe we found it ta be of noimpoztance, and very ſhal- 

low, we returned and ſayled downe the ruer, 


How we came to the Port of the Holy Croſſe , and in what ſtate we found our ſhips : and 
how the Lord ofthe Countrey came to viſite our Captaine, and our Captaine him: and 
of certaine particular cuſtomes of the people, 


Chap. 9. 


Bon Monday being the 11 of October we came tothe Bort of the Ho'y Croſſe, wberr 
V ourſhips were, andfound that the Paſters and Pariners we had left there hap mave ans 
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reared a trench befoze che ſhips, altogither cioſev with great peetes of timber ſet vpꝛight and vc⸗ 
xp well faſtened togit her: then had they beſet the ſaid trench about with Peeces ol Artilletie and 
other neceſſarie things to ſhield and defendthemſelues from the power of all the countrey , So 
ſoon? as the Low of the countrey heard ofour comming, the next day being the twelfthof Octo⸗ 
ber, he came to vilite vs, accompanied with Taignoagny ,Domagaia and many others, fayning 
to be very glad of our comming, making much of our Captaiue, who as friendly as he coulo,en- 
tertained them, albeit they had not deſerued it, Donnaconatheir Loꝛd deſiredour Captaine the 
next dap to come and ſee Canada, which he pꝛomiſed to doe: foʒ the next day being the 13 of the 
moneth, he with all his Gentlemen and fiftte Pariners very well appointed, went to viſite Don- 
nacona and his people. about a league from our ſhips, The place where they make the ir abode is 


called Scadacona,Tlhen we were about a ſtones caſt from tt ir houſes, many et the inhabitants 8.4 cons 


came to mecte vs, being all ſet in a ranke, and (as their cuſtome is) the men all on one ſide , & the 
women on the other, ſtul dancing and ſinging without auy ceaſing : and after we had ſalut d and 
reteiued one another, our Capt aine gaue them kniues and ſuch other ſleight things: then he cau⸗ 
ſed all che women and child2en to paſſe along befoze hun, giuing ech one a ring ol Tin, foz which 
they gaue him hearty thankes: that done, our Captaine was by Donnacona and Taignoagny, 
houcht to ſec their houſes, which ( the qualitie conſidered) were very well pꝛouided, and ſte ed 
wich luch victuals as the countrep yeeldeth, to paſſe away the winter withall. Then they ſhewed 
vs the ſkius of fine mens heads ſpꝛead vpon booꝛds as we ooe vſe parchment: D onnacona told vs 


that they were ſkins of Toudamani, a people dwelling toward the South, who continually doe d ory 


warre againſt them. Moꝛeouer they told vs, that it was cwoyeeres paſt that thoſe Toudamans 
tame to aſſault them,yeaeuen into the ſat riner, in an Jlandthat lyeth over againſt Saguenay, 
where they had bin the night bckoze, as they were going a warfaring in Hognedo, with 200 per: 
ſons, men, women, and childꝛen, who being all alleepe in a Fozt that they had made, they were al⸗ 
Caulced by the ſaid Toudamans, who put fire round about the Fo2t, and as they would haue come 
out of it to ſaue themſelues, they were all ſlaine, only fincercepced, who eſcaped, Foz which loſle 
they pet loꝛrowed, ſhewing with ſignes,that one vap they would be reuenged: that done, we ceme 
to our ſhips againe. : .

Dis people beleeue no whit in Gad, but in one whoin they cali Cudcuaigni : they ſav that of: 
eZ ten he ſpeaketh with them and teileth them what weather ſhal follow, whether good oꝛ bad. 
Moꝛeouer they ſap, that when he is angey with them he caſte th duſt into their eyes: they beleeue 
that when they die they go into the ſtars . thence by litle e little deſcend downe into the Ponton 
euen as the ſtars doe, e that then they go into certaine greene fields full of goodly faire # pꝛecious 
trees, floures, fruits. After that they had giuen vs theſe things to vnderſtand, we ſhewed them 
cheir erroꝛ, and told that their Cudruaigni did but deceiue them, fo2 he is but a Diuell & an euill 
ſpirit: affirming vnto them, that there is but onc one ly God, who is in heauen, and who giueth vs 
all neceſſaries, being the Creatour of all himſelfe, and that one ly we muſt belecue in hum: moꝛe⸗ 
ouer, that it is neceſſarie foꝛ vs to be baptiſed, otherwiſe wee are damned into hell. Theſe and 
many other things concerning our faith and religion we ſhewed them, all which they did eaſily 
beleeue, calling their Cudruaigni, Agouiada, that is to ſap, nought, ſo that very earneſtly they 
veſired and pꝛayed our Captaine that he would cauſe them to be bopiiſed, and their L ode, and 
Taignoagny, Domagaia, and all the people of the towne came vnto vs, hoping to be baptiſed:

but becauſe we vid not thꝛoughly know their minde, and that there was no bodie could teach them de bapnzed. 


our belieſe & religion, we ercuſed cur ſe lues, ueliring Taignoagny ę Domagaia to tell the rift of 
their countreymen, that he would come againe another time, & bing Viieſts # cha ſome with vs, 
fo2 wichout them they could not be baptiſed : which they did eaſily beleeue, fo? Domagaia Taig- 
102gny had (rene many childen baptiſed in Britain whiles they were there.Whicypzomiſe when 
chey heard they ſeemed to be very glad, They live in common togither , and of ſuch commodt: 
ties as their countrey peeldeth they are indifferently well ſtoꝛed, the inhabitants of the countrey 
tloch themſelues with the ſkinnes of certaine wilde beaſts , but very miſcrably, Jn winter they 
weate hoſen and ſhoes made of wilde beaſls ſkins, and in Sommer they goe barefootev, They 
deepe and obſerne the rites of matrimonie , ſauing that euery one weddeth 2 0 + wines, which 
(thatr huſbands being dead) do neuer marrie againe, but fo2 the death of their bulnands weare e 
certaine blacke weeve all the daies of their life, beſmearing al their faces with cole-ou x g reaſi 
mingled tagither as thicke as the backe of a knife, and des they are knowen cc be — 
2 ed 
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They haue a filthy and deteſtable vſe in marrytag of their madens , and that is this, they put ihem 
all (after they are oflatvfull age to marty) in a common place, as haxlots free foz euery man that 
will haue to doe with them, vntill ſuch time as they find a match, This J ſap, becauſe J haue 
ſeene by experience many houſen full of thoſe Demoſels, cuen as our ſchoolts are full of chi den 
in France to learne to teade. Moꝛeouer, the miſtule and riot that they kecpe in thoſe houſes is ve⸗ 
ry great ,fo2 very wantonly they ſpoꝛt and dally togither, he wing what locuer Gcdhath ſent 
them. They ere no men of great labour, They digge their grounds with certame peeces of wood, 
as binge as halfe a lwoꝛd, on which ground groweth their coznc, which they call Offici : it is as 
bigge as out ſmall pealon: there is great quantitie ofit growing in refill. They haue alſo great 
doe of Puſke-milions, Pompions, Gourds , Cucumbers, Peaſon and Beancs of euery co 
lour, pet differing from ours, There groweth alſoa certaine kino of herbe,whereofin Sommer 
they make great pꝛouiſion fox all the yeere, making great account of it, and cne'pmen vſe of it. 
and art they cauſe it to be dzied in the ſunne,then weart it about their neckes waapped in alittle 
beaſts ſkinne made like alittle bagge, withahollow peece of ſtone oꝛ woodlike a pipe: then when 
they pleaſe they make pouder of it, and then put it in one of the cnds of the ſeid Copnet oz pipe, 
and laying acole of fire vpon it, at the other cude ſucke ſo long, that they fill their bodies full of 
ſmoke, till that it commcth out of tc ir mouth and noſtrils, cuen as cut of the Connell of achim- 
nep, They ſap that this doth keepe chem warme and in health: they neuer goe without ſome of ic 
about them, Me our ſclues haue trp«dthe ſame ſmoke, and hauing put it in our mouthes ,it ſee: 
med almoſt as hot as Pepper, The women of that countrey doe labour muchmoze then the men, 
as well in fiſhing ( whereto they are greatly giucn ) as in tilling and huſbanding th: ir grounds, 
and other things: as well the men as women and chilvzen, are very much moꝛe able co reſiſt cold 
then ſauage beaſtes , fo2 wee wich our on ne eyes haue ſcene ſome ofthem, when it was coldeſt 
(which cold was extreme raw and bitter) come to our ſhips ſtarke naked going vpon ſnow e pee, 
which thing ſeemeth incredible to them that haue not ſcene it. Then as the ſnow and pte lyeth on 
the ground, they take great ſto2c of wilde beaſts, as Fauncs,DStags,Beares, Partcrns,Pares & 
Fores,withdiuerso:yer ſoꝛts whole fleſh they eate raw,hauing firſt dzied it inp ſunne oꝛ ſmcke, 
and ſo they voe their fiſh, As karre fooꝛth as we could pcreetue aud vnderſtand by theſe pecple , it 
were a very eaſie thing to bꝛing them to ſome familiaritie & ciuility, and make chem learne what 
one would. The Lozd God ſoz his inercies ſake ſet therunto his helping hand when he ſceth cauſe.

N the moneth of December, wee vuderſtood that the peſlilencc was come among the peo- 
ple of Stadacona, in ſuch ſozc,chat befoze we knew of it, accoꝛding to their confeſſion, there w · re 
dead avoite 50:whereupon we charged them neither to come neere our Fo2t,no? about our ſhips, 
N vs, And albeic we had dziuen them fromvs, che ſaid vnknowen ſicknes began to p1ead itſelfe

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amongſt vs, after the ſtrangeſt ſozt that euer was eyther heard of oz ſecne, inſomuch as ſome did 
loſe all their ſtrength, and could not and on their ferte, then did their legges ſwel, their ſinnowes 
ſhꝛinke as blacke as any cole. Others alſo had all their (kms ſpotced with ſpots of blood of apur- 
ple coulour : then did it aſcend vp to their ankels, knees ,thighes, ſhoulders , armes, and necke ; 
theit mouth became ſincking , their gummes lo rotten , that all the fleſh did fall off, euen to the 
rootes of the teeth, which did alſo almolt all fall out. Mith ſuch infeccion div this lickneſle ſpꝛeav 
it ſelfe in our thee ſhips, that about the middle of Febzuary, of a hundꝛeth and tenne perſous thac 
we were, there were not ten whole, ſo that one could not helpe the other, a moſt hczrible and pi 
tifull caſe, conſidering the place we were in, foxſomuchas the people of the countrey would daylp 
come befoze our fozt, and ſaw but few of vs, There were alreadie eight dead, and mote then fifty 
ſicke,and as we thought, paſt all hope of recouery. Dur Captaine ſeeing this our miſery , i that 
the ſickneſle was gone ſo karre, oꝛdained and commanded, that euery one ſhould deuoutly pꝛepare 
bimſelfe top2aper, and in remembzance of Chyiſt , cauſed his Image to be ſet vpon a tree, about 


aflight ſhot from the fozt amidſt the pce and \now,giuing all men tovnderſtand,that on the Sun- | 


day following, ſeruice ſhould be ſaid there, and that whoſoeuer could goe, ſicke o whole, ſhould 
goe thither in Pꝛoceſſion, ſinging the ſcuen Plalmes of Dauid , with other Letanies, pꝛaping 
moſt heart:ly that it would pleaſe the ſaid our Chʒiſt to haue compaſſion vpon vs, Seruice being; 
done, and as well celebzated as we could, our Captaine there made a vow,that if it would pleaſc 
God to giue him leaue to returne into France, he would go on Pilgrimage to our Laie of Roc. 
quemado, That dap Philip Rougemont, bozne in Amboiſe, died, being 22 peeres olde, and be- 
cauſe the ſickeneſle was to vs vnknowen, our Captaine cauſed him to be ripped to ſee if by any 
meanes poſſible we might know what it was, aud ſo ſeeke meanes to ſaue and pꝛe ſerue the reſi 
of the company : he was found to haue his heart white, but rotten, and moze then a quart of red 
water about it: his liuer was indifferent faire, but his lungs blacke and moꝛtiſied, his blood was 
altogither ſhzunke about the heart, ſo that when he was opencd great quantitic of rotten blooy 


iſſued out from about his heart: his milt toward the backe was ſomewhat periſhed, rough as if 


it had benerubbed againſt a tone. Pozeouer, becauſe one of his thighs was very blacke without, 
it was opened, but within it was whole and ſound : that done, as well as we could he was but ied. 
In ſuch ſozt didthe ſickneſſe continue and encreaſe, that there were not aboue thee ſound men in 
the ſhips, and none was able to goe vnder hatches to dꝛaw dꝛinke fo2 himſel te, noꝛ fo2 his fellowe s. 
Sometimes we were conſtrained to bury ſome of the dead vnder the ſnow becauſe we were not 
able to digge any graues foz them the ground was ſo hard frozen, and we ſo weake. Beſides this, 
we did greatly feare that the people ofthe countrey would perteiue our weakeneſſe and miſcrie, 
which to hide, our Capt aine, whom it pleaſed God alwapes to keepe in health, would go out with 
two o2 theee ot the company, ſome ſicke and ſome whole, whom when he ſaw out of the Fot, he 
would thzow ſtones at them and chide them, faixning that ſoſocne as he came againe , he would 
beate them, and then with ſignes ſhewe the people af the tountrey that bee cauſed all his men to 
wozke and labour in the ſhips, ſome in calking them, ſome in beating of chalke,ſome in one thing 
and ſome in another, and that he would not haue them come foozth till their wozke was done. And 
to make his tale ſecme true and likely, he would make all his men whole & ſound to make a great 
noyſe with knocking ſtickes, ſtones, hammers, and other things togither, at which time we were 
ſo oppꝛeſſed and grieued with that ſickneſle, that we had loſt all hope euer to ſee France againe , if 
God of his infinite goodneſle and mercte had not with his pitifull eye looked vpon vs, and reuea- 
led a ſingular and excellent remedie againſt all diſeaſes vnto vs, qe beſt that cuer was found vpon 
carth, as hereafter ſhall follow. 


How long we ſtayed in the Port of che holy Croſſe amidſt the ſnow and yee, and how many 
died of the ſaid diſeaſe, from the beginning of it to the midſt of March.

——ͤ—ͤ —P — See March, we were kept in amidſt the pce abou 

two fadomes thicke, and ſnow aboue foure foote high and mote , higher then the ſides of our 
ſhips, which laſted till that time, in ſuch ſo2t, that all our d2zinkes were frozen in the Ueſſels, and 
the ycechzough all the ſhips was aboue a hand. bꝛeadth thicke, as well aboue hatches as beneath, 
andſo muchof the riuer as was freſh, euen to Hochelaga, wasfrozen, in which ſpace there died 
five and twentie of our beſt and chiefeſtmen, and all the reſt were ſo ſicke, that wee thought chey 
ſhould neuer recouer againe, only thzee 02 foure excepted. Then it pleaſed God to caſt his pitiful! 
eye vpon vs, and ſent vs the knowledge of remedie of our healthes and recouerie, iv ſuchmaner 
as in the next Chapter ſhall be ſhewed, 
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How by the grace of God we had notice of a certaine tree, whereby we all recouered our

(IR that ſickneſſe was encrealed and hot amongſt 
vs) one day went foozth ol the Fozte, and walking vpon the ce, hee ſam a troupe of thoſe 
Countreymen comming from Stadacona, among which was Domagaia, who not paſſing ten 02 
twelue dayes afoze,had bene very ſicke with that diſeaſe, and had his knees ſmolne as bigge as a 
child ol two peres old, all his ſinews (h;uake together. his teeth ſpopled, his gummes rotten, ann 
ſinking. Our Capcaine ſeeing him whole and ſound, was thereat maruellous glad, hoping tc 
vnderſtand and know of him hom he had healed himlelfe,to the end he might eaſe and help his men. 
Do ſoone as they were come neere him, he aſked Domagaia hom he had done to heale himſelfe: he 
anſwered,that he had taken the iuice and ſappe of the leaues of a certaine Cree, and there with hat 
healed himlelfe: Foꝛ it was a ſingular remedy again? that diſeaſe, Then our Captaine aſked of 
him if any were to be had thereabout, deſiring him to ſhewhim, lo to heale a ſeruant ot his, who 
whileſt he was in Canada with Donnacona, was ſtriken with that diſeaſe: That he did becauſe 
he would not ſhew the number of his ſicke men. Domagaia ſtraight ſent two women to fetch 
ſome ol it, which bought ten oz twelue bꝛanches of it, and therewithall ſhewed the wap how to 
pe it, and that is thus, to take che barke and leaues of the ſayd tree, and boile them together, then to 
dzinke of the layd decoction euery other dap, and to put the dꝛegs of it vpon his legs t hat is ſicke: 
mozeoucr,thep told vs, that the vertue of that tree was, to heale any other diſeaſe : the tree is in 
their language called Ameda 02 Hanneda, this is thought to be the Saſſafras tree. Our Captain 
pꝛeſentlycauſed ſome ot that dzink to be made fo2 his men to dꝛink ol it, hut there was none durſt 
tall of it, except one 02 two, who ventured the dzinking of it. only to taſt q pꝛoue it:the other ſecing 
that did the like, and pꝛeſently recouered their health, and were deliuered of that ſickenes, # what 
other diſeaſe ſoeuer, in ſuch ſozte, that there were ſome had bene diſeaſed and troubled with the 
French Pockes foure 02 ſiue peres,and with this dzinke were cleane healed, After this medicme 
was found and pꝛouev to be true, there was ſuch ſtrife about it, who ſhould be firſt to take of it, that

they were ready to kill one anather,ſo that a tree as big as any Dake in France was ſpoiled and Vocks. 


lopped bare,and occupied all in fine oz ſire daies,and it wzought ſo wel, that if all the phiſicians of 
Mountpelier and Louaine had bene there with all the dzugsof Alexandria, they would not haue 
done ſo much in oue pere, as that tree did in lire dapes, foꝛ it did ſopzenaile, that as many as blen 
of it, by the grace of God retoueredtheir health. 


How the lord Donnacuna accompanied with Tuigoagny and diuers others, faining that 
they would goe to hunt Stags, and Deere, taried out two moneths, and at their teturno 
brought a great multitude of people with them, that we were not wont to ſee: before,

ile that diſeaſe laſted in our (hips, the loꝛd Donnacona, I aiguoagny, with many o· 

chers went from home, kaining that they would goe to catch Stags and Deere, which 
are intheir tongue called Aiouneſta, and Aſquenoudo, becauſe the yce and ſnom was not ſo bꝛo⸗ 
ken along the riuer that they could ſaple:ic was told vs ol Domagaia and others, that they woult 
ap out but a foʒtnight, we beleeued it, but they ſlayed aboue two moneths, which made vs miſ⸗ 
truſt that they had bene gone to raiſe the to come againſt vs, and do vs ſome 4 
we ſeeing our ſelues ſo weake xfaint, Albeit we had vicd ſuch diligence and politie in our Foꝛt, 
that if all che power of the countrey had bene about it, they could haue done nothing but locke vp⸗ 
on vs: and whileſt they were fooꝛth, many of the people came dayly to dur ſhips, and bzoughe vs 


freſh meat, as Dtags,Deere, fiſhes, with diuers other things, but held them at ſuch an erceſſiue wong wit” 


pꝛice that rather then they would ſell them any thing cheape, many times they would carie them

How Doumacona came to Stadacona a gainc with a great number of people, and becauſe he 
would not come to viſit our Captaine, fained himſelfe to he fore ficke,which he did on- 
ly to haue the Captaine come ſee him.

** 
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Donnacona wouldthe next day tome and ſee vs, and hying great toze of Deeres flelh, and other 
things with him. The next day he came and bzought a great number of men to Stadacona, to 
what end, and fo; what cauſe wee knew not, but (as the pzouerb layth) he that takes beede and 
thiclos yimſelfe from all men, may hap to ſcape from ſome: fo2 we had need to looke about vs con- 
fidering how in number we were diminiſhed, and in ſkrengthgreatly weakned, both by reaſon 
ef our ſickneſſe and alſoof the number that were dead, ſo that we wereconſtrained to leaue one of 
our ſhips in the Pozt of the Holy Croſſe. Out Captaine was warned of their comming, any 
how they had bzought a great number of men with them, foz Domagaia came to tell it vs, and 
durſt not paſſe the riuer that was betwixt Stadacona and vs, as he was wont to doe, whereupon . 
we miltruſted ſome treaſon. Ouz Captaine ſeeing this,ſent one of his ſeruants to them, actom · 
panied with lohn Poulet being beſt beloued of thoſe people, to ſee who were there, and bat they 
did, The ſapd Poulet # the other fatned themſelues onely to be come to viſit Donnacona,t ing 
him certaine pꝛeſents, becauſe they had beene together a good while in the ſapd Donnaco- 
nas Towne, So ſoone as he heard of their comming, he got himſeife to bed, faining to bee very 
ſicke, That done, they went to Taignoagny his houſe to ſee him, and whercſocuer they went, 
they ſaw ſo many people, that in a maner one could not ſtixre foʒ another, andſuch men as they 
were neuer wont to (ce, Taignoagny would not permit our men to enter into any other houſes, 
but ſill kept chem company, and brought them halfe wap to their ſhips, and tolde them that if ic 
wouldpleaſe our captaine toſhew him ſo much fauour as to take a Lo2d of the Countrep, whoſe 
name was Agonna, of whom hee had recciued ſome diſpleaſure , and carie him with bim into 
France, he ſhould therefoze lo; cuer be bound vnto him and would doe foz him whatſoeuer hee 
would cemmand him, and bade the leruant come againe the next day, and bzing an anſwere, Our 
Captain being avuertiſey of ſo many people that were there, not knowing to what end, pur poſed 
tdi play a ꝑettie pꝛancke, that is to ſap, to take theit Lozy Donnacona, Taignoagny,Domagaia, 
Kudies. Soy, and ſomt mode of the chrekeſt of them pꝛiſoners, iu ſo much asbefoze beehad purpoſe ,tobjing 
| themints France, ts ſhew vntoour Ring what he had ſeene in thoſe Meſterne parts, and maruels 
n ofthe world, tan that Donnacona had told vs, that he had bene in the Countreyof Saguenay, in 
Saguenay. which are infinite Rubien, Gold, and other riches,and that there are white men, who clothe them- 
2 people cal⸗ lelues with woollen cloth euen as we doe in France. Pozequer he repoztev, that hee had bene in 
led Picquemians another countrey of a people called Picquemians, and other range people, The ſapdLozd was 
anolveman , and tuen from his childehood had neuer left off noz ceaſcy from trauailing into 
ſtrange Countreys, as well by water and riuers, as by lande. The ſayd Poulet, and the o⸗ 
ther hauing tolde our Captaine their Emballage, and ſhewed him what Taignoagny his will 
was, the next dap he ſent his ſeruant againe to bid Taignoagny come and ſee him, and ſhewe 
what hee ould, foz he ſhould be very well entert ained, and alſo part ol his will Gould be ac ⸗ 
compliſhed, Taignoagny ſent him wozd, that the next day hee would come and bzing the Lozd 
Donnacona with him, and him that had ſo offended him, which bee did not, but ſtayed two 
dayes, in which time none came from Scadacona ti dur ſhippes, as they were wont to doe, but 
—— from vs, as ił we would haue llaine them, ſothat then wee plainely perceiucd their 
Pp. 

But becauſe they vnderſtood, that thoſe of Sidarindid frequent our company, and that we had 
fo:ſaken the bottome of a ſhip which we would leaue, to haue the olde nailcs out of it, the third 
day following they came from Stadacona, and moſt of them without difficulty did paſſe from 
one ſive of the riuer to the other with ſmall Skiffes: but Donnacona would not come ouer: 
Taigaoagny,and Domagaia ſtood talking together abouc an houre befoze they would come o- 
uer, at laſt they came to ſpeake with our Captaine, There Taignoagny payed him that hee 
would cauſe the fozeſayd man to be taken and caried into France, Dur Captaine refuſed to doe 
it, laying, that his Ring had fozbidden him to bzing any man oz woman into France, onelp that 
hemight bzing two oz thzee pong bopes to learne the language , but that he would willinglpcary 
him to Newfoundland, and there leaue him in an Alland. Dur Captaine ſpake this, onely to a- 
ſure them, that they ſhould bymg Donnacona with them, whom they had left on the other ſive: 
which wozdes, when Taignoagoy heard , hee was very glad , thinkinghee ſhould neuer re- 
turne into France againe , and therefozepzomiſed to come the next day, which was the day of 
the Holy Croſſe, and to bying Donnacona and all the people with him, 


How 
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How that ypon Holyrood day our Captaine cauſed a Croſſe to be ſet vp in our Forte: and 
how the Lord Donnacona, T aignoagny, Domagaia, and others of their companycame : 


and of the taking of the ſayd Lord, 
Chap, 18. 
"| ——ů— r — taine fo2 the ſolenmitie of the bay, caulev a 
xoodly fapze croſſe of 33 foote in height to bee let vp, vnder the crollet of which hee cauſed 6 


ſhield to be hanged, wherein were the Armes of France, andouer them was wꝛitten in antique 
letters, Franciſcus prima Dei gratia Francorum Rex regnas, And vpon that day about noone, 
there came a great number of the people of Stadacona, men, women, and childzen, who told vs 
| that their Lozv Donnacona, Taignoagny,and Domagaia were comming, whereof we were ve⸗ 
| rp glad, hoping to retaine them. About two of the clocke in the afternoone they tame, being come 
aecreour ſhips, our Captaine went to ſalute Donnacona, who elſo ſhewed him a mery counte- 
nance,albeit very fearefully his eyes were till bent toward the wood. Shoꝛtly after came Taig- 
noagny, who bade Donnaconathat he ſhould not enter into our Fozte, and therefoze fire was 
b20ughe foꝛch by one of our men, & kindled where their Loꝛd was, Dur Captaine pꝛaped him to 
come into our ſhips to eace @ dzinke as hee was wont to do, and alſo Taignoagny, who pꝛomiſed, 
that alter a while he would come, and ſo they did, c entred into our ſhips: but firſt it was told our 
Captain by Domagaia, that Taignoagny had ſpoken ill ot᷑ him, q that he had bid Donnacona hee 
ſhould not come aboozv our ſhips, Dur Captaine perceiuing that, came out ot the Foꝛte, and ſaw 
| chat onelp by Taignoagny his warning the women ran away, and none but men ſtayed in great 
mmer, wherefoze ye uraight commanded his men to lay hold on Donnacona, Taignoagny, and Pornacons, 
Domagaia, #cwomoze of the chiefeſt whom be pointed vnto: then he commander them to make Dosage lane 
i the other to retire. Pꝛeſently after, the ſaid lozdentred into the Fozt with the Captaine, but by x 
] by Taignoagny tame to make him come out againe. Dur Captaine ſeeing that there was no 0- 
ther remedy, began to call vnto them to take them, at whoſe crie and voice all his men tame fo2th, 
and tocke the ſayd Loꝛd with the others, whom they had appointed to take, The Canadians ſees 
ing their Lo taken, began to run away, euen as ſheepe befoze the woolfe, ſomecroſling ouer the 
mur, ſome though the woods, euch one ler king for hisowne aduantage, That done, we retten 
gur ſelues,and laid vp the pꝛiſoners vnder good guard and ſafety. 


How the ſaid Canadians the night following came before our ſhips to ſeełe their men,cry- 
ing and howling all night like Woolues: of the talke and concluſion they agreed vpor 
the next day: and of the gifis which they gaue our Captaine. 


Chap. 19. 


128888 they came befoze our ſhips, (the riuer being betwixt vs) (triking their 
breaſts, and crying and howling like woolues, ſtill calling Agouhanna, thinking to ſpeake 
with him, which our Captaine foz that time would not permit, neither all the next day till noone, 
whereupon they made ſignes vneo vs, that we had hanged oz killed him, About noone, there came 
as great a number in a cluſter, as euer we ſaw, who went to hide themſelues in the Foꝛeſt, except 
ſome, who with a loud voice would call and crie to Donnacona to ſpeake vnto them. Dur Caps 
taine then commanded Donnaconato be bzought vp on high to ſpeake vnto them, and badeh m 
be merrie,fo} after he had ſpoken, and ſhewed vnto the King of France what hee had ſeene in Sa⸗ 
nay and other countreys,after ten o twelue moneths, he ſhould returne againe, and that the 
ingof France wouldgiue him great rewards, whereat Donnacona was very glad,and ſpea- 
king to the others, told it them, who in token of iop, gaue out thzee great cryes, and then Don- 
nacona and his people had great talke together, which foz want of incerpyeters, cannot be deſcri⸗ 
bed. Dur Captaine bade Donnacona that hee ſhould cauſe them to come to the other ſide of the 
riuer,to the end they might better talke together without any feare, & that he hbuld aſſure them: 
which Donnacona did, and there came a boate full of the chiefeſtof them tothe ſhips, and there a⸗ 
new began totalke together, giuing great pꝛaiſe to our captaine , and gaue him a pꝛeſent of foure 
andtwenty chaines of Eſurgny , fo; that is the greateſt and pyeciouſeſt riches they haue in this Foure ant 
world, lo; they eſteeme moe of that, ihen ofany gold oy ſiluer, Alter they bad long talkedco- gegen . 
Ferber, andthat their Lord ſawe that there was no remedy to auoide his going into France, hee 
commanded his people the next day, to bꝛing him ſome victuals to lerue him by the way, Our 
Captaine gaue Donnacona,asa great pꝛelent, two Frying pannes of copper, eight Hatchets, 
and other lmalltrifles , as Kniues, and Beades, whereof hee ſeemed to be very glad, — 
m 
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them to his wiues and childꝛen. Like wiſe, he gaue to them that came to ſpeake with Donacona, 
they thanked him greatly fo2 them, and then went to their lodgings. 


How the next day, being the fiſt of May, the ſayd people came againe to ſpeake vnto their 
Lord, and how foure women came to the how to bring him victuals. 


Chap. 20. 


Pon the fifth of May, very early in the mozning, a great munber of the ſayd people came 
againe to ſpeake vnto their Lozv, and ſent a Boate , which in their tongue they call 
Caſnoni, wherein were onely foure women, without any man, foz fearethcir men ſhould be 
rctained, 
Theſe women bꝛought great ſtvze of victuals, as great Millet, which is their cozne that they 
live withall,fleſh,fiſh,and other things after their faſhion. 
Theſe women being come to our ſhippes, our Captaine vid very friendiy entertaine then, 
Then Donnacona pꝛaped our Captaine to tell choſe women that hee ſhould come againe after 
t:no2ewelue moneths , and bzing Donnacona to Canada with him: this hee ſapy onelp to aps 
peaſe them, which our captaine did: wherefoze the women, as well by woꝛds as ſignes, lecined tg 
be very glad, giuing our Capt ame thanks, and told him, if he came againe, and bzought Donna- 
cona with him. they would give him many things: in ſigne whercof, each one gaue our Ceptaire 
a chaine of Eſurgny, and then paſſed to the othe: ſide of the riuer againe, where ſfoov all the peo⸗ 
ple of Stada cona, who taking ali leaue of thcir Low, went home againe. On Saturdap fol: 
lowing, being che ſirt ol the moneth, we departed out of the ſapd Pont of Santa Croix, and teme 
Che Ine ot to harborough a little beneaththe Illand of Orleans, about twelue leagues from the o2t ofthe 
Ro. Holy Crofle,and vpon Sonday we came tothe Illand of Fulberds , where wee ffayed vntill the 
&co"®. frtcenthof that mone th till the ficrceneſle ofthe waters were paſt , which at that time ranne too 
| ſwift a courſe, and were too dangerous to come downe along the riucr, and thercfoze we ſtayey 
till faire weather came, In the meane while many of Donnaconas ſubiects came from the ri⸗ 
ucr of Saguenay to him, but being by Domagaia abuertiſed, that their Lozd was taken to bee 
caryed into France, they were all amazed : yet foz all that they would not leaue to come to our 
ſhips, to ſpeake to Donnacona, who told them that after twelue moncths he ſhould come agcine, 
and that he was very well vſed by the Captaine, Gentlemen, and Mariners. Thich when they 
heard, they greatlythanked our Ceptaine and gaue their Lozdchzee bundles of Beauers, and ſea 
A — 2 Moolues ſkinnes, witha great knife of red copper that commeth from Saguenay, and other 
frem Sacvenay, things. Thep gaue alſo to our Captaine a chayne of Eſurgny, fo2 which our Captaine gauc 
them ten oz twelue Þatchets,and they gaue him hearty thankes , and were very well centented, 
The nert dap, being the ſirtecnth ol Pay, we hoyſed ſaple, and came from theſaib iſland of Fi- 
berds, to another about fifteene leagues fromit, which is about fiue leagues in length, and there, 
to the end we might take ſome reſt the night following, we ſtaped that day, in hope the next day 
we might paſſe and auoide the dangers of the riuer of Saguenay, which are great. That euening 
we went al and and found great ſtoꝛe of ares, of which we tooke a great many, and therefoꝛe we 
The Ide of ares Called it The Iſland of Hares: in the night there aroſe acontrary winde, with ſuch Nozmes and 
tempeſt, that wee were conſtrained co returne to The Iſland of Filberds againe , from 
whence wee were come, becauſe there was none other paſſage among the ſapde Jſlandes, 
and there we ſtayed till the one and twentieth of that mcneth, till faire weather end good winde 
came againe: and then wee ſapled againe, and that ſo p2oſpcrouſiy, that wee paſſed to Hon 
guedo, which paſſage vntill that time had not bene diſcouered: weecauſed our ſhips to courle a⸗ 
thwart Cape Prat which is the beginning of the Poꝛt of Chalcur : end becauſe the winde was 
Che Ade ot $00dand conuentent, we ſapled all day and all night without ſtaying, and the next dap we came co 
Prion. the middle of Brions iſland, which we were not minded to doe, to the end wee might ſhoꝛten our 
way, Theſe two lands lie JNozthweſt, and Southeaſt, and are about ſiftie leagues one (rom an⸗ 
other, The ſavd Illand is in latitude 47 degrees and a halfe. Upon Thurſday being thetwinty 
ſire of the moneth, and the feaſt of the Aſccnſionofcur Loꝛd, we coaſted cuer to a land and ſhal- 
low of lowe ſandes, which are about eight leagues Southweſt from Brions Iſland aboue whicl/ 
are large Champaines, full of trees and alſo an cncloſed ſea, whereas we could neither ſee,no2 
perceiue any gappe oz wap to enter thereinto. On Friday following, being the 27 of the moneth, 
becauſe the wind did change on the coaſt , we came to Brions Iſland againe , where wee tape 
till the beginning of June, and toward the Southeaſt ofthis Jſland, wee ſawe a lande, iee- 
ming vnto vs as an Alland, we coaſted it about two leagues and a halte, and by che epweſen 
no 
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notice of the other high Allands lying toward the Sands: after wee had knowen theſe things 
we returned to the Cape of the ſayd land, which doeth dcuide it ſelfe into two oz thꝛee very 
high Capes: the waters there are very deepe, andthe flood ofthe ſea runneth ſo ſwift, chat ic 
cannot poſſibly be ſwifter, That day we came to Cape Loreine, which is in fozty ſcuen degrees 
and ahalfe toward the South: on which tape there is a low land, and it ſcemeth that there is ſome 
entrance of artuer, but there is no hauen of any wozth, Aboue theſe lands we ſaw another cape 
toward the South. we named it Saint Paules Cape, it is at 47 degrees and a quarter. 

The Sonday following , being the fourth of June, and Mhit ſondap, wee had notice of the 
coaſte lying Eaſtſouthealk, diſtant from the Newfoundland about two and twenty leagues ; 
and becauſe the wind was againſt vs, wee went to a Dauen, which wee named S. Spiritus Porte, 
where we ſtayed till Teweſday that we departed thence, ſayling along that coal vntill wee came 
to daint Pe ets Iſlands. Tee found along the ſayd coalt many very dangerous Jflands and 
ſhelucs, which le all in the way Eaſtſoutheaſt and Teſtnozthweſt, about thzce and twenty 
leagues into the ſea, TAhileft we were in the ſayd Saint Peters Iſlands we met with many lips 
of France and of Britaine, wet ſtayed there from Saint Barnabas day, being the cleventhof the 
moneth, v"til the ſirteenth that we departedthence &came to Cape Raſe, andentred into a Poꝛt 
called Rognoſo, where wcetocke in freſh water, and wood to paſſe the ſea: there wee left 
one of our boates, Then vpon Monday, being the nineteenth of June, we went fromthat Port, 
and with ſuch good and p2oſpcrous weather we ſailed along the ſea, in ſuch ſozte, chat vpon 
the ſire of July 1536 we came to the Pozte of S. Malo, by thegraccof God, towhom wepyay, 
here ending our Nau gation, that of his infinite mercy he will grant vs his grace and fauour, and 
inthe end bꝛing vs to the place of everlaſting felicitie, Amen,

The third voyage of diſcouery made by Captaine Iaques (tier, 
1540. vnto the Countreys of canada, flochelega, and Saguenay. 


rg Francis the firſt hauing beard the repozt of Captaine Cartier his Pilot 
) generall in his two fozmer Uopeges of diſcouery, as well by wziting as by 
2 wozdofmouth, touching that which hee had found and ſcene inthe Weſtcrne 
ff -A partesdiſcoucred by him in the parts of Canada and Hochelaga, and hauing 
Y alſo ſecne and talked with the people, which the ſapd Cartier had bzoughtout 
— d of thoſe Countrcys, whereof one was king of Canada, whoſe name was 
Donnacona, and others : which after that they had bene a long time in France and Britaine, 
were baptized at their owne deſire and requeſt, and died in che ſapd countrey of Britaine. And 
CenSanages Abeit his Daicftic was aduertized by the ſayd Cartier of the death and deceaſe of all the people 
dzought mes Which were bzought ouer by him (which were tenne in number) ſang one little girle about 
France, tenne peeres old, yet he rcſolued to ſend the ſapd Cartier his Pilot thither againe , with lohn 
John Francis v& Francis dela Roche, Knicht, Lozd of Roberual , whome hee appointed his Lieutenant and Go- 
Rn utrnour in the Countreys ot Canada and Hochelaga, and the ſayd Cartier Captaine generall 
and leader of the ſhippes, that they might diſcouer moze then was done befoze in the fozmer 
vopages, and attaine (if it wire poſſible) vnto the knowledge of the Countrep of Sague- 
nay, whereof the people bought by Cartier, as is declared, made mention vnto the Ring, 
Great ricdes 6 that there were great riches , and very good countreps, And the Ring cauſed a certaine ſumme 
vere good oils of money to be delinered to furniſh out the ſayd voyage with ſiue ſhippes : which thing was 
dich ie bes perfoutmed by the ſapd Monſieur Roberual and Cartier. After that they had agreed together 
youd f laults, cg rige the ſay ſiue ſhips at Saint Malo in Britaine, where the two fozmer vopageshad becne 
| P2epared 
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pꝛepared and ſer foꝛth. And the ſaid Monſicuc Roberual ſent Cartier thither fo2 the ſame purpoſe, 

An after that Cartierhadcauſed theſaid ſiue ſhips to bee built and furniſhed and ſer in goov 03 

der, Monſieui Roberual tame done to S. Malo and found the ſhips fallen downe to the roade, 

with their pards acroſle full ready to depart and ſet ſaile foznothingelſe but the comming 

of the Generall,and the payment of the furniture. Andbecaule Monſieur Roberual the kings 
lieutenant had not as pet his artillery, powder and munitions, and other things neceſſary come 

downe, which he had pꝛouided fo2 the voyage, in the Countteys of Champaigne and Normandie: 

and becanſe the ſaid things were very neteſlary, and that hee was loth to tepart wuhout them he 

determined to depart from S. Malo to Roan, and to pzepare a ſhip 02 two at Honfleur , whither 

he thought his things were tome: And that the ſaid Cartier ſhoulde depart with the fiue ſbippcs 

whichbe had furniſhed. and ſhould goe bekoze, Conſidering allo that the ſaid Caticr hadreceiued The «6-39 lec- 
lettersfromthe king, whereby ber did erpzeſly charge him todepart and ſet layle immediatiy vp- s 

on the light aud receic thereof, on p ne of incurring his diſpleaſure, and to lay all the fault on 

him, And after the concluſton of theſe things, and the ſaid Monſieur Roberual had taken muſter 

and view ofthe gentlemen, ſouldiers,and mariners which were retained and choſen foz the per⸗ 

fozmance of the layd vopage,heegaue vnto Captaine Cartier full authezitic to de part and goe be⸗ 

foe, and to gouerne all things as if he had bene there in perſon: and himſelfe departed to Hon- 

fleur tu make his farther After theſe things thus diſpatched, the u inde comming 
faire,the fozeſayd fiue ſaple together well furniſhed and victualled foz two ptere, the 23, 23. ot May, 
of Pap.

guſt. In which place the people of the Lountrey came to dur bewoftopkoz our M. 
arriuall,and namely he came thither which had che rule and goucrnment ofthe Countrey of Ca- 

nada, named Agona, which was appointed king there by Donacona, when in the fozmer vopage Cue new king 
we carried him into France: And hee came to the Captaines ſhip with 6, 02 7. boates, and with ot Canace. 
many womenandchildzen, And after the ſapd Agona hadinquired of the Captaine where Do- 

naconaand the reſt werte, the Captaine anſwered him, That Donacona was dead in France, and 

that bis body reſted in the earth, andthar the reſt ſtayed there as great Lozvs, and wcre marted, 

and would not returne backe into cheir Countrey : the ſaid Agona made no ſht we of anger at all 

theſe ſpeeches: and J thinke he tooke it ſo well becauſe heremainedLozd and Gouernour of the 
countrey by the death ofthe ſaid Donscona. Aſter which conference the ſaid Agona tooke a piece 

of canned leather of a pellowſkinedged about with Eſnoguy ( which is their riches and the thing 

which they eſteeme molt pecious,as wee eſteeme gold) which was vpon his head in ſtead of a 
crowne, and he put the ſame onthe bead ol our Captaine,and cooke from bis wiilts two bꝛateleta 

of Einoguy, and put them vpon the Captaines armes, colling him abcue the necke and ſhewing 

vunto bim great ſignes oł ioy: which was alldiſſimulation,as afterward it wel appeared. The cop- Strat dimima- 
tame cooke hisſaid crowne of leather and put it againe vpon his head, and gaue him and his wines Sana. 
certaine ſmal pʒeſents ſignifying vnto him that he had bzought certaine new things which afcer- 

ward he would beſtow vpon him: fo which the ſapd Agona thanked the Captaine, And after 

that he had made him and his company eat anddzinke,thepdepartedandreturnedcothe ſhoze with

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Ihe firſt voyage made to the coaſts of Anerica, wi ch two barks, 


\ ' wherein were Captaines M. Philip Amadas, and M. Arthur Barlowe, whe 
diſcoueted part of the Countrey now called Virgin, Anno 7 544, Written by one 
of the ſaid Captaines, and ſent to fir Malter Ralegh knight, at whoſe charge and dire- 
ction, che ſaid voyage was ſet forth, 105 


He 27 day of Apuill, in che yeere of our redemption, x 584 we departed the Tel 
of England, wich two barkes well furniſhed with men and victuals, hauing re⸗ 
ceiued our laſt and perfect directions by pour letters, confirming the fozmer 1: 
ftructions, and commandements de liuered by pour ſelfe at our leauing the riuer 
Lot Thames. And J thinke it a matter both vuneceſſarp, foz the manifeſt viſcous: 
rie of the Countrey, as allo to tediouſneſle ſake, to remember vnto you the diur- 
nall of our courſe, ſapling thithet and returning: onely J haue pꝛeſumed to pꝛeſent vuto pou this 
bniefediſcourſe,by which pou may iudge how pꝛolitable this land is kelp to ſucceede, as well to 
your whole direction and charge, and by whoſe ſcruantes this our diſcouerie hath becne 
perfoumed) as alſoto her Highneſſe, and the Common wealth, in which we hope pour wiſcdome 
wilbe ſatified, conſidering that as much by vs hath bene bzought to light, as by thoſe ſmal meanes, 
and number of men we had, could any way baue bene ,02 hoped fot. | 
The tenth of Pay we arr iued at the Canaties, and the tenth of June in this preſent peere, we 
2 Southerly were fallen with the Jflands ofthe TUc> lndies,kecping amoze Southeaſterly courſe then was 
cout needfat needefull, becauſe wee doubted that the current ol the Bay of Mexcio, diſbogging betweene the 
fog Virginia, Cape of Florida and Hauana, had bene of greater foꝛte then afterwardes we found it to bee. At 
which Iſlauds we found the ayde very vawholſome,and our men grew foz the moſt part ill diſpo- 
ſed : ſo that hauing refreſhed our ſelues with ſweet water, x freſh victuall,we departed the twelfth 
day ol dur arriuall there. Theſe Jſlands,with thereſt adiopning, are ſo well knowen to pour ſelfc, 
andt o manp others, as I will not trouble you with the remcmbzance of them. 
A ert im The ſecond of Julp,we found ſhole water,wher we ſmelt ſo ſweet and ſo ſtrong a !mel,as if we 
cron be lad. d bene in the midſt of ſome delicate garden abounding with all kinde of odoziferous flowers, by 
which we were aſſured, that che land could not be karre diſtant: and keeping good watch, and bear: 
ing but ſlacke ſaile, che fourth of theſame moneth we arriued vpon the coalt,which we ſuppoſed to 
be a contient and firme lande, and we ſapled along the ſame a hundzed and twentic Engliſh miles 
Che firſtriner. yofg2c we tould finde any entrance. riucr iſſuing into the Sea. The firſt that appeared vnto vs, 
we entred, though not without ſome difficultie, & caſt anker about the harquebiz-ſhor within the 
hauens mouth, on the left hand ofthe ſame: and after thankes giucn to God fo2 our ſafe arriuall 
dil ogg thither,we manned our boats, and went to view the land next adiopning,and © to take poſſeſſion of 
the ſame,in the right of the Queenes molt excellent Maieſtie, as rightfull Queene, andPzinceſſe 
of the ſame, and after deliuered the ſame ouer to pour vle,accozding to her Paicſtics grant, and let· 
ters patents, vnder her Highneſle great Seale. Which being perfo2med, accoding tothe cere- 
«bundance of monies vled in ſuch enterpꝛiles, we viewed the land about vs, being, whereas we firſt landed, vcty 
grapes. ſumie and low towards the waters ſide,but ſo full ot grapes, as the very beating and ſurgeofthe 
Sea ouerflow ed che m, ol which we found ſuch plentie,as well there as in all places elſe, both on 
the ſand and on the greene ſoile on the hils,as mtheplames,as well on euery little yubbe, as aiſc 
climing towarves the tops of high Cedars, that I thinke in all the woꝛld the like abundance is not 
to be found : and my ſelle haunig ſeene thole parts of Europe that moſt abound, find ſuch difference 
as were incredible to be mitten. | 
u bt ie paſſed fromthe Seaſide towardes the toppes of thole hilles next adiopning, being but of 
Sei. meane higth, and from thence wee behclde the Sea on both ſides tothe Neth, and to the 
South, finding no ende any ol both wapes, This lande lay ſtretching itſelfe to the Uielt, which 
after wee found to bee but an Jſland of twentie miles loug, and not aboue ſixe miles bjoade. 
Under the banke on hill whereon wc ſtoode, we behelde the vallyes repleniſhcd with goodly Ce- 
dar trees, and hauing diſcharged our harquebuz-ſhot,ſuch a flocke of Cranes (the moſt pat white) 
arole vndet vs, with ſuch a cry redoubled by many ecchoes, as if an armie of men had ſhowtc all 


This Jland had many goodly woodes full of Deere, Conies, Hares,and Fowle,cucnin the 

middeſt of Summer in incredible abundance. The woodes are not ſuch as poufinde in Bohemia,

The Ring is greatly obeyed, and his bzothers and childꝛen reuerented: the Ring himſelfe in 
e ſoze wounded in a fight which hee had with the Ring ofthe next 
countrey ralled Wingina, and was ſhotin two places though the body. and once clcane thzough 
the thigh,but pet he recouered ; by rea'on whereof and foz that hee lay at the chiefe towne of the 
country,being ſixe dayes tourney off, weſaw him not at all. | 

After we had preſented this his bꝛother with ſuch things as we thought he liked, wee likewiſe 
gaue ſomewhat to the other that ſat with him on the matte: butp2eſently he aroſc and tooke all 
iromthemand put it into his owne balket making ſignes and tokens, that all things ought to bee 
deliu:red vnto him, and the teſt wert but his ſeruants, and followers, A dap oz two aftir this we Trafficke with 
kellto trading with them, exchanging ſome things that we had, fozChamoys, Buffe, and Deere the ge. 
{kinnes : when we ſhewed him all our packet of merchandize, ol all things that he ſawe, a bzight 
unnt diſh mot him, which hee meſentiy tooke vp and claptit befoze his breaſt, and after Cina inncg 
made a hole in the bzimme thereof and hung it about his necke, making that it would de⸗ uren d. 
fende him againſt his enemies arrowes: fo thoſe people maintaine a deadly and terrible warte. 
with che people and Ring adioyning. Te exchanged our tmne diſh for twentie ſkinnes, wooꝛth 
twentie Crownes, 02 twentie Nobles : and a copper kettle foy fiftic ſkins wooꝛth fifty Crownes, 
They offered vs good exchange foz our hatchets, and axes, and fo kniues,and would hate gruen 
any thing fo2 ſwoꝛdes: but wee would not depart with any. After two oz three dapes the Rings 
bꝛother came abooꝛd the ſhippes and dꝛanke wine, and eat ol our meat and ot our bead, and like> 
erceedingly thereof: and after a ftw daves ouerpaſſid, he bꝛought his wife with him to thr ſhips, 
his daughter and two n thiee childꝛen: his wife was very well fanoured,ofmcane fkacure and ve- 
ry baſhfull : ſhee han on her backe a long cloake of leather, with the furrt fide next to her body, 
and befoze her apiece ol the ſame: about her fozehead ſher had a bande of wite Cozall, and ſo had 8 2s.

whereof wee deliuered your wozſhip alittle hacclet aud thoſe were of iht bignes of geod pcaſi 
The reſt of her womenof the better ſoꝛt had peudauts of cepper hanging meither care, ar dic me 
of the childꝛen of the kings bꝛother aud other ne bit meu. haut five o {x6 iu tichet care: ht Himleite 
had vpon his head a byoad plate of golde, oꝛ copper, top being vupoliſhcd we kui w not v hat mict al 
it ſhould be,ncicher would he by any mcanes ſuffer vs to take it off his hced but ftcluig it, it would 
bow very eaſily. Vis apparell was as his wiurs, onc iy the women care their hairelengon bo.h 
lidcs,aud the men but on one. They are of colour pcUloyuſh,aud theit haire black ſoꝛ the moſt part, 
amd pet we ſaw childzen that had very fine aburne , and cheſtnut coloured haire. 

Aftor chat theſe wamen had bene there, there cant bowne from all parts great ſtoze of people, 
bzinging with them leather, coꝛall diuerg kindes of dicg very excellent, and cxchanged with vs: but 
when Granganimeo the kings baother was paclent, none durſt trade but hunlelte ; except ſuch 
as weare red picces of copper on their heads like himlelle ; fox that is the diftcrence betweene the 
noble men, and the gouernours of countre vs, and the meaner lozt. Aud we both noted there, and 
you haue vnderſtood ſuice by theſe men, which we bꝛought home, that no people in the woꝛlde ca- 
ry moꝛe teſpect to their King, Aobilitie and Gouernours,thcu theſe doe. The Rings bꝛothers 
wife, when ſhe came to vs (as ſhe did many times) was followed with foꝛty oz fifty women al: 
wayes: and when ſhe came into the ſhippe, ſhe left chem all on laud, ſauing her two daughters, 
ber uurſe and one oꝛ two moꝛe. The Rings bꝛother alwapes kept this oder, as many boates as 
he would come withall to the ſhippes, ſo man fixes would hee make on the ſhoatt a farre off, to 
the cud we might vnderſtand with what ſtrength aud company he appzoched. Their boates are 


made of one trec, eicher of Pine, oꝛ of Pitch trees: a wood not commonly knowen to our people, 
n0} found growing in England. They haue no edge - tales to make them withall z4f chey haue a⸗ 
ny they ate very fewe, aud tholc it ſcemes they had ewentie pcres ſince, which, as thole two men 
declared, was out of a wake which happened vpon their coalt of ſome Chailtian ſhip, being beaten 
that way by ſome ſtozme and outragious weather, whereofnone of the people were ſaucd, but 
only the ſhip,02 ſome part of her being caſt vpon the land,out of whole lides they derm the uaples 
and the ſpikes, and with thoſe they made their beſt inſtruments, The manner ol malung their 


boategis thus: they burnc downe lome great tree, : takeluch ag are winde fallen, aud pu tting 
gumme aud roſen vpon one ſive chereof, they let fireintott, and when it hath burutithollow,chey 
cut out the coale with their ſhels, and cuer where they would burne it del per 02 wider theplay on 
gummes, which burne away the timber, and by this meanes they faſhion very fine boatcs, and 
ſuch as will cranſpozt twentie men, Theiroarcs are like ſcoopcs, aud many tunes they let with 
ſongpolcs,as the depth ſcruech. * 5 

The Rings bꝛother had great liking of our armour, aſwozd, and diuers other things which 
we had: and offered to lay a great boxe of pearle in gage ſoꝛ them: but we refuled it foz this time, 
becauſe we would not make them knowe, that we eſteemed thereof, vntill we had vnderſtoode 


in what places ofthe countrey the pearle grew: which now pour Tozſhippe doeth veiy well 


He was very iuſt of his pꝛomiſe: to2 many times we deliuered him mcrchaudize vpon his woꝛd 
but eucrhe came within the day and perfoꝛmed his pꝛomiſe. Pe ſcut vg cuery dap a bjale oz two of 
fat Bucks, Conies, Darts, Fiſh the beſt of the woꝛld. Pe ſent vs divers kindes of fruites, cons, 
Walnuts, Cucumbers,Gourdes,Peale,aud divers tootes, and fruitea verp excellent good, and of 
their Countrey coꝛuc, which is very white, faire and well eaſled, and groweth chzee times in fiue 
moneths : in Yay they ſow, in July they teape: in June they low, in Augult chey reape; m July 
they ſow in September they reape ;ouclp they caſt che cque into the grit lcakiug a little of 
the ſoft turfe with a wich wodden mattock, oꝛ pick eaxe: our ſelues pzooued the ſuile, and pit ſome 
ok our Peaſe in the ground, and in teune bayes they were of touxtetue puches high: chep baut alſo 
Btanes very faire ol diuers colours and wonderfull plentie: lore growiug uatut ally, and ſome i 
their gardens, and ſo haue thep boch wheat and oatts. 

The ſoile is the moſt plentiful, ſweece, fruitiull aud wholſome of Mehe woꝛdde: chere ac 
boue fouretecue ſeuerall ſweete ſmelling timber trees, and the moſt part of their vuderwoor= 
are Bayes, and ſuch like: chey haue ihole Okes dat we haue, but faxtz greater and better. Mitt 
chey had bene divers times aboo our ſhippes, m ſelle, with ſeura nioze wink tweurie lde Un 
the Riucr, that rumeth towarde che Citte of Skicoak, which Riucr thep call Occam : 
theeucuing following, wee came to an Alland, which cheytell Racnoa!;, diſtant from: the hr 
bour by which we cutred ſcuen leagues: and at the Naꝛch cud thereof was a village dt ie Hot: 
ſes, built of Cedar, and foꝛtiſicd round about wich ſharpe trtces. o here out their enericles, and 
che entrance into it made like a tume pde verv axdiſt⸗ ally: when wee can em αννj¹t, lar diug

vs very cheerefully and friendly. her huſban d was uoe chen in the village; ſome of her people thee 

commanded to dzawe our boate on ſhoje fo2 the beating of the billoe : othcrs ſhe appointed to carp 

vs on their backes to the dzy ground, and others to bying our oares into the houſe fox feare of ſtea- Tye greac 

ling. When we were come into the vtter roome, hauing fiue roomes in her houſe, ſhe cauſe vs to {ves ofthe 

ſit downe by a great fire, and after tooke off our clothes and waſhed them, and daytd them againe : ters wife. 

ſome of the women plucked off our ſtockings and waſhed them,ſome waſhed our feete in warme 

water, and ſhee her lelfe tooke great paines to ſee all things ozdered in the beſt maner ſhee could, 

making great haſte to deſſe ſome meate foz vs to cate. | 
After we had thus dryer our ſelues,ſhe bzoughtvs into the inner roome, where ſhee ſet on che dane

hauing taken into them ſuch victuals as the countrep 
departed after they had remained in this out Jlland 3 weekes: but ſhoxtly after it ſee- 
am the boates were found vpon che coaſt, caſt a land in another Illand ad 
** 
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heare oſaniongſt theſe people, aud theſe aſdꝛeſaid were let ne oncip of the mhavicanies of Secotan, 
which appeared to be very true, to2 thep wondʒid maruclouſly wheu we were amongſt them atihe 
 whicencs ot our ſkius,cuer couetuig to touch our dzeaſts, and to view the ſame . Belides they had 
our ſhips in maruelous admiration, e all things cls were ſo ſlrange vnto them, as it appeared that 
none of thei had euer ſcene the like. CAhen we viſcharged any piece, were it but an hargubuz they 
would tt emble thereat ſeʒ very feare and fo2 the ſiraugtucile ot the ſame: foz the weapons which 
chemlelules ve are bowes and arrowes : the arrowes are but of ſmall canes, headed wich a ſharpe 
Cben wea . hell oz tooth of a fiſh ſufficient ynough to kill a naked man. Their ſwopdes be of wood hardened; 
| Pons. likewiſe they dle wooden bzcaſtplates foꝛ their defence. They haue beſide a kinde of club, in the 
end whereof they faſtcu che ſharpe homes of a ſtagge, oz other beaſt. Then they goe to warrte 
chey carp about with them their wol ol whom they alte counlel,as the Romans wert woont of the 
Ozatle of Apollo. They ſing ſongs as they march towardes the battell in ſtead of dummes and 
trumpets: their warres are very cruell and bloody, by reaſonwhereof, aum of their tiuill diſſenti⸗ 
ons which haue happened of late veeres amongſt them, che people are maruclonſly waſted, and in 
ſome places the countrey left deſolate. 

Aioyuung to this countrey afozeſaty called Secotan beginaeth acomey caliedPomouik ,be- 
longing to another king whom they call Piamacum, and this king is in league with the next king 
adioyming towards the letting or the Sunne, andthe countrep Newtiok, ſituate vpon a goovly 
riuer called Nevs : cheſe kings haue moꝛtall warre with Wingina king of Wingandacoa: but a: 
hout two yecres paſt chert was a peace mad? betweenethe king Piemacum,aud the Lo of Se. 
cotan, as thele men which we haue b20ucht with vs to England, haue giuen vs to vuderſtand: but 
there remaineth a moꝛtall malice in the Secoranes,fo2 many inturies & flaughters done vpon them 
by this Piemacum.Thep imuted diuers men, and thirtie women of the beſt of his countrep to chen 
towne to a feaſt: and when they were altogether merry e paying befoze their Jvol, (which is no⸗ 
thing els but a meer alluſion of the dewil] che captaine o Lozd of the town came luddenly vpon the, 
any dle we them cucrpone,reſcruing the women and childꝛen: and theſe cwo hane oftentimes ſince 
pcrſwaded vs to ſurpzize Piemacumyts towne,hauing pꝛonuſed and aſſured vg, that there will be 
found in it great ſtozy of commodities, But whether their perſwaſion be to the ende they may be 
reuenged of their encinies,o2 for the loue thep beare to va, mt leaue that tothe tiyail hereafter, 

Bepond this Jflaud called Roanoak, arematue lands very plentifull of fruits and other ua- 
urall increaſes, cogether with many townes, and villages, along the ſive of the contincut, ſome 
bounding vpon the Iſlands, and ſoune ſtretching vp further into the land. 

CChen we firſt hay ſight ol this countrey, ſome thought the firltiand we law to bee the conti- 
cnt: but after we entrevinto the Hauen, we law befoze vs another mighty long Sta: fo; chert 
eth along the coaſt a cracte of Illands two hundꝛeth miles in length, adioyning to the Oceau ſea, 
and betwecue the J ſlands, two oꝛ thiee entrances : when pou arcentred betweene them (theſc Jl: 
lands being very narrow foꝛ the molt part, as in moſt places ſixe miles bzoab, in ſome places lelle, 
in fewe mo2e) then there appeareth another great Sta, containing in b2edth in ſoꝛne places, fozty, 
and in ſome fifty,in ſome twenty miles ouer, befoꝛe pou come vnto the continent : and in this inclo- 
ſed Sta there are abone au hundzeth Iſlands of diuers bigneſſes, whereofoneis ſixteene miles 

© omork reeen lotig, at whith we were finding it a moſt pleaſant and fertile ground, repleniſhed with goodly Ce: 

males long · dars, and diuers other ſweete woods full of Coꝛrants, o flaxe, and many other notable commodi⸗ 
tics, which we at that time had no leaſure to view, Beſides this Jſland there arc inany, as 7 haut 
ſayd, ſome of two, of chꝛee.ol foure, ol five miles, ſome moe, ſome leſſe, moſt beaucifull and pleaſant 
to bchold repleniſhtd with Deere, Conies, ares and diuers beaſts, and about thein the gondlieſt 
and beſt fiſh in the wozld, and in greateſt abundance. | 

Thus Sir, we haue acquainted you with the particulars of our diſcouery made this pyeient 

voyage, as farre foozth as the ſhoꝛtueſſt of the time we there continued would affood vs to cake 
viewe of : and ſo contencing our ſclues with this ſeruice at this time, which wee hope hereaftcr tc . 
inlarge.as occaſion and aſſiſtance ſhalbe giuen, we reſolued to leaue the countrey. and to apply our 
lelues to returne foz England, which we did accodinglp, and arriued ſafely in the Ticſt of Eag- 
land about che middeſt of September. 

Aud whereas wee haue aboue certified you of the countrey tancu iu poſſeſſionby vs, vo hci 
Maieſties vſe, and ſo to yours by her Paieſties graut, wee thought good foz the better aſſuranct 
thereok, to recom ſome of the particular Gentlemen, e men of accompe, who then were pyefent, as 
witneſſes ofthe lame, that thereby alloccaſion of cauill to the title of the countrcy,in her Paicſtics 
behalfe map bc pzeuented, which otherwiſe, (uch as like not the at ian may vlt aud pxetend, whoſe 
names are:

— two ſmall pinneſles. The pꝛincipall Gentlemen of our ie, were theſe, 

H. Ralph Lane, . Tomas Candiſh, M. John Arundell, M. Raymund, M. Stukeley, M. Bre- 
mige, . Vincent, and P. lohn Clarke, auddiuers others, whereof ſume were and 
other lome Alliſtants lo counſell, and good directions in the voyage. 

The 14. day ol Aꝑill wee fell with Lancerota and Forteuentura, Illes of the Canaries, am 
frum thence we continue o our courſe fox Dominica, one of the Antiles ofthe TUcK India, where: 
with we fell the 7. day of May, and the 10. day following wee came to an anker at Coteſa, a little 
Jland ſituate necre to che Jland ol S. lohn, where we landen, and rcfreſhedour ſelues all that day. 

The 12. day of May wee came to an anker in the Bay of Moskito, inthe Jland of S. Iohn, Chep lund vp⸗ 
within a Faulcon ſhot of the ſhoare : where our Generall Sir Richard Greeneuil, and the moſt 240%. Alandot 
part of our companic landed, and began to foxtifie verpneere tothe Dea ſide: che riuer ran by the o Ne 
| one ſide of our foꝛte, and the other two ſides were inuironed with woods. 

; The 13. day we began to build a new pi within che Fozt, with che timber chat wee then 
felled in the countrep , ſome part whereof we fet tee miles vp in the land, and bzought it to our 
Hl Foxc vpon trucks, che Spaniard not varing to make o offer reſiſtance. 

The 16. dap there appeared vnto vs out of the woods eight hoꝛſemen of the Spaniards, about 
aquarter of a mile from our Fozt,aytng about halfe an houre in viewing our fozces : but aſſdone 
2s they ſaw teu ol dur ſhot marching towarvs them, they pꝛeſently retired into the woods. 

The 19.dap Paſter Candiſh, who had bene ſcparated from or fleete in a ſtone in the Bay 
of Portugall,arrtuev at Coteſa, within the ſight of the Tiger: we thinking him afarre off to haue 
herne cicther a Spaniary oz Frenchman of warre, it gosd to weigh ankers, and to goe 
roomec wich him, which the Tiger did, and diſterned him at laſt to be one of our conſozts, fo top 
x fm og, our ſhips diſcharged their owinance, and ſalnted him accopding to the maner 

the Seas. 

The 32, day (wentie other @panith hoꝛlen en thewed themſelues to vs vpon the other ſide of 
the rarer: who being ſeene, our Generall diſpatchcd 20.footemen towards them,and two hozlmen 
ofours,mountey von Spam hozſes,which wee befoze had taken in the time of our being on the 
Jland: they ſhewev to our men a flagge of truce,anv made ſignes to haue a parle with vs: where⸗ 
won :wo of our men went halfe ol the way vpon the ſands, ano two of theirs came and met them: 
he wwe Spaniards offered very great ſalutations to our men. but accoding to their Spa- 
uch proud humo)s, to expoſtulate wich them about their arriuall and in their countrey, 
950 notwithſtanding by our inens oiſcreer anſwers were ſocooled,that (whereas they were told, 
1 hat eurpyincyall intention was onely tc furniſh our ſclues with water and victuales, and other 
N neceſſaries, wherof we ſtood in nerve, which we crautd might be yeelded vs with faire and friend 

? NCINCS, otherwiſe our refolution was to wactiſe force, and to relieue our ſrlues by * 
t 
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che Spaniards in concluſiou ſeeing our meu ſo reſolute , peelded to our requcſtes wich large pꝛo⸗ 
miles of all curteſie,and great fauour, and ſo our inen and theirs departed. | 
The 23. day our pinneſſe was finiſhed, and lanched : which being done, our Generall with his 
Captaines and Gentlemen, marched vp into the Countrey about the ſpace of 4. miles, where in a 
plame marſh they ſtapcd expecting the comming of the Spaniards accozving to their pzonule, te 
furniſh vs with victuals : who keeping their olde cuſtome foz periurie and bꝛtach of pꝛomiſe, came 
not, whereupon our Generall fired the woods thcreabout , and ſorctiredto our Ft, which the 
ame day was fired alſo, and each man came aboo)d to be ready to ſec ſaile the next mozning. | 
The 29. day wee ſet ſafle from Samt Iohns, being many of vs ſtung betoze vpon ſhoare with 
the Puſkitos : but the ſame night wee tooke a Spaniſh Frigat,which was fozſaken by the Spa: 
niards vpon the ſight ol vs, and the next day in the mojning very early we tooke another Frigat, 


with good and rich fraight, and diucrs Spaniards of accountin her, which afterwards wee ran- 


fo2 good round ſummes,and landed them in . Iohns. 

The 26.dax our Lieutenant Maſter Ralph Lane went in one of the Frigacs which we had ta⸗ 
ken, to Roxo bay vpon the Southwelt ſive of Saine lohns, to fetch ſalt, being thither conductcy 
vp a Spauſh Pilot: as ſoone as hee arriued there, hee landed with his men to the number of 20. 
and intrenched hinſelfe vpon the ſandes immediatly, compaſſing one of cheir ſalte hils within the 
trench: who being ſeene of the Spaniards, there came yowne towardes him two oz thice croopes 
ofhozſemen and fooamen,who gaue him the looking. and gazing on, but durſtnot come necre hin 
to offer any reſiltance,ſo that Palter Lane maugre their troopes, cared their ſalte aboozd and la 
ded his Fricaat, and ſo returned againe to our fleete the 29. day, which road at S.Germans Bay. 
The ſame day we all departed,aud che next day arriucdin the Jland of Hiſpaniola,

He ſhewed me that the ſayd Ring was with him at Chawanook two yeeres befoze, & bought 
him certaine Pearle, but the ſame of the wozſt ſoꝛt, yet was he faine to buy them ol hum fo? copper 
at a deere rate, as he thought. Hee gaue mee arope ol the ſame pearle, but they were blacke, and 
naught, yet many of them were very great, and a few amongſt a number very ozicnt and round, 
all which J loſt with other things ol mine, comming aboozy Sir Francis Drake his Flecte: yet he 
tolde me that the ſayd Ring had great ſtoze of Pearle that were white, great, and round, and that 
bis Pearle his men did take out of ſhallow water, but the white Pearle his men fiſhed fox 


in very deepe water, 8 

. ̃ ̃ that he ſayd Ring had cratfique with white men thathad clothes 
as we haue, fo theſe white Pearle, and that was the reaſon that hee would not depart with other 
then with blacke Pearles, to thoſe of the ſame countrey. | 

The king ol Chawanook p2omilcd to giue me guids to go ouer land into that kings councrey 
whenſocuer I would: but he aduiſed me to take good ſtoze of min wich me, and good ſtoꝛe of victu- 
all, fo; he ſaid, that king would be loth to ſuffer any ſtrangers to enter into his Countrey and eſpe- 
cially tomevdle with the fiſhing fox any Pearle there, and that hee was able tomake a great many 

al men into the field which he ſayd would fight very well. 

Hereupon J reſolued with my lelfe, that if your ſupplie had come befoze the ende of Apzill, anv 
chat you had ſent aypſtoze of boates 92 men, to haue had them made in any reaſonable time, with 
alufficient number of men and victuals to haue found vs vntill the new come were come in, I 

would haue ſent a ſmall barke with two pinneſles about by Dea to the Nozthward to haue found

it fell out very contrary to all expectation, and likelphood : foz after two vapes trauell, any our 
whole victuall ſpent,lping on ſhoare all night. wee could neuer ſce man,onelp fires we might per⸗ 
ceiuc made alongſt the ſhoare where we were to paſſe, and vp into the Countrey, vntill the very 
laſt day. In the euening whereof, about three of the clocke wee heard certaine Sauages call as 
we thought, Manteo,who was allo at that time with me in the boat, whereof we all being very 
glad, hoping of ſome friendly conference with them, and making him to anſwere ti m they pꝛe 
ently began a ſong , as we thought, in token ol our welcome to them: but Manteo preſently be- 
tooke him to his pie ce, and tolde mee that they meant to fight with vs: which woꝛde was not ſa

ſoone ſpoken by him, and the light hozſeman ready to put to ſhoare, but there lighted a vollie of n confiict be 


their arrowes amongſt them in the boat, but did no hurt (God be thanked) co any man, Immeti⸗ 


atly the other boate lying ready with their ſhot to ſkoure the place fo2 our hand weapons to lande 


which was p2eſcntly done, although the land was very high and ſteepe, the Sauages fozth- 
Nich quiceedthe ſhoare, ad betooke themſelues to flight: wee landed, and Fung lat end 
followed fot a ſal time after them, who had wooded themſelues we know not where: the Sunne 
Nawing then towards the ſetting, and being then aſſured that the next day if wee would purſue 
them, though we might to meete with them, pet wee ſhould be aſſured tomeete with none 
of their victuall, which we then had good cauſe to thinke ol: therefoze chooſing fo2 the company a 
conuenient ground in ſafetie to lodge in tod the night. making a ſtrong Cozps of guard, and put- 
ting out good Centinels, A determined the next moꝛning befoze the riſing of the Dunne to be go- 
ing backe againe,if poſſibly we might recouer the mouth of the riuer, tnto the bzoad ſound, which 
at mp firſt motion J found my whole company ready to aſſent vnto: fox they were nowe come to 
their Dogges pozredge, that they had beſpoken fo themſelues if that befellthem which did aud 
J befoze did miſtruſt we ſhould hardly eſcape, The ende was, we came the next dap by night to 
che Riuers mouth wit hin foure oz fiue miles of the ſame,hauing rowed in one dap downe the cur- 


tent, as much as in foure dayes wee had done againſt the ſame : we lodged vpon an Z land. where ner of 
— wozld to eate but pottage of Dallafras leaues the like whereof foʒ a meate 


was neuer vſed befoze as Jthinke, The bzoad ſound wee had to paſſe the next day all freſh and 
faſting — nh blew ſo ſfrongly, and the — — 
tie of paſſage without ſinking of our boates, This was vpon Eaſter eue, which was faſted very 
truely. Upon Eafter day inthemozning the winde comming very calme , we entred the ſound, 
and by foure of the clocke we were at Chipanum, whence all the Sauages that we had left there 
were fled, but their weares did per lde vs ſome ſich, as God was pleaſed not vecerly to ſuffer vs to 
be loſt: fo2 ſome of our company of the light hozlemen were farre ſpent, The next moming wee 
arriued at our home Roanoak. a 

J haueſee downe this Uopage ſomewhat particularly, to the ende it may appeare vnto pou, 
(as true it is) that there wanted no great good will from the molt tothe leaſt avengſ2vo,to lan: 
perficed this diſconerie of the Mine: foz that the diſcouery of a good Pine, by the goodneſle of 
God, oz apaſlage to the South-ſea,o2 ſome way to it, and nothing elſe can hing this Countrey in 
requeſt to be inhabited by our nation. And with the viſcouery of either of the two aboue ſhewed it 
will bee the moſt ſweete and he althlulleſt climate, and there withall the moſt fertile 
mmured) in che wozld: and then will Saſſafras,and many other rootes and gummes there found

Pꝛouided alſo, that there be found out a better harboꝛough then pet there is, which mut be to 
the Nozthward, if any there bee, which was mine intention to haue ſpent this Summer in the 
ſearch of, and of the Mine ol Cha wnis Temoatan: the one I would haue done, if the barkes that 
J ſhould haue had ol Sir Francis Drake, by his honourable courteſie, had not bene dziuen away by 
Rozme: the other if your ſupply of moze men, and ſome other neceſſaries had come to vs in anp 
conuentent ſufficiencie. Foz this riuerof Moratico pꝛomiſeth greatthings, and by the opinion of 
of M. Hariots the head of it by the deſcription of the Countrey, either riſeth from the bay ol Mex- 
xo,02 els from very neere vnto the ſame, that openeth out into the South len. 

And touching the Pinerall, thus doeth M. Voughan affirme, that though it be but copper, ſee⸗ 
ug the Sauages are able to melt it, it is one of the richeſt Minerals in the wozld, 
Wherefoze a good harbozough found to the Nudthmard, as befoze is ſaide, and from thence 
foure dapes ouerland, to the Riuer of Choanoak ſconſes being raiſed, from whence againe ouer- 
land though the pzouince of Choanoak one dayes voyage to the firſt towne of the Mangoaks 
vp the Rinerof Moratico by the wap, as alſo vpon the ſaid Riner fo) the defence of our boats like

truely the carying away by a mot ſtrange e vnlooked fo2 ſtoꝛme of all our pꝛouiſion, with Barks, 
Maſter, Mariners. and ſundzy alſoof mine owne company, al hauing bene ſo courteouſly ſupplies 
by the generall Sir Francis Drake, the ſame hauing bene molt ſufficient to haue perfoꝛmed the 
greateſt part of the pꝛemiſles, muſt euer make me tothinke the hand of God onelp (fo2 ſome his 
good purpoſe to my telle yet vnkno wen) to haue bene in the matter, 


The ſecond part touching the conſpiracie of *. the diſ- 
couery of the ſame, and at the laſt, of our requeſt to depart with Sir 
| Francs Drake for England. | 


Nſenore a Mauage father to Pemiſapan being the onely friend to our nation 
cat we had amongſt them, and about the Ring, died the 20. of Apzilt 586, He a: 
bone had before oppoled himlelfe in their conſultations againſt all matters po 
poled againſt vs, which both the Ring and all the reſt ol them after Grange- 
does death, were very willing to haue.pzeferrev, And he was not onely by the 
a meere pzouidence of Sod during his like, a meane toſaue vs from hurt, as pope | 
and ſuch like, but alſo to doe vs very great good, and ſingularly in this, 
King was aduiſedand of himſelfe diſpoſed, as aready meane to haue aſſuredly lzoughe 
vs to ruine in che moneth ol March i 5 86, himſelfe alſo with all his Sauages to haue runne + 
wap from vs, and to haue left his ground in the Nand bnlowed: which if hee had done, there had 
This mt bene no poſlibilitie in common reaſon, (but by the immediate hande of God) that wee coulve haue 
making ond bene p2eſerued from ſtaruing out of hande, Foz at that time wee had no weares fog fiſh, neither 
deicarned, couldeour menſkillof the making of them, neither had wee one graine ol Cozue foz ſeede to put 
into the ground. ? | 

In mine abſence ou iny voyage that I had made againſt the Chaoniſts, ano Mangoaks, they 
had raiſed a baute chemlelues , that J and mp company were part ſlaine, and part ſtaruet 
by the Chaoniſts, and Mangoaks. One part ol this tale mas too true, that I and mine were like 
to be ſtatued, but the other kalle. 

Neuertheleſſe vntill my returne it tooke ſuch effect in Pemiſapans meat, end in thoſe againi 
vs, that they grew not onely into contempt ol vs. but allo (contrary to their foxmer reuerend 
nion in ſhew, of the Almightie God ol heauen, znd Jeſus Chzift whom wee ſerue and ; 
whom befoze they would acknowledge and confeſle the only God) now an to blaſpheme, 
and flatly to ſap, that our Lowe God was not God, ſince hee ſuffered vs to much hunger, 
and alſo to be killed ot᷑ the Renapoaks, foz ſo they call by that all name ell the inhabitants of 
the whole maine, of what pouince ſoeuer, Jnſomnuch as olde Enſenore . neither anp of his fel- 
lowes,could fo: his ſake haue no moze credite ſo vs: and it came ſo farre that che king was reſol- 
uedtohaue pjeſently gone away as is afozeſaid, 

But euen in the beginning ol this byuite J returned, which when her ſawe contrary tu bis ex- 
pectation,and the avuertiſement that hee had receiued : that not onely mp ſelfe, andmp company 
were all ſafe, but alſo by repoꝛt of his owne z .Sauages which had bene with mee beſives Man- 
teo in that voyage, that is to ſap, Terepano, his lifters huſband Eracano, and Coſſine, that the 
Chanoiſts and Mangoaks ( whoſe name and multitude beſides their valour is terrible to all the 
reſt ofthe pouinces) durſt not fo2 the moſt part of them abide vs, and that thoſe that did abide vs 
were killed, and that we had taken Menatonon ꝑꝛiſoner, and bought his ſonne that he beit loud 
to Roanoak with mee, jt did not a little all wage all deuiſes againſt vs: on the other ſive, it made 
Enſenores opinions to bee receiuedagaine with greater . j be hadoftenbefoze tolde 
them and then renewed thoſe his fozmer ſpeeches, both to the king and the reit, that wet were 
the ſeruants of God , and that wee were not ſubiect to bee deſtroyed by them: but 
that they amonglt them that ſought our deſtruction, ſhould finve ther Cn" 
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wozke ours, and that we being dead men were able to doe them moze hurt, then now we could do 
veing aliue : an opinion very confidently at this day holden by the wiſeſt amongſt them, and of 
their old men, as allo, chat thcy haue bene in the night, being 100. miles fromanp of vs, in the aire 
ſhot at, and ſtroken by ſome men of ours, that by ſickneſle had died among them: and many of them 
holde opiniou, that we be dead men returned into the woꝛld againe, and that wee doe not remaine 
ige hecken hen oganegrewe in bet ch then the Ringand ul, conching

when hee ſawe the ſmall troupe returned againe, and in that ſozt from thoſe whoſe very names 
were terrible vnto them: But that which made vp the matter on our ſive fox that time was an 
—_— yea 32—— Q ofthe Almightie fo2 the ſauing of 
vs, was this, 

—— certaine dayes after my returne from the ſayd iournep, Menatonon ſent a 
to vilite his ſonne the pꝛiloner with me, and ſent me certaine pearle fo2 a pꝛeſent, oꝛ rather, as Pe- 
miſapan tolde mee, fo? the ranſome of his ſonne, andtherefoze I refuſed them: but thegreateft 
cauſe of his ſending then, was to lignifie vnto mee, that hee had commaunded Okisko Ring of 
Weopomiok, to peelve himſelfe ſexuant, and homager, tothe great Weroanza of England, and 
afcer her to Sir Walter Raleigh: toperfourme which commandement receiued from Menato- 
non, the ſayde Okisko ioyntiy with this Menatonons meſſenger ſent foure and twentie of his 
p2incipalleſt men to Roanoak to Pemiſapan, to ſignifie that they were ready to perfourme the 
ſame, and ſo had ſent thoſe his men to let mee knowe that from that time fozwarve, hee, and his 
ſucceſſours were to acknowledge her Paieſtie their onely Doueraigne , and next vnto her, as &- 
afozeſayd. | 

All which being vonc, and acknowlcvged by them all, in the pꝛeſence of Pemiſapan his father, 
and all his Sauages in counſell then with him, it did foz the time thoꝛowly (es it ermed)change 
him in diſpoſition toward vs: Inſomuch as foozthwith Enſenore wanne this reſolution of him, 
that out of hand he ſhould goe about, and withall, to cauſe his men toſet vp weares fooxthwith fo2 
vs : both which he at that pꝛeſent went in hande withall, and did ſo labour the expevition of it, that 
in the end ol Apꝛil he had ſoweda good quantitie of ground, ſo much as had bene luffictent,to haue 
fedour whole company (Eod bleſſing the grouth) and that by the belly, fo2 a whole pere: beſives 
that he gaue vs acertaine plot of ground fo2 our ſelues coſowe, All which put vs in marueilous 


comfoꝛt, if we could paile from Apꝛill vntill the beginning of July, (which was to haue bene the Che 
beginning of their harueſt,) that then a newe ſupply out of England oz els our owne loze would 3 
well pnoughmaintaine vs: Al our feare was of the two moneths betwixt, in which meane ſpace Jul. 


if the Sauages ſhouldnot helpe vs with Caſſaui, and Chyna, and that our weares ſhould faile vs. 
(as often they did.) we might very well ſtarue, notwithſtanding the growing cone,like the ſtar- 
uinghozſe in th. ſable, wichthe growing graſle,as the pꝛouerbe is: which wee verphardlyhaveſ- 
caped but onely by the hand of God, as it pleaſedhim to try vs, Foz within fewvapes afcer,as be- 
fo2e is ſaide, Enſenore our friend died, who was no ſooner dead, but certaine oł our great ene« 


mies about Pemiſapan, as Oſacan a Weroance, Tanaquiny and Wancheſe moſt piincipally, 


were in hand againe to put their old pꝛactiſes in ve vs, which were readily imbꝛated, and 
all their fozmer deuiſes againſt vs renued, and new bzought in queſtion. But that of ſtaruing 
vs, by their fozbearing to ſow, was bzoken by Enſenore in his life, by hauing made the Ring all at 
ane inſtant to ſow his ground, not one ly in the J land, but alſo at Daſamonquepeio in the maine, 


within two leagues oner againſt vs, Neuertheleſſe there wanted no ſtoje of nous pzactiſes 
mong them, and of all they reſolued pꝛincipally of this following, 
Firſt that Okisko king ol Weopomeiok with the Mandoages ſhould bee mooued, and with Tye 


great quanticie of copper intertained to the number of 7. oz 8, hundꝛeth bowes, to enterpꝛiſe the — te 


matter thus to be ozdered, They of Weopomeiok ſhould be inuitedtoa cercainekindofmoneths 
minde which they doe vſe to ſolemniſe in their Sauage ——— — nec er 
ſhould haue bene foz Enſenore.

The ſame oꝛder was giuen to certaine ofhis fellowes, foz M. Heriots: ſo fo; all the reſt of our 
better ſoxe,allour houſes ac one inſtant being ſet on fire as afoze isſaide,and that as well foxthem 
of the fozt, as fox vs at the cowne, Now to the ende that we might be the fewer in number toge- 
Che lutticien- ther, and ſo bee the mote eaſtly dealt wichall ( fo in deed tenne of vs with our armes pzepared, 
cte.of our were a terrour to ahundyed of the beſt ſozt of them,) they agreed and did immediatly put it in 
gant the Sa- P}actiſe,that they ſhould not fo2 any copper ſell vs any victuals mhatſoeuer: beſides that in the 
N ſhould lende to haue our wearesrobbed, and alſoto cauſe them to bee hoben, and once 

being broken neuer to be repaired a by them. By this meanes the King ſtood aſſured,thac 
Imuſft bee enfozced fo lacke of te there, to diſband mp company into ſundyp places to 
line vpon ſhell fiſh, fo2 ſo the Sanages themſelues doe, going to Hatorask, Croatoan, and other 
Chr Gauages Places, fiſhing and hunting, while their grounds be in ſowing, and their cozne growing: which

Py puryole was co bane relied my ſelfe with Menaronon,anvthe Chaoniſts, who in trueth as 
thep are moꝛe valiant people and in greater number then the reft,ſo are they moze faithfull in their 
p2omiſes,and ſince my late being there had giuen many tokens of earneſt deſire they had to ioyne 
in perfect league with vs, and therefo2c were greatly offended with Pemiſapan and Weopo- 
meiok fox —— — tales of vs.

The ect t begebe ac Rocncak was aypaincenthe 30,0f June: all whichthe 
pꝛemiſes were diſcouered by Skyco, the King Menatonon his ſonne mp pꝛiſoner, who houing 
ttempted to runaway, laid him inthe bylboes, ihꝛeatning to cut off his head, whom Jr** 
at Pemiſapans requeſt : whereupon hee being perſmaded that hee was our enemie to the 
| did not onely feed him with himſelfe, but alſo made him acquainted with all his pꝛactiſes. 

On the other lide, the pong man finding himlelfe as well vſedat my hande, as J had meanesto 
ſhew,and that all mp company made much of him, he flatly diſcouered al vntome,which alſo after 
wards was reueiled vnto me by one of Pemiſapans owne men, that night befoze he was ſlaine. 

Thele miſchiekes being all inſtantly vpon me and my company to be put in erecution, it ſtood 
mee in hand to ſtudy how topzeuent them, ann alſo to ſaue allothers, which were at that time as a 
fozeſaidſo farre from me: whereupon J ſent to Pemiſapan to put ſuſpition out of his head, thac 
IJ meant pꝛeſentiy to go to Croatoan, fo? that I hav hearvofthe ariuall ofour Fleete, (though A 
in trueth had neither hearv noz hoped fo} ſo good aduenture,) and that I meant to tome by him,ts 
bozrow of his men to fiſh koʒ mp company, to hunt fo me at Croatoan, as alſoto buy ſome foure 


dapes pꝛouiſion to ſerue foz my vopage, 
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he lent me wozd that he would himlelfe come ouer to Roanoak , but from vay to day he de · 
ferred, onely to hing the Weopomeioks with him e the Mandoags, whole time appointed was 
| within eight dayes after. It was the laſt of Pay 1586 when all his owne Dauages began to 
4 make their aſſembly at Roanoak , at his commandement ſent abꝛoad vnto them, and A 
* not to tay longer vpon his comming ouer , lince he meant to come with ſo good company, but 

thought good to go and viſit him wich ſuch as J had, which A teſolued to do the next dap : but that 
night I meant by the wap to giue them in the Alland a canuiſado, and at the inſtant to ſeize vpen 
all the canoas about the Jſland, to keepe him from aduertiſements. 

But the towne tooke the alarmebefoze I meant it to them; the occaſion was this, J had lent 
the Palter ol the light hoꝛſeman, witha few with him, to gather vp all the canoas in the ſetting 
ofthe Sun, #to take as many as were going from vs to Daſamonquepeio, but to ſuffer any that 
came from thence,to land. He met with aCanoa going from the ſho? ouerthzewthe Canoa, 
and cut off two Dauages heads: this was not done ſo ſecretly but he was viſcouered from the Che gangyter 
ſhoze ; wherupon the cry aroſe : fozineruerh they, tu to their owne villanous purpoſes againſt and ſurviiſeot 
vs, held as good eſpiall vpon vs, both 
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That it woulde pleaſe him withall to leaue ſome ſufficient Paſters uot ontiy to cary vs into 
England, whea time ſhould be, but alſo to ſearch the coaſt _—_ better harboze w. ik there were 
| any, andeſpecially tohelpe vs to ſome ſmall boats and oare-men, 
Alſo foz a ſupply of calieuers,handweapons,match and lead, tooles, appareli, aun ſuch line 
Ve hauing receiuedthele my requeſts, acco2ding to his vſuall commendable maner of gouecn⸗ 
ment (as it was told me) calling his captaines to counſeil; the reſolution was that J ſhould ſent 
ſuch of my officers ol my comp any as J vſed in ſuch matters, with their notes, to goe abooꝛd with 
him; which were the Paſter ol the victuals, the Keeper ofthe lloze, and the Uicetreaſurer : tc 
whom he appointed lozty with fo2 me The Francis, bting a very pꝛoper barke of 70 tun, and tooke 
pꝛeſent oꝛdet fox byinging of victual aboozd her fo 100 men ſoꝭ foure moneths, with all my other 
demands whatſocuet, to the vttermoſt. 
And further, he appointed fo2 me two pinneſſes, and foure (mall boats: and that which was to 
— — all his foꝛmer liberality towards vs. was that he had gotten the full aſſents oft wo of as 
experimented Paſters as were any in his fleet, by iudgement ol them that knew them, 
with very lufficient gings to tary with me, and to imploy che mſelues moſt earnctly in the action, 
as I ſhouldappoint them, vntiſl the terme which J pꝛom:ſed ol our retutne into England againe. 
The names of one of thoſe Palters was Abraham Kendall, che pther Griffith Herne. % 
While theſe things were in hand, the pjouilion afozeſapd being bꝛought, and in byinging a+ 
boozd, my ſayd Palkers being alſo gone aboozd , my ſayd barks hauing accepted of their charge, 
and mine owne offices, with others in like ſozt of my company with them ( all which was diſpat · 
ched by the ſapdGenerall the 12 ofthe ſapde moneth ) the 13 ofthe ſame there aroſe ſuch an vn» 
woonted fone, and continued foure dayes, that had like to haue dzinen allonſhoze, if the Lo 
had not held his holy hand ouer them, and the Generall very pzouidently fozeſcene the woczſt him: 
telle, then about my diſpatch putting himſelfe abooꝛd: but in the end hauing d2iuen ſundzy ofthe 
fleet to put to Dea the Francis alſo with all mp pꝛouiſions, my two Maſters, and my company as 
boo2d, the was ſeene to be free fromthe ſame, and to putcletre to Sta. 
This ſtoꝛme haning continued from the 13 tothe x 6 ofthe moneth , and thus mp barke put a⸗ 
way as afozeſapd,the Generallcomming aſhoze made a new pꝛoffer vnto me; which was a ſhipof 


170 tunne, called The Barke Bonner, with a ſufficient Paſter and you to tarp with me the time 
to 


appointed, and victualled ſufficiently to tary me and my company into England, with all pꝛouiſi⸗ 
ons as befote : but he tolde me that he would not fo2 a thing vndertake — — in⸗ 
to our harbour, and therefoze he was to leaue her in the road, and to leaue the care of the reſt vnto 
my lelfe , and aduiſed me to conſider with my company of our caſe, and to deliuer pꝛeſently vnto 
him in wziting what J would require him to doe foz vs; which being within his power, he didaſs 
ſure me alwell fox his Captaines as fo} himſelfe,ſhould be moſt willingly perfozmed, 

Þeereupon calling ſuch Captaines and gentlemenof my company as then were at hand, who 
were all as pyiup as mp ſelfe to the Generals offer; their whole requeſt was to me, that conſiders 
ing the caſe that we ſtood in, the weakneſſe of our company,the ſmall number ofthe ſame,the ca» 
rying away of our firlt appointed barke, with thoſe two eſpeciall Paſters, with our principal 
mouiſions in the ſame,by the very hand of God as it ſeemed, ſtretched out to take vs from thence; 
conſidering alſo, that his ſecond offer,though moſt honourable ofhis part,yctof ours not to be ta- 
ken, inſomuch as there was no poſſibilitp foz her with any ſafety to be bzought into the harbour : 
ſeeing furthermoze, our hope fo2 ſupply with Sir Richard Greenuill, ſo vndeubtedly pꝛt miſed 
vs befoze Eaſter, not yet come, neither then likely to come this yeere, conſwering che doings in 
England fo2 Flanders , and alſofo2 America, that therefoze I would reſolue my ſelfe wich my 
company to goe into England in that fleet, and actoꝛdingly to make requeſt tothe Generall in all 
our names, that he would be pleaſed to giue vs p2eſent paſſage with him. Which requeſt of os 
by mp ſelle delinered vnto him, hee molt readily aſſented vnto: and ſo he ſending immediatly his 
pinneſſes vnto our I lland fo2 the fetching away of a few that there were left with our baggege, 
the weather was ſo boiſterous, & the pinneſles ſo often on ground, that the moſt of all we had, with 
all our Cards, Books and wꝛitings were by the Sailers caſt ouerboozd, the greater number of 
the fleet being much agricued with their long and dangerous abode in that miſerable road.

Sweet gummes of diuers kinds, and manp other Apothecary dzugges, ol which we wiilmake 
ſpeciall mention, when we ſhall receiue it fromſuchmen of ſkill in that kinde, that in taking rea · 
lonable paines ſhal diſcouer them moze particularly then we haue done, and then now J can make 
relation of, fo want of the examples J had pꝛouided and gathered, and are now loft, with other 
things by caſualty befoze mentioned,

Agatowr , a kinde of graine ſo called bythe inhabitants: che ſame iu the Welt ine 
dies is called Mayz : Engliſh men call it Guiny-wheat 02 Turky- wheat, actoꝛd⸗ 
ing to the names ol the countreys from wheute the like hath becne bzought, The 
graine is about the bigneſſe of our oꝛdinary Engliſh » and notmuch different 
nn foꝑme and ſhape : but of diuers colours: ſome white, ſome red, ſome yellow, and 
ſome blew, All of them peeld a very white and wett flowne : being vſed actoꝛding to his kinde, 
it maketh a very (ood bzeav, We made of the ſame in thecountrey ſome Pault, whereof was 
b2ewed as good Ale as was to be deſired. So likewiſe by the helpe of Vops, the ro may be made 
as good Beere. Jt is a graine of maruellous great increaſe: ot a thouſand, fifteene hundze,and 
ſome two thouſand folve. There are th2ee ſo2ts,of which two axe tipe in eleuen & twelue weeks 
atthe moſt,Cometimes in tenne, after the time they are ſet, and are then of height in ſtalke about 
fireo2 ſeuen foot. Che other ſoꝛt is ripe in foureteene, and is about tenne foot high, of the ſtalks 
Come beare foure heads, ſome thyte, ſomeone, and ſome two; euery head tonteining fiue ſire, o 
ſeuen htnd2edgrames, within a few moze oz leſle, Df theſe graines, beſides head, the inhabis 
tants make victuall, either by parching them, oz ſeeching them whole vntill they be bzoken : o⸗ 

boſling the flowze with water into a pap, | 

Okindgier, called bp vs Beanes, becauſe in greatneſſe and partly in ſhape they are like to the 
beanes in England,ſauing that they are flatter,of mote divers colours, and (cmepive, The leafe 
alſo ofthe ſtemme is much vifferent, In taſte they are altdgether as good as our Engliſh peaze, 

Wickonzowr called by vs Peaze, in reſpect ot the Beanes, fo? diſtinction ſake, becauſe they 
are much leſſe ,although in fozme they litle differ: but in goodneſle of caſte much like, and are far 
better then our Engliſh peaze, Both the beanes and peaze are ripe inten weeks after they are 
ſet. They make them victuall either by boiling them all to pieces into a bꝛoth, oz boiling them

There is an herbe which in Dutch is called Melden. Some of thoſe that J deſcribe it vnto, 
take it to be a ofD1age 2 it groweth about feure 02 fiue foot high: of the ſeed thereof they 
make a thicke , andpottage of a very good taſte : ofthe ſtalke by burning into aſhes they 
make akinde of ſalt earth many vſe ſometimes to ſeaſon their bzoths : other ſalt

Athought allo good to note this vnto you, that pou which ſhall inhabit, and ptanc there, map 
know how ſpecially that countrep cozne is there to be p2eferred befozeours : beſides, the mani» 
fold wayes in applying it to vittual, the increaſe is ſo much, that ſmall labo2 ę paines is neeoful in 
reſpect of that which muſt be vſed fo2 curs, Foz this I can aſſure pou that accozding to the rate 
we haue made pzoofe of, one man may p2epare and ſomuch ground (having once boꝛne 
cozne befoze) with leſſe then foure and twenty houreslabo'1r,as ſhallyeeldhimviccuai ina large 
pꝛopoꝛtion fo} a tweluemoneth, if he haue nothing els but that which the ſame ground will pecld, 
and of that kinde onely which I haue befoze ſpoken of: the ſayd ground being alſo but of fine and 
twenty pards ſqu:re. And if need require,but that there is ground enough, there might ve raiſey 
out of one and the ſelfeſame ground two yarueſts o2 ofcomes : fo2 thepſow 02 ſet,andmayat any 
time when they thinke good, from the mivſt ol March vntill the end oĩ June: ſothac they alſo ſer 
when they haue eaten of their firſt croppe, Ju ſome places ot the countrey not withſtanving they

Fo; Engliſh cozne aeuertheleile , whether to vſe oz not to vſe it, pou that inhabit may voe as 
vou ſhall haue further cauſe to thinke beſt, Df the growth pou need not to doubt: fo2 Barley, 
Dats, and Peaze, we haue ſeene p2oofe of, not being purpoſely ſawen, but fallen caſually in the 
woodlt ſoꝛt ot ground, and petto ve as faire as ai we haue euer ſeeneheere in England.

Andtheſe are allthe commodicies foꝛ ſuſtenance of life, that J know and can remember, they 
vſetohuſband: all eis that follow, are found growing natutallyo wilde. 


Of Roots. 


Penauk ate a kinde of roots ot round fozme , ſome of the bigneſle of Walnuts, ſome farti 
greater, which are found in moiſt and mariſhgrounds growing many together one by anc- 
ther in ropes,as though they were faſtened with a ſtring, Being boiled oz ſodven, they are very 
good meat, Monardes calleth theſe roots, Beads 02 Pater noſtti of Santa Helena, 
Okeepenaukare alſo of round ſhape, found in dʒy grounds: ſomeare of the bigneſſe of a man 
head, They are to be eaten as they are taken out of the ground:fo2 by reaſon of their d2ineſle ther 
will neither roſt noz ſeethe. Their taſte is not ſo good as of the fozmer roots: notwithſtanding 
fo2 want of b2ead,and ſometimes fox variety the inhabitants vſe to eat them with fiſh oz fleſh and 
in my judgement they do as well as the houſholde bzead made of Rie herein Eogland. 
Kaiſhucpenauk, a white kinde of roots about the bigneſle of hennes egges, and neere of tha 
fozme : their taſte was not ſo good to our ſeeming as ot the other, and therefoze their place and 
maner of growing not ſomuch cared foz by vs: the inhabitants notwithſtanding vſed to boile 


. of rootmuch like onto that which in Englandiscailedche Chinarooryought 
fromthe Eaſt Indies. And we know not any thing tothe contrary but that it map be ofthe ſam 
kinde, Theſe roots grow many together in great cluſters, and do bing foozth a bier ſtalke, bu! 

ſhape farre vnlike : which being ſuppozted by the trees it growethneereſt vnto, will

turne againe, and teach his friends what they ſhould do to auopd that terrible plate of toꝛment. 
The other happened in the lame yeere we were there. but in atowne that was 60,miles from vs, 
and it was told me oz ſtrange newes, that one heing dead. buried, and taken vp againe as the firft, 
ſhewed that although his body had lien dead in the graue, yet his ſoule was aliue , # had trauailed 
farre in a long bzoav wap, on both ſides whereof grew moſt delicate and pleaſanc trees, bearing 
mote rare and excellent fruits. then euer hee had ſcene befo2e,02 was able to expꝛeſſe, and at length 
tame to moſt Naue and faite houſes,neere wh'ch he met his father that han hene dead befoze,who 
gaue him great charge to goe backe againe. and ſhew his friendes what good they were to doe ta 
enioy the pleaſures of chat place, which when he had done he ſhould after come againe.

The vilcaſe alſo was ſo ſtrange, that they neither knewe what it was, noz how ta ture it, the like 
by repozt of the men in the Countrep neuer happened befo2e, tune out of minde, A thing 
ſpecially by vs, as alſo by the naturall inhabitants themſelues, Juſcmuch that when 

ſome of the inhabitants which were our friends, and eſpecially the Wiroans Wingma, had ob · 
ſerued ſuch effects in foure 02 ſiue Townes to followe their wicked pꝛactiſes, they were perſ wa · 
ded that it was the wozke of our God thzoughour meanes, and that we by him nught kill and ſlap 
whom we would without weapons, and not come neerechem, And thereupon when it had haps 
pened that they had vnderſtanding that any of their enemies had abuſed vs in out iouneys, hea = 
ring that we had wzought no reuenge withour weapons, and fearing vpon ſome cauſe the matter 
Gould ſo reſt: did come and intreate vs that we would be a meanes toour God that they as others 
that had dealt ill with vs might in like ſozt die, alleadging how muchit would bee fo2 our credit 
and p2ofite,as allo theirs,and hoping furthermoze that we mould doe ſo much at their requeſts in 
reſpect ofthe friend\ip we pꝛokeſſed them, 

Whoſe entreaties although wee (hewed that they were vngodly, affirming chat our Gov 
would not ſubiett himſelfe to any ſuch pꝛayers and requeſts of men: that indeede all things haue 
bene and were to be done actozding to his good pleaſure as he had oʒdeined: and that we to ewe 
our ſelues his true ſeruants ought rather to make petition foz the contrary, that they with them

Some would likewiſe ſeeme to p2ophecie,thatthere were moze ol our generation pet tocome 
co kill theirs and take their places , as ſome thought the purpoſe was, by that which was already 
done. Thoſe that were immediatiy to come afcer vs thepimaginedto be inthe aire,yct muiſivle 
and without bodies, and that they by our intreatie and fox the loueof vs, did make the people to die 
in that ſoꝛt as they did, by ſhooting inuiũble bullets into them, 

Co confirme this opinion, their Phiſitions ( to excuſe their ignozance in curing the diſeaſe) 
would not be athamed to ſap, but earneſtly make the ſimple people bele cue, that the ſtrings of blood 
that they ſucked out of the ſicke bodies, were the ſtrings where withall the inuiſible bullets wert 
tied and calt, Some alſo thought that wee ſhot them our ſelues out of our pietes, from the place 
where wee dwelt, and killed the people in any Towne that had olfended vs, as wee lifted, ho we 
farre diſtant from vs ſocuer it were. And other ſome ſaid, that it was the ſpetiall wozke of Gov 
foz our ſakes , as we our ſelues haue cauſe in ſome ſozctothinke no leſſe, whatſoeuer ſome doe, oꝛ 
may imagine tothe contrary, ſpecially ſome Altrologers, knowing of the Eclipſe of the Sunre 
which we ſawthe ſame yeere befoze in our voyage thitherward, which vnto them appt ati d very 
terrible. And allo ol a Comet which began to appeare but a ewe dayes befoze the beginning of 
the ſaide ſickneſſe. But to exclude them from being the ſpetiall cauſesof ſoſpeciall an accident, 
there are further reaſons then J thinke lit at this pꝛeſent to be alleavged, Theſe their opinions 
I haue ſet downe the moze at large, that it may appeare unto you that there is goodhope they

Ow J haue (as A hope ) made relation not of ſo few and ſmall things, but that the 
Ceuntrey (of men that are indifferrnt aud well diſpoſed) may bee ſuſticiently led: 
Jf there were no moze knowenthen J haue mentioned which doubclelle and in great 
reaſon is nothing to that whichremaineth to be diſcoucred,ncichcr the ſoyle, noꝛ com- 
modities. As we haue reaiou ſo to gathet by the difference we found in dur tranailes,fo2 althe 
al which I haue befeze ſpoken ok, haue bene diſcoueredand experimented not karre from the Sea 
coaſt, where was onr above and moſt of ourtrauailing : yer ſometimes as we maze our journeys 
further into the maine and Countrep;we found the ſoile tobe fatter,the trees greater and togrow 
thinner,the ground moze acme and deeper mould,moze and larger champions, finer graſſe,and as 
good as euer we ſaw any in England; in ſome places tockie and frre moze hixh and hilly ground, 
moze plentie of their fruices, moze abundance of beaſtes, the moze inhabited with people, and ot 
greater pollicie and larger domimonz, with greater townes and hauſes, 

Aby map wee not then looke fo2 in good hope from the inner parts of moze and greater plen⸗ 
tie, as well ol other things as of thoſe which wee haue already diſcouered% Unto the 
happened the like in diſtouering the matne of the Weſt Indies. The maine alſo of this

The 22 we came to an anker at an Jſlandcalled Santa Cruz, where all the planters were ſet bird wity 
on land, ſtaying there till the 25 of the ſame moneth. At our firik landing on this Alland, ſome of Danaves. = 
our women, and men, by eating aſmall fruit like greene Apples, were fearefullptroubvled wich a to de bird in 
ſudt en burning in their mouthes,and of their congues ſo bigge, that ſome ol them could arne yiaces. 
not ſpeake, Allo a child by ſucking one of thoſe womens bzeaſis, had at that inſtant his mouth ſet 
on ſuch a burning. that it was ſtrange to ſee how the infant was tozmented lo the time: but after 
24 houres,it ware away of it ſelle. | 
Alſothe firlt night ol our being on this Jlland, we tooke fine great Toꝛteſes, ſomeof them of 
ſuch bigaes,chat lixte ene ot our ſtrongeſt men were tired with carping of one ol them but from 
| the ſea ſive to dur cabbins, In this Aland we found no watring place, but a ſkanving ponde, the 
water whereof was ſo euill, that many of our company fell ſicke withdzinking thereof: and as 
many as did but wah their faces with that wattr, in the mozning befoze the Dunne had dꝛawen 
away the coꝛruption, their faces did ſo burue and ell, that their eyes were ſhut vp, and could not 
ſee in fine oz ſixe dayes,02 longer. 

The ſecond day ol our abode there, we ſent foꝛth ſome of our men to ſearch the Alland loz freſh 
water, thꝛee one wap, and two another wap, The Gouernour alſo, with ſire others, went vp to 
the top of an high hill to viewe the Alland, but could perceiue no ſigne of any men, oz beaftes, 
no} any goodnes, but Parots, and trees of Guiacum, backe to our cabbins another 
way, be found in the diſcent ofa hill, certaine potſheards of ſauage making , made of the earth of 
that Alland: whereupon it was judged, that this Jſland was inhabited with Dauages, though 
Fernandohad told vs fo certaine the contrary. The ſame day at night, the reſt of our 
verp late returned to the Gouernour. The one company affirmed, that they had ſeene in a val⸗ 
iep cleuen Sauages,and diuers houſes halfe a mile diſtant fromthe ſteepe , oz toppe of the hill 
where they taped, The other company had found running out of a high rocke a very fep2e ſpzing 
of water,whereof they bxcught thzee bottels to the company: lo befoze that time, wee dzank the 
tiaking water of the pond, p 

The ſame ſecond day at night Captaine Stafford, with the Pinneſſe, departed from our fleete, 
riding at Santa Cruz, to an Jſland,called Beake, lying neere S. Iohn, being ſo directed by Ferdi- 
nando,who aſſured him he ſhould there ſind great plenty ot᷑ ſheepe, The next de at night, cur 
planters let Santa Crux. and came all aboozd, andthe next mozning after, being the 25 of June, 
we weyed anker, and departed from Santa Cruz. 

The ſeuen andtwentieth we came to anker at Cortea, where we found the Pinneſſe riving at 
dur comming. 

The 28 we weyed anker at Cottea, and pꝛeſent ly tame to anker at S.lohns in Mus ketos Bay, 
where we ſpent thꝛee dayts vnpꝛolitably in taking in freſh water, ſpending in the meane time 
moge beere then the quantitie of the water tanie vnto. |

The next dap after, being the third of Julp,we ſaw Hiſpaniola,and bare with thecoalk allehat 
dap, looking ſtili when the pinneſſe ſhould be pzepared to goe fo2 the place where Ferdinando his 
friend Alanſon was: but that dap paſſed, and we ſaw no pzeparation foꝭ landing in Hiſpaniola. 
The 4 of July, ſayling along the coaſt of Hiſpaniola, vntill the next dap at noone, and no pꝛe- 
paration yet ſcene foz the ſaping there, we having knowledge that we were paſt the place where 
Alanſon dwelt, and were come with Iſabella: hereupon Ferdinando was aſked by the Goucrnoz, 
whether he meant to ſpeake with Alanſon, foz the taking in of cattell,eudother things,accopving 
to his pzomiſe,o2 not: but he anſwered that he was now paſt the place, and that Sir Walter Ra- 
je gh told him. the French Amballayoz certified him, that the king of Spaine had ſent foz Alanſon 
into Spaine : wherefoze he thought him dead, and that it was to no purpole to touch there in ay 


place, at this vopagt. |

The lixt of July we came to the Alland Caycos, wherein Ferdinando ſuyd were two ſalt 
pondes, aſſuring vs if they were dꝛie, we might find ſalt to ſhift with, vntill the next ſupply: but it 
— ee yy 7 Antony Baque, Jnthis Alland, whileſt Ferdinando ſolaced him- 

e ahoze, with one of che company, in parc ofthe Alland, others ſpent the latter part of that dap 
in other parts of the Aland, ſome to ſecke the ſalt ponds,ſome fowling, ſome hunting Swans, 
whereof we caught many. The next dap early in the mozning we weyed anker,leauing Caycos, 
with good hope, that the firſt land that we ſawnerc ſhould be Virginia. 
About the 16 of July we fel with the maine of Virginia, which Simon Ferdinandotooke to be 
the Illand of Croatoan, where we came to anker, and rode there two cz thzce dapcs : but 
himlelfe deceiued,he weyed, and bare along the coaſt, where in the night, had not Captaiue Sta 
ford bene moꝛe carefullin looking out, then our Simon Ferdinando, we had bene all taſt away 
vpon the each, called the Cape ol Feare , foz we were come within two cables length vpon it: 
ſuch was the careleſnes, and ignozance ot out Paſter, 
The two and twentieth of July wee arriued ſafe ac Harorask , where our ſhip andpinneſſe 
ankered: the Gouernour went aboozd the pinneſſe, accompanied with foztie of his beſt men, in- 
cending topaſſe vp to Roanoak foozthwith, hoping there co ſinde thoſe ſifteene Engliſimen, 
which Sir Richard Grinuile havleftthcre the peere befoze , with whom hee meant to haue cons 
ference,concerning the ſtatz of heCountrey , and Sauages, meaning after he bad ſa done, to 
returne againetothe flecte,and paſſe along the coaſt, to the Bay of Cheſepiok, where we inten- 
dedto make our ſeate and fozte,acco2ding to thecharge giuen vs among other directions in wil- 
ting, vnder the hande ol Dir Walter Ralegh : but aſſoone as we were put with our pinneſſe from 
the chip. a Gentleman by the meanes ol Ferdinando, who was appointed toreturnefo2 England, 
calledto the lailert in the pinnelle, charging them not co bzing Se pomas backe againe, 
but toleaue them in the Jlland,ercept the Gouernour, # two 02 thzee ſuch as he appjoued,laping 
that the Summer was farre ſpent, wherefoze hee would land allthe planters in no other place. 
Unto this werealltheſaplers,both inthe pinneſſe, and ſhippe, perl wade d by the Maler, where- 
foze it bootednocthe Gouernour to contend with them, but paſſed to Roanoak, andthe ſame 
mght at ſunne · ſet went alandon the Jſland, in the place where our fifteene men were left , vue - 
we fou none of them, no} any ligne that they had bene there, ſauing onely wee found the bones 
ofone of thoſe fifteene,which the Dauages had llaine long bekoze, | 

The chꝛet and twentieth of Julp che Gouernour with diuers ol his company, walked totbe

from them in the mgyte, hoping that the Maſter thereof, whoſe name was EdvdardSpicer, Bdward Spicct, 
fo} that de neuer bad bene m Virginia, would hardly inde the place, 02 els being let in ſo dans

The eight and twentieth, Geo ge Howe, one of dur twelue Aſſiſtants was line by 'diuers 
Dauages, which were come ouer to Roanoak, either of purpoſe to eſpie our company, and 
what munber we wcre,ozelſeco hunt Decre , whereof wite many in the Aland. Theſe Sana« 
| ges being ſceretly hidden among high reedes, where oftentimes they find the Deere alleep, and 
ſo kill them eſpied our man wading inthe water — — —

vs in this our ipurney, you ſhall plainely perceiue by the ſequele of my diſcourſe. There were 
Adele altea cb [hips abſolucely determined to gos ſor tbeſ Wefſ /onber, it the ipe- 
dial charges of M, /oby Mattes of London Marchant. But when they were fully ſotniſhed, and 
in readineſle to male their departure, a general ſtay was commanded of all ſhips thorowout 
England, Which ſo ſoone as I heard, I preſently (as I thought it moſt requiſite )2cquainted 
Sir alter Ralegb there with, deſiring him that as I bad ſundry times afore bene chargeable and 
croubleſome vnto him, for the ſupplics and relieſes of the planters in Virgina: ſo like wiſe, 
that by his endeucur it would pleaſe him at that inſtant to procure licenſe tor thoſe three ſhips 
to proceede on with their determined voyage, that thereby the people in Virginia (if it were 
Gods pleaſure) might ſpeedily be comforted and relieued without further charges'vmto him. 
Whereupon he by his good meanes obtained licenſe of the Queenes Maieſtie, and order to be 
taken, that the owner ofthe 3 ſhips ſhould be bound vnto Sir Walter Ralegh ot his aſſignes, in 
3000 pounds, that thoſe 3 ſhips in confideration of their releaſement ſhould take in, & tranſ 
port aconuenient number of paſſengers ,'with their turnitures and neceſſaries to be landed in 
Virginia, Neuertheleſſe that order was not obſerued, neither was the bond taken according 
to the intention aforeſaid, But rather in contempt of the aforeſaid order, I was by the ownec 
and Commanders of the ſhips denied to haue any paſſengers, or any thing els tranſported in 
any of the ſaid ſhips, ſauing only my ſelſe & my cheſt; no not ſo much as a boy to attend vpõ 
me, although I made great ſure, & earneſtintreatie aſwell to the chiefe Commanders, as to che 
owner of the ſaid ſhips. Which croſſe and vnkind desling. although it very much diſcontented 
me, notwithſtanding the ſcatſity of time vas ſuch, that l could haue noopportunity to go vnto 
Sir alter Ralegh with complaint: for the ſhips being then all in readineſſe to goe tothe Sea, 
would haue bene departed before I could haue made my returne, Thus both Gowernors, Ma- 
ſters, and ſailers, regarding very imally the good of their countreymen in Virgints; determi- 
ned nothing leſſe then to touch ar thoſe places, but wholly diſpoſed themſelues to fecke after 
purchaſe & ſpoiles, ſpending ſo much time therein, that ſommer was ſpenebeforewearrined at 
Virginia. And when we were come thither, the ſeaſon was ſo vnfit, & weather ſo foule;that we 
were conſtrained of force to forſake that coaſt, having not ſeene any of out planters, with loſſe 
of one of out ſhip- boa: es, and 7 of our chiefeſt men: and alſo with ſoſſe of 3 of dur ankets and 
cables, and moſt of our cas kes with freſh water left on ſhore, not poſſible to be had aboord, 
Which euils & vnfortunate euents(as wel to their owne loſſe as to the hinderanceofthe plan- 
ters in Virginia) had notchanced, if the order ſet downe by Sir Walter Ralegh had bene ob. 
ſerued, ore my day'y & continuall petitions for the performance ofthe ſame might haue ta- 
ken any place, Thus may you p/ainely perceiue the ſuccefle of my fiſt & laſt voa ge to Nima, 
which was no lefſe vnfortunately ended then frowardlybegun,and as luckleſſe io many, as ſi- 
niſter to my ſelte, But I would to God it had bene as proſperous to all, as noyſome tothe plan- 
ters: & as ioyfull to me, as diſcomſortable to then. Yer ſeeing it is not my — 
Iremaine contented. And wanting my wiſhes, I leaue off from proſecuting that wHhereunto l 
would to God my wealth were anſwerable to my will, Thus committing the reliefe of my dil. 
comfortable company the planters in Virginia, to the merciful help of 4. Almighty,whom 1 
moſt humbly beſeech to helpe & comfort them, according to his moſt holy will & cheir good 
defire,] cake my leaue: from my houſe at Newtowne ir. Kylmore the 4 of February, 1553. 
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chꝛinened in Roanoak, and called Lomthereot, and ol Daſanonguepeuk, inreward of his faith 
fullſeruices.

This was areymingy primed, For woe bats pu of us the en th Aomrals ba 
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we ſounded all the way and found from our ſhippe vntill we came within a mile of the ſhoze nine, 
eight, and ſeuen fadome : but befoze we were halle wap betweene our ſhips andthe ſhoꝛe we ſaw 
another great ſmoke to the Southweſt of Kindrikers mountes: we therefoze thought good to 
| goe to that ſecond ſmoke firſt : but it was much further from the harbour where we landed, then 
© Chepland. Weluppoledit to be, ſo that we were very loze tired befoze wee came co the ſmoke, But that 
which grieued vs moze was that when we came to the ſmoke, we found no man no? ſigne that 
any had bene there lately, no2 yet any freſh water in all this wap to dzinke. Being thus weariey 
with this iourney we returned to the harbour where we left our boates , who in our abſence hay 
bzought their caſke a ſhoze for freſh water, ſo we deferred our going to Roanoak vntill the next 
mozuing , and cauſed ſome of thoſe ſaplers to digge in thoſe ſandie hillesfo2 freſh water wheres 
reſh water of we ny of Ag mew That night wee returned aboozd with our boates and our whole 
company in 5 | 
oy The next mozning being the 17 of Auguſt, our boates and company were pzepared againe to 
goe vp to Roanoak , but Captaine Spicer had then ſent his boat aſhoze fo2 frely water,bymeancs 
whereof it was ten ofthe clocke afuzenoone befoze we put from our ſhips which were then come 
to an anker within two miles of the ſhoze, The Admirals boat was halfe way toward the ſhoze, 
when Captaine Spicer put off from his ſhip, The Admirals boat firſt paſſed the bzeach , but not 
without ſome danger of ſinking, foz we had a ſea bzake into our boat which filled vs halfe full ot 
water, but by the will of God and carefull ſtyꝛage of Captaine Cooke we came ſafe aſhoze,ſauing 
onely that our furniture, victuals, match and powder wert much wet and ſpopled. Foz at this 
time the winde blue at No2cheaſt and direct into the harbour ſo great a gale , that the Sea bzake 
extremely on the barre , and the tide went very fo2cibly at the entrance. By that cimc our Adis 
rals boate was halled aſhoze, and moſt of our things taken out to dzp, Captaine Spicer teme to 
the entrance of the beach with his maſt ſtanding vp, and was halte paſſed ouer , but by the raſh 
and vndiſcreet ſtyꝛage of Ralph Skinner his Paſters mate, a very dangerous Dea hake into 
their boate and ouerſet them quite, the men kept the boat ſcme in it, and ſome hanging on it, but 
the next ſea ſet the boat on ground, where it beat ſo, that ſome of them were fozced to let goe their 
bold, hoping to wave alho2e,but che Dea ſtill beat them dewne, ſo that they could neither ſtandnoz 
ſwimme, and the boat twiſe oz thziſe was turned the keele vpward;whereon Captaine Spicer ary 
Captainei- Skinner hung vntill they ſunke, # were ſcene no mode. But foure that couldſwimme alitle kept 
cerdzovned. themlelues in deeper water and wcreſaued by Captain Cookes meancs, who ſo ſoone as he ſay 
their ouerſetting, ſtripped himſelle, and koure other that could\wimme very well,q wich all halle 
pollible rowed vnto them, & ſaued foure, They were a 11 in all, 7 of the chiefeſt were owner, 
whoſe names were Edward Spicer, Ralph Skinner, Edward Kelley, Thomas Beuis, Hance the 
Edward Kelborne, Robert Coleman. This miſchance did ſo much diſcomfozt the ſay⸗ 
lers, chat they were all ofone mind not to goe any further to ſeeke the planters, But in the end by 
the commandement e perſwaſion of me and Captaine Cooke, they pzepared the boates: and ſee- 
ing the Captaine and me ſo reſolute, they ſeemed much moze willing. Dur boates and all things 
againe, we put off from Hatorask , being the number of 19perſons'in both boates: but be- 
foze we could get tothe place, where our planters wereleft , it was ſo exceeding darke, that we 
ouerſhot the place a quarter of a mile: there we eſpied towards the Nozthendofche Jland light 
of a great fire thozow the woods, to the which we pteſently rowep:when wee came right ouer as 
gainſt it, we let fall our Grapnel neere the ſhoze,q ſounded with a trumpet a Call, ę afterwardes 
many familiar Engliſh tunes of Songs, and called to them friendly: but we had no anſwere, we 
therefoze landed at day-bzeake,and coming to the fire,we found the graſſe ; ſundzy rotten trees 


burning about the From hence we went thozow the woods to that part of the Jland direct» 
ly ouer againſt Daſamo t from thence we returned by the water ſide, round about the 
Nozthpoint ofthe Jland,vntull we came to the place where A left our Colony inthe peere 1586: 


In allthis way we law in the ſand the pzint ofthe Daluages fert of 2 02 3 ſozts troaden i night, 
and as we entred vp the ſandy banke vpon a tree, in the very bzowe thereof were curiouſly carued 
theſe faire Romane letters C R O: which lettcrs preſently we knew coſigmifie the place, where 
Jhould fiad the planters ſeatev,accopding to a ſecret token agreed vpon betweene them & me at 
my laſt departure frb them, which was, that in any wapes they ſhould not faile to w2ite 02 carue en 
the trees oz poſts of the doꝛes the name of the place where they ſhould be ſeated; fo2 at mp tõming 
away they were pzepared to remoue from Roanoak 5o miles into the maine, Therefoze at mp 
departurefromthemin An. x 587 J willed them, that if they (ould happen to be diſtreſſed in anp 
of thoſe places, that then they ſhould carue ouer the letters 02 name,a Croſſe »þ« in this fozme,but 
- we found no ſuch ligne of diltreſle. And hauing well conlideredof this, we paſſed toward the place 
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where they were left in ſundzy houles, but we found che houſes taken downe, andthe place very 
ſtrongly encloſed with a high paliſadoof great trees, with coztynes and flankers very Fozt-like, 
and one of the chiefe trees oꝛ poſtes at the right ſide of the entrance had the barke taken off, and 
. foote from the ground in fay2e Capitall letters mas grauen CROA TOA N without any 
croſſe 02 ſigne of diſtreſſe; this done, we encredintothepaliſado, where we found many barres of 
Iron, two pigges of Lead,fourc y2on fowlers, Jron ſacker-ſhotte, and ſuch like heauie things, 
thꝛowen here and there, almoſt ouergrowen with graſſe and weedes, Fromthence wee went 
along by the water ſide, towards the poynt ol the Crecke to ſee if we could find any ol their botes 
02 Pinniſſe, but we could perceiue no ſigne of them, noz any of the laſt F alkons and ſmail Oꝛdi⸗ 
nance which were left with them, at my departure kromthem. At our returne fromthe Creeke, 
ſome of our Daplers meeting vs, tolde vs that they had found where diuers cheſts had bene hid⸗ 
den, and long ſithence digged vp againe and bꝛoken vy, and much of the goods in them ſpoyled 
and ſcattered about, but nothing left, ol ſuch things as the Sauages kunt w any ve of, vndefaced. 
Pꝛeſently Captaine Cooke and J went to the place, which was in the ende of an olde trench, 
made two peeres paſt by Captaine Amadas : wheere wee found fine Cheſts, that had bene care⸗ 
fully hidden of the Planters, and of the ſame cheſts three were my owne, and about the place mas 
ny of mp things ſpopled and bzoken, and my bookes tozne from the couers, the frames of ſome of 
mp pictures and Pappes rotten and ſpopled with rapne, and my armour almoſt eaten thzough 
wichrul; this could bee no other but the deede of the Sauages our enemies at Daſamongwe- 
peuk, who had watched the departure ofour men to Croatoan; and aſſoone as they were departed, 
digged vp euery place where they ſuſpected any thing to be buried: but although it much grie: 
ued me to ſee ſuchſpople of my goods, pet on the other live J greatly ioyed that Jhad ſafelyfouny 
a cercaine token of their ſafe being at Croatoan, which is the place where Manteo was bozne, 
and the Sauages of the Jlandour friends, - 

hen we had ſcene in this place ſo much as we could, we returned to our Boates, and depars 
ted from the ſhoare towards our Shippes, with as much ſpeede as wer could: Fc) the weather 
veganne toouercaſt, and very likely chat a foule and ſtozmie night would enſue. Therefozc the 
ſame Eucning with much danger and labour, we got our ſelues aboard, by which time the winde 
and ſeas were ſo greatly riſen, that wee doubtevour Cables and Anchozs would ſcarcely holde 
vntiil Doing; wherekoze the Capcaine cauſed the Boate to he manned with fiue luſty men, who 
could wimme all well, and ſent them to the little Aland on the right hand of the Harbour, to 
bying aboard ſire of our men, who had filled our caſke with freſh water: the Boate the ſame night 
returned aboard with our men, but all our Caſke ready filled they leftbehinde , vnpoſſible to bee 
had aboard REPO. 13s cages 147 Boates; fo this night pzooued very 

mie and . 

The next Pozning it was agreed bythe Captaine and my ſelfe , with the aller and others, 
to wey anchoz , and goe fox the place at Croatoan, where ourplanters were: fo2 that then the 
winde was good fo2 that place, and alſo to leaue that Caſke with freſh water on ſhoarc in the Js 
land vntill our recurne. So then they bzoughtche table to the Cayſton, hut when the ancho was 
almoſt apecke, the Cable bzoke, by meanes whereof we loſt another Anchoz, wherewith we dzoue 
ſo faſt into the ſhoare, that wee were fozcedtolec fall a third Anchoꝛ; which came ſo faſt home 
that the Shippe was almoſt aground by Kenricks mounts: ſo that wee were fozced to let 
lippe the Cable ende foz ende. And if it had not chanced that wee had fallen into achanell of 
deeper water, cloſer by the ſhoare then wee accompeedof, wee could neuer haue gone cleare of 
the poynt that lyeth to the Southwardes of Keoricks mounts, Being thus cleare of ſome 
daagers, and gotten into veeper waters, but not without ſome loſſe; fo2 wee han but one Cable 
an? Anchoz left vs of foure,andthe weather grew to be fouler andfouler; our victuals ſcarſe, any 
our caſke and freſh water loſt 7 it was therefozevetermined that we ſhould goe fon Saint Iohn oz 
ſome other Jlaudco the Southward foz freſh water. And it was further purpoſed, that if wee 
could any wayes ſupply our wants of victuals and other neceſſaries, either at Hiſpaniola , Sant 
Iobn, oz Trynidad, that then wee ſhould continue in the Indies all the inter following , with 
yope to make 2, rich voyages of one, and at our returne to viſit our countrymen at Virginia. The 
caytatae and the who'e company in the Admirall ( with my earneſt petitians) thereunto agreed, 
lo thet it reſted onely to knowe what the Paſter of the Moone· light our conſozt would dot 
herein. But when we demanded them if thep would vs in that new determination, 
they alledgedthattheir weake and leake Shippe was not able tu continue it; wherefozeche ſame 
night we parted, lcauing the Moone-light to goe directly foz England, and the Admirall ſet his 
TO IAA ann WR Gr.

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On the 28.the winde changed, and it was ſette on foule weather tuery way: but this fozme 
hought the winde Teſt and Nozthweſt, and blewe ſofozcibly, that wee were able to bears 
no laple, but our foze-courſe halle maſt high,wherewith wee ranne vpon the winde perfozce, che 
due courſe foz England, foz that wee were dzpuen to change our firſt detecmination fo Tryni- 
dad, and ſtoode foz the Jlanos of Acores , where wee purpoled to take in freſh water, and alſc 
there hoped to meete with ſome Englich men of warre about thoſe Jlands , at whoſe hands wer 
might obtaine ſome ſupply of our wants. And thus continuing our courſe foz the Acores, ſome: 
times with talmes, and ſometimes with very ſcarce windes, on che fifteenthof September the 
winde came South Southeaſt; and blew ſo exceedingly, that wee were fozced to lye atry all that 
day, At this time bp account we judged our ſelues to be about twentie leagucs to the cſt of 
Cueruo and Flores, but about night the ſtoꝛme ceaſed, and fapze weather enſued. 

On Thurſday the ſeuenteenth wee ſaw Cueruo and Flores, but we could not come to anker 
chat night, by reaſon the winde ſhifted. T he next Poꝛning being the eighteenth, ſtanding in a: 
gaine with Cueruo, we eſcrped a ſayle ahead vs, to whom we gaue chaſe : but when wie come 
necre him, we knew him to be a Spanpard, and hoped to make ſure purchaſe of t im; but we vn⸗ 
derſtood at our ſpeaking u ich him, that he was a pꝛtze, and of the Domingo flette already taken 
bp the John our conſozt, in the Indies, Cle learned alſo ot᷑ thie pzize , that our A iccadmirail and 
Pinniſſe had fought with the reſt ofthe Domingo fleete , and hadfozced them with their Ari i⸗ 
tall to flee vnto lamaica vnder the Foꝛt fo; ſucrour , and ſome of them ran ther:ſt(ues agrc und 
whereofone of them they bzought away, and tooke out of ſome others ſo n uch as che t me would 
permit. And further wee vnderſtocdoſ them, that in their returne from Iamaica about the Or- 
ganes neere Cape Saint Anthony, our Ciceadmirall mette with two Shippcs of the mayne 
land, come from Mexico, bound fo Hauana, with whom he fought; in which fight our Uicead⸗ 
mirals Licutenant was ſlaine, and the Captaincs right arme ſtrooken off, with ke ure other of hie 
men llaine, aud ſixtecne hurt. But in the ende he entred , and tooke one of the Spaniſd ſhippes, 
which was lo loze ſhot by vs vnder water, that befoze they could take out her treaſure, the ſunke; 
ſo that weloſt thirteene Pipes of ſiluer which ſunke wich her, beſives much other rich marchan- 
dize, And in the meane time the other Spaniſh ſhippe being pearced wich nine ſhotte vnder wa: 
ter, cot away; vhm our Aiceadmirall intended to purſue: but ſome of their men in the toppe 
made certaine rockes, which they ſaw aboue water neere the ſhoare to be Gallies of Hauan any 
Cartagena, comming from Hauana to reſcue the two Ships; c Abereloꝛe they gaue ouer their 

chaſe,and went foz England, After this intelligente was giuenvsbythis our pꝛtze, he departey 
from vs, and went foz England. | | 

On Saturday the 19. ol September we tame to an Ancre neere a ſmall village on the Nozth 
ſide of Flores, where we found ryding 5. Engliſh men ol warre, of whom wee vnderſtoed that our 
Uiccadmiralland Pꝛiʒe were gone thence fo2 England, One oftheſe fiue was the Moonelighc 
our conſo2t,who vpon the firſt ſight of our comming into Flores, ſet ſaple and went fo England, 
not taking any leaue of vs, 

On Sunday the 20,the Mary Roſe, Admirall of the Queenes fleete , wherein was Generall 
Sir Iohn Hawkins, oon in with Flotes, and biutrs other of the Queencs ſhips, namely the Hope, 
the Nonpareilia, the Rainebow,the Swift-ſure, the Foreſight, withmany other good merchants 
ſhips of warre,as the Edward Bonauenture, the Marchant Royal, the Amitie, the Eagle, the 
Dainty of fir lohn Hawkins, and many other good ſhips and pinniſſes, all attending tomeete with 
the king of Spaines fleete, comming from Terra firma ot the Weſt Indies. 

Thc 22. ol September we went aboardthe Raynebo w, and towards night we ſpake with the 

Swift ſure, and gaue him z. pieces. The captaines deſired our company; wherefoze we 
attendedon them: who at this time with 10. other ſhips ſtood fo Faial. But the Generall 
the — Fleete were ſeparated from vs, making two fleet es ſoʒ the ſurer meeting with the

very well pzoutded & furniſhed foz $,moneths : And ſayling Meſtwards — 
with afaite Eaſterly winde, in 25. dayes we ran 500. leagues, and the 20. of Febjuarte we were 
nine helpe and — — — goodneſle of — — 
our Accompanied 
with the good happe of her foztunate name, we were deliuered, and wich a pzoſperous winde fol 
lowed ou courſe Meſt and by Noꝛth. And in other 25. dayes we made aboue 400. leagues moze, 
where we diſcouered anew land, ueuer befoze ſcene ofany man either ancient oz moderne, and ghep tie 
At the firlight it ſeemed ſomewhat low, but being within a quarter of a league ofit, we percet- und. 
"ed by the great fires that we ſaw bythe Dea coalk, that it was inhabited: and ſaw chat the lande

length being in deſpaire to linde any Pozt, wee 


people which 
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looke backe, beholding vs with greatavmiration ; but afterwards being animated and aſſurey 
with ſignes that we made them, ſome of them came hard to the Sea ſide, ſeeming toreicpce very 
much at the ſight of vs, and maruetling greatly at our apparel, ſhape and whitenclle,ſhewedvs by 
ſundꝛy ſignes where we might moſt commodicully come aland withour Boat, offering vs alio of 
their victuals to cate. Now wil bꝛie fly declare to pour Maieſtie theit life and maners, as farre 
as we could haue notice thereot᷑: Theſe people goe altogether naked, except only that they couer 
heir pꝛiuie parts with cercaine ſkins of bealis like vnco Martetus, which they faſten vnto a nar 
row girdle made of grafle very artificially wzought,, hanged about wih taylcs of diuers other 
beaſtes:, which round about thc ir badics hang dangling downe to their knees. Some of them 
weatt garlands of byꝛdes feath:zrs. The people arc of colour ruſſet, and not much vilike che 
Saracens: their hapꝛe blacke,thicke and not very long, which they tpe together in a knot behind 
and weate it like alule taile. They arc well featureVinchciriimbes, ofmeaycCtatitre,eny con 
moaly ſcmewhat bigger then we: bꝛoad beaſted, drong armed the ir legs and other parts ok their 
bodies well fachioned, and they are diſfigured in nething, ſauing that chey haue ſome what btade 
viſages,am" pet not ali of then: fo2 we ſaw manpofrhem wel fauouted hauing blacke and great 
eyes, with acyezicfull and leady locke, not ſtroug ol vody, yet ſharpe witted, nymble and excce- 
ding great rur ners, as farre as we could lrarne by experience, and in thoſe two laſt qualities they 
are lite to the people of the Caſt partes of the woꝛld, and e ſpeciaiſ tu them ot the vecermoſt parts 
of China. Te :ouid not learne of this people their mmer ol liuing,no2 their particular cute ms, 
byreaſonofthe ſhozt abode we made on the ſhoꝛe, our cempanp being but ſmail, and our thiprys 
ding karre of in the Sea, And not farre from theſe wee found another people, whoſeluing wee 
thiake to be like vnto theirs; (as hereafter I w:ldeclarevntoyour Maieſlie) ſhe w ing af this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent the ſtiuation and nature ofthe fozeſayd land. The ſhaate is allctueted with ſinailſand, and 
ſo aſtendeth vpwards fo? the ſpaceof 15. foote, riſing infoꝛme of litle hils about 50, paces bzoad, 
And lapling fozwards, we found cercatne ſmall Rivers and armes of the Sea, that fall downe by 
certaine creekes,wailing the ſhoare on both ſide s as the coaft lyeih. And beyond this we ſaw the 
open Countrey riſing height aboue the ſantie ſhoare with many fairefields andylaines, full of 
mightie great woods,ſcme very thicke,and ſome — 4 with diucxs ſozts of trees. as 
pleaſant and delectable to behold, as is poſſible to imagine. And pour aieſiy ina not thinke that 
theſe art like dhe woods ol Hercynia 02 the wilde delerts of Tartary, the coaſts 
full of fruitleſſe trees: But they are full ol Palme trees, Bay trees, aud high C 8, and 
many other ſoꝛtes oł trees vnknowen in Europe, whichpeclomoſtſweerefancursfarrefrom the 
ſpoare, the pꝛopertie whercof we could not learne fo2 the cauſe afoʒeſaid, and not ſoʒ au difficulty 
10 paſle thzough the woods, ſceing ihey are not ſo thinke but that a man mayyaſle though them, 
Neither doe we thinke that they parcaking ofthe Eaſt-wozld round about them, ogether 
voyd of dzugs oz ſpicery,and other riches of golde, ſeeing the colour of the 
it. And the land is full of many beaſtes,as Stags, Deere and ares, ann like miſe ot Lakes ann 
Peolesof freſh water, with great plentie ol Fowles,'couttentent fe2 all kinde of niaaſant game, 
an This land is in latitude 3 4. degrtes, wich good and wholeſome avze,teniperate,betlucenchot 
77 = * colve,novehemeut windes doe blowe in thoſe Regions, and thoſe that dozcommonlyxeignein 
thoſe toaſts, are the Nozthweſt aud Weſt windes in the ſummer ſeaſon, (inthe beginning where 
| of we were there) the ſute cleere and faire with very litle raine: and iat any time theaprabe clou- 
die and miſt ie with the Southerne winde, immediatly it is dilſolued aud waxeth eltete and fay2e 
againe. The Sea is calme, not boyſterous, the waues gentle: and although all the ſhane be ſomes 
what ſholde and wit hout harbozough, yet is it not dangerous to the ſaylers, being freefromracks 
and deepe, ſo that within 4.02 5. foote of the ſhoꝛe, there is 20. foote deepe of water withous ebbe oꝛ 
flood, the depth Qill increaſing in ſuch vnifozme pꝛopoꝛtion. There is very good tyding at Ses: 
fox any ſhip being haken in a tempel, can neuer periſhthcre by breaking ol her which we 
haue pꝛoued by experience. F 02 in the beginning of March (as it is vſuall in allt being in 
the Sca oppꝛeſled with Noztherne windes, and ryding there, wee found our anchozbzoken beſohe 
The coaſt tren · tbe earth fapled 02 mooued at all, We departed fromthis place,ſtilrunning along rhe coa@;which 
detd to the we found to trend toward the Eaſt;# we (aw euery where very great fires,bp reaſon of the multi 
— orgy tude of the inhabitants. TUhile we rode on that coaſt, partly becauſe it had noharbozough, and foz 
tud*. that we wanted water, we ſentour boat aſhoare with 25. men: where byreaſonof great and con 
tinuall waues that beat againſt the ſhoare,bciug an open Coaſt, witheut ſuccour, none of our men 
could poſſiblp goe aſhoare without locling our boatt. Tee ſaw there many people which come 
- Exmrteous  vntotheſhoaregnaking diuers ſignes of friendſhip,and ſhewing that they werc concent we ſpc r 
decpie tome aland,aud by trial we found thenito be very courteous and gentle, as pour Mair lie —.—

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verſtand by the ſucceſſe. To the intent we might ſend them ol our things, which the Indians com» 
monly deſire and eſteeme,as ſhcetesof paper,glaſles,bels, and ſuch like triſles; we ſent ayoung 
man one of our Mariners aſhoare, who ſwimming towards them, xbeing within 3,02 4. patcus of 
the ſhoꝛe, not truſting them,calt the things vpon the ſhoare: but ſceking afcerwardstoreturne,he 
was with ſuch violence ofthe waues beaten vpon the (hoze,that he was ſo bzuiſed that he lay there 
almoſt dead: which che Indians perceiuing, ranne to catchhim, and dzawing him our, they caried 
him a litle wap off from the ſea, The yong man perceiuing they caried him, being at the firſk diC- 
maied, began then greatly co feare, and cried out pitcoully : likewiſe did the Indians which did ac* 
company him, going about to cheere him and to giue him courage, and then ſetting him on the 
ground at the foote of a litle hil againſt the ſunne,they began co behold him with great admiration, 
marueiling at the whiceneſle of his fleſh : And putting off his clothes, they made him warme at a 
great fire, not without our great feare which remapned in the boate , that they would haue roſted 
him at that fire, and haue eaten hun. The young man hauing recouered his ſtrength, and hauing 
ſtayed a while with them, ſhewed them by lignes that he was deſirdus to returne to the ſhip: and 
chey with great loue clapping him faſt about with many imbzacings, accompanying himvnto the 
ſea, and to put him in moze aſſurance, leauing him alone, went vnto a high ground and ſtood there, 
beholding him vntill he was entred into the boate, This pong man oblerued, as we did alſo, that 
theſe are of colour inclining to Blacke as the other were, with their fleſh very ſhining , ol meane 
ſtature, handſome viſage,and delicate limmes, and of very litle ſtrength, but ot pzompt wit: far · 
ther we obſerued not. 

Departing from hence, following the ſhoꝛe which trended ſomewhat toward the Nozth,in 50. Eber — 5% 
leagues ſpace we came to another land whichſhewed much moze faire and lul ol woods, being be · cps. * 
ry great, where we rode at anker: andthat we might haue ſome knowledge thereof, wee ſent 20. 
men aland, which entred into the countrey about a. leagues, and they found that the people were 
fledto the woods foz feare, They ſaw onely one olde woman with a young maide of 18,02 20, 
yeeres olde,whichſceing our company, hid themſelues in the graſle oz feare: the olve woman cas 
ried two Jnfantsonher ſhoulders, and behind her necke a child of . peeres olde. The young wo⸗ 
man was laden likewiſe with as many: but when our men came vatothem, the women cried out: 
the olde woman made ſignes that the men were fledde vnto the woods, Alſoone as they ſaw vs to 


auiet them and to winne their fauour,our men gaue them ſuch victuals as they had with them, to 


eate,which the old woman receiued thankfully: but che yong woman diſdained them all, e thzew 
themviſvainfully on the ground, They tooke a child from the olde woman to bꝛing into France, 

and going about to take the yong woman which was very beautiful and ot tall ſtature, they could 

not poſſivlp,fo2 the great outcries that ſhe made, bꝛing her to the ſea: and eſpecially hauing great 

woods to palle thozow.and being farre from the (hip, we purpoſed to leaue her behind, bearing a- 
way the child onely, Te found choſe folkes to be moze white then thoſe that we formd befo2e,be- 

ingclad with certaine leaues that hang on boughs of trees, which they ſewe together with th2evs 

of wilde hempe: their heads were truſled vp after the ſame maner as the fozmer were: their ozdi- Wilde hemye. 
nary foove is of pulſe, whereof they haue great ſtoze, differing in colour and taſte from ours; of 

good and pleaſant caſte, Bozeouer they liue by fiſhing and fowling, which they take with ginnes, 

and bowes made of hard wood, the arrowes of Canes, being headed with the bones of fiſh, e other 

beaſts, The bcaſts in theſe parts are much wilder then in our Europe, by reaſonchey are continu · 

ally chaſed and hunted. We ſawmany of their boats made of one tree 20,foote long, and 4. foote 

load, mbich are notmade with yꝛon oz ſtone, oz any other kind of metall ( becauſe that in all this 

countrey fox the ſpace of 200. leagues which we ranne, we neuer ſaw one ſtone of any ſoꝛt:) they They ran «- 
helpe themlelues with lire, burning ſo much ol the tree as is ſufficient ton the hollownelle of the 20 ide coal 
boat; the like they dor in making the ſterne e the koꝛepart. vncill it be fit co ſaile vponthe ſea. The Tden make 
land is in and faireneſſe like the other: it hath woods like the other, thinne and — 
full ot diuers ſozts of trees: but not ſo werte, becauſe the country is moze Noztherly and colde. fr. 

Ae ſam in this Countrey many Uines gro wing naturally, which growing vp, tooke holde wines e 
ofthe trees as they doe in Lombardie, which if by huſbandmen they were d2eſled in good o2ver, — 
without all doubt they would peeld excellent wines: foz hauingoftentimes ſeene the fruic there» ** © 
of dzyed, which was e nd pleaſant, and not differing from ours, wee thinke that they doe 
eſterme the lame , betauſe thatineuery place wherethepgrowe, they take away the vnder bzan- 
ches growing round about, that the fruit thereof map ripen the better. 

We found alſo roſes, violets, lilies, and many ſo2es of herbes , and ſweete and ovoziferous 
flowers vilferent frum durs. We knewe not their dwellings, becauſe they wert farre vp in the 
land, and we iudge by many ſignes that we law that 3 W 
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e doe beleeue alſo by many coniectures and ſignes, chat many of them liecping in the ficlds, 
haue no other couert then the open (ky. Further knowledge haue we not of them: we thinke that 
all the reſt whoſe countreys we paſſed, liue all after one maner, auing made our aboade th ee 
dapes in this country, and ryding on the coaſt foz want of harbozoughs, we concluded to dcpare 
from thente trending along the ſhoze betweene the Noꝛth end the Eat, ſaplingonely in the day.

when they had receiued, they looked on them with laughing, and came without feare aboard our 
— 5 — — edn comer and ſhape as is poſſible to des 


clare: the eldeſt was about 40,yecresof age,theſccond was a pong man of 20,yceresolde, Their 
apparell was on this maner: the elder had vpon his naked body a Harts ſkin wzought artificially 
with diuers bzancheslikedamaſke : his head was bare with the hapze'tyed vp behind withdiuers 
knots: about his necke he had a large chiine,garniſhed with diners ſtones of lundzy colours : the 
yong man was almoſt apparelled after ; ſame maner. This is the gvodlieſt people, ofthe fairelt 
conditions that we haut found in this cur voyage. They exceed vs in bignes: they are ol the colour 
of malle, ſome of theminclinemoze to whiteneſle : others are of pellow colour, of comely viſage, 
with long and blacke haite, which they are very careful to ttim and decke vp: they are blacke and 
quicke eyed, andot᷑ ſweere and pleaſant tountenance, imitating much the old faſhion, I white not 
to your Maieſtie of the other parts of their body, hauing alſuch pzopoztion as apperteineth to any 
handſome man, The women are of the like confoꝛmitie and beautie: very handlome and well fa 
uourcd,of pleaſant countenance,and comely tobehold: they are as wel manered and continent as 
any women, and of goodeducativn : thepare all naked ſaue theirpzup partes, which they couer 
with a Decres (kta bzanched oz embzodered as the men vſe : there are alſoofthem which weare 
on their armes very rich ſkinnes of Luzernes : they adozne their heads with diuersoznaments 
made of their owne haire,whichhang downe befoze on both ſives their hneſtes: others vſe other 
kinde of dyelſingthemſelues like vnto the women ol Egypt and Syria, theſe are of the elder ſo2t: 
and when they ate maried , they weare diners toyes, accopding tothe vſage of the people of the 
Eaſt,aſwellmen as women, 

Among whom we ſaw many plates of wꝛought copper, which they eſteeme moze then golde, 
which fox the colour they make no account of,foz that among all other it is counted the baſeſt: they 
make moſt accountof Azure and Red. The things that they eſteeme moſt of all thoſe which we 
gaue them, were bels,chailtal of Azure colour and other toyes to hang at their eares 02 about their 
necke, They did not delire cloth of lilke 02 of golve , much leſle of any other ſozt , * 
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they koꝛ things made of ſteele aud yꝛon, which wer often ſhewed them in our armour which they 
made no wonder at, and in beholding them they onely aſked the arte of making them: the like 
they did at our glaſſes, which when they behe ld, they ſuddenly laught and gaue them vs againe, 
They are very liberall, fo) they giue that which they haue: wee became great fricuds with tbele, 
and one day we en:red into the Hauen with our ſhip, whercas befoze we rode a league off at Sea 
by traſon ol the contrary weather. They came in great companies of their ſmall boats vnto the 
ſhip with their faces all bt painted with diuers colours, he wing vs that it was a ſigne of top,byiu- 

ing vs of their victuals, they made lignes vnto vs where we might lafeſt ride in the Hauen fo} 
1 of our ſhip keeping ſtill our company: and after we were come to an anker, wee be⸗ 
ſtowed 15 dapes in pꝛouiding our ſelues many neceſſary things, whither cuery day the people ro 
p aired to ſee our ſhip bzinging their wiues with them, whereof they were very icius : and tbey 
themſelues entring abopd the ſhip & taping there a good ſpace,cauſcd their wincs to ſtay in their 
boats, and fo? all the intreatie we could make,offring to giue them diucrs things, we cculd ucucr 
obtaine that they would ſuffer them to come abozd our ſhip, And cftcntimesoneofthe two kings 
comming with his queene,andmany gentlemen foz their pleaſure to ſec vs, the all ſtayed on the 
ſhoze 200 paces from vs, ſending a ſmall boat to giue vs intelligence of their comming, ſaying

and in caſting our meats, ę ſo courceoullytaking his leaue dt patted. Andſometimes our men ſtay- 
ing 2 02 3 daict on a litle Aland neerethe ſhip foz diuers neceſſaries (as it is the vſcof ſeamen)he 
returned with 702 8 ol his gentlemen toſee what we did g aſked of vs oftentimes if we meant to 
make any long abode there,offring vs of their pꝛouiſion: then the king dzawing bis bow and run» 
ning vp and down with hisgentlemen,made much lpoꝛt togratifie our men: we wereoftentimes 


within the land 5 02 6 leagues, which we found as pleaſant as is poſlible to declare, very ept foꝛ chen pieatatit

tea ol pzon,chey head them with flint, with iaſper ſtone &hard marble g other ſharp ſtones which 
they vſe in ſtead of pzon to cut crees,# to make their boates of one whole piece of wood, making it 
hollow with great and wonderful art, wherein 10. oz 12. men may ſit commodiouſly : their cares

And trending afterwards to the 
wass Noꝛth, we found another land high full of thicke woods · che trees whereof were firres, cipzeſſes 
gs and ſuch like as are wont to grow in cold Countreys. The peopleviffer much fromthe other, and 
pie begineo be locke how much che foꝛmer ſeemed to be courteous and gentle: ſo much were theſe full of rude: 
noze ſauage. neſſe and ill maners,and ſo barbarous that by no ſignes that euer we could make, we could haue 
any kind of traffike withthem. They cloth themſelues with Beares ſkinnes and Luzernes and 
Scales and other beaſts ſkinnes. Their food, as karte as we — 2 olten vnto 
their dwellings, we ſuppoſe to be by hunting g ſiſhing. and ol t fruits, which are a kind of 
rootswhichthe earth peeldeth ol her own accozd, Chey haue no graine, neither ſaw we any kind oz 
ſigne of tillage, neither is the land, foz the barrenneſle thereof, apt to beare fruit o ſeed, It at any 
time we deſired by exchange to haue any of their cõmodities they vſed to come to the ſea ſhoꝛe dy⸗ 
on certaine craggy rocks, and we ſtanding in our boats, they let downe with a rope what it pleaſed 
them to giue vs, crying continually that we ſhould not appꝛoch to the land, demanding immediat- ⸗ 
ly the erchange, taking nothing but knines fiſhookes,and tooles to cut withall, neyther did they 
make any accountof our courceſie, And when we had nothing left to with them, when 
we departed from them, the people ſhewed all ſignes of diſcourteſie and were poſlible 
fo2 any creature to inuent. Me were in diſpight ol them 2 o 3 leagues within the land, being 
in nimnber 25 armed men ol vs: And when we went on ſhoze they ſhot at vs with their bowes 
making great outcries,and afterwards fled into the woods. e found not in this land any thing 
notable,ozof impoxtance,ſaning very great woods and certaine hilles,they map haue ſome mine» 
Bladesot Tall matter in them, betauſe wee ſaw many ol them haue beadſtonesofCopper at their 
copper. eares, Ne departed from thence keeping our courſe Noꝛtheaſt along the coaſt, we found 
moze pleaſant champion and without woods, with high mountaines within the land continuing 
32 pleaſanx Directp along the coaſtfox the ſpace offfifeie leagues,we viſcouered z 2 Jſlanys lying al neere the 
Adnan land, be ing ſmall andpleaſant to the view, high and hauing many tutnings and windings be⸗ 
26% eweene them, making manyfaire harbozoughs and chane ls as they doe inthe gulfe of Venice in 
Sclauonia,andDalmacis,we had no knowledge oꝛ acquaintante with the people: we ſuppoſe they 
are ofthe ſame maners and nature as the others at, Sapling Nozthealt foz the ſpace of 150. 
leagues we appꝛoched to the land that in times paſt was diſcouered by the Britons, which is in 
fiftie degrees, Dauing now ſpent all our pꝛouiſion and victuals, andhauing diſcouered about 700 
leagues andmoze ofnew Countreys, and being furniſhed with water and wood, we concluded to 
returne into France. 

Touching the religion of this people, which wee haue lound, ſoꝛ want of their 1 wee 
could not vnderſtand neither by ſignes no2 geſture that they had any religion 02 lawe it all, oz that 
they did acknowledge any firſt cauſe oꝛ moouer, neither that they wozſhip the heauen oz ffars the 
Dunne 02 Boone 02 other planets, and much lefle whither they be idolaters, neither could wee 
learne whither that they vſed any kind of ſacrilices oʒ other adozattons , neither in their villages 
baue they any Temples oꝛ houſes ofp2aper, de ſuppoſe that they baue no religion at all, and 
that they liue at their ownelibertie, And that all this pzoceedeth ofignozance, fo that they are 
verp eaſie tobe perſwadey : and all ehat they ſee vs Chyiltians doe in our diuine ſeruice, they did 
the ſame with the like imitation as they ſaw vs to doe it |

OD and bring from thenceſuch things as are there to be found, and are in greateſt eſti- 
Of. onandinmoſtrequeſtin our Countreys. The ſecond cauſe hath bene the multicude 
: Wy iv too fruicefullin generation, which being no longer able to dwell in their native 
2 <3,have ened vpon their neighbours limites, and ofiencimes paſſing further have pear- 
cucnynto the vttermoſt regions. After his ſort the North climate, a friirfull fathet 


of 
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of ſomany nations hath oftentimes ſent foorth this way and that way his valiant people, and 
by this meane hath peopled infinite Countreys :ſo that moſt of the nations of Eure drawe 
their originall from iheſe parts. Contratiwiſe the more Southerne regions, becauſe they bee 
too barren by reaſon of their inſupportable heate which raigneth in them, neede not any ſuch 
ſending forth oftheir inhabitants, and haue bene oftentimes conſtrained toreceiue other peo- 
ple morcoften by force of armes then willingly. All Africte, Spaine, and italie can alſo teſtiſie 
the ſame,which neuer ſo abounded with people that they had neede to ſend them abroad to 
inhabite elſe where: as on the contrary Scythia, Norway, Gotland, and France haue done. The 
poſtetity of which nations temaineth yer not only in 7taly, Spaine & Africbe, but alſo in fruitful 
and faire . Neuertheleſſe I find that the Romans procceding further, or rather adding vn- 
to theſe two chiefe cauſes aforeſaid, (as being moſt curious to plant not onely their enſignes 
and victoties . but alſo theit lawes,cuſtomes,& religion in thoſe prouinc es which they had con- 
quered by force of atmes) haue oftentimes by the decree ot their ſoueraigne Senate ſent forth 
inhabitants, which they called Colonies thinking by this way to make their name immortal) 
euen to the yafurniſhing of iheit own Countcey of the forces which ſhould haue pteſerued the 

ſame in het perfection: a thing which hindred them much more, then aduanced them to the 
poſſeſſion ofthe vniuerſal monarchy,whereunto their intention did aſpire. For it came to paſſe 
chat their Colonies here and there being miſerably ſacked by ſtrange people did vtterly ruine 
and ouerthrow theit Empire. The brinks of the tiuer of bene are yet red, thoſe of Dannbins 
arc no leſſe bloody, and our France became fat with their blood which they loſt. Theſe ate the 
effects and rewards ot al ſuch as being pricked forward with this Romane and tyrannical am- 
bicion will goe about thus to ſubdue ſtrange people: effects, I ſay, contrary to the proſit which 
thoſe ſhall rectiue, which onely are aſſecuoned to the common beneſite, that is to ſay, to the 
genetall policie of all men, and endeuour io vnite them one with another alwell by trafficke 
when foxce of and ciuill conuerſations, as alio by military vertues, and force ofarmes, when as the Sauages 
1 ve ill not yeeld vnto theit endeuouts ſomuch tending vnto their profit. | 
For this cauſe princes haue ſent forth out of their Dominions certaine men of good actiui- 
ty, to — ſtrange Countreys, there to make their proſite to bring the Countrey 
to ciuiliie, and ifit might be, to reduce the inhabitants to the true knowledge of our God : an 
end ſo much more commendable, as it is farre from all tyrannicall and cruell gouernement: and 
ſo they haue alwayes thrived in their entetpriſes, and by little and little gained the heartes of 
them which they haue conquered or wonne vnto them by any meanes, Hereof wee may ga- 
ther that ſometimes it is good, yea very expedient to ſend forth men to diſcouer the pleature 
Twoconditi- and commoditie of ſtrange Countreys: But ſo,that the Countrey out of which theſe com 
Ce teſts mies are to paſſe remaine not weakned, nor deprived of ker forces: And againe in ſuch ſort that 
of Countreps the company ſent forth be of ſo iuſt & ſufficient number, that it may not be defeited by ſiran- 
newlp dilcous* gers, which cuery foote endeuout nothing elle bur to ſurpriſe the ſame vpon the ſudden. As 
Nota. within theſe few daies paſt the French haue proued to my great griefe, being able by no means 
poſſible to withſtand the ——— thatthe elements,men, and all the faucurs which 
oy hoped for ofa faichfull and Chriſtian alliance fought againtt vs: which thing — 
pole to diſcouer in this preſent hiſtotie with ſo euideut trueih hat the kings Maieſty my ſoue- 
faigne prince ſhall in part be ſatisfied ofthe diligence x hich I haue vſed in his ſervice, and 
mine aduerſaries ſhall find themſelues ſo diſcouered in their falſe reports, that they ſhall haue 
no place of refuge. But before l begin, l will briefely ſer dow ne the fituztion and deſcriprion 
ofthe land whereunto we haue failed and where we haue inhabited from the yeere 156. vn- 
to ſixty fiue, to the ende that thoſe things may the more eaſily be borne away, which I meane 
to deſcribe inthis diſcourſe.

Againe, the meaning of Ottigni was not to make warte vp⸗ 
on them of Thimogoa, butrather to make thcm friendes, and to make them thenceloꝛth toliue 
in peace one with another if it wert pollible, hoping by this meane to diſcouer dayly lome new 
thing, g eſpecially the cerfaine courle of the River. Fopthispurpoſe he cauſed the barkeco re- 
tire, wherein were the two Judians his guides, and went with his men towarvethe Canoas 
which were on the Riucrs ſive. Being come vnto them, he put certainetrifles into them, ann 
then retireda good way from them, which thing cauled the Indians which were fled away to 
returne to their boats, and to vnderſtand by this ſigne, that thole of our Barke were none of 
their cnemies, but rather comeonely to craifique with them. CUherefoze being thus aſlured 
of vs, thep called co aut men tocomeneere vnto chem: which they din incuntinently and ſet 
foote on lande, and ſpake freely vnto them, with diners cert monies ouer long to recount, In 
the ende Ottigni demaunded of them by ſigncs if thep had any Golde o iluer among them.

ſary foz the voyage: I made him anſwere, that fo2 his amitie A would not purchaſe the enmitie 
of the other, and that albeit J would, yet notwithCauving J wanted meanes to doe it, Fo2 it be · 
houedmee at E pooh atone en hn.

On the other lide, that my were nothing ready, an enterpꝛiſe would require

Afeer that I was aduertiſed of theſe things, J ſent a Souldier vnto Satourious, pzaping him 
to ſende mee two of his pꝛiſoners: which hee denied mee, ſaying that hee was nothing behol- 
bim at mp arriuall, Thich when J vnderſtoode by mp Souldier, which was come backe with 
(peeve, A deuiled howe J might be truenged of this Manage, and to make him know how deare ·

Thus things paſſed on this maner, and the hacred of Paracoully Saroutiouaagaiaſt mer bi 
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gill continue, vntil that on the nine and twentieth of Auguſt a lightning from heauen fell within u wonderful 
halfe a league of our Foxx, moze wozthy A beletue to be wondered at, and to bee putin wyiting, 29:0 886d 
then al the ſtrange lignes which haue bene ſeene in times paſt, and whereof the hiltozies haue ne- 
uer witten. Foz although the medowes were at that ſeaſon all greene, and halfe couered o- 
uer with water, neuertheleſſe the lightning in one inſtant conſiuned aboue fiue hundjed acres 
therewith , and burned with the ardent heate thereof all the foules which tooke their paſtime in 
the medowes, which thing continued fo2 thee dayes ſpace , whichcauſe vs not a little comuſe, 
not being able to iudge whereof this fire pzoceeded: foz one while wee thoughtthat the Indians 
hav burnt their houſes , aud abandoned their places foz feare of vs: another while wee thought 
that they had diſcouered ſome ſbippes in the Sea, and that accozving to theix cuſtome they had 
kinoled many fires here and there, to ſignifie that their Countrey was inhabited: neucrtheleſſe 
being not aſſured, J determined to lende to P aracouſſy Serranay to knowe the trueth thereof, Ring semi. 
But euen as I was vpon the point to ſende one by boate to diicouer the matter, ſire Indians 
came vnto mee from Paracouſſy Allimacany , which at their firſt entrie made vntomce a long —— 
viſcourſe, and a very large and ample ozation (after they had p2eſented mee with certaine bal 
kers full of Patz, of Pompions and of Grapes) ol the louing amitie which, Allmacany deſired 
to continue with mee, and that hee looked from day to day when it would pleaſe mee to employ 
him in my leruice, Cherefoze conſidering the ſeruiceable affection that hee bare vnto mee, hee | 
found it very ſtrange, that J thus diſcharged mine Dvinance againſt his dwelling, whichhad The Sanoges 
burnt vp an infinite ſight of greene medowes, and conſumed tuen downe vnto the bottome of to be 
the water, and came ſo neere vnto his manſion, that hee thought hee ſawe the fire in his houſe: — ——— 
wherefoze hee beſougbt mee molt humbly to commaund mp men that they would not ſhoote any m. 
moe towards his lodging, otherwiſe that hereafterhe ſhould be conſtrained to abandon his coun- 
trep,and to retire ht into ſome place further offfrom vs, 
vnderſtood the fooliſh opinion of this man, which notwithſtanding coulde not chooſe 

but bee very p2ofitable fox vs, I diſſembled what J thought thereof foz that time, and anſwe 
red the Indians with a cheerefull countenance, that the relation which they made vnto mee of 
the obedience of their Paracouſly did pleaſe mee right well, becauſe that before hee had not be · 
haued hanſelle in ſuch ſoze towards mee, eſpecially when J ſummoned him to len: e mee the pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners of great Olata Ouac Vtina which he detained, whereofnotwithſtanding he mant no great 
accompt, which was the pꝛincipall cauſe wherefoze J had diſcharged mine Dzdirance againſt 
him: not that J meant to reach vnto his houſe ( as I might haue done eaſily, /if it hadpleaſcdme) 
but that I was content to ſhoote the halfe way to make him knowe mp fozce : aſſuring him fur» Laudonnicre v-

The Indians contentcd wich mine anſwere returned to aſſure their Paracouſſy. which not⸗ 
withſtanding the aſlurance withdzewe himlelfe from his dwelling twentie oz fiue and twentie 
leagues off, and that fo2 the (pace of moze then tuo moneths. After that thzeedapes were expired, 
the fire wasquiteextinguiſhed, But koz two dayes after there followed ſuch anexceſſiue beate in gage. rn 
the aire,thatthe Riuer neere vnto which we planted our habitation, became ſo hoat, that I thinke 
it was almoſt readptoſeeth, Fo2 there died ſo great abundance offiſh, and that ol ſo many divers 
ſoꝛts, that in the mouth of the Riuer ontly there were founde dead pnough to haue loaden fiftie Fim care 
Cares, whereof there iſſued a putrefattion in the aire, which bzed many dangerous diſeaſes u.

and on che Font, yea, and fozce mee alſo, if J woulve not conſent vnto their 
Lieutenant being hereof aduertiſed, — ara args 
the next day in the moming J was ſaluted at my gate with men in — 
mp Douldiers were about to play mee a ſhhewde tricke: then J ſent toſecke acoupleofGentle- 
men whom J moſt truſted, which brought mee woꝛd that the Soulviers were determined to 
come to me to make a tequeſt vnto me: But I tolde them that this was not the faſhion to pꝛeſent 
a tequeſt vnto a Captaine iu this maner , and therefoze they ſhould ſend ſome few buto me to ſig · 
nifie vnto mee what they would haue. Hereupon the fiue chiefe authoursofthe ſevition armed

the Illes ol Lucaya: bp reaſon whereofchep mette not vntill ſixe weeks after their departure, 
During which tane the barke that tooke her wap along the coaſt , wherein one of the chiefe cons 
ſpiracours named De Orange was Captaine, and Trenchanc his Pilot, ncere vnto a place Calleui, byead 
Archaha, tookea Byigantine laden with a certaine quantity of Caſſaui, which is a kinde of made atroocs. 
bzead made of roots, and pet neuertheleſſe is very white, and good to eat. and ſome little TUline, 

which was not without ſome loſle of their men: foz in one aſſault that the inhabitantsof Archaha 

made vpon them, two of their men were taken, to wit, Steuen Gondeau, and one named Grand 

Pre, beſides two moze that were ſlaine in the place, namely Nicolas Matter and Doublet: pet 
neuertheleſle they tooke the Bzigantine , wherein they put all their ſtufte that was in their owne 

Barke, becauſe ic was of greater burthen and berter of ſaile then theirowne, Afterward they 

ſailed right vnto the Cape of Santa Maria nete to Leauguaue, where they went on land io calke 

and bay their ſhip which had a great leake, In this mcane while they reſolued to ſaile to Bara- Baracou a bg. 
cou, which is a village ofthe Ile of Iamaica : where at their arriuall they found a Carauel of if lage in the JA 
tyo thzeeſcoze tunaes burden, which they tooke without any body in it: and after they had _ 
made good cheere in the village che ſpace ol line op ſire dayes, they embarked themſelueginit, 

leauing their ſecond ſhip: then they returned to the Cape of Tiburon, where they met with aÞa: — 


tach, which they tooke by fozce after a long conflict. In this Patach the gouernour of lamaica 


was taken, with great ſtode of riches, al well ol golde and ſiluer as of merchandiſe and wine, and Tl gouernas 
manp other things; whert with our ſeditious companions not content, determined to ſeeke noze 
in theit carauell, and their gouernour of lamaica alſo, After they were come to lamaica, thep 
miſſed of another carauel which did ſaue it elfe in the hauen. The gouernour being fine and ſub» 
tile, ſeeing himſelfe bzought vnto the place which he vcſircd and where he commanded, obtained 
ſo much by his faire wozds , that they which had taken him let him put two little bopes which 
were taken with him into a little cocke boat, and ſend themto his wite into the village, tu aduers 
tile her that ſhe ſhould make p2ou:ſion of victuals ta ſend vnto him.

the Judges: but they played not this pzanke vntill they had tippled well of the TUline which re · 
—— >a tze. counrerfeited the Judge, another pꝛeſented my perſon: one other 
after he had heard the matter pleaded, concluded thus : Pake you pour canſes as good as it pleas 
ſeth you, but if when pon come to the lot Caroline the Caytaine cauſe you not to be hanged, J 
will neuer take him to an honeſt man: others thought that my choler being paſſed, J would eaſi⸗ 
ly foꝛget this matter. Their ſaile was no ſdoner deſcriedvponour coaſt, hut the king of the place 
King Paticz. named Patica, dwellingeight leagues diſtant from our fozt , and being one ol our good friends, 
ſent an Jridian to aduertiſe me that he had deſcried a ſhippe vpon the coaſt, and that he thought it 
was ont at out nation, Hercupon the bꝛigantine oppzelſed with famine, came to an anker at the 
** mouth ok the riuer of May, when at the firſt bluſh we thought they had beene ſhippes come frem 
—5— France; which vs occaſion of great ioy: but after I had cauſed her to be better viewed, J 
ua was aduerciſed they were our ſeditious companions that were returned, Therefoze I ſent 
them wozd by Captaine Vaſſeur and my Sergeant that they ſhould bring vp their bꝛigantine be · 
fore thefoztreſle : which they pꝛomiſer to doe, 32owthere was not abone two leagues diſtance 
' fromthe meuth of the riuer where they calf anker-vnto the koꝛtreſſe. The next day J ſent the 
ſame Captaine and Sergeant withthirty ſouldiers, becauſe J ſaw they much delayed their com» 
ming. Then they bꝛought them: and bet auſe certaine ol them havCwozneat their departure, that 
they would neuer come againe within the fozt , J was well pleaſed they ſhould keepe their oth, 
Foz this purpoſe I waited fo2 them at the rivers mouth, where J made my barks to be built, and 
commanded my Sergeant to bzing the foure chiefe auchours of the mutiny on ſhoze; whom J 
cauſed immediacy to be put infetters : fo2mp me was not to puniſh the reſt, conſidering 
that they were ſuboꝛned, and becauſe my tountell e aſſembled fo2 this purpoſe had contlu⸗ 
ded that theſe foure only ſhould die, to ſerue fo2 an example to the reſt, In the ſame place J made 
anD1ation vnto themin this maner. 
M. friends, you know the cauſe why our king ſent vs vnto this eountrey; you know that 
he is out naturall Prince, whom we are bound to obey according to the cõmandement 
of God, in ſuch ſort, that we ought neither to ſpare out goods nor lives to do thoſe things that 
concerne his ſeruice : ye know, or at leaſt you cannot be ignorant, chat beſides this general and 
naturall obligation, you haue this alſo ioyned thereunto, that in receiuing of him reaſonable 
pay and wages, you are bound to follow thoſe whom he hath eſtabliſhed ouer youto be your 
ours, and to command you in his name, hauing for this purpoſe given him an oth of 
delitie, whichyou cannot by any meanesreuoke for any faire apparance which you haue to 
doe the contrary : forthis is reaſon, that ſeeing you liue vpon his charges on this condition, 
(this is reaſon ] ſay) that you ſhould be faithfull vnto him. Notwithſtanding you haue had 
more regard vnto your vnbtidled affections then vnto vertue, which inuited youto the obſer- 
me ous oth,in ſuch ſort that being = contemners of all honeſty, you have paſſed 


your bonds, and thought that all things were lawfull for you. Whereupon it is fallen out, hat 
while you thought to eſcape the iuſtice of men, you could not auoid the iud nt of God, 
which as a thing by no meanes to beauoided hath led you, and in ſpight of you hath made 
you to arriue in this place, to make you conſeſſe how true his iudgementꝭ are, and that he ne- 
uer ſuffereth ſo foule a fault to eſcape vnpuniſhed. | | 
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8 that in a certaine village he had a pit full thercof, which was as the leaſt as hig as a man, and as 

der. large as atunne : all which wealth the Dpanyards fully perſwaded themſeluts that they could 

cauſe me to recouer , if I were able to march thither with an hundzed ſhot , beſides that which J 

might get of the common people of the countrey , which had alſo great doe thereof, They fur- 

ther alſo aduertiſed me, that the women going to dance, did weare about their girdles plates of 

Plates of gold golde as b20ad as aſawcer, and in ſuch number, that the weight did hinder them to tance at their 

dug. 52 caſe; and that the men ware the like alſo. The greateſt part of theſe riches was had, as they 

ſapd,out of the Spaniſh thippes,which commonly were calt away in this traight ; andthe reſt by 

the traffique which this king of Calos had with the other kings of the counttty: Finally, that 

he was had in great reuerence cfhis ſubiects; and that hee made them beletue that his ſc2ceries 

and charmes were the cauſcs that made the earth bzing foozth ber fruit: and that hee might the 

eaſier perſwade them chat it was ſo, he retired himſelfe once 02 twiſeapcerctoa tertaine houſe, 

accompanied with two 02 thzee of his moſt familiar friends, where hee vſed certaine inchant⸗ 

ments; and if any man intrudeꝰ hunſelſe to goe toſee what they did in this place, the kingimme» 

diatly cauſed him to be put to deatq. Pozeouer, they tolde me, that cuerp peere in the time ofhare 

panpards yet this Sauoge king ſacrificed one man, which was kept exp2eſly foz this purpoſe, and taken 

out of the yumber ofthe Spanyards which by tempeſt were caſt away vpon that coaſt, Ont of 

theſe twa declared vato me, that hee had ſeruedhim a long time fo2 a meſſenger ; and that often 

tunes by his communvcmcut he had viſited a king named Oathcaqua, diſtant from Calos foure 

02 fine dayes tourney, which alwayes remained bis faithfull friend: but that in the mid way there 

was an J ſland ſituate in a great lakeof freſh water, named Sarrope , about fiue leagues in bige 

neſſe,avound:ng with many lozts of femes. ſpecially in Dates, which growe onthe Palme trees, 

of Dates, Wixreof they make a woonderfull traffique; pet nut ſo great as of a kinde of root , whereof they

— they fiſh in this lake , they haue alwapes a company of matchmen, armed with bowes and at · 
— 4 —— Dur men being hereof avucrtiſed by thoſe ofthe company, durſt not 
paſſe any further,foz feare of falling intoſome ambuſh : wherefoze they returned towards Vina, 
which ſuddenly lent them backe with a greater company to ſurpꝛiſe the fiſhers, befoze they might 
retire and aduertiſe their king Potanou of the comming of his enemies, Which they could not 
erecute ſo politikelp,but that two ofthemeſcaped; the third alſo did the beſt he could to ſaue him- 
ſelfe by lwimming, in which meane while he was taped with ſhot of arrowes,andthey dzew him 
ſtarkevead vnto the banks ſide , where our Judiansflaped offthe ſkinne of his head, cut off both 

bis armes in the high way, reſcruing his haire fo the triumph , which their king hoped to make 
fot the defeat of his enemy. Vtina fearing leaſt Potanou aduertiſev by the fiſhers which were

plyed vnto me, that ſeeing the time was paſt of our ſuccour from France i that we were reſoluey 
to abanyon the Countrie, that there was no danger to conſtraine the Sauages to furnich vs wich 
victuals: which foz the preſent J would not grant vnto them, but pzomiſed them p that J 
would ſend to aduertiſe the Judians that they ſhould bziug me victuals fo2 exchange of 
diſe and apparcll : which they allo did fo2 the ſpace of certaine daies, during which they bought

Note. mong vs all the moneth of Map: foz in this latter ſeaſon, neither Paiz noz Beanes, no Palt 
was to be fouud inthe villages , becauſe they had employed all foz to ſowe their fields , inſomuch 
8 chat we were conſtrayned to eate toutes, which the moſt part of our men punned in the mozters 
which J had bꝛought with me to beate gunnepowoder in, and the graine which came to vs from o · 
Eſaumt . het places: ſome tooke the wood of Eſquine, beate it, and made meale thercof, which they boy. 
led with water, and eate it: others went with their harquebuſies toſceke to kill ſome foule, Pea 
this miſerie was ſo great, that one was found that gathered vp among the filth of my houſe, all 
the liſh bones that he could finde, which he dzxied and beate incopowder to make bzead thereof, 
The effects of this hideous famine appeared incontinently among vs, oz our bones eftſoones 
veganne tocleaue ſo neere vnto the ſuiune, that the moſt part of the ſouldiers had their ſkinnes 
petrced theo with them in many partes of their bodies: in ſuch ſozt that my greateſt feare was, 
leaſt the Indians would riſe vp againſt vs, conſidering that it would haue bene very hard fog vs 
to haue defended our ſelues in ſuch ertreme decay of all our fozces, beſides the ſcaxſitie of all vice 
tuals, which fapled vs all at once, Foꝝ the very riuer had not ſuch plentie of ſiſh as it was mont, 
aud it ſeemed that the land and water didfight againſt vs, Now as we were thus vpon termes of 
New cone by diſpayꝛe, about the end of the moneth of May, and the beginning of June, I was aduertiſey 
by certaine Jndians that were my neighbours, that in the high Countrey vp aboue the riuer, 
there was new ai. and that that countrep was moſt fozward of all. This cauſed me to take 
vpon me to ga thither with a certaine number ot my men, and J went vp the riuer to a place cal- 
Chevillageof led Enecaque: where I met the ſiſtex ot Vtina in a village where ſhe made vs very good cheere 
Enccaque- and ſent vs lich TUe found that which was tolde vs to be true: fox the maiz was now ripe : but 
by this good lucke one (2ewde turne happened vnto me. Fo? the moſt part of my ſouldiersfell 
ſicke with eating mote of it then their weakened ſtomackes could digeſt, Ie had alſo becne the 
ſpace of foure dayes ſince we departed from our Foyt, without eating any thing,ſauing little pi⸗ 
nockes , anda little fiſh, which we got of che fithers which wee met ſometimes along the riger. 
ores dr b And pet this was ſo little that certaine ſouldierseate pziuly little whelpes which were newly 
cheries. Whelped, The next dap I purpoſed to go into y Ile of Edelanoto take the king which had cauſed 
sone of my men to be ſlaine, as I haue mentioned befoze: but being aduertiſed of my departing out 
of my Fozt. and of the way which J tooke vp the riuer, he feared that J went foozth with a pur⸗ 
pole to be reuenged ot the tuill curne which he playcd : ſo that when J came thither, J found the 
houſes empcie , fox he was retp2cd a little befoze with all his people: & J could not by any meanes 
keepe my ſoulviers, being angry becauſe they had loſt oue of their companions, from ſetting the 
village on fire, At mp departure from thence J paſſed backe againe by Enecaque , where Jga- 
thered as much maizas I could poſſibly ; which with great diligence J conueied to our Foꝛt to 
ſuccoue mp pooze men, which J hadlekt in great . They thereſoꝑe ſeeing me a farre off 
comming, ranneto that ſive of the riuer where they thought J would tome on land: foz hunger 
ſo pinched them to the heart, that they could not ſtay vntill the victuals were bzought chem to the 
Foꝛt. And that they well ſhew:d aſſoone as J was come, and that I had diſtributed that little 
matz among them, which J had giuen to ech man, befoze I came out of the barke : foz they eate 
it before they had taken it aut of the huſke, But ſecing mp ſelle in this extreme neede , I tooke 
— 306 ule Bmmgny. — wana 
carven, and that way, it happened 3of my Carpenters were two ſonnes 

ters kitten fo mola, and by one whole naine was Cafti, as they went on walking to the village called Athote. 
moms. The cauſe of this murver was, becauſe they could not refraine thfſelues as they walkedchzough 
village - the fields from gathering a little maiz, which as they were doing, they were taken in the maner: 
wherof I was preſently aduertiſed by an Indian which a little befoze had bzoughe me a preſent frb 
Nia Cab Nia Cubacani Queene of a village, and neighbour to our Font. Upon receipt of this aduertile- 
zam. ment, J ſent my Sergeant with a number of ſouldiers which foundnothing elle but the 2 dead 
corpſes, which they buried and returned without doing any other erploic, becauſe the inhabitants 
were flev away. fearing they ſhould be puniſhed to ſuch a foule fact. As theſe things thus paſſed, 
E that by this time we had almoſt dziuenout the monethof ay, two ſubiecesof king Vina came 
vnto me with an Hermaphzovice, which ſdewer mee that by this time the maiz was ripe in the 
greateft part of their quarters. Wihereupon Vtina ſigniſied vnto me that in caſe I would carrie 
htm home to hishouſe,he would take ſuch good ozdcr that J ſhould haue plentie of maiz e beanes?

which temained altue, - This done mp Lieutenant haſted co gaine ground in ſuch (o2t as J haut 
3 cond Sas already lan. After hehad marched about foure hundꝭt d paces,he was charged alre i with a ure 
ages troope of Dauages which were in number about 300, which aſſspledhim befoze, while the tel of 
the kommer let vpon him behind. This ſecond aſſault was ſovaliantlp ſuſtayned, that I may iuſtiy 
ſay that Monſieur de Ottigny ſo well diſcharged his dutie, as was poſſible fo2 a good Ceptaine 
to doe. ud ſo ir ſtood ihem vpon : fox he had to deale with ſuch kind uf men, as knewe well bom 
to light ann to obey their head which conducted them, and which knewe ſo well to behaue them 
ſelues in this conflict, as if Ottigny had not preuenced their pꝛactiſe, he had beene in danger te 
Che baue bene defeated, Theiemmner in this fight was, that when to hundzed had ſhoe, they tetyꝛer 
Tas maner of chermlelues and gaue place tu the reftthat were behind, and all che while had theivope and foot fo 
quicke and readie, that aſſoont as ener they ſaw the harquebute laide tothe checke ſo ſoone were 
they on the ground, andeftſoone vp to anſwert with them bowes and to flie their wan i by chsnee 
Ach: ther perttiuen we ment about to take them: fo2 there is nothing that thep feate ſo much. becauſe 
bear- of our t woꝛos and daggers.

A man map well thinke what viligence we vſed,in reſpect of the 
great deſire we had to deparc, whcreiu we continued ſo well, that the liftt euch day of Auguſt the ungut r;, 
biſcuit,the greateſt part of our water, & all the ſouldiers ſtuffe was bzought aboozd'; ſo that from 

chat day fozward wee did nothing but ſap fo2 good windes to dziue vs into France: which had

poꝛts were made. bet auſe I would not beare with any thing which was againſt the duety ol my 
charge, and the Rings ſeruice. Mozeouer, that in ſuchenterpꝛiſes it is neceſſary fox a Gouernour 
to make himſelfe knowen and obeyed, foz feare leaſt euery bodp would become a maſter, percei · 


ung themſelues far from greater fozces, And that if the tale · tellers called thisrigour,it tather . 


pꝛoceeded of their diſobedrence,then of my nature leſſe ſubiect to cruelty then they were to rebel 


lion. Foꝛ the two laſt points, that I had not mitten to any of the Lozds of the Court but bythe 4- 


aduite & tommandement of my Lozv Avmirall, which willed me at my departure to ſend part of 
ſuchchings as J ſhould find in the count rey vnto the Los ot the Counſel:to the end that being 
mooued by this meane, they might deale with the Queene mother fo the continuance of this en- 
terpziſe 2 that yauing bene ſo ſmali time in the countrey, continually hinvzed with building of 
foztreſles, and vniading of my ſhips, I was not able to come by any newe 02 rare things to ſend 
them, whereupon J thought it beſt to content them in the meane while with letters, vntill ſuch 
time as I mighc haut longer ſpace to ſearchouc the Countrcy, and migbt recouer ſomething to 
ſende them: the viftributionof which letters J meant not ochcrwiſe dun toreferre to my Tod 
JAdnnrals guod pleaſure : chet if the bearer had foꝛgot himlelfe ſo farrc,as that he bad byoken the 
coxtring uk the letters, and pzeſented them himſelfe foʒ hope of gaine, it was not my commande 


ment, And that 7 neuer honouted noble man ſo much,noz did to any man moze willing and faith /* 


full ſeruite 


thento my Lo Avmirall,noz eucr ſought advancement buc by his intanes. Youſee 


how things vaſſed foz this day, The nert dap the Indians tame in from all parts, toknow whac 
Peopietheſc were: co whom J ſignified that this was he which in the yeere 1562. arriuedin this 
countrey, and erecredthe pillar which ood at the enttie ofthe river. Some of them knew him: 
fod in trurtdhe was eaſie to bcknowen by reaſon of the great bearde which be ware, Ve receiued 
many preſents of them which were ofthe villagesneere adiopning, among 11 

om. 
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ſionme that he had noc per foꝛgotten. The kings Homoloa, Serauahi, Alimacani, Malic a, a Ca- 
Auge ti came tovilithimand welcomehim with die t gifts accopding to theirmanncr, Jaduerticed 
chem that hee was ſent chither by the king of France, to remaine therein mp coome, and that J 

was lent fo. Chen they demanded and pꝛayed him, if it might ſtand with his good pleaſure, co 

cauſe the merchandiſe that hee had bzoughe with him to be deliuered them and that in kewe daies 

<ye woitans thep would bzing him to themountaines of Apalatcy , whither they had pzoniſedto conduce me, 
dem are and that in caſe they perfomednot their pzomilc, that they were contenc to be cut in pieces. In 
une oi per. thoſe nountaines , as they ſayd, is foundrevde copper, which they call in their language Sicroa 
cer rz ted Pira, which is as much to ſap as red mettall, whereof I had a piece, which at the very iuttant J 
na. ſhewedto Captaine Ribault, which cauſed his gold · iner to make an aſſay thereof, which rcpc- 
Perfect gold. ted vnto him that it was perfect golde. About the time of theſe conferences, commings and go 
ings ofthe kings of the countrep, being weakened with mp fozmer trauaile, and fallen into a 
melancholy vpon the falſe repozes that had bene made of mee, J fell tuto a great continuallfe- 

uer, which held me eight oz nine dapes:during which time Captaine Ribault cauſed his victuals 

to be bought on ſhoze , and beſtowed the molt part thereof inthe houſe which mp Lieutenant 

had built about two hundzed paſes without the fozte: which hee did tothe ende they might bee 

the better defended from the weather, and likewiſe to the intent that the me ale mighe bee necrer 

Sood ineaues tothe bake- houſe, which J had built of purpoſe in that place, the better to auoide the danger of 
— i the fire, as I ſayd befoze, But loe howe oftentimes miſtoꝛtune doth ſearch and purſue vs, tuen 
then when wechinke to be at telt! loe ſee what happened after that captaine Ribaulchad bzoughe 
September 4. bp th2ee ofhis ſmallſhips into the riuer,which was the fourth of September! Dire great Spa- 
The Mam Alb {hips arriuedin the rode, where four of out greateſt ſhips remained, which caſt anker, aſſuring 
ards underurs out men of good amity. Thep aſked how the chiefe captainesof the enterpziſe did, & called them 
ing or the all bytheir names and ſurnames. I repozt me to pou if it could be otherwiſe but theſe menbefoje 
French. thep went out of Spaine muſt needs be infoxmed of the enterpꝛiſe 4 of thoſe that were to execute 
the lame. About the bzcake of daythey began to make toward our men: but our men whichtru- 
ſed them neuer a deale, had hoyſed their ſaples by night, being ready ta cut the ſtrings that tytd 
them. Wherefoje perceiuing that this making toward our men of the Spaniards was not to doe 
them anp pleaſure, and knowing welthat their furniture was too ſmal to make head agaiuſi them, 
becauſe chat the moſt part ol theit men wete on ſhoze, they tuttheir cables, left their ankers, and

aide rmer of from the place where we were. Ourmentherefoze finding themſclues better cf ſaile then they. 
O eagurs followed them to deſcry what they did, which after they had done, they returned vnto the river of 


ban eng May, where captaine Ribault hauing deſeriep them, embarkedhimſelfe in a great boat to now 


what newes they had. batte einne beet with n boat of captaine Couſets 


ned with them, They told hun moꝛeoner that they had leenthzee Dpanilh ſhips enter into the ris 

uer of Dolphins, ę the other thzee remained in the rode;farther that they had put their ſculdicrs, 

their victuals e munition on land. Afterhe vuderſtood theſe newes hee returned to the foytreſſt, 

and came to mp chamber where I was lick, and there in the pꝛeſence ot the captaines, LaGrange, 

S. Marie, Ottigny, Viſty, Vonuille, and other gentlemen, he pjopounded, that it was neceſſary fo 

the kings ſeruice, to embarke himſelfe with all his faces, and with the thzee ſhips that wert in 

Pangervus Che rode to ſeeke the Spaniſh fleete , whereuponhe aſkedour abuiſe. Jfirftreplyed,andſhewev 
flawesof wind ynto him the conſequence of ſuch an enterpyiſe, aduertifinghim among other things ofthe peri- 
Flond, in Seps Lous flawes of windes that riſeon this coaſt, and that if it chances that hee were dziuen from the 
tinter. cho de, it would be very hard fox himtoreconer it againe, that in the meane while they wbict ſdouſd 
ſap in the Foꝛte ſhould be in feare and danger. The Captaines, Saint Marie, and La Grange 
declared vnto hum farther, that they thought it not good ta put any ſuch enterpyiſe inerecution, 

that it was karte better to keepe the land,# do their beſt inveuour to fotiſie themſelues: And tdet 
after that the Trinitie was the p}incipall ſhip) were returned, there would be much moꝛt 
likelphood to enterpꝛiſe this vopage, This he reſoluedto vndertakcit, and that 

; whichmozeis,after he vnderſtoode by king Emola,one of our ncighbours which erriued vpon the 
handling of theſe matters, that che Spaniards ku greatnumbers were goneon:ſhoze , whichhad 
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taken poſſeſſion of the houſes of Seley, inthe moſt part whereof they hav placed thew tcgros, ® village and 
which they had bꝛought to Labour, and alfo lodged themiſelues and had caſt viners trenches abeut g nn of 
them. Tus fo? the conſide rations which he had, and doubt ing (as he nught well doe) that the 
Spanpards would encampe theinſclues there to moteſt vs, andin the ende ta chaſe vs out of the 
Tounerey,he reſolned and continued mhis embarkment, cauſed a INoclamation to be made, that 
all ſouldie t᷑s that were vnder hi charge (ould geſeutly with their weapons tin barke th:m, and 
that hes two enſignes ſhauld march: which was pat in crecuticu, De came into my chamber, 
and pꝛaped me to lend him my Lieutenant, mine enſigne, and mp lerge mt, and to let all my good 
ſouldters, which J had, goe with him, which J denied him, betauſe my ſelfe being ſicke, there was 
no man to ſtay in the foꝛt. Thereupon he anſwered me that J uceded not todcubt at all, and that 
he would returnt the mozrow after, chat in the meane ſpace Monſieut de Lys ſhould ſtay behind 
to loo ke to all things, Then I che wed vnto him that he was tyit fe in this Countrep, and that A 


iz my part had no further authoꝛitie: that theretoꝛe hee would take good aduiſement what hee 


did, for feare leaſt ſome inconuenience might enſue. Then he tolde me that he could doe no leſſe 
then to contimt? this enterpyiſe, and that in che letter which he had recetued from my Lozv Ad⸗ 
mirall, there was a poſtſcript, which hee che wed mee wzitten in thefe woꝛdes: Capraine Johl xn adnertic 
Nibault, as I was encloſing vp this letter, I receiued a cettaine aduice,, that Dos Pedro Afelen. Lend _— 
des departeth from Spaiue to goe do the coalt of Newe France : ſee you that you ſuffet him got to Caprame 
to eneroch vpon you, no more then he would that you ſhould eucroch ypon him, 1 
(quoth he) the charge that J haue, and J leavie it vnto pour ſelte to iuoge, it pou ctuld do an leſſe 
jn this caſe, conſidering the certaine aduertiſement that we haue, that try are already cn lande, 
and will iuuade vs, This ſfoppev my mouth, Thus thercfoze confirmed oz rather obſtinate tn 
this ente rpꝛile, and hauing regard rather vnto his particular opinion then vnto the aduertiſments 
which J had giuen him, and the inconueniences of the time whereof J had foꝛe warnto him he cm- 
varkedhimſclfe the tight of September. and tooke mine enſigne and eight and thirtic of my capraine N 
men away with bim. J repoꝛt mee wo thole that know whac warres meane, if when an enſigne — wy 
marthech any ſoni dier that hoth any courage in him will tap vehinv,cofoglake his enfigne: Cusn 
nom mot conmandement ſtayed bedind with mee, oz ech one fullowed dim as chicfe, in whoſe 
name ſtraight after his arrinatl,allcries and pꝛoclamations were made. Captaine Grange, which 
liked not very wellol this enterpziſe, was vnto the tenth or the moneth with mee, and would not The taith or 
haue gone aboꝛde, tit hav not beene fo2 the inſtant requeſtes that Taptaine Ribault made vn: . 
to hun. which ſtaid two dapes in the rode attending vntill La Grange was come vnto him: Who 
being tome aboꝛd, they ſet ſaple altogether, and from that time foxwary Jneuer ſaw them moze; 
The very dap that he deported, which was the tenthof September, there roſe ſo great a tempeſt à mighty 
accompanied with ſich ſtoꝛmes, that the Jndians themſelues aſſured me that it was the wozſt temprü rhe 
weathet that euer was ſeene on thecoalt : whereupon two oꝛ thꝛee dapcs after, feating leaſt our en 
chips might be in ſome diſtreſſe, J ſent fo> Monſieur du Lys vnto mee, to take oꝛder to aſſemble 
che reſt of our people to detlare vnta them what nceve wee hav to ko ztiſte our ſelues: which was 
done accoꝛdingly: and igen I gaue them to vnderſtand the neceſſity and inconut niences wherein: 
to we were like to fall, aſwel by the abſence of our ſhips, as by the neereneſſe cf the Spanyarys, 
at whole hands we could iooke foꝛ no leſſe then an open and lufficirnt pꝛoclamed war, ſeeing they 
has taken land and foztiſied themſelues ſo ncere vnto vs. And if any miſfoꝛʒtune were fallen vnto 
dur men which were at Sea, we ought to make a full artount with our ſelues that wee were to 
endure many great miſeries, being in ſo (mall number, and ſo many wapes afflicted as we were. 
Thus euerpone pzomiled mee to takeyaines; an thertfoꝭt ronſiveringthat their pꝛopoꝛtion of 
victuals was ſmall, and that ſo continuing, chey woulv not bee able to doe any great wozke, J 
augmenteo their allowance: although that after the arriuall of Captaine Ribault mp'poztion of Liudonnien 
viceuals was alldtted vnco mee as vnto a common ſouldier, neither was J able togine ſo much Nba. .d br 
as patt of a batielfof wine to any man which veſeruedit : fo2 Y was ſo farre fromhauing meanes 8 
to doe ſo. that the Captalue himſelfe tooke to ol my boates, wherein the reſt ofthe meale was, 
whirh was leftme ot the biſcuits which J cauſed to bee made to returne into France: (o that if 
I thoulve ſap that I rettiued moze fauour at the handes ut che Engliſhmen beeing Strangers 
"nance, 2 ſhaulde ſap but a trueth. Tee begarme thettlozt tofoycifie our ſrluea and to re. 1 enters

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A anuſterof J tooke a muſter ot the men, which captaine Ribault had lett me, to ſec if there were any that wan⸗ 

oe ton by ted weapon: J found nine oz ten ol them whereofnot paſt two oz thce had tuer dzawen ſwoꝛd out 

Rubault of aſcabbard,as J thinke. Let them which haue bene bold to ſap, that J had men ynough left me.

Of the nine there were foure but pong ſirip lings, which 

ſerued Captaine Ribault and kept his dogs, the fife was a cooke : among thoſe that were without 

the fo2c,aud which were ofthe fozeſaid company of Captamne Ribault, there was a Carpenter ot 

the: ſcoze pecres olde, one a Beere-bzewer,one oldeCroſſe-bow makcr, two Dhoomakers,any 

foure 02 fine men that had theit wines,a player on the Uirginals, two ſeruants of Monſieur du 

Foureſcoge Lys,oncof Monſieur de Beauhaire,one of Monſieur de laGrange, and about foureſcoze and fiuc 

dhe bent with oz ire in all, counting aſwelLackeps as women and chilvzen, Behold the goovly troupe ſoſuffi- 

Laudoonicte- tient to defend them(elues,and ſo couragious asthep haue eſteemed thimto be: andfo2 my part 

J leaue it to others conſideration to imagine whether Captaine Ribault woulde haue left them 

withme to haue bozxrowed mp men il they had bene ſuch. Thole that were left me of mine owne 

company were about ſixeteene o2 ſeuenteene that coulde beate armes, and all of them pooze n 

leane : the teſt were ſicke and maymed inthe conflict whichmp Lieutenant had againſt Vina. 

This view being thus taken, wet ſet our watches, whereof wee made two Centinels, that the 

ſouldiers might haue one night free, Then wee bethought our ſelues of thoſe which might bee 

molt ſufficient, among whome wee choſe two, one of whom was named Monſieur Saint Cler, 

and the other Monficur de la Vigne, to whom we deliuered candles andLanterns co goe rouny 

about the foxc to viewe the watch,becauſe of the foule and foggie weather, A deliuered them aiſo 

a ſanog laſſe oz clocke,that the Centinels might not be troubled moze one then another. In the 

meane while J ceaſed not, fo? all the foule weather noz my ſickneſſe which J had, to ouerſee the 

Corps de garde.

T Ahereupon in the meaue ſpace our general went about to ſound the 
chanel of the riuer to bꝛing in his ſhips, and the better to craffike and deale with the Sauages, | 
of whom the chiefe the next day in the moming pꝛeſented themlelues, namely the great king da Eight ſanage 
:ourioua, Tacatacourou, Halmacanir, Athore, Harpaha,Hetmacape, Helicopile, Molloua, and 
others his kinſmen and allies, with their accuſtomed weapons. Then ſent they to intreate the 
French general to come on (hoze,whichhe cauſed his men to do with their (wozds. and harquebu- 
ſies, which he made them leaue behind them, in token of mutuall alſur ante, leauing his inen but 
their l woꝛds only, after that the Sauages complaining therc ot had left and likewiſe ſent away 
their weapons at the requeſt of Gourgues. This done Satourioua going to meet him, cauſed hum — 
to ſit an his right hand in a ſeat of woop of lentiſque couered with molſe made of purpoſe like vn⸗ 
to his owne, Then two of the eldeſt of the company pulled vp the bzambles e other weeds which 
were befoꝛethem, and after they had made the place very cleane, they all ſatervund about them on 
the ground. After ward 2 being about tu ſpeake, Satourioua prevented him, declanng Coinplaunb 
at large vnto him the incredible wrongs,and continuall outrages that all the Sauages, their t e Sana- . 
wiues and children had receiued of the Spanyards ſince their comming intothe Countrey and —— 
maſſacring of the Frenchmen, with their continuall deſire if we would aſſiſt them throughly 
to teuenge ſo ſhamefull a treaſon, aſwell astheic owne particular griefes, for the firme good 
will they al wayes had borne vato the Frenchmen » TAhereupon Gourgues giuing them his 
faith, and making a league betweene them and him with an othe gaue them certaine pꝛeſents of 
daggers, kniues, looking glaſſes,hatchets,rings,belles,and ſuch other things, trifles vnto vs, vut 
. precious vnto theſe kings: which moꝛxeouer, ſeting his great liberality. demand ed eche one a ſhirt 
| of him to weare one ly on their feſtiuall dayes, and td be buried in at their death, Which things 
| after that they han receined,andSatouriouahad giuen inrecompenſe to Captaine Gourgues two «wo cyaines.

0 ſaid company J went on my voyage vntill I came to the towne of Petatlan, finding all the way 

towne. great intertainment, and pꝛouiſion of uittuals, with roſes, flowꝛes, and other ſuch things, and 

'bowers which they made fo2 me of chalke and voughs platted together in all pleces where there 

werenohouſes, In this towne of Petatlan J refted 3. dayes, hecauſe mp companion Honoracus 
fellſoſicke,chat J was conſtrained to leaue him there behinde. | 

Then accoꝛding to my laid inſtruction, I followed mp iourney as the holy Gholt vid leave me. 

without any merit ot mine, hauing in my company the ſaid Stephanthe Negro ot Dorantez, and 

— cercaine ofthe Indians which had bin ſer at liberty, and manpol the people of the countrey, which 

gaue me great intertatnment and welcome in all places where J came, and made mee bowers of 

trees, giuing me ſuch victuals as they had, although they were but ſmall: becauſe (as they ſaid)it 

had not rained there in peres, and becauſe the Indians of this countrey ſought meanes ratherto 

hide themſelues, then to ſowe coꝛne, ſoꝛ feare ofthe Chziſtians of the cowne of S. Michael, which 

were wont to make in · roades euen to that place, and to warre vpon them, and to cary them away 

captiues, In all this wav, which may be about 25 oz 30. leagus from that part of Petatlan, Iſaw 

nothing woꝛthythe noting , ſane that there came to ſeeke me certaine Indians from the Jlland, 

where Fernando Corcez the Parques of the valley had bin, ol whom J was infozmev, that it was 

The iland ot aniſland,# not firme land, as ſome ſuppoſe it to be.

Theſe Indians had about their 

new LIN necks many great ſhels which were mother of Pearle. I ſhewer them pearles which J carryed 

mvearies, with me fo a ſhew, and they told me that there were in the Jſlands great ſtoꝛe of them, and thoſe 

very great : howbeit J ſaw none of them. J followed my voyage though a veſert of q. dapes 

iourne v. hauing in my company both the Indians of the illands g thoſe of the mountaines which I 

had paſled,anv at the endok this deſert I found other Indians which maruelle to ſee me, ber auſe 

they had no knowledge of any Chꝛiſtians, hauing no traffike noꝛ conuerſation with thoſe Indians 

# deſert foure Which A had paſſed, in regard of the greatveſert which was between them. Theſe indians inter: 

dates (OurneP. teined me exceeding courteouſly, gaue me great ſtoꝛe of victrals,# ſought totouchmy garmẽ ts. 

and called me Hayora,which in their language ſignifieth A man come from heauen. Theſe In- 

qians I aduertiſed by iy interpꝛeter, accoꝛping to my inſtructions, in the knowledge of our Lo2v 

Sod in hieauen, & of the Emperoz, In theſe cauntries e in all places els by all wayes and — 

voſſible. 
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pollible, I ſougijt infoꝛmation where any Countreys were ot moge Cities auupcople of ciuilitic 
and vndcrſtanving,theachoſe which J had found; and J could heare no newes of any ſuch: how- 
beit thep tolde mee, that foure o2 five vayes iourney within the Countrep, at the loote cf the 
mauntaines, there is a large and mightie plaine, wherein they tolde mee, that there were many 
great Townes, aud people clad in Cotton: and when J ſhewey chem certaine Metals which 
J carryed with mee, to learne what riche Metals were in the Lande, they tooke the mine rall 
of Golde and tolde mee, that thereof were veſſelles among the people of that plaine, and that they 
carryed certaiae round greene ſtones hanging at their noſtrilles, and at their earcs, and that 
they haue certaine thinne plates of that Golde, where with they ſcrape off their ſwear, and that 
the walles of their Temples are couered therewith, and that they vſe it in all their houſhold veſ- 
ſels. And becanſe this Uallep is di tant from the Sea-coaſt and my inſtruction was not co 


lese the Coaſt, I dete: mincd to leaue the diſcovery there ol vntill my returne; at which tune J 


night doe it moze commodiouſiy. | | 


Thus J trauelled thzee dapes iourney thzougrh Townes inhabited by the tapve people, ot 
whome Þ was receiued as J was of choſe which J havpaſſeo, and came vnto a Towne of rea- 
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fonable bigneſſe, called Vacupa, where they ſhewed mee great courteſies, and gaue meegreat Wach a cow: 


ſcoꝛe ofgood victuals, becauſe the ſoyle is very fruitful! , and map bec waterev. This Towne

is fo2tie leagues diſtant from the Sea, And becauſe J was ſo farre from the Sea, it being two ot e 


dayes befo2e }Iallton Sundap , J determined co ſtay there vntill Eaſter , to inkoꝛme my ſelfe 
of the Ylandes,whereof J ſapde befoze that J had infozmaiion, And ſo J ſent certaine Judiane 
to the Sea by tbꝛee ſenerall wayes, whom J commaunved to bꝛing inee ſome Indians of the 
Sea · coaſt and ot ſome ofthoſe Illandes, chat I might receiue infoꝛmation of them: and J ſent 
Stephan Doranicz the JNegro another wap, whom J commaundev to goe directly Noꝛthwart 


fifete 02 thꝛee ſcoʒe leagnes,to ſee if by that way hee night learne any ne wes of any netable thing 
which wee ſought to diſcouer, and Jagreed with him, that if hee found any knewledge of an 
yeoplev aud riche Countrey which were of great impoꝛtance, that hee ſhould goe no ſurther, vun 
ſhould returue in perſon, oꝛ ſhould ſende mee certaine Indians with that token which wee were 


agreed vpon, to wit, that if it were bu: a meane thing, hee ſhould ſende mee a white Croſſe of 
one handfull long; and if it were any great matter, one ot cwohandfuls iong; and if it were a 
Countrey greater aud better then Nueua Eſpanna, hee ſhould ſend mee a great croſſe. So the 
layde Stephan departev from mee on Paſſton-ſundap afcer dinner: and within foure dapes af- 
ter the mellengers of Stephan returned vnto me with a great Croſſe as high as a man, and they 
hꝛoughi me woꝛd from Stephan, that I ſhould fooꝛthwith come away after himi,foz hee av ſount 
people which gaue hint inkonnation of a very mighty Pꝛouince, and that he had certaine Indians 
inhis company, which had bene in the ſayd Pꝛouince, end that he had lent me one ol the laid Indi⸗ 


ans. This Indian told me, that it was thirtie dayes tourney from the Towne where Steopbah Fron. Vacuy: 


o Ceuola arc 


was, vnto the firſt Citie of the ſayde Pꝛouince, which is called Ceuola. Hee affirmed alſo that — 
there are ſcuen great Cities in this Pꝛouince, all vnder one Lozd, the houſcs whereofare made der 


of Lyme and Stone, and are very great, and the leaſt ok them with one lofte aboue head and 


ſome of two and of thzee loftes, and the houſe of the Lozde of the Pzonince of foure; and 


chat all of thein ioyne one vnto the other in good oꝛder, and that in che gates of the pꝛincipall 
houſes there are many Turquel- tones cunningly wzought , whereof hee ſayth they haue there 
great plentie : alla that the people of this Citie goe very well apparelled : and that beyond this 
there are other Pzouinces, all which ( heeſayth ) are much greater then theſe leuen cities, J 
gaue credite to his ſpeach, becauſe J kound hun to bee a man of good underſtanding: but A de⸗ 
ferred my departure to follow Stephan Dorantes, both becauſe J thought hee would tay fo2 
mee, and alſo to attend the returne of my meſſengers which J had ſent vnto the Sea, who re: 
curned vnto me vyon Caſter day, bꝛinging with them certaine inhabitants of the Sea-coaſt, and 
DMftwookthe Aſands, Of whom J vuderſtoode, that the Jſindes aboue mentioned were ſcarce 
If victuats,as F had learned befoze, and that they are inhabited by pcoplc, which weare ſhelles of 


Bearles vpon their fazeheads,and theyſap that they haue great Pearies,anomuch Golde. They Great praries

che toppe ofthe lame tn lake out hefoꝛe: they are ſoon, that a Croſſebow (as J ſupyaſe) will 
dot pierce them.

Chap. 2. 


He hath new information of the ſeuen Cities by certaine Indians called Pint ados, and ot 
three other kingdomes called Mſarata, ¶Acus, and Totanteac, being Countreys very 
rich in Torqusl and Hides of cattel. Following his voyage through thoſe countries, 
he taketh poſſeſſion thereof for theEmperors Maieſtie, and ofthe Indians is much ho- 

- noured and ſerued with victuals. | 


Ve ſame day came thꝛee Judians of thoſe which J called Pintados , becaule I ſaw their ta: N 

tes, bꝛeaſis and armes painted. Theſe dwel farther vp into the countrey towards the Eaff, 
and ſome of them bozder vpon the ſeuen cities, which ſapd they came to ſee mee, becauſe they had 
heard ol me: and among other things, chey gaue me info2mation of the ſeuen cities, and of the 
other P2ouinces, which the Judian chat Stephan ſent me had tolde mee ok, almoſt in the very 
ſame maner that Stephan had ſent mee wozde; and ſo J ſent backe the people of the ſea- coaſt 
and two Indians of the Illanves ſayde they would goe with mee ſeuen oz eight vayes, 

So with theſe and with the thꝛee Pintados aboue mentioned, J veparted from Vacupa vp 
on E after tue ſday, the ſame way that Stephan went, from whom J receiued new meſlengere 
with a Croſſe of the bignelle of the firſt which he ſent me: which haſtened mee fozward, and aſl 
red me that the land which J ſonght foꝛ, was the greaceſt and beſt countrey in all thoſe partes, 
The ſapd meſſengers told mee particularly without fapling in any one poynt, all that whichthe 
firſt meſſenger had tolde mee, and much moze, and gaue mee moge plaine infozmation thereof, 
So J trauclled that day being Eaſter tue ſdap, and two dayes moꝛe, the very ſame way that 
Stephan had gone : at the end ol which; dapes they tolde mee, that from that place a man might 
trauell in thirtie dapes to the citie ol Ceuola, which is the ſirſt of the ſeuen. Neither did one onely 
tell me thus much, but very many; who tolde me very particularly of the greatneſſe of che houſes. 
and ofthe faſhion of them, as the firſt meſſengers had infozmev me, Alſo they told me, chat beſides 
theſe ſcuen Cities, there are 3, other kingdomes which are called Marata, Acus,and Totonteac. 
Fenquired of them wherefoze they trauellevſo farre from their houſes They laid that they went 
fo2 Turqueſes, and mes of kine, and other things; andthac of all theſe there was great abun 
dance in this Countrep, Likewiſe J enquired hom, and by what meanes they obteined theſ« 
things: They tolde me, by their ſeruice, and bythe ſweat of their bzowes, and that they went 
vnto the firſt cicie of the Pꝛouince which is called Ceuola , and that they ſerued them in cilliug 
their ground, and in other buſineſſcs, and that they giue them Opdes of oren, which they haue in 
thoſe places, and turqueſes fo2 their ſeruice, and that the pcople of this city weare very fine and ex- 
celleat turqueſes hanging at their cares and at cheir noſtri's. They ſap allo, chat of theſe carque- 
ſes they make fine wozkes vpon the pꝛincipall gates of the hcuſes of this citie. They tolde mee 
that the apparell which the inhabitants ol Ceuola weare,isa gowne of cotten downe cothe foote, 
with a button at the necke,and along ſtring hanging downe at theſame and that the ſlecues of 
theſegownes are as b)oad beneath as aboue They (ap, they gyꝛd themſelues with gyꝛdles ol 
turqueſes, and that ouer theſe coates ſome weare good t pparel, others hides of kine very well 
dꝛeſſed, which they take to bee the bell apparell of that countrey, whereof they haue there great 
quantitie. Likewiſe the women goe apparelled, and conercddowne to che loote . Theſe Indi⸗ 
ans gaue me very good intercatument, and curiouſly enquired the day of my departure from Va- 
cupa, that at my returne they might pꝛouide me of foode and lodging. They bꝛought certaint 
ſicke folkes be loꝛe mee, that I might heale them, and ſought to touch mp apparell, and gaut 
mee certaine Com- hydes ſo well trimmed and vzeſſed, that by them a man mighe coniecture 
—_— were wzought by ciuile people, and all of them affirmed chat they came from 

euo - 

The next day I followed my tourney , and carrying with mee the Pintados, I came to anc 
ther Uillage where J was well receiued by the people of the ſame: who likewiſe ſought to touch 
mp garments, andgauc mee as particular knowledge ofthe Lande afoꝛeſayde, as I had recei 
ued ol thoſe which mette mee bekoze : and allo tolde mee that from that place certaine people 
were gone with Stephan Dorante: foure 0 ſiue dapes iournty. Andhere J found a great troſſe 
which Stephan had left me foz a ſigne, that the newcs of the good Countrey increaſed, and left 
— . with all haſte they ſhould ſende mee away, and that hee would ſtay foz mee at the 
ende of che firſt Deſert that he mette with, erte J ſet vp two Croſſes, and cooke poſſeſſior 
accozding to minc inſtruction , becauſe that the Countrey ſeemed better vnto mee then that 
which A had paſſed, and that I thought it meete ta make an acte of poſſeſſion as farre as thet 
place.

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In this maner J trauailed fue daycs, alwayes finvinginyav:ceo places ih great hocpu att 
ie and intertainments, and many Turqueſcs, and Oxe-hives, and the like repoze concerning th 
countrep, Heere F vnderſtood, that afcer two dayes icurney I ſhould finde a delert where there 
is no foode; but that there were certaine gone befoꝛe te bild mee lodgings, and to carrie ſood 
foꝛ mee: whereupon J haſtened my wap, hoping to finds Stephan at the ende thereot, becauſe 11 
that place hee had left woꝛde that hee would ſtay foꝛ ner. Befoze J came to the deſert, Z eit 


with a very plealant Towne, by reaſon of great ſtoze of waters conicighed thicher to water pic 


the ſame, Heere I mette with many people both men and women clotheu in Cotton, and ſonic 
-oucred with Dre-hpdes, which generally they cake fo better apparell then thac of cotton, 4! 
the people of this Aillage goe in Caconados, that is to ſap, with Turqueſcs hanging 4 ther 
noſtrilles and eares: which Turqueſes they call Cacona. Amongſt others, che Cord gf thi; 
Aulage came vnto me, and two of his bꝛethzen very well apparelien in Coctou, who aifo wer 
in Caconados, each ot them hauing his cullar of Turqueſes about his necke: aud they 311 len- 
ed vnto mee manp wilde beaſtes, as Conies, Quailes, Matz, nutces of Pine crees, and ail ii, 
xreat abundance, and offered mee many Turqueles, and oꝛeſſeb Ore hydes, and very e 
eſſels to dzinke in, and other things; whereof J] would receive no whit, Zu ha · und 145 
xarment of gray cloth, which in Spaine is called garagoga, the Lev of this Aillage, aud the 
ther Indians touched my gowne with cheic handes, and colde mee, that of ſuch Cloth there 
was great ſtoꝛe in Totonteac, and that the people of that Couatrey woꝛe the ſame, A hereat 7 
laughed, and layde that it was nothing elſe but ſuch apparell of Cotton as they wore, Aud che y 
replyed: Ne would haue thee chinke chat we vnde rſtand, that that apparell which thou weareſt. 
amd that which we wcare are of viuers ſoꝛtes. Anderſtand thou, that in Ceuola ali the houſes 
are full of that apparell which we weare, but in Totonteac there are certaine litle beaſts, from 
whom they take that thing where with ſuch apparell as thou weareſt, is made. J yzayed them te 
infozme mee moze playnely of this matter. Aud they tolde inte that the layde beaſtes were a 
bout the bigneſle ol the two bꝛaches 02 {paniels which Stephan caryen with him and they ſav 
that there is gꝛcat ſtoꝛe of that catteſſ in Totonteat

Low ofthe Uillage befoze J came to the Deſert, and his two bꝛethꝛeu wore ; lat ug that the; 
ware chem but ſingle about their neckes'; and theſepeople weare them ee 02 foure times dot:* 
Ae, and cve in good apparell, and ſkinnes of Oren: and the women weace of the ſayd Tutqueſce 
x their uoſtrils anveares, and very good waſt-coats and other garmencs, Meere there was as 
xreat knowſevge of Ceuola, as in Nueua Eſpanna of Temiſtuan, and in Peru of Cuzco: ant 

hey tolde vs particularip the maner of theirhouſes , lodgings, Atreetes and market-ylaces , as 
nen chat had bene oftentimes there, and as thoſe which were furniſhed fromtheuce with tying: 
acceſtary foz the ſerniceof their houſholde, as thoſe alſo had bone, which J already had paſſer 

tolde them it was impoſſtble chat the houſes inould be made in ſuch loꝛt as they inkazmed nice, 
and they (02 iny better vnderſtanding cooke earth oꝛ aſhes, and powꝛed water cherfuþou, au 
hewen me how they layd ſtones vpon it, and how the buylding grewe vp, as they continued lan 
ug ſtones thereon, vntill it inountev aloft. J alked them whether the menok chat Conatrey hay 
ings to mou it vp vnts thoſe laſtes : whercatchev langhev, and ſh:wev mee a Ladder in as 
700d ſozt as I mp ſeife wis able to veſrrive it. Then they cooke a Staffe and held? t one 
Heir heang. ann Cain that the lfte were ſu High one Aboue another. 1. chemnſe heere J had 1377 
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tozmationof the woollen cloth o Totonteac, where they (ap are houſes like thoſe of Ceuola,anp 
better and mode in mumber, and that it is a great P2zouince,and hath no gouernour. 

Here J vnderſtood that the coaſt of the ſea trended much toward the Teſt : fo? vnto the en 
trance ok this firſt deſert which J palled, the coaſt ſtill ſtrercched Nozthward : and becauſe the 


This graduas trending of the coaſt is a thing of great impoztance, J was deſirous to knowe and ſee it: and 3

Thꝛough the foꝛe ſayd valley J trauailed ſiue vapes tourney , which is inhabited with goovly 
people, and ſo aboundeth with victuals, that it ſufficech to feede aboue thzee thouſand hozſemen: 
it is all well watered and like a garden: the burrvughs and cownes are halke and a quarter of a 
lcacue long, and in all theſe villages, J found very ample rt poꝛt of Ceuola, whereof they made 
ſuch particular relation vnto me, as people which goe yecrely thither to carne their lining, Here 
J found a man boznein Ceuola, who told me that he came thither, hauing eſcaped fromthe gouer⸗ 
nour 02 Licutenant of the towne; fo2 the Lom of theſe ſeuen Cities liueth and abideth in one of 
thoſe townes called Ahacus, and in the reſt he appoynteth licu-tenants vnder hini, This towneſ 
man of Ceuola is a white mau of a good compltxion, ſomewhat well in peeres, and offarre grea- 
ter capacitie then the inhabitants of this valley, oz then thoſe which J had lefe behind me. Her 
ſapde that hee would goe with mee, that J might begge his pardon: and of him J learned many 
particulars: he tolde me that Ceuola was a great Citie , inhabited with great Noe of people, 
and hauing many Streetes and Market - plates: and chat in ſome partes at this Citie there are 
certaine very great houſes of ſiue ſozies high, wherein the chiefe of the Citie aſſemble them- 
ſclues at certaine dayes of the peere, He ſaycth that the houſes axe ol Lyme and Stone, accoz- 
ding as others had tolde mee befoze, andchat the gates, and ſmall pillars of the pꝛincipall houſes 
are of Turqueſes, and all the veſlels whercin they are ſerued, and the other oꝛnaments of their 
honſes were of golde: and that the other ſire Cities are built like vnto this, whereof ſome are 
bigger: and that Ahacus is the chiefeſt of them, Pee ſayth that rowardthe Southeaſt there is a 


M13r2r2iierh eos kiugdome called Marata, and that there were woont to be many, and thoſe great Cities, which 
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deaſt with one 


were all built of houſes of Stone, with diuecslofcs; and that theſe haue anv doe wage warre with 
the Low ol the ſeuen cities, chzough which warre this kingdome of Maraca is fo2 the moſt part 
waſtev, although it pet continueth and mainteineth warre againſt the other, 

Likewiſe he ſaich, chat the kingdome called Totanteac lyeih toward the Uleſt, which he lai h 
is a very mightie Pꝛouince repleniſhed with infinitc ſoze of people and riches : and that in che 
ſapde Kingdome they weare woollen cloth like that which J weare, and other ſiner ſozts of wool⸗ 
len cloth made ol che fleeces of thoſe beaſtez which they deſctibed befoze vnto me; and that they 
are a very ciuile people, Moꝛeouer hee tolde me, that there is another great Pꝛouince and kings 
dome called Acus; foz there is Acus, and Ahacus with an aſpiration, which is the pzincipallof 
the ſeuen cities: and Acus wihout an aſpiration is a kingdome and Pꝛouince of it ſelfe, He told 
me alſo, that the apparel which they weare in Ceuola is after the ſame maner as they befoze had 
certifiedme, and that all the inhabitants ofthe Citie lie vpon beddes rapſeva good height from the 
ground, with quilts and canopies ouer them, which coucr the ſayde Beds: and hee tolde mee that 
he would goe with me to Ceuola and farther alſo, if I would take him with me. The like rela» 
tion was giuen vnto me in this towne by many others, but not ſo particularly, J trauelledihzce 
dapes journep thꝛough this valley: the inhabitants whertol made mee cxceeding great cheere end 
intettainement. In this valley J ſaw aboue athouſand Ore-hides moſt excellently trimmed and 
dꝛeſſed. And here alſo Jſaw farre greater ſtoꝛe of Turqueſes and chaines made thereof, then in 
all places which J had paſſed: and they (ap, that all commeth from; the tity of Ceuola, whereof

hoped to returne home rich. I thanked them, and willed them to let things in oꝛder with ſpeede 
and ſo J reſted there thzec dapes, wherein J alwapes infoꝛmed my ſelfe of Ceuola, and cf as ma. 
nyother things as J could learne, and called many Juvians vnto mee, and ex aminev them ſeue- 
rallp, and all of them agreed in one tale, and tolo me of the great multitude of people, and of the oꝛ 
der of the ſtreetes, ok the greatneſſe ol the houſes,and of the ſtrength ofthe gates, agreeing alto⸗ 
gether with that which the reſt befoze had told me. Afterthzee vayes many alſembled themſelues 
to go with me, zo ofthe pꝛincipal of whom J tooke, being very well apparelled,aud with chaines 
of turqueſes, which ſome ol them weare fiue oz ire times double, and other people to cary things 
neceſſary foꝛ them and me, and ſo ſet fo ward on mp voyage, 


Thus A entret into the ſecond deſert on the 9of Map, and trauelled the firſt day by avery bz0ad The iecond bc 


and beaten way, & we came to diner vnto a water, where the Indians had made pꝛouiſion fo2 me: 
and at night we came to another water, where J found a houſe which they had fully made vp fo; 
me, and another houſe ſtood made where Stephan lodged when he paſſed that way, and many old 
cottages and many ſignes of fire whichthe people had made that trauelled to Ceuola by this way, 
In this ſoꝛt I traueiled 12 dayes tourney being alway well pꝛouided of victuals, of wild beaſts,

Here met vs an Indian the ſonne of one of the chicte men that accompanied mer, which had 
gone befoze with Stephan, who came in a great fright hauing his face and body all couered with 
\weat,and ſhewing exceeding ſadneſſe in his countenance; and he told mee that a dayes iournex 
befoze Stephan tame to Ceuola he ſent his great Pace made ofa gourd by his meſſeugers, as he 
was alwayes woout to ſend them befoze him, that hee might knowe in what ſozt hee came vnto 
them, which gourd had a ſtring of belles vpon it, and two feathers one white and anothecrev, in 
token that he demanded ſafe conduct, and that he came peaceabiy. And when they came to Ce- 
uola befoze the Magiſtrate, which the Loꝛd ofthe citie hadplaced there foꝛ his Lieutenant, they 
deliuered him the ſayde great gourd, who tooke the ſame in his hands, and after hehadſpyed the 
belles, in a great tage and fury hee caſt it to the ground, and willed the meſſengers to get them 
packing with ſpeed,fo2 he knew well ynough what people they were, and that they ſhould will 
them in no caſe to enter into the citie,fo2 if they did hee woulv put them all to death. The meſ 
ſengers returned and tolde Stephan how things had paſſed, who anſwered them, that it made no 
great matter, and would needes pꝛoceed on his voyage till he came to the citie of Ceuola: where 
he kound meu that would nut let him enter into che towne, but ſhut him into a great houſe which 

ſtoode without the titie, and (tr aightway tooke all things from him which hee caried to truck an 
barter with them, and certaine curqueſes, and other things which be had receiued of the Indiane 
by the wap, and they kept him there all that night without giuing him meate oz dzinke, and the 
next day in the mozning this Indian was a thirſt, and went out ofthe houſe co d2inke at a ria: 
that was neere at hand, and within a little while after he ſaw Stephan running awap, and the pen 
ple kollowed him, and ſlew ce rtaine of the Juvians which went in his company, And when this 
Indian law theſe things, he hid himſclfe on the banks of the riuer, aud afterward croſſed the high 
wap of the deſert, The Indians chat went with me hearing theſe newes begau inconcinently te 
lament,and I thought theſe heauie and bad newes would coſt mee mp life, neither did J feare ſc 
much the loſſe ol mine owne life, as that J ſhould not bee able toreturne to giue infomation - 
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the greatneſic of that Countrep, where our Low God might be gio2tfiey 2 and ſtreight way J cut 
the coꝛde ot mp budgets which J carried with me ful of merchandiſe foxtraffique, which J would | 
not dee till then, noꝛ giue anp thing to any man, and began to diuide all that J carried with mee a- 
mong the pꝛincipall men, willing them not to be afraid , but to goe koz ward with me, and ſo they 
210, And going on our wap, within a dapes tourney of Ceuola wee met two other Indiens of | 
thoſe which went with Stephan, which were bloody and wounded in many places: and alſoone as i

hey came to vs, they Which were with mee began to make great lamentat ion. Thele weunde d 

Indians J aſked for Stephan, and they agreeing in all poynts with the firſt Indian ſayd, that af 
cer they had put hun into the koꝛe lapd great houſe without giuing hun meat 02 dꝛinke ail that day | 
and all that might, they t3oke from Stephan all the things which hee carried with him. The 
nert day when the Sunne was alance high, Stephan went out ok the houſe, and ſeme of the chicks 
men with him, and ludden y came ſtoꝛe of people from the citie, whom alloone as hee ſawe he 
began to run away and we like wile aud fcoxthwith they ſhot at vs and wounded vs, and certain: 
dead men fell opon vs and ſo we lay till night and durſt not ſture, and we heard great rumours in 
the citie, and ſaw many men and women keeping — — word pon he wallcs thereof, and af- 
ter this we could not ſee Stephan any moꝛe, and wee thinke they haue ſhot hum to death as the) 
haue done all the reſt which went with him, ſo that none are eſcaped but we onely.

au ing conſidered the fozmer repoꝛt of the Indians, and the cuil meanes which F had tc 

poſccutemy voyoge as J deſired, I thought it not good wilfully to looſe my life as Ste 

phan did; and ſo I told them that God would puntſh thoſe of Ceuola, and ihat the Aiceroy when 

he ſhould vnderſtand what had hapyened, would lend many Chziſtians to chaſtiſe them: but they 

would not beleeue me, fo2 they ſapde that no man was able to withſtand the power of Ceuola, 

And here withall J left them, and went aſide cwo o2 thꝛee ſtones caſt, and when J returned 2 

found an Judian of mine which J had bzought from Mexico talled Marcus, who wept and layte 
vnto me: Father, cheſe men haue conſulted to kill vs, fo they ſap, that thzough your and Ste 
phans meanes chetr fathers are ſlaine, and that neither man no2 woman ol them (hall remalne vn⸗ 
© HUaine. Then againe J deuided among them certaine other things which J had, to appeaſe them, | 

whereupon chey were ſome hat paciſied, albeic they Cill ſhewev great griefe fo2 the people : 
which were flaine, J requeſted ſome of them to goe to Ceuola, to ſee if any other Indian were 
eſcaped, with intent that they might learne ſome newes of Stephan; which J could not obtaine 
at their handes, Then J ſaw this, J ſayd vnto them, that J purpoſed to ſce the citie of Ceuo- 
la, whatſoeuer came of it. They ſayde that none of them would goe with me. At the laſt wher: 
they ſawe mee reſolute, two ofthe chiefe of them lapde they would goe with me; with whom 
and with mine Indians and interpꝛeters J followed my wap, till J came within ſight of Ceuo- 
la, which is ſituate on a plaine atthe faote of a round hill, and maketh ſhew to bee a faire citie, and 
is better ſeated then any that J haue ſeene in thele partes. The houſes are builded in oꝛder, ac⸗ 
coding as the Indians told me, all made of ſtone with diuers ſtoꝛies, and flatte roofes. as ferre as 
I could diſcerne from a mountaine, whither J aſcended to viewe the citie. The people ate ſomc⸗ 
what white, they weare appa rell, and lie in beds their weapons are bowes, they haue Emralds 
und other iewels, although they eſtet me none ſo much as turqueſes, wherewith ehcp aboꝛne the 
walles of the pozches of their houſes, and their apparell end veſlels, and they vſe them in ſteav of 
money though allthe Countrey. Their apparell is of cotton and ok orc hides, and this is their 
moſt commendable and honour able apparell. They vſe veſſels of gold and ſiluer, fo2 they haue 
| no other mettall, whereof there is greater vſeandmoze abundance then in Peru, and they buy che 
wort ech lame koꝛ turqueſes in the province of the Pintados, where there are ſapd to be mines of great #- 
and ſiluerm bundance. Of other kingdomes J could not obtaine ſo particular inſtruction. Diners times 
ne promneeof J was temptedto goe thither, betauſe J knewe J could but hazard my life, and that J had offc- 
| red vnto God the fir yay that J began my fourney : in the ende J began to bee afraid, ceuſive: 
ring in what danger J ſhould put my ſelfe, and that if I ſhould dye, the knewlerge of this Coun- 
trey ſhould be loſt, which in my iudgement is the greateſt and the beſt that hitherto hath beene 
diſcoutred: and when I tolde the chief; men, what a goodly ci lie Ceuola ſecmed vnto ” thep 
anſweren 
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anlwered me that ic was the leaſtof the leuen cities. and that Toconteac is the greate ſt aud veſt — 
ol themall, becauſe it hath ſo many houſes ans people, that there is no ende of them. Pauing Jon populo 
ſeene the diſpoſicion and ſituation of the place, I thought good to name that Count rep El Nueuo piouimct. 
reyno de ſan Franciſco: in which place I made agreat heope of ſtoues by the helpe of the 3u- 

dians, and on the toppe thereof ſet vp a (mall lender croſſe becauſe J wanted mcanes to make 

a greater, and ſayd chat ſet vp that croſſe and heape in the name of the moſt honcurable Lozv 

Don Antonio de Mendoga Uiceroy and Captaine gencrallof Nucua Eſpanna, foꝛ che Empc- 

rour our Lozd,in tokeuot᷑ poſſeſſion, accoꝛding to mine inſtruction, Which poſſeſſion J ſay that 

J tooke in that place of all the ſeuen cities, of che kingdonesof Totonteac, of Acus,and of Ma- 

rata, Thus J returned with much moze feare then victuals, and weut vutill J found the pecple Vercurizt).. 
which J had left behind mee, with all the ſpeede chat J could make, u home Jeucrtcoke in ewe 

dapes trauell, and went in their company till I had paſſes the deſert, where J was uot mave ſo ® eſer 
much ot as befoze: foz both men and women made great lamentation fo2 the people which were 

laine at Ceuola, and with feare I haſtened from the people of this valley, and trawl{cd tenne uu baue. 
eagues the firſt oay. and ſo J went daily cight 02 ten leagues, without ſ aying vatill J had paſſtd 

che ſecond deſert. And though J were in feare,yct J determine d to go to the great plaine wher- in ſecond de 
of J ſaid befoze,that J had inkoꝛmation, being ſituate at the foote of the meuntaines and in that 

place I vnderſtoode, that this plaine is inhabited fox manp dayes tourney cowardthe Exlt, but 

I durſt not enter into it, conſidering, chat if hereafter wee ſhoulde inhabite this other Countrey 

of the ſeuen cities, and the kingdomes bekoze meneioned, that then J might better diſcouer thc 

ſame, without putting my ſelle in hazard, and leaue it foz this time, that I might giue relation 

of the things which J had now ſeene. At the entrance of this plaine I ſawe but ſcuen Towres 

onely of a reaſonable bigneſſe, which we re a farre off in a lowe valley beting very gicene and a 

molt fruit full ſople, out of whichranne many Riu: rs, J was info2med that there was much 

golde in this valley, and that the inhabitants wozke it into veſſels and thinne plates, where wih 

they ſtrike and cake off their [weat,aud that they are people that will not ſuffer thoſe of the other 

ſie of the plaine to traffique with them, and they could not tell me the cauſe thereof, Vere J let 

vp two croſſes, and cooke poſieſlion of the plane and valley in like (c2t and oꝛder, as J did at c- 

ther places befoze mentioned. And from thence J returned en my voyage with as much haſte 

as I coulve make, vntill I came to the citie of Saint Mic hael iu the pꝛouince of Culiacau, thin- 

king there to haue found Francis Vazquez de Coronado gouernour of Nucua Galicia, and fin- 
ding him not there, Apzocceded en my iourney till J came to the Citic of Compoſtella, where CoupeNetts i; 
J found him. A unit e not here many other paticularities, beceuſe they are impertinent to this 20. begrets of 
mattet: I only repoꝛt that wlich I haue ſeene, and which was told ine concerning the Countreys 87 
thꝛough which Itrauelled. and of thoſe which I had infoꝛmation of, | 


The relation of Francis Yazguez de Coronado, Captaine generall of

Francis Vazquez. departeth with his armie from Cnliacau, and after divers troubles in his 
roaming at the yalley ofthe your called Los Caracones, which he findeth bar- 
ren of Mai: for obtaining whercof hee ſendethto the valley called The valley of the 

Lordhe is informed ofthe greatneſſe ofthe valley of the people called Caracones, and 

of the nature of thoſe people, and of certaine Iſlauds lying along that coaſt 


Pe 22, ofthe moneth of Apzill laft pal J departed from che pꝛouince of Culia 
can with part ol the army, and in ſuch oꝛder as J mentioned vnto pour Lo» 
hip, and accozving to che ſucceſſe I aſſured my ſelte, vy all likelihood that I ſhall 
not bꝛing all mine arnne together in this enterpiſe : becauſe the troubles haue 
bene ſo great and the want ol victuals,that I thinke allchis yeete wil not be ſuf- 
4 ä = ficient co perfozme this enterpꝛiſe, & fit ſhould bee perloꝝmed in ſo ſboꝛt a time 
would be to the great loſſe of our people. Fox as Aw1ote vuto pour Lowdſhip, J was foure: 
ſcozy 
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Thrs was duc ¶ coze bapes in trauailing to Culiacan, in all which time J and thole Gentlemen mp com panions 
en ce which were hoꝛſemen, cartied on our backs and on our hoꝛſes, a little victuall, ſo that from bcnce- 
foꝛ ward wee carried none other ncevefull apperell wich vs, that was aboue a pound weight: and 
all this notw thſtonding, and though wee put our ſelues to ſuch a mall pꝛopogtion of victuals 
which wee carried, fo2 all the oder thot poſſibly wee could take, wee were dziven to cur ſhifts. 
And no maruaple, becauſe the way is rough and long: and with the carriage of cur Pa gue» 
buſes downe the mountaines and hilles, and in the paſſage of Riners, the greater part of cur 
cone was ſpoyled. Anp becauſe J (end your Lowdſhip our voyage dꝛawen in a Pappe, J wal 
ſpeake nomoze thereof in this my letter. 
Frier Maceu: Thirtie leagues befoze wee arriued at the place which the father pꝛouinciall telde vs ſe well 
. of in his relation, I ſent Melchior Diaz before with fiftrene hoꝛſes, ging him oꝛder to mabe 
hut one dayes tourney of two, becauſt hee might examine all things, againſt mine arriuall: who 
trauailed fcure deyes iournep though exceeding; rough Mountatnes where hee found neither 
victuals,noz peopie, noꝛ iufoꝛmat ion ot any things, ſauing that hee found two oꝛ thꝛee pooxe little 
villages, containing 20,02 30. cottages a piece, and by the inhabitents thereof hee vnderſtoode 
that from thence fozward there were nothing but erceeding rough mount aines which ran very 
farre,vtterly diſinhabittd and voyd of people. And becauſe it was labour loſt, J would not wiite 
Into pour Loꝛdſhipthcreot. | | 
It grieued the whole company, that a thing lo highly commendey, and whereof the father 
had mad? ſo great bzagges,ſhould be found ſo contrarp,andit made them ſuſpect that all the reſt 
would fallout in like ſoxt, Thich when J perceiued J ſought to encourage them the beſt J 
-  conlde,teiling them that pour Lopvſhippe alwayes was of opinion, that this voyage was a thing: 
- caſt awap, and that wee ſhculd fire our cogitation vpon thoſe ſeuen Cities, and other p1cuinces, 
whereof wee had knowlcdge : that there ſhould bee the ende ok our enterpziſe: and with this 
reſolution and purpoſe wee all marched cheerefully though a very badde way which was rot 
paſſable but one by one, 02 elſe wee mult fozce cat with Pioners the path which wee founde, 
wherewith the Sdaldiours were not a little offenved,finving all that the Frier had ſayde to bee 
quite contrary ; foz among other things which the father ſapde and aſfirmed, this was one, that 
the wap was plaine and good, and that there was but one ſmall hill of halfe a league in length. 
And pet in trueth there are mountaines which although the wap were well mended could not bee 
paſſed without great danger of bꝛeaking the hozſes neckes: andthe way was ſuch, that of the 
cattcli which your Loꝛdſbip ſent vs foꝛ the pꝛouiſion of our armie wee loſt a great part in the voy⸗ 
age though the roughncſſe of the rockes, The lamdes and ſheep? loft their hoofes in the way: 
The riner ot andofthoſe which J bꝛought from Culiacan, J left che greater part at the Riuer of Lachimi, 
88 becauſe they could not keepe company with vs, and becauſe they might come ſoftly after vs foure 
| men on hozſebacke remained with them which arenowe come vnto vs, and haue bꝛought vs not 
paſt foure and twentie lambes,and foure ſheepe,fo2 all the reſt were dead with trauailing thzcugh 
that rough paſſage, although they trauailed but two leagues a day, and reſted themſelues e⸗ 
Chevallepor At length Jarriued at the valley of the people called Caracones, the 26. day of the me: 
ve peoptecal- nethof May: and from Culiacan vntill I came thicher, I could not helpe my ſclfe, ſaue onely 
with a great quantitie of bꝛead of Maiʒ: foz ſecing the Paiz in the fieides were not yet ripe, I 
was con{tramed to leaue them all behind me, In this valley of the Caracones wer found moꝛe 
ſtoze of pecple then in auy other part of the Countrep which wee had paſſed, and great ſtoze of til- 
/alle del Seanor, lage. But J vndetſtood that there was ſtoze thereof in another valley called The Lords valley, 
| which Z waulde not diſturbe with foꝛte, but ſent thicher Melchior Diaz with wares of exchange 
to pzocure ſome, and to giue the ſayde Maizʒ to the Indiens our friendes which wee bzought 
with vs, and to ſome others that had loſt their cattell in the way, and were not able to carry 
their victuals ſofarre which they bꝛought from Culiacan, Jt pleaſed God that wee gate ſome 
won gg of Paiz with this tratfique, whereby certaine Judians were releined and ſeme 
panpards.

And by that time that wee were come to this valley of the Caracones, ſome tenne 02 tweiue 
of our hoꝛſes wert dead thzough wearineſle : fo being cuerchargen with great burdens, and 
hauing but little meate, they could not cndure the tratalle, Likewiſe ſome of our Negros and 
Cut valley ge ſome ofour Indians dyed here; which was no [mall want vnto vs fez the perfoꝛmante of cur 
0» Cacacoues katerpuſe. They toldt me that this valley of the Coracones is fine dayes ioutncy from the 
vaycs 1ournep CCleſterne Dea, I lent foz the Indians of the Sea coaſt to vnderftand their eſtate, and vohile 
rom the Wes ſtgyed for them the hoꝛles reſted : and A ſtayed there feure daves,in which ſvace the Juviaus of

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the Sea coaſt came vnto inee: which told mee, that two dayes ſayling from their coalt of the 
Dea, there were ſeueno2 eight Jflands right ouer againſt them, well inhabited with people , but Scutu 03 cigh 
badly furniſhed wich victuals,and were aruve people: And they told nee, that chey had ſeene a 2 the 7 
Sbtppe paſſe by not karre from the ſhoze; which I wote not what to thinke whicher it were one 2 dn ene 
of thoſe that went to diſcoucr the Couutrev, oꝛ elſe a Ship of the JPoztugals, 2

hey come to Chichilticale: after they had reſted tnemielues two dayes there, they ente 
into a Countrey very barren of victuals, and hard to trauaile for thirtic leagues, beyond 

vhich they found a Countrey very pleaſant, and a tiuex called Ri del Lino, they tight 
with the Indians being aſſaulted by them, and with victotie yanquiſhing their citie, they 
relieued themſelues ot their pinching hunger. | 


[ Departed from the Caracones,and aiwayes kept by the Sea coait as neereag I could tuvge, 
Land in very deed J till found my ſelfe the farther off: in ſuch ſozt that when J arrived at Chi- — 
chilticale I found mp ſelfe tenne dapes iournep from the Sea: and the father pꝛouinciall ſapd fromthe ſee 
that it was onely but fiue leagues viſtanc e, and that hee had ſeene the ſame. Mee all conceiucy 
great griefe and were not a little confounded, when we ſaw that wee found euery thing contrary 
to the infoꝛmation which he had giuen your Lozdſhip. 
The Indians ol Chichilticale ſap,that if at any time they gor to the Sea 02 fi, ano other 
things that they tarrp, they goe trauerſing, and arc tenne dapesiourney in going thither, Ant 
Jam ot opinion that the info mation which che Indians giue me ſhould be true. The ſea retur⸗ 
nech to ward che TUeſt right ouer againſt the Coracones the (pace of tenne oz twelue leagues, 
here J found that your Lozyſhips ſhips wereſeene,which went to diſcouer the hauen of Chi- 
chilticale, which father Marcus of Niga ſapd to bee in ſiue and thirtie degrees. God knowe ch Tbis Chicunti- 
what Kriefeofmind Z haue ſuſtained : becauſe J am in voubt that ſome miſhoppe is fallen vnto 215 1 indeede 
them: and if they follow the coalt,as they ſayde they would, as long as their victuals {aſt which | 
they carry with them, whereof J left themſtazein Culiacan, and if they be not fallen into ſome 
miſkoztune,J hope well in Gad that by this they haue made ſome geod diſconerie,andthat in thi⸗ 
reſpect their long ſtaying ont may be pardoned. 2 
J reſted my ſelle two dayes in Chichikicale, and to haue doue well I ſhoulp haue aped lor 
ger, in reſpect that here wee found our hoꝛſes ſo tyꝛed: but becauſe wee wanted viccuals, wee 
had no leaſure to reſt any longer: J entred the confines of the deſert Countrep on Saint Johns Chez 
eeue, and to refceſh our fomer trauaileꝝ, the firſt vapes we founde no grafle, but wozſcr wap of June. 
mount aines and badve paſſages,then wee had paſſed alreadie: aud the hopſes being tired, were 
greatly moleſted cherewith : ſo that in this laſt deſert wee loſt moe hozſes then wee had loſt be- 
fozc: and ſome of my Indians which were our kriendes dyed, and one Spanpard whoſe nam. 
was Spinoſa; and two Negroes, which dyed with eating certaine herbes fot lacke of victuals. 2 
From this place I ſenc befoꝛe mee one dapes iournep the maſter of the ſielde Don Garcia Lo- — — 
pez de Cardenas with fifteene hoꝛſes to diſcouer the Countrep, and pꝛepate our way : wherein 
hee did like himſelte, and actoꝛding tothe confidence which your Lozdſhip repoſed in gim. And 
well I wote he faplev not to vo his part: ſoꝭ as J haue enfomed pour Lo2dſhip,ir is moſt wicked 
wap, at leaſt thixtie leagues and moꝛe, becauſe they are inacceſſible moumtaines. |

Andthis done, Fernando Aluarado teturued to avuertiſe mee, that certaine Indians were 
come vntv them in peateable maner, and that two of them ſfapey foz inp comming with the ma⸗ 
Fer of the lee. Whereupan J ment vnto them and gaue them beades and certaine ho2c clokes.

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willing them to returne vnto their cite, and bid them to ſtay quiet incheir houſes, and feere no- 
thing. And this done J ſent the maſter of the field to ſearch whether there were any bad paſſage 
which the Indians might keepe againſt vs. and that hee ſhould cake and defend it vntill the next 
day that I ſhoulde come thithcr, So hee went, and kound in che way a very bad paſſage , where 
wee might haue ſuſtapned very great harme : wherefoze there hee ſeated himſclfe with his 
company that were wich him: and that very night the Indians came to take that paſlage ta 


Lhe triaſon of de fend it, and finding it taken, they aſlaulced our men there, and as they tell ince, they aſſaultey 
de Audiaus. them like valiant men; although in the enve they recired and fledde away; fo2 the maſter of the

He kingdomeof Totonreac to much extolled by the Father pꝛouinciall, which ſapde that

Pet this 

J would haue pou bee aſſured, that if all the riches and the treaſures of the wozld weie heerf, I 

could haue done no mote in the ſeruice of his Maieſtie and of pour lozdſhippe , then J haut dane 

in comming hither whither pou haue ſent mee , my ſelfe and my companions cariymg our 

victuals vpon our ſhoulders and vpon our hozſcs thee hundzed leagues; and many dayts gouig 

on foote trauailing ouer billes and rough mountaines, with other treubles which J ceaſe tomin- 

— 88 to depart vnto the death, if it pleaſe his Maieſtie and your loꝛd ſſ ip that it

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The ſnow and cold are woont to be great, t̃oʒ ſo ſay the inhabitants of the Countrey ; and it i 
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Thyee dayes after this citie was takeu , certaine Indians of theſe people came to offer mice 
peace, and bzought mee certaine Turqueſes and badde mantles, and J reteiued them in his £Ha- Curqueies. 
ieſties name with all the good ſpeaches that could deuaſe , certifying them of the purpoſe ol inp Va. 
comming into this countrey, which is in the name of his Þateſhie, and by checommanndement of 
your Lozdſhip, that they and all the reſt of the people of this pzouince ſhould become Chaiſtians: 
and ſhould knowe the true God foz their Lode, and receiuc his Maieſtie fo their King,and earth 
ly Soucraigne : And herewithall they returned to their houſes and ſuddenly the next vay they ß 
(et in order all their goods and ſubſtance, their women and chilyzen, and fled tothe hilles, leauing f 70 0 
their townes as it were abaudoncd , wherein remained very fewe of them. TUhen J ſawe this, with ther 
within eight oz tenne dayes after being recouered of my woundes, I went tothe citie , which T wen a 
ſapde to bee greater theu this where J am, and found there ſome fewe ol them, to whom J ſapve goots. 
that they ſhould not bee afrayd, and that they ſhould call their gouernour vnto mee: howbeit, foz- r eat 
almuch as J canlearne oz gather, none of them hath any gouernour t foz I ſawe not there any 
chiefe houle , whereby any pzceminence of one ouer another might bee gatherev. After this ar 
ade man came, which ſayd that hee was their lo, with a piece of a mantle made of many pieces 
with whom J reaſoned that ſmall while that hee ſkayev with mee, and hee ſayd that withm c<zec 
dayes after, hee and the rclt of the chiefe of that tome would come and viſite mee, and giue oz 
der what courſe ſhould bee taken with them, Which they did: la they bzought mee certaine 
mantles and ſome Turqueſes. J aduiſen them to come downe from their holdes, and to recurn« 
with their wines and childzen to their houles, and to become Chiſtians, and that they would ac- 
knowledge the Emperours maieſtie foz their Ring and loꝛde. And euen to this pꝛeſent they 
keepe in thole {troug holdes their women and childzen , and all the goods which they haut. J 
commaunded them that they ſhould paint mee out a cloth of all the heaſtes which they knowe in gs tawes 
their countrey : And ſuch badde painters as they are, foozthwith they painted ince two clothes, painted by che 


one ol cheir beaſtes , another of their virves and fiſhes, They ſay that they will bing their chil: eng ene 


men, that our religious men may inſtruct them, and chat they veſire co owe our awe + And ber o! virves 
they allime vs, that aboue fiftie yeeres paſt it was pzophecied among them, chat a certame pcople 359%... 
like vs ſhould come, aud from that part that wee came from, and that they ſhould ſubdue all that die that hoſe

That which theſe Indians woꝛlhip as farre as hitherto wer caniearne, is the water: foz they „ Chiuans, 
lay it cauſeth their comc to growe, and maintaineth their life; — emma nes 8 
ſon, but that their anteſters did ſo. J haue ſoughr by all meanes poſſible to learue of the inhabi⸗ 
tants of theſe townes, whether they haue anp knowledge of other people, countreps and cities. 

And they tell mee of ſeuen cities which are farre diſtant from this place , which are like vnto &enen cities 
thele, though they haue nothoules like vnto thele , but they are ofearch , aud ſmall : and that a: farre from 
mong them much cotton is gathered, The chiefe of theſe townes whereol they haue knowledge 
they ſap is called Tucano: and they gaue met no perfect knowledge of the reſt, And J thinke 0 
they doe not tell me the trueth, imagining that of neceſſitie J mult ipeevily depart from chem, and 
returne home. But herein they ſhall ſoone finde themſelues decciued. J ſent Don Pedro de To- 
uar with his e of footemen and with certaine other hoꝛſemen to lee this towne : And J 
wouldnothaue viſpatchen this packet vnto your lozdſhip , vncill I hadknowen what this towne 
was, if J had thought that within tweluc on fifteene dayes J might haue had ewes from him: 
fo2 hee will ſtay iu this tourney chirtie dayes at leaſt. And hauing examined that the knowledge 
hereofis of mall imyozcance , and that the colde and the waters appzoch : J thought i my duetx 
to doe accomving as your lozdſhip gaue mee charge in your inſtructions, which is, that immediac- 
ly vponmine arriuall here, I ſhould ſigniſie ſo much vnts your lodſhip, arm ſo Z doc, ſending 
withall the bare relation of chat which I haue ſeene, J haut determined to ſend round about the 
couutrey from hence to haue knowledge of all things. and rather tc ſulker all extremitie then to 
leaue this enterpyiſe to ſerue his maieſtie, if J may find any thing wherein J may perfozme it. and 
not to omit any diligente therein, vntill your lozdſhip ſend mee oꝛder what J ſhall doc.

to bee excellent well wought, becauſe I beleeue that no man cuer lawe any net dle woke in thee 
Indies, txctptit were fince the Spantards inhabited the ſame. J ſend your Lowſhippe alto tuo 
clothes painted with the beaſts of chis countrey, although as J haue lay ve, the picture bee very 
rudely done, becaule the painter ſpent but one day in dꝛawing of the ſame. J haue ſerne other 
picturts onthe walles of the houſes of this citie with faire better pꝛt poꝛtion, and bettet made, J 
lend your honour one Orc · hide, certaine Turqueſes, and two tarerings ofthe ſe me, aud fiſtecue 
combes ok the Indians, and certain tablets ſet with theſe Turqueſes, and two lmall balkets made 
of wicker, whereof the Indians haue great ſtoꝛe. J ſend your loꝛdſhip alſo two tolles which the 


women in theſe parts are woont to weare on their heads when they fetch water trom their welles 


as wee ve to doe in Spaine. And one of theſe Judian women with one of theſe rolles on her head, 


will carie a pitcher of water without touching the ſame with her hande vp a lather. J lend pou al⸗

Il the way betweene Cicuic and Quivira is a mut plaine ſople, without trees and ffones, 

The men clothe and ſhooe themſelues with lether; any 
the women which are eftzemed foꝛ their loug lockes, coucr therr heads and ſecrets with the ſame. 
They haue no bjead of auy kinde of graine, as they ſap : which J accounta very great matter. 
Their chiefelt foove is fleſh, and that oftentimes they eate rawe. eicher of cuſtome oz fo lacke of 
wood, They eate the fatte as they take it out of the Dre, and dzinke the blood hotte, and die not 
therewithall, though che ancient waiters ſap chat it killeth, as Eimpedocles and others atftrmed, 
they dine it allo colve vilſolued in water.

Theſe Oxen are of the bigneſle and colour of our Bulles, but their hoznes are not ſv great. 
They haue a great bunch vpon their loꝛe ſhoulders, and mode hatre on their foze part then on their 
hinder part: and it is like wooll. They haue as it were an hozſe-mane vpon their backe bone, 
and nnich haire and very long from the knees downeward, They haue great tuifes of hairehang- 
ing downe their foxeheads , and it ſeemeth that they haue beardes, becauſeof thegreac ftoze of 
hatre hanging vowne at their chinnes and thꝛoates. The males haue very long cailes,and a great 
knobbe on flocke at the end: ſo that in ſome reſpect they reſcmble the Lion, and in ſome other the 
Camell. They puſh with their hoꝛnes, they runne, they ouertake and kill an hozſe when they are 
in their rage and anger. Finallp, it is a foule anveterce beaſt of countenance and fome of bodie. 
The hoꝛſes fl:dde from them. cither becauſe of their defo2men ſhape , oz clſe becauſe they had ne- 
uer ſcene them. Their maſters haue no other riches uo ſubſtance : ol them they eat, they djinke, 
they apparei, they ſhoo: themlelucs: and of thetr hives chey make many thigs,as houſes, ſhoocs,

F o2 pzoofe where 
of they accompanied them on their voyage, as their neighbours had done, vntill they had bzought 
them to acountrey inhabited by another nation, which was diſtant from theirs ſome 1 2 leagues, 
They vſe bowes and arrowes and go naked, 


nyards by another name call Patarabueyes: their pzounce is very great, conteining 

townes and great ſtozeof people : their houſes are flac-rooffed,and built of lime — 
ſtreets of their to wnes are placed in good ozder, All the men and women haue their kaces, armes 
and legges raced and pounced : they are apeople ot great ſtature, and of better gouetrument, then 
the reſt which they hav ſcene in their fozmer tournepes ; and are well pꝛouided of victuals, and 
furniſhed with plenty of wilde be aſts, fowles and fiſhes, by reaſon of mighty riners which come 
from the Nozth , whereof one is as great as Guadalquiuir, which falleth into the Noꝛih ſea oʒ 
bay of Mexico. Here are alſo many lakes of ſalt water, which at a certeine time ofthe pere war⸗ 
eth hard, and becommeth very good ſalt, They are a warlike people, and ſoone made ſhi wthere⸗ 
ok: foz the firſt night that our people mcamped there, with their arrowes they ſlew fiue hozſes, 
and wounded fiue other very ſoꝛe, no} would not haue left one of them aliue, i they had not beene 
defenved by out guard. Pauing done this miſchiefe , they abandoned the towne , and withdzew 
themſelues to amountaine which was hard by, whither our captaine went betimes in the mom · 
ing, taking with him fiue ſouldiers well armed, and an interpꝛeter called Peter an Indian of their 
owne nation, and with good perſuaſions appeaſed them, cauſing them to deſcend to their towne 
and houſes, and perſuading them to giue aduice vnto their neighbours, that they were men that 
would hurt no body, neither came the thither to take awap their goods: which he obtained eaſi- 
phy his wiſedome,and by giuing vnto the Caciques certeine b)acelets of glaſſe beads, with hats 
and other trifles , which be caried with hinloz the ſame purpote : ſo by ch@ meanes, and by the 
good interteimment which they gaue them, many of them accompanied our Spanpardsfoz cers 
teine daye s, alwayes trauelling along the banke of the great riuer aboueſayd; along the which 
th:re were many townes of the Indians of this nation, which continued foz the ſpace of twelue 
dapes trauel, all which time the Cagiques hauing receiued aduice from one to another,came fozth 
to interteine our people without their bowes and arrowes, and bought them plenty of victuals, 
with other pꝛeſents and gifts, eſpecially hides andchamoiſ-ſkins very well dzeſſed, ſo that thoſe 
of Flanders do nothing erceed them. Theſe people are all clothed, and ſeemed to haue ſome light 
Naur holy faith; fon they made lignes of God, looking vp towards heauen, and call him in their 


| that they haue rettiued their life and being, and theſe wozldipgoods, Many of them 
Withtheir wines and childzen came vnto the frier(whichthe captame and ſoulviers bzoughe with 
them) that hee might croſle and bleſſe them, Tho demanding of them, from whom they hadre- 


*ciued that knqwiedge of God, they anſwered, from thte Chyiſtians,+ one Negro which paſſe 
that way, and remained certaine dapes among them, who bythe ſignes which they made, were

= wherof they became verp famous inallthat countrep, All this pzouince remained in great peace 
and ſecurity ; in token whereof, they accompanied and ſerued our men certaine dapes, trauel-

Another n Lithin fewvayes after they came vnto another great pzouince of Fnvians, from whence they 
| _ came fozthto receine them,vpon the newes which they had heard of their neighbozs,and byought 


them manp very curious things made of feathers of diuers colours , and many mantlesof cotton 
ſtraked with blew and white, like thoſe that are bzought from China, to barter & trucke them fo; 

other things, Allof them both men, women and childzen were clad inchamoisſkinnes very good 

and wel deſſed. Dur people could neuer vnderſtand what nation they were fo lacke of an inter 

pꝛeter: howbeit they dealt with them by ſignes; and hauing ſhewed vnto them certaine ſtones of 

— great rich metall, and inquired whether there were any ſuch in their countrep : they anſwered by the 
uur. fame ligne, that fiue dapes iourney Weſtward from thence there was great quantity therof,and 
that they would conduct them thicher, and ſhew it vnto chem ; as after watd they perfozmed their 

pꝛomiſe, & bare them company 22 leagues, which was all inhabited by people of the ſame nation. 


. Next vnto the fozeſapd pꝛouince they came vnto another further vp the great riuer afozcſapd, 


being much moze populous then the foꝛmer, of whom they wert well reteiued, and welcomed 
with many pzeſents, eſpeciallpof fiſh, whereofthey haue exceeding great ſtoze, by reaſon of cer 
Suat lakes. Caine great lakes not far from thence, wherein they are bzedin the fozeſapd plenty, They ſtayer 
| among theſe people thzee dayes; all which time both day and night they made befoze them man 
dances, accoꝛding to their faſhion , with lignification of top, They could not learne the 
name of this nation fo want of an interp2eter,yet they vnderſtood that it extended very farre,and 
was very great, Among thele people they found an Indian of the fozeſapd nation ofthe Conchos, 
whotold them, and ſhewed them by ſignes, that fifteene dayes tournep from thence toward the 


| wmighty TUeſtthere was a very bjoad lake, and here vnto it verygreat townes,andin them houſes of thzce 


* 02 foure ſtozies high, and that the people were well apparelled , andthe counttey full ofvictuals 
and pꝛouiſion. This Concho offered himſelſe to conduct our men thither, whereat our company 
reioyced, but left off the enterp2iſe,onely to accompliſh their intent fox which they vndercooke the 
vopage, which was to go X20zthward to giue ayd vnto the two friers afozeſapy, The thiefe and 
pꝛincipall thing chat they noted in tis pzonince was, that it was of very good temperature, and a

g Hauing traue lled two dapes thozow the [aid woods of Poplar aud Waluut trees, they came to 

tentownes ſituate on both ſives of the ſapd riucr, beſides others which they might ſce further out 

of the way, wherein there ſecmedco begreatſtoze ofpeople , and thoſe which they ſaw were a- 

;  bouetenthouſandperſons. In this pzounce they receiued them very courteouſlp , andbzought 

them to their townes , whereas theygaue themgreat plenty of victuals and hennes of the com 

trey, with many other things, and that with great good will, Here they found houſes of foure 

Tones hig. 9246s high, very well built, with gallant lodgings, and in moſtof them were Dcooues foz the 

Cainter ſeaſon, Their garments were of Cotton and ofdeere-ſkinnes, and the attire bothok the 

men and women is after the maner of the Judjans of the kingdome of Mexico. But the ltran- 

geſt thing of all was co ſee both men and women weare ſhooes and boots with good ſoles ofneats 

leather, a thing which they neuer ſawe in amy other part of the Indies. The women keepe their 

haire well combed and d2eſſed , wearing nothing els vpon their heavs, In alltheſe *

New Mexico. Traffiques & Diſcoueries, 
had Cagiques which gouerned their people like the Cagiquesof Mexico, with Dergeants to ex 
ecute their commandements, who goe thozow the townes pꝛoclaiming with a loud voice the plea- 
ſureofche Cagiques, commanding the ſame to be put in execution. In this pzouince our men 
foundmanyivols which they wozſhipped,and particularly they had in euery houſe an D2atoy foꝛ 
the viuell,whereinto they oꝛdinarily cary him meat: and another thing they found, that as it is an 
vle among the Chziſtians to erect croſſes vpon the high wayes , ſo haue this people certaine high 
chapels, in which they ſap the diuellvſechto cake his eaſe,and to recreat himl elfe as he trauelleth 
from one tone to another; which chapels are maruellouſly well trimmed and painted. In all 
their arable grounds, whereof they haue great plenty, they exect on the one ſide a little cottage oz 
ſhed ſanding vpon foure ſtuddes, vnder which the labourers do eat, and paſſe away the heat of the 
day, fo2 they are a people much giuen to labour, and doe continually occupy themſelues ther ein. 
This countrey is full of mountames and fozreſts of Pine trees. The weapons that they vſe are — bigh 
ſtrong bowes and arrowes headed with flints, which will pierce thozow a coat of male, and maca-- are d caute ar 
nas which are clubs of halfe a yard long. ſo beſet wich ſharpe flints, that they are ſufficient to (Þe omg. 
cleaue a man aſunder inthe midſt : they vſe alſo a kinde oftargets made of raw hides, 
| Hauingremained foure vapes in this pzouince, not farre off they came to another called The eye pzouince 
pzouince of Tiguas conteining ſirteene tamnes in one whereof,called Poala, they vuderſlood that a 
the inhabitants had ſlaine the two fathers afoꝛeſapd, to wit, frier Francis Lopez, and frier Augu- 
tus Ruyz,whum they went to leeke, together with the thzce Judi boyes. and the meſligo. So 
ſoone as the people of this towne and their neighbours ſaw our men there, their owne conſciences 
accuſing them, and fearing that our men came to puniſh them, and to be auenged of the death ofthe | 
fozeſaid fathers, they durſt not abide their comming, but leauing their houſes deſolate the y fled to 
the mountaines next adioyning, frb whence they could neuer cauſe them to deſcend, although our 
men attempted the ſame by diuers deuuſes and entiſements. They found in the townes and hou⸗ 
ſes good ſtoze of victuals, with inũnite number of hennes in the countrey, and many ſozts of me⸗ Very rich ant 
tals, whereof ſome ſeemedto be very good. They could not perfectly vnve:ſtand what numbers 999d metal, 
of people this pzouince might conteine, byrealon they were fled into the mouncaines, as J haue 
ſayd befoze. 
"Daning found thoſe to be llaine which they went toſeeke, they entred into conſultation, whe⸗ 
ther they ſhould returne to Nueua Biſcaya, from whence they came, 02 ſhould ꝑoceed further in 
their iourney; where about there were diuers opinions: howbcit, vuder ing there, that to⸗ 
ward the Oꝛient oꝛ Eaſt parts of that pyouince, and very far diſtant from thence,there were great — — 
and rich townes : and finding themſe lues ſo far on the wap, the ſayd capt aine Antonio de E peio gan. 
with the conſent of the fozeſayd frier called Frier Bernardine Beltran, and the greater part at his 
ſouldu rs and companions determined to pꝛoceed on the viſcouery , till ſuch time as they did ſee 
to what end it would come; to the end they might giue certeine and perfect knowledge thereof ta 
his Maieſty, as eye · witneſſes ol the ſame. And ſo with one accoꝛd they determined, that while 
the army lay ſtill there, the captaine and two moze of his company ſhould pꝛoſecute the ir deſire, 
which they did accozdingly, And within two dayes journey they came vnto another pzouince, Another po. 
where they foundeleuen to wnes. and much people in them, which in their tudgement were aboue 
foxty thouſand perſons, The countrep was very fertile and plentifull, whoſe confines bozdered 
vpon the territozies of Cibola, where there are great ſoze of kine, with whoſe hides and with cots 
ton they apparell chemſelues, imitating in the fozme of their gouernment their nert neighbours, 
In this place are ſignes of very rich mines, ſome quantity of the metals whercof they found in 
the houſes of the Indians; which Indians haue and doe wozſhip idols. They receiued our men 
peaceably,and gaue chem victuals, Hauing ſeene thus much, and the diſpoſition of the countrep, 
— the campe, from whence they depatted, to infozme their companions ol the things 


Being returned to the campe thep had intelligence of another pꝛouinte called Los Quires, Quie bozders 
which ſtood ſire leagues higher vp theriuer called Rio del Norte. —— — 
ward, being arriued within a league of the place, there came foꝛth very many Judians to receiue 
them in peace requeſting them to beare them to their townes: which they did and were 
mrutllous well int erteined and cherithed, In this pouincethep found ſiue townes only, where ·

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They departed out of this pꝛouince, and keeping ſtill the ſame Nox THz «Ly courſe, foure- 

namen, al Pu- ttrne leagues from thence they found another pzouince called The Cunames, where they ſaw 0- 
nm ther line townes,thegreateſt whereof was called Cia, being ſo large, that it conteinedeightmar- 
reren et: places, the houſes whereof being plaiſtered and painted withdiuers colours, were better then 
any which they had ſeene in the pꝛouinces befoze mentioned : the people which they heere ſaw, 

they eſteemed to be aboue twenty thouſand perſons, They pꝛeſented to our men many curious 

mantles, and victuals extellentiy well vzeſſed ; ſo that our men deemed this nation to be moe cu- 

rious, and of greater tiuility, and better gouernment , then any other that hitherto they had 

ii metals, ſerne. They ſhewed them rich metals, and the mountaines alſo not farre off whereout they dig⸗ 
ged them. Veere our people heard of another pꝛouince ſtanding toward the Nozthweſt, where- 
vnto they purpoſed co goe. | 
Hauing trauelled about ſire leagues, they came to the ſayd pꝛouince, the people whereof wert 

di py Rene» called Ameies, wherin were ſeuen very great townes,conteining,to their iudgement,aboue thirs 
* .....-. tpthouſand loules, They repozted that one of the ſeuen townes was very great and faire, which 
our men would not go to ſee, both becauſe ic ood behinde a mountaine, and alſo foz feare ofſome 

miſhappe it in caſe they ſhould be ſeparated one from another, This people are like vnto their 
neighbours of the fozmer pzouince , being as well pzouived of all neceſſaries as they, and of as 


good gouernment, 

Acous uz le About fifteene leagues run this pjouince, trauelling alwayestowarvthe Tell, they found a 
contra, great towne calle Acoma, conteining aboue ſixe thouſand perſons, and ſituate vpon an high 
boue 6000 rockt which was aboue fifty paces hie, hauing no other entrance but by a ladder oz patre of ſtaires 
verlon®. hewen into the ſamerocke, whereat our people maruelled not a little: all the water of this tuwne 
was kept iu ciſternes. The chiefe men of this towae came peaceably to viſit the Dpanpards, 
bzinging them many mantles,and chamoiſ-ſkinnes excellently dzeſſed, andgreat plenty of victu- 
als, Their come · delds are two leagues from thence , and they fetch water out ol a ſmallriuer 
nere thereunto, to water the ſame, on the bzinks whereofthep ſaw many great banks of Roſes 
Signeso? like thoſe ot Caſtile. Here are many mountaines that beare ſhewes ot mettals, but they went not 
merals. toſee them, becauſethe Indians dwelling vpon are many in number, and very warlike, 
Dur men remained in this place thzee daes vpon one of the which the inhabitants made befoze 

them a very ſolemne dance, comming foo2th in the ſame with gallant apparell, vſing very wit ty 
ſpo2ts,wherewith our men were exceedingly delighted. kf: 200 
Twenty foure leagues from hence toward the Melt, they came to a certaine pꝛouinte called 
day 1 une, OP the inhabitants themſelues Zuny, & by the Spanpards Cibola, containing great numbers of 
vaſquer de Co. IAudians; in which pꝛouinte Franciſco Vazquez de Coronado had bene, and had erectedmany 
zende was cxoſſes and other tokens of Chiſtianity, which remained as pet ſtanding. Þeere alſo they found 
Pere thzee Indian Chyiſtians which had remained there euer ſince the ſaidiournp, whoſe names were 
105 Andrew de Culiacan, Gaſpar de Mexico and Antonio de Guadalajara, who had almoſt fo2got- 
ten their owne language, but could ſpeake that countrey ſpeech very well; howbeit after ſome 
ſſmall conferente with our men, they eaſily vnderſtood one another. Bythele thzee Indians they 
lane were inkoꝛmed, that th2eeſcoze dayes journey from this place there was a very mighty lake, vpor: 
dares e. the hankes whereof ſtood many great and good townes , and that the inhabitants ofthe ſame hav 
bola, plenty of golde, an euident argument wherof was their wearing of golden bzacelets earrings: 
— tand aldo that after the ſayd Francis Vaſquez de Coronado had perfect intelligence thereof, hee 
departed out ot᷑ this pꝛouince ot Cibola to goe thither, and that hauing pzoceeded tweluedayes 
iournep,he began to want water; and thereupon determined to returne, as he did indeed, with in 
tention to make a ſecond voyage thither at his better oppoztunity ; which after ward he perfozm- 
ed not, being pꝛeuented of his determined iournep by death, | In 

Upon the newes of theſe riches che ſayd Captaine Antony de Eſpeio was deſirous to go thi- 

ther ; andthough ſome of his companions were ofhis opinion, pet the greater part and the frier 
were ofthe contrary , ſaping that it was now high time to returne home vnto New Biſcay from 
whente they came , to giue account of that which they had ſeene : which the ſayd greater part 
within few vayes put in erecution,leauing the captaine with nine companions one ly that willing 
ly followed him: who after hee had fully certified himſelfe of the riches aboucſayd, and of thc 
Another migh- Creat quantity ofercellent mettals that were about that lake,vcpartedout ofthis pꝛouinte of Ci. 
1 la with his companions; and trauclling directly toward the Wieſt, after hee had paſſed 2© 
als 28 leagues he foũd another very great pzouince,which by eſtimation conteined aboue 50000 ſoules: 
ieaques.called the inhabitants whereof afſoone as they vnderftood of their appꝛoch. ſent them wozd, vpon paine 
po x death to come no neerer to their tuwnes: wher eto the cavtaine anſwered, that their comming;

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was in no wile to hurt them, as they ſhould well perteiue, and therefoze requeſted them not to mo · 
leſt him in his intended voyage, and withall gaue to the meſſenger are ward of ſuch things as they 
bought with them: who thertupon made lo good repozt of our people, and ſo apptaſed the crous- 
ble minds of the Indians, that they granted them free acteſſe vnto their townes, and ſothey went 
thither with 1 5, Indians their friends of the pzouince of Cibola afozeſaid,and the thee Mexican 
Indians befoze mentioned. Then they were come within a league of the firſt towne,there came 
foxch to meete them aboue 2000, Indians laden with victuals, whom the Captaine rewarded with 
ſome things of ſmall value, which they made great accompt of, and eſteemed moze precious then 
gold. As they appꝛoched nere vnto thetowne which was named Zaguaco, a great multitude of zaguzo, on 4- 
Indians came fozth tomeete them, and among the reſt their Caciques, with ſo great demonſtra, >» a towns, 
 tionofiop andgladnes,that they caſt much meale of Maiz vpon the ground fo2 the hozſesto tread 
ypon: with this triumph they entred the cowne, where they were very wel lodged and much made 
of, which the Captaine did in part requite, giuing to the chiefeſt among them hats, and beads of 
glaſſe,with many ſuch trilles, which he caried with him foz the like purpoſe, The ſaid Cagiques 
preſently gattenotice tothe whole pzouince ofthe arriual oftheſe new gueſts, whom they re poꝛten 
to bee a courteous people, and ſuch as offered them no harme : which was occaſion ſufficient to 
make them all come laden with pzeſents vnto our people, and to intreat them to goe and make 
merry with them in their townes ; which they peelded vnto, though alwapes with great fozeſight 
what might follow, the Captaine vſed acertaine policie, making the Caciques be» dr 4 
leeue, that fozaſmuchas his hozſes were very fierce(fo2 they had told the Indians that they would by the enguty 
killthem)therefozeit was neceſſary to make a Foꝛt of lime and ſtone to incloſethem,fo the auop · tnkkecates, 
ding of ſuch inconueniences as otherwiſe might happen vnto che Indians by them. This tale 
was ſo ſtedfaſtly veleeued by the Cagiques, that in fine houres they aſſembled ſuch ſfoze of people 
together, that with increvible celeritie they built the ſaid Fozt which our men required.

40000,mantles of cotton, both white and of other colours, and great ſfoze ofhand-cowels, with

dap wee ſafled along the coaſt! of 16, leagues, and inthe mivit 

there is a Bap very faire of 4.02 5.leagues, hauing certaine bankes oz fencesin it,inbehol- 
ding whereof we tooke great pleaſure, The night following-we road in 20,faveme water. The 


mouthes of lakes which entered into the land, where they became like ſanding pooles. Tec road 
a league diſtance from theſemouthes in — on nw they were, and ſent our boat 
with certaine men, ta ſce if there were any entryfozour ſhips:fox helfe z leaguefromſhoze we had 
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not paſt one oz two fadome water, Here dur men (aw 7,02 8. Indians, and found ſundzy ſozs of 
greeneherbes ſomewhat differing from thoſe of Nueua Eſpanna. The Countrey is plaine, but 
farre within land they ſaw greatand ſmall hils extending themſclues a great way, and being verp 
faire and pleaſant to behold, The day following we pzoceeded on our voyage ſapling alwapes iu 
ſight of the plaine coaſt toward the Nozthweſt, in 10,03 x 5,fadome water, And hauing ſail.d 6, 
000d leagues we found a Bay on the coaſt within the land of about 5 leagues ouer, from whence 
the coaſt crended Nozthwelſt,and this dap we ſailed about 16. leagues.

| In this place we ſaw the Countrey full of freſh and greene graile,hCwveic diſfering (rem that 
of New Spaine, and vp wit hin the Conntrey wee ſaw many great and very greene mountaines, 
This Countrey ſeemed verp goodly and deligh ſome to all of vs, in regard of the greenneſſe ant 
beautie thereof, and we iudged it to be very populous within the land, From this hauen we depar*

The next mozning befoze 
bꝛeake of day we ſailed ſtill along the toaſt to the Neꝛthweſt vntilcuening,and ranne about ſome 
15. leagues. All along this ſhoze wee ſawe very gocdly mounts ines witl in the land, and many 
plaines and downes with ſome few trees, # the ſea ſhoʒe was ali ſandy, In the midſt of this dapes 
courſe we found certaine ſmall rockes in the (ca . leagues diſtant from the maine, where the laid 
land maketh a great point into the ſea, and here we ſtaped the reſt ofthe night, where we had a ve · 
rp great ſhower of raine. The dap following we proceeded on our voyage, and ſatlcd vntillnight 
by a compaſſe o2 turning, ſome 3.02 9,1cagues, and ſaw within land a few mountaines hauing no 
trees vpon them, but the Sunne ſhining alwayes very cleare, as farre as wee could deſcrp,chey 
were verygreat,onthe Weſterne ſhoze ofthe hauen of Santa Cruz. ere we ſtaped all night be- 
cauſe we found very ſhallow water aud ſawe cheſeavery white, end in amanerliketo chalke, ſo 
that we all beganne to marueile thereat, The dapfollowing wee went fozward agatne along the 
coaſt Nozthweſtward,and ſailedeight leagues, and ſaw another land which ſtretched Roꝛthweſt, 
and was full of high mountaines. And ſtill continuing thiscourſe we ſearched very diligently tc 
ſeeifchere were any paſſage thzough betweene both the landes, fo2 right fozward wee ſawe no 
land. And thus (aplinx wee alwapes found moze ſhallow water, and the Sea thicke, blacke, nd 
verp muddie, and came at length into ſiue favome water; and ſeeing this, wee determined copaſſe 
ouer to the land which wee had ſeene on the other ſive, and here likewiſe wee found as little depth 
andleſſe,whereupon we rode all night in finefadome wattr. and wee perceiued the Sea to runne 
with ſo great a rage into the land, that it was a thing much tobe marueiled at, and with the like ſu 
ry it returned backe againe with the ebbe; during which time wee found 11. fadome water, and 
che flood and ebbe continued from ſire to ſire houres, | 

The day following che Capto ine and Pilote went vp to the ſhippes top, and ſa we all the lande 
full of ſand in a great round compaſſe, and iopning it ſelfc wich the other ſhoꝛe, and it was ſo low 
that whereas wee were a league from the ſame wee could not well diſcerne it, and it ſeemed that 
chere was an ialet of the mouthes of certaine lakes, whereby the Sea went in and cut. There 
were diuers opinions amonaſt vs, and ſome thought chat that current entered into thoſe lakes, 
and alſo that ſome great Niuer there might be che cauſe thercof, And when we could pe rteiue no 
paſſage though. no2 could diſterne the tountrey to be inhabited the Captaine accompanied with 
certaine of vs went to take poſſeſſion thercof, The ſame vay with the ebbe of the Sea wee fell 
yowne from the other coaſt ſrom the ſive of Nueua Eſpanna, though alwayes we had inſight the 
ſirme land on the one ſide of vs, end the other Illends on our left bande, on the ſive ofthe pozt of 
SantaCruz (ituat? on the Wleſterne ſhoze : foz on that ſide there are ſo many Jſlands and lands, 
o karte as we could deſcry,thatit was greatly to be wondered at: foʒ fremthe ſaid hauen ol Son- 
ta Cruz, and from the coaſt of Culiacan we had alwapes in a maner land on both ſidesof vs, and 
chat ſo great a couni rep, that J ſuppoſe it it ſtould ſo contirne further in warde there is count rey 
ynough foꝛ m my yeeres to conquer, This day wee had the winde contrary, and caſt ancker vnti!

ont of certaine mouncaines and bzeaches of burned earth, whereont aſcended iuto the 
© aire cettaine cinders and aſhes which mounted vp to the middle regionof the aire, m ſuch great 
quantitie; chat we could not eſteeme leſſe then twenty lodes of wood to bee burned foꝛ the cauſing 
of euerpof thoſe ſmokes, whereatwee were all not a little amazed, 

Jnthis Aland were ſuch abundance of Seales,as it was wonderful, Here we ſtayev that dap, 
and killed a great number of theſe Seals, with whom we had ſome trouble: foz they were ſo ma- 
, n apded one another ſo well, that it was ſtrange to behold; foz it fell out, that while we were 


company un the ground : whereupon letting goe thoſe which they had in their honds, they and 
the others eſcaped vs and went into the ſen howbeit wee killed good ſtoʒe of them, which were 
ſo katte as it was wonderfull: and when we opened ſome of them to haue their livers, we found 
cercaine ſmall blacke ſtones in their bodies, whcreat wee much marueiled. The next day wee 
rode at anker here fox lat de ol good weather to ſaple withall : whereuponthe Captainedetermi- 
ned togoeon ſhoze with nine od te n tn bis company, to ſee wheetherthere were any peoplethere, 
zany ligneofpeople that had bene there, and they found on che maine land ſeuen oz eigh Indi- 
aus likeco Chichimec as, whirh were gone a fiſhing, and had a raft ot canes; who ſo ſoone as 
they vs ranne awap and betooke themſelues to light, but being purſued by bs, inthe end 
we une il them, whole language was lo ffrange that wee could by no meanes vnyerſtant:

They diſc ouer a mountainous. Iſland vety great, and neere vnto it certaine other iſ{iands 
with a goodly greene and pleaſant countrey, They haue ſight of certain Indians in 
Canoas of canes, whoſe language ſounded like the Flemiſh tongue, wich whome they 
:ould not haue any trafhque. 


A great Allan 6 next day we pzoceeded on our vopage, laying bet mec ue the matue and an Jllany,whicy 


we ſuppoſe to be in circuit about a hundzeth oz cighty leagues , ſayling ſometimes within 
one, and ſometimes withiu two leagues of the maine. The ſoile of this Jlland ts of certaine 
mountaines not very ſteepe with caues in theni , and as farre as wee could deſcrie by the coaft, 
there appeared no ſigne of any plaine countrey Here fram this day lo ward wer began to bee a 
fraid,conſidering that we were to returne to the poꝛt of Santa Crux; ſoꝭ it was ſuppoſed, that all 
along this mighty gulle from the entrance in at Culiaran vntil the returning backe vnto the ſait 
hauen, was all firme land, and alſo becauſe wee had the firme land alwayes on our right hand 
and it goeth round circle-wiſe vnto the ſayd hauen: but many thought and hoped that we ſhould

And ac the vetermolt env ofthe point nere tino ſmall Jllets, — 
atne of che clocke the winde blew a good gale, and we ſapled by evening berween ſeuen and cight 
leagues, and tame over againft a land not very high, where wee (aw certaine creckes 83 bzeaches 
not very ragged, into cuery of which a riuer ſeemed to fall, becauſe che ſopie was verygreene, 
and hay cercaine trees growing ou it farre bigger then thoſe which we had found befoze, Here 
the Captaine with fue o2 ſire men went on ſhoze , and caking poſſeſſion paſled vp one of thoſe 
tiuc ta, end found the looting of many Judians vpon the ſans, On the bankes of that riner they 
ſaw many fruitful trees, as cherry -trees any little apple-crees,andocher white trim they found 
allo inche wood chzee 02 foure beaſts called Adibes, which are a The ſame night 
wee ſet (apie with the winde off the land, which blew ſo freſhly, that it made vs to firike our foe: 
(aple; and onthe lixeteenth of October at nine of the clocke we came nette vnto apoint ofcertaine

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on ground vpon certame ſholdes: this was at noone at a low water, and with ali the remedy that 
we could vſe wee could not dzawher off, whereupon wee were conſtrained to uvnderpꝛop her, 
and to ſtay the next tive : and when the tide began co increaſe wee vſev all diligence to dzaw hei 
off, and could not by any meanes, whereac all che company andthe Captaine were nocaltreic 
xricued; foz wee thought wee ſhould haue lolt her there, although wee ceaſed not with all our 
might to labour with both our boates and with our cable and capſten. In the ende it pleaſed 
Sod about midnight at a full ſea with the great foꝛce which wee vſed to receuer her, that wee 
dꝛew her off the land, ſoz which we gaue God moſt hearty thankes, and rode at anker all the reſt 
of tie might, wayting fox day-light fox feare of falling into any further danger oz miſhap, Then 
dap was come, wee ſet foz ward with a freſh gale, and pꝛoteeded on our voyage, directing our 
p20ws to che maine ſea, to ſee whether ic woulv pleaſe God to let vs diſcouer the ſecret of this 
point But whether it pleaſed not his great goodveſſe, oz whether it were foz our ſinnes, we: 
ſpent eight dapesfrom this poꝛt, befoze we could double che poyni, by reaſon of contrary winds, 
and great rainc, and lightning and oarkeneſle euery night: alſo the windesgrew ſo raging aud 
tempeſtuous, that they made vs all to quake, and to pap continually vnto Godtoayde vs, And 
hereupon wee made our cables and ankers readp , and the chiefe Pilot commanded vs wich all 
ſpeede to caſt anket, and in this ſoꝛte we yaſſedour troubles : and whereas wee rode in uo ſecu- 
ritie,he cauſed vs foozthwith to weigh our ankers,and togoe whither the wind ſhould dꝛiue vs. 
And in this ſozte wee ſpent thole cight dayes, turning backe by night the ſame wap that wee had 
gone by day, and ſometimes making good in the night that which we havloſtin the dap, not with- 
out great deſire of all the company to haue a winde which might ſet vs fozward on dur vopage, 
being afflicted with the miſeries which wee indurev by reaſon of the thunders, lightnings, and 
raine, wherewich we were wet from toppe to toe, by reaſon of the cople which we had in weigh 
ing and caſting ofour ankers,as needc required, | 
And on one of theſe nights, which was very varke and tempeſtuous with winve and raine, be⸗ 
cauſe we thought we ſhould haut periſhed, being very neere the ſhoze, we pꝛayed vnto God that he 
would vouchlafe to apde and ſaue vs, without calling our ſinnes to remembꝛance. And ſtraight- 
wap wee ſaw vpon the ſbꝛowdes of the Trinity as it were a candle, whichof it ſelfe ſhinev, and 
gaue a ligbt, whereat all the company greatly reiopced , in ſuch ſozt that wee ceaſed not to giue 
thankes vnto God. here upon we aſſured our ſelues, that of his mercie hee would guide and 
ſauevs,and would not ſuffer vs coperilh, as indeede it fell out; fo; the next day wee hand good 
weather, and all the mariners ſapd, that it was the light of S. int Elmo which appeared on the 
ſhzowdes , and they laluted it with their ſongs and pzapers, Theſe ſtoꝛmes tooke vs betweene 
the Illes of Saint lago and Saint Philip, and the Ille called Iſla de perlas lying auer againſt the 
point of California ſuppoſed to be firme land. |

Sayling on their way they diſcover à pleaſant Countrey , aud in their iudgement greatly 
inhabited, and finde the Sea- coaſl very deepe. They went to diſcouer or vie we the 
Iſle ofperles.

couercertaine great, greene, and pleaſant plaines, | 


\ N [ Eveganto layle along the coalt the ſcuenth 02 eight of Nouember, the landaiwayes 
. pleaſant to beyold,and ceregine ploinegyeere the hoze, 
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and vp within the countrey many pleaſant hils repieniſhed with wood, and certaine valleys, (0 
chat wee were delighted aboue meaſure , and wondered at the greatnes and goodly hiew of the 
-ountrey : euer night we ſaw fires, which ſhewed that the countrey is greatly tnhabited, Thus 
we pꝛoceeded on our vopage vntill the centhof the ſayd moneth of Nouember , hauing alwaper 
the coalt ofthe maine Ocean onour right hand, and the farther we ſailed, wee alwayes found the 


de ot California cguntrey mote delightſome and pleaſant,as well in beholding the greennes therol, as alſo in that

it hewed certaine plaines and deepe valleys, though which riuers did fall downe into the land, 
within certaine mountaines, ant hilles full ofgreat woods which were not very high, and appea- 
red within the countrey. Here we were 54 leagues viſtant from California little moge o leſſe, 
alwapes toward the Southweſt, ſeeing in the night thꝛee od foure fires, whereby it appearety 
chat the countrey is inhabited, and full of people, fo2 the greatnes of the countrep arguerh no leſſe: 
and we ſuppoſe that there mult needs bee great cownes inhabited within the land, although in 
this poynt we were of diuers opinions, The ſea is ſo deepe on all this coaſt that we could ſcarce 
find ground in 54 fadomes. On the greateſt part of the coaſt there are hilles of very white ſand, 
and it ſeemeth to be a dangerous coaſt, becauſe ofthe great and (wift tides which goe there, foꝛ 
the land ſheweth lo much fo? the ſpace of ten 02 twelue leagues,fo2 ſo the Pilots affirmed, This 
day being Saturday the winde increaſed, and wee had ſight of the Ille ofpearles, which on 
this ſide of the gulfe appeareth with a deepe vallep all couered ouer with trees, and ſheweth 
much fairer then on the other ſive, and weeentred into the Pozce of Santa Cruz. From the 
ninth of Nouember to the fifteenth we ſayled notaboue tenneleagues, becauſe we had contrary 
winds,and great ſhowzes: and beſides this we had another miſchance which did not a little grieue 
vs : fox wee loſt company of che ſhip called The Trinitie, and could neuer ſee her fo the ſpace 
of thꝛee dayes, whereupon wee ſuſpected that ſhee was returned home vnto New Spaine, 85 
that ſhe was ſeuered from our company; wherefoze we were grieuedout of meaſure to (ce our 
ſeluesſoleft alone, and the Captaine of all others was moſt ſad, though he ceaſed not to encou- 
rage vs tu p2oceeve on our voyage, laying that notwithſtanding all this wee ought not to leaue 
off this enterpꝛile which we had begunne , and that though we were left alone we ſhould veſerne 
the greater commendation and credite: whereupon wee all anſweredhim , that wee would noc 
haue him thinke that any al vs would euer be diſcouraged, but that we would follow him vntill 
hee ſhould thinke it reaſonable that wethouldnot pꝛoceede any further in theenterp2iſe, and that 
we were in danger of periſhing, aud that vntill then wee would bee at his commandement: but 
wit hall we perſwaded him that after he had ſeene any great difficulty to pꝛoteede any further, he 
ſhould doe well to returne backe to make relation of our ſucceſle to the R. H. lozd the Marques 
de valle. Vereupon he made an Ozation vnto vs, wherein he told vs, that he could not beleene, 
much leſſe could imagine wherefoze the ſhippe called che Trinitie ſhould returne into Newe 
Spaine, no; why ſhe ſhould willingly depart from vs, and goe vnto any other place and that he 
thought by all reaſon, that ſome current had caried her out of our ſight, and that thꝛough con 
trary weather and tempeſts ſhe could not fetch vs vp, and that notwithſtanding all that which we 
had done in the vopag e. he had en inſtruction, that if by chance we were ſeparatevone from the c- 
ther, wee were to take this courſe to mette againe together, namely to returne backe eight oꝛ 
tenne leagues to ſecke one another, bepond certaine head · lands which lay out into the ſea , and 
that therefoze we ſhould doe well to returne to ſecke her vp. This ſentence pleaſed vs all, and ſo 
returning to ſecke her, we eſpied her two leagues diſtant from vs, comming toward vs withs 
freſh gale of winde, whereat we greatly reioyted. | 

Thus being come together we ankered fo? that day, becauſe the weather ſeemed very contra 
xp, and the Captaine chid them foz their negligence in ſapling,becauſe they had in ſuch ſozt loff 
our company; andthey ercuſed themſelues , that they could doe no leſſe, becauſe acurrenthad ca⸗ 


ried them awap aboue thꝛee leagues , whereby they could neuer reach vnto vs, The nertvap 


being the ſireteenth of Nouember wee ſec fozward, but ſapled very little, fo2 the 3Nozth and 
Nonthweft winds were againſt vs. Yere we diſcouercd cercaine plaines, in my iudgement very 
great and greene, and right befoze vs we could not diſcerne any mount aines oz woods where 
at wee marueiled to fee ſo great a countrey. And wee met an Indian in a Canoa on the ſhoze 
whereonthe {ca vid bzeake , who ſtayed to beholde vs a great while, and oftentimes hee lifted vp 
himlelfe to view vs the better, then returned backe along the coaſt : we vſev al diligence to ſee 
whether he would tome out further from the ſhoze,to giue him chace, and to trie whether we coult 
catch him, but he very cunningly viewed vs without comming neere vnto vs, and returned to the 
ſhoze with his Canoa. Here we ſaw inthe euening but one ſire, and wilt not whether it were dont 
by the cunning of the Indians, betauſe they would not haue vs know that there were people here 
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32 that it was lo indeeve, From the ſaid 16 day ot Nouember vntill the 24 of che tame inoneth 

we could not p2oceede on our way aboue 12 0 15 leagueg and looking im our Mea - chart, we 

found our ſelues diſtant from the Zaguges of the port of dunta Cruz. avout 70 leagues, Now on gen fag. 
the 24 day being munday very eariy in the mozning we beganne to take very good view of that tbe pelo! 
Countrey , ans ali along the coaſt we ſaw many faire plaines withcertaine furrowes made in 
the midſt like vato halfeplaincs, the ſaid plaine ſlill appearing vp into the Countrey , with plea- 

ſant champions, becauſe the graſſe which grew there was very beautiful, ſhoze, and greene, ant 

good paſture fo} catcell, Howbeit becauſe we rove ſo farre off, we could notperfecciytudge wha⸗ 

Rind of graſſe it was, but it ſhewed very ſhozt and greene , and without thoznes, Theſe plaines 

on the right hand made a bay into a valley which ſeemed to be apiece of a mountaine: the ref 

ſhewedto be alplaines withont any thiſtles oꝛ werdes but fu of graſſe goad fer cattel very green 

and fatre, as I haue ſais, 


Chap, 8. 

One ot their thips by tempeſt was pee om the other, and afterward meeting with 
her conlort the reporteth that the land ſtretcheth to the Weſt by the mouth of the great 
lake, The Pilots are of diuers iudgements touching the ſtate of this coaſt inhabited by 
Chichimecas, They enter into an hauen to take in freſh water, and are ſuddenly aſſayled 
by two ſquadrons of Indians, They defend themſelues valiantly, and the Captaine with 
ſome of his ſouldiers are grieuouſſy wounded. | 


iT Pe 26 of this moneth being Wevneſvay at night the Noꝛth wind tooke vs, which Mill in 
creaſed moze and moꝛe fo greatly that it put vs to much trouble, fo2 it continued two vayes, 
in which the Sea was alwapes boiſterousʒ and this night againe we loſt the Triniiy being beattn 
with the Nozth winde afozeſaiv(and we had ſight of her on munday the 24) where with we were 
all ok vs greatly agricued, both C apt aines, Souldiers ann Mariners, becauſe we ſaw we wert 
left alone, and our ſhip call Santa Agueda wherein we were, was but badly tonditioned, and this 
grieued vs mozethen the trouble which we had wich che boilterouſnelle of the Sea, 
that if we ſhould leeſe the Trinity, oz if any miſhap ſhould fall vnto vs, me ſhould not be able to fol- 
{ow our voyage accopding to our Captaines aud our owne deſire, This ſaid 24 day being mun⸗ Jans mnt: 
yay we ſa» a Countrey with high mountaines toward the Nozthweft, and it ſecmed that the land Aue 
ſtretched on ſtill fe; ward, whereat we exceedingly reiopced , becauſe we fudged that the lande 
grew alwapes bzoader and bzoader , and that wee ſhould mecte with ſome ſpeciall good thing. 
— — — to ſend vs good weather foz our vopage, which 
hitherto we found alwayes contrary,ſo chat in 26 dayes we not aboue 70 leagues,and that f*** 
vith much trouble, ſometimes riding at anker and ſometimes ſayling, andſecking the remedies 
and beneſite ofthe ſhoze to auoide perils. In this Countrey which we diſcouertd the 26 day we 
alwapes ſaw (as I baue ſaid) along the ſhoze, and within the land goodly plaines without any 
tree, in the midſt wherof was a lake oꝛ gathering together ot the Sea · water, which (tu our iudge⸗ 
nent) was aboue 12 leagues in compaſſe,and the ſea · coaſt reached to the mountaines befoze men 
:foned, And this day we ſaw our ſhip called the Trinitie, which rode 2 leagues viſtant from vs, 
which ſo Loone as ſhe ſaw vs, ſet ſaile, and we came together and teioyced greatly, Thepbzoucht 
vs great quantity of gray ſiſhes, and of another kinde: fot at the poirt of thoſe mountaines they A wonderfum 
found a fiſhing which was very wonderfull, fox they ſuffered themſelues to be taken by band: and u viace 
they were lo great that euery one had much ado? to finde roome to lay his fiſh in, They foumd l 
alſo on the ſaid point a fountaine of freſh water which deſcended from thoſe hilles, and they told 
5s that at the ſame place they had founv a narrow paſſage, whereby che Ses entered into the ſain 
lake. They comfoztev vs much with the repozt of theſe things. and in telling vs that the lande 
:rended to the Wieſt; lo; che chiefe Pilot thought, and the ocher Pilot was of the ſame opinion. 
chat we ſhould finde a good Countrey, This night we ſet ſaile to goe to that point :o take in kreſſ 
water which we wanted. and to ſee this lake, and to put ſome men on ſhoze * anv aftet midnigh 
de winde came vpon vs ſo foꝛcibly at the Noꝛth that we could not Ray there ; whereupon we: 
vere conſtraiued to put further into the Sea, and returned the ſame way backe againe vnto thi 
hode with much adoe, and came to an anker a great way ſhoz? ofthe place from whence we were 
men; and there we rode vntill Thurſday at noone withthis bitter Nozth winde, and on Frida; 
About noone, when we mot thought it would haue teaſed it beganne uo increaſe againc, which 
Nieued vs not a little ſecing the weather ſo contrary,hoping alwayes that it would ceaſe, and that 
© fame wine monld blow from the ſhoze . wherehw we miccht reconer the point of land to 2 in 
ref 
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freſh water, and to ſearch whether there were any peopie about that lake, Oere we lay from the 

k 2s ok the ſaive moneth till the 29 ,dztuing vp anvdowne the Sea, winding in by little and little 

vncill we hav gotcenvader the ſhelter of choſe mountaincg: which being obtapned wee rode the 

ſayd 29 of the moncth halfe a league from thoſe wooddy mountatues, which we had ſeene in the 

Sea, e ſtayed in this place at our caſe all the Sunday, and Tuan Caſtilio the chiefe Pilot 

went that day in the bott on ſhoze with ſeuen in his company, aud they landed neere the Sea, and 

on a tertaine low ground they found foure 02 fiue Indians Chichimecas of great ſtature and 

went toward them, who fled away like Deere that had beenc chaſed, After this the Pilot went 

1 little way along the Sea-ſhoze , and then returned to his boate, and by that time he was ente- 

red thereinto, he ſam about fifteene Indians of great ſtature alſo, with their bowes and artowes 

which called vnto him with a loude and ſtrong voice, making ſignes with their bowtes; but the 

Pilot made no account of their geſture, but rather returned tothe ſhippes, and declare d what had 

yaſſed betweene hun and the Indians. The ſame day the Captainecommaunded that our caſke 

ſhould be made readie ag ainſt the next mozning to take in water, fo2 in both the ſhipp:s there 

were about ſiue and twentie buttes emptie, The firſt of December, and che ſecond day in the 

momumg the Cap: aine ment with both the barkes on ſhoze with ſome dozen ſouldiers, and the 

greateſt part of the Mariners which laboured in filling of water, leauing inthe ſhippes as ma- 

ap as were needefull, and as ſoone as wee were come on ſhoze at the watcring place the Cap. 

-aine cauſed the buttes to be taken out, to the ende they might be filled with water, and while 

thep returned to fetch the barrels and hogsheads of the ſhippe, the Copcaine walked a turne oz 

{wo vpon the ſhoze fo2 the ſpace of one 02 two craſſebow ſhoots , and afterwarde we went vp to 

:creaine of thoſe mount aines, to view the diſpoſition of the countrep , and in tructh we found it 

in that place very bad to our iudgement, foz it was very ragged, full of woods and caues, and ſo 

ſonte, that we had much adoe to goe. Being come vnto the cop we found certaine ſmall yilles 

full of woods, and cliffes that were not ſo craggie, alihough very troubleſome to climbe vp; and 

while we looked from theſe little hilles, we could not diſcerne any moze mountaincs , but rather 

iudged that from that place fozward there were great p'aines, The Captaine would not ſuffer 

vs to got any further, becauſe inthoſe places we had ſec ue certatne Indians which ſeemed to be 

ſpies, and warning vs theccof he commmdcd vs to retire vnto the ſhoze , where we were to take 

in water, and to diſpatch our buſineſſe quickly, and appointed vs to make ccrtaine pits, that our 

buts might moze eaſily be filled with water, And ſctting our Guardes 62 Centmels, we begann 

4 filuing piace £0 fill water, In the meanc while the Captainetooke certaine ſouldiers, and went to the topof 
and a1ake of an high bill, from whence he deſcrycd a great parc ofthe Sea, and a lake which is within the land: 
wan. fox the Sea ente reth in the ſpace of a league, and there is a good fiſhing place round abe ut: and the 
lake was ſo great, that it ſeemed vnto vs to be verp neere 30 leagues in compaſſe, foz we could 

uot diſcerne the end thereof, Then we came downe wich no leſle trouble then wee had mounted 

vp buto the bill, by reaſon ofthe ſteepcneſſe of the place, and ſome tumbled downe with no ſmall 

laughter of the reſt, And being come ſomewhat late to our watering place ( fo2 it was then paſt 

noone) we ſec our ſelues to dinner, alwayes appointing ſome of our company in Centinell, vn- 

all we were called to dinner, and when ſome were called two others were _-__ in their 

roomes. And about two of the clocke after dinner, the Captaine and the reſt ſuſpecting no dan- 

ger of aſlalt of Indians, both becauſe the place ſeemed not to be fit fox it, as alſo fo2 that we had 

A (uvven ar, (et our Centinels at the paſſages ; twoſquadzons of Indians came vpon vs very lecretly and co- 
[alt ol the In · Uertly, fog one came by the great valley thzough which the water ranne which we tooke , andthe 
—_—— other came by a part of chat great hill which we had aſcendedto ſee the lake, and all of them came 
-ndſtanes. fo couertly, that our Centinels could neither ſee no heare them; and wee had not perceiued 
them, if a ſouldier by chance lifting vp his eyes had not ſapde, Arme, Arme my maiſters, fox 
many Indians come vpon vs. c Ahen we heard this the Captaine leapt vp in a great rage, be- 
cauſe the guards were changed out ofcheir place: and with bis \w62d and target, being follow · 
ed by a ſouldicr , whoſe name was Haro, and after ward by the reſt, he and the ſaid ſouldier went 
toward a little gate of certaine ſtones, whither the reſt cf vs were to follow him: fox if the 
Indians had gotten that place from vs, we ſhould haue incurred great danger, andthe grea* 
teſt part of vs had like to haue beene llame, and none coulv haue eſcaped but ſuch as by chance 
could haue leapt into the boates, and the tide went ſo high , that none could be ſaued but ſuch 
as were moſt excellent (wimmers, But at length the Captaine beſtirred himſelfe very nim⸗ 
ulp, vſing all celeritie that was poſſible. Therefoze when he and Haro had wonne the gate, the 
reſt of the ſouldiers gate vp after them, and the Laptaine and Haro turned themſelues to the 
Indians and made head againſt them, and the Indians nnen

and goodly to behold ; we viſeryev certaine rtuergon that part which ſeemed greene , g therefoze of C:lforni 


we returned backe, going out at that month wherby we came in, alwayes hauing contrary wind: 
vet the Pilots vſed their beſt indeuour to make way: and we law befoze vs certaine wooddy hils, 
and beyond them certaine plaines ; this we ſaw from the Friday che y ok the ſaidmoneth , vntill 
che Tueſday, which was the ninth, As we dzew neerc tothele woods they ſeemed very pleaſant, 
and there were goodly and large hilles and beyond them towarves the ſea were certaineplaines, 
and thꝛough all the countrey we ſaw theſe woods. From the day befoze , which was the Con 


ception of our Lady, we ſaw many great ſmokes , whereatwe nnich maruelled, being of diuerſe Many grcat 


opinions among our ſelues, whether thoſe ſmokes were made by the inhabitants of the countrey a

32 no. Duer againſt theſe woos there fell every nightſuch adew, that every mozning when we Francs Guallc 


role the derte of the ſhip was lo wet. that vntill the ſunne was of a good height, we alwaies made an 


the decke dirtie with going vpon it, We rode ouer againſt cheſe woods from the Tueſday 
moming when we ſet ſaile, vacill Thurſday about midnight, when acrueU Noxthweſt winde 
cooke vs, which, whither we would oz no, infoꝛced vs to wap our anker;and it was ſo great, that 
the ſhip Santa Agueda began to returne backe, vntill her cable bzoke,and che ſhip hulled, and ſud 
denly wich a great gult the trinket and the mizen were rent aſunder the Nozthweſt winde ſtill 
growing moze and moze ; within a ſhoꝛt while after the maine ſaile was tent with a mighty flaw 
of winde, ſo that we were infozced, both ſouldiers, captatne, and allof vs, to dot our beſt indeuo? 
to mend dur ſailes; and the Trinitie was dziuen to do the like, fo the going round vpon her anker, 


when ide tame a- head of it. her cable bzoke , ſo chat there we loft two ankers, each ſhip one. Tc 


went backe coſecke Baya del Abad, foz we were within 20 leaguesof the ſame, and this day we

neere dur ſhip & to the ſhoꝛe as it could, that if we hadneede, they might helpe vs with their great 
opdinanee : andhauing made 3 02 4 bourds to dad neete the ſhoze, there came 4 02 5 Indiens 
to the ſea-ſive; who ſtood and beheld while we put out our boat and anker, marking allo how oui 
vwop floated vpon the water; and when our boat returned to the ſhip, two of them leeptinto the 
ſca, and ſwanune vnto the bwoy, and beheld it a great while; then they cooke a cane of an arrow. 
and tped to che ſayd bwoy a very faire and ſhining ſea-opſter of pearles;amd then returne s co the

Me dzewe neere to that place on Munday at night, when as we ſawe certaine we bps thus coal,

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beades to truck, and went to\ſpeake with them. Jn the meanc while he commanded the Indian 
interpꝛeter our Chichimcco , to be called out of the Admirall that he ſhould parlep with them, 
And he Captaine came vnto the bop, and latd certaine things vpon it fox exchange, g made ſianeg 
vnto the Dauages to cume and take them; and an Jadian made ſignes vnto our men with his 
bands his arme s, and head, that thc y vnderſtood them not, but ſigniſieu that they ſhould go aſide, 
TAbereupon the Captaine deparced a ſmal diſtante framthat place with his boat. And they made 
ſignes againe that he ſhould get hun further ; whcreupon we departiug a great wap off, the ſaide 
Judiaus leapt into the water, came vnto the bop, and tooke thoſe beades , and returned backe as 
gaine to land, and ihen came vntotheother three, and all of them vic wing our things, they gaue 
a bowe and certaine arcowes to an Jndian,and (cnt him aw x, running with all haſte on the ſhoze, 
and mane ſignes vnto vs that they had ſent wozd vnto their lozd what things we had gtuen them, 
and that he wauld come thither, TUlithin a while after the ſaid Jadtan returned, running as he 
did bekoze, and beganne to makeſignes vnto vs, that his Lozd was comming, And while we ſtay. 
ed hert, we ſaw onthe ſhozetenc2iwelu; Indians aſſemble themſelues, which came vntothe c- 
ther Tnvians, and bp and by we ſaw another company of 1 2 oz x 5 moze appc are, who aſſembley 
themlelues all together. And againe they bi gan to make ſignes vnto vs, to cume kooxchwithes 
our boates, and ſhewed vs many Dyſtersof pearles on the top of certaine canes ,making 
that they would giue them vs. Uhen we beheld this, the Captaine commanded vs to makerca- 
die our boace, and went abooꝛd it wichthe laid mariners, and rowedto a cextaine ſtone in fozme of 
à rocke, which lay in the ſea neece vnto the ſhoze, Aud hither came firſt 2 02 3 Judiaus, and 
layd vowne one of thoſe Oyſters, and a garland made of Parats feathers, oz ſparrowes feathers 
painted red; they lapd dowae alſo crcainc pliunesof white teachers, and ochers of view colour, 
In che meane while we lame concinually Jadians aſſemble tothe ſyoze by tenne and tenne and 
ſo by lit:le and little they came in ſquadzous ; and one of them afſcone as hee ſawe Lye boat be- 
ganne ta leape ſo ward and back ward with ſo great niniulen . ſſe. that doubtlelle he ſeemed to 
all of vs a man ot great agilitic , and we tooke no {mall pleaſurc while we behelo yin fecching 
thole gambols : þutthereſtof the Judians which ſtood at the mouth of the freſh water ranne io. 
ward him, and cryedvueo hun, fozvioding hun to vſe hoſe geſtures, berauſe we were come thi- 
ther in peaceable ſent, and by this meancs he canu wichthe reſt to the wacering place, where 
little and little in this manner th re aliembled abaue a hun2zed of them all in der, wi 
certains ſtaues with copdcs to fling them, +nd with their bowes and arrowes , and they were all 
painted, In the meane while our Chictumeco-interpyeter boznein the Ile of California, was 
come vato vs, and the Captane againe co nmanded a mar iner to ſtrippe himſelfe,ard ta ſwinune 
and lapc vpon the ſaiy rocke textaine belies, and mote beade s, and when he had layd them there, 
the Jndiaus made ſignes that he ſhould goe a wav; and ſo they tame thither and tocke them , and 
our men dzew neere with cheir boat. The Coptoine commanded the Indian our Chichimeco 
to ſpeake vnto them, but they could at vadcritand him , ſo that we aſſurcdly beleeue, chat they 
vnderſtand not ch. language of the Jie of Califoruia. This day being Tueſdap vntiſl night 
the Indians taped at this watering place, tak!ng ſome of our beades , and giuing unto vs cheu 
feachers and other things, and when it was very late they departev. The mozrow following 
being Tedneſdap very early the Captaine comm. nde that our buttes ſhould be made ready, 
chat befoze breake of day, and befoze the Indians ſhould take the hill, which ſtood outr the wate- 
ring place, we might be landed in good oder: which was put in executicu: foʒ we went on hoze 
with as many as could goe, ſauing choſe that had charge to take in the mater, and ſach as were 
to ſtap on ſhip-boozd, which in all were about fourtecne 03 fifteenc perſons , in as good er as 
we coulddeuiſe: f. we were foure croſlebowes, two ha qu ebuʒiers, ann eight 02 Hine targets, 
andthe molt part of vs carrycd very good ſlings, andeuery one cighteene river-ſtones, which 
weapon the Captaine inuent:d, becauſethe Jniimns at the firſt had heudl · d vs very (yewdly 
with the multitude of ſtones which they flong at vs: we bad nothing to defende vs ſauing our 
targets, and ta ſecke to winne the foꝛtes from whence they :udamaged vs; he thereſoze thought 
wirt thele lings, that we might offendthem , and we [ike wiſe thought well of his opinicn, foz 
making tryail of them we tine w very well with th-m, and much farther then we theagd? we 
could haue done: toꝭ the fling's being mode of hen pe, we flung very farre with them. Nowt 
being come to the watering place the ſayd TA dnelday by bꝛeake of day we tooke the lot of the 
fountaine, which were certaine trages oz rocken -en with there 
was an opening 92 deepe valley tiyough which thic water rumneth, wbtch ts no grrot qrdmeitie, 
but a little bzooke not paſt a fadome bzoav, So ſtanding all in oder, other foure op ſtuc 
came thicher, who as ſooue as they ſawe vs ta be come on ſhoze, and cohaue gocten the 
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the warering place , they retired vnto a lmall hill on the ether ſide, fo; the valley mas betweene 
chem and vs : neither dapes they long befoze they beganne to allemble themſeluen as they ha 
| done the day befoze dy 10 and 10, and 15 and 15, ranging themſelues on this bighhill, where 
} they made ſignes vnto vs. And Francis Preciado craued licenſe of the Generall to parlep with 
T theſe Indians, and to gie them ſome trilles; wherewith he was contented, charging him not to 
; come too neere them, no2 to goe into any place where they might hurt him. Francis 
went vnto a plaine place, vnder the hill the Indians ſtood, and to put them out of feare he 
lad downe his (wozd and tar get. hauing onely a dagger hanging downe at his girdle , and in a 
ſkarfe which he carried at his necke, certaine beades to exchange with chem, combs, fiſhinghooks 
and comfits, And he began to goe vp the hill, and to ſhe w them diuerſe of his marchandiſe, The 
Indians as ſoone us he had layd choſe things ou the ground, and gone ſomewhat aſide,came down 
from the hill and tooke them, and carried them vp,fo2 it ſeemed that their Lozd was among them, 
o whom they carried thole rifles, Then they came vowne againe , and layd to giue bnto him in Truck g trac- 
he ſaid place, an oyſter of pearles, and two feathers like yaukes feathers, making ſigues to Pre- 53% with the 
:iado that he (hould come and take them; which he did, and againe lapde there a ſtring of belles, motper of 
and a great fiſhhooke , and certaine beades; and they taking the ſame, layd there againe another Fer ans“ 
oyſter of pearle, and certaine feathers : and he layd downe other beads, two fiſhhookes,and moze 
comfits, andthe Indians came to take them vp, and appzoched much neerer vnto hint, then at o⸗ 
ther times, and ſo necre that a man might haue touched them with a pike , and then they began co 
tulke together: and 7 02 8 moze came vowne , vnto whom Francis Preciado made ſignes, that 
they ſhould come downe no lower, and they inconcinently layd their bowes andarrowes on the 
ground, and hauing layd hem downe came ſomcwhartower , and there with ſignes , together 
with them which came firſt, they began to parle with him, and required marincrs bzecches & aps 
parell of him, and aboue all things a red hat pleaſed them highly, which the ſeid Francis ware on 
his head, and they pꝛayed him to reach it vnto them, q to lap it in the place; and after thiscertaine 
of them made ligues vnto him to knawe whether he would haue a barlot, ſignifying with their 
fingers thoſe villanies and diſhoneſt actions, and among the reſt they ſet befoze him an Indian of 
great ſtature dyed wholly with black  withcertaine ſhelsofthe mother of pearle at his necke, and 
on his head, and ſpeaking by ſignes to Francis Preciado touching the fozeſaid act of fopnication, 
thzuſting their finger though a hole. they ſaid vnto him, that if hee would haue a woman, they 
would ding bim one; aud he anſwered,chat be liked weil ok it, and that therfozc they ſhould bzing 
him one, In the meane ſpace on the other ſide where the Generall ſtood with his company, anc- 
cher ſquadzon of Indiane ſhewed theniſelnes, whereupon the Generall and his company made a 
irre, and put themſclues in bat tell arrap : whereupon Francis Preciado was infozced to come 
yowne from them, to ioyne with the Generall & his company: and here the Indians which came 
{aſt began to make ſignes that we ſhould lay done ſomething to truck, and that they would giue 
vs ſome of their thels of mother of pearle , which they bzought vpon certaine ſmall ſtickes, and 
herewithall they came very neere vnto vs, wherewith we were not well content. And Francis 
Preciado ſaid vnto the Captaine, that it it pleaſed him, het would cauſe all the Indians co come 
together and to [tap vpon that high hill; and he anſwered, that u was beſt to dꝛam them all coge- 
ther, foz by this time our men had taken in all their mater, and ſtaped foz the boat; whereupon 
Francis taking a crowne of beades ment coward the valle, though which the water can toward 
the Indians, and made ſignes vnto them to call the reſt, and to come all together, becauſe her 
would goc to the olde place, to lap things onthe ground fo} exchange, as at the firſt; and they ar 
(were that he ſhould doe ſo, and that they had called the others, and that they would doe, as he 
would haus them, and lo they did, foz they cauſed them to come vnto them, whichthey did, any 
Francis likewiſe went alone towards them, in which meane ſpace the Generall commanded his 
people to get into the boat, Francis comming vnto the place veganne to lay downe his marchan- 
diſe of traffique, and afterwards made vnto them to tay there , becauſe hee would goe to 
the ſhips to ing them other things. and ſo he returned to the place where the Captaine was, and 
foundrhem all got into the boates , ſauing the General and thzee oz foure others, andthe Genes 
tall made as though he had giuen other triſles to Preciado to carry vnto the Indians, and when 
he was gone a little fromhim, he called him backe agatne, and all this while the Indians ſtood 
ll, ans being come vnto hum, wee went faire and laſtiy to out boat es, and got intotht m at our 
z withour any chzonging, andthence we tame aboozd our (hip, 122 
The Ynvians ſeing vñ thus gone aboozd came downe tothe ſtrand where the bzooke ol water 
was, ad calle vnto vs to come famth with our boates, and to come ou ſhoze, and tu hing our 
eee of chelrmacher afpearles: but we beingrunt ſee at dinner - 
* made 
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made no account of them: whereupon they beganne to ſhoot arrowes at the ſhip, and aithough 
they fell neere vs, yet they did not reach vs, In the meane ſeaſoncertaine mariners went out i 
the boar, to weythe anker, whereupon the Indians ſeeing them comming towards them, x bjing- 
ing them nothing, they beganne in ſcoꝛne to ſhew them their buttocken, making ſignes that they 
ſhould kiſſe their bums : and theſe ſeemed to be thoſe that came laſt. The General ſeeing this, 
commanded a muſket to be once 02 twile ſhoe off, and that they ſhould take their tulk apme, They 
ſecing thele ſhot to be made readie,ſome of them roſe and went to ſhoot their arrowes at our ma. 
riners, which were gone to weigh the ankers, then che Generall commanded the great ozdinance 
ſpeedily to be ſhoe off , whereupon ther 02 foure bullets were diſcharged, and we perceiued that 
we had ſlaine one of them, fox we alluredly ſaw him lye dead vpon the thoze ; and I thinke ſome of 
the reſt were wounded, They hearing this nopſe, and ſeeing him dead ranne away as faſt as ever 
they could, lome along the ſhoze, and ſome though the vallies, dzagging the dead Indian with 
them, alter which time none of chem appeared, ſaue ten 0z twelue , which peeped vp with their 
heads among thoſe rocks; whereupon another piece of ozdinance was diſcharge aloft againſt the 
place where they were, after which time we neuer ſaw any moꝛe of them. 


Chap, 11, 


Ac the point of the Trinitie they ſpend three dayes in fiſhing , and in other paſtime : after 
which ſetting ſayle they diſcouer pleaſant countries, and mountaines voide of graſſe, 
and an Iland afterward called Ia de los Cedros, or the Ile of Cedars, neete which they 
ſuffer ſharpe colde andraine, and to ſaue themſelues they returne thithet. 


mediatly we ſet ſaile to ioyne with the ſhip Sante Agueda, which was aboue halle a ltague 

in the high ſea fromvs, and this was on the Wedneſday the ſeuenteenth ol December. Be⸗ 
ing come together becauſe the windes were contrary, we dzew neere to aheadland, which wee 
called Punta de la Trinidad, and here wee taped fiſhing , and ſolacing our ſclucs two o; tinte 
dapes, although we had alwayes great ſtoze of raine. Afcerward we beganne to ſayle very ſlow- 
p, and at night we rode ouer againſt choſe mountaines where we had left our ankers, and vpor 
knowledge of the place we receiued great contentment ſeeing we had ſailed ſome fine and thir- 
tie leagues from the place where we had taken in water: neither was it any maruell that wee 
ſo retopced , becauſe that the feare which we had of contrary windes cauſed vs co be ſo well ay 
papd of the way which we had made. The day of the holy Natiuitie ofeur Lon, which wos on 
the Thurſdaythe ſiue and twentieth of che ſaid monech , God of his mercy beganne to ſhewe vs 
fauour in giuing vs a freſh winde aimoſt in the poope, which carried vs beyond thoſe mountaines, 
fo2 the ſpace of tenne 02 twelue leagues, finding the coaſt es plaine: and two leagues with- 
in che land, which we coaſted along, and betweene theſe mountaines,there was a great ſpace of 
plaine ground, which we might eaſily diſcerne with our eyes. although others were of another 
apiniou, Me beganne from Chyiſtmas day coſaile flowly wich certaine ſmall land- indes, ant 
ſapled from mozning to night about ſcuen a eight leagues , which wee eſteemed no ſmall mat 
ter, alwayes pꝛaying co God to continue this his fauour toward vs, and thanking him foz his 
holy Natiuitie, and all che dayes of this feaſt the Frier ſapd maſſe in the Admirall, and the father 
Frier — 1 pꝛeached vnto vs, which gaue vs no ſmall comfozt, by incouraging vs in the 
ſeruice d. : | | ; 

On Saturday at night being the 27 of the laid moueth we anuozed neere vuto a point which 
ſeemed to be plaine land all along the (hoze, and within the countrep wert high mountaines with 
certaine woods, which woods and mountaines ranne ouerthwart the countrey, and continued 
along with certaine (mall hilles ſharpe on the toppe, and certaine little vallies are betweene thoſe 
mountaines. And in truth eo me which wich diligent eyes beheid the ſame both in length and in 
the yeadth thereof. it could not chuſe but be a good coumrey , and to haue great matters in it 
as well touching the inhabtcing chereof by the Indians, as in golde and ſiluer; foz there was 
great likelihood that there is toze thereof, ' This night we ſaw a fire farre within the lande to- 
wards thoſe mountaines inhabited. 


The next dap being Sunday 
ſet ſaple, and by nine q ten of the clocke had ſaxlev ther oz foure 
a point which Ktretched towarde the Melt, fituation 
Fromthe 
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very bare and burned , and toward the cop were certaine cragges (omewhac of a red colour, ani 
bepond theſe appeared certaine white mountaines and ſo all the countrey ſhewed vnto a point 
| which appeared beyond thoſe burnt white and red mountaines which haue neither any graſſe no? 
tree vpon them, whereat we maruelled not a little. This Newpeares dap we ſawe neere the 
maine two ſmall Jlauds, and reioyccb greatly coſee them; fo2 we ſtood in great feace, that con- Two quali 
trary windes would dziue vs as karre backe in one day, as we had ſapled in tenne, which if they da ame 
had taken vs, we could not haue withſtood them. Tee ranne from the firſt of January vntill 
which were ftue dapes. and the land alwayes ſtrecched Moꝛchweſt from the mount ainee 
afozcſaid, 
2m on the Sundap we ſaw a farre off a- her? v of vs a high land ſome what {euered fromthe 
maine ſhoze, aud all of vs beganne to diſpute whether it were che land which trended coward the 
Noꝛthwelt, fo2 that way the Pilots hoped to diſcouer a better countrey: andthe ſaid Munday the 
filt ot Januarie we came to this high land befo2cl[aiv, and it was two Jlauds the one aſmali one 
and the other a great one: we coaſted theſe two lands ſome ſire leagues, which were greeue, 
N am had on the toppe ol them many high lender trees; and the great Jland was twentie ieagues in. 4 l. Ce. 
in compaſſe, We coaſted it 6 leagues in length without ſeeing 02 diſcouering any other things, e menue 
but we ſaw befoze vs high land which ftretched eight oꝛ tenne leagues Nozthward, where we 
rode on Mun day at night, From Thurlvay being j2ewpearcs vap vntill the next Prinvap we Chetand tre 
ſapled about z 5 leagues, And in chis courle we felt great cold, which grieued vs much, eſpe- deth here 
cially being aſſailed by two oꝛ tee windie ſhowers, which pinched vs inuch with colde. TUe Nonthweſ 
rode ouer againſt this land two 02 c<2ee nights, hauing it neere vnto vs, al wayes keeping watch 90 
hp equall hourcs , one while mariners, and another ſoulviets, all the night long with great vi⸗ 
; gilancie. On Tueſday bein Twelfe day we tame within cwo oz thzee leagues of this land, 
- which we had veſcryed the day befoze , ſeeming to vs very pleaſant ſoz it (hewed greene with 
greene trees of an ozdinary bigneſſe, and we ſam many vallies, out of whichcertaine ſmall miſts 
aroſe, which continued in them fo2 along time, whereupon we gathered, that they roſe out of 
:ertaine riuers. The ſame moꝛning, to dur great comfozt we ſaw great \mokes,though we were 
aboue foure leagues diſtant from them, andthe Captaine made no great reckoning to appzoch 
neere vnto them, noz to ſecke no? ſerch what the matter was, and perchance becauſe he was not 
then in the Santa Agueda, but was aboopd the Triuitie, as his maner was to come and ſtay there 
wo 02 thzee ayes, as well to paſſe the time, as togiue onder fo things that were needefull. In 
this couutrey the winter and raine ſeemed to be like that of Caſtiſe. e rodt al night twooꝛ the 
leagues diſtancefromſhoze, and toward euening we (aw fine oz ſire fires, whereat we all reioy⸗ 
ced, but vid not maruell thereat , becauſe the lituation of that countrey ſhewed to be habitable, 
being faire, pleaſant,and all greene, and likewiſe becauſe the Jland which we had left behind vc 
being (as J haue ſaiv) twenty leagues in circuit, made ſhewe that it was well peopled. On the 
{Qevneſvay we were; oz 4leaguesat ſea from the land, and began to ſec (wo fires moꝛe , ther- ; 
Me we aſſurevour ſelues that the countrey was very well inhabited z and the farther we ſapled, #jotrgweevs 
we alwayes fou it moze ciuill. And koꝛ the ſpace of fifty leagues befoze we came hither we al⸗ nee. 
wwapes found ſwimming on the ſea certaine flotesof weedes ofa ſhips length, and of che bꝛedth of 
:wo ſhips, being round and fullofgourds, and vnder theſe weedes were many fiſhes,and on ſome 
af them were ſtoꝛe of fowles like vnto white ſea · meawes. e ſuppoſed that thele floting weeds 
nd grow vpon ſome tocke vnver the water. Le were nom in zo vegrees of Noztherly latituve, rr Nen. 
e ſailed from the 7 of January vntill the 9 ſtill with contrary windes ; and on F ryday about *Þ*r!y laritud- 
none there roſe a 202th and Moꝛcheaſtern winde, which foxced vs to returne vnder the ſhelter 
of that Jland which we iert behind vs, from whence we had ſayled aboue twentie leagues And — 
hat Friday at night ſomewhat late wee had ſaylen backe aboue twelue leagues of the (ame, pound the Il 
and becauſe it was night wee ſtayed in the ſca, where we and our ſhippes were noc a little trogs *f Cedars. 
vled, ſo that all that uight none of vs ſlept a winke, but watchen tuery one. The aertmoqning: 
betimes being Saturday we pzoceeded on our voyage, and gate vnder the ſhelter of the ſaid J⸗ 
land, riding in thirtie fadome water: and on that ſive where we ankozed , we found high and clo. 
ſed mountaines, with heapes of a certaine earth which was all aſhes and vurned, and in other pla 
ces\kozched and as blac ke as coales, and like the ruſt of yʒon, and in other places whitiſh , and 
here and there ſmali hlacke hilles , whereat we maruelled exteedingly, conſidering that when 
wwe paſſed by, it ſeemed vnto vs an habitable countrey full of trees, and now we ſaw not a ſticke 
growing on this ſide, | 
Allet vs (uppoſed that ou the other live toward the firme lande the trers grewe which we 
awe, although ( as J haue Cayde ) wee ſayled foure oz fine leagues viſtant fram the ſame.

Ve (taped here vader the ſhelter of theſe mountaines Saturday, Sunday, and Munvap, al- 
wapes hauing the Nozthzen winde ſo ſtrong, that we thinke if it had caught vs inthe ſea, wee 


ſhould haue bene caſt away. 
Chap, I 2, 


They enuiron and land vpon the Iland of Cedars, to diſtouer the ſame, and to ſeeke water 
and wood. They are aſſailed of the Indians, and many ofthem wounded with ſtones: 
but at length getting the vpper hand, they goe to their cottages, and ranging farther 
yp into the lland they find dmerſe things which the Indians in their flight had left be. 
hind them. 


N Friday the 13 of January the Captaine coinmanved vs to hoiſe out our boates , and co 

goe on ſhoze, which was done accopdingly, and we dio row along the ſhoze fo? the ſpace of 

a good halfe league and entered into a valley : fo2 (as. I (aid) all this country was full of high and 
bare hils, of ſuch qualitie as I mentioned befoze : and in this and other ſmall valleys we foum 
ſome water which was bꝛackiſh, and not farre from thence certaine cottages made of ſþzubs like 
vnto bzoome; likewiſe we found the footings of Indians both ſmall and great, whereat we much 
maruelled that in ſo rough and wilde a countrey ( as farre as we could diſcerne ) there ſhould be 
people, Pere we ſtayed all day, making foure oz ſiue pits to take in water which we wanted, which 
though it were bad, and in ſmall quantitie we refuſed not; and ſothe cuening being come, we re- 
turned to our boates, and ſo caine vnto our ſhips which rode a good league from the ſhoze. The 
nett day being Tedneſvap the fourteenthof the ſaid moneth our Generall commanded vs to ſet 
ſaile, and we ſailed about the ſaid Jland on the ſame ſive which we coaſted when we came from 
Nueua Eſpanna : fo: when we arriued on the coaſt we ſaw ſiue oz ſire fires; wherefoze he veſired 
to ſee and learne whether it were inhabited; and at the fartheſt ende of this inlet oz bay where 
we rode there came out befoze vs a Canoa, wherein were foure Indians which came rowing 
with certaine (mall oares , and came very neere vs to ſee what we were: whereupon we tolde 
our Generall, that it were beſt to ſend ſome of vs out with our boates to take theſe Judians oz 
ſome one of them to giue them ſomeching that they might thinke vs to be good people: but hee 
would not conſent thereto , becauſe he minded not to ſtap, hauing then a pꝛety gale of winde 
whereby he might ſaile about this Jland, hoping that afterward we might finde and take ſome 
others to ſpeake with them, and giue them what we would to carry on ſhoze ; aud as we ſapley 
neere the land, we ſaw a great hill full of goodly trees of the bigneſſe of the trers and Cypzeſſes 
of Caſtile, Me found in this Jland the footing of wilde beaſts and conies, and ſaw a peece of 
pinetree-w30d , whereof we gathered, that there was ſtoze of them in that countrep, Thus ſay⸗ 
ling neere vnto the ſhoze , we (awe another Canoa comming toward vs with other foure Judi 
ans, but it came not very neere vs, and as we looked fo ward, we ſawe toward a point which 
was very neere befoze vs, thꝛee other Canoas, one at the head of the point among certaine flattes. 
and the other two moe into the ſea, that they might deſcry vs without comming ouer neere vs. 
Likewiſe betweene certaine hilles which were neere the point, there appeared here thzee am 
there foure of them, and afterward we ſaw a (mall troope of ſome twentie of them together, 
ſo that all ot vs reiopced greatly to behold them. On this live the land ſhe wed greene with pie- 
cesofplaine ground which was neere the ſea, and likewiſe all thoſe coaſts of hils ſhewed greene, 
and were couered with many trees, although thep grew not very thicke together. Pere at eue- 
ning we rode neere the ſhoꝛe hard vpon the ſaid point, to lee if we could ſpcake with thoſe Judi- 
ans, and like wiſe to ſee if we could get freſh water, whichnow we wanted, and ſtill as ſoone as 
we were come to an anker, we ſaw the Jndians ſhew themſelues on land neere vnto their lodg- 
ings , comming likewiſe to deſcry vs in a Canoa , by ſire and ſeuen at a time, whereat we mar- 
uelled , becauſe we neuer thought that one of thoſe Canoas would hold ſo many men. In this 
wile we ſtayed looking ſtill what would be the ſucceſſe , and in the place where we rode we were 
two ſmall leagues diſtant from the ſhoze, where we found theſe Indians in their Canoas: where- 
upon wee maruelled not a little to ſee ſo great an alteration in ſo ſmall a diſtance of countrey, - 
as well becauſe we ſtill diſcouered pleaſant land with trees ( whereas on the other ſide of the ile 
there were none) as alſo becauſe it was ſo well peopled with Jndians , which had ſo many Ca- 


Ala ts a flat noas made of wood, as we might diſcerne, and not raftes 02 Balſas, top ſo they call choſe floats 
datt made of twhich are made all flat with canes, |

The nert day being Thurſoap the fifceenth of the ſaid moneth about bycake of day foure 02 
five Indians ſhewedthemſelues at the head of that point, who as ſoone as they had ſpyed vs re- 
tired behind the point, and hid themſelues among the buſhes wn Other 
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there, from whence they iſſued fozth, and couered ali the greene hils and mountaines,which were 
along i dat coal; whert uyon we gathered that they had their d there, in regard of the c6- 
modute of the water and the defence again ill weather, and the eoffiſhing, At ſun· riling 
we ſam the Indians appeate in greater companies, going vp vnto the hilles in ſmall troopes,and 
from thence they ſtood-and beheld vs, Anmediacly we law fiue 02 fire Canoas come out into the 
ſea agadddiſtance from vs, and thoſe which were in them ood often on their tip-toes , to view 
and deſcrp da the berter. Diithe other ſide we ſtirred not acall fo} all theſe their geſtures, but ſtood 
mali riding ac auker; and che Generall ſeemednot to be very willing to take any of them, but this 
day mide mo ming very carly commanded the Paſters mate to conueigh him to our other ſhippe 
talled Tue Trinitie · Things paſled in this ſoꝛt, when about ten of the clocke we ſaw thꝛee Ca- 
noas lunch farre into che (Ca to fiſh very neere vnto vs, whereac we tooke great pleaſure, At 12 
ofthe clothe the General / returned from che Trinitie and commanded the boat e men to be made 
read(s,as weil ſoulviers as mariners , and that we ſhould goe on ſhoze to ſee if we could get any 
wood and water, and catch one of thoſe Indians to vnderſtand their language if it were poſſible: 
an ſo all the men that were readie went into the Admirals baate, and went toward the Trinitie 
which by this time with the other ſhip had a ſmall gale of wude, wherewith they entered farther 
within the point, aud we diſcouered the lodgings and houſes of the Indians, g ſaw ncere the wa- 
ters ſide choſe five oz ſire Canoas which at the ſirſt came out to view vs, dzawen on ſhoze , and 
ouer againſt this plate the ſhips caſf anker in 30 and 33 fadome water, and we were very neert 
the land; whereat we maruelled much to find ſo great depth of water ſo neere the ſhoze, Being

gone abozd our botes, we made toward the ſhoze ouer againſt a village of the Indians, who as 67 1 


ſoone as they lam vs about to come on laud, left an hill whereon they ſtood to behold what we did, 
x camedowne to the ſhoze, where we were pzeyaredto tome on land: but befoze they came againſt 
vs thepcauſed their women and childzen to fly into the mountaines with their goods, x then came 
ditectiy tomards vs, thzeatning vs with certaine great ſaves which they carried in their handen 
ſome z-parves long and thicker then a mans welt: but perceiuing that fo2 all this we ceaſed not 


to come neere the ſea ſhozs to come on land, they began to charge vs with ſtones and to fling cru N un of 
elly at va, and they bit 4 02 5 men, among whom they ſmote the Generall with two ſtones. In the dub ing un 
me ane while the other vote landed a little beneath, whereupon when they (aw that they were foz- None. 


ced to dude chemſelues to keepe the reſt ol our company from commingon land, thep began ti 
be viſcouraged, and dio not aſlale the Generals boate ſo fiercely , who began to cauſe his people 
to goe on'ſhoze with no {mall trouble; fo2 albeit he was neere the land, yet as ſoone as they leapt 
out of the boat they ſunke downe, be tauſe they coulo finde no faſt footing ; and thus ſwimming oꝛ 
otherwiſeas they could, firſt a ſouldier called Spinoſa got on land, and next to him the General, 
and then ſome of the reſt, and began to make head againſt the Indians, anu they came haſtily with 
thoſe ſtaues in their hands, fo2 other kinds of weapons we ſawnone, ſauing bowes and arrowes 
of pine-tree. Atter a ſhoztcombate they bꝛake in pieces the targets ofthe Oenerall, and of Spi- 
noſa. In the meane while thoſe of the other boat were gotten on land, but not without much dit⸗ 
ficultie, byreaſon of the multitude of ſtones which contmually rained downe vpon them, and they 


ſtroke I erazzo on the head a verp ſhzowd blow, and had it not bene foz our targets, many ot᷑ vs had Thegreat vic 


becne wounded, and in great diſtreſſe, although our enemies were but few in number, In this 


maner all our comp mp came on ſhoze with (wimming and with great difficultie, and if they hay nd tones. 


not ho pen one another, ſome of them had bene dzowned, Thus we landed, and within a while 
after thoſe of the other bote were comeonland, the Jndians betooke themſelues to flight, taking 
their way to ward the mountaints, whether they had ſent their women, childzen and goods: on 
the other ſide we purſued them, e one of choſe Indians which came to aſſaile the Generals boat, 
was llaine vpon the ſtrand, & two oz thꝛee others were wounded, and ſome ſaid moꝛe. While we 
purſued them in this maner our maſtiue dogge Berecilloouertooke one of themnot farre from vs 


(who becauſe we were ſo wet could not run very faſt) and pulled him downe ,hauing bitten him oye vieormas 
cruelly, and doubtleſſe he had held him till we had come, vnleſle it had happcned that another of fins me 


his companions had not followed that Jndian which che dogge had pulled downe , who with a 
ſtaffe which he had in his hands gane the dogge a cruell blow on the backe, and without any ſtays 
ing dye his fellow alcng like a Deere, and Berecillo was faine to leaue him for paine, neither 
had heſcarſe taken the dogge off on him, butthe Jndian got vp, and fled ſo haſtily cowarve the 
mount ine, chat within a ſhozt while hee ouertooke bis fcllowe which had ſaued him fromthe  - 
pawesof the dogg, who{ as it appeared) betooke him luſtily to his heeles, and thus they came 
vnco their fellowes whichdeſcended not downe to the ſhoze being about ſome ewentie , and they

Generallcommanded vs ſo ſet ſaile, whereupon ſailing with a freſh gale about 2 leagues from the 
ſboze of this Jland, trending about the ſame to ſee the end thereof , and alſo to 
firme land, to infozme our ſelues ofche Cate thereof , becauſe we had ſeene 5 o; s fires, we com- 
paſſed the ſame about: log by this meanes we perfozme 2 02 3 good actions, namely, we retur- 
ned to our right courſe , and ſearchcd whether any riuer fell out ofthe coaſt of che firme land, 0: 
whether there wert any trees there, oz whether any ſtoze af Indians did hewthemſelucs 02 na. 

In this maner pzoceeding on our wap all the Friday being the 16 of January at euening. ant 
ſeeking to double the point of the Jland, (o fierce andconcrary a Nozthzen winde encountered 
vs, that it dzaue vs backe that night outer againſtthe lodgings and habitations of the Judians,and 
bere we taped all Saturday, what time we loft the Trinitie againe, but on Dunday-night being 
the 18 we ſaw her againe, and beganne to pʒoctede on our way to compalle that Jland, if it plee- 
ſed God to ſend vs good weather, | 

On Oundap, , and Tutloop (which was the twentieth ol the ſaid muneth ol Janus- 
rie) wee ſailed with ſcarſe and contrary windes , and at length came to the cape ofthe point of 
the Jland, which we called Iſla de los Cedros q; the Ile of Cedars, becauſe that on the tops of 
the mountainestherein, there growes a wood of theſe Cevars being very tall, as the nature of 
them is to be. This day the Trinitie deſcryed a village oz towne of the Indians, and found ws- 
ter ; foz on Sunday night we had newix loſt her, andhav no ſight of her vntill Tueſday , whenas 
we found her riding neere the ſhoze , not farre fromthole cottages of the Jndians, And as ſoone 
as we had veſcryed her, we made toward her, and befoze we could reach her, we eſpied tier Ca- 
noas of Judians which came hard aboozd the ſaid ſhip called The Trinitie, ſo that they touched 
almoſt the ſive of the ſhip, and gaue them of their fiſh , and our people on the other ſide gaue them 
certaine trifles in exchange, and after they had ſpoken with them, the Jndians went backe to 
che ſhoze, and at the ſame inſtant we came vp vnto the Admiralland rode by them, and they all ſa- 
luted vs, ſaping that the Jndians were neerethem, and telling what had palſed betweene them, 
whereatthe Generall and we reteiued great contentment. They told vs mozeouer, that they had 
found freſh water, whereby they increaſed our greatiop , becauſe we ſtood in much nerde there- 


neere the 


of, fox ac the other place ofthe Jndians we could get but alittle, 


While we thus rode at ankoz,we ſaw a Canoa with 3 Indians put out into the ſeafrom their 
cottages, and they went vneo afiſhing place, among certaine great and high weeves, which grow 
in this ſea among: certaine rockes the greateſt part of which werden growerh in x 5 6p 20

dome depth; and with great celeritie they raughe ſcuen o; eight fiſhes, and returned with them vn 

to the Trinity, and gane them vuto them, and they in recompenſe gane the Indians certaine tri 
fles, After this the Jadians ikaped at the ſterne ofthe ſhip , viewing the ſame aboue thꝛee houres 
pace, and taking the oares of dur boat they tryed howthey could rowe with them, whereat they 
tocke great pleaſure; and we which were in the admit all ſtirred not a whic all this while,togiue 
them the mode aſlurance, that they ſhoulvnot ſlie away,butſhould ſee, that we ment to doe them 
noharme, x that we were good people, As ſoone as we were tome to anker, beheld all that hav 
paſſed betweeae the Indians and thoſe ofthe Trinity after the Indian were gone to the ſhoze in 
their Canoas made of the bodies of trees, the General commanded the boat which was without to 
be bought vnto him: and when it was tome, he, and Francis Preciado, and two others went into 
it, and ſo we went aboozd the Trinity. The Judians ſecing people comming out of the other ſhip 
into the Trinitie, ſent two Canoas vnto the ſterne ofthe ſhip, and bzought vs a bottle of water, and 
we gauc vnto them certain heads, and continues talking wich them a little whilt; but evening ap · 
pꝛoching the aire grew ſome what cold. The Judious returned onſhoze to their the 
General and we to our ſhip. The next dap being Tedneſday in the mozning,the General ccm- 
mauded certaine of vs to take the bote and goe aſhoze,toſce if we could find any bzooke 02 mell of 
freſh water in the houſes of the Indians, E them to dwell there 
without any water to winke. The fathcrfrier Rai like wiſe went out in our company, be · 
cauſe the day heloze ſreing the Indians tame to the ſterne of the ſhippe and parlying with vs, he 
thought he might haue ſpoken a little with them, with the like familiarity, In like ſoztmanyma- 
riners and ſduldie rs went out in the boat of the Trinity, and altogether with their weapons 
toward the ſhoꝛe, ſomewhat aboue the lodgings ofthe » very earlp in the moꝛning they 
watched the boats, andperceiued that wer come on land, wherevpon they ſent away their 
women ch{ldzen with certaine ol them. their goods vp into certatne exceeding ſteep! 
mountataesandhilles,and 5 02 6of them came toward vs, which were excellently well made, and 
of a good ſtature, Two of them had bowes and arrowes,and other two 2 baſtunadoes muchthic- 
ker then the wit ol a mans haud, and other ewo wich 2 long ſtaues like ianelins with very ſharp. 
poin · g, and appꝛoched verp neere vs being nowe come on ſhoze, And beginning by ſignes very 
fiercclp to baue vs, they tame ſo neerg vs, that almoſtthep ſtrooke with one of thoſe ſtaues one of 
aur ſouldirrs called Garcia a man of good parentage, but the General commanded him to with; 
dꝛaw himſelke, and not to hurt any of chem, Ynthe meane ſeaſon the General and frier Raimund 
ſtept tooth the fricr lapping a garment about his arme, becauſe thep had taken vp ſtones in their 
hands, fearing that they would do them ſome miſchiefe, Then began bothof them to ſpcake vntc 
thembylignes & wo2ds,to be quiet, ſignifying,thatthcy ment them no harme, but only were come 
to take water; and the frier ſhewedtherra dzinking-cup;bue nothing would ſerue to make them 
[eatte that bzagging,and flinging ol ones: and the General ſtill in a mind not to hurt 
them, commanded dis men gentiy to come neere vnto them, and that by they ſhould all ſhew 
them, that they meant in no wiſe ta hurt then but that we were come on land onelyto take water. 
Onthe other live refuſing vtter ly to take knowledge of theſe things they (till inſulted moze and 
mae: whereupon Francis Preciado counſelled the General togiue him leaue to kill one ot them, 
becauſe all the reſt would flee away, herby at our eaſe we might take water: but he replied that 
he would not haue it ſo, but willed them to looze the two maſtiues Berecillo and Achillo : wheres 
foze the dogs were let lgolc,and as ſoone as they ſaw them, they vaniſhed immediately, betaking 


them to their heeles, and running vp thoſe cliffes like goates, Alſo others which came fromthe Cye great vie 


mountain to ſuccour them, betooke themſelues to flight, The dogs onertovke two of them, and 
bit them a little, nd we running after, laid hold on them, and they ſecmed as fierce as wild a vuta · 
med beaſks,foz 3 02 4 of vs held either ol them. to cheriſh e paciſie them. and to ſecke tu giue them 
ſome thing: but we auailed not,foz they bit vs by the hands, and ſtooped downe to take vp ſtones 
fo} to urike vs withthem, We led them a while in this maner,+camevnto their lodgings, where 
the Generall gaue acharge, that no man ſhould touch any thing of theirs, commanding Francis 
Preciado to ſet that this oder were obſerued, in not taking any thing frb them, although in very 
deed there was little oz nothingthere, becauſe the women and Indians which wert ſled had cariet 
al away, Here we found an old man in a caue ſo extreamiy aged as it was could 
neither ſee no2 go, becaule he was lo lame andcrooked, The fathen frier Raimund 
700d ( ſeeing he was ſo aged) to make him a Chailtian; we chꝛiſtened him, The tap · 
taine gaue the Indians which we had taken two pairt of eare countcrfeic dia- 
monde, and making much of them, ſulfred them todepart at their pleaſure, and in this ſozt faire 
nd ſoftlythey returned to the reſt of their fellowes in the mountaine. te tooke —

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chat village which was but a mail quantity, and then the Generali commanded vs toreturne to 
our ſhip, becauſe we had eaten nothing as pet, and after our repaſt we ſapled tomards a bay which 
lap beyond that village, where we ſaw a very great valley, and thoſe of the Trinitie ſopd, that they 
had ſcene there good lloze of water, and ſufficient foz vs; wherefoze wee ankered necre vntothac 
valley. And the Generall went on ſhoze with both the boates, and the men that went on laud i 
che mozning with the two fathers frier Raimund, and frier Antony: audpaſſing vp that valley ⸗ 
croſſcbow-lhot, we found a verp ſmall bzooke of water, which neuertheles ſuppliedour neceſſity 
foz we filled two buts thcreofthat euetung, leauing our veſlels to take it with on ſhoze vntill th 
next mozning; apd we reiopced not a little that we had found this water,foz it was freſh, and che

our water, which we did, and filled 17 buts without ſeeing any Judian at al. Che next dap going 

ont to fill 302 9 veſſels which we re not pet filled, a great winde at Nozthweſt tooke vs, whern:- 

on they made ſignes to vs from the ſhips, that wich e wee ſhould come on boozd againe, fo; 

Ay the wind grew ſtill higher,and higher, and the Paſters were afftaid that our cables wouldbzeak, 
thus we were in the open ſea. Therefoze being coane aboozd againe not without great trouble, 

c. we returned backe auer agatnlt the village ol the , * where we had ſlaine the Indian ant 
10:4cto: ces betauſe che wind gt em uiore calme about midnight, the Prlots did not caſt anhtr but hulled vr 
io the grtateſt der the ſh{lcer of this Alland, which (as J haue ſaid) called The Iſle of Cedars, and is one of the 
of ihe 3 Alte 2 Alles of S. Stephan. ib greateſt & chiefeſt of them, where che General tooke poſſeſſion, Whilc 
we halled here, about midnight, the next Friday being the 23 of the moneth, without our erpeccz- 

tion we had a frech gale ol wind from che Southeaſt, which was very feuourable foz our voyage, 

the longer it continued, che mozeit incteaſed : lo that berweene that night and the next day being 

Acad cep ri. Saturdaythe 24 of the ſaid moneth we ſailed v great leagues, While wee were thus ou our 
avout the end. map, the wind grew ſocontrary and ſo temp that to our great gricfe we were conſtrained 
to coaſt about with our ſhips, and returned twenty lgagues backe agoine, taking fo2 our ſuccour 

the ſecond time, the point of thel gs of che where the (oz; ſayd Indian was flaine, 

and here we ſtayed Munday, T v, and Wcneſday, during which tine che Nozthweſt and 

the Nozth wind blew continually, whereupon we determined not ts ſtirre from thence vntill we 

ſaw good weather, and well ſetled fo2 our voyage: foz in this climacc theſe winds doe raigne ſo 

greatly, that wefearcd they would tap vs longer there then we would; and we were ſo wearp of 

ſtaying,that euery dap ſeemed a moneih vnto vs. Under this ſhelter we rode Thurſday, Fridsp, 

and Saturday vncill noone, which was the laſt of January in the pecre 1540. About noone the 

wind began to blow ſoftly at South weft, whereupon the General cold the Pilots, that we ſhoulr 

doe well co put ouer to the maine land, where with ſome wind off the ſhoꝛe we might by the grace 

February, ol God laile ſomewhat farther, Thus wehoiſcd our ſailes,and ſailcÞ vntil evening thꝛee oz lourt 
leagues , foꝛ the windſcanted,and wee remained becalmed, The nigit being come there aroſe a 

concrarp winde, and we were infozced of neceſſicieto retire the third time to the ſame ſhelter of 

the Ille of Ledars,where we ſtayed from the firſt of F ebꝛnary vntil Shzoneſunday,in che which 

meane time we tooke in two buts of water which we had ſpent. During the ſpace of theſe eight 

dapes we ſought to make ſayle to oz three times, but as we went out a little beyond the point of 

this Alle, we found the wind ſo boyſtrous and contrary, and the ſea ſo growen, that of foꝛte we 

were conſtrained to returne vnder the ſuccour of the Aland, and often times wee were in great 

feare that we ſhou!vnot be able to get in thither againt. During this time that we could not p20- 

ceedonour journep, we imployedour ſelues in cat afew fiſhes foz the Lent. From Shzoue- 

ſunday being the $ of Febjuary, on which day we ſer ſaple, we ſayled with a very ſcant wind, oz 

rather acalme, vntill n which we came within kenne ofthe firme land, from 
whence we were put backe theſe twenty leagues (fo? in theſe two dayes end a halfe wee ſayled 

ſome 20 ſmall leagues) and we lay in ſight ofthe ſeyd poynt of the firme land, And onthe Tewſ- 

day we were becalmed, waiting till God ofhis merry would helpe vs wich a pzoſperous wind to

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On Sbꝛoueſundap at night, co make good cheere wichail wee had ſo great winde and raine, 
that there was nothing in our ſhips which was not wet, and a very colde ayze. Ou Aſhwed- M great bay m 
neſday at ſun· riing we ſtrooke laile netre a point which we fel ſomewhat ſho zt withall in a grtat * enn. 
bay running into chis firine land: and this is the place where we ſaw fiue oz ſire fires, and at the 
- riſing ofthe ſunne being ſo neere the ſhozethat we might welldeſcrie and vie we it at our pleaſure 
ne awe it tu bee very plcaſant, fo wee deſcriev as farre as wee could diſcerne wich our eyes 
ure valleys and ſmall hilles, with greene (<3ubs very pleaſant to behold, although theregrew 
no trees there. The ſituation ſhewed their length and bzeadth, This day was little winde. ic 
zeing in a manner calme, co our no ſmall griefe : any the father frier Raimund ſayd vs a dꝛie 
maſſe, and gaue vs aſhes, pꝛeaching vnto vs accozding to the time and ſkate wherein we were: 
with which ſermon we were greatly comfozced. After noonetide we had contrary wind, which 
ſtill was our enemie in all our tourney, at the leaſt from the point ot the pozt of Santa Cruz. Otte Tb. pomtof 
we were conſtrained to anker in fine fadome water, audafter wee rode at anker wee began to therwiſe catted 
viewe the countrey , and tooke delight in beholding how goodly and pleaſant it was, and nere 
vnto the ſea wee iudged that wee ſaw a valley of white ground, At euening ſo great a tempeſt 
came vpon vs of winde and raine, that it wasſofearcfull and dangerous a thing that agreater 
camot bee expꝛeſſed; fo2 it had like to haue dziuen vs vpon the ſhoze , and the chiefe Pilot 
caſt out another great anker intothe ſea , pet all would not ſerue, foz both ankers could 
not ſtay the ſhip, Therevpon all of vs cryed to Gov foz mercy, attending coſee how he would 
niſyoſe of vs; who of his great goodneſſe, while we were in this danger, vouchſafe a little co 
lake the tempeſt , and with great ſpeeve the chieke Pilot commanded the mariners to turn 
| the capſten , and che General! commanded and pjaped all the ſouldiers to helpe to turne thc 
| -apten, whichthey wereuothing flow toperfozme: and thus we be to weighour ankers, 
| nd in weighing or one which was latte greater then the other, che ſea was ſo boiſterous, tha. 
it foxcev the tapſten in ſuch ſozte, that che men which were at it could not rule the ſame, and ic 
ſrookc a Negroof the Generals ſuch a blome, that it caſt him domne along vpon the decke, ant 
vid the like vnto another mariner and one of the bar res ſtroob out fire-furnace ſo violencly,char 
t caſt it ouer-boozd into the ſea. Pet foz all theſe troubles wee weighed our ankers , and ſc. 
; ſaple,and albeit we had great cempeſts at ſea, yet made wee noaccount thereof in reſpect of the 
' {op which we conceiued to ſee our ſelues [reed of the perill of being caſton that ſhoze with ou 
hips,elpecially ſeeing ic fell out at midnight, at which time no man could haue eſcaped, but by 
meere myꝛacle from God, | 

Mee ſaplev vp anddowne the (ea all Thurſday , and vaciil Fridap inthe wozning being th: 

'ourteeneth day of Febzuarp, and the waues of the (ea continually came raking ouer ou: 
neckes, At length, on Saturvap mozning at bzeake of dap we could findeno remedy againſt che 
| :ontrary windes, notwithſtanding; the Generall was very obſtinate to haue vs keepe out at ſea. 

Athoughit were very tempeſtuous, leaſt we ſhould be dziuen to put backe againe, but no dili 

zence no2 remedie pꝛeuailed: fo2 the windes were ſo boyſterous and ſo contraxp, that they could 
not be wozſe, and the ſea went (fill higher, and ſwelled moze and moe, and that in ſuch ſoꝛte 
| hat we greatly feared wee ſhould all periſh, Wlhereuponthe Pilot thought it our beſt courſe te 
| returne to the Alle of Cedars, whither wee had repaired thzeeo2 fouretimes befoze by reaſon of 
he ſelfe ſame contrary windes , fo) wee cooke this Jland foz our father and mother, although 
we reteiued no other benefite thereby ſaue this onely, namely, torepaire thither in theſe neceſſi« 

ies and to furniſh our ſelues with water, and with ſome ſmall quantitieof fiſh, 

Being therefoze artiued at this Jſland, and riving vnder the ſhelter thereof, the contrary 
windes did alwayes blow very ſtrongly , and here we cooke water which we dzunke, and wood 
fox our fewel, and greatly deſired, that the windes would bee moge fauourable foz pzoceeving 
on dur iourney. And though we rode vnder the ſhelter of the Alle, pet felt wee the great fury of 
thoſe windes, andthe rage ofthe ſea, and our ſhips neuer ceaſed rolling, 

Ac bzeake of day the ewentiethof Febzuary wee found the cable of our Admirail cracked, 

to our great griefe,we were conſtrained to ſet ſayle, to fall dune lower the ſpace of 
a league, andthe Trinitic came and rode in our company,

They goe on land in the iſle of Cedars, and take divers wilde beaſts, and refreſh and ſolace 
| 4 They are ſtrangely toſſed with the Northweſt winde, and ſeeking often to 
depart they ate forced, fot the auoiding of many miſchiefes, to repaire thither againe for 
harbour. | 


Tow and twentieth of February being the ſecond Sonday in Lent,the General went on 
ſhoze with the greateſt part of his people and the fricrs, necre vatoa valley which they ſawe 
befoze them. And hearing malle on land, certaine ſouldiers and mariners, with certaine dogges 
which we had in our company went into the ſaid valley, and we met with certaine deere, whereol 
we tooke afemale, which was little, but fat, whoſe haire was liker the haire of a wild goatthen of 
a deere, aud we found her not to be a perfect deere, for ſhe had foure dugs like vnto a cowe full of 
milke, which made vs much to maruetle, And after we had flaped off her lkiune, the fleſh ſeemed 
moe like the fleſh of a goate,then of a deere, e killed like wiſe a gray conie, in ſhape like vnto 
thoſe of Nueua Eſpanna, and another as blacke as heben-wood, In the cottages at the thelter as 
boue,where we bꝛake our cable, we found many pine-nuts opened, which ( in mine opinion) the 
Indians had gathered together to eate the kernels of them, On Munday the 23 ofthe ſaidmo- 
neth, we rode at anker, taking our pleaſure and paſtime with fiching. And the j20zthweſt winde 
began to blow, which wared ſo great a little befoze midnight, as it was wonderfull : ſothat al⸗ 
though we were vnder the ſhelter of the Illand, and greatly de fended from that wind, pet foz all 
chat ic was ſo furious, and the ſea became ſo raging and butſterous,that it greatly ſhook our ſhips, 
and we were in great feare of bꝛeaking our cables, whereof (to ſap the erueth) we had very much 
neede: fo2 hauing ſpent longer time in this voyage then we looked foꝛ, wee had bzoken two, and 
loſt two ot our beſt anke rs. This furious winde continued vutill the next day being Tewſday 
the 24 when as we went on ſhoze with the friers. who ſayd vs maſle, recommending our ſelues to 
God, beſeeching him to vouchlale to ſuccour and help vs with ſome good weather that we might 
pꝛoceedeon our voyage, to the aduancement ot᷑ his ſeruice. And ſtillthe winds were ſo high and 
outragious that the deuill ſeemed to be looſed in the aire, Thercupon the Pilots cauſed all the 
maſts to be let vowne,leaſt they ſhould be ſhaken with the wind, and tooke off all the ſhzowos,and 
likewiſe cauſed the cabbeus in the ſterne to be taken awap, that the winds might haue moꝛe free 
paſſage,fo2 the ſafetie of the ſhips: vet fo2 al this they ceaſcd not to be in great trouble. On Tew(- 
dap the ſecond of arch, about midnight oz ſomewhat afcer , riding vnder the Illand in this di⸗ 
Trelie, there came a guſt of N9zthweſt winde, which made the cable of the Admirall to ſlip, and 
the Trinitie bꝛake her cable, and had bene caſt away, if God of his mercy had not pꝛouided fot vs, 
together with the diligence which che Pilots vſed, in hoiling the lailes of the trinkets and mizzen, 
wherewith they put to ſea, and rode by another anke r vntill day, when the men of both the ſhips 
went with their boats to ſeeke the anker vntill noone, which at length they kound and recouered, 
not without great patnes ⁊᷑ diligence which they vſed in dzagging fox it, fox they were till noone 
in leeking the ſame, and had much adoe to recouer it. Aiter this we let vp cur ſhꝛowdes, and all 
things neceſſary to ſaile, foꝝ to pꝛocetde on our voyage, if it pleaſed God, and not to ſtap alwapes 
in that place, as loſt and fozlozne, Thus on the TUedneſday two oz thzce houres after dinner wee 
ſet ſaile, with a ſcarce winde at Southeaſt, which was fauourable fo2 our courſe aud very ſcant; 
and our Pilots ę all the reſt of vs were in no ſmal feare, that it would not continue long, e be- 
gan therfoze toſet foꝛ ward, although we ſeemed to (ce befoze our eies, that at the end of the Iſland 
we ſhould meete with conttary winde at Noꝛth and Rozthweſt. Tl is day about cuening when 
our ſhips had diſcouered the point of this Ille ot Cedars, wee began to perceiue choſe contrary 
windes, and the ſea to goe ſo loftilp, that it was terrible to behold. And the larther we went, the 
moꝛe the winds increaſe, ſo that they put vs to great diſtreſle, ſapling alwayes with the ſheates 
ok our maineſaile and trinket warily in our hands, and with great diligence we looſed the ties of 
all che ſailes,co ſaut the better, that che wind might not charge them too vehement ly. Foꝛ 
all chis the mariners thought it beſt to returne backe, and that by no means we ſhould runne farre 
into the ſea, becauſe we were in extreame danger. Uhereupon wee followed their counſel, tur · 
ning backe almoſt to the place from whence we departed, whereat we were al not a little grieued, 
becauſe we could nat pꝛoſecute onr vopage, and began to want many things foz the furniture of 
aur ſhips, The 8 of March being Pundoy about noone the Generall commanded vs to ſet ſaile, 
fo2 a ſmall gale of winde blew from the TUeſt, which was the wind whereof we had moſt need, to 
follow our voyage, whereat wee were all glad foz the great deſire which we had co depart out of 
that place, Therefoze we began to ſec ſaiie,# to paſſe toward the point ofthe Illand, and to hope 
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var courſerawary the cooff of the firme lanv, to diem the ũtuntion thereof, And as wepaſſevthe 
and, and were betwirt it and the maine, the Vozthweſt being a contrary wind began to blow, 
which increaſed fo by vegrees,that we were conſtrained to ler fall the bonets of our ſaue

ing: and the chiefe Pilot c ng no means we couldpzoceed danger, 
if we ſhould continue at ſea any longer, that wee ſhould retire our ſelues aguine to that 
ſhelter, where we rode ac anker vncill Thurſday, And on Friday about noone we ſer ſaile againe 
with aſcarce winde, x in comming fozth vnto the point ofthe Alland, we met againe with contrary 
winde at Nozrhweſt: whereupon running all night with the firme land, on Saturday in themoz- 
ning being S. Lazatus day and the 13 of march, we tame in ſight thereof, in viewing ol the which 
we all reiopced,and we ſoulviers would very willingly haue gone on ſhoze, This night fel great

ſtozeof raine like the raine in Caſtilia, and we were all well wer in the mozning, + we tooke great —— 
pleaſant with 


diſcouered a pleaſant valley and plaines of good largenes, which ſeemed to bee enuironed with a ä 


pleaſure in beholding the ſituation of that firme land, becauſe it wasgreene, and becauſe we had 


gzrland ol mountains. At length foz feare ofmiſfoztunes,ſeeing the ſea ſo high, we vurſt not ſtap 
dere 02 appꝛoch neere the land, + becauſe we had great want of cables and ankers, we were again 
conftrzinedtoput to ſea; and being in che ſame, and finding the ſaid contrary windes, the Pilots 
iudged that we had none other temedie, but againe ro retire our ſelues to our wonted ſhelter, And 
thus we returned, but ſomewhat aboue the old place. On Sunday we rodehere to the great grief 
of all the tõpany, conſidering what troubles we invured,# could not get fozward; ſo that this was 


ſuch a coꝛtaſiue, as none could be moge intollerable, This dap being come to an anket wee had a 


mighty gale of wind at Nozthweſt, which was our aduerſary and capital enemie, and when day 
was ſhut in, it ſkill grew greater and greater, ſo that the ſhips rouled much, And after midnight, 
toward bzeak of day, the Trinitie bzake her two cables, which held the two ankers which the had, 
am ſeeing her ſelfe thus fo2lozne, ſhe turned vp and downe inthe ſea vntill day, and came & rode 
neerevs, by one anker which ſhee had lekt.

March, on which day wee conſulted together, that becauſe the ſhips were ill coridſtioned, 
and wanted neceſſary furniture to pꝛoceede any further, it were beſt fo2 vs to returne backe te 
New Spaine, as alſo becauſe our clothes were tonſumev: but the Generall ſeemed not 
toreturne, but to pꝛoceed on his voyage: and in fine it was reſolued, that ſeeing boch the hips 
could not p2oceede fog ward, as well becauſe they had ſoft their neceſſary furnitures; us ald 
that the Santa Agatha had neeve of talking, bet auſe ſhe receiued much water, and was the wozit 


furniſhed of the twaine , that ſhee ſhould returne backe to aduertize the Parques of dur tueteſſe 


inthis voyage, and what hindꝛed our p2oceeding , and in what caſe wer ode, and hate wee 
were bereft of our neceſſary furniture, And becauſe the Trinitie wes the ſwifter hip; and 
deter appomted then the other, it was conchided, that it ſhould be pyouſdet in the beſt manet that

taine Vllua did, and haue returned backe againe. But becauſe pour Lozdſhipcommanded mee; 
that J ſhould bzing vou the ſecret of that guife, A reſolued, that although J had knowen J ſhould 
haut loſt the ſhippes, J would not haue ceaſed foz anp thing to haue ſeene the head thereof: and 
theretoze commanded Nicolas Zamorano Pilote maioz,and Dominico del Caſtello that eche 
ol them ſhould take a boate, and eheir lead in theit hands, and runne in among thoſe ſhoalds, to ſee 
if they tould find out the chavell whereby the ſhippes might enter in: to whom it ſeemed that the 
ſhips might ſaile vp higher (although with great trauell and danger) and in this ſozt I and he bes 
gan to follow our way which they had taken, and within a ſhozt while after wee found our ſclues 
faſt on the ſands with all our thzee ſhips,inſuch ſozt that one could not helpe another,neither could 
the boates ſuccour vs, becauſe the current was ſo great that it was impoſſible to one of vs to 
come vnto another: whereupon we were in ſuch great teopardie that the vecke of the Admirall 
was oftentimes vnder water, and if a greatſurge of the ſea hav not come & dʒiuen our ſhip right 
vp,andgaue her leaue as it were to bzeath a while,we had there bin dzowned: andlikewiſe the o- 
ther two ſhippes found themſeluevin very great hazard, yet becauſe they were leſſer and ewe 
leſle water, their danger was not ſo great as ours. Nome it pleaſed God vpon the returne of 
the flood that the ſhippes came on flote, and ſo wee went fo ward. And although the company 
would haue returned backe, yet fo} all this J determined to goe fozwarde, and to purſue our at: 
tempted voyage: and we paſſed foz ward with much adoe , turning out ſtemmes now this wap,

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all my companp, that none of them ſhould ſtirre noz vie any ſigne, but he whom J appopnted, al- 
though wee found Jndiais, The ſame day, which was Thurſday the ſire and twentieth of Au⸗ 
cult, following our vopage with dzawing the boats with halſers we went about ſome 6 leagues: 
and the nert day which was Friday by the bzeake of day thus following our way vpwarTt , J ſavy 
ccrcaine Indians which went toward certaine cottages aecre bnco the water, who aſſcone as 
cheylaw vs ten 62 twelue of them roſe vp furiouſly, and crying with a loud veyte, other of their 
companions came running cogethec to the number ol 5o which with all haſte carried out of their 
cottages ſuch things as they had, and layd them vnder certaine ſhzubs and many of them came 
running toward that part whether wee appꝛoched, making great ſignes vnto vs chat we ſhould 
goe backe againe,vſing great thzeatnings againſt vs, one while running on this ſive and an other 
while on that ſide, J ſeeing them in ſuch a rage, cauſed our beates to lanchfrem the ſhoze into 
the midves of the riucr , that the Indians might be out of feare, and J rode at anker, and ſet mp 
people in as good 02der as I could, charging them that no man ſhould ſpeake,no2 make onp ſigne 
no2 motion, no} ſti:re out ot his place, ne2 ſhouldnot be offended foz any thing that the Indians 
did, noꝛ ſhould che we no token of warre : And by this meanes the Indians came euery foote 
neere the rivers ſide to ſet vs: and J gate by little and little toward them where the riner ſce⸗ 
med ta be deepeſt. In this meane ſpace there were aboue two hunt ed and faftie Indians aſſem⸗ 
bled together with bowes and arrowes, and with certaine banners in warrelike ſozt in ſuch ma⸗ 
ner as thoſe ol New Spayne doe vſe : and perteiuing that I dꝛewe te ward the ſhoze, they tame 
with great eryes toward vs with bowes and arrowes put into them, and with their hanncrs dil 
played. And I went vnto the ſtemme of my boate with the interpzeter which J carried with 
me, whom J commanded to ſpeake vnto them, and when he ſpake, they neither vnderſtood him, 
no2 he them, although becauſe they ſawe him to be after their faſhion, they ſtayed themſelues: 
and ſceing this I dzewe neerer the ſhoe , and thep with great cryes came to keepe mee from the 
ſhoꝛe ofthe riucr , making ſignes that J ſhould not come any farther , putting ſtakes in my wap 
berweene the water and the land: and the moze J lingered, the moze people ſtill flocked togt⸗ 
ther, Ulhich when J had conſivered J beganne to make them ſignes of peace, and taking my 
two and target, J caſt them downe in the boatt and ſet my feete vpon them, giuing them to 
vnderſtand with this and other tokens that J deſixed not to haue warte with them, and thet they 
ſhould doe the like. Alſo J tooke a banner and caſt it downe , and J cauſed my compony that 
were with mee to ſit downe likewiſe , and taking the wares of erchange which J carried with 
mee, I called themto giue them ſome of them: pet fo2 all this none of them ſtirred to take any 
of them , but rather flocked together, and beganne to make a great murmuring among thims 
ſclues : and ſuddenly one came out from among them with a ſtaffe whercin certayne ſbclles 
were ſet, andentred into the water to gine them vnto mee, and J tooke them, and made ſig nes 
vnto him that hee ſhould come neete me, which when he had done, I imbzaced him, and gaue him 
inrecompence certaine beades and other things, and he returning with them vnto his fellowes, 
began to looke von them, and toparleprogethcr, and within a while after many of them came 
tomato me, to whom I made ſignes tolapdowne their banners, and to le aue their weapons: which 
they did incontinentip, then J made ſignes that they ſhoulo lay them altogether, and ſhould goe a⸗ 
ſide from them, which like wile they did: end they cauſed thole Indians which newly came this 
ther tu leaue them, and to lay them together with the reſt. Alter this Z called them vnto me, 
and ta all them which came J gaue ſome ſmal trifle, vling them gently, and by this time they were 
ſo manp that came chzonging about mee, that I thought J could not ſtay any longer in ſafety as - 
mongthem, and J made ſignes vnto themthat they ſhould withdzaw themlelues , and that they 
ſwould ſtand al vpon the ſide of an hill which was there berweene aplaine #the riuer,and that they 
ſhould not pꝛeſſe come aboue ten at a time, And immediatly the moſt ancient among them called 
vnto them with a loud voyce, willing them to do ſo; and ſome ten 02 twelueof them came where 

I was: whereupon ſeeing my ſelfe inſome ſecuritic +I determined to goe on land the moze to 

put them out of feare : and fo my moze lecuritie, I made ſignes vnto them, to ſit downe on the 

ground which they did: but when they law that ten oꝛ twelue of my companions came a ſhoze al. 

tet me, they begamto be angry, and I made ſignes vntothem that we would be friends, and that 

they ſhould not fe axe, herewithal they were patiſied, and late down as they did befo2e,and J went 

unto them. ⁊ imbꝛated them. giuing them certain trilles, tommanding mine interpꝛeter to ſpeake 

vnto them, foꝛ J greatly deſired to vnderſtand their maner of ſpeech, and the cry which they made 

at mee. And that J might knowe what maner of foode they had. J made a ligne vnto them, that 

wee would gladly eate, and they yzought meecertaine cakes of Paiz , and aloafe of Mizquiqui, 

and they made ſignes vnto mee that they deſirento ſee an harquebuſe ſhotre olf, which I .

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20 be diſcharged, and they were all wonderfully afraid, except two 02 thee olde men among them 
which were not mooued at all, but rather cried out vpon the re, becauſe they were afrapd: and 
2h1ough the ſpeachof one of theſe olde men,chep.hegan coriſe vp from the ground, and tolay hold 
on heir weapons: whom when A (ought co appeaſe, I would haue giuen him a filken girdle of 
diuerscolours,and het in a great rage bitte his nether lippe cruelly,and gaue mee achumpe with 
his elbowe on the the bzeſt, and turnen in a great furie toſpeake vnto his company, After that J 
{aw them aduance their banners, I derermined to refurne my ſeife gently comp boatrs, and 
wich a lm ill gale of wind Y ſet ſayle, wherebp wee might bzeake the current which was. very 
great, although mp cawpany were not well pleaſed to goe any farther, In the meane ſpace the 
Indians came following vs along the ſhoze of the rincr, making lignes that I ould cowe on 
land, and chat they would giue mee food to eate;ſome ol them ſucking their fingers , aud others 
entred into che water withcertaine cakes of Paiz to giut me them iu mp boate.

Ofthe habice,armour and ature of the Indians, A relation of many others with whom he 
dad by ſignes rraffique, victuals and many courrefies, 


N this ſogt we went vptwo leagues, and I arriucd netre acliffe of an hill, whereupon was 

an arbour made newlp,where they made ſixnes vnto me,crping that I ſhould go thither, ſhew- | 
ing me the ſame withtheir handes, and telling mee that there was meate to tate. But J would Sd fojecalt, 
not goe thither, ſeeiug the place was apt foz ſome ambuſh, but followedon mp vopage, within a 
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the powder of acertaineherbe, whereofthep make acertaine beuerage, They haue their 
dies trared with coles,their hare cut befoze,and behind it hangs downe to their waſt, The 
men Coenaked,and weare a great meath of fethers behind them, andbefoze painted 
together, aud their haire like the meu. There were among theſe Jnvdians tine 02 
womens apparell, Nowe the next dap being Saturvap very eatiy I went fozward 
bp the tiuer, ſetting on ſheʒe two meu fox eache boate to mae them with the rope 
breaking fooxth of the Dunne ; wee heard a mightie crix of both ſives 
with their weapons, but without any banner. Jthoughe good to 
to ſet what they wonlve haue, as alſo to try whether our interpꝛeter 
Chen they came ouer againft vs they leapt into the riuer on both ſides with 
Ea ny 

a lignevnto away their weapons, as the other 
Dame did as I willed them, and ſome did not, and thoſe which did, J wiiled co come neere 
amd gaue them ſome things which we had to trucke withall, which when the others percci 
Hat they might likewiſe have their part chey lapd away their weapons likewiſe. J iudg; 
lelfetobe in lecuritie leaped on ſhoze with them, and ſtoove in the themivvet of them, 
verltanding that Acame het to fight with them, began to giue ſome of thoſe ſhels and beades,and 
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raue tt me going a little wap from mee they began to cry out amayne, and made a ligne with their 
bodies and armes, and aftcrward thepappzoched to giue me that which they bzought, And now 
that the Sunne beganne to ſet I yn oft from the ſhoze,and rode iu the midde ſt of the riuer. The 
nert mo2ning befoze bytade of dayen both ſides at theriuet wee heard greater cryes and of mot 
Judians, which leaped into the riuet to (winune, and they came to hung mce cettame gourdes 
full of Maiʒ, and ot᷑ thole wyzetheswhich Ifpake of defoze, Jlhewed-vuco them Theate ant 
Bcanes, and other ſerdes. to ſee whectherthephad anp ol thoſe kindes : hut they ſhe wed mee that 
they ban no knowledge ol tbem, and wondꝛed at all ol them. and by lines J tame to vuderſtant 
that the thing which they moſt eteemedand reuerenced was the Suume: and J ſignified vnto 
them that J came from the Dunne. Whereat they marueiled,aud then they began to beholde 
me from the toppe to the toe, and ſhewedme mode faucour then they did befoze: and when'Y aſkey. 
chem koꝛ food, they bꝛonght me ſuch abundance that J was infozcevewale to call fo2 the boatt a 


\ toput it into them, and from that time fozward of all the things which they bzought me they flang 
vp into the apꝛe one part vnto the Sunne, and alſtet ward turnedtowards me to giue mee the o⸗ 


ther part: and ſo J was almapes bettet ſerued and eſteemed at them as well un dzawing ol the 
boats vp the riuer,as alfo in giuing mefood to eat; and they ſhewed me ſo great loue,that when J 


t :ped they would haue carried vs in their armes vntotheir houlcs : and in no kind ot thing they 


would bzeake mp commandement: and foꝭ my ſuretie; J willed them not to carry any weapons 
in my ſight : and they were ſo carefull to doe ſo, that if any man came newly thither with them, 
ſuddenly they would goe and meete him to cauſe him to lay them downe farre trom mee: and J 
ſhewedthem that J tooke great pleaſure in their ſo deing: and to ſome of the chiefe of chem J 
gaue certaine little napkins and other trifles ; fo2 if J ſhould haue giuen ſomewhat to euery one 
of them in particular, all the ſmall wares in NewSpayne would not haue ſufficed. Sometimes 
it fell out (uch was the great loue and good wil which they ſhewed me) that if any Judians came 
thither by chance with their weapons, and if any one being warned to leaue them behind him, ik 
bp negligence,o2 becauſe heunderſtood them not at the firſt warntug, be had not layd them away, 
they would ruane vnto bim and tale chem from hinrby fozce,aud would bzeake them in pieces in 
my pꝛeſence. Aftexwardthey tooke the rope ſo louingly,and with ſtriuing one withanother foz it. 
that we had no nerd to pꝛay them to doe it. CAherefoge if we had not had this helpe, the current ot 
the riuer being erceeding great, and our men that ew the rope being not well acquainted with 
that occupation, it would haue berne impoſſible fo vs ta haue gotten vp the riuer ſo againſt the 
ſtreame. When J perceined that they vnderſtoodmee in all things, and that I likewiſe vnder- 
ſtoode them, I thought good to try by ſome way oz other to make a good entrance tu find ſome 
good iſſue to obtaine my deſire; And J cauſed certainerroſſes to be made of certaine fmall ſticks 
and paper, and among others when J gaue any thing A gaue them theſe as things of molt pꝛice 
and killed them,makgg ſignes vnto them that they ſhould honour them and make great account 
of them, and that they ſhould weare them at their necks : giuing them to vnderſtand that this ligne 
was from heauen,and they tooke them and kiſſed them, and lifted them vp aloft,anv ſeemed great- 
Iy to teioyce thereat when they did ſo, and ſometime Jtooke them into mp boate , Chewing chem 
great good will, and ſometime J gaue them ol thoſe triſles which I caried with me. And at length 
the matter grew to ſuch ilſue, that J had not paper and ſtickes ynoughto make crolles, In this 
maner that day I was very well accompanied, vntill that when night appzoched J ſought to lunch 
out into the riuer, and went to ride in the middeſt of the ſtreame, and they came ta aſke leaue of 
me to deparc,ſaping that they would returne the next day with victuals to viſite me, and ſo by litlt 
and little they departed, ſo that there ſtayed not aboue fiftie which made fires ouer vs, and 
ſtayed there al night calling vs, and befoze the day was perfectly bꝛoken, they le apt into the water 
and wammme vnto vs aſking fo2 the rope, and we gaue it them witha good will,chanking God foz 
the goodpzouiſion which hee gaue vs to go vpthe riuer: fo2 the Indians were ſo many that if they 
nnn although we had bene many moze then wee were, they might 
e done it.

Nehis maner we ſailed vntil Tueſday at nigbt, going as we were wont, cauſing mine interp2c- 

— ſee ifperadutture any ol them coulp vnderſtand a 
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chat one anſwered hun, whereupon J cauſed the boates to be ſtaped, and called him, which yee vn» 
derſtoode charging mine interpꝛettr that hee ſhould not ſpeake nog anſwere him any thing elſe, 


hut onely that which J (aid vnto him: and J ſaw as J ſtood fill that that Indian began to ſpeake u wil: dcniſe, 


to the people with great furte : whereupon all of them beganne to dzawe together, and mine inter⸗ 
p2£tcr vaderſtood, that he which came to the boate ſayd vnto them, that he deſired toknowe what 
nation we were, and whence wee came, and whither we came out of the water,oz oat ofthe earth, 
23 from heauen : And at this ſpeech an infinice number of people came together, which marusi⸗ 
led to ſee mee ſpeake : and this Indian turned on this ſide and on that ſide co ſpeake vnto them in 
another language which mine interpꝛeter vnderſtood not. Whereas he aſked me what we were, 
7 an(wered that we wereChiiſtians , and that we came ftom farre to ſee them: and anſwering 
to the queſtion, who had ſent me, J \a.d, I was ſent bythe Sunne, pointing vnto him byſignes 
as at the firſt, becauſe they ſhould not tale mee in alye, He beganne againe to aſhe mee, how the 
Dunne had ſent mie, ſeting het went aloft in the ſkie and neuer ſtoode ill, and ſeeing theſe many 
pteres neither he noz their olde men had euer ſeene ſuch as we were, ol whome they euer had any 
kind ol knowledge, and that the Dunne till that hourt had neuer ſent any other. J anſ weren 


mee no ſooner to patiſte the warres which had continued a long time among them, wherein ma: 
ny had becne ſlaine. J toloe him the cauſe hereof was, becauſe at that time A was but a child, 
Then he aſked the interpyeter whether wee tooke him wich vs perfozce hauing taken him in the 
war,o2 whether he came with vs ol his own accoꝛd. He anſwered him that he was with vs of hin 
9wne accoꝛd, and was very wel appaid ol out company, He returned toenquire,whp we bzought 
none ſaue him onely that vndcrſtood vs, and wherefoze wee vnderſtood not all other men, ſeeing 
we were the childꝛen of the Sunne: he anſwered,thatthe Dunne alſo had begotten him, and gi⸗ 
1:nhim alanguage to vnderſtand hirii,anb me, aud others: that the Sunne knew well that they 
vweit there, but that becauſe he had many other buſineſſes, and becauſe J was büt yong hee ſent 
me noſooner, And he turning vato me ſayd ſuddenly: Comeſt thou there oe hither to bee our 
Loꝛd. and that wee ſhould ſerue thee * I ſuppoſing that J ſhould not pleaſe him it I ſhould haue 
laid yea, anſwered him, not to be their Lozd, but rather to be their bzother,amd to giue them ſuch 
things as J had, Oe aſked me, whether the Sunne had begotten me as he had begotten others, 
and whether J was his kinſman oꝛ his ſonne: J anſwcred him that I was his ſonne, Oe pꝛocee⸗

kuowledg : 
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knowledge ok Francis Vazquez noz of his compaup, I determined to ac ke him other things of 

that countrep,andof their maner of life : and beganne to enquire ot him, whether they helde that 

| there was one God, crratoꝛ of heauen andearth, c2 that they wozſhipped any other Idol. And 
The Sunne hee anlweredmee no: but that theyeſteemed and reyerencedthe Dunne aboue all other things, 
goudib pen as hecauſe it warmed them and made their croppesto growe: and that of all things which they did 
cate, they caſt a little vp into the ayꝛe vnto him. J aſked bim next whether they had any Lode, 

and hee ſapde no: but that they knewe well that there was a great Lozde, but they knewe not 

well which wap hee dwelt, And J tolde him that hee was in heauen, and that hee was called 

jeſus Chtiſt, and I went no farther in diuinitie with him. J alben him whether they had any 

warre, and foꝛ what occaſion. Hee anſwered that they had watre, and that very great, and vp- 
onerceeding ſmall occaſions: foz whenthep had nocauſe to make warre, they aſſembled coge- 
ther,andſome ok them ſayd let vs goe to make warreinſach a plate, and then all ol them ſec foz- 

ward with their weapons, J alked them who commandedthe armie: he anſwered the elde ſt and 

molt valiant, and that when they ſayd they ſhould pꝛoceede nofarther,that ſuddenly they recirey 


fromthe warte. J pꝛayedhim to tell me what they did with thoſe men which they killed in bat. 


tell: he anſwered me that they tooke out the hearts of ſome of them, and tat them, and others they 
- burned; and he added, that it it had not bene ko my comming, chey ſhould haue bin now atwarre; 
and becauſe I commanded them that they ſhould not war, and that they ſhould ceaſe from armes, 
therefoze as long as J ſhould not command them to take armes, they would not begin to wage 
warre againſt others, they ſaid among themſelues, that ſeeing I was come vnto them, they had 
giuen ouer their intention ol making warre,# that they had a good mind to live in peate. He com: 
Certaine wars plained of certaine people which dwelt behind in a mountaine which made great war vpon them, 
do a eun : and flew many ol them: J anſwered him,chat from hencefozward they ſhould not nter to feare a: 
ratne. ny moꝛe, becauſe I hav chmanvded them to be quiet,#ifthep would not obey mp commandemene, 
A would chaſten them and kill them. Me enquired of me how J could kill them ſecing we were ſo 
few,and they ſo many in number. And becauſe it was nom late, and that A ſaw that by this time 
he was weary to ſtay any longer with me, FJ let him gde out of my boat, and there with J diſmiſſed 

him very well content. |

Of Nzgnachato and other chiefe men of thoſe Indians they receive great ſtore of victuals, 
they cauſe them co ſet vp a croſſe intheir countreys, and hee teacheth them to worſhip ic, 
They haue newes ofmany people, of their diuets languages, and cuſtomesin mattimo- 


ny, ho they puniſh adultery ,ofcheir opinions concerning the dead, and ofthe ſickneſ- 
ſes which they are ſubieR vnto. | 


He nert dap betimes inthe mozning came the chiefe man among them called Naguachato, 

and wiſhed me to tome on land becauſe he hadgreattoze ofvictuals to giue me. And becauſe 
Flaw my ſelke in ſecuritie J did ſo without doubting; and incontinentiy an olde man came with 
rols ot that Maiz. and certaine litle gourds, and calling me with a loud voyte and vling many gel- 
tutes with his dody and armes, came neere vnto me, and cauſing me to turne me vnto that people, 
and her himſelfe alſo turning vnto them ſapd vnto them, Sa gueyca, and all the people anſwered 
with a great voyce, Hu, and hee offred tothe Sunne a little of euery thing that he had there, and 
likevnſe alittle moze vnco me (althougi afterward he gaueme all the telt) and did the like to all 
that were with me:#callingout mine interpreter, by meanes el him J gairethem thanks, telling 
them that becauſe my boats were litle Jhad not bzoughe many thing to giue them in exchange, 
but that I would come againe anothex time and bʒung them, and that if they would go wilh me in 
my boatetz vnto my (hips which J had beneath at the riners mouth, J would giue them many 
things. Chey anſwered that hey would do ſo, being very glad in countenance, Pete by the helpe 
ol mine interpreter A ſought to inſtrutt them what the ligne of the trolſe meant. and willed them 
to bing me a piete dt timber, wherot I tauſcd a great troſſe to be made, end commanded al thoſe 
that were with mee that when it was made they ſhould wedſhip it, and beſeech the Lozdto grant 
hisgract that that ſogreat a people might come to the knowledge ofhis/holp Cathe lde forth: and 
this done I told them by mine interpꝛeter that J leki them that ligne in token that J toske them 
fox mp byethzen, and that they ſhouldkeepe it foz mecarefully butill I returned, and that every 
moning at the Dunne riſing they ſhould kneele befoze it. And they tooke it ineontinent iy, e wuh⸗ 
out ſuffring it to touththe ground they carried it to let it vp in the mddeſt of their houfes, where 
all of them mighe be holde it; end J willed them alwoyes to woꝛſhippe it becauſe it would p2e- 
ſeruethemfromemll, They aſked me how deep they ſhould ſer it in the ground, A r — 
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Great ſtoze df people followed the ſame, and they that ſtayed behinde inquired of mee, how they Ther: peovie 
ſhould topnetherr hands. md how they ſhould kneele to wozſhip the ſame; and they ſeemed to haue ant oreatty ins 
great deſire to learne it. This voue, I tooke that chiefe man of the Countrey, and going to our te «1nnan_ 
boatcs with hin, I followed mp wuruey vp the Riner, and all the company on both ſides of the ta 
ſhoare accompanied me with great good will. and ſerued me in dꝛawing of our boatts, and in hal- - 
ling vs off the ſands, whereupon we often fel: foz in many places we found the river ſo ſhoald, that The riner in 
we had no water fo2 our boats, As wee thus went on our wap, ſome of the Indians which J had 21utrs plates 
lelt vehindme, came alter vs to pzay mee that A would thoughly inlkruct them, how they ſbould 
loyne their hands in the wozſhipping of the crolle: others ſhewed me whether they were well ſer 
in luch e ſuch ſozt, ſo that they wauld not let me be quiet. Neere vato the other ſive of the riuer 
was greater ſtoze of people, ich calledvnto me very often, that I would rece iue the victuals 
whichthey had bzought me. And becauſe I perteiued that one enuied the other, becauſe I would 
not leaue them diſcontented, I did ſo. And here came befoze me another old man like vnto the fo2- #notyer atde 
mer with che like teremonpes g olfrings: and ſought to learne ſomething of him as J had dane . 
of the other, This man laid likewiſe tothe reſt ofthe people, This is our loꝛd. Now yon ſee how ; 
ung ago our anceſters cold vs, that there were bearded @ white people in the wozld,and we laugh» Their ance- 
ed them to ſcoꝛne. I which am old and the reſt which are here, haut neuer ſcene any ſuch people as — 
theſe, And if you wil noe belerue me,beholv theſe people whith be in this riuer: let vs giut them vearvey a 
 therefoze meate, ſeeing they giue vs ol their victuals: let vs wil ſeruethis lozd, which w:th- re ooh 
ech vs ſo well, and fozbidvethvs to make warte, and imbyareth all of vs: and they haue mouth, F 
handes and eyes as we haue, and ſpeake as we doe. I gauethele like wiſe another croſle as J had 
done tothe others beneath, and ſaid vnto them the ſelfe ſame wozds; which they liſtened vnco with 
a better will. & vſed greater diligence to learne that which J ſaid, Afterward as J paſſed farther 
vnthe riuer, I found anather people. whom mine interpyeter vnderſtood not a whit: wherefoze J wnotyer nas 
ſhewedchem by ſignes the lelkeſame ceremanies of wozthipping the crolſe, which A bad taught the don. 
reſt, And that pzincipal old man which J cooke with me, told me that farther vp the river J ſhould 
find people which would vnderſtand nune interpyeter : and being now late, om ot thole men caj- 
led me to giue me victuals,and did in all poynts as the others had doue, daunting and playing to 
wem me pleaſure. I deſired to knom whac people liued on the banks ofthis river: and J vnder · 
ood by this man that it was inhabited vp a3 languages ann theſe were hopdering vponthe river, P. i oz 
beſives others not farce off, and that there were beſives theſe 2 3.languages, other people allo languages N 
which bet knewe not, aboue the riusr. J aſked him whether euery people were lining in one dns ar 
towne together: aud he anſwered me, Na. but that they had many houſes ſanding ſcattered in 
the fieldes; and that euery people had theirCountrey ſeuer all and diſtinguiſhed, and that in every 
habication there were great ſtozeofpeople. Ie ſhewen me a towne which was in a mountaine, and acucs as Co. 
told me that there was there great ſtoze of people of bad conditions, which made continual warre w iet 
won them: which being without agouernour, and dwelling in that deſert place, where ſmall cope mouname.* 
of Maiz growerh,came downe into the plapne to buy it in trucke ol Deeres ſhinnes, wherewith 
they were apparelled with long garments, which they did cutte with raſozs, and ſewed with nee · 
dles made ol Deeres bones : and that they had great houſes of ſtone, I aſked them whether Sreat toute 
there were any there of that Countrep; and J found one woman which ware a garment like a lit · ot one. 
ele Mantle, which clad her from the waſte downe tothe ground, of a Deeres [kin well dzeſſed. 
Then J aſked him whether the people whichdwelt onthe rivers ſide, dweltalwayes there, oz els 
ſometime went to dwell ia ſome other place: he anſwered mee, that in the ſummer ſeaſonthep a⸗ 
boadethere,andſowed there; and after they had gathered inthetr croppethey went thetr'way, and 
dwelt in other houſes which they had at the fooce ol the mountaine farre from the riuer. And hee 
ſhewed me by lignes thatthe houſes were of wood compaſſed with earth without, and J vnder⸗ 
ſtoodthat thepmade around houſe, whetem themen a women line all together. J aſted him n ound pos 
whether their women were common on ue he tolde me no, and that hee which was married, was 
to haut but one wife only, J deſired to know what o2der they kept inmarying: and he told me. that 
if anp man had a daughter to matry, he went where the people kept, and ſatd, I haue a daughter to 
marrp: is there any man here that wil haue her? And il there were any that would haue her, he an- 
kwered that he would haue her: and lo the mariage was made, And that the father of him which 
would haue her, bzouche ſome thing to gine the pong woman; and from thathoure foꝛ ward the 
mariage was taken to be finiſhed, and that they ſang Fdanced : and that when night came, the pa- Dancing and 
rentstodke them, and left them together in a place where no body might ſec them. And J learned — ar mags 
that byerhzcn, and ſiſters, anvkinſfolks married not together: and that maydes befoze they were gauages.” 
marrted ronnerſed not with men,no2 talked not with them, but kept ax home at their houſes and 
5 in 
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in their poſleſſions, and mought: and that if by chance any ont hadcompany with men befozc 
ſhe wert maried,her huſband fo2ſooke her, and went away into other Couutreyes: and that thoſe 
women which fell into this fault, were accompted naughty packs. And that if after they were ma · 
tied, any man weretaken in adulte ry with another woman, they put dim to death: and that no man 
might haue maze then one wife, but very lecretly. They tolde mee that they burned thole which 
dycd; and ſuch as temayned widowes,ſtaped halfe a ptere, a a whole peere befoꝛe they married. 
I deſired to know what they thought of ſuch as were dend. {ee told me that they went to another 
woꝛld, but that they had neither puniſhment noz glozy, The greateſt ſickneſle that this people dye 
of is vomiting of blood by the mouth: and they haue Phyſicions which cure them withcharmes 
and blowing which they make. The appareil of theſe people were like the fozmer: they carriey 
Pipes co khcirpipes with themtoperfumethemletues, like as the people of New Spaine vle Tabacco, Þ 
vue Taba inquired whether they had any gouernour, and found that they had none, but that euery family hay 
cownd- their ſeuerall gonernour, Theſe people haue beſides their Paiz certainegourds , and another 
— 4 NN toꝛne like vnto Mil: they hanegrindltones 4 earthen pots, wherein they boyle thoſe gourds, and 
Sindeſones, fiſh ofthe riuer, which are very good. My interpꝛeter could goe no karther then this place: oz he 
2005 fh. fatd that thoſe which we ſhould find farther on our wap, were their enemies, and therefoze I ſcnc 
him backe very well contentcy, Ft long after Jeſpiedmany Indians to come crying with a 
loude voice, and running after me. J taped to know what thep would haut: and they toldmethac 
This riuer o · they had ſet vp the crolle which Z had giuen them in the midſt of cheir dwellings as J had appoin- 
nerflo:verh dis ted, but that I was to wit, that when the riner did ouerflow , it was wont to reach to that place, 
banks acer» thertfoze thep pzaped met togine themleaue to remoue it, and to ſet it tu anotherplace where 
the riner could not tome at it, no} carry it away: which A granted them, |

Ofan Indian ofthat countrey they haue relation ofthe ſtate of Cenola, and ofthe conditi- 
ons and cuſtomes oftheſe people, and oftheir gouernour: and likewiſe ofthe countreys 
not farre diſtant fromthence, whereof one was called Qicome,and the other C: of 
the people of Quiceme,and of the other Indians not farre diſtant they reteiue coutteſie. 


1 ſapling, I teme where were many Indians, and another interpꝛeter, which J cauſed to 
a tome with me in my boat. And becaule it was cald,#my people were wet, J leapt on ſhoze, 
raine, and commanded a fire to be made,and as we (food thus warming our ſelues, an Indian came and 
ftrooke me on the arme, pointing with his finger to a wood, out of which J ſlaw two companies of 
men come w theic weapons, i he told me that they came to ſet vpon vs : i becauſe I meant not to 
fall out with any of them, J retired mp company into our doats, the Indians which were with 
me ſwam into the water, and ſaued themlelues on the other live ofthe riuer. In the meane ſeaſon 
Jinquiredof that Indian which J had with me what people they were that tame out of p; wood: 
and he told me that they were their enemies, and therefoze theſe others at their appzoch without 
ſaping any wozdlcayt into the water and did ſo, becauſe they meant to turne backe againe, being 
without weapons, becauſe they bꝛought none with them, becauſe they vnderſtood my wil epica- 
ſure, that the y ſhould cary none. I inquired the ſame things of this interpꝛcter which J had done 
of the other of the things ofthat countrep, becauſe I vnderſtood that among ſome people one man 
vſed to haue many wiues,and among others but one. Now I ynderſtood by him, that he had bin 
at Cemola, and that it was a moneths iourney from his country, and that from that place by a 
Douce fin path that went alpng thatriuer a man might eaſily trauel thicher in xl. daies, and that the occs- 
rher:ce bp rhe ſiom that moued him to goe thuher, was only to ſee Ceela, becauſe it was a great thing, & had 
IT" very hie houſes of ſtone of 3. or 4.lofts,and windowervn ech fide : that the houſes were com- 
paſied about with a wall conteining the height of a man an halfe, and that aloft & beneath 
they were inhabited with people, and that they vſed theſame * others vſed, Which 
we had ſeene, that is to ſay, bowes & arrowes, maces, ſtaues & ers: and that they had one 
gouernor, & that they were apparelled with mantles, nd with oxe-hides,& that their mantles 
had a painting about them, and that their gouernout ware a long ſhirt very fine girded vnto 
him, and ouer the ſame divers mantles: and that the women ware very long garments, 
that they were white, and went all couered : and that euery day many Indians wayted at the 
6 of their goutr nor to ſerue him, & that they did weare many Azure or blew ſtones, which 
Cexola. were 2 ofa rocke of tone, and that they had but one wife, with whomthey were ma- 
ried,and that when their gouernors died, all the goods that they had were buried with them. 


And likewiſe all the while they eate, many of their men waite at their table to cout them, and 
ſee them eate,and that they cate with napkins, and that they haue bathes, On thurſbay mo2* 
| | ; ning

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ning at bycake of day the Indians came with the like cry to the banke of the riuer, and with greater 
deſit eto lerue vs,bztngingme meat to cat, and making me the like good cheere, which the others 
had done vnto me, hauing vnderſtood what J was: #J gaue them croſſes, miththe ſelf ame ozder 
which A did vnto the tanmer. And going farther vp the riuer, I came to a country where J found 
better gogernment: fo the inhabitants are wholy obevient vnto one only. But returning againe 
coconferre with mine interp}eter touching the dwellings ol thoſe ol Ceuola, he tolde me, that the 
lozd of that country had a dog like that which caried with me, Afterward when J called fe dins 
ner, this interpꝛeter ſaw cerraine diſhes caried in the firſt and later ſeruice,whereupon he told me 
that the loꝛd of Ceuola had alſo ſuch as thoſe were, but that they were greene,and that none other 
had of themſauing their gouernour and chat they were 4.which he had gotten together with that 
dogge, and other things, of a blacke man which had a beard, but that he knew not from what quar · Chis was thi 
cer he came thither, and that the king cauſed him afterward to be killed, as he heard ſap, J aſked Bet ug 
him whether he knew ol anptowne that was neere vnto that place: he tolde me that aboue the ri» Frier Marco de 
uer he knew ſome, x that among the reſt there was a lowof a towne calledQuicoma, and another Ange 
of a towne called Coama: and that they had great ſtoze of people vnder them, And after he had Com 
giuen me this infozmarion, he craued leaue ofme to recurne vnto his companions, Fromhence J 
began againe to ſet ſaile, and within a dayes ſapling J found a townediſpeopled: where aſſoone as 
J wasentred,by chance there atriued there; oo. Indians with their bowes & arrowes, and with 
chem was that pꝛintipall Judian called Naguachaco, which I hav left behind, and bꝛought with 
chem certaine conies #yucas:and after I had friendly intetteined them all,departing from them, Contes and 
I gaue them licenſe to teturne to their houſes, As I paſſed further by the deſert. I came to certain! 
cotages, out of which much people came toward me with an old man befoze them, crying in a lan 
guage which mine incerpyeter wel vnderſtood, and he (aid vnto thoſe men: Bꝛethen, you lee here 
that (oz; let vs giue hum ſuch as we haue, * dooth vs pleaſure, and hath paſſed thzough lo 
diſcourteous people,to rome to vilit vs. And hauing thus ſaid, heoffredto the Sunne, and 
chen to me in like ſo2t as the reſt had done, Theſe had certaine great bags x well made of the ſkins 
of fiſhes called Sea-bremes. And Jvnverſtood that this was a towne belonging vnto the lozy of 
Quicoma,which people came thither onely to gather the fruit of their harueſt in ſummer; and a⸗ 
mong them J found one which vnderlkood mine interpꝛeter very well: whereupon very eaſily J 
gaue them the like inſtruction of the crolle which A had ginenco others behind. Theſe people had 
cotton, but they were not very careful to vſe the ſame: becauſe there was none among them that cotton. 
knew the arte of weauing,#to make apparelthereof, They aſued me how they ſhould let vp theic 
croſſe when they were come to their dwelling which was in the mountaine, and whether it were u mountanie, 
beſt tomake anhoule about it, that it might not be wet, x whether they ſhould hang any thing vpõ 
the armestherof, I laid no; & that it ſufficedto ſet it in a place where it might be ſeene of ali men, 
vntil J returned: and leſt peraduenture any men of warreſhould come that way, they offredmee 
moze men to goe with me, laping that they were naughty men which J ſhould finde aboue; but Y 
would haue none: neuertheleſſe 20,ofthem went with me, which when J dzew neere vntothole 
which were their enemies, they warned mee thercof: and J found their centinels ſet vpon their 
guarde on their bozvers, On Saturday mozning J found a great ſquadꝛon of people ſitting vnder 
an exceeding great arbour,# another part of them without: and when Jaw that they roſe not vp, 
J paſſed along on my vopage: when they beheld this, an ald man roſe vp which laid vnto me, Sir, 
why noe vou not reteiue victuals to eate of vs, ſeeing pou haue takenfood ot others J anſwered, 
that Jcooke nothing but that which was giuen me, e that J went to none but to ſuch as requeſtey 
me, {ere without any ſtay they bꝛought me victuals, ſaping vnto me, that becauſe J entred not 
into their houſes, and ſtayed all day and all night in the tiuer, and becauſe I was the ſonne of the 
Dunne, all men were to reteiue me fo} their lozd. I made them ſignes to ſit down, and called that 
old man which mine interpꝛeter vnderſtood, and aſked him whole that counttey was, and whether 
the lozdthereof were there, he ſaid, yea: and J called him come; and whenhe was come, J imbꝛa⸗ 
ted hun ſhe wing him great loue: e when I ſaw that all ofthem tooke great pleaſure at the friends 
ly interteinment which I gane him, J put a ſhirt vpon hum, and gaue him other trifles, and wille d 
mine interpꝛeter to vſe the like ſpeaches to that lozd which he had done tothe reſt ; and that done, 
Age him a croſſe, which he receiued witha very good wil, as the others did: and this loꝛd went a 
great way with me, vntill A was called vnto from the other ſide ol the riuer, where the fozmer old 
ma ſtood with much people: to whom J gaue another troſſe, vling the like ſpeach to them which 
I had vnto the reſt, to wit, bom they ſhould vſe it. Then following my way, I mette with another 
great companyof people, with whom tame that very ſame olde man whom mine interpꝛctet vn» 
derſtoodz and when J law their loꝛd which he ſhewed vnto me, Apꝛayed him to come with me into 
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Cl a good / J aſ hed him ot Ceuola : and he tolo me he had bin there. and that it was a goodly thing, & chat the

After theſe things, following on our 
wap, J began againe toinquire of him the ate of Ceuola, & whether he knewe chat thoſe of this 
country had euer ſeene people like vnco vs: he anſwered me no, ſauing one Negrowhich ware as 
bout his legs g armes certain things which did ring, Your lozdſþipisto cal to mind hom this Ne 
gro which went with frier Marco was mont to weare bels, x feathers on his armes © legs, i that 
he caried plates of divers colours, and that it was not much aboue a peere agoe ſince he came into 
thoſe parts, I demandedvpon what occaſion he was killed; and he anſwered me, That the loyd of 
Ceuola inquired of him whether he had other bꝛethꝛen: he anſwered that he had an infinitenum- 
ber, and that they had great oze of weapons with them, and that they were not very farre from 
thence. Abich when he had heard, many of the chiefe men conſulted cogether, and te ſoluer to kil

but very great; and holding vp his armen aboue his head, he ſaid the beaſt was higher then thar. 

Alter this hee gaue mee information of another olde woman which dwelt toward the ſea ſide. J Tho lea ove. 
ſpent this day in giuing crolles to thoſe people as J had done vnto the fozmer, This old man that 

was with me leapt on 1hoze, i fell in conference with another which that dap had often called him; 

and here both of them vled many geſtures in their ſpcach, moouing 

me. Therefdze J lentmine interpꝛeter out, willing him to dzawe ncere vnto them, and liſten 
w nt they ſaiv; and within a while Atalled him, and aſkedhim whereof they talked, and he ſapd, 
that he which made thoſe geſtures laid vnto the other, thatin Ceuola thete were others like vnto 
vs with be ards, and that they ſaid they were Chziſlians, and that both of them ſayd that we were 

all ofone company,andrhaeit were a good deede to kill vs, that thoſe others might haue no knows c= Sanages 
ledge of vs. le they might come to doe themharme: and that the old man had anſwe ret him, this *7;alons ro be

Iris tolde him that they ate ten dayes journey diſtant from Ceuola and that there be Chriſti. 
ans there, which make warre againſt the lords of that countrey. Of the Sodomie which 
thoſe Indians vſe with foure yong men, appoynted for that ſeruice, which weare wo. 
mens apparel. Seeing they could not ſend newes oftheit being there to them of Cenola, 
they went backe againe downe theriucr to their ſhips, 


Hen 7 p12ped them to tel me how many dayes that kingdomof Ceuola, which they ſpake of, Cs rem 
was diitant from that riuer: and that man anſwered, that there was the ſpace of tenne dayes dapcs diltant 
fourney without havication , andthathe made none accompt of the reſt of the way, betauſe there 2" bes 
were people tobe found. Nyon this adnertiſement I was deſirous to certifie Captaine Francis — bob a

none that was willing to goe thither , although J offered them manp rewards in pour lozdſhips 
name, onely one Negro (lane though with an euil wiloffred himſelfe vnto me to go thither: but J 
locked fo che comming of thoſe two Indians which theytold me of, and herewichall we went on 
our way vp the riuer againſt the ſtreame in ſuch ſoꝛt as we had done befoze, {ere that dlde man 
ſhewed me as a ſtrange thing a ſonne of his clad in womans apparel, exerciſing their office : J aſ- 
ked him how many there were of thele among them, and he told me there were foure; & that when 
any ol them died. there was a ſearch made of all the women \yith child which were in the country, 
and that the firſt,ſonne which was boꝛue of them, was appoynted to doe that duetie belonging vn⸗ 
to women, and that the women clad him in their apparell, ſaying, that ſecing he was to doe that 
which belonged to them, he ſhould wearc their apparel: theſe pong men may not baue carnall cos 
pulation with any woman: but all the pong men of the countrey which are to marrie, may compa⸗ 
ny with them. Theſe men receiue no kind of reward fo2 this inceſtuous act of the people of that 
countrev, betauſe they haue libertie to take whatſoruet they find in any houſe foz theit food, I ſaw 
likewiſe certaine women wh:chliued diſhoneſtly among men: and J aſked the old man whether 
they were married, who anſweredme noe, but they were common women, which liued apart from 
the marritd women. I came at length alter cheſe viſcourſes to pꝛay them to ſend fox thoſe Indi 
ans. which they ſaid had bin at Ceuola , i they told me that they were eight dayes iourney diſtant 
from that place, but that not withſtanding there was one among them which was their companion 
and which had with them, as he met them on the wap, when they went to ſee the k 

of Ceuola, and chat they told him that he were not beſttogoe any farther, foz he ſhould find there a 
fierce nation like vs, and of the ſame qualities and making, which had fought much with the people 
of Ceuola, becauſe they had killed a Negro of their company, ſaping, Wherefoze haue per killed 
him* what did he to you did he take any bzead frompou,o2 do you any other wzong' and ſuch like 
ſpeach. And they ſaid mozeouer, that theſe people were called Chziſtians, which dwelt in a great 
houſe,# chat many of them had oxen like thoſe ef Ceuola, and other litle blacke beaſts with wooll 
and hoznes . x that ſome ol them had veaſts which they rot vpb,hich ran very ſwiftly; g that one 
dap befoze their departure. from ſunne riſing vntill ſunne ſctting theſe Chyiſtians were all dey in 
comming tbither, x all ol them lodged in that place where others had lodged, e that theſe two met 
with two Chziltians,which aſked them whence they were, g whether they had ſie los ſowen with 
co2ne; and thep told them that they dwelc in a farrecountry,and that they had cone, and that then 
they gaue each ol them a litle cap, and thep gaue them another to carp to their other companions, 
which they pꝛomiſed to do departedquickly, Uhen I vnderſtood this, I ſpoke againe with my 
company,to lee it any une ol them would go thither, but J found them vnwilling as at the irt, and 
they laid againſt me greater incbueniences, Then J called the old man toſeeifhe would giue me 
any people to goe with me, x victuals totrauelthzough that wildernes, but he laid befoze me mas 
ny taconueniences a dangers, which I might incurre in that voyage, ſhewing me the danger that 
there was in paſſing by a lozdof Cumana, whichth:eatned to make warre vpon them, becauſe his 
people had entred into the others countrey to take aſtagge, and that I ſhoulv not therefoze depart 
thence without ſeeing hm puniſhen. And when J replied that in any wiſe J muſt necdes goe to 
Ceuola,he willed me to ſurceaſe from that purpoſe,foz they looked that that lozd without al doubt 
wouldcometoannoy them, & that therefoze they could not leaue their countrey naked to goe with 
me. and that it would be better, that J would make an end of that warre betweene them, and that 
then I might haue their company to Ceuola. And vpon this point we grew to ſuch variante, chat 
we began to grow into choler, and in a rage he would haue gone out of the boat but I taped him, 
and with gentle (peecheobeg an to paciſie him, ſeeing that it impoztev mee much to haue him mp 
friend: but foz all my ce which J ſhewed him, J could not alter him krom his mind, wheres 
in he ſtil remained obſtinate. In this meane while J ſent a man away vnto my ſhips to giue them 
knowledge ol the iourneythat J had determined to make. After this I pꝛayed the old man that he 
would fetch him backe againe, becauſe J had determined, that ſecing J ſaw no meanes to be able 
to goto Ceuola, ſ᷑ becauſe I would ſtay no longer among thoſe people, bet auſe they ſhouldnot diſ⸗ 
couer me, and likewiſe becauſe I meant in perſon to viſit my ſhips, wich determination to returne 
agaiue vpthe riuer,carping with me other companions, e leaue there ſome which J had ſicke,and 
telling the olde man andthe reſt that I would recurne, and leauing chemſatiſtied the beſt J could 
(although they alwapes ſaid that J went away foz feare) Jreturned downe the riuer : and that 


way which J had gone againſt the ſtrc ame vp the river in 15. daycs and an halle, I made in my re · 


turne in 2. nayes and an halle, becauſe the ſtreame was great and very ſwikt. In this wile going 


pe - d downe the riuer,much people came to the banks, ſaping, Sir, wherefoze doe pou leaue va? what 
this. de diſcourteſte hath bin done vuto pout did you not ſay that pou would remapne 
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and be our Lom * And turnr backe againe* if any man aboue the riner hath done you any wong 
we will goe with our weapons with you and kill hum; and ſuch like wozds ful of loue and kindnes,

When they came to their ſhippes the Captaine named that coaſt La Campana dr la Crux, 
and builded a Chapel vnto our Lady, and called the river E/ Rio de Buena Ga, and re- 
turned vp the ſame againe : when he came to Qicona and Coame the Lords of thoſe 
places vſed him very courteouſſy.

with me. He excuſed himlelfe he kayed there to bying mee certaine feathers of Partats, Par pages, 
which be gaue me. J aſked him what people thele were, and whether they had any Lozdt hee an⸗ 
ſwered me, yea; and named thee oz foure vntome ol foure oz 25 names of people which he knew 
and that they had houſes painted within,and that they had trafficke with thole of Ceuola, and that d Se e 
in two moones hee came into the countrey. He told me mozeouer many other names ol Los and 
other people, which J haue wuttendowuein a booke of mine, which J will bung my ſelfe unte mene. 

Lozſhip. But J thought good to deliuer this briefe relation to Auguſtine Guerriero in this particulars of 
ben Coin, hthe might len topo Lanze whom baue many other 
But toreturne tomy iournep, J arriited at Quicama, where the Indians came ſoꝛch with great Wieons, 
op and gladnes to receiue me, aduertzing me that their Lozd waited foz my comming; to whom | 
when J was come J found that he had with him fine oz ſixe thouſand men without weapons, from 
whom he went aparte with ſome two hundꝛed onelp, all which bought victuals with them, and ſo 
he came towards me, going befoze the reſt with great authozitic, and befoze him and on each ſide 
of him were certaine which made the people ſtande aſide, making him way to paſle. Hee ware a 
garment cloſe befoze and behind and open on both ſides, faſtened with buttons, with 
white and blacke checker wozke, it was very ſoft and well made, being of the ſkinncs of certaine 
delicate fiſhes called Sea-bzeams. Aſſoone as he was come to the waters ſide his ſeruants tooke 
him vp in their armen, and bought him into mp boate, where Jembyacedhim and reteiued him 
wich , ſhewing vnto him much kindnellt: vpon which tntertainment his ſtanding 
by and beholding the ſwne ſeemednot a litle toreioyce. This Lom turning himſelfe to his peo- 
ple willed them to conſivermp courteſie, and that h2 being of his owne accozd come vnto me with 
alkrange people, they mightſec how good a man I was, and with how great loue 7 had entertai- 
kd 7d that cherelige they ſhould take me foy their Lo, and thatallof them ſhould bccome

mp 
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mp ſeruants, and doe whatſoeuer J would command them. There J cauſed him to ſit downe, and 
to eat certaine conſerues of ſugar which J had bzought with mee, aud willed the wterpretcr to 
thanke him in my name fo? the fauour which he had done me in vouchlafing to come to ſeemee, re: 
commending vnto him the wozſhipping of the croſſe, and all ſuch other things as J had recommey: 
ded to the reſt ofthe Indians; namely that they ſhould liue in peace, and ſhould leaue off warrts, and 
| | ſhould continue alwapes good friendes together: he anſwered, ihat of leug time ihey had concuy: 
| ed in warres with their neighbours, but that from thence fozward he would connnand his people 
| that they ſhould giue food to all ſtrangers that paſſed though his kingdome, aud that they ſhould 
doe them no kinde of wong, and that if any nation ſhould come to inuade him he laidhe would tell 
them howe J hid commanded that they ſhould live in peace, and ik they reſuſcd ihe lame, he would 
defend humſelfe, and pꝛomiſed me, that he would neuer goe to ſecke warre, if others came not to in 
vadehim. Then J gaue him certaine trifles,as well of the ſerdes which J bought, as of the hens 
of Caſtile he was not a litle pleaſed. And at my departure J carpedcertaine of his peo- 
ple with me, to make fricndſhip betweene them and thoſe other people which dwelt aboue the Ri- 
| uer: am here the interpꝛeter came vnto me, to craue leaue to returne home; aud J gaue him cer: 
taine gifts where wich he departed greatly ſatiſficy. 1 . 
Conn The next day J came to Coama, and many of them knew me not ſeeiug me clas in other apar⸗ 
rel, but the old man which was there as ſoone as he knew me leapt into the water ſaying vnto me:

| vnto me the great courteſies which that people had ſhewed him,laping that they had ſtroucn toge- 
Es, cher who ſhouldhaue him to his houle, and that it was incredible to thinke what care they had at 
| TOES the riſing of che Sunne to hold vp their hands and kueele befoze the Crolle. J gave ihem of mp 
| ſeeves, and thanked them hartily fo the good entertainement which they had ſhewed my man, 
mu chey beſought me that J would leaue him with them, which J granted them vntill my return,

ch1ough all that people, and ſome came and aſkey me, why I had not giuen them Croſſes as will

Their houſes arc digged ound about with earch, and haue from the vttermoſt bꝛimmes of the 
circle cufts of wood ſet vpon them oyning clole together at the toppe like aſpire ſteeple, which by 
reaſon of that clolencſle are very warme. | 

Their bed is the ground with ruſhes ſtrawed on it, and lying about the houſe, chey haue the 
fire in the middeſt. The men goe naked, the women take bulruſhes and kembe them afhg the ma⸗ 
ner ol hempe, aud thereof make their looſe garments, which being knit about their middYs, hang 
downe about their hippes. hauing allo about their ſhoulders aſkinne of Deere, with the Hatre vp- 
ou it. Theſe women are very obedient and ſeruiceable to their huſbands, 

After they weie departed from vs, they came and vilitcd vs the ſecond time, and bought with 
them feathers and bags of Tabac co fo preſents: And when they came to the toppe of che hil (at 
the bottom? whercof wer had pitched our tents they ſtayed themſelues, where one appointed fox 
ſpeaker weaired hunſelke with making along ozation, which done, they left their bowes vpon the 
hill andcame downe with their pꝛeſents. 

Jn the meane time the women remaining on the hill, toꝛmented themſelues lamentably, tea- 
ring their fleſh from their checkes, whereby we perteiued that they were about a ſacrifice. In the 
meane time our Generall with his companie, went to p)aper,aud to reading ofthe Scriptures,at 
which exercile they were attentiue and ſeemed greatly to be affected with it: but when they were 
come vnto vs they reſtoꝛcd againe vnto vs thoſe things which befoze we had beſtowed vpon them. 

The newes ol our being there being ſpꝛead though the cotintrey, the people that inhabited 
round about came downe,and amongſt them the king himlelf,a man ofa goodly ſtature,and come- 
iy perſouage, with many other tall and warlike men: befoze whoſe comming were ſent two Am- 
baſſadours to our Generall,to ſigniſie that their king was comming, in doing of which meſſage, 
their ſpecch was continued about halfe anhowze. This ended, they by ſignesrequeſted our Ge- 
nerall to ſend ſomething by their hand to their king, as a token that his comming might bee in 
peace : wherein our Generall haung ſatiſfied them they returned with glad tidings to their king, 
who marched to vs with a pꝛincely Maieſtie, the people crying continually after their maner, and 
as they dzewe neere vnto vs, ſo did they ſtriue to behaue themſelues in their actions with comcli- 
neſſe. n 

In the fozefront was a man of a goodly perſonage, who bare the ſcepter, o mate befoꝛe the 
king, whereupon hanged two crownes, a leſſe and a bigger, with thee chaines of a merueilous 
length: the crownes were made of knit woꝛk wought a: tilicially with feathers o diuers colours: 
the chaines were made of a bony ſubſtance and few be the perſons among them that are admitted 
to wearc them: and of that number allo the perſons are ſtinted,asſome ten, ſome twelue, xc.

ing halfe an houre: which ended, and a generall Amen as it were giuen, the king with the whole 
number ol men, and women che childꝛeu exc:pted] came downe without aup weapon, who deſcen⸗ 
ding to che foote of the hill, ſet themſelues in oer. „ | 
Jn comming towards our bulwarks and tents, che ſcepter bearer began aſong, obſcruing his 
meaſures in a dance, and that with a ſtately countenance, whom the king wich his Garde, and e⸗ 
uery degree ofperſons following, did in like maner ſing and dance, ſaumg onely the women 
which daunted and kept lence.The General permitted them to enter within our bulwark where 
they continued their ſong and daunce a reaſonable time. TAhen they had ſatiſfied themſelues, 
chey made ſignes to our Generall to ſit downe, to whom the king, and diners others made ſeueral 
qations oꝝ rather ſupplication chat he would take their pꝛouince and kingdom into his hand, and 
become their king, making ſignes that they would reſigne vnto him thetr right and title of the

nerall thought not meete to reiect, becauſe hee kncwenot what honour and p2olite it might bee co 
our countrey. Thereforc in the name, and to the vſe of her Maicſlit he tooke the ſcepter, crownc 
and dignitie ofthe ſaid Countrey in his hands, wiſhing that the riches q trealure thertof might lo 
conueniently be tranſpoꝛted to the inriching of her kingdome at hene, as it aboundeth in the lame 

The common ſozt of the people lea uing the king and his Guarde with our Generall,ſcattercy 
chemſclues together with their laciifices among our people, taking a diligent vicwe of cuery 
perſon; and ſuch as plealed their fancie, (which were the yongeſt) they incloſing them about of- 
fred their ſacrifices vnto them with lamentable weeping , ſcratching, and teaung the ficſh from 
their faces with thcir nayles whercof iſſued abundance of blood. But wee vlcd ſignes to them of 
dilliking this, and ſtayed their hands from ſozce, and directed them vpwardes tothe lining God, 
whome onely they ought to woꝛſhipye. They ſhewed vnto vs their wounds, and craued helpe of 
them at our handes, whereupon wee gaue them lotions, plaiſtcrs, nd eininicnts agrceing to the 
fate of their grieles, beſeeching God to cure their deſealſcs, Cuery thirde day they bzought their 
ſacrifices vnio vs,vutill they vnderſtoode cur meaning, that we had no pleaſure in them: pct they 
could not be long abſent from vs, but daily frequented our company to the home of our departure, 
which departure ſeemed ſo grieuous vnto them, that their top was turned into ſoꝛrow. They in: 
treated — being ablent wee would remember them, and by ſtelch pꝛouided a ſacrifice, which 
we milliked. N 

Dur neceſſarie buſinelle being ended, our Generalkwith his companie traueiled vp into the 
Countrey to their villages, where we kound heardes of Deere by a thauland in a companie, being 
moſt large and fat ot body. 

Qe found the whole countrey to bee a warren of a ſtrange kinde of Conies, their bodyes in 


nrange cones. p ignes as be the Barbary Conies, their heads as the head:s ol ours, the feet of a Ulauc, and the 


Nous Albion.

ON is no part of earth here to bee taken vp, whercin there is not ſome ſpecial likelihood of

At our departure heuce our Generall ſet vp a monument of our being there; as allo of her Ba: 
ieſties right aud title to the ſame, namely a plate nailed vpon a faite griat pcſte, whert upon was 
ingrauen her Maieſties name, the day and peere of our arriuall there, with the ſree giung vp of 
che Pꝛouince and pcople into her Pateſties hands, together wich her highnes picture and armes 
in a peice ot ſixe pence of current Engliſh money vnder the plate, where vnder was allo witten 
che name ol our Generall. 

It ſcemeth that the Spaniards hicherto hav neuer bene in this part ofthe countrey, neither dip 
euer dilcouer che land by many degrees to the Southwards of this place.

lyech right with the Jland of Tercera, From thence we helde our courſe Weſtward fox the ſpace 
of 280. leagues, till we came to the point called El capo de Eſpirito Santo, that is, The point of 
che holy Ghoſt, lying in the Jland Tandaya, the firſt J land of thoſe that are called Phulippinas, 
Lucones,0?

From the land of Bantonſilla, oꝭ ſmall Benton, wee helde our courſe 
Noꝛchweſt fo2 the ſpare of foure leagues, to the chancll betwecne the J lands called de Vereies 
and the Jland Marinduque, the Vercies lying on the South ſide vuder twelue vegrees and, 
(which are two ſmall Jlands like two Frigats) and the Jland Marinduque on the Noth ſive 
vnder twelue degrees,and +. which is a great J land, ſtretching Weſt noꝛthweſt, aud Eaſtiouth- 
eaſt, hauing in length 1 244 in b2cdeh 7, leagues. On the Nozth ſide with the Jland Luc on it ma 
keth along and ſmall chanell, running ſomewhat crooked , which is altogether full of ſhalloweg = 
and ſandes, whereby no ſhippes can paſle though it.

From the ſayde towne of Myndoro, wre helde our courſe (Ueſtnozthweſt eight leagues, till 
wee came to the poynt oz hooke of the ſandes called Tulen, lying vpon the Jland of Lucon, 
which ſande oz banke reacheth into the Sea halfe a league from the coaſt : you mult keepe a. 
bout an hundzed cubites from it. where pou finde cight fachom water, muddie and ſhellie ground: 
pou runnt along by thoſc ſandes Nozth, and Nozth and by Ueſt for the ſpace of two leagues, 


till you come to che riuer called Rio de Anaſebo : all the reſt of the coaſt called De los Limbo- 


nes to the mouth oz entrie of the Bay called Manilla, (which are foure leagues) is ſapled with 
the ſame courſe, The Limbones (which are J lands ſo called) are high in fozme like a paire of 
Oꝛgans, with good hauens fo ſmall ſhippes, running along by the Limbones ; and two leagues

dom of Spaine, & from thence went vp to the citic of Sivil by land. which is 20.leagues, and there 
— Felds houſe an Engliſh archant . who had dwelt in the lad city of Sinil 
18. q 20. pereg maried with wife and childzen: In whole houſe the ſaid Tomion remained by the 
ſpace of one whole pecre 0} thcreabour, ſo two tauſes: The one to learne the Caſtillian tongue, 
the other to ſee the ozders of the countrey, and the cuſtomes of the people.

15 55, the ſayde Robert T omſon with the ſaid lohn 
Field and his cumpanie, ſhipped themſclues out of the towne of S. Luc ar in a caruel of the titie of 
Cadiz, and within 6. dayes they arriued at the poꝛt ot the Grand Canaria, where at our comming 
the ſhips that rode in the ſaid poꝛt began to cry out of all meaſure with loud voyceg, in ſo muchthat 
the ca(tle which ſtood faſt by began to ſhoot at vs. and ſhot 6.02 7 .ſhot at vs, and ſtrooke downe our 
maine maſte,befoze we could hoiſe out our boat to goconland,to know what the caulcof the ſhoot- 
ing was ſeeing that we were Spaniſh ſhips, and were comming into his countrey. So that being 
on lande, and complaining of the wꝛong and damage done vnta vs; they anſwertd, that they had 
thought we had bene French rouers, that had come into the ſaid poꝛt to do ſome harme to the ſhips 
chat were there.

Chants of the citie of London chat lay there in raffique, whom wee receiucd great courieſie and 
much good cheere. After the which 20. dayes being paſt in the which we had ſecne the countrey, 

the people, and the diſpoſition thereof, wee departed from thence, and paſſed to the next Ile of the 

Canaries 18, leagues off, called Teneriffe, and being come vn land, went vp to the citie called La 
Laguna, where we remained 7.moneths, attending the comming of the whole fleece, which in the 

ende came, and there hauing taken that which they had neede of wee ſhipped our ſelucs in a ſhip of 

Cadix, being one of the ſaide fleete, which was belonging to an Engliſhman maricd inthe citie of

Welt lake: departed from the lapd Jlands in the moneth of October the kozeſapd pecre, d. ſyips in our compa- 
duct of ſis nie, and lo directed our courſc towards the bay of Mexico, and by the wap towardes the Jland of 
ſorme miawe S. Domingo, otherwiſe called Hiſpaniola, Oo that within 3 2.dapes after we dcparted from the 
Ralph re. Jles of Canaries wee arriued with our ſhip at the pozt of S.Nomingo,and went in ouer the barre 
where our ſhip knocked her keele at her entrie: and there our ſhip rid befoze the towne,where wee 
went on land, 4 refreſhed our ſelues1 6.vayes,where we found no bꝛead made of wheat,but biſcuit 
bꝛought out of Spaine,andout of the bay of Mexico: for the countrey it ſelle doech yeeldeno kinde 
of bꝛead to make graine withall. But the bjead they make there, is certaine cakes made of roots 
called Caſlaui , which is ſomething ſubſtantiall, but it hath but an vnſauoꝛie taſte in ihe cating 
thereof. Fleſh of beefe and mutton they haue greatſtoze : fo; there are men that haue i ooo. head 
of cattell, of oxen, bulles and kine, which they doe kecpe onely led the hies: fo} the quantitit of 
fieſhis fo great, chat they are not able to ſpend the hunvzeth part. Hogs fleſh is there good ſtore, 
very ſweete and ſauozie, and ſo holſome, chat they giue it to ſick folkes to cat in ſtead of hennes and 
capons although they haue good ſtoze of poultrie of that ſozt,as allo of Guinycocks # Guinphens, 
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At the ume of our being there, the citie of S. Domingo was not of aboue 300. houſholds of Sp+- 
niards,but of the Indians dwelling in the ſuburbs there were moe. The coligryis moſt part of the 
vere very bot, very ful of a kind of flies 02 gnacs with long bils, which do pꝛit ke @ moieſt the pes 
ple very much in the night when they are alleepe,tu pꝛicking tir faces and hands aud other parts 
of their bodies that lie vncouered, make them to wel wanderfully.

There were dzowned of that 
ſhip 75. perſous men, women and childzen. and 64. were ſaued that could mim. and had meanes tu 
laue themſelues : among thole that periſhed in that ſhip,was agentleman who had bene pꝛeſent 
the pere befoze in S. Domingo. his wife and . daughters with the reſt of his ſeruants e houſhold. 
Ve with the other 7. ſhips caſt about into the ſea the ſtoꝛme during 10. dayes with great might, 
boiſterous winds, fogs @ raine : our ſhip being old and weake-was ſo tolled, that he opened at the 
ſterne a fadome vnder water, andthe beſt remedy we had was to ſtop it with heds audpilobiers, 
and o; feare of ſinking we thzew and lighened into the (ea all the goods we had oz could cove by: 
but chat would not ſcrue, Then we cut our maine malt and thzewallour Oꝛdinance into the ſea 
ſauing one piece, which early in a mozning when wee thought wee ſhould have ſunke,we ſhot off, 
and as plealed God there was one of the ſhips of our companyneere vnco vs, which we ſaw not by. 
meanes of the great fogge, which hearing the ſound of the piece, underſtanding ſome of the tom 
pany to be in great extremitie, began to make towards vs, and when they came within hearing of 
vs, we deſired them foz the loue of God to helpe to ſaue vs, fo that we were all like to periſh. They 
willed vs to hoiſe our fozeſaile as much as we could ę make towards them foʒ they would da their 
belt to laue vs, and ſo we did: And we had no ſooner hoiſed ourfozeſaile, but there came a gale ot 
winde & a piece of a ſea, ſtrooke in the fozeſaile, and caried ſaile # maſte all ouerbooꝛd, ſo that then 
ive thought there was no hope of life, And then we began to imbꝛace one another, euery man his 
friend,euery wife her huſband, and the chilozen their fathers and mothers,committing our ſoules 
v Almighty God, thinking neuer to eſcape aliue: yet it pleaſey Godin the tune of molt nerd when 
M bope was paſt, to aide us with his helping band, and cauſed-che winde a little to ceaſe,ſorhae 
within two houres after, the other ſhip was able to come aboond vs. g; tooke intu her with her boat 
man, woman and child, naked without hoſe 02 (hoe vpon many of our fecte. I dorememberthat the 
(aſt perſon that tame out of the ſhip into the boat, was a woman blacke Pooze, wholeaping out ol 
the ſhip into the boat with a pong ſucking child in her armes, lept too ſhozt and fc ll into the lea and 
Was a good wle vnder the water befoze the boat could come to reſcue her. and with the ſpzeading 
ot her clothes role aboue water againe, and was caught bythe coat ꝶ pulley into the boatt hauing 
dil her ch lde ver her arme, both of them halfe dzowned, and yet her naturalllove towards her 
ch ld would not let her let the chive goe. And when ſhe came aboozd the boat ſhe helde her childe 
ſo faſt vnder her arme liill chat two men were ſcant able to get it out. So we departed out ot our 
(hip x left it in the ſeat it was wozth koure hundzeth thouſand ducats, ſhip x gaovs when we left it. 
Ind within the ayes after we arrived at aur pont of S. lohn de Vilua in Ney Spaine. I do te- 
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member that in the grrat and bopfterous Kozme of this foule weather in the night. ihete came vp 
on the coppe of our aint parde and maine malte,a certaine little light, much like vnto the dghe ot 
a litcle candle. which the Spaniards called the Cuerpo fento,andſaive it was S. Elmo, whom they 
tant to bee che adudcate of Wailers. At the which light the Spaniards fell downe vpon then 
kneos and wo2thipped it, pzaping God and S,Elmo to ceaſe the toxzment,and ſave them from the 
perill that they were in, wich pzomiſing him that at their comming on land, they would repaire vn · 
to his Chappell, and there cauſe Paſſes to be ſaide, and other ceremonies to be done, C he friere 
caft reliques into the ſea,to cauſe the ſea to be ſlill, ann like wiſe ſaivGoſpels, with other croſſings 
Mw ceremonies vpon the ſea to make the ſfozme to ceaſe : which (as they ſaid ) vi much good to 
weaken the kurie of the toxme, But J could not percrine it,no2 gane no cre dite to it, all it pleaſed 
God to ſend vs the remedie q delinered vs from the rage ofthe fame, His Name be pyadſed there · 
koze, This light tontinued avoo!v our ſhip about ther houres, flying from muſte to malte, b from 
to top: and ſometime it would be in two oz three places at once. I infozmedmy ſelle of learned 
afterward what that light ſhould be, and they laid, that it was but a congelation ofthe winde 
and'vapours of the Sea congealed wich the ertt emitte of the weather, which flying inthe winde 
many times voeth chance to hit on the maſts and ſh7owps of che ſhipsthat are at ſeain ſoule wea- 
ther, And in eruerh I do take it to be ſo: fo2 that I haue ſeene the like in other ſhips at lea, and in 
ſundꝛy ſhips at ones, By this men may lee how the Papiſts are giuen co beleeue and woꝛchip ſuch 
datne things and toes, as Sod, to whom all honour dothj appertaine, and in their neede and nece- 
ſities vs let to call vpon the liuing Gon, who is the giuer of all good things. 

The 16. of Anno 1556; we arriued at the poꝛt of S. lohn de Vllua in nem Spaine, be- 
rp naked and viltreffev of apparefl, anv all other things, by meanes of che loſle of our fozeſaid ſhip 
and goods, and ſtom thente we went to the new Towne called Vera Cruz, fine leagues from the 
fald pot of 8. Iohn de Vllua, marching thil by the ſea ſide, where wee found lying vpon the ſands 
great quantitie of mighete great rrees with rootes and all, ſome of them of foure, five, and ſire 
cart load by our eſtimation, which, as the people tolde vs, wert in the great ſtozmy weather, which 
we invured ar ſea, rooted aut of the ground in Terra Florida, which is thzee hundzeth leagues ouer 


em yy Dea and bzouightthither, So we came to the fatve Cowne of Vera cruz, where wee remat- 


ned a monech: and there the ſaf> Tohn Field chanced to mecte with an olde friendof his acquain- 
tance in Spaine, called Gongalo Ruiz de Cordova, & very rich man ofthe ſaive Towne of Vera 
cruz: whohearing of hiscomming thither with his wife and family, and ol his mil fo tune by Sea, 
came vnto him and recetued him and all his honſholvinto his honſe,and kept vs there a whole mo- 
neth,making vs very good cheert, and giuing vs good intertainement, and alſo gane vs that were 
tn all eight perſons ol the ſaid Iohn Fields houſe double new out of the ſhopof very good 
cloth,coates,cloakes hoſe, ſhirts, ſmorks gownes fo} the women, hole, ſhooes, and al other nete 
ſary apparel, and foꝭ out way vp to the Citie of Mexico, horſes, moles and men, and money in our 
purſds fo2 theerpences by the way, which by our arcomptmighe amount vnto the ſum me of 400. 
CTrownes, And after wee were enter two dapes journey into the Countrey, I the ſuide Ro- 
bert Tomſon fell ſd ficke of en ague, that the next day J was not able to ſit on my hozſe , but 
was ſaine to be caried vpon Indians backes, fromthente to Mexico. And when wee came wit hin 
dalle adapes iournep of the Citie of Mexico,the ſaive Iohn Field alſo fellſicke,and within thee 
popes after we atrinev at the ſaid Citie, hee died: And p2eſently ſickened one of his childzen,and 
to mote of his houthold people, and within eight deyes died. So that within tenne dayes after 
woarrined ac the Citie of Mexico, of tight perſons that were of vs of the ſaide company, there re- 
mind duc foure aue, and I the ſaid Tomſon was at the point of death of the ſicknes thot J got 
vponthe wap, which continued with mee the ſpace of fixe moneths, At the ende of which time it 
pleaſed Almightie God to reftoze me my health againe, although weake and greatlyvifabley, And 
—— — to ſeeke meanes to live, and to ſeeke a way how to pꝛoſte my 
ſette in the Countrey; it hadpleaſed God to ſende vs thither in ſaferie, Then vy friend 
thip of one Thomas Blake a Scorriſhmon bozne, who hab dwelt and had bene mart ied in the ſaid 
Cirie-aboueewentls yt eres befoze J came tothe ſaide Citie, I was pjeferredtorheſerutce cf a 
crenfleman u Spaniard dwelling there, a man ofqrreat wealth, and one ofthe firſtcerquerenrs of 
the ſaid Citte, whole name was Goncals Cerezo, with whem J dwelt twckre menerhs end 
halfe, At the ende of which J was malletouliy arruſev by the Poly houſe foz matters of Religt- 
on, and ſo app2ehenved and tatied to pyiſon, where J lay cloſe pyiſoner ſeven mcneths,without 
ſpeaking to any creature, but to the Yatler ther kept the ſaidp2iſon, when he bz0ught me my meat 
anddzinke, In the meane time was brought into the aide pzifon one Auguſtin Boacio an ta- 
lian of Genoua alſo fo matters of Religion, who was taken at Sacatecas —— =

Jt is ſo, that being in Mexico at the table, among many pꝛincipall people at dinner, they bi gai 
to inquire of me being anEngliſhman,whether it weretrue,cthac in England they had cuerthzow- 
en all their Churches and houſes of Rcligion,and that all the mages of the Saints of heauen that 
were tn them were thzowen downe, hoben, and burned , and in ſome places high wayes ſtoner 
with them, and whetherthe Engliſh nation denied their obedience tothe Pope of Rome, as they 
had bene certified out of Spaine by their friends, To whom J madc anſwere, that it was ſo, that 
indeedthep had in England put downe allthe Religious houſes of friers and monks that were in 
England, and the images that were intheir Churches audocher places were taken away,and vſe | 
there no moge: fo2 that (as they ſap)the making of them, and putting of them where they were a- 
v02ed, was cleane contrary to the expꝛeſle comandement of Almighty God, Thou ſhalt not make

In my time 
there was but one houle, and a little Chappel to ſay Palle in, in all the Iſland: the ſide to the land 
wards is made by mans handes, wich free-ſtone and grauel, and is 4.fadome deepe downe right, 
whertoze the great ſhips that come in there do ride ſo neere the ſhoare of the Jſland,that you map

The gouernour of this 
city is a Spanpard, called among them The Alcaldemzeyor,who adminiftrech chic fe ſt cauſcs of 
iuſtice both vnto the Chꝛiſtians and Indians, referring ſmaller and lighter vices,as dꝛunkenneſſe 
and ſuch like, to the iubgement and diſcretion of ſucyof the Indians as are choſeneuery yeere to 
rule amongſt them, called by the name ol Alcaldes. Theſe Indians from foureteene yceres olde 
vpwards, pay vnto the king foz their perely tribute one ounce of ſiluer , anv an hannege of man 
which is valued among them commonly at twelue reals of plate. The widowes among them 
pay halfe of this.

| greateſt impozcance : foz all the ſhips , botyfrom Peru, Hunduras, Porto rico, S,Domiogo, Ia- 
maica, and all other places in his Indies, arriuecherein their returne to dpaine, fo) that in this 
pont they take in victuals and water, and the moſt part of their lading : here they meer from all the 
fozeſapd places alwayes in the beginning of Pap by the kings commandement: at the eutrante 
of this po2t it is ſo narrow, that there can ſcarſe come inewolbips together, although it be aboue 
ire fadome deepe in the narroweſt place of it, In the Noth lide of the comming in there Cany- 
eth a tower, in which there watcheth euerp day a man to deſcrie the ſailes of ſhips which hee can 
ſee on the ſea; and as many as he diſcouercth, ſo many banners he ſetteth vpon the tower, that the 
people of the cowne (which Kandcth within the pozt about a mile from the tower) may vnder- 
Kand thereof, Undcr this tower thereliech aſanvy ſhoze,where men may ealily go aland; and by 
the tower there runneth a hill along by the waters ſive, which eaſily with ſmall ſtoze of ozdinance 
| lubdueththe towne and pod. The pozt within is ſo large that there map eaſily ride a thouſand 

Che tai foxce ſaile of ſyips without anker oꝛ cablc,fo2 no winde is able to hurt them. There inhabit within the 

tame ot Hauana abontthzeehundzed Spanyards,andabout thyeeſcoze ſouldiers,which the king 
mainteineth there foz the keeping of a certeine caltle which hee hath of lace erected, which hath 
planted in it about twelue pieces of ſmall -ozdinance , and is compaſſed round with a ſmall ditch, 
wherethozow at their pleaſure they may let inthe ſea, About two leagues from Hauana there li- 
eth another towne cailed Wanabacoa in which there is dwelling about auhundzed Indians, and 
from this place 6o leagues there lieth another towne namcd Bahama, ſituate on the Month ſide of 
the Aland. The chiekeſt city of this Allandof Cuba (which is abaue 200 leagues in length) is 
alſo called Sant lago de Cuba, where dwelletha biſhop @ about two hundzed Spanyards;which 
towne ſtandeth on che South lide of the Alland about 100 leagues from Hauana. All the trade 

Theconnmo- Of this Alland is cattell, which they kill onely foz the hides that are bought thence int Spaine: 

dittesof Cabs. q which end the Dpanyards mainteine there many negroes to kil their cattell,and foſter agreat 
number of hogs, which being killed, and cut into ſmall pieces, they vzp in the Sun, and ſo make 
ic pzouiſion EIT r — 

Hauing remained in this Alland two moncths, J tooke ſhipping in a krigat, and went ouer it 
Notnbre de Dios, and fromthence by land to Panama, which ſtandeth vpon the South ſea. 
From Nombre de Dios to Panama ig i 7 leagues diſtance: from which towne there runneth a 
riuer which is called the tiuer of Chagre, which runneth within 5 leagues of Panama, to a place 
called Cruzes , thozow which riuer they cary their goods, anvdiſimbarke them at the ſapd Cru- 
zes, and from thencothepſare conueped on mules backs to Panama bpland ; where they againe 
imbarke them in certeine ſmall ſhippes in the South ſea fo; all the coaſt of Peru. In ont ofthele 
ſhips I went to Potoſſi, and from thence by land to Cuſco, and from thence to Paita, 5 

Here Jremained the ſpace of ſeuen moneths, and then returned into the kingpome of Guati- 
mala, and atriued in the pꝛouince of Nicoia, and Nicaragua. From Nicaragua I trauelled by | 
land to a pꝛouince called Nicamula (which lieth toward the Noꝛth ſca in certaine high moun- 
taines) to; that J could not paſſe thozow the kingdome of Guarimala at'that time to; waters, 
wherewith all the Low countreys of the pzouince of Soconuſco , lying by the South ſea , art 
downed with the raine that fallcth aboue in the mountaines , cnduring alwayts from Apꝛil to 
September: which ſeaſon foz that cauſe they call their Winter, From this pzouince I came 
into another called De Vera Paz, in which the chiefeſt city is alſo called after that name, where

city called Mefticlan, where there dwelt twelue Spanyarys : the Indian inhabitants there were el. 

out thirty thouſand, This city anvethvpon tertatne hiemountaines, which are very thicke 
planted with townes very holeſome and fruittull, haningplencifull founcainesof water 
thozowthem, Thehigh wapes of theſe hilles are all ſet with fruits, and trees of viners kindes, 
and inoſk pleaſant, In enerytowye as we paſſed thozow, the Javianspreſentey vs with vittu - 
als, Ctchin twenty leagues ofthis place there is another city called Clanchinokepec, belong — 
tag to agecicleman , where there inhabit about fourty thonſ and Indians; arm there are among 
them eight oz nine friers ofthe O wer ol Saint Auguſtine ho haue there a Ponaſtery. e | 
thꝛee dayes after we departedfrom this place, and tamt to a city tallen Gusxutla, where there Gun 
is another Ponaſtery of friersof the ſame Oꝛder: there dwell in this about twefueSpa* 
nyards. From this plate fozwards beginneth a pzonince called Guaſtecan, which ts all plat 
grounds without any billes. The firſt to wne we came vntots called Tancuylabo, in which there 3 
dwell many Indians, high of ſtature, haning all their bodies painced with die w, and weare their ; 
haire lung downe to theit knees, tier as women vſe to doe with their hatrr⸗ Latex. Wa woe 
out of their doo2es, thep tary with them their bowes and arrowes, . ver 2 „ go⸗ 
ing oz the moſt part naked, In thoſe countreys they take neither golve no? filuer for er Sale dl 
of any thing, but onely Dalt, whichthep greatly eſteeme, and vſeir fc2 a pꝛintipall meditine fo2 ven merchan⸗ 
cettaine woꝛmes whichbzeed in their lips and in their gummes.

times bene a goodly tity, where the king ol $paine had his jronern, : but by reaſon 
that the Jredlans there deſtroyed the Chyilfians, it liethin a maner Mute, contcintnginit nor a+ 
doue teune Chyiltians with apzieſt, In this towne J fell licke, where J lay one and fozrp bayer, 
hauing no other ſuftenancerhen frutt and water, water I ſencfv2 abone fire off 
within the counttey. Here J remained till my companion tame tome at 


me 


nty ſelke beldze alone : and by reaſon there met muny wapes traled wilde 
beaſts, J loſt my way, aud ſo tranelley thozow a great wood about two leagues * 4 — 
fell 
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fell into the hands of certame wilde Jadians , which were there in ccxtaine cottages made of 

ſtraw; who ſeeing me,came out tothe number of twenty of them, with theit bowes audarrcwes, 

and ſpake vnto mee in their language, which Z vndcrſtoodnot : and ſo I made ſignes vnto them 

to heipe mee kram m hozle ; which they did by commandement of their loꝛd, which was there 

mitch them; and lighted vdo wne. They caricd me vuderonc of their c es, and lapi d me vpon a 
mat on the ground: aud perceiuing that J could not vnderſtand them, they bzought vuto nice a 

little Indian wenchof Mexico, of fifteen 92 ſixttene peeresof age, whom thepcommanded to 

aſke me in her language from whence J came,andfoz what intent J was ceme among thcm: fo2 

(ſapthſhe) doeſt thou not know Chiſtian, how that theſe people will kill and cat thee : To wt i 

A anſwered, let them doe with me what they will; heerenow J am, Shte replicd, ſaping, thou 

mayeſt thanke God thou art leane; foz they feare thou haſt the pocks : otherwiſe they weuld cate 

thee, Do J pꝛeſentento the king a little wine which J had with me in a bottle; wh'chbe cftecta- 

ed aboue any treaſure : foz fox wine they will ſell their wiues and childzen, Alter warts the 

wench aſked me what I would haue, and whether J would eat any thing, J auſwcred chat 5 de 

ſired a little water to dzinke,fo} that the countrepis very hote : and ſhec bꝛought me a great Ve. 

nice glaſſe,gilded,full of water, And maruelling at the glaſſe, J demanded he w they ceme ty ic, 

She tolde me that the Caſique bzcught it from Shallapa, a great towne bjſlant 30 ＋ — frem 

this place on che hilles, whereas dwele certt ine Chziſtians, and certeivefriers of the Oꝛder ofs. 

Auguſtine, which this Caſique with his people on a night flew; audburning the fricrs monsfte- 

rie, among other things reſerued this glaſſe: and from thence alſo bzought me. Þauing now 

bene conuerſant wich chem about thzce oz foure houres, they bid her aſke me if I would gee my 

way. J anſwered her, that I deſired nothing els, So the Caſique cauſediwoof his Indians to 

{eade me tozward in my wap; going bcfoze me with their bowes and arrowes, naked, the ſpace of 

thꝛee leagues, till thep bzought me into an high way: and then making a ſignie vnto me, they ſig⸗ 

nified chat in ſhot: time I Hould come to a towne where Chʒiſtians inhabited, which was called 

S. Iago de los valles, ſtanding in plaine fields, walled about with a mud u all: the number ofthe 

Chꝛiſtians that dwelt thertin, were nat abcue foure o five and iwenty, vnto which the bing ol 

Spaine giuethj Jadians and cownes, to keepe the countreps ſubiect vnto bim. Þecre the Chu 

ans haue their mighty mules, which they cary foz all the parts of the Iadies,and into Peru, fo; that 

all their merchanoize are caried by this meanes by land: In this towne afczeſayd, I ſcund my 

company which had loſt befoꝛe, who made no other account of me but that J had teen ſlaine: 

and the Chꝛiſtians there likewiſe maruelled to heare that I came from choſe kinte of Indians a- 

liue , which was a thing neuer ſecne 192 heard of befoze : ko they take a great pꝛide in killing a 
Chuſtian, and to weare any part ot him where he hath any haire growing, hanging it about their 

necks, and ſu are accounted to valiant men. In this towne J rcmained eigſ te ene dayes, till A 
recoucredmp health, and in the meane ſpace there came pne Don Franciſco de Pago, whom the 

viceroy Don Henrico Manriques had ſent fot captaine generall, to open and difcoucr accrtcine 

way from the ſea ſide to the mines of Sacatecas, which were from this place 160 leagues, fo2 to 

tranſpozt their merchandize by that way, leauing the way by Mexico, which is ſeuen o2 eight 

weeks trauell, Do this captaine cooke me and mp company, with the reſt of his ſouldicrs,co the 

number of fozty, which he had bzought with him, and fine hundzed Indians, which we tooke cut 

of two towns in this pꝛouince called Tanchipa,and Tamac lipa, all gcod arcbhers, and nakedmen, 

and went chence to the riuer de las Palmas, which is of great bigneſſe, parting the kingveme of 

Noua Hiſpania and Florida : and going till along by this river the ſpace of thzee dayes, ſeeking 

paſſage to paſſe ouer; and finding none, we were at lengthinfozced to cut timber to make a balſa 

02 raft, which when we had mate, we ſate on it, the Indiens \wimming inthe water, and thꝛull⸗ 

ing it befoze them to the other ſide, Within thirty dapes after, trauelling thozow weods, billes. 

and mauntaines, we came tothe mines ot Sacatecas,whichare the richeſt mines in all the Indies, 

Zaexces. and ftom thence they fetch moſt ſiluer : at which mines there dwelt aboue thꝛet hundzed Chzilli⸗ 
The valley ot ans: and there our taptaine gaue vs le eue to depart. So we came to the valley ot S. Michael to- 
Hehe, Ward Mexico; and from thence to Pueblo nouo; and ſi om that place to the pzouince of Mechu- 
Mechuxcan. acan, after which name the chiefelk city of that place is called, wbtre there v welles a biſhop, and a 
boue an hundzed Spanpards in it: it aboundeth with all kind of Dpanilh.ſruits, and hath weods 

Copper mines full of niit trees, and wild vines. Vcere ate many mines of copper, and great ſtozc of cattell. Ic 
lieth 60 leagues from Mexico, whither we came within foure dayes after, The Indians ol this 

 countrep are very mighty and bin men. | | 

Afterwards J returned another way to the pzouince of Sonſonate by Vera cruz, and ſo to Rio 

cn, Aluarado, and krom thence to the pzouince of Campeche, which lieth on the South ſive o the " 
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of Mexico: the chiefe towne of this pꝛouince is called Merida, in which is a _ and almoſt 100 wig, 
Spanyards. The Indians of this pzouince pay all their tribute in mantles of cotton wooll and 
cacao, There is no pozt in all this pꝛouince fot a ſhip of 1 oo tun to ride in, but onelp in the river 
of Tabaſco , by which riuer this city of Merida ſtandeth. The chiefeſt mcrchandize which they ue d Ta. 
lade there in ſmall frigats, is a certeine wood called campeche, (wherewiththep vſe to die) as al- 
ſo hides and annile. By this there lieth the pzouince of Iucacan,nere the Honduras bp the Noth tvcarze, * 
ſea coaſt, where there is alſo another biſhop , and atowne likewiſenamed Iucatan , where there 
dwell a few Spanyards, They haue no fozce at all in all this coaſt to defend themſclues withall, 
ſaue only that the land is low, and there is no poꝛt to reteiue any ſhipping, vnleſle they be fr1gats, 
which cary from thenceto the poztof S. Iohn de Vllua, ware, cacao, honp, and alſo manties of 
cotton wool, whereof they make there great ſtoze,and of which kind of merchandize there is great 
trade thence to Mexico: ot the ſame alſo they pay their tribute to the king. 

The king hathtribute bzought him pere iy out of the Indies into Spaine betweene nine and ten — 1 
millions of gold and ſiluer: foz he reteiueth of euery Indian which is ſubit ct vnto him (excepting @paines irt 
thoſe which do belong to the Incommenderos, which are the childzenofthoſe Spanparvs, who — out of the 
firſt conquered the land, to whom the king gaue and granted the gouernment vf the cities and 
townes ſubdued fo2 thee liues) twelue reals of , and a hannege of maiz, which is a wheat of 
the countrey, (fiue ofthemmaking a quarter of ſh meaſure) and ot tuery widow woman he 
hath ſire reals, x halle a hannege of man. And ſo if any Indian haue twenty childzen in his heult, 
he papeth foz euery one of them, being aboue fifteene eres old, after that rate, This Wlheac be · 
ing duely bzought to the gouernour of euery pꝛouince and city, is ſold in Mexico by the kings go: 
uernours there euery yeere ; ſo that chemoney received foz it, is put into the kings Treaſurie 
chere, and ſo is yecrelycarted from thence into Spaine. Df the Spanyards which are owners of 
the mines of gold and ſiluer, he reteiueth che life part of ic, which he calleth his quintas, which be · The qu 
ing taken out of the heape, there is his armesſeton it; fo otherwiſe it may not be bzought out of 
the land into Spaine, vnde r paine of death, The marke of ſiluer, which is eight ounces, when it 
commeth out of the mines, not hauing the kings ſeale vpon it, is woozth thee and fozty reals of 
plate, and ſo itis current; and when they will bzing it fo2 Spaine, they cary it to the kings Treas 
ſure houſe, where his ſeale is ſet vpon it; and ſo it is raiſed in value thereby to thzeeſcoze and The marke of 
foure reals ofplatc : and lo the king hach foz his cuſtome ol every marke of plate one and twentie a a ps. 
reals, | 

Fram the pere of r 570, which was the peere that the Popes buls came into the Indies, as is a« 
foze mentioned he hath receiued both of the Indians which are tributaries vnto him, and alſoof all 
others belonging to the Incommenderos, of tuery one being aboue twelue peeres of age, foure 
reals ot euery bull, Alſo they car other pardons with them into the Indies, foz ſuch as be dead, 
although an hundꝛed peres befoze the Spanpards came into the tountrey: which pardons the fri- 
ers in their pzeachingsperſwaded the pooze Indians to take, telling them that with giuing foure 
realsofplate foꝛ a Maſſe, they would deliuer their ſoules out ofpurgatozy, Of the Chꝛiſtians 
likewiſe dwelling there hehath fourte ene reals fo2 euery bull: and there be certcine buls 
thither fox the Chziſtians beſides the fozmer , which ſerue fo2 pardoning all ſuch faults wherein 
they haue treſpaſſed either againſt the king, by keeping backe his cuſtomes,02 one againſt another 
by any other iniury ; fo2 euery hundzed crownes whereof a mans conſcience doth accuſe him that 
he hath deteiued the king oꝛ any other, hemuſt giue ten ko; a bull, and ſo after that rate fo euery 
hundzed which he hath any way ſtollen, and ſo is pardoned the fault. Che reucnue ol his buls af- Jure 
ter this maner peeldeth vnto his treaſury peerely aboue thꝛee millions ot᷑ gold, as I haue bene cre» vuts 
dibly inkoꝛmed, although of late both the Spanyards and Indians dorefuſe to take the buls; foz — — 
that they perceiue he doth make a peerely cuſtome ol it: onely ech Indian taketh one pardon foz mittions, 
all his houſe holde, (whereas in fozmer time euery Indian vſed to take one ſoꝛ euery perſon in 
his houſe) and teareth the ſame into ſmall pieces, and giueth to euery one ot his houſeholde a little 
piete, ſaying thus, they nerd now no moꝛe, ſeeing in that which they bought the yeere befoze they 
had aboue ten thouſand peres pardon, Theſe pieces they ſticke vp in the wall of the houſes where 
they lie. Both the Chaiſtians # Indians are weary with theſe infinite taxes and cuſtomes, which | 
ot late he hath impoſed vpon them, more then in the peeren bekoze : ſo as the people of both ſozes Res- Fd 
vidrebell twiſe in the time that I was among them, ann would haue ſet vp another king of them · dy tos gra 
ſclues: fox which cauſe the king hath commanded vpon paine ol death, that they ſhould not plant T. Hens.

venimous wozme. And this muſquito o gnat doth molt follow ſuch as are newly come into ti 

countrey, Manp there are that die ofthis annoyance, 
This towne is ſituated vpon the riucr afozeſapd, and tompaſſed with woods of diucrs maners

en len is agreat city; it hath mozethen ſilty thouſand houle holds, whereof there are not paſ{ Mexies, 

fiue 02 (irc thouſand houſes of Dpanyarvs : all the other are the people of the countrey, which liue 
vnder the Spanyards lawes, There are in this city lately buildings, and many monaſteries of 
friers and nunnes, which the Spanyards haue made. And the building of the Indians is ſome 
what beautifull out wardly, and within full ot ſmall chambers, with very ſmall windowes, which 
is not ſo comly as the building of the Spanyards. This city ſtandeth in the midſt ol a great lake, 
and the water goeth thozow all oz the moſt part ofthe freets, and there come ſmall boats, which 
they call canoas, and in them they bꝛing all things neceſſary, as wood, and coales, and graſſe foz 
their hoꝛſes, ones and lime to build, and come. ö 

This city is ſubiect to many earthquakes,whichoftentimes caſt vowne houſes, anv kil A 
This city is very well pꝛouided of water todzinke,and with allmaner of victuals, as fruits 
and fiſh, b2ead, hennes and capons, Guiny cocks and hennes, and all other fowle, There are in 
this city euery weeke thꝛer Faires oz Parkets, which are frequented with many people, aſwell 
Spanpards as the people ol the countrey, There are in theſe Faires 02 Markets all maner of 
things that may be inuented, to ſell, and in eſpeciall, things of the countrey. The one of theſe 
Faires is vpon the Punday, which is called S.Hypolitos faire, and S. lames his faire is vpon the 
Thurſday,and vpon Daturday is S. Iohns faire, In this city is alwapes the kings gouernour oz 
viceroy, and there are kept the Termes and Parliaments, And although there be other places 
ol iuſtice, pet this is aboue all: ſo that all men may appeale vnto this place, and may not appeale 
from this city, but one ly into Spaine befoze the king: and it mult be foz a cetteine ſumme: and it 
it be vnder that ſumme, then there is no appellation from them. Many riuers fall into this lake 
which the city ſtandeth in: but there was neuer anp place found whither it goeth out, 

The Indians know a way tod2owne the city, and within theſe thyee yeeres they would haue 1 way to 
pꝛactiſed the ſame: but they which ſhould haue bene the doers of it were hanged: and euer ſince —— 
the city hath bene well watched both day and night, foz feart leaſt at ſome time they might be de · 
ceiued: fo2 the Indians loue not the Spanyards, Round about the towne there are very many 
gardens and oꝛchards of the fruits of the countrey, marut llous faire, where the people haue great 
recreation, The men of chis city are maruellous vicious; and in like maner the women are diſ+ 
honeſt of their bodies, moe then they are in other citieso2 townes in this countrep, 

There are neere about this city of Mexico many riuers and ſtanving waters, which haue in <rocovdes. 
them a monſtrous kindeof fiſh, which is maruellous rauening, and a great deuourerof men and 
cattell. He is woont to ſleepe vpon thedzie land many times, and if there come in the meane time 
any man 02 beaſt and wake o2 dilquiet him, he ſpeedeth well if he get fromhim, Me is like vnto e 
ſerpent, ſauing that he doth not flie, neither hath he wings 

There is Weſt ont of Mexico à poꝛt towne which is on the South tea, callev Puerto de Aca- Aanigation 
pulco, where as there are ſhippes which they haue ozdinarily fo thenanigation of China, which da 
they haue newly found, This pont is chzceſcoze leagues from Mexico | pules, 

There is another pozt towne which is called Culiacan, on the South ſea, which liecy Weſt 
and by Noth out of Mexico, and is a oo leagues from the ſamc: and there the Spanyards made 
wo ſhips to goe ſeeke the lkreight o2 gulle, which, as they ſap, is betweene the New found-land Ebe — 2 
ind Groenland; and they callit the Engliſhmens ſtreight: which as pet was neuer fully found. 
They ſap, that ſtreight lieth not farre from the maine land of China , which the Spanyarvsac- 
count to be maruellous rich. 

Toward the Nozth from Mexico there are great tfoze of liluet mines, There is greater 
quantitie of ſiſuer found in theſe mines toward the 3Nozth, then there is in any other parts: and The unoze 
as the mol men of experience ſapde alwayes , they finde the richer mines the roze Noztherly, e enger m. 
— areconmoulp vpon great hilles and ſtony ground, maruellous hard to be labouren ur mines, 
and wꝛought. 

Dutol lome of the mines ihe Indians finde acerteine kinde ol earth ot diucrs colours, where- Yainting 
with they paint themſelues in times of their dances,and other paſtimes which they vſe. "_ 

Jnthis countrey of Noua Hiſpania there are alſo mines of golde, although the golde be com: Golve mines, 
inonly found in riuers, oz very neere vnto rivers. And uome in theſe dayes there is not ſo much 
golde found as there hath bene herctofoze, 

There are many great riuers , and\reat ſtoze of fiſh in them, not like vntoour kindes of fih, 

And chere are maruellouz great woods , and as faire trees as may be ſeene , of diuers ſozts, and

They haute vſed and vſe dayiy much diligence in ſeek · 
ing ol them, but they cannot lind any one ol them. They ſap that the witchcraft ol the Indians is 
ſuch, that when they come by theſe townes they caſt a miſt vpon them, ſo that they cannot ſee them 

They haue vnderſtauding of another city which they call Copalla: and in like mauer, at my 
beeing in the tountrey, they haue vſed much labour and diligence in the ſeeking of it: they haue 
found the lake on which it ſhould ſtand, and a canoa, the head whereof was wzought with copper 
turioullp, and could not finde uo; ſee any man no? the towne, which ta their vnderſtanding ſhouly 
ſtand on the ſame water, oz very nere the ſame, | | 

There is a great number of beaſts oz kine in the countrey of Cibola, which were neuer 
brought thither by the Spanpards , but bzeed naturally in the countrey, They are like vato our 
orten, ſauing that they haue long hare like a lion, and ſhozthoznes,and they haue vpon their ſhoul- 
ders a bunch like acamell, which is higher then the reſt ol their body. They are maruellous wild 
and ſwift in running. They call them the beaſts oz kine of Cibola. 

This Cibola is a city which the Spanpards found now of late, without any people in the 
Came, goodly buildings, faire ch:inmeys, windowes made of ſtone e timber excellently wioughe, 
faire welles with wheeles to dz aw their water, and a place where they hav buried their dead peo⸗ 
ple, with many faire ſtones vpon the graues. Ind the captaine would not ſuffer his ſoulviers to 
me ake vp any part oftheſe graues, ſaying,he would come another time to do it, | 

They aſked certeine people which chep met, whither the people of this city were gone: and 
they made anſwere, they were gone downe a riuer, which was there by, verp great, and there had 
huldeda city which was moze fo2 their comme dity. | 

This captaive lacking things neceſſary fo2 himſelfe ang his men, wasfaine to returne backe 
againe, without finding any treaſure accozding to his expettation: neither found chey but fewe 
people, although they found beaten waycs, which had beene much hunted and frequented, The 
captaine at his comming backe againe , hab a great checke of the gouernour , becauſe he had not 
gone foxwards, and ſcene the env of that rine”, | 

Thep haue in the tountrep, farre from the ſeaſide, ſtanding waters, which are ſalt : and in the 
moneths of Apzil and May the water of them congealeth into ſalt , which ſaitis all taken for the 
kings vſe and pꝛoſit. | 

Their dogs are all crockedbackt, as manp as are ofthe countrep bzced, and cannot run faſt : 


their faces are like the face of a pig o2 an hog, with ſharpe noſts. 


In certeine pꝛouinces u hich are called Guarimala, & Soconuſco,there is growing great ſtoze 
of cacao, which is a berrp like vnto an almond: it is the beſt merchandiʒe that is in all che Indies, 
The Indians make dꝛinke of ic, and in like maner meat to ear, It gueth currantly fo2 money in 
any market 02 faire, and mop buy any fleſh, fiſh,vzead oz cheeſe, oʒ other things, 

There are many kinde of fruits of the countrey , which are very gocd, as plancans, ſapores, 
guiaues,pinas,aluacatas,tunas,mamios, limons,ozenges, walnuts very ſmall and hard, with lit 
ele meat in them, grapes whichthe Spanpards bzought into the tounirt p. and alſo wilde grapes, 
which art ol che countrey,and are very (all, quinſes, peaches, figs, and but ſe w apples, and very 
mall, and no peares: but there are melons and calabagas o gourds, 

There is much honp, both ol bees and alſo of a kind ot tree which they call magueiz. This ho- 
ny of maguei is not ſoſweet as the other honp is, but it is better to be eaten only with bꝛead, chen 
the other is; and the tree ſerueth fo) many things as the leeues make thꝛerd to lo we any kinde of 
bags, and are good to couer and thatch houſes, and te diuers other things, 

They baue in deuers places of the countrey many hote ſpzings of water: as aboue ail other, I 
baue ſeene one in the ptouinceof Mechuacan, Jnaplaine field without any mountaine, there is a 
ſp2ing which hach much water, it is ſo hot, that if a whole quarter of berte be taſt into it, within 
on halle houre it will be as well-ſodden as it will be ouer a fire in halfe a dap, J haut ſetne halle 

aſheepecaſtin, and immediatly it hath bene ſodden, and J haue taten part ofit, 
There are many hares, and ſome conies. There are no partrivges, but abunvance of quailes, 
They haue great tote of fiſh in che South ſea, and manpoiſters, and very great. The people 


do open the oiſtets, and take out the meat of them and dyy it as they do any other kinde of fiſh,and 
keepe them ali the yet re: and when the times ſerue, they ſend them abꝛoad into the countreyts 
ſell, as all other fiſh, They haue no ſalmon, noz tromt, no pele, non carpe, tench, noz pikeinall

There are in the mountaines many wilde hogs, which all men may kill, ind lions and tygres; Wide bons. 
which tygres do much harme to men that trauell in the wilderneſle, Ain 

In this countrep, not long lince, there were t wo pooꝛe men that found a maruellous rich mint 
and when theſe men went to make a regiſter ol the ſame (accoꝛding to the lam and tuſtome) be. 
foze the kings officers, che thought this mine not meet fo2 ſuch men as they were: and violent ⸗ 
ly tooke the ſayd mine foz the king; and gaue no part thereof vnto the two pooꝛe men. And with» Pines diſco- 
in certaine dayes the kings officers reſozredthither to laboz inthe mine, & they found two great tant Xue, 
mighty hilles were come together; ſo thepfound no place to wozke in. And in thetime while J 
was among them, which was five yerees, there was apooze ſhepheard, who keeping his ſheepe, The autyour 
happened to finde a wellofquicke-ſiluer; andhewentinlikemaner to manifeſt the ſame, as iht Pag fen, 

cuſtome and maner is; the kings officers dealt in ike ozder as they did with the two pooze men 
that found the rich mine, taking it quite from the ſhepheard : but when they went to fetch home 
the quicke-ſiluer,o2 part thereof, they could neuer finde it againe, So theſe things haue bene de · 
clared vnto the king, who hathgiuen commandement, that nothing being found in the fields, as 
mines, and ſuchlike, ſhall be taken away from any man. And many other things haue bene done 
fn this countrep,which menmight count fo2 great maruele, | 

There is grearabundanceof ſugar here, ꝑ they make diuersconlerucs, @very good, andſeny Sugars con- 
them into Peru, where as they ſell them maruellous well, becauſe they make none tn thoſe parts. 

The people of the countrey are of a good ſtature, tawny coloured, bzoab faced, flet noſed, and Deſcriptionoſ 
giuenmuchto dzinke both wine of Spa ĩne and alſo acerteine kind of wine which they make with Pr 
hony of Mague1z,and roots, and other things whichthey vſe to put into the ſame, They call the maners. 
{ame wine Pulco. They are ſoone v2unke, and giuen to much beaſtlineile, and void of all good 
neſſe, In their ddunkenneſſe they vſe and commit Sodomy ; and with their mothers and daugh⸗ 
ters they haue their pleaſures and paſtimes, Tyereupon they are defended from the dzinking of 
mines, vpon patnes of money, aſwell he that ſelieththe wines as the Indian that dzinketh the 
ſame, And if this commandement were not, all the wine in Spaine and in France were not ſutfi⸗ 
tient fox the Weſt Indiesonely. | | 

They are of muchſimplicitp , and greatcowards, voide of all valour, and are great witches, The people of 
They vle diuers times to talke with the diuell, to whom they do certeinc ſacrifices and oblations: hrearcotgs * 

| CF ſetne themmolt cruelly puniſhed fo de. 
| K. . ä 

The people are giuen to learne all maner of occupations and ſciences , which fox the moſt part 
they learned ſince the comming of the Spanyards: I ſap all maner ul arts. They are very arti- 
ficiall in making of images with feathers, oꝛ the pꝛopoꝛtion oz figure of any man, in all kind of ma⸗ 
ner as he is. The fineneſle and ettellency of this is woonderfull, that a batbarous people as they 
are, ſboulv giue themlelues to ſo fine an arte as this is. Chep are goldſmiths, blackeſmiths; and 
copperſnnths,carpenters,maſons,ſhoomakers,cailcrs,ſadlers,:mbzodercrs,andofall other kind 
of ſciences: and they will do wozke ſo good cheape, that pooꝛe poong men that goe out of Spaine 
to get theu kuing. ore not ſet on wozke : which is the occaſion there are many idle pcople inthe 
countrey, Foz the Indian will liue all the wee ke withleſſethen one groat; which the Spanp- 
ard cannot do, noz any man els, 

They lap, that they came ofthe linage ol an olde man which came thither in a boat of wood, The Indians 
which thep call a canoa. But they cannot tell whether it were befozerhe flood oz after, neither When 
can they giue anp reaſon of the flood, noz frb whence they came. And when the Spanyards came came. 
firſf among them, they did cerceine ſacrifice to mimage made in ſtone, of their ewne inuention. 

The ſtone was ſet vpon a great hill, which they made of bꝛicks ol earth: they tall it their Cows. 
Andcerteine dayes in the pere they did ſacrifice,certeine olde men, and yoong childzen; andoncly 
beletued in the Sunne and the Poone, ſaying,that from them they had all things that were nerd · cy Sm and 
ful an them. They hane in theſe parts great ſtoze of cotton wooll,with whichthey make a m tr ven vue Fons, 
of linnencloth,which the Indians weare,boch men and women. andit ſeruethfoz thirts + (mocks, S:ojeotcorrs, 
md all other kind ol garments, whichthep weare vpon their bodies: any the Spanyards vſc it to 
all ſuch purpoles, eſpecialiy ſuch as cannot buy other. And if it were not fox this kind of cloth, all

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Jnduan®. tete befo2e their pziuities , and nothing els vpon all their bodies, They haue no care foz any 
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maner of cloth chat goeth out of Spaine, J ſap linnen cloth, would be (olve out of all meaſure, 
go naked, without any thing vpon them. Thc women weare the ſkinne of : 


thing, but onely from dap codap fo2 that which they haue need to tat. Thep ore big me u, and like 
wiſe the women. They ſhoot in bowes which they make of a cherry tree , and thtir arrowes are 
of cane, with a ſharpe flint ſtone in the end of the ſame ; they will picrre any coat of maile: and 
they kill deere, and cranes, and wilde geeſe, ducks and other fowle,and wozmes, and ſnakes,and 
diuers other vermin, which they eat. They liue very long: fo2 J haue ſcene men that haue beene 

in hundꝛed peres of age. They haue but very litle haite in theit face, noꝭ on theix bodies, 
tiers in t The Indians haue che friers in grtat reucrence : the occaſion is, that by the in and by tb eir 
11 8 meanes they are free and out of bondage; which was ſo 02dcined by Charles the emperoz: which 
is the occaſion that now there is not ſo much gold and ſiluer comming into Europe as there was 
while che Indians were flaues. Fo2 when they were in bondage they could not chuſe but doe 
their taſke euery day, and bing their maſters ſo much met all out of their mines: but nowttey 
mult be well paped, and much intreated to haue them wozke, So it hath bene, and is a great hin- ⸗ 
derance to the owners ot the mines, and to the kings quinto qq cuſfome, 


copper mjnes There are many mines of copper in great quantity , whereof they ſpcudin the countrey as 


much as ſerueth their turnes. Thereis ſome golde in it, but not ſo much as will papthe coſts cf 
che ming. The quantity of it is ſuch, and the mines are ſo farre rom the (ca, that it will not be 
woꝛth the fraight tocary it into Spaine. On the other ſive, the kings officers will giue no licence 

to make oꝛdinance chereof; whereupon the mines lie vnlaboured, and of novaſuation, -_ 
There is much lead in the countrey; ſo that with it they couer churches , and other religious 
houſes : wherefoze they ſhallnot need any ofour lead, as they haue hadneed thert ot in times paſt, 
Che pompeof The pompe and liberalitie of the owners ofthe mines is maruellousto beholde: the apparell 
awners®.  yoth of them and of their wines is moze to be compared to the appareil ofnoble perſons then o⸗ 
therwiſe. I their miues goe out of their houſes, as vnto the church, oz any other place, they goe 
out with great maieſiy, and with as many men and maids as though ſhe were the wife of ſome no⸗ 
ble man. AJ will aſſure you, J haue ſeene a miners wife goe to the church with an hundzedmen, 
and twenty gentlewomen and maids, They keepe open houſe : who will, map come to eat their 
meat. They call men with a bell to come to dinner and ſupper, They are pzinces in keeping of 

their houſes,and bountifull in all maner of things, T4 

A good owner of mines mult haue at the leaſt an hund ed ſlaues tocary and to ſlampe his me 
tals; he muſt haue many mules, and men to keepe the mines; he muſt have milles to ſtampe his 
metals; he mult haue many waines andoxen to bzing home wood to fine the bare; he muſthane 
much quicke-Muer, and amaruellous quantity of ſalt- bꝛine fo2 the metals; and he muſt be at ma 
ny other charges, And as fox this charge o quickhe · ſiluer, it is a new inuention, which they linde 
moꝛe p2ofitable then to fine their oare with lead. Powbeitche ſame is very coſtly : fox there is 
neuer a hundzed of quick-(iluer but coſte ch at the leaſt th2eeſcoze pounds ſterling, Andthe mines 
— Þ wy 111m ann of leſſe value: and the occaſion is, the few Indians that men haue to la: 
There is in New Spaine a maruellous increaſe of cattel, which vaply do increaſe,andthey are 
carteil, ofa greater growth then ours are, You map haue a great lettre that hath an hunded weightof 
| callow in his belly fo2 ſixteene ſhillings; and ſome one man hath 20c oo head of tattel ot his ont. 
They ſell che hides vnto the merchants , who lade into Spaine as many as map be well ſpartb. 
They ſpend many in the countrep in ſhooes and boots, and in the mines: and as the countrey is 
great, ſo is the increaſe of the cattell woonderfull. Jn the Jfland of Santo Domingothep com- 
moni kill the beaſts fo) their hides and tallow ; and the fowles eat the carkeiſcs : and ſothey do in 
| Cuba and Porto Rico, whereas there is much ſugar, and cana fiſſula, which daply they ſend into 
Serbe. Spame. Thephanegreat increaſeof ſberpe in like maner, and dayly do incendtoincreaſethem. 
Wooll, They haue much wooll,and as goodas the wooll of Spaine. They make cloth as much as ſerueth 
_ the countrey, foꝛ the common people, andſend much cloth into Peru. J haue ſecne cloth made in 
the city of Mexico, whichhath begne ſolde fo? tenne pezos a vare , which is almoſt fourepounds 
Woad, Engltſh, andthe vare is {eſſe then our yard. They haue woad growing in the countrey , and a. 
23a, lum, andbzaſill, and vfuers other things to die withall, ſo that they make allcolous, In Fer 
they make ns cloth: butheercafter our cloth will be little ſer by in theſe parts , vnlelle it be ſome 
fine cloth, The wools are commonly foure ſhiltingseuerp roue, which is fine g twenty pounds 
and in ſome places of the countrey that are farre from the places where as they make cloth, it is 
Woozth nothing, and doth ſcrue but onely to make beds foz men to lit on.

They baue much lilke, and make all maner of lozts thereof, as Taffataes, Sattins,Ueluets of Sitks of wn- 
allcolours, and they are as good as the flikes of Spaine, ſauing that the colours are not ſo perfect; . 
put the blackes are better then the vlackesthat come out of Spaine. | 

They baue many hozles, and mares, and mules, which che Spaniards bzought thirher, They Nen. 
haue as good Jenuets,as any are inSpaine,and better cheape then they bee in Spaine. And with Fenners, 
their mulcs they cary all cheir goods from place to place, 

There is raine vlually in this Countrey, from the moneth ol Map, to the midſt of October, e. 
ucrp dap,whichtime they call their winter, by reaſon of the ſaid waters, And if it were not fo2 the 
waters which fall intheſe hot ſeaſons, their Paiz, which is the greateſt part of their ſuſtenance, 
would be deſtroyed, This Mai is the greateſt maintenance which the Jndian hath, and alſo all fg ame 
the common people of the Spaniarvs, And their hoꝛſes and mules which labour, cannot be wich- beaſt, enten ws 
out the ſame, This graine is ſubſtantiall. and increaſe th much blood, It the Piners ſhould bee 
without it, they coulde not labour their Mines: foz alltheir ſeruants eate none other head, but 
onely of this Maiz, and it is made tu cakes,as they make daten cakes, in ſome places of England. 
The Indians pay tribute, being of the age of 20,yeeres, 4.ſhillingsof money,and an hanege 
of Paiz, which is wozth 4.ſhillings mode vnto the Ring euery yeere, This is payd in all Noua 
Hiſpania,of as many as be ofthe age of 20.yeeres, ſauing the Citie of Tlaſcalla, which was made 
tee, becaule the citizens thereof were the occaſion that Cortes tooke Mexico in ſo little a time. 
And although at the firſtchey were freed from paiment of tribute, pet the Spaniards now begin 
to vlurpe vpon them, and make them to till a great field of Maiʒ, at their owne coſtes euery yeere 
koz the Ring. which ts as beneficialvntohim,and as great coſt vnto them, as though they paid their 
tribute, as the others doe. 

The ſbips which goe out of Spaine with goods for Peru, goe to Notnbre de dios, and there viſ- 
charge the ſaid goods: and frumthence they be caried ouer the necke of a land, vnto a poꝛt towne

doe ſhip their goods againe, and ſo from e goe to p are in going rt 
— — backe againe in 20. vayes. They haue ſeldome — fewe 
ſhips are loſt in the South ſea. Foure peeres paſt,to wit 1568. there was aſhipmade out of Peru, 
coſcek Salomons Fſlands, and they came ſomewhat to the South oftheEquino@al,;gfound an Salcmors 5- 
Alland with many blacke people, in ſuch number that the Spaniards durſtnotgoon land among 2s @vade, 
them, And becauſe they had bene long vpon the voyage, their people were very werke, and ſo ment the South fea 
not on land, to know what commoditte was vpon it. And fo want of vi arriued in No- 
na Hiſpania, in a po2t called Puerto de Nauidad, and thence returned backe againe vnto Peru, 
whereas they were euilentreated, becauſe they had not knowen moze of the ſame J{land, 

They haue inthispozt of Nauidad opvinarily their ſhips, whichgoe tothe Allands of China, Sch Wes. 
whichare certaine Illands which they baut found within theſe 7.yeres,They haue bzoughefrom 
thence gold, and much Cinamom, and diſhes of earth, and cups ofthe ſame, ſo fine,chat every man 
that may haue apicceof them, will gue the weight of ſilner fox it, There was aPariner that 
bought a pearle as big as a doues egge from thence, + a ſtone, fo which the Qicerop would haue 
giuen 3000,duckets, My things they bzing from thence, mall excellent. There arc many of 
theſe planys,audthe Spantards haue notmanyofthemas yer: *fo2 the Portugals diſturbe them | ©Þis is tobe 
much, and combace with them euery dap, ſapiug, it is part ot their conqueſt,and to the maine land rhe cune when 
thepcannot come at an hand, There art goodly people inthem, andthepare great Pariners, Bae wbsnen, 
richlpapparelled in cloth of gold, and ſiluer, and lilke of al ſozts, and goe apparelled after the ma» Ano 1572, 
ner ol the Turkes, This repoꝛt make ſuch as come from thence, The men ofthe maine land haue 

certaine trafique with ſome of theſe planders, and come thitherin a kind of they haue 
with oue ſaile, and bying of ſuch marchandize as thephaue need of, And there haue 
bent bought into New Spaine both tloth of gold anvfiluer and diuers maners of ſitks,and wozks 
of gold and ſiluer, marueilous to be ſeene. Do vy their ſaying, there is not the 
whole woꝛld. The maine land is ftom the plands 1 90.leagues: andrhe plands are not farre from 
the Malucos Nachwards. Ind the people of thoſe plands,which the Spaniards haut, ſap, i hat if 
they would vying their wines and childzen, that then they ſhould haut among them iht they 
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would haue. So there goe women daylp, and the king papeth all the charges of the maried men 
and their wines, that go to thoſe plands, And there is no doubt, but the trade will be marueilous 
rich in time to come. It was my loꝛtune to be in company with one Diego Gurieres, who was 
the firſt Pilot that euer went to that Countrey of the Philippinas. et makeih tepoꝛt of many 
ſtrange things in that Coimtrep,aſwell tiches, as ather, and faleh, if there bee any Paradiſe vpor 
earth,it is in that countrey : and addeth, that ſitting vnder a trie, you ſhall haue ſuch wett ſmels, 
with ſuch great content and pleaſure, that pouſhallremember nothing,nather wife,no2 childzen, 
no? haue any kinde of appetite toeate 02 dzinke,cheodozifercus ſmels wil be ſo ſwecte, This man 
hath good liuings in Noua Hiſpania, notwithſtanding hee willreturne thithcr, with his wife and 
childzen,and as fo treaſure there is abundance, as he maketh mention. In this countrep of Noua 
Hiſpania there are many buckes and does, but they haue not ſo long homes as they haue here in 
England. The Spaniards kill them with hand- guns, and with graphounds, and the Indians kill 
Chamoice- them wich their bowes and arrowes,and with the ſkins they make chamoyte, ſuch as we in Eng. 
Spaniſꝑ lea⸗ laud make doublets and hoſe of,as good as the ſkins that are dꝛeſſed in Flanders, & lckt wiſe they 
5 make marueilous good paniſh leather of them. There is a bird which is like vnto a Rauen, but 
not killed,co he hath ſome of his feathers white : there is ſuch abundance of them, that they eate all the cexupt 
venourecar+  anddead fleſh which is in the countrep, Dtherwilſe the abundance of carren is ſo much, that it 
would make a marucilous cozrupt aire in all the Countrep, aud be ſo noiſome,that no man could 
abide it. Therefoze it is commanded, there ſhall none of them be killed. Theſe birds are alwayes 
about Cit ies, and townes, where chere is much ileſh killed. 
done The Indians are much fauoured by the Juſtices of the Countrey, aud they tall the m their oꝛ 
roche pꝓhanes. Aad if anp Spaniard ſhould happen to doe any ofthem harme,o2 to wzong him in taking 
punithed. anything from him, as many times they doe, oꝛ to ſtrike anpof them, being in any owne, whereas 
tuſkice is, they are aſwell puniibed fo the ſame, as if they had done it one Spaniard to another, 
Aena Spaniard is farre from Mexico, q any place of iuſtice, thinking to doe with the pooze 
Indtan whac he liſt, conſidering be is ſofarce from any place of temedy,he maketh the Indian do 
what he commaundethhim,and the will not doe it, her beateth and miſuſeth hun, artoꝛding to his 
owne appetite, The Indian holdeth his peace, vncill hee finde an oppoztunitie, and then takctha 
neighbour with him, and goeth to Mexico, although it be 20, leagues off, and maketh his com- 
plant. This his complaint is immediatiy heard, # although it be a knight,o2 a right goodgentle- 
man, he is f02thwith ſent faz. and puniſhed both by h's goods, and alſo his perſon is impꝛiſoutd at 
Juſtice þ cauſe the pleaſure o the Juſtice, This is the occaſion that the Indians are ſoteme and ciuill,as they 
of cu. xt: aud if they thould not haue this fauour, the Spaniards would ſocne diſpatch allthe Indians, 
o2 the Jndians would killthem, But they map cal them dogs,andvſe other euill wozvs, as much 
as they will, and the Jadian muſt needes put it vp, and gor his wap, 

The pooꝛe Indians wil go euerp day two 02 thꝛee leagues to a Faire 02 market, with achilde 
vpon thetr necks,with as much fruit oz rootes,02 ſome kinde of ware, as cotton wooll,o2 cadis of 
all colours, as ſhall be not paſt wozth a pennie: aud they wil mainteine themſelues vpou the ſame, 

Fon they liue with a marutilous (mall matter. | 

They are in ſuch pouertie, that if pou neede to ride iuto the Countrey, you ſhall haue an Jndi- 
an to goe with pou all the day with pour bed vpon his hacke, foz one ropallof plate: and this you 
ſhall haue from one towne to another. Mere pou are to vnderſtand, that all men that traneile by 
che wap, are alwapes wont to carry their beds with them, They are great theeues,and wilſteale 
all that they may, and you ſhall haue no recompence at their hands. 

The garments of the women, are in this maner. The vppermoſtpart is made almoſt like to à 
womans ſmocke, ſauing that it is as bzoad aboue as beneath, and hath no ſleeues, but holes on eche 
ſive one toput out theit armes. It is made o linnen cloth made of cotton wooll,and filled full of 
flowers, of red cadis and blew, and ocher colours, Thisgarment commeth downe to the knees, 
and then they haue another cloth made after the ſame maner, and that goeth rounde about theie 
waſte, and reacheth totheir ſhooes, and ouer this a white fine ſheet vpon their heads, which goeth 
downe halle the legge. Their haire is made vp round with an haire lace about their head, Aud the 
men baue a ſmall paire of bzeeches ofthe ſame cotton wool, and their ſhirts which hang over their 
baeeches,and a bꝛoan girdle about their middles, and a ſheete with flowers vpon their backes,and 
with a knot vpon one ſhoulder,# an hat pon their heads, and a paire of ſhoves, And this is all their 
apparell alchough it be a Caſique,whichthey vſe in all the Countrey. 

Tye pouſes of The wals ol the houſes ofthe Judians,are but plaine, but the ſtones are layd ſo cloſe, that you 
ball not well perceiue the iopnts betweene one one and another,they are ſo fincly tut: and by the 
meanes that the ſtones are ſo wozkmanly done, and finely ioyned cogether, there is ſome _ 


* 
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in their wals, They are marueilous ſmall and light. as Pumie ſtones, They make thcir voozes ve: 
ry little, ſo that chere can go in but one man at a time. Their windowes, and roomes within their 
houſes are ſmall, and one roome they haue reſerued fo2 their friends, when they come to talke une 
with another, and that is alwapes faire matted, and kept maruetlous cleane, and hanged full of 
images, and their chaires ſanding there toſitin, They eate their 2 
llecpe on the ground vpon a mat, without any bed, both the gentlemen, and other. 
The Indians ftrike the ir fire with one dicke in another, al well the tame people, as the wilde. — 
Fo they know not how to doe it with an pzon,and aſtone. —— 
In Noua Hiſpania, euery 20.02 12. leagues they haue a concrary ſpeach, ſauing onely about Duets (pers 
Mexico : ſothere is a number of ſpeeches in the Countrey, \ _—_ 
Mucezuma which was the laſt Ring of chis Countrep , was one ofthe richeſt pzinces which — 2 
haue bene ſeene in our time, oz long befoze.Þe had all kinve of beaſts which were then in the coun- 
trey, and all maner of biros, and fithes, and all maner of wozmes, which creepe vpon the earth, and 
all trees and ſlomera, and herbes, all faſhioned in ſiluer and gold, which was the greaceſt part of al 
bis treaſure, ond in theſe things had he great iop, as the old Indians tepoʒt. And vnto this dap, they 
ſay that the treaſure of Mucezuma is hidden, and that the Spaniards haue it not, This Ring 
would giue none of his people freedome , noz forgiue any of them that ſhould pay him triuute, 
though he were neuer ſopooze. Foz il it had bene told him chat one of his tributaries ws pooze, 
that he was not able to pop his tribute actoꝛding to the cultome, then he would haue him bound 
tobzing at ſuch times as tributes ſhould be payd, a quill full of Lice, ſayiug, bee would haue none 
free, but himſelfe, He had as many wiues 02 concubines,as hee wouid haut, and ſuch as liked hum. 
Awapes whenſoeuer he went out ofhis Court topalle the time, he was bozne npon 4. ac his noble The "Jnviaiy 
mens ſhould ers ſet vpon a table, ſome ſap,of golde, and very richly dꝛeſſed with feathers oftiuers wald thems 
and any colours and flowers, Oe waſhed all his body euer dap, were it neuer ſo cold, And vnto — 
this dap lo do all the Indians. and eſpecially the w. men. | 
The Spamards keepe the Indians in great ſubiettiõ. They may haue i» heir houſesnoſwow 
no2 dagger, nod knike with any pot, nod may weare vpon them any maner ol armes, neither may 
they ride vpou any boꝛſe noꝛ mules. in anp ſadle noz byidle. neither may they dʒinke wi e, which 
' they take foz the gre tet paine of all, They haue attempted diuers times to make inſurrections, 
but they haue bene ouerth20weninu;gd'atlp by their owne great and beaſtly cowardlineſſe, 
There remaine ſome among the wild pecyle, rhat vnto this day tate one anoiher. I haue ſcene Coujb*!-+ 
the bones of a Spaniard that h ue bent as cleane burniſbed, as though it had bene done by men that 
had no other occupation, And many times people are caried awap by them, but they neuer tome 
agaiue, whether they be inen oz women, 
They haue in the Sea yl ends of red ſalt in great abundance, whereas they lade it from plate to Im ot lalr 
place about the Sea coaſt: and they ſpend very much ſalt with ſalting their hides and fiſh: and in 
their ines they octupie great quantitie. They haue much Alume,aud as good as any that is in Le 
allthe Leuant, lo that they neede none of that commoditie, They haue alſa ol their owve 
ach Can. ftula,q much Sali Perills buch marueilousgoodfos many kim of vieſes, £75: 
There are in Florida many Jarrefalcons,and man other kinveof hawkes , which the gentle» na 
men ol Noua Hiſpania ſend fo euery pere. The Spamards haue two fozts there, chiefly to keepe 
out the Frenchmen krom planting there,

Ponmundapthe ſecony of October 1567. the weather being reaſonable faire, 

our Generall M.Iohn Hawkins, hating commanded

age vutill che ten: hol the ſame moneth, an extreeme ſtoꝛme then cooke vs neere vnto Cape Fini. 

ter, which vured fo2 the ſpace of foure dapes, and ſo ſeparatevour ſhips,that wee had loſt one an: 

other, and our Generall finding the Ie ſus to bee but in ill caſe, was in minde cogine ouer the voy- 
age,andtoreturne home, Howbeit theeleuenth ol the ſame moneth the Seas waxing talme, and 

the winde comming faire,hee altered his purpoſe, and held on the fozmer entended voyage: And ſo 
comming to theplanvof Gomera being one of the ylands of the Canaries, where acco)ding to 

an 02der befo2e appointed, we met with all our ſhips which were befozediſperſed, wee then tooke 

in kreſh water and departed from thencethe fourth of Nouember, and holding on our courſe,vpon 

the eightenth dap of the ſame moneth wer tame to an ancker vpon the coaſt of Africa, at Cape 

Verde in twelue favome water; and here our Generall landed certaine ofour men, to the munber 

of 160,02. thereabout , ſeeking to take ſome Negros. And they going vp into the Countrey fox 

che ſpace of ſire miles, were encountred with a great number of the Negros : who withtheirin- 
uenomed arrowes did hurt a great number of our men, ſo that they were infozced to retire tothe 

ſhips, in whichconflict they recouered but a fewe Negros, and of theſe our men which were hurt 

with their enuenomed arrowes, there died to the number of ſeuen oz eight in very ſtrangemaner, 

with their mouths ſhut, ſo that wee were fozced to put ſtickes and other things into their mouths 

to keepe them open, and ſo afterward paſſing the time vpon the coaſtof Guinea, vntillthe twelfth 

of January, wee obteined by that time the mumber of 150, Negros, And being ready to depart 
fromthe Dea coaſt, there was a Negro ſent as an Ambaſſavour to dur General, from a Ring ot 

the Negros, which was oppꝛelled wich other Rings his boꝛdering neighbours, deſiring our Ge- 
nerall tu graunt bim ſuccour and ayde againſt thoſe his enemies, which our Generall granted vn» 

to, and went himſelle in perſon a lande, with the number of twohundzeth ol our men ox there 
bouts and the ſaid Ring which had requeſted our ayde, div topne his foꝛte with ours, ſo that there 
by our Generallaſſaulted, and ſet fire vpon a Towne of the ſaid King his enemies in whichthere 

was at the leaſt the number of eight oz ten thouſand Negros , and they perceiuing that they were 

not able to make ny reſiſtance ſought by flight to ſaue themſelues, in which their flight there 

were taken pꝛiſoners to the number of eight 02 nine hundzeth, which our General onght to haue 

had foz his ſhare : howbeit the Negro King whichrequeſted our apde,fallifying his wow and yo- 

nuſe, ſecretly in the night conueped himlelfe away with as many pꝛiſoners as he had in his cuſts- 

die: but our Generall notwithſtanding finding himlelfe to haue nowe very neere the number of 

* 500. Negros thought it belt without longer abode to depart with them, and ſuch marchandize as 
bee had fromthecoaſfof Africz,towards the TUeſt Indies, and therefoze commanded with all dil 
— gente to take infreſh water and fewel, and ſo with ſpeed to pꝛepare to depart, Powbeit befoze we 
rated and ne- departedfrom thence, in a ſtoꝛme that wee had, wee loſt one ol our ſhips, namely the William and 

nerafeer met Iohu, of which ſhip and ot her people, we heardno tivings during the time of our voyage, -

| — - 2 emma , at our Generall his appointment, vpon the thirde day 
of Febguarie 1 5 6 8, wee departed from the coaſtof Africa, hauing the weather ſomewhat 

tempeſtuous, which made our paſſage the moe hard; and ſayling ſo fo? the ſpace of 5 a. dayts, upon 
the 27.ofParch 1 568, we came in light of an land called Dominica, vpon the coaſt of America 
in the Weſt Indies, ſituaten in 14.degrees of latitude, and 3 22,0f longitude : from thente our 
Generall coaſted from place to place, euer making crafique with the Spaniarvs and Indians as 
hee might, which was ſomewhat hardly obtained, tod that the Ring had traightly charged all his 
goueruotrs in tholeyartsnot to trave with any: pet notwithſtanding, during the moneths of A- 
pꝛil and May, our Generall had reaſonable trade andtrafique, and courteous tutertainement in 
ſund)p places, as at Margarita,Coracao, and elſe where, til we came to Cape de la vela, and Rio

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meanes permit vs to haue any trade oz trafique,no? pet ſuffer vs co take infreſh water: by meanes 
whereof dur Generall fo2 the auoyding ol famine and t hirſt about the beginning of June, wasen- 
foxced to land two huudzethok our men, and ſo by maine foxce and ſtrength to obtamethat which 
ly no faire meanes hee could pꝛocure: And ſo recouering the Towne with the lolle of two of our 
nen, there was a ſecret andpeaceable trade admitted, andthe Spaniards came in by night, and 
bought ol our Negroes to the number of 200, and vpwards, and ofour other marchandi3c alſo, 
Fcom thence we departed foz Carchagena,where the Gouernour was ſo ſtraight, that wee could 
not obte ine any trafique there, and ſo fo2 that our trade was neere finiſhed, our Geucrall 


it beſt to depart from thencethe rather fo2 the auoyding of certaine dangerous ſioꝛmes called the 


Huricanos, which accuſtomed to begin there about that time of the pere,#ſothe 24. ol July 1568. 
we departedfrochence directing our courſe Noꝛth: and leauing the pland of Cuba vpon ourright 
hand, to the E aſtward of vs, and ſo ſapling toward Florida, vpon the r 2,of Augult anertreeme 
tempeſt aroſe, which dured fo? the ſpace of 8. dayes, in which our ſhips wert moſt dangerouſly tol⸗ 
ſep and beaten hicher,# thither,ſo that we were in continuall feare to be dz0wned by reaſon of the 
ſallownes of the coaſt, and in the end we were conſtrained to flee fo2 ſuccour to the poxt of S.loha 
de Vilua,02 Vera Cruz, ſituated in 1 9,degreesof latitude, and in 279. degrees of longitude,which 
is the poꝛt that ſcrueth fox the Citie of Mexico: in our ſeeking to recouet this poꝛt our General 
met by the way thꝛee ſmall ſhips that caried paſſengers, which hee tooke with him, and lo the ſix 
tenth :f September 15 68, wee entered the ſa:de pozt of S.lohn de Vilua, The 

there ſuppoling vs to haue bene the King of Spaines Fleece, che chiefe officersof the Countrey 
thereabouts came pꝛeſently aboozdour Generall, where perct iuing chemſelues to haue made an 


vnwile aduenture, they were in great feare to haue bene taken and ſtayed: howbeit our Generall 


did vſe chem all very courteouſly, In the ſaid pozt there were twelue ſhips which by repazt had 
inthem in treaſure tothe value of two hundzeth thouſand pound, all which being in our Generall 
his power and at his veuotion, he did freely let at libertte, as alſo the paſſengers which he han ve- 
ne ſtayed, not taking from any of them all the value of one groat : onely hee ſtayed two men of 


credite and actompt che one named Don Laurenzo de Alua, and the other Don Pedro de Rivera, — 
um pꝛeſently our Generall ſent to the Uiceropto Mexico which was thzceſcoze leagues of, cer · £1992 Thus, 


tifping him of our arriuall there by foꝛte of weather, deſiring that foꝛaſmuch as our Queene his 
Houcraigne, was the kiug of Spaine his loui ig ſiſter and friend, that therefozc hee would conſi⸗ 
dering our neceſſicies and wants, furniſh vs with victuals fo2 our Rauie, and quictly ſuffer us 
forepaire and amend our ſhips. And furthermoze that at the arriualofthe Spaniſh Fleet which 
was there dayly expected and looked foꝛ, to the ende that there might noquarell ariſe betweene 
chem, and our Generall aud his company koꝛ the bꝛeach of amitie,he humblprequeſted of his ercc!: 
euc ic, chat there might in thts behalfe ſome ſpecial oder be taken. This meſlage was ſent away 
the 16. ol September 1568. it being che very day ol our arriuall there. 

The next mozning being the ſcuententh of the ſame moneth, wee deſcrie® 13. ſaile of great 
ſbippes: and after that our Generall vnderſtood, that it was the king ol Spaines Fleete the n loo⸗ 
xed koz . he pꝛeſently ſent to aduertiſe the Generall hereot᷑ ol our being in the ſaid poꝛt. and gining 
him further to vnderſtand, that befoze heſhould enter there into that harbour, it was requiſite that 
there ſhould paſſe bitweene the two Generals ſome oꝛders and conditions to bee obic1ued on ei⸗ 
ther part, fo the better tontriuing ol peace betweene chem and theirs, artoꝛding tu our Generals 
requeſt made vnto che Uiceroy.

Se 3 The thirde that che yland niight bee in our poſſeſſion during the time of our abode there, 
ereacherous In Which pland our Generall fox the better ſafetie of him and his had alre adie planted and plated 
Spantards certaine Owinance which were cleuenpiecesof Hale, therefoze he requiredthatthe ſame might 
them. fo continue, and that no Spaniard ſhould come to lande in the ſaide plaud,hauing o2 wearing any 
kinde of weapon about him. | 
4 Thefourth andthe laſt, that foz the better and moze ſure perfozmance and maintenanceof 
peace, and of all the conditions, there might twelue gentlemen of credite bee deliueredofcicher 
part as hoſtages, 0 
Thele conditions were concluded and agreed vpon in wꝛiting by the Uiceroy and ligne d with 
bis hand, and ſealed with bis ſeale, and 10. hoſtages vpon either part were reteiued. And further it 
was concluded that the two Generals ſhould meet, and giue faith ech to other fo the perfonnante 
of the pꝛemiſſes. Al which being done the ſame was pꝛot laimed by the ſound of a trumpet a com⸗ 
mandement was giuen that none ol either part ſhould viclate oꝛ bꝛeake the peace vpon paine of 
death: thus at the ende of thzee dayes all was concluded, and the Fleete entred the pet, the hips 
ſaluting one another as the maner of the Dea doth require : themozrow after being friday we la- 
boured on all ſides in placing the Englich ſhips by themſclues,+the Spaniſh ſhips by thcmlelues, 
the Captaines and inferiour perſons of either part, offering, and ſhewing great courtclie one to 
another, and pzomiling great amitie vpon all ſides, Dow beit as the ſequel ſhewed,the Spaniards 
meant nothing leſle vpon their parts. Fo2 the Uicerop and gouemour thereabout had ſecretly at 
{and aſſembled tothe number of 1 000,choſen men, and wel appointed, meaning the nert thurſdap 
being the 24. ol September at dinner time to aſſault vs, and ſec vpon vs on all ſides. But befozeJ 
go any further, I thinke it not amille bziefly co diſcribe the maner ofthe pland as it then was, and 
the fozce and ſtrength, that it is now of. Fo2 the Spaniards ſince the time of our Gener2:ls being 
2 faire caſtle there,fozthe better foꝛtifying ot᷑ the ſame place, haue vpon the ſame pland built a faire Caffle,any 
—— bulwarke very well fozcified : this pozt was then at our being there, a little pland ol ſtonts, not 
2 paſt thꝛee foote aboue water in the higheſt place, and not paſt a bow-ſhotte ouer any way at the 
a. molt, and it ſtandeth from the maine land, two bowſhooces 02 'moze : and there is not in all this 
coaſt any other place fo2 ſhips ſafely to ariue at: alſo the Noth windes in this coaſt are of great 
violence and fozce, and vnleſle the ſhippes bee lafely mozed in, with their anckers faſtencdin this 
pland, there is no remedie, but pꝛeſent deſtruction and ſbip wzacke. All this our generall wiſely 
fozeſeeing,did pꝛouide that he would haue the ſaid pland in his cuſtody,oz els the Spaniards might 
at their pleaſure, haue but cut our cables, and ſo with the firſt Nozthwinde that bleme we had had 
our paſpoꝛt, fo our ſhips had gone a ſhooze, But to returne to the matter. 
The time appꝛothing that their treaſon muſt be put in pꝛactiſe, the ſame Thurſday mozning, 
ſome appearance thereof oſhewe it ſelfe, as ſhifting of weapons from ſhippe to ſhippe,and 
planting , and bending their Ozdinante againſt our men that warded vpon the lande, with great 
repaire of people : which apparant ſhewes ol bzeach ol the Uiceroyes faith cauſed our Gcnerall 
to ſende one to the Uicerop, to enquireofhim what was meant thereby, which pꝛeſently ſent and 
gaue onder, chat the D2dinance afozeſayde, aud other things of ſuſ| (bould bee remooued,re* 
turning anſwere to our Generall in the faith of a Ulicerop, that hee would bee our defence, and 
Che vaineota ſafetie from all villanous treacherie : this was vpon Thurſday in the mozning, Our General 
Stay not being therewith ſatiſded, ſeeing they had ſecretly conueyed a great number ol men aboozd 
a great hulke o ſhip of theirs of ſire hundzeth tunne, which ſhippe rode hard by the Mynion, het 
ſent againe to the Uiceroy Robert Barret the Maſter of che leſus, a man that could ſpeake the 
Spaniſh tongue very well, and required that thoſe men might bee vnſhipt againe, which were 
in that great hulke. The Uiceroy then perceining that their treaſcn was thzoughly eſpied, 
ſtapevour Baſter, aud ſounded the Trumpet, and gaue oder that his people ſhould vpon all des 
The vilanons charge vpon our men, which warded on ſhooze, and elſe where, which ftrooke ſuch a male, and _ 
rreacherteof ludden feare among vs, that many gaue place, and ſought to recover our ſhippes foꝛ the ſafetit ot 
* chemlelues. The Spaniards which ſetretly were hid in ambuſh at lande were quickly convey? 
crueltie. d oue r to the pland in their long boates, and ſo comming to the pland, eee

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that they tould meete-unth, without mercy, The: Mimon which had ſomewhat befozepzepared 
her ſelfe to auoyd the danger, haled awap and above che firſt vzunt of the 300 men that were inthe 
grea@hulke :chen they wagte to failaboow the lefus, : where was a eruel fight, and many ofour 
men zine 2 but yct out men defendedthenſclues, and kept them out: ſotbe leſus alſo got ioole, 
and jopning with the Minion, the lige waren hott upon all ſides i hut they hauing woon and got 
our 0zdinance on ſhoze, did greacly aniiop vs. Jnrhip fight chcre were two great ſhippes of the 
Spaniards ſunke, and one burne, ſothat with them ſhippes they were not able to harme un, but

Powbcitthe Mimon which 
had made der laptesreavp difted fox her ſelfe, without conſent of theGencroli,Captainenz Pas · 
ſer,ſo thatwerꝝ hardy our Generallcould be received intothe Minion : the maſt of our men thor 
wert inthe leſus ſbifted foꝭ themſelues, and followed the Minion inthe boat, and thoſe which that 
ſmall boat was not able to receiue, were moſt cruelly ſlaine by the Spaniards, Dfour ſhips none 
eſcapedſauing the Minion and the ludith: and all ſuch of our men as were not in them were in- 
fo2ced to abive the ep2annous cruelty of the Dpaniarys. Foz it is a certaine tructhxhas whereas 
they had taken certafneofour men adoze, they cookeand hung them

Wherein is ſhewed, how that after we were eſcaped fromthe Spaniards, wee were like to 
periſh with fatuine at the Ses, and how our Geynerall, for the zuoiding thereof was con- 
ſtrained to put halfe ofhis men on land, and what miſerigs wee after thut ſuſtained a- 
mong the Sauage people, and how againe we fell into the hands of the Spaniards, 


Feerthat the Utcerop, Don Martin Henriques, had thus contrary to bis faith and pꝛomiſe, 
molt cruelly dealt with our Generall maſter Hawkins, at S. lohn de Vllua, where moſt of 
bis men were by the Spaniards ſiaine anvdzowned , and all his ſhips ſunke and burned,ſauing 
the Minion, and the Iudich, fwhich was a ſmall barke of fiftie tunne, wherein was then Captaine 
maſter Francis Drake afozeſapd : the ſame night che (aid barke loſt vs, we being in great neceſſi- 
tie and info2ced to remooue with the Miniontwo bow-ſhoote fromthe Dpaniſy fleete, where we 
mutter all that night: and the next mozning wee weyed anker. and retouertd an Ii and a mile 
from the Spaniards, where a ſtozme tooke vs with a Nozth winde, in which we were greatly di · 
ftreſled,hauing but two cables and two ankers left: fo inthe conflict befoze we had loſt thzee ca- 
bles andtwo ankers. The mozrow after,the ſtozme being ceaſed andthe weather faire, we wei · 
ed, and let ſaple,being many men in number , and but ſmall toje of victuals to ſuffice vs fo2 any 
long time : by meanes whereof we were in deſpaire and feare that we ſhould periſh thzougy fas 
mine, lo that ſome were in minde to peelde chemlelnes to the mercy of the Spaniards, other 
ſome to the Dauaces oz Jnfidels, and wandzing thus certaine daies in theſe vnknowen ſeas. 
hunger conſtrained vs to eate hides , cats and dogs, mice, rats and munkies: tobe ſhoze, 
our hunger was ſo great, that wee thought it ſauourie whatſoeuer wee could get 

to eate. b | 
Andon theeight of October wee came co lanu egaine, in the boctomne of the bay of Mexico, 
| where wehoped to haue found ſome inhabitants, that wee migbt baue had ſome reliefe of victu- 
als,and a place where to reyaire our ſhip, which was ſo greatly bꝛuiſtd. that we were ſcarſe able 
with our weary armes to keepe foozth the water: being thus opmeſſed with famine on the one 
ſide,anddanger of dzowning onche other, not knowing whereto findreliefe , wee began to be in 
wonderfulldeſpaire,and we were of many mindes, amongſf whom there were a great maiy that 
div deſire our Generall to ſet them on land, making their chorſerather to ſubmit themſclues to 
themercieofthe Dauages oz Jufivels, then longer cohazarv themſelues ac ſea, where they terp 
wellſawe, that if they ſhould remaine together, if they p-riched not by dzowning , per hunger 
lwouldinfozcethemin the ende to cate one another: tu mbich requeſtour General! did very wil- 
linglyagree,conſidering with himſelfe that it was neceſſary foz him to leſlen his number, both to?

An che cuening ol the ſame vap, it being Mundap the eight of October, 1568, when we were 
all come to ſhoze, we found reh water, whereof ſome of our men dzunke ſo much that they bat 
almoſtcaſt themſelucsawap , fo wee could ſcarſe get life of them fo2 che ſpace of two o2 thier 
houres after: other ſome were ſoccuelly ſwollen, what with the dzinking in of the ſalt wer er ant 
-opuic a un what with the eating of the fruit which wee fi und on land, having a ſtone in ic much like an al 
ot ſtone trum. mond ( which fruit is called Capule) that they were all in very ill caſe, ſothat we were in a mant 
allof us both fceble,faint and weake. Er Ora 50 
The ner: mozning being Tewlvay, the ninth of October, we thought to crauell along 
bp the lea coaſt,to lecke out ſome place of habitation : ( whether they were Chyiltians oz Saus 
ges, we were indifferenc,ſo that we might haue wherewithall to ſuſtaine our hungry bodies) ant 
to departing from an hill where we had reſted all night, not hauing any dzie thzeed about vs, (fo; 
thoſe that mere not wet being not thꝛowen into the ſea, were thozowlp wet with raine,foz all th 
night it rained cruelly:)As we went from che hil,and were come into the plaine, we were great 
iy troubled to palle fo2 the gralle and weedes that grewe there higber then any man. On the let 
hand we had the ſea,and vpon the right hand great woods, ſo that ot neceſſitie we muſt needs paſſe 
on our wap Weſtward , thwonghchoſe marſhes; and going thus, ſuddenly we were aſſaulted by 
the Indians, a warlike kind of people, which are in a maner as Cantbals , although they doe not 
feebe vpon mans fleſh as Canibals doe, | 
Chichuaici a Theſe people are called Chichimici,and they vſeto weare their haire long, euen don to their 
arte? knees, they doe allo colour their faces greene, yellow, red and blew, whichmakethchemtoſecme 
verp ougly and terrible to beholde. Theſe people doe keepe warres agamſt the Spaniards, of 
whom thephaue bene oftentimes very cruelly hanvled : fo2 with the Spaniards there is no mer· 
cy, They perteiuing vs at our firſt comming on land, ſuppoſed vs to haue bene their enemies the 
bozdering Spaniards, and hauing by their fozerunuersdeſcried what number we were, and how 
Our men allal · feeble and weake without armour oz weapon, they ſuddenly accopding to their accuftomedma* 
led by rhe Cbi- ner, when they encounter with aup people in warlike fozte, raiſed a tertiule and huge trie, and ſo 
: came running fiercely vpon vs, ſhooting off their arrowes as thicke as haile, vnto whoſe mercy we 
were conſtrained to yeeld, not hauing amorgſt vs any kind of armour,ncz yet weapon, ſauing one 
caliuer, and two old ruſtie ſwoꝛds, whereby to make any rcſiſtance , oz to ſaue our ſelues: which 
when they perceiued, chat wee ſought not any other then fauour and mercie at their handes, and 
that we were not their enemies the Spaniards, they had compaſſion on vs, and came and cauſed 
vs all to ſit down : and when they had a while ſurueyed,and taken a perfect view ol vs, they came 
to all ſuch as had any coloured clothes amongſt vs, and thoſe they did ſtrip ſtarke naked, and cooke 
their clothes away with them, but thoſe that were apparelled in blacke they did not medole with- 
all, and ſo went their wapes, and left vs without doing vs any further hurt, onely inthe firſt bzunt 
Eight ofour they killedeightofourmen, And at our departure, hep perceiuingin what weake caſe we were, 
o- pointed vs with their hands which wap we ſhould goto come toatowneof the Spaniards, which

Lohn de Vllua, andthe other pozts of Tamiago, and Tamachos, which are two barrey hauens 
Qeſt and by South aboue thzeelcoze leagues from S. lohn de Viiua, hen we were all come 
cochecowne, the Gouernour there ſhewed himCelfe vcrp ſeuere vnto vs, and thzeatned to hang 
vs all: and then de demanded what money wee had, which incrueth was very little, foz the Judi: 
ans which we firltmet withall, hadin amaner taken all from vs, and of that which they left, the 
Spaniards which bꝛougbt vs ouer, tube away a good part aiſo : howbeit, from Go- 
dard the Goueraour here had a chaine of gold, which was giuen vnto him at Carthage ba, by the 
Gouernour there, and from others he had ſome ſmall ſtoze ofmonep : ſo that wee actounted that 
amongſt vs all he had the number of fiue hundzed Pezos, beſides the chaine of gold. 

And hauing thus (aciſfied himſelte, wben he had taken all that we had, he cauſedvsco be put in 
to a little houſe much like a hogſtie, where we were almoſt ſmoothered : and befoze we were thus 
ſhut vp into that little coat, they gaue vs ſome of the countrep wheate, called Mayz,ſooden, which 
they feeve their hogs withall. But manp ol our men which had bene hurt by the Indians at our 
firſt comming on land, whoſe wounds were very ſoze and geieuous, -deſired to baue the helyc of 
their Surgeons to cure their wounds. The gouernour, and molt of them all anſwerev, that wee 
ſhould haut none othcr Surgeon but the hangman , which ſhould ſufficiently heale vs of all om 
griefes : and thus reutling vs. and calling vs Engliſh dogs, and Lutheran herctikes,we remained 
the ſpace of th2ee dapes in this miſerable ſtate, not knowing what ſhould become of vs, woiting 
enerphouretobebereanedofourliues, | |

Wherinis ſhewed how we were vſed in Panuco, and in what fearc of death we were thete, 
and how we were caried to Mexico to the Viceroy, and of our impriſonment there 
and at Teſenev, with the coutteſies and cruelties wee received during that time, and 
| howintheead wee were by proclamation giuen to ſerue as ſlaues to ſundry gentlemer 
Spaniards, 
Ponthe fourth vap after our comming thither, and there remaining iu a perplexitie,looking 
 euerphoure when we ſhould ſuffer death, there came a greatnumber of Indians and v 
niarvs weaponed to fetch vs out of the houſe , and amongſt them wee eſpied one that bzougits 
greae many of new halters,at the ſight whereof we were greatly amazed, and made no other ac 
count but chat we ſhould peſently haue ſuffered death, and ſo crying ind calling to God fo} mer- 
cieand forgniueneſſeof our linnes, ve yepard ou lelves, making bs ready to die2 pra theend> 


—_— 
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as the ſcquel ſhewed, their meaning was not ſo: foz when wee were come out ot᷑ the houſe, with 
thoſe halterschep bound out armes behind vs. and ſocoupling vs two and two together, they tum 
mandedvs to march on thzoturh the towne, and ſo along the countrey from place to placetoward 
the citie of Mexico, which. is diſtant from Panuco Weſt and by South the ſpace of ninctie 
{cagues,hauingonely but two Dpaniarvs to conduct vs, they being accompanied with a great 
number of Indians warding on eicher ſide with bowes and arrowes, leſt we ould eſcape from 
them. Andcrauelling in thisozder,vpou the (ccond day at night we came vnto a towne whichthe 
Indians call Nohele, and the Spaniards call it Santa Maria : in which cowne there is ahouſe of 
white friers, which did very courteouſlpvſe vs, and gaue vs hote meat, as mutton and bzoth,and 
garmentsal(o to coucr our ſelues withal,made of white bayes: we ted very greedilyot the meat, 
andof the Jnvian kruit called Nochole, which fruit is long and (mall , much like in faſhion to a 
little cucumber, Dur greedy feeding cauſed vs to fall ſickeof hote burning agues, And here at 
this place one Thomas Baker one of our men died of a hurt: fo he had bene befoze ſhot with an 
arrow into the thꝛoat at the firſt incounter, iT | 

The nertmozrow about tenof the clocke, we departed from thence, voundewo e two together. 
aud garden as befo2e,and ſo trauailed on our wap toward Mexico, till we cameto a towne within 
foztp leagues of Mexico, named Meſtitlan, where is a houſe of blacke friers : and in this towne 
there are about the number ofrh2ce hundzed Dpantards, both men, women, and childzen. The 
friers ſent vs meat fromthe houſe ready vzeſſed, and the friers,and the men and women vſed vs ve⸗ 
rp courteoully, and gaue vs ſome ſhirts and other ſuch things as we lacked, Ot ce dur men were 
very licke of their agues,and with eating of another fruit called in the Indian congue,Guiaccos, 
which fruit did binde vs ſo ſoze , that foz the ſpace of tenne oz twelue dapes we could not eaſe our 
ſelues, The next mozning we departed from thence with our two Dpaniarvs and Jndtangary, 
asafozeſayd, Df cheſe two DSpaniardsthe one was an agedman,who all the way did very cour · 
ceoullp intreate vs, and would carefully go befoze to pꝛouide foz vs both meat and things neceſſa- 
ty tothe vitermoſt of his power: the other was a yong man ho all the wap trauelled with vs 
and neucr departed from vs, who was a verp cruell caiciue , and he caried a laueline in his hand, 
and ſometimes when as our men with very feebleneſſe and faintneſſe were not able to goe ſo faſt 
as he required them, be would take his iauelin in both his handes, and ſtrike them with the ſame 
vetweenethe necke and the ſhoulders ſo violently, that he would ſtrike them downe;then would 
he cry, and ſay. Marchad,marchad lugleſes perros, Luterianos, enemigos de Dios: whichis as 
much ta ſap in Eugliſh, as Marth, march on pou Englilh dogges, Lutherans, enemies to God. 
And the nert day we came to atowne called Pachuca, and there are two plates of that name: as 
this wwneof Pachuca, and the mines e Pachucs, which are mines of ſiluer, and are about ſire 
leagues diſtant from this towne of Pachucatomarvs the Nozthweſt. 
Pere at this cowne the good olde man our-Gouernour ſuffered vs to tap two dayes and two 
nights, hauivg compaſſion of our ſicke and weake men, full ſoze againſt the minde of the yoong 


they be un hozſe dacke they 
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Nueſtra Sennora. they call in the Spaniſh tongue, Nueſtra ſeunora de Guadalupe. At this piace there are certain 
cold bachs,which ariſe, ſpzinging vp as though the water did ſeethj : the water whereof is ſome: 
what b)ackilh in taſte , but very good to anythat haut any ſoze 0x wound, to wach tbemſeluet 
therewith,foz as they ſay it healeth many: and every ptere once vpon aut Lady day the people vſe 
to repairt thither to offer,and to pꝛap in that Church befoze the image, and they ſaꝝ that our La 
pp of Guadalupe doeth wozke a number ofmiracies. About this Church there is not any towne 

ol Spaniards that is inhabited, bur certaine Judians doe dwell thete in houſes of their own coun:

Here we were met witha great munberof Spaniards on hozſebacke, which came from Mexi 

co to ſee vs, both gentlemen, and men ofoccupations, and they came as people tu ſee a wonder; 

we wereftill called vpon to march on, and ſo about foure of the clocke iu the afternoone of the ſais 

nap we eutred into thecitie of Mexico, by the wap 02 ſtreet called Lacalle Santa Catherina: any 

we ſtayed not in any place till we came to the houſe oz palace ofthe Vice Roy, Don Martin Hen. 

riques, which ſtandeth in the middeſt of the city. hard by the marketplace, called La placa del Mar. 

queſe. Me had not ſtaytd any long time at this place, but there mas brought vs by the Spani- 

ards from the marker place great ſtoze of meat, ſufficient tohaueſatiſhed fine times ſo many ag 

we were :ſome alſo gaue vs hats, ę ſome gaue vs money: in which place we ſtayed fo2 the ſpace cf 

two houres, ę from chence we were conueped by water in two large Canoas to an hoſyital where 

Alben denen is certaine uf out men were lodged, which were taken befoze the fight at S. lohn de Vlua: wee 

puloners at ſhoulo haue gone to our Ladies hoſpitall, but that there were alſoſo many of our men taken be:

Vitua, np that came wich me from Panuco vyed within the ſpace of fourteene dayes: ſoone after which 
time we were taken fozthfrom that place, and put altogether into our Ladies hoſpitall, in which 
place we were courteouflpvſed, and viſited oftentimes by vertuous gentlemen and gentlewomen 
of the cicie,who bꝛought vs divers things to comfort vs withall, as ſuccats and matmilads, any 
ſuch other things, and would allo many times giue vs many things, and that very liberally, Jn 
which hoſpitall we remained fo2 the (pace of ſire moneths, vntill we were all whole and ſoundof 
bod, aud then we were appointed bp the Vice Roy to be caried vnto the townof Teſcuco, which 
is from Mexico Southwell diſtant eighe leagues: in whichcowne there are cercainehouſes of 
eozrection and puniſhment fo) ill people called Obcaches, like to Bridewell here in London: in- 
to which place viuers Tevians are ſofd foꝛ ſlaues, ſome ſoq ten peercs; and ſome fo3 twelue, Jt 
was no (mall griefe vuto vs when we vnderſtood that we ſhould be catied chithcr, and to bee vſev 
as flaues, we had rather be put to death: ho wbett there was no remedp, but we were cariedtothe 
 paiſon of Teſcnco, where we were uot put to any labour, hut were verptraicly kept, & almoſtfa- 
miſhed, vet bp the good pꝛouidence of our mercifull God, we happento there to meet with one Ro- 

beit Sweering bett Sweeting, uli was the ſonne of an Engliſhman bozneof a Spaniſh woman: this man could 

an Enguſhm i ſpeake very good Engliſh, and bp his means wee were holpen verp much with victuals from the 
Indians, as mutton, hennes bead. And it we had nut bene ſo relicwed;we had ſurely periſhed 2 

and pet all the pꝛouſion that wee had gotten that map was but ſlender, And continuing thus 

ſtraighely kept in pxiſonthere fo2 the ſpace of to moncths at the length wee agreed amongſt our 

ſelues to bzeake forth of pꝛiſon come of it what would, foꝛ we wert minded rather to ſuffer death 

then longer to liue ta that miſerable Kate, And ſohauing eſc aped out of pziſon,weknew not what 
may to ſlie fo2 the ſafotie ofour ſelues,the night was darke, and it rained cerribly, and not having 

anp guide, we went weknew not whither,and in che mozning, at the appearing of the day, we per- 

ceiuevour ſelues to be come hard tothe tity of Mexico, which 24 Engliſh miles frb Teſcuco.

12 tooke vs fo2 their ſernanes 02 ſlaues, vid ncw appatell vs thougꝭ 
out, with whom we abode, doing uch ſeruice as they appointed vs vnto, which was fox the 
molk part to attend vpoa them at the tavie, and to be as their chamberlaines,# to waite vpon them 
when they went abzoad, which they greatly accounted of: fo? in chat countrep no Dpaviarywitl 
{erus one another, but they are all of them attenned and ſerued by Jndians weekelp, and by Ne 
groes which be their flaues during their fe. In this ſoꝛt we remained and ſerued in the ſaid citie 
of Mexico, and thercabouts fo? the ſpace ot᷑ a yeere and ſomewhat longer. Afterwarvs many of 
vs were by our maſters appoinced to goto ſundzy of their Pines where they had to doe, and to be 
asouerſeersof the Negroes and Judians that labouredthcre. In which mines many of vs div 


polite & gaine greatly: fot firſt we were allowed thzee hundzed e zu a man foy a peere, which 


istheeſcoze pound ſterling , and beſides that che Indians and Negroes which wzoaght vaver 
aur charge, vpon our well vſing & intreattng of them, would at times as vpon Sauurvopes when 
hey had left wozke, labour foz vs, and blow as much ſiluer as ſhould be wozth vats vs 3 markes 
02 thereabouts, euery marke being wozth6 Pezos, and ahalfe of their monep, which 19 Pezos 
t a halſe, is wozth 4 li. 10s, of dur money, Sundyy weekes we did gaine ſo much by this meanes 
deſides our wages, that many of vs became very rich, and were woozth thee thouſand 02 foure 
thouſand Pe3os, kfo2 we liued and gained thus in chole Pines ſome thiee 02 fonte peeres, As 
concerning thoſe Gentlemen which mere deliuered ashoſtages,and that were kept tu pziſon, in 
the Uiceroy his houle, after that we were gone from out the garden to ſerne lum gentlemen 
as afo2eſaiv, they remained pꝛiſoners in the ſatd hone foz the ſpace of 4 moneths after their com- 
ming thither, at the end whereofthe fleete being reavie to departfrom . Iohn de Vllua, to goe 
fo} Spaine the ſaid Gentlemen were ſent away into Spaine with 
it crediblp repo)ted, inanp of them died with che cruell handling 


that doule can moze perfectly declare, Robert Barrecalſomaſter of the leſus, mas ſentaway with 
the fleet into Spanne the next peere following, where afterwards he ſuffered perſecytion in the

Now after that ſire yeeres were fully expired ſince our firſt comming into the Indies, in which 
time we had bene impꝛiſoned and ſerued in the ſaid countteys as is vefoze truclv declared, In the 
peere of our Lozd one thouſand five hunde ſeuentie foure, the Jnquiſition began to be eſtabli- 
ſhed in the Indies, very much againſt the mindes of many of the Dpantards themſclues : foz ne- 
ner vutiff this time ſince their firſt conquering andplanting in the Inches, were they ſubiect to 
that bloodie and cruell Inquiſition. The chiefe Jnquiſitoz was named Don Pedro Moya de 
Contreres, and lohn de Bovilla his companion, and lohn Sanches the Fiſchall , and Pedro de 
los Rios, the Secretary: they being come and ſecled, and lat en in a very faire houſe necre vnto 
the white F riers, conſidering with then chat theymuſt make an entrance and begraniug of 
thattheirmoſ deteſtable Jnqe in Mexico, tothe tertoꝭ of the whole countrep,chought 
queſtion, and ſv mach che rather , faz that they had 
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halfe, ans others foz ſome leſſe time, fo2:they came to pꝛiſon cuer as they were appzehended, Du 
ring which timt of our unpyiſonm̃t . at the firſt beginning we were often called befoze the Anqui⸗ 
ſitozs alone, and there ſeuerely examined of out lait, and commanded to ſay the Pater noſter, the 
Aue Maria, ę the Creed in Latin, which God knowerh a great number of vs could not ſap, other · 
wiſe then in the Engliſh tongue. And hauing the ſaid Robert Sweering who was our friend at 
Teſcucoalwapespyeſent with th lo; an interpꝛeter, he made repoꝛt fo} vs. ꝑ in our own countrey 
ſpeech we could lay them perfectly, although not wo zd foꝛ wozd as they were in Latin, Chen di 


they pꝛoteede to demand ol vs vpon our aches what we vid beleeue ofthe Sacrament, # whether 


there did remaine any bzead 02 wine after the woꝛds of conſecration, yea oꝛ no, and whether we did 
not belerue that the hoſt of bzead which the pꝛieſt did hald vp ouer his head, and the wine that mas 
in the chalice,was the verytrue and perfect body & blood at our Dautour Lhiilk ,yeaozno: To 
which if we anſwered not pen, chen was there no wap but death, Then they would demand ofvg 
what we did rememberofour ſelues,what opinions we had held,02 had bin taught co hold tantra 
ry to the fame whiles we were in England: to which we fo2 the ſafety of our liues were conftra;- 
ned to ſay, that we neuer div beleeue , no; had bene taught otherwiſe then as befoze we hav ſapy, 
Then would they charge vs that we did not tell them the truth, that they knew the contrary, and 
therfoze we thould cal our ſelues to remembzance,+make them a bettet anſwer at the next time, 
els we ſhould be rackt, and made to confeſſe the erueth whether we would 02 no, And ſo comming 
againe befoze them the uext time, we were lill demanded ol out beliefe whiles we were in Eng. 
land, and how we had bin caught, + alſo what we thought 02 did know of ſuch of our owne 

ny as they nin name vnto vs.ſo that we couldneuer be tree from ſuch demands and at other times 
they wouldpzomile vs, that if we would tell them trueth, then (hould we haue fauour & be ſet at li 
bertie, although we very wel knew their faire ſpeeches were but means to intrap vs, to the 

amd loſſe af our liues: howbeit God ſo mercifally mought foꝭ vs by a ſecret meanes that we had, 
that we kept vs ſtill to our firſt anſwer, ę would ſtil ſay that we had told the trneth vnto them, and 
knew no moge by our ſelues no any other of our fellows then as we had declared, and that fc2 our 
ſinnes anyoffeucesin England againſt God and our Lady,o2 any of his bleſſed Saints, we were 
beartily ſozy fox the ſame,auddidcry God mercp,and befought the Inquiſitoꝛs fo Gods ſake,con» 
ſidering that we came into thoſe countreys by fozce of weather, ; againſt our wils, and chat neuer 
in all our lines we had either ſpoken oz done any thing contrary to their lawes,thac the rich they 
would hauemerey vpũ vs. Yet all this would not ſerue:foz ſtil from time to time we were called 
vpon to confeſle, and about the ſpace of 3 moneths befoze they pꝛotet ded to their ſeuere iudge- 
ment, we were al racket, and ſome enfozcedto btter that againſt themſelues. which afterwards coſt 
them their ues, And thus hauing gotten kr our owne mouths matter ſufficient fe them tu pꝛo⸗ 
ceed in iudgement againſt vs, they cauſed a large ſcaffold to be made in the middeſt of che market

to God and all the way as chey went there were ſome of the Inquilitoꝛs themſelues,andofthe fa- 
nuliarsof that rakehel02der that ctitv to the exccutioners, Strike, lay on thole Englich herctiks 
Luthcrans, Gods enemies : and ſo this hozrivle ſpectacle being ſhewed round about the citie, 
they returned to the Jjuquiſicozs houſe, with their barkes all goze blood, and ſwollen with great 
bumps and were then taken from their hozſes, & carried againe to ppiſon, where they remained 
vntill they were ſent into Spaine to the gallies, there to receiue the reſt of their martirvome: and

Alle theſe things were in doing. came newes that all the Engliſhmen were gone, pet 
were there eight hundzed men made out vnderthe leaving of ſeueral Captains, wheroftwo hun- 
ned were ſent to the pozc of S. lohn de Vllua, vponthe Nozth Sea vnder the conduct of Don 
Luys Suares, two hunv2ed were ſent to Guatimala inthe South ſea , who had fo; their captaine 
john Cortes, two hundzed mote were lent to Guatulco, a poꝭt of the South ſea, ouer whom went 
Don Pedro de Robles, and to hundzed moze were ſent to Acapulco,the poꝛt where 
it was ſafd thar Captaine Drake had bene. Andthey had foz Captaine doctoꝛ Robles Alcalde de 
Corte, with whom J Miles Philips went as interpꝛeter, hauing licence giuen by the Tnquiſt+ 
tos, (hen we were come to Acapulco, we found that Capcatue Drake was departed from 
thence, moze then a moneth befoze we came thither. But pet our captame Alcalde de Corte there 
pꝛeſently embarked himſelte iu a (mall ſhip of thꝛeeſcoʒe tunne 02 thereabouc, hauing alſo in com- 
panie with him two other ſmall varkes, and not paſt two hundzed men in all, with whom J went 
s interpꝛeter in his owne ſhip, which God knoweth was but weake and ill appointed, ſo that foꝛ 
tertaine ik we had met with Captatne Drake , he might eaſily haue taken vs all: Te being im⸗ 
barked kept our courſe and ranne South ward towards Panama, keeping ſtill as nigh the ſhoze 
as we could, and leauing the land vpon our lefthand,andhauing coaffed thus foꝛ the ſpace of eigh⸗ 
teene 02 twentie dayes, and being moze to the Mouth then Guatimala, we met at laſt with other 
hips which came from Panama, of whom we were certainely infoꝛmed that he was cleane gone 
off the coaſt moze then a moneth befoze : and ſo we returned backe to Acapulco againe, and there 
landed, dur Captaine being thereunto fozced, becauſe his men were very ſoze ſea-ſicke : All the 
while that I was at Sea with them, I was a glad man, foz A hoped that if we met with maſter 
Drake, we ſhould all be taken, ſo that then I ſhould haue beene freed out of that danger and miſe- 
rie wherein J lined, and ſhould returne td mine owne countrey of England againe. But miſſing 
thereof, when Jlawe there was no remedte but that we muſt needes come on land ag aine, little 
doeth any man know the ſozow and griete chat inwardly J feit, although outwardly J was con- 
ſtrainedto make faire weather of it. And ſo being landed, p next moꝛow after, we began our iour- |

uen weekes oz thereabouts, Qur capcaine made repozt to the Uicerop what he had done, and how 
farre he hadtrauelled , and that fo certaine he was infozmedthat captaine Drake was not to be 
heard ol, To which the Uicerop replied and ſaid, Surelp we ſhall haue him ſhoꝛtly come into our The Spaniſh 
' handsd)iuen a land though neceſſitiein ſome one place ozother, fo he being now in theſe ſeas of Dicerop p10- 
Sur,it is not poſſible foz him to get out of them againe. ſo that if he periſh not at ſea, pet hunger wil e. 
fonte him to land. And then againe J was commanded by the Uiceroy that J ſhould not depart the 
citie of Mexico, but al waies be at my inaſters houſe in a rradineſſe at an houres warning, when 
ſoeuer I ſhouldbe called: foꝝ that notwithſtanding within one moneth after certaine Spaniards 
going to Mecameca, 1 8 leagues from Mexico, to [end away certaine hides and Cochinilla , that

from his father, who in trueth was the man they ſought foz: Do I being arreſted, and bꝛougbt be 
koꝛe the Juſlices, there was a great hurly burly about the matter, everyman charging me that J 
was the ſonne of ſuch a man dwelling in Mexico, which L flatly denied, affirming that J knewe 
not the man, yet would they not beleeue me. but vrged ſtil vponmechat J was he that they ſouglt 
fo2,and ſo I was conueied awap to pꝛilon. And as J was thus going to p2ilon , to the further in 
creaſe of mp griefe, it chanced that at that very inſtant there was apooze man in the pꝛeſſe that 
was come to towne to ſell hennes,whotold the Juſtices that they did me wong,and that intruth 
he knew very well that A was an Engliſhman and no Spaniard, They then demanded ol him 
how he knew that, and thꝛeatned hun that he ſaid ſo fo2 that he was my companion, and ſought to 
conuep me away from my father, o that he alſo was thzeatned to be lam in pziſon with me: he foz 
the viſcharge ofhimſelfe ſtood ifly in it, that J was an Englihman, & one of captaine Hawking 
men, and that he had knowen me weare the S. Benito in the Blacke-friers at Mexico, fo z 0 4 
whole peres together: which when they heard, they fozſooke him, and began to examine mt aney, 
whether that ſpeech ot his were true, yeaozno,whicy when thepperceiued that J coulp not denie, 
and perceiuing that I was run from Mexico, # came thither of purpoſe coconuep mp ſelfe away 
with the fleete, J was preſently committed to pꝛiſon with a ſozrowfull heart, oſten wiſhingmy 


elfe that that man which knew me had at that time bene further off: howbeit he in ſinceritie hay 


compaſſion of my diſtreſſed eſtate, thinking by his ſpeech, and knowing of me, to haue let me free 
rem that pzeſent danger which he ſam mne in: howbeit, contrary tohiserpectation, I was there- 
by bzought into my ertreme danger, ano to the hazard of my life, yet there was no remedy but pa⸗ 
tience perfoꝛce. And J was no ſooner bought into pꝛiſon, but J had a great paire of bolts clapt on 
my legs, aud thus I remained in that pꝛiſon fo? the ſyace of 3 weekes, where were alſo many o· 
ther pꝛiloners which were thither committed fox ſunoyy crimes, condemned to the gallies, Du- 


ring which time of impꝛiſonment there, A found amongſt thoſe my pzilon-fellowes ſome that had 


knowen me befozein Mexico, and truely they had compaſſion of me, & would ſpare of their victu- 
als and any thing e s chat they had to doe me good:amonglt whom there was one of them that tel 
me that he vnde rſtood by a ſetcret friend of his which alten came to the pyiſon to him, that J (holy 
be ſhoz:lyſent backe againe to Mexico by wagon, (9 ſqone as the flecte was gone from S. lohn de 
Vllua, fo Spaine. This pooze man mp pzilon-fcllew of himſelfe, & without any requeſt made by 


me, cauſed his ſaid friend which came often vato him to the grate ofthe pꝛiſon, to bzing him wine 


and victuals,to buy foꝛ bim 2 kntues whichhad files in their backes,which files were ſo wel made 
that they would ſerue & ſuffice any pꝛiſoner tofile off his irons, # of thoſe kniues 0z files he bought 
one to me, told me that he had cauſed it to be made fo2 me, and let me haue it at that very piice it 
coſt him, which vias 2 Pezos the value of 8. s. of our money: which knife when J bad it, J was a 
ioykull man, and conueted the ſame into the foote of my boot, vpon the inſide of my left leg, and ſo 
within 3 02 4 daves after that I had thus receiued my knife, I was ſuddenly called foz,#bzought 
befoze the head Juſtice which cauſed thoſe mp trons with the round bolt to be ſtric ken off and ſent 
to a Smiths in the towne, where was a new paire of bolts made teadp foz me of another faſpion, 
which had a bꝛoad iron barre comming betweene the ſhackles, and cauſed my hands to be made 
faſt with a paire of manacles,andſo was J pꝛeſently laid into a wagon all alone, which was there 
readie to depart with ſundzp other wagons, co the number of 60, towardes Mexico, and they all 
were laden with ſund zy merchandiſe which came in the fleece out of Spaine. 

The wagon that I was in was fozemoſt in all che companie , and as we trauelled I being a 
lone in the wagon , began to trie if I could plucke my hands out of the manacles , and as God 
would, alchough it were ſome what painefull fo2 me, yet my handes were ſo liender that J could 
pull them out, and put them in againe, and euer as we went, when the wagon made moſt noyſe, 
and the men were buſieſt, J would be wozking to file off mp bolts, e trauelling thus fo2 theſpate 
of $ leagues from Vera Cruz, we came to an high hill, at the entring vp of which ( as God would) 
one of the wheeles of the wagon wherein J was, bꝛake, ſo that by that meanes the other wagons 
went afoze,and the wagon-man that had charge of me ſec an Indian Carpenter a wozke to mend 
the wheele : and here at this place they baited at an hoſtrie that a Negro-woman keepes : and at 
this place, fo2 that the going vp of che hill is very ſteepe, fo2 the ſpace of two leagues and better, 
thep doealwaies accuſtome to take the moiles of 3 o 4 wagons,and to plate them all cogither fo? 
the dzawing vpofone wagon, and ſo to come downe againe, and fetch vp oihers in thatozder, All 
which came very well topaſle : foz as it dzew cowards night whenmoſt of the Wagoncrs were 
gone to dam vp their wagons,inthisſozt I being alone bad quickly filed off mp boltcs, and ſo 


lat wouree tag eſpping mp time in che varke of the cuening befoze they returned domne the hill againc, J con- 


lc apt 


ueyed my ſelle into the woods there adioprung, carrxing my bolts and manatles wahme,gafew 
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piſcuits, and two ſmall cheeſes, And being come into the woods, I thzew mp y2ons into athicke 
buſh, and then couered them with molle and other things, and then ſhifred ſoꝛ my ſelfe as I might 
all that night. Aud thus by the good pꝛouidence of Almughtie Gov, J was reed from mine pzons 
all ſauing the collar that was about my necke, and ſo gut my libertie the ſecond time. 


Chap. 7. 


Wherein is ſhewed how I eſcaped to Gaatimala, vpon the South ſea, and trom thence tothe 
port of Cauallos, where I got paſſage to goe in:o Spaine, and of our arriuall at Manana; 
and our comming to Spare, where I was againe like to haue bene committed priioner, 
and how through the great mercy of God! eſcaped, and came home in ſa fetit into Eng- 
land in February 1582. 


TY nert moꝛning (day light being come) I perceiteo bythe Sunne riſing what wap to take 
to eſcape their hands, foz w en 4 fledde,J tooke the way into the woods vpon the left hand: 

and hauiag l ft that wap that went to Mexico vpon mp right hand, I thought cokcepe mp courſe 

as the woods and mountaines lay, ill direct South as ncereas J could: by meants wher: of J 

was ſure coconuey my leife farre pncu : from that wap that went to Mexico. And as I was 
thus going in the woods, J ſaw many great fires made ta the Noꝛth not paſt a league from the 
mouataine where J was; and traualling thus in mp bootes with mine pzon coller abcut mp 
necke, and mp bread and cheeſe , the very ſame foxenoone I mette with a company of Indians 
which were hunting of Deere foz their ſuddenance: to whom J ſpake in the Mexican tongue, 
and told them hom that I hadof a long time bin kept in pziſon by the cruel Spanyarvs,and vid de⸗ 
ſire them to helpe me fileto off miney2oncoller,w\ich they willingly vid: reioyting greatly with 
me, that I was thus cſcapey out of the Spanpards hands, Then J deſired that I might haue ous 
of them to guide mee out ol choſe deſert mountaines towatdes the South, which they alſo moſt 
willingly did: and ſo they brought mee to an Indian towne 8. league viſt ant from thence, names 
Shalapa, where J ſtapedthꝛee dapes,fo2 that J was ſomewhat ſickely, At which tu wne ( with the 
gold that J had quilted in my dublet) J bought me anhozle of one ofthe Indians, which coſt mee 
5. pezos, and ſo trauailing South, within the ſpace of a. leagues I happened to overtake a grap 
Frier, one that I had bene familiar withall in Mexico, whom then I knewe to be azealous good 
man, and one that did muchlament the crueltie vſed ſk vs by the Inquiſitoꝛs, and tt uc iy hee 
vled me very courteouſip: and J hauing confidence in him did indeede tel him, that J was minded 

to aduenture to lee if I could get out of the ſayd countrey if J could finde ſhipping, and did there 

foze pꝛay bim of his apde, directian, and abuiſe herein, which he faichfullp did, not onely in direct 

ing me which was mp ſafeſt way to crauaile,bur he alſo of himſelfe kept me company fo2 the lpace 

of tice dayes,and cuer as we came tothe Indians houſes( who vſevand intertained vs well) hee 

gathered among them in money to the value of 20,pezos , which at my departure from him her 

treely gaue vnto mee. Do came J tothe citie ot Guarimala vpon the South ſea, hich is diſtant cuxine on 
from Mexico about 250. leaguts, where J ſtayed 6. dapes, fo2 that my hozſe was weake, And d Soutp ſea. 
from chence Jcrauailed till South and by Eaſt ſeuen dayes journey, by certaine Indian 

cownes, vntill I came to an Indian towne diſtaat from Mexico, direct zog. leagues. Any 

here at this towne enquiring to go to the Pont de Cauallos in the Nozthealt ſea, it was anſwercy 

that ia trauailing thither J ſhoilldnot come to any towne in 10. 02 12. dayes iourney: ſo hcere J 

hire two Iadians tobe my guides, and J bought hennes, and b2ea to ſerue vs ſo long time, and 

tooke with vs things to kindle fire euer nigh, becauſe ot wilde beaſtes, and to dꝛeſſe out meate: 
and cuery night when we reſted , mp Iodian guides would make two great fires, betweene the 
which we placed our ſelues and mp ho2(e, Any inthe night time we ſhouldheare the Lions roare, 

with Tygres,Dunces, andother beaftes, and ſome ofthem we ſhould ſee in the nicht, which had 

eyes ſhinmg like fire, And trauailing thus foz the ſpace of twelue dapes , wee came ac laſt to the | 
pont ot Cauallos vpon the Eaſt ſea, diſtant from Guatimala South and by Eaff, two hundzeth porn de co 
leagucs, and from Mexico 450,02 thereabouts, Th'sis 2 harbozough fo? ſhippes, and is * 
without either caſtle oz bulwarke. I hauing diſpatched away mp giiides,wentdowne tothe Þa- 

rn, where J law certaine ſhips loden chieflp with Canary wines, where A ſpake with one of the 

Paders, whoaſked me w hat Conntrey man I was, and J told him that I was tome in Grana- 

o. he ſato,that then J was hiscorintrepmian, I required himthat A night paſſe bome with him 

in hia (hip,pay:ng fox mppaſoge: and he ſad yea, ſo that J had a ſafe conduct,o letter ceſfimonial 

to ſhew.that he might incurre no vanger; foꝛ laid he, it may be that you haue killed ſome man,oz be 

indebted,and wauld therefore ra away, To that J OT there was not any ſtitch cauſe, 

S ei. 
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cl. in the end we grew to a pʒite, that foz 60.pezoshe wouldcaty me into Spaine: a glad man 
was J at this good hap, and J quickly ſolde my hozle, and — — hennes and bead 
to ſerue me in my e; And thus within 2,dayes after we ſer ſalle, and neue: taped vntill we 
came to Hauana,which is diltant from puerto de Cauallos by (ea 5o0Jeagues : where we found 
the whole fleete of Spaine,which was bound home from the Indies, And heere J was hired fo; a 
ſouldicr to ſerue in the Admiral ſhip of the ſame flecte,wherem the General himſelf went. There 
landed while J was here 4.ſhips out of Spaine, being all full of ſouldiers and ozdinance, of which 
number there were 200,men landed here, 4. gaeat baſle pieces ol oꝛdinante, although the cattle 
were befoze ſufficiently pꝛouided: 200. men moꝑe were ſent to Campeche, i; tettaine oꝛdinante: 
200. to Florida with ozdinance: and 1 oo. laſtiy to S. lohn de Vllua. As foz ozvinance there they 
haut luffitient, and of the very ſame which was ours, which we had in the leſus, and thoſe others 
which we had planted inthe plate, where the Vice-roy betraped Mi. Hawkins our gentral, as haih 
vent veclared, The ſending of thoſe ſoulviers to tuerp of thole Pozts, and the lrengthening of 
them, was done by commandement from the king of Spaine,who wzote alſo by them to the gene · 
ral of his fleete,giting him in charge ſoto doe, as alſo directinghim whac courſe he hould keepe in 
his comming home into Spaine, charging him in any hand not tocomenigh to the plesof Acores, 
but to keepe his courſe moze to the Nozrhward,aduertifing him withal, duhat number and yo wer 
of French ſhips of warre. and other, Don Antonio had at that time at Tergera, & the ples afope⸗ 
laid: which the general ol che fleere wel conſidering. and what great ſkoze of riches he had to bing 
home with him into Spaine, did in all very ductifully oblerue and obep : foz in trueth he had in his 
ſaid fleete 3 7. ſaile of ſhips, and in eucrpofthem there was as good as 30. pipes of ſiluer one with 
another, beſides great ſtoze of golu, Coctunilla, ſugars, hides, and Cana Fiſtula, with othet d po- 
thecarydzugs. This our general, who was called Don Pedro de Guzman, did pzouidentiptake 
oder fo2,foz their moſt ſtrength and defence, if nerde ſhould he, tothe vttermoſt of his power, ans 
commanded vpon paine of death, that neither paſſenger noz ſoulvier ſhould come aboozd without 
his [woꝛd and harquebuſh, with ſhot and powder, to the end that they might be the better able toen: 
counter the fleete of Don Antonio, if thep ſhould hap to meete with them, oz any of them: and euer 
as che weather was faire,the ſaidgeneral would himlelf go aboozdfrom ene ſhip to another toſce 
that every man had his ful pzouilion accoꝛding tothe commandement giuen, Pet to ſpeake truely 
what I thinke,twogoodtall ſhips of warre wofild haue made a foule ſpoile amongſt them, Foz in 
all this fleete thert were not any that were ſtrong and warlike appointed, ſauing only the Admiral, 
and Uice-admtral: And againc ouer and beſides the weakeneſle and the ill furniſhing of the te. 
they were all ſodceply laden, chat they had not bene able (if they had bene charged) to haut held 
out any long fight, Wel,hus we ſec ſaile, had a very ill paſſage home, che weather was ſo cons 
trary. Ve kept our courſe inmaner Noꝛtheaſt, and bzought our lelues to the height of 42,vogrees 
of latituve,to be ſure not to mette with Don Antonio his fleete, and were vpon our voyage from 
the ol June, vntill the 10,of Deptember, and neuer ſaw land till we fell with the Arenas Got- 
das hard by S. Lucar. Aud there was an ozder takenthat none ſhouldgoe on ſhoare vntill he hav li 
cence : as foz me, I was knowen by one in the ſhip, who told the Palter that I was an Engliſh 
mT, which (as God would)it mas mp good hap to heare: foz if J had not heard it, it hadcoſtme my 
life. Notwithſtanding, I would not take any knowledge of it, andleemed to be mery i pleaſant, 
dat we were all come ſo wel in ſafety, Þzeſently after, licence came that we ſhould go on ſhoare, 
and J p2efled to be gone with the firſt: howbeit,the Maſter came vato me. ſaiv,Sirra,you mult 
xe wichme to Siuil by water: I knew his meaning well inougb x that he meant there to offer me 
vp as a ſacriſice to the Doly houſe. Foz the ignozane of anumber of theſe ſuperſtitious Spa- 
niards is ſuch, that they thinke that they haue done God good ſeruice , when they haut bzought 3 
Lutheran hetttikt to the fire to be burnt: fo2 ſo do they account of vs. Tel, I perceiuingallthis, 
tooke vpon me not to lulpect any thing, but was ſtill iocund i; mery: howbeit,J knew it ood me 
vpon to ſhift foz my lelfe. And ſo wapting mp time when the Mater was in his cabbin alleepe, I 
conueped mp ſelle ſecretly downe by the h20wds into the ſhip boate, and made no tay but cut the 
rope wherewichal ſhe was moared,and fo by the cable haled on ſhoze, where I leapt on land,s let 
the boate goe whither it would. Thus by the helpe of Gov J eſcapev that nap, c then neuerſtaped 
| af S. Lucar, but wentallnight by the wap which A had ſeene other take toward Sivil : ſo chat the 
nertmozning J came to Siuil, andſought me out a — — 
which was weauing ol taffataes; and being intertained J ſet my (elfe cloſe to my wozke,and dur 
not fog my life onct tu ſtirte abzoad foz feare of being knowen: and being thus at my worke, wuh⸗ 
fn 4. daxes after I heard one of my ſellomes ſay hat he heard there was great inquiry made foz an 
Engliſhman that came home in he fieete: what an heretique Lutheran(quth 2 wa it, J would 
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to God I might knowe him, ſurely A would pꝛeſent him to the Holy houſe, And thus J kept iti 

within d002es at my woꝛke, and fained my ſeife not well at eaſe, a chat I would labour as J might 

to get me new clothes, Aud continuing thus fox the ſpace of z,moneths J called ſoʒ mp wages, 

and bought me all things new, different from the apparell that J did weare at ſea, and pctdurſt 

not be ouerbold to walke abzoad: and after vnderſtanding that there were certaine Engliſh ſhips 

at S.Lucar bound fo England. I topke a boat and went aboozb one of them, and deſired the Pa 

ſter that I might haue paſſage with him to goe into England, and told him ſecretly that I was one 

of thoſe which Captaine Hawkins did ſet on ſhoze in the Indies: he very courtecully pꝛayed me to 

haue him ercuſed,fo2 he durſt not meddle with me,@p2aped metherefozccoretucne from whence 
Jcame,Chich when J perceiued, wich a ſozowfal heart, God knoweth, I tooke my le aue of him, 

not without watry cherkes. And then J went to S. Mary port, which is 3. leagues from $,Lucar, 
where J put my ſelfe to be a ſouldier to goe in the king of Spaines Gallies, which were honnd foꝛ | 
Maiorca,and comming thither inthe end of the Chziſtmas holivapes, I tound there two Engliſh — 
ſhips, the one of London, and the other of the Teſt countrey, which were ready fraighted and Enguſk hug 
(taped but od a faire wind. To the Paſter of the one, which was of the Wet councrep went J, from ae: 
and told him that J had bene a. yeeres in Spalne to learne the language, and chat I was now deſi- 

rous to goe home and ſee my friends, foꝛ that J lacked maintenance: and ſo haning agreed with 

him foz my paſlage, I tooke ſipping. And thus though the pꝛouidence ol Almighty God, after 

16. yetres abſence, hauing ſuſtained many and ſundpy great troubles and miſeries, as by this dif- 

conrſe appearcth, I came home to this mp natiue countrepof England in theyeere 15 8 2. inthe 

moneth of Febzuary, in the ſh p called the Landret, and arrived at Poole.

LY WY OO the riuer, were all taken into the other pinneſles, except two that tooke hold one 


of another, and were caried away by che ſea-hozle. This monſter hath the iuſt pꝛopoꝛtion of a 
hozſe,ſarringthat his le gs be ſho2t, his teeth very great, and a ſpan in length: hee vleth in the night 
to goe on land into the woods, ſeeking at vnawares to deuoure the Negroes in their cabbins. 
whom they by their vigilancie pꝛeuent, and kill him in this maner. The Negroes keepe watch, 
and diligently attend their comming, and when they are gone into the woods, they fozthwith lay a 
great tree ouerthwart the wap, ſo that at their returne, foz that their legs be ſo ſhozt, they cannot 
goe ouer it: then the Negroes let vpon them with their bowes,arrowes and darts, and ſo deſtroy 
them. | . 
41 thence we entred the riuer callt d the Caſſertoes, where there were other Carauels tra 

ding with the Negroes, and them we tookt. Ju this Jland bet wixt the riuer and the maine, treeg 
grow with Oiſters vpon them, There grow Palmito trees, which bee as high as a ſhips maine 
matt, and on the ir tops grow nuts, wine and ople,whichthey call Palmito wine and Palmito cyle. 
The Plantan tree alſo groweth in that countrey; the tree is as bigge as a mans thigh, and as high 
as a firre pole, the leaues thereof be long and bꝛoad, and on the cop grow the fruit which are celley 
Plantanos: they are crooked, and a cubite long, and as bigge as a maus wit, they growe on tlu⸗ 
ſters: when they be ripe , they be very good and daintie to eate: Sugar is net moze delicate in 
taſte then tyep be. = | 

Fromthence with the Angel, the Iudich, and the two pinneſſes, we ſailed to Sierra leona, where 
our Generall at that time was, who wich the captaines and ſouldiers went vp into the riuer called 
Taggarin, to take atowne of the Regroes, where he found thee kings of that countrey with fiftie 
thouland Negroes beſieging the lame towne, which they could not take in many peeres befote, 
when they had warred with it. Dur General made a bzeach entred, e valiantly cooke the towne, 
wherein were found fiue }Iozeugals which peelded themſelues to his mercy , and hee ſaued their 
liues: we tooke & caried thence fox craffique to the Weſt Indies 500, Negroes, The thꝛee kings 
dzoue 7000.Negroesintop ſea at low water, at the point of the land, where they were all dzows 
ned in the Oze, lo that they could not take their canoas to ſaue themſelues. Uee returned backe 
againe in our pi to the ſhips, and there tooke infreſh water, and made ready ſaple towards 
Rio grande. At our comming thither we entred withthe Angel, the Iudich, and the 2. pinneſles, 
and Saud there ſeuen Portugal Carueſs, which made great fight wich vs, In the ende by Gods 
helpe wee wonne the victozp, and dzoue them to the ſhoze, from whence with the Negroes they 
fled,and we fetcht the caruels fromthe ſhoꝛe intothe riuer. The next mozning M. Francis Drake 
with his caruel,the Swallow, and the William and Iohn came into the riuer, with captaine Dud- 
ley and his ſoulviers, who lauded being but a hundzed ſouldiers, and fought with ſeucn thouſand 
Negroes, burned the towne,and returned to our Generall with the loſſe of one man. 

Juthat place there be many muſke - cats, which bzeed in hollow trees: the Negroes take thin a 
net. & put them in a cage,4nouriſh them very daintilp, x take che muſke from them with aſpoone. 

Now we directed our courſe from Guineatowards the Weſt Indies. 

And by che way died Capt aine wes f 

In lapyling towards the Indies, the firſt land that we eſcryev, was the Jland called Dominica, 


| where at our comming we ancozed,# tooke in freſh water and wood fo2 our pzouiſion:which done, 


we ſayled tomatds the Jland called Margarica, where our Generall in deſpite of the Spaniards 
anchozev,landed,@ tooke in freſh victuals, A mile off the Jlandthereis a rocke in the ſea, where⸗ 
indoe bzeede tnanp fowles like vnto Barnacles: in the ng went out in our boates,and with 
cudgels we killed many of them, and bzought them with many of their egs aboozd with vs: their 
egges be as bigge as Turkies egges, and ſpeckled like them, Te did eate them, and found them 
verp good meacc. | 
From thence wee ſapled to Burboroata, which is in the maine land of the Weſt Indies: there 
we came in,mozedour ſhips,and taried two moneths trinuning and dzeſſingour ſhips, and in the 
meane time traded with certaine Spanpards of thatcountrey, There our Generall ſent vs vaco 
atowne called Placencia, (which ſtood on a high hii) to haue intreated a Biſhop that dwelt there 
fo2 his fauour friendſhip in their lawes,who hearing of our comming, fo2 feare fozſooke q town. 
In our wap vp the hil to Placenc ia, wee found a monſtrous bent mous wozme with two heads: 
his body was as bigge as a mans arme, and apard long: our maſter Robert Barret did cut hum in 
ſundet with his woꝛd and it made it as blacke as if it were coloured with ynke. 
Vcere be many Tpgers,monſtrous aud furious beaſts, which by ſubciltie deuurt and deffroy 
many men: they vſe the traded wayes e wil ſhew themſelues twiſe oz thziſe to the trauellers, ann 
lo depart ſecretly lurking till they be pat, then ſupdenly e at vnawatreꝝ they leape —_—

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deuoure chem: they had ſo vſed t wo of our companp,had not one of them looked behind, Dur Ge⸗ 
nerall ſent thee ſhips vnto the Aland called Coragao, to make pꝛouiſion fo2 the reſt, where they 
remapned vntill his comming, Mee lent from thence the Angel andthe Iudith to Rio de Hacha; 
where we anchozed befoze the cown. The Spaniards ſhot thzee pieces at vs from the ſhaꝛe, whom 
we requited with two of ours, and ſhottethzough the Gouernours houſe: we wayed anchoz,# an- 
thoꝛed againe without ſhot of the cowne, where wee rid fiue dayes in deſpite of the Spanyarys, 
and their hot, Ju the meane ſpace there came a Caruel of aduiſe from S. Domingo, whom with 
the Angel, and the ludich wee chaſed anddzoue to the ſhoze : we feccht himfrom thence in ſpice of 
200, Spaniards bargubuſh ſhoc, and anchozev againe befoze the towne, and rid there wich chem,

till our Generals comming, who anchozed,landed his men, and valiantly tooke the Towne, with Rio det« Hits: 
the lolle of one man, whoſe name was Thomas Surgeon : wee landed and planted on the ſh91 fog 9% 


our ſafecies,our field ozvinance: we dzoue the Spaniarus vp into the country abone two leagues, 
wherebythey were tufozced to trade with our General, to whom he ſold moſt part of his Meg ros. 

In this riuer we killed a monſtrous Lagartooz Crocodile in this poꝛt at ſunne ſer: ſcuen of vs 
went in the pinneile vp into the Niuer, carying with vs a vogge,vnto whom with rope-parne we 
bound a great hookeof ſtecle, witha chaine chat had a ſwiuel, which we put vnder the dogs belly, 
the point of the hooke comming ouer his back faſt bound, as afozeſaid:we put himouer boozd, and 
vered out our rope byliclc and litle, rowing away with our boate: the Lagartocame & pzeſently 
ſwallowed vp the dogge, then did we rowe hard, till we hadchokedhim: he plunged and made a 
wonderful ſtirre in the water: we leapt on ſhoze, and haled hun on land: he was 23,foote by the 
rule,headed like a hogge, in body like a ſerpent, full of ſcales as bzoad as a ſawcer : his taile long 
and full of knots as bigge as a fawcon ſbotte: be hath foure legs, his fecre haue long nailes like 
vnto a dzagon: we opened him,tooke out his gues,flaped him, vzied his ſkinne. and ſtuffed it with 
draw, meaning to haue bzought it home, had notthe ſhip bin caſt away, This monſtcr will carp a- 
way and deuoure both man and hozſe, | 


From hence we ſhapen our courſe to Santa Martha, where we landed, traded, and ſold tertaine 3% Manta. 


Negroes : there two ol our company killed a monſtrous adder , going towards his caue with a 
Conie in his mouth: his body was as bigge as any mans thigh , and ſeuen foote long: vpon his 
tuple he hadſirteene knottes, euery one as bigge as a great walnut, which they ſay, dot ſhew his 
age: his colour was greene and yellow : they opened him and found two conies in his bellp. 

From thence wee layled to Cartagena, where we went in, mozevour Shippes , and would 
haue traved with them, but they ourit not fop feare ofthe Ring: wee bzought vprhe Minion a- 
gainſtthe Caſtle, and ſhotte at the Caſtle and Towne : then we landed in an Aland, where were 
many gardens: there in a cane we fornd certaine Bocijos of wine, which wee bzought away 
with vs, in recompence whereof, our Generall commanded to be ſet on ſhoze woollen and linnen 
cloth, to the value thereof, From hence by foule weather wee were fozcevco ſecke the Paze of 


Carrager.. 


Saint loba de Vilua, In our way chwart of Campeche we met wich a Spaniard, aſinalihip, cage. 


who was bound fo2 Santo Domingo: he had in him a Spaniard called Auguſtinde villa nucua, 
who was the man that betrayed all the Noble men in the Indies, and cauſed them to be beheaved, 


wherefoze he with two Friers flevcoS.Domingo : them we tooke and bzought with vs into the 


Portof$.loha de Vllua. Out Generall made great account of him, and vſed him like a Noble 
man: howbeitin the ende he was one of them that betrayed vs. Then wee had mozed our ſhips, 
and landen, wee mounten the Ozdinance that wee found there in the Jlande, and for our Cafe: 
ties kept watch and warde. The nert day after wee diſcouered the Spaniſh fleete, whereof Lu- 
con a Spanpard was Genetall : with him came a Spanpard called Don Martin 

whom the king of Spaine ſeutto be his Uice-rop of the Indies. Oe ſent a Pinnefſe with a

oftruce vutoour General, to nome of what Countrey thoſe were that rode there in Barren

victuals and all other neceſſarics,and I will goe out on the one ſide ofthe Pont, and he ſhall came 
in on the other ſive. The Spanyard returnedfo2 anſwere, that he was aUtce-rop,andhad a thou 


lany men. x therefoze he would come ini Dur Generall ſayd. It he be aUi Irepꝛeſent my 
Dueenesperſon,+ J ama Uice · roy as well as he: andif he haue a my powder and 
ſhot will take the better place, Then the Uice · roy after counſell among themſelues, yeeldey to 


our Generalsvemaund, [wearing by his King and his Crowne, by bis commiſſionand 


chat he had from his Ring, that ber would perfozme it, and thereupon pledges were ginen on 
boch parts. Dur Gt nerall bearing a godly and Chziftianminde, vopde at fraude and deceit, iud·

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rectiued che like from them: but the faichleſle Spanpardes,in coſtly apparell gaue of the baſeſt of 
their company, as afterwardes it was well knowen, Theſe things finiſhed, pzoclamation wag 
made on both ſides, that on payne of death no occaſion ſhould be giuen, whereby any quarel ſhould 
grow to the bꝛeach of the league, and then they peaceably entred ihe po2t, with great triumph on 
both ſides, | 

The Spantarvs pꝛeſently bꝛought a great Hulke,a ſhipofſire hundzed , andmozed her by the 
ſide of the Pinion, and they cut out poꝛts in their other ſhips, planting their ozdinance towards 
vs, in the night they filled the Hulke with men, to lay the Pinion aboozd , as the ſequel did ſhew, 
which made our General doubtful of their dealings: wherefoze,fo2 that he could ſpeake the Spa- 
nich tongue, he ſent Robert Barret aboozd the Vice · roy. to knowe his meaning in thoſe dealings, 
who willed him with his company to come in to him, whom he commanded pꝛeſently to beſet in 
the bilbo wes, and fozthwith a Coꝛnet (fo2 a watchwoꝛd among the falſe Spaniards) was ſoun- 
ded foz the entetpꝛiling of their pꝛetendedtreaſon againſt our General, whom Auguſtine de vil- 
la noua fitting at dinner with him, ſhould then pꝛeſentiy haue killed with a poynado which hee hay 
pꝛiuily in his leeue, which was eſpyed and pꝛeuented by one John Chamberlayne, who tooke the 
poynado out ot his flecue, Dur General haſtily roſe vp, and commanved hun to be put pꝛiloner in 
the Stewards roome, x to be kept with two men. The faithlefle Spanyards,thinkingallthings 
to their deſire had bene finiſhed, ſuddenly ſounded a Trumpet, and therewith thzee hundzed Dya: 
niards entred the Minion, whereat our General with a loude and fierce voyce called vntovs, (ap- 
ing,God and Saint George, vponthole traiterous villaines, and reſcuethe Pinion, Itruſt in 
God the day ſhalbe ours: and with that the Parinerse ſouldiers leapt out of the Ieſus of Lubeck 
into the Minion , and beat out the Spanpards , and with a ſhot out of her fiered the Spaniards 
Qiccadmirall,where the moſt part of 300. Spanpards were ſpopled , and blowen over boozd 
with powder. Their Adiirall alſo was on fire halle an houre: we cut our cables, wound off our 
ſhips, and pꝛeſently fonght with them: they came vpon vs on euery ſide, and continued the fight 
from tenof the clocke vntil it was night: they killed all our men that were on ſhoze in the Jland, 
ſauing tier, which by ſwimming got aboozd the Ieſus of Lubeck. They ſunke the Generals 
ſhipcalled the Angel, and tooke the Swallow: the Spaniards Admirall had aboue thzeeſcoze ſhot 


vereof. though her: many ol his men were ſpopled : foure other of their ſhips were ſunke. There were 


in that fleete,and that came from che ſhozeto reſcue them, fifteene hundzed : we flew of them fiue 
hundzed and fourtie, as we were credibly infozmed by a note that came to Mexico, In this fight 
the leſus of Lubeck had fiue ſhotte th1wughher mapne Paſt : her foze-maſt was ftrooke in lun 
der vnder the hounds with a chapne ſhotte, and her hull was wonderfully pearced with ſhotte, 
therefoze it was vnpoſſible tobzing her away. They ſet two of their owne Dhippes oa fire, in 
tending thercwithtohaue burnt the lcſus ol Lubeck, which we pꝛeuented by cutting our cables 
in the halle, and winding off by our ſternefaſt, | 

The Minion was foꝛced to ſet ſaile and ſtand off rom vs, and come to an anker without ſhot of 
the Alland. Dur Generall couragioully cheered vp his ſouldiers and gunners , and called to S- 
muel his page ſoꝛ a cuꝑ of Beere, who hought it him in a ſiluer cup, and hee dzinking to all men 
willed the gunners to ſtand by their Dzvinance luſtily like men. Oe had no ſconer ſec the cup out 
ol his hand. but a demy Culut rin ſhot ſtroke away the cup and a Coopers plane that ſtoode by the 
maine maſt, and ranne out on the other ſide of the ſhip: which nothing viſmaiv dur Generill, loꝛ be 
ceaſed not tu incourage vs, ſaying, feare nothing, foz God, who hath pzeſeruev me from this ſhot, 
will alſo deliuer vs from theſe traitours and villaines. Chen Captaine Bland meaning to haue 
turned out ofthe poꝛt, han his maine maſt ſtroke ouer boowd with a chaineſhot that came from the 
ſhoze, wherefoze he anktred fired his ſhip,tooke his pinneſſe with all his men, and came aboozd the 
leſusof Lubektoour Generall, who ſaiyvnto him, that he thought he would not haue runne away 
from him: he anſ weren, that he was not minded to haue run away fromhim, but his intent was 
to haue turned vp, and to haue laid the meathermolt ſhip of the Spaniſh fleete aboo w, and fired his 
thip in hope there with to haue ſet on ſire the Spaniſh ſlerte, hee laid ik he had done ſs he had done 
well. Aich this, night came on. Our Generalicommanded the Minion, fo2 ſafegard ofher maſts 
to be bzought vnder the Ie ſus of Lubecks lee: he willed M. Francis Drake to come in with the 1u- 
OTE the Minion abood, to take iu men and other things neevefull , and to goe out, and 

At night when the wind came offthe ſhoze, wee ſet ſaple, and went out in veſpite ofthe Spa- 
nyards andtheir ſhot,where wee ankered , with two ankers vnder the Alland, the wind being 
Noztherly, which was wonderfull vangerous, and wee feared euerp houre to be dziven with the 
leeſhoze,Juthe end when the wind tame larger, we waiey anker, and let ſaile, ſerking the 4 


—— —— 


ſiluer he could not haue had, 

And thus our Generall departed to his ſhip, and we remained on land, where fo our ſafe ties 
fearink the wild Indians chat were about vs, we kept watch all night, and at Sunne riſing wee 
marchey on our way, tee and ihꝛee ina ranke, vntill that we came into a ſielde vaver a groue, 
where the Indians tame vpon vs, aſking vs what people we were, and how we came there. Two 
of our company, namely Anthony Goddard, and Iohn Corniſh, fog that they could ſpeake the 
Spanthh tongue, went to them, and ſaid wee were Engliſhmen, that neuer came inthat coun- 
trep befoze,and that we had lought with the Dpaniards,and foz that we lacked viccuals,our Ge- 
nerall let vs on ſhoze: they aſked vs whither we ifitenvcy to goe, we laid to Panuco. The 
taine ofthe Indians willed vs to giue vnto them ſome of our clothes & ſhirts, which we did: then 
he bad vs giue them all, but we would not ſo doe, whereupon Iohn Corniſh was then ſlaine with — 
an arrow, which an Indian boy that ſkoode by the Captaine ſhot at him, wherekoze hee ſtroke the 
ho on the necke with his bo w, that he lay od dead, and willed vs tofollow him, who bzought vs 
into a great fielde, where we found freſh water: hee bad vs ſit downe about the pond any dzinke, 
u he with his company would goe in the meane ſpace to kill ſiue 02 ſire Deere, and bing them 
vs. Ve taryed there till thzee of the clocke,but they came not: there one of our company whoſe 
name was Iohn Cooke, with foure other departed from vs into agroue to ſecke reliete, where 
melently they were taken bythe Indians, and ſtript as naked as cuer they were bozne, andſore- 
turned to vs. : 

Then we diuided our ſeiues into ewoparts,halfe to Anthony Goddard, anvthe reſt to Iames Anthony God. 
Collier, and thus ſcuerally we ſought fox Panuco, Anthony Goddard with his company,bid vs 
karewell, they paſſed a riuer, where the Indians robbed manp of them of their clothes, and ſo pal · A river. 
ling on their way, came to a ſtony hill, where they ſtayed. lames Collier with his company that tanes Colle 
dap paſſed the ſame riuer, and were alſo robbed, and one of them ſlaiue by chance : wee came that 
night vnto the hill, where Anthony Goddard aud his company reſtev, there we remained til moꝛ 
ning, and then we marchev altogether from thence, entring betweene two groues , where the 
Indians robbed vs cf all our clothes, and left vs naked, they hurt manp, and killed eight of vs. 8. Enati- 
Three dayes after we came to another ciuer,there the Indians ſhewed vs the way to Panuco, and Anacher rng 
o left vs: we paſledthe riuer into the wiluernes, where we made wyeaths ol greene gralle, which 
we wound about our bodies, to keepe vs from the Sunne, and gnats of that Countrey. Ule tra- 
uelled there ſeuen vayes, and ſeuen nights, bekoꝛe wee came to Panuco, feeding on nothing but — 2 
roots, and Guiauos,a fruit like figs, It our comming tothe riuer of Panuco two Spaniſh hozſe: . 
men came ouer vnto vs in a Canowe: they aſked vs how iong we had bene in the wilvecneſſe,and 
where our generall was,foz they knewe vs to be ol the company that hadfaught with cheir coun- 
trimen: we told themſeueudapesand ſeuen mghes,and fo2 lacke of victuals our Gent tall ſet vs 
on ſhoze,v he was gone away with his ſhips. They returned tu their Gouerncur, who ſent them 

with ſiue Canowes tu bying vs all ouer. Which done, they ſec va in arap, where a himdzedhozſe- 
men with their lances , came fozceablp vpon vs. but din not hurt vs, they tat tied vs pyiſoners to 
Panuco, where we remainedone night, In the riuer of Panuco thert is a fiſh like acalfe, the Spa 
nyardscall it a Mallacin,hee hath a ſtone in his head, which the Indians vſe foz the viſeaſe of the 
Collicke,in the night he commeth on land, and eatethgraſſe, I haur eaten of it, and it eateth not 
much vnlike tobacon, From thence we were ſent to Mexico, which is 90 leagues from Panuco, 
Jn our way thither, 20 leagues fromthe ſea ſide, I did ſee white Crabs running vp * 
| ands. 
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ſands, J hauc eaten of them, and they be very good meat, There groweth a fruit which the Spa- 
nyards call Auocorres,it is opoꝝtioned like an egge, and as blacke as a cole,hauing a ſtone mie, 
#fiditis an excellent good fruit. There allo growetha ſtrange tree which they call Magueis, it 
{crueththem to manp vles, below by the root they make a hole, wherat they do take out of it twiſe 
eucry dap a certatne kinv of icour. which they ſeeth in a great kettle, till the third part be conſu 
med, that it ware thick, it is as wect as any hony, and they do eat it. Aithin 20. daies after that 
they haue taken al the liccur from it, it withereth. x they cut it down /e vle it as we vſe cur hempe 
here in England, which done, they conuert it to many vſestok ſome part they make mantlcs,ropes, 
and thzeed:oft!;e ends they make needles to ſow the it ſaddles, pannels, ⁊ other furniture toꝛ their 
hoꝛſes: of the reſt they make tyles to coner their houſes, and they put it to many other purpoſes, 

And t hus we came to Mexico, which is (:ueno2 eight miles about, ſeated in a great fen inuite⸗ 
ned with 4 hils, it hathbut two wayes ot entrance, andit is full ofcreeks;inthe which in their Ca- 
nowes they palſe krom place to place to the Jilands there within, Ju the Indies oꝛdinatilp thꝛet 
times a peere bee wonderfull earthquakes; which put the people in great feare and danger: du 
ring the time ol two peeres that J was in Mexico, J ſaw them ſixe times: when they come they 
thzow downe trees, houſes, and Churches, There is a citie 25. leagues from Mexico, called 
Tlaxc alla, which is inhabited with a hund ed thouſand Indians, they goe in white ſhirts, linnen 
bzecches,andlong mantles, and the women we are about them a garment much like vnto a flan⸗ 
nell petticote. The kings pallace was the firſt place that wee were bought vnto in Mexico, 
where without we were willed to fic do wne. Much people, men, women, and childzen came wan 
dzing about vs,mauy lamented onrmiſery,#ſome of their clergy acked vs i we were Chyiſtians, 
we laid, we pꝛaiſed Gov, we were as good Lhyiltians as they: they aſked how they might know 
that, we ſaid,by our confeſſions, From thence we were carried in a Canow to a Tanners houſe, 
which ſtandeth a little from the citte: the next moming two friers and two pꝛicſts came thithet to 
vs, and willed vs to bleſſi 8, and ſay our papers inthe Latin tongue, that they might vn- 
derſtand vs, many ot our company did ſo, whereupon they returned to the viceroy, and told him 
that we were good Chꝛiſtians, and that they liked vs well, and then thep bzought vs much telicke, 
with clothes, our ſicke men were lent to their Holpit als, where many were cured, and many died. 
Ftom the Tannershouſe we were led tu a gentlemans place, where vpon paineof death we were 
charged to abide, and not to come into the citie,thither we hav all things neceſſary bzought vs: on 
Sundapes and holy dayes much people came, and bꝛought vs great reliefe. 

The viceroy pꝛattiſed to hang vs. and cauſed a paire of new gallowes to beſet vp, to haue ere: 
cuted vs, wherunto the noblemen of that countrep would not conſent, but pꝛayed hun to ſtay vntil 
the ſhip ol adiuſe bzought newes from the king of Spaine, what ſhould be done with vs,fo2 they ſaid 
they could not find any thing by vs, whereby they might lawfullp put vs co death. 

The viceroy then commanded vs to be (cnt to an Iſland there by. and he ſent foz the Biſhop ot 
Mexico. who ſent foure pꝛieſts to the Iſland, to examine and confeſſe vs, who ſaiv,that chevicerop 
would burne vs, when wee were examined and ccafeſſed ac coding to the lawes of the countrey. 
They returned tothe Bichop, and told him that we were very good Chaiſtians, The Biſbop cer 
tiſied the vicerop of dur examinations and confeſſions , and ſaid that wee were good Chiiltians, 
therefoꝛe he would not meddle with vs. Then the viceroy ſent foz our maſter R. Barret, hom he 
kept p2iſoner in his pallace, vntill the fleete was departed fo2 Spayne. The reſt of vs he ſent to a 
towne ſeuen leagues from Mexico called Teſcuco, tu card wooll among the Indian ſlaues, which 
dꝛudgery we viſdained, and concludedto beet our maſters, and ſo wee did: wherefoze they ſent to 
the vicerop, deſiring him fo2 Gods ſake ann uur Ladies, ta ſend foꝭ vs, foz they would not keepe 
vs any longer, they ſaid that we were deuiis and no men. 

The vicerop ſent fo2 vs, and impꝛiſoned vs in a houſe in Mexico, from thence he ſent Anthony 
Goddard. ſ᷑ ſome other ot our company with him into Spaine, with Lucon, the General that tooke 
vs:the reſt ok vs ſtated in Mexico two pexes atter, and then were ſent pꝛiſoners intoSpaine, with 
Don luan de Velaſco de Varre, admitall and generall of the Spanilh fleet, who caried with bim 
in his ſhip. to be pꝛeſented to the K. ok Spaine, the anatomie of a giant, which was ſert from Chi- 
nato Mexico, tu the viceroy Don Martin Hennquez, to bee ſent to the king of Spaine ſoꝭ a great 
wonder. It did appeare by the anatomie, that he was of a monſtrous ſize,theſkull ot his head was 
neere as bigge as halle a buchel. his necke · bancs, ſhoulder · plates, arme - bonts, andall other linea 
ments ol his other partes, were huge and monſtrous to behold, the ſhanke ol his legge from the 
ankle to the knee was as long as from any mans ankie vp to his waſt, and of bigneſle accopvingiy 

Ac this time. andin this ſhip, were alſo ſent to be pꝛeſented to ihe king of Spainc, two cheſs 


fullofearth with ginger growing in them, which were allo ſent from Chins to be lent to the ww 
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of Spaine. The ginger runneth in the ground like to liccogas, the blades grow out of it in length u deſcrip lo: 
and pꝛopoztion like vnto the blades of wild garlicke, which they cut euer p fifteene dayes, they vſe ot ainger 
to water chem cwile a dap, as we doe our herbes here in England, they put the blades in their pot- 
age, and vſe them in their other meates, whole excellent tauour and taſtis very delightfull, and 
pꝛocureth a good appetite, | 
When we were thipped in the Pozt of S. Iohn de Vllua, the Generall called our maſter Ro- 7 5 7 © 
bett Bartet and vs withhim into his cabbin,# aſked vs if wee would fight againſt Engliſhmen,if 
we met them at the ſca, we ſaid that we would not fight againſt our Crowne, but if we met with 
any other, we would do what we were able, He ſaid if we had ſatd otherwiſe , he would not baue 
belecued vs, and fo2 that we ſhould be the better vſed, and haue allowance as other men had: and he 
gaue a charge to euery one of vs, accoꝛding vnto our knowledge. Robert Barret was placed with 
the piloce, A was put in the gunners roome, William Cawſe withthe boat-ſwaine, lohn Beare 
wich the quarter-maſters, Edward Rider, Geffrey Giles, with the 02dinarp mariners, Richard 
che maſters boy attended on him and the pilote: ſhoztly after we departed from the pore of S. Iohn 
de Vllua with all the fleete ofSpaine , fox the poꝛt called Hauana: wee were 26, dayes ſapling aua 
hither, There wee came in. ankered, tooke in kreſh water, and ſtayed 16. dayes fo2 the fleete of 
Nombre de Dios, which is the fleet that bzings the treaſure from Peru. 
The Generallof that fleet was called Diego Flores de Valdes, After his comming. when he 
had watred his ſhips, both the fleetes ioyned in one, and Don luan de Velaſco de Varre was the 
frit fifteen dates Gencrall of both che fleets, who turning thꝛough the chaneli of Bahama, bis pi 
lote had like to haue cal away all che fleet vpon the Cape called Cannaueral, which was pꝛeuen 
ted by me lohn Horcop, Four maſter Robert Barret: foʒ being in the ſecond watch eſcricd land, 
aid called to Robert Barret, bidding him looke ouer booꝛd, fo J ſaw land vnder the lee-bow of 
the ſhip:he called to the boat-ſwaiae,s bid bim let flie the foze ſaile ſheat, and lay the heim vponthe 
lee, and caſt che ſhip about. Then we were caſt about, we were but in ſeuen fathome water: we 
ſhot off a piece, giuing aduice tothe fleet to caſt about, and ſo they did. Foꝛ this we were belouedol 
the Gencrall,and all the fleet. The Generall was in a great rage, and ſwoje by the king, that he 
would hang his pilote: foꝛ he ſaid, that twiſe befoze he had aimolt caſt away the Admirall.TAhen 
it was dap, he commandeda piece to be ſhot of, to call to coancill : the other Admirall in his ſhip . 
came vp to him,and aſkev what the matter was, be ſaid, that his pilote had caſt away his ſhip and 
ell the fleet, had it not bene koꝛ two ol the Engliſhmen, and therefoze he would hang him, The 
other Admirall with many faire woꝛds perſwaded him tothe contrary, | 
When we came in the height of Bermuda, we diſcouered a monſter iu the lea, who ſhewev him 
ſelfe thꝛee times vnto vs ſrom ihe middle vpwards, in which parts hee was p2opozcioned like a — —_ 
man, of the complection of a Mulato oʒ tawuy Andian. The Generall did commaund one of his amn 
clearks to put it in wꝛiting. and hee certiſied the King and his Nobles thereof, Bꝛeſently after 
chis oz the ſpace offirceene dayes we had wonderful foule weather, and then God ſent bs a faire 
wind, vntill ſuch time as we diſcouered the Aland called Faial, 
Ons. lames dap we maderackcts,wheeles,andother fire-wozkes,co make paſtime chat night, 
ag it is the oꝛver of the Syanyards.Uhen we came neere the land, our maſter R. Barret confer. 
red with vs, tot ake the pinneſſe one night, when we came on the Jland called Tercers, to free ou 
(elues fromthe danger and bondage that we were going into, whereunto we agreed: nonc had a» 
ay pinneſſe aſterne then but our ſhip, which gaue great courage to our enterpꝛile : we pꝛepared a 
vagge ol bzead, and a Botijo of water, which would haue ſerued vs nine apes , and pꝛouided our 
ſelues to goe: our aſter boꝛrowed a ſmall compaſle of the Paſter gunner of the ſhip, who lent 
it him, but ſuſpected his intent, and cloſelymade the Generallpziupto ic, who foꝛa time viſſem- 
vledthe matter. Inthe ende ſeeing our pꝛetenſe he called R.Barrer,commanding his head to bee 
put in the ſtocks, and a great payꝛe ol pꝛon bolts on his legs, the reſt of vs co be let in the ſtocks 
dy the legs. Then he willed a peece to be ſhot off, and hee ſenc the pinneſle koꝛthe other Admirall, 
and all the captaines, maſters and piluts ot both fleetes to come aboozd of him, pe commanded the 
. mapne-pard fo be ſtrooke done, and to put 2. pullies, on euerp pard-arme one; the hangman was 
callev,and we were willed to confeſſe our ſelues, fo he ſwoꝛe bp the king that he would hang vs, 
When the other Admiral, and the reſt were come aboo)d.he called them into his counſel-cham- 
ver. and told them that he would hang the maſter of the Engliſhmen, and all his company. The Ad- 
mirall, whole name was Diego Flores de Valdes,aſkedhim whcrefoze : he ſapd, that we had de⸗ 
cerminedtoriſe inthe night with the pinneſſe, and with a ball of fire-wozke to ſet the ip on fire, 
and goe our wayes: theretoze, ſayd he, I will haue pou the Captaines, Paſters, and Pilotes, to 
ſet your hands vnto that, foꝛ I ſwe axe by the king that J will hang them.

e iber he was gone, the Generell came to the maine maſk to vs, and ſwore by the king, that we 
ſwould not come out ofthe ſocks til we came into Spaine: within 1 6. dayes after we teme ouer the 
Bar of S. Lucat, and came vp to the Hurcados, then he put vs into a pinneſſe in the ſtochs, and ſent 
vs pꝛiloners to the Contratation houſe in Siuill. F rom ihence after one yere we bꝛake pꝛiſon on 
S. Steuens dap at nig ht, 7. of our company eſcaped, Robert Batret, J lob Hortop, Iohn Emerie, 
Humphrey Roberts, and John Giibert were taken, and bꝛought bac ke to the contratation boule, 
where we remainedin the ſtocks till t welke tive was paſt, Then our kecper put vp a petition to 
the Judge of the contratation houſe,that we might be ſent tothe great pziſon houſe in Sivill, fox 
that we b2oke pꝛilon, whereupon we were pyeſently led thither,wſſere we remained one moneth, 
and then from thence , to thecaſtell of the Inquiſition houle in Tiiana , where wee centmutd one 
pete: which expired, they bꝛeught vs out in pꝛoc eſſion, euery one of vs hauing a candle in his hand. 
and the coate with S. Andre wes ctoſſe on our backs: thep bought vs vp on an high ſcaffold, that 
was (et vp in the place ot᷑ S. Francis, which is in the chieke Rrectof Siuill: there they ſer vs downe

82 ten yeeres,and then to be bought backe to the Jnquiſition houſe, to haue the coate wich S. An- 
dre wes crolle put on our backs, and from thence to goe to the cuerlaſting pꝛiſon remevilefſe, and 
ſo we were returned from the ſcaffolv from whence we came, Thomas Marks, Thomas Ellis 
were called, and had ſentence to ſerue inthe Galleys eight pecres, and Humphrey Roberts, and 
lohn Emery to ſerue ſiue peetes, ⁊ ſo were returned tothe benches onthe lc , where we ſate 
till foure ofclocke inthe afternooge, Then we were led againe to the Jnquiſition houſe, from 
whence we were bought. The nert dap in the mozning Breſinia the treaſurer came thither co vs, 
and deliuered to cuety one of vs his ſentence in wyiting. J with the rell were ſent to the Gallies, 
where we were chained foure and foure together;euerp mans daily allowance was 26,0unces of 
courſe blacke biſket and water our clothing fo2 the whole peere two ſhitts,two paire of detches 
of courſe canuas,a red coat ofcourſe cloth,ſoone on, and ſoone off, and a gowne of haire with afri- 
ers hood: our lovging was on the bare boozws,and banks ofthe Gallies,our heads and beards were 
ſhauen euery month, hunger, thir t, cold, and ſtripes we lacked none, til our ſeueral timeserpired, 
And after the time of 1 2,yceres,fo2 I ſeruey two peeres aboue my ſentente, I was ſent backe to 
the Juqniſicion houſe in Siuill, and there hauing put on the coat with S. Andrewes cruſſe, A was 
ſent to the tuerlaſting piiſon remevileſſe,where J woze the coat 4. perts, then vpon great ſuit, 
J had it taken off foꝛ 50,duckets, which Hernando de Soria treaſurer of the kings mint lentme, 
1590 Whom J leruedfoz it as adzudge 7, peres,and vatil themoneth of October laſt, : 3590. and then A 
came from Sivill to S. Lucar, where I made meanes to come away in a flie-boat, that was laven 
with wines and ſalt, which were Flemings goods, the king of Spaines ſubjects, dwelling in Siuil, 
maried to Spaniſh women, and \wozne to theit king. Jn this moneth of October laſk,departing 
from S. Lucat, at ſea,off the ſouthernmoſt Cape, we met an Eng lich ſhip callev the Galeon Dud- 
ley, who took the Flemming. e me out of him, e hought me to Portſmouth, where they ſet me on 
1590 land, the a. day of December laſt paſt, 1590.

the worſhipfull Þ.Roberr Thorne te to the ſayde king Henry the 8. in the ytert 1527. by do 
ctor Leigh his ambaſſadour ſent intoSpaine to the Emperour Charles the fiſt, whoſe woes bee 
theſe. Now reſt to be diſcouered the North parts, the which it ſeemerth vnto me, is one ly yout 
dighnes charge and dutie, becauſe the ſituation of this your realme is there unto neerelt an 


apteſt of all other: and alſo, for that already you haue taken ii in hand. And in mine opinion

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will not ſeeme well to leaue fo great and profitable an enterpriſe, ſeeing it may ſo eaſily and

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with ſo litle colt, labour and danger be followed and obteined. Though hicherto your grace Kot: 


haue made thereof a proofe, & found not the commoditie thereby as you truſted,at this time 
it ſhalbenone impediment: for there may be now prouided remedies for things then lacked, 
and the inconuemences and lets temooued, that then were caule your graces deſite tocke nc 
tull effect: which is, the courſes to be changed, and to follow the aforeſayd new courles, And 
concerning the mariners, ſhips,and prouiton, an order may be deuiſed and taken meete and 
conuenient, much better then hitherto: by reaſon whereof, & by Gods grace, no doubr your 
purpoſe ſhall take effect. And whereas in the afoꝛeſayd woꝛdes M. Robert Thorne ſayth, that 
he would haue the old courſes to bee changed, and the ncwe courſes to the Noꝛth to be followed 
It may plainely be gathered, that the fozmer voyage, whereof (wiſe oz chile he maketh mention 
whercin it is like that ſir Thomas Pert and Sebaſtian Cabot were ſet fooꝛth by the king, was 
made towarde Braſill and the South parts. Moꝛeouer it ſeemech that Gonſaluo de Ouiedo, a 
famous Spaniſh wꝛiter, alludech vnto the layde voyage in the beginning of the 13. chapter of the 
9. booke of his cencrall and natural hiſtoꝛie of the Ccſt Indies, agreeing very well with the time 
about which Richard Eden waitcth that the foꝛeſaid voyage was begun. The authoꝛs woꝛdes are 
theſe, as J finde them trauſlated into 7 talian by that excellent and famous man Baptiſta Ramu- 
ſius.

Et poi ſi partirons alla volta q Europa, dome (i crede, che non gangeſſero, perche non 
ſe ne ſeppe pin nnona mai. This extract impoꝛteth thus much in Engliſh, to wit: That in the peere 
1517, mEngliſh Rouer vnder the colour of trauelling to diſtouer, came with a great ſhippe vnto 
the parts of Braſill on the coaſt of the firine land, and f.om thencche croſſed ouer vnto this Jland of 
Hiſpaniola, and arriued neere vnto the inouth of the hauen of this crtic of 8. Domingo, and ſent 
his ſhipboate full of men on ſhoare, and vemaunved leaue to enter into this hauen, ſaying that hee 
came with marchanviſe to tralfique, But at that very inſtant the gouernour of the caſtle Francis 
de Tapia cauſed a tire of oꝛdinance to be ſhot from the caſtle at the ſhip, foꝛ ſhe bare in directly with 
the hauen. Ihen the Engliſhmen ſawe this, they wichdꝛew themſclues out, and thoſe that were 
in the ſhipboate, got themſelues with all ſpcede on ſhipbooꝛd. And in truech the warden of the ca 
ſtle commitced an ouerſight: for if the ſhippe had entred into the hanen, the men thereof could not 
haue come on lande without leaue both of the citic and of the caſtle, Thereſoze the people of the 
ſhip ſeeing how they were receiued, ſayled toward the Jlaud of S. lohn, and entring into the pozt 
of S. Germaine, the Engliſh men parled with thoſe of the towne , requiring victuals and thmgs 
needefull to furniſh their ſhip,and complained of the inhabitants of the city of d. Domingo, ſaying 
chat they came not to doe any harme, but to trade and traffique fo2 their money and merchanvile. 
In this place they had certaine victuals, and foꝛ recompence they gaue aud paid them with certain 
veſſeli of wzought tinne and ocher things, And afterward they departed toward Europe, where 
it is thought they arriuednot : foꝛ wee neuer heard any moze newes of them. Thus farre pꝛocee 
deth Gonſaluo de Ouiedo, who though it pleaſe him to call the captain of this great Engliſh (ip 
arouer,yet it appeareth by the Engliſhmens owne woꝛds, chat they came to diſcouer, and by ther: 
craffique foꝛ pewter veſſell aud other wares at the towne of S. Germaine in the Tland of S. Iohn 
de puerto rico, it cannot bee denicd but that they were furniſhed with wares fox honeſt traffiqui 
md exchange. But whoſoeuer is conucrſant in reading the Poztugall and Spaniſh vniters of the 
Caſt d Weſt Indies. ſhall commonly finde that they account all other nations fo) pirats, roucrs 
and thetues, which viſite any heathen coaſt that they haue once ſayled by 02 looked on. Howbcit 
thetr paſſionate and ambitious reckoning ought not to bee pꝛeiudiciall to other mens chargeable 
ad painefull enterpꝛiles and honourable trauels in diſcouerie. 
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A briefe note concerning a voyage of one Thomas Tiſon an En. 
gliſh man, made before the yeere 1526. to the Welt Indies, & of his abode 


there in maner of a ſecret factor tor tome Engliſh marchants, which vnder hand had 
trade thither inthoſe daycs : taken out of an olde ligicr-bocke of M. Nicolas Thorn, 
the elder,a worſhiptull marchant of Briſfol. 


Q T appcarcth out of a certainc note o of remembzance, in the cuſtodie ot mice 
Richard Hakluyt, wꝛitten 1526. by maſter Nicolas Thorne the elder, a pyincipall 
5 marchant of Briſtol, vnto his friend and factour Thomas Midnall, and his ſeiuant 
William Ballard at that time remaining at S. Luc at in Andaluz ia: that befqe the 
A ſapd peere one Thomas Tiſon an Engliſhman had found the way to the TUeſt 12. 
dies, nid was there reſident : vnto whom the afozeſapd . Nicolas Thorne ſent armour and other 
commodities ſpecified in the letter afozeſapd. This Thomas Tiſon (ſo farre as J can coniecture) 
map ſeeme to haue bene ſome ſecret factouc foꝛ P. Thorne and other Engliſh marchants in thoſe 
remote partes; wherercby it is pꝛobable that ſome of our marchants had a kinde of trade to the 
2Ueſt Indies cuen in thoſe ancient timcs and befoze alſo : neither dor J lee any reaſon why the 
Spaniards ſhould debarre vs from it at this pꝛeſent. | 


The firſt voyage of the right worſhipfull and valiant knight 

fir lohn Hamtins, ſometimes treaſurer of her Maieſties nauie Roial, made

SY 82 I repoꝛts of that peoplc. And being amongſt other particulars aſlurtd, chat Ne- 
D pros were very good marchandiſe in Hiſpamola, and that ſtoze of Negros 
might eaſily bee had vpon the coaſt of Guinea, reſolued with himſelfc to make iriall thereof, aud 
communicated that deuiſe with his woꝛſhipfull friendes of London: nameiy with Sir Lionell 
Ducket, ſir Thomas Lodge, M.Gunſon his father in lam, ſir William Winter, M. Bromfield,and 
others. All which perſous liked ſo well of his intention, that they became liberall contributers and 
aducnturers in the action. Foz which purpoſe there were thꝛee good ſhips immudiatly pꝛouided: 
The one called the Salomon of the burthen of 12 O. tunne. wherein M. Haukins hunſelfe went as 
Gencrall: The ſecond the Swallow of 100. tunnes, whercin went foz Captaine M. Thomas 
Hampton: and the third the lonas a barke of 40. tiumes, whercin the Paſter ſup plicd the Cap- 
taines roome: in which {mall fleete M. Hawkins tooke with him not aboue 100. men, fo feare of 
ſickneſſe and other inconucniences, whereunto men in long voyages are commonly ſubtect. 

With this companie he put oft and departed from the coaſt of England in the moncth of Octo⸗ 
ber 1562. and in his courſe touched firſt at Teneriffe, wherchee receiucd friendly intertaincment. 
From thence he palled to Sierra Leona, vpou the coaſt of Guinea,which place by the people of the 
countrey is called Tagarin,where he (taped ſome good time, and got into his polſcſſion, partly by 
che ſwoꝛde, and partly by other meanes, to the number of 300, Negros at the lcaſt, beſives other 
merchandiſes which chat coimtrey pecldech. ich this pꝛaye hee ſayled oucr the Ocean ſea vnto 
the Jland of Hiſpaniola, and arriue firſt at the poꝛt of lſabella: aud there het had reaſonablc vtte- 
rance of his Engliſh commonittes, as alſo of ſome part ofhis Negros, truſting the Spaniards no 
further, chen chat by his owne ſtrength he was able ſtill to maſter them. From thepoztof lis bell 
he went to Puerto de Plata, where he made like ſales,ſtanding alwaies vpõ his guard:from thence 
allo hee ſapled to Monte Chriſti another pot on the Nonth ſide of Hiſpaniola, aud the laſt place ok 
his touching, where he had peaccable traffique, and made vent of the munber of his Negros: 
for which he receined in chole z. places by way of cxchange ſuch quantitie of merchandiſe, that bet 
did not onely ladc his owne 3. ſhippes with hides, ginger, ſugars, and ſome quantitic ofpcaries, 
but he fraighted alſo two other hulkes with hives and other like commodicics, which hee lent into 
Spaine, And thus Itauing the Jland, he returned and diſcmboqued, paſſing out by ihe Jlarts of 
the Cayc-'s, without further entring into the bay ol Mexico, inthis his firſt voyage tothe Welt 
India, And ſo with pꝛoſperous ſucteſſe and much gaine to himſelfe and the afozcicyve abuente' 
rers,he came home. and arriued in the moneth of September 1563. 1

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The voyage made by M. Iobn Hawkins Eſquire, and afterward 
8 knight, C aptaine ofthe Ieſus of Lubek, one of her Maieſties ſhippes, and 


Geuerall of the Salomon, and other two barkes going in his compamie,to the coali of 
Gumea,and the Indies of Noua Hiſpania, be gun in An. Dom, 1 564, 


dAſter Iohn Hawkins with the leſus of Lubek, a ſhippe of 700, and the Salo- 
& mon a ſhippe of 140. the Tiger a barke of 30. and the Swallow of 3 o. tunnes, 
g being all well furmſhed with men to the number of one huudzeth thieeſcoze and 
tenne, as allo with oꝛdinance and victuall rcquiſicefo2 ſuch a voyage, departed 
out of Plyn mouth the 18. day of October, in the yeere of our Loyd 1564. witch 9.,ove 15 
a pꝛoſpcrous winde: at which veparting, in cutting the foꝛeſaile, a marucilous 
milfo2tune happened to one of the officers in the ſhippe, who by the pullie of the ſheat was flaine | 
out of hand,betng aſozowfull beginning to them all, And after their letting out ten leagues to the 
ſca, he met the ſame day with the Minion a ſhip of the Queenes Pateſtie, whereof was Captaine 
Dauid Carlet, and alſo her conſo2t the Ion Baptiſt of London, bring bounde to Guinea alſo, The Micioa, 
who hailed one the other alter the cuſtome ol the ſea with certaine pieces of oꝛdinance fot iop of . te 
their meeting: which done, the Minion departed from him toſecke her other conſoꝛt the Merlin _—_ bound 
of London, which was a ſterne out of ſight, leaumng in M. Hawkins compapie the Iohn Bapriſt N 
her other conſoꝛt. i : ; 
Thus ſapling fozwarvs on their way with a pꝛoſperous winde vntill the 21, of the ſame mo- 
acth , at that time a great ſtozme aroſe, che winde being at Noꝛchcaſt about nine a clocke in the 
night, and continued lo 23. houres together, in which ſtoꝛme M.Hawkins loſt the companie of the 
lohn Baptiſt afozeſapd,and of his pinneſle called the S allo v his other 3. ſhippes being ſoze bea- 
ten with a ſtoꝛmt. The 23. day the Swallow to his no ſmall rctopcing, came to him againc in the 
night, 10. leagues to the 32o2thward of Cape Finiſter, he hauing put roomer, not being abl to 
double the Cape, in that there roſe a contrary winde at Southweſt. The 25. che wind continuing 
contrary, hee put into a place in Galicia, called Ferroll, where hee remained five dayes, end ap- 
pointed all the Maſters of his ſhippes an oꝛder foz the keeping of good companie in this manner: 
The ſinall ſhippcs to bee alwapesahead aud aweather ofthe leſus, and toſpeake twiſe a day wich n 
che letus at leaſt : if in the day the Enſigne bee ouer the poope of the leſus, oz in the night two . ge, 
lights, then ſhall all the ſhippes ſpeake with her: Tf there bee thꝛee lights abooꝛd the leſus, then © ng voy+ »: 
doeth ſhe caſt about: If the weather bee extreme, that the ſmall ſhippes cannot kecpecompanic 
wich the leſus, then all tokeepe companie with the Salomon, and foozthwith to repatreto the 3. 
land of Tenerift-,to the 3202thward of the road of Sirroes ; It any happen to any miſſoꝛtume then 
to ſhew two lights, and io ſhoote off a piece ofozdinance. If any loſe companie, and come in ſight 
agauie, to make thꝛee yawes, and ſtrike the Myſon thꝛee times : Serue God daily, loue one ano 
ther pꝛeſerue pour victuals,beware of fire. and keepe good companie. 
The 26. day the Mimon came in alſo where hee was, foꝛ the reioycing whereol hee gaue them 
certame pieces ofo2dinance, after the courteſie of the ſea foʒ their welcome : but the Minions men 
had nomixth, becauſe of their coniozt the Merline, whome at their departure from Maſter Haw- 
kins vpon the coaſt of England they went to ſeeke , and hauing met with her, kept companie two 
dayes togecher, and at laſt by miſfo2cune of fire ( chꝛough the negligence of one of their gunners) 
the powder in the gunners roome was ſet on ſi e, which with the firſt blaſt ſtrooke out her poope, tmaleance dy 
 andtherewithallloſt thice men, beſides many ſoꝛe burned (which eſcoped by the bꝛigandine being *** 
at her ſterne) and immediatly , to the greatloſſe of the owners, andmoſthozrible ſight to the be 
holdcrs,ſhe ſunke befoze their eyes. | 
The 20. day of the moneth M. Hawkins with his conſo2ts and companie of the Minion, ha- 
uing nowe both the bzigandines at her ſterne, waytd anker, and ſet ſaile on their voyage, hauing a 
p2oſpcrous winde thereunts, | 
The fourth of Nouember they had ſight of che J tand of Madera, and the lixt day of Teneriffe, 
which they thought to haue becne the Canarie , in that they ſuppoſed themſclues to hau beene te 
the Ealtward of Teneriffe,and were not: but the Minion being thee 02 foure leagues ahead ol vs, 
kcpt on her courſe to Tenerife, hauing better ſightthcreof then the other hav, and by thatmcancs 
they parted conpanie. Foz M. Hawkins and his companie went moꝛe to the Welt , vpon which 
courſt hauing ſapled a while, hee cſpied another Jland, which hee thought to bee Teneriffe and be- 
ing not able by meanes ol the fogge vpon the hils, to diſcerne the ſame, noꝛ pet to letch it by night. 
went roomer vntill che moꝛning, being the ſeuench of Nouember, which as per hee could not dif. 
1 cerne, 
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cerne,but-ſapled along the coaſt the ſpace of two houres, to perceiue ſome certaine marke of Tene- 
ritte,and found no likelyhood thereot at all, accompting that to bee, as it was in deed, the J le of 
Palmes: and ſo ſayling foꝛwards. eſpicd another J land called Gomera, and alſo Tenerifte, with 
the which hee made, and layling ell night, came in the moꝛning the next day to the poꝛt of Adec ia, 
where he found his pinneſle which had departed from him the ſixt of the moneth, being in the wee- 
cher ol him, and eſpying the pike of Teneriffe all a high, bare thither, At his arrinail ſemi what 
beloꝛe her came to anker, hee hoyled out his ſhippes pinneſle rowing a ſhoare, tntending to haue 
ſent one with a letter to Peter de ponte, one of the goucruours of the lend, who dwelt aleague 
from the ſhoare : but as hee pʒetended to haue landed, ſundenly there appcarcd vpon the two points 
of the roade, men leuclling of baſes and hargucbuzes to them, with diutrs others to the num 
ber of foureſco2e,with halberds, pikes,\wozdes aud targets which happeued lo contraip to his cx 
pectation, that it did greatly amazehim , and the moꝛe, becaule hee was nowe in their danger, not 
knowing well howe to auoyde it without ſome miſchiefe. Whereſoze hee deteimmed to call to 
chem fot the better appeaſing of the matter, declaring his name, and pꝛoleſſing huntelfe to bee an 
eſpeciall friend to Peter de ponte, and that he had ſundꝛy thuigs fo2 hum which he greatly deſited. 


And in che meane time, while hee was thus talking with them, whereby hee made them to holde 


their hands, hec willed the marriners to rowe away, ſo that at laſt he gat out of their danger: and 
then aſking foz Peter de ponte, one of his ſonnes being Sennor Nicolas de Ponte, tumt forth, 
whom hee perceiumg , deſired to put his men aſide , and hee huniclfe would leape a ſhoare, aud 
commune with him, which they did: ſo that alter communication had betweene them of ſundyy 
things, and of the feare they both had, maſter Hawkins deſired to haue tert aint neceſlarics pꝛoui 
ded fo2 hum, In the meane ſpace, whilt theſe things were pꝛouiding, hee trimmed the mame mat 
of the leſus which inthe ſtaune afozeſayd was lung: here he foiourncd 7.dapes, refreſwg him 
ſelfe and his men. Ju the which time Peter de ponte dwclling at S. Cruz, a citie 20, lcagues off 
cane to hun, and gaue hun as gentle intertauument as if he had bene his owue bzothcr. To peaks 
ſomewhat of theſe i lands being called in olde time Inſulæ fortunarz, by the meancs of thetiouri: 
ſhing thercof, the fruitfulueſle of them doch ſurcly exccede farre all other that J haue heard of: fo 
they make wine better then any in Spaine, they haue grapes of luch bigucſle , that they may bet 
compared to damſons, and in taſte inferiour to none ; {oz ſugar, ſuckets, ratſins of the Sunne and 
manp other fruits, abundauce: foz roſine & raw ſilke, there is great ieze, they want neither cone, 
pullets, cattell, no} yet wilde ſoule: they haue many Camas allo, which being poring, arc caten of 
the people fo victuals, and being olde, they are vſid foz caryage ot ueceſlaries: whole yopertic 
is as hee is taught to knecle at the taking of his loade, and vnlading againe: bis nature is to iu⸗ 
gender backward contrary to other beaſtes: of vuderſtanding very good, but ol ſhepe v. ry defoy- 
med with a little bellie, long nulſhapen legges, and feete very bzoad of fleſh, withcut a hoole, all 
whole, ſauing the great toe, a backe bearing vp like a molchill a large und thin necke, with alittle 
head, wich a bunch of hard fleſy, which naturt hach giuen him in his bycaſt to leane vpen, This 
beaſt liuech hardly, and is conteutcy with ſlrawe and ſtubble, but of foꝛce ſtrong, being well able 
to carrie 300. weight. In one of theſe J lands called Ferro, there is by the rcpozts ol the inhabi⸗ 
tants, a certaine tree that raineth continually, by the dꝛopping w hertol che inhabitants end cat: 
tell are ſatiſficd with water, fo2 other water haue thep none in all the Jlanv, And it aineth in luch 
abundance, that it were incredible vnto a mau to bele: ue ſuch a vertut to bee in a trie, but it is 
knowen to be a diume matter, and a ching ozdeined by God. at whoſe pewer therein wee ough: not 
to maruell, ſecing he did by his pꝛouidence as we read in the Scriptures, when the clildzen of J{- 
rad were going into the land of pzomile, fcede them with Manna liem heaucn,fo2 the ſpact of 40. 
peeres. Df the trees afozeſaid wee ſaw in Guinie manp, being of great height,vropping conunu⸗ 
ally, but not ſo abundantly as the other, becauſe the leaues are narrower, and arc icke th: leaucs 
ofa peare tree. About theſe Jlands are certaine flitting Jlands, which haue beene oftentunes 
ſcene, and when men appꝛoched neere them, they vaniſhed : as the like hath bene of theſe J lauds 


nowe knowen by the repoꝛt of the inhabitants, which were not found of long time ent aft rihe o 


ther : and there ſoꝛe it ſhould ſetme hee is not pet bone to whom God hath appoynted the ſiuding 
of chem. In this Nland of Tenerifte there is a hill called The Pike, becaule it is piktd whichis m 
beigth by their reyoꝛts twentic leagues, hang both winter and ſummer abundance of no we in 
the top of it: chis Pike may bee ſccue in a cleere dap fifne leagues off, but it ſucweth as though it 
were a blacke cloude a great heigth in the clement, I haue heardofnone to be compared Vith chis 
in heigth, but in the Indias I haue ſeene many, and in my tudgement not inferiour to the Pike, ard 
ſo the Spamards unite. | ; 

The 1 5, of Nouembcr at night we departed from Tenerife, and the 20. of cht ſeme hero 
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lght of ten Carauils, that were fiſhing at ſea, with whome we would haue ſpoken, but they lea. Cope c1 
ring vs, fled into a place of Barbatie, called Cape de las Barbas. as 

The twentiech, the ſhips pinneſle with two men in her, ſayling by the ſhip was ouerthꝛowẽ by 
the ouerſight of them that went in her, the winde being ſo great chat betoze they were eipied, and 
the ſhip had caſt about fo them, ſhe was dʒiuen halfe a league to lee ward of the pinneſſe, and hid 
lolt ſight ok her, ſo that there was ſmall hope of recout rie, had not Gods helpe and the Captames 
deligence bene, who hauing wel marked which way the pinneſle was by che Sunne appointed 24 
of the luſtieſt rowers in the great boate, to rowe to the wind · wardeg. aud ſorecouered, contraxy to 
all mens expectations, boch the pinneſſe and the men ſitting vpon the keele ol her. 

The 25 be came to Cape Blanco, which is vpon the coaſt of Africa, anda place where the cane Blanc 
1902tugals do ride, that fiſh there in che moneth of Nouember eſpecially, and is a very good place 
offiſhing,fo2 Pargoes, Mullet, and Dogge fiſh. Jn this place the Poztugals haue no holde fo2 
their defence, but haue reſcue oł the Barbarians, whom they cntertaine as their ſouldiers, fo? the 
time of their being there and fo their fiſhing vpon that coaſtof Africa, doe pap a certaine tribute 
tothe king ol the Moores, The people ofthatpartof Africa are tawnie, hawng long haire with: 
out any apparell, ſauing befoze their pziwie members, Their weapons in warres are bow:s and 
Arrowes., 


che ſhoze, to the Ille Braua, and in great penurie gotte to Cape Verde, where they remained ſire 
werkes, and had meate and dꝛinke of the ſame people. The ſaid Frenchman hauing fozlaken his 
kellowes, which were thꝛer leagues off from the ſhoze, and wandzing with the Negros too and 
f kro, foʒtuned to come to che waters ſide: and tommuning with certaine of his countrepmcn, which 
\ were inour ſhip,by their perſwaſtons came awap with vs : but his entertainement amongſt them 
was ſuch, that he deſired it not: but though the impoꝛtunate requeſt of his Countreymen, con- 
ſented at the laſt, Here we taped but one night. and part of the day: fox the 7 of December wee 
came away, in that pzetending to haue taken Negros there perfozce, the Mynions men gaue 
them there to vnderſtand of our comming, and our pzetence,whcrefoze they did auoyde the ſnares 
we had layd fo) chem. 
The 8 of December wee ankcred by a lmall Jſland called Alcatrarſs, wherein at our going a 
hoe, we found nothing but ſea-birds,as we call them Gancts, but by the Poꝛtugals called Al- e 
catrarſes,who fo? that tauſe gaue the ſaid Jfland the ſame name. Yercin halfe of our boates were 8 
laden wich pong and olde kowle who not being vled to the ſight of men. ew ſo about vs, that we 
ſtroke them downe with poles. Ju this place the two ſhippes riding. che two Bakes, with cheir | 
boates, went into an Illand ot the Spies, called LaFormio, to ſee if they could take any of them, be 
and there landed to the number of 80 in armour, and eſpying ccrtainemade to them but they 
fledinſuch oꝛder into the woods, chat it booted them not to follow: ſo going on their way foward 
tllthey came to ariucr which they could nat palle ouer, they clpied on the oth: rſide two men, who 
with their bowes and arrowes ſhot terribly at them. TUhereupon we diſcharged certaine hargue⸗ 
bitzes tu them againe, but che ignozant people wayed it not, becauſe they knew not the danger 
thereof ; but vled a marueilous crying in their fight with leaping and turning their tayles. that 
it was moſt ſtrange to ſce,and gaue vs great pleaſure to beholde them, At the laſt one being hurt 
with 
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with a harquebuz vpon the thigh, looked vpon his wound and wiſt not howe it came, becauſe ke: 
could not ſee the pellet. Here aſter Hawkins perceiuiig no good to be donc amoungſt them be 
cauſe we could not finde their townes, and allo not knowing how to goe into Rio grande, foʒ want 
of a Pilote, which was the very occaſion of our comming thither: and finding ſo many ſholes lea 
red with our great ſhips to goe in, and therefoze departed on our pꝛetended way to the Idols. 
The 10 ot December. we had a Noꝛtheaſt winde, with rame and ſtoꝛme, which weather con 
tinuing two dayes together, was the occaſion that the Salomon, and Tygre loſte our compa. 
nie: fox whereas the leſus,andpinneſſe ankered at one of the Jſlands called Sarubula, the twelfth 
day, the Salomon and Tygre came not thither till the 14. In this Iſland we ſtayed certaine vaicg, 
going euery day on ſhoꝛe to take the Jnhabitants,with burning and ſpoiling their townes, who 
befoxe were Sapies, and were conquered by the Samboſes, J nhabitants beyond Sierra Leong, 
Theſe S2mboles had inhabited there thyee yeres befozc our comming thicher and in ſo ſhoꝛt ſpace 
haue ſo planted the ground, that they had great plentie of Hil, Riſe,Rootes, Pompions, Pullm, 
goates, of ſmall frye dzied,cuery houſe full of the Countrey fruite planted by Gods pꝛouidence ag 
Palmito trees, fruites like dates, and ſundꝛy other in no place in all that Countery 10 aboundant- 
lv, whereby they liued moꝛe deliciouſly then other. Theſe inhabitants haue diuerſe of the Sa 
pies, which they tooke in the warres as their ſlaues, whome onely they kept to till the grauy, 
in that they neither haue che knowledge thereof, noꝛ yet will woꝛke themſelueg, of whome wee 
tooke many in that place, but of the Samboſes none at all, fo hey fled into the maine. All the Sain- 
boſes haut white teeth as we haue, farre vnlike to the S. pies which doe inhabite about Rio gran- 
de, for their teeth are all filed. which they doe fox a bꝛaucrie, to ſet out themſelues, and dot laggt 
their fleſh, both legges, armes, and bodies, as wozkemanlike, as a Jerkinmaker with vs pinketh 
a ierkin. Theſe Sapies be mote tinill then the Samboſes: fo whereas the Sambotes liut moſt by 
the ſpoile of their ent mies, both in taking their victuals, and eating them allo, The Sapies doc 
not eate mans fleſh, vnleſle in the warre they be dꝛiuen by neceſſitie thereunto, which they haue 
not vſcd but by the example of the Samboſes hut line onely with fruites, and cattell, whercof they 
haue great ſtoꝛe. This plentie is the occaſion that the Sapies deſire not warre, except they be ther- 
vnto pꝛouoked by the inuaſions of the Sanboſes, whereas the Samboſes ſo want of foode are in- 
foxced thereunto, and therefoze are not woont onely to take them that they kill, but alſo kerpe 
thoſe that they take, vntill ſuch time as they want meate and then they kill them. There is allo a⸗ 
nother occaſion that pꝛouokech the Samboſes to warre againſt the Sapies, which is fo? ceuctoul: 
nes of their riches. Foz whereas the Sapies haue an oder to burie their did in certaine places 
appointed foz that pu pole, with their golde about them, the Samboſes digge vp the ground, to 
haue the ſame trealure : fo the Samboſes haue not the like ſtoꝛe of golde, that the Saptes hauc. Jn 
this Iſland of Sambula we found about 50 boates called Almadyes, oz Canoas, which art made 
of one pecce of wood digged out like a trough, but of a good p2cpoytion, being about 8 yards 
long, and one in bzeadth, hauing a beak-head and a ſterne very pzopoztionably made, and on the 
out ſide artificially carued, and painted red and blewe : they are able to carp twenty oꝛ thirty men, 
but they are about the coaſt able to cary thzceſcoze and vpward, In theſe canoas they rowe ſtan · 
ding vpzight, with an oare ſomewhat longer then a man, the ende whereof is made about the 
bzeadth and length of a mans hand, ol che largeſt ſoꝛt. They row very ſwift, and in ſome of them 
fourerowers and one toſteere make as much way, as a paire of oares in the Thames of London. 
Their Townes are pꝛetily diuided with a maine ſtreete at the cntring in, that gocth thozough 
their Towne,and another ouerthwart ſtreet, which maketh their townes croſſe waycs: their hou- 
ſes are built in in a rankt very ozde:lp in the face of the ſireet, and they are made round, like adoue- 
tote, with ſtakes ſet full or Palmito leaues. inſtead of a wall: they are not much moze then afa 
thome large, and two of heigth,# thatched with Palmito leaues very cloſe, other ſome with recde, 
and ouer the roole thereof, fo? the better garniſhing of theſame, there is a round bundle of reede, 
pretily contrived like a louer: in the inner part they make a loft of ſtickes, whereupon they lay 
all their pꝛouiſion of victuals : a place they reſerue at their enterante fo? the kitchin, and the place 
they lie in is deutded with certaine mattes artificially made with the rine of Palmito trees: ther: 
bedſteades are of ſmall ſtaues lapd along, and rayſed a foote from the ground, vpon which is layde 
amatte,znv another vpon them when they liſt : fog other couering they haue none. Jn the middle 
of the towne there is a houſe larger and higher then the other, but in fozme alike, adioyning vnto 
the which there is a place made offoure good ſtancions of woode, and a round roofe ouer it, the 
grounde alſo raiſed round with claye a foote high vpon the which flooze were ſtrawed many fiue 
mats: this is the Conſultation-houſe, the like whereof is in all Townes, as the Poztugals af- 
firme: in which plate, when they ſitte in Counſell the Ring 02 Captaine ſitiech in the _ 
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ud in the Eldcrs vpon the tlooze by him: (fox they giue reuerente to their Elvers / and theto m 
non loꝛte lite round about them. There they ſitte to examine matters of theft, which if a manbe 
taken with, to ſteale but a Poꝛtugal cloth from another, hee is ſold to the Poztugals to? a flanc. 
They con ult alſo, and take 9zder what time they ſhall goe to warres ; and as it is certatnely repo 
ted by the Poztugals, they take over in gathering of the fruiteg in the ſeaſon ofthe pecre,and alſo 
ofJIalmito wine, which is gathered by a hole cut in the top of a tree, and a gourde ſet fo the re⸗ 8 
cetuing thereof, which falleth m by v2oppes,and yerldeth freſh wine againe within amoneth, and 
his deuded part and poztion-like to cuery man, by the iudgement of the Captaine and Elders, 
euery man holdeth hun elfe contented : and this ſurely J wdgeto be a very good oꝛder: for other- 
wile, whereas ſcarfitie ol jd almito is, cuery man would haue the ſame, which might bꝛeed great 
{trife : but of ſuch things, as cuery mandocth plant fo himſeife, the lower thereof reapeth it 
to his owne vſe,ſo that nothing is common, but that which is vulet by maus hands. In ther hou: 
ſes there is moꝛe common paſſage of Lizardes like Euats, and other greater, ofblacke and blew 
colour, of neerc a foote long, beſidcs their tailes, then there is with vs at iſe m great houſes. The 
Sapies and Samboſes allo vſe in their warres vowes, and arrowes made of reedes, with heavs 


ol yꝛon poyſoned with the iuyce of a Cucumber, whereof I had many in mp handes. In their —— 


vattels they haue target · men, with bzoad wicker targets, and darts with heades at both endes, 

at yꝛon, the one in foune of a two edged lwoꝛde, a foote and an halle long, and at the other ende, 

the yꝛon long ofthe ſame length made to counterpeale it, that in caſting it might ſlie leucl, rather 

then fo2 any other purpoſe as J can iudge. And when they eſpie the enemie, the Captaine to 

cheere his men, cryeth Hungry, and thep anſwere Hey gre, and with that cuery man placeth 

hunſelke in ower, fo2 about euery target man thꝛee bowemen will couer themlelues, and ſhoote 

as they lee aduantage : and when they giue the onſet, they make ſuch terrible cryes, that they may 

bee heard two miles off, Foz their beliefe, I can heare of none that they haue, but in ſuch as 

they themſelues imagine to ſee in their dzcames, and ſo wozſhippe the pictures, whereof wee Idoles like 
ſawe ſome like vntodeuils. In this Illand afozelayve wee ſoiourned vnto the one and twentieth demis. 

of December, where hauing taken certaine Negros, and aſmuch of their frinces, riſe,and mill, 

as we could well cary away, ( whereot chere was ſuch ſtoze, that wee might haue laden one of our 

Barkes therewith) wee departed, and at our departure divers of our men being deſirous to goe 

on ſhote, to fetch Pompions,which hauing p2ooued, they found to ber very good, certaine of the 

Tygres men weut alſo, amongſt the which there was a Carpenter, a yong man, who with his 

fcilowes hauing fet many. and caryed them vowne to their boates, as they were ready to depart, 

deſired his fellow to tary while he might goe vp to fetch a few which he had lape by faz him lelfe, The ectrem: 


who being more licozous then circumſpect, went vp without weapon, and as he went vp alone, poſ- an d re 


ſibly being marked of the Negros that were vponthe trecs, ing him what hee did, percea: companc 
ung him to be alone, and without weapon, dogged him, and finding him occupyed in binding 
his Pompions together, came behinde him, ouerthzowing him and ſtraight cutte his thzoate, as : 
hee afterwardes was found by his fellowes, who tame to the place foꝛ hun, and there found him 

naked, 

The two and twentieth the Captaine went into che Riuer, callev Callowſa, wich the two 
Barkes, and the lohns Pinneſſe, and the Salomons boate, leauing at anker in the Riuers mouth — 2 
the two ſhippes, the Riuer being twenty leagues in, where the Poꝛtugals roade: hee came thither 
che * and twentieth, and diſpatched his buſineſſe, and ſo returned with two Carauels, loaden 
with Acgras. 

The 27, the Captaine was aduertiled by the Poꝛtugals of a towne of the Negros called 
Bymba.bring in the wap as they returned, where was not onely great quantitie of golde,but al- che Towns 
ſo that there were not aboue foꝛtie men, and an hundzed women and childzen in the Towne, ſo ®** 
chat if hee would giue the aduenture vpon the ſame , hee might gette an hundzech flaucs : 
wich the which tydings hee being glavve, becauſe the Poxtugals ſhoulde not chinke him to 
bee of ſo baſe a courage, but that hee durſt giue them that, and greater and 
being chereunto alſo the moze pzouoked with the pꝛoſperous ſucceſle her had in other Jſlands ad- 
latent, where he had put chem all to flight, and taken in one boate twentie together,vetermined to 
ſtay befoze the Towne thee oz foure houres, to ſee what hee could doe: and prepared 
his men in armour and weapon together, to the number offoztie men well appointed. hauing 


to 
their guides tertatme Poxtugals,in a boat, who bꝛought ſome of them to their death: wee landing ir r wüde. 


boat afterboat, and diuers o our men ſcattering themſelues, contrary to the Captaines will, by 
ne 02 twoin a company, fox the hop: that they hav to finve golve in their houies,ranſacking the Wantofci 
ame, in the meane time the Negros cam? vpon them, and hurte many being thus ſcattered, m on 

whereas

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whereas if fue oꝛ ſire had bene together, they had bene able, as their compamions did, to giuc the 
oucrthzow to 40 of chem, and being duuen dowue to take their boates , were followed lo hardly 
by a toute of Negros, who by that tooke courage topurlue them to their boates, that not onciy 
ſome of then, but others ſtanding on ſhoze, not looking fo2 anp ſuch matter by meancs that the 
Negros did flee at the firſt, and our companie remained in the towne, were ſuddenly ſo ſet vpon 
that ſome with great hurt recouered their boates; oiherſome not able to recouer the ſame, tooke 
che water, and periſhed by meanes of the oaze. ZUhile this was doing, the Captatne who with 
a doſen men, went thzough the cowne, returned. finding 200 Negros at the waters ſide,ſhooting 
at them in the boates, aud cutting them in pieces which were dzowned in the water, at whole 
comming, chey ranne all away: ſo he entred his boates,and befoꝛt he could put off from the theze, 
they returned agatne,and ſhot very ftercely aud hurt divers of them. Thus wee returned backe 
ſome what diſcomfo2ted, although the Captame ma ſingular wiſe maner caried himſelfe, with 
countenance very checrefull outwardly, as though hee did litle weigh the death of his men 
hoz pet the great hurt of the reſt, although his heart inwardly was bzoken in pieces fo? it; done to 
this ende, chat the Pozcugals being wich him,ſhould not pꝛeſume to reſilt agaunſt him,no) cake oc- 
caſion to put him to further diſpleaſure oꝛ hinderancefo? the death of our men: hauing gotten by 
G. red Eaps our going ten Negros, and loft ſcuen of our beſtmen, whereof M. Field Captamcot the Salo- 
Adnet nen, mon, was one, and we had 27 of our men hurt. Ju the lame houre while this was doing, there 
phappencd at che ſame inſtant, a maruetlous nuracle to them in the lppes, who road ten leagues to 
ſca · ward, by many ſharkes oꝛ Tiburons, who came about the ſhips: among which, one was token 
hy che leſus, and koure by the Salomon, and one veryſoze hurt eſcapcd: and lo it fell out of cu 
men, whercok one of the le ſus men, and fourc of the Salomons were killed, and the fift haumg 
wentie wounds, was reſcucd, and ſcapcd with much adoe. 
The 28 they came to their ſhips, che leſus, and the Salomon, and the 30 departed fromthence 
"Caggarii, 0 Tag arin, 
The riuer of Thetirſ of January the two barkes, and both the boates tozſooke the ſhips, and went into a 
3 riuer called the Caſlerroes, and the 6 hauing diſpatched their buſineſſe, the two barkes returned, 
| and came to Taggarin where the two ſhips were at anker. ot two dayes after the comming of 
the two ſhips thither chey put their water caſke a ſhoze, and filled it wich water, to ſeaſon the 
ſame,thinking to haue filled it wich freſh water afterward : and while their men were ſome en 
| ſhoꝛe, and ſome at their boates, the Negros ſet vpon them in the boates, and hurt diucrs ol hum, 
Th ö and came tothe cal kes, and cut of the hoopes of twelue bůts, which loſt vs 4 o2 5 dayes time, be⸗ 
ſides great want we had of the ſame : ſotourning at Taggarin. the Swallow went vp theriuer as 
bout her trafficke, where they law great townes of the Negros, and Canoas, that had thieeſceze 
men in a piece: there chey vnderſtood by the Poxeugals,of a great battell betweene them of Sierra 
4 new aſantt Leona ſide, and them of Taggarin : they of Sierra. eona, had prepared thee hundzed Canoas to 


_ 9 inuade the other. The time was appointed not paſt ſixe dayes after our departure ſrom thence, 
Sreat townes which we would haue ſetue ta the intent we might haut taken ſome of them had it not bene fox the 
Lanvas, dcath and lickeneſſe ol our men, which came by the contagiou nes ol the place, which made vs tu 


make haſt away. | 
The contagi- The 18 of Januarie at night, wee departed from Taggarin, being bound for the TUeſt Indies, 
— — rye com yefoze which departure certame of the Sꝛlomons men went on ſhoꝛe to fill water in the night, and 
Leon? as they came on ſhoꝛe with their boat being ready to leape on land, one of them eſpied an Negro 
in a white coate, ſtauding vpon a rocke, being ready to haucrecciued ihẽ when they came onſhore, 
hauing in ſight ok his fellowes alſo eight oz nine, ſome in ont place leaping out, and ſome in ano. 
cher, but they hid themſelues ſtreight againe:whereupon our men doubting they had bene a grrat 
compante, and ſought to haue taken them at moze aduantage, as God would, departed to th.ir 
ſhips, not thinking there had bene ſuch a miſchiefe pꝛetended toward them. as then was in decdc. 
TUhich che next day we vuderſtood of a Portugal that came downe to vs, who had trafficked with 
the Negros, by whom hee vnderſtood, that the king of Sierra Leona had made all the power her 
could, to take ſome of vs, partly fo2 the deſire he had to ſee what kinde of people we were, that had 
ſpoiled his people at the 1dols, whereof he had newes befoze our comming, and as J iudge allo, 
cangomangos. pon other occaſions pꝛouoked by the Tangomangos, but ſure we were that the armic was ceme 
downe. by meanes that in the euening wee ſaw ſuch a monſtrous fire, made by the watt ing place, 
that befoze was not ſeene, which fire is the onely marke foz the Tangomangos to know where 
their armic is alwayes. It theſcmen hav come vowne in the cuening, they had done vs great dil: 
pleaſure, fox t hat wee were onſhore filling water : but God, who wozketh all things fo2 the belt: 
would not haue it ſo, and by him we eſcaped without danger his name he pꝛayſcd foꝛ it. 
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The 29 ofthis lame moneth we departed with all our ſhippes from Sierra Leona, towardes 
che TUeſt Indies, aun foz the ſpace of eightcenedapes, we were becalmed, hauing nowe and then 

* contrary winde s. and ſonie Ternados amongſt the ſame calme, which happened to vs very ill 
beeing but reaſonably watered, fo} ſo great a companie of Negros, and our ſclues, which pin- 
ched vs all, and that which was wozſt, put vs in ſuch feare that many neuer thought to hauc rea 
ched to the Jndies, without great death of Negros, and of themſclues : but the Almightie God, 
who neuer luffercth his elect to periſh, ſent vs the ſixtecnthof Febzuarie, the ozdinary Bꝛiſe 
which is the No zthweſt winde, which neuer left vs, till wee came to an Jſlandof che Caupbals, 

' called Dominica, where wee arriucd the ninth of March, upon a Saturday: and becauſe Dominica 
it was the moſt deſolate place in all the Illand, we could ſee no Caupbals, but ſome of their hou- Aland. 
ſes where they dwelled, and as it ſhould ſecme foꝛſooke the place foꝛ want of freſh water, fox 
wee could finde none there but rame water, and ſuch as fell from the hilles, and remained as a 
puddle in the vale, whereof wee filled foꝛ our Negros. The Canybals of that Jfland, and al- 
lo othcrs adiacent are the moſt deſperate warriers that are inthe Indies, by the Spaniaides re- A 
pozt, who are neuer able to conquer them, and they are moleſted by them not a little, when they ceeving crnen, 
ate dziuen to water there in any of thoſe J lands : of very late, uot two moneths paſt, in the ſaid and to be a- 
Jſland. a Carauelbeing dziven to water, was in the night ſette vpon by the inhabitants, who ">> 
cute their cable in the haller, whereby they were dzinen a ſhoze, and ſo taken by them, and ca- 
teu. The greene Dꝛagon of Newhaven, whereof was Captaine one Bontemps, in Marthe 
alſo, came to one of thoſe Iſlands, called Granada, aud being dziuen to water, could not doe the 
ſame la; the Canybals, who fought with him very deſperatly two dayes. Foz our partalſo, if 
we hadnotlighted vpan the veſerteſt place in all that Jſland, wee could not haue miſſed, but ſhould 
=_ bene greatly troubled by them, by all the Spaniards repoꝛts, who make them deulls in re. 
pect of me. 

The tenth day at night, we departed from thence, and the fiftecuth had ſight of nine Illands, The Teftipor 
called the Teftigos : andthe ſixteenth of an Jſland, called Margatita, where wee were entertap⸗ — 
ned by the Alcalde, and had both Beeues and ſheepe giuenvs, fo the refreſhing of our men: but Iſland: 
che Goucrnour of the Illand, would neither come to ſpeake with our Captaine, neither pet giue 
hun any licence to traſficke: and to diſpleaſe vs the moe, whereas wee had hircd a Pilote to haue 
gone with vs, they would not onely not ſuffer him to goe with vs, but alſo ſent woꝛd by a Carauel 
out of hand, to Santo Domingo, to the Uice · roy, who doeth repꝛeſent the kings perſon ol our ar 
riuall in thoſe partes, which had like to haue turned vs to great diſpleaſure, by the meanes that the 
ſameUice-rop did ſend woꝛd to Cape de la Vela, and to ocher places along the coaſt, 
chem that by the vertue or his authozitie, and by the obedience that they owe to their 
no man ſhould trafficke wich vs, but ſhould reſiſt vs with all the fozce they could. In this 
Jilaud , notwithſtanding that wee were not within foure leagues of the Towne, vet were 
they ſo afraid, chat not onely the Goucrnour Himſelfe, but alſo all the inhabitants fozſooke their 
Towne, aſſembling all the Indians to them and fled into the mountaines, as wee were partly 

certified, and alſo (awe the experience our ſelues, by ſome of the Indians comming to ſee vs 


who by thzee ahozſebacke paſſing hard by vs, went vnto the Indians, hauing eue · 
e eir bowes, and arrowes, pzocuring chem away, who befoze were conuerſant 
vs. 


Here perceiuing na trafficke to be had wich them, nod yet water foz the refreſhing ol our men, 
we were dʒiut to depart the twentieth day, and the 2 and twentieth we came to a plate in che maine 
called Curnana, whither the Captaine going in his Pinnilſe, ſpake with certaine Spaniards, of 
whom he demanded tratlicke, but they made him anſ were, they were but ſouldiers newely come sunt ve. 
thither, and were not able to by on Negro: whereupon hee fo} a watring place, and they | 
pointed him a place two leagues off,called Santa Fe, where we found maruetlous goodly wa» 
cecing and commodious fo2 the taking in thercol: fz that che freſh water came into the Sea, and 
ſo dur ſhippeshad aboozd the ſhoze twentie fathome water. Neere about this place, inhabited 
certaine Indians, who the next day after we came thither, came down to vs, pꝛeſenting mill and 
cakes of lacade, which they had made ofa kinde of cone called Matz. in bigneſſe of a peaſe, the 
ere whereof is much like to a teaſcll, but a ſpanne in length. hauing thereon anumber ofgranes, 
Alathey bzought down to bs Hennes, Potatoes and Pines, which we bought fox beaves, pewter 
whilties.glaſſes,kniues,and other trifles, 

Theſe Pocatoes be the moſt delicate rootes that may be eaten and doe farre exceed our paſſe- 
aeps q carets. Their pines be of the bignes of two fiſts, the outſide whereof is of the making of 
vine · apple, but it is ſoft like the unde ofa Cucumber. and the inſide eateth like an apple, but it is 

mode 
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Tye deiemyu moxe delicious then any ſweet apple ſugred. Theſe Indians being of colour tawnie like an Oliue, 
and od hauung cuery one ol them both men and women, harre all blacke, and no other colour, the we men 
— wearing the ſame hanging vowne to their ſhoulders, and the men rounded, and without bcards, 
neither menno2 women ſuffering any haire to growe in any part of their body, but dayly pull it 
off as it groweth. They goe all naked, che men coucring no part of their body but their paid, vp⸗ 
on the which thep weare a gourd o2 piece of cane, made faſt with a thziv about their lopnes.leanng 
the other parts of their members vncouered, wher eok they cake no ſhame. The women alſo are 
vncouered, ſauing with a cloch which they weare ahand-byeath, where with they coucr their pꝛiui⸗ 
ties both befoze aud behind. Theſe people be very ſmall feeders, fo? trauelling they car y but two 
Sone. | ſmallbottels of gourdes, wherein they put in one the tuice of Sorel whercof they haue great 
ſtore, aud in the other flowze of their Marz which being moifk, they cate, taking ſomctime of the 
other. Theſe men cary every man his bowe and arrowes, whereof ſome arrowes arc poiſoned 
fo2 warres, which they keepe in a Cane together, which Cane is ofthe bigneſſe of a maus arme, 
other ſome with bꝛoad heaves of iron wherewltth they ſtricke fiſh in the water: the experience 
whereof we ſaw not once no? twiſe,butdaply foz the time we taried there, ſo they are ſo good ar- 
Wrmour of chers that the Spaniards fo? feare thereof arme themſelues and their hozſes with quilted canuas 
dna pnchea ok two ynches thicke, andlcaue no place of their body open to their enemies, ſauing their eyes 
rtucke. which they may not hide, and yet oftentimes are they hit in that ſo ſmall a ſcantling: their poy⸗ 
—— M ſon is of ſuch a force, that a man being ſtricken therewith dyeth within fourc and twentie howers, 
as the Spaniards do affirme,# in my iudgement it is like there can be no ſtronger poylon as they 
make it, vſing thereunto apples which are very faire and red of colour, but axe a ſtrong poyſon, 
with the which together with venemous Bats, Tupers, Adders and other ſerpents, they make a 
medley, and therewith anoint the ſame. 
Themaners The Indian women delight not when they are pong in bearing of childzen, becauſe it maketh 
mens themhauehanging bꝛraſtes which they account to bee great dcfozming in them, and vpon that oc- 
| caſton while they bee yong , they deſtroy their ſcede, layiug; that it is fitteſt fo; olive women, 
Moꝛcouer when they are delivered of childe, they goe iraight to waſhe themſelues, without 
making any further ceremonie fot it, not lying in bed as our women doe. The beds which they 
haue are made of Goſſopine cotton, and wzought artificially of diners colours, which chey cay a- 
bout with them when they trauell, and making the ſame faſt to two trees lie thercin they and their 
women. The people be ſurely gentle and cractable,and ſuch as deſire to liue peaceably, oz es had 
it bene vnpoſſible fo2 the Spantards to haue conquered them as they did, and the mote to liue now 
peaceably,they being ſo many in number, and the Spaniards ſo few, 
8 Fiom hence we departed the eight and twentie, and the next day we paſſtd betwene the maine 
Torwea, land, and the J ſland called Cortuga, a very lowe Iſland, in the yeere of our Lowe God one thou⸗ 
ſande fiuc hundꝛed ſixtie fiue afoꝛeſaide, and ſayled along the coaſt vntill the fiiſt of Apꝛill, at which 
time the Captaine ſapled along in the Jeſus pinneſſe to diſcerne the coaſt, and ſaw many Caribes 
on ſhoze, and ſome alſo in rherr Canoas, which made tokens vnto him of friendſhip,and ſhewed 
him golde, meaning thereby that they would trafficke fo2 wares. Whereupon he ſtaycd to lee the 
maners of them, and ſo fo2 two o thꝛee trifles they gaue ſuch things as thep had about thim,and . 
departed: but the Caribcs were very impoꝛtunate to haue them come on ſhoze, which if it had not 
bene fo2 want of wares to trafficke with them, he would not haue denyed them, becauſe the Jndi- 
ans which we law befoze were very gentle people, and ſuch as do no man hurt. But as God would 
haue it, hee wanted that thing, which ik hee had had, would haue bene his confuſion : foz. theſe 
were no ſich kinde of people as wee tooke them to bee, but moze deuſliſh a thouſand partes 
and are eaters and deuourers of any man they can catch, as it was afterwards declarcd vnto vs a 
Burboroata,by a Carauei comming out of Spaine with certaine ſouldiers, and a Captame ge- 
nerall ſent by the king fo2 thoſe Eaſtwarv parts of the Judians,who ſapling along in his pinneſle. 
as our Captaine did todeſcry the coaſt, was by the Caribes called a ſhooze with ſundzy tokens 
made tohimoffriendſhippe, and golde ſbewed as though they deſired crafficke, with the which 
the Spaniard being mooued , ſuſpecting no deceite at all, went aſhoze amongſt them: who 
was no ſooner a ſhoze, but with foure o fine moze was taken, thereſtofhis company being mua- 
©ve crueitie or ded by them, ſaued cherhſelues by flight, but they that were taken, paiev their ran ſome with then 
pe Caribes, liues and were peſently eaten. And this is their pꝛactiſe to toll with their golde the igus2ant to 
thetr ſnares: they are bioodſuckers both of Syamarvs,Jndiaus and all that light in their laps 
not ſparing ther own countrepmenif they can conueniently come by them. Their policie in fight 
with the Spaniards is maruedous: foz they chuſe for their refuge the mountaines and woodes 
where the Spamards with their hoꝛſeg cannot follow them. and if they forcume tobe met * — 
| | 9 
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Laine where one hozſeman may ouer · runne 200,0f them, they baue a deuile of late pzactiſed by 
— — in the ground, and alſo ſmall iron pikes to miſchiefe their hozſes, 

wherein they ſhew themſelues politique warriers, They haue moe abundance of golde then all 

the Spaniards haue, and liue vpon the mountaines where the Pines are in ſuch number, that the 
Spaniards haue much adde to get any of them from them, and pet ſometimes by aſſembling a 

great number of them, which happeneth once in two veeres, they get a piece fromthem, which af- 
terwards they keepe ſure pnough, | 

Thus hauing eſcaped the danger of them, wee kept our courſe Hong the coaſt, ann came the dercn 
third of Apnl to a Towne called Burboroata, where his ſhips came to an ancker,and hee himſelfe 
went a ſhoze to lpeake with the Spaniarvs,to whom hee declared himſelle to be an Engliſhman, 
and came thither to trade with them by the wap ofmarchandize,and cherefoze required licence ſoʒ 
che lame, Unto whom they made anſwere,th at they were fozbidden bythe king to trafique with 
my foiren nation, vpon penaltie to fozfeittheir goods, therfoze they deſired him not to moleſt them 
any further, but to depart as he came. ſdꝭ other comfozc he might not looke foz at their handes be» 
cauſe they were ſubiects and might not goe beyond the law, But hee replied that hisneceſitie 
was ſuch,as he might not lo doxfo2 being in one of the Queenes Armadas of England, and hauing 
many ſouldiours in them, hee had neede both of ſome refreſhing foz them, and of victuals,and of 
money alſo, without the which hee coulde not depart, and with much other talke perſwaved them 
not to feare any diſhoneſt part of his behalfe towards them, foꝛ neither would hee commit any ſuch 
thing to the diſhonour of his prince, no pet foꝛ his honeſt reputation and eſtimation, vnleſle hee 
were too rigozoully dealt withall, which hee hoped not to finde at their handes,inthat it ſhould as 
well redound to their pꝛolite, as his owne, and alſo hee thought they might doe it without danger, 
becauſe their pzinces were in amitie one with another, and fo2 our parts wee had free trafique in 
Spaine and Flanders, which are in his dominions,and therefoze he knew no reaſon why he ſhould - 
not haue the like in all his dominions. Tothe which the Spaniards made anſwere,thatit lay not 
in them to giue any licence, fo2 that they had agouernour to whom the gouernment of thoſe parts 
was committev, but if they would ſtay ttune dapes,they would ſend to their gouernour who was 
thzeeſcoze leagues off, and would returne anſwere within the ſpace appointed, ot his minde. 

An the meane time they were contentedhee ſhould bzing his ſhips into harbour, and there they 
would deliuer him any victuals he would require, Thereupon the fourth day we went in, where 
being one day and receiuing all things accozding co pzomile, the Captaine aduiſed himſelfe, that 
toremaine there tenne dayes idle, ſpending victuals and mens wages, and perhaps inthe ende 
rectiue no good anſwere from the gouernour, it were meere follie , and therefoze determined to 
make requeſt to haue licence f the ſale of cercaine leane and ſicke Negros which hee had in his 
hippe like to die vpon his hands if he kept them ten dayes,hauing little oz norefreſhing foz them, 
wherzas other men hauing them, they would bee recouered well pnough. And this requeſt hee 
was fozced to make, becauſe he had not otherwiſe where with to pay fox victuals e fo2 neceſſaries 
which he ould take: which requeſt being put in wziting and p , the officers andtowues 
dwellers aſſembled „ and finding his requeſt ſo reaſonable, granted him licence foz thir⸗ 
tie Negros, which s they cauſed the officers to view, tothe intent they ſhouldgraunc 
tonothing but that were very reaſonable,foz feare ofanſwering hereunto afterwards, This be⸗ 
ing pat, our Captaine accozding to their licence, thought to haue made ſale, but the day paſt and 
none came to buy, who befoze made ſhewe that they had great neeve of them, audtherefoze will 
uot what to ſurmiſe of them, whether they went about to pꝛolong the time of the Gouernour his 
mnlwere becauſe they would keepe themſelues blameleſſe, oz foz aup other pollicie hec knew not, 
andfo2 that purpoſe ſent them wozde, marueiling what the matter was that none came to buy 
them, They anſwercd, becauſe they had granted licenceouely to the pooze to buy thoſe Negros 
of ſmall pzice, and their money was not ſo ready as other mens ol moze wealth, Poze then that, 
as (oone as ener thep (awe the ſhippes,thep conueyed away their money by their wines that went 
into the mountaines fox feare, g were not yet returned, ytt aſked two dapes to ſecke their wines 
and fetch their money, Notwithſtanding, the next day diuers of them came to cheapen, but could 
not agree of pꝛice, becauſe they thought the pyice too high, Mhereupon the Captaine perceiuing; 
they went about co bꝛing downe the pzice, and meant to buy, and would not confeſſeif hee had li- 
cence, that he might ſell at any reaſonable rate, as they werg woꝛth in other places, did ſend fo? the 
Pincipalsof the Towne, and made a ſhe we hee would depart, declaring himſelfe to be very ſozy 
ac he hadſo much troubled them, and allo that he had ſent ſoz the gouernour to come downe, ſee- 
mg nowe his pꝛetence was to depart, whereat they maruefled much, and aſked him what cauſe 
Mooued him therennto.ſeeing bycheir workinghs was tnpoſilbieee ts hane hip licence, M 
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To the which he replied, that it was not onely alicence that he ſought, but polit, which he pertei⸗ 
ued was not there to bee had, and therefoze would ſceke further, and withall ſhewed hun his wzi- 
tings what he payed fo2 his Negros, declaring alſo the great charge he was at in his ſhipping,anz 
mens wages, and therefoze to counceruaile his charges, hee muſt ſell his Negros for agrearcr 
pꝛice then they offered. Do they doubting his departure, put him in comfozt to ſell better there 
then in any other place, And if it fell out that he had no licence, that he ſhould not looſehis labour 
incarying,fo2 they would buy without licence, Thereupon,the Captaine being put incomfoze, 
pzomiſed them to tap, ſo that hee might make ſale of his leane Negros, which they granted vnto, 
And the next day did ſell ſome of them, who hauing bought and payed foz them, thinking to heue 
had a diſcharge ofthe Cuſtomer fo the cuſtome of the Negros, being the Rings duetie, they gaue 
it away to the pooꝛe fo2 Gods ſake, and did refuſe to giue the diſcharge in wꝛiting, andthe pooze 
not truſting their woꝛdes, fo2 feare, leaſt hereafter it might bee demaunved of them, did refraine 
from buping any moze, ſa that nothing elſe was done vntill the Gouernours comming downe, 
which wasthe fourteenth day, and then the Captaine made petit ion. declaring that hee was come 
thither in a ſbippe of the Queenes Paieſties of England, being bound to Guinie, and thither di · 
uen by winve and weather, ſo that being come thither, hee had ueede of ſundzp neceſſaries ſoz the 
reparation of the ſaid Rauie, and alſo great need of money fo2 the patment of his Souldiours,vn- 
to whomhee had pzomiled paiment, and therefoze although hee would, yet would not they depart 
without it, e fo — — requeſted licence foʒ the ſale of certaine of his Negr 

that although they were koꝛbidden to traſique with ſtrangers, yet fo2 that there was a great ami 
tie betweene their p2inces, and that the thing perteined to our Queenes highneſle,he thought het 
might doe their p2ince great ſeruice, and that it would bee well taken at his hands, to doe it in this 
cauſe, The which allegations wich diners others put in requeſt, were pꝛeſented vntothe Goutr 
nour, who ſitting in counſell fo2 that matter, granted vnto his requeſt fo licence. But pet thert 
fell out another thing which was the abating of the kings Cuſtome, being vpon euery ſlaue 30, 
duckets,which would not be granted vnto. | f 

Mhereupon the Captaine perceiuing that they would neither come necre his pꝛite hee locked 
fo} by a great deale, no} pet would abate the Rings Cuſtome of that chepoffered,ſo that eitherhe 
mult be a great looſcr by his wares, oz els compell the officers to abate the ſame kings Cuſfome 
which was too vnreaſonable, fox to a higher pꝛice hee coulde not bying the buyers: Therefoze the 
firteenth of Apzil hee pzepared one hundzed men well armed with bowes,arrowes 
and pikes, with the which hee marched to the townewards, and being perceived by theGouers 
nour, he ſtraight with all expedition ſent meſſengers to knowe his requeſt deſiring bim to march 
no further fozward vntill he had anſwere againe,which incontinent he ſhould haue. Do tur Cap* 
caine declaring how vnreaſonable a thing the Kings Cuſtome was,requeſted to haue the ſame 8- 
bated, and to pep ſeuen and a halle per centum, which is the ozdinarieCuſtome fo2 wares thzough 
his dominions there, and vnto this if they would not graunt, hee would diſpleaſe them, Aud ie 
woꝛd being caried to the Gouernour, anſwere was returned that all things ſhould bee to his con 
tent, and thereupon hee determined to depart, but the ſouldicrs and Pariners finding ſo lutle tre 
dite in * ——— po ——— the — 02 cls they would 
not depatt. being conſtrained to ſenv g departed, beginning our trafique, 
and ending the ſame without diſturbance, 3285 CY 
Thus hauing made trafique in the harbozough vntill the 2c. our Captaine with his ſhips ins 
tended to goe out of the roade,and purpoſed to make ſhew of his departure, becauſe nc we the com 
mon ſoꝛt hauing implope their money, the rich men were come to towne, who made no ſhew that 
they were come to buy, lo that they went about to b2ing downe the pzice, and by this polliciethe

The nine and twentie wee being at ancker without the road, a French ſhip called the Greene 
Dragon of Newhaven, whereof was Captaine one Bon Temps came in,who ſaluted vs after the 
maner ofthe Dea, with certaine pieces of Oxdinance,and wereſalutedhim with the like game: 
ae with whom hauing communication, he declared that hee had bene at the Pine in Guinie,avd tas

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Thus hauing enden our trafique here the 4. of Map, we departed, leauing the F rencbman be Ba 
binde vs, the night befo2e the which the Caribes, whereof J haue made mention befoze,beirg to 
che number of 200, came in theit Canoasto Bui boroata, (tending by night to haue burnedthe 
rowne,and taken the Spaniards, who being moze vigilant becauſe of our being there, then tt ei 
cuſtome was, perceiving them comming, raiſed the towne, who in a moment being a hopſebacke, enge kept 
yp meanes their cuſtoine is fo2 all doubts to keepe their hozſes ready ſadied, in the nigheſet vpon 
them, x tooke one, but the reſt making ſhift foz themſelues, eſcaped away. But this one, betauſe he 
was their guide. and was the occaſion that diuers times they had made inualion vpon them had fox 
his traueile a ſake thzuſtthzough his fundament, and ſoout at his necke, 
The ſixt of Pay afozeſaide, wee came to an plandcalled Curacao, where wee had thought to 
haue anckered, vut could not find ground, and hauing let fal an ancker with two cables, were taine 
to weigh it agcaine:anvthe ſeuenth ſapling along the coaſt toſeeke an harbozcw,and finding none. 
wee came to an A CIS koz hides, 
and found great refreſhing both ofbeefe mutton and whereof there was luch plentte, that 
lung the ſkinnes, we had the fleſh giuen vs fo2 nothing the plentie whereof was ſo abundant,that pirnne of tat 
the wozſt in the ſhip thought ſcoꝛne not onely of mutton, but alſo of ſodden lambez which they dif- ici tn Cuazeo 


dained to eate vnroſted. |

The increaſe of cattell in this plandis maruetlons, which from a 
thither by the goucrnour,in 25. yetes he had ahundzech. thouſand at the leaſt, + of other cattel was 
able to kill without ſpoile of the increaſe 1 500, yt erely, which hee killeth foz the ſkinnes, and ol 
the fleth ſaueth onely the tongues, the reſt hee leaueth to the foule to deuoure, And this J am able 
to affirme, not onely vpon the Gouernours owne repozt , who was the firft that bzoughe the in 
creaſe thither, which ſo remaineth vnto this dap, but aiſo by that I ſaw my ſelfe in one field, where 
an bund ed oren lay one by another all whole, ſauing the ſkinne and tongue caken away, And it is 
not ſo marueilous a thing why they doe thus caſt away the fleſh in all the ylands of the Teſt In- 
dies, ſeting the land is great, and moze then they are able to inhabite, the people fewe, hauing ve- 
licate fruites and meat es ynough beſides to feede vyon, which they rather deſire, and the increase 
whichpaſleth mans reaſon to beleeue, when they come co a great number: fox in S. Domingo an 
pland called by the finvers thereof Hiſpaniola, is ſo great quantitie of cattell, and ſuch increaſe 
therof,thatnotwithtiading the daily killing ol them foz their hides it is not poſſible to aſſwage the 
number of them, but they are deuoured by wilde dogs, whoſe number is ſuchby ſuffering them Great mn 
firſtto range the woods and mountaines, that they eate and deſtroy 60000, a peere, and pet ſmall vers of with: 
lacke found ol them. And no marueile, fo} the ſaid pland is almoſt as bigge as all England, and be- bogs, 
ing the firſtplace that was founde of all the Indies, and of long time inhabited befoze the reſt, it 
ought thercfoze of reaſon to be molt populous: and to this houre the Uictroy and counſell ropall 
abideth there as in the chiekeſt place of all the Indies, to preſcribe oꝛders to the reſt fo the kings 
behalfe, yet haue they but one Citie and 13. villages in all the ſame yland, where by the ſpoile of 
them in reſpect of the increaſe is nothing, 

The 15. ok the fozeſatymoneth wee departed from Curacao, being nat a littie to the reioyting 
of our Captaine and vs, that wee had there ended our trafique: but notwithſtanding our ſweett 
meate, wee bad ſower ſauce,fo2 by reaſon of our riding ſo open at ſea, what with blaſtes whereby 
our anckers being a ”_ thꝛee at once came home, and alſo with contrary windes blowing, 
whereby fo? feare of the ſhoze we were faine to hale off to haue anker · hold, ſometimes a whole day 
and a night we turned vp and downe ; and this happened not once, but halfe a dozen times in the 
ſpace of our being there. | . 

The 16, wee paſſed by an pland calley Aruba, and the 17. at night anckerev lire houres at the nde 
Mett ende ol Cabo de la vela, and inthe mozning being the 18. weighed againe, kcepingour 
courſe,in the whichtime the Captaine ſailing by the ſhoze in the pinneſle, came to the Rancheria, La Rancheri- 
aplace where che Spaniards vſe to fiſh fo pearles, and there ſpoke with a Spantard, who tolde 
bun how far off he was fcom Rio de la Hacha, which betauſe he would not ourrſhoot, he ankercd Ris dc s Hacks 
tharnighe ag ine. o the 19. tame thither; where having talke with the kings treaſurcr of the In. 
dies telldent there, he declaredhis quiet trafique in Burboroata, ſhewed acertificate of the ſame, 
made by the gouernour thereof, there loꝑe he deſired to haue the like there alſo: but the treaſurer 
made aſ were that they were fozbidden by the Uicerop andcouncill of S. Domingo, whohauing 
uceof our being on the coaſt, did ſendeerpyeſle commiſſion to reſiſt vs, with all the fozce 

they could nſomuch that they dur not trafique with vs in no caſe, alleaging that if they did, they 
ſhould looſe all that they dtd crafique fo}, beſides their bodies at the magiſtrates commaunde- 
ment, Dur Captame replied, that hee wasiman Named of the Queenes Paieſties of England, 
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and ſent about other her affaires, but dzinen beſides his pꝛetended voyage, was infozced by con: 
trary windes to come into thoſe parts, where he hopedto linde ſuch friendſhip as hee ſhould dot in 


p paine, to the contrary whereofhee kne we noreaſon, in that there was amitie bet wixt their pyin: 


ces, But ſeting they would contrary to all reaſon go about to withſtand his trafique,he would it 
ſhould not be ſaid by him, that hauing the fozce he hath to be vyiuen from histrafiqueperfozce,but 
he would rather put it in aduenture to try whether he o2 they ſhould haue the better, and therefoze 
willed chem co determine either to giue him licence totrade,o2 elſe to ſtand to their owneharmes: 
Do vpon this it was determined hee ſhould haue licence to trade, but they would giue him ſuch e 
p2ice as was the one halfe leſſe then he had ſold foz befoze, and thus they ſent wozd iht y would do 
and none otherwiſe,andif it liked him not, he might do what he would, foz they were not determi- 


ai. tonkine bis ned to deale otherwiſe with him, Thereupon.che captaine waying their vnconſcionable requeſt, 


wote to them a letter, that they dea't too rigozoully with him, to go about to tut his thzote in the

like at any other mans handes, But ſeeing they had ſcut him this to his ſupper, hee would in the 
mozning bing them as good abzeakefaſk, And there foe in the mozning being the 21. of Pay. 
her ſhot off a whole Culuering to ſummon the towne, and pꝛeparing one hundzed men in armour, 
went a ſhoze, hauing in his great boate two Faulcons of bꝛaſſe, and in the other boates double be: 
ſes in their noſes, which being pert eiued by the Towneſmen, they incontinent in battell aray 
with their dꝛumme and enſigne diſplayed, marched from the Towne to the ſands, of footemen tu 
the number of an hundzed and fiftie, making great bzagges with their cries, and weauing vs; 
ſhoe, whereby they made a ſemblance to haue fought with vs in deed, But our Captaine percci- 
uing them ſo bzagge, commanded the two Faulcons to be diſcharged at them, which put them in 
no ſmall feare to ſee,(asthey afterward declared) ſuch great pieces in aboate, At cueryſhctthey 
fcllflac to the ground, and as wee ched neere vnto them, they bzoke their arax, and diſperſed 
themlelues ſo much for feare of the D ꝛdinance, that at laſt they went all away with their enſigne, 
The hoꝛſemen allo being about thirtie, made as bꝛaue a ſhew as might be,courſing vp anddowne 
with their hozles,their bzaue white leather Targets inthe one hand, and their iauc lings in the 0- 
ther, as though they would haue receiued vs at our landing. But when wer landed, they gaue 
ground, and conſulted what they ſhould doe, foz little they thought wee would haue landed ſo tolds 
1p: andtherefoze as the Captaine was putting his men in arap, and marched fozwardtohaue en- 
count ted with them, they ſent a meſſenger on hozſebacke with a flagge oftrure tothe Captaine, 
who detlared that the Treaſurer marueiled what he me ant to doe tu tome a ſhoze in that epver,in 
conſideration that they had granted to euerp reaſonable requeſtthat he did dt maund: but the Cap 
taine not well contented with this meſſenger, marched fozwards, The meſſenger pzoped him 
to ſtay his men, and ſaive, if hee would come apart from his men, the Treaſurer would come and 
ſpeake withhim, whcreunto ber did to commune together, The Captzine cnely with his 
armour without weapon, and the Treaſurer on hozſcbacke with bis iaur ling, was afraite to tome 
neere him fo feare of his armour, which he ſaid was weꝛſe then his weapon, and ſo keeping aloofe 
communing together, granted in fine to all his requeſts, Thich being declared by the Captaine 
to the company they deſired to haue pledges fo2 the perfozmance of allchings,vcubting that others 
wile when they had made themſelues ſtronger, they would haue bene at vefiance with vs: and ſte⸗ 


ing that now they might haue what they would requeſt, they iudge d it to be moze wiltdome to be 


in alſurance then to be foꝛted to make any mozelabours abeut it, So vpon this, geges were ſent, 
and we made our trafique quietly with them. In the mcane time we ſtapedhere,wee was 
tered a good beadth off from the ſhoze, where by the ſtrength of the fre water running into the 
Oea the ſalt water was made freſh, In this Riuer we ſaw many Crocodils of ſundzp bigneſles, 
but ſome as bigge as a boate, with 4.feece,a long b2oad mouth, and a long taile whoſe ſkinne is ſo 
hard, that a ſwozd wil not pierce it. His nature is to liue out of the water as a fregge doth, but be 
is a great deuourer,and ſpareth neither fiſh, which is his common food, noz beaſtes,no2 mey,ifhee 
take them, as the pꝛoole thereof was knowen by a Negro, who ar hee was filling water in the Ri- 
uer was by one of themcariedcleane awap, and ncuer ſeene after. His nature is euer when het 
would haue his pep, to cry and ſobbe like a Chziſtian body, to pꝛouoke them to come to him, and 
then hee ſnatcheth at them, and thereupon came this pꝛouerbe that is opplied vnto women when 
they weepe, Lachrymz Crocodili, the meaning whereof is, that as the Crocodile when hee cri 
eth, goeth then about moſt to deceiue, ſo doeth a woman moſt commonty when ſhe weepeth, Of 
thele the Paſter of the Ieſus watched cne, and by the banks ſide ſtroke him with a pike ofa bill in 
the ſive, and after thee d foure times tu umg in ſigbt, hee ſunke donne, and was not after ward 
ſeene. In the time of our being in the RinersGunie, wee ſawe manyof a mouſirous bigreſle, 


— 
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amongt the which the captaiue being in one of the Barks comming downe the ſame, (hot a Faui- 
ton ac one, which very narowly hee nulled, and with a feare hee plunged into the water, making a 
ftreame like the way ok a boate. 
Now while we were here, whether it were of a feare that the Spaniards doubted wee would 
haue done them ſome harme befoze we departed,oz foz any reaſon that they intended towards vs, 
um not able to ſap; but then came thither a Captaine from ſome of the other townes, with a dos 
zen ſouldicrs vpon a time when our Capcaine and the creaſurer cleared al things betweene them, 
and were in a communication of a debt of the gouernours of Burboroara, which was to be payd by 
the ſaidtreaſurer,who would not anſwere the ſame by any meanes, certaine wozds 
of diſpleaſure paſſed betwirt the Captaine and him, and parting the one from the other, the trea- 
ſurerpoſlibly doubting that our Captaine would perfoxce haue ſought the ſame, did immediately 
command his men to armes, boch hoꝛſemen and footemen : but becauſe the Captaine was inthe 
Riuer on the backe — — ennn —— —ä— — 
out weapons, it was to d he ment good, hat aduantage com- 
ming vpon the ſudden, hee might haue milchieued many of his men: but the Captaine hauing vn 
derſtanding thereof, not truſting to their gencleneſle, if they might baue the avuantage, departed 
ab002d his ſhips,and at night returned againe, amd demanded amongſt other talke, what they ment 
bp allembling their men in that o2der, @ they anſwered, that their Captaine being come to towne 
did muſter his men accozding to his accuſtomed maner. But it is to be to bee a cloake,in 
that comming fo2 that purpoſe hee might haue done it ſooner, but the is, they were not of 
foxce vntiil then, whereby toenterpzile any matter againſt vs, by meanes of pikes and harque- 
buzes, whereof they haue want, and were now furniſhed by our Captaine, and alſo 3. Faulcons, 
which hautng got in other places, they had ſecretly conueped thither, which made them the bolder, 
and alſo fo2 that they ſaw nom a conuenient place to do ſuch a feat, and time alſo ſeruing chereun- 
to, by the meanes that our men were not onelp vnarmedand vnpyouided, as at no time befoze the 
like. but alſo were occupied in hewing of wood, and leaſt thinking of any harme : theſe were occa- 
ſions to pꝛouoke them thereunto, And J ſuppoſe they went about to bing it to effect, in that I Che authou: 
with anocher gentleman being inthe towne, thinking of no harme towards vs, ano ſeeing men ac: bis four. 
lembling in armour tothe treaſurers houſe, whereof J marueiled, and reuoking to minde the fo · 
mer talke betweene the Captaine and him, and the vnreadineſſe of our men, ot whom aduantage 
might haue bene taken, departed out of the Towne imme diatly to giue knowledge thereof, but 
befoze we came to our men by a flight ot, two hozlemen riding a gallop were come ne ere vs,be- 
ing ſent, as wee did geſle,co ſtay vs leaſt wee ſhouldcary newes to dur Captaine, but ſeeing vs ſa 
neere our men they ſtayed their hoꝛſes, comming together, and ſuffring vs to paſle,velike becauſe 
wee were ſo nere, that if they had gone about the ſame , they had bene eſpied by ſome ofour men 
which then immedtatly would haue departed, whereby they ſhould haue bene fruſtrate of their pze- 
cence: and ſo the tw hozſemen ridde about the buſhes to eſpie what we did, and ſeeing vs gone, to 
che intent they might ſhadow their comming downe in poſt, whereof ſuſpicion might bee had,fai- 
ned aſimpleercuſe in aſking whether he could ſell any wine, but chat ſeemed ſoſimple to the Cap- 
taine,chat ſtanding in doubt ol their courteſie. he returned inthe mozning with his thꝛee boats, ap- 
pointed with Baſes in their noſes, and his men with weapons ly, where as befoze he ca- 
ried none: and thus dilſembling all iniuries conceiuev of both parts, Captaine went aſhoze, 
leauing pledges in the boates foz himlelfe,and cleared all things betweene the treaſurer and him, 
lung fo2 the gouernersdebt, which the one by no meanes would anſwere,and the other betauſẽ 
A was not his due debt, woulde not moleſt him foz it, but was content to remit it vntill another 
une. and therefoze departed,cauſingthe two Barkes which rode neere the ſhoze to weigh and go 
bnder ſaile, which was done becauſe that our Captaine demanding a teſtimoniall of his good be⸗ 
hauiour there, could not haue the lame vnctil hee were vuder ſaile readpto depart: and therefoze at 
might he went foz the lame againe, & recemed it at the treaſurers hand, of whom very courteouſly 
de tobe his leaue and departed, ſhooting off the baſes ol his boat fp his farewell, and the towneſ: 
men allo ſhot off foure Faulcons and 30. harquebuʒes, and this was the firl time that he knew of 
theconnepance of their Falcons,

was a Parchanc, and inhabitant in lamaica, hauing occaſion to goto Guinie, and being by treaſon 
taken of the Negros, & afcerwads bought by the Tangomangos, was by our Captaine bzought 
from thence,and had his paſſage to go into his countrey, who perceiuing the land, made as though 
he knew euerp placethereof,and pointed tocertaine places which he named to be ſuch a place, and 
ſuch a mans ground, and that behinde ſuch a point was the harboꝛo w, but in the ende he poirted(; 
from one point co another, that we were a leebooꝛd of all places, and found our ſelues at the Wc 
end ol lamaica befoze we were aware ol it, and being once to leeward, there was no getting vp a 
gaine,ſothac by truſting of the Spaniards knowledge, our aine ſought not to ſpeake with a 
np ofthe inhabitants,which if he had not made himſelfoLſure of, he would haue done as his cuſtome 
was in other places: but this man was a plague not onely to our Captaine, who made him looſe by 
ouerſhooting the place 2000.pounds by hides, which hee might haue gotten, but alſo to himſelfe, 
who being thzce peeres out of his Countrey, and in great miſerp in Guinie, both among the Ne. 
gros and Tangomangos, and in hope to come to his wife and friendes, as he made ſure attompt, 
| tnthatathis going into the pinneſle , when he went to ſhoze he put on his new clothes, and foz io 
— his old, could not afterwards finde any habication,neither there no in all Cube, which 
we all along, but it fell out euer by one occaſion 02 other, that wee were put belidetheſame, 
ſo that he was faine to be bzought into England, and it happened to him as it did to a duke of Sa 
maria,when the Iſraelites were beſieged, and were in great miſery with hunger, x being tolde by 

the P2opbet Elizzus,thac a buſhell of flower ſhould be ſold fo} a ſickle, would not belt eue him, but 

it vnpoſſible ; and fo2 that cauſe Elizzus p2opheſied hee ſhould ſee the ſame done, but hee 

ſhould not eatcthereof: ſothis man being abſent thꝛee yeeres,and not euer thinking to haue ſeenc 
bis omne Countrep, did ſee the ſame, went vpon it, and pet was it not his foxtune to comt tu it, oꝛ 

to amp habitation, whereby to xemaine with his friends actoꝛding to his deſire, 

Thus hauing ſailed along the coalt two dapes, we departed the ſeuenthof June, be ing made to 
beleeue by the Spaniard that it was not Iamaica, but rather Hiſpaniola, of which opinion the 

[ alſo was, becauſe that which hee made lamaica ſeemed to be but apiece of the land, nd 

| thereby tooke it rather to be Hiſpaniola, by the lying ol the toaſt, and alſo foꝭ that being ignozanc 
| RED of the foxce of the current, he could not beleeuc he was ſo farre dziuen to let ward, and therloze ſet: 
The ui ting bis coutſe to Iamaica, and aftcr certame dapes not finding the ſame, perceived then certainly 
current. that the land which he was at befoze was Iamaica, and that the cloudes did deceiue hum, whereof 
he marue lled not a little: and this miſtaking of the place came to as ill a paſſe as the cuerſl ootung 

of Iamaica: fo by this did he alſo ouerpaſle a place in Cuba, called Santa Cruz,where,as he was 
intoꝛmed, was great ſtoꝛe of hides to be had: 4 thus being diſappointed ot two of his poztes, where 

be thought to haue raiſed great pꝛolite by his crafique, and alſo to haue found great refreſhing of 
victuals and water foz his men, hee was now diſappointed greatly, and ſuch want he had of freſh 

water, that he was foxced toſecke the ſhozetoobreine the ſame, which he had light of after certaine 

o dapes ouerpalled with ſtoꝛmes and contrary windes,but pet not ofthe maine of Cuba, but ol cer- 

taine plands in number two hundzed, whereof the moſt part were veſolate of inhabitams: by the 

he dab, Which plands the Captaine paſſing inhispinneſſe, could finde nofreſh water vntill hee tame to m 
| pland bigger then all the reft, called the ple of Pinas, where wee anckered with our ſhips the 16. ol 
June, and found water, which although it were neither ſo toothſome as running water, by the 
meanes it is ſtanding, and but the water of raine, and alſo being neere the Sea was bzackiſh,yer 

did wee not refuſe it, but were moze glad thereof, as the time then required, then wee ſhould haue 

bene another time wich fine Conduit water, Thus being reaſonably watt red we were deſirous 
todepart,becaule the place was not very cduenient fo? ſuch ſhips of charge as they were, becouſe 

there were many ſhoales to leeward which alſo lay open to the ſea fo2 any wind that ſhould blow: - 
and therfoze the captaine made the mode haſte away, which was not vnneevfull : fo little ſooner 
weretheir anckers wepev, and foxeſaile ſet, but there aroſe ſuch a ſtozme, that they had not much 
toſyare fo2 doubling out of the ſhoales: fo2 one of the barks not being fully ready as the reſt, was 
fainefoq haſte to cut the cable in the hawſe,and looſe both ancker and cable to ſaue her ſcife, 

Che Cape ol Thus the 17. ol Jun,ewedepartedandon the 20, wee fell withthe Wieſtend ol Cuba, called 
S. Ambonyin Cape S. Antony, where for the ſpace of thzee dayes wee doubled along, till wer tame beyond the 
28 ſhoales,which are 20. leagues beyond 8 Anthony. Aud the ozdinary Briſe taking vs,which is the 
Noxtheaſt winde, put vn che 24.from the ſhoare, and therefoze we went tothe Nezthweſt to fetch 
dee wind and alſo to the coaſt of Florida to haue the helpe of the current, which was iudgedto haue ſet 
co the Ealtward: ſothe 29. wee found our ſelues in 27.degrees, and in che ſoundings of Florida. 
where we kept our \eluesthe ſpace of foure dayes, ſailing along the coaſt as netre an we could, i 
tenne oꝛ twelut favome water, having ali the while no ſight of land. The 
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bꝛeed, whoſe nature is co liue both in the water and vpon land alſo, but bzeev onely vpon the ſhote, 
in making a great pit wherein they lay egges, tothe number ofthzec o2 foure hnndzed, and coue- 
ring them with land, they are hatched by the heat ofthe Sunne; and by this meanes commeth the 
great increaſe. Dfcheſe we tooke very great ones, whichhane both backe and belly all of bone, 
of the thicknes ol an inch: the fiſh whereof we pzoued, cating much like veale ; and finding a num 
berol egges in them, taſted alſo of them, but they did eat very ſweetly, Þeere wee ankered ſire 
houres, and then a faire gale of winde ſpzinging, we weped anker, and made ſaile to ward Cuba, 
whither we came the ſirt day, and weathered as farre as the Table, being a hill ſo called, becauſe à uu cane 
of the koꝛme thereol: here we lay off and on all night, to keepe that we had gotten to wind- ward, de Tie. 
int ending to haue watered in the mozning , if we could haue done it, oz els it the winde had come 
larger, to haue plied to wind- ward to Hauana, which is an harbozow whereunto all the fleet of pe pot of 
che Spanpards come, and doe there tary to haue one the company ot another. This hill we thin: Haw 
king to haue beene the Table, made account (as it was indeed) that Hauana was but tight 
{eagues to wind-ward, but bythe perſwaſion ol a French man, who made the captaine beleeue 
he knew the Table very well, and had beene at Hauana, ſapdthat it was not the Table, and that 
the Table was much higher, and neerer to the ſea ſide, and that there was no plaine ground to the 
Eaſtward, no? hillesco the Weſtward , but all was contrary , and that behinde the hilles to the 
Weſtward was Hauana. To which perſuaſion credit being giuen by ſome , and they not of the 
woozlt , the captaine was perſuaded to goe to lee ward, and ſo ſailed along the ſeuenth andcight 
dapes, finding no habitation,no2 no other Table; andthenperceiuing his follyto giue eare to ſuch 
pꝛaters, was not a little ſoz, both becauſe he did conſider what time he ſhould ſpend per he could 
get ſo far to wind-ward againe, which would haue bene, with the weathering which we had, ten oz 
twelue dayes wozke,# what it would haue bene longer he knew not, and (that which was woozſt ) 
he had not aboue a dayes water, and therfoze knew not what ſhift to make: but in fine,becauſe the 
want was ſuch, that his men could not liue with it, he determined to ſet ke water, and to goe fur- 
ther to lee ward, to a place as it is ſet inthe card) called Rio de los puercos, which he was in doubt 
of, both whether it were inhabited, x whether there were wat er oz not, and whether fo the ſhoalds 
he might haue ſuch acceſſe with his ſhips, that he might conueniently take in the ſame, And while 
we were in theſe troubles, and kept our wap to the place afozeſapd, almighty Godour guide (who 
would not ſuffer vs to run into any further vanger, which we had bene like to haue incurred, i we 
had ranged the coaſt ot Florida along as we did befoze , which is ſo dangt rous (by repoꝛts) that 
no ſhip eſcapeth which commeth thither, (as the Spanpards haue very wel pꝛoued the ſame) ſent 
vs the eight dap at night a faire Weſterly winde, whereupon the captaine and company conſult- 
ed, determining not to refuſe Gods gift, but euery man was contented to pinch his owne bellie, 
whatſoeuer had happened; and taking the ſayd winde, the ninth day of July got to the Table, and 
ſaling the ſame night , vnawares ouerſhot Hauana; at which place wee thought to haue water- 
ed : but the nert dap, not knowing that wee had ouerſhot the ſame, ſailed along the coaſt, ſecking 
it, and the eleuenth day in the mozning , by certeine knowen marks, we vnderſtoodchac we had 
ouerſhot it 20 leagues : in which coaſt ranging, we foundno conuenient wateringplace,whereby 
there was no remedy but to diſemboque, and to water vpon the coaſt of Florida: foz, togofurther 
to the Eaſtward, we could not fo2 the ſhoalds, which are very dangerous; and becauſe the current 
ſhooteth to the 1202thealk, we doubted by the fozce thereof to be ſet vpon them, and therefoze dur 
not appꝛoch them: ſo making but reaſonable wap the day afozeſapd,and all the night, the twelfth 
dayinthemozning we fell with the Jflands vpon the cape of Florida, which we could ſcant double 
by the meanes that fearing the ſhoalds to the Eaſtwarvs, and the cutrent comming out Tye nate 0. 
of the Teſt, which was not ol that fozce we made accountof; foz we felt little 02 none till we fell he current 
urch the cape, and then felt ſuch acurrent, that bearing all ſailes againſt the ſame, pet were dzi- 
ven backe againe a great pace: the experience whereof we had by the Ieſus pinneſſe, and the Salo- 
ons boat, which were lent the ſame day in the afteruoone, whiles the ſhips were bccalmed,co ſee 
if they could finde any water vpon the lands afozeſatd; who ſpent a great part of the day in row: 
ing thither, being further off then they deemed it to be, and in the meane time a faire gale of winde 
ſpꝛinging at lea. the ſhips departed, making aſigne tothemto come away, who although they ſaw 
[hem depart, becauſe they were ſo neere the ſhoze , would tiot loſe all the labour they hav taken, 
but determined to keepe their way, and ſec ifthere were any water to be han, * 
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there a great deale , and to beare light, with ſhooting off a picce now and then, tothe intent the 
boats might better know how to come to them. | 
The leſus alſo bare alight in her coppe gallant, and ſhot off a piece alſonow and then, but the 
night paſſed, and the mozning was come, being the thirteenth day, and nonewcs could be heard 
of them, but the ſhips and barkes ceaſed not to looke ill foʒ them, pet they thought it was all in 
vaine, by the meanes they heard not ol them all the night paſt; and thcrefoze determined to tary 
no longer, ſeeking koꝝ them till noone, and if they heard no newcs, then they would depart to the 
leſus,who perfozce (by the vehemency of the current) was caried almoſt out of ſight ; but as God 
would haue it, now time being come, and they hauing tackcd about in the pinncſles top, had ſight 
ol them, andtooke them vp: they in the boats, being to the number ol one and twenty, 
light of the hips, and ſeeing them tacking about; whereas befoze at the firlt ſight of themthey did 
greatly retoyce , were now in a greater perplexitie chen euer they were: fo2 by this they thought 
themſelues vtterlp foꝛſaken, whereas befoze they were in ſome hope to haue found them, Truly 
God wzought maruellouſly fo2 them, fox chey themlelues hauing no victuals but water and being 
ſoze opp2eſled with hunger, were not of opinion to beſtow any further time in ſceking the ſhippes 
chen that pꝛeſent noone time; ſo that it they had not at that inſtant eſpied them, thep had gone to 
the ſhoꝛe to haue made pꝛouiſion foz victuals, and with ſuch things as they could haue gotten, ei⸗ 
ther to haue gone fo2 that part of Florida where the French men were planted (which would haue 
bene very hard fo2 them to haue done, becauſe they wanted victuals to bzing them thither, being 
an hunde d and twenty leagues off) oz els to haue remained amongſt the Flozidians ; at whoſe 
hands they were put in comfozt by a French man, who was with thein, that had remained in Flo- 
rida at the firſt finding thereof, a whole peere together, to receiue victuals ſufficient, and gentle 
entertainment, if need were, foz a yeere opt wo, vntill which time God might haue pꝛouided fox 
them. But how contrary this would haue fallen out to their expectations, it is hard towdge, ſee⸗ 
ing thoſe people of che cape of Horida axe of moze ſauage and fie rte nature, anvmoze valiant 
then any of the reſt; whichche Spanpards well pzooued, who being five hundzed men, who inten- 
ded there to land, retumed few 02 none of them, but were infozced co fozſake the ſame : and of 
their cruelty mention is made in the booke of the Decades, of a fricr , who taking vpen himto 
perſuade the people to ſubiection, was by them taken, and his ſkin cruelly pulled ouer his cares, 
and bis fleſh eacen, ö f 
In theſe Jflands they being a ſhoze , found a dead man, dꝛied in a maner whole, with other 

heads and bodies of men: ſo that theſe ſozts of men are eaters of the lleſhof men, aſwel as the Ca⸗ 

nibals. But to returne to our purpoſe, | |

The foureteenth day the ſhippe and barks came to the Ie ſus, bʒinging them ne wes ol the reco- 
uery of the men, which was not a little to the rctoyring ofthe captame, and the whole company: 
and ſo then altogether they kept on their way along the coaſt of Florida, and the fifteenth day came 
to an anker, and ſo from ſire and twenty degrecs cothirty degrees and a halfe, where the French 

W. H»kin: men abode, ranging all the coaſt along, ſer king foz freſh water ankering tut ry nigbt, becauſe we 

af 019-24, Wouldoucrſhoot no plate of freſh water, and in the day time the captaine in the ſhips pinneſſeſai- 

led along the ſhoze, went into cuery crecke, ſpeaking with diuers of the Flozidians, becauſe hee 
would vnderſtand where the French men inhabitev; and not finding them in eight and t wentie 
degrees, as it was declared vnto him, maruelled thereat,and neuer left ſailing alongthe coal: till 

Chertuer ot be loud them, who inbabited in a riuer, by chem called the river of May, and ſtandin in thirty 

degrees and better. In ranging this coaſt along , the captaine found it to be all an Jſland , ann 
therefozeic is all lowe land , and very ſcant of freſh water , but the tountrey was maruelloully 

\weet, with boch mariſh and medow ground, and goodly woods among. There they foundſozell 

to grow as abundantly as graſſe, aud where their houſes were, great ſtoze of maiz and mill. and 

grapes of great bigneſſe,but of taſte much like our Engliſh grapes, Alſo Deere great plentie, 
which came vpon the ſands befozethem, Their houſes are not mauy together,ſo2 in one houſt an 
hundzed of them do lodge ; they being made much like a great barne, and in trength not inferiout 
toours,fo2 they haue ſtanchions and rafters of whole trees, and are couertd wich to ns 
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hating no place diuided, but one ſmall roome fo; their king and queene. In the middeſt of this 
youſe is a hearth, where they make great fires all night, and they ſleepe vpon certeinepieces of 
wood hewen in foz the bowing of their backs, and another place made high toz their heads, which 
they put one by another all along the walles on both ſides, In their houſes they remameoneip in 
the nights, and in the day they deſire che fields, where they dꝛeſle their meat, and make pouiſicn 
fo victuals, which they pzouide onely fox a meale from hand to mouth. There is one thing tobe 
maruellcy at, fox the making of their fire, and not onelp they but alſo the Negros doe the ſame, 
which is made onely vy two ſtickes, rubbing them one againſt another: and this they may doe in The maner of 
my pate chep come, where they linde licks luffitient fo2 the purpoſe, Intheir appareli the men in Nong. 
onely vſe deere ckinnes, where with ſome one ly couer their pꝛiuy members , otherſome vſe the 
ſame as garments to couer them beſoꝑe and behind ; which ſkinnes are painted, ſome yellow and 
red,ſome blacke w ruſlet, and euery man acco2ding to his owne fancy, They do not omit topaine 
their bodies alſo with curious knots, o antike wozke, aseuery man in his owne fancy deuiſeth, 
which painting, to make it continue the better, they vſe wich a thome to pꝛicke their fleſh , and 
dent in the ſame, where by the paint ing may haue better bold. Jn their warres thepvſe a ſleigh: 
ter colour of painting their faces, thereby to make themſelues ſhew the moze fierce; which after 
their warres ended, they waſh away againe, In their warres they vſe bowes and errowes wheres 
of their bowes are made of a kind of Yew, but blacker then ours, and foz the moſt part paſſing the 
trengthof the Negros 02 Indians,fo it is not greatly inferio2 to ours: their arrowes are alloof 
a great length, but pet of reeds like other Indians, but varying in t wo points, both in length and 
and alſo foꝛ nocks and feathers, which the other lacke, whereby they ſhoot very ſtedy: the heads 
ofthe ſame are vipers teeth. bones of ſiches, flint ſtones, piked points of knives, which they having 
gotten of the French men, bꝛoke the ſame, e put the points of them in their arrowes heavs : ſome 
of them haue their heads of ſiluer, otherſome that haue want of theſe, put in a kinde o hard wood, 
notched, whichpierceth as farre as any of the reſt. In their fight, being in the woods, they vſe a 
- maruellous pollicie fox their owne ſafegard, which is by claſping a tree in their armes, and yer 
hooting notwithlanving : this policy they vſed with the French men in their fight , whereby it 
appearech that they are people of ſome policy: and although they are called by the Spanpards 
Gente triſte, that is to ſap, Bad people, meaning thereby, that they are not men of capacity: pet 
baue the French men koundthem ſo witty in their anlweres, that by the captaines ownerepott, a 
counſeller with vs could not giue a moze pzofound reaſon, 
The women alſofoz ther apparell vſe painted ckinnes, but moſt of them gownes ol moſle, 
ſome what longer then our moſſe, which they ſome together artificially, and make the ſamt ſur- 
pleſſe wiſe, wearing their haire downe to their ſhoulde rs, like the Indians. In this rinet of May 
afozeſapd, the captaine entring with his pinneſſe, found a French ſhip of fourcſcc2e tun, and two 
pinnelſes ol lift erne tun a piece, byher, and ſpeaking with the keepers thereok, they toldt him of a The French 
fozt two leagues vp, whichthep had built, in which their captaine Monfieur Laudonniere Was, Nager Les. 
with certcine ſouldiers therein, To whom our captaine [ending to vnde rſtand of a Watering e. 
pl1ce, where he might conneniently take it in, and to haue licence fo2 the ſame he ſtraight, betaule | 
there was no connenient place but vp the river ſiue leagucs, where the water was freſh, did ſi nd 
him a pilot foz the moꝛe expedition thereof, to bying in one of his barks, wh ch going in with other 
boats pꝛoulded foz the ſame purpoſe, ankered beloze the font, into the which our captain: went; 
where hee was by the Generall, with other captaines and louldiers, very gently entertemed, who 
declared vnto him the time of their being there, which was fouretecne moneths , with the ertre⸗ 
mity they were dziuento fo) want of victuals , hauing bzought very little with them; in which 
place they being twohundzed men at their firſt comming, had in ſhozt ſpace caten all the maiz 
they could buy of the inhabitants about them, and therefoze were dziuen certeine of them to ſerue 
akingofthe Flozivtans againſt other his enemies,fo2 mill and other victuals; which haning got 
ten, could not ſerue them, being ſo many, ſo long a time: but want came vpon them in ſuch ſo2t, 
tha:thep were faine to gather acoꝛns, which being ſkamped ſmall, and often waſhed,to take away "TIS 
the bitterneſle of them, they did vſe foz bzead, eating withall ſundzy times, roots, whereof they of acons. 
found many good and holeſome , and ſuch as ſerue rather foz medecines then fo2 meates alone. | 
Butthishardneſſe not contenting ſome of them, who would not take the paines ſo much as to fiſh 
in theriuer befoꝛe their doozes, but would haue all things put in their mouthes, they did rebell as 
gamſtthe capcaine, takinx away firſt his armour, and afterward impziſoning him: and ſo to the 
number offoureſcoze ot them, departed with a barke and a pinneſſe, ſpoiling their ſtoze of bictu⸗ 
all,andfaking away a great partthereof with them, and ſo wentto the Jflands of Hiſpaniola and 
ſamaica a tuuing, where they ſpoiled and pillen the Spanparys; and hauing taken two 2 
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laden wich wine and caſaui , which is a bꝛead made of roots, and much othei victuals and trea- 
are,had not the grace to depart therewith, but were of ſuch haughty ſtomac hs, that they thought 


their kozer to be ſuch that no man dutſt medvle with them, and lo kept harbozow in Iamaica, go: 


ing daylp aſhoze at their pleaſure. But God which would not ſuffer ſuch tuill doers vnpuniſhe d 


did indurate their hearts in ſuch(o1t , that they lingered the time ſo long, that a ſhip and galliaſſe 
being mnde but ol Santa Domingo tame thither into the harbozow , and tooke twenty of them 


whereof dhe moll part were hanged, and the reſt caried into Spaine, and ſome (to the number of 


fine and twenty) eſcaped in the pinneſſe, and came to Florida; where at their landing they were 
put in pꝛiſon, and incontinent foure ofthe chiefeſt being condemne v, at the requeſof the ſouldi⸗ 
ers, did paſſe the harquebuzcrs, and then were hanged vpon a gibbet. This lacke of thyeeſcoze 
men was a great diſcourage and weakening tothe reſt, foz they were the beſt ſouldicrs that they 
had: fo2 they had now made the inhabitants weary of them by their dayly crauing of maiz,hauing 
no wares left to content them withall, and therefoze were infoꝛced to rob them, and to take away 
the r victual perkoꝛte, which was the occaſion that the Floꝛidians (not well contentedtherewith) 
did take certeine of their company in the woods, and ſlew them; wherby there grew great warres 
bet wirt them and the Frenchmen; and therefoze they being but a few in number durſt not ven⸗ 
ture ab2oad, but at ſuch time as they were infozced thertunto foꝛ want of food to vo the ſame:and 
going twenty barquebuzers in a company, were ſec vpon by e:ghtecne kings, hauing ſeuen oz 
eight hundz ed nien, which with one ok their bowes flew one ot their men, and hurt a dozen, x dꝛoue 
them all downe to their boats; whoſe pollicy in fight waz to be matuelled at: fo hauing ſhot at 
diuers of their bodies which were armed, and perceiuing that their arrowes did not pꝛeuaile a: 
gainſt the ſame, they ſhot at their faces and legs, which were the places that the Frenchmen wert 
hurt in. Thus the Frenchmen returner, being in ill caſe by the hurt ol their men, bauing not a- 
boue foꝛty ſouldiers left vnhurt, whereby they might ill make any mc}e inuaſions vpon the Flozi- 
dians, and keepe their fozt withall : which they muſt haue beene dꝛiuen vnto,had not God ſent vs 
thitber fo} their luccdur; fo2 they had not aboue ten dayes victuall left befoze we came, In which 
perplerity our captaine ſeeing them, ſpared them out of his ſhip twenty barrels of meale, & foure 
pipes of beanes , wich diuers other victuals and neceſſaries which he might conueniently ſpare : 
and to helpe them the better home wards, whither they were bound befoze our comming, at theit 
requeſt we ſpared chem one of our barks of fifty tun. Not withſlanding the great want that the 
Frenchmen had, the ground doth peeld victuals ſufficient, if they would haue taken paints to get 
che ſame; but they being ſculdiers, deſired to liue by the ſweat of other mens bzowes : fo2 while 
they had peace wich the Flozivians, they had fith ſufficient , by wearts which they made to catch 
the lame: but when they grew to warres, the Flozidians tooke away the ſame againe, and then 
would not the Frenchmen take the paines to make any moꝛe. The ground peeldeth naturally 
grapes in great ſtoꝛe, fo2 in the time that the Frenchmen were there, they made 20 hogſheadsof 
wine. Alſo it yeeldeth roots paſſing good. Deere maruellous ſtoze, with diuers other beaſts,and 
fowle, ſcruiceable to the vſe ot m. Theſe be things where with a mam map liue, hauing coꝛne 0} 
maiz whete with to make bꝛead: foz maiz maketh good ſauo ʒy bʒead and cakes as fine as flo mne. 
Alſo it maketh good meale, beaten and ſodden with water, and eate th like pap wherewith we feed 
childꝛen. It maketh alſo good beuerage, ſodden in water, and nouriſhable; which the Frenchmen 
did vſe to dzinkeof in the moyning, and it aſſuageth their thirſt, ſo that they had no nerd to dꝛinke 
all the day after, And this mai was the greateſt lacke they had, becauſe they had nolabourers to 
ſowe the lame, and therfoze to them that ſhould inhabit the land it were requiſit to haue labourers 
to t. ll end ſowe the ground: fo2 they hauing victuals of their owne, whereby they neither rob noꝛ 
ſpoile the inhabitants, may line not cnelp quit tly with chem, who naturally arc moze deſrous of 
peace then of warres, but alſo ſhall haue abundance of victuals pzoferedthem fo} nothing: fot it 
is with them as itis with one of vs, when we ſce another man tuer taking away frb vs, althcugh 
we haue enough beſives, yet then we thinke all too little foz our ſelues : fo2 ſurcly we heut heard 
the Frenchmen repoꝛt, and J know it by the Jndians, that a very little cententeth them: fozthe 
Indie ns with the head of maiz roſted, will trauell a whole day, and when they are at the Spany* 
ards finding, they giue them not hing but ſodden herbs e maiz: and in this oꝛder J ſaw thzeeſcoze 
of them feed, who were laden with wares,and came fifty leagues off, The Flozidians when they 
trauell, haue akinde of herbe dzied, who with a cane and an tarthen cup intheend, with fire, and 
the dꝛied herbs put together, doe ſucke thozow the cane the ſmoke thereof ; which ſmoke ſ ati fieth 
their hunger, andtherwith they liue foure oz five dayes without meat o2 dzinke, and this all the 
Frenchmenvſed fo2 this purpoſe: yer do they bolde opinion wit hall. that it cauſeth water e fler me 
to void from their tomacks, The commodities of this land are moꝛe then art yet kunt wen — =

huadzed Jndians,ſome of them that be of choiſe a thouſand : and their ozderis to go in canoas, oꝛ 
rather great pinneſles, with thirty men in a piece, whereof the one halle, oz moſt part be divers, Veories. 
the reſt doe open the ſame fo the pearles : fo2 it is not ſuffered that they ſhould vſe dzagging, fo2 
that would bing them otit of eſtimation, and marre the beds of them, The oiſters which haue the 
ſmalleſt ſozt of pearlcs are found in ſeuen oz eight favome water, but the greateſt in eleuen oz 
twelue fadome. | 
The Flozivians haue pieces of vnicoznes hoꝛnes, which they weare about their necks, where- Bnicomes 
of the Frenchmen obteined many pieces. Dfthoſe vnicoznes they haue many; foz that thep doe angaben 
affirme it to be a beaſt withonehozne, which comming tothe riuer todzinke, putteth che ſame ins — 
tothe water befoze he dzinkech, Ok this vnicoznes hoꝛme there are of our company, that hauing 
gotten the (ame of the Frenchmen,bzoughthome thereof to ſyew. It is therfoze to be pꝛeſuppo⸗ 
led that there are moze commodities aſwell as that, which foxwant of time, and people ſufficient 
to inhabit the ſame, can not pet come tolight : but J truſt God will reueale the ſame befoze it be 
long. to the great pꝛoſit of them that ſhal take it in hand, Df beaſts in this countrey beſides deere, cats. 
fores,hares,poicats,contes,ownces, & leopards, I am not able terteinly to ſap : but it is 
that there are lions and tygres aſwell as vnicones; lions eſpetiallp; if it be true that is ſayd, of 
theenmity bet weene chem and the vnito mes : fox there is no beaſt but hath his enemy, as the co- 
up the polcat,a ſhtepe the woolke the elephant the rinoceros ; and ſo of other beaſts the like : inſo- 
much, that whereas the one is, the other can not be miſſing, And J haue made mention of 
the beaſts ol this countrep, ic ſhall not be from my purpole to lpeake 
crocodiles, whereofthere is great abundance, anders —— 
fomeof a patd and a halfe long, Alſo J heard a miracle of one of theſe adders, vpon the which a 
faulcon ſetzing, the ſapd adder did claſpe ber tailt about her; which the French captaine ſeeing, 
ame tothe reſcue ol che faulcon, and tooke her flaping the ander; and this faulcon being wilde, he 
did reclaime her, and kept her loz the ſpace ol two moneths, at which time foz very want of meat 
be was faine to caſt her off. Dn thele adders the Frenchmen did feed, to no little admiration of 
vs, and affirmed the ſame to be avelicatemeat, And the captaine of che Frenchmen ſaw alſo a 
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ſerpent with chꝛee heads and fcure feet,of the bigneſſe of a great ſpaniell.which foz want of a har 
quebuzhedurſt not attempt to flap, Df fiſh alſo they haue in the riuer, pike, roch, ſalmon, trout, 
and dtuers other (mall fiſhes , and ot great fiſh , ſome of the length of a man and longer, being of 
bigneſſe arcopdingly, hauing a ſnout much like a Iwo of a pard long, There be alſo cf ſca ũſh⸗ 
es, which we ſaw comming along the coalt flying, which are ofthe bignefſe of a ſmelt, the biggeſt 
ſozt whereol haue foure wings, but the other haue but two : of theſe wee ſawe comming out ot 
Guinea ahundzed in a company, which being chaſed bythe gilt-heavs, other wiſe called the bo. 
nitos, do to auoid them the better, take their flight out ofthe water, but pet are they not able to flie 
karte, becauſe ofthe dꝛying ol their wings, which ſerue them not to fite but when they are moiſt, 
andtherefoze when they can flie no further, they fall into che water, and haumg wet their wings, 
take a nem flight againe. Theſe bonitos be of bigneſſe like a carpe,andin colour like a melateli. 
but it is the ſwiftclt fiſh in ſwimming that is, and followeth her pꝛey very fiercely., not cneip in 
the water, but alſo out ofthe water: fox as the flying lich taketh her flight, ſo doeththis boni 
leape after them, and takech them ſometimes aboue the water. There wert ſome of thoſe boni 
tos, which being galled by a liſgig, did follow our ſhippe comming out of Guinea 500 leagues. 
There is a ſea-fowle alſo that chaſeth this flying fiſh aſwell as the bonico : fot as the flying fiſh 
taketh her flight, ſo doch this fowle purſue to take her, which to beholde is a greaterpleaſure then 
bawking, fo2 both the flights are as pleal ant, and alſo moze often ihen an{}undzed times: fozthe 
fowle can flie no wap, but one oz other lighteth in her pawes , the number ol them are ſo abun⸗ 
dane, There is an innumerable yoong frie of theſe flying fiſhes, which commoniy keepe about 
the ſhip,and are not ſo big as butter-flies, and yer by flying doauotd the vnſatiablencſle ofthe bo. 
nito. Of the bigger ſozt of thele fiſhes wee tooke many, which both night and day flew into the 
Cailesof our ſhip, and there was not one of them which was not wooꝛth a bonito: ſoz being put 
vpon a hooke dzabling in the water, the bonico would leape thereat, and ſo was taken, Alſo, we 
tooke many with a white cloth made faſt to a hooke, which being tied ſoſhozt in the water, that it 
might leape out and in, the grerdie bonito thinking it to be aflping fiſhleapeth thereat, and ſo is 
decciued, Ae tooke alſo dolphins which are of very goodly colour andpzopoxtion to behold, and 
noleſſe delicate in taſte. Fowles alſochere be many, both vpon land and vpon ſea : but concern- 
ing them on the land J am not able to name them, becauſe my abode was there ſo ſhozt, But fot 
the fowle of the freſh riuers, theſe two J noted to be che chiefe, whercol the Flemengo iz one, ha- 
uing all red feathers, and long red legs like a herne, a necke acco2ding to the bill, red, whereofthe 
vpper nebhangeth an inch ouer the nether; and an egript, which is all white as the [ wanne, with 
legs like to an hearnſhaw, and ol bigneſle accoꝛdingly, but it hath in her taile feathers of ſo fine # 
plume, that it paſleth the eſtridge his feather, Df the ſea · fo wle aboue all other not common in 
England, I noted the pellicane, which is fained to be the louingſt bird that is; which ratber iher 
her pong ſhould want, wil {pare her heart bloud out of her belly: but fo} all this louingueſle ſhe is 
very defozmev to beholde; fo2 ſhes of colour ruſſet: notwithſtanding in Guinea J haue ſeene of 


them as white as a wan, hauing legs like the ſame, and a body like a hearne, with a long nccke, 


and a thick long beake, from the nether iaw whereof downe to the beaſt paſſeth a Ckinne of ſuch a 
bignelle, as is able to receiue afith as big as ones thigh, and this her big thꝛoat and long bilivoeth 
make her ſeeme ſo ougly. 

Here A haue declarcd the eſtate of Florida, and the commodities therein tothis day knowen, 
which although it may ſecme vnto ſome, by the meanesthat the plenty of golde and ſiluer, is not 
ſo abundant as in other places, that the coſt beſtowey vpon the ſame will not be able to quit the 
charges: yet am J of the opinion, that by that which J haue ſeene in other Illands of the Jndv 
ans, where ſuch increaſe of cattell hath bene, that of twelue head of beaſts in fiue q twenty yet red, 
did in the hides vfthem raiſe a thouſand pound pꝛoſit perely, thac the increaſe of cattel onely would 
raiſe pꝛoſit ſufficient fo2 the ſame : fo wee map conſider, if ſoſmall a poꝛtion did raiſe ſo much 
gainesin ſuch ſhoꝛt time, what would a greater do in many yeres and ſurcl) 7 may this affirme, 
that the ground of che Indians fox the vzeed of cattell , is not in any point co be compared tc this 
of Florida, which all the yeere long is ſo greene,as any time inthe Summer with vs: which ſure- 
{pis not tobe marnelled at, ſecing the countrep Nandeth in ſo watery a climate: fo once a dax 
without faile they haue a ſhower of raine ; which by meaves of the countrey it ſelfe, which is due, 
and moze feruent hot then ours, doeth.make all things to flouriſh therein, And becauſe theres 
not the thing we all le cke fo; being rather deſirous of pꝛeſent gaines, J doe therefoze affiumethe 


* attempt thereof to be moze requiſic fo2 a pzince,whois af pomtr able cogo il oom with the ſame, 


From thence wee departed the 28 of July, vpon our voyage homewarys , hauirg _ 
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things as might be mot conuenient foz our purpoſe : and tooke leaue of the Frenchmen that 
chere ſtill remained, who with diligence determined to make as great ſpeedeafter,as they could. 
Thus by meanes of contrary windes ofcentimes , wee pꝛolonged our in ſuch manner 
that victuals ſcanted with vs, ſo that we were diuers times (03 rather the moſt part) in deſpaire 
of euer comming home, had not God of his goodneſle better pzouived fox vs, chen our dcſer- 
ning. Jn which Nate of great miſcrie, wee were p2ouoked to call vpon him by feruent paper, 
which mooued him to heare vs, ſo that we had a mo ſperous winde, which did ſer vs  farre hot, 
a to be vpon the banke ol Newfound land, on Saint Bartholomews eue, and we ſounded ther⸗ 
upon, finding ground at an hundzed and thirtie fadoms, being that day ſomewhat betalmed, and 
cooke a great number of freſh covde-filh, which greatly relieued vs: and being very glad there- 
of, the next vay we departed, and had lingring little gales fo2 the ſpace of foure oz five daves, 
at the ende of which we ſawe a couple of French ſhippes , and had of them ſo much fiſh as would 
ſe:ue vs plentifully fot all the reſt of the way. the Captaine paying fo the ſame both golde and 
fuer, to the iuſt value thereof, vnto the chiefe owners of the ſaide ſhippes , but they not looking 
fo} any thing at all, were glad in themſelucs to meete with ſuch good intertainement at ſea, as 
they had at our hands, After which departure from them, with a good large winde the twen- 
tieth of September we came to Podſtow in Corne wall, God be thankev,in lafetie, with the loſſe Their arrtunn 
a twentie perſons'in all the voyage, and with great pꝛolit to the venturers of the ſaid voyage, as t nnd, 
alſo to the whole realme, in byinging home both goide , fuer, pearles and other ie wels great September 

ſoze, Dis name therefore be pꝛaiſed to evermoze. Amen. I

ve ſhips deparced from Plimmouth , the ſetond day of October, Anno 1567 

und had reaſonable weather vncill the ſeucnth day, at which time foztie les gues 
. Noxth from Cape Finiſter, there aroſe an extreme ſtanme, which continued ,, neun. 
ene vayes, in ſuch ſozt, that — ů —— dur great boats 
ec, and the Ieſus our chiefe in ſuch caſe, as not thought able to ſerue 
the voyage: whercupon in the ſame ſtozme we ſet our courſe homeward , ve- 
termining to giue ouer the voyage: but the eleuenth dap of the ſame moneth , che winde changed 
with fatre weather, whereby we were animated to followe our enterpyiſe , and ſo did, directing 
our courle with the Jlands of the Canaries , where accopding to an ozder befoze pꝛeſcribed, all 
our ſhippes befoꝛe diſperſed , met at one of thoſe lands , called Gomera, where we tooke ma- Gone; 
ter, and departed from chence the fourth day of Rouember, towards the coaſt of Guinea, and ar · 
rined at Cape Verde, the eighteenth of Nouembec : where we landed 1 50 men, hoping to ob- 
taine ſome Negros, where we got but fewe , and thoſe wich great hurt ond to dur men. 
which chiefly p2oceeven of their enuenomed arrowes: and although in the beginning they lermed enen 
ade but ſmall hurts yet there hardly eſcaped any that hav blood dzawen of them, but died in e 
range ſoze, wich their mouthes ſhut ſome tenne dayes before they died, and after their wounds 
werewhole; where J mp lelfe had one of the greateff woundes, pet chankes be to God, eſcaped. 
Fromthence wepaſtche time vpon the coaſt of Guinea, ſearching with all viligence the riners 
from Rio grande, vnto Sierra Leona, tillthe twelfth of Yanuarie,, in which time we hav not gor 
tentogether a hundꝛeth and fifrie Negros : yetnoctulriſlanding the lickneſe of our men, and the 
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late time of the yeert commanded vs away: and thus hauing nothing whert with to ſerke the coaſt 
of the Weſt Indias, I was with the reſt of our company in conſultation to goe to the coaſt of the 
- Pine, hoping there to haue obtained ſome golde foz our wares, and thereby to haue defraied our 
charge. But euen in that pꝛeſent inſtant, there came to vs a Negro, ſent from a king, oppꝛeſler 
by other Rings his neighbours, deſiring our aide, with pꝛomiſe that as many Negros as by thele 
warzes might be obtained, aſwell of his part as of ours, ſhould be at our pleaſure : we 
concluded to giue aide, and ſent r 200f our men, which the 15 of Januarie , aſſaulted a towne of 
x towne of the Negros ot dur Allies aduerſaxies, which had in ic 8000 Jnhabicants, being very ſtrongly im 
e ears Laled and fenceo after their manner, but it was ſo well defended, that our men p2euailed not, but 
loſt ire men and foꝛtie hurt: ſo that our men ſent foꝛthwith tome fox moze helpe: whereupon con- 
ſidering that the good ſuccelle of this ent erpꝛiſe might highly further the commoditie of our voy⸗ 
age, I went mp ſelfe, and with the helpe of the king of our ſive , aſſaulted the towne, both by land 
and ſea, and very hardly with fire ( their houſes being couercd with dzy Palme leaues) obtained 
the towne, and put the Jnhabitants to flight, where we tooke 250 perſons, men, women, x chil- 
Neu, and by our friendche king of our ſide, chere were taken 600 paiſoners, whereof we hoped co 
av truth in haue had our choiſe ; but the Negro (tn which nation is ſelvome o2 neuer found truth) meant no⸗ 
_ thing leſſe: foz that night he remoouedhis campe and pꝛiſoners, ſo that we were faine to content 
us with thoſe few which we had gotten our ſelues, ; 

Now had we obtained between foure and ſiue hundzev Negros, wherwith we thought it ſome⸗ 
what reaſonable to ſeeke the coaſt ofthe Welt ladies, aud there, fo our Negros , and other our 
merchandize, we hoped to obtaine, whereof to counteruaile our charges with ſome gaines, wher⸗ 
unto we pzocceded with all diligence, furniſhed our watering, tooke fuell, and departed the coaſf 
of Guinea the third of Febyuarie , continuing at the ſea with a paſſage moze hard, then befoze 
hath bene accuſtomed till the 27 day of March, which day we had ſight of an Fland, called Do- 
minica , vpon the coaſt of the Weſt Indies, in fourteene degrees: from thence we coaſted from 
place toplace, making our traffike with the Spaniards as we might, ſomewhat hardly, becauſe 
the king han ſtraightely commanded all his Gouernozs in thoſe parts, by no meanes to ſuffer my 
:rade to be made with vs: notwichſtanding we had reaſonable trade, and courtcous entertaine- 
ment, fromthe Ile ol Margarita vnto Cartagena, without any thing greatly worth the noting, 
ſauing at Capo de la Vela, in atowne called Rio de la Hacha(from whencecome all thepearles) 
the t who had che charge there, would by no meanes agree to any trade, oz ſaffer vs to 
take water, he had foꝛtiſied his towne with diners bulwarkes in all places where it might be en 
cered, and furmſhev himſelfe wich an hundzed Hargaburters, fo that he thought by faminete 
haue infozceb vs to haue put a land our Negros: of which purpoſe he had not greatly failed, vn 

* [eſſe we had by foꝛce entred the towne: which ( after we could by no ieanes obtaine his fauout) 
dio de 1a Hackd we were enfoꝛceꝭ to doe, ans ſo with two hundzed men brake in vpon their bulwarkes, and entrer 
tanen. che towne with the loſe onelp ol two men of our partes, and no hurt done to the Spaniards be⸗ 

cauſe after their volep of ſhot diſcharged, they all fled. 

Thus hauing the town with ſome circumſtance. as partly by the Spaniards veſire of Negros, 
and partly by friendſhip of the Treaſurer,we obtained a ſecret trade: whereupon the Spaniards 
reſozteycovs bp night, and bought of vs to the number of 200 Negros: in all other places mher⸗ 
we tradedthe Spaniards inhabicants were glad of vs and traded willingly, 

At Cartagena the laſt towue we thought to haue ſeene on the coaſt, we could by no meanes0b- 
taine to deale wich any Spaniard, the gouernour was ſo ſtraight , and becauſe our trade was ſe 
neere finthev we thought not good either to aduenture any landing, oz to detract further time, bar 
in peace departed from thence the 24 of July, hoping to haue eſcaped the time of their ſtones 
which then ſoone after began to reigne, the which they call Euricanos , but paſſing by the Melt 
end of Cuba, towards the coaſt of Florida there happened to vs the 12 day of Auguſt an extreme 
ſtonne which continued by the ſpace of foure dayes, which ſo beat the Ieſus , that we cut vowne 
all her higher buildings, her rudder allo was ſoze ſhaken, and withall was in ſo extreme aleake 
that we were rather vpon the point to leaue her then to keepe her any longer, yet hoping to hing 
all to good paſſe, we ſought the coalt of Florida, where we found no place noz auen foz our ſhips, 
becauſe of the ſhalowneſſe of the coaſt : thus being in greater diſpaire, and taken with a newe 
Kozme which continued other z dapes , we were infozced to take foz our ſuccour the Pozt which 
ſerneth the citie of Mexico called Saint lohn de Vllua, which ſtandeth in 19 degrees : inſerking 
of which Pozt we tooke in our way 3 ſhips which carricd paſſengers to the nunver of an hund2ed, 

which pallengers we hoped ſhould be a meane to vs the better to obtaine victuals fo our money, 

* a quiet place fo? the repatring of aur fleete, Sho:tly after this the x 6of September we mm 
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the Poe of Saint Iohn de Vllua and in our entrie the Spaniardes thinking vs to be the fleete Ge 
of Spaine, the chicke officers of the Countcey came abooꝛd vs, which being dereiued of their er- The Spani 
pectation were greatly diſmayed : but immediatly when they ſawc our demand was nothing but * de decemed 
victuals , were recomfoztcd, I found alſo in the (ame Pozt twelue ſhips which had in them by 
the repoꝛt two hundzed thouſand pound in gold e ſiluer. all which (being in my poſſeſſion, with the 
kings Jland as alſo the paſſengers befoze tn my wav thicherward ſtaved) I et at libertie , wich 
gut the taking from them the waight of a groat : onely becauſe I mould nat be delayed of iny 
diſpatch , I ſtayed two men of eſtimation and ſent poſt immedtatly to Mexico. which was two 
hundzed miles from vs, to the Pzeſiventes and Councell there, ſhe wing them of our arriuall 
there bythe foꝛte of weather, and the neceſſitieof the repaire of our ſhippes and victuals, which 
wantes we required as friends co king Philip to be furniſhed of fo our monep: and that the Pze- Our requeſts. 
fidents and Councell there ſhould with all conuenient ſpeeve take oꝛder, that at the arriuall of 

the Spanily flcete , which was dayly looked fo, there might no cauſe of quarrell riſe betweene 

ys and them, but fo the better maintenance of amitie, their commandement might be had in 

that behalfe, This meſſage being ſent away the ſirtꝛench day of September at night, being 

the very day of our arriuall , in the next mozning which was the ſeuenteenth dap of the ſame | 
moneth, we ſawe open of the auen thirteene great ſhippes, and vnderſtanding them to bee —— 
the fleete of Spaine, J ſent immeviatly to aduertiſe the Generall of the fleete of my being there, ***** 

doing him co vnderſtand, that befoze I would ſuffer them to enter the Poꝛt, there ould ſome

in two dangers, and fozced to receiue the one ot them. That was , either J muſt haue kept out 

the fleete from entring che Poꝛt, the which with Gods helpe J was very well able to doe, oz elſe 
ſafferthem to enter in with their actuſtomed trealon, which they neuer faile to execute, wherc 

they may haue oppo2tunitie, to compalle it by any meant: if I had kept them out, then hat 
there bene pꝛeſent (hipwiacke of all che fleece which amounted in value to ſire Millions, which 

was in value ofour monty 1 800000, li. which I couſivered Y was not able to anſwere , fearing 1800. you 
the Queenes Pateſtics indignation in ſo waightie a matter, Thus with mp ſelfe reuoluing the n youd.

tertaine doubt J account was their treaſon which bp good policie I hoped might be pꝛeuented 

md therefoze as chuſing the leaſt miſchiefe I pzoceededto conditions, Now was our firſt meſ- 

lenger come and returned from che fleete with repozt of the arriuall of a Uiceroy , ſo that hee had u Bicero: 
authozitie doch in all this P2ouince of Mexico ( otherwiſe called Nueua Eſpanna ) and in the 

ſea, who cent vs wozd that we ſhould ſend our conditions, which of his part ſhould ( foꝛ the bet 

ter maintenance of amitie be tweene che Pyinces) be both fauourably granted, and faithfully pers 
med, with many faire wozdes how paſſing the coaſt of the Indies he had vnderſtood of our ho- "4 
neſt:behauiour towardes the inhabitants where we had to doe, aſwell elſewhers as in the ſame 
Poꝛt, the which J let paſle : thus following our demand, we requires victuals fo2 our money, 
ind licence to ſell as much ware as might furniſh our wants, and that there might be of either 
part twelue gentlemen as hoſtages fo2 the maintenance of peace: and that the Jland foz our bet- 
ter ſafetie might be in our owne poſſeſſion , during our abode there, and ſuch oꝛdinance as was 
plantedin the lame Jland which were cleuenpeeces of b)aſle; and that no Spaniard might land 
inthe Aland with any kind of weapon: theſe conditions at the firlt he ſomewhac milliked, chiefly 
the guard of the Jlandto be in our owne keeping , which tf they had had, we had ſoone knowen n, 

our fare : fo; with the firſt Nozth winde they had cut our cables and our (hips had gone aſhoze : — 
but in the end he concluded to our requeſt, bringing the cwelue to ten, which with all 
lpende of either parc were receiuev, with a wyiting from the Uiceroy with his hande and 

ſealed with bis ſeale of all the conditions concluded, x foꝛthwith a trumpet bio wen with comman- 
dement that none ol either part ſhould be meane to violace the peace vpon paine of death: and fur 

. therit mas concluded that the two Generals ofthe flectes ſhould meete, and giue faith ech to o⸗ 

ther fo2 the nerfoꝛmante af Ge mennilſes which as lovone. Thus or the ena = 
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concluded the fleete entered the Pozt, ſaluting one another as the maner of the ſeadoth require, 
Thus as J ſaid befoze,churſday we encred the Pozx, Frivap we ſawthe fleece, and oa munday at 
night they entered the Pozt: then we laboured 2 daies placing che Engliſh ſhips by themſelucg # 
che Spamth ſhips bp themlelues, the captames of ech parc & inferiour men of their parts pzonx. 
ing great amitp of al ſides: which euen as with all fidelitie it was ment on our part, ſo the S pani⸗ 
ards ment nothing leſſe on tht ir parts, but from the maine land had furniſhed themlelues with « 
ſupply of men to the number of 1 000, and ment the next thurſday being the 23 of September at 
dinner time to ſer vpon vs on all ſibes. The ſame Thurſday in the mozning the treaſon being at 
hand,ſome appearance ſhewed, as ſhifting of weapon from ſhip co ſhip , planting and bending of 
Ndiaance from the ſbips tothe Jland where our men warded, palſing too and fro of companies of 
men inaze then required foz their net eſlarꝝ buſmes, # many other ill likelihocus, which cauſed vg 
 Wiceroy do haue à vehement ſuſpi ion, and there wit hall ſent to the Uicerop to enquire what was ment by 
uz ot bis tt, which ſent unmediatly ſtraight commandement to vnplant all things ſuſpicious , and allo ſent 
7 wozdthat he in the faith of a UAiceroy would be our defence frem all villanies. Net we being nor 
ſatilũed wich this anſwere, becauſe we ſuſpecced a great number of men to be hid in a great hip 
of 900 tunnes which wis moꝛed next vnto the Minion, ſent againe to the Utcerop the maſter of 
7 the leſus which had the Spanith tongue, and requires to be ſatiſfied if any ſuch thing were oz not 
Che treaſon The Uiceroy now ſec ing that the treaſon muſt be diſcouercd,foozthwith ſtaped our maſter,biey: 
Make foot. the Crumpct, and of all ſides ſec vpon vs: our men which warded a ſhoꝛe being ſtricken with 
ſudden feare, gave plac”, fled, and ſought coreconer ſuccour of the ſhips; the Spamiardes being 
vefoze pꝛonided foz the purpoſe landed in all places in multitudes from theit ſhips which che 
might eaſily die without boates, and flewe all our men a ſhoze without mercie, a fewe of then: 
eſcaped aboopd the Ie ius. The great ſhip which had by the eſtimation thꝛee hundzed men placer 
Tbe Micioa eſs in her ſectetly, ummediatly tell aboozd the Minion , but by Gods appointment, in the timeo* 
-aped harbip. the ſuſpicion we had, which was onely one halfe houre, the Minion was made readie to auoide, and 
fo leeſing her hedlalls, and hayling away by the ſternefaſtes ſhe was gotcen out: ti us with God 
helpe ſhe dekended the violence ot the firſt Hunt of theſe thꝛee hundzed men, The Minion being 
palt out, they came aboc 2d the leſus, which alſo with very much a doe and the loſſe of manie 
ok out men were defenden and kept out. Then were there alſo two other ſhips that aſſaulted 
Chelew eca- the leſus at the ſame inſtant, ſo that ſhe had hard getting looſe, but pet with ſome time we had 
ped þard'y. cut our head - faſtes and gotten out by the ſkerne-faites, Nowe when the Icſus and the Minion 
Sharpe wars. Were gotten about two ſhippes length from che Spaniſpß fleete, the fight beganne ſo hotte on all 
; hips of the ſides that within cnehourc the Admirall of the Spaniards was ſuppoſc d to be ſunke, their dite 
Spamarzs admirall burned aud one other of their ppincipall ſhips ſuppoſed co. be ſunke, ſo chat the ſhippe; 
confruned» pere little able co annop vs. 1 7 | 
Then is it to be vnderſtood, that all the Oꝛdinance vpou the J lande was in the Spauiatves 
handes , which did vs ſo great annopance , that it cut all the maſtes and pardes of the leſus, it: 
hard cat. uch ſoꝛt that there was no hope to carric her away ; allo it ſunke our ſmall ſhippes , wereupor: 
we determined to place the leſus on that ſide of the Minion, that (he might abide all the batterie 
from the land, and ſo be a defence foʒ the Minion till night, and then to take ſuch reliefe of victu⸗ 
Al and other neceſſaries from the leſus,as the time would ſuffer vs, and to lc aue her. As we wire 
thus determining, and had placed the Minion from the ſhot of the land, ſuddenly che Spaniards 
had fired two great ſhippes which were comming directly with vs, :ndh:uing no meaues to a 
uoide the fire, it bzedde among our men a maruellous feare, ſo that ſome ſap», let vs depart with 
the Minion, other (ard, let vs ſee whither the winde will carrie the fire from vs. But to be ſho2t, 
the Minions men which havalwapes the:r ſayles in a readineſſe, thought to make ſure woꝛke, and 
ſo without either conſcnt of the Captaine oz Maſter cut their ſaile, ſo that very hardly J was te⸗ 
ceiued into the Minion. 1 | A 
The molt part of the men that were lekt a liue in the leſus,madc ſhift and (ol[owen the Minion 
in a ſmall boat, the reſt which the little boate was not able to receiue, were infozced to abide the 
mal hope to mertie of the Spaniards (which J doubt was verylittle) fo with the Minion only and the Judith 
— of ty*. ( a ſmall barke ot 50 tunne) we eſcaped, which barke the ſame night fozſooke vs in our great mi- 
dom: ſerie: we were now remooued with the Minion from the Spaniſh ſhips two bow·- co. es, and 
chere rode all that night: the next mo ming we recouerev an Jland a mile from the Spentarves, 
where there tooke vs a Hoꝛth winde, and being left onely with two ankers and two cables (fo: 
in this conflict we loſt tinee cables and two ankers) we thought alwayes vpon death which eue 
was pꝛeſent, but Sod pꝛeſerued vs to a longer time. , 
The weather waxed reaſonable, andthe Saturday we ſet ſaile, and having a great number 
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ak men and littte vicrualsour hope ot life ware leſſe and leſſe: ſome deſired to yeeld to the Spa — 
niards, ſome rather deſired to obtaine a place where they might giue themſelues to the Jnfidets, 
and ſome had rather abide with a little pittance the mertie of God at Sen: ſo thus with many lo: Bard choice, 
zowfull he arts we wand2edih an vnkno wen ea by the ſpace of 14 dayes till hunger infoxcev 
ys to ſeeke the land, fo hides were thought very good meat, rats, cats, mite and dogs, none ef- ®'{ric- 
caped that mixht be gotten, parrats and monkeyes that wert had in great ict, were thought 
there very pꝛolit able if they ſerued the turne one dinner : thus in the end the 8 day ol October 
we came to the land in the bo rome of the ſame bap of Mexico in 23 degrees and a halte, where 
we hoped to haue found inhabitants ofthe Spaniards, reliefe of victuals, and place fo2 the re» 
pzice of our ſhip, which was ſo ſoꝛe beaten with ſhot from our enemies and bzuſcd with wooting 
off our one 0zdinanc?, that our wearie and weake armes were ſcarce able to defende and keepe 
out water, But all things hoppened to the contrary, foz we found neither people, victuall, noꝛ he 
4en of reliefe, but a place where hauing kaire weather with ſome perill we might land a boat: ou: 
y:ople being foꝛced with hunger deſired to be ſet on land, whereunto J conſented. 
And ſuch as were willing to land I put them apart, and ſuch as were deſirous to goe home 
wardes, Þ put a part, ſo that they were indifferently parted a hundzed o one ſive anda hunden ,_ 8 
x the other ſive : cheſe hundꝛed men we ſec a land with all diligence inthis little place befoze ſaid, men let on 
which be ing landed. we determined there to take in freſh water, and ſo with our little remaine of in a ha 
1:ctua's to take the ſca. 
The nert day hauing a land with me fiftie of our hundꝛeth men that remained fox the ſpeedier 
preparing ok our water abeoꝛd, there aroſe an extreame ſtonne, ſo that in three dayes we could 
by no meanes repatre aboo2d our ſhip: the ſhip alſo was in ſuch perill that euery houre we looked The greatei: 
fo2 ſhipwacke, roar a, 
But ytt Gov againe hav mercie on vs, and [ent faire weather, we hav aboozd our water, and 
depart. d the ſirteenth day of October, after which day we had faire and pzoſperous weather till 
the ſirteenth day of Noucmber , which day God be pzapſed we were cleere fromthe coaſt of the 
Indies, and out of the chanell and gulfe of Bahama, which is betweene the Cape of Florida, and 
the Flandes of lucayo. After this growing neere to the coldecountrep, our men being oppteſſey 
with famine , died tontinnallp, and they that were left , grew into ſuch weakeneſſe that we were 
ſcant ly able to manage our ſbippe, and the winde being alwayes ill foz vs to recouer England, 
we determined to goe with Galicia in Spaine , with intent there to relieue our companie and o⸗ 
ther ertceame wances, Aud being arriued the laſt day ol December in a place neere vnto Vigo 
talled Ponte Vedra, our men with exceſſe of frech meate grew into miſerable diſſeaſes, and died 
a great patt oł them This matter was bozne out as long as it might be, but in the end although 
there were none of our men ſuffered to goe a land, pet by acceſſe of the Spaniards, our feeblc- 
neſſe was knowen to them. Ahereupon they ceaſed not to ſeeke by all meanes to betray vs, 
but wich ail ſpeede poſſible we departed to Vigo, where we had ſome helpe of certaine Engliſh 
ſhips and twelue freſh men, wherewith we repaired our wants as we might, and departing the 
20 day of January 1 5 5 8 arrmed in Mounts bay in Cornewall the 25 ofthe lame monech,v2af- 
{ed be God therefoe. | 
It all the miſeries and crouvieſome att res of this ſoꝛowtull voyage ſhould be perfectip and 
chwughly wꝛitten, chere ſhould neede a painefull man with his pen, and as great a time as he had 
that wꝛote the lines and deathes of the Marty2s,

The firſt voyage attempted and ſet foorth by the expert and vali- 


ant captaine M. Frexcs Drake himſelfe, with a ſhip called the Dragon, and 
another ſhip and a Pinneſſe, to Nombre de Dios, and Dariene, about the yeere 1 5 7 2, 
Written and recorded by one Lopez Var a Portugall borne in the citie of F luus, in ma- 
ner follow: which Portugale , with the diſcous ie about him, was taken at the river of 
Plate by the ſhips ſer foorth by the Right Honourable the Earle of Cumberland, in the 
yeere 15 8 6. 


Here was a tertaine Engliſh man named Francis Drake, who yaning inte 

how the to une of Nombre de Dios in Nueua Eſpanna, had but ſmall ſtozr of pes 
ple remaining there, came on a night, and entred the Poze with koure Pinnelles, and 
| landed about 150 men,#leauing 70 men withatrumper, in a Foꝛt which was there, 
with the ther 8 he entred the towne, without doing any harme, till he came to the marker place 
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and there diſcharged his caliucrs, & ſounded a trumpet very loud, andthe other which he had left 
in the Foꝛt auſweren him after the ſame maner, with the diſcharging their caliuers,and 

their crumpets: the people hereupon not thinking of any ſuch matter, were put in great feare,any 
waking out of chetr lleepe fled all imo the mountaines, inquiring one of another what the matecr 
ſhould be, ri maming as men amazed, not knowing what that vpz02e was which happened fo ſud · 
denlp in the towne, But 14 0} 15 of them iopning together with their harqucbuzes, went toche 
market plate to know what they were that were in the ecwne,andin a coner of the market place 
they did diſcouer the Engliſhmen , and ſeeing them to be but fewe, diſcharged their calinerg at 
thoſe Englichmen: the;x foztune was ſuch that they killed the Trumpetter, and ſhot one of the 


-piincipali menthozow the legge, who ſeeing himſelfe hurt, rerpzedtothe Fox, where the reſt of 


theic company was left: they which were i the Fozt ſounded their Trumpet , and ſeeing that 
they in the towne did nat anl were them, and hearing the caltuers , thought that all they in the 
cowne hay bene ſlain? , aud thereupon fled to their Numeſſes: the E captaine comming ta 
the Font, and not finding bis men which he left there, he and his were in ſo great feare , that lea- 
uing their furniture behind tbem, and putting eff their hole, they (wamme, and waren all to their 
Pinneſſes,and ſo went with their (ps againe out of the Pont. 

Thus this Engliſy Captaine called Francis Drake, departed from Nonibre de Dios, 4 flew 
onely one man in the towne which was looking out of a windowe to ſee what the matter was and 
ol his men had onely his Trumpctter llaine. 

But he being diſcontented with the rcpulſe which he had receincd there, came to the ſound of 
Dariene,andhauing conference withcertaine Negros which were flcd from theit maſttrs al pa 
nama,and Nombre de Dios, the Negros did tell him, that certaine Pules came ladi n with gold 
and ſiluer from Panama to Nombre de Dios, wha in companie of theſe Negros went the 
on on land, and ſtaped in the way where the treaſure ſhould come with an hundzed ſbot, and 
tooke two companies of mules, which came onelp withtheir dziuers miſtruſting nofting , and he 
carried awap the gold onely, foz they were not able to carrie the ſilucr thzoughthe mountaines,

dere was another Engliſhman, viho hearing of the (pople that Francis Drake ha 
one vpon the coaſt of Nucua Eſpanna, and of his good aduenture and ſafe re- 
»& turne home, was thereby pzouoked to vndertake the like enterpzile, with a ſþip 
ol 140 tunnes , and 70 men, and came thither , and had alſo conference with che 
SI lozeſaive Negcos : and hearing chat the golde aud ſiluer which came vpon the 

Mules from Panama to Nombre de Dios, was now conducted wi h ſouldiers , he determined 
to do that which neuer any man befoze enterpꝛiſed: and landed in that placc where Francis Drake 
befozc has had his conference with the Negros, This man couered his ſhip after he hadbzought 
her aground with boughes of trees, and hid his great O2dinance in the ground , and ſo not lea. 
uing any man in his ſhip, he tooke two ſmall pieces of ozvinance, and his caliuers , and good 
ſoze of victuals , ans ſa went with the Negros about twelue leagues into che maine land, to 8 
riuet that goeth to the South ſea, and there he cut wood and made a Pinnefle which was fine and 
fontie foote by the keele , and hauing made this Pinneſle , he went into the South ſea , carrying 


fire Negros with him to be his guides and ſo went to the Jlandof Pearles, which is fines twen · 


tie leagues from Panama, which is in the way that they come from Peru to Panama. andthcre 
he was ten dayes with aut ſhewing bimſelle to any man, to ſee if he might get any ſhip that came 
from Peru: At lui, there came a ſmall Barke by, which came from Peru from a place called 
Quito, twhichhe tooke and found in her ſirtie thouſand pc30s of golde, and much victuals. But 
not contencing himſelfe with this pztze, bee taped long without ſending away his pzize 02 any 
ol the men, and in the ende of ſire dapes aftcr , hee tooke another Barke which came from Lima, 
in whichhe tooke an huntzed thouſand pexos of Auer in bores, with che which bee thought 1 
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where he found afew,and(o recurned to his pinneſſe againe, c ſo ſailing to the riner from whence 
he came and comming neert tothe mouthof rhe apy tiuer, hee ſeut away the two pꝛtzes that hee 
tocke, and with his pinneſſ he wemvpthe river. The Negros that vwelc in the Illand of pearls, 


haue gone. e entred the riger,but firſt he went into the Jllanvs to ſee if he could find any pearles: 


the ſame night chat he went from them, went in Canoas to Panama, andthe Gouernour within = 


wo dayes lent foure barkes with 100 men, 25 men in everyone, and Negros to rowe with the 
captaine lohn de Ortega,whichwent to the Aland of pearles, aun there had intelligence, which 
wopthe Engliſhmen were gone, and following che he met by the way the ſhips which the Eu- 
glich men had taken, of whom he learned, that the Engliſh men were gone vp the riuer, and he go⸗ 
ing thither, when he came to the mouth of the riner the captaine of Panama knew not which way 
to take, becauſe there were thzee partitions inthe riucr to goe vp in, and being determincd to goe 
vph2greace 2 of the thzee rmers. he ſaw comming downe a leſler riuet many feathers of hennes 
whiczthe Engliſhmen had pulled to eate,and being glad thereof, hee went vp that riuet where hee 
zu the feachers,and after that he had bene in that riuer foure dates, he deſcried the Engliſhmens 
zna«lle vpon the ſands,and comming to her, there were no moze then ſire Engliſhmen, whereof 
je kill .d one, and the other fiue eſcaped away,andin the pinnefle he found nothing but victuals: 
but this captaine of Panama not herewith ſaciſfied, dcrermtned to ſecke out che Engliſhmen by 
and, and leauing twenty men in his pinnelles, her with do ſhot went vp the countrep : bee had not 
ne hte a leagut, dut hee found a houſe made ol boughs,where thep found ail the Engliſhmens 
go, and the gold and ſiluevalſo, and carping it backe to then pinneſſes , the Spaniatus were 
eternuued to goe awap, without following the Engliſh men any further. 

But at the end of thzec dapes, the Engliſh capcatne came to the riuer with all his men, and a· 
boue 200 Negros, and ſet vpon the Dpantarvs with great fury: But the paniards hauing the 
aduantage of trees which they ſtood behind nid eaſily pzenatle, and killed elcuen d 
five Negros, and tooke other ſeuen Engliſhmen ale, but of the Spaniards. two were llaine and 
fine ſoꝛe hurt. 

Amony other things the Spamards enquirev of the Engliſhmen which they tooke, why 
che y went not away in fifteene dapes liberty which they had, They anſwered, that their Cap 
taine gad commanded chem to carie all thai golde and ſiluet which they had, to the place where 
thep had left tyeir ſbippe, and they had pzonuſed him to catie it, alrhough they made thzee 02 
foure iourneys of it, foꝛ hee pzomiſed co giue them part at n beſides their wages, but the mari 
ner3 woulv haue it by and by, and ſo their Capcaine being angry betauſe they would not take 
vis won d, fell out with them, and they wich him, in lo much that one ol the company would haue 
ulledthe Captaine, ſo that the Captaine mould not haue them to tatie the treaſure , but ſayd her 
mould ſecke Negros to carie it, and ſo he went and ſought fo Negros, andbzinging thoſe Ne 
gros to carie it, hee met with the fine Engliſh men that hee han leit in his pinneſſe whichranne 
from the Spaniards, and the rct alſo which ran from the houſe, and they told him what the Spa 
niards had done, and then making friendhip with all his men, dee pꝛomiſed them halle of all the 
treaſure if they got it from the Spaniarys, and the Negros pꝛomiſed co heipe him with their 
howes and arrewes, and thereupon they came to ſeche the Spaniards, and now that ſome of his 
company were killed and taken, hee thought it beſt to returne to his ſhip, and to paſle backe fo? 
England. The Spaniſh captaine hearing this, hauing buried the dead bodies, and haning got 
ten all things into his barkes,and taking the Engliſh men and their pinneſſe with him, he retur 


ned to Panarna ; ſo the voyage of that Engliſh man did not p2oſper wich him, as hee thought it 
would haue done,

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Nowe when the foure barkes were come to Panama, they (ent aduile alſo to Nombre de di- 


os, and they of Nombte de dios ſent alſo from them other foure barkes which (as the Spani- 
ards (ap ) found the Engliſh ſhip where ſhe was hid, and bought her tu Nombte de dios: and 
that the Clicerop of Peru not thinking ic good to ſuffer fiftie Engliſh men tu remame inthe coun 
trey, ſenc a (cruantof his called Diego de Frees, with a huudzech and fiſty ſhoe incothe moun 
tainesto ſeckethemoue, who found them making ol certaine Canoas to ꝑoe into the Noth ſea, 
an" there to take ſome varke oz other: ſome of them were ſicke, and were taken, and the reft ler 
with the Negros . who in the end betraped them tothe Spaniards , ſo that they were bꝛought to 
Panama, And the Juſtice of Panama aſked the E ngliſh captaine whether hee had the Queenes 
licente, oz the ticence of any other Pzince op Lotd foz his attempt. And he anſwered hehavnone, 

hee and all his company were condemned to dye and ſa were all executed, ſauing the 


the Palter, the Pilot, and ſiue voyes which were caried ta Lima, and there the Cap» 
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The Spaniards of that countrey marueiled much at chis one thing, to lee that lince the con 
quering of this land, there haue bene many Frenchmen, that haue come to thoſe Countreys, but 
neuer ſawEngliſh men there but onely thole two of whom J baue ſpoken, And although there 
haue many Frenchinen bene ou the toaſt, pet neuer durſt they put foote vpon land, only thoſe twe 
Engliſh men aduentured it, and did ſuch erploits,as are befoꝛe temembꝛed. 

All theſe things comming to the hearing of the king of Spaine, de pzouided two Gallies well 
Eye Engliſh appointed to keepe thoſe coaſtes : and the firſt peere they tooke fire oz ſcuen French ſhips, Ant 


3 after that this was knowen, there werenomoze Engliſhmen oz Frenchmen of warre that dur 


cauſed the king aducnture to appzoch the coaſt, vntill this pyeſent peere 1586, that the afozeſapd Francis Drake,

the inuaſion of other nations, . 


The voyage of Maſter Andrew Barker of Briſtol, with two ſhips, 


the one called the Ragged ſtaſſe, the other the Beare, to the coaſt of Terr 
firma,and the Bay of Hendaras in he Welt Indies, inthe yeere 1576. Wheremnthe 
reaſons ate premiſed which mooued him to tet forth this voyage againſt the Spani 
ards ; collected out of certaine notes and examinations touching this enterprile by 
Art of all Andrew Barker hauing abode in one of the Canary Jflands cailcy Tc 
NS nerif foz acertaine time, and returning home left behind hum Charles Cheſter 
N (the lonne of Dominic Cheſter merchant of Briſtol)to learn the language. Nom 
N the ſayd Andrew Barker fot with vpon his arriuall in England. in Noucmber, 
1574 fraighted a ſmall ſhip (named the Specdwellof Briſtol) to go for the Ca- 
>” 7 & narics with cloth and other merchandiſe of a great value. Oe ſent alſo one lohu 
Drue of Baſtable as his F actoꝭ to make ſale and diſpoſe of the ſaid goods, who when he arriuedat 
Tenerif, landed the marchandize, and ſent home the barke with ſome ſmall quantity of wine, ma 
king account to (ell the ſayd wares to greacer aduantage in pꝛouiding wines and ſugar fox the la- 
ding of another ſhip, which Andrew Barker had appointed to ſend th.ther, Alſo actoꝛding to this 
his purpoſe y ſaid Andrew in arch following ſent a ſhipcatled the Chriſtopher of Dartmouth, 
captaine wherof was one Henry Roberts of Briſtol: who when he had landed in Tenerif,+ was in 
good hope to find the lading of his ſhip in a readines, cũitary to his expectation, was ſuvvenly caſt in 
to p2ilon: the Spaniarvs alleaging that Andrew Barker was accuſed tothe inquiſitiũ by Charles 
Cheſter, whereupon his goods were conſiſcat, his facto lohn Dtue was attached, and he alſo(the 
[aid captaine Roberts)being as they ſuppoſed Backers partner, was in like ſozt to be impꝛiſoned. 
In fine all the fozeſaivcommonittes appertaining to the ſaid Andrew and his bꝛother P.lobn 
Barker and others to the value of 1700 pound and vpwarvs ( as it doth appeare by p2oofes of re- 
coꝛd in the Admtralep)were vtterly lot, being confiſcatto the ſaid inquiſition, Powbeit captain? 
Roberts by the meanes of a frier was delvered out o pziſon ( which coſt him all the marchandtxe 
he hougbt with him in his ſhip) and ſo returned with dead fraight to the ſumme of 200 pound that 
afterwards Andrew Barker diſcharged. Jn recompenſe of which iniurie (foz that no ſunte p2e* 
uailerh againſt the tnquiſition of Spaine) g; alſo to retouer his loſſe of the Spaniards themſe lues. 
athisowne charge with the help of his friends hee furniſhed two bark es fo the Welt Indies, the 
greater of which barkes was called the Ragged ſtaffe, himſelfe being captaine, & Philip Roche 
Maſter thereof,the other named the Bearc had one William Coxe of Limehouſe fo2 her Maller 
and captaine. And thus all out company being imbarked at Pliminouth on Whitſonvay inthe 
beginningof June, we ſet foward , v in our courſe we met with aſhip of London, p afterwards 
with another ſhip, but tooke nothing frb either of them. Our firſt arriual was at one of the Jl! 
of Cape Verde,name Del ſal,vz.the Ale of ſalt, where we tooke certain fiſhes called Toytoiſes? 
and there we remained one night and halle the day following, And from thence wee cam? 2 
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Alle of Maio, being diſtant froni Iſla del ſai, ; 402 1 5 leagues, where we tooke in freſh water and The Jfie'o” 
traffigued with certaine Poztugals inhabiting in that place, of whom we had ſome victuals fo: 
aniues and beades : andthere we remained one day and one night: but our trumpetter was tre ⸗ 
cheroully ſlaine by choſe Poꝛtugals. in reuenge of whichmurther we ſet on ſire two of their ſmall Two vu 
villages, From this Alland wee ſhapedour courſeouerthe maine Ocean coward ihe Weſt In- n. 
dies,anvarriued happily atthe Jiland of Trinidad, andhadconference with certaine Indians in- Ip Ad. 
habicants thereof, who gau vs very friendly aud courteous ent ert aiuement: and here we ſet vp nnd 
2pinneſſe which we caricd foꝛth inthe Ragged Raffe , and traſſiqued with the fozeſayd Jndians 
fozvictuals, Aud after we had ſpent ſire dapes in this place we depart ed, and arriuen next at the ; 
Ille of Margarita, where we tooke a {mall Spaniſh ſhip hauing in her certaine pitch aud 20tuns The Ide 
xf Canarie wines whereof we reſeruey 4 02 5 tunnes to our ſelues, diſmiſſing them without anp Margarita. 
further damage. Thence (hauing remained there a dap) wee ſet ſaile tothe Jſlandof Curacao, The 79»: 
where we remained a vapF# a night,#cooketn freſh water, at what time by the inhabitants of that 
Aland (being few of chem Spaniards, y the moſt parc Indiãs) 1 of our men weretreacherouſl; 

hurt,but none llatne, And from chence we departed foz the maine land Southwards,to a cercatn: 

hap,and there we abode z daies, but nothing of any reckoning was there atchieued. From thcnec 

we arriued at Cape de la Vela, where grewe a contention betweene our Capt aine . Andrey ©» <1 
Barker, and his Paſter Philip Roche, vpon compariſons made betweene them concerning the 
knowledge of Nauigation,and about other quareis, which quare ls afterward were an occaſion of 

further milchiefe, Hence we latled to the bay of Tulu (which is about 18 ſeagues Southwet⸗ 

ward from Carthagena) where wer tocke a Frigat and certaine treaſure therein to the value of 

500 pound, namely barresof gold, and lingots of ſiluer, and ſome quantity of corrinto oꝛ copne 

in rials of plate, and cercaine greene ones called Emerauds, whereof one very great, being ſet 

in gold, was found tied ſecretiy about the thigh ol a frier, Here hauing ſtayen thiee dayes, and 

aow being purſued by Spaniſh men of warre, wee veparted with che (apy treaſure , and left the 

Frigat behind vs, all which treaſure at that inſtant was committed to the keeping of our taptaine 

Andrew Barker, Fromchence we paſſed to Nombre de dios, and ſo foozth to the mouth ofthe e 
riuer ol Chagre 18 leagues diſtant from Nombre de dios towards the Nozthweff, There wee 

landed 10 ot our min, who trauelled vp into che woodsthzee 02 foure daies to ſeeke the Simerons, — bong 
(which are certaine valiant Negros fledfrom their cruel maſters the Spaniards, and are become word 
moztallenemies, ready to ioyne with the Engliſh and French againſt them) but in their ſearch 

chep couldfind none of them, And thoughour men returned all free from peril ofthe enemie, yet 

the molt part of the ſapd ten perſons p2eſencly (ell ſiche anv diuers other ot our company: ſo 

that within 1 4 dayes 802 9ofour men died of a diſeaſe called there the Calentura, which is a bote 

and vehement feuer. And paſling betweene Cha gre and Veragua, we tocke a Frigat, and ſome vey 

quantity of golde wee found therein. Jn this Frigat were 23 Spaniards whom wee ſet on 

ſhoze , and two Flemings,them wee bꝛought into England with vs: wee had therein alſofoure 

caſt pieces of D2dinance, 3 harquebuzes on crocke, 16 Spaniſh caliuers, and a bockeof Naut- 

gation :and in this Frigac ſome of our company came homeward into England. Thus paſſing 

_ fozward in our courſe, we came to Veragua, where captaine Barker, g Philip Roche his aſter, 

fought vpon the fozelapd quarel, in which combat the captaine was hurt a little in the checke. 

here we ſanke our Admirall the Rag ged ſtaffe, becauſe of her great leakage, and imbarked part 

of our company inthe Spaniſh Frigat, which immediately befoze we had ſurpziſed, From hence 

(by the direction or certain Indians) we ſapled into the guifeof the Honduras: there we tocke a —— 0. 

barke wherin were rials ol plate, to the value ot i oo pound, Maiz 02 Indian wheat, hennes, beefe 

and other ſmall things. In this barke alſo were certaine Spaniards, whereof one was the Scri- 

vano ot ſecretary of Carthage na, who (being a man of ſome note) was put to his tanſome, which 

waspapd ia gold: the re were diſmiſſed freely, And akte r paſling by diners Jſlands, we arriued Ty. Ille ol 
at an Aland called S. Franciſco , being in the mouth of the great bay, called the Honduras. And F:-ociic+. 
within two dayes nert after our arriuall there, William Core and diuers others ( which fo2 cer 

taine cauſes ſhalbe nameleſſe) came abooꝛd the ſhip wherein the captaine then was, and diſpoſe ſ· | 
led him as well of the ſapoſhip,as of the treaſureinthe ſame, and fo2thwith put our captaine with u conſb tract

ker of Briſtol, other vnto out captaineÞ, Andrew Barker, as acccſlaries to our captains veath, 
and betrapers of him vnto the enemie. And after ſtraight examination of many of vs, by lettersof 
direction from her Pateſti:s pziuie Counſell, the chiefe malefactozs were onely chaſtiſed with 
long impꝛiſonment, where indeede befo2c God they had deſerued to die: whereof ſome, although 
they eſcaped the rigoz of mans law, pet could they not auoide the heauy iudgement of God, but 
ſhoꝛtly after came to miſerable ends, Thich may be example to others to ſhem themſelues faith 
kull and obe dient in all honeſt cauſes to their captaines and gouernours.

weather being faire and calme. The Generall cauled the Aiceadmirall to goe with the pin⸗ 
neſles well manned to ſee what they were, who vpon ſight of the laid pinneſſes appzoching neere 
onto them, abandoned fo2 the moſt part all their ſhips ( being Frenchmen) laden all with ſalt, and 
bound homewards into France, among which ſhips (being all ot lmall burthen there was one (u 
wel liked, which allo had no man in her, as being bzought vnto p general. he thought good to mak 
{tap of her koꝛ the ſeruice, meaning to pap toꝛ her, as alſo actoꝛdingly he pertoꝛmi d at cur returne: 
which varke was called the Drake. The reſt of theſe ſhips ( being eight o2 nine) were viſmiſled 
without any any thing at all taken from them. Tho being alter wardes put ſomewhatfarther off 
from the ſhoꝛe, by che contrartecy of the wind, we happened to meet with lome other French ſhiys 
full laden with Newland ſiſh, being vpon their returne home ward fron the laid Newfoundland.

c, befoze we hau avuanced one halfe league ot our wap, there came a meſlenger being an En 
glich merchant from theBouccnour,co ſee what lauge fleet we were, who tame to cur General. 
conferred a while with him, and after a mall time ſpent, our Generall called fo2 Captaine Samp- 
on, and willed him to go to the Gouernour of the citie, to reſolue himot᷑ two poin.s. The ũra to 
know if chere were any warres betweene Spaine and England, The ſetond, why our marchants 
with their goods were embarged o arreſtev. Thus departed captain Sampſon with the ſaid mel⸗ 
ſenger to che citie, where he found the gouernoꝛ & pcople much amazeo of ſuch a ſudden accident. 
The Generali with che aouiſe and caunſell of M.Carleil his Lieutenant generall, who was in 
the gallep with him, thought not good to make any ſtand, till ſuch time as they were within the 
ſhot ofthe citie, where they might bec ready vpon che returne of Captanie Sampſon, to make a 

ſudden attempt it cauſe did require befo2e it were darke. : 
Captaine Sampſon recurned with his meſſage ia this ſoꝛt. Firſt, touching peace oꝛ warresthe 
Souernour ſatd he knew of no warres, and that it lap not in him to make any, bee being ſo meane 
a ſubiect as he was, And as fo) the ſtay ot che merchants with their goods, it was the kings plea⸗ 
ſure, but not with intent to endomage any man. And that the kings counter - commandement 
was ( which had bene receiued in that place ſame ſeuennight be foꝛe) that Engliſh merchants with 
their goods ſhould be diſcharged: for the moꝛe verifying wherof, be ſent ſuch merchãts as were in

lelues for that nigyt there. The Gouernouir ſent vs ſome refreſhing, as bꝛead, wine, oyle, applies, 
grepes, marmalad ard ſuch Re. About midnight the weathe beganne ro ouercaſt, inſomuch 
that it was thaught meeter fo repatre aboowd, then to make any longer abode on land, and befor 
wee could recouer che Fleete, a great tempeſt aroſe, which cauſed many of cur ſhippes todzive 
don their kee id, and ſo e exe forced coſe? in great peril, as tie harke hs hark? 
| Ty - awkinc 
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Hawkins, and the Specdewell, which Speede wel was onely dziuen into England, the others re- 
ceucred vs againe: the extremitie of the ſtozme laſted thzee dayes , which no ſocner began to af: 
wage, but M. Carleil our Lieutenant generall was ſent with his cwne ſhippe and th2ce others; 
as alſo with the gallie and with diuers pinneſſes, to ſee what he might doe aboue Vigo, where hee 
took: many boates and ſome tar aue ls, diue rſly laden with things of {mall value, but chiefly with 
houſhold ſtuffe,running into the high countrep,and amongſt the reſt, he found one boat laden with 
che pꝛincpal church-Quffe of the high Church of Vigo, where alſo was their great croſle of ſiluer, 
ol ve ry faire emboſſed wozke,and double gilt alloner, hauing coſt them a great maſle of mor N. 
They complained to haue loſt in all kind of goods aboue thirty thouſand duckets in this place. 
The next day the Generall with his whole fleete went from vp the Illes of Bayon, to a very 


Food harbour aboue Vigo, where M. Carleil taped his temming, aſwell fo2 the moꝛe quiet ci: 


ding of his ſhips, as alſo foʒ the good tommoditie of freſh watering, which the place there did a: 
fuurd full well, In the meane time the Gouernour of Galicia had reared ſuch fozces as hee 
might, his numbers by eſtimate were ſome two thouſand foot, and thꝛee hundzed hozſe, and mar: 
ched from Bayon to this part of the countrey, which lay in ſight of our flecte, where making a 
ſtand,he ſent to parley with our Generall, which was granted by cur Generall, ſo it might bee in 
boats vpon the water: and fo? ſafetie of then perſons, there were pledges delivered on both ſides: 
whichdone,the Goneinozof Galicia put himſelfe with two others into our Uiceadmirals ſkiffe, 
the ſame hating bene ſent tothe ſhoze foꝛ him, and in like {ozt our Gcnerall went in his owne 
\kiffe; where by them it was agreed, we ſhould furniſh our ſelues with kreſh water, to be taken by 
cur owne prople quictly on the land, and haue all other ſuch necellaries, paying fo2 the ſame, as 
the place would affourd, 
Then all our buſineſſe was ended, wee departed, and tooke our wap by the Jſlands of Cana. 
ria, which are eſteemed ſome thꝛee hundzed leagues from this part of dpaine, and falling purpoſe: 
ly with Palma, with intention to haue taken our pleaſure of that place, foz the full digeſting of 
many things into oꝛder, and the better furniſhing our ſtoꝛe with ſuch ſeuerall good things 38 it 
affourdech very abundantly, we were fozced by the vile Sea-gate, which at that pꝛe ſent fell ont, 
and by the naughtineſſe of the landing place, being but one, and that vnder the feucurof manp 
pla:fzzmes well furniſhed with great ozdinance,to depart with the reccit of many their Canon- 
ſhot, ſome into our ſhip3,and ſome beſides, ſome of them being in very deede full Canon high, But 
the only oz chiefe miſchiefe was the dangerous ſca-ſurge,wi;jichat ſhoze al! zlonyl plainly th at⸗ 
ned the 1 of as many pinneſſes and boat es, as foz that time ſhould haue attempted any 
landing at all. | | : 
Now ſeeing the erpectation ofthis attempt fruſtrated by the cauſes afczeſaid, we thought it 
meeter to fal with the Iſle Hierro, to ſec it we could find any better f:2tune: and comming to the 
Illand, we landed a thouſand men in a valley vnder a high mountame, where we ſtayed ſome two 
02 thace houres, in which time the inhabitants, accompanied with a yong fellow boꝛne in Eng- 
land, who dwelt there with them, came vnto vs, ſhewing their ſtate to be ſo pooze, that they were 
all ready to ſtarue, which was not vutrue : and therefoze without any thing gotten we were all 
commanded pꝛeſently to imbarke, ſo as that night wee put olf to ſea Southloutheaſt along to: 
wards the coaſt ot Bai bar). | 
Upon Saturday inthe moming, being the 13. ol Nonember,we fell with Cape Blanke, which 
is a low land and ſhallow water, where we catched tote of ſiſh, and doubling the Cape, v t put in⸗ 


tothe Bap, where we found certaine French ſhips of warre, whom wee entertained with great 


courteſie,andthcrelefr them. This afternoone the whole fleet aſſembled, which was a little ſcat⸗ 
teredabout their fithing,and put from thence to the Tſles of Cape Verde, ſailing till the 16, of 
the ſame moneth in the mozning , on which dap we diſcried the Iſland of S. Iago, and in the eue- 
ning we ankered the fleet between the to wne calledthe Playao2 Praya,andS,lago,where we put 
on ſhoze 1000. men o mote, vnder the leading ol M. Chriſtopher Carleil Lieutenant general. ho 
directed the ſeruice moſt lihe a wiſe commander, The plate where we had firſt :o match did al 
fourd no good opder,fo2 the ground was mountainous # full of vales, being a ve cyſteny and trou: 
bleſome paſſagt: but ſuch was his induſtrious diſpoſition, as he would ntuex leaue, vntill wee had 
gottẽ vp to a faire plain. where we made ſtandfoz the aſſembling ofthe army. And when we were 
al gather edtogether vpon the plaine, ſome 2 miles from the town, the lit utenant general thought 
good not to mae attẽpt til daylight: betauſe there was not one that could ſcrue fo2 guid 02 giuing 
knowledge at alof þ place. And therfoꝛe after hauing wel reſted, euen halfe anhoure befoze day. he 
commanded the army to be diuided into z ſpeciall parts, ſuch as he appointed, wheras befoꝛt we 
had marched by feueral cõpanies, being therunto fo2ced by the badneſle of the wap as is 1 — 


© 
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Nom bythe time wee were thus zangrointo a very haue oꝛder, daylight began to appear? 
and being aduanced hard to the wall, we ſaw no enemie to reſiſt, whereupon the Licutenant git⸗ 
ucrall appointed Captaine Sampſon with thirtre ſhot, and Captaine Batton with other thirtic,to 
oc powne into the towae which ſtood in the valley vnder vs, and might very plainely bee viewed 
all cucr from that place whert the whole Army was now arriued: and pꝛeſentiy after theſe Cap⸗ 
ames was lent the great enſigne, which had nothing in it but the plaine Eng lu croſſe, to be pla- 
ed towardes the Sta, that our Flcet might lee Saint Georges croſſeflaziſh m the cutmies toz> 
relle. Oꝛder was giuen that all che oꝛdinance thꝛougbhout the towne and vpon all the plattoꝛmes, 
which were aboue fiftie preces all ready charged, ſhauld be ſhot off in honour ofthe Queenes Pa⸗ 
ieties cozonatlan dap, being the ſeuenteenthsf JNouember, after the pcercly cuſteme of Eng- 
land, which was lo anſwered againe by the cꝛdinance out of all the ſhips in the flecte which now 
was come necre, as it was ſtrange to heare ſuch a thundering noyſe laſt ſo long together. 
In this meane while che Lieutenant gencrall held ſtill the molt part ot his fo2ce on the hill 
top, till ſuch time as the towne was quartered out foʒ the lodging of the whole Armic: which being 
done euery captaine tooke his owne quarter, and in the eut nung was placed ſuch a ſuſticient gard 
vpon euery part of the towne that we had no cauſe to feare any p2eſent enem:e, 

Thus we con: inued in the citie the ſpace of 14. dayes, taking ſuch ſpoiles as the place peelder, ce tine ots. 
which were fo2 the moſt part, wine, oyle, meale, and ſome ſuch like things fo2 victuail, as vineger, — ang 

oliues, and ſome ſuch other traſh, as merchandiſcfo2 their Indians trades. But there was not 14. dapts. 
found anp treaſure at all, o any thing elſe of woꝛth beſides. | 

The ſituation of 8. Iago is ſomewhat range, in fozmelikea triangle, hauing on the Eaſt aud 
elt ſides two mountaines ok rocke andcliffe,as it were hanging ouer it, vpon the top of which 

two mountaines were builded certaine foztificattons to pzeſcrue the towne from any harme that 
might bee offered, as in a plot is plainelyſhewed, Fromthence, on the South ſive of the towne 
is the maine lea, and on the Noꝛth ſide, the valley lying betweene the fozeſapd mouncaines, where- 
in the towne ſtandeth:the ſaid valley e towne both do grow very narrow, inſomuch that the ſpace 
betweene the two cliffes of this end of the towne is eſtimated not to be abouc x 0,07 1 2,ſcozc oner, 

In the middeſt of the valley commeth dotone a riueret, rill, oz bꝛooke of frech water, which 
hard by the ſea ſive maketh a pond oz poole, whereout our ſhips were watered with very great 
eaſe and pleaſure, Somewhat aboue the towne on the Nozth live betweene the two mountains. 
the valley wareth ſomewhat larger then at thetownes end, which valley is wholly conuerted in⸗ 
to gardens and o2chards well repleniſhed with diuers ſoꝛts of fruites, herbes and trees, as lym- 
mons, oꝛenges, ſugar-canes, cochars oꝛ cochos nuts, ylantans, potato-rootes, cucumbers, ſmall 
andround onions, garlicke, and ſome other things not now remembꝛed, amotigſt which the co: 
chos nuts, and plant ans are very pleaſantfruttes, the ſaide cochos hath a hard ſhell and a greene 
huſ ke ouer it, as bath our walnut, but it farre exceedeth in greatneſſe, fo2 this cochos in his gretne 
hucke is bigger then any mans two ſiſtes: of che hard ſhell manpdyzinking cups are made here in 
England, and ſet in ſiluet as I haue often ſeene. 

Next within this hard hell is a white rine reſembling in ſhe we very much euen as any thing 
may do tothe white ol an egge when it is hard boyled. And within this white ol the nut lyeth a wa» 
ter, which is whitiſh and very cleere, to the quantitie ot halle a ppnt 02 thereaboutes, which water 
and white rine befoze ſpoken of, are both ol a very coolefreſhta ſt, and as pleaſing as any thing may 
be. I haue heard ſome hold opinion, that it is very reſtoatiue. 

The plantan groweth in tods, ſomewhat like to beanes, but is bigger and longer, and much 
moze thicke together an the ſtalke, and when it warechripe,the meate which filleth the tine of the 
cod becommeth ye llo w, and is erceeding ſweet and pltalant. 3 4 : 

In this time of our being there hapned to come a Poꝛtugall tothe Meſterne foꝛt, with a flag 
of truce, to whom Captaine Sampſon was ſent with Captame Goring, who comming to the ſaw 
meſlenger,he ſirſt aſked them what nation they were, they anſwered Engliſhmen , hee then rc- 
quired to knowe if warres were betweene England and Spaine , to which they anſwered that 
they knewnot, but if he wouldgoe ta their Generall he could beſt reſolue him ol ſich particulars, 

and foꝛ his aſſur ance of paſſage and repaſlage, theſe Ceptaines made offer tu ingage their credits, 
which he refuſed fo2 that he was not ſent from his Gouernoz, Then they told him if his Gouer⸗ 
noꝛ did delire to take a tourſe fo2 the tummon benefit of che people and countrey his beſt way were 
to come and pꝛeſent himſelte vnto our noble and mertitull Gouernour fir Francis Drake, where⸗ 
byhetmight bee alluredta fiad fauour, both foz himſelfe and the inhabitantes. Otherwiſe with- 
tat hee dayes wee ſhoulo march ouer the land, and conſume with fire all inhabited places, and 
put to the (wozs all ſuch lung ſoules as wee ſhoulde chance vpm: ſo thus much hee tooke = 
Ty 2 te 
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the concluſiun of his anſwere, and departing, hee pꝛomiſed to returne the next day, but we neuer 
heard moꝛe of hum. ; : : 
Upon the foure and twentieth of Noucmber, the Generallaccempanicd with the licutenant 
generall and ſire hundꝛed men marched foozth to a village twelue miles within the land, calley 
Saint Domingo, where the Gouetncur and the Biſhoppe with all the better ſozt were lodged, 
ml and by eight of the clocke wee came to it, finding the place abandoned, and the people flep into the 
| mountaines: ſv we made dand a while to eaſe our ſelues, and parti to ſet it any would come to 
ſpeake to vs. . | 
1 i After we had well reſted our ſeldes, the Generall cemmaunded the troupes to march away 
homewards,in which retreat the enemie ſhewed themſclues, both hozſe and foote, chough not ſuch 
koꝛce as t urſt encounter vs: and ing ſometime at the gaſe with them, it waxedlate ant 
towards night befoze we could retduet᷑ home to S. lago. | 
On Punday the ſire and twentieth of Mouember, the Generall tommaunded all the pin⸗ 
neſles with the boates, to vſe all diligence to imbarke the Armie into ſuch hippes as euery man 
belonged, The Lieutenant generall in ke ſozt commandedCaptaine Goring and Lieutenant 
Tucker, with one hund2ed.ſhot to make a ſtand inthe market place, vntill our foꝛces were wholip 
imbarked, the viceadmiral making ſtay with his pinneſle e certaine boats in the harbour, to bing 
the ſapd laſt companie aboozd the ſhips, Alſo the Gener all willed foꝛthwith the gallie with tue 
yinnelſes to cake into them the company of Captaine Barton, and the company of Captaine Bigs, 
vnder the leading of captaine Sampſon, to leeke out ſuch munition as was hidden in the ground, 
at the ctowne of Praya o2 Playa, hauing bene pꝛomiſed to be ſhe wed it by apziſcner , which was tas 
ken che day befoxe, | 
The Captaines afozeſapy comming to the Playa, landed their men, and hauing placed the 
troupe in their beſt trength,Capcaine Sampſon tooke the pꝛiſoner, and willed him col;ewethat 
hee had pꝛomiſed, the which he could not, oz at leaſt would not: but they ſcarching all ſuſpectey 
places, found two pieces oł᷑ oꝛdinance, one of pꝛon, an other of baſſe. In the after noone the Ge · 
ner all ankered with the reſt ok the Fleet befo2e the Playa, cemming himſelle aſhoze , willing vs to 
burne the towne and make all haſte abooꝛd, the which was done by ſire of the clocke the ſame day, 
and our (clues imbarked agatne the ſame night, and ſo we put olf to Sea Southwelt, 
VOM But befoze our departure from che towne of S. Iago, wee eſtabliſhed ozvers fo the better go 
X wife conrſe uernment ol the Armp, euery man muſtered to his captaine, andothes were minidred to acknows 
in all great edge her Maie ſtie ſupꝛeme Gouernour, as alſo eueryman to doe his vttermoſt endcuourto ad: 
Apes uance the ſeruice ofthe action, and topeeld due obedience vnto the directions ofthe Generall and 
his officers, By this pꝛouident counſell,andlaping downe this good foundation befoze hand, all 
things went foꝛward in a due courſe, tothe atchicuing of our happy enterpꝛiſe. ES 
- _ Jnallthetime of our being bere, neither theGouernour foz the king of Spaine, (which is a 
Portugall) neithcr the Biſhop, whole authozitie is great neither the inhabitants of the cowne, 03 
Illand euer tame at vs (which we expected they ſhouldhaue done) to intreate vs to leaue them 
ſome part of their needfull pzouiſions, oz at the leaſt , to ſpare the ruining of their towne at dur go⸗ 
ing away, The cauſc of this their vareaſonable diſtruſt (as J doe take it) was the freſh remem- 
bꝛance of the great wzongs they had dane / 70 M. William Hawkins of Plimmouth, in the voy- 
The crezwn of ge he made 4. 02 5. yceres befoze when as they did both byeake their promiſe, and murthered ma⸗ 
che Po--ugal« g. Ny Of his men, whereof J iunge pou haue vuderſtood, x therefozeit is needleſſe to be repeated. But 
da Hast ¶ſince they came not at vs. we leſt mitten in fund2p places, as alſo in the ſpittle houſe . which buil- 
ding was only appointed to be ſpared)che great g cone we tooke at this their te⸗ 
kraining to come vnto vs, as alſo at the rude maner ot᷑ killing, ę ſauage kind ot handling the dead 
body of one of our boyes found by them ſtragling al alone, fram whom they had taken his head and 
heart, and had ſtragled the other bowels about the platt in a moſt bʒutiſh and beaſtly maner. 
In teuenge whereof at our departing we conſumed with fire all the houſes, aſwell inthe coun⸗ 
< trep which we law, as in the towne of S. lago. 
From hence putting offto the Weſt Indies, wee were not many dayes at Sea, but there be⸗ 
ganne among our people ſuch moztalitie , as in fewe dayes there were dead abcue two 02 thzee 
bundzed men. And vntill ſome leuen oz eight vayes after ourcomming from S. lago, there hav 
not died any one man of ſickneſle in all the fleete: the ſickneſſe ſhewed not his infection where⸗ 
with ſo manp were (troken,vntill we wert departed thence, and then ſeazed our people with cr- 
creme hot burning and continuall agues, whereof very fewe eſcaped with life, and pet thoſe 
fox the moſt part not without great alteration and decay of their wittes and ſtrength fo2 4 
long time afcer, In lome that died were plainely ſhewed the ſmall ſpots , which are often or 
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vyon thoſethat be infected with the plague: wee were not aboue eighteene dayes in paſſage be⸗ 
— the ſight of Saint Iago afozeſard, and the Iſland of Dominica, being the firſt — 
Welt ladies that we fell withall, the lame being inhabited with ſauage people, which goe all na · 
ked,chcir ſkinne coloured with ſome painting of a reddiſh tawney, very perſonable and handſcme 
ſtrong men, who doe admit litle conuerſation with the Spanpards: foz as ſome of our people 
might vnde rſtand them, they had a Spaniard oꝛ t waine pꝛiſoners with them. neither doe J thinke 
that there is any lafetie koꝛ any of our nation, o any other to be within the limits of their comman ; 
dement, albeit they vſed vs very kindly fo2 thoſe few houres of time which wee ſpent with them 
helping out folkes to fill and caryon their bare ſhoulders freſh water fromthe river to our ſhips 
boates,and fetching from their houſes great ſtozeof Tabacco, as alſo a kind ot᷑ bꝛead which thep 
fed on, called Caſſaui, verp white and lauourie, made of the rootes of Caſſaui. In recompence 
whereof, we beſtowedliberall rewards of glaſſe,coloured beades,andother things, which we had 
found at Saint Iago,wherewich (as it ſeemed)they reſted very greatly ſatiſtied, and ſhewed ſome 
{9zowfull countenance when they perceiued that we would depart, 

From hence wee went to another Jliand Weſtward of it, called Saint Chriſtophers Jland, 
wherein we ſpent ſome dapes of Chꝛiſtmas, to refreſh our ſicke people, and toclcanſe and apꝛe 
aur ſhips. In which Alland were not any people at all that we could heare of, 

Ja which tune by the General it was aduiſed and reſolued, wich the conſent ofthe Lieutenant 
generall, the Uice-admirall, and all the reſt of the Captaines to pꝛoceede to the great Jſlande of 
Hiſpaniola, aſwell foꝭ that we knewe our ſelues then to bee in our beſt ffrengrh,as alſothe rather 
allured thereunto, by the glozious fame of the citie of 3 being the ancienteſt and chiefe 
inhabited place in all the tract of Countrey thereabouts, And ſo pꝛoceeding in this decerminati- 

on, by the way we mette a ſmall Frigat, bound fo2 the ſame place , the which the Uice-admirall 
cooke: and hauing duely examined the men that were in her, there was one found by whom wee 
were aduerciſed, the Hauen to be abarred Hauen, and the ſhoze o; land thereof to bee well foꝛtili⸗ 
ed, hauing a Caſtle thereupon furniſhed with great ſoze of Artillerie, without the danger wheres 
of was no conuenient landing place within ten Engliſh miles ok the Citie, to which the ſayd Pi⸗ 
ot cooke vpon him to conduct vs. 

All tbings being thus conſidered on, the whole foꝛces were commaunded in the Euening to 
embarke themlelues in Pinneſles, boats, andother ſmall barkes appoynted fo} this ſeruice, Dur 
ſouldiersbeing thus imbarked, the Gener all put himſelke into the barke Francis as Admiral, and 
all this night we lay on the ſea, bearing ſmall ſaile untill our artiuall to the landing place, which 
mas about the bꝛeaking of the day. aud ſo we landed, beeing Newyeeres day, nine 02 ten nules to 
the Weſtwards of that bꝛaue Citie of S. Domingo: fo at that time noz pet is knowen to vs any 
landing place, where the ſea · urge doth not thꝛeaten to ouerſet a Pinneſſe 02 boate, Dur Gene⸗ 
tall hauing ſcene vs all landed in ſafetie, returned to his Fleete, bequeathing vs to God, and the 
good conduct of Maſter Catliell our Lieutenant Generall : at which time, being about eight ol 
che clocke, we began to march, and about noone time, oz towards one ot the clocke, we appꝛoched 
the towne, where the Gentlemen and thoſe ol the better ſozt, being ſome hundꝛed and fiftie bꝛaue 
boꝛſes oꝛ rather moꝛe. began to pꝛeſent themſclues; but our ſmall ſhot played vpon them, which 
were ſo ſuſteined with good pꝛopoꝛtion of pikes in all parts, as they finding no part of our troope 
vnpꝛepared to receiue them{fo2 ou muſt vnderſtand they viewed all round about) they were thus 
dꝛiuen io giue vs le aue to pꝛoceed towards the two gates of the towne, which were the next to the 
ſeaward, They had mannedthem both, and planted their ozdinance foz that pꝛeſent, and ſudden 
alarme without the gate, and alſo ſome troopes of ſmall ſhot in Ambuſcado vpon the hie wap ſive, 
Ve diuided our whole foꝛte. being ſome thouſand oz twelue hundzed men into t wo partes, to en- 
terpꝛiſe both the gates at one inſtant, the Lieutenant Generallhauing openly vowed to Captaine 
Powel (who led the troope that entredthe other gate) that with Gods good fauour he would not 
Their oꝛdinante had no ſooner diſcharged vpon our neere appꝛoch, and made ſome execution 
amongſt vs, though not much, but the Lieutenant generall began foꝛthwith to aduance both his 
voyce of encouragement,and pact of marching; the firfk man that was ſlaine with the oꝛdinance 
being very neere vntohimſelfe: and thereupon haſted all that hee might, to keepe them from the 
recharging of the ozdinance, And notwithſtanding their Ambuſcados, we marchedo? rather ran 
ſo roundly in to them, as pell mell wee entredthe gates, and gaue them moze care cueryman to 4 
ſaut himlelfe by flight, then reaſon to ſtand any longer to their bzoken fight, Tee foxthwithre- ven 
payꝛed tothe market place: but tobe moꝛe truely vnverſtood,a place of very faire ſpacious ſquare 


ground, whither alſo came as had bene agreed Captaine Powel with the other troope: watch 
place 
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place w:t ſome part nert vnto it, we trengthencd with Barricados, and there as the moſt cenue⸗ 
nient place aſſured our ſelues , the Citie being farre too ſpacious foz ſoſmall and weary a trocpe 
to vndextake to guarde, Somewhat after midnight, chey who had the guard ofthe Calle, hearing 
. vs buſte about the gat es ofthe (aid Caſtle, abandoned the lame: ſomebeing taken pꝛiſoners, and 
ſome fleeing away by the helpe of boates to the other ſide ofthe Hauen, and lo into the tountrey. 

The next dap we quarteredalitle moꝛe at large, but not into the halfe part of the towne and 
ſo making lubſtantiall trenches, and planting all the oꝛdinance, that ech part was cozreſpondent 
co other, we held this towne the ſpace of one moneth. 

In the which time happened ſome accidents, moe then are well remembꝛed koꝛ the pꝛtlent, 
but amongſt other things, it chanced that the Generall ſent on his mellage to the Spanpards a 
Negro boy with a flagge of white, ſignifying truce, as is the Spanpards oꝛdinarie maner to doe 
chere, when they appꝛoch to ſpeake to vs: which boy vnhappilp was firft mette withall by ſome of 
thoſe, who had bene belonging as officers foz the King in the Spaniſh Galley , which with the 
Towne was lately fallen into our hands, who without all ozder 02 reaſon, & contrarytothat goon 
vſage where with weehadintertained their meſſengers, furioully ſtroode the pooze bop thezow 
the body with one or their hoꝛſemens ſtaues: with which wound the bop returned tothe General, 
and after hee had declared the manerok this wzongfull crueltie, died foozthwith in his pꝛeſence, 
wherewith the Generall being greatlypaſſioned , commaunded the Pꝛouoſt Martiall, to cauſe a 
couple of Friers then pꝛiloners, to be caried to the ſame place where the boy was ſtroken, accom⸗ 
panied with ſufficient guard of our ſouldiers, and there pꝛeſently to be hanged, diſpatching et the 
ſame inſtant another pooze pꝛiſoner. with this reaſon where koꝛe this execution was done, a with 
this meſſage further, that vntill the party who had thus murdered the Generals meſſenger were 
deliuered into our hands, to receine condigne puniſhment, there ſhould no day paſſe, wherein there 
ſhould not two pꝛiſoners be hanged, vntil they were all conſumed which were in our hands, 

TAhbcreupon the day following,hee that hav bene Captaineof the kings Galley, bzoughttheof: 
fendo2 to the townes ende, offring to de liuer him into our hands; but it wasthought to be amoze 
honourable teuenge to make them there in our ſight, to perkoʒme the execution themſelues: which 
was dont accopdingly, 45 

During our being in this towne, as fozmerly alſo at S. Iago there had paſſed iuſtite vpon the 
life ol one ol our owne company fo2 an odious matter, ſo heere likewiſe was there an Jrihman 
hanged,fo2 the murthering of his Cozpozall, . 

In this time alſo paſſed many treaties betweene their Commiſſioners and vs, foꝛ ranſome of 
their Citie; but vpon diſagreements we till ſpent the early mozmings infiering theoutmolt hous 
ſest but they being built very magnificently of ſtone, with high lolte, gaue vs no ſmalltrauellto 
tuine them, And albeitfo2 diners daves together we oweined ech moꝛning by day bꝛeake, vntil the 
heat began at nine ofthe clocke, that two hundꝛed Mariners did nought els but labour to fire and 
burne the laid houles without our trenches, whillt the ſouldiers in a like pꝛopoꝛtion ſtood foxth fox 
their guard: pet did wee not, oz could not in this time conſurde ſo much as one third part ol the 
towne: which towne is plainelp deſcribed and let fo2th in a tertaine Pap, And ſo in the end, what 
wearied with firing, and what haſtened by ſome other reſpects, wer were contented to accept of 
finc and twentie thouſand Ducats of fiue ſhillings lire pence the peece, foz the ranſome of the 
reſt of the towne. 

Amongſt other things which happened and were found at S. Domingo, J map not omit do let 
oſt unlatias the wozld know one very notable marke & token of the vnſatiable ambition of the Spaniſhking 
ambition, and his nation, which was found in the kings houſe, wherein the chiefegouernour of that Citie and 

Countrepis appoynted alwayes to lodge, which was this: In the comming to the Hall o2 other 
roomes ofthis houſe, you muſt firſt aſcend vp by a faire large paire of ſtaires at the head ol which 
Caires is a handſome ſpacious place to walke in,ſomewhat like vnto agallerp: wherein vpon one 
of the wals,right ouer againſt you as you enter the ſaid place,ſo as pour eye cannot eſcape theſight 
ok it, there is deſcribed a painted in a very large Scutchion the armes of the king of Spaine, and 
inthe lower part ofthe ſaid Stutchion, there is likewiſe deſcribed a Globe, conteining in it the 
mhole cirtuit of the ſea and the earth, whereupon is a hozſe ſtanding on his hinder part within the 
globe, and the other koꝛe· part without the globe, lifted vp as it were to leape, witha ſcroll painted 
in his mouth. wherein was wꝛitten theſe woꝛds in Latin, Non ſufficit orbis: which is as much to 
ſay,as the woꝛld ſufficeth not, TAhercof the meaning was required to be knowen ol ſcme of tholc 
of the bettet ſoꝛt, that came in tonnniſſion to treate vpon the ranſome of the towne, who woulv 
ſhake their heads, and turne aſide their countenance in ſome . Imyling ſozt, without anſwering 
anup thing, as greatly aſhemed thereof, Foꝛ by ſome ok cur company it was tolve them , 75 
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the Queene of England would reſolutely pꝛoſecute che warres againſt the king of Spai.1e, hee 
ſhould be foꝛced to lay aſide that pꝛoude and vnrealonable reaching vaine of his: foz ble ſhoulr 
linde moze then inough to doe to keepe that which hee had alreadie, as by the pzeſent er of 
their loſt towne they might foꝛ a beginning perceiue wellinough, | | 
Now to the latilkping of ſome men, whomaruellgreatly that ſuch a famous and gootly buii- 
ved Citie ſo well inhabited of gallant people, very bzaue in their apparell ( whereof our ſculdicre 
foundgoodſtoze fox their reliefe) ſhould afoozd no greater riches then was found there ; herein 
it is to be vnderſtood that the Indian people, which were the naturals of this whole Iſland of Hiſ. 
paniola (the ſame beingneere hand as great as En prone ) were many peeres ſincecleane conſu⸗ 
med by the tyꝛannie ol the Spanpards,which was j cauſe, that foz lacke of people to woꝛke in the 
Pines, the golde and ſiluer Mines of this Alland are wholy giuen ouer, and thereby they are faine 
in this Illand to vſe Copper money, whereof was found very great quantitie. The chiefe trade ol 
this place conliſteth of Sugar and Ginger, which groweth in the Alland, and of dives ol oren 
and kine, which in this waſte countrey of the Jiland are bzeddeininfinitenumbers, the ſople be⸗ 
ing very fertile: and the ſapd beaſts are fedde vp to a very large grouth,and ſo killed fo2 nothing 
ſomuch,as fo their {ides afozeſayd, Tee found heere great ſtoze of ſtrong wine, ſweete oyle, 
vineger, oliues, andother ſuchlike pzouiſions, as excellent Wheate-meale packed vp in wine: 
pipes and other caſ ke, and other commodities likewiſe, as Moollen andLinneu cloth, and ſome 
Silkes: all which pꝛouiſions are bzought out of Spaine, and ſerued vs foz great relicfe. There 
was but alittle jIlate oz veſſellofSiluer, in compariſon of the greatpzive in other things of this 
towne, becauſe in theſe hotte Countreys they vſe much of thoſe earthen diſhes finely painted oz 
+ varniſhed, which they call Porcellana, which is had out of the E aſt India :#fo2 their dꝛinking, they 
ple glaſſes altogether, whereof they make excellent good and faire in the ſame place, But pet 
ſome plate we found, and many other good things, as their houſhold garniture very gallant and 
rich, which had colt them deare, although vnto vs they were of ſmall impozcance, 
From Saint Domingo we put duet to the maine oz firme land, and going all alongſt the coaſt,

we came at the laſt in ſight of Cartagena, ſtanding vpõ the ſeaſide, ſo nette, as ſome of our barks Carapeas: 


in paſſing along d, appꝛoched within the reach of their Culu rin ſhot, which they had planced 
— The Harbour mouth lay ſome thꝛee miles toward the Weſtward Ts 
towne, whercinto wee entred about thzee oꝛ foure of the clocke in the afternoone wityour any re» 
liſtanc e of oꝛdinance, oꝛ other impcachment planted vpon the ſame. Jnthe Euening wee put cur 
ſelucs on land cowards the harbour mouth, vnder the leading of Maſter Carliell our Lieutenant 
Generall , who after hee had digeſted vs tomarch fozwarde about midnight, as ealily as foote 
might fall, exprelly commanded vs to keepe cloſe by the ſea-walh of theſhoze fox our beſt  ſurett 
way, whereby we were like togoe thzough, and not to mille any moze ofthe wap, which once wee 
had loſt within an houre after our firſt beginning to march, thzoughthe ſlender knowledge ofhim 
that tooke vpon him to be our guide, whereby the night ſpent on, which otherwiſe muſt haue bene 
done by reſting, But as we came within ſome two miles of the towne their hozſemen which were 
ſome hundzed, met vs, and taking the alarme, tetired to their ctownward againe vpon the firſt vol⸗ 
ley of our ſhotthat was gen them: foꝛ the place where wet encountred being wooddy and buſhp 
even to the water ſide was vnmeete fo their ſeruice, 

At this inltant we might heare ſome pieces of Artillerie diſcharged, with diuers ſmall ot tos 
wards the harbour, which gaue vs to vnderſtand, accoꝛding to the ozder ſet downe in the Euening 
befoze by our Generall, that the Uice-adiirall accompanied with Captaine Venner, Captaine 
White, and Captaine Croſſe , with other ſea Captaines , and with diuers Pinneſles and boates 
ſhould gine ſome attempt vnto the litle Foꝛt ſtanding on the entrie of the inner Hauen, ncere 
adiopning to the to wne, though to ſmall purpoſe, fo2 that the place was ſtrong, andthe entry very 
narrow was chainedouer : ſo as there could be nothing gotten by the attempt, moze then the gi- 
uingof them an alarme on that other ſive ofthe Hauen being a mile and ahalfe from the plate we 
now were at. In which attempt the Uice-admirall had the rudder of his (hilfe troken though 
with a Saker ſhot,and a litle oz no harme recciued elſewhere, 

The troopes being now in their march, halle amyle behither the Towne? lefſe, the ground 
we were on grew? to bee ſtreight, and not aboue ſiftie paces ouer, hauing the maine Sea onthe 
one ſide of it, and the harbour · water oz inner ſea(as pou map tearme it)on the other ſide, which in 
the plot isplainely ſhewev, This ſtreight was foxtified cleane ouer with a ſtone wall anda vitch 
without it: the ſayd wall being as oꝛderly built with flanking in euerp part, as can be ſet downe, 
There was onely lo much ofthis freight vnwalled, as might ſerue fozthe iſſuing of the hozſcmen, 
o the palling ot caryage in time ol neede: but this vnwalled part was not without a — _ 
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Barricado of wine-buts 02 pipes, filled with earth, full andthicke as they might ſtand on ende one 
vp another ſome part of them ſtanding cuen within the maine ſea, 

This place of trength was furniſhed with lixe great peeces, Deint-culuerius, and Sakers, 
which ſhotte directly in front vpon vs as wee appꝛoched. Now without this wall vpon the inner 
ſide of the ſkreight, they had bꝛought likewile two great Galleis with their pzowes to the ſhoze, 
hauing planted in them eleuen peeces of oꝛdinance, which did beate all crolle che Creight,and llan⸗ 
ned our com ming on. In theſe cwo Galleis were planted thee 02 foure hundꝛed ſmall thor, ann 
on the land in the guard onelp of this place, thꝛee hundꝛed ſhot and pikes, ; 

They in this their kull readinelle to receiue vs, ſpared not their ſhot both great and ſmall, Bul 
dur Lieutenant generall, taking the aduantage ok the darke (the day light as pet not bꝛoken cut) 
appꝛoched by the loweſt ground, accoꝛding ta the expꝛeſſe direction which himſelke haz foꝛmerly 
giuen, the ſame being the ſca· walh ſhoze, where the water was ſomewhat fallen, ſo as moſt of 


all their ſhot was in vaine, Dur Lieutenant generall commanded our ſhot to kozbeare (hooting 


ontill we were come to the wall ſire, anv\5 with pikes roundly together we appzoched the place, 
where we ſoone found cut the Barricados of pipes ozbuts, to be the meeteſt place fo our aſſault, 
which, notwithſtanding it was well furaiſhed with pikes and ſhot, was without ſkaping attemps 
ted by vs: downe went the buts ok earth, and pell mell came our ſwopdes and pikes together, af: 
ter our ſhot had firſt giuen their volley, euen et the enemies noſe. Dur p:kes were ſomewhat lone 
ger then theirs, and our bodies better armed; fo2 very few ok them were armed : with which av 
uantage our woꝛdes and pikes grew too hard fo2 them, and they dꝛiuen to giue place, In this ſu⸗ 
rious entry, the Lieutenant general! ſiew with his a wne hands the chiefe E nligne bearer ofthe 
Spaniards, who fought very mankully to his liues end. | 

Ve dollo ved into the towne with them, and giuing them no leaſure to bzeath, we wanne the 
Mat ket - place, albeic they made head, and fought a while befoze we got it, and ſo wee being once 
ſeaʒ ed and allured of that, they were content to ſuffer vs to lodge within their cowne , and chan« 
ſelues co ge to their wines , whom they had carycv into other places ol the conntrey befoze our 
comming thither. | 

At euerp reetes euv they had railey very fine Baricados of earth woꝛkes, with trenches with: 
out them, as well made as euer we ſaw any wozke done: at the entring whereof was ſome litle 
reſiſtance, but ſoonc ouercome it was, with few ſlaine oꝛ hurt. They had ioyned with them mas 
ap Indians, whom they had placed in cozners of aduantage, all bowmen, with their arrowes moll 
villanouſly empoyſoned, ſo as if they did but bꝛeake the ſkinne, che partie ſo touched died without 
great maruell: ſome they llew of our people with their arrowcs : ſome they likewiſe miſch:euey 
to death with certaine pꝛicks of (mall ſticks ſharply pointed, oſafoote and a halfe long, the on: 
ende put into the ground, the other empoyſoned, ſticking faſt vp, right againſt our comming it: 
the way,as we ſhould appꝛoch kram our landing towardes the to wne, whereof they had planted a 
wonderfull number in the ozdinarie way: but our keeping the ſea-waſh ſhoze miſſed the greatelt 
paxt of tyem very bappilp. 

J outzrpaſſe many particular matters, as che hurting of Captaine Sampſon at ſwowblowes 
in the firſt entring,vntowhom was committed the charge of the pikes ol the Aantguard by his lot 


Alonſo Br-vo ANU turnt; as allo of the taking of Alonſo Brauo the chiefe commander of that place by Captaine 
the gouernour Goring, after the ſaid captatne hav firſt hurt him with his woꝛd: vnto which Cantaine was toni

taken, 


mitted the charge ofthe ſhot of the ſapd Uantguarv. 

Captaine Winter was like wiſe by his turne of the Gancguard in this attempt, where alſo the 
Litutenant generall marched bimſelfe: the ſaid Captaine Winter thzough a great deſire to ſerue 
by land, hauing now exchanged his charge by ſea with Captaine Cecil fo2 his band of foot®* 
men. 0 

Captaine Powel the Sergeant maioz hav by his turne the charge of the foure companics 
which made the battaile, 

Captaine Morgan, who at S. Domingo was ofthe Ulantguard, hav now by turne his charge 
bpon the companies of the Rereward, | 

Euery man as well o one part as oł another, came fo willingly on to the ſeruice,as the enemis 


was not able to endure the furte of ſach hot aſſault. 


Ve ſtayed here ſire werkes, and the ſickneſſe with moztalitie befoze ſpoken of (till continued 
among vs, though not with the ſame kur ie as at the fir : and ſuch as were touched with the (ayde 


ſickneſſe, eſtaping death, very few oz almoſt none could recouer their ſtrength : ea, many ok them 


were much detaped in their memozie, inſomuch that it was growen an ozdinarie iudgement, 
when one was heard to ſpeake fooliſhly, to ſay he had bene ſicke ofthe Calentura, Er 15 
| pan 
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Spaniſh name of their burning Ague:foz as Itolde pou betoze, it is a very burning and peſtilent 
ague, The oziginall cauſe thercof, is imputed to the Euening 02 firſt night ayze, which they 
tearme La ſerena, wherein they ſap and hold very firme opinion, that who ſo is then abꝛaad in the 
open ap2e,{hall certainly be infected to the death, not being of the Iad1an oz naturall race of choſe 
countrep people : by holding their watch, our men were thus lubiccted to the infectious apze, 
which at S. lago was moſt dangerous and deadly of all other places, 

Aich the mronuentenceof continuall moztalitie,we were fozced to giue duer our intended ens 
terpuſe, to goe with Nombre de Dios, and ſo ouerland to Panama, where we ſhould haue ſtroo · 
kenthe ſtroke foz the treaſure , and fullrecompence of our tedious trauailes. And thus at Cat- 
cagena wee tooke our firſt reſolut ion to returne home wardes: the fozme ot which reſolution J 
thou aht good here to put do une vnder the mincipall Laptaines hands, as felloweth.

57 bereas it hath pleaſed the Generall co de maund the opinions of his Captaines what 
q courſe they thinke molt erpedient to be now vndertaken, the Land-capcatnes being a(» 
ney themſclues together, and hauing abuiſcdhercupon, doe in thꝛee ponits delt- 
ner the lame, | 


The firſt, touching the keeping ofthe towne againſt the force of the enemie, either that 
which is pre ſent, or that which may come out of Spaine,is anſwered thus. 


E holde opinion, that with this troope ol men which we haue pꝛeſently with vs in land- 

ſeruice, being victualled and munit ioned, wee map well keepe the Towne, albeit that of 
men able to anſwere pꝛeſent ſeruite, we haue not aboue 700. The reſidue being ſome 10. men 
by reaſon of their hurts and lickneſſe are altogether vnable to tand vs in any ſtead: whereſoze 
hereupon the Dea · captaines are likewiſe to giue their reſolution, how they wi l vndertake the 
ſafetie anv leruite of the Shippes vpon the arriuallofaup Spanih Fleete. 


The ſecond poynt we make co be this, whetherit bet meete to goe preſently home ward, 
or els to continue further tryall of our fortune in vndertaking ſuch like enterpriſes as 
we haue done already, and thereby to ſeeke after that bountifull maſſe of treaſure for 
recompence of our trauailes, which was generally expected at our comming forth of 
England: wherein we anſwere, 


hat it is well knowen how both we and the ſouldiers are entred into this action as volunta⸗ 

rie men, without any impꝛeſt oz gage from her Maieſtie oz anp body cls: and fozaſmuch as 

we haue hitherto diſcharged the parts ol honeſt men, ſo that now by the great bleſſing and fauour 
our good God there haue bin taken thzecſuch notable townts, wherein by the eſtimation of all 
nen would haue bene found ſome very greattreaſures, knowing that S. lago was the chiefe citie 
of all the Nands and traffiques thereabouts, S Domingo the chi: fe citie of Hiſpaniola, and the 
head gouerument not only of chat Iland. but alſoof Cuba, and ok all the Jlands abcut it, as alſo of 
ſuch inhabitations of the tir me land, as were uert vnto it, #aplacc that is bothmagnificently buil⸗ 
ded, and inte rteineth great trades ol marchandiſe; and now laſily the citie of Cartagena, which 
annot be denied to be one of the chiefe places of moſt eſpeciall impoꝛt ance to the Spaniard of all 
the eities which be on this ſide of the Welt India: we doe therefoze conſider. chat ſince all theſe ci 
ties, with their goods * pyiſoners taken in them, and the ranſoms of the ſaid cities being all put to · 
gether are keuad farre ſhoꝛt to ſatiſfie that erpectation which by the generality ofthe enterpꝛiſers 
was ũrſt canceiued : And being further aduiſedof the llenderneſſe of our ſtrength, whereunto we 
ve n. w reduced, aſwell in reſpect of the ſmall number of able bodies, as alſo not a litle in regard of 
the ſlacke diſpoſit oi of the greater part of thoſe which remaine, very many of the better mindes 

m men being either conſumed by death, oꝛ weakened by ſicknes and hurts: Andlaſtly,ſince that 

as yet there is not laid downe te our knowledge any ſuch ent erpꝛiſe as may ſetme conuenient ta 

be vader taken with ſuch few as we are pꝛeſently able to make, and wit hall ok ſuch tertaine likeli⸗ 

haode as with Gods good ſucceſſe which it may pleaſe him to beſtow vpon vs, the ſame may pꝛo⸗ 

miſe to peeld vs anp ſufficient contentment : We doe therefoʒe conclude hereupon, that it is bet; 

ter co hold (ure as we may the houour already gotten, and with the (ame to returne towards our 
gracious 
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gracious Scueraigne and Lountrey , from whence ił it ſhall pleaſe her Maieſtie to ſet vs tooth 
againe with her ozderly meanes audiatertainment, we are moſt reavp and willing to goe thzough 
with any thing that the vetermolſt of our trength and indeuour ſhall be able to teach vuto; but 
therewithall wee doe adulſe and pꝛoteſt that it is farre from our thoughts, either to refuſe, oz (@ 
much as to ſeeme to be wearie of any thing, which fox the yꝛeſent ſhalbe further required oz di⸗ 
rected to be done by vs from our Generall, | 


The third and laſt poynt is concerning the ranſome of this citie of Cartagena, forthe 
which, before jt was touched with any fire, there was made an otter ot ſome xxvij o 
xxYiij. thouſand pounds ſterling. | 


TY much we vtter herein as our opinions agreeing ( ſo it be done in good ſo2t ) to acttpt 
this offer afozeſapde, rather then to bzeake off by ſtanding ill vpon our demaunds of one 
hundzed thouſand pꝛundes, which ſeemes a matter impoſltble to bee perfozmed fo chepzeſenc 
vy them, and to ſay trueth, wee may now with much honour and reputation better be ſatiſtien 
with that ſumme offred by them at the firſt (ifthep will now bee contented to giue it) then wee + 
might at that time with a great deale moze, inaſmuch as we haue taken our full pleaſure bot) 
in the vttermoſt lat king and ſpoylingof all their honſholde goods and marchanvize , as alſo in 
chat we haue conſumed and ruiueda great part of their Towne with fire, And thus much 
further ts conſidered hetein by vs, that as there bee in the Aoyage a great many pooze men, who 
haue willingly aduentured their liuzs and trayailes, and diuers amongſt chem hauing ſpenc 
their apparell and ſuch other little pꝛouiſtons as their (mall meanes might haue giuen themleaue 
to pꝛepare, which being done vpon ſuch good and allowable intention as this action hath als 
wayes carryed wich it, meaning, againſt the Spanyard our greateſt and moſt dangerous ces 
mie: :oſurely wee cannot but haue an inward regarde ſo karre as map lye in vs, tohelpe ty. 
ther in all good ſo2t towards theſatiſfaction of this their erpectation, and by pꝛocuring them ſome 
little benefice to intourage them and to nouriſh this readie and willing diſpoſition of theirs both 
in them and in others by their example againſt any other time of like occaſion. But becauſe 
it map bee ſuppoſed that heercin wee fo2gette not the pꝛiuate beneſite of our ſelues, and are 
thereby the rather mooued to incline our ſelues to this compoſition, wee doe therefozethinke 
good fox the clearing of our ſelues of all ſuch ſuſpition, to declare heereby, that what part 
o2 po2tion ſoeuer it bee of this ranſome 02 compoſition fo Cartagena, which ſhould come vnto 
vs, wee doe freely giue and beſtowe the ſame wholy vpon the pooze men, who haue remaynev 
with vs in the Uopage, meaning as well the Dapler as the Souldier, wiſhing with all our 
hearts it were ſuch 02 ſo much as might ſeeme a ſufficient rewarde oz their paineſull indeuour. 
And fo2 the firme confirmationthereof, we haue thought meete to ſubligne thele p)eſents with 
our owne hands in the place and time afozeſapd,

But while wee were pet there, it happened one day, that our watch called the Centinell, vp* 
an the Church-Qteeple , had diſcouered in the Sea a couple of ſmall Barkes 02 Boates, ma- 
king in with the Harbour of Cartagena, whereupon Captaine Moone and Captaine Var- 
ney, with Iohn Grant the aſter of the Tyger, and ſome other Sea-men, embarked them- 
ſeluesin a couple of ſmall Pinneſles, to take them befoze they ſhould come nigh the ſhoze, at the 


mouth of the Parbour, leſt by ſome ſtragling Spanpardes from the Lande, they might ber 


warned by ſignes from comming in: which fell out accopdingly , notwithſtanding all the dis 
ligence that our men could vlc: foz the Spaniſh Boates, vpon the light of our Pinneſles come 
ming towardes them, ranne themſelues aſhoze , and ſo their men pzeſcnely hidde themſelues in 
buſhes hard by the Dea lide, amongſt ſome others tbat had called them by ſignes thither. Our 
men pyeſencly without any due regard had to the qualitie of the place, and ſeeing no man of the 
Spanpardsco ſhew themſelues, aboozded the Spaniſh Barkes 02 Boates, and ſo finding 
all open in them, were ſuddenly ſhotte at by a troope of Spanyardes out of the bulbes: by 
which volley of ſhotte there were laine Captaine Varney, whichdpe pꝛeſently, and 
Moone, who dpev ſome fewe vdapes after, beſides ſome foure oz ſiue others that were hurt: 
and ſo our folkes returned without their purpoſe, not haumg any ſufficient number of ſoulvicrs 
with them to fight on ihoze, Foz thole men they carped were all Mariners to rowe,few of them 
armed, becauſe they made account with their ozdinance to haue taken the Barkes well enough

During our abode in this place, as alſo at S.Domingo,thrrepaſſed diuers courteſies betweene 
vs andthe Spaniards,as fealting, and vſing them with all kindneſſe and fauonr: ſo as amongſt 6+ 
chers there tame toſce theGenerall, the Gouernour of Cartagena, with the Bichop of the ſame, 
and diuers other Gentlemen ofthe better ſoꝛt. | 

This cowne of Cartagena we touched in the out parts, # conſumed much with fire, as we had 
done S. Domingo vpon diſcontentments, and fo2 want of agreeing with vs in their firſt treaties 

touching their ranſome, which at the laſt was concluded between vs, ſhould be 100, and 10000, 
Ducats foꝛ that which was pet ſtanding, the Ducat valued at ſtue ſhillings ſire pence ſterling, 

This towne though not halfe ſo bigge as S. Domingo, giues as yon ſee, a farre greater ran- 
ſome, being in very deede of farre moze impoꝛtante, by reaſon of the extellencie of the Harbour, 
and the ſituation thereof, to ſerue the trade of Nombre de Dios and other places, and is inhabi- 
ted with farre mozericher Merchants. The other is chiefly inhabited with Lawyers and bzaue 
Gentlemen, being the chiefe oz higheſt appeale ol their ſuites in law of all the Illands about it, 
and of the maine land coaſt next vnto it. And it is ot᷑ noſuch accompt as Cartagena, fo2 theſe and 
ſome other like reaſons, which J could giue pou, ouer long to be now witten. 

The warning which this towne receiued ol our comming towards chem from S. Domingo, by

Theranſome of an hundꝛed x ten thouſand Dutats thus concluded on, as is afozeſaid, the ſame 
being wzitten,and expꝛeſling fox nothing moze then the towne of Cartagena, vpon the payment 
of the ſayd ranſome, we left the ſaid cdwne, aud dꝛewe ſome part of our ſouldiers into the Pziozie 
02 Abbey,ſtanding a quarter of an Engliſh mile belowe the towne vpon the harbour water-ſide, 
the ſame being walled with a wall of one, which we told the Spaniards was pet ours, and not 
redeemed by their compoſition : whereupon they finding the defect ol their contract, were con» 
tented to enter into another ranſome foz all places, but ſperially fo the ſaydehvuſe\ as alſo the 
Blockehouſe oz Caſtle , which is vpon the mouth of the inner harbour, And when wee aſkey as 
much koꝛ the one as foz the other, they peelded togiue a thouſand Crownes foz the Abbey, leauing 
vs to take our pleaſure vpon the Blockehoule, which they ſayd they were not able to ranſome,has 
uing ſtretched themſelues to the vttermoſt of their powers: and therkfoze the ſapd Blockehoult | { 
was by vs vndermined, and ſa with gunne powder blowen vp in pieces, | 

(Uhile this latter contract was in making, our whole Fleete of ſhips fell downe tawards the . inn 
harbour mouth, where they anchoꝛed the third time, and imploped their men in fetching of freih ns || 
water abooꝛd the ſhips ko; our voyage homewarvs, which water was had in a great well, that is 13 
inthe Alland by the harbour mouth: which Alland is a very pleaſant place as hath bene ſeene, ha · gy, Adand at 
uing in it manp ſo2ts of goodly and very pleaſant fruites, as the O2enge trees and others, being Ca. 
ſet owerly in walkes of great length together, Anſomuch as the whole Illand being ſome two oz 
thꝛee miles about, is caſt into grounds of gardening and oꝛchards. 

After ſixe weekes abode in this place, we put to lea the laſt of March, where after two oꝛ three 
dapes a great ſhip which we had taken at S. Domingo, and thereupon was called The new yeeres 
gift, kell into a great leake, being laden with ozdinance, hides, and other ſpoples, and in the night 
ſheloſt the companp ol our F leete; which being miſled the next moꝛning by the Generall, hee caſt 
about with the whole Fleete, fearing ſome great miſchanre to bee happened vnto her, as in very 
deede it ſofellout: fo her leake was ſogreat, that her men were all tyꝛed with pumping. But at 
the laſt hauing found her e the Backe Talbot in her t which ſtayed by greathap with her, 
they were ready to take their men out of her, lo the ſauing ol them. And ſo the General being ful · 
ly aduertiſed ot their great extremitie, made ſaile directly backe againe to Cartagena wich the 
whole Fleete, where hauinix ſtated eight oz ten dayes moꝛe, about the vnlading ofthis ſhip, and the 
beſtowing thereo k and her men into other Ships, we departed once againe to Sea, directing out 
courſe towards the Cape S. Anton, being the UWleſtermoſt part of Cuba, where wee arriued the

therewithall wee doe aduiſe and pꝛoteſt chat it is farre from our thoughts, either to refuſe, oz la

this offer afozeſapde, rather then to bzeake off by ſtanding till vpon our demaunds of ont 
hundzed thouſand pꝛundes, which ſeemes a matter impoſſible to bee perfozmed foz thepꝛeſent 
by them, and to ſap trueth, wee may now with much honour and reputation better be ſatiſtien 
with that ſumme o:fred by them at the firſt (i they will now bee contented to giue it) then wee 
might at that time with a great dealemoze , inaſmuch as we haue taken our full pleaſure both 
in the vttermoſt lat king and ſpoyling of all their houſholde goods and marchandize, as alſo in 
chat we haue conſumed and ruued a great part of their Towne with fire, And thus much 
further is conſidered herein by vs, that as there bee in the Aoyage a great many pooze men, who 
haue willingly aduentured their liuzs and trauailes, and diuers amongſt them hauing ſpent 
their appareU and ſuch other little pꝛouiſians as their {mall meanes might haue giuen them ltaue 


to pꝛepare, which being done vpon ſuch good and allowable intention as this action hath a+ 


wayes carryed with it, meaning, againſt the Spanpard our greateſt and moſt dangerous cne⸗ 
mie: ĩo ſurely wee cannot but haue an inward regarde ſo farreas may lye in vs, to helpe cy» 
ther in all good ſo2t towards theſatiſfaction of this their erpectation, and by pzocuring them ſome 
little benefice to incourage them and to nouriſh this readie and willing viſpoſicion of theirs boch 
in them and in others by their example againſt any other time of like occaſion, But becauſe 
it may bee ſuppoſed that heercin wee fo2gette not the pziuate benefite of our ſelues, and are 
thereby the rather mooued to incline our lelues to this compoſition, wee doe therefoze thinke 
good fox the clearing of our ſelues of all ſuch ſuſpicion, to declare hetrebp, that what part 
oz portion ſoeuer it bee of this ranſome 02 compoſition foz Cartagena, which ſhould come vnto 
vs, wee doe freelp giue and beſtowe the ſame wholy vpon the pooze men, who haue remapned 
with vs in the Uopage, meaning as well the Dapler as the Douldier, wiſhing with all our 
hearts it were ſuch 02 ſo much as might ſeeme a ſufficient rewarde foz their paine lull indeuour. 
And fo2 the firme confirmationthereof, we haue thought meete to ſubligne theſe pzeſents with 
our owne hands in the place and time afozeſapd,

After thzee dayes ſpent in watering our Ships, wee departed now the ſecond time from this 

Cape of S. Anthony the thirteenth of May, and pꝛocteding about the Cape of Florida, wee neuer 

touched any where; but coaſting along Florida, and keeping the ſhoze ſtill in ſight,the 28,0f ay 

early in the Moꝛuing wee deſcried on the-ſhoze a place built like a Beacon, which was indeede a 

ſcaffold vpon foure long maſtes raiſed on ende, fo2 men to diſcouer tothe ſeaward, being inthe las 

titude ofthirtte degrees, oꝛ very neere thereunto. Dur Pinneſſes manned, and comming to the 

ſwoze, wee marched vp alongſt the riuer ſive, to ſee what place the enemie held there: fo2 none a- 

moug{ vs had any knowledge thereofat all. 
Þ:rethe Gencralltooke occaſion to march with the companies himlelfe inperſon, the Lieute: 

nant generall hauing the Uantguard; and going a mile vp 02 ſomewhat moze by the riuer ſide, we 

might diſcerne on the other ſide of the riner ouer againſtvs, a Fot which newly had bene builg 

by the Spaniards : and ſome mile oz thereabout aboue the Fo2t was a little Towne oz Uillage 

without walles, built of woodden houſes,as the Plot voeth plainely ſhew, ee foxthwith pꝛepa · 

red to haue ozdmance fox the batterie; and one peece was a litle befoze the Cuening planted, and 

he lirſt ot being made by the Lieutenant gener all himſelfe at their Enſigne, ſtrake thzough the | 

Enſigne, as wee afterwards vnderffood by a French man, which came vnto vs from them. One 

ſhot mote was then made, which ſtrake the foote ofthe Foꝛt wall, which was all maſſine timber of 

great trees like Maſtes. The Lieutenant generall was determined to paſſe the tiuer this nighe 

with 4. companies, and thete to lodge himlelfe intrenched as neere the Foxt, as that he might plap | 

with bis muſkets and (malleſt ſhot vpon any that ſhould appeare, and ſo afterwards to bing and 

plant the batterie with him: but the helpe ol Mariners fo2 that ſudden to make trenches could | 

not be had, which was the cauſe that this determination was remitted vntill the next night. | 

In che night the Lieutenant generall tooke alittle rowing Skiffe, and halfe a dozen well ar 

med, as Coptaine Morgan, and Captaine Sampſon, with ſome others beſides the rowers, ę went 

toview what guard the ent mie kept, as alſo to take knowledge ofthe ground. And albeit he went 

as couertly as might be, vet the enemie taking Alarme, grew feareful that the whole foxce us 

appꝛoching to the aſſault, and therefoze with all ſpeede abandoned the place after the ſhooting of 

ſome of their peeces, They thus gone, and hee beingreturnedvntovs againe,but nothing knows | 

ing of their flight from cheir Foxt,foxthwith came a French man being a Phipher ( who had bene 

ziſoner with them) in a litle boate , playing on his Phiph the tune of the Pꝛince of Orenge his 

— — 1 —— put foote out of the boate he | 

was himſclfe, and how the Spaniards were gone fromthe Fozt , offering either toremaine in 

hands there,o2 els to returne to the place with them chat would goe. | 
Upon this intelligence, the Generall, the Licutenant generall, with ſomeof the Captainesin | 

one Dkiffe, and the Uice-admirall wich ſome others in his Skiffe , and two oz thꝛee Pinneſles | 

kurniſhed of louldiers with them, put pꝛelently ouer towards the Foꝛt, giving ozver fox thereſtof 

the Pinnelles tofollow, And in our appjoch,ſome of the enemie bolder then the reſt, hauing ſtayed = 

behindetheir company,ſhot off twopeeces ofozvinance at vs: but on ſhoze wee went, andentted 

the place without finding any man there, | 
Chen the day appeared, we found it built alloftimber, the walles being none other but whole - 

Paltcs oz bodies of trees ſet vp right andcloſe together in maner of a pale, without any ditchas | 

yet made, but wholpincended with ſome moze time;foz they had not as pet finiſhedal their wozke, | 

bauing begimne the ſame ſome thꝛee oz foure moneths befoze : ſo as, to ſay the trueth, they had no 

reaſon to keepe it, being ſubiect both tofire, and eaſie aſſault, | 
Theplatfozmewhereonthe ozvinance lay, was whole bodies ol long pine trees,whereofthere = 

is great plentie, lapd a crolle one on another, and ſome licle earth amongft. There wert (nie — | 
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tecue 02 fourteene great ptceces of Bꝛaſſe oꝛdinance, and a cheſt vnbꝛoken vp, hauing in it the va⸗ 


luc ot ſome two thouſand pounds ſterling by eſtimation of the kings creaſure, to pay the ſouldiers 


okthat place, who were a hundzed and fiktie men. 

The Foꝛt thus wonne, which they called S. Iohns Fort, and the dap opened, wee aſlayed to goe 
to the towne, but could not by reaſonof ſome riuers and bzoken ground which was betweene the 
two places: and therefoze being enfoꝛced to imbarke againe into our Pinneſles, wee went thither 
vpon the great maine riuer, which is called as alſo the Towne, by the name ol S. Auguſtin, 

At our appꝛoching to land, there were ſome that began to ſhew themſelues, and to veſtow ſome 
few lhot vpon vs, but pꝛeſently withdzew themſelues. And in their running thus away, the Ser⸗ 
geant Datoz finding one of their hozſes ready ſadled and byideled, tooke the ſame to follow the 
chaſe; and ſo oncrgoing ail his company, was (by one layd behind a buſh) ſhotte thzough the bead: 
and falling downe therewith, was by the ſame and two oz thzee moze , ſtabbed in thꝛee oz foure 
places ofhis body with ſwoꝛds and daggers, befoze any could come neere to his reſcue, (is death 


was much lamented being in very deede an honeſt wiſe Gentleman, and a ſouldier ofgood experi- 


ence, and of as great courage as any man might be. 

In this place called S. Auguſtin, we vnderſtood the king did keepe, as is befo2e ſaid, ene hundꝛed 
and fiftie ſouldiers, and at another plate ſome dozen leagues beyond to the Nozthwards, called 
S. Helena, he did there likewiſe keepe an hundzed and fiftie moꝛe, ſetuing there foz no other pur⸗ 
poſe, then to keepe all other nations from inhabiting any part of all that toaſt; the geuernement 
whereof was comm tted to one Pedco Melendez Marque ſſe, nephew to that Melendez the Ad⸗ 
mira!,who had ouerthꝛowen Paſter lohn Hawkins in the bay of Mexico ſome ſeuentten oʒ cighs 
teene peeres agee. This Gouernour had charge of both places, but was at this time in this place, 
and one ok the fir that left the ſame, f | 

Ipecre it was reſolued in full allembly of Captaines, to vndertake the enterpꝛiſe of S. Helena, 
and from thence to ſeeke out the inhabltationofour Engliſh countreymen in Virginia, diſtanc 
fromchence ſome ſire degrees Nozthward, 


Then we came thwart of $ Helena, the ſholds appearing dangerous, and we hauing no Pilot sen Eichen 


to vndertake the entrie, it was thought meeteſt to goe hence along, Fo2 the Admirall had bene 


the ſame night in foure fadome and a halfe, thꝛee leagues from the ſhoze: and pet wee vnderſtood 


by the belpe of a knowen Pilot, there may and doe goe in Ships of greater burthen and dꝛaught 
then any we had in our F lecte, „ 

Qa paſed thus alongſt the coaſt hard aboozd the ſhoze, which is ſhallow foz a league oz two 
fcom the ſho e, and the lame is lowe and bzoken land fo2 the moſt part. 

The ninth ok June vpon light ol one ſpeciall great fire (which are very oꝛdinarie all alongit 
this coalt. euen from the Cape of Florida hither) the Generall ſent his Mkiffe to the ſhoze,where 
they found ſome ok our Englich countreymen (that had bene ſent thither the peere befoze by Sir 
Walter Ralegh ) and bzought them aboozd: by whoſe direction wee pꝛoceeded along to the 
place which they make their Pozt. But ſome ofour ſhips being of great dꝛaught vnable to enter, 
anchoꝛed without the harbour in a wilde roade at ſea, about two miles fromſhoze, 

From whence the General wꝛote letters to maſter Ralfe Lane, being gouernour of thoſe En- 
glich in Virginia, and then at his Fo2t about ſire leagues from the Rode in an Iſland which they 


call Roanoac, wherein eſpecially he ſhewed how ready he was to ſupply his neceſſities arid wants, Nonne 


which he vnderſtood of, by thoſe he had firſt talked withall. 

The mozow afcer, Daſter Lane himſelfe and ſome of his company comming vnto him, with 
the conſent of his captaines he gaue them the choice of two offers, that is to ſay: Either he would 
leaue a ſhip.a pinneſle,and certaine boates with ſufficient Maſters and Mariners, together furni- 
ſhed with a moneths victuall, to tap and make farther diſcouery ofthe countrey and coaſtes, and ſo 
much victuall like wiſe as might be ſufficient fo2 the bzingingof them all ( being an hundꝛed and 
chꝛet perſons) into England, it they thought good after ſuch time, with any other thing they would 
deſirc,and that he might be able to ſpare, | | 
Dr els ik they thought they had made ſufficient diſconerie already, and did deſire to returne 
into England, he would giue them paſſage. But they, as it ſeemed, being deſirous to ſap, accep· 
ted verythankekully and with great gladneſle, that which was offredfirſt, hereupon the ſhip 

being appointed and recetued into charge by ſome of their owne company ſent into her by Pa; 
lier Lane, befoze thep had reteiued fromthe reſt of the Fleete the pꝛouiſion appopnted them, 
there aroſe a great ſtoꝛme (which they ſayd was ertraozdinary and very ſtrange) that laſted thee 
daves together, and put all our Fleete in great danger, to bee dꝛiuen from the ir anchozing vpon 
the coaſt, Foz we bzake many Cables, and loſt wr Anchozs ; and ſomeof our Fleece which —

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{oſt all (of which number was the ſhip eppointed fox Maſter Lane and his company) was dꝛiuen 
do put to ſea in great danger, in auopding the coaſt, and could nc uer ſee vs againe vntill we mettre 
in England. Many alſo of our ſmall Pinneſſes and boates were loſt in this ſloꝛme. | 
Notwithſtanding after all this, the Generalloffred them ( with conſent of his Captaines ) an 
other ſhip with ſome pꝛouiſion, although not ſuch a one foz their turnes, as might haue bene ſpa» | 
red them befoze,this being vnable to be bꝛought into their Harbour. Oz els if they would, a 
- giue them paſſage into England, although he knew he-ſhould perfozme it with greater difficultie 
then he might haue done befoze. | | 
But Maſter Lane with thole of the chiefeſt of his company which hee had then with him conſi · 
dering what ſhould be beſt fo2 them to doe, made requeſt vnto the General vnder their hands, that 
they might haue paſſage foꝛ England: the which being graunted, and the reſt ſent foz out of the 
countrep aud ſhipped, we departed from that coaſt the 18. of June, | 
And lo, God bee thanked, both they and wee in good ſafetie arriued at Porteſmouth the 29, of 
poly I 5 8 6, tothe great glozy of God, and to no (mallhonour to our Pzince, our Countrey, and 
our ſelues, __

flo Irũ Santa Marta the pꝛintipall Citie ofthe Biſhopꝛicke oz Diocesof the coalt = 
mere of Tierra firma, q; the firme land, lieth in 10. degrees and : the city being ſituated = 


vpon a ſandy bay adioyning vnto the ſea lide, tont eineth in it about 3 o. houſhold: 
all the houſes being made of canes, and couered ouer with Palmito trees, and 
ſome of them be couered with tyle. 


They hauetraffike with none, but with the Indians of the lan country,which

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doe bung vnto the Citie fox to ſellearthen Pots and Pipkins , and Couerlits of Cotton wooll, 
and great earthen Jarres, Alſo they doe traffique to Cartagena, It is acountrep which hath bur 
ſmall ſtoze of cattel,becaule ii is all mountainoua, and hath imall ſloꝛe ot᷑ people. There ts a very 
god harbour betozethe ſaid towne, inuironed with mighty hils a great rocks, which reach cuen 
vnto the lea ſide, the which hie land doth greatly ſucceur the harbour, as alſo two Jlands which lie 
about; ot a league on the Noth ſide: lo that although they be ſubiett to Eaſterly winds, and that 
wich great ſtoꝛmes, pet they doe no great harme to goe on land. Uithin this Harbour there is a 
place which is called La Caldera, where in times paſt they were woont to trumme and carene 
their Shippes, As touching the Harbour, there is no cauſe to fotific it, noꝛ to make any account 
ok it, by rcaſon there is no trade no? traffique to this place from any other places, accozving as J 
haue certified pour Maieſtie thereof, Aud alſo becauſe here are but few dwcliers0) inhabitants, | 
and looſing euery dap ſo many as it doeih, byreaſon that it is euery dy robbed and ſpoyled iy the x new corre 
enemie. But if peur Maieſtie would command that the Fleete of Noua Hiſpania might dirctt to Hs. 
their courſe to this Harbour being in their wap, and here to water and refreſh themſelnes, all the “t was 
Pilots doe ſap that the Fleete may p2oceede on their Uoyage from this place, ill going befoꝛe you — «oi 
the winde, and ſo goe to the Cape of Saint Anthony which lieth on the Jland of Cuba, and from te oidmarn 
thence goe their direct courſe to Noua Hiſpania; aud by this meanes the Fleete ſhould haue no ure. 
octaſion to paſſe ſo many dangers as they doe, by reaſon ofthe Huricanos o ſtoꝛmy windes which 
many times do come vpon them, when they are vpon the coaſt ol Hiſpaniola: aud this is the cauſe 
that there are ſo manp ſhips caſt away, as your Maieſtie docth well know, | 
And as concerning this courſe accozding as J haue certiſied your Maieſtie, they ſhall tome in» * 
to no danger at all, noꝛ ſhall make any further way about; ſo by this meanes both the Fleetes 
may come from Spaine in company,and then come to S. Marta, and the F leete of Noua Hiſpania 
map come into this Harbour, and the Fleete which docth goe vnto the firme land, may goe directs 
ly to Cartagena as they doe. Then your Maieſtie may lend to foztiſiethe ſaid Harbour, and the 
fortification muſt be thus: That on the morro oꝛ mount which is in the entring in of the ſaidhar* 
bour, there be built alitle Fot, and ſo to plant ſome ſmallquantitie of oꝛdinante. And hard by on 
the South ſide, there to build a litle Towze, and another Sconce, where wee map plant ſome 
more oꝛdinance. So bythis meanes not onely the Shippes may ride heere in ſecuritie, but alſa

banke oꝛ bay like vnto an Aland: it hath about 450. d wellers thercin, There are very faire buil- grees leut. 

dings therein: as concerning their houſes, they are made of ſtone, and there are thꝛee Monaſteries, 

of which two of them are of Friers which are within the city, the one called Santo Domingo, and 

the other called Santo Auguſtin, and the other which is called Saint Francis, which ſtandeth with ⸗ 

out the citie about 3 o. paces olf. And foz to goe vnto the ſaiv Frierie, you muſt goe vpon a Cauſey 

made of ſtone, and water on both ſides. This citie hath great trade out of Spaine, and out of The 

new kingdome of Granada, and out ofthe lands there adioyning, from Peru. and from all the 

coaſt ok this firme land, and of the fiſhing of the pearles ol Rio de la Hacha, and ok Margarita: it 

is a very ſound countrey. 

This Citie hath a very good Harbour, and ſufficient to reteiue great ſtoꝛe of Ships: this ſaiv 

Harbour hathtwo entrances in, the one ol them lyeth halfe a league from the Citie, where all the 

Dhips doe enter into the ſayd Harbour: the mouth oz entring in ok the ſayde Harbour is 1 400. 

Che other entring in which is called La boca 

chic a. oꝛ litle mouth, lieth a league beyond this plate to the weſtwards. It is oo. yatds in bꝛedth, 

nd in the entring in thereak there lietha channel in the midſt of it, which is 200. yards broad, and 

20,0} 15 fadome water, ſome places more, ſome leſſe.

There axe thꝛee places about the layde Citie, where the Cnemie may giue an attempt bp 
Land, The onc oł them is where the enemie did enter in and landed, which is a ſandy Bap, any 
on the one ſide ol the Bay is the Sea, and on the other ſide agreat Lake which goech towards the 
Dat bour. The ſandy bay oz banke, on the one ſide is 500. pardes bꝛoad, all ſandy ground without 
any trees, So that the enemie which giueth the allault in this place muſt bee conſtrapned to

you doe come to the trench: And on the backſive other 500. yardes, till you doe come vnto the 
Citie. | | 
The ſayde ſandie bay 02 banke is 1 30. yurdes bꝛoad, where the trench is builded. And in this 
place this Citiehath bene taken by the enemie twiſe, TAhercfoze heere wee haue dziucn in a 
great many of woodden ſtakes, v hich goe downe into the lea 50,yardes deepe: and this wee haue 
done, betauſe this is a very dangerous and filthy coaſt, And below in the botteme ofthe Uallep 
there we haue builded a little Sconce, where we may plant 3.02 4.peeces of oꝛdinance. And like⸗ 
wiſe wer haue made adeepe ditch, which doeth anſ were to both parts of the ſea; ſo on this ſive the 
Citie is very ſtrong and lufficient. Foz this was the place whereof the Citizens were moſt 

The other entring is lower downe by the ſayde ſandy Bay, which is called Cienaga, oz The 
fenne del Roteado. This is another place which is on the ſayd ſandy bap, which is 3 oo. pardes 
bꝛoad from the one place downe to the ſea, And on the other ſide there lyeth the Cienaga, whichis 
a certaine plat of ground that is ouertiowen with water all the yeere long, So that the enemie 
which hill come this way to winne the Citie, muſt come marching ouer land a good way vpon 
aſandiebankeoz Bap, where the Sea lyeth on the one ſide, and a groue 02 boſke of wood on the 
other ſide, and thꝛough aplat of ground which is ouerflowen with water, but not all couered. 
Do in this place wee haue made a Fozt 02 Sconce with cercaine Flanckers belonging theres - 
unto, And J haue cauſed a deepe ditch to be digged of 60. foote in bꝛedth, ſo that the Scadoeth 
come to that plat oz place which is ouerflowen. And in this oꝛder we haue opt this paſſage, ſo 
that the Citie ſtandeth in maner like vnto an Jland, There is 2600. pardes diſtance from thie 
place to the other trench where the enemie Francis Drake did land laſt. 

The entring in ofthis Har bour is by the bzidge and Cauſey which doeth goe from the Citie to 


S. Francis; the ſapd Tauſey is 300, yardes in length, and 12. yardes in bzedth: and the water is on

At the point of this land called ycacos, which is in the entring in of the harbour towards S. An- 
na, we haue made a f ot of timber foureſquare of 3 00. ſoote cuery wap, and trencht, where wee 
map plant x 5.02 16. peetes of ozdinance, andkeepe 30. men in gariſon, and behinde the bam des 
on the backſide of the timbers, a Barricado of earth oz mudde wall being foure foote inthickneſſe, 
and bebinde the mud- wall, ſand : ſo this Fozt will bee of greatimpozrance fox ſafegard of this 
Harbour, becauſe all the Shippes which doe enter into this Harbour doe come cloſe to thisplace 
where it is ſtrongeſt, ſo that ſometimes one map caſt a one into the ſhips when they are comming 
in: and when any ſhip of warre oz Pirate will giue any attempt to enter into this Harbour, there 
is oer giuen that the two galleys ſhall go foꝛth, and put themſelues behinde the Foꝛt with their 
pz0ws to the ſea, and ſo ſhooting at their ene mies in the fozepart of the ſhip, and then the Fo2t an⸗ 
ſwering like wiſe with their ozdinance at the ſide of the ſhippe, and at theit tackling, o the enemie 
being in the Harbour all vnrigged, they muſt of neceſſitie be conſtrained to lye houering within 
the Harbour,oz tis they muſt dꝛiue vpon the rockes called the Iſmo, oz els vpon thoſe rocks which 
are couered with the ſea at the Jland of Cares, | 

And put caſe that in this place we can doe no good by this meanes , and that the encmie will 
venture to tome in with their long boates & Pinneſles thꝛough this narrow mouth: then we are 
to haue ina readineſle 4. Frigatstoapde and helpe the gallies, a to tow with oares, and ſo to go to 
the narrow mouth, and there to ſtay in the channell. And loꝛalmuch as the entring in is ſovange* 
rous, accoꝛding as J haue certified your Maieſtie, ch re can no ſhip come into this harbour, but we 
mult nee des linke them; lo that theſe defences ſhall not onely bee annoyance to the enemie, = 
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alſo animate and encourage the inhabitants ofthis citie : fo2 they haue vecne and are in ſuch feare 
of the enemie , and pirates, that if wee had not made theſe foztificativns, ſtrengthened the citie in 
his oꝛder, and put ſome ſouldiers in gariſon, the citizens would haue fledde, and foꝛſaken this 
ci ie: to all the perſwaſions made to them by the gouernour coulde not perſwade them to the 
contrary, but they would bee gone, if it had not beene foz this foꝛtiũcation, and pet fo2 all 
this wee haue much to doe to make them to ſtay here: ſo nou e by reaſon cf theſe ſouldicrs 
which ſhall come hither, the people of the citie haue taken heart of graſſe: ſo J haue tolde them 
that your maieſtie will command that this citie and the harbour ſhall be better koꝛtiſied and made 
ſtronger, and all this which J haue cauſed to be builded, is with chat money which I haue boꝛow⸗ 
edok the citizens. 

As touching the ſakegard and defence ol this harbour, if your maieſtie ſo pleaſe, here may we 
builde a very faire and ſtrong caſtle with foure bulwarks, ou the poynt of the Ycacos which doch T. ent " 
lie on the ſide where the citie is builded , becauſe all the ſhippes which doe come to thts harbour, 
mult come cloſe aboꝛd this thaze , ſo neere, that wee may caſt a ſtone into them, and ſo cucrtake 
any ſhip, Solikewiſle if the ſhippes will goe on the other ſhoze,then they doc goe in greater dan- 
ger, becauſe of thoſe ſhoalds and ledges of rockes , and ſo areoften caſt away. And fozaſmuch 
as thole (hips which here doe arriue are bzought hi:her by Eaſterly winds, and ſometimes with 
thoſe winds which come out from the ſea, and therefoze perfoꝛce muſt giue a good birth off, other⸗ 
wiſe they cannot enter into this harbour, therefoze of neceſſity they muſt come ſo cloſe to the 
ſhoze: Andon the other ſide where the Jſland of Cares andeth, there may wee builoe another 
tower foure-ſquare,and plant ſome foure oz ftue pieces ol ozdinance, and this will ſerue foz the 
night , if occaſion be offered that any ſmall ſhippeoꝛ barke ſhould come in here, oʒ any pinneſle 
in the night, to doe any harme, oꝛ to attempt to burne any Fleete which ſhoulde ride here at an 
anker within this harbour: ſo the kozt beeing onthe one ſide, and the tower on the other ſive, 
keeping good watch, there can no ſhippe no barke come into this harbour, but they will bee 
eſpied. | 
"In the narrow mouth at the entring inthe other way towardes the Iſland of Cares, where 
the channell doth runne neere the ſhoze,as I haue already certified your maieftie,there may ane 
other caſtle be made, and there foure oz fiue pieces of oꝛdinance planted, and ſome ſire 02 eight men 
tokeepe watch and ward: this being done, your maieſtie ſhall haue this citic very well koztiſied, 
by reaſon it is ol ſuch impoꝛtance foz the lexuite of your mateſſtie, and the trade ot all Spaine and 
Peru, and all the Indies : foz this is the pꝛincipall fort ot all this countrep. 

Duer againſt this point of the Y cacos,in the Iſle of Cares, hard by the water ſide, there are 
great ſtoze of ſtones, free ſtones, and other ſtones to make lyme, aud wood to burne the ſtones 
withall fo2 the lyme, and great part of the ones doe lie about the water: ſo the wood will coſt 
but the cutting of it downe, aud the woꝛking of it, aud with little paines taking it will bee bzoughe 
co good perfection, fo2 wee haue already made triall thereof, fox there was ncuer building that 
went to decap after it hath bene made, noꝛ periſhed by the ſea: ſo the charge hercof will be but litle 
92 nothing. | 

: — to put this in pꝛactiſe to build a fort, it is necdefull that pour maicſtie ſhould ſend hi⸗ 
ther and to many other places, where any fozt ſhall bee made, ſome Nozeof Negros, and to this 
place would be ſent 150 Negros bought from Guyney: and if the Ne gros of Hauana axe not 

to bee imployed there, no thoſe which are in Sant Iuan de VIlua, it map pleaſe your maieſtie to g 
cauſe them to bee ſent fo2 to this place, to moſt of them be artificers , ſome maſons , bꝛick⸗ 
lapers,ſmithes and ſawpers,and to ſend ſome maſons from Spaine to teach our men theſe octu⸗ 
pations, And after thele foztifications are ended and all furniſhed, then the Negros may be ſolve

Now de Dios is builded vpon a (andy Bay hard by the ſea ſide, it is a citie of ſome thirtie 
houlholdes oz inhabitants: their houſes are builded of timber, and molt ofthe people 
which are there be fozreiners, they are there to day and gone ta mozrow: it is full of woods and 
ſome places of the land are ouerflowen with water continually by reaſon of much raine which 
dothfall vpon the hils, It is a very bad harbour, neither is there any good water: and it is ſubs 
iect u Noztherlp winds and Eaſterly windes, which coutinually doe blow vpon this coaſt: many 
ofthe great hips which doe come to this place doe vnlade halfe their commodities betweene 
the two ledges of rockes , fo} that there is but little water in the harbour: and alter that = 
at

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zth vnladen halfe of her goods, then ſhce goeth to the ſecond rocke, as it doth appcore by the 
platfezme, but the ſmall ſhips come neeve vnto another rocke on the Teſt ſive, If the winde 
chance to come to the Noꝛth and Nozthweſt, and that it onerblowe, then ſuch great ſhips as then 
be inthe roade muſt of foxce moe themſelues with ſire cables a head, eſperially in a ſtomme, any 
yet neuerthelefſe ſometimes they are dꝛiuen aſhoze and ſocaſt away, and all vecauſc they dare 
not vier cable pnough, becauſe of ſo many ſhelues androckes which are in both thoſe plates: al;

gard ok this harbour: but ſecing it is but a bad hauen and ſwallow weter, thcretoze J dce thinke 
that it is not needefull fo2 your maieſtie ta be at any charges in foꝛtitying that place, but cucly a

Tbetinrof Panama is eighteene leegues from Nombre de Dios, the wayes are erceeding 
bad thithe: wards ; yet not withſtanding all the ſiluer is bought this way to Nombre de Dios, a3 
well your mieſties treaſure as other marchandtze; ſo likewiſe the moſt part of thoſe commodi⸗ 
ties which are caried to Peru, and the reſt of the marchandize are carried to the river of Chagre 
which is ſome 18 leagues from this citie and it is bought vp by this riuer within five leagues 
of Panama vnto an Inne oꝛ lodge called Venta de Cruzes, and from this ploce afterwards thep 
are tranſpozted to Panama vpon Mules.

This citie lieth in nine degrees and cne tierte, andif 
m9 ner-and pour mateſtie will giue oꝛder that this citie ſhould be plucked downe and newly builded againe in 
Puerto Bello then pou are to make anew way thzoughthe mountains of Capira, by reaſonitmap 
not be frequented and becauſe the high wayes are very bad: withlittle charges ihey may be hꝛo⸗ 
ken and ſo ſhut vp, and the chanell of this harbour map bee opt with the timber of thoſe old ſhips 
which are laid vp here tuery peere, and then afterwards map be caſt a great number of ſtones into 
the lame, and fo by this meanes to damme vp the harbour: and here is great want ct ſtones to 
ballaſt the ſhippes : wherefoze they ate fame to goe to an Iſland thꝛee leagues from Cartagena 
called Iſla de los Baſtimentos, and this is a thing very neede kull fo2 this Countrey , as by 
experience J haue ſcene, a | |

_ Bello lieth fiue leagues from Nombre de Dios Weſtward: Jt is a very good harbour 
and ſufficient to receiue great ſtoze of ſhips, and hath very good ankering, and freſh water: foz 
necre the ſhoꝛe ycu ſhall ſind ſome ſire fathome water, and in the mivdeſt of the ſame harbour you 
tHall find t welue kathome, very good and cleane ground oz ſant, without cpther banks oꝛ rockes, 
There are twelue ſmall riuers oꝛ bꝛookes of water which doe belong tothis harbour, and ſo doe 
meete all together: ſo that the fleete map at all times pꝛouide themſeiues of freſh water ſo much 
as ſhall ſerue their turnes. And like wiſe there is in this place great ſtoze of timber to build 
ſhippes, and ſtones to ballaſt (hippes. Alſo the harbour hach no danger at all in comming in, but 
onely when the wind is TUefterly, which is ſeldome ſcene vpon this coaſt. The windes which 
doe moſt blowe vpon this coaſt are 3Noztherly windes, and they are moze dangerous and hurt- 
full then the Eaſterlp woindes are, Mithin this harbour there licth a (mall creeke ſafe from all 
£ winds that can blow, This creek is about fine hundzed patds long, and ſo many inbzeadth,and in 
the entring in ok this creekes mcuth it is ſome 300, pardes bꝛoad, and foure fathome and a halle 
of water: and entring farther in, ſire fathome, all oaze and muddie ground: ſo that ifa ſhip ſhould 
chance to ſtrike 02 come ground, ſhee could take no harme being ſoft oaze; alſo it doth ebe and 

flow acccy* ing as J baue certified pour maieſtie already. 

And likewiſe the comming in and going ont of this harbour is very good: and with all kinde 
of weather a ſhippe may ſet ſaile from this place ercep: with a Weſterly wind: and all this coaſt 
is very tle ne where a ſhippe at all times map come to anker without the harbours mouth, 
This harbour is muironed round about with woods : and at the cnde of this harbour there is 
tertame land which is ouerflowen with water: it may bee eaſily dꝛyed vp and walled — 
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about ſo this land will ſerue very well to feede cattell, Foz that is the chiefeſt thing which doth 
pt long to any citie oz towne, and of this paſture ground there is great want in Nombre de Dios, 
foz there is no paſture at all to breede catcell, foz all kinde of fleſh which is ſpent in this place is 

from Panama: ſo towards the South there is a very good place, where the citic may be 
newe built on a certaine plaine ground which lieth at the foot of c ertaine mountaines, which ber 
not very high; and in this place there runne thꝛee little riuers of freſh water very ſweete and 
good, and here is good arable ground to till and to ſow Maiʒ and other kinds of graine. Alſo in this 
tircuite there are great ſtones to make lyme, and thele ſtones muſt needes pꝛoout very good as Y 
doe thinke, but we neuer had anp triall thereof. 

This harbour hath all things neceſſarp to builde a titie, where your maieſtie map haue pour 
armies and fleetes of ſhippes to ride at an anker in ſatetie without danger of looſing : and it is a 
very healchfull countrep,and where the citte ſhall be builded it is all ſtony ground: and foꝛaſmuch 
as the raine water which doth fall from the mountaines may doe hurt vnto the citie, there at 
the foote of the mountaine wee will make a great pond to receiue in all the water which doth 
fall fromthe mountaines, and ſo from thence to goe into the ſea, as moze at large pour maieſtie 
map ſee by my platfoꝛme. | 

Jfir would pleaſe your maieſtie, it were good that the citie of Nombre de Dios might bee 
(zought and builded in this harbour: ic would not bee very chargeable vnto the citizens by rea- 
ſon that all their houſes are made of timber, and they map benefite themſelues with the ſame a⸗ 
gaine,and like wiſe with the tyles of their houſes: the greateſt charge will bee to land timber any 
to cut downe the mountaineof wood, | 

* Afitpleaſe pour maieſtie that the ſayd citie ol Nombre de Dios ſhould bee builded in this 
harbour the firſt thing which muſt be finiſhed is to make vp this high way, and ſo to pull downe the 
Church which is in Nombre Dios, and the Contractation houſe, and ſo neme build it in this har- 
bour : and then to command all the flectes of ſhippes from time to time to come and vnlade their 
goods in this (apy Puerto Bello: And that thoſe marchancs and factozs of Spaine which are ly⸗ 
gers in Panama and Nombre de Dios, ſhall come to this harbour and builde anew their ware- 
houſes foz receiuing of their goods, Do by theſe meanes in ſhozt time it will be greatly inhabi⸗ 
ted with people: alſo the fleece (hall not paſſe ſo many dangers as they daply doe in Nombre de 
Dios: neither will there ſo many people die as there daply doe in Nombre de Dios: and the 
cauſe thereof is, that choſe labouring men which doe vle to vnlade thoſe marchandize, are all the 
whole day wading in the water vp to the armepits to bzing the packs of cloth and other commodi⸗ 
ties aland; fo} there is no landing place where there can come any boates to land any goods cloſe 
tothe ſhoze, ſo this waving and the parching ofthe Dunne is the cauſe why ſo many doe dye of 
aburning feuer.

+ men Towne doeth remayne deſolate , cuery man fozſaking ic becauſe it is ſo full of 
dileales, | 

In the entring in ok this harbour fo; the moze ſecuritie thereof and defence of the towne it 
is needefu!lto build vpon the toppe of the mount which lyeth to the 320zthward, a little fozc 
foureſquare that will hold foure 02 fiue pieccs of ozdinance,and to appoynt ſire men to watch and 
ward; and this beeing done wee ſhall haue no occaſion to make any mote defence, by reaſon the 
countrepts fuil ofrocks and filthp wayes,and all fuil of woods round about the harbour, 

And ſolikewiſe on the other ſide to builde a little tower in maner ofa fozt, with eight pieces 
dfoꝛdinante and ſiue and twenty ſouldiers to keepe it. And this will bee of moze impoztance be⸗

countrey is full ot rockes and ſfones, and full ot mount aines. Do from this wood there map a 

way be made to goe to the citie, and to ioyne with that way which ſhall goe to Panama; and this 

may bee done with ſmall charges, This harbour doth lie in nine degrees and one tierte, and if

Monaſteries in this ſaid city effrpers, 
the one is ol Dominicks,the other is of Auguſtines, and the third is ot S. Francis ftyers:alſothett 
is a College of J cſinits, and the ropall audience ozchancery is kept in this citie. 

This citie is ſituated hard by the ſeaſide on a ſandy bap: che one ſide ol this citie is enuironed 
with the ſea, and on the other ſide it is encloſcd with an arme of the ſea which runneth vp into the 
land 1 090,yatds, | ; 

1 This titie hath thꝛee hundꝛed and lift ie houſes, all built of timber, and there arc ſire hundzed

There are thꝛee ſundzp wayes to come to this citie,beſivestheſea, where the enemy may aſ⸗ 
ſault vs. Che one is at the bꝛidge which is builded vpon the riuer: and on the one ſive of this, 
there lieth acrecke : ſoonthts ſive the citie is very ſtrong, becauſe it is all ſofe muddie greund,

Do if it will pleaſe pour maieſty to cauſe theſe houſes to bee ſtrengly foztified, conſidering 
it ſtandeth in a very good place if any ſudden alarms ſhoulde happen, then the citizens wich 
their goods may get themſclues to this place, and ſo eſcape thetcrrour ot the enemp : and ſo this 
will be a good ſecuritie fo allthe treaſure which doth come from Peru. Do all the Pirats and 
rebels, which haue robbed in theſe parts. haue gone about wbat they canto ſlop pe this paſſage,any 
lo by this meanes to ſtoppe the trade of Spaine, and to ſet ſouldiersin this place, fo2 to intertept 
andtake pour maieſties treaſure, whereby none might be cariev into Spaine. Therefoze it behoo- 
ueth your maieſtie to foztifte theſe places very ſtronglp.

De afoꝛeſaide ſhip called the Dogge, of the burthen of thꝛeeſcqe and ten tunnes 

N was ſurniſhed, and armed fo2th with the number ol foꝛtie men: it departed from 
dhe coaſt ot England in che moneth of May, directly fo: the Weſt India: It fell 

2 a with the Bay of Mexico, and there met with diuers Spaniſh ſhips at ſundzp 


times whereof thꝛec fel into her lapſe and were fozced to yeeld vnto the mercie of 
—4 the Engliſh: the laſt that they met within the Bay was a Spaniſh man of warre, 
whom the Engliſh chaſed, and after chyce ſeuerall fightes, vponthyee diuers dayes, preſſed him ſo 
farre that he entreated a parle, by putting out a flagge of truce : the parle was granted, and cer: 
taine ofthe Spaniards came aboozd the Engliſh. There after conference about thoſe matters 
that had paſſed in the fight betwixe them, they rereiued rtalonable intertainement and a quiet 


farewell. The Spaniſh, as if they had ment torequite the Engliſh courteſie, inuited our men &panich 
to their ſhippe, who perſwading themſelues of good meaning in the Spaniſh, went aboozd; but dr calon. 


honeſt and friendly dealing was not their purpole, ſuddenly they aſſaulted our men, and one with a 
dagger ſtabde Roger Kingſnod the Engliſh Pilote to the heart and ſlewe him, and others were 
ſerued with the like ſauce,onely William Mace the Maſter g others, notwithſtanding al the pꝛexa⸗ 
red trappes of the enemie,lept ouerbooꝛd into the ſea, and ſo came ſafe to their own ſhip: and diret · 
ting his courſe fox England, arriued at Plimouth the tenth day of September 1589, laden with 
wines,y2on,Roans,which is a kinde oflinnen cloth, and other rich commodities, looking for the 


arriuall of the reſt of his conſozts, whereof one and the pzincipall hath not long fince obtamed his 


Poꝛt. Thus much in generall termes onely J haue as yet learned, and receiued touching this voy⸗ 
acce,cxtractcd out ofletters ſent from the afozeſaid William Mace, to Maſter Edward Wilkin- 
ſon of Towre-hill in London, My pꝛincipall intention by this example is to admoniſh our nati⸗ 
on of tircumſpection indealing with that ſubtill enemie, and neuer to truſt the Spaniſh further, 
then chat their owne ſtrength ſhall be able to maſter them : fo2 otherwiſe whoſoeuer ſhall though 
ſimplicitie trult their curteſie, ſhall by tryall caſte of their aſſured crueltie.

guſt laſt 15 89. Cochinilla was ſold at thatinſtant foꝛ 3 opeſcs thequintall; and now it is ſold fox

there fo2 72 dutates the quintall, there are laden inthis Fleet 1 4000 Arouas ot Cochinilla, and 
7000 Arouas mote were laden inthe Frigats which departed befoze the Fleet. There is laden 
in the Fleet great quantitie of treaſure,moze then hath beneſent to Spaine theſe many ycres, both 
foz the Kings and the Uice-royes account.

Foure ol chem were azmadas, (viz.the Admirall and 
E  viceadmirall ot oo. tuns apeete, and the other 2. of 600, apecce) and the other 2. were 
ſnial ſhips,cach of them about 100. tims. Te met th them off the Cape de Corrientes, 
which ſtandeth on the J land of Cuba, The ſight of the fozelatd ſhips made vs ioyfull, hoping that 
hey ſhould make our voyage. But aſloone as they deſcrped vs, they made falle fires one to ano- 
ther gathered their (leet together, ly ing all cloſe by a wind to the Southwards. We thercfoze at 
b. of the clock in the moꝛning the wind being at Eaſt)haumg made our pꝛayers to almighty God, 
Neparcd our ſelues loꝛ the fight : And (tu hope they had bene of the Cartagena fleete, wee bare vp 
with our avmirall and viceadmiral to determine of the combate foy the better dircctis therof, Our 
parle being ended, our admiral, viceadmiral,@ the Hopewel gaue their admiral the pzow, bzinging 
themlclues to leeward of him.

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The 11. ol Apꝛill we paſſed from thence to Mons ſome 15. leagues oll, where we landev: there 
were on che Jland about 19. ſoules, the childꝛen ol an olde Poztugall, and his wife who aftourdey 

vs ſuch fruits as their J land peelded, viz, wines fleſh, Potato routes, xt. 

From thence along wee paſſed to Saona, along Iland and very fruitlull, repleniſhed with ſtoꝛ 
of wilde beaſtes and ſwine, where we landed, hunted, and trained our meu. 

Paſſing from hence TUeltward along the South coaſt of Hiſpamola, wee veſcryev afrigac. 
which wee chaſed and tooke ; whcrem were 22. iarres of copper-moncy, being bound toy S. luar 
de Puerto rico, to buy wine there, 

The next day we tooke 2. ſmall frigats moꝛe, but nothing of any value in them. 

The 15. of Apꝛill at night wee ſacked a towne in the ſapde Jland of Hiſpaniola called Ocoz, 
where was an lngenio, wherein we found ſugar & poultrie great ſtoꝛe, but the pcople had diſcoue⸗ 
red our ſhips oucc night, and were fled into the mountaincs, This town ſtandech a league from the 
ſcaſide, conſiſting of ſome fotie oꝛ faftie houtes. They bzought vs much cattell, aud two wayne 
loades ofſugar,to ranſome the towre. Chile this action was perfourmcd, Robert Freed of Har- | 
wich, captame of the Margaret, tooke two frigats with ccr:ame Spamiards on the other ſive of | 
the bay, which came co lade ſugar there at an logento. 

After we had here refreſhed our ſelues, wee ſtode along loꝛ Cape Tiburon, where we watered : 
and making no ſtay there, about the 23. of Apnill wee left our ſhippes un a faire 10ad-ſted vuder 
an Jland not inhabited, and with our frigats which wee had taken betoze, wherein wee ſhippcd all 
aur ſtrength which poſſibly wee could alkourd, leauing onely ſo fewe abooꝛd our ſhippes as could 
hardly if neede had bene, haue wꝛought them; we paſſed along by the ſapd Jland to the Nozthwet 
part of Hiſpaniola, toatowne called Yaguana; where the 27. in the moꝛning 2. houres betoze 

day we landed; but wee were diſcouered by meanes of a frigat that lay laden with victuals, bound 

fo2 Carthagena, the men of which frigat recouering on lande befoze vs, gaue an alarme to the 

cowne, who were pꝛelently vp in armes to the number of a hundꝛed e fiftit hoſes, Wee marched 

notwithſtanding along to the towne, hauing a Spam ard fo2 our guide, where by that time the vay 

| — eh brake, we were befoze the towne, where vpon a faire greene making a ſtand, we were encountred 

the waters by the hozſemen hauing no ſtrength of foote, but certaine few looſe ſhot which lay in a low valley 

ade a leagnc. at the cntrie of the towne, The hozſcmen charged vs very fiercely, but ſeeing they could not pꝛe⸗ 

uaile, bꝛought in a dzoue befoze them of two hundzed beaſtes oz moze + and ſo foꝛctbly thinking to 

haue bzoken our array, it pleaſcd God to caule their cattell to returne backe vpoy themſelues: and 

thus their owne deuice ſozted out to their owne detriment. In this ſki mich wee llewe their ge 
uernour, a man very hardy, and of great valure. | 

In the end, by reaſon of the Spamards bzags which theygaue out, ( as by the life of their wiues 
and childꝛen c. chat not one of vs ſhould goe abood agame a greater doubt of intercepting ol vs 

|  andofour boates was ſtroken into our captaines hearts then needed : and ſo fo? that time we reti⸗ 
red to dur boates not cutring the towne, aud ſo paſſcd with our boates to oui ſhips againe; where 
the ſame night our captaine determined to goe vp with our ſhippes, but it fell ſo caime, that all the 
next day vntill night we could not get vp, and thephaung diſcoucred vs, baricadocd vp their way, 
and conueyed all that they had into the mountaines, leauing their houſes onely bare and naked, 
notwithſtanding we landed, and with great difficultic wee paſſed their baricados with the loſſe of 
two men at both conflicts, entred their towne and fired it, leauing not an houſe vnburnt, being a 
towne of thꝛee ſtreetes hauing about 1 50.houſhollvs, — | 

The ſame night wee paſſed with our boates to a ſmall called A guaua, where we found 

excellent fruites of the countrey, which by reaſon of their cowardly bzags wee alſo ſet on fire. 
Being thus fruſtrated of our pꝛetended voyage, we ſtoode fo2 the bay of Honduras, and about 
che ninth of May we diſcouere in the afternoone a ſaile thwart of the bay of Truxillo, with whom 
we ſkoode, and hauing a Spaniſh flagge out, thcy miſtruſted vs not, vntill we had almoſt fet them 
vp: aud then wee went off with our boate, and tooke them within ſhot of the caſtle , and with our 
——ů boates wee went and fet thzee oz foure frigats which rode afoze the towne, the caſtle playing vpon 
. hauing vnderſtanving by the Spaniards, that th thye ſhippes moe at 

tom Shine. ur captaine vnd ing by che Dpantards, ere were th2ce thi | 

nate Puerto de Cauallos,ſtood along that nightfo that place, but it fell out to bee ſo calme,that it was 
the liftecuth day of May oz euer wee came there, the ſhippes hauing peraducnture diſcouered vs, 
ftole alonglt the ſhoare towards Truxillo, ſo that being voyde of that hope, we landed; the inha- 
bitauts fozſaking the towne, fled into the mountaines. Wee remained in the towne all night. and 
che next yay till towards night: where we found 5. 02 6.tuns of quick ſiluer, 16. tuns of old ſacke, 
ſhcepe, young kids great ſtoze of poultrie, ſome ſtoze of money, & good linnen, W 
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ud ſuch like; we alſo tooke thee beites ouc of their church, and dellroyed their images, Tye 
owue is of 200 houſes, and wealthy; and that pere there werefcure rich hips laden from thence: 
but we ſpared it, becauſe wee fcund other contentment, And hauing taken ont pleaſure of the 
cowne, as afozeſapd, we? returned abooꝛd our ſhips, ſtanding backe againe foꝛ Truxillo, u e diſ⸗ 
dutred one of the ſhippes which was lader. at Puerto de Cauallos : but thep han eſpied vs befoze, 
25 it ſhould ſceme ; foz they had conueyed away as much as poſſibly they cculd aſhoꝛe, and ſec 
heit ſhip on fire ; which lo ſoone as we had vilcried, we made to her with our boats, and quench⸗ 
d the fire, and loaded vp with hides the ſhippe which we too ke at our firſt comming; fo ſhe had 
out a thouſand hides in her, and ce rteine tarres of balſlamum : which being accompliſhed , wee 
ſunke the ſhippe with the reſt of the goods, and ſo ſtood alongſt againe foz Truxillo. It fell out 
to be ſocalme, that we were two and twenty dayes ſailing backe that we had ſailed in ſize dayes, 
which was about fozty leagues : ſo that when we came befoze Truxillo, which was about the vxth 
of June, we found anvcher of the ſhips there, but clole vnder the caſtle, her ruther vnhanged, her 
lailes taken from the yards, Fc, noi wirhſtanding we entered her, but they had placed ſuch a com⸗ 
yaup of muſketiers vnder a rampire, which they had made with hides and ſuch like, that it was 
two hote fox vs to abide, and ſo betaking vs tu our ſhippes againe, and ſtanding out of the bay in 
the ſea, wee diſcouered great ſtoze of ſhot intrenched in thoſe places where they ſuſpected we 
would haue landed. That night there fell ſuch a ſtozme of raine, thunder, lightening and tem⸗ 
peſtuous weather, that our ſhips were diſperſed cher from other. Andhauing determined all of 
vs to meet ac a certeine Iſland, where wee purpoled to water and refreſh our ſelues; by meanes 
ofthe ſtozme and other contagious weather which followed, we were fruſtrated of that hope. 

e had loſt our p2ize, and certeine frigats wich the men. Two ol our ſhippes went to ſeeke 
ut pꝛiʒe and our men: aud other two of vs came home ward. And ſo we parted, not hearing ei⸗ 
ther of other vntill we came into England. : 

Dur place of meeting ſhouldhaue becne at the Torcugas neere vnto the point of Florida, but 
te Golden dragon and the Prudence were put toleewar of this place: neuertheleſſe wee fell 
vith certeine iſlands within the point of Florida, were the captaine ofthe Dragon M. Chriſto- 
pet Newport ſent his pinneſſe on ſhoze with certeine ſhot to ſeeke foz freſh watir , where wee 
founy none; but found the Sauages very courceous vnto vs, who tame bzeQ high into the ſca. and 
bought vs a line to hall in our boat on ſhoze , and ſhewed vs that vp into the land Moꝛthward 
vas freſh water, and much golde, And one Michael Bagge of Ipſwich boatſwatnes mate of the 
Dragon, had giuen him by one of the Sauages fo? an olde ruſty hatchet, apiece of golde weund 
hollow, and about the bigneſle and value of an Engliſh angell, which the Sauage ware hanging 
about his knee, with cwo pieces of fine ſiluer plate, whereofone the ſayd Sauage gaue lohn 
Locke, maſters mate of the Dragon, being foureteene groats in value, fo2 an olde knife ; the os 
(her piece he gaue to one William Wright aſailer,foz an olde knife: which pieces of ſiluer were in 
foꝑme like vnto the boſle of a bzidle, Theſe Sauages were farre moꝛe ciuill then thoſe of Domi-. 

nica: fo; beſides their courteſie, they coucred their pꝛiuities with a platted mat of greene ſtraw, 

aboucthzee handfuls deepe , which came round about their waſte , with the buſh hanging downe 
ny 

The next vay in the mozning very early, there came a frigat ofthe iland of Cuba of 30 tunnes. 
put it; by weather, which was bound fo2 Hauana, wherein were fifty hogges; to which we gaue 
chale all that dap, paſſing the gulfe ol Bahama, and about fiue of the clocke inthe afternoone, af* 
ter a chot 02 two made at her, ſhee yeelded vnto vs: wee hoiſted out our boat, and went aboozy, 
where we found ſome ſiue Spanparvs, five and fifty hogs, and about ſome two hundzed weight of 
excellent rabacco rolled vp in ſeynes, Ide lightened them of their hogges and tabacco, and ſent 
the men away with their frigat, 

Inthis voyage we cooke and ſacked toure townes, ſeuenteenefrigats, and twoſhips, where⸗ 
dferght were taken in the bay of the Honduras; of all which we bꝛought but two into England: 
herelt we ſunke, burnt, and one ol them we ſent awap with their men, And to make vp the full 
aumber oftwenty, the Spanpards themſelues ſet one on ſire in the bay of the Honduras, leſt we 

be maſters of it. ; 

Te ſhaped our courſe from Florida homeward by the iſle of Flores one of the Acores, where 

- Vewiterer, finding ſir lohn Burgh there, who tooke vs to be Spanpards,and made vp vnto vs; 

| Vithwhom wee ioyned in the taking the mighty Poztugall caracke called Madre de Dios, and 

Ar captaine M. Chriſtopher Ne pott with diuers of vs was placed in her as captaine by the 

Generall ſir ohn Burgh to conduct her into England, where we arriued in Dartmouth the ſe- 
nenth al September 1592. 1 3 
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The voyage made to the bay of Mexico by M. YVilliam King Cap. 
taine, M. Moore, M. How, and M. Boreman Owners, with the Salomon of 20G 


tunnes, and the Iaue Bonaxentare of 30 tunnes of Sir Henry Palmer, from Ratchffethe 26 
of Ianuary 1592. 


. Þe Salomon was manned with an hundzed men, all mariners, and the Jan: 
with ſire and twenty, all likewiſe mariners, Ice came firſt to the Downe: 
in Kent, and neuer ſtrooke ſaile in palling thence, vntill we came to Cape S. Vin- 
cent on the coaſt of Portugall. From thence we ſhaped our courſe to Lancerot⸗ 
one of the Canarie iſlands, where we landed thzeeſcoze men, and fetched acara: 
{ uell out of an harbozow on the South ſide , and from a ſmall Jſland we tooke x 

vemp=canon of baſſe in deſpight of the inhabitants, which played vpon vs with their ſmall ot 

at our firſt landing: of whom we flew ther; and gaue them the repulſe. Thence we went co the 

Grand Canaria, where wee booꝛded a barke lying at anker: out of which wee were dziuen by 

great ſtoze of hot from the Jflanv, From thence wee directed our courle fo2 the Weſt Indies, 

and fell with the ille of Dominica about the tenth of Apzil. There ata wate ring place we tooke 

a ſhippe of an hundzed tunnes come from _— , laden withtwo hundzed and ſeuenty Negros, 

which we caried with vs to S. luan de Puerto Rico, and there comming thozow El paſſaje, we 

gaue chaſe to a frig at which went in to S. Iuan de Puerto Rico, and in the night we ſent in our 

ſhallape with four eteene men. And out of the harbozow we tooke away an Engliſh ſhippe of ſe- 

uenty tunnes, laden with thzeeſcoze tunne s ol Canary- wines, in deſpight of the caſtle and two 

nem bulwarks, being within caliuer ſhot, Theſe two pꝛiʒes we caried away to the Tleſtermoſt 

part of the iſland, and put the Negros, except fifteene, all on land in a Spaniſh carauell which the 

Iane Bonauenture tooke : and we caried awap one ofthe fozmer pꝛiʒes, and ſet fire on the other. 

Tie paſſed thence by the ifle of Mona, where we watered, and refreſhedour ſelues with potatos 

and plantans , and ſo came to the ifle of Saona : and from thence arriued at the mouth of the ris 

nerof Santo Domingo. And as we ſailed to Cape Tiburon, thee leagues to the Me ward of 

Santo Domingo we tookea boat of fiftcene cunnes, which had certeine iarres of maloſſes oz vn- 

refined ſugar, with thzee men; which men with their boat wee caried with vs to Cape Tiburon, 

which, in reſpect of ſeruice done vnto vs in furniſhing vs wichfreſh water, we diſmiſſed, Thus 

Ianaict- contrary to other courſes we ſhaped ours to the Southward of lamaica, and our 
ſhallop with 7 2 men ranged the coaſt but found nothing, Thence we ranged the thꝛer illands of 

the Caimanes,and landed at Grand Caiman,being the Meſtermoſt, wherc we found no people, 

2. goobriuer but a good river of frelh water; and there we turned vp thzceſcoze great toztoiſes; and ol them 
of Ob water we tooke our choiſe, to wit, fifreene of the females, which are the beſt and fulleſt of egges, where 
man. oftwo ſerued an hundzed men a day. And there with tones we might kill turtle doues, wilde 
geeſe,# other good low les at ourpleaſures, Thence we came to Cape de Corricgtes on Cuba to 

water, and from thence to Cape S. Antonio, and ſo went ouer foz the Tortugas, without taking 

Wieſeruing of of anp new pꝛize: and thence cut ouer to No de puercos on the coaſt of Cuba. There we tooke 
a (mall barke ol twenty tunnes, with foure men and foztyliue hogs, with certeine dꝛied pozke cut 
like leather ierkins along, and dzied hogs tongues and neats tongues, and 20 oxe hides. Then 
paſſing thence, within foure dayes we tooke a ſhipof 8o tunnes laden with hides, indico, & ſalſa 
perilla, Nozth of an headland called Corugna:thence the currentſet vs to the Eaſt tothe old cha- 
nel. There we tooke a frigat of 20 tunnes,hauing certeine pieces of Spaniſh bꝛoad cloth Eother 
ſmall pillage : there continuing off the Marancas 1 2 dayes, with the winde ſo Meſterlythat we 
could hardly recouer Hauana in the moneth of ay. Þere we tooke two boats laden with toztoi- 
ſes, which we ſunke, ſauing ſome of the toꝛtoiſes, e ſetting the men on ſhoze. Then at length we 
recouered vp to Hauana,where we came ſo neereto the fo2ts, that foz onehoures fight they outer 
reached vs with their long oꝛdinance. Then came out the two gallies, hauing 27 banks on a ſide, 
and fought with vs another houre ; which fo} that time left vs by reaſon of the increaſing of the 
winde. Thenpaſſing alongſt nine leagues to the Weſtward we found out an excellent harbour, 
hauing thꝛee fadome water at the flood, able within to receiue a thouſand ſaile , where we found 
hog-houſes, which they terme coralles,and tooke away certeine hogs and pigs, As we came out 
of this harbour. the weather being calme, we were incountered by the gallies, which had follow: 
ed vs, and fought with them ther houres , oftentimes within caliuer ſhot : but wee made ſuch 
ſpoile of tber men and oarcs, that they beganne to be weary , and gaue vs ouer, with their great 
olle. Here within fouredayes after. as we lay to the Nozthward ſire leagues off this harbour of 


Cauannas, we met with maſter captaine Lane, Generallof maſter Wars his fleet, 1 +a 
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Roberts, in the Exchange, aſhip of Briſtol, of an hundzed and fozty tunnes. and maſter Beniamin 
Wood with his foure ſhips which were ſer out by my lozd Thomas Howard with captain Kenel 
of Limehouſe captaine of the Cantar of Weymouth, All we being heere together eſpied aſhip 
of ſome o tunne, which we chaſed wich their boats; but my ſhallope firſt boozdedher, and tone 
yer: which had in her ſacke, Canary-wine, muſcadell, tent iniarres, and good tozeofoilein 
jarres, The ſhip we vnladed and burned z the men ran on ſhoze, Mente wee tame all together, 
being about 1 3 (atles,befoze Hauana ; but paſſing by we gaue chaſe to a ſhipof 60 tun, which cn- 
ted into an harbour a league to the Noꝛthweſt ol Hauana, which with bozts was boozded and 
found to be of Puerto de Cauallos in the bay of Honduras, laden with tanned hives, ſalſa perilla, 
Indico, raw hides, and good ſtoꝛe of balſamum : and ſbe had ſoure cheſts of gold, which they got 
on land befoꝛe we cculd come to them. Ae bꝛought this ſhip into England. Thus ſpending a 
ſeucnuight1n lying off and on-fox purchaſe, and finding nothing come, J ſet ſaile fox England, 
and arriued at Douer about the tenth of J2ouember x 5 9 2, |

gone a place on the main laudof Africa, which is two oz thzee leagues © the Noꝛthward of Mo- = 
cambique, where the Poꝛtugals ofthe ifle of Mogambique fetch all their freſh water, Pere we 
tooke a pangaia , with a Poztugall boy in it; which is a veſſell like a barge, with one matſaile of 
Coconut leaues. The barge is ſo wed together with the rindes of trees, and pinned with woods 
den pinnes. In this pangaia we had certeine copne called millio, hennes, and ſome fardels of ble 
Calicut cloth. The Paztugall boy we tooke with vs, and diſmiſſed the reſt. From this place we 
went foz an iſland called Comoro, vponthe coaſt of Melinde, which ſtandeth about 11 degrees co Che tt ot co. 
the South of the equinoctial: in which iſland we ſtaped all Nouember, finding the people blacke ** 
and very camlp,but very treacherous and crucil : foz the day befoze we departed from thence they 
killed thirty of our men on ſhoze, among whom was William Mace our maſtcr , and two of his 
mates; the one of them being in the boat with him to fetch water, che other being on ſhoze againſt 
our ſhip; chep baning firſt be trayed our boat. F tom hence we went fox the ille of Zanzibar, on They Winter 
— coat ol Melinde, whereas wee ſtayed and Uintered vntill the beginning of Febzuaryfol- Ln ba 
wing. 
Tbe ſetand of Febmary 1592 wee weyed anker, and ſet ſaile directly foꝛ the Eaſt In- 
dies; but hauing calmes and contrary windes, wee were vntill the moneth of June before wee 
could recouer the coaſt of India neere Calicut; whereby many of our meu died fo2 want of te 
ing. In this moneth ol June we came to an anker at the iſlesof Pulo pinaom, whereas we Ty ines of 
lay vntill the firſt day of September, our men being verylicke,andvyingapace, This day we . 
ſctlalt, and directed our courſe foꝛ Malaca : and wee had not bene farre at ſea, but wee tooke a 
lippe ot che kingdome of Pegu of ſome fourt ſtoꝛe tunnes with wooden ankert, and about fiftic 
menin her , with Amada," Pha both laden —

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But their pinnelle ſtole from vs in a guſt in the mozning, Mere we might haue takentwoſhippe, 
moꝛe of Pegu laden likewiſe with pepper and rice. In this moneth allo we tooke a great Pozty- 
gall ſhip of ſir oꝛ ſeuen hundzed tun, laden chiefly with victuals, cheſts of hats, pintados, and Ca: 
licut clothes, Belides this we tooke another Poꝛtugall ſhip ot ſome hundzed tun, laden with vic: 
tuals,rice,Calicos, pintados,and other commodities, Thele ſhips were bound fo2 Malaca with 
victuals: fo2 thoſe of Goa, of S. Thomas, and of other places in the Indies doe victuall it, becauſe 
that victuals there are very ſcarce, * | 

In the moneth of Nouember 1592 we ſhaped our courſe fo2 the iſland of Nicubar lying cer: 
teine leagues to the Nozthweſt of the famous iſland ol Sumatra; whereas within ſhozt time wee 
came to anker: and here wee had very good refreſhing : fo2 after wee arriued there, the peopie 
(whom we found in religion Pahumetans) came abooꝛd vs in their canoas, with hennes, cocos, 
plantans, and other fruits: and within two dayes they bzought vnto vs reals of plate, giuing vs 
them fo2 Calicut cloth: which reals they found by diuing in the ſea, which were loſt not long be: 
fore in two Po2tugall ſhips which were bound fo2 China, q were caſt awap there, This was the 
furtheſt place that we were at tothe Southeaſt : and heere becauſe our company by this time was 
mach walted and diminiſhed, we reſolued to turne backe to the iſle of Zeilan. UWiherfoze we wey- 
ed anker in the moneth of Nouember , and arriued at Zeilan about the end of the ſame moneth, 
Jn this iſland growech great ſkoze of excellent cinamom, and the beſt diamonds in the wozlv. 
pere our captaine meant to ap to make vp our voyage: whereof hee conceiued great hope, by 
certeie intelligence which wee had recemed; but the company, which were in all but 33 men 
and boyes, being in amutiny, and euery day ready to go together by the earcs (the captaine being 
ſicke and like fo} to die) would not tap, but would needs go home, 

The d ol December 1592 we ſet lalle home ward, but ſome 13 dayes befoze we had ſight of the 
cape ot Good hope, we were foꝛced to ſhate out b2ead, by reaſon we havcerteine flies in out ſhip, 
which deuoured moſt part of our bzead befoze we were aware: ſo that when we came to ſharing, 
we had but; 1 pound of bzead a man to taxy vs into England, with aſmall quantity oł rice a dap 

The laſt ol March 1593 we voubled the cape of Bona Sperang m 

In Aptilnert inſuing we came to anker at the iſland of S.Helena,whereas we found an Eng 
lich man a tailer, which had bene there 14 moneths befoze we came thither: ſo we ſending our boat 
— lame ten men they — man in the chapell; who bp reaſon of the heat 
of the climat was infozcedto keepe himlelfe out of the Sun, Dur company hearing one ſing in 
the chapell, ſuppoſing it had bene ſome Poztngall, thzuſt open the dooze,' and went in vnto hum: 
but the pooze man ſeeing ſo many come in vpon him on the ſudden, and thinking them to be Pox* 
tugals, was firſt in ſuch a feare,not hauing ſeene any man in 14 moneths befoze,and afterwards 
knowing them to be Engliſhmen,and ſome ol them of his acquaintance, in ſuch iop, that what be · 
tweene erceſſine ſudden feare #iop,he became diſtracted of his wits, to our great ſozowes, Pere 
we found of hisdzping ſome 40 goats, The party had made him foz want of appareil two ſutes 
of goats ſkinnes with thehairy ſive outwards, like vnto the Sauages ol Canada. Pere we ſtay: 
ed all this moneth, This man liued vntill we came to the Weſt ladies, and then he died. 

Jn the moneth of June 1593 we arriued at the iſland of Trinidad in the Wett Indies, hoping 
there to ſinde refreſhing : but we could not get any, by reaſon that the Spanyards had taken it. 
Here we were imbayed betweene the iſland and the maine; and foz want ol victuals the company 
wouldhaue fozſaken the ſhip : whereupon the captaine was info2ced to ſweare eucry man not to 
fozſake the ſhip vntill we ſhould ſee further occaſion. Out of this bap, called Boca de Dragone, 
it pleaſed God to deliuer vs; from whence we directedour courſe fo2 the iſle of S. Ivan de Puerto 
rico, but fell with the ſmall iſle ot Mona, where we abode ſome fiftcene dapes , finding in that 
place ſome ſmall refreſhing. And heere arriued aſhip of Caen in Normandy, whereof was cap* 


tame one Monſicur Charles de la Barbotiere, who greatly refreſhed vs with bzead and other p20-

uiſion, which we greatly wanted. And ſo we tooke our leaues the one ot the other. 

Jn July hauing foule weather at Mona, we werefo2ccd to wey anker, and to ſet ſaile, direct 
ing our courſe foz Cape Tiburon: and in doubling ot᷑ the cape we had a guſt from the ſhore, which 
caried away all our ſailes from the yards : ſo that we had left but one new fo2ecourſetohelpe our 
ſelues withall: which canuas the afozeſapd Frenchman did helpe vs withall. Alſo hauing dou* 
bled the fozeſapd cape in the viſtreſle afozenamed, the fozſapd capitan de la Barbotiere with his 
pinneſle gaue chaſe vnto vs againe ; who being come nere vnto vs, I went aboozdhim, b 
him what diſtteſſe we wert in. The replied to me againe, that there was not any thing 
in his ſhippe, but what he could ſpare he would helpe vs withall. Soto conclude, we agreed with 


him lo; canuas,Poxcouer,he ſayd that it we would go with him to an harbour called ** 
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which is to the Nozthward ot Cape Tiburon, that then he would heipe vs with ſreſh victuais e· 
nough. Whereupon J returned abooꝛd our ſhip, and certiſied our captaine ofall : who made it 
knowen vnto the company; which no ſooner heard ol it, but they would all go in. So here we ſtai· 
ed with the afozeſaid Frenchman 15 dayes: but ſmall refreſhing we could get, becauſe the Spa- 
niarvs ſtood in ſome feare of the Frenchman of war,ſuppoſing our ſhip to be a Poꝛtugal, and that 
we were his pztze : neuerthelelle hee certified them to the contrary. And in taping ſo long with 
him, and hauing little refrething, our company began to be in amutiny, and made repozt that the 
| captaine@# I went abooꝛd the Frenchman but to make good cheerc,andhad not any careof them: 
put Apꝛoteſt befoze God, that our care was to get victuals wherby we might haue bene gone from 
him, But in the meane time a great part ofour company had conſpiredtotake away the Frenchs 
mans pinneſſe, and with her to boozdthe man of warte. While theſe things were in complotting, 
one of their conſozes went aboozdthe Frenchman,and certiſied him of all the conſpiracy, Where« ⸗ 
wpon the captaine ofthe French ſhip ſent fox our captaine and ine to tome aboozd to dinner: any 
we ſtayed with him all the afternoone, being inuited vnto ſupper ; and being at ſupper he himſelfe 
would not a great while tome to vs: but at length hee came. At his comming wee aſked ol him 
what newes, Tho anſwered vs, that either we muſt depart from him, oz els he muſt goe ſeeke 
ſome other harbozow, Thercupon A tolde captaine Lancaſter; whopzaped me to tell him that 
rather then we would be any hindzance vnto him, we would be gone. But in the mean time, while 
we were thus talking together,the Frenchman weyed ſer ſaile : which we perceiued, and aſkev 
him what he meant by it, Oe replied to the captaine # me, that he kept vs fo2 his ſecurity,and that 
our men had purpoled as is afozeſayd. When he came thwart our ſhippe, it blew a pꝛety gaile of 
" winde: the boat being aſterne of them, hauing in her two Boozes & twomen of Pegu, which we 
had giuen them, bꝛake away. Then was the Frenchman wozſe then befoze, & did thzeaten vs ve⸗ 
ry ſoze that we thouldpay his voyage. Jn the meane time the Edward ſeeing vs paſt, weyed and 
ſec ſaile to go fo) England: and they did ſhare among them all the captaines victuals + mine,. when 
they lam the Frenchman keepe vs as pziſoners, So the next mozning we went to ſecke out the 
Frenchmans pinneſſe : which being at Laguna we ſhot off apiece, & ſothe tame to vs, hauing in 
her thꝛee mozeof our company, Edmund Barker ourlieutenant,andone Iohn Weſt, and Richard 
Lucland one of the mutinonscrew, The which J told the Frenchmanof;x he could not deny, but 
that there was ſuch a thing pꝛetended. Then J was put into the French pinneſle to ſerke their 
boat: and inthe meane tune they would goto ſee if they couldouertake our ſhippe, And the next 
day we ſhould meet ag aine at Cape S. Nicolas: ſo the next mozning we met together all thꝛee of 
, but heard no newes of his boat, Do he hauing Dpanyards and Negros abuozdof vs, reques 
ted to haue them. Our captaine deſired him to ſend his boat abooꝛd out ſhippe,and he ſhould haue 
themwith all his heart, Do with much adoe he ſent his boat and had them. Then he demanded 
at them, ifh's boat were not abooꝛd the ſhip, They anſwered no, Oo that then Monſieur de la 
Barbotiere was ſatiſſied : and then we were great friends againe, to all our toyes. 
The 2 of Auguſt 1593 our captaine was ſent aboozd our ſhip : but befozehis departure he re 
- queſtedthe captaine ofthe French ſhip that he would giue mee paſſage home with hun, to certiſie 
the owners what had paſſed in all che voyage, as alſo ofthe vnrulineſſe ofthe compaup. Andthis 
day we tooke our leaues the one of the other; the Edward fo England: and we bare infoz Gon- 
where afterwards we found the F renchmans boat. | 
laſtof Nouember 1593 Monſicurde la Barbotiere departed from a pozt called Laguna 
in Hiſpaniola. The 17 of December next inſuing it was his foztune tohane his ſhip caſt away — mam oy 
won the Nozthweſt partof the ille of Bermuda about midnight; the pilots making themſelues-the 17 of wes 
u none to be to the South ward of the illand ewelue leagues, certified the captatne that they *mver2593.

empire krõ one taptaine Harper, which being apziſoner learned al the Spaniards at the Canaries of Guine. 
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in che ſelfe ſanie mant e almoſt , as ſir Walter Rale gh verp diſcteetly hath witten. The intelli⸗ 
gence of 1 conceiue, the Captaine hath pet to ſhew in Spaniſh, This dilcouety of Guian: 
Yis two Ca · J greatly deſired: yet leaſt I ſhould aduenture all eccaſions vpon it onely, I ſent my two Cara ⸗ 
— uels krom me the 17. dap of Febꝛuarp, to try their foztunes in the Indies, not appointing any other 
dizs, place to meet but England, furniſhing them with all the pꝛouiſion that I could ſpare,and diuiding 
mp victuals equally withthem,knowing they were able to do moze good in the Indies then grea: 

ter ſhips. The Carauels being gone, I began to enquire pauately of the Sauages concerning 

the maine ouer againſt vs, and learned that the names of the kingdomes topning tothe Sea-coef 

——.— were in oꝛder theſe, The kingdom ol Morucca, the kingdome of Sea wano, the kingdome of Wa. 
Walter Releghe liame, the kingdom of Caribes, the kingdome of Y guirie, and right againſt the Nozthermolt parc 
diſcouery Cu. of Trinidad, the maine was called The high land of Paria, the reſt a very lowe land. Morucco J 
Du ware Ra- learned to bee full of a greene ſtone called Tacarao, which is good fo2 the ſtone, In Seawano J 
leh ipeaketÞ heard ot a Mine ol gold to be inatowne called Wackerew, theCaptainesname demaracon. Df 
wWikeriin his Waliame J will ſpeake laſt, becauſe therein J made moſt diſcouery. The Caribes J learned to 
Mlconer®. he man- caters 02 Canibals, and great enemies to the Iſlanders of Trinidad. The king dome of v. 
viri I heard to be full ot a metall called by the Indians Arata, which is either copper (as I toule 

— ) 2 very baſe gold. In the high land of Paria J was infozmed by diuers of theſe Indians 

that there was ſome Perota, which with them is ſiluer, and great tote of molt excellent Cane· ta- 

Chis Indians bac co. But laſtly to come to Waliame , it is the firſt kingdome of the empire ol Guiana. The great 
name was af. wealth which J vnde rſtood to be therein, and the aſſurance that J had by an Indian, mine inter: 
terward gane pꝑetec, of a golden Pine in a towne of this kingdome called Orocoa, in the Riuer (as he called it) 
dp at tbr of Owrinoicke was much to be eſteemed, This Indian ſpake Spaniſb, and whatlocuer he knew, 
greateſt need, he reueiled it to my ſelke onely by a pꝛiuate interpꝛeter, not in words alone, but offered vpon paine 
of life to be guide himſelle co any place that he ſpake of, This diſcouery of the Mine I mentioned 

to my company, who altog ether mutined againſt my going, betauſe they ſomething feared the vil+ 

lany ot Abraham Kendal,who would by no meanes go. I then wanted mp loſt pinneſſe, and was 

conſtrained to ſend 14. men in my ſhip · boat fo? this diſcouery, wich moſt of the diſcreeteſt men in 

my ſhip, e gaue them their directions to follow, wʒitten vader mine owne hend. They went from 

me, and eutred into one of the mouthes by the bꝛoken lands, which riuer goeth vnder the name ol 

the great Riuer Orenoque, the fozeland wherof was called Capulio bearing South # by Welt, 

wanting a fourth parc, from the point of Curiapan afozeſaid,being 4.leags diſtant. They found 

the maine (as China is repoꝛted) full of freſh Riuers running one into another, abounding with 
fiſh, and a land al woody, ſeeming to haue great ſtoꝛe of ſtrange beaſts and foules,+very populous,

* great towne called El Dorado, with many other things, Py men being ſatiſfied, and thinking 
; their company too fewe to ſtay among thele Sauages, and their victuall ſpent, returned, This 
Balthazar mp Indian their guide ranne from them: which diſtreſſe cauſed themto bozrowof Ar- 
mago newe guides, who bꝛought them home another way though a Riuer called Braha by the 
highlandofParia, and ſo to my ſhip, They accompted Orocoa 1 50.mules diſtant, ſo they rowed 
in mp boate aboue 250. miles. Their abſence from mee was 16,dapes , making but one nights 
aboad any where, The repozt of this made mee attempt my company to goe with them agaie. 
But nowe they were wozle then befoꝛe; fo2 vnleſſe I would haue gone mp ſille clone, not ont 
man would goe with me (no albeit J had had connmiſſion to hang 02 kill them) foz mp men came 
home in very pitifull caſe almoſt dead fo famine; and indeed ſuch was their miſery , as they 
dꝛanke not in thꝛee dapes, foz ſo long they were out of the freſh Riuers, befoze they recouere?

So Captaine Popham and J helde it not conuement to ſtay any longer: | 
thercfoꝛc new watering our ſelues at Paracoa, we ſct ſaile toſee further of the Indies, leauing the yep vepar: 
ple of Trinidad the 12. dap of March. The 13. I tcoke a ſmall pzize of ſackes 25. leagues tothe —— — 4 
Nonhward of au yland which J ſailed by, called Granata. This pꝛiʒe cefreſhed vs well: yet mea · A pnze taken 
aing to ſel her at the ple of Sant Inan de Puerto rico, and ſhaping our courſe thither by the plands 2A 
of Santa Cruz and Infierno, I toaſted all the South ſide of the ſaid ple of S. lohn, till A came to Thepyles of 
an ancker at Cape Roxo: where riding 14. dayes to erpect S. Domingo men, whichoftentimes — 
all wich the yland of Mona, and finding none (neither would the Spaniatds of S. luan de puerto Cope Roxo, 
neo bup mp pꝛiʒe) I unladev her, tooke in the goods, and after burned her.

of Flores and Cuetuo: whither I made the moze haſte, hoping to mecte ſome great F leete ol her — 
Paieſtie my louereigne, as J had intelligence, and to giue them aduile of this rich Spaniſh fleet: 

but finding none, and mp victuals almoſt ſpent, J directed my courſe foz England. 

Recurning alone, and wozſe manned by halfe then J went foozth, my foꝛtune was to meete a Y fight of two 
great Armada of this fleete of ſome 600.,tunnes well appointed, with whom Ii fought board and J2e5,with © 
board fo2 two dayes, being no way able in all poſſibilitie with fiftie men to board a man ol warte - — 2 
ofſirehundzeth tunnes. And hauing ſpent all my powder J was conſtrained to leaue her, pet in 
ſuch diſtrelle without ſailes and maſtes, and hull ſo often ſhot though with my — Oꝛdinance 
ietweene winde and water. that being thzee hund ed leagues from land, J dare ſay, it was impol⸗ 
ſible fo her to eſcape ſinking, Thus leauing her by neteſſitie in this miſere ble eſtate, q made fo2 Chep arrine 
England, where J arriued at S. lues in Cornewall about the latter ende of Pap 1595, ſcaping at S.lues m 
noſt dangerouſly in agreatfogge the rocksof Silly, : — 

Thus by the pꝛouidente of God landing ſafely, I was kindelx inte rrainen by all my friends, 
am after aſhoꝛt time learned moze certaintie of the ſinking ol that great ſhippe, being alſo repu * 
ted tich by diuers intelligences out of Spaine: which we then ſuppoſed not, were doubtfull whe⸗ 
ther ſhe had bin of Biſcay oꝛ S. Iohn de Luz in France laden with ſiſh onely from Ne wſoundland. 

Jn this voyage J and my fleete tooke, ſunke and burnt nine Spanich ſhips; which 
was loſſe to them, though J got nothing. 


Here follow certaine wordes of the language of Trinidad 
which I obſerued at my being there.

lowed after them the 7 9 gf the laid monech, The laſt of March. captaine Preſton by giuing chal: 
to a ſaile, was ſeparated from captaine Sommers, and his pinneſſe, ſo that they vtterly loſt ſight ecl 
of other: whereupon cap. ain Preſton in his ſhip alone. reſolued to ſurnʒiſe the ple ot Pueno ſanto, 
and ſho2tly after tame befoze the ſame, This pland ſtandeth in the Noztherly latitude of 3 z. de ⸗ 
grees, and lieth to the Nozthward of the ple of Madera, and is inhabited by old louldiers, which tbe 
kings of Portugal were wont to reward foz their fozmer olde ſerutces, by placing ot them thtre. 
This pland is rich in tozue, wine, x oile: and hath good ſtoꝛ col ſheep, aſſes, goats i kine: they haue 
alſo plenty of foules, ſiches i᷑ fruits. Captaine Preſton cõming befoze this pland with oue ſhip onlx 
fought with 2. long boats to land his mei. e to fozce the ſame:but the people were on ſhoꝛe in war 
like array, with baricados c trenches made, ready to withſtand chem, TWherupen, conſidering the 
great danger, and dilavuantage of the place, he tauſed his people to teturne aboꝛd againe. And the 
next mozuing 3 02 4 houres befoꝛe dap, he landed in a place of greater ſecurity, with 6o men onely 
who lapcloſely in a chapel, to defend themſelues from the raine til bꝛeak of the day, and ſo marched 
fozward vpon the backs of their enemies, which kept their baricados vpon the ſhoꝛt. By this time 
the tnemie was 8 oo ſtrong, But, being ſo ſuddenly ſurpziſed , after ſome teſiſance o our mul- 
kets, when they law out pikes appzoch,and han taſted ſomewhat of their fozce they began to flee in 
to certaine thickets a ſmubs, thinking from thence to gall our men: but with very litle 02 no loſſe 
at all. our men dillodged them of that place alſo, Here upon, they all fled toward the chiefe towne ol 
the yland: hut once againe they thought to make a new ſtand at a certaine houſe by the wop, from 
hyhente they were repulſed by captaine Roberts. So in the flight part of them were llaine, and an 
The pie of enſigne, which one captaine Haruey an Engliſh man had loſt not long befoze,was recouered: and 
Puerto Santo tas The Chicke toWne it ſelfe was by our men wholly woon andpoſleſſed, But befoze the entranceof eur 
ne men they had conueighed their wiues, their childꝛen, and the reſt of their goods into an exceeding 
wit burue, high bil which ſtandeth neere the towne, and could not be conquered, but with exceeding lollt. Al- 
though they lent diuers times to redeeme their cowne, which was very faire and large, yet in re- 
card of their crueltie and treachery, which they vſed towards captaine Harucy and his pecple, 
captaine Preſton wauld ſhew them no fauour, but vtterly burnt their towne to aſhes,and ſent his

we watered on the Southeaſkſide ofthe grand Canaria, There we met with capt,.Sommers,# his Chep water 
pinneſſe,# 3 ſhips of Hampton, in one whereof was cap, Willis. The 9 of Apzil we al departed foz dt ga: 
Tenerifto ſeeke captaine Preſton: and ſtanding ouer towards Tenerif, the 9 day at night I cam 
into captaine Sommers ſhip, The 10 in the moming we bzake our maine pard, yet we retouerei 
Tenerif, the ſame dap towards night we ankered vnder the ſouthſide ofthe ſame, There J wen:

:6 ſailing Southweſtward, we had light of Granada, hut landed not there. The 17 we arriued at 
the Teſtigos #ankeredthere, and conſozted with the; ſhips of Hampton, he rin captaine Willis Tye ples cal: 
vas, The 18 we landed our men q tooke vie w and muſter of all, & the ſame night ſec ſaile awap, !* rene 
The 19 we had ſightof Margarita, where the Spaniauds by their Indians fiſh fo2 pearle: we ſtood 
in very neere the rode, but law nothing there, Therefoze we went no further in, but ſtood from ic 
againe, The ſame day toward night. we had ſight of a litlꝰ pland, betweene Margarita ꝶ the maine 
called Coche. le came neer it in the night with our ſhips within ſome z leagues, there ankered 
under the maine ſide, and about midnight we manned our pinneſſes# voats, and in the mozning as 
bout bꝛeake of dap, we landed on the pland, wherin are few 02 none inhabitants, but they c 
tome fc6 Margarita in boats on the munday, and remaine there fiſhing foꝛ pearles vntill the ſatur⸗ 
dax, and then recurne & cary al that they haue taken to Margarita. Here we tooke ſome few Spas Certain Sp: 
niarvs and Negros their ſlaues with them, and had ſome (mai quantitieofpearls, Te remained gerd and 
chistland the 20 and 31,in which time we went a fiſhing wich bur leine, and cooke good ſfoze of me ok: 
mullets and other fiſh,and amongſt the reſt dzew aſhoze in the leine a fiſh called by the Spaniards = 
Lagarto,and by the Indians Caiman, which is indeed a Crocodile, fo2 it hath 4 fete and a long — ; 
'aile,and a wide mouth, and long cecth,* wil deuour men. Some of theſe Lagartos are inlengtj; 
16 foot, ſome 20 foot, and ſome 30 foot: they haue mul ke in them, and liue as wel on the land,ac 
inthe water, The 2 1 of May we departed foꝛ Cumana,thinking to haue gotten in that night te 
haue landed: but the current ſtriketh ſo ſtrong out of the bay that we could not recouer the towne 
till daplight. In che mozning we eſpied 2 lailes befozethe towne,but could not fe ich them, Here 
we plied coo and againe in the ſounv all the fozenoone,buc could noc get vp ſo farre as the towne. 
Theſe 2 ſailes came roome to vs after they ſaw that we were at an anker, came ſomewhat necre 
us, and ſent their ſuyphs abozvour admiral, They were 2 flieboats of Middleburgh whichtrader C wo de vont 
chere. y had lecretly aduertiſed the country of cur comming to our great hinderance: but we knew fuser ddr 
it not at our firſt arriuall, Pere they of Cumana pextriuing that we would land, came to patle Spamards of 
with vs, and tolde vs, if we would land, we might eaſily cake the towne, fo2 they ment not to wich ⸗ mung. 
tand vs, but that they had caricd all their goods into the mountaines, but, i we would not land to 
burne and ſpoile che towne, they would giue vs ſome teaſonable ranſome, and any victuals that we 
wanted.

kept him. In the takingof our 3 (mall Carauels at Cumana,we had a Spaniard in one ok them 
that had trautiled theſe wapes to the citie of S. lago. Oe told vs he would cary vs thither by any of 
both cheſe wayes, it alktet ward we would ſet him at libertic: the which was granted. hie we 
remained at the foꝛt by the waters ſide, the S peniards came downe vnto vs by the great & beater: 
way on hoꝛſe backe, who bein diſcoueted, our generall ſent out to meete them captaine Robert: 
with ſome 4092 30 muſketcirs, who came co ſkirmiſh with ihem, but they would not Lay. The 
Came dap inthe aftcrnoone we marched koꝛch toward S. lago, c tookethe Indians way called The 
vnknowen way, Jnour march we came to viuers Indians houſes, which we neuer hurt, but pal 
ſed by and left them vntouched: but the Indians were all fled into the woods, and other places, wi 
know not whither. We marched vntil it was night ouer ſuch high mountaines, as we neuer law 
the like, and ſuch a wap as one man could ſcarſe paſle alone, Dur general being in the fozt ward, at 
length came whereas a river deſcended downe oucr the mouncatacs,and there we lodged all that 
night, Mere in going this way, we found the Spanich gouernours confeſſion to be true: foz they 
bad baricadoed the wap in diners places with trees, & other things in ſuch ſozt, that we were dzi- 
uen to cut our way thꝛough the woods by Carpenters, which we caried with vs foz that purpoſe, 
The nert dap being che 29 of May early in the mozning we ſec foz ward to recouer the tops of the 
mountatues : but God knoweth) they were ſo extreeme high and ſo ſtee p· vpright, that many of 
ourſouldters fatnteo by the wap : and when the officers came vnto them and ſirſt entreated them 
to goe, chep anſwered, they could goe no further, Then they thought to make them goe by com⸗ 
puiſion, but all was in vainc: they would goe a little and then lie downe, and bid them kill them, it 
they would, fo2 they could not, no2 would not goe any furcher, hereby they were enfoꝛzce d to 
depart.⁊ to leave chem there lying on the ground. To be ſhoꝛt, at length with much ado we gat the 
top of the mountaines about noone : there we made a ſtand til all che company was come vp, and 
would haue ſtayed longer to haue refreſhed our men: but the ſogge and raine fell ſo faſt, that wce 
durſt not (tap, So wee made haſt to deſcend towards the towne out of the fogge and taine: be· 
cauſe that in theſe high mountaines by repozc of the Spaniarvs themſelues, it vocth almeſt cons 
tinuglly raine, Aſſoone as we were deſcended vowne ucere halle the wey io the towne the raine 
ceaſed,and going downe a little further, on the toppe of a hill we ſaw the towne not farre viſtant 
from vs. Pere we all cleared our mul kets: and when our colours came in ſight, we diſcharged 
alecondvolceof ſhot to the great viſcouragement of the encmie, Thus wemarched en a round 
pace. The enemie was tu readineſl? alittle without the towne toencounter vs on hoꝛſebacke. 
Being nowe fully deſcended from the mountaines wee tanie into a faire plaine champicufielde, 
without either hedgc, buſh oz vitch, ſauing certaine treuches which the water had made, as it de⸗ 
ſcendeth from the mouncaines, Here we ſet cur ſclues in a readineſſe, ſuppoſing the tuemit would 
haue encountered vs: but hauing pitched our matue battell, and marching foꝛ ward a good round 
pace,captaine Beling, and captaine Roberts cooke ech of them ſoine looſeſhoot, nd matcted in all 
haſt toward the enemie befoze the maine batte ll, wherein wes our gencrall with capt, Sominers 
and came toſkirmiſh with them: but it was ſoone cuded: fez the tnt mie fled, One Spaniard was 
flaine in this ſkirmiſh, and not anyone of our companies touched eitbet with piece 02 arrow, God 
Dye Gitte ot bethanked, We ſoone marched into the townc,and had it witlcuc any moze reſiſtance: but there 
——— we found not the wealth that we expected: fo2 they had conueyed all into the mount aints, except 
A ſuch goods as they could net eaſily caty, as wine, and iron, and ſuch things, By * Ws 
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ciocke in the afternoone the 29 ol Pap, we entred the citie. exe we remained vntil the 3 of Tune 
without ante great diſturbance, ſauing ſometime by night they would come on hozſe-backe hard 
vnto our Corps du guard, and finding vs vigilant, and readie foz them, would depart againe. 

The firſt of June, there came a Spantard ne ere vnto vs alone : the Corps du guardpercei- 
uing him, called our General, who ſoone came towards hum: but bcſoze he appʒoched, the Spa 
aiard made lignes that he ſhoulo lay aſive his armes: which he refuſcd to doe, but pzomiled as he 
was a ſouldier it he would come, hee ſhould haue free paſſage, Uyan which pzomiſe hee came to 
bim on hoꝛſe · backe, and our General byought him within the towne, and there communed with 
yum. Who oemanded what he nient to do with the towne: he anſwered that be meant toxemaine 
there and keepe ic; oꝛ i he did depart from it he would burne it. The Spaniard then demande, 
what the ranſome of it ſhould be. Dur General required 3 0000 ducats, TAhereunto he replicd 
thac it was very much. Do hauing had ſame other conference together hee ſhe wed him that hee 
bad bene a ſouldier in Flanders along time, and now was ſent thither by his kings commande 
ment. Among other things our General demanded ok h m. what the reaſon was they had not wal: 
led the citie, be ing ſo faire a thing as that was. The Spaniard re plied, that hee thought it to bee 
ſtronger walled theu anie citie in the wozld, meaning, bychoſe huge # high mountains which the 
ememic muſt paſſe otter befozehe cau appꝛoch it; which we found verptrue, Thus with many o⸗ 
ther faire ſpeeches, he tooke his leaue fo2 that day, aud told dur Gcuerall,that he would go ſpeake 
with the gouernour: (but it might be himſelfe, foz any thing we know) howbeit becauſe our Ges 
neral had granted him free comming and going, he ſuffred him to depart: who befoze his de par · 
ture, requeſtev to haue a token of our General, that he might ſbew co che Gouernour how he har 
ſpoken with vs, oz elſe he doubted, chat he would not belt eue him, Therupon our General gaue 
lim apiece of i 2 pence : ſo he departed and pzoniiſedthe nert day by ten of the clocketoreturns 
into vs with an anſwers 2in which meane time nothing befei. The nert day being the 2 of June, 
ut his houre appointed, he retucned w his Indian running by his hoſes ſide, So he was bꝛought 
tothe Generali, and there remained till after dinner, and dined in his company in the gouernoure 
houſe that was The dinner ended, wich the beſt encertainement which cculd be giuen him, ther 
communed again about the ranſome of the citie. Our General pꝛopoſed his old demand ol 3 ooo 
ducats, The Spaniard firſt pꝛofftred him 2000, then 3000, laſt of all 4000, end moze he would 
not giue. Our General counting it a ſmall ſumme ot money among ſomanp, did vtterly reſuſe it. 
Ho the Spaniard di parted. But befoze his departure our general told him,thar ił he came not tc 
him axainbefoze the uext day noone, with the ranſome which he demande, he would ſec all on ſtre 
That whole day p aſt, and the night alſo without any thing of momẽt except ſome ſhew of all;ulc, 
bytheir appzoching towards our Corps du guard, and retiring backe againc. The; day being 
tome in the mozning ſome of our company went koꝛth, a league 82 moze from the cowne, & ſome 
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wo leagues and moꝛe vnto cercaine villages thertabout, & ſet themen fire : but the enemy neuer ges «bout den- 
cam? to reſiſt them, ſo they returned backe againe ſafe into the towne, and bꝛought certaine Indi⸗ 1989 Her. 


an ynloners with them, among whom thete was one which ſpake bzoken Spaniſh, which being 
cramined, confeſſed vnto vs of his own accoꝛd, how the General had ſent to the other towns theres 
about fo aide, and that he thought they would be there with him chat day. TAhen we vnderſtood 
this. we grew into ſome diſtruſt of the Spantards trecht ry, and thought vpon the meſſenger, how 
hehav vſed long delayes with vs: wherupon we were commanded pꝛeſencly, cuery man to make 
ready to de part, and to fire the citie: which fooꝛthwith was dane. And after we had ſeene it all on 
fire,+ burnt to aſhes, we tooke our leaues and ſo departed, q matched awapthat dap being the 3 of 


June, not that way we came, but by the great beattn way. And when we had marched halfe the Che citie or? 
day towards the waters ſive, we came vnto that ſtrong baricado which they had made, and there s burned. 


lay all that night, Here we found the Spantſh captaines wozd to be true which we cocke at the 
fort by the waters fide: foꝛ this baricado was of ſuch fozce,chat : oo men in it wel kurniſhed. would 
haue kept backe from palſing that way 100000 : firſt by reaſonof the huge and high mountaines, 
next the ſtecpenes of them, on both ſides, laſt cf all in regarv of the fine contriuing of it with the 
large trenches, and other munitions, which J ceaſccorecite, The fourth day ol June in themo}» 
ning wee departed from thence : but befoze our departure, wee cuerthzewon the one ſide of the 
ſeepe hill t wo baſes of pzon, which we found there planted by the enemie, and ſo ſet to: ward to⸗ 
wardour ſhips , and by 12 of the clocke came to the waters ſide, and there remaynid in the foꝛt 
which wet had taken befoze, vntill the fife dap at night: in which time we laded ſome ſmall quau⸗ 
ttp of hides, and Salſa- petilla, which we found there at our firſt landing. So the fift day at night 
we deparced from thence, to goe to a towne called Coro: but befoze wee departed, wer let fire 
the koꝛt, and all the Indians houſes that were about it, mn burnt them. Then we ſet ſayle. 
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and ſtanding along che coaſt, ouc Spaniſh guave ſigmfied onco vs, that chere were foure ſayles of 
ſhips about true leagues from thence, in a plete called Checherebiche, and Caio, and Maio, Sq 
che 6 dapin the moꝛning we were thwart of the plate, and there our generall ſent awap his 
mee Spas hoate withcaptaine Sommers, vnto t hoſe places, where they found 3 of the ſhips : but the Spani⸗ 
md Bips arvs had conueyed their ſailes aſhoꝛe into the woods, ſo that they could not bꝛing them off, but ſet 
ñjtee in them and burnt them. From hence we ſfood along the ſhoze, ſailing vntill the ninth dey of 
June on which day toward the euening we imbarked our ſelues in curpinneſſes and ſmall cara: 
uels, to land at Coros: but we had none that knew the place ce rtaineiy: where foʒe we ankozey 
that night ſome two lesgues to the Caſtward of it, and in the moꝛning J went on land, and nine 
moze with me, to ſee if we could diſcouer the towne, but we could not, wee went aboue a leꝛgue 
vp into the countrey, but could not ſee any village od towne. Do returning backe, wee met our 
Generall. with diaers others which came aſhoze with him. with whoin we marched into the coun⸗ 
trey againe, but tould lee nothing. x ſo returned. At the water ide captaine Prowſe dicd. There 
we rem int d all that day en land by reaſon the wind blew fo much that wee could not get abooꝛb 
vntill the euening, After dur comming aboopd a beat which we ſent into the bay, return v and 
bꝛought vs newes. that there rode a barke within tbe bay, and by all like lyhood the towne ſhould 
be there. So pꝛeſently our Generall went into the bay with the Derling and ſome of the (mall 
carauels. The tenth day in the moꝛning, the reſt of our ſhipping came inio the bay, and our men 
landed the ſame day, about 10 02 t 1 of the clocke in the night, & ſo marchedon toward the towne: 
woon. but in the way they had made bar cados, and kept them very ſtrongly, Not withſtanding the cou- 
rage of our men was ſuch, as that they feared nothing, and lo2ced thein to leaũe their fozces, and 
fl:e, Paving won ne this varic ado they there remained vntill the next day being che 11 of June, 
and then early in the morning they marched oa cowards the to wne, where by the way, the enemie 
The towne of gften times cam? ts ſkirmiſh with them, but al wayes fled, In fine they wan the towne without 
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vurnt. any great loſſe of men, God ve tharked. Hauing gotten the cown, they found nothing in it at all! 
foz they had intelligence from Sant lago, how wee had vled them befo2e, which cauſed them to 
conuep allt err gods nto the mountaines and wood: : finding nothing in it, our Generall cauſco 
it to be ſet en fre, thinking it not good to rema ine there, but to teturne ag ine, backe to the ſhips: 
and the great eſt cauſe was by 1caſon of the departure of capt ine Sommers: whothe day befoze 
in a moſt kur ious tempꝑeſt, being in the pinneſſe, with ſome 50 men at anker, had his cables bꝛoken 
and loſt ali his arke:s, and ſo was fac to put to ſea to ſaut humſei te, otherwiſe they had bene in 
danger of pi riſhing, Thus our Beneral and his company, returned backe againe thetwelfty day 
_ andimbarkevihemſclues, ano deparced away with all ſpeede to ſceke cap: aint Semmers, The 
I 3 towardnight, hee came where captaine Son mers was, and found han riding, but not by anie 
anke ta, but by two baſes, which they had mve foz to ſtay their barke by: at which meeting the 
Che bap of La- comp uy Was very glad. Then they det rmiucd to go into a mighty great bay, to ate wne called 
gunz. Laguna: but che bay was ſo veepe and ſhould with ll. that we returned backe againe, afrer wre 
:iſpaoio'n, had ood in two daies q; a night. So we ſayled ouer tower the File of Hilpaniola the ſixteenth 
of June: and the cwentiz © day we ſaw it. The 21 we ank zed vnder Cape Tiburon, Mere we 
watered, and ſtayed vntill the 25 of che ſame, After our departi re out ofthe bay of L⸗guna, a 
great ſicknes fell among our ſlceie, and there died about tighty men okthe ſamc. This lickneſſe 
was the flure of the belite, which is a common diſeaſe in chat countrep, Ne remayned about this 
Illand vntill the eight and twenticth of this montth. Then we departed lrom chence, and the ſe⸗ 
Jamaica, © — Cond of July arriued at the J fland of Iamaica. Bi foꝛe cur temming hitber, the thaee ſhips of 
Hampton had fo ſ cken vs, and left our company. And the Derling whercin was captaine Iones, 
— — ſent to diſcouer ſome other ſecret matter, in which viſcouery the valiant gentieman ended 
captaine ioace, his life, So our whole fleete was now but our gernerall, with capramne Sommers, anda ſmall 
pinneſſe, e ſtayedat this Ille of lamaica vntil the ſixt of Julv, in which meane time we landed 
to (ce if we could kill any becues, but we could not, they were ſo wild: ere is great ſioʒe oł them, 
and great plenty el freſh· liſh. Te departed henc the C ot Tul, ànd peſi d by the Tſlands, called 
Capede Cotti. Caimanes, and the Ille de Pinos, and the 12 of the ſaid moneth by Cape de Corrie ntes where we 
watered, and the ſame night. wee ſet ſaile towards the tape ol S. An: bony, bring the wellermoſt 
part of the Ille of Cuba. The 13 day in the moꝛning we were vabcr this cope, and the ſami day 
| we met with the honourable knight, Sir Walter Ralegh, teturuiug from his paineful, ane haps 
pie diſcouery of Guiana, and his ſurpziſe of the Ille of Trinidad. So wich glad hearts. wee kept 
hum and his fleete of tee ſhips company till the tweutieth day at nie ht, what tin t we loft them. 
In all which time nothing of moment fell out, ſaue that we gaut thale to a couple ol irigats, but 
could not fetch them. | FN 
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Afterward we plyed to tecouet Pauana,vntiilche ue ano twentieth of July: then we ſet our 
courſe fo2 the head ol the Mattyrs, the 27 we were in ſight ol them. The 28 wee entredthegulfe 
of Bahama : then we ſct our courſe hom: ward toward Newfoundland, but we could not fetch it, —— —_ 
vut mere on the Banke,and cooke fiſh there the 20 day of Auguſt, The ſamenight we ſet ſayle to 
come home, bp reaſon the wind was contrary to goe in with Newfoundland, So the tenth day 
of September, we arriued in ſafety (Godbe thanked) in Milford hauen in Wales, hauing perfoꝛ⸗ 
med ſo long a vopage in the ſpace of ſixe moneths, o ſomewhat leſſe. | 


The voyage truely diſcourſed, made by fir Francis Drake, and fir 


Iohn Hawkins, chiefly pretended for ſome ſpeciall ſeruice on the Iſlands 
and maine ofche Weſt Indies, with ſixe of the Queenes ſhips, and 27 other ſhippes 
and barkes,containing 2500 men and boyes, inthe yeere 1595. In which voyage 
both the foreſayd knights died by ſickneſſe. 


ns Cc bake ground out of the ſound of Plimmouth on Thurſdapthe 28 of Au- 

gutt, and that nighe ankoꝛed againe in Cauſon bap, where we rode till Friday. 
Then we ſet (apie and ſtoode Southweſt: and about chzce of the clocke the 
next mopning the Hope, wherein ſir 1 homas Baskeruil went, ſtrake vpon the 
: Fc Edy (tone, and ſhet off apiece, but after cleared herſelfe wel enough. 

"> dh = On Munde pat lire of the clocke in chemozning the landes end bare Nozths 
wel and by Noꝛth, and then we ſtoode away Southweſt and by South fo? the coaſt of Spaine. 

The 8 of September we tooke two ſmall Flemiſh fliboats vound fo Barbary; which we cari⸗ 
eb a while with vs and afterward diſmiſſed them without doing them any harme: only wee lgar- 
ned newes of then:,aud ſtayed them froni diſcrying our fleete to the enemie 

The 26 we ſaw Fotteuentura, being one ofthe Jſlands of the Canaries, 

The 27 being Saturday by b2eake of dap we hadouer-ſhot the chiefe towne of Grand Cana- | 

riato the Nozth:aſt, and then ſtood about fo} it againe, and bp nine of the clocke were at anker 4 
fapze beſo2e the fo2t to the Eaſtward of the cowne ſome league. At one of the clocke wee offrev * 
to land one thouſand and foure hund2eth men in the ſandie bay betwire the fozt and the towne : 
But by our de:racting of the time they had made a bulwarke inthe ſandie bay and plant ed Oꝛdi⸗ 
nanct: ſo that by rcaſunthereof, and the great bꝛeach ofthe ſea that went then enſhoze we were 
not able to land without endangering our whole foꝛces, which our General would not doe. Chere 
were of Spaniards hazſemen and foocmen ſome 900.whichplaped vpon vs out of their trenches, 
moſt of the. n being hoc, At the time of our landing there went by commandement of our Genc- 
rals within mul ket that of the ſhaze,# rode there at ankoꝛ ſome three hours, the Salomon the Bo. 
nauenture, the Elizaberh Conſtance, the Phenix, the Iuell, the Little Iohn, the Delighe, the Pe- 
gaſus, the Exchange, the Francis, the carauell, and the two catches: But when the Generall ſir 
Francis Dtake gaue ouer the landing being in his barge. the ſhips weighed being in ſome danger, 
and 3oode off agame to the great ſhips. Then we went to the Teſt end ol the Illand and there 
watcred ; where capt une Grimſton going vp the hill with 602 7 in his company was ſet vpon by 
the herdmen, who with their dogs and ſtaues killed the captaine and thꝛee oz foure of his compa- 
ww: the teſt were ſoze wounded: the Salomons Chirurgian taken pziſoner, who diſcloſed our 
me:ended voyage as much as in him lay: ſo as the Utceroy ſent a carauel of aduiſo into the In- 
dies, vnto all ſuch places as wee did pꝛetend to goe ta. Yowbeit they had intelligence from the 
king of all our voyage the eight of Auguſt, which was tinee weekes befoze we ſet foozthof Eng- 
land: as alio by a Fleming that had ſcene ell our pꝛouiſion at London, 

The 28 being Sun dap at cenof the clocke at night wee ſet ſaile, and ſtood away Southweſt 
and Sout hſouthwell ſome 200 leagurs, until we came in the height ol the Allands of Cape Vet- 
de, and then moze Taeſterly fo2 Martinino, one of the Illands of the Weſt Indies, which we ſaw 
the 27 of October: but che night befoze we had a ſtoꝛme, in which ſir Francis withfoure oz fiue o⸗ 
ther ſhips bearing on head of the fleete was ſeparated. Then we ſtood foꝛ Dominica, an Alland pomicics. 
full of inhabitants of the race of the Canibals, not paſt ten leagues diſtane from Marcinino, In 
i groweth great ſtoꝛe of Tabacto: where moſt of our Engliſh and Frenchmen barter kniues, 
hatchers,ſawes,and ſuch like p2on tooles in trucke of Tabacco, 

Vefoze we came to Dominica our Generall Sir Francis Drake altered his courſe, and went 

fo! Marigalante, which we had ſight of the 28 dap, and came to an anker on the Nozthcaft ſive a 
ſaker ſhot off the ſh ne in 1.3 fathomes water faire ſholving, There the Generall went on ſhoze 
a his barge, and by chance met a Lanoaof Dominicans, to the people whereof he gaue ayellow 
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waljcoate offlaneli and an hankerchiefe; anu they gaue him ſuch fruits as they had, and the Domi 
nicanes rowed to Dominica agame. They came thither to fetch ſome fruits whichthey ſo we and 
plant indiuers places of that Iſland, which they keepe like gardens, 
The next moʒuing by bzeakeof dap we weyed andſtoode betweene the Todos Santos, which 
are 4 02 5 uttie Iſlands bet weene Guadalupe and Dominica, There is nothing vpon theſe 3. 
lands but wood. Tie came to the Southe aſt ſide of Guadalupe and there ankercdhard abcozy 
che ſhoze : the Southweſt live of the Alland is deepe water and good ankozage : where that dap 
- firlohn Hawkios came to vs againe landing vp from the South ſide ol Dominica. There we 
wattred, waſhed our ſhips, (ct vp our pinneſſes, and refreſhed our ſouldiers on ſhoze, 

The 30captaine Wignol in the Froncis,a barke of 33 tunnes, being the ſternmolt of fir Iohu 
Hawkins fleete was chaſed by fiue ofthe king of Spaines frigats oz Jabas being ſhips of 200 
tunnes a piece, which came of purpoſe with ; other Jabzas fox the treaſuxe ot S. luande Puerto 
rico : The Francis going roome with them ſuppoſing they had bene our owne flecte,was bythem 
taken in ſight of our carauel. Thep left the Francis byiuing in thc ſea with 3 02 4 hurt and ſicke 
men, and topke che reſt of our men into their ſhips,as the p2iſoners which wee tooke at S. Tuan de 
Puerto rico told vs. 

The 4 of Nouember we began to vnlade the Richard, one o ou victuallers, which was by the 
next day vnladen, vnrigged and then ſunken. Then we ſtood Rozthweſt & by Moꝛth: and the next 
mozning ſaw che Jlands of Monſerrata, Redonda, Eſtazia, S. Chriſtopher and Saba. The biggeſt 
oftheſe Jſlands is not paſt 8 leagues long. There is good ankozage in 8, 7,and 5 fadomes water 
faire white land. Then we tood away Southweſt ard on the 8 in the mozning being Saturday 
tame to an anket ſcme 7 02 8 leagues off within certain backen Jlands called las Virgines, which 
haue bene accounted dangerous: but we found there a very good rode, had it bene foz a 1000 ſails 
of ſhips in 1 4,1 2, and 8 fadomes faire ſand and good ankozage,bigh Jilands on tither ſide, but no 
freſh weter that we could find : here is much fiſh to be taken with hockes and nets : allo we ſtapcy 
on ſhoze andfowled, Here ſir Toha Hau kins wag extreme ſicke; which his licknes began vpon 
newes ofthe taking of the Francis. The 18 dap wee weped and ſtoode Noꝛth and by Eaſt into a 
leſſer ſound,which ſir Francis in his barge diſcouerev the night befoze,and ankozed in 13 favoms, 
hauing bie ſteepe hils on either ſide, ſome league diſtant from our firſt 1iding.

The 12 inthe mozning we weied and ſct ſayle into the ſea due South ihꝛough a ſir:all ſ reit 
but without danger, and then ſtove eſt and by Nozth fo2 S. Iuan de Puertorico,and iu the after 
noone left the 3 (mall Iſlands called The paſſages to the South ward of vs, and that night came 

5 . ot yp to the Eaſtermod end of S. ohn, where fir lohn Hawkins departed this life : pon whoſe de · 

duns. ceaſe fir Thomas Bas keruil preſently went into the Garland, At 2 of the clocke we came to an 
ker at the eſtermo!t ſave of the chiefe to wne called Puerto rico in a ſandie bay 2 milts off: where 
we reteiued from their fois au places where they plant ed Oꝛdinance ſome 28 great ſhot, the 
{aſt of which ſtrake the admirall though the miſ . n, and the laſt vut c ne Crake thꝛough her quarter 
into the ſterage, the Generall being there at ſupper, and ſtrake the ſtoole krom vnde r him but hurt 
him not, but hurt at the ſame cable ſir Nicholas ( lifford, M. Browne, captaine Stratford, with 
one 02 two moze, Sir Nicholas Clifford and maſter Browne died ot their hurts. 

Then wee ſec ſayle and ſtood to the Eaſt ward,. and at midnight tac ked about to the I eſt, and 
in the mozning came to an anker befoze the point without the cowne a little to the Meſtwards by 
the; Iflands. | 

The 13 werode ſtill vntill night,when in the beginning with twenty fine pinnelles, boats and 

The fight at 5. ſyallops manned and furniſhed with fire-wozkes and ſmall ſhot wee went into the rode within 
rico. the great caſtels,and in deſpite of them fired the fiue Jabzas 0) frigats, all hips oftwo hundzeth 
tunnes the piece oz mo2e, quite burning che Rereadmiralldowne to the water, which was 
the greateſt ſhippe of them all, and alſo mightily ſpoilcd the admirall and viceadmirall,notwith- 
Landing the caltles and ſhips gaue vs a hundzech cightie and ſiue great ſhot , beſides ſmall ſhot 
abundance, They had alſo ſunke a great ſhippe in the mouth of the chanell and rafted it ouct 
withher maſtes almoſt to the very fo2tes and caſtles , lo as they thought it impꝛegnable. The 
frigats had in each ol them twenty pieces of bꝛaſle, and a hundzeth barrels ofpowvcr, Their 
chiefe lading that they bought thither was like, oyle aud wine. The treaſure which they went 
to fetch, which was bought thither in a ſhip called the Vigonia, mas conueped into the 
and ſureft caſtell ot defence; being, as one of the pꝛiſoners ccnfeſſed , thzee millions of ducats o 
fine and thirty tunnes of ſiluer Alſo they had ſent all the women, childzen, and vnable perſons 
into the woods , tor —̃ — the towne. The fight on 
our ſide was reſolute, hote, and dangerous: wee loſt ſome fozty 01 fifty mn, 
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many were hurt. There was alſo great beath of the Spaniarvs aboozd che frigats,with burning, 
yzowning, an killing, and beſides ſome taken p2iſoners, 

The 14 we rode ſtil, being within ſhot of the vttermoſi caſteli; but they fearing the next night 
we would come in againe, began to warpe vp the other 4 krigats, vegmning firſt with the Admi⸗ 
rall: which whether by chance oz their owne willes wee ſaw to ſinke; and as wee ſuppoſe ſo diu 
they with all the reſt, oz elſe by ſtealth got vp farther within their chiefeſt foꝛces. 

The 15 alſo we rode ſtill, and ac afternoone wee eſpted a carauell comming from che calteil 

t: but befoze our pinneſſes could ferch her vp, ſhe ranne vn ſhoꝛe, where our boates tould noc 
come at her becauſe of the bzeach,and alſo many of the Jſlanders came downe co uary her with 
ſhot, The beginning of this night we weyed, and ſtoode one houre to the Caſt, ond then tacked 
about to the Tet, | 

The 16 being Sunday, aud the x 7 alſo we were becalmed. 

The 18 we ankered a littleto the Southward of the South welt point of che Jſlatv, giuiug 
the point a birth becauſeofa ſhoald of land that lieth ſoine two cables length off: there we rode u. 
foure,fiue,and ſire fadomes faire white ſand, where wee ſet vn moꝛe pinneſſes, waſhed our ſhips, 
md rekreſhed our men ou ſhoze. Mere the Generall tooke a pinneſſe ol Hiſpaniola with diners 
letters, ſignikying chat two Engliſhinen of warre had done great hurt along their Iſlanv. 

The ꝛc the Generall rowed to the Phenix, the Del:ghc and the cariucll, and cauſed them co 
wey and anker right againſt the mouth ok a freſhriner in e wo fadomes water in oʒte Lind to the 
Southward of the other ſhips ſome league oꝛ moꝛe. The General! went into this riuer thꝛee 0? 
foure leagues vp, and tooke hoſes in the count rey Sir Thomas Bes ketuil towed vp the riuer | 
and taped there all night, and went vp into the landthzce oꝛ foure leagues, \ 

The 23 wee diſcharged a barke called the Pulpit and burnt her: and ac thꝛee of che ciocke that 
afternoone, when we were teady to let ſaile, there came abooꝛd ihe Defiance our Admiral, a Spa: 
niard with his wife, who fearev ſome great toꝛment foꝛ not hauing repaired to the to wne accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the Generals commandeinent ok that Alland, who had commanded that all able men ok 
the fleete ſhoulv repaire to the towne to defend it agaiuſt vs. Then we ſtood againe Teſt and by 
Noꝛth becauſe of a ledge ot rocks that lie ſunke 402 5 leagues off the Southſide ok the Illand 

The 25 we ood away South welt, and ſaw Mona being a lowe flat Iſland betweene Hiſpa- 10 
niola and S. Iuan de Puerto rico, That dap the Exthange ot captaine Winter ſpent her boult⸗ 
ite; and in the beginning of the night the Phenix was ſent backe to ſeeke her: which by Gobs 
help that night met with her. and kept her company vntil the next moꝛning, then taking in a mall 
table from her fo2 a towe: but by 9 that mozning ſhe ſpent her maine maſt and ſplit her koꝛeyard 
hꝛeaking alſo her tow : ſo as they were faine to ſaue ſome trifles out of her and the men, and to 
ſinke the hull. Then we ſtoodaway South and South and by Neff after che fleete: and the 26 
inthe monincc had ſight ofthe fleete ag aine. 

The 29 we had ſight ot the Alland called Cut. c ao within 8 leagues of the maine, anu on che Toe 20+ o; 
Noth weſt ſide came to an anker in very derpe water hard aboo2b the ſhoꝛe without any danger Curazzo 
but the Gene rall weped p2eſently and ſtoode away Nozthweſt and by TUcR, and Noꝛthnoꝛth⸗ 
weſt lo che maine, and that night ſaw Aruba, being ſome what a leſſe Iſland then the other: we Aude 
left it ſome thꝛee leagues to the South ward of vs, 

On Sunday moꝛning being the laſt ot Mouember wee ſaw tyꝛee oz foure little Iſlands callet 
che Monjes, bet wirt Aruba andthe next Noth point of the maine, At 12 of the clocke we ſawe = 
the maine, where we ſaw a great current ſetting tothe Weſtward, and alſo the water changing 
very white. The Phenix, the carauell, and one of the catches kept within, and at midnight came 
bnder Cape de la Vela, and made a fire, whereby the reſt of thefleere came to anker vnder the Cope dela Vels 
Cape, where is a very good rode, faire ſholding and ſandie ground, fourteene, twelue, and tenne 
fadoms neere the ſhoꝛe. Toe Cape is a bare land without trees o2 ſhubs, and falleth in eight oꝛ 
[en leagues Southeaſt and Nozthweſt : and a ſaker ſhot off the point ſtandeth a little I and like 
Meweſtorie neere Plimmouth, but ſomewhat bigger. In the mozning the firſt of December | 
wee imbarked all our ſouldiers fo Rio de la Hacha, which is atowne twenty leagues to the niode 1a Hh. 
Weftwarvs, one ofthe ancienteſt in all the maine, although not very bigge : but ic tandeth in a ten. 
noft fertile and pleaſant ſople, Dur men tooke it by ten of the clock in the night, The ſhips bea⸗ 
rung all chat night and the oap befoze in 5 and 6 fadomes, the leſſer ſhips in 2 fadomes and an halfe 
water: the Phenix went ſonecre the ſhoze by the Generals commandement , that hee ſtrake on 
gromtd;but got off againe. There liethto the Eaſtward of the towne ſome mile thereabout a hold Ginn 
of ſand: therefo1e giue a birth ſome halfeleague 02 mote befoze you come right againſt the town, 1 
Thett mee come en anker in wo fadomes, hut the great ſhips rode off in five ond ſire *

There is a freſh riuet about a bum - hot to the Eaſtward ol the towne; whereinto our pinneſleg 
could ſcorſe enter by reaſon ol a barre of and inthe rivers mouth, but within it is nauigable fo 
barkes of twenty 02 th:rip tunnes ſome lire oz eight leagues vp, 

The ſirth day the Spaniards came in to talke about theranſome of the towne, but not tothe 
Generall his liking : and that night Sir Thomas Baskeruil marched vp into the count rey tos⸗ 
ucr-runnethoſc parts: andthe Generall the ſame night with ſome hundzeth and fiftie men went 
by water ſire leagues to ihe Caſtward, and tooke the Rancheria a fiſher towne, where they dꝛag 
fox peatle. The people all fled except ſome ſixteene 02 twenty ſouldiers, which kougbt a little, vut 
ſome were taken pꝛiloners, beſides manp eg ros, with ſome ſtoze of pearles and other pillage, 
Jn the houſes we refreſhch our ſelucs , and were all imbarked to come awap, and chen had ſight 
of a bꝛigandine 02a dzedger , which the Bencrail tooke within one houres chaſe with his two 
barges : ſhe had in her Indie · wheat, which we call Maiz,and ſome ſiluer and pearle , but of (mal! 
value, . 

On Saturday the leuen: h, maſter Yorke captaine ofthe Hope dyed of ſicknes, and then mallet 
Thomas Drake the Generals bz »ther was made captaine of the Hope, ànd maſter Ionas Boden 
ham captaine of the Aduentute, and maſter Charles Cæſar captaine ofthe Amitie. 

The tenth day the Spantards concluded fo the ranſome ok the cowne koꝛ 24000 ducats, ant 
one pꝛiſonet pꝛomiſed to pay fo2 his ranſome 4000 bucats. 

The fourtecnchdap they bzought in the cownes ranſcme in pearles, but rated lo deare as the 
Gencrall after conference wiih chem, millicking it, ſent it backe againe, giuing them foure houres 


keſpite to cleere themſelues with their treaſure, 


Che ſirteenth the gouernour came into the towne about dinner, aud vpon conference with the 
Generall told him plainely, that he cared not fo2 thetowne,neicher would he ranſome it: and that 


the pearle was bzought in without his command ozconſeut,and that his detracting of time ſo long 


was onely to ſend the other cowncs word , that were not of fozce to withſtaud vs, whereby they 


might convey all their goods, cattell, and wealth into the woods out of danger. So the Gencral

The 3 Sir Thomas Bas keruil with the Elizabeth Conſtance, the Phenix, the ca: 
raue l with feure oz five pix neſſes went ſome fiue leagues to the Welt ward, e landing, marched 
ſome foure leagues vp into the countrey to a place called Tapia, which he tooke & burned certain 
villages andferme houſes about it. Pe had ſome reſiſtance as he paſſed cucr a riuer, buthed but 
once man hurt, which he bzought abooꝛd aliue with him: he marched one league farther and burnt 
a village called Sallamca, and ſo returned with ſome pꝛiſoners, the ſouldiers having gotten 
ſonic piilege., 

The 18 the Ranchetia, andthetowneof Rio de la Hacha were burnt cleane downe to the 
ground, the Churches and a Ladies houſe onely excepted, which by her letters wzitten tothe Ge- 
e e pꝛeſerued. That dap wee ſct ſaple and fell to lee. ward, to meete with Sir Thomas 

askeruil. 

The 19 we weighed and ſlood foleeward fox Cape de Aguja, wi ich the twentieth at ſunne ri 
ling we ſaw, Jt is a Cape ſubiect much to fla mes, by reaſon it is a very hie land: and within the 
capelicth an Ifland within the mouth ol the ſound , which hath a white cliffe 02 ſpot inthe TUeſ- 
noꝛth weſt part of the J{lany, The land all about the t ape riſeth all in hemocks oz bꝛokenſlecpit 
hils. A league Southweſt within that, (foz ſo fallech the land thereabout) therc ſtandeth on the 
top of a cliffe a watch-houſe : and a little within that a ſmall Illand: you may goe in bet wer ne 
the maine and it, oʒ tos lee ward it vou luſt: and hard within that is che rode and cowne ol Santa 
Martha, which at 11 ofthe clocke we tooke, the people all being fled , except a few Spaniards, 
Negros # Jndiãs, which in a bzauado at our landing gaue vs ſome 30 80) 40 ſhot, ſ ſo ran away, 

That night their Lieutenant generall was taken and ſome little pillage bzought in out of the 
woods: to in the towu nothing was left but the houſes (wept clean, In all the main is not a cicher 
place fo2 gold: foꝛ the hops were mixt with the earth in euery place, and alſo in the ſand a little to 
the lee wards of the towne, In the bay wer had a bad rode by reaſon of a ſmall moone, fo2 euerp 
ſinall moone maketh foule weather all the maine along. 5; 

The ar, che Gencrall cauſed the towne to be burn, and all the ſbips to wep, and foodout,mas 
ny ofthe louldiers being imbarked where the Generall had appointed, in the (mall ſhips which 
rode neereft the ſhoze, e loſt that night the company ol the Phenix, capteine Auſtin, Peter Le- 
mond, and the Garlandspinneſle, which Rood along the ſhozc,and being chaſed olf by gallies out of 


Carthagena Peter Lemond with nine of our men was taken, the reſt came ſafe to our aa 
£ 
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The 26 we law the Jlands ſome twelue icagues to the Eaſtward of Nombre de Dios ſtan⸗ 
ding in toward the ſhoze, but toward night we ſtood to the offin vntill the next day 
The 2.7 we came into the mouth of Nombre de Dios, and by one of the clocke tooke the towne, :tombre 4+ D's 
the people being all fled ercept ſeme 100 Spaniards, which kept the Fozt, and plaved vpon vs, ben 
hauing in che kot ſome 3 02 4 (mall piccegof oꝛdinance, and one of them bake in diſcharging ac 
vs, Thep gaue vs alſo a voley of ſmall ſhot: but ſeeing our reſolutionin running vyon them they 
all fled and tooke che woods, 
The towne was bigge, hauing large ſtreetes, houſes very hie, all built of timber, but one 
Church very faire and large wzought all of timber {i*ewiſe, Nothing was left in the cowne of 
value: there was a ſhew in their ſhops of great ſtoze of marchandiſes that hav bene there, There 
was a mill aboue the towne , and vpon the toppe of another hill in the woods ſtood a little watch: 
houſe, where we tooke twentie lowes of ſiluer, two barregof gold, ſome money in coyne, beides 
other pillage, ; 
The towne was ſituated in a waterie ſoile, anv ſubiect much to raine, very vnhealthy as any 
place in the Indies, hauing great ſtoʒe of Dxenges, plantans, caſſaup-roots, # ſuch other fruits: 
but very dangerous to be eaten fo2 bzeeding of diſeaſeg. To the Eaſtwarde of the towne within 
the bay runne th out a frelh riuer of excellent good water, with houſes, and all about it gardens : 
halfe a league fro n hence due Eaſt into the countrey was an Indian towne, whither as we mar: 
ched a !itcle befoꝛ our comming away with an hundzed men they had bzoken dewnea byidge to 
hmder our paſſage, where they lay in anbuſh with ſome twentie 02 thirtte ſmall Got , and bowes 
and arrowes, ſec vpon vs, and killed Lieutenant Iones, hurt thꝛce 02 foure and ſo fled into the 8 
woos, ranne befcze v3 and fired their owne towne, and then fled farther into the woods: our men un Indian 
fir:d diuerſe other houſes in purſuing them, and ſo returned againe: our Generall with Sir 8 
Thomas being in the Riuers mauth with thirtie oz foxtie men filling water about ſome myle 
from vs. 
The road of Nombre de Dios is a faire road: but oneachſive,as pou tome to ride before the 
towne, lpeth a ledge of rockes, but tyere is no danger becauſe they are inſight, You may ride 
bet weene them in thzee oz foure fado:ne water, and without if pou will in eight oz ten fadomes, 
where neither Caſtle noz Foꝛt can annoy pou. The name of Nombre de Dios was greater then 
their ſtrength, Foz they had no Caſtle noꝛ Foxt, but onely the little foꝛt afozeſaid ſtanding on the 
top of an hill, although thep might haue made it ſtronger if they would, 
The 29 ſir Thomas Bas keruil with 750armedmen, beſides Chirurgians and pꝛouand bopes 
went foz Panama, . ' 
The laſt of December the Generall burned halle the cowne,and the firſt of Januarie burnt the 
ceſt,with all the Frigats, Barks & Galiots, which were in the harbour and onthe beach on ſhoze. 
hauing houſes built ouer them to keepe the pitch from melting. 
The ſecond of January ſir Thomas returned with his ſouldiers both weary ano hungry, ha- 
ing marc hed moze thenhalfe the way to the South ſea, The Spaniards played diners times 
vpoa vs both outward and home ward in the woods, the way being cut cut of the woods @ rockes 
both very narrow, and full of mpze and water. The march was ſo ſoze as neuer Engliſhman 
marched befoze, Hauing marched ſome ten leagues in a matuellous ſtraite way, vpon the topof 
i hill. tinough which we mult needes paſſe, che Spaniards had ſet vp a Font and kept it with 
ſome $0 92 go men, who plaped vpon vs as we caine vp. befoze wee were aware of them and ſo 
killedſome cwentte oz moꝛe of vs, among(t whom was Captaine Marchant quarter-maſter Ge⸗ 
netall, and Enſigne Sampſon , Maurice Williams one of her Paicſtics guard, beſides diuerſe 
were hurt, as P. Captaine Nicholas Baskeruil a valiant gentleman, with diuers others. Then 
ſir Thomas had perfect knowledge that they muſt paſſe two ſuch Foꝛts mote, if he got that, be⸗ 
ſides Panama to be very ſtrong, the enemic knowing ol our comming long befoze. 
Allo our ſouldiers had no victuals left, noz any meanes to getmoze: which conſiderations cau⸗ 
ſed lit Thomas toreturne and giue ouer his attempt. As he marched thitherward he cookc au In⸗ 
dian and ſent him to Nombre de Dios with letters of his returne and pꝛoceeding. 
The 5 we ſet Caile at 1 2of the clocke, and ſtood tothe Teſtward, ; 
The x0 dap we ſaw au Jland lying Weſtward ſome 30 leagues called Eſcudo, where wee Tye Teck 
ene to anker on the Southſide in 1 2 fadoms water, faire ſand and good ankozage; It yon come 
intothe Eaſterne point, giue it a birth, becauſe of aledge of rockes, that lyeth out there fromehe 
end of the Iſland : comming to anker we ſawe a roader. who ſeeing vs ſet ſayle, but that night 
with our Pinneſſes we tooke him, be had nothing in him but a little maiz, The men being exe 
mined by the Generall confeſled him to be an Aduiſar ſent from Nombre de Dios to all the —

vp the reſt of our Pinneſſes. : by 

The 1.5 day captaine Plat died of ſickneſſe , and then ſir Francis Drake began to keepe his ca:

The 23 we ſet ſaile andſtocd vp again fox Puerco Bello, which is but 3 leagues tothe Weſt: 
wards of Nombre de Dios. | 

The 28 at 4 of the clocke in the moꝛning our Generallſir Francis Drake departed this life,ha: 
uing bene extremely ſicke of a flure, which began the night befoze to ſlop on him. Me vſed ſome 
ſpeeches at oꝛ alittle befoze his death, riſing and apparelling himſelfe, but being bzought to bed 
againe within one houre died. Ye made his bꝛother Thomas Drake and captaine lonas Boden- 
ham executoꝛs, and M. Thomas Drakes ſonne his heire to all his lands, except one mano} which 
he gaue to captaine Bodenham, 

The ſame vay we ankozed at Puerto Bello, being the beſt harbour we found al along the maine 
both koꝛ great ſhips and ſmall, There ſtandeth a ſaker ſhot off the ſhoꝛe at the Eaſte rne point a 
little land: and there is betwirt the maine q that 5 oz 6 favoynes: but the beſt comming mis the 
open mouth bet wirt that Jland & another land chat lyeth to the weſtward with a range of rocks 

Jn Puerto Bello wcre but 3 02 1 0houſcs, beſides a great new houſe which they were in buil⸗ 
ding fo2 the Gouernour that ſhould haue bene fo2 that place: there was alſo a very ſttong Foꝛt all 
to the waters ſive with flankers of great trees and ones filled with carth betweene: and had not 
our comming diſappointed their pꝛetence, they would haue made it one of the ſtrongeſt places in 
all the maine. ech they ment to haue builded a great towne. Te {ound there thꝛee pieces ol 
bꝛaſſe ozdinance ſunke in the (ca, which we weighed vp, all the p 
carried away, 

Up within this bay there was alittle village but of no fozce , where we found a great freſh ri: 
uer, out men rowing vp ſome two leagues found pillage, as wine and ople, and ſome ſmall quan- 
titie of y2on, Afcer our comming hither to anker, and the ſolenme bariall of our Generallſir Fran. 
cis inthe ſea: Sir Thomas Baskeruill being aboozd the Defiance, where . Bride made a ſer- 
mon, hauing to his audience all the captaines in the flecte, ſir Thomas commandedall abooꝛd the 
Garland, with whom he held a Councell, #there ſhewing his Commiſſion was accepted fo2 Ges 
neral.& captain Bodenham made captaine ofthe Defiance & M. Sauill taptaine of p Adventure, 

The 27diedcaptaine loſias of the Delight, and captaine Egerton a Gentleman of the Fore. 
fight, and lames Wood chiefe chirurgion of the fleete out of the Garland. 

The 28 died Abraham Kendall out of the Saker. At this place we waterev againe waſhed our 
ſhips c made new ſailes, it being by the Gencrall and all the capta;nes agreed, that if we could by 
any meanes turne vp againe foz Santa Martha, we ſhould, if not, to goe direccly fo; England. 
Here alſo we tooke in ſome balaſt as our neede required. |

| Pegaſus iolly was going on ſhoze foz water, carying no guarde : The Spaniards perceiung it 


came downe vpon them, killed two ol them, and tooke 2 02 3 pꝛiſoners, and ſoraune vp into the 


woods againe. 


The ſeuenth the Delight ann captaine Edens frigat were diſcharged and ſunke becauſe they 
were old and leaked, and the Que enes ſhips wanted ſaylers.

| ſhoze all our pꝛiſoners as Spaniards and Negros, But befoze at our firſt comming to Puerto 


Bello ſir Thomas ſent two of thoſe Spaniards co Nombre de Dios and to Panama to fetch tan⸗ 
ſome fo2 ſome of the chiefeſt pziſoners, but they neuer returned againe, As we were ſetting ſaile 
there came one with a flagge of truce, and told the General that they had taken 18 of our men, and 
that they were well vſed, adding that ik he would ay 8 02 10 dayte longer they ſhould be bꝛought 
from Panama. Me ſuppoſed this to haue bene but a delay to haue kept vs there while the kings 
foxces had tome about by ſea, as they dayty expectev. We ſet ſaile the 8 of Febꝛnarie, turning vp 
foꝛ Santa Martha, and the 24 day we ſaw the Jlands of Baru ſome 14 leagues to the Tleſtward 
of Carthagena : The Generall that night told vs he would (and in fo the towne of Baru iu the 
bay: but that night blew ſo much winde and continued that (mall moone, that che ſame night we 
loft the Foreſight, and the next day ſtanding againe to make the land which we had made, we loſt

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The 25 we ſaw the Jland of Grand Cayman ſome z3oleagues tothe Nozthweſtward of la- The Grand 
maica, being a low ſandie Jland, hauing many toztopſes about it. — 
Che 26 we ſaw the hie land of Cuba to the Eaſtward of the bzoken Jlands, to the E att ol the 
land ol Pinos, and were imbaped in among thole dangerous places. But perttiuing it, we ſtood 
ont ag aine Southſoutheaſt and ſo got cleere , and then ſtood a may Teit and by Nozth fo? the 
Jle of Pinos, which we ſam the firſt of March.

Being ſhot fooꝛth with the Teſt end, and ſtanding in foz to water we eſpied 20 ſaple of ſhips 
about on: in the afternone, This was a third part of the fleete whichthe king ſent fo2 Carthage 
na, the reſt of the fleete being gone fo2 the Honduras. They were in all 60 ſailes ſent onelp to 
mecteour fleete , being commanded whereſoeuer they heard we were, to come vpon vs with all 
their thꝛee foꝛtes. This fleete which we met withall came ſanding fo Cape de los Cortientes, 
and had bene refreſhed at Havana, | 
Aſloane as they diſcried vs, they kept cloſe vpon atacke,thinking to get the winde of vs: but 
ve weathered them, And when our Admirall with all the reſt of our fleet were right in the w nds 
tye ofthem , ſir Thomas Baskeruil putting out the Queenes armes, and all the reſt ofour fleete 
(zeir bꝛauetie, bare roome with them and commanded the Defiance not to ſhoot, but to ket pe cloſe 
bp taſecand him. The Uiceadmirall ot the Spaniards being a greater ſhip then any ol ours and 
the beſt Capler in all their fleete loofed by and gaue the Concord the two firſt great ſhot, which ſhe Che fight be⸗ 
repayed p2eſently againe ,thus the fight began, The Bonauenture bare fall with her ringing Engg dont 
her ſuch a peale of oꝛdinance and (mall ſhot withall, that he left her with tone ſides, The Ad: the Spaniſh 
mirall alſo made ao ſpare of powder and ſhot, But the Defiance in the middeſt of the Spaniſh **** il 
fl.ere thundering of her oꝛdinance and (mallſhot continued the fight to the end, Do that the Uices ” 
amirali with 3 02 4 of her conſoꝛts were fozcedto tacke about to the Eaſtward,leauing their ads | 
mirall and che reſt of the fleete who came uot ſo hotly into the fight as they did. The fight tonti⸗ 
ned two houres i better, Ac ſunne ſet all the fleete tacked about to the Cal ward, we continued 
tur courſe to the t Aeſtward fo2 cape de los Cortientes, ſuppoſing we ould haue met with mo2e 
ofthcir conſo2ts, In this conflict in the Defiance we had ſiue men ſlaine, thꝛee Engliſh men, a 
Grecke and a Negro. That night ſome halfe houre after,their fleete k vpon their weather 
quarter, we ſaw amightie ſmoke riſc out of one of their great ſhips which axed behind: which — _M 
happencd by meanes of powder as we thinke, and pzeſcnely after ſhe was all on a light fire, and hips burn. 
ſo was cenſumed and all burnt, as we might well percetue, 
The next day be.ng the ſecond ol March in the mozning by bzeakeof day we were hard abooꝛd

The 10 we ſaw the Cape of Florida being but a reaſonable low land and bzoken Jlands to eye cape of

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the ozthward ol the Cape. After we had diſemboqued, we ſtood Teſt till midnight, and were 
in 28 degrees, and then (ſtood Nozthealt till the 13 at night, when we were in 3 r degrees. And 
after the wind ſcanted with a great to2me, in which we loſt the Bonauenture, and the Little lohn 
they bearing on head, Then we ſtood with our larbozd tacked E aſtſoutheaſt. b 

The 19 we were in 29 degrees our courſe E aſtnoztheaſt, The 22 we had a great ſteꝝmie 
gale of winde and much raine but large. And then all the reſt of our fleete fell a lerne except the 
Hope, which bare a bead: ſo that there kept no moze with the Avnurall , but the Defiance, the 
Aduenrure, and the Phenix, 

The. 28 we were in 39 degrees, and ſfood away foz Flores, which the 8 of Apꝛill we ſaw,any 
the 9 came to an anker on theSoutchfide,wherc we watered becauſe the Defiance when we came 
in had but two buts of water, Te bartered with the Poztugals foꝛ ſome freſh victuals, and ſct 
here on ſhoze at our comming away out of the Adnurall our two Pozcugall Pilots; which ſix 
Francis Drake caried out of England wiih hun. 

The 10 being Eafter-cue at night we ſet ſaile the winde ſeruing vs to lie ſome (lent in our 
courſe, That night and Eaſter day we had much raine: the winde came vp at Nozrheaft, wee 
beate it vp ſome 30 i:agues tothe Eaſtward, #then about to the Teſt, and ſo againe to the E aſt. 
and tryed,and the nert booꝛd tothe Wieſt, On Thurſdap cowards night, being the 16 wee had 
ſight of Coruo againe, we tryep all that night: and on Frivaytowards nigbt we came to an an- 
ker to the Weſtward ofthe point of Santa Cruz vnder Flores: but befoze midnight we dzaue, and 
Cer ſaile che next dap ſtanding away Noztheaft. About thꝛee of the clocke in the afternoone the 
winde came vp againe at 292th, On ſundap the 19 by two of the clocke in the aftcrnoone we 
had made 20 lcagu:s an Ealt may: and then the winde caine vp a good gale at Nozthweſt , and 
ſo Notthealt with a flowne ſhecte we made the beſt way we could: but being diſperſed by bad 
weather we arrived about the beginning of Pay in the Teſt parts of England. And the laſt 
ſhips which came in together to Plimmouth were the Defiance, the Garland, the Aduenture, 
and the Phenix.

ſuite ok the entmie, vntill J arr:ued at Cartagena, and there taking the aduiſe 
of Don Hedro de Acunna, Geurrnour of the citie, and Captaine generall (fo2 wee hid great 
necve of water , and to repaire our ſh ppes) we ſtaycd in that poꝛt: whereas J had intelligence 
by an Jnpian that Francis Drake died in Nombre de Dios, fo; very griofe that he had loſt ſoma:

Francis Drake and their ſuppoſed victozie , was altogether receiued fo2 an vndoubted 
eruech , and ſo pleaſing was this newes vnto the Spantarde, that there was pzeſent comman« 
dement giuen ts publiſh the letter in pꝛint, that all che people of Spaine might be pertakers of 
this common iop : the which letter pzinted in Siuill, bearing date the 15 of Pap, x 5 9 6 came 
to the hands of Henrie Sauile Eſquire, who being employed in that ſeruice fo? the Weſt Indies, 
and Captaine of her Paieſties good ſhippe the Aduencure , under the conduct of ſir Francis 
Drake, and ſir loha Hawkins, hath cauſed the ſaid pzinted letter to be traullated into s 
And that the impudencie of che Spaniſh Generall may the moze plainely appeare , the 
Hearie Sauile doth anſwere particularly to eucry vntrueth in the ſame letter contapned , as 
hereafter followeth.

the Generall being rauiſhed with the ſuddaine ioy of this repozt as a man that hath eſcaped a 

creat danger of thc enemie, doth bꝛeake out into an inſolent kinde of bzagging of his valour at 
Lea, and heaping one lie vpon another, doch not ceaſe vntill he hath dzawen them into ſequen- 
tes, and ſodoth commendc them vnto Peter the Doctoz , as cenſoꝝ of his learned wozke, 


. Secondly , The Generall doth write vnto the Doctor, that Fraveis Drake died for yery 
pielttherke had loſt ſo many barkes and men, 


A Tg very ſtrange that the Generall m the Jndian , whom hee doth vouch fo2 his lie, 
ſhould haue Cuch ſpeculation in the bodie of him whom they neuer ſaw , as co deliuer fox 
truth vto his countrie , the very cauſe oz viſeaſe whereof hee died: and this ſecond repozc of 
hisis moze groſle then the firik, Foz admit the milkaking of the place might be tolerable; not 
ing, this preciſe affirming the cauſe of his death doth manifeſſiypzoone that the Ge 
nerall doch make no conſcience to lie, And as concerning the loſſe of any Barkes oz men in our Don beni.

Nauie with nine ſbippes. and dis thzee ſeucralltimes giue the onſet tothe Engliſh flecte , who 

being fourteene good ſhippes ( as he ſaich ) did ſlie and refuſe to light; conſidering that the Spa- 

The SHpamth nih Uiceadmirall ( if he be ling ) and many other, can wuneſſe che contrarie: who fighting 
Tan el ba, like a true valiant man, departedfrom the fight wich a tone and battered ippe to laue her

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Fiftly, the Generall doth ſay in his princed letter, that notwithſtanding all the diligence 
he could vic , he could not cauſe the Engliſh fleete to ſtay nor come neete them, nor

Nd this lie alſo he doth not receiue by intelligence from any other, but himſelfe was an 
epe-witneſſe in the action , which mae him bold to lende this with the reſt into his coun- 
trey fo} current newes : but herein Don Bernaldino was mote bolde then wiſe, fo2 the tonne 
and battered ſides of his Galeons, being compared with her Pateſkies ſhippes , and others that eye cozn tives 
ſerued in that fight, doe declare, that his ſhips receiued at leaſt two bullets fo one, Neither can fide Sy.

the Dpaniarde may put all the gaine in his eye that euer he did winne from the Engliſh : Perad- of bis game. 
uencure ſome ſilly nouice of our countrep meeting che Generall in Spaine, and hearing a repe⸗ 

tition of ſo many lillables in one name. as Don Bernaldino Delgadillo de Auellaneda, might 
thinke them to be woꝛdes of conturation, and for feare of rayſing a ſpirit, might flie from him 
fromthe Deuill: 02 ſome ſimple Jndian flaue hearing the like his long and te- 
dious name, might ſuppoſe it to be an armie of Spaniards, and fo2 runne awap 2 but the 
commanders and captatnes of the Engliſh Nauie were men of ſuch reſolution, that no Spaniſh $yni@buags 
nagges could diſmay them ( fo2 they haue ofcen met them with cheir Pikes in their Spaniſh with the Eng⸗ 
beardes )noz the countenance of Don Bernaldino quaile them, although hee were acowered in "®- 

his gilt leather buſkins, and his Toledo tapier. 


Sirtly, che General ſaith in his letter, that notwithſtanding their flying away ſo faſt, the 
Engliſh left them one good ſhip well manned, who tolde him that Drake dyed in 
Nombre de Dios: in which ſhip were one hundred and fortie men, and fiftcene noble 
captaines of the beſt ſort.

Barnard ſecth not all things, ( when he doch diſlent from their opinions ) the which 
doe thinke rhe fattour we could be content to perid co Bernaldino foz the name ſake ,1t he were not taken with 
autho1 to erre- ſu many manife\t and unpudent lies; neither doe I thinke that Sennor Bernaldino will ſap, that 
he ſawe all that he hath wzitten, be it ſpoken inceuncell fox ſhaming the Generall: fd is there 
any man ſo voide of reaſon as to thinke , that any Engliſhman being demanded of his Generals 
Che difference name, would wzite 02 ſpcake Quebraran fo Baskeruil. So much difference there is in the 
emer Quebee-n (ound of the ſillables, as there is no affini ie at all, oz likelihood of truth. But ſuch are the Ge: 
nerals rate gifts,'( be it fpokin to his ſinall pzaple ) that we Engliũ men mull of tote confeſſe, 
that the Generall hath giutn a pꝛoud onſet co carrie the whetſtone from Sennor Bernardino de 
Mendoga : ncithcr will the hundzed and foztie men and fifeeene noble Captaines (which he ſaith 
he did take, of whom he mixhc haue ven: rightly infoxmed of their Generals yamc) acquit him 
of lying foꝛgerie, foꝛ giuing the name of Quebraran to the Engliſh Geuerall. As fox the good 
ſþippe well manned, which be ſaith the Enguch left them alter the fight, J amperſwaded he hath 
no man ta wicueſle that lie, fo2 the (hip was ſeparated by weather from he Engliſh fleete in the 
night, chitteene dayes belege the fight with the Spaniſh Naute , and neuer to any mans knows 
Che General [cdge came moze in ſight of the Engliſh flecte. It the Spanilh ſhip by chance did take the ſaide 
Hage ma well managed ſhip (as they call her) J doubt not but they haue the ſhip, the hundzev aud foztymen, 
king duſtreſ# and the fifteene noble Captaines toſhcw: But evermoze J geſſe the S paniſh reckoning will falf 
1 ſboꝛt when it is exammed, ko the fifteene noble Captaines will pꝛooue ( as I take it) but thyte, 
not eo ſtrike whoſe lolſe I grieue to thinke on: Neither did the Spaniards gaine them by valour, op we looſe 
The 15noble on lcauethcm ko cowarviſe , as moſt viitruely this bzagging lier hath certified.

— ral lite a pzouident man, to make his fame and ctedite the greater with his P;ince and countrcy, 
Generals io. faketh vy zn him/amongſt other his miracles perfozmed befoze the Engliſh flecte)by way ol m · 
nan wü non Plification to make ſmall matters ſeeme great, as alittle ſhooe to ſerue a great foote, and finding 
dut tue that it can hardiy be bzought to paſſe , he doth ſo Aretch the leather with his teeth that it is readie 
to bꝛecke: and pet notwithſtanding al this will not ſerue his purpoſe; fo2 the pyinting ofthe lettcr 
doth marre the play, and bungeth ſuch matter in queſtion, as the Gencrall doth wiſh might be 
concealed, and were he not of ſo dzic andcholerick a complerion , as commonly Spaniards are, 
he would bluſh foꝛ very ſhame in publiſhing ſo impudentiy ſuch manifeſt vntruthes. Foz ſithence 
his meeting with the Engliſh flerte at the Jle of Vinos, there hath bene by the woꝝthie Engliſh 
Che firſt diſeo- Generals an honourable expedition from England into the Continent of Spaine,where amongſt 
nerds ve other erploites having taken the citie of Cadrz , in the lacke thereof was found ſome of Don 
letter, Bernaldino his pꝛinted letters: which comming to the handes of a captaine that ſerued in Dir 
Francis Drakes laſt voyage to the Weſt ladies, he hath thought very fit (in regard gf the llan⸗

iudgements. Pet our eyes can witneſſe their ſhips were ſoꝛe beaten and raked thoꝛough, where ⸗Tde Engliſh 
by there was ſuch falling backe and lying by the lee to ſtoppe their leakes, as ſome of them were ellen this

—__—_—_biſcourſe ofthe manner of our fight with the Spaniſh fleete, doe lap that the 
ſaid Hentie Sauile hath anſwered the letter, and ſet downe the ozder of the fight lincerely actoꝛ 
ding to truth, ko teſtimonie of which I haue hereunto ſet my hand. 

And if Don Bernaldino Delgadillo de Auellaneda the Generall ſhall take any exteptions 
to this my ion, on ſtand in the iuſtificacion of his lying letter wꝛitten to Doctoz Peter 
Florez, of the Contractation houſe foz the Indies, and by him fo2 Bernaldinos glojie 
lacely put in mint: I then ſay that he falſely lyed, aud that J will maintaine againſt him wich 
whatſoeuex armes he ſhall make choyce of. And becauſe the kingdomes wherein we abide are 
enemies (bp reaſon of which there is nomeanes in either of them, to maintaine that J haue wit 
ten) let him make choiſe of any indifferent kingdome of equall diſtance from either realme,

purpoſe ot᷑ our Generall co the full number of 900, ratably q oꝛderly viſtributed into euery ſhip, 
e arriued at Plimmouth the 29 of Apzill , where wee found the Right honourable Carle of 
Eſſex teadie foz the attempt of his Cadiz Action, with whom our Gencrall left thzee ſhips and 
5ooſouldters well victualed and furniſhed, So the 21 of May we deparccd from Plimmouth 
with the Beuice, the Gallion, the George, the George Noble, the Wolfe and the Galley any 
Pinneſle , determining our voyage foz the Jle of S. Tome, But if our whole fozce had res 
mayned with vs our Generals purpoſe was to haue firſt ſackt the Madera Ile, and ſo to haue 
p2oceeded fo ©, Tome, The 27 of Pay we arriued vpon the coaſt of Spaine, coaſting all the 
thote , hoping to meete with ſome of the kings ſhips, From thence we paſt inſight of the coaſt of 
Barbary, and came to Maſagant, within ſhot of the Fozt, which our Generall repozted to be an 
excellent foztification, where the Spaniard is in ſtrong garriſon, And bending our courſe foz the 
Canatie Ales there purpoſing to water, our galley loft her rudder; ſo our Gencrall directed 
the George Noble to goe fo the Jle Mogador , there torepaire the Gallies wants. Betweene 
which place and the Canatie Jles we tooke a fly- bote of two hundzed tunnes bound fo? Bra- 
fill, hauing nothing abooꝛd her but ſome ſmall poztion of victuals fo their reliefe. The Coptaine 
of this Flybote tooke vpon him to be a perfect Piloc of S. Tome, and willingly conſented to 
' ay with vs, being a Fleming, Hauing watered at the Canaries , by the counſellof this Fle-

— * n foz the verre was lo farre pal, that we knewe chey we re all departed

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The firſt of July we fell with the Alle Maio, where wee ſaw ſmall hope of any fleere to bee ex · The Alle of 
pected,#therefoze departed foz Cape Verde, the appointed plate foz the George noble to meete "= 
vs: where we arrined the fifcof July, and there found him, And ſo inſtantly we pzoceeded fo2 
our voyage, becauſe the petre wasfarre ſpent, At this place moſt vafoztunately our General fell 
exceeving licke, and we wanting water wereenfozced to goe with a place named Peſcadoresin 
io degrees ol Roꝛth latitude. here we had manyckirmiſhes with the barbarous Negros, Our 
General now hopeleſſe of life, and we all diſmayed and comloꝛtleſſe thnough that his erceeding 
extremity , hauing his memoꝛp very perlt, he called all his Captames, Maſters, and officers vn- 
to him, vnto whom he made a verp pithie and bziefe ſpeech, tending to this purpoſe : That as we 
were Chyiſtians and all baptiſed and bꝛed vp vnder one and the true faith. ſo wee ſhould liue toge- 
ther like Chziſtians in the feare and ſeruice ot God: And as we were the ſubiects of our moſt ex 
cellent ſouereigne, and had vo wed obedience vnto her: ſo we ſhould tend all our courſes to the ad- 
uancement of her dignity, and the good of our countrep, and not to enter into any baſe 02 viſit ac 
tions. And becauſe we came fo his loue into this action that foz his ſake we would ſo loue toge⸗ 
ther as if himſelke were ſtill lining with vs, and that we would follow (as our chiefe commander) 
him, vnto whom vnder his hand he would giue commuſſion to ſucceede himſelle: all which with 
ſolemne pꝛoteſtation we granted to obey. Then fo that the pere was paſt, and finding the coſt of 
Guyoca moſt tempeſtuous, hee ſaw in reaſon that the bay of Ethiopia would be our vtterouer- 
thꝛow, and infect vs all ta death: whereupon he aduiſed vs to be reſpectiue of our ſelues, and to 
diuert our purpoſe from S. Tome, either fox Braſil oz the Welt India, yeelding many reaſons that 
it was our beſt courſe: but we all with one voice deſired topzoceedefo2S. Tome, And ſo depar⸗ 
ting from this contagious filthy place, we directed our tourſe foz 8. Tome, but could by no means 
double. the holds of Madrabomba, but vcrp dangeroullp ran into ſhold water, ill hoping of the 
beſt, In fine we wereenfozcev cobearevp#cake ſome other courſe;fo2 the time welded, dur men g cones. 
fell ſicke,and the coaſt was contagious alwayes raging # tempeſtuous, The water falling from gone g fh 
the heauens div ſtinke , and did in 6 houres turne into maggots where it fellſeicher among our . 
clothes,o2 in wadsof Dcombe, 
Do by a general conſent it was heldto be our beſt courſe to goe fox the Weſt India; 2 ſo much 
the rathcr,becauſe we had good pilot s o; that place, who vndertocke mozethen was after pcrfoy- 
med. Do we bent ourconrle fo) the Illes of Cape Verde, arriuing at the Jfleof 8. lago the 30 
of Auguſt, we pzeſcntlplanved at Praia, where we found a mal barke in the rode laden with wine 
and meale. 
After we were departed from this vile coaſt ol Guyny our General to our great comfoꝛts be: 
gan to recouer ſtrength;ſo that being now at Praia, he was able to land with vs. In our landing — me 3 
the people made a hewof great reſiſtance, but we entred the cowne without hindzance , being a Ifle of5.logo 
very pꝛetie towne, hauing a ſmall foꝛt in it, wih 602 8 caſt pieces. * 
Being here on ſhoze, and finding nothing left in the towne, diue rs ol our tompany were very 
imyoztunate with our Generall,that he would go to the citie of S. Iago being 6 miles off: through 
their impoztunitie he peelded conſent, and ſo we marched towards the citie with 280 ſouldiers. 
As we paſſed by the Negros and herdſmen, they would crie vnto vs Guarda S. lago. That night 
we loſt our way, & lay vnder a hedge. The next mozning the O2dinance of S. lago was ſhot off to 
giue vs notice where the towne was ſo wee marched towards it at the bꝛeake ot the day, The 
tountrey then being all ſyꝛed ouer with people made ſhew ol feare only to dzaw vs into the town: 
but we farther marched with our colours flying by the dzumme, The gentelmen would come 
gallopping by vs and viewing vs very much. But when we came inſight of the towne, we could 
ſer no way how to get into it, but by one little path de wue a very ſecpe hill, only man by man to go | 
downe. The strength and ſituation of this ctowne was ſufficient to haue danted a man of very deſcription 
good courage, fozit Kandech between two lteepe cliffes drongiy houſed, & thee erceeding good S1 5 towns! 
foxtscommanding the whole, the chiefeſt and beſt ſtanding vpon the cop of the hill right ouer the — 
to mne: lo that fromthence with mulkets they command cuery ſtreete, the other 2 fozts ſtanding 
by che waters ſide. all thzee commanding the rode, and theſe two tuery l rette in the towne, Upon 
the front ol the towne the ſea beateth the reſt ſtandeth betweene two mighty cliffes,not acceſſible 
but by one ſmall path, by which wee were enfoꝛced to goe. Dur Generall ſeeing himſelfe thus 
ltraightey, and perceiuing the dzift ofthe Spaniard was todzaw him into this trench, and knows 
mg wel that he could notreturne as we came,by reaſonof many ſtraights and aduantageable pla- 
ces, with an ercellenc reſolution (like vnto himſelfe) cryed out, all courage my hearts: aſſure 
your ſelues that the deuice of the Spaniard ſhall ſerue our turne this day:foz they will ſuffer vs 
quietly to paſſe downe into their ſuppoſed trappe, and then will purſue vs, then which nothing 
can 
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can happen better. The dap is ours now ſhew your ſelues as J know you will: and ſo pꝛeſentip 
we deſcended into the trench, And being downe the enemp purſued with amightie crie, and all 
the cliffes on both lives were beſet fullofmen;ſhot, and ſtones we wanted none from them on e⸗ 
uerp ſide iu great plenty ; fo2 this naturall trench was not halfe a muſket ſhot ouer, Thoſe that 
| —— dur Rereward by our Generals policie were lo teteiued that they made a ſtand, and 
neuer moze came necre vs. Te had nowe halfe a mile to the cowne, into the which when wee 
came, wee were receiued with the ſtreetes full of ſouldiers, who ioyned with vs at the puſh of 
the pike, But their capt aine and diuers ot them being llaine ( feare poſleſling them) they fler: 
3 ae and our Generall purſuing with ſuch furious ſpeede, did ſo diſmay them that they fled the towne, 
$.1ago taken bp and the third of Auguſt we poſſeſſed both the lower foꝛts. | 
Sir dab Being now maſters of the towne, we pꝛeſently by the Generals direction ( whole ſkill, ſpiric, 
amd diligente can neuer haue ſufficient commendation) baricadoed vp all the ſtreets, and bzo 
| ourſeluesinto a very conuenient ſtrength. After we had bene ſixe houres in the cowne the Poz⸗ 
tugals ſtill comming in great multitudes to the vpper fo2t, began to ſally downe vpon vs and co 
aſlault vs ac euery varicado : ſo that in the firſt aſſault they ſlew and wounded eightyol our men, 
ta our very great weakening, But they had ſmall cauſe of triumph, fo2 their loſle was chyiſe moze 
then ours: hut they iiill pꝛolccuted theit allault, not giuing vs time either toſleepe oꝛ eate,ſothac 
we were in erceeding ercremitte ; fo? their foꝛces did dapip increaſe to the number ok thꝛee thou: 
ſandperſons: but we dayly loſt of our pooꝛe number. Whilelt we were thus keeping the towne, 
our ſhips cajne about vnto vs, who receiuedmany dangerous ſhot from the vpper caſtle. Our Ge⸗ 
ncrall finvitig himſelfe thus treighted, x diſcrectelp looking into the policie and ſirength of the 
enemp, andſcarſe able to de fend any one aſſault moꝛe, ſent tothe fozts and to his ſhips that about 
ten of the clocke in the darke of the night they ſhould ſhoote at the vpper foꝛt with all poſſible vi: 
ligence, and ſend allthe boates aſhoze, which was accozdingly perfourmed. And wee likewiſe 
keeping a tumult inthe towne , the enemie ſuppoling that our purpoſe was to aſſault thevpper 
foꝛt, (which Bod knowes was molt impꝛegnable fo2 vs) retyzcdfrom their plotted purpoſe fox 
the vefencethercof, So we in a ſouldierlike ozder with very good ſafety departed the towne, 
although the oꝛtugals haurng eſptedour Generals policie came very furiouſlp vpon the backe 
of vs, after we had kept it two dapes and two nights. 
the rode ol S. Iago we tooke a ſhip with wine and cloth, which did greatly relreſhour men, 
Ila del Fuego · F tom hence we ſapled to an Ile called Fuego, being a very (mall Ille, with a very high hill tn 
the midſt ol it, which continually bur neth: this Ille is inuincible by nature, high cliffed round 
about, pet bp diligent (earch we found a (mall path where wee landed our men with extet ding 
much difficulty, and ſo were maſters of the Alle the eleuenthof September, where wee tooke in 
watcr, but the Je yeelded vs nothing but miſerable infection. One night wee had a ſhowye of 
aſhes whichfell ſo thicke into cur ſhips from that burning hill ot Fuego, that pou might wꝛite 
your name with pour finger vpon the vpper decke. |

Departing from this place the twentieth of September, we ſhaped our courſe fo) Dominica 
an Ille in the Weſt India: but befoꝛc we came thitherour men fell generally downe, ſo that the 
hole could not relieue the ſicke, the diſeaſe was ſo vile that men grew lothſcme vnto themſe lues, 
kranticke and deſperately rauing, among whom our good Generals part was not the leaſt; foz 
his diſeaſe was vehement, the griefe of his mind, the lament at ion of his men, and the loſſe of thole 
whom he loued were to him toꝛments moze then durable: all which with patience and humilitie 
in pꝛaper he humbled himſelfe vnto. But had not his mind bene inuincible 8nd his deſires aboue 
the ozdinary courſe of men, it had bene impoſſible that life ſhould now haue reſted in him: but God 
(A hope) hath pꝛeſerued him to ſome erceeding good purpoſe. 

— Artiuing at Dominica the ſeuenttenth of October, with all our men ſicke and feeble, wee 
Two excellent fund there two hote bathes, where dur weake men waſhing themſclues were greatly comtoꝛ⸗ 
ted: and the Indians of this place vſed vs with great kindneſſe, ſo that we were all perfectly well 

befoze we departed from this place, Fo here we ſtayed vntill the 25 of Nouember, From Do- 

Margzrits: minica we ſapledto Margarita, betweene the Iſle and the maine, thinking to meete withtheperle 
dꝛedgers, but wee found them not. And comming to the point ol Araia in the road of Cumana, 

we ſawe a Flemiſh ſhip riding; the marchant and men whereof tame abcozd vs, and bought 

, with them my lozd Admirals paſſe, By whichmeanesour Gent ral would in no ſozt meddle with 
them pet they were very rich, Departing thence by Cape Coadera,goingfoz Cape de la Vela at 

the Ille Buen aire our Fliboat was caſt awap,#ſome of the menloſt,bue the moſt part ſaued.Coa- 

ſing allthehoze from Cape de la Vela, being bound fo2 S. Martha, we tooke a ſmall frigat laden 

with Guiny copne,the cleuenth of September: ſhe had in her money to the valew of 500pound, 
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unnen cloch and Chiaa ſitke, all which our General beſto med vpon his company to comfoꝛtthem 
iter their long ſuſtained miſeries : Out of which frigat we had 2 good pilots fo; thoſe coaſts: fo} 
our pilot, that omiſed many things befoze we came thither, was now abſent in the Woolfe,who, 
we thinke,did wilfullp looſe vs. Arriuing at S. Martha, two leagues Teſt from the towne ine 
faire bap,we landedthe 1 2 of September, e ſo marched to the towne being often times encoun 5. len, 
ered by the wap, and in a narrow wap at our deſcent downe a hill, they had placed two caft pietes taker: 

ol bꝛalle, which we recoucrev, and ſo encred thetowne, the enemie flying befoze vs, While we a· 
vode in this towne,therecame one Don Martin de Caſtilla, agentleman of good edutat ion and a 
very great traueller,who knew the whole tate of the Weſt India, Malucos,t Philippinas: he had 
bene in China, and made many relations to our Generall, his purpoſe mas to ſaue the tone from 
purning,whertn he pꝛeuailed, but ranſome J know af none we had: foz this gentleman made ma- 
ay get at pꝛoteſtations of great pouerty to be in that place, So wee departed, onely taking their 
opdinance,and a pꝛiſoner lot there by ſir Francis Drake, with ſome reliefe of victuals. Þauing 
ſtayed there al the time of Chuiftmas, we departed thence on Rewyeres dap, with termes ol great 
tont ent to our General inthe Spaniards great ſubmiſſion vnto him, fo they were now within a 

league of vs with 700 (ouldiers, And being challenged by him to vefend their tone like men ol 

wozth,chey div notwithſtãding increat fauour with great humilitie, MNhileſt we were at S. Mar- 

tha, the Wolfe came againe vnto vs: ſo wee ſhaped our courſe foz lamaica, and miſling the rode, 

were conſtrained to ſaile round about the Alle, a thing not befoze done. In this place the Wolfe 

abſolutely agairle fozſooke vs with che (mal barke that we tooke at S. Ia returned toꝝ Eng- 

land with hard newes of our ruine, but by Gods kauourable help wee arriued in the raad of la- 

maica the 29 of January, which is very dangerous to enter by reaſon of the holds and tocks that 

lie befoze it. Here we landed end marched 6 miles into the countrey, where the to wne ſtandeth che Jin and 
the people all on hoꝛſebacke made ſhew of great matters, but did nothing. Now being maſters of chiefetowneo? 
the towne and whole Alle, tbe people ſubmittedthemſelues to our Generals mercy: and here theß n 
p2ouided oz vs great ſtoze of dꝛied beefe, and Caſſaui meale, a baſe food. pet the beſt that the coun- 
trey yeeldeth to continue at ſea. This Alle is a marueilous textil Alle, © is as a garden oy ſtoze 
houſe foz diuers parts of the maine. It is full ol plaine ground, which in the reit ol the 
Indies we haue not ſeene: it aboundeth with beeues and Caſſaui, beſides moſt pleaſant fruits of 
divers ſozts. le haue not found in the Indies a moze pleaſant and holſome place. During the 
time that we rematned in this Alle the captaine of the Alle came often avoozd da, me hauing pled 
ges fo2 the ſeturity of their pzomiſe, They were in fine at our Generals deuotion to diſpoſe of al 
things, and in all things as he pleaſed ſo that now we were as one people e in one peace together. 
Being almoſt ready to depart, Þ. captaine Parker of Plimmouth came into the rodem his ſhips 
boat the ſecondof March, with whom our Generall conſozted ——— Honduras, 
where vy his perſ waſion we had great hope of a very good voyage. And departing frb lamaicathe 
sol March, we ſailed to Cape de Corrientes in Cuba, to looke foꝭ a barkeof Þ. Parkersfoz out 
better ſtrength: but not finding her, we went koꝛ the cape of Honduras, where we purpoſed to en 
trap che watch, e ſo to ſacke the to wne ol Truxillo, but the watch diſcouering va, made great fires, 
andchetowne pꝛeſently ſhot off a great piece, and anſmertn with fires, Notwithſtanding the next 
day being the 3 1 of March we bought our Hips vnder the fozt, and landed our men but it was a 
vaine purpoſe : fo; the towne is not to be taken but by ercceding multitudes, foz it is inuincible 
bynature, It ftandethvpon the top of a vety ſteepe hill, boꝛdering cloſe to the ſea: ſo environey 
with woods of ſuch cxceevingthicknes , that there is nopaſſage among the trees, which if they 
were gone. pet there is no clmbing vp the hill, only one narrow lane to gotnto the towne; 
r the end whereof is a great gate very ſfronalyfo2cified, lo that it is not to be approched vato, fs 
that with the loſſe of ſome few men, we retired from thisenterpxiſe , being altogether impolli 
dle to be atchicued by our few and weake men. « Jar 1 
We departed from Truxillo the ſecondof Apꝛil and went fox Puerto de Cauallos lower vown „ 4 C 
in the bay, til nouriſhing our hope of good ſucceſle; and comming thither found ic reaſonably fon · les talen. 
tified, but wee preſcnclp pzeuailed and tooke it the 7 of Apzil, being the molt pooze and miſerable 
place of all India. Now our hopes were all fruſtrate andnolikelthood how we could 

by any meanes make a voiage: our Generalreſeruing vnto himſelfe his ſilent inward impatience, 
laboured to voeſome memozable thing. Au in fine concluded by Rio Dolce toſearch with his 
boats ſome narrow paſſage m Iſthmos fo2 the Mouth ſea, alleaging that i hee could but finde a 
boatthere, itſhould ſerus him to great purpoſe ; againſt which there could be no reaſonable con- 
Tadiction, All bis chiefelt ſeamen conſented hereunto, but eſpecially the Capt. ine of the Adni- 
tall, Do ſayling with the ſhips to Cape de tres puntas ns ae 
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che ſhips well mozedche tenth of Apzill he deparced with his boats foz Rio Dolce, which in many 

Charts hathhis pallage tough the land. Up thes riuer by manp vncertaine windings we paſſey 

zo leagues and better, where we found a trong built fit, a towne, aud diuers ſtoze- houſes : but 

foz monep 02 merchandize we found none, {lee learned by the miſeravie people that we tooke, 
co. that the South ſea was 20 le from the nereſt of that riuer, and that it was 50 leagues u 
5- Guatimnala, 40 leagues to Sonſonate, and zo leagues to Sacatocaluca, being townes which we 
There wurm hoped eomarchvnto : ſo that now we were in wozle caſe then befoze : fo wee were fallen ſicke 
with the vnhoilomeneſle of chis ap2e,aup our victuals ſo waſted, as that we were deſperace how 
to recouet our countrey, Tbereupon wich molt vawilling minds we returned to our ſhipping, 
and with all pollible expedition weyed,# ſo labour ed vponthe tacke to turneoutofthis very deep 
bay being 60 leagues within the point of land. Being out of the bay, wee ſhaped our courſe fo 
Cape S. Anthony. Our General, whoſe reſtles ſpirit continually laboured to auoide the frownes 
of foztune,had now plotted with the Beuice and Galeon to goe fo Newfoundland, and there to 
teuictual, and to haue freſh men, of which we ſtood in good aſſurance, e ſo to depart fo; the ſtreits 
of Magellan, and ſo by his very good policie would haue concluded his vopage in the Eaſt India, 
which plac I thinke it vaneceſlary here toreucale, being put in pzincipall cruſt by him, 

Being thwart Hauana, by what chance I know not, but all his ſhips fozſooke him the 130t 
Map, and here in a deſperate plate hee was left deſperately alone. The George departed bp 
conſent with his letters, the Galeon J know not how: but our miſery in the Admirall was very 
great,fo there was not one in the ſhip that was euer befoze inthe Indies, beſides our miſerable 
want of victuals,che danger of the place, and the furious current of the chanel, Notwithſtanding 
we were enloꝛced without ſtay to diſemboque : which happily being perfozmed, we ſhapcd our 
courſe fo; Newfoundland, And by Gods mercy we arciuedchere the fifteenthof June, not ha 
uing one houres victualscoſpare, ano there by our countreymen we were well refreſhed : where 
we ſtayed till the 24 of June, Kill expecting the Ga leon, foz the execution of this his laſt purpoſe; 
unt ſhe not comming, and that plat ouerthzowen, we returned foz England, where we found the 

right honourable the Erle of Eſſex bound to the ſeas , with whom wee pzeſently peyartedinhis 

lozdſhips ſhip, to doe him our humble ſeruice, =

N the peere 1596, Paſter William Parker of Plimmouth gentleman being 
® DF{furniſhed with a tall ſhippe and a barke at his owne charges, the ſhip called the 
Prudence of one hundzeth and twenty tunnes , wherein hinſelfe went cap- 
taine, and the barke called the Aduenture of fiue andtwentie tunnes, whereof 
was captain one Richard Hen,departed frb the fozeſapd hauen of Plimmouth

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nacure , and ſtandeth vpon the top of a very ſcepe hill iopning cloſe to the ſea, enuironet with 
woods of ſuch exceeding chicknes,that there is no paſſage thzoughthe trees :there is alſo but one 
verynarrow and ſteepe lane to goe into the cowne, at the end whereof is a gate very irongly foz- 
cifiev ; lo that it is not to be appzoched vnto, valeſſe it ve vyonthe ſudden ; and with ſurp)ize of 
the watch: whercfoze with the loſſe of ſome few men wee retired from this enterpꝛize. 

From hence we pallcd vp farther into the guife the ſecond of Apzil, with tacentian to inuade 
the towne of Puerto de Cauallos, where wee arriuedthe ſeuenthof Apnil, anvtooke the ſame, CO 
finding it well foxtified, but nothing anſwering our expcctation foz wealth, Whereupon Sir 
Anthony Sherley and being tatherto fruſtrate of our hopes, reſolued here to enter vp tothe 
bottom of Rio dolce, aud to paſle ouerland vnto the South ſea, TUlherefoze wee ſet fo ward, 
and cured abouethirty leagues vp the ſayd Riodolce,thinking to haue paſſed ouerland with two yep palm a- 
companies of men, and to haue caried apiuneſſe in ſixe quarters to be ſet togethet with ſkrewes, * 3 
ind cht rein to haue embarked our ſeluts in the Scuth ſea, and there fo a time to haue tried our 
foztune; and to haue te turned ouerland to the bap of Honduras, But this our diligence tooke no 
effecc,vccauſe of the huge highnes of the mount aines, and the length ol the way, being moze then 
was giuen out at the firſt, Then wich much griefe we returned out to Truxillo, where I depar · 
ted from Sir Anthony Sherley, | 

After my departurt from this wozel'y knight, J ſet mpcourſe foz Cape de Cotoche which li · cavo dt core 
ethon the Eaſt part of luc atan trom whence J ranged al the Nozth coaſt of the ſaid pꝛomontoʒy «be. 
of luc at an, vntill I came vato Cape Deſconoſc ido, where I put 56of my men into a Periago, c. bo deſconoC. 
0) long Indian Canoa; and leauing mp ſhip ſire leagues from the towne of Campeche at thiee of 32 Eatter 
the clocke in the mo ing * JF landed hard bp the monaſtetie of San Franciſco, and tooke the ſayd tenen 1597. 
towne of Campeche, with the captaine and Alcalde, finding therem fiue hundzeth Spaniards, ©d* — os 
and in two townes clcſe adioyning to the ſame eight thouſand Indians. The multitude of the 
Spaniards which fl:dvpon my firſt allault by teu of the rlocke in the mozning aſſembling toge* 
ther renuedchcir ſtrength. and ſet furiouſipvpon me and my ſmall company, In which allault J 
loſt ſome ſire ofmp men, and mp ſe lte was ſhot vnde r the left bzeſt with a bullet, which bullet lieth 
ſtill in the chine ol my backe. Being thus put vnto our ſhifts wee deuiſed on the ſudden a newe A new dtat⸗ 
ſtratagem : foz l;auing diucrs of the townelmen pꝛiſoners, we tied them arme in arme together, 
and placed them in ſtead of a baritado to defend vs from the furpof the enemies ſhot, And ſo with 
mſigne diſplaped, taking with vs our lie dead men, wee retired with moze ſafetie to the hauen 
where we tooke a frigat which rode ready fraught with the kings tribute in ſiluer andother good 
commodities, which were pzeſently to bee tranſpoꝛted toS.luande V1lua,and bzought the ſame Co the van 
ind our Periago op Canoa to my ſhip, which lap in two favome water ſixe leaguesfromthe town ot 5000 pound 
being not able to come any necrer foz the ſholds vp that coaſt.

car, and Atabalipa, both then contending for the ſame, the one being faucured by the Orejo. 
ves of Cuxco, the other by the people of Caxamalca, 1 ſent my ſeruant [aceb i hidden the yete 
befote, to get knowledge ot the paſſages, and I had ſome light from Captaine Parker, lome- 
time my ſetuant, and howe attending on your Lordſhip, that ſuch a place there was to the 
Southward of the great Bay of (harnar, or Guanipa : but I found that it was 600 miles tarther 
off then they ſuppoſed, and many other e. eee to them vnknow en and vnheard, Afier 
J had diſplanted Den Antonio de Berr eo, u ho was vpon the ſame enterprize, leauing my ſhips 
at Tan the Pott called Cariapan, I wandred 400 miles into the ſaid countrey by lande 
and riuer: the particulars | will leauc to the following diſcourſe, The countrey hath more 
quantity of gold by manifolde, then the beſt partes of the Indies, or pers: All the moſt of the 
kings of the borders are already become her Maieſties vaſſals: and ſeeme to deſite nothing 
more then her Maieſties protection and th teturne of the Engliſh nation. It hach another 
grouad and aſſurance of riches and glory,then the voyages of the Weſt Indies, an eaſiet v ay 
to inuadethe beſt parts thereof, then by che common courſe, The king of Spaine is not ſo im- 
poueriſhed, by taking three or foure Port townes in America, as wee ſuppoſe, neither are the 
riches of Peru, or Nuena Eſpamna ſo left by the ſea ſide, as it can bee eaſily waſht away with a 
great flood, or ſpringtide, or left dry vpon the ſandes on alowe ebbe, The Port tou nes ate 
fewe and poore in reſpect ofthe reſt within the lande, and are of liile defence, and are one! 
rich, when the Fleets are to teceiue the treaſure for Sparne : and we might thinke the Spaniar 
very ſiniple, hauing ſo many horſes and ſlaues, if they could not vpon two dayes warning 
cary all the golde 444 4799 into the land, and farre enough from the teach of out foote-men, 
eſpecially the Indies being (as they are forthe moſt part) ſo mountanous, ſo full of woodes, 
riuets, and matriſhes. In the Port townesof the Prouince of Venecnela, as Cumana, Coro and 
S. Iago (whereof Coro and S. [ago were taken by Captaine Preſton, and Camana and S. loſepho 
by vs) we found not the value of oneriall of plate in either: but the Cities of ÞBarguaſimera, 
Valencia, S. Sebaſtian, Cororo, S. Lucia, Laguna, Maracaiba, and Truxillo, are not ſo eaſely in- 
uaded: neither doeth the burning of thoſe on the coaſt impoueriſh the king of Spaine any one 
ducat: and if we ſacke the riuet of Hacha, S. Marta, and Cartagena, which are the Pories of 
Nueuo reyno, and Pepayam there are beſides within the land, which are indeed tiche and po- 
pulous,the tones and Cities of Merida, Lagrita, S. Chriſephoro, the great Cities of Pamplon, 
S. Fe de Bogota, Tunxa and Mozo where the Emerald are found, the tou nes and Cities of 
Marequita Velez. la Villa de Lena, Palma,Vnda,e Anguſinra,the great citie of Timana, T ocar- 
was. Aguila, paſto, Iuago, the great Citie of Popaian it ſelſe. Los Remedior, and the reſt. If we 
take the Ports and villages within the Bay of Vraba in the kingdom or riuers of Pariene. and 
Caribana,the Cities and townes of ð Ius de Reydas, of Caſſarir,of eAntiocha,Caramanta,Cali, 
and Auſerma haue gold enough to pay the kings part, and are not eaſily invaded by the way 
of the Occamot if Nombre de Dios and Panama be taken in the Prouince oſCaſtulla dei _ 
| : the 
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the villages vp6 the riuers of Cens &:Chagre;Pernhath beſides thoſe &befides the magnificent 
cities of Q ii & Lima ſo many ylands, ports, cities, and mines, as if I ſhould name them with 
the teſt, it would ſeem incredible to the reader:of all which, becauſe I haue written a particular & treatiſe of 
rreatiſe ofthe eff Fudres, I wil omit the repetition at this time, ſeeing that in the ſaid treatiſe I WY 
anatomizedthe reſt ofthe ſea-townes aſwel of Nicaragua, Iacata, Nucus Eſpanna,& the 
ylands,as thoſe ofthe Inland, & by what meanes they may be beſt inuaded,as far as any meane 
ſodgement can cõprehend. But I hope ic ſhal appeare that there is a way found to ani wer e 
mans longing. a better Indies for her Maieſtie then the King of Spaine hath any:which if it ſhal 
her highnes to vndertake,] ſhal moſt willingly end the reft of my daies in folowing the 
ame: if it be left to the ſpoile & ſackage of cõmonperſons, if the loue & ſeruice of ſo many na- 
tions be deſpiſed, ſo great riches, & ſo mighty an empire refuſed. l hope het maieſty wil yet take 
my humble defire and my labor therin in gracious part, which, if it had not bin in reſpect of het 
highnes future honor & tiches, could haue laid hands on & tanſomed many of the kings & Ca. 
fqas ofthe country, & haue had a reaſonable proportion of gold for their redemptiõ: but I haue 
choſen rather to beare the burden of pouerty, then reproch, & rather to endure a ſecond travel 
ind the chances therof, then to haue defaced an emerpriſe of ſo great aſſurance, vntill I knew 
whether it pleaſed God to put adiſpoſiti6 in her princely & royal either to folow or fore. 
flow the ſame: I wil therefore leaue ic to his ordinance that hath only power in all things, & do 
humbly pray tliat your honors wil excuſe ſuch errors, as without the defence of art,ouerrun in 
part of the folowitg diſcourſe,in which I haue neither ſtudied | eye nor faſhion, 
that you will be pleaſed to efteeme mee as your owne (though ouer dearly bought) and I ſhall 
euer remaine ready to do you all honour and ſeruice. W. A,

| FS chacche ſame is of no price, l haue thought good by the additiõ of theſe lines to giue 
nnſwet aſwel tothe ſaid malicious ſlãder, as to other obiections. It is true that while 

we abode at the yland of Trinidad, lwas informed, by an Indlan, that not far fr the Pott, where 
we ancored, there were found certaine mineral {tones which they eſteemed to be gold, & were 
thereunto perſwaded the rather for that they had ſeene both Engliſo and Frenchmen gather, & 
imbark ſome quantities therof: vpon this like lyhood I ſent 40. men & gaue order that each one 
ſhould bring a ſtone of that mine to make trial of } goodnes: which being performed,l aſſured 
them at their returne that the ſame was Mareaſue, & of no riches or value: notwithſtãding di- 
vers, truſting more to their owne ſence, then to my opinion, kept of the ſaid Aarcaſue, & haue 
tied therof ſince myteturne in diuers places, In Guiana it ſclfe I neuer ſaw Marea, but al the 
be inf plaines, woods, & by the tiuets fide are in effect throughſhining, 
and ſeem matuelous rich, which W to be no Mareaſus, are the true ſignes of rich mi. 
netals, but are no other then EI del (as the Spaniards terme them) which is the mother 
of gold, ot as it is ſaid by others the ſcum of gold: of diuers ſorts of theſe many ofmy company 
drought alſo into Exglad,cuery one — faireſt for the beſt, which is not general, For mine 
 ownpart, I did not coũtetmand any mans deſite, or opinion, & Icould haue aforded them litle 
il ſbould haue denied them the pleafing of their owne fancies therein: but I was refolued that 
gold muſt be ſoũd either in graines feparate ftõ the ſtone(as it is in moſt of the rivers inGaiane) 

ot els in a kind of hard ſtone, which we call The white par, of which I ſaw diuers hils, & in ſun- 
dry places, but had neither time nor men, nor inſtruments fit for labour. Neete vnto one ofthe 
tivers I found of the ſaid #/bite ſparre or flint a very great ledge ot hanke, which I endeuoured 
tobreake by al the meanes I could, becauſe there appeared on the outſide ſome ſtnal graines of 
gold. but finding no meane to worke the fame vpon the vpper part, ſeeking the ſides and cir- 
euit ofthe ſaid rocke, I found acliftin the ſame from whence with daggers, and with the head 
of an axe, we got out ſome ſmal quantitie theroſ of which kind of white ſtone(wherin gold in- 
d) ml, divers hils androcks in euery part of Guiana, wherein we trauciled, Of this 

haue bin made many trials, and in Lowdew it was firſt aſſaid by M3Weſtwood a refiner dwel- 

lng in #/vodftreet, and it held aſter the rate of i 4000. or i 3000.pounds a tunne. Another ſort 
wis afterward tried by M. Baimar & M. Dimoci Aſſay- maſter, & it held aſter the rate of 23 000 
lia tunne. There was ſome of it againe tried by M. Palmer comprroller ofthe hfint, and M. Da- 
wet in goldſmiths hal, & it held after 26900. li.a tun. There was alſo at the ſame time, & by the 
lame perſons a trial made of the duſt of the ſaid mine which held 8. li. õ. ounces weight of gold 
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in the i oo:there was like wiſe at the ſame time atriall ofan image of copper made in C 
which held a third part of gold, beſides divers trials made in the coũtrey, & by others in Lides, 
But becauſe there came ill with the good, & belike the ſaid Alderman was not preſented with 
the beſt, it hath pleaſed him there fote to ſcandall all the reſt, and to deface the enterprize as 
much as in him lieth. It bath alſo bene concluded by divers, that it there had bin any ſuch oate 
in Guiana, and the ſame diſcouered, that I would haue brought home a greater quantitie there- 
of: firſt I was not bound to ſatisfie any man of the quantitie, but ſuch onely as aduentuted, if a 
ny ſtore had bin returned thereof: but it is very true that had al their mountaines bene of maſ 
fie gold t was impoſſible for vs to haue made any longer ſtay to haue wrought the ſame: and 
wholocuer hath ſcene with what ſtrength of ſtone the beſt gold oare is inuironed,hee will not 
thinke it eaſie to be had out in heapes, and eſpecially by vs, x ho had neither men, inſtrume ati, 
nor time (as it is ſaid before) to perfotme the ſame. There were on this diſcouery no leſſe then 
1 oo.perſons, who can all witneſſe, that when we paſt any branch of che river to vie w the land 
within, and ſtaied from our boats but 6. houres, wee were driven to wade to the eyes, at our re- 
turne: and if wee attempted the ſame, ihe day follow ing it was impoſſible either to ford it, or to 
ſwim it. both by reaſon of the ſwiftneſſe, and alſo for that the borders were ſo peſtred with taft 
woods, as neither boat nor man could find place, either to land ot toimbarke : for in une, luly, 
Auguſt and September, it is impoſſible to nauigate any of thoſe rivers: for ſuchis the fury of 
the current, and there are ſo many trees and woods ouerflowne, as if any boat but touch vpou, 
any tree or ſtake, it is impoſſible to ſaue any one perſon therein: and yer we departed the land 
it tanne with ſuch ſwiftnes, as wee draue downe moſt commonly againſt the wind, little eſſe 
then 100. miles a day: Beſides our veſſels were no other then whirties, one little barge, a ſmall 
cockboat, and a bad Galiota, which we framed in haſt for that purpoſe at Trinidad, and thoſe 
lictle boats had g. ot 10. men a piece, with all theit victuals, and armes, It is further true, that we 
were about 400. miles from our ſhips, and had bene a moneth from them, v hich allo we leſt 
weakly manned in an open toad, and had promiſed our returne in 15. dayes. Others haue de- 
uiſed that the ſame oare was had from Barbary, and that we caried it with vs into Gmana:ſure- 
ly the fingularitie of that deuice I doe not well comprehend : for mine owne part, I an not ſo 
much in ſoue with theſe long voyages, as to deuiſe,therby to cozen my ſelſe, to lie hard, to fare 
worſe, to he ſubiected to perils, to diſeaſes. to ill ſauots, to be parched & witlieted, and vithall to 
ſuſtaine the care & labour of ſuch an entetptize, except the ſame had more comſort, then the 
ferching of Afarceſte in Guiana, ot buying of gold oare in Barbary. But 1 hope the bettet ſorr 
wil iudge me by themſelues. & that the way of deceit is not the way of honor or good opinion: 
I have herein conſumed much time, & many crownes, & I had no other r or deſite then 
to ſerue het Maicſtie and my country thereby, Ifthe Spaniſh nation had bene of like belic ſe to 
theſe detracters, we ſhould licle haue feared or doubted iheir attempts, wherewith we now are 
daily threatned. But if we now cõſider of the actions both of Charles the 3. who had the mai- 
denhead of Perm and the abundant treaſures of Atab alpa together with the affaires ofthe Spa- 
niſh king now liuing, v hat territories be hath purchaſed, what he bath added to the acts ofhis 
redeceſſors, how many kingdoms he hath indangered, how many armies, gariſons, & nauies 
be hath and doth mainteine, the great loſſes which he hath repaired, as in us 100. ſaile 
of great ſhips with their artillery, & that no yere is leſſe vn fortunate but that many veſſels rea · 
ſures, and woes are deuouted, and yet notwithſtanding he beginneth againe like a ſtorme to 
threaten ſhip rack to vs all: we ſhall find that theſe abilaies riſe not fiõ the trades offacks,and 
Sim oringes, not from ought els that either Spaine,Portage/,cr any of his other prouinces pro- 
duce: it is his Indian gold that indangereth and diſturbeth all the nations of Europe, it pur cha- 
ſeth intelligence, creepeth into counſels, and ſetteth bound loyaltie at libertie, in che greateſt 
Monarc hies of Exrope,lfthe Spaniſh king can keepe vs from ſotien enterpti es. & fromthe im- 
peachmentof his trades, either by offer of inuaſion, or by beſieging vs in Pritaine, Ireland, or 
elſe where, hee hath then brought the worke of our peril in great forwardnes, Thoſe 22 
which abound in treaſure haue great aduantages ouer the teſt, ifthey once conſttaine them to 
adefcnſive wat, where they are driuen once a yere ot oſtner to caſt lots for their own garmets, 
and fiõ ſuc h ſhal all trades. & entercourſe be taken away, tothe general loſſe and impoueriſh- 
ment ofthe kingdom andcommon weale ſo reduced: beſides when our men are conſtrained to 
fight, it hath not the like hope, as when they are pre ſt & incouragedby the defire of ſpoile &ri- 
ches. Farther, it is to be douted how thoſe that in time of victory ſeeme to affect their neighbor 
nations, wil remaine after the firſt view of miſfortunes, or il ſucceſſe;to truſt alſorothe doubt- 
fulnes of a hattel, is bur a fearefull & yncertaine adventure, ſeeing therein fortune is as _—y_ 
preuail 
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preuaile,as vertue. It ſhall not be neceſſary to alleage all that might bee ſaid , and therefore l 
will thus conclude, that whatſocuer kingdome dale inforced to defend it ſelfe may be com- 
pared to a body dangerouſly diſeaſed, which for a ſeaſon may be preſerued with vulgar medi- 
eines, but in a ſhort time, and by litle and litle, the ſame mult needs fall to che ground, & be diſ- 
ſolued. I haue therefore laboured all my life, both according to my ſmal power, & petſwaſion, 
to aduance al thoſe attempts, that might either promiſe return of profit to our ſelues, or at leaſt 
be a let and impeachment to the quiet courſe and plentifull trades of the Spaniſh nation, xho 
in my weake iudgement by ſuch a warre were as eaſily indangered & brought ſtõ his power- 
fulnes,as any prince of Europe, if ic be conſidered from how many kingdomes and nations his 
reuenues are gathered,& thoſe ſo weake in their owne beings, and ſo tar ſeueted from mutual 
ſuccour. But becauſe ſucha preparation and reſolution is not to be hoped for in haſt, & thatthe 
time which our enemies embtace, cannot be had againe to aduitage, lwil hope that iheſe pro- 
vinces,and that Empite now by me diſcouered ſhal ſuffice to inable her Maieſtie & the v hole 
kingdome, with no lefle quantities of treaſure, then the king of Spaine hach in all the Indies Eaſt 
and Weſt, which he poſſeſſeth, which ifthe ſame be conſideted and followed, ere the Spaniards 
enforce the ſame, and if her Maieſtie wil vadertake it, I wil be contented co loſe her highneſſe 
fauour & good opinion for euer,and my life withall,ifthe ſame be not fopnd rather to exceed, 
then co equal whatſocuer is in this diſcourſe promiſed or declared. I wil now tefette the Rea- 
det to the following diſcourſe, with the hope that the perillous and chargeable labouts and in- 
deuors oſſuch as thereby ſee ke the profit and honour of her Maieſtie, and the Engliſh nation, 
ſhall by men of qualitie and vertue rec eiue ſuch conſtruRion, and good acceptance, as them- 
ſelues would looke to be rewarded withall in the like, W. R. 


I The diſcouerie of Guiana. 


N thurſday the o. ol Febꝛuarpin the pere 1595. we departed England, and the 
Sunday following had ſight ofthe Noꝛth cape of Spaine, the windefoz the molt 
\ part continuing p2oſperous: we paſled in ſight of the Burlings / theRocke,and 
„o onwards fo2 the Canaries,and fel with Fuerte ventuta the 17 of the ſame mos 
nech, where we ſpent two 02 thiee dayes, and relieued our companies with ſome 

n, A freſhmeat. From thence we coaſted by the Grand Canaria,# ſo to Tenerif, and 
taped there foz the Lions whelpe your Lozdſhips ſhip, and fo Captaine Amyas Preſton and the 
ret, But when after 7, 02 8. dayes wee found them not, wedeparted and directedour courſe fo 
Trinidad with mine owne ſhip,aad a ſmall barke of captaine Croſſes onely(fo2 we had befo2e loſt The pie ni 
ſight of a (mal Galegoon the coaſt of Spaine, which came with vs from Plimmourh:)we artiued 
at Trinidad the 22. of March, caſting ancker at point Curia pan, which the Spantards callpunta Curper, 
de Gallo, which is ſituate in 8. degrees 02 there abouts: we abode there 4.02 5. dayts, i in all that 
time we came not to the ſpeach ot any Indian oz Spaniard: on the coaſt we (aw a ftre,as we ſailed 
ftõ the point Carao towards Curiapan, but fox feare of the Spaniards none durſt come to ſpeake 
with vs. J my ſelfe coaſted it in my barge cloſe abod the ſhoze and landed in euery Coue, the bet⸗ 
tet to know the yland, while the ſhips kept the chanell, From Curiapan after a fewvayes we tur · 
ned vp Moꝛtheaſt to recouer that place which the Spaniards call Puerco de los Eſpannoles, and 
the inhabitants Conquerabia, and as befoze (reuittualing my barge) J left the ſhips and kept by 
the ſhore, the better to tome to ſpeach with ſome ok the inhabitants, and alſoto vnderſtand the ri⸗ 
ners, watering places. poꝛts ofthe pland, which (as it is rudely done) my purpoſe is to ſend your 
Lond(hip after a few vapes, From Curiapan J came to a pozt and ſeat of Indians called Parico, Pes. 
where we found a freſh water riuer, but ſaw no people. From thence J rowed to another post, 
called by the naturals Piche, and by the Spaniards Tierra de Brea: In the way betweene both Tierra de Bren, 
werediuers little bzookes of freſh water and one ſalt riuer that had ſtoꝛe of oiſters vpon the bzan- 
ches of the trees, and were very ſalt and well caſted, All their oiſters grow vpon thoſe boughs and 
ſpꝛaies. and not on the ground: the like is commonly ſeene in other places of the Weſt Indies, and p 
elſe where, This tree is deſcribed by Andrew Theuet in his French Antarctique, and the foꝛme 
fiqured in the booke as a plant very ſtrange, and by Plinie in his 12. bocke of his natural hiſtozie, 
But in this pland,as alſo in Guiana there are very many of them. 

At this point called Tierra de Brea 02 Piche there is that abundance of ſtone pitch, that all the 
hips of the woꝛld may be therewith loden from thence, and we made trial of it in trimming our 
hippes to be moſt excellent good, and melteth not with the Sunne as the pitch of Norway, 
end therefoze fo2 ſhippes trading the n From nnn 
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dy Wilemen in the abſence ol their Captaine 
nne, puze ſhot from the ſhoze, but Berreos ſouldiers lying in ambuſh had them al, notwithſtanding that 


che mountaine foote called Annaperima , and ſo paſling the riuer Carone on which the Spanit; 
Citie was ſeaced, we met with our ſhipsat Puerto de los Eſpannoles oz Conquerabis. 

This plandof Trinidad hath the fozme of a ſheephooke , and is but narrow,the Noth part ig 
verp mountainous, the ſoile is very excellent and will beare ſuger, ginger, oz any other commoy(- 
tie that the Indies peeld, Jt hath ſtozeof deare, wilde pozks, fruits, fiſh and foule : it hath aiſo fo 
bzead ſufficient maix, caſſaui, and of thoſe rootes andfruices which are commoneuery where i 
the Weſt Indies. It hath diuers beaſtes which the Indies haue not: the Spaniards confeſſed that

"EPecting with the hippy. Puerro de los Eſpannoles,we found at the landing place a company 
of Dpaniarvs who kept a guard at the deſcent, and they offering a ſigne of peace, J lent captaine 
Whiddon to ſpeake wich them, whom after ward tu my great griefe J left buried in the laid plant 
* aftermp returne from Guiana, being a man moſt honeſt and valiant, The Spaniards ſeemet 
to be deſirous to trade with vs, and to enter into termes of peace ,moze fo2 doubt oftheirowne 
ſtrengththen fo ought elle, and inthe ende vpon pledge, ſome ol them came abozd : the ſame eue- 
ning there ſtale alſo abozd vs ina ſmall Canoa two Indians, the one of them being a Caſique iq 
Loꝛd ok the people called Cantyman, who had the peete bete bene with Captaine Whiddon, 
and was of his acquaintance, By this Cantyman, wee vnderſtood what ſtrength the Spaniards 
had, howe farre it was to their Citie, and of Don Antonio de Berreo the gouernour, who was 

ſaid to be (laine in his ſecond attempt of Guiana, but was not. 

Chile we remained at Puertode los Eſpannoles ſome Spaniarvs came aboꝛd vs to buy lin» 
nen ol the company, and ſuch other things as they wanted, and alſo to vie m our ſhips and compa» 
m, all which J entertained kindly and feaſted after our maner : by meanes whereof J learned of 
one and another as much of the eſtate of Guiana as J coulo,o2 as they knew, fo thoſe porze ſouls 
diers hauing bene many peeres without wine, a few dzaughts made them merrie, in which mood 
they vaunted of Guiana and of the riches thereof,and all what they knewe of the wayes and pal · 
ſages,mp ſelfe ſecming to purpoſe nothing leſſe then the entcrance oz diſcouerie thereof, but bes 
in Virgina whereof th balr was come among the; which A hav peefomeo iy rene, 
in Virginia ewascome | inmp returne

A found occaſions of taping in this place foz two cauſes:the one was to be reuengedof Berreo, 
who the pere befoze 1594. bad betraied eight of Captaine Whiddons men, and cooke them while 
be krom them to ſeeke the Edward Bonauenture, which arriued at Trinidad the day be* 
foze from the Eaſt Indies : mwhoſe abſence Berreo ſent a Canoa abozdthe pinneſle onelp with

Chile wee thus ſpent the time J was aſſured by another Caſique of the Nozth ſive of the y- 
land, chat Berreo had ſent to ita and Cumana fot ſouldiers, meaning to haue giurn mee 8 
caſſado at parting, if it had bene poſſible, Fo) alchough he had giuen onder though all the ylatw 
that no Judian ſhould tome aboꝛd to trade with me vpon paine of hanging e quartering,(hauing 


other tozments, which I found afterwarvs to be true:foz in the city after J entred the lame thert 
were zal h lum 03 cle kings (which hep cal Caſiquezinthe Weſt indie ) one chaine almoſt 
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dead ol famine, and waſted with tozments : theſe are called in their owne language Acarewana, 
and now of late ſince Engliſh, French and Spaniſh are come among them ihey call themſelues 
Capicaines,becauſe they perceiue that the chtefeſt of cueryſhip is called by that name. Thoſe fiue 
Capitaines in the chaine were called Wannawanare, Carrogori, Maquarima, Tarroopanama, 
and Aterima. So as both to be reuenged of the fozmer wong, as alſo conſidering that to enter 
Guiana by (inall boats, to depart 400, 02 500. miles from mp ſhips, and to leaue agariſon in my 
darke incerreſted in the ſame enterpꝛize, who allo dayly expected ſupplies out of Spaine, A ſhould 
hane ſauoured very much of the alle: and therefoze taking atime of moſt aduantage J ſet vpon 
the Corps du guard iu the euening, and hauiug put them to the ſwozd, ſent Captaine Calficld on- 
wards with 60. ſouldiers, and my ſelfe followed with 40,moze and ſo tooke their nem City which 
they talled S. loſeph by bꝛeake of day: they abode not anyfight after a fewe ſhot, and all being dil⸗ by cg Bf 
miſled but onelp Berreo and his companion, I bzought them with me abo2d, and at the inſtance of ancony Berreo 
the Indians J ſec their new citie of S.loſeph on fire, © taken yitioue”, 
Che ſame day arriued captaine George Gifford with your Lozuſhips ſhip, and captaine Key- 
mis whom J loft on che coaſt of 5paine, with the Galego, and in them diuers gentlemen aud o⸗ 
thers, which to our little armie was a great comfoꝛt and lupply, 
Me then haſted away cowards our purpoſev diſcouery, and firſt I called all the Capcaines of 
the pland together that were enemies tothe Spaniards; fog there were ſome whichBerreo had 
bzought out of other countreps, and plantedchere toeate out and waſt thoſe that were naturall of 
the place, and by mp Indian interpꝛeter, which J caried out of Eugland, made them vnderſtand 
that I was the ſeruant of a Queene, who was the great Caſique ot the Noꝑth, and a virgine,and 
had moze Caſiqui vnder her then there were trees in chat pland: that ſhee was an enemie to the 
Caſtellaniin reſpect of their tyꝛannie and opp2eſſion, and that ſhe deliuered all ſuch nations about 
her,as were by them oppreſſed, and hauing freevall the coaſt of the Nozthzen woꝛld from their 
ſeruitude,hadſcnt mee to free them allo, and withall to defend the countrep of Guiana from their 
inuaſion andconqueſt, I ſhewed them her Baieftics picture which they ſo admired and honoured, 
is it had bene eaſie to haue bought them idolatrous thereof, 
h in my paſling to 


Che like and a moze large diſcourſe J made to ihe reſt of the nations bot 
Guiana, and to thoſe of the boꝛders, ſo as in that part ofthe wozld her Paietiie is very famous and 
admirable, whom they now call Ezrabeta Caſſipuna Aquerewans, which is as much as Eliza- 
berth, the great pꝛinceſſe oz greateſt commander, This done we left Puerto de los Eſpannoles, 
and — to Curiapan, and hauing Berreo m pziſoner I gathered from him as much of Gui- 
ana as hee ew, | | 

This Berreoisa gentleman wel deſcended, and had long ſerued the Spaniſh king in Millain, 
Naples, the Low countreis and elſewhere, very valiant and liberall, and agentleman of great al 
ſurcdnes, and of a great heart: I vſed him accoꝛding to his eſtate and wozthinall things J could, 
actoꝛding tothe ſmall meanes J had, | 

Iſent Captaine Whiddon the peere befoze to get what knowledge he could of Guiana, and the 
end of my iournep at this time was to diſcouer and enter the ſame, but my intelligence was farre 
fromtrueth, fox the countre is ſituate aboue 600,Engliſh miles further from the Sea then J —ͤ— 
was made bele eue it had bin, which after ward vuderſtanding to be true by Berreo, A keptitfrom Mites 12wary 
the knowledge of my company, who ciſc would neuer haue bene bought to the ſame: of = 
which 600,miles J paſſed 400. leauing my ſhips lo farre from mee at ancker in the Sea, which 
was moze of deſire toperfozme that diſcouery, then of reaſon, eſpecially hauing ſuchpooze and 
weake veſſels to tranſpozeour ſelues in; foz in the bottom of an old Galego which J cauſcd to be 
fahionedlike a gallep,and in one barge, two whirries,and aſhipboat ofthe Lions whelpe,we ca- 
ried 100, perſons and their victuals foz a moneth inthe ſame, being al dʒiuen to lie inthe raine and 
weather. in the open aite. in the burning Dunne, and vpon the hard bozds,aud to dꝛeſſe our meat, 
and tocary all maner of furniture in them, where with they were ſo peſtered and vnſauozy, that 
what with victuals being moſt fiſh, with the wette clothes of ſo many men thzuſttogerher,and the 
heat ol the Sunne, J w:llvndercake there was neuer any pziſon in England, that could bee found 
moze vnſauqzie and lothſome, eſpetially to my ſelle, who had fo2 many peeres befoze bene dicted 
andcared foz in a ſoꝛt farremoze differing, | 

If Captaine Preſton had not bene d that he ſhould haue come too late to Trinidad to 
have found vs there ( fo2 the moneth was crpired which J pꝛomiſed to tary fo him there ere hee 
coulde recouer the coaſt of Spaine ) but that it had pleaſed Gov hee might haue topned with vs, 
nd that we had entred the countrey but ſome ten dayes ſooner ere the Riuers wereouerflowen, 
wee had aduentured either to haue * *** 
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ol the other Cities and cownes neerer at hand, as would haue made aroyall returne : but it plea- 
ſed not God ſo much to fauour mee at this time: ik it ſhall be my lot to polecute the (ame, I ſhall 
willingly ſpend my like therein, and it any elle ſhalbe enabled thereunto, and conquere the lame, J 
aſſure him thus much, he ſhall perfourme moze then euer was done in Mexico by Cortez, o in Pe. 
ru by Picarro, whereofthe one conquered the Empire of Mutezuma, the other of Guaſcar, and 
Acabalipa , and whacſocuer pꝛinct ſhall poſſeſſe it, that Pzince ſhall be Lozd ofmoze golde, and 
= IT Empire, and of moze Cities and people, then either the Ring of Spaine, 1 

e great Turke. 

But becauſe there map ariſe many vouhes, ann how this Empire ot Guiana is become ſo po 
pulous, and adozned with ſo many great Cities townes, temples and creaſures, J thought good 
to make it knowen, that the Emperour now reigning is deicenden from thoſe magnificent pꝛin · 
ces ol Peru, ol whoſe large territozies, of whole policies, conqueſts, edrfices, and riches Pedro de 
Cieca,Franciſco Lopez, and others haue mitten large diſcourſes : fo2 when Franciſco Picarro, 
Diego Almagro and others conquered the ſaid Empire of Peru, and had put to death Acabalipa 
ſonne to Guaynacapa, which Atabalipa had fozmerly cauſed his eldeſt bzother Guaſcar to bee 
flaine, one of the yonger ſonnes of Guaynacapa fled out of Peru, and tooke with him many thou · 
ſands of thoſe ſouldiers of the Empire called Orcjones, and with thoſe and many others which 
followed him, hee vanquiſhed all that tract and valley of America which is ſituate betweene the 
great riuer of Amazones, and Baraquan, otherwiſe called Orenoque and Marannon. 

The Empire of Guiana isdirectly Eaft from Peru towardsthe Sea, and lieth vnder the E. 
quinoctial line, and ic hath moze abundance of golde then any part of Peru, and as many oz moe 
great Cities then euer Peru had when it flouriſhev moſt: it is gouerned by the ſame lawes, am 
the Emperour and people obſerue the ſame religion, and the ſame fozme and policies in goueru · 
ment as were vſed in Peru, not differing in any part: and J haue bene aſſured by ſuchof the Spa- 
niards as haue ſeene Manoa the Imperial Citie of Guiana, whichthe Spaniards tall El Dorado, 
that fo2 the greatnelle, leg the riches, and fe the excellent ſeat, it farre exceedeth any of the woyld, 
at leaſtof ſo much ol the wozlv as is knowen to the Spaniſh nation: it is founded vpon alakeof 
lalt water of 200,leagnes long like vnto Mare Caſpium. Ind if we compare it to that ol Peru, q 
but read the repoꝛt of Franciſco Lopez and otherx, it will ſeeme moze then credible : and becauſe 
we may iudge of the one by the other, J thought good to inſert part of the 120. Chapter of Lopez 
in his generall hiſtozie of the Indies, wherein he deſcribeth the Court and magnificence ofGuay- 
nacapa,anceſtour tothe Emperour of Guiana, whoſe very modes are theſe, Todo el ſeruicio de 
ſu caſa, meſa, y cozina era de oro, y de plata, y quando menos de plata, y cobre pot mas rezio. 
Tenia en ſu recamara eſtatuag huecas de oro, que parecian gigantes, y las figuras al propio, y 
tamãno de quantos animales,aues,arboles,y yeruas produze la tierra, y de quantos peces cria 
la mary aguasde ſus reynos. Tenia aſſi meſmo ſogas, coſtales, ceſtas, y troxes de oro y plata, 
rimeros de palos de oro, que parecieſſen lenna raiada para quemat. En ſin no auia coſa en fu 
tierra, que no la tuviefſede oro contrahecha: y aun dizen, que tenian los Ingas vn vergel en v- 
na Iſla cerea de la Puna, donde ſe yuan a holgar, quando querian tnar, que tenia la ortaliaa, las 


Hores, y arboles de oro y plata, inuencion y grandeza haſta entonces nunca viſts, Allende de 


todo eito tenia infinitiſſuna cantidad de plata, y oro por labrar en el Cuzco, que ſe perdio pot 


la muerte de Guaſcar, ca los Indios lo eſcondieron, viendo que los Ef] es ſe lo tomauan, 
yembiauan 3 Eſpanns. That is, All the veſſels of his houſe table and were of gold and ſil- 
uer, and the meaneſt ol ſiluer and copper fo2 ſtrength and hardneſſe of me tall. He had in his ward⸗ 
tobe hollow ſtatues of gold which ſeemed giants, and the figures in mopoꝛtion and bigneſle of all 
the beaſts, birds, trees and hearbes,chat the earth byingeth fooxth : and of all the fiſhes that the ſea 
02 waters o his kingdome bzeedeth, He had alſoropes,budgets,cheſtesand troughs of golde and 
liluer,heapes ol billets of gold, that ſeemed wood marked out to burne. Finally, there was nothing 
in his countrey, whereof he had not the tounterfait in gold: Yea and they ſay, The Ingas had a 
garden ol pleaſure in an yland neere Puna, where they went to retreat themſclues, when they 
would take the aire of the Sea, which had all kinde of garden · heatbs, flowers and trees ol golde 
and ſiluer,an inuention, and magnilicence till then neuer ſeene, Beſides all this, he hav an inlintte 
quantitie of ſiluer and golde vnunougbt in Cuzco which was loſt by the death of Guaſcar,foz the 
Indians hid it, ſeeing that the Spaniards tooke it, and ſent it into Spaine, 

And inthe 1 17.chapter Franciſco Pixarro cauſed the gold and luer of Atabalipa to be weyed 
after he had takenit,which Lopez ſetteth downe in theſe wozvs following, Hallaron cinquen- 
ta y dos mil marcosde buena plata, y vn millon y trezientos y veinte y ſeys mil, y quinien- 


tos peſos de oro, Which is: They found fiftie and two thouſand markes of good on, os 
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| — thouſand and ſiue hundzed pczos of golde. 
Nom although thele repoꝛts may leeme ſtrange, pet if we conſiver the many millions which 
are dayly bzoughtout of Peru into Spaine, wee map eaſily beleeue the ſame : fo2 we finde that by 
the abundant treaſure of that countrey the Spaniſh king vereth all the pzincesof Europe, and is 
become ; in a lem peeres, from a pooze kingof Caſtile , the greateft monarch ol this part ofthe 
wozld , and likely euery dap to increaſe, i other pꝛinces fo2flow the goodeccaſions offered, and 
ſufferhim to adde this empire tothe reſt, which by farreexceedeth all the reſt: il his golde now in» 
danger vs, hee will then be vnreſiſtable, Such of the Dpanpards as afterward endenoured the 
conqueſt thereof (whereof there haue bene many,as ſhall be declared hereafter) thought that this 
loga (of whom this emperour now liuing is deſcended) tooke his way by the river of Amazo- 
nes, by that bzanch which is called Papamene:foz by that way followed Orellana (by the coman« 
vement of Gonzalo Pięarro, in the pere 1 542) whoſe name the riuer alſo beareth this vay,which 
is alſo byvthers called Marannon , although Andrew Theuet doeth affirme that betweene Ma. 
rannon and Amazones there are 120 leagues 2: but ſure it is that choſe riuers haue one head 
and beginning, and the Marannon, which Theuet deſtribeth, is but a bzanch of Amazones 02 O- 
ellana , of which J will ſpeake moe in another place, Jt was by Ordas; but it is 
now little lefſe then 70 percs ſince that Diego Ordas, a knight of the eder of Saint Iago attempt · 
ey the lame: and it was in the yecre 1 542 that Orellana diſcouercdtheriuer of Amazooes; but 
the firſt that euer (aw Manoa was luan Martinez maſterofthe munition to Ordas. At a pozt cal · 828 
led More quito tn Guiana there lieth at this dap a great anker of Ordas his ſhip ; and this poꝛt is ruer ſaw Ms. 
ſome 300 miles within the land, vpon the great riuerof Orenoque. _ 
J reſted ac this poꝛt foure dayes: twenty dayes afcer J left the ſhips at Curiapan. Therela- 
tion of this Martinez (who was the firſt that diſcouered Manoa) his ſutteſſe and ende are to bet 
ſcene in the Chancery of Saint Iuan de puerto rico, wherof Berreohad a copy, whichappeared to 
bethe greateſt incouragement aſwell to Berreo as to others that fozmerly attempted the diſco« 
nery and conqueſt, Orellana after he failed of the diſcouery of Guiana by the ſapd riuer of Ama- 
zones, paſſed into Spaine , and there obteined a patent of the king fo) the inuaſion and conqueſt, 
but died by ſea about the Jſlands, and his fleet ſeuered by tempeſt, the action foz thattime pzocee» 
ded not. Diego Ordas followed the enterpyiſe, and departed Spaine with 600 ſouldiers, and 30 Diego dc O 
horſe, who arriuing onthe coalt of Guiana, was llaine in a mutinp, with the moſt part of luch as fa- Kent beg b 
noured him, as alſo of the rebellious part, mſcmuch as his ſhipsperiſhed, and few oꝛ none return · dicrs 1537. 
ed, neither was it certeinly knowen what became of the ſayd Ordas, vntill Berreo found the ans Fran.Loper biſt, 
ker of his ſhiy ia the riuer of Orenoque; but it was ſuppoſed, and ſo it is wyitten by Loper, that 25 f 
he periſhed on the ſeas, andof other wꝛiters diuerſly conctiued and repoꝛted. Andhereof it came 
that Martines entred ſo farre within the land, and arriued at that city of Inga the emperour ; foz 
it chancedthat while Ordas with his army reſted at the pozt of Morequito (who was either the 
firſt oꝛ ſecond that attempted Guiana) by ſome negligence, the whole ſtoze of powder pꝛouided 
fox the ſeruice was ſet on fire; and Martinez hauing the chiefe charge, was condemned by the 
Generall Ordas to be executed foozthwith : Martinez being much fauoured by the ſouldicrs, hay 
ell the meanes poſſible pꝛocur ed fo2 his life; but it could not be obteined in other ſozt then this: 
Chat he ſhould be ſet into a canoa alone without any victuall, onely wich his armes, and ſo turned 
looſe into the great riuer: but it pleaſed God that the canoa was caried downe the ſtreame, any 
that certeine ol the Guianians mette it the ſame euening; and hauing not at any time ſeene any 
Chiiſtian,no2 any man ot that colour, they caried Martinez into the land to be woondʒed at, and ſo 
from towne to towne , vntill he came to the great city ot Manoa, the ſeat and te ſidente of Inga gye grant 
theemperour, The emperour after he had him,knew him to be a Chziſtian (fo2 it was not of NN 
long befoze that his bzeth1en Guaſcar and Atabalipa were vanquiſhed by the SpanyardsinPe.. >*® 
ru) andcauſed him to be lodged in his palace, and well enterteined. Hee liued ſeuen moneths in 
| Manoa, but was not ſuffered to wander into the countrey any where, Þe was alſo bought thi» 
ther all the way blindfold, led by the Indians, vntill he came to the entrance of Manoa it ſeife, and 
was foureteene 02 fifteene dayes in the paſſage, Oe auowed at his deaththat he entred the city at 
Noon and then they vncouered his face, and that he tranelledall that day till night thozow the ci 
ty andthe nert day from Dun to Dun letting per he came tothe palace of Inga. After that 
Martinez had ltucd ſeuen moneths in Manoa, and began to vnderſtand the language ot the coun- 
trep, Inga aſked him whether he deſired to returne into his one countrep, oz would willingly a- 
bide with him. But Martinez not deſirous to kay, obteinedthe fauour of Inga to depart: with 
whom he ſent diuers Guiantans to conduct him to the riuerof Orenoque, all loden with as much 
golde as they could cary, which he gaue to Martinez at his departure : but when ye 
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neere the riuers ſide, the boꝛwerers which are called Otenoqueponi tobbed him and his Gui⸗ 
anians of all the treaſure (the boꝛderers being at that time at warres, which Inga had not conque 
red) ſaue onely of two great bottels of gourds , which were filled with be ads of golde curioully 
wzonght, which thole Orenoqueponi thought bad bene no other thing then his dzinke oꝛ meat, o⸗ 
graine fo2 food, with which Martinez had liberty to paſſe: and ſo in canoas hee fell towne from 
che riuer ol Orenoque to Trinidad,and from thence to Margarita, and alſoto Saint Iuan de puer. 
to rico, where remaining a long time fo2 paſlage into Spaine, he died. In the time ol his extreme 
ſickneſle, and when he was without hope of life, receiuing the Sacrament at the hands of his Con · 
feſloz, he delivered theſe things, with the relation of bis trauels, and alſo called fo his calabacas 
02 gourds of the golve beads which he gaue to the church andfriers to be pzaped foꝛ. This Mar. 
Che anthoz of tinez was he that Chaiſtened the city of Manoa bp the name of El Dorado,and as Berreo infoqm- 
Denne mee, vpouthis occaſion: Thoſe Guianians, and alſo the bozverers, auvallother in that trac 
which I haue ſeene,are maruellous great dzunkards; in which vice, I thinke no nation tan com- 
Theſubſtance pare with them: and at the times of their ſolemne feaſts, when the cmperour carowſeth with his 
af un the end ot Capcaines,tributaries, and gouernours,the maneristhus : Allchoſe that pledge him are firſt up 
the nauigation ped naked, and their bodies anointed all ouer with a kind of white balſamum (by them called cur. 
of the Naar. of which there is great plenty, and pet very deare amongſt them, and it is ol all other theo 
ana, wnttten by pecious., whereof wee haue had good experience: when they are anointed all ouer, certeine ſer 
Sande de Ode. Uants of the emperour, hauing pꝛepared golde made into fine powder, blow it thozow hollow 
dotocardmall canes vpon their naked bodies, vntill they — ſhining fromthe foot tothe head: and in this lot 
peed 32” they ſit dꝛinking by twenties and hunweds, at continue in dunkenneſle ſometimes ſixe ozſeuen 
416. dayes together. The lame is alſo confirmed bp a letter wꝛitten into Spaine, which was inter 
— cepted, which P. Robert Duddeley tolve me he had ſeene. Upon this ſight, and foz the abundance 
10 of golde which he law in the city, the images of golde in their temples, the plates, armours, and 
ſhields of gold which they vſe in the warres, he called it El Dorado. After the death of Ordas and 
Martinez, and after Orellana, who was imployed by Gonzalo Pigarro, one Pedro de Oſuaa 
knight of Nauarre attempted Guiana, taking his wap fromPeru, and built his bzigandines vp- 
on a riuer called Cia,whichriſeth tothe Southward of Quito, and is very great. This riucr fal- 


lech into Amazones, by which Oſua with his companies deſcended, and came oucof that pjouince 


which is called Mucylonez : and it ſeemethto mee that this empire is reſcrued fo} her Paieſty 

and the Engliſh nat ion, by reaſon of the hard ſucceſſe which all theſe and other Dpaupards found 

in attempting the ſame , whereof I will ſpeake byicfly , though impertinent in ſome ſozt tomy 

rade Ioſeptus purpoſe, Chis Pedco de Olua had among his troups a Biſcain,called Agiri,aman meanly bonne, 
9 who bare no other office then a ſergeant oꝛ alferez : but after certeine moneths, when the ſouldi- 
ers were grieued with trauels, and conſumed with famine,and that no entrance could be found by 

the branches 02 body of Amazones , this Agiri raiſeda mut iny, of which hee made himſelle the 

head, and ſo pꝛeuailed, as he put Oſua to the ſwoꝛd, and all his followers,taking on him the whole 

charge and commandement, with a purpoſe not onely to make himſelfe emperour of Guiana, but 

alſo ot Peru, t of all that ſide of the Weſt Indies: he had of his party ſeuen hundꝛ ed ſouldiers, and 

of thoſe many pꝛomiſed to dꝛaw in other captaines & companies, to deliuer vp townes and fozts in 

Peruebut neither finding by p ſaid riuer any paſſage into Guiana, noz any poſſibility to teturne to 

wards Peru by the ſame Amazones, by reaſon that p deſcent ol the river made ſo great a curtent, 

he was infozced to diſemboque at the mouth ofthe ſayd Amazones , which tan not be leſſe then a 

thouſand leagues from the place where they inibarked : frem thence he coafted the land till he ar 

Che voyage of riued at Margarita to the Nozth of Momparar , which is at this day called Puerto de Tyranno, 
— the wet? fo2 that he there flew Don Iuan de villa Andreda, gouernour of Margarita, who was father to 
* Don Iuan Sarmiento, gouernoꝑ of Margarita when ſit Iohn Burgh landed there, and attempted 
the Alland. Agiri put to the \wo2d all other in the Illand that refuſed to be ol his pertp, and tocke 

with him cerceine Simerones , and other deſperate companions, From thence he went to Cu- 

mana, and there ſlew the gouernour, and dealt in all as at Margarita: hee ſpoiled all the coaſt of 

Caracas, and the pzouince of Venezuela, andof Rio de la hacha ; and as I teme mber. it was the 
ſameyerethat ſir lohn Hawkins ſailedtoSaint Iuan de Vllua in the leſus of Lubeck: fo himſelfe 

tolde me that he met with ſuch a one vponthe coaſt that rebelled, and had ſailed do mne all tbe ri- 

verof Amazones. Apiri from thence landed about Sancta Marta, andſackedit alſo, putting to 
death ſomany as refaſeto be his followers, purpoling to inuade Nucuoreyno de Granada, and 
to ſacke Pamplon, Merida, Lagrita, Tunxa, and the it ſt of the citiesof Nueuo re yno, and frem 
thence againe to enter Peru: but in a light in the ſayd Nueuoreyno he was ouerth2cwen, and fin- 

ding no way toeſcape, he firſt put to the ſwowd his owne childzen,fozetelling themthatthey 2 
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not to liue to be defamedo2 vpbꝛaided by the Spanpards after his death, who would haue termey 
them the childden of a traitour oz tyꝛant; and that ſichence hee tould not make them pꝛinces, hee 
would pet veliuer them from ſhame and repzoch, Theſe were the ends and tragedies of Ordas, 
Martinez, Orellana; Ozua,and Agiri.

be tooke his iourney from Nueuo reyno de Granada where he dwelt,hauing the inhericance 

of Gonzales Ximenes inthoſe parts: he was followed with 700 hozſe, he dzaue with him 107) 

head of cattell. he had alſo many women, Indians, and ſlaues, How all theſe riterscroſſe and en · 

counter, how the countrey lieth and is bozdered, the paſſage of Ximenes and Berreo, mine owne 
- diſcouerp,and the way that J entted, with allthe reſt of the nations and riuers, your lozdſhip ſhail 

receive in a large Chart oz Map, which I haue not pet finiſhed , and which A ſhall moſt humblp 
may pour lo2dſhip to ſecret, and not toſuffer it to paſſe your owne hands; foz by adzaughe thereof 
all may be pꝛtuented by other nations: fo2 J know it is this very yeere ſought by the French, al- 
hough by the way that they now take, J feare it not much. Jt was allo tolde me yer J departey 
England, that Villiers the admirall was in pꝛeparation foz the planting of Amazones, to which A news rich 
nner the French haue made diuers vopages,and returned much golve,andoher rarities, A ſpake anch ü is 
with a taptaine of a French ſhip chat came from thente, his ſhip riding in Falmouth the ſame pete = 222 
that my ſhips came firſt from Virginia. _ 

There was another this peere in Helford that alſocame from thence, and had bene foureteene 
moneths at an anker in Amazones, which were both very rich. Alchough, as J an perſiwaded, 
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Guiana cannot beentred that wap, yet no doubt the trade of gold from thence paſleth vy bꝛanche g 
of riucrs into the riuer of Amazones, aud ſo it doch on eue ry hand far from the countrep it ſelte: 
fo2 thoſe Indians of Trinidad haue plates ot golde from Guiana, aud thoſe tanibals of Dominic; 
whichdwellin the Jſlands by which our ſhips paſſe yt rely to the Welt Indies, alſo the Indians of 
Paria, thoſe Indians called Tucaris, Chochi, Apotomios, Cumanagotos, and all thoſe other na- 
tions inhabiting nere about the mountaines thet run from Paria the ow the pꝛouince ot Veneſue. 
la, and in Maracapana, and the canibals of Guanipa, the Indians called Aſla wai, Coaca, A 18, 
and the reſt (all which ſhall be deſcribed in my deſcription as they are ſituate) haue plates of golde 
of Guiana. And vpon the riuer of Amaz ones, Theuer huiteth that the people weare croiſſang; 
of golve,fo2 of that koꝛme the Guianians moſt commonly make them: fo as from Dominica to f. 
nazones, which isaboue 250 leagues, allthe chtefe Indians in all parts weare of thoſe plates oc 
Tulana, Undoubt:dly thoſe that trade Amazones returne much golde , which (as is afczeſapy ) 
commeth by trade from Guiana, by ſome bzanchof ariuer that falleth from the countrey into A 
mazones, and either it is bythe riuer which paſſeth by the nations called Tiſnados, oꝛ by Carepu- 
aa. J made inquiry amongſt the moſt ant ient and beſt trauelle d of the Orenoqueponi and J hat 
knowledge of all the riuers betweene Orenoque & Amazones, and was very deſirous to vnder⸗ 
ſand the truth of thoſe warlike women, becaulc of ſome it is beleeued, of others not. Andtheugt; 
I digreſſe from my purpoſe, pet J will ſet downe that which hath bene deliuered me fz trueth of 
thoſe women, & J ſpake with a caſique 02 loꝛd of people, that told me he had bene in the riuer and 
— ofthe heyond it alſo, The nations of theſe women are on the South ſide of the riuer inthe pꝛouinces of 
ITopago, and their chiefcſt ſtrengihs and retracts are in the J ſlands ſituate on the South ſive ot 
the entrance ſome 60 leagues within the mouth of the ſayd riuer. The me moꝛies of the like we: 
mea are very ancient aſwell in Africa às in Aſia : In Africa thoſe that had Meduſa for queene : 
others in Scithia nete the riuers of Tanais and Thermadon : wefinde alſochac Lampedo st Mar- 
cheſia were queenes of the Amazones : inmanp hiftozies they arc verified to haue bene, and in di- 
uers ages and pꝛouinces: but they which are not far from Guiana doe accompany with men but 
once in a pere, and foꝛ the time of one moneth, which J gather by their relation, to be in Apʒil: and 
that time all kings ofthe bozders aſſemble, and queenes of the Amazones; and after the qucenes 
haue choſen, the reſt caſt lots fo their Aalentines. This one moneth, they feaſt. dance, and dꝛinke 
ok their wines in abundance; and the Moone being done, they all depart to their owne pꝛouinces. 
It theyconceiue, and be deliuered of a ſonne, they returne him to the father ; if ol a daughter they 
nouriſh it, and reteine it: and as many as haue daughters ſend vnto the begetters a pꝛeſentʒ all be⸗ 
ing deſtrous co increaſe their owne ſex and kind: but that they cut off the right dug of the bꝛeſt, J 
doe not finde to be true. It was farther tolde me, that if in theſe warres they tooke any pꝛiloners 
that they vſed to accompany with thoſe alſo at what time ſoeuer, but in the end fo? certeine they 
put them to death : fo they are ſayd to be very crucll and bloodihirſty, eſpecially to ſuch as offer 
:0 inuade their territoꝛies. Thele Amazones haue likewiſe great ſtoꝛe of theſe plates of golde, 
which they recouer by exchange chiefly fo2 a kinde of greene tones , which the Spanyards call 
Piedrash1jadas, t we vſe fo ſpleene ſtones : and fo? the diſeaſe ofthe None we alſo eſteeme them, 
Dftheſe J ſaw diners in Guiana: and commonly euery king 02 caſique hath one, which their 
wines fo2 the molt part weare; and they eſteeme them as great iewels, 

But to returne to the enterpꝛiſe of Bereo, who (as Jhaue ſapd) departed from Nueuo reyno 
with 700 hoꝛſe beſides che pꝛouiſions aboue re hearſed, he deſcended by the riuer called Caffanar, 
which riſeth in Nueuo reyno out of the mountaines by the city of Tuuia, from which meuntaine 
alſo ſpzingeth Pato; both which fall into the great river of Meta: and Meta riſcth frema moun- 
taine ioyning to Pamplon in the ſame Nueuo reyno de Granada. Theſe,as alſo Guaiare, which 
iſſueth out or the mountames by Timana, fall all into Baraquan, and are but of his heads; ſo2 at 
their comming together they loſe their names; and Baraquan farther downe is alſo rebaptiʒed 
by the name of Orenoque. On the other ſide of the city and hilles of Timanariſeth Rio grande, 
which fallech in the ſea by Sancta Marta. By Caſſonar firſt, and ſo into Meta, Berreo palled, kee⸗ 
ping his hozſemen onthe banks, where the countrey ſerued them foz to march, and where other 
wile, he was dꝛiuen to imbarke them in boats which he builded fox the purpoſe, and ſo come with 
the turrent downe the riuerof Meta, and ſo into Baraquan. After he entred that great mighty 
riuer, he began dayly tcloſe ofhis companies both men and hozſe; fox it is in many places viclent- 
ly ſwikt, and hath fo2cible eddies, many ſauds, and diuers Illands ſharpe pointed with rocks: but 

after one whole yecre, icurneping fo2 the moſt part by riuer, and the rell by land, he grew dayly ta 
fewer numbers; fo2 both by ſicknelle, and by encountring with the people of thoſe regions, tho 
row which he traucUed, his companies were much waſted, eſpecially by divers encounters 2 
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che Amapalans : and in all this time hee neucr coulolearneof any paſſage into Guiana, no2 any 

aewes02 fame thereof, vntill he came to a furiher boꝛder ofthe ſayd Amapaia, eight dapesiour- 
ney from the riuer Caroli, which was the furtheſt riuer that he cntred, thoſe of Ama- 
aia,Guiana was famous, but few of theſe people actoſted Berreo, oz would trade with him the 

firſt thzee moncths ofthe ſix, which he lo ourned there. This Amapaiais alſo ma: uellous rich in 

golve (as both Berreo confeſſed and thoſe of Guiana with whom J had moſt conference) and is ſi· 

tuate vpon Orenoque alſo, In this countrey Berreoloſt 6o of his beſt ſouldiers, and moſt of all 

his hoꝛſe that remamed in his fozmer pet res itauell: but in the end, after diuers encounters with 

thoſe nations, they grew to peace; and they p2eſentev Berreo with tenne images of fine golde as 

mong diucrs other plates and croiſſants, which, as he ſware to me ę diuers other gentlemen, were 

co curioully wzought,as he had not ſeene the like either in It ly, Spaine, oꝛ the Low-counureys : 

de was re ſolued, that when they came to the hands ofthe Spaniſh king to whom he had ſent them 
by his campmaſtcr, they would appeare very adm rable, eſpecially being wzought by ſuch a nati · 
on as had no yꝛon inſtruments at all, noz any ofthoſe helps which our goloſmiths haue to wozke 
withall, The particular name of the people in Amapaia which gaue him theſe pieces, are callev 
Anebas, and the riuerof Orenoque at that place is aboue 12 Engliſh miles bzoad, which may be 
from his out fall into the ſea 70001 do mi es. 

This pꝛouince of Amapaia is a very low and a mariſh ground nere che riue r; and by reaſon ot 
the red water which illueth out m ſmall bꝛanches tboꝛow the fenny and boggy ground. there bzeev 
diners po: ſonfull wozmes and ſerpents; and the Spanyards not ſuſpecting, noz in an ſozt foze* 
knowing the danger, were infected with agrieuous kinde ol flute ty dzinking thereof ; and even 

the very hoꝛſes poiſoned therwith: inſomuch as at the end of the 6 moneths,that they abode there, 

of all their troups,there were not left aboue 1 20 ſouldiers, + neither hozſenc2 cattell: fe Ben eo 

hoped to haue found Guiana by 1 ooo miles nererthen it fel out to bt in the end: bp meanes u here⸗ 

ofthep ſuſteined much want, and much hunger, oppꝛeſſed with g rie uous diſeaſes, and all che mis 

ſeries that could be imagined, J demanded of thoſe in Guiana that had trauclled Amapaia, tow 
hey liued with that tawny o2 red water when they trauelled thither ; and they tolde me that after 

the Dun was neerethe middle ol the ſkie, they vſed to fill their pots and pitche rs with that water, 
hut either befoze that time, 02 towards the ſetting of the Sun it was dangerous to dʒinke ot, and 
in the night ſtrong poiſon, J learned clſo ot divers other riucrs of that nature among them, 
which were alſo while the Sun was in the Peridian) very ſafe to dzinke, and in the mozning, 
enening, and night woonderfull dangerous and infectiue, From this pꝛouinte Berreo haſted as 
wap aſloone as the Spꝛing and beginning of Summer appeared, and ſought his entrance on the 
bozders of Orenoque on the South ſive ; but there ran alevge of ſo high and impaſſable mouns 
tunes, as he was not able by any meanes to marchouer them, centinuing fremthe Eaſt ſea into 
which Orenoque falleth,eucn to Quito in Peru: neither had he meanes to car victuall 02 muni⸗ 
tion ouer thoſe craggie, high, and faſt hilles, being all woody, e thoſe ſothicke and ſpiny, & ſo full 
ofptickles, thomnes, and b2icrs, as it is impoſl:vle to creepe thozow them: hce had alſo neither 
friendſhip among the people. noꝛ any interpꝛetex coperſwade oz treat with them: and moꝛe, to his 
diſaduantage , the caſiques and kings of Amapaia had giuen knowledge of his purpoſe to the 
Guiamans , and that he ſought to ſacke and con auer the empire, foz the hepe ol their ſo great as 
bundance and quantities of golde : he paſſed by the mouthes of many great iiuers, which kell into 
Orenoque both from the Nozth and South, witch J fozbeare to name fa tediouſneſſe, and be⸗ 
cauſe they are moꝛe pleaſing in deſcribing then reading. 

Berreo affirmed that there fell an hundzed riuers into Orenoque from the 202th and South, M great 
whereof the leaſt was as big as Rio grande, that paſſed bei tene Popayan and Nueuo reyno de — 
Granada (Rio grande being eſtermed oneof the renowmecdriuers in all the Weſt Indies, and 
numbzed among the great riuers ofthe wozlo:) but he knew not the names ol any of theſe, but 
Catolionely; neither from what nations they delt ended neither to what pꝛouinces they led; fox 
he had no meanes to diſcourſe with the inhabitants at any time : ne ther was he curious in theſe 
| things, being vtterly vnlearned, and not knowing the Eaſt from the Teſt, But ol all theſe A 

got ſome knowledge and of many moze.partly by mineowne trauell, aud the reſt by conference : 
el ſome one J learned one, of others the reſt, hauing with me an Indian that ſpake many langua- 
ges, and that of Guiana naturally. I ſought out all the aged men, and ſuch as were greateſt tra- 
uillers, and by the one and the other J came to vnderſtand the ſituations, the riuers, the king 
domes from the Eaſt ſea tothe boꝛders of Peru, and from Orenoque South ward as farre as A- 
mazones 0} Marannon, and the religions of Maria Tamball, c of all the kings of pꝛouintes, any 
captaines of towncs and villages, how they ſtood in tearmes of peace oz watre, and which were 
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friends 02 enemies the one with the other, without which there can be neither entrance noz con 
queſt in choſe parts,noz elſwhere : fo2 by the diſſention betweene Guaſcar and Atabalipa, Picar- 
roconquered Peru, and by the hatred that the Claxcallians bare to Mutezuma, Cortez wag bit 
cozious ouer Mexico; without which both the one and the other had failed of their enterpyiſe, and 
bk the great honour and riches which they atteined vnto, - 
Now Berreo began togrow into diſpaire, and looked foꝛ no other ſucttiſe then his pzed 
The mogbece in this enterpꝛiſe, vntill ſuch time as hee arriued at the pzouinceof Emetia towards the Eaſt ſez 
dlord by drt any mouth ofche river, where he found a nation of people very fauourable, and the countrey ful 
Invians. of all manerofvictuall. The king of this land is called Carapana, a man very wiſe, ſubtill, ann 
TI of great experience, being little leſſe then an hundꝛed peeres olde: in his youth he was ſent by bin 
father into the Jſland of Trinidad, by reaſonof ciuill warre among themſe lues, and was bzed ax 
a village in that illanv, called Parico : at that place in his pouth hee hav ſcene many Chziſtians, | 
both French and Spaniſh ,- and went diners times with the Juvians of Trinidad to Margaruz 
and Cumana in the Weit Indies (foz both thoſe places haue euex beenerclieued with victuall 
from Trinidad) by reaſon whereof he grew of moje vnderſtanding, and notedthediffcrence ofthe 
nations, comparing the ſtrength and armes of his countrey withthole of the Chziltians,and euer 
after tempozized ſo,as whoſoeuer els did amiſſe 02 was waſted by contention, Carapanakeye | 
himlelfe and his countrey in quiet @ plenty: he alſo held peace with the Caribes 02 Canibals his | 
neighbours, and had free trade with all nations, whoſueuer els had warte. | 
Berreo ſoiourned and reſted his weake troupe in the towne of Carapana ſixe weeks, andfrom 
him learned the way and paſſage to Guiana, and the riches and magnificence thereof ; but being 
chenvecerly diſable to pzoceed, he determined to try his foztune another pere, when he hadrenew- 
ed his pzoutſions, and regathered moze foxce , which hee hoped foz aſ well out of Spaine as from 
Nucuoreyno, where hee had left his ſonne Don Antonio Ximenesto ſecondhim vpon the firſt 
notice | of his entrance, and ſo foz thepzeſent imbarked himſelfein canoas, and by the han · 
ches of Orenoque arriued at Trinidad, hauing from Carapana ſufficient pilots co conduct him, 
From Trinidad he coaſted Paria, and ſo recouered Margarita : andhauing made relation to Don 
Iuan Sermiento the gouernour, of his pzoceeding, and perſwaded him of the riches of Guiana, he 
obteined from thence fifey ſouldiers, pzomiling pꝛeſently to returne to Carapana, and ſo into 
. Guiana, But Berreo meant nothing leſſe at that time; foz he wanted many pjouiſions neceſla* 
ry for ſuch an enterpꝛiſe, and therefoze departed from Margarita,ſeated himſelfe in Trinidad, and 
from chence ſent his camp-maſter , and his ſergeant-mato} backe to the beꝝders to diſcouer the 
neereſt paſſage into the empire, as alſo to treat wich the bozderers, and to dzaw themto his party 
and loue; without which, he knewhe could neither paſſe ſafely, no2 in any ſozt be relicued with 
victualloz ought els, Carapana directed his companp to a king called Motequito, aſſuring them 
dereagee; that no man could deliuer ſo much of Guiana as Morequico could, and that his dwelling was but 
fine dayes iournep from Macureguatai, the firſt ciuill towne of Guiana. 
Now pour lozvſhip ſhall vnderſtand, that this Morequito, one of the greateſt lozdp e kings of 
the bozders of Guiana, had two oz thzee peeres befoze bene at Cumani and at Margarita, inthe 
Weſt Indies, with great ſtoze of plates of golde, which he cariedto oz ſuch other things 
as he wanted in his owne countrep, and was dayly feaſted, # pzeſenced by the gouernours ofthoſe 
vider the g- Places, and held amongſt them ſome two moneths, in which time one Vides gouernour of Cuma- 
2ernour dt c. n wanne him to be his conductour into Guiana, being allured by thoſe croifſancs and images of 
=1way bee golde which hee bzoughe with him totrave, as alſo by the ancient fame and magnificence of El 
inthe conqueſt Dorado : whereupon Vides ſent into Spaine fo2 a patent to diſcouer and conquer Guiana, not 
knowing ofthe pꝛetedente of Berreos patent, which, as Berreo affirmeth, was ſigned befoze that

rs wentonward, 8udinelenen dapes arriuevat Manos,as Berreo affirmerh fo certeine : alcþough 
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could not be aſlured thereof by the loꝛd which now gouerneth the pꝛouince of Morequito, io? he 
tolde me that they got all the golde they had, in other townes on this ſive Manoa, there being ma⸗ 
np very great and rich, and (as he ſapd) built like the townes of Lhaſtiavs, wuh many roomes, 
yen theſe ten Spaniards were returned, and ready to put out of the lozver of Aromaia, Aromai 
the people of Morequitoſet vpon them, and ſlew them all but one that wam che riucr, and cooke 
from them to the value of foxty thouſand pezos of golde: and one ol them onely liued to haing the 
news to Berreo,that both his nine ſouldiers and holy father were benightedin the laid pꝛouince. 
Im ſelfe ſpake with the captaines of Morequito that Newthem , and was at the place whereit 
was executed. Berreo inragedhecrewithall , ſent all the ſtrength be could make into Aromaia, 
to be reuenged of him, his people, and countrey. But Morequito — ſome, fled ouer 
Orenoque, and thozow the territozies of the Saima, and Wikiri, recouered Cumana, where hee Salma and h. 
thought himſelfe very ſafe, with Vides the gouernour. But Berreo ſending fo2 him in the kings 
name, and his meſlengers finding him in the houſe ol one Faſhardo on the ſudden per he was (uſ- 
d, ſo as he could not then be conueyed away. Vides durſt not deny him, al well to auoid the 
pition of the pꝛactiſe, as alſo fo2 that an holy father was ſlaine by him and his people, More- Morequito exe- 
ito offered Faſhardothe weight of rh2eequintals in golde, to let himeſcape : but the pooze — 
1 on all ſides, was deliuered to the campe-maſter of Berreo, and was pꝛeſeniiy 
executed, | | 
Afcer the death of this More quito, the ſculdiers of Berreo ſpoiled his territoꝛie, and tooke bi 
ners pꝛiſoners, among others they tooke the vncle ol Morequito, called Topiawari, who is no 
king of Aromaia (whoſe ſonne J bzought wich me into England) and is a man of great vnder 
ſtanding and policy: he is aboue an hundzed pecres olde, and pet of a verp able body. The Spa- 
nards ledde him in a chaine ſeuenteene dayes, and made him their guide from place to plate be 
tweenc his cauntrey & Emeria, thepzouince of Carapana afozeſapd, and he was at laſt redeemed 
fo2 an hundze plates of golde, and diuers ſtones called Picdras Hijadas, 02 Spleene-ſoncs. 
Now Berreo fo executing of Motequito, ànd other cruelties, ſpoiles, and ſlaughters dont in A- 
romaia,hath loſt the loue of the Orenoqueponi,and of all the bozderers, and dare not ſend any of 
his ſouldiers any further into the land then to Carapana, which he called theyozt of Guiana: but Che townes! 
from thence by the helpe of Carapana he had trade further into thecouncrey,and alwayes appoin⸗ F 
ted ten Spaniards toreſide in Carapanas tone, by whoſe fauour , and by being conducted vy 
his people, thoſe ten ſearched the countreP thereabeuts, aſwell fo2 mines, as foz other trades and 
They alſo haue gotten a nephew of Morequito, whom thep haue Chꝛiſtened, and nemed Don 
luan, of whom they haue great hope, cndeuouring by all meanes to eſtabliſh him in the ſayd pꝛo· 
uince. Among many other trades, thoſe Spaniards vſed canoas to paſſe to the riuers of Bare 
ma, Pawroma, & Diſſequebe, which are on the South ſide of tze mouth of Orcnoque, and there Some ſew: 
buy women and childzen from the Canibals,which are of that barbarous nature, as they will fo; Ar nate gg. 
chꝛee az foure hatchets ſell the ſonnes and daughters of their owne bꝛethꝛen and ſiſters, and fo ted in Die- 
ſomewhat moze,cuen their owne daughters, Þcreofthe Spaniards make great pꝛoſit: fo bup- We. 
ing a maid oftwelue oz thirteene yeres fo2 tee oꝛ foure hatchets, they ſell them againe at Mar- 
garita in the Welt Indies fo} fifty and an hundzed pezos, which is ſo mauy crownes, 
The maſter of my ſhippe, Iohn Dowglas , tooke one of the canoas which came laden from 
thence with people to be ſolde, and the moſt ok them eſcaped.; pet ol thoſe he bzought, there was 
one as well fauoured , and az well ſhaped as euer J ſaw any in England, and afterward J ſaw 
many of them, which but fo2 their tawnie colour may be compared to any of Europe. They alſc 
trade inthoſe riuers fo2 bꝛead of Caſſaui, of which they buy an hundzedpound weight ſoꝛ a knife 
andſell it at Margarita foz ten pe os. They alſo recover great ſtozeof Cotton, Bꝛaſill wood, 
and thoſe beds which they call Hamacas oz Bꝛaſill beds, wher tiu in hot countrepes all the Spa 
niards vſe to lie commonly, and in no other, neither did we our ſclues while we were there, By 
meanes of which traves, foz ranſome of diuers of the Guianians and foz exchange of hatchets: 
nd kniues, Berreo recouercy ſome ſtoze ofgolde plates, eagies of golde, and images of men ant 
divers birdes, and diſpatched his campe-maſter foz Spaine, with all that hee hadgatherev, there 
lvith taleme ſouldiers, and by the ſhew thereol to v2zaw others to the loue of the entcrpziſe, An 
hauing ſent diuers images aſwell of men as beaſts, birds & fiſhes,Co curiouſly wzought in gold, he 
doubtcd not but to per ſwade che king topeeld to him ſome further helpe , eſpecially foz that this 
landhath neuer bcene ſacked, the mines neuer wzought, and in the Indies their wozks were well 
ſpent, and the golde dꝛawen out with great labour and charge, Oe alſo diſpatched meſſengers BP 
his ſonne in Nucuoreyno to leuie all the forces he mn Eto come downe the riuer Ocrcnoque 
| Hb, 'Q 
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to Emeria, the pzouinceof Carapana, to meet him: he had alſo ſent to Saint Iago de Leon on the 
coaſt of the Caracas, to buy hoʒſes and mules. 

After Jhad thus learned ol his pzoceedings paſt anvpurpoſed, I told him that A hadreſoluey 
to ſee Guiana, and that it was the end of mp iournep, and the cauſe of my comming to Trinidad, 
as it was indeed, (and fo that purpoſe J ſent Iacob Whiddon the peere befoze to get intellj- 
gence with whom Berreo himCelfe had ſpeech at that time, and remembzed how inquilitiue lacob 
Whiddon was of his pzoccedings , and of the countrepof Guiana) Berreo was ſtricken into 
great melancholy and ſadneſle, and vled all the arguments he could to diſwave me, and alſoaſſi;: 
red the gentlemen ol my company that it would be labour loſt, and that they ſhould ſuffer many 
miſeries if they pzoceeved, And firſt he deliuered that J could not enter any of che rivers with a: 
ny barke 02 pinneſſe, oz hardly with any ſhips boat, it was ſo low, — $610k amy that 
his companies were dayly grounded in their canoas, which dzew but twelue inches water, Hee 
further Capde, that none of the countrey would come to ſpeake with vs, but would all flie ; and it 
we followed them to their dwellings, they would burne their owne townes : and beſides that, the 
way was long, the TClinter at hand, and that the riuers beginning once to ſwell, it was impoſſible 
to ſtem the current, and that we could not inthoſe ſmall boats by any means carp victuall foz halfe 
che time, and that (which indeed moſt diſcouraged my company) the kings and lo2dsof all the 
bozders of Guiana had decreed that none of them ſhculd trade with any Chaiſtians fo? golde, be- 
cauſe the ſame would be their owne ouerthꝛow, and that fo2 the love of gold the Chꝛiſtians mean 
co conquer and diſpoſſeſſe them ol all together. 

Many and the molt of thele J found to be true, but pet I reſoluing to make triall of all what 
ſoeuer happened, directed captaine George Gifford my vice- admirall tu take the Lions whelpe, 
and captaine Calfield his barke to turne to the Eaſtward, againſt the mouth of a riuer called Ca- 
puri, whoſe entrance J had befoze ſent captaine Whiddon, and lohn Dowglas themaſter, to dil 
couer, who found ſcme nine foot water oz bettet vponthe flood, and fin e at low water, to whom J 
had giuen inſtructions that they ſhould anker at the edge of the ſhoalv, and vpon the beſt ofthe 
flood to thʒuſt ouer, which ſhoald Iohn Dowglas bwoyed and beckonedfo2 them befoze : but they 
{aboured invaine ; fo2 neither could they turne it vp altogether ſo farre to the Eaſt, neither did 
the flood continue ſo long, but the water fell yer they could haue paſſed the lands; as wee after 
found by a ſecond experience: ſo as nom wee muſt cither giue ouer our enterpꝛiſe, oꝛ leauing our 
{hips at aduenture foure hundzed mile behinde OY in our ſhips boats, one barge, and 
two wheries. But being doubtfull how to cary victuals fo2 ſo long a time in ſuch bables , oz any 
ſrengthofmen , eſpecially foz that,Berreo aſſured vs that his ſonne muſt be by that time come 
downe with many ſouldiers, I lent away one King, maſter of the Lions whelpe, with his ſhips 
boat, to trie another bꝛauch of a riner in the bottome ol the bay of Guanipa, which was called A- 
mana, to pzoone if there were water to be found fo} either of the ſmall ſhips to enter. But when 
he came to the mouth of Amana, he found it as the reſt, but taped not to diſcouer it thowowlp, be« 
cauſe he was aſſured by an Indian, his guide, that the Canibals of Guanipa would aſſaile them 
— 2 canoas, and that they ſhot poiſoned arrowes; ſo as if he haſten not backe, they ſhould 
A Ti 

In the meane time, fearing the wooꝛſt, I cauſed all the carpenters we had, to cut downe a Ga- 
lego boat, which we meant to caſt off, and to fic her with banks to rom on, and in all things to pꝛe⸗ 
pare her the beſt they could, ſo as ſhe might be bzoughe to dzaw but fiue foot , fo2 ſo much we hap 
on the barre df Capuri at low water, And of Kings returne, Iſent Iohn Dowglas a- 
gaine in my long barge, aſwelltorelieue him, as alſo to make a perfect ſearch inthe bottome of 
that bay: fo2 ithath bene held foz infallible, that whatſocuer ſhip 02 boat ſhall fail therein, can ne · 
uerdiſemboque againe, by reaſon of the violent current which ſetteth into the ſapde bay, as allo 
fo2 that the bꝛize and Eaſterly winde bloweth directly into the ſame. Of which opinion J haue 


ine Sfepe heard lohn Hampton of Plymmouth, one of the greateſt experienceof England, andviuers other 


beſides that haue traded tu Trinidad. | 

I ſent with lobnDowglas an olde caſiqueof Trinidad fot a pilot, whotolde vs that we could 
not returne againe by the bay oz gulfe, but that he knew a by · bꝛanch which ran within the land to 
che Eaſtward,and that he thought by it we might fall into Capuri, and lo returne in foure dayes. 
Iohn Dowglas ſearched thoſe riners, and found foure goodly entrances, whereof the leaſt was 
as bigge asthe Thames at Wol wich; but in the bay thitherward it was ſhoald, and butſire foot 
water: ſo as we were now without hope of any ſhip 02 barke to paſſe duer, andtherefoze reſoluey 
to go on with the boats, and the bottome of the Galego, in which we thyuſt 60 men, In the Lions 
whelps boat & whery we caried 20. Captaine Calfield in his whery cariedten moꝛe, and — 
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yarge other tenne , which made vp a hundzev: we hav no other meanes but to tary victuall fox a 
moneth in the ſame, aud alſo to lodge therein as we could, and to boile and dzeſſeour meat, Cap⸗ 
taine Gifford had with him maſter Edward Porter, captaine Eynos, and eight moe in his whe- 
rp, with all their victuall, weapons, and pꝛouiſions. Captaine Calfield hav with bim mp couſin 
Butſhead Gorges, and eight moze, Inthe galley, of gentlemen ard officers my ſelfe had cap 
taine Thin, my couſin lohn Greenuile, mp nephew lohn Gilbert, captaine Whaddon, capt. ine 
Keymis, Edward Handcocke, captaine Clarke, lieutenant Hewes, Thomas Vpton, captaine 
Facy, Ierome Ferrar, Anthony Welles, William Coanocke, and aboue fifty inoze, We cauld 
not learne of Berreo any other wap toenter but in bzanches, ſo farre to wind - ward, as it was im 
poſſible fo2 vs to recoui rx: fo2 wee had as much ſea to croſſe ouer in our wheries , as between 
Douer and Calice, and in agreat billow, the winde and current being both very trong, ſo as we 
were dziuen to goe iu thoſe ſmall boats directly befoze the winde into the bottom of the bay of 
Guanipa, ànd from thence to enter the mouth ot ſome one ok thoſe riuers which lohn Dow glas Che bap ©: 
had laſt diſcouered, and had with vs fo2 pilot an Indian of Barema, ariuer to the Scuthof Gte- 
noque, bet weene that and Amazones , whole canoas we had fozmerly taken as hee was going 
from the ſapd Barema, laben with Caſſaui- bꝛead, to ſell at Margaiita. This Aru ac an pt miſi d nan 
to bing me into the great riuer of Orenoque, but indecd of that which he entred he was veterly 
ignoꝛant, fo2 he had not ſeene it in twelue peeres befoze ; at whichtime he was very poong, and 
of no iudgement: and if God had not ſent vs another helpe, we might haue wandzed a whole pere 
in that labp2tath of riuers, yer wee had found any way, either out oꝛ in, eſpecially after wee were 
paſtebving and flowing, which was in foure vayes: fo2 J know all the earth doeth not peelde 
the like confluence of itreames and bzanches, the one croſſing the other ſo many times, and all ® 99ouverfs: 
ſo faire and large, and ſo like one to another, as no man can tell which to take: and if wee went ireames. 
by the Sunne oꝛ Compaſle , h ping thereby to goe directly one way oz other, yet that way wee 
were alſo caricd in a circle amongſt multitudes of Jſlands , and euery J ſland ſo bozdercd with 
high trees, as no man coulde ſee any further then the bzedth of the riuer, o length ot the bꝛeach. 
But this ic canced, chat entering into a riuer , (which becauſe it hed no name, wee called the ri⸗ | 
ucr of the Red croſſe, our ſeiues being the firſt Chriſtians that euet came therein) the two and Eye riuer o. 
wentiethof Map, as wie were rowing vp the lame, wee eſpied a ſmall canoa withthzee Indi · de Red #007 
ans, which (by the \wiftneſſe of my barge, rowing with eight oares) A ouertooke yer they could 
troſſe the riuer, the reſt of the people on the banks ſhadowed vnder che thicke wood, gazevor 
wit) a doubtfull conceit what might befall thoſe chzce which we had taken. But when they per 
teiued that we offered them no violence, neither entred their canoa with any of ours, no2 tooke 
out of the c anoa any of theirs, they then beganne to ſhew themſelues on the banks ſive, and offe- 
red to traffique wich vs fox ſuch things as they had. And as wee dzew neere, they all ſtayed, and 
we came with our barge to the mouth of a little creeke which came from their cowne into the 
great riuer. 
As we abode there a while, our Indian pilot, called Ferdinando, would needs goe aſhoꝛe to 
their village, to fetch ſome fruits, and to dʒinke of their arcifictall wines, and alſo to ſee the place, 
and know the loꝛd of it againſt another time, and tooke with him a bꝛother of his, which hee hav 
wit him in the tourney : when they came to the village of theſe people, the loꝛd of the J ſland ol⸗ 
ered to lay hands on them, purpoſing to haue ſlaine them both, yeelding foz reaſon that this Jn- 
dian of ours had bꝛought a ſtrange nation into their territop, to ſpoile and deſtroy them. But the 
pilot being quicke, and of a diſpoſed body, ſlipt their fingers, and ran into the woods, and his bꝛo⸗ 
ther being the better kootman of the two, recouered the creekes mouth, where we ũlayed in our 
barge, crying out that his bzother was flaine: with that we ſet hands on one of them that was 
next vs, a very olde man, and bꝛought him into the barge, aſſuring him that if we har not our pilot 
ag une, we would pꝛeſently cut off his heau. This olde man being reſolued that he ſhould pay the 
loſſe ol the other, cried out to thoſe in the woods to ſaue Ferdinando our pilot; but they follower 
himnotwithanding , and hunter after him vpon the foot with the Deere · vogges, and with ſo 
maine a crie, that all the woods eckoed with the ſhout they made: but at the laſtthis pooze chaſed 
Indian recouere d the riuer ſide, and got vpon a tree, and as we were coaſting, leaped downe and 
ſwamme to the barge halfe dead with feare, But dur good happe was, that we kept the other olde 
Indian which we handfaſtedto redeeme our pilot withall; foz being naturall of thoſe riuers, we 
aſſured our ſelues hee knew the way better then any ſtranger could, And inveev, but fo? this 
chance, Jthinke we hadneuer found the way either to Guiana, o; backe to our ſhips : foz Ferdi- 
mando after a few dayes knew not i ing at all, noʒ which way to turne, yea and many times the old 
man himſelle was in great doubt which riuer to 3 people which dwell in theſe — 
Hhbb 2 Wands 
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Two natious iſlands and dꝛou ned lands, are generally called Tiuitiuas; there are ołf them two ſo2ts, the one 
of the T uitiust, | : 
called Ciawani, Called Ciawani,and the ocher Warawecte. 
and Warweete. The great riuer of Orenoque oz Baraquan hath nine b2anches which fall out on the Nozch 
— ſive ol his ow ne maine mouth: on the South ſide it hath ſeuen other fallings into the ſea,ſo it dil 
nutr of orn. embcqueth by ſirternc armes in all, betweene Jlands and bzoken ground, but the Jlands axe very 
duc of Bara9uane grrat, many of them as bigge as the Iſle of Wight, and bigger, and many leſſe. Fiom the fir 
vDzanch on the Noxth tothe laſt of the South, it is at leaſt 1 00 leagues, ſo as the riuers mouth it 
300 miles wide at his entrance into the ſea, which J take to be farre bigger then that of Amazo. 
nes. All thoſe that inhabit in (the mouth of this riucr vpon the ſeuerall Noꝛth bꝛanches, are theſe 
Tiuiriuas , of which there are two chiefe loꝛds which haue continuall warres one with the other, 
The Jlands which lie on the right hand, are called Pallamos, and the land on the left, Horoto- 
maka, and the riuerby which lohn Dowglas returned within the land from Amana to Capuri, 
they call Macuti. | | 
Wharmaner Thele Tiuitiuas are avery goovly people and very valiant , and haue the moſt manly ſpeech 
Ti are and moſt deliberate that cuer I heard, of what nation ſoeuer. In the Summer they haue houſes 
vdn the ground, as in other places: inthe linter they dwell vpen the trees, wherc they build very 
æartiſiciall townes and villages, as it is wzitten in the Spaniſh ſtoʒy ot ihe Welt Indies, that thoſe 
people da in the low lands nere the gulfe ol Vraba : foꝛ betwetne May # September the riuer of 
Orenoque riſcth thirty foot vpzight, and then are thoſe ilands ouer flowen twenty foot high abeue 
che leuci{of che ground, ſauing ſi me few raiſed grounds in the middle of them: and fo2 this cauſe 
they are inſoꝛced to liue in this mant r. They nruer eat of any thing that is ſet 02 ſowen: and as 
at home they vſe neither planting noꝛ other manurance, ſo when they come abꝛoad, they refuſe to 
feed of ought, but of chat which nature without labour bzingech tozth, They vſe the cops of Pal. 
mitos fox bzead,and kill deere, ſiſh, end pozks,foz the reſt of their ſuſtenance, They haue alſo ma 
ny ſozcs of fruits that grow in the woods, and great variety ot birds end fowle, 
And it to ſpeake of them were not tedious, and vulgar, ſurely we ſaw in the ſe paſſages of ve 
ry rare cclours and fozmes, not elſc were to be found, fcz as much as J heue cither ſcene oz read, 
Dt tyeſe people thoſe that dwell vpon the bzanches of Orenoque, called Capuri and Macurco, 
are fo2 the moſt part carpenters of canoas,fo2 they make the moſt and fairt ſt canoas, and ſc]them 
into Guiana fo2 golde,and into Trinidad ſo} rabacco,in the txctſſiue taking whereot, they exceev 
all nations; and not withſtanding the maiſinele of the arre in which they liue, the hardnellt of their 
diet, and the great labours they ſuffer to hunt, fiſh and fewlefop their liu.ng; in all my life, either 
in the Indies 02 in Europe, did I ncucr behold a moze goodly oꝛ bettFr feucured pte ple tʒ a moze 
manly, They were woont to make warre vpon all nat ions, and cſpertally on the C anibals, ſo as 
none durſt without a good ſtrength trade by thoſe rivers : but oflate (they arc at peace with their 
- neighbours, all holding the Spaniards foz a common enemp. their commandcrs die, 
they vſe great lamentation, and when they thinke tte fieſhof their bodies is put riſied, and fallen 
from the bones, then they take vp the carcaſe againe, and hang it in the caciques houſe that died, 
| and decke his ſcull with feathers cf all colours , and hang all his golde plates about the bones of 
Che Ae his armes, thighs, and legs. Thoſe nations which arecellcd Arwacas, which dwell on the South 
on che Sou? of Orenoque, (ot which place and nation tur Indian pilot wes) are diſper ed in many other plas 
que, ces, and doc vle to beat the bones of their loꝛds into powder, and their wiucs and fricndsd2inke it 
all in their ſeucrall ſoꝛts of dzinks, 
Thepoztofthe After we departed ſrom the poꝛt of theſe Ciawani, wee paſſed vp the riuer with the flood, and 
8 ankered the ebbe, and in this ſoꝛt we went onward, The chird day that we ent red the rfucr, our 
galley came on ground, and ſtuc ke ſo faſt, as we tl ought that tuen there cur diſtt uery Fav ended, 
and that we muſt haue left foureſcc2e and ten of our men to bt ue ii habit ed like rt oks vpen trees 
with thole natious: but the next mezning, after we had caſt out all her Lallaft, withtugging and 
halling to end fro, we got her aflote, and went on. At foure de pes end u te teil into es gt odly a 
riuer as euit I beheld, which was called The great A mana, uu ich t nrt meze tirettiʒ nut ut 
windings and turnings then the other: but ſoonc after the flco of the ſta left vs; and tcing in⸗ 
foꝛʒced either by maine ſtrength to row againſt a violent current, c2 to returne : wife as we went 
out, we had then noſhift but to perlwade the tompanies that it was but two 02 thꝛet derte wt ke, 
and therefoze deſired them to take paines, eut ry gentleman g others teking their turnes to row. 
and to ſpell ene the other at the houres end. Eucrp day we paſſed by grodiy bzanches ef riuers, 
ſome falling fromthe Mell, others frb the Eaſt into Amana, but thoſt 3 leaue to the deſcription 
in the Cart ofviſcouery,where euery one ſhalbe named with his riſing and deſcent, When thꝛee 


dayes mane were onergone, our companies began to deſpaire, the weather being extreame * 1 
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che riuer bozdered with very high trees, that kept away the aire, and the current againſt vs cue- 
ry day ſtronger then other: but we eucrinozecommanded our pilots to pzomilſe an ende the next 
day, nd vſed it lo long, as we were dꝛiuen to aſſure them from foure reaches of the riuer to thꝛee, 
and ſo to t wo, and ſo to the next reach: but ſo long we laboure d, that many dayes were ſpent, and 
wee dziuen to dꝛawe our (clues to harder allowance, our head euen at the laſt, and nu dzinke at 
all; and our men and our ſelues ſo wearied and ſco2ched , and doubtfull withall, whether wee 
ſhould euer perfozme it oꝛ no, the heat increaſiug as we dzew towards che line; foz wee were now 


in liue degrees. 


They are in 


The further we went on (our victuall decreaſing andthe aire bzeeding great faintnefle) wee 


grew weakerand weaker, whe 
ranne moꝛe violent ly then other 


n wee had molt need ol ſtrength and abilitte; fox hourely the riuer 
againſt vs, and the barge, wheries, and ſhippes boat of captaine 


Giftord and captaine Calfield,had ſpent all their pꝛouiſions; ſo as we were bought into deſpaire 
and dilcomfoꝛt, had wee not perſwaded all the companp that it was but onely one dayes wozke 
moe to atteine the land where wee ſhould be relieued ol all wee wanted, and ik we returned, chat 


wee were ſure to ſtarue by the 


wap , and that the wozld would alſo laugh vs to come. On the 


banks of theſe riuers were diucrs ſozts ol fruits good to eat, flowers and trees of ſuch variety, as 
were ſufficicat to make tenne volumes ot herbals : we relieued oux ſelues many times with the 
fruits of the countrep , and ſometimes with fowlic and fiſh, ee ſaw birds of all colours, ſome 
caraation, ſome crimſon, ozenge=tawnp, purple, watcher, and of all other (ozts both ſimple any 
mixt, and it was vnto vs a great good palling of the time to beholve them, beſives the reliefe 
we found by killing ſome ſtoze of them with our fowling pieces; without which, hauing little oz 
uo bꝛead, and leſſe d2zinke, but onely the thicke and troubled water ofthe riuer, we had beene in a 


very hard cale, 


Dur olde pilot of the Ciawani (whom, as J ſapd befoze, wee tooke to reveeme Ferdinando) 


tolde vs, that if we would enter 


a bzanch ok a riuer on the right hand with our barge and wheries, 


and leaue the galley at anker the while in the great riuer, he would bzing vs to a cowne of the Ar- 
wacas, where we ſhou d finde ſtoze of bzead, hennes, fiſh, and ofthe tountrey wine; and perſwa⸗ 


ded vs, that departing from the 


gallep at noone, we might returne per night. J was very glad to 


hear? this ſpeech, and pꝛeſently tooke my barke, with eight muſkeciers,captainc Giffords whery, 
with hunlelfe and foure muſketiers, and captame Calfield wich his whery, and as many; and lo 
we entred the mouth of this riuer: and becauſe we were perſwaded that it was ſo nere, we tooke 
no victuall with vs at all. Then we had rowed thzee houres, we maruelled we ſaw no ſigne of 
any dwelling, and aſked the pꝛlot where the towne was: he tolde vs a little further. After ther 
oures moꝛe, the Sun being almoſt ſec, we began co ſuſpect that he led vs that wap to betray vs; 
faʒ hee couleſſed that thoſe Spanyards which fled from Trinidad, and alſo thoſe that remained 
with Carapana in Emeria , were ioyned together in ſome village vpon that riuer, But when it 


grew tewards night; and wee 


demanded where the place was: hee tolde vs but foure reaches 


moze. Chen we had rowed foure audfoure, we ſaw no ſigne; and our pooze watec-men, euen 


hcart-b2oken, and tired, were 
neere foꝛty miles. 

At the lad we determined to 
vy night, hee had ſurely gone; 


rcady to giue vp the ghoſt: fo2 wee had now come from the galley 


hang the pilot; and ik wee had well knowen the way backe againe 
but our owne neceſſities pleaded ſufficiently fot his lafety: fox it 


was as darke as pitch, and the riuer began ſo to narrow it ſelfe, andthe trees to hang euer from 
ſide toſide, as wee were dꝛiuen with arming l woꝛds to cut a paſſage thoꝛow thoſe bzanches thac 
touered the water. Tee were very deſirous to finde this towne, hoping of a feaſt, becauſe wee 
made but a ſhozt bzeakefatt abooꝛd the galley in the moꝛning, and it was now eight a clocke at 
night, and our ſtomacks began to gnawe apace: but whether it was beſt to returne oz goe on, we 
beganne to doubt, ſuſpecting treaſon in the pilot moze and moꝛe: but the pooreolde Indian euer 
allured vs that it was but a little further , but this one turning and that turning : and at the laſt 
about one a clocke aftet midnight wee law a light; and rowing towards it, wee heard the dogges 
ot the village. hen we landed wee found few people; fo2 che lozd of that place was gone with 
ders canoas auoue foure hundzev miles off, vpon a tourney towardesthe head of Orenoque to 
trade foꝛ goide, and to buy women of the Canibals, who afterward vnfoztunately paſſed by vs as 
wet rode at an anker in the pozt of Morequito in the darke ofthe night, and pet came ſoneerevs, 
as his canoas grated againſt our barges: he left one of his company at the pozt of More quito, by 
whom wee vaderſtood that hee had bzought thirty yoong women, diuers plates of golde, and had 
great ſtoꝛe of fine pieces of cotton cloth, and cotton beds. In his houſe we had good ſioze of head, 


lh, hennes, and Indi an dzinke, and ſo reſted that wake, and in themoning after we had traded

with 
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. with ſuchot his people as came downe,we returned towards our gally, and bzought with vs ſome 
quantity of bzead,fiſh,and hennes. 
8 moſt beanti- On both ſides of this riuer, we palled the molk beautifull countrey that euer mine eyes beheld: 
an comntrey, and whereas all that we had ſeene beloze was nothing but woods, pickles, buſhes, and thoznes 
here we beheld plames of twenty miles in length, the graſle ſhozt and greene, and in diuers parts 
groues ok trees by themſe lues, as if they had beene by all the arte and labour in the woꝛld ſo made 
ol purpoſe: and ſtill as we rowed, the deere came vowne feeding by the waters ſide, as if they had 
beenevſcdto a keepers call. Upon this riuer there were great ſtoꝛe ot fowle, and of many ſoꝛts: 
we law in it diuers ſozts of ſtrange fiſhes,and of marucllous bignes: but foꝛ lagartos it txceedted, 
fo there were thouſands of thoſe vgly ſerpents; and the people call it fo2 the abundance of them 
The riuet ot Lagartos, in their language: J had a Negro a vcry pzoper poorg ſclic w, who lea⸗ 
ping out of the galley to ſwim in the mouth of this riue r, was in all our lights taken and deuoured 
with one ol thole lagattos. In the meane while vur tompanies in the gally thought we had bene 
ail loſt, (foz wet pꝛonuſed to returne befoʒe night) and ſent the Lions x helps ſhippes boet with 
t. tame W hiddon to follow vs vp the riucr ; but the next day,after we had ri wed vp and de une 
ſom: foureſcoze m les, we rt turned, and went en our wap, vp the great riuer; and when we were 
euen at the laſt caſt foꝛ want of victuals , captaine Gifford be ing befoze the galley and the te of 
the boats, ſeeking out ſome place to land vpon the banks to make fire, eſpied foure caroascome 
mig downe the riuer ;* with no ſmall iop cauſed his men to trie the vttern oll of the'r ſtrengths, 
and alter a while two of the foure gaue ouer, and ranne themſelues aſhoze, euery man betaking 
himſelfc to ti e 'aſtneſle of the woods, the two other leſſer got away, whilc he landed to ley holde 
Two con theſe; andſo tui ned into ſome by-creeke, we knew not whither, Thoſe car oas that wereta- 
__ ken, were loaden with bꝛead, and were bound foz Margarita in the Welt Indies, wh:ch thoſe Jn: 
—— dians (called Arwacas) purpoſed to carp thither foz exchange : but in the le ſſer there were thꝛet 
_ Spanyar99, who hating heard of the defeat of their gouernour in Trinidad, and that we purpo* 
ſed to enter Guiana, came away in thoſe canaos: one of them was a cauallero, as the captiireof 
the Arwacas after tolde vs, another a ſouldier,and the third a refiner, | 
In the meane time, nothing on the earth could haue bene moze welcome to vs, next vato gold, 
then the great ſtoze of very excellent bzead which we found in theſe canoas; foznew cur men cri- 
ed, Let vs goe on, we care not how farre, After that captaine Gifford hed bzought the two ca- 
noas to the gal ey. I tooke mp barge, and went to the banks ſide with a dozen ſhet,wl ert the ca- 
noas firſt ranne themſelues aſhoze, and landed there, ſending out captaint Gifford, end tapttint 
Thyn on one hand, and captaine Calfield on the other, to follow thoſe that were flid into the 
wood : and as J was ccecping thozow the buſhes, I ſawe an Indian baſkct hidden, which was 
the rcfiners baſket; foꝛ I found in it his quick - ſtluer,ſalt petet, and diuers thir gs ſo? the triall of 
metals, and alſo the duſt of ſuch oze as he had refined, but in thoſe canoas which eſcapi d there was 
a good quantitp of oꝛe ar d gold. J then l mo2e men, and offered ſiue hundzid pound to what 
ſouldicrſoeucr could take one of thoſe ther Spanpards that we thought we re landi d. But out 
labours were in vame in that behalfe ; fo2 they put themſelues into one of the ſmall canoas: and 
ſo weh le the greater canoas were in taking. they cſcaped, But ſecking after tbe Spenpards, we 
found the Arwacas hidden in the woods, which were pilots fo2 the Spanpards, and ti wed theit 
canoas ; of which 7 kept the chiefct for a pilot, and caried hm with me to Guiana, by whom Y 
vnderſtood where and in what countreyes the Spanpards had laboured foz golde,though J made 
not the (cmeknowento all: fox whenthe ſpzings began to bzeake, and the riuers to raife them- 
ſelues ſo ſuddcyly , as by no meanes wee could abide the digging of any mine, eſpecially fo2 that 
the richeſt are detended wich rocks ol hard ſtones, which wee call the White ſpar, and that it re 
quſred both time, men, and inſtruments fit fo ſuch a wozke, I thought it beſt not tohouer therea- 
bouts, leaſt if the ſame had beene perteiued by the company, there would haue bcene by this time 
many barks and ſhippes ſet out, and perchance other nations would alſo he ue gotten of oursfo2 
pilots; lo * ſelues might haue beene pꝛeuented, and all our care taken foz god vſage of 
the people bene vtterly loſt, by thoſe that one ly reſpect pꝛeſent pꝛolit, and ſuch violenceoz inſo- 
lence offered. as the nations which are bozderers would haue changed the ir deſire of curloue and 
defence into hatrcd and violence, And foz any longer ſtap to haue bzought a mo2e quantity 
(which I beare hath beeneoftcnobiecred) whoſoever had ſcene 02 pꝛooued the futy of that riuer 
after it beganne toariſe, and had bene a moneth and ovde dapes, as we were, from hearing ought 
fromour ſhippcs , leauing them meanly manned 400 miles off, would perchance haue turned 
ſomewhat ſooner then we did, if all the mountaines had bene golde, 07 rich ſtones, And toſapthe 
trueth, all the bzanches and ſmall rivers which fell into Orenoque were raiſes wichluch heed,

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asif we waded themouer the ſhooes in the mozning outward, we were coueredto the ſhoulders 
the very ſame vay: and to ſiap to digge out gold with our nailes,had bene Opus labo- 

ris but not Ingenij: ſuch a quantitie as would haue ſerued our turnes we could not haue had, but 

adiſcouery ot the ines to our infinite diſaduantage wee had made, and that could haue bene the 

beſt pꝛolite of farther ſearch oz (tap: fox thoſe Pines are not eaſily bzoken, noz opened in haft, nd 

Icould n a good quautitie of gold ready caſt, if J had not ſhot at another marke, then 

ent pꝛout. 
mee! Arwacan Plot with the ref, feared that wee would haue eaten them, oz otherwiſe haue 
put them to ſome cruel deat;; (fozche Spaniards, to the end that none of the people in the paſſage The Spam. 
towards Guiana 02 in Guiana it ſelſe might come to ſpeach with vs, perſwaved all the nations, un 1 
chat we were men-eaters, and Canibals) but when the pooze men and women had ſeeve vs, and 
that wee gaur chem meate, and to cuerp one ſomething oz other, which was rare and ſtrange to 
them, they beganae to conceive the deceit andyurpoſeof the Spaniards, who indeed ( as they 
conieſſed ) tooke krom them both their wines and daughters dayly, and vſed them foz the ſatiſſy« 
ing of their owne lutks, eſpecially ſuch as they tooke in this maner by ſtrengih. Fut Ipꝛoteſt 
befoze the Maieſtie of the liuing God, that I neither know noz belecue, that any ofour company 
one 02 ether, by violence oz othcrwiſe, euer knew anp of their women, and pet we ſaw many hun- 
; dzeds,aud had many in our power, and of thoſe very pong, and excellently fauoured, which came a- 
mong vs without decetc,ſkarke naked, | 

Nothing got vs moze loue amongſt them then this vſage : fo J ſuffered not any man to take 
from any of the nations ſo much as a Pina ,oz a Potato roote, without giuing them content- 
ment, noz any man ſo much as to offer to touch any of their wines oz daughters: which courſe 
ſo contrary to the Spaniards (who tyzonnize ouer them in all things) dzewe them to admire 
her Maieſtie, whoſe commaundement A tolde them it was, and alſo wonderfully co honcur out 
nation. 

But A conteſſe it was a very impatient wozke to keepe the meaner ſoꝛt from ſpople and ſtra· 
ling, when wee came to their houſes: which betauſe in all Jcoulde not pꝛeuent, I cauſed y In- A ted 
dian iterpꝛeter at euery plate when wee departed, to knowe ot the lolle oz wrong done, ard if cone of 
ought were ſtolen 02 taken by violence, either the ſeme was reftozcd, and the partie puniſhed ir . 
their ſight,o2 clſe was paycd ſoʒ rothctr vttermoſt demand, | 

They alſo much wondered ac vs, after they heard that we had ſlaine the Spaniards ac Trini. 
dad. to they were be ode reſolueo, that no nation of Chriſtians durſt abide their p)eſence,avd they 
wondered moze when I h w made them know of the great ouerthzow that her Maieſties armie 
and Fleete had giuen them of late peeres in their owne Countreys, 

alter we had taken in this ſupply of bzeav, with diuers baſkets of rootes which were ercell:ne 
meate,J gaue one ot the Canoas to the Arwacas, which belonged to the Spaniards that were c- 
caped, and when J had diſmiſſed all but the Captaine (who by the Spaniards was chziſtened 
Martin) J ſent backe in the ſame Canoa the olde Ciawan, and Ferdinando my firſt Pilot,and 
gaue them both ſuch things as they deſired, wich ſufficient victuall to cary them backe, and by 
them mote a letter to the ſhips,whichtheypzomilcdto d. liuer, and perfozmedit,andthen J went 
mn, with my n: we hired Plot Martin the Arwacan : but the next 02 ſetond day after, wer time a» They come ov 
ground ag aine with our Gallep, and were like to caſt her away, with all our vici uall andpzoui- rtr gag. 
ion and do lay on the ſand one whole night and were farre mote in de ſpaire at this time to free 
her then before , becauſe wee had no tide of flood to helpe vs, and therefoze feared that all our 
hopes would haue ended in miſhaps: but we faſtened an ancker vpon the lande, and wih maine 
trength dꝛewe her off : and ſo the fifteenth dap wee diſtouered afarre off the mount aines of Gui- 
an to our great iop, and towards the euening had a ſlent of a Noztherly winde that blewe very 
ſtrong , which bꝛought vs in light of the great Riuer Orenooue ; out of which this Riuer diſ- 
tended wh:rein wee were: wee deſcritd afarre off thzee other Canoas as farre as wee coulddeſ- 
terne them. after whom wee haſtened with our barge and wherries , but two ol them paſſed out 
ofſight,and the thirde entered vpthe great Riuecr, on the right hande tothe TWeſtward, andthere 
ſuped out of ſiaht, thinking ihat wee meant to take the way E all ward towards the pzouince of 
Carapana, fot that way the Spantards keepe, not daring to goe vpwards to Guiana, the people 
in choſe parts being all their enemies, and choſe in the Canoas thought vs to haue bene thoſe 
Dpaniarvstha: were fled from Trinidad, and had eſcaped killing: and when wee cameſofarre 
downe as the opening of that anch into which they llippev, being neere them with our barge 
and wherries, wee made after them, and ere they coulde land, came within call, and by our inter · 
meter tolde them what wee were, where with they came W an M1

Eaſt) and landed vpona faire ſand, where wee found thouſands of Tortugas egges, which are ve- 
ry wholeſome meate, and greatly reftozing, ſo as our men were nowe well filled and highly con 
tented both with the fare, audncereneſle of the land of Guiana which appeared in ſight, 

An the moming there came downe accozding to pꝛomiſe the Lozdof that boꝛder called Topa- 
rimaca, with ſome thirtte 02 fourtie followers, and bzought vs diuers ſozts of fruites, and of his 
wine, bꝛead, fiſh, and fleſh, whom wee alſo feaſted as wee could, at leaſt wee dzankegood Spaniſh 
wine ( whereof wee had a (mall quanticie in bottles) which aboue all things they lone, J confer: 
red with this Toparimaca of the next way to Guiana, who conducten our galley and boates to 
his owne po2t , and caried vs from thence ſome mile and a halke to his Towne, where ſome of 
our Captaines karouſed of his wine till they were reaſonable pleaſant, foz it is very ſtrong with 
pepper, and the iuice of diuers hearbes , and fruites digeſted and purged, they keepe it in great 


earthen pots oftenneo2twelue galons very cleane and ſwecte, and are themlelues at their mee- 


tings and feaſles the greateſt karouſers and dꝛunkards ofthe woꝛld: when wee came to his towne 
wee found two Caſiques, whereof one was a ſtranger that had bene vp the Riuer in trade, and 
bis boates, people, and wife incamped at the poꝛt where wee anckered, and the other was of that 
countrep a follower of Toparimaca : they lay each of them in a cotten Hamaca, which wee call 
bꝛaſill beds, and two women attending them with ſire cuppes and a little ladle to fill them, out 
of an earthen pitcher ol wine, and ſo they dꝛanke each of them thꝛte of thoſe cups at a time one te 
the other, and in this ſoꝛt they dꝛinke dzunke at their leaſtes and meetings. 

That Caſique that was a ſtranger had his wife ſaying at. the poꝛt where wee anckercv,and 
in all my life I haue ſeldome ſeene a better fauoured woman: Shce was of good ſtature, with 
blacke eyes, fat of body, of an excellent countenance, her haire almoſt as long as her ſelfe, tied vp 
againe in pꝛetie knots, and it ſeemed ſhee ſtood not in that awe ok her bul band, as the ret fo2 ſhee 
ſpake and diſcourſcd, and dꝛanke among the gentlemen and Captaines, and was very pleaſant, 
knowing her owne comelineſſe, and taking great pꝛide therein, J haue ſeene aLadyin Eng 
land fo like to her, as but fo2 the difference of colour, J would haue Iwozne might haue bene 
the ſame, | 

The ſeat ofthis Cowne of Toparimaca was very pleaſant, (tanving on a little hill, in an ex* 
cellent pꝛoſpect, with goodly gardens a mile compaſle round aboute it, and two very faire aud 
large ponds of excellent fiſh adio pning. This cowne is called Arowocai: the people ate of the na · 
tion called Nepoios, and are followers of Carapana. In that place I ſawe very aged people, 
that wee might perceiue all their ſinewes and veines without any fleſh, and but euen as a caſe co» 
uered onely with (ainne. The Loꝛd ofthis place gaue me an old man foz Pot, who was of great 
erperience and traueile, and knew che Niuer moſt perfectly both by day and night: and it ſhall bee 
requilite foz any man that paſſeth it, to haue ſuch a Hilot, foꝛ it is foure, ſiue, and ſixe miles ouer in 
many places, and twentie miles in other places, with wonderfull eddies, and ſtrong currents, ma- 
ny great plands, and diuers ſholds, and many dangerous rockes, ann beſides vpon any increaſe ot 
winde ſo great a bilowe, as wee were ſometimes in great perill of dꝛowning in che galley, foꝛ the 
ſnall boates durſt not come from the ſhoare, but when it was very faire, 


Chey enterthe The next dap we haſted thente, and hauing an Eaſterly winde to helpe vs. we ſpartd our armes 
riuer Orenoque, ftum rowing : fa after wee entred Orenoque, the Riuerlieth fo2 the moſt part Caſt and Teſt, 


euenfromthe Sea vnto Quito in Peru. This Riucr is nauigable with barkes, licle leſſe then a 
thouſand miles, from the place where we entred, it may be latled vp in ſmall pinneſſes to many 
of the beſt parts of Nucuo reyno de Granada, and of Popayan : and from no place may the cities 
ol cheſe parts of the Indies be ſo eaſily taken and inuaded as from hence, All that day wee ſailed 


Dr r yy a hauch of that Riuer, hauing on the left hand a great pland which they call Aſſepana which 


may conteine ſome fiue and twentie miles in length, and ſire miles in bzeadth, the great body of 
the Riuer running on the other ſide of this land. Beyond that middle bzanch there is alſo another

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After wee reached to the head of the plaud, called Aſſapana, a little tu the Mell ward on the 
right hand there opened a riuer which came from the Nozth, called Europa, and fel into the great 
Auer, and beyond it on the ſame ſide, wee anckered fo2 that night, by another ple nd ſire miles 
long, and t wo miles bꝛoade, which they call Ocaywita: From hence in the mozning wee lan · Ihe pie cc 
ded two Guiamans, which wee found in the Towneof Topatimaca, that came with vs, ba . 
went to giue notice of our comming to the Lozd of that countrep called Putyma, a follower of To- 
pia wari, chiefe Lozd of Aromaia, who ſucceeded Morequito, whom (as pou haue heard befoze) 
Berreo put to dea: h: but his towne being karre within the land, he came not vnto vs that dap,ſo as 
we ankered againe that night neere the bankes of another pland, of bigneſſe much like the other, 
which they call Putapayma, auer againſt which plant, on the maine lande, was a very high moun⸗ Che pie 6: 
taine called Oecope: we touetced to ancker rather by tyeſe plands in the Niuer, then by the maine, Pup2yme 
becauſe of che Torcugas egges, which our pedpie found on them in great abundance, and alſo be⸗ 
cauſe the ground ſerued better foz vs to caſt our nets foz ſiſh, the maine bankes being fo2 the moſt 
part tome and high, and the rocks of a blew metalline colour, like vnto the beſt ſteele=0ze,which J Steele on. 
aſſuredly take it to be: of the lame blew one are alſo diners great mountaines, which voꝛder this 
riuer in many places, 
The next mozning towarvs nine of the clocke, wee weighev ancker, and the bzize increaſing, 
we ſatledalwapes Meſt vp the rtuer,and after a while opening the land on the right ſide, the coun: 
trey appeared to bee champaine, and the bankes (hc wed very perfect red, I there foꝛt ſent two of 
the littie barges with Capraine Gifford, and with hun Captaine Thyn, Captaine Caifield, mp

dangerous of all nations, of w-ich popſon J will ſpcake ſomewhat being a digreſſion not vn⸗ 
neccſſary, 
There was nothing whercof J was mote curious, then to finde out the true remevies of theſe 
yoyſoned arrowes: fo2 beſides the moꝛtaluie ofrhe wound they make, the partie ſhotte indureth 
the moſt inſufferable toꝛment in che w ald. ary abidetha moſt vgly and iamentable death, ſomes 
times vying ſtarke mad, ſomtimes heic vowels 12eaking out of che it beilies: which are preſently 
- diſcoloured as blacke as pitch, and ſo vnſauc zy, as no man can endure to cui e, oꝛ to atter.d them. 
And it is moze ſtrenge to know, chat in all ch1s time therc was neuer Spaniard either by gift 2 
tonnent that could attein to the true knowlevee of the cure, although they haue martyꝛed and put 
to inuented toꝛture J knew not how many uf them. But euery one of theſe Indians know i: not, 
no not one among thou ands, but their ſoothſayers and pꝛieſtes, who doe conceale it, aud onelp - 
teach it vut from the father to the ſonne, 
Thoſe medicines which are vulgar, and ſerue foꝛ the oꝛdinarie popſon, are made ofthe iuice of 
aroote called Tupara : the ſame alſo quencheth marueilcuſly the heate of burning feaners, and 
healeth {award wounds, and bꝛoken veines, that bleed within the body, But J was mie behol⸗ 
ding to the Guirnians then anp other: fox Anthonio de Betreo tolde met that hee couldneuer at⸗ 
taine to the knowledge thereok, and yet they taught mee the beſt may ol healing as wellthereof,as 
prall other poyſons. Some ol the Spaniardshaue bene curedin ozdinary wounds, ol the come Sr 0588 
mon poyſoned arrowes with the iuice of garlike : but this is a generall tule fo} all men that ſhall agami ai 
hereafter crauelthe Indies where poiſoned arrowes are vſed,that they muſt abſtaine from dꝛinke, —— 
fo} if they take any litour into their body, as they ſhall beemarucilouſty pouoked thereunto by dung co ve as

ferred till mpreturne; It was that Caſique to whom thoſe Nepoios went, which came with vs 
| from the towne of Topatinaca: and ſo the fift day we reached as high vp as the pzuvince of Aro. 
The pronince miia the countrep of Motequito whom Berreo erccuted, andankered to the Weſt of an plano 
Toe vi ot called Murrecotima, tenne mues long and fiue b2oad 2 and that night the Caſique Aramiaty, (ta 

whoſe towne we made our long and hungry voyage out of the riuex ol Amana) paſſed by vs. 
The next dap wee arriued ai the pot of Motequito, and anckered there, ſeuding away one ot 
our Pilots coſe:kethe king of Aromaia, vntle to Mote quito ſlaine by Berreo as afozeſaid. The 
next day ſollowing befoze noone hee came to vs cn foote from his hauſe , which was fourttecne 
Englich miles ( himſelfe being a hundzech and tenne peeres olde) and returned on foote the ſane 
dap, and with him many of the bozderers, with many women and childzen,that come to wonder at 
our nation, and to bꝛing vs downe victuall, which they did in great plentie, as veniſon, poke, 
hennes, chickens, foule,fiſh, wich d:uers ſoꝛts of excellent fruites and rootts, and great abundance 
of Pinas, the pꝛiaces ot fruites, that grow vnder the Sunne, eſpecially thoſe of Guiana. They 
bꝛou ht vs alſo ſtoze of bꝛead, and of their wine, and aſozt of Paraquitos,no bigger then wzennes, 
and of all other ſoꝛts both ſmall and great: one ot themgaue mee a beaſt called by the Spaniards 
Argadilia, which they call Caſſicam, which ſecme:hto be all barredouer with ſinal plates ſome⸗ 
kkr to a Rinoceros, witya white hone growing in his hinder parts, as bigge a great hun: 
„ ting hone, which they vſero wiave in ſtead of a trumpet. Monardus wiiteth that a little of he

Afcer this olde King bad teded a while in alittle tent, that I cauſcd to bee ſet vp, I beganne by 
my interpꝛeter o diſcourſe wich hum of the death ol More quito his pꝛtdeteſſcur, and afterward 
ofthe Span. tos, and ext J went any farther J made him knowe the cauſe of my comming thi⸗ 
ther, whale ſetuant I was, and that the Queenes pleaſure was, I ſhould vndertake the voyage 
fo} their defence, and to celtuer them from the ty2annie of the Spantaids, dilating at large, (os 
J hd done before to thoſe of [rinidad ) her Maieſties greatneſſc, her iuſi ite, her chot ite io all 
oppꝛeſſed nactans. with as manpvf the reſtof herbeauties and vertues,as either J could erpyeſſe, 
92 they tonceiue: all which being with great admiration attentiuely heard, and marueiloully ad» 
mired, J beganne to ſoun» the olde man as touching Guiana, and the ſtate chereof, what ſoꝛt ol 
commau wealth it was, how gouerned, of what ſtrength and policte, bowe farre it extended, end 
what nations were friendes oz enemies adiopning, and finally of the diſtance aud wop to enter 
the lame: hee tolde mee that himſelfe and bis people with all choſe downe the Riucr cowards the 
Ora, as karre as Emen1a, the pzouince of Carapana, were of Guiana, but that they called t ms

called Wacari:na, were of the ſame caſt and appellation : and that on the other ſide of thoſe moun- 
taines of Wacoriria there was a largeplaine (which alter J difconered in my riturne ) c alled the 

Che valley ot yallep of Amatiocapana, in all that valley the people were alſo of the ancient Guianians. 
Amariocapank.  /J aſked what nations thoſe were which inhabited on the farther ſive ol thoſt mount eines, be⸗ 
pound the valley of Amariocapana: hee anſwcred with a great ſigu (as a man u hich had inward 
kecling of theloſſe of his Countrey andlibertie, eſpetially foz that his eldeſt ſonne was ſle ine in a 
battel on that ſive of the mountaines, whom bee moſt entirelp loved) that hee remembzed in his 
fathers li t time when hee was very olde. and hunſelfe a pong man, that there came downe into 
ch u large valley of Guiana, a nation from ſofarre off as the Sunne ſlept,(fo2 ſuch were his cwne 
wdes) wi h ſo great a multitude as they coubde not bee numbꝛed noz reſiſtev, and that thep 
welarge cones, and hictes of crimſon colour, which colour hee cxp2cſſed, by ſhewing a piece 
Orejones are of red wood, wherewrh inp tent was ſuppozted, and that they were called Orejones, and Epu- 
the gentlemen remei, thoſe that h d llaine and rooted out ſo many of the ancient people, as there were leaves in 
Gomar, Hiſt. the wood vpn all che trees, and hadnowe made themſelues L oꝛds of all, euen to that mountaine 
rep. ug. Foote called. Cura ſauing onely of two naticns, the one called Awarawaqueri, and the other 
Caſſipagotos, and that in the laſt batte ll fought betweene the Epuremei, and the Iwarawaquert, 
his eldeſt ſonne thoſen to carry to the aide of the Iwarawaqueri,a great troupe of the Ore- 
The towne of noqueponi, and was there ſlaine with all his people and frienves,and that hee had row remay* 
Macareguarai. ning but one ſonne : and farther tolde mee that thoſe Eputemei had built a great Towne collen 


Macu- 
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Macureguarai at the (aiv mountaine fooce, at the beginning of the great plaines of Guiana, 
which haue uo ende: and that their houſes haue many roomes, one ouer the other, and that there- 
inthe great Ring ofthe Orcjones and Epuremei kept thzee thouſande men to defend the bozders 
againſt chem, and withall daply to inuade and ſlay them: but that ok late peeres ſinte the Chriſti- 
ans offered to inuade his territozies, and thoſe trontiers, they were all at peace, and traded one 
with another, ſauing onely the Iwarawaqueri, and thoſe other nations vpon the head ofthe riuer 
of Caroli, called Caſſipagotos, which we afterwards diſcouered, each one holding the Spaniary ( 
a common enemie. oY 
cer heehadanſwered thus farre,he deſired leaue to depart, ſaping that hee had farre cogoe, 
that hee was olde, and weake , and was euery bay called foz by death, which was alſo his owne 
phzaſe : I deſired him to reſt with vs that night, but J could not intteate him, but hee tolde mee 
that at my returne from the countrey aboue, hee would againe come to vs, and in the meane time | 
youide fo2 vs the beſt he could, of all that bis countrey peelved: the ſame night hee returned to O- Oi v 
tocotona his owne towne, ſo as hee went that day eight and twentie miles, the weather being ve- gen — 
rp bot, the countrey being ſituate betweene foure and five degrees of the Equinoctial. Noztyerty la- 
This Topiawari is helde fog the pzowneſt, and wiſeſt of all the Orenoqueponi, and ſo hee ****. 
behaued himſelfe towardes mee in all his anſweres at mp returne, as J marueiled tatinde a 
man of that grauitie and judgement, ann of ſa good diſcourſe, that had nohelpe of learning noz 
bjeede, . ; 
. Thenext mozning We allo left the pozt, and ſailed Weſtward vp to the Riuer, to view the fa 
' mous Riuer called Caroli, as wellbecauſe it was maruetlous of it ſelfe, as alſo foz that I vnder- 
ſoode it ledde tothe ſtrongeſt nations of all the frontiers, that were enemies to the Epuremei, 
which are ſubiects to Inga, Emperour of Guiana, ano Manoa,and that night we anckered at an · Thepie orc. 
aher planv callev Caiama, of ſome fiue oꝝ ſire miles in length, and the nert dap arriued at the 
mouth of Caroli. Then we were ſhozt of it as lowe 02 further downe as the pozt of Morequito Chep arrine 
wee heard the great r02e and fall of the Riuer, but when wee came to enter with our barge and 210 mouth 
whirries thinking to haue gone vp ſome fourtie miles to the nations of the Caſſipagotos, wee Col. 
were not able with a barge ol eight oares to row one ſtones caſt in an houre, and pet the Riuer is | 
as bꝛoad as the Thames at Wolwich,andwee tried both ſides, and the middle, and euery part of 
the Riner,ſo as we incamped vpon the bandes adiopning, and ſent off our Orenequepone (which 
came with vs from Morequito ) to giue knowledge to the nations vpon the Riuer of our being 
there, and that wee deſired to ſee the Lozdes of Canuria, which dwelt within the pzouince vpon 
that Riuer, making them know that we were enemies to the Spaniards, (fo2 it was on chis Ris 
uer ſide that More quito llewe the Frier, and thoſe nine Spaniards which came from Manoa, the 
Cutie of Inga, and tooke from them fourtie thouſande pezos of golde) ſo as the next day there 
came downe a Lo oz Caſique called Wanuretona with many people with him, and bzought yp.erccor 
all toze of pꝛouiſions to eutertaine vs, as the reſt had done, Ind as J had befoze made inp tem · 
ming knowen fo Topiawari, ſo did I acquaint this Caſique therewith , and howe A was ſenc bp 
her Paicſtie fo2 the purpoſe afozeſaive, and gathered alſo what I could of him touching the eſtat⸗ 
ofGuiana, and J founde that thoſe alſo of Caroli were not onely enemies to the Spaniards, buc 
moſt of all tothe Epuremei, which abound in golde, and by this Wanuretona, I had knowledge 
that on the head ol this Riuer were thee mighty nat ions, which were ſcated on e greaclake,ſrom 
whence this Riuer veſcended, were called Caſſipagotos, Eparagotos, and Arawagotos, and Caliipagorcs,k- 
thatall thoſe either againſt the Spaniards, od the Epuremei would iopne with vs, and that if wee rotors” 
entred the land ouer the mountaines of Curaa,we ſhould ſatiſfie our ſclues with gold and allother thzeenngyty 
good things : he told vs farther of a nation called Iwarawaqueri befoze ſpoken off,chat held daply an ade at fr 
warre with the Epuremei that inhabited Macuceguaraithe firſt riuill town? of Guiana, of the deadot the ri 
ſubietts ot Inga the Emperour, | | 
Upon this riuer one Captaine George, that I tooke with Berrco colde mee there was agreac 
luer Pine, and that it was neere the banckes ol the ſaine riuer. But by this time as well Ore- A great lia 
aoque, Caroli, as all the reſt of the riuers were riſen foure 02 fiue foote in height, ſo as it was noat 
| poſiblebp the ſtrength of any men, oz with any boat whatſoever to rowe into the Riner again 
theftreame, J therefoze ſent Captaine Thyn, CaptaineGreenuile,mp nephew lohn Gylbere, 
np coſcn Burſhead Gorges, Captaine Clarke, and ſome thirtie ſhotte moze to coaſt the Riner by 
land, and to goe to a towne ſome twentie miles ouer the valley called Amnatapoi, and they found A0 
quides there, to ccoe farther towards the mountaine foote to another great towne called Capure- tour 
pana. belonging to a Caſique called Haharacog ( that was a nephem to olve Topia wari Ring of 
Acromaiaour chiefeſt friend) becauſechis to une and pzouince of Capurepana aviopned to Ma. 
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cure guatai, which was a frontie r towne ot the Empire: and the meane while my ſeife wich Can 
taine Giftord,Captaine Cal field. Edward Hancocke, and ſome halfeavoſen ſhotte marched ouer 
land to vie we the ſtrange ouerfals of the riuer of Caroli which rozed ſo farre off, and alſo toſce th 
plates adioyning, and the reſt of the pꝛouince of Canuri: J ſent alſo Captaine Whiddon, Will. 
am Connocke, and ſome eight ſhotte with theni, to ſee if they coulde finde any inert il ſtoue⸗ 
longſt the riuer ſide. Then we were come to the cops ofthe firſt hilles of the plaines adio ning 
tothe tiuer, we behelde that wonderfull bzeach of waters, which ranne downe Caroli and migh; 
from that mountaine ſee the riuer howe it ranne in thzee parts, aboue twentie miles off, and there 
appeared ſome tenne 02 twelue overfals inſight, euery one as high ouer the other as a Church. 
tower, which fell with that fury, that the re bound ol water made it ſeeme, as if it had bene all ccue: 
red ouer with a great ſhower of raine: and in ſome places wee tooke it at the firſt fo2 a ſinncke that 
had riſenquer ſome great tcwne, Foz mine owne part J was well perlwaded from th nte to 
haue returned, being a very ill footeman, but the reſt were all ſo veſirous to goe neere the ſaide 
ſtrange thunder ol waters, as they dꝛew me on by liti le end little, til wee came into the nert val- 
ley where we might better dilcerne the lame, J neuer ſaw a moꝛe beantifull countrey, na moꝛt 
liuelypꝛoſpects, hils ſo raiſe d here and there ouer the valleys, iht tiuer winding into divers bꝛan⸗ 
ches, che plaines adioyning without buſh oꝛ ſtubble, all faire greene graſſe, the ground of hard land 
eaſie to march on, either foz hoꝛſe o2 foote, the deere croſſing in every path, the birdes towards the 


euening ſi gin on tuery tree with a chouſand ſeuerall tunes, cranes and herons ol white, trim · 
ſon, and carnation pearchiag in the riuers ſide, the aire freſh witha gentle Eaſerly winde. aud 


euerp ſtone that we ſtouped to take vp, pꝛomiſed either golde oz ſiluer by his con plerton. Pour 
Lochip ſhall ſee of many ſoꝛts, and J hope ſome of themcannot bee bettered vnder the Sunne, 
and pet we had no meanes but with our daggers and lingers to tearethem out here and there, the 
rockes being molt hard of that mincrall Sparre afozeſaide, which is like a flint, end is altogether 
as harvo2 harder, and beſides the veines lye afathome oz two deepe inthe rockes, But we wanted 
all things requiſite ſaue onely our deſires and good will to baue perfozmed moe if it had pleaſed 
God, To ve ſhoꝛt, when both our companies returned, each of them bzought allo ſcuerallſozts 
of ſtones that appeared very kaire, but were ſuch as they found looſe ou the ground, and were fo; 
the moſt part but coloured, and had not any golde fired in thim, yet luch as had no iudgement oz 
experience kept al that gliſtered,and would not be perſwaded but it was rich becauſe of the luſtre, 
and bzought of choſe , and of Marqueſite with all, from Trinidad, and haue deliucrepofthoſe 
tones to be tried in many places, and hauc thereby bzed an opinion that all the reſt is of the ſame: 
pet ſome of theſe tones I ſhewed afterward to a Spantard of the Caracas, who tolde mee that it 
was El Madre del oto, that is the mother of gold, and that the M ne was farther in the ground. 

But it all be found a weake policie in me, either to betrap mp ſelfe, oꝛ my countrep with ima 
ginations, neithec am J ſo karre in loue with that lodging, watching, care, perill, diſeaſes, ill ſa⸗ 
yours, had fare, and many other miſchtefes that accompeny theſe voyages, as to wo my lelke a⸗ 
gaine into any of them, were J not aſſured that the Sunne couereth not ſo much ricyes in any 
part of the earth, Capcaine Whiddon, and our Chirurgion Nic holas N lillechap bought mee a 
kinde ok ſtones like Saphices, what they may pꝛoue J know not. J ſhewedtl ein to ſome of the O- 
renoqueponi, and they pꝛomiſed to hʒing mee to a mountaine, that hab of them very large pieces 
growing Diamond wiſe: whether it be Chriſtall of the mountaine, Briſtol- Diamond. oꝭ Saphire 
J doe not yet know, but J hope the beſt, ſure J amth at the place is as likely as thoſe from whence 
all the rich ſtones are (20ught, and in the ſame height oz verynecre. 

On the left hand of this riuer Caroli are ſeated choſe nations which are called Iwarawakeri 
befoze remembzcd, which are cnemies to the Epuremei: and on the head of it at ioyning to the great 
lake Caſſipa, ate ſituate thoſe other nations which alſo reſiſt Inga, and the Epuremei. telled Caſſe- 

agotos, Eparegotos, and Arrawagotos. J farthcr vnderſtood that th:s lake of Caſsipa is ſc 
Ladd ack is aboue one dapes tourney fq2 ene of their Canoas to croſſe, which may bee ſome four⸗ 
tie miles, and that thercinto fell diuers rfucrs,and that great ſtc2e of graincs of gold are fou d in 
che Sunnner time when the lake falleth by the banc kes, in thoſc branches. 

There is alſo anocher goodly tiuer beyond Caroli which is called Arvi, which elſo runneth 
thozow the lake Caſsipa. and falleth into Orenoque farther Weſt,making all that lend bet weene 
Caroli and Arui an yland, which is likt wiſe a moſt beautifull countrey, Next vuto Arui there 
are two riuers Atoica and Caora, and on that bꝛanch which is called Caora, ere a nation of 
people, whoſe heads appeare not aboue their ſhoulters; which thcughit may be thought amcere 
fable, pet fo2 mine owne part J am reftucdit is true, becauſe every c{ilde in the pꝛovintes ot 
Arromaia and Canuti affirme the ſame : they are called Ewaipanoma : thep are ** — 
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haue their eyes iu their ſhoulders , and their mouthes in the middle of their bzeaſts, ano that a 
long craine of haire groweth backward betweene their ſhoulders, The ſonneof Topiawari, 
which I bzought with me into England told me that they are the moſt mighty men of all the land, 
ind ble bowes, arrowes, and clubbesthzice as big as any of Guiana, oz of the Orenoqueponi, 
md that one of the Iwarawakeritocke apziſoner of them the peere befoze our arriual! there, and 
him into the bozders of Aromaia his fathers countrep, And farther when Jſeemedto 
doubt of it. hee told me that it was no wonder among them, but that they were as great anation, 
and as common as any other in all the pꝛouinces, and had of late peeres ſlaine many hundzeds 
of his fathers people and ot other nations their neighbours , but it was not my chance to heart 
al them till A was come away, and if J had but ſpoken one wozde of it while J was there, J 
might haue bzought one of them with mee to put the matter out of doubt, Such a nation was 
mitten of by Mandeuile, whoſe repozts wereholden fox fables many peeres, and pet ſince the 
Eaſt Indies were diſcouered, we find his relations true of ſuch things as herctofoze were held 
incredible: whether it be true 02 no, the matter is not great. neither can there bee any pzofitin the 
imagination; toꝛ mine owne part J ſaw them not, but J am reſolued that ſo many people vid not 
zll combine, oz fozethinketo make the repoꝛt. 

When I came to Cumana in the Weſt Indies afterwards by chance I ſpake with a Spani- 

d dwelling not farrefromthence, a man ol great traucll, and after hee knew that J had bene in 
Guiana, and ſo farre directly Teſt as Caroli, the firſt queſtion hee aſked me was, whether Jhav 
ſeene any of the Ewaipanoma, which are thoſe without heads: who being eſte emed a moſt ho- 
neſt man of his woꝛd, and in all things elſe, tolde mee that hee had ſeene many ol them: I may 
not name him, becauſc it may be fo} his diſaduantage, but hee is well knowen to Monſieur Mu- 
herons ſonne of London, and to Peter Mucheron merchant of the Flemiſh ſhippe that was 
there in trade, who alſo heard what he auowed to be true of thole people, 

The lourth riuer tothe Weſt of Caroliis Caſnero which falleth into Orenoque on this live S 
of Amapaia, anv that riuer is greater then Danubius, oz any of Europe: it riſethon the South * 
of Guiana from the mountaines which deuide Guiana from Amazones, and I thinke it to bee 
nauigable many hundzeth miles: but wee had no time,meanes, noz ſcaſonof the peere, to ſcarch 
thoſe riucrs foz the cauſes aforeſayd,the Wunter being come vpon vs, although the Winter and The we. or 
Summer as touching colde and heate differ not, neither doe the trees euer ſenſibly loſe their Ganz, 
leanes, but haue alwayes fruit either ripe oz greene, and moſt of them both bloſſome, leaues, 
ripe fruite,and greene at one time: but their Winter onely conſiſteth of terrible raines,and ouer⸗ 
flowing of the riucrs, with manp great ſtozmes and guſtes, thunder andlightnings,of which we 

ad out fill. ere wereturned, 

On the North ſide, the firſt riuer that falleth into Orenoque is Cari, bepond it on the ſame ſive 
is the riuer of Limo, betweene theſe two is a great nation ot Canibals, and their chiefe towne 
beareth the name of the riuer, and is called Acamacari: at this towne is a centinuall market of 
women foz tinee oꝛ foure hatchets a piece, they are bought by the Arwacas, and by chem ſold ins 
tothe Welt Indies. Tothe Meſt of Limo is the riuer Pao, beyond it Catuti, beyond that Voati 
and Capuri which falleth out of the great river of Meta, by which Berreo deſcended from Nucuo 
reyno de Granada, To the TUeſtward of Capuri is the pzouince of Amapaia, where Berreo 
wintered , and had ſo many of his people popſoned with the tawny water of the marſhes of the 735 
Anebas. Aboue Amapaia toward Nueuo reyno fall in Meta, Pato, and Caſſanar. To the Weſt 2 
ofthoſe towards the pꝛouinces ofthe Aſhaguas and Catetios are the riucrs of Beta, Dawney, : 
and Vbarro, and toward the fronticr of Peru are the pꝛouinces ot Thomebamba, and Caxamal- 
ca, Adiopning to Quito in the Nozth ſive of Peru are the riuers of Guiacar and Goauar : and 
mthe other ſide of the ſapd mount aynes the riuer of Papamene which deſcendeth into Maran- 
non 02 Amazones paſſing thozough the pꝛouince Mutylones where Don Pedro de Oſua who N 
wasſlaine by the traptour Agiri befoze rehearſed , built his bzigandines,when he ſought Guiana 
by the wap of Amazones, 

Betweene Dawney and Beralyeth a famous Jiland in Orenoque now called Baraquan (foz gy, 46, .; 
aboue Meta it is not knomen by the name ol Orenoque) which is called Athule, bepond which, Baraquaa, 
ſhips of burden cannot paſſe by reaſon of a moſt foxcible ouerfall, and curtent of waters: but in 
the eddy al (maller veſſels may bedzawen euentoPeru it ſelfe: But to ſpeake ofmozeof theſe ti⸗ 
ters without che veſcription were but tedious, and therefoze J will leaue the reſt to the veſcriptt- coe « 
on, This riuer of Orcnoque is nauigable foz ſhips little leſſe then 1000 miles, and foz leſſer veſ- nnaptꝰ timer 
lels nere 2000. Byit (as atozeſapd)Peru, Nueuo teyno, and Popaian, may beinuaded: it als pune easg 
ſo leadethtothegreat empire of Inga, tothe pzouinces W Anebas —— 
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in gold: his bzanchesof Coſnero, Manta, Caota deſcended fromthe widdie land & valley, which 
lieth betweenethe eaſter pꝛouince of Peru and Guiana; and it falles intothe ſea betweene Ma. 
rannon and Trinidad in two degrees and a halfe: all whichyour Honours ſhall better perceive 
in the general deſctiption of Guiana, Peru, Nueuo reyno the kingdome of Popayan,and Roidas 
with the pꝛouince of Venecuela, to the bay of Vraba, behind Cartagena Meſtward:and to Ama. 
Quai zones Youthward. Ahile we lap at ankoz on the coaſt of Canuri, and had taken knowledge of 
all che nations vpon the head and bzanches of this riuer, and had foundout ſomany ſeue ral people, 

which were enemies to the Epuremei. and the new conqucrours : I thought it time loſt to linger 

any longer in that place,eſpeciatly fon that the fury of Orenoque began dayly to (hzeaten vs with 
dangerg in our teturne: fox no halfe day paſſed, but the river began to rage and ouerflowe very 
 fearefullp,and the rames came yowne in terrivle ſbowers, and guſtes in great abundance: and 

withall, dux men began to crie out fox want of ſhife, foꝭ no man had place to beſtowe any other 
appaxell then that which he ware on his backe, and that was thzoughly waſht on his body foz the 
molt part tenne times in one day: and we had now bene welneere a moneth,euery dap paſſing to 
Chep reti the Aeſtward farther andfarther from our ſhippes, Wee therefoze turned towards the Eaſt, 
and ſpent the reſt pf the time in dilcoueting the riucr towards the ſea, which we had not viewed, 

and which was moſt material. 

The nert day following we left the mouth of Caroli, and arriued againe at the pozt of More. 
quiro wherc we were befoze: fox paſſing downe the ſtreame we went without labour, and againſt 
the winde, little lelſe then ayundzcth miles a day. Aſſoone as A came to avkoz, I ſent away one 

. foz olde I opiau ati, with whom J much deſired to haue further conference, and allo to dealt 
with bim foz ſome one of his tountrep, to bzing with vs into England, as well to learne the lan 
guage, as toconferre withall by the wap, the time being nowe ſpent ol any longer ſtay there, 
Mithin thzee houres after my meſſenger came to him, he arriued alſo, and with him ſuch a rabble 
of all ſoztsof people , and eucty one loden with ſome what, as if it had berne a great maiktt oꝛ 
fare in England :and our hungty componies cluſtered thicke and chzeefold among their baſkets, 

Che loft con'es euery one laying hand on what he liked. After he had reſted a while in my tent, I ſhutout all but 
ter Ralegh with our ſelues,and mpinterp2eter,and told him that J knew that both the Epuremei and the Spar 
Tag, | 8 niards were enemies to him, his countrey and nations: that the one had conquered Guiana al- 
daugqnt ino ready, andthe other ſought to regatne the ſame from them both: and therefoꝛe I deſited him to 
England, indruct me what he could, both of che paſſage into the golden parts of Guiana, and to the ciuill 
townes and apparelled people of Inga. Yee gaue mee an anſwere to this effect: firſt that her 
could not per ceiue that I meant to goe onward towards the citieof Manoa , fo neither the tim 
of the peere ſerued, neither could hee perceiue any ſufficient numbers foz ſuch an enterpꝛizz:: 
and if I did, I was ſure with all my company to bee buriev there, foz the Empcrour was of thac 
ſtrength, as that wwany times ſo many men moze were too fewe : beſides hee gaue mee this 
Lounſell to be god counſell and aduiſed mee to holde it in minde (as fo hunſelfe bee knewe, hee could not 
per conqueſts liue till mp teturne) that J thould not offer by any meanes hereafter to inuade the ſtrong perts 
ol Guiana without the helpe of all thoſe nations which were alſo their enemies: fo? that it was 
impoſſible without thole , either to bee conducted, to be victualled , 02 to haue ought caried with 
vs, our people not being able to indure the march in lo great heate, and crauell, vnleſſe the boz* 
derers gaue them helpe, to carte with them both their meate and furniture: Fo hee remembyev 
that in the plaines of Macureguarai thzee hundzech Spaniards were ouerthzowen, who were 
tired out, and had none of the bozdcrers to their friendes: but meeting their enemies as they 
paſſed the frontier, were enuironed on all ſides, and the people ſetting the long dꝛie graſle on 
fire, ſmoothered them, ſo as they had no byeath to fight, nc2 could diſterne their enemies fox 
the great ſmobe. Oe told me farther that 4 daies journey from his towne was Macureguarai, and 
_ Macureguarai p that thoſe were the next and nrereſt of the ſubiects of Inga, and of the Epuremei, and the firff 
firſtrowne of towne of apparelled and rich people, and that all tboſe plates of gold which were ſcattered among 
rich and appa- the bo2derers and caried to otber nations farre and neere, came from the \ yd Macureguarai 
relied pg. and were there made, but that thoſe ofthe land within were karre finer, and were faſhioned al⸗ 
ter the images of men, beaſtes, birds, and fiſhes, J aſked him whether · hee thought that thoſe 

companies that J had there with me, were ſufficient to take that cowne oz no? He told me that b⸗ 

thought they were. I then aſkedhim, whether he would aſſiſt me with guides, and ſome compa* 
nies of his people to ioyne with vs He anſwered that he would go himſelle with al che boꝛderers, 
if the riuers did remaine foozdable,vpon this condition that I wouldleaue with him til my return 
againe fifcy ſoulviers, which hee vndercooke co victuall 2 J anſwered chat J had not aboue fiftie

defence , they ſhouly bee in danger of the s in mp abſence, who J knewe ! 
vſe the ſame meaſure towards mine, that them at Trinidad : And although vpon 
motion Captaine Calfeild, Captaine Greenuile, mp nephew lohn Gilbert and vdiuers others 
OT WING lo Berteo 
erpetted daylie a ſuppiy out of Spaine, and looked alſo hourely fo2 his tonne to come downe 
from Nueuo reyno de Granada, with manp hoz ſe, and fooce , and had alſo in Valencia in the 
Caracas, two hundzeth hozſe trady to march, and I could not haue ſpared aboue foztie , and 
had not any ſtoze at all of powder, leave, oz match to haue left with them, noz any other pzo- 
aiſion, either ſpade, pickeaxe, oꝛ ought elſe to haue foxtified withall, 

When J had given him reaſon that I could not at this time leaue him ſuch acompanie, he 
then deſired mee to foꝛbe are him and his countrey fo2 that time, foz he aſſured mee that Aſhoulv 
ber no ſooner 'thzee vapes from the coaſt, but thoſe Epuremei would inuade him, and de⸗ 
eee tfhee ſhould any way either guide vs 01 aſſiſt vs 
"The farther alleaged,that the Spantards ſought his death, and asthep had already murtherev 
his Nephew Morequitolozd of that pzouince, ſo thep had him ſeuenteene dayes in a chaine be- 
foze hee was king of the countrey, and ledde him like a dog from place to place, vntil hee had 
payde an hundzeth plates ol golde, and diuers chaines of Spleen-ſtones fo his ranſome : and 
nowe ſince he became owner ofthat — — times lapd waite to take him, 


growen ere our returne, 

Ot kartber told me. that I could not deſire ſo much to inuade Macureguari,andthe reſt of Gui- 
ana, but that the boꝛdertrs would be moze vehement then I, fo2 he peelded foz a chiefe cauſe that 
inthe warres with the Epuremei, they wert ſpopled of their women, and that their wines ann 
were taken from them, ſo as fox their owne parts they deſiced nothing of the gulde oꝛ 
treaſure , fog theirlabours , but onely to recouer women from the : fo hee farther 
tomplayned very ſadly ( as it had beene amatter of great conſequence) that whereas they were 
wont to haue tenne oz twelue wines , they were now infozced to content themſelnes with thzee 
0} foure,and that the lozvs of the Epuremei had fifty 02 a hundzeth : And in truth they war moze 
foz women then either fox gold oz dominion : Foz the lozds ofcountreys deſire many childzen of 
their owne bodies, to increaſe their races and kinreds, foz in choſe conſiſt their greateſt truſt and 
ſtrength. Diuers of his followers afterwards deſired mee to make haſte againe, that they might 
ſicke the Epuremei,andJ aſkedthemof hat? They anſwered, of their womenfoz vs, andcheir 
gold fo2-you : fo2 the hope of thoſc manx ol women they moe deſire the war, then either fo2 gold, 
n foz the recoucry of their ancient territozies. Fo2 what betweenethe ſubiectsof Inga, and the 
Spaniards, thoſe frontiers are growen thinne of people, and alſo great numbers are fled to oihet 
nations farther off fo2 feareofthe Spaniards, | 

After J receiued this anſwere of the old man, we fell into conſideration, whether it had bene of 

better aduice to haue eatrev Macuteguarai, and to haue begun a warte vpon Inga at this time, 
peo} no, if the time of the peere,and all things elſe had ſozted. Fo mineowne pare (as we were 
noc avle to marchit foz the riucrs , neither had any ſuch ſtrength as was requiſice, and durſtnoc 
abive the comming of the inter, o2 co tarie any longer from our ſhips(J though it were euill 
counſell to haue attempted it at that time, although the deſire of gold will anſwere manp obiecti- 
ens but it would haue bin in mine opinion an veter ouerthzow tothe encerp1ize,if the ſame ſhouly 
be hereafter vy her Paieky axctpted : fo then (wheras now they haue heard we were enemies to 
the Spaniards i were ſent by ber Paieſlytorelieue them) they would as good cheaphaue iopnev 
with the Spaniards at our returne,as to haue yeelded vnto vs, whe they had pzoued that we 

both fog one errant, and that both ſought but to ſache & ſpoile them, but as pet our deſire of gold, 
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of mine called Hugh Goodwin, to learne the language. pure. 
mei — of golde , and howe they coup melt it out ol the ſtone; hee tolde met 

that the moſt of the golde whichthey made in ylates and was not ſeutred from the ſtone, 

The lake ot hut that un the lake of Manoa, amin a multitude of other tiuers thep gathered it in graines of 
N perfett gold and in peeces as bigge as ſmall ſtones, and that they put it to a part ot copper, other. 
wiſe they could nut wozkeic, and that they vſed a great earthen pot with holes round about it, 

and when they had mingled the gold and copper togetder, thep faſtened canes to the holes, and ſo 
with the bzeach of men they increaſed the fire till the metall ran, i; then they caſt it into moulds 

of ſtone and clay, and ſomake thoſe plates and images. I baue ſent your Honozsof two ſaztes 
ſuch as Jcould by chance recouer, maze to ſhewe the maner of them, then foz the value: q;

tor Ponte ot his countrey, pzomnſing 
to his towne that had ſtones of the colour of golde , which hee 
hadreftedthere one night, I went my ſeiſe in the 
of my. company , ouer land cowards the ſaid mount aint, 
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fields,as any man hath euer ſcene, with diuers copſies ſcattered here and there by the riuers ſide, 
and all asfull of deere as any foreſt oz parke in England, and in euerte lake and riuer the like a- 
bundance of fiſh and foule,of which lrraparragota is loꝛd. 

From the riuer of Mana, we croſt another river in the ſaid beautiful valley called Oiana, ę re* Oe, 
ted our ſelues by a cleere lake, which lay in the middle of the ſaid Oiana , and one of our guides 
kindling vs fire wicht wo ſtickes, wee ſtayed a while to dꝛie our ſhirts, which with the heate hong 
very wette andheauie on our ſholders. Afterwarvs wee ſought the fozd to paſſe over towarvs 
the mountaine called Ic onuri, where Pucijma fozetoldvs ofthe mine. In this lake we ſawone Ereat fideo 
of the great fiſhes,as big as a wine pipe, which they call Manaci, being moſt excellent and hol - Wed ci 
ſome meate. But after J perteiued, that to paſſe the ſaid riuer would require halfe a daes march 
mo2e, J was not able my ſelfe to indure it, and therefoze J ſent Captaine Keymis with ſire 
ſhot to goe on, and gaue him ozver not to returue tothe poztof Putijma, which is calledChipa- 
repare, but to take leiſure, and to march done the ſapd valley, as farre as a riuer called Cuma- 

e, where I pꝛomiſed to meete him againe , Putijma himſelfe pꝛomiſing alſo to bee his guide: 
and as they marched , they left the townes of Emparepana,and Capurepana,on the right hand, 
and marched from Putijmas houſe, downe the ſayd vallep of Amariocapana, and wee returning 
the ſame day to the riuers fide, ſaw by the wap manp rockes, like vato gold oe, and on the left 
round mountaine which conſiſted of minerall ſtone. 
From hence we rowedvowne the ſtreame, the pꝛouinte of Parino : As ſo thebzan- 
thes of riuers which I ouerpaſſe in this diſcourſe ſhall ve better exppeſſed in the deſcription 
with the mountaines of Alo, Ara, and the reſt, which are ſituate in the pꝛouinces of Parino and 
Carricurrina. When we were come as farre down as the land called Ariacoa, (where Orenoque 
deuideih it ſelle into thyee great banchex, each ot them being molt goodly rivers) I ſent amay 
captaine Henrie and captaine Greeneuile with the gallep, the neereſt may, and tooke 
with mee captaine Gi Calfield , Edward Porter, and captaine Eynos withmine 
owne barge , and the two wherries, and went downe that bzanch of Orenoque , which is called 
+ Cararoopana, which leaveth towards Emeria the pjouince of Carapana , and towarvs the 
Ea ſea, as well to finde out captaine Keymis, whome A had ſent ouer land, as allo acquaintmy 
elle with Carapana,who is ont of the greateſt of all the lozds of the Orenoqueponi: and when 
A tame to the riuerof Cumaca (to which Putijma ed to conduct captaine Keymis) J left 
captaine Eynos andmaſter Porter in the ſapdriuer to expect his comming, & the reſt of vs rowey 
In this bzanch called Cararoopana were alſo many goodly Iſlands , ſome offire miles long, 
ſome often, and ſome of twenty. Mhen ic grew towards ſunne.ſet, we entred a bzanchof ariuer 
that fell into Orenoquecalled Winicapora : where I wasenfozmed of the mountaine of Chi- winicapors. 
ſtall , to which in trueth kon the length of the wap, and the euill ſeaſon of the peere , Y was not a* 
bie to march, noz abive any longer vponthe iournep : wee ſaw it afarre off and it appearedlike ® migdty ca- 
awhite Curch-tower of an exteeding height. There falleth ouer it a mighty riner which tous lan el az. 
cheth no parc of the ſive of the mountaine , but ruſherh oucr the coppe of it, and falleth to the 
ground with lo terrible a noyſe andclamo}, as ifathouſand great bels were knockt one againff 
another, I thinke there isnotinthe wozld ſo ſtrange anouer-fall, noz ſo wonderfull to behold: 
Berreo told mee that there were Diamonds and other pzecious ſtones on it, and that they ſbi · pjumonds v 
ned very farre off: but what it hath J know not, neither durſt he oz any of his men aſcend to the other precious 
ay a ſayd mountaine, thoſe people adiopning being dis enemies (a they were ) und the aß 
Upon this riuer of Winĩcapota wee refted a while , and from thence marched into the coun- 
trey to a town called after the name of che riuer,whereof the captaine was one Timicwara, who 
alſo offered to conduct mee tothe top ofthe ſapd mountaine called Wacarima : But when wee oi 
came in firſt to the houſe of the ſayd Timirwara, being vpon one ol their ſapd feaſt dapes, we found 
them all as dzunke as beggers, and the pots walking from one to another without reſt : we that 
were weary , and hote withmarching , were gladofthe plenty though a ſmall quantitie ſaciſfiey 
iu. heir dzinke being very ſtrong and headie, and ſo reſted our ſelues a while;after wee had fedde, 
we dzewour ſelues backe to our boats, vpon the riuer and there tame to vs all the lozdes ofthe 
councrey , with all ſuch kinde of victuall as the place pcelded, and with their delicate wine of 
Pinas, and with abundance of hens , and other pzouilions, and of thoſe ſtones which wee call 


Wee vnderſtood by the chiefetaines of Winicapora , that their lozv C was departev 
mera which was now in gh tar ht was eva Cairamo avoying oth ee 
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ol Guiana, auer the valley called Amariocapana, being perſwaded by thoſe tenne Spanlards 
which lay at his houſe, that we would deſtroy hun, and his countrey. 

But after theſe Caſſiques of Winicapora ſ᷑ Saporatona hisfollowers perteiued our purpoſe, 
and ſaw that we came as enemies to the Spaniards onely, and had not ſo much as harmed any of 
thole nations, no though we found them to be of the Spaniards owne ſeruants, they aſſuxe d vg 
that Carapana would be as ready to ſerue vs, as any of the lozdsof the pꝛouinces, which we had 
paſſed; and that he durſt doe no other till this day but entertaine the Spaniards, his countrey 1p. | 

ing ſo directly in their wap, and next of all other to any entrance that ſhould be made in Guiana on 
that ſide, 

And they farther aſſured vs, that it was not fo feare of our comming that he wae remooued, 

but to be atquited of the Spaniards 0 any other that ſhould come hereafecr, Fox the pycuince 
of Cairoma is ſituate at the mountaine foote, which deutdeth the plaines of Guiana from he 
tountreps of the Orenoqueponi : by meanes whcreof if any ſhould come in our abſent e into his 
townes , hee would ſliponer the mountaines into the plaines of Guiana among the Epuremei, 
where the Spaniards durſt not follow him without great foꝛte. 

But in mine opinion, 02 rather J aſſure mpſelfe, that Carapana (being a notable wiſe and 
ſubtil fellow, a man ok one hundzed peeres of age, and thercfoze of great erperience) 1sremoguep, 
to looke on. and if he finde that we returne ſtrong he will be ours, ifnot, hce will excuſe his veyar- 
ture to the Spaniatds, and ſap it was fo feare of ourcomming, 

ee there foze thought it booteleſſe to rowe ſo farre downe the ſtreame, 02 to ſecke any (ac; 
ther ofthis olde fox: and therefoze from the riuer of Waricapana ( which lieth at the entrance 
of Emeria) wereturncd againe, and left tothe Eaſtward thoſe foure riuers which fall from the 
mountaines of Emeria into Orenoque, which are Waracayati, Coirama, Akanitt ind Iparoma: 
below thoſe foure are alſo theſe bꝛanches and mouthesof Orenoque, which fall into the E aſt ſea, 
whereof the firſt is Aratuii, the next Amacura, the third Barima,the fourth Wana, the fift Moroo- 
ca, the ſitt Paroma, the laſt Wijmi: beyond them there fall out of the land betweene Orcnoque 
and Amazones 14 riucrs which I fozbeare to name, inhabit en by the At w acas and Cantbals, 

It is now time to returne towards the Roꝛth, and wee found it a weariſcme way backe from 
the boꝛders ol Emeria,torccoucr vp againe to the head of the riuer Carerupana, hy which we de⸗ 
ſcended, and where we parted from che galley, which J directed to take the next way to the pot 
of Topatimaca, by which we entre d firſt. | 

All the night it was ſtoꝛmie and darke and full of thunder and great ſhowers, ſo as wee were 
dꝛiuen to keepecloſe by the bankes in our ſmall boats, being all heor:ilp afraid both of the billow 
and terrible curent of the riuer. By the next moꝛning we recouered the mouth of the riuer of Cu- 
maca, where we left captaine Eynus and Edward Porter to attend the commug of captaine Key- 
mis ouct᷑ land: but when wee entred the ſame , they had heard nonewes of his arrinall, which 
bꝛed in vs a great doubt what might become of him: J rowev vp a league 02 two farther into 
the riuer, ſhooting off pieces all the wap, that hee might know of our being there, And the next 
mo2ning wee heard them anſwere vs alſo with a piece: weetooke them aboozd vs, and ccoke 
our leaue of Putima thei: guide, who ot all others moſt lamented our departure, and offered to 
ſend his lonne with vs into England, if we could haue ſtayed till he had ſent backe to his cowne 
but our hearts were cold to behold the great rage and increaſe of Orenoque, and therefoꝛe de⸗ 
parted, and turned toward the Teſt, till we had recouered the parting ol the thꝛee bzanches afo2e- 
ſapd, that we might put downe the ſtreame after the galley, 

The nert day we landed on the Jſlandof Aſſa pano( which veuideth the riuer fromthat bzanch 
by which we ſent do wne to Emeria) and there feaſted our ſelues with that beaſt which is cellev 
Armadilla pꝛeſented vnto vs befoze at Winicapora, and the day following we recovered the gal⸗ 
lep at anko at the poꝛt of Toparimaca, the ſame tuening deperted with very foule weather and 
terrible thunder, and ſhcwcrs,fo2 the inter was come on very farre: the beſt was, we went no 
leſſe then 100 miles a day, downe the riuer: but by the way we cntred, it was in poſſible to re⸗ 
turne, fox that the riuer of Amana, being in the bott ome of the bay of Guanipa, cannot be ſayled 
backe bp auy me anes, both the bꝛize and current of the ſea were lo foxcible: and chercfoze wee kol⸗ 
lowcd a bzanchof Orenoquecalled Capuri, which entre into the ſea E aſtward of our ſhips, to 
the end we might beate with them befozethe wind, and it was not without necde, foz we had by 
that wap as much tocroſſeof the maine ſea after we came to the riuers mouth,as bet we en Graue 
lyn and Douer, in ſuch boats as pour Hon. hath heard. | | 

To ſp:ake of what paſt home ward were tedious, either to deſcribe 02 name any of the riuers. 
Allands,o} villages of the Tiuitiuas which dwell en trees: we will leaue all thoſe tothe m__ 
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-mappe : and to be ſhozt, uh n we were arriued at the ſea (ide, then grewour greatet doubt, any 
the bittereſt of all our journey fozepalled, fo I pꝛoteſt befoʒe God, that we were in amo? vcſpe- 
tate eſtate: fo2 the ſame night which we ankozedin the mouth of the riuer of Capuri,where it fal 
lech into the ſea, there aroſe a mightie ſtoꝛme, and the riuers mouth was at leaſt a league bzoad, 
ſo as we ranne befozenight cloſe vnder the land with our mall boates,and bzought the Galley as 
neere as we could, but ſhe had as much a doe to liue as could be, and there wanted little of her 
ſiaking , and all choſe in her: fo2 mine owne part J confeſſe, J was very doubttull which way tc 
take, either to goe ouer in the peſtred Galley, there being but lice foote water oucr the landes 
fo} two leagues together, and that alſo in the channel{, and ſhe dꝛew fiue : o2 to aduenture in ſc 
great a billow, and in ſo doubtfull weather, tocroſſe the ſeas in my barge. The longer we tar- 
tied the woꝛſe it was, and therefoze I tooke Captaine Gifford, Captaine Calfeild, and my toſer 
Greeneuiic into my barge; and after it cleared vp, about midnight we put our ſeĩues to Gods 
keeping , and thꝛuſt out into the ſea, leauingthe Galley at anker. who durſt not aduenture but b 
dap · ligbt: And ſo being all very ſober , and melancholy ,one faintly chearing another to ſhewc 
tourage, it pleaſed God that the next day about nine of the clocke , wee deſcried the Jlande o 
Trinidad, and (tearing fo} the neereſt part of it, wee kept the ſhoze till wee came co Cuti⸗ P-1 
pan A. wee founde our ſhippes at ankoꝛ, then which there was neuer to vs a mNe oy ; 
full light, 
ow that it hath ple aſed Gad to ſende vs ſafe co our ſhippes ic is time to u. t Guiana to 
che Dunne, whom they wozihippe, and ſteare away cowarves che Noth: 7 will thereſoꝛe in a 
ewe woꝛdes finiſh the dilconery thereol, Df the ſeuerallnations which we found vpon this dif- 2 rebea: ail < 
- couery J will once againe make repetition ,.and howe they are affected, At our firſt enteranc* ai the matten 
into Amana, which is ene of the outlets of Orenoque, we left on the tight hand of vs inthe v9c- —— 
tome of the bay, lying directly againſt Trinidad, a nation of inhumame Canibals , which inha⸗ — 
bite the riuers of Guanipa and Berbeeſe; in the ſame bay there is alſo a third river which is cal⸗ 
led Areo, which rileth on Paria ſide towarvs Cumana, and that river is inhabited with che Wi- 
kiri, whole chiefe towue vpon the ſapd riuer is 5ayma; In this bay there are no moe rivers, bit 
theſe thꝛee befoze rehearſed, and the foure branches of Amana, all which in the Winter thuſ: 
ſo greatabundance of water into the ſea, as the ſame is taken vp freſh, two 82 thice leagues fron; 
the land. In the paſſages towardes Guiana (that is, in all thoſe landes which the eight bzan« 
ches of Orenoque faſhion ints Jlands) there are but one ſogt of people called Tiuitiuas, but of 
two caſtes as they cearine them, che one called Cia wani, the other Waraweeti, and thoſe warrs 
due with another. | 
On the hithermoſt part of Orenoque, ag ac Toparimaca, and Winicapora, thoſe are of a na- 
tion called Nepoios , and ere of the followers of Carapana, Low of Emeria. Betweene Wini- 
capora and the pozt of Morequito which ſtandeth in Aromaia, ans all thoſe in the valley of A. 
mariocapanaare called Orenoqueponi, and did obey Morequito, and are now followers of To- 
piawari , Upon the riuer of Caroli, axe the Canuri, which are gouerned by a woman (who is 
inheritrix of chat Pzouince ) who came karre off to ſee our Nation, and aſked me diuerſe que⸗ 
ſtions of her Paieſtie , being much delighted with the diſcourſe of her Paieſties greatneſſe, 
and wondering at ſuch repozts as we truely made of her Highneſſe many vertucs, And vpon 
the head of Caroli, and onthe lake of Caſſipa, are the thzee ſtrong Nations of the Caſſipago- 
tos. Right South into the land are the Capurepani, and Emparepani, and beyond thoſe adioy- 
ning to Macureguarai ( the firſt citie of Inga ) are the Iwarawakeri : ali theſe are pjoſeſſedene- 
mies tothe Spaniards, and to the rich E puremei alſo, To the Wieſt of Caroli are diuerſe na- 
tions of Canibals, andof thoſe Ewaipanoma without heads, Directly Teſt are the Amapai- 
as and Anebas, which are alſo marueilous rich in gold. The reſt towards Peru we wili comic. 
Onthe Nozthok Orenoque, betweene it and the Weſt Indies are the Wikiri, Saymi, and the 
reſt befoze ſpoken of, all moꝛtall enemies to the Spaniarves, Du the South ide of the maine 
mouth ot Orenoque, are the Arwacas ; and beyond them the Canibals amd to the South of them 
the Amazones. 
To make mention of the ſeuerall beaſts, birds, fiſhes, truits, flowers gummes, ſweet woods, 
and of their ſeuerall religions and cuſtomes, would fo? the firſt r2quire as many volumes as thoſe 
of Geſnerus, and fo? the reſt another bundle of Decades. The teligion of the Epuremei is thc 
ſame which the Ingas, Emperours ot Peru vſed, which may be read in Cicca, and other Spanilh p04: Ci 
ſtoztes, how they beleeue the mmoꝛtalitie of the ſoule,wo2ſhip the Sunne, and burie withthem 
altue their bet beloued wiues and treaſure, as thep likewiſe doe in Pegu in the Eaſt Indies, and 
other places. The Orenoqueponi bury nat their wines wich them, but their tewels, hoping ts

molt epther rich in golde. o in other marchandizes, The common ſouldier ſhall here fight foz

It hath 
a kind of beaſt called Cama, o2 Anta, as bigge as an Engliſb beefe, andingreacplentie, 
Toſpeake ol the ſeuerall ſozts ofeuerpkind, J feare would be troubleſome to the Reader, 
and therefoze I will omit them, and conclude that both foz healch, good ap1e, pleaſure,andriches 
J amreſolaedit cannot bee equalled by any region either in the Eaſt oz Weſt, Pozeouer the 
countrey is ſo healthful, as of an hundzed perſons @ moze(which lay without ſhift molt fluttilhly, 
and were euery dap almoſt d with heate inrowing and marching , and ſuddenly wet againe 
with great ſhowers, and did eace of all ſozts of coprupt fruits, andmade meales offreſh iſh with

Whereinthe Reader is co be ad- 
uertiſed, that although the Spaniards ſeeme to glorie much of their formall poſſeſſion taken 
before Moreguito the Lord of Aromaya, and others thereabouts, which throughly vnder- 
ſtood them not at that time, whatſoeuer the Spaniards otherwiſe pretend : yet, according to 
the former diſcourſe, and as alſo it isrelated by Cmoraco, the ſonne of Topiawary now chiefe 
Lord of the ſaid «Aromaya, who was brought into England by Sir Walter Ralegb, and was 

reſent at the ſame poſſeſſion and diſcouetie of the Spaniards mentioned in theſe letters; it ap- 
peareth that after they were gone out oftheir countrey, the Indians then hauing farther con- 
fideration ofthe matter, and more then coniectute of their intent, hauing knowen and heard 
of their former cruelties vpon their borderers and others of the Indians elſewhere : At their 
next comming, there being ten of them ſent and imployed for a farther diſcouery, they were 


ouided to teceiue and entertaine them in an other maner of ſort then they had done before; 


that is to ſay, they ſlew them and buried them in the countrey ſo much ſought, They gaue 
them by that meanes a full and complete poſſeſſion, the which before they had but begunne. 
And ſo they ate minded to doe, io as many Spaniards as come after. Other poſſeſſion they 
haue had none ſince. Neither doe the Indians meane, as they proteſt, to giue them any other. 


One other thing to be temembted is that in theſe letters the Spaniards ſeeme to call Gaians 
and other countries neere it, bordering vpon the tiuet of Orenogue, by the name of Nuene 


Dorado , becauſe of the great plentie of golde there in moſt places to be found. Alluding 


alſo to the name of E! Dorado which was giuen by Afartinez.to the great citic of Manoa, as 


is in the former treatiſe ſpecified. This is all I thought good to aduertiſe, As for ſome other 
macters, I leaue them to the conſideration and iudgement of the indifferent Reader,

I hauc bene certaine letters receiued here of late, of a land newip diſcoueted called 
Nueuo Dorado, from the ſonnes of certaine inhabitants of chis citie , who were in the dit 
couery : they wite of wonderfull riches to be found in the ſaid Dorado , and that golde there is 
in great abundance: the courſe to fall with it is fiftie leagues to the winde ward of Margarita.

7 wozth the witing, lauing of a diſcouery lately made by the Spa- 
niardes in a new land called Nucuo Dorado, which is two dayes ſayling to the wind ward 
of Margarita: there is golde in ſuch abundance , as the like hath not bene heard of, Tee haue it 
fo) certaine in letters witten from thence by ſome that were in the diſcouerie , vnto their pa: 
rents here in this citie. I purpoſe ( God willing) co beſtow tenne 02 twelue dayes in ſearch of 
the ſaid Dorado, as J paſſe in my voyage towards Carthagena, hoping there to make ſome good 
ſale of our commodities, I haue ſent you therewith part of the of the ſaid diſcoue- 
ie, that was ſent to his Paieſtie.

Nthe riuer of Patootherwiſe called Orenoque,inthe p)incipall part thereof called Wariſme- 
ro, the 23 of Apzil 1593 Domingo de veramaſter of the campe, and Generall foz Antonio 
de Berreo Gouernour and Captaine gener all fo2 our lozd the king, betwixt the riners of Paco 
and Papamene alias Orenoque , and Marannon, and of the Jland of Trinidad, in p2cſence of 
me Rodrigo de Caranca Regiſter for the ſea, commanded all the ſouldiers to be dzawen together

They pꝛomiſed vs that it we would goe vnto chem, they would ayde vs; but they 
were ſuch i inite numbers, as na doubt they would kill vs, And being aſked how they gat Þ ſame 
Gold. they told vs they went to a certaine Downe oz plapne,and puiled oʒ digged vp the graſſe by 
the rote: which done, they tooke ofthe earth, putting it in great buckt ts, which they caried to 
waſh at che riuer, and that which came in powder they kept foz their Borracheras oz tzunken 
feats: and that which was in peeces they wꝛaught into Eagles. 

The ( igut of May wee went trom thence, and marched about five leagues: at the focteof a 
hill wee found ap2incipall called Arataco with tee thot((aud Indians, nren and women all 
in peace and with much victuall, as Hennes and Uentſon in great abundance, and many ſoꝛtes 
of wine. Mee intreatedvs to goe ro his hauſe, and to teũ that night in his Towne, ve ing of fiue 
hundzed hauſes, The interpꝛeter aſked whence hee had thoſe Pennes: he ſayde ihey were 
hꝛouaht from amountaine not paſſing a quarter of a league chence, where were many Indians, 
rei ſo many as graſle on the ground, and that theſe men had the points of their ſhoulders higher 

then th? Crownes of their heads, and had ſo many Pennes as was wonderfull ; and if wee 
woulo haue any, wee ſhould ſend them Tewes harpes, fozthep wonld giue fo eucry one two 
hennes. UQee cooke an Indian, and gaue him fine hundꝛed Paryes; the Hennes were ſa many 
that hee bꝛought vs, as were not to be numbꝛed. ee ſayve wee would goe thither ; they tolde 
vs they were now in their Borrac heras 02 dunken feaſts, and wouls kill vs, Cee aſked the Jn» 
nan that bꝛought the Pennes,if it were true; hee ſayde it was moſt true. Tee aſkevhim how 
| they made their Borracheras 02 dʒunken keaſts; hee ſayde, they had many Eagles ok golde han⸗ 
ging on their bꝛeaſts, and Pearles in their eares, and that they daunced being all conered with 
Galde, The Indian ſayde vnto vs, i wee would lee chem, wee ſhould giue h:m ſome Oatchets, 
and he would being vs of thole Eagles, The Maſter ol the Campe gaue him one Hatchet (bee 
would giue him no moze becauſe they ſhould not vnderſtand we went to ſeeke golde) he bzought 
van Eagle that weighed 27. pounds of good Golde. The Maſter of the Campe tooke it, and 
ſhewed it to the ſouldiers, and then thzew it fromhim, making ſhewe not to regard it. About 
midnight came an Indian and ſayd vnto him, Gtue mee a Pickeate, and J will tell chet what 
the Indians with the high ſhoulders meane to doe. The Interpzeter tolde the after of the Indians with 
Campe, who commanded one to be gtuen him: hee then tolde vs, choſe Indians were comming — chou 
tokill vs lo aur marchandiʒe. Hereupon the Maſter of the Cainpt cauſed his company to bee 
let in oꝛder, and beganne to march, The eleuenth day of Pap wee went about ſeuen leagues 
from thence toa Pꝛouinte, where wee found a great company of Indians apparelled: they 
tolve vs that if wee came to fight, they would fill vp choſe Plaines with Indians co with 
vs; but if wee came in peace, wee ſhould enter and bee well ent rtamed ok them, becauſe they 
duda great deſire toſeeLhyiſttans ; and there they tolde vs of all the riches that was. J doe 
not heere ſec it done, becauſe there is no place fo it, but it ſhall appeare by the infozmatton 
that 1 his Paieſtie: fox if ic ſhould heere bee ſet downe, fourc leaues of paper would 
' lot containe ic.

T ſayd (adnancing the kings great treaſure in the Indies) that Nueuo Reyno peelded ves 
ry manp Golde mines, and wonderfull rich; but lately was diſcouered a certaine Pzouince 
ſo richin Golde, as the repozt thereof may ſeeme incredible. it is theie in ſuch abundance, and is 
called El Nueuo Dorado: Antonio de Berreo made the ſaid diſcouerie.

Hue here briefly ſet downe the effect ofthis your ſecond Diſcouerie'with

perſon,leadeth mee to wrice of your ſelfe, vnto your ſelſe, that ſmall libertic 
s which I have therein vſed, ſhall, l doubt not, without offence or ſiniſter con. 
ſtruction, be giuen to the cauſe in hand: which, whether it ſuffer not detri- 
ment, by attributing leſſe then of right belongeth; the ivdgement bee theirs, chat vprightly 
and indafferemtly ſhall weigh the conſequents of theireuill purpoſe, who in ſeeking to deitact 
fromthe Author of theſe Diſcouerics,doe ſo much as in che lierh,wound,deface,& tread ynder 
foot the thing it ſelſe.

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you hauc willingly vndergone forthe good and aduancement of our weale publique. The 
otaiſe · worthineſſe thereof doeth apptoue it ſelſe, and is hettex read in your liuing doings, then 
in my dead vnregarded papers, All that I can wiſh, is that my life were a ſufficient pledge, to 
iuſtific, how much more calie, and more materiall, the courſe for G would bee then 
others, which requiring — charge, yeelde not ſo large benefit, and ate ſubiect to more 
doubtfull euents. If vnto their wiſdomes who fic in place and authority, it ſhall ap other- 
wiſe,and that in following of other attempts there is leſſe difficultie,certainer profit, and need. 
fuller offence vnto the enemie : the coſt and trauaile which you haue beſtowed , ſhall not, I 
nope, be altogether loſt, if vnto your Honour Ican proue how, and where the amendsis to be 
had,maugre the force and prevention of all Spaniards.

e Nrhings camnefily deſired, though neuer ſo likely, we are ſtill ſuſpicious : thin- 
Y king it more credite to our common wiſedome, to diſcredice moſt noble and 
V profitable indeuouts with diſtruſt, then touch co our valours and ſaſeties, to lie 
* RA) wilfully idle. So that howſocuer an action well and iudicially attempted, bet 
e ſteemed halfe performed; yet is this my icalous conceite concerning G 
ana, that nothing is begun, before all be ended. In this regarde (gentle Reader) I haue preſu- 
med to burthen thine cares wich the weake plea of a good cauſe, and in ſtead of opening it 
throughly to thy prudent conſideration, to note only mine one vnſatiſfied affeRion: hoping 
that becauſe I doe name Guiana vnto thee, thou wilt vouchſaſe hoc nowine , to vaile and co- 
uer all other my defects in the deſert ofa good meaning. In publiſhing this Treatiſe, my labok 
principally tendeth to this end; to remoue all fig-leaues from our vnbeliefe, that either it ma 
baue cauſe toſhake off the colourable pretences of ignorance: or if we will not be — 
that our ſelfe-will may reſt inexcuſable. They that ſhall apply, and conſttue this my doing. to 
ſerue the Spaniard his turne ſo wel as out owne; in ſo much as it may ſeeme to inſtruct, warne, 
and atme him: fot their ſatis faction herein, they mult not be ignorant, that his eyes, in ſeeing 
our ſhipping there, doe as effectually informe him, —— — our hearts ate toward that 
place, as if it ſhould be credibly aduertiſed by ſome corrupt hireling, hat we thinle, write, and 
diſcourſe of nothing els. Neither can I imagine, that to conceale our knowledge herein( which 
to conceale may perhaps proue, & be hereaſter taken for wotſe the paricide) would be of bet 
det purpoſe, then to hood winke our ſelues, as who would ſay, No man ſhall ſee vs. Beſides, if 
the action were wholy to bee effected at her Maieſties charge: then might it at her Higbneſſe 
pleaſure be ſhadowed with ſome other dtiſt. and neuer be diſcouered . vntill it were acted. Bue 
ſince it etaueth the approbation and purſes of many Aduenturers, who cannot be ſo prodigall 
both of their poſſeſſions and liues, as voluntarily to run themſelues out of breath, in purſuing 
they know not what: greatreaſon it la, that where aſſiſtance is to be asked, due cauſes be yeel- 
ded to perſwade & induce them vnto it. The Spaniard is not ſo ſimple, vnſetled, & vncertaine 
in his determinations, as to build them on our breath ot to make our papers his Bulwarks; nor 
lo ſlow as to expecta precedent of our forwardnes. His proceedings are ſufficiently ſtrengthe- 
ned with the trauailes, s, & ſubſtantial proofes ofhis own men, that haue aboue 60. yeres 
beaten round about this buſh, And to ſay a trueth, the expedition that he hath vſed in ſending 
ſo many ſhips in February laſt to people this country, & diſappoint vs; as it doth conſequent-· 
ly ſhe w, that he findeth his chieſeſt force and ſine wes to conſiſt in golde : ſo doeth he thereby 
plainly to our faces exprobrate our remiſneſle & long deliberations, ihat in i a. moneths ſpace 
haue done, or ſought to doe nothing worthy the ancient fame & reputation of our Engliſh na- 
tion, intereſſed in ſo weighty buſineſſe. * His late prouiſion ofa new ſupply of whole families In ume 196 
tothe number of 600. perſons, bound for Guiana, but that it pleaſed God, that by meanes of 
thatrighthonoucable ſeruice molt reſolutely performed in the fea-fight,and ſacking of Cadiz, 
the ſhips whereinthey ſhould haue bin conueyed, were conuerted into aſhes: what might ĩt 
ſignifieꝰ Certes,as it doth euidently proue, that E Dorado hath vndoubted credit & account in 
their iudgemets: ſo pointeth ic at vs, whilſt we only to entertain idle time, ſit liſtening for Gui- 
na ne wes, & inſtantly forget it, as if it were noughe A a pleaſing dreame of a goldẽ _ 
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It we with our ſelues ſhall expoſtulate, how this commeth to paſſe, that the aduantage whol 
reſting on our lide,in reſpect that Berreo was this laſt yere beaten our, the countrey throughly 
diſcoueted, & the Inhabitants made deſirous of her ſacred Maieſties happy gouernment; the 
notwithſtanding by entring before vs, haue now gotten) ſtart of vs: what may wethinke?Shal 
wee iudge that their eee . leſſe deare, or more weariſome vnto them, then ours 1s 
vnto vs? Their Peruleri, who going bare & empty out of Spaime,do againe within 3. or 4.yeres 
teturne from Pers, rich and in good eſtate, doe apparantly diſprove all ſuch conceits of them, 
Shall wee ſay ihat they haue more ſpare men to be imployed in ſuch actions ? It is no ſeciet to 
know the contrary. Are they ſubiect to penury? In all parts of Chriſtendom, M here money is 
not ſcant, all other things are plentifull. Or is their land not able to ſuſtain their numbers of 
people? They buy many ſlaues to follow their husbandry , & themſelues difdaining baſe idle. 
nes & beggery,doall honour military profe ſſion, bien, eſteeming it in their mercenaries and 
ſtrangers, Is it then want of ability, in choſe that ate willing, lac ke of incouragement, cr de- 
fault of ſpeedy order and ditection for thoſe that doe voluntarily offer themſelues, their ſub- 
ſtance, & beſt indeuour to further this cauſe; that maketh vs to be chus coated of the Spaniard? 
The firſt is no queſtion. Ihe later needeih no anſwere. The profit then by their example tobe 
gathered is, not to looſe opportunitic by delay, or to ſeeme feateful and diſmayed, where there 
is no cauſe of doubt. For as yet their poſt- haſte doeth no way preiudice our aduiſed leiſurt in 
ſetting forward, ſince their preparations of Negros to worke in the mynes, heit horſes, cattell, 
and «. by neceſſaries may (by the fauour of God)at our fiſt comming, both ſtore ys v quan- 
tires of gold oare, and eaſe vs of much trouble, paines, and trauaile. It we ſhould ſuppoſe out 
ſelues now to liue in the dayes of King Henry the ſeuenth of famous memory, and the ſtrange 
report of a Weſt Indies, ot new world abounding with great treaſure ſhould entice vs to be- 
lecue it: perhaps it might be imputed for ſome blame to the grauity of wiſe men, lightly to bee 
carried with the petſwaſion and hope of a new found * by ſuch a one as Columbus was, 
being an alien, and many wayes ſubiect to ſuſpition. But ſince the penance ofthat incredulity 
lieth even now heauy on our ſhoulders; the example forethreatning, Iknow not what repen- 
tance: and that we haue the perſonal triall of ſohonourable and ſufficient a Reporter,ourown 
Countriman: let it be farte from ys to condemne our ſelues in that, which ſo worthily ve re- 
proue in our predeceſſors; and to let our idle knowledge content it ſelſe with naked contem- 


plation, like a barren wombe in a woos We cannot denie that the chiefe commendation 
2 


of vertue doth conſiſt in action: we truely ſay, that Otiu is anime vine ſepultara: we belecue, 
that perfect wiſedome in this mobility of all humaine affaires, refuſeth not with any ptice to 
purchaſe ſaſetie: and we iuſtly do acknowledge that the Caſtilians from barelegged mountai- 
ners haue atteiued to their greatneſſe by labour & induſtrie, To ſleepe then, becauſe it coſleth 
nothing; to imbrace the preſent time, becauſe it flattereth ys with deceitfull contentment;and 
to kiſſe ſecurity, ſaying , What cuill happeneth vnto vs? is the plaine high way to a fearefull 
downfall: from which the Lord in his mercy deliuer vs, and giue ys an ynderſtanding heart, in 
time to ſee, and to ſecke that, which belongeth vnto our peace. .

The ſecond voyage to Guiana. 


Unday the 26. of January, in the yeere of our Lozd x 596, we departed from 

Rs Portland toad, in the Darling cf London, haning in company the Diſcouc« 

(a) AIR cr ,almall pinneſſe. whom weloſtat ſea, infoule weather, the Thurſday next 

They tan wu 5 V/, following, Fridaythe 13. of Feb2nary, wee fell with the Canarie Jſlands, 


— vbere we expected our pinneſſe, accoꝛding to our appoputmemt , ſcuen o; eight 
5 dayes. Ocre we tooke two boats, the one a paſſenger, we bulged,the other wee 
e Verde. towed at dur ſpippe ſterne, ſtecring Southſouihweſt fez the Jllands of Cape Verde. Theres 
hence we ſet ſaile the 28. of Febjuarie, ketp ng a Weſtſouthweſt courſe, In this paſſage wee 
found vt ry ſmooth leas,faire weather,and ſtevvie winds, blowing ozdinarily betweene the Eat 
and Noꝛtheaſt popnts, Neere 30. leagues from theſe Jllands, wee came into agrowne ſea, the 
ſwollen waters making a ſtrange noiſe #hurelingrogether,as if it might be twoſtrong currents 
encountring ech other. The 12. ol Marth wee ſounred,and had ſandie grourd in 47,fatheme,At 
midnight in twelue fathom wee came to an anker, the ground ſanvieoeze, Sund ey the 14. tos 
waros night, about ſome (ire {eaques fromthe ſhoʒe, wee deſcried a lom land inthe bottome of 4 
Bay. From the 9. ot March vn al this time. we kept fo2 che moſt part a Southſouthweſt ccurſe. 
The water in this plate is ſmooch, but muddie, und the colour revoz tauny. F rom the *

moſt of the Cape Verde - Iſlands vnts chis Bap J doe eſtimate the diſtance to be neere 550 
icazues.Jc ſeemed co moſt of nur ſea-men, to be the very banke of a ſtoald vpcn a lee · ſt oe: the 
racher becauſe without it, in the cleane greeneſes wee had buc 7. fathome depth: but after by 
pꝛoofe fiuding that there is no ſudden alteration in anppart ofthe coall, and that the ſea is (moo- 
cheſt ncere the land, we al wayes ac night ſought to anker in ihzee oz foure fathome. And doub:: 
leſſe as the hand of God is woonderfull in all his woꝛkes: ſo herein his mercifull pꝛouidence is 
noſt admirable,that vpon alee-ſhoze ſubiect vnto a perpetuall Eaſtecly gale, neither much wind 
an endanger ſhipping, bo reaſon that the foule heaute water is not capable of vehement motion. 
and the ſoft light oaze , if they touch, cannot bzuile them: noꝛ is there any ieopatdie in beeing 
wind- bound, oz imbaped: fox the molt foxcible windes make the greateſt flcod-tives, whereby 
the freſhets when they take their ozdinarte courſe of ebbe,doe grow ſtrong and ſwift, ſetting di 
rectly off to ſea againſt the wind. Mee bp turning went cleere of all Baycs : howbeit in thic 
caſe, as alſo in the riuers, the vſe of a dꝛoue ſayle ſecmeth a good and readie helpe, The firſt 
ylace wherein wee ankercd, was in the mouth of Arrowari, a faire and great riuer, It ſtan⸗ 


ſhips direction, The barre without hath at the leaſt chzee fathome, at the ſhoaldeſſ place, when 
t is lowe ebbe. The depth within is eight and tenne fathome, The water alwapes bjackiſh, 
De found not any inbabitants in this place neerc the ſea coaſt, I omit here to recite the namer 
of the nations that are boꝛderers, their townes, Captames and commodities that their coun⸗ 
treps doe peelde, as alſo the ſoundings, tydes and how the coaſt lyeth qc. thinking it fitteſt cc 
reduce theſe diſiopned and ſcattered remembꝛances to one place, As wee paſſed we alwapes 
kept the ſhoze within vic we and ſtopped the floods, fill ankering at night in c<2ee oz foure la- 
thome, When we came to the Nozth headland of this Bay (which wee named Cape Cecyl) 
we ſawe two high mountaines like two Jflands, but they ioyne with themapne. Jn this cract 
lying Nozthnozthwelt neere 60, leagues, there fall into the ſea theſe ſeuer all great rivers , Ar 
cowati, lwaripoco, Maipari, Coanawini,Caipurogh, Cee ankcred in two fathome not farre 
from theſe hilles, and filled all our caſke with freſh water by the ſhippe ſide, fo} in the ſea thirtie 
miles krom the mouth ok any riuer it is freſh and good. This ſecond Bay extendethit ſelle aboue 
thircie leagues to the TWeſtward,and containeth within it theſe riuers Arcooa, Wispoco, Wa- 
nati,Caparwacka,Cav.o,Caian, Wia, Macuria,Cawroor,Curaſlawini,Yereleauing the ſhip at 
anker, I cooke into the boate lohn Prouoſt, my Indian Interpꝛeter, lohn Linſey, and eight oꝛ 
nine others, intending to ſearch ſome of theſe riuers, and to ſeeke ſpeech with the Indians. In 
Wiapoco, at the foote ot the Eaſtermoſt mountaine , where the riuer falleth into the ſea, wer 
found twentie oꝛ thirtie houſes, but not inhabited, Tee ſtaped there but one night. Wan ari we 
duerpalled, becauſe the entrance is rockie and not deepe, Jn Caperwacka we ſailed ſome four- 
tie miles, but could ſee no Indian. At one of their poꝛtes vnder the ſideof a hill, wee cooke in ſo 
much Bꝛaſill wood as our boate could carrie. Amongſt other trees we cut downe one foz an ex⸗ 
ample,which J do verily beleeucto ve the ſame ſoꝛt of ſinamon, which is found in the ſtreights 
of Magellan. From Caperwacka wee paſſed to Ca wo, and there met with a Canoa, whercin 
were two Indians. It was long time befoꝛe wee could pꝛocure them to come neere vs, fo2 they 
doubted leaſt wee were Spaniſh, Ahen my interpꝛeter had perſwaded them the contrarie, and 
that wee came from England, they without farther ſpeech oz de lay, bought vs to Wareo their 
Captaine , — ts moſt friendly, and then at large declared vntovs , that hee was 
lately chaſed bythe Spaniards from Moruga,onc of the neighbour riuers to Raleana,oz Oreno- 
que: and that hautng burn: his ownc houſes, and deſtroyed his fruites and gardens , hee havlefc 
his countrey and townes to bee poſſeſſed by the Arwaccas , who area vanabound nation of Jn- 
dianz, which finding no certaine place of abode of their owne, doe fo2 the moſt part ſerue and fol- 
low the Spanpards. Oce ſhe wed me that he was ofthe nation of the Iaos, who are a mightie 
people, and ofa late time were Loꝛos of all the ſeacoaſt ſofarreas Trinidad, which they likewiſe 
polleſſed. Yowbeit,that with a generall conſent, when the Spanpards firſt began to bozrow 
ſome of their wiues, they all agreed to change their habitation , and doe now liue vnited fo2 the 
molt part towards the riuer of Amazones, But the eſpeciall cauſe of his pteſent remooue was, 
becauſe two 02 tbꝛee peeres polt,twentie Spantards came to his towne, and ſought to take his 
beſt wife from him: but befoze they carried her away, hee at time and place of aduantage killed 
halfe ol them: the reſt fledde, moſtof them ſ\oze hurt. Now in this cale hee thought it beit to 
dwell karte ynough from them, Your Indian pilot Ferdinando, who conducted you by Amana, 
ind nom abidech neere the head of Deſſekebe, is one of this mans ſubiects : By whom (as it 
map leeme) hee hath taken good notice of out pꝛinceſſe and countrey. Fox hee deſcended aye 
particularip 
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particularly to inquire what fozces were tome with vs, aſſuring me of the Spaniards beeing in 
Trinidad, and that the Int ians our friendes betwixt hope and feare, haue earneſtly expected our 
returne from England theſe foure oz ſiue moneths. TAhen J had anſtoered him, that at our ve. 
parture we left no Spaniards alive to annop them; that we now came only to diſcouer, and trade 
with them; and that if her Maieſtie ſhould haue ſent a power of men, where no cnemie was to 
reſi,the Indians might perhaps imagine, that wee came rather to inuade, then to defend them 
he replied, that this courſe very wel ſoztedwith the repozt which they had heard of our Phinceſſe 
iuſtice, rare graces, and vertues: the kame of whoſe power in beeing T to vanquiſh the Spa:

ntards , and lingular goodne[le in vndertaking to ſuccour and defend the arflicted Indians, was 
now ſo general, that the nations farre and neere were all agreed to ioyne with vs, and by al! 
meanes poſſible to all ſt vs in expelling and rooting out the Spaniards from all parts of the land: 
aud that we were deceiued, il wee thought this tountrey not large pnough to receiue vs, without 
moleſtation 02 int1uſon vpon the Indians, who wanted not choiſe of dwelling places, if they foz« 
ſooke one to liue in another: but ſtoode in neede of our preſence at all times to apde them and 
maintaine their libertie, which to them is deerer then land oz lining, Oe chen karther deſired that 
he with his people might haue our fauour againſt the Arwac cas, who not being content to eniop 
tbeir groundes and houſes, had taken from them manyof their wiues and childzen, the beſt of 
whole foztune was, if they liued, to liue in perpetuall flauerie vnder the Spaniards, Wee put 
him in good hope and comfoye thereof, And hee to deſerue ſome part of this friendſhip , commen- 
ded vnto vs an elderly man to be our Pilote in bꝛinging vs to Raleana. Then we were readp 
asian mood. t᷑o depart, he demanded whether we wanted any Vrapo, which is the wocd,that is vſuallp carried 
from theſe parts to TrinidadinCanoas,andis there ſoldto the French foz' trade: he offered, if 
we wouldbztng our ſhip necre his pozt,co put in her lading thercof,But becauſe moſt of our caſke 
was not p2cti-bound,and in making ſto wage - wap toremooue it, would haue bene the loſle of our 
' Sider and other d2inke; J therefoze referred the taking of any quantity co fitter oppoztunicie; 
thinkiugic ſufficient at this time, to haue only my boats lading therof:which afterwards in extre- 
mitie of foule weather,befoze we could get aboozd our ſhip , wee were tnfozced inadarke night 
to heaue all ouerboozd: thinking our ſelues happp. to haue recouered thither at ſeuen dapes ende, 
with ſaferie of like onely. All which time wee could no where ſet foote on ſhoje, but reſted dap and 
mght wet and weatherbeaten in our couertleſle boate, which was ſometimes ready to ſinke under 
vs. Fo? wee had in this place witheut compariſon moe raine, wind, and guſtes, then elſe where 
at any time. To bee bꝛiefe, my men became weake and ſicke, and if wee had ſtayed anp longer 
time cut, A doubt whether the greateſt part of vs had euer come aboozd againe, J afterwards 
| vnderſtood by my Indian pilot, that this weather is fo2 moſt part of the yeere vſuall, neere the 
Duſeaſonable I lland Oncaiarie, which lyeth Nozth fromthe riuer Capurwacka ſome ſire leagues into the 
ene ot On. lea: and that they hold opinion hom this Jland is kept by ſome euil ſpitit: fox they verily belecue, 
caiaze, © that to ſleepe in the day time neere it (except it be aftermuch dzinke) is pꝛeſent death. The only 
ſeaſon wherein little raine doth fal there, is (as J gathered by their ſpeech, they diuiding al times 
by their Poones ) at our Ainter Solſtice. The mother wind ol this coaſt is foz the moſt part to 
the Nozthward ofthe Caſt, except when the Dunne is on this live ol the Equinoctiall, fo then 
— 0 ipr las. it often veares Doutherly,butmolt in thenight, This our guidisof the Isos, who doe almarke 
marke theme themſelues, thereby to bee knowen from other nations after this maner, With the tooth of a 
kneten fem {mall beaſt like a Rat, they race ſometheir faces, ſome their bodies, after diuers fozmes ,asif it 
other people, were with the ſcratch ok a pin, the pꝛint of which raſurc can neuer bee done away againe during 
life, Then he had ſometime conuerſed withour Indians, that went from England with vs, het 
betame willing to ſee our countrey. His ſufficiencie, truſtineſle, and knowledge is ſuch, that if the 
pꝛetended voyage fo; Guiana doe take place, you ſhall (A doubt not) find him many wayes 
able to ſteed pour Lozdſhip in pour deſignes andpurpoſes, Foz beſides his pꝛeciſe knowledge of 
all the coaſt, and of the Indian townes aud dwellings he ſpeaketh all their languages, was bꝛed in 
Guiana, is aſwoꝛne bzother to Put ima, who ſle we the Spaniards in their returne from Manoa, 
tan direct vs to many golde mines, and in nothing will vndertake moze, then hee aſſuredly will 
perfozme, | 
To the Nen ward this Bay hath many good roads vnder ſmall Tflands, whereof the greateſt 
named Gowareri,is inhabited by the Shebaios: and beſides the plenty of faule, fiſh, fruits, wilde 
poꝛłs and deere, which are there to be had, where Caiane falles incothe ſea,(fo2 it ſtandeth in the 
mouthes of Wia and Caiane) it peeldes ſafe and good harbour in foure and fiue fathome for ſhips 
pen Howars Of great burthen. On all that coaſt we foundnot any like it: wee thcrefoze honoured this place 
otherwiſe fa“ Hythe nume of Port Howard, The road vnder Triangle Iſlandg, which are the Teſtermols 
from 
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tom the reſt and ſtand in ſiue degrees, which haue alſo ſtoꝛe of fiſh, foule, deere, and !wanas, is 

good, but not colaparable wich this other where in all windes any weather, ſinpyes, though they 

ne menp. may all tide ſecuteiy. The hils and high lands are limics to this bay on ech ſide: fo2 to 

the Eaſt ward bepond it appcare none at all, and to the TWlcſtward of morn Hobbeigh very 
ew. There che mountames faile there Bꝛalill wood is no farther to bet ſought foꝛ: but in all 

narts cotton, pepper, ſike, and Balſamum trees doe grow in abundauce. The roates ofthe herbe 
Wapaſſa are here. noſt plentifull: I finde them in taſte nothing different from good ginger, 
and in ope cat ion very medicinable againſt the flire and headach. Theſe riuers, as alſo others 
uetrer Rale ana, doe all fall out of the plames of this enpire oucr rocks, as tic riuer Caroli doeth 
into Raleana : ànd in moſt places within the vtmoſt hedge ol woods, the land within is plaine 
noyd of trees, and beareth ſhozt graſſe like Arcomataries countrep, 

Next adioyning vnto theſe, are che riuers Cunauamma, Vracco, Mawari, Mawarparo, A- 

monna, Matawim, Oncowi, Wiawiami, Aramatappo, Camaiwini, Shurinama, Shurama, Cu 

anamma, Inana, Gutitini, Winitwari, Berbice, Wapari, Maicaiwini, Mahawaica, Wappari, 
{emdrare.Deſſckebe.Cac pui, Pawrooma, Motuga, Waim, Barima, Amacur, Aratoori, Rale- 
ana. From Cape Cecy] to Raleana, the coaſt crenveth two hund zed leagucs next hany TUeſt- From Cape C. 
noꝛthweſt. In this varictie of goodly riuers, Amonna amongſt the reſt pe mech bimlelke into 520 rams 
the ſea in a large and decpe chanell: his ſwifneſſe ſuffercth no barre, no2 rekuſeth any ſhipping ol 
what burthen ſorter they be: within his mouth fo2 good and hope full reſpectes is pozt Burley 
placed. The inhabitants that dwel! Eaſtward,doe neuer paſſe lower then Berbice to trade. a- 
boue Curitin in th: woods chey gather great quantities of hony. Farther to the Caſtwart 
then Deſſckebe, no Spaniard ener trauelled. In which reſpect, and that no ſea· card that I haue 
ſcene at any time, doth in any ſoꝛt necre a trueth, deſcribe this coaſt: I thought the libertie of im 
poſing Engliſh names to certaine places of note af right to belong vnto our labours; the rather 
becauſe occaſion thereby offereth it ſelfe gratcfully to acknowledge the honour due vnto them 
that haue beene , and J hope will ſill continue fauourers of this enterpꝛize. The Indians to 
ſhew the woꝛzthineſſe of Deſſekebe (fo2 it is very large and full of Iſlands in the mouth) doe call P*Mekebe cats 
it the bꝛother of Orenoque. It lyeth Southerlp into the land, and from the mouth ofit vnto the rr de Ora 
he ad, they paſſe in twentie dayes: then taking their pꝛouiſion they carrie it on their ſhoulders one e. 
dayes tourney : afterwards they returne fo2 their Canoas, and beare them like wiſe co the ſive of 
a lake, which the Iaos tall Roponowini, the Charibes, Parime : which is ef ſuch bigneſſe, that 
they know no difference between it a the maine ſea, There be infinite numbers of Canoas in this 
lake, and (as I ſuppoſe) it is no other then that, whercon Manoa ſtandeth: In this riuer, which The great lan. 
we now call Deuoritis, the Spaniards doc intend to build them a towne. In Moruga it was, nan or FI Boss. 
chat they hunted Wareo and his people, about halfe a pere ſince, Arromaiarie, who wan ſo great 3 pri, 
credit by ouerthꝛowing the Tiuiciuas o Amana, and making freethepaſſage of that tiuer (but ber.. 
now ag aine liueth in diſgrace , by reaſon that the Charibes of Guanipa haue killed moſt of his 

kollo wers, and burnt his townes) was pꝛeſent with them, and cooke away many of the women of 

that place. Arracurii, another Indian ofthe nation of the Arwaccas inhabiting in Batima, was | 
like wiſe pꝛelent, and conducted the Spantards to all the Indian dwellings, They wcre not cf FR 
Anthonie de Betreo his companic, that followed this chaſe, but were the Spaniardsof Marga- war tc? 
rita, and the Caraccas, with whom * Santiago fozſaking his gouernour Berreo, ioyned him⸗ — 


ſeife, Fo2 which fact he now lyeth in letters at Trinidad, eucty dap expecting ſentence of death. qnage and ie 

The occaſion hereof grew as kolloweth. . 
When Berreo, hauing loſt his men, was left with Faſſhardo at Cumana all alone, as ſozloꝛne, 

and neuer likely to cempaſſe his intended conqueſt of Guiana: the goucrnours of the Caraccas 

and Margarita conſulting together, ſent with all ſpeede into Spaine, to aduertiſe their king,thac 

Berreo was vtterly vnable to folow this enterpꝛiſe, that he had giuen it ouer,and did now ſoiczne 

in his old dapes at Faſſhardo his houſe, minding nothing elſe but his lolace, and recreation, They 

farther declared, of how great impoztance this matter was: and that an Engliſh gentleman of ſuch 

reckoning, as they named pour lozdlhip to be, hauing bene in Guiana, and vnderſtanding ſo much 

of the ſtate thereof, and the nations ther cunto adiopning, as Topiawarie » being both olde and 

wiſe,could infoꝛme vou of, who allo in confirmationof friendſhip, had giuen you his onely ſonne, 

to whome the inheritance ofthe countrey did belong after him: there was no other like lihood, 

but that you, who aduentured ſo farre,and in ſuch ſoꝛt as you did, onelyto ſee , and knowe a cer- 

tainty,wauld leaue nothing vaattempted to poſleſſe ſo rich a countrey, and without all doubt 

wauld returne pꝛeſently. That meanetime,youhadleft this aged Sire aliuc, to bee a blocke in 


their ww to whom after his deceaſe, this enterpꝛiſe by patent did belong, and to bee a _ 
| | aduer ſarie 
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aduerſarie againſt pour ſelfe, whom at all tunes pou knew eaſily how to diſireſſe: and that theres 
loꝛe it might be behoouefull fe2 his maieſtie ta reuoke Berreo his grant, and to vle their ſcrujce, 
who were readie and willing without any de lay to vndettake the charge. Theſe neu es being et 
large am:kfied.and del uered to the king: Domingo de Vera, Berreo bis Camp · maſier, who 
was ſent into Spaine, ſiue moneths befoze pour arriuall at Trinidad, with a ſuffitient quantitie of 
gold gotten cu: d: Guiana, to leuie and furmih 500. men, hauing gotten knowledge of this pjac: 
tile, ſo ſolicited this cauſe m Berreo his bchalfe, that pꝛeſent oꝛder was giuen foꝛ the victuallirg 
and manning ot tenne ſhips to be ſent to Berreo: and farther, this gold boze ſuch waight, thet he 
king comm a ed ther 18. of his chips to ſtop at Trinidad, and not io follow thc ix other directions 
belozc they ſaw that place ſcrured from enemies, 
Betrieb {ip zot3g that theſe gouetnours in lending with ſuch \peede into Spaine, meant him 
no gꝛod: co ppꝛ vu; bis care and conſtancie, and that he neuer weuld pt elde vnder the burthen 
ok his aduerſe i6;tuve ; giuing no times? hcath to his aduerſaries no2 himiſelfe; xt turnen foczth⸗ 
with to Ca apaua his poꝛt, onely with fifteene men, being the ſcattt red remnant oftheſe whem 
poulate'y viſpoſſeſied of ['rinidad, Theſe gouernours followed him, and aſſuring themſelues 
of pꝛeſen: imployment from theit king, pꝛeoccupating the timeck their directions to bee retur⸗ 
ned from Spanne, tutered Gu: ana with their men, with full determination to murther Berreo, and 
to diſpatch all his company, They indeed killed two oz thzee, but Berreo fledde towardes Ca- 
roli, where hee ſtayed hoping foꝛ ſuccour from his lonne Antonie de Ximenes, to come doune 
the riuer from Nucuo Reyno de Granada. The Margaritanes with their accomplices buſiey 
themſelues , Come in ſcarching che countrey, others in prirueping of victuals out of the tiutrs 
that doe lie Eaſtward,of which number theſe were, that entre d into Moruga with twentie Ca- 
— noas. Santiago paſſed vp into I opia wa ies countrey , and there tooke Francis Spatrowe ſir 
George Gifford his man pꝛiſoner, who with pleutie of go d ranſomed his like, and is now abi⸗ 
ding in Cumana. This done, they all returned to Innadad, and beganne to builde their towne 
there, when vngappily to their mall comfozt the eight and twentic' ſaples arriued, and tcoke 
Santiago pꝛiſoner. The other Actoꝛs inthis Enterlude vaniſhed,and in Canoas recouered Mar- 
gatita and Cumana againe. Eighteene of the ſaid ſhips leauing all things in good oꝛder, depars 
ted from Trinadad to follow their others directions : ten doe pet remaine koꝛtifping at Conque- 
rabia, and expecting our comming. 
This particular relation J had from an Indian, ſeruant to Berreo, that could ſpeake Spaniſh, 
whom J tooke inthe riuer. De is ofthe nation of the Iaos, and ſrom a child bzedvp with Berreo, 
I gaue him trade to buy him a Canoa to returne into his countrep, and ſo lett hum glad, that hee 
had met with vs. | 
Now the Indians of Moruga being chaſe from their dwellings, doe ſceke by all meanes poſ- 
ſible to accopd all the nations in one, ſo to inuade the Arwaccas who were guides tothe Spa⸗ 
niards, in ſhewing their townes, and betraping them. Fo2 they are fully perſwaded, that by dꝛi⸗ 
uing theſe At waccas, who ſe tue the Spaniards (fox a great part ofthis nation doth alſo hate, a 
not know them) out of their territozies,and Trinidad, the Spaniards fo2 want of bꝛead, will bee 
info2ced to ſeeke habitaticn farther of, oꝛ at the leoſtin time conſume and be walter. 
Thep anker The 6,dap of Apyill we came to an anker within the mouth of the riuer Raleana, hauing ſpent 
with Raleans, fWentie and thꝛee dayes in diſcoucrie vpon this coaſt. The chanell of this riuer hath ſire oz ſes 
01 Oe. yen fathome depth, nine oz ten miles off at ſea, the barre lyethfarther out, and at low water hath 
not ibn.) It bighes not aboue ſiue foote , except at aſpzing tyde. Tee ankercdin 
ten fathome the firſt night: the next mozning twelue Canoas came vnto vs, furniſhed and pꝛo⸗ 
uidedof victuals after their maner foʒ the warres, Their Captaines names were Anwara, and 
Aparwa. Theſe Caſſiques, when che Spaniards made the l:ſtinrove inthoſe parts, were in the 
inland amongſt the Iwarewakeritheir neighbours , by which occaſion hauing loſt ſcme of their 
Spaniſh Pas Wiles (to notwithſtanding their pꝛofeſſion of Chꝛiſtianitie, ſome of theſe Spaniards kcepe ten 
ganiſme, oz twelue women, thinking themſelues wel and ſurely bleſſed, howſoeuer they liue, if theirtowne 
and houſes bereligiouſly croſſed) they kept together 30. Canoas,hoping at our comming, which 
they had now long expected to retouer this loſle vpon them and the Arx accas, who in their abs 
ſence had done this wong. They ſhewed me this their purpoſe, & required to be topned in league 
of krindſhip with vs ag ainſt our enemies. Chen of them J had learned ſo much of the pꝛeſcut 
eſtate of the countrey, as they did know : they demanded whether we had bzcught no mode fezces 
with vs, but one iy one ſhip ?: J anſwered them as befoze J did the others, that wee now came 
only to trade, not knowing vntil this pꝛeſent that any Spaniards were in Guiana; that vpt n our 
returne our whole flecte will haſten to ſet lo wardes, and that in the meane time, wee 3 
| no 
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now viſite our frievdes, and helpe thein ſo karre as wee ceuld in any thing that wee ſhould finde 

neevefull pzeſendly to bee done. Atter long diſcourſe (fo2 their chiefeman ſtayed with mee all 

night) when hee had ceuſed mee to ſpit in my right hand, wich many other ceremouics which 

they vle in confirming lriendſhippe, hee went to the ſhoare, and one of his Canoas hee ſent to 

bꝛing ſozwardes the other twentie : one other hee cauſed to goevp the riuer befoze vs, to hing 

intelligence, Then calling together the chicle of his companir, they made ſmall fyers, and 

ſitt ing in their Hamac as, o Indian beddes, each one ſoꝛted himſelfe with his companion, re- 

counting amongſt chen lelues the wozthieſt deedes, and deaths of their Auteſtours, erecra- 

ting their enemies mot deſpitefully, and magnifying their friendes with all titles of pꝛayſes 

aud honour, that may bee dewiſcy, Thus they ſitte talking, and taking Tabacco ſome two 

houres, and vntill their pipes bee all ſpent /fo2 by them they meaſure the time of this their ſo⸗ 

lenne conference) no man muſt interrupt, oꝛ diſturbe them in any ſozt : fox this is their religion, 

aud pꝛayers, which they now celcbzated, keeping a preciſe faſt one whole day, in honour of the 
great Princes of the Nozth, their Patroneſle and defender. Their Canoas being made ready, Hare. 
they accompanyed vs, and in their way ſhewed vs, where the ſhoaldes ofthe riuer doe lye, By name of tþe 
this Captaine I learned that Muchikeri is the name of the Countrey where Macureguerai Pert Ates 
the fir towne of the Empire of Guiana, that lycih towardes Ralcana , is ſeated in a fapze . he 
and exceeding large plaine, belowe the high mountaines, that be:re Nonthwelterly from it, annua” 
that it is but chꝛee dayes tourney diſtant from Carapana his Pozte, and that Manoa is but 

ſire dayes farther, That they themſclues doe paſle in thꝛee dayes into the Countrey ofthe 

Iware wakeri by the Riuer Amacur, which though it bee not the directeſt, pct it is the rea- 

dieſt way to Macureguerai, foꝭ that which leadech to Carapana his ing, is in ſome pla- 

ces dificult , and mountainous. That a nation of clothed people, called Ca doe dwell 

not farre from the place, where the Riuer doech firſt take the name of Orenoque, and that 

farre within, they bozder vpon a Dea of ſalt water, named Parime. That a great Riuer, cal- Pa an 

led Macurwini, paſſeth though their Couptrep into Orenoque, That Manoa ſtandeth twen- mar. 

tie dayes iourney from the mouth Wiapoco: ſireteene dapes from Barima, thirteene daes 

from Amacur, andtenne dayes from Aratoori, That the beſt way vnto it, is not by Macu- 

reguerai, That of all others the Charibes that dwell high vp in Orenoque, knowe moſt of 

che inlande, and ol thoſe nations, and they ſpeake no ocher language, then ſuch as lohn pour 
Interpꝛeter doeth well vnderſtaud. Hee certified mee of the headleſſe men, and that their 
mouthes in their bzeaſtes are exceeding wide. The name of their nation in che Charibes lan» 

guage is Chiparemai, and the Guianians tall them Ewiapanomos. What I haue heard of & Cher yane 
lote of moze monſkrous, J omit to mention, betauſe it is no matter of difficultie to get [ment beats 
one of them, and the repoꝛt otherwiſe will appeare fabulous. Lamy hee tolde mer of an inland hr au th dap 
Riner, named Cawrooms, adtoyning to Aratoori, and that the Quepyn mountaines, where ur aide tea, 
Carapana dwelleth, arc hardly acceſſible, That the Amapagotos images of gold of in⸗ Ci ve lan- 
tredible bigneſſe, and great ſtoze of vnmanncd hozſes of the Caracas herd: and they d weill 

fue dayes tourncy vp the Riuer about Caroli, Tee with our flecte of Canoas were now not 

farre from Carapanas Pot, when our intefligencer returned and infozmd vs that tenne Spa- 
niardes were lately gone wich much trade to Barima, where theſe lnelians dwelt, to buy ( aſ- 
ſaui bjead; and that within one day two other Canoas of Spaniards were appointed to come 
by the Riner Amana, to Carapana his Po2t. | 
Upon chis occaſion they tooke counſell, and in the ende deſired to returne to their haules, 


perfourme, Foz when they 
at one tune, in all'places they were 4 woven oats 


befoe the ſytppe with our boates, 
with all ſpecde went to Berreo to 
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mn roo, the other nations. Mere the Spamardes haue ſcated their Rancheria of iome twentie 
redvp he thirtie houlcg. The high rockie Illand, that lyeth in the middc>t of the Riuer, againſt the mouth 
12 a of Caroli, is their Foꝑte o refuge, when they miſdoubt ſafetie in their Towne , oz hauung pg-, 
. - tice of any pꝛactiſe againſt chem: but now leauing both Towne and Illand, they ioyned them 
ſelues altogether, and retiring to the mouth of the Riuer Caroli, placed there a ſecret ambit, 
to defend the pallage to thole mines, from whence your Dare and white ſtones were taken che 
laſt yecre : Mee all not without griefe to lee our ſelucs thus defeated, and our hungry hopes 
made voyde, were witneſles of this their remooue. As we road at an ancoꝭ withinmulket ſhot 
of their Towne, an Indian came vnto vs wich leane cheekes, thume haire, and a ſquint eye, to 
inloꝛme vs chat they were very ſtrong, that Berreo his ſonne was with him, that they had but 
two ſmall Pinniſſes at Trinidad, which they dayly looked foꝛ to come vp the Niuer, and laſtly, to 
vicw our ſhippe well, and our pꝛouiſion, but eſpecially to learne whether Gualtero, Topiawgcie 
his ſonne were with vs. : | 
This Jufozmers very countenance gaue him to bee ſuſpected, and thcrefoze partlie by thzeats 
ning, partlic by pzomile of rewarde wee wonne him to confeſſe the tructh. Thich hee did, 
aſſuring vs that Berreo had not full fiftie fiue men with him, whecreoftwentie came 
Trinidad, twentie from Nucuo Reyno, and the reſt hee bzought with him about ſixe mon 
ſince, when hee fledde from Carapana his Pozte, and was dztuen with his ſmall compame to 
keepe the afozeſaide Jlland neere Cardli. Aud that though nowe his number is thug wmcreaſed, 
petdareth hee not aducnture at any time tolcaue the faſt woodes, aud to goe but halfe a league 
krom his holde into the plaines. That ſome fewe of the Arwaccas att abiding with him. That 
hee dayly lookech fo2 his ſonne from Nucuo Reyno, fog his Campe-maſter from Trinidad, 
and fo; hoꝛſes from the Caraccas, That Topiawaric is dead: the Indians of that coaſt all 
fledde, and diſperſed, excepting the ſonne of one Curmatoi, and another woman of account, 
whome the Spaniardes holde pyiſoners, fox conſenting tothe death of their nine men, and the 
holy Fryer in Morckicohis time. This Curmaroi is fledde towatdes Guanipa, and is a man 
of ſpeciall note the Indians. That Iwiakanaric Gualtero his ueere kinſman, hath 
helde che Counttey to his vſe, by his fathers appointment, cuer ſince pour being in the Riuer, 
That there are tenne ſhips, and many Spaniardes at Trin dad. That the Indians our ſtiendes 
did feare, leaſt you with pour company were all flamme, and pour ſhippe s lunkt at Cumana ( iq; ſo 
the Spantardes nayſed it amongſt them,) chat ſome of Gualtero his ſricndes with Puryma, 
were inthe mountatnes not farre from the hill Aio. And that Berreo had lent toy fire peeces of 
oꝛdinance, which he meant to plant, where they might beſt command the Riuer. 
hen wee had taped here two dayes, conſidering that where no hope was left of doing 
good, to abide chere in harmes wap doing nothing, would be baotleſſe: J rciolucd io ſecke Puryma 
in che mountaines: and turning yowne the Riuer wich the foxce ofthe treamelome twentie miles 
in ſixe houres: the next moꝛning with ten ſhot J went aſhoare, inteuding if the Indians ſhould 
thinke themſclues too weake, with our helpe to diſplant the Spaniardcs : to ſet ſome of them on 
om fo2 hatchets and kniues toreturnc vs golve graines, and white ſlonts frem ſuch places, as 
they ſhould be directed vnto. TUhen wee came to che place of their vſuall abode; wer lawe that 
thep lately had bene there, but could ſpeake with none of them. It map be that feare(which is ea- 
ſie of beliefe)perſwaded them that we were Spaniards, Gilbert my Pilot hcreoffcred to hung 
vs either to the myne of white ſtones neere Winicapora, o; elſe toa gold myne, which Putijma 
had ſhewed him being but one dapes journey ouerlany, from the place wh.rc we now flaped at an 
anco2. I ſawe farre off the mountaine adioyning to this gold mpue, and hauing ncaſured their 
pathes neere the ſame place this laſt yeerc, could not iuyge it to bee fifteene miles from vs. I doe 
well remember howe comming chat way with Pucims the petre before, he pointed to this lame 
mountaine making ſignes to haue me goe with him thither, J vnderſtood his ſignes and maik⸗ 
ed the place but miſtookt his meaning, imagining that he would haue ſhewed mee the oucrfallof 
the Riuer Cutwara from the mountaines, My Indian ſhewed me in what ſozt without digging 
they gather the gold in the ſand of a {mall riucr, named Macawini, that (pai and falleth from 
the rockes, where this mpne is. And farther tolde me, that hee was with Pucymwa, at what time 
Morckito was tobe executed by the Spaniardes,and that then the chiefe of Morckico his friends 
were in conſultation, to ſhewe this myne vnto them if ſo they might redeeme their Captaines 
life; but vpon better aduile, ſuppoſing chem in this caſe to bee implacable, and that this might 
p20ouc à meanes to looſenotonelp cheir king, but their Countrep allo: they haue to this day 
concealer it fromthem, being ol all others the richeſt, aud moſt plenciſull, The aged ſoztto kerpe 
this from commou knowledge, haue dcuiled a fable of a dangerous N 
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place and deuoureth all that come neere it. But our Indian, if when we returne,we doe bzing ſloꝛe 
of ſtrong wine which they loue beyond meaſure)with it will vndertake ſo to charme this Dzagon. 
chat he ſhall doe vs no harme. 

J, that foz this ende came from home, and in this idurney had taken much mote paines to leſſe 
purpoſe, would very gladly from this mountaine haue taken ſo goodapyoofe to u itues my being 
in the Countrey : but withall conſidering that not one Indian of our knowne friends came vnto 
vs: that Don luan the couſin of Gualtero,who ltueth here a rruolt from the Spaniard,was now 
in election to bee chiefe commander of all the Indian foyces in theſe partes, cannocinpollicie, fox 
Gualtero his ſake, whole inheritance hee ſought to viurpe, bee a teſt friend vnto vs: that the 
Spaniardes abiding in Wimcapora (fo2 there were tcnne) might well befoze wee could doe any 
thing, and returne, cauſe ſome others of Berreo his men to ioyne with them, in the way to inter: 
cept vs: and fozethinking withall, that there being no meanes, but our ſelues, to make knowne 
our diſcouerie, if wee returned not; in our che hope of following this voyage would bee 
buried: but beſides all this, and the reſpect of ſuch ſpyals, as che Spantardes kept to obſcrue our 
dooings, foꝛekno wing that if che cnemic Hould by our lingring, ſlop our paſſage, which in one oꝛ 
two places of aduantage, ewe of them might eaſilie doe: it would bee a queſtion howe with our 
ſhippe to get out of che Riucr, except firſt wee could remooue them: I thought it beſt (all other 
pollibilities ſet apart)to ſecke in time to ber free from the hazard of the afozefaid euill paſſages, 

UUhidleſt wee were ſearching at che ſhoare for the Indians, mp Barge tooke a Canoa, with 
chꝛee men in her: the one a ſeruant to Berreo, (as befoze is mentioned) the other cwomarchaucs 
df Caſſaui, They had a letter ſent from the Gouernour to bee conueied to Trinidad, which A 
receiued. There was alſo a great hatcher, and twentie kniucs, wherewith this Indian ſeruant 
ſhould buy a Canoa, and hire Indians to cary her vp the Riuer towardes Nueuo Reyno, This

He farther ſhewed me, chat Topiawary, 
ſoone after our departure from the riuer, fledde into the mountaines, carying Hugh Godu yn 
— in his Countrey, as afozeſapde : and that the next newes they 


dana in hopeofour returye, hath euer ſince your Lab being inthat Countrey, kept the 
+ 4, moim» 
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mountaines, where the Spaniardes can hai diy any way iufoꝛce hun; that they haue taken from 
him and his people many of their wiucs, becauſe they refuſed to furniſh them weckely with a ce1; 
taine pꝛopoꝛtion of bʒead and victuals : that Don Iuan otherwiſe called Eparacano hath the com: 
mandement of all his ſubiects,excepting oncly a choile guarde of men ſufficient to kcepe the place 
heenowe dwellech in. That it repeutech him o his ambition, cuer to haue ſought by the Spe 
niardes meancs , to haue inlarged his Counireys and people. Fox true it is that fromthe begin: 
ning hee was a Loꝛde ol no other then ozdinarie power amongſt them, vntill hee had entered n 

to ftiendſhippe with Berreo : fo then the Indians on all ſides left ſome their habitations, and ma- 

* nietheir commanders to become his ſubicctes, that they might haue the pꝛuuledge co cravy 

with the Spanjardes fo hatchets and kniucs, which are icwels of great pꝛice amongſt them: 

that hee nowe ſawe no other choile, but that the Indians mult, if they will doe well, wiy- 

out farthcr diſſembling of their neceſlitie, either entertaine vs their friendes, oz elle giue place 

to the Spaniardes their enemies. Fo2 the plentie of golde that is in this Countrey, beeing 

nowe knowen and diſcouercd, chere is no poſſibilitie fo; them to kcepc it: on the one ſide 
they coulde feele no greater miſerie, no feare moe extremitie, then they wereſure to finde if the 
Dpaniardes pzeuapled, whoperfozcedoe take all things fromthem, vſing them as their llaues, 

to runne, to rowe, to bee their guides, to cary their burthens, aud that which is wozſt of all, 

to bee content, foz ſafetie of their liues, toleauetheir women, if a Spaniard chance but to ſet 

his eye on any ol chem to fancie her: on the otherſide they could hope ĩoꝛ, no2 deſire no better 

ſtate and vſage, then her Paieſtics gracious gouernment, aud Pancely vertues dvepjomile, 

and aſſure vnto them. Foz, ſapdehe, E wee fledde into the mountaines, and 

meaſured your doings by the Spaniards in like caſe, we made no other account, but that your 
Commander being able, as hee was, would doubtleſſe haue perſecuted vs to the vttermoſt, 

as the oncly maintainers and fuppoztersof pour enemies, aun would at the leaſt, if hee could 

not reach vs, take our Townes, and make vs ranſome our wiues and childzen: wee found it 

karre otheꝛwile, and that none of your well gouerned companie durſt offer aup of vs wong oz vi- 

olrnce, no not by ſtealth, when vnknowne they might haue done it. Ue then belceuing it to bee 

| true, chat your grand Captainc repoꝛted of his Painceſſe, tooke this foꝛ a good pꝛoofe ofher 

Cerapana royall commandement aud wiſcdome, that had framed her lubiectes to ſuch obedience, and of 

bonermgvp- Pour happineſle, that inioped the benefite thereof: that Carapana weighing the good aud friend- 
cred ber — of our pzocecvings, doeth humbly craue of her Maieſtie fo; himſelfe and his people, 
res piorec- chat with che reſt of the Indians, which wholly depende on her Minceiy regarde towardes 
non. chem, hee alſo may inioy her fauourable p)oteetion: that hee docth this, not as a man left vnto 
himlelle and foꝛſaken by the Spaniardes, but as one that knoweth their iniuſlice, hateth their cru⸗ 

elties, and takech it for his beſt choile, viterly to diſclaime thcir friend hippe. It map bee perti. 

nent (as ſurely it is a thing worth the noting) to conſidcr howe ihis pꝛelident of your mode:

Farther this old man ſhewed mee, whence moſt ol cheir golde commeth, which is ſouner in lo 

many faſhions : whence their Spleene-ftones, 4 others ol al ſozts are to be had in plentie: where 

golde is to bee gathered in the ſandes of their riuers: from what partes the Spaniards, both by 
trade, g otherwiſe haue returned much gold. This he vttered with Carapana his conſcut J doubc 

not) hoping thereby to induce vs to returne againe. Fo? contrarie to their lawcof ſecrerie,

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— all ready, on what ſide ſoeuer the Spaniards ſhall ſlirre, co againſt them: that the 
Pari2gotos, though whole countrep they muſt firſt paſſe, are alone it to encounter them, 
ſuch is the ſtrength of their countrey, and the valure of the men.

The exe wee were at ancoꝛ one dayes iourney Carapana: J therefo 
5 this Captaine io day with two 02 three of his company aboo'd the ſhippe,and*o 
tauſe his men to bꝛing mee with my Interpꝛeter to Carapana his dwelling : hee anſwered mee 
that it were not good ſo to doe, leaſt perhaps ſome Spie might infoyme the Spantardes therof,

When wee had taken abooꝛde vs ſuch victuals as were in the Pinneſle : wee ſet firc iu 
her, (fog her Rudder could ſerue her to no longer vle) and ſtopping the floodes, plycd tc 
windwarde with the cbbe neere che ſhoare, vntill wee were ſixteene leagues to the Eaſiwarde 
of che Riuers mouth, and then Kanding off to Sea, wee fell in twentie foure houres ſapling 
with Punta de Galera the Nontheaſtermoſt part of Irinidad. But hauing Tbaco-iliaud 
tn ſight, wee firſt went chither.

They of Trinidad haue a meaning and purpoſe to flie thither, when no longer thep can keepe 
Trinidad, Their onelp doubt is, that when they are ſeat d there, the Spaniard will ſecke to 
polleſſe it alſo. The Gouernour of Margatita went lately in a Pinneſſe to viewe this Iſland, 
— Plot who ſometime liued there, noceth it lo che beſt and fruitfulleſt ground that her 


Thence wee returned to Punta de Galera and ancojed in tenne fathome bnder the Noꝛth ſide 
of the J\land ſome ſiue oz ſire miles from the ſayde point. The flood. tyde ſirikeih alongſt the 
the coalt to the Eaſtward very ſtrongly. Mee diſcharged a peece of ozdinance, and afterwards 
weut to the ſhooze in our boat: but no Indian came vnto vs. J would haue ſent Iobn of Trni- 
dad to pꝛocure ſome of them to ſpeake wich vs: but he was altogether vn willing, alleaging thai 
their dwellings were fare wichm the mountatnes, and that hee kuewe no part of that ſide of the 
Illand. From this place we ſet ſaple fo2 Santa Lucia, but fell with Granata, which wee found not 
inhabited. Saint Vinc ent we hardly recouered, by turning vuder the ler ok the iſland. The Ta- 
baco of this place is good: but the Indians being Canibals, momiſing vs ſtoze, and delaping 
vs fromdap to day, ſought onelp opoꝛtumitie to betrap, take, and eate vs, as lately they bad de- 
uourcd the whole companie of a French ſhippe. This their treacherie being by one of their 
ſlaues reuealed, from thencefo2th they did all fozbcare to come vnto vs, To ſit downe on their 
low: ſtoolcs, when hep by ſuch eaſe, will ſeeme to ſhcwe curteſie, abodeth death to 
ſtrangers, that ſhall truſt them, At Matalino o Martinino we found uot any inhabitants. Laſtly, 
wee came to Dominica, where we could get no good Tabaco. But hauing intelligence of a Spa- 
niſh ſhippe, that was taking in ol freſh water, at the Noꝛchweſt ſide of the Jlland, wee way⸗ 
ed ancoz to ſecke him. Pte diſcrying vs, ſtole away by night. The Indians of this place haue 
determined torcmooue, and ioyne with them of Guampa, againſt the Spaniardes, who lately 
diipeopled one ol their Illands, and at our being there one of their Canoas returned from Gua- 
nipa, and certified vs, chat the tenne Spaniſh ſhippcs at Trinidad doe ride, ſome of them at Con- 

quetobia, che reſt at the ſmall Jlands necre the diiemboging place. Ycrchence we ſleeicd Neqth 
and by Caſt, taking the directeſt courſe to ſhoztenour way homcwards, |

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cuſe , by the Spaniardes being there J found mp defect remedileſſe. And foz mine owne part, 
J doe pꝛotiſt, tha if the conſidcration of the publique good that may enſue, had not ouerpopled 
all other hopes and deſires : I would rathtr haue aduentur ed by ſuch mall and weake meanes 
as J had, to doe well with danger, then to returne onelp with ſafetie. Nowe although in a 
cauſe not doubtlull, my allegation is ao wap needelull : pct betaule the weightmellt thereof, 
aud the cxpectation of others, ſeemeth of due and right to claime ſomething to bee ſapde by mee, 


whome your eſpetiall tcuſt and tauour hath credited and graccd with this employment: Pardon 


it (Z beleech pour yonour) ak, where my lampe had oyle, it bozrow light alſo; and mp ipeach, 
which is altogether vnlauozie, ſeaſon it lelfe with ſome of the leauen ot pour owne diſcourle tou- 
ching this diſcouerie The particular relation of lame certaine things J haue reſtrued, as pjoper- 
y belonging to pour ſelfe, who oncly, as knowing moſt, can make beſt vſe thereof, Do much in 
gencrall is here touched, as J hope) map ſerue to1efreſh thememozie of this woꝛthie enterpꝛile 
 inchoſewhome it may conceine, aud ceſtifie your carc and cxpence in following the ſame : that · 
ma ſecond age, when in time tructh ſhall haue credite , aud men wondering at the riches, and 
ſtrengch of this place (which uature it ſelle hach maruelouſly fortified, as her chiele creaſurc- 
houle) ſhallmourne and ſigh to holde idle cicles , whileſt others reape and gather in this harucſl. 
it bee not ſayde, that Sir Walcec Ralegh was of all men liuing in his dayes, moſt induſtrious in 
{ecking, molt foxtunate in attaining to the fulneſſc of an ineſtimable publique good if, knowing 
that foz cuuie and pꝛiuate reſpectes, his labours were leſſened, his infoꝛmations miſtruſted, his 


offers not regarded, and the du: honour of his veſerts imparted to others; If J lay) ſce- 


ing, knowing and bearing all this, hee with patience had perſiſted in ſo good a way m doing his 
Princeſſe, 2nd countrey ſcruice ; and had but perfected his firſt diſtouerie by ſending a ſhippc oz 
(wo foz that purpoſe:fo2 then ſurely all lets and doubts being remoouev, and ſo large akingvome, 
ſo exceeving rich, ſo plentiful of all things, as this by his diſtourſe appeared to bee, being offered: 
no deuiſes and vaine ſurnulcs could haue taken place, no illuſions could haue pzeuatle: it had bene 
blundnelle and deafenelle in thoſe, that bring nerie her Paicſtic doe ſpeud their dayes in leruing 
the common weale, not to ſee, and knowe in ſo weightie a matter: it had beene malicious ob- 
ſtinat ie, tmpotencie ot minde, and moe then treaſon to the common wealth, the matter ſtanding 
ancly vpon acceptance, to ſceke cither to tozeſlowe lo fit an occaſion, oz foxſake ſo generall a bleſ⸗ 
ſing. —— is nowe cut off through a ſingular and incomparable temper, in ouercomming 
enill wich good. | 
This your ſeconde viſcouerie hath uot onely founde a free anu open entrance into Raleana, 
which the Maturals call Orenoque : but mozeouer pceldeth chople of fourtie ſcucrall great 
nuers (the leſſer J do not reckon being fo the moſt part with (mall veſſcls nauigable fo2 our mar- 
chants e others, that do now finde little pzofit in letting forth for repriſall, coexerciſe trade m. To 
ſuch as ſhall be willing to aduenture in ſearch of them, J could p2opole ſome hope of gold mincs, 
and certaine aſſurance of peeces of made golde, of & plecne-ſtones, Kidney-ſtones. and others of 


better eſtimate. But becauſe our beleefe ſeemeth to bee mated in theſe greater matters, and a 


ccrtacutie of lmaller p2ofics is the readieſt mducement to quicken our weake hopes J not going 
(ofarre as mine owne eyes might warrant mee, doe one ly pꝛomiſe in the afozelayd rivers B1aſil- 


wood honey, cotton,Balſamum,anddzugstohelpe to defray charges: and further, becauſe with- . 


out a beginning there can bee no continuance of theſe benefites vnto our countr y to anythacſhall 
be the firſt vndertakers hereof, I am gladly content to giue ſuch light and knowledge, as by con- 
(erence with the Indians J haue attained vnto. = 

y ſelfe, and the remaiuc of mp fewe yeeres, J haue bequeathed wholly to Raleana, and all 
mp thoughts line onely in that action. The ng whereof is in it lelte iuſt, pꝛolitable, and 
' neceſſarie, Juſt, becauſe it is intended foz the defence ofharmcleſle people, who f-aring thꝛall⸗ 
dome and oppreſſion, deſire to pꝛotett themſelues and their countrey vnder her Maieſties tuition: 
Doficable, as may bee gathered not onely by many Spaniſh letters intertepted, but allo by the 
mooles mentioned ta the dilcourſe of the firſt diſcoucrie, and ſince that, by the Indians owne vo: 
knarie relations: aud laſtly, by the pꝛouiſion that the Sp doe make to acquite vs there- 
of, Neceſſarie it is, as being the onely helpe to put a bitte in the mouth of the vnbudeled Spani- 
ad; the onely wap to enter into his treaſurie of Nueuo Reyno, and Peru; the onclp meanes to 
mate che wzonged Judians, wich our alliſtance to ſecke reucnge fox the extrememurthers and

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cruelties , which they haue endured, and to ruinate his naked cities in all thoſe parts of the Ju- 
land, whole foundations haue bcene layd in the blood of their parents and anteſters. | 

The fozces that the Spaniaid hath already ſent to Trinidad, to fortifte there, and kcepe the 
paſſage of this river , are an tuident argument that the king feareth and doubteth the ſequele of 
this diſcoucrie, Fo2 can it bee a ſmall matter? D2 hath heeſo waſte imployment ſoz his men 
and ſhipping, that vpon no ground, hee would lend eight and twentie ſhippes, to keepe vs ontiy 
from Tabacco ? Fo2 what els chat good is can Trinidad yrelde vs + No doubtleſſe, if the re. 
turne of Berreo his Campe. maſter with tcune of thele ſhippes bee comparcd with pꝛecedent ad⸗ 
uertiſements concerning hum: it will appeare moze then pzobable, that the Guiana-golde wagey 
theſe men and ſhipping : and that they art nowe moze careful to obcaine this place, then to keeye 
ochers, which they haue already gotten , which note, except in matters of extraozdinarie account, 
is not incident to their policie and yzoceevings, Agame, it cannot bee thought that either it was 
ſenſelefle in the gouernours of Margarita, and the Caracas, to bing their fates any 
lives in queſtion , by ſecking, contrarie to their kings oer, to enter Guiana,, and kill Beneo 
with his followers : oz elſe the abundance of pearle in Magarua , and the golde mines in the 
Caracas, ſeeming matters of ſmall account: Guiana onely was in their iudgement, rich, 
plentitull, and able of it ſelfe to redeeme their treſpaſle and offence, howe great ſoeuer it ſhould 
bee 4 


The ſundꝛy attemptes and ouerthꝛowes of the Spantarves being men of power, and honou⸗ 
rable place, in labouring thꝛeeſcoꝛe and thꝛee peeres and vpwardes, to inlarge the kingdome of 
Spaine with this mightie and great empire, doe plainely ſhewe , that they long time ſought a 
path, where in one moneth a high way was found: that the loſſe of their lives witneſſeth theit dc: 
lires,and the wozthineſle of the thing, where to vs the eaſineſſe of obteining dilcrediteth the great- 
nes of the attempt: and that if now at the laſt they doe pꝛeuaile, they muſt holde by tyꝛannie that 
- whichthep get by the \wozd; where then our returne nothing by the Andi is moze wiſhedfoy, 
expected mode earneſtly. e AI 

Thoſe obiections, which haue beene made by many ſeeming wiſe, and the impediments like: 

ly to ariſe, as they haue ſuppoſed , are beſt anſwered by the vnrepꝛooued witneſſe of thoſe mens 
actions, Some haue termcd theſe diſcoueries fables, and fantaſies, as if there had becne no 
ſuch land oz territozie : others allowing both ofthe place, and that ſuch a kingdome on countrey is 
diſcouered, make concluſion , that if ithad beene ſo rich as wee haue ſuppoſed , that no doubt the 

king of Spaine would by this time haue poſſeſſed it. But if they conſider that the Spaniſh na- 
tion hath already conquered the two „rr Peru, with ſo many other kingdoms 
and pzouinces : wee may very well that his power is not tufinite , and that hee hath 
done well foꝛ the time. And pet it is manifeſt, that this very empire hath beene by all choſe ſe⸗ 
ucrall Spantardes (the catalogue of whole names is by it ſelfe hereunto annexed) at ſumdzy 
tunes vndertaken, and neuer perkourmed. Howbeic, che wozld hath reaſon to admire their 
conſtancie , and their great labours, and wee may well bluſh at our owne idle, deſpaiiefull, and 
loytering diſpoſitions, that can ſinde abilitie in another barren, and ſterued nation, to poſleſſe 
o much of the wozlde, and can doe nothing but frame arguments againſt our ſclues, as vnſit and 
werleſle to polleſſe one pꝛouinte already diſcouered, and of which our nation hath aſſurance 
of the peoples loue , and that all che Chicftaines andpzincipals haue vowed their obedience to 
her Pateſtie; the nauigation being withallſo ſhozt, dangerlelle, and free from infectious ſicke⸗ 
neſſe. It doubt of perils might moderate the mindes of our men once mooued with ſteadfaſt 
hope, that golde ſhall bee the reward of their trauels : it may eaſily beeperceiued, that all thoſc 
lets and hinderances that can any way bee alleaged, oz wyeſted ſo much, as but to touch vs, dot 
deepely and ncerelp concerne the Spaniſh king, and in a maner violently withold him from that, 
which hee notwithftanding carrieth with ſucceſſe, whileſt wee out of ſeaſon do affect the bart ſtile, 

to be named men ſtayed and circumſpert in our pzoceedings. It is repoꝛted, that Calanus theJn- | 
, dianthzewvowne befoze Alexander the great, a die ſcare peece of leather, & chen put his foot on 
one of the endes of it: the leather being trodedowne at that lde, oe on allpartselſe. By this the 
wiſe man did ſhewe vnto him a figure and ſimilitude of his kingdome , which being exceeding 
large, mut of neceſſitic in all other parts,cxcepting the place of the kings reſidence be alwayes full 
of ſti:s,tumults and inſurrettions. The end afterwards confirmed, that this empire conſiſting of 
ſund)y nations, could not keepe it ſelfe from diſſolution. Nopotentate liuinghath, o; can haue ſo 
faithful and incoꝛrupt counſeſlers, as bee the examples and hiſtoꝛies of fozcpaſſed times and 
ages. Wee may therefoze bee bolve to thinke that the Gouernonrs of the Spaniſh _ 
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{out minde it, that thetr kings luſtfull deſire, and ambitious choughts to eſtabliſh ouer all Eu 


rope ont lawe,oue Lozd,one religion, are built and erected on a dangerous vngrounded reloluti⸗ 
=: Confdering that many of the neighbour kingdomes being of equall foꝛce in men, oz greater 
then hee can make, are ſetled in along continued eſtate , are entire within theniſelues and hate 
to heare the voyce of a ſtranger, It is uot vnlikely chat they in this caſe ſhould lay befoze their 


king the fatall deſtmies of many wozthics, that haue beene conſtramed foz wante of ſufficient | 


munbers of their naturall ſubiects, after ny peeres ſpent in che wartes, to retire to their owne 
tountreys, and haue beene glad peaceably to holde their owne Signiozies at home, reſigning 
all that vuto others, which they haue gotten abzoad by hard aduenture , and much effuſion of 
blood. The King of Spaine cannot but diſcerne, that his ſpacious empires and kingdomes be: 


ing ſo manp, and ſo farre diuided one from another, are like the members of a monſirous bovee, 


tyed together with cables onely, Fo take away the traffique of vuncceſſarie commonities tranſ⸗ 
yoztedYut of Spaine : thoſe huge countreys of the Indies hauing no common linke of affinitie, 
iawe, e, oz religion, and being of themſclues able to maintaine themſelues without 
- foxreine commerce, are not lo ſimple, as not to knowe their owne ſtrength, and to finde, chat 

chey doe rather poſſeſſe Spamardcs, then that they are poſleſſed by them. Hee cannot ber igna 
rant that Spaine it ſelfe is on all ſides emuroned wich many puiſſant enemies, mightie and great 
princes, who knowing it to bee nch without men, confident without reaſon, pzoud and aduentu⸗ 
rous without meanes ſufficient ; may happily confederate to chaſtiſe him, as an inſolent intruder, 
and diſturber of all quietneſſe; and going no further then Spaine it ſeife, may tuen there ſhake 
the foundation of his long contriued deuiles, and in one acte redeeme the time, controll his aſpi⸗ 
ring humoꝛ, and bꝛeake the bandes in ſumdcr that impoꝛt ſeruitude, and ſubucrſion to all the do⸗ 
minious of Chriſtendome. Agatne, his counſellmay well infozme hun, that to diſpeople and dil 
able himielſe at home, in hope to obtaine Guiana, being a countrey ſtrong of it ſelfe, and defend⸗ 
ed with infinite multitudes ol Indian enemies, being rich, and by the inhabitants offered vnto the 
Englth : his contempt towardes vs would ſceme ſo intollerable and deſpighttull, as might bee 
ſufficient to vs, though otherwiſe wee had no ſuch inclination; if hee vnpzouidedof a⸗ 
ble helpes to effect it, ſhould reſt himlelfe on a careleſſe pꝛeſumption, that wee cannot, wee dare 
not, wee will not ſtirre in a matter that pzomilſeth vs ſo great benefite , and may ſo highly offend 
him. Mee may bee pcrſwaded, that to leaue no other ſuccour oz ſafetie to his nakevneſle, but the 
olde ſtale pꝛattiſe ot ſpzeadingrumours, and giuing out falle intelligences of pꝛeparations ta 
inuave England, thereby to keepe vs at home; oz cls of hyzing and ſuborning lome Machauel⸗ 
liau vnder hande by ſecret conuepance, to ſtop the courſe of our pzoceevings; 02 laſtly, of p1o- 
curing ſome wilde outlaw to diſquiet our tranquillitie; is but a pooze , weake, and vncertaine 
ſtay to vpholdc his eſtate by. Aud pct ſetting ſuch like diiftes aſide : what can bee imagined like: 
ly to hinder vs from pꝛeuailing in Guiana, rather then him, whoſe diſaduantage is to bee en- 
combed with the ſelke ſame, and manifolde moze impeduncnts, chen can any way bee ſuppoſe, 
with good cauſe to impeach, o2 duioꝛce vs frd ſo p)ofitable an attempt: All this notwithſtanding, 
if the Spaniſh king not beiug able to viſſemble his deſire, oz bearethe loſſe of this one king- 
dome; putting hinſelfe out of his ſtrength at home, and expoſing his people to the hazard of 
all caſualtics abꝛoad, bee reſolued, whatſocuer ſhall happen, not to relinginſh Guiana, but ts 
keepe this one yꝛon moꝛe in the fire, on no other aſſurance, but a peremptozie dildame of pzeuen- 
tion: Ik hee appcareſo eagerly bent ſo Guiana, as it it were tuacted t a lawe amongũt them⸗ 
ſclues, Viis & modis to thꝛuſt fo; it, and not to heare, conceiue, oz beleeue any thing, that may 
dillwade oz deterre from the conqueſt thereof : it then appertaineth vnto vs, not to infoxce thoſe 
obiections againſt our ſelues, which hee with left reaſon rriecteth as friuolous; ſince by howe 
much the more earneſt hee is in following this purpoſe , by ſo much the leſſe cauſe haue wee to 
bee diucrted from it. To ſuch as ſhall bee willing further to wade in this argument; fo2 bꝛeui⸗ 
tics ſake, I doe pꝛopoſe onely this bare aſſertion: that England and Guiana coniopned , are 
ſtronger, and mote eaſily defended, then if England alone ſhould repoſe her ſeife on her owne 
foxce, and powerfulneſſe. The reaſons that might bee inferred to pꝛooue this neeveno ratio- 
nall diſcourſe : they are all intimated in the onely cxample of Spaine it ſelfe ; which without the 
Indies is but a purſe without money, 02 a painted ſheath without a dagger. In ſumme: it ſcem⸗ 
ech vntu me, that whereas the difficultie of perfozmiug this-enterpyiſe hath bene pzoduced for a 
dif : it were a dull conceiteof ſtrange weakcnesin our ſelues, to diſtruſt our own po 
wer ſo much, oz at leaſt. our owne hearts and courages; as valcwing the Spaniſh uation to be om 
nipotent; eperiving thatthepooze Pozeugalhath that nung iric un conquering invuſtrie, 
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| che common weale , is not todefile the lande with blood, becauſe the la we of God doeth not p2o- 


aboue vs; as tu bee able to leate himſelfe amongſt the many mightie pyinces of the Eaſt In 


dies, to frontire China, to holde in ſubiection The Philippinas, Zeilan, Calecut , Goa, Or- 


mus, Mozambique, and the reſt; the nauigation being lv tedious and full of perill: co ſuffer 
ou: ſelues to bee put backe foz wothleſle cyphers, out of place, without account. All which Re: 
gions being nowe alſo by the late conqueſt of Portugall, entituled tothe Spaniſh king :to whom 


- the Colonies of thoſe parts doe pet generally refuſe to lweare fealtie and allegiance : and the care 
depending on him, not onely in gouerning them in the Eaſt , ſo farre off; but alſo of ozdcring 


and ſtrengthening of thoſe viſunited, ſcattered, & ill guarded empires and pꝛouinces in the Tel: 
It might very well bee alleaged to the ſayde Spaniſh king, that it were moze wiſedome fa; him 
to aſſure and fortifie ſome part of thoſe already gotten, then to begin the conquiſt of Guiana, ſo 
farre ſcparate from the reit o his Indies: in which hee hath hav ſo many miſfoztuncs, and againſt 
whom the naturall people are ſo impetuouſly bent, and oppoſcd : were it not, that it exceedeth all 
the reſt in abundance of gold, and other riches. The cale then ſo ſtanding, is it not meer 

edneſſe in vs, to ſpend our time, bjeake our ſleepe, and waſte our bꝛaines, in contriuing a cauilling 
falſe title to vefrauve a neighbour of halle an acre oflande : whereas here whole ſhires of fruittull 
rich now waſte fo: want of people, do pꝛoſtitute themſelues vnto vs, like a faire any 
beautifull woman, in the pꝛide and floure of delired yeeress | | 

It wee doe but conſider, howe vnhappily Berreo his affaires, with his aſliſfants.haue of late 
peeres,in our owne knowledge ſucceeded : who can ſay, if the hand of the Almighty be not againſt 
them, and chat hee hath a wozke in this place, in ſtead of Papiſtrie, to make the ſincere light ol his 
Golpell taſhine on this people: The effecting whereof ſhall bee a royall ciomne of euerlaſting 
remembꝛance to all other bleſſings, that from che beginning the Lode hath plentifully powzd on 
our dead Soueraigne,in an eminent and ſupzeme degree of all perfection. It the Caſtilians pꝛe⸗ 
tending a religious care of planting Chaiſtianitie in thoſe partes. haue in their doings pꝛeachtd 
nought cls but auarice, rapine, blood, death, and deſtruction to thoſe naked, x ſheeplike creatures 
of God; erecting ſtatues and trophees of victozie vuto ues , in the ſlaughters of millions 
of innocents : voeth not the crie of the poote ſuccourleſſe aſcend vnto the heauens $ Path God 
foꝛgotten to bee gracious to the wozkemanſhip of his ownehands + On ſhallnot his iuvgements 
in a dap of viſitation by the miniſterie of his cholen ſeruant, coine on theſe bloodchirſtie butchers, 
lik: raine into a fleece of wool: Aliquando manifeſta; aliquando occulra ; ſemper iuſta ſunt 
Dei wdicia. 5 

To leaue this vigreſſion , It is fit onely fc; apzince to begin, and ende this wozke: the main- 
tenance and owering thereofrequireth ſoucraigne power, authozitie and commaundement. The 
riuer of Raleana giueth open and free paſſage, any pzouiſion that the Spaniard can make to the 
contrary notwithſtanding , (lo once peerely the landes neere the river be all dzowned) to conuey 
men, hozle, munition, and victuall fo any power of men, that ſhall be lent thither. 

J doe ſpeake it on my ſoules health, as the beſt teſtimonie, that J tan in any cauſe yeeide to «- 
aerre a trueth , that hauing nowe the ſecond time beene in this countrey, and with the helpes ot 
time and leiſure well aduiſed mp ſelle vpon all circumſtances to bee thought on; J can dilcernt 
no ſuffcient impediment to the contrary , but that with a competent number of men, ber Maieſlic 
map to het and her lucceſſours enioy this rich and great empire: and hauing once planted there, 
may foz euer (by the fauour of God) holde and keepe it, Contra ludæos & Gentes. Dubiects, 
J doubt not, map though her Maieſties gracious ſufferance, ioyning their ſtrength together, in 
uade, ſpople, and ouerrunne it, returning with golde and great riches, But what good ol perpe- 
tuitie canfollowe thereof ? Oꝛ who can hope that they will take any other courſe then ſuch, ac 
tendeth ta a pziuate and ꝑꝛeſent benefite; conſidering that an Empire once obtained, is of con 
gruitie, howe and whereloeuer the charge ſhall growe, to bee annexed unto the crowne + 
ſuiciens rocraſte a comtereni the eee eee

Il che neceſſitie of following this enterpiile doth nothing vrge vs, becauie in ſome caſe better a

You haue framed it, and moulded it readic foz her Paieſtie, toſet on her 
ſcale. Ik either enuie od ignozance, o2 other deuiſe fruſtrate thereft , the good which ſhall growe 
to our enemies, and the lollowhich will come to her Maieſtie and this kingdeme, will after a fewe 
yeeres ſhewe it ſelfe, Mee haue moꝛe people, mode ſhippes, and better meanes, and pet doe 
nothing. The Spanilh king hath had ſo lweete a taſte of the riches thereof, as nocwi ng 
chat her is lozdc of ſo many cmpircs and kingdomes already, notwithſtanding his enterpyiſes of 
France and Flanders, uotwithſtanding that hee attended this yeere a home inuaſiun: pet hee ſent

In one woe; The time ſeructh, the like occaſion ſeldome happenech in many ages, the fox 
mer repeated couſiderations doe all ioputlp together impoꝛtune vs, nowe , oz neuer to make our 
ſelues rich, our polteritie happie, our Pꝛince euery way ſtronger then ourenemics, and to efta- 
bliſh our Countrey in a ftatc flouriſhing and peaceable. O let not then ſuch an indignitie reſt on 
ds, as to depꝛaue ſo notable an enterpꝛiſe with falſe rumozs, and vaine ſuppoſitions, tofleepe in 
ſo ſeridus a matter, and renouncing the honour, ſtrength, wealth, and ſoueraigutie of ſa famoug 
a conqueſt, to leaue all vnto the Spaniard. | :

4 on, in the peere 153 1. Pte was one ofthe captaines of Cortes in the conqueſt of Mexi. 
unn eo. This Oidas made hia entrance by the riuer of Amana, by which wecentrev, and ſpent fiftie | 
which 25 dayes befoze hee came tothe riuer of Orcaoque, which we paſt in fifrecne. ee named the river | 
frſt entred ; by which hee entred, Viapari; which name it ſtill retaineth in the Spaniſh delcriptions. It lyeth | 
cated by Dieg® South from Trinidad ſome ſiue leagues, Ot tranſported out of Spaine a thouſand ſouldiers, Oe | 
pai: and bp dped afterwards at ſea in returning toꝛ Spaine, |

5. 6 Philip de Vren,F after him Pedro de Limpias, who both ſucceſſiueiy conunanded the Al- 
matues, wert leaders in this action.

7 leronimode Ortal undertooke it by the way of Maracapana. After gieac trauell and his 
ſubſtancs all ſpent he dyed on the ſunden at S. Domingo,. 

8. 9 Xumenes, hꝛocher of Don Ximenes de Queſida the Adelantado, um Pedro de Orſua 
were both at ſummy times in the ſame conqueſt. 

10 Father ala, a Fricr, taking with him oneip one companion, and ſome Indian guides pal-

The waires that were then berweene the Indians ofthe vale, and 
thoſe of the mountaines ſerucd well f his purpoſe. By which ettaſ en he towwd meanes to paſſe 
ſo farre, vutillhe came to au Indian Cafique. named Garaments}, who cutertained him with all 
kindneſle, and gaue him oz a preſent ſome rich ie wels of golde, ſixe ſecmcly pages, tenne young 
ſlaues, and thzee nymphes very beautifull, which bare the names ot ther pzeumces ſrom whence 
thep were ſeut to Garamental chiefe commander of all that countrcy. T heit names were Guan

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ba. Gotoguane, aud Maiarare. Theſe pzouinces are of an excellent temperature, very heaithfull, 
and haue an admirable influence m pꝛoduting faire women. The Spaniards afterwardes to re

18 Reynoſo vndertooke this tourney : but hauing endured exceeding troubles, in the diſcom-

19 Pedro de Orſua, inthe yeerc 1 560. ſought it with 400. Spaniards by the riuer of Orel- 
jana. Dee imbarqued his men in the countrey of the Motijones. As they paſſeddowne the riuer, 
they found S ynamom trees. Vis men murthered him, and afterward the ſayde rebels beheaded 
lady Anes his wife, who foxſooke not her lozd in all his trauels vnto death. 

20 Frier Francis Monte ſino was in the pꝛouinte of Marecupana with 100. ſouldiers bound 
foz Guiana, wt Lopez Aguirri the tyzant made inſurrection in all thoſe parts ofthelndics,Uhat

N his Breuiarie, the names onely are compriſed of ſuch,as being led with the generall fame 

of Guiana. haue indeuoured to diſcouer and poſſeſſe it, The whole hiſtories are long and 
cannot ſuddenly be tranſlated or engliſhed at large, as we in theſe Elegies finde them, It may 
perhaps ſeeme ſtrange and incredible, that ſo many caualleros ſhould all faile in this one at- 
tempt, ſince in many paris of the Indies, fat ſmaller numbers in ſhorter time haue performed as 
great matters, and ſu mighty kingdomes : Ihaue therefore thought it good here to al- 
leage thoſe reaſons, which by circumſtance may bee gathered to haue beene chieſe impedi- 
ments to the Spaniard in this intended ſearch and conqueſt, 

The firſt may bee the remoteneſſe or diſtance of their places of Rendenou, from E / Dorado: 
which appeate to be foure. Ven Reyne, the mouth of Amas or Orellana, Cubagna ot the 
:oaſt o 1— Caracas, and Trinidad, 

x From Mojobamba,where Orellana hath his head-ſpring, to his mouch, the Spauiards ac- 
count it 2000. leagues. Ra/canariſeth neere the ſaid mountaines in Aoiobamba, & tributeth 
his waters to the ſea, not farre from the other: Guiana is enuironed with theſe 2 freſhwater- 
ſeas,whcre their diſtance is greateſt from their riſings, and is beſides guarded with impaſſable 
mountaines which incloſe and defend it on all parts, excepting Topiawaries countrey, It is no 
maruel then, if the vigot, heart, & life of choſe Spaniards, who ſought it frõ Nu Reno, wert 
allayed & ſpent, before they came neere to it in thoſe long, deſolate & vncomfortable wayes, 

2 From Cabagua to ſeeke it by ſea in veſſels of auy 2 a worke of fat greater labour, 
then to ſaile directly from Spame, And to paſſe ouer land is a matter of great difficultie,by rea- 
ſon that the Indian nations inhabiting betweene the coaſt of Ihe Caracarand Gua, bei 
wearied and harried with the daily incurſions of the Spaniards, haue now turned their abuſ, 
patience into furie, refuſing to ſuffer any forces of men tobe led through their countreys, For 
the Spaniards travelling in thoſe parts, when they found not gold anſwerable to their expecta- 
tion, ouerlaid them with cruelties, tyrannie, and thraldome: forbearing neither men, women, 
friends, not foes, Which maner of dealing, though in ſome partic ſatiſfied their deſire of pre- 
ſent profit; yet hath it otherwiſe done them much harme, in hardening and driuing thoſe na- 
tions to deſperate reſolutions, | 

3 From the mouth of Orellewato ſeeke entrance with any numberof men, & to bore a hole 
through the mountaines is all one. Neither finde wee, that any ſee king it that way, haue at 
any time boaſted of their gaines or pleaſurable — => . 

4 From Trinidad, is the courſe is ſhorteſt, ſo doeth it promiſe beſt likelyhood of ſucceſſe. 
Howbeit, impoſſible it is with any veſſell of ordinarie burthen by that way to recouer the ri 
wer of Raleana. : | 

The ſecond, The Spaniards haue bene fo farre from helping and furthering one another, or 
admitting partners or coadiutorsin the Gaiana-eauſe, that atnongſt ſo many attemptes, from 
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che beginning to the laſt, I cannot find any one, when they were otherwiſe likelieſt to pteuaile 
free from diſcords, mutinies, and cruell murthers amongſt themſelues. ; 

Thirdly. The Spaniardes in this place haue miſt that aduantage, which elſcwhere hath 
Aeeded themſelues in all their conqueſtes: namely, the diſſentions and mutuall warres of the 
Indians, Which of what force it is, may be gathered by the example Arauco in Chili. For the 
Indians of that one prouince conteining in circuit not aboue 20. leagues, haue maintained 
wartes ahoue theſe 30. yeetes againſt all the Sparniards, and in deſpight of them haue kept 
their owne countrey, oftentimes diſcomfiting their enemies in many let batiels, burning and 
deſtroying ſome of their ſtrongeſt cownes, Ihe chiefe reaſon whereof I take to bee, becauſe 
no Indian nation was enemie vnts them. And howſocuer the Spaniards vaunt of their te. 
doubted exployts in the Indies: yet doe their owne writings in effect teſtiſie, that without the 
ayde of the Indians diuided among themſelues, Mexico, Pers, and the reſt, had neuer beene 
Spaniſh, . | 

ay Iecan impuie it to no cauſe ſo tighily, as immediatly to the diuine prouidence: for by 
him princesraigne, And in my beleefe (except we will looke to bee warned by miraclefrom 
heauen) wee neede no further aſſuranc es, then wee already haue to perſwade our ſelues, that it

The Tuciday night following, whereas befoze our courſe was {Ueſtſouthwelt, wee ſtoode 
away Weſt and by South: by reaſon whereof, and ol the current that ſet vs to the Noxthward, 
wet were the next day by noone twentie minutes further to the Noꝛchward then the day befoꝛe. 
So that then wee lay away Southweſt, becauſe wee were loath to fall to the Moꝛthward of our 
place intended: which if wee ſhould ber put toleeward of, there was ſmall hope left torecoucr it. 
By Thurldap wee were within ont degree | of the Equinoctiall lime: thcrefoze this day wee 
halled away Weſt and by South, and Weſt among. This night wee lounded, but had na 
ground at 90 fathoms, > 
The next day in the moꝛning the colour of the water began to change, and to bee moꝛt white, 
ſo wee made another ſound and had ground at thirtie fathoms, but ſaw no lande, and in the after 
noone wee halled awap Weſtnozthweſt, Monthweſt, and 3ozthnonhWeſt. Ju che night wee 
ſounded diners times, ano hav twelue, ten, aud nine fathoing water. 
All Saturday wee had a thick red water, and had ſcuen and tight fathoms both day and night 
and vpon Sunday mozning by day being the ſeutn and wentieth ol Februarie, wee made the 
lande which appeared lowe, and treuden ucereſt as wee fell with tt, South and by Eaſt, Noꝛth 
aud by Met about two degrees: toward the )2ozth, Right on head of vs was a Cape ox heav⸗ 
land, ſo that had wee beene ſhot alittle further into the bay, the winde being moꝛe Moꝛtherly, wee 
ſhould hardly haue doubled it off. Foz with much adoe making many boo ds, and ſtopping euery 
de, it was the Tueſday following befoze wee cleered our ſelues of the bay, and recoucred the 
Cape, Nowe the laude trended !20zthweſt and by Noxth, and Southeaſt and by South, And 
ſill wee were faine to anker euery tyde ſometunes in foure kathoms, and ſometimes in tee, as 
farre as wee couly {ce lond. So about night wee ſawe Cape Cecill : and after ſome two houres c,,. Cen 
came to an anker. Heiwerne thele two Capes the larde lyeth lo we and euen. 3 degrees ant 
Upon Uedneſbay mojning, hauing the winde large at Ealtnoztheaft.wee layd it away von 
a board into the bay of Wiapoucou and tame to an anker in the rivers mouth in two fathoms : 
ouer the barre chere is little water, as 6 and 7 foote, and leſſe in many plates. Aud chis tiuer of 
\Wiapoucou ſtandeth almoſt in 4 degrees tothe Noꝛthward of the line, Che riner of 
The next mozming wee weyed, and ſtanding in with ourptuncſſe by night, wee got ſome eight 1wizpoucou als 
leꝛgues vpthe riuer. This dap ſometimes wee had but 5 foote water and dye w 7 foot, but being ares Noth 
ſoft oazewe went cleere: and alittle bcfoze wee came to anker, wee were on ground vpon a rocke, 
but with ſome trouble aud labour wee got dit and had no hurt. 
Upon Friday the 4 of March towards night wee came to the falles. The next day h. Leo 
natd Bertie our captaine, the Maſter, my ſelſe aud ſome 5 moze, went though the woods, ant 
ſpent all che nay m{archinc — dut could not finve it: fo2 though wee yaſled by 
Mmm ; many 
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manp, pet were there moge ſtill one aboue the other, So that finding no Judians in this river ic 

buy victuals of, neither any kind ol thing that might intite vs to come to ſo ſhozt allo wente, as we 

unuft haue done, if wee had ſpent any long tune here, ünding it ouer hard tu paſle the falle, 
wee fell dowue the riucr againe, and by Friday the 11 of March wee clecred our icluts ol theri 

uer and bay. This riuer from the mouth to the falles is ſome 16 leaguts, in many places anile 

ouer, but fo the moſt part halte a mile. There arc many Jſlands in it: as are alſo in moſt of the 
rivers vpon the coaſt. This night wee ankered againſt Cawo in two fathoms; wheremto wet 

thought to haut put with our pinneſle : but found the water ſo ſhoald, and the ſca ſo grown, that 

neither with our ſhippe noz ſhallope wee durſt goe in. > tg | 

| Dn Saturday by noone wee came to anker vnver one of the 7 Jflands : vpon which going on 
They Aands. ſhoare wee found neither man noꝝ beaſt, but great ſtoze of pellow piumbes which are good io tate. 
Upon Sunday after dinner our Maſter William Dowle and 6 mote went off with our boat to 

Adee aqa tobt called Aramatto; where they found manp inhabitants, and bzought victuals and ſcme 
6 Tabacto with them, and one Indian named Caprima, who lying aboopd all night, the next dap 
being Punday the 14 of March went with our Captaine into Was, and there traded with the 
Tye Caribe: Caribes £03 ſuch things as thep had. And afterward they of Aramano came off with then cano- 
neople, . as to vs, and wee went on ſhoare to them: and from thence our Captaine ſent a canoa with ſe: 
ucnmen, which had cuery one of them a knife to goe backe to the rwucr of Cao, and to tell Ri- 

timo captaine of that place, that becauſe wee coulde not come to him, wee would ſap at ( hiana 

i fo: him, whither wee intreated him to come to vs. So vpon Thurſday the 17 wee ſtoode in fo} 
— hi Chiana, and came to an anker without in the bay in 3 fathoms that night: and had the Caribes 
comming continually to vs with their canoss, which bought vs great ſtoze of victuals aud ſome 
Tabacco, ſhewing themlclues very kinde and louing, and came all from their towncs, and dwelt 

on ſhoare by vs vntill Ricimo came: at whole comming they returned all vp to their townes a. 
gaine, which was vpon the Sunday following. All this day we feaſted hun and his traine,and the 
next day we traffiqued with them fo ſuch things as they bzought, which was piincipally tabacco, 

After that they had made knowen their mindes of the deſire that they had to haue the Engliſh 

tome and kill the Spaniards, and to dwell in Orenoque and iu the countrep, they departed with 
their 3 canoas the next day. And wee with the helpe of the Caribes of Chiana, hauumg by their 
meanes from the ſhoare watered, becauſe the riuers mouth was ſalte, departed out of the bay the 
Thurſday following, & palling by Macerea, Couroura, and Manamanora, by reaſon of ſhoalds, 
rockes, and great windes, being a lee ſhoarc; and fo2 want of a good ſhalope, wee came to an an · 
ker the next day being good Friday in five fathoms necre The Triangle Iſla nds called The 
 Careres. And vpon Saturday ſtanving to the Weſtward, wee ſtopped againſt the tcwne of Ma- 
ware, which is a littl®to the Weſtward of the towne Comanamo : fiom whence and from the 
other townes in that bay, which art ſome 6 027, wee had canoas come off to vs as befoze with 
ſuch things as they had $ in vie, with parrots, monkeys, and cotton - wooll, and flaxt. 
From whence wee departed vpon unday following the 28 of arch 1597. 

And paſſing by the riucrs of Euracco and Amano, which opencth but a ſmall river, and is 
ſhoald off, wee came to Marawinne the next day: Aud finding a chanell of tine, foure, and five 
fathoms, wee ſtood into the riuer: and the ſame day cauwe to an anker ſome 2 leagues in againſt 
the mouth of Cooſhepwinne, which riuer goeth into Amano. Into which, ( vnderſtanding that 

' there were Arwaccawes dwelling)this night we ſent our boat and came to a towne called Marrac 
one league in: And finving the people ſomething ple aſant, haung dumke much that dap, being 
as it ſeemed a feſtiuall day with them, pet were they very fearelull and ready to tun away at the 
firft ſight of vs, hauing ſetne any Chaiſtian befoze. But aſſoone as Hemy our Indian 
interpꝛetet had tolde them what wee were, and our intent, they came to vs and vſcd vs kindely, 
and bzought vs victuals and other things, And the next day thetr captaine Mawewironcamc out 
into Marawinne, with diuers canoas, & fraded with vs, and wee went in againe to them on ſhoje, 
who made very much of vs, and carried vs from houle to houſe, and made vs eate and dzinke in e- 
uery houle which wee came in. And the next dap following being the laſt of Pach, haumg the 
captaine of Marrack with vs, wee weyen and ſoode into the riucr, and about two of the clocke in 
the afternoone came to an anker ſome eight leagues within the riuer , alittle (oztof a tewne | 
called Quiparia , the people whcreof are Caribes : who, when they ſawc vs ceme toward. then 
cowne with our boate, began all to runne into the woods, vntill che captaine of Marrac which 
was with vs in the boate,leaped oucrboozd and ſwanune on ſhoare vnto them, and told them tha 
wee were Engliſhmen, and came in friendſhip to trade with them. 

Upon whole report they came befoze night fixe m ſtuen canoas aboozd vs, pethery — 
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becauſe chere was neuer cither ſhippe oz Chiiltian ſeene in that riuer befoze, The firſt of Apyill, 
wee weighed agatue, and ſtood in to the next towne called Macirria : where comming to anker, . 
there came a canoa frem Amano tovs, with great ſtoꝛe of victuals, which canoa wee bought: won 
and becauſe wee mette with ſome colts, we wereloath togoc any farther with ourPinneſle : ſo 

there wee mozed her, and the next day at thace of the clocke in theafcernoone,eleuen of vs(Paſter 

Monax hauing the goucrument of the action, by the Captaines appointment) with Mawerirou, 
Henry,and William of Cawo, in che canoa which we bought went into the riner farther co ſearch 

it ſo farre as wee could, and that night gatte ſome fine leaguesfrom our ſhippe. And betweene 

two villages, Awodwaier and Maperibuito, we tooke vp our lodging inthe woods. The thiid of 
Apull,becimes in the mozning, we tooke our courſe till vnto the riuer, and in the aftcrnoone came 

to one houle where wee found many lndians, where wer hired another canoa and foure Indians, 

into the which'J went, and one mote of our men, and this night gat twelue leagues farther and 

as befoze, lodged among the wilde beaſtes, 


laſt houſe whether the alles were paſſable oz not: their firſt anſwere was, that they had nothing 
to eate: but wee being loath to looſe ſo much labour, and the ſight of that vpper rich countrey, # rich conu- 
which wee deſired ; told ——ññ— — __ 


canaos2 which they ſayde becauſe indetd they had no victuals : which by ſome was taken foz 
ſufficent to pꝛoceede ſtayed ſome two houres vpon the 
iſland, and with the [wiftneſle of the current fell that nigh againe. Though J 
fo2 mine owne part offered in that ſmall canoa that I was in, being ſo leake, that my ſelfe did no⸗ 


ped chat which might baue done vs good as long as wee had lined. 


But to returne to the reſt of our voyagtꝛ the dap after wer went from the falles wee came to 
dur ſhippe, which was the kifch of Apzill 1 597.

And ſo taking our leaue on Tuſeday being the twelfth of Ap2ill, wee came to the mouth of 
Cuſſe-winne, where the Arwaccas of Marrac and of the riucr had pjouided and bought r 
vs luch infinite tote of poratocs, and Guiney · heate, that the ſtewarde ſayd wee had no ſtowage 
fo: them; and ſo they were turned backe, and wee by that meanes came to ſhoꝛter allowance home 
ward bound, then (it chere had bene any — — |

| 8 of Ap2ill: and che next wee came to anker 
e e eee 
tame neer our ſhip and putting off with our boat we tooke her, being like vnto our deere in Eng 
| land, not altogether ſo fat, but very good fleſh and great bodted. — 
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allet che !ohn of London captaine Leigh being in her. And being both fallen downe within ſcene 
fue leagues at (he mouth of the ruter,vpon intelligence that one Marracon, hom wer brought 
along with vs) gaue vs, namely that the riuer De ekt be, in which he dwelt (and whercin thers 
; were ſome thꝛee hundzed Spamards, which toꝛ the moll part now are deſtroyed and dead vocth 
Che errat lake lead ſa farre intu the countrep, that it commeth within a daycs tourney of the lake called Per ma, 
—— whercupon Manoa ia ſuppoled to ſtaud ; and that this riuer ot Coritine doeih meete with Oele 
kebe vp in the land: by meancs whereot wee make account to goc vp into the counirep, and to 
haue dilcouered a paſlage vnto that rich citie. So hauing concluded both ſhippes, we ſtocd vp ui 
to the river ag aine, and comming to Wara x alle the 24 ot Apꝛill there our ſhippez roade vnuli we 
went vp to Mawranamo to ſprake with Marracon, to know the trueth of theſe things: whem 
when we had found, he verified al that befoxc he had ſpoken: Maſter Monax being the man that of 
Leonard of Cawe tooke all the intelligente: who being b2ought vp with Antonie Berteo could 
| [onie Spaniſh and Marrac ons language alſs. Aud beſides wee our ſelucs by ſignes, end daw⸗ 
ing the two rivers on the ground, and the meeting of them aloft, did perceive as much. Now com⸗ 
ming vowuc with our boates the ſixe and twentieth of Ayl we went vp v ich our ſhips to Maw. 
They 01s . ranams, where wee morred them, and taking tome twentie out ot both, vpon Thurlday the cight 
vorozy* and twenticth inthe afternoone with two ſwallops and two Canaos, none of which Hemy the 
Maire no. Indian was and ſome twentie lndians mote , wee went vp the rwer; and by night getting leme 
. thice leagues farther wee lodged in the woods, and the next mozning wee wich our boate and the 
two Canoas went into a [mall river called Tapvere,to a towne called called Mac haribi, thinking 
o haue had Caſaui and other victuals, which they were altogether vnpꝛouided of, by reaſon that 
they make no moe ready then ſcrueth themſelues fromhaud io mouth, ling in this towne foz the 
molt part by fiſh. By meanes of going into this riuer,though wee rowed very hard it was noone 
befoze wee ouertooke the bigger ſhallop wherein both the Captames were, This night we came 
to a cowne called Vaperon,where wee ſtaped all Saturday and the night foliowing, foz Caſaui: 
whcreof they baked good tote fo2 vs being but afewe left in che towne, Fo2 not a monech before 
wee came thither,the Waccawaes that dwell aboue the falles came downe to the towne,and ſlewe 
ſome tenne ol chem, and many of the reſt fled away, lo that wee found moſt otthe houſes cmptie. 
Upon Sunday mozning being May dap, wee went [rom this place, aud by night gotte (ome 
twelue leagues beyond and being paſt all townes wee lodged as betoze in the woods, and the next 
day came to the (alles of the riuerʒ vp ſome of which falles we ſhotte with our boates, and going 
vpon arocke there came ſome nine canoas vp the riuer to vs, and would haue gone vp with vs to 
kill the Waccawayans, betauſe they had killed ſome of them, as befoze is ſaid. UWhereupon the 
Captalacs and Maſter Monax tooke aduiſe: and becaule yowe they had iearned, as they ſayde, 
that fue dayes tourney farther there was a fall not paſlable, and that by this meaneg they ſhould 
make the Wacchaw ai their enemies, which weuld turne to our great hurc, when Sir Wal- 
ter Ralegh ſhould ther hauing occaſion to vle this river, M hene wee were infozmed was 
good ſtoꝛt of golde, they relolucd to returne, though J peeled divers reaſous tothe contrary, Sc 
vpon Tuledap night, we came backe to Vaperon, where we lodged, 1 
And vpon Uiednelday the fourth of Pay, wee came to our ſhippes: where it was repo? 
that the Spaniardes were gonne out of Deſekebe, which was not ſo: but as it ſetmed in po» 
licie by them giuen out to make aur men that wee left in our ſhippes mote carcleſſe, that they 
might the haue ſurpziſed them in our abſence, The uext night wee had newes bzought vr 
to Mawranamo, where we yet roade,that there were tenuecanoas of Spantardes in the mouth 
of Coritine ; and fearing leſt they had intended to come to vs in the night, we fitted all our gunnes 
and muſkets, and kept good watch to pzeuentchemof their purpole; who, as it was afterwards 
toldt vs, went aloug the coaſt to buy bzead aud other victuals to them in Orenoque, Marow-- 
go and Deſekebe. Upon Fryday the ſixth of ay we weighed and made downe the riuer, and 
upon Sunday the eighth we gat cleare of it. 5 
This tiuer is much like vaco Mara wynne in hꝛedth, and about ſiftie leagues froni themouth 
to the bett kalle, full ol Jllandes as the other: in which ie rivers, Mano, Tapuere, and 
Tabuebbi, otherwiſe Tapuellibi : with ſixe Townes, Warrawalle, Mawranamo, Maapue- 
re, Maccharibi, Yohoron, aud Vaperon, Aud ſoclering our (clues of this coaſt, wee took:

ow I thinke it not amille co ſpeak ſomething ol this countrey. And firſt touching the climate; 
though it ſtand within the Tropick, and ſomething neere to the EquinoRial, ſo that the Dunne 
is wile a yeere ouer their heads  nener far from chem, yet is it temverace yuough in thoſe 27 
| 02 
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702 beides that wee loſt not a man vpon the coalt, one that was ſicke befoze hee came there, was 
nothing ſicker foz being chere, but came homeſafe, thanks be ta God. And foz mine owne part 
I was ucuer better in body in all mp life, and in like ſoꝛt farev it with the reſt ofthe. company: fo 
indeed it is not ſo extreame hote as many imagine, The people in all the lower parts ol the coun: 
trey goe naked, both men and women, being of ſeuer all languages. very tractable, and ingenious, 
and very louing aud kinde to Engliſhmen generally ; as by experience we tound, and vpon our 
owne knowledge doe repo2t, Ju the vpper countreys they goe apparelled, being, as it ſecmeth, nnn 
of a moꝛe ciuill diſpoſition, hauing great ſtoꝛe ol golde, as we axe cexteinciy intozmev by the low⸗ — Wie, 
er Indians, ot whom we had ſome golde, which they bought aud bought in the high countrey of 
Wiana, being able to buy no moꝛe, becaule they wanted the things which now wee haue lett a» 
mong them, They keepe no oꝛder ol marriage: but haue as many wiues as they can buy, oz win 
by fozce- of their enemies, which pyincipally is the cauſe of all their warres. Foz bzead there is 
infinite ſkoze of caſaui, which is as good bead as a mau need to eate, and better then we can carp 
any thither, le ſyent not a bit ot our owe all the while we were vpon che coaſt, It is made of 
aroot ſo called; which they take and ſcrape , and cruſh all the iuyce our, being poiſon; and when 
it is dꝛie it is as fine floure as our white meale maketh : whichdyy as it is, without any moiſture, 
they ſtrew vpon around ſtone, hauing a ſtill fire vnder it, and ſo it congealech to a cake; and when 
it connneth new off, it eateth like to aur new white bead. Belides there is great ſtoꝛe of Guiny- Padung good 
Wheat ( whereot they make palling gooddzinke) which after it is once ſowed, if you cut off the —— 
este, onthe lame ſtalke groweth another. 

Fo2 victuals, wee either did not, oꝛ at leaſt needed not to haue ſpent any of our owne: fo there 
is greatſtoze of as good fiſh in the riuers, as any is in che wozld, Gꝛeat tote of fowle, of diuers 
loꝛts. Tontoile-fleſh plentifull and Toxtoiles egges innumerable. Deere, ſwine, conies, hares. 
cockes and hennes, with potatoes mode them wee could ſpend. Belides, all kinde of fruits, at all 
times of the yeerc : and the rareſt fruits ol the woꝛld. the pine, the plantan with infinite other va⸗ 
riable and pleaſant, growing to their handes, without planting oz dꝛeſſing. Foz commodities, 
though wee had hut ſmall time to ſcarch, becauſe wee ſpent ſo much tune in ſearching the riuers: 
yet wee haue bꝛought examples of ſome, which the countrey peciveth in great plenty: as a kinde The commo- 
oflong hempe like vnto ſteelehempe , fine cotton wooll, which the trees pceld greatſtoze of; and d. 5f\v a: 
wherewith che women make fine thꝛecd, which will make excellent good fuſtians oz ſtockings. 
Ozeat ſtoje of pitch, diuers ſoꝛts of lweet gummes, @ Uicſt Indian pepper, balſamum, parrots 
and monkieg. Beſides diuers other commodities , which in good time may be found out to the 
benefit of our countrey , and pꝛofit of the aduenturets, who as pet hauing ventured much, haue 


gained litle. | 
Now leauing the riuer of Coritinep by Saint Vincent, Santa Lncia , and Matalina, 
we came to Dominica vponthe friday ing, being the the thirtgenth of May, hauing loſt cher on cap- 
the backe that came out with vs the Uledneſday befoze, Upon Sunday mojning , the fifteench 5pm? 1<ighm 
of May, we came to Guadalupe, where wee watered at the Souther part ofthe Jſland, and ha: by 
ung done by night, we ſet ſaile, and ſtood away tothe 3Nozthward, but were becalmen all night, 
and vntill tenne of the clocke on Munday night: at which time hauing a faire gale at Eaſt, and 
after at Southeaſt, weepaſſed along in the ſight of Monſerate, Antigua, and Barbuda. Upon 
the ninth ol June,bemg Thurſday, we made the Jſlands of Flores and Coruo: and the eight and 
(wentieth of June we made the Liſart,and that night came all ſafe to Plymmouth, bleſſed be God. 
Betweene the Ille of Barbuda in the Weſt Indies and England we had thiee mighty ſtones, 
many calmes, and ſome contrary windes. And vpon the June 1597, chere being 
diuerg whales playing about our pinneſle, one of them croſſed our \ndgolng veer, rub. 
bid her backe againſt our keele : but hy none of all theſe we ſuſteined any loſſe. Thanksbe to him

> Ut when we intreat ofRiuers,that which ſome men call the riuer of Amazone:, 
2 others Marannon, others the riuer of Orcllana,vocth iuſtly put to ſilence all the 
reſt, whereunto our Spaniards haue gone and ſayled. And J ſtand in doubt, 
whecher J may cal it ariuer a; a ſea. This riuer runneth from the mountaines ol 
bpPnu, from which it gathereth infinite ſtoze of waters ol raine, and riuers, which 


GS; runnech along, gathering it ſelfe together, aud paſling though the great fieldes 


and plaines of Paytiti, ot Dorado, and ofthe Amazones, and falleth at length into the Ocean ſea, 
and entreth into it alniolt oucr againſt the J ſles of Margarita and Trinidad, But it groweih (6 
dad, eſpetially towardes the mouth, that it maketh in the middeſt many and great Illes: and 
which ſecmeth incredible, ſayling in the middle chanel of the riuer, men can ſee nothing but 
e ſkie and the riuer, although men ſap that there are hilles neert the bankes chereof, which can 
not be kenned, though the greatneſſeof the Riuer. ee vnderſtood by very good meane s the 
wonderfull bꝛedth and largencſle of this Niuer, which iultly may bet called the Emperour of Ri- 
uers, to wit by a bꝛother ol our companie which being a boy was there, ſayled it wholy thzough, 
being perſonally pꝛeſent in all the ſucceſſes of that ſtrauge entcrance, which Pedro de Ortu? 
made, and in the mutinies and pcrilous conſpiracies of that wicked Diego de Aguirre, out of all

Aang all che riuers not onely of the Weſt Indies but alſo of the whole wozld, the chief is the 
Riuer of Marannon q; of the Amazones,whereof I haue ſpoken in the ſecond booke, The 
Spaniards haue diuers times ſayled along this riuer, with vetermination to diſcouer countries, 
which, accoꝛding torepoxt,are of great riches,elpecially that which they call Dorado, and Payrici. 
The Adelantado q; admirall Iuan de Salinas made a very notable eutrance, although to imall 
pꝛoſite. It hath a ſalt oz fall ot water which they call El Pongo, which is one of the moſt dange- 
rous places in the woꝛld: fox being reſtrained betweene two exceeding hie deuided mountaiues, it 
maketh a fall of terrible depth, where the watcr with the great deſcentmaketh ſuch whirlepoolcs 
chat it ſeemeth impoſſible but that it ſhould ſinke it ſelf there into the ground. Fo) all this the bold: 
nes ol men hach attempted to paſſe the ſaid El Poago for the greedines to come to that ſo famous 
renowmed Dorado. They ſuffered chemſelues to bee carycd from aloft, being thzowne downe 
hcadlong with the furie of the riucr,and ſitting faſt in cheir Canoas o2 boats in which they ſapled, 
although they were ouerturned in the fal, and they and their Canoas ſuncke downe tothe bottome, 
pet they roſe vp againeaboue the water, and at with their hauds and fozce gat out ol the 
whirlepooles. The whole army in amaner eſcaped, ſaving a very fewe which were dzowned: and 
which J molt maruel at, they handled the matter ſo well, that they loſt not their victuals aud pow- 
der which they caryed with them. In their returne oz after great trauels and dangers they re⸗ 
turned that way againe) they clymed vp ouer one of thoſe afozeſaive exceeving high mointaines, 
creeping vp vpon their handes and feete. | EY 

Captaine Pedro de Orſua made another entcrance by the ſelfe ſame riuer, and after hee was 
ſlaine by a mutinie of his people, other captaines followed the diſcouerie, by the arme that falleth 
into the Noth Sea. One of our companie told me who while he was a ſecular man was in al that 
expedition that they entred vp the Riuer almoſt an leagues wich the tydes, and that when 
the freſh water and the ſalt meeteth, which is either almoſt vnder oz very nerre the Equinocttial

N that part of America,whcreof the coaſts be thougbly known, the greater part of the Julanv 

is not knowen, which is that which kallech betweenc Yicu and Bre ſil, and there are diucrs 
opinions of ſome which ſay, that it is all ſumken land full of lakes and bogges,and ol others which 
affirme that there are great and floziſhmg kingvomes there, and there they plate the Counirey of 
Paytiiy, and Dorado, and great Emperours, and ſap, that there are wonderlull things there. J 
heard of one ok our companie my lelle, a man of credite, that bee had ſeene great townes, and high 
waycs as bꝛoad and as inuch beaten, as the wayes betwecne Salamanca aud Validolid: and this 
was when the great entrance oz diſcouerie was made by the great riuer of the Amazones 02 Ma- 
rannon by Pedto de Oiſua, and afterwardes by others chat ſucceded him: and they ſuppoſing that 
Dorado which they ſought, was farther vp in the countrep, did not inhabite there, and afterward © 
—— — * diſcouering Dorado (which they nruer found) and without that great pzounce

+] it is a great river, and hach mage then fifteeneleagues in b2cdth eight leagues 

within che land. It hach many illands, and in this river within the land foꝛtie 
| } leagues there is necre to the ſapde riuer a mountaine, wherenpon-growe trecs 
. OA KI of Jncenle, the trees be of a good height e the boughs thereot be like to Plum: 
trees, aud the Jncenſe docth hang at than, as the pc: doethat the tiles of a 
houſe in the winter ſeaſon when it doeth freeze. In this river were taken loure Indians in a ſmal 
boat, called in the Indian language a Canoa,that came downe by the riuer.and there were taken 
from them two ſtones of Emcralds, the one of them being as great as a mans hand. They ſayd 
that ſo many dayes tourney going vpward by the riuer they found a rocke of that ſtone, Likewi:e 
chere were taken from thein two loaues madeoffloure, which were like to cakes of Sope, and it 
ſcemed that they were kneadev with the licour of Balſamum. All this coaft from the Cape ot S. 
Auſtine vnto Marannon is a cleare coaſt & deep, but necr to the riuer are certaine ſholds towardes 
the Eaſt part, And by the Melt part the riuer is decpe, and it hath a good entrie. From this ri- 
uer Marannon, vn o the riuer which is called The ſea of freſh water, are 25 le. gues: this riuer 
bath go leagues of bzedth at the mouth,and carieth ſuch abundance of water that itencreth moze 
then 20 leagues into the Dea, and mingleth not it ſelfe with the ſalt water: this bzedth gocth 25 
- leagues within the land, and alter it is deuided into partes, che one going towards the Southeaſt, F 
and the other towards the Southwelt. That which goeth towards the Southeaſt is very decpe 
and of much water and hath a chanel half a league of bꝛedth, that a Carack may goe vp thzough it: 
the tydes be ſo lwilt. that the ſhips haue need ol good tables. The riuer of his poztis very good, 
and there haue bene ſome that haue entred 50 leagues within it e haue ſeen: no mountaines. Che 
Indians of this countrey haue their lips made full of ſmall holes in 4 parts & though tho e holes 
be put ſmall rings and like wiſe at their eares: ſ if any mau aſke of thẽ where they had their gold, 
they anſwere,thac going vp by the riuer ſo many dayes iournep, they found cerfaine mountaines 
that had much of it, and from thoſe mountaines they bought it when they would haut it, but they 
made no great accountofie,foz they neither buy noz ſell. and amongſt them is nothing but change. 
In this countery they eate bcan ot tooteg, and Maiz and they eate certaine toutes which they call 
Aics and Batatas, but the Batatas bee better then the other rootes, and being rawe they haue a 
ſmellof Cheſtnuts: they are to be eaten roſted. Thele Iadians doe make wine of che fruit of Date ⸗ 
trees, which fruit is yellow in colour, and is as great as a little Doues egge and yy, 'eaſon 
is good ta be eaten, and ol it pocetdech good wine, and is pꝛeſerued fo) along time. Theſe kinde 
ofpcople do make their houles with vpper roomes,and they ſleepe in them as allo al their habita: 
tion is in the vpper roomes, and that which is belowe, they leaue open: and alſo they vſe ter 
taine mantels of cotten wooſl, and cheſe they tie at che endes with ropes, andthe one ende of 
of the rope they make faft to one part of the houſr, and the other ende to the other part of the 
houſe: and in theſe they lye, which bee their beddes and theſt kinde of beds bee vſcd in all India, 
and there is not in any part ol india any chambers that the people do vſe to lodge in aloft f om the 
gronnd noꝛ they make any hie roomes . but only in this part of India: ꝶ᷑ in al other plates they make 
their houles without aux loltes oz chambers, and they couer their houles with a 
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tees, and of graſſe. And from this freſh water-ſca vnto Paria, the coaſt lyeth TU Nozthwen, 

and is ſo ful ofſholvs that the ſhips caunot come ncer to the land. There are fro this riuer to Pati 

250 leagucs. In this freſh water ſea,the tydes do ebbe & flow as much as they do in Bricayne, and 

it ſtandeth in 6 degrees and a halfe. Paria ſtandeth on the othcr ſide of the EquinoQtial toward the 
Nozth, in ſeuen degrees: In Paria the ſca floweth but little, and from Paria towards the UWzett, 
che ſeadoth not flow, From the entry of the gulfe of Paria vnto the Cape that lyeth towards the 
elt, are 35 leagues, and fri thence the coaſt turneth towardes the Noztheaft other 35 leagucs 
& from thence the coaſt turneth toward the Zeſt. Bekote this gulfe ſtandech the Illand of Trini- 
dad, and towards the Ueſt docth appcare the gulke of Paralike to halfe around circle, aſter the 
faſhion of a Diameter, and at the end ofthis circle is the cntery in ot Patria, & at this entery there is 
betweene the land and the Jſland 8 leagues, and onthe other ſide there is but licle ſpace betweene 
che Jland and the land, but it is deepe,and hath a good entry: this Jlaud of Trinidad hath in 

25 leagues, and as many in bꝛedth, and ſtandeth in eight degrees, and is inhabited of many peo⸗ 
ple, and as yet not vnder ſubiection. Otre the Indians do vſe to ſhoote with bowes, aud arrowes 
which are ol afathome in length made ol reeds, which grow in that Countrep, and at the ende ol 
chem is artificially ioyned a piece of wood very ſtrong, vnto the which piece of wood at the end ol 
it, chey put a bone of a fiſh, in place of an arrow head: theſe kinde of bones bet harder then Dia: 
monds,and euery one of them be chzec oz foure fingers long, t they are taken out ol a ſiſh that hath 
three of thele bones, one vpon the backe, another vnder cucry wing: but that which groweth vpon 
che backe is the ſtrongeſt and the greateſt. Jn this Illand the people ſaith that there groweth 

golde: and in this I ſland and in Paria growe reedes ſo great, that they make ſtaues ol them and 
carp of them into Spaine. Likewiſe there bee Popintapes very great and gentle, and ſome of 
chem haue their foxcheads yellow, and this ſozt do quickly learne to ſpeak, and ſpeak much, There 
be like wile in che gulfe of Paria pearles,although not many,but very good and great.

N W rience,and\kill in ſea cauſes much eſteemed,and beloued of K. Henry the 8,and 
; ED A being one of che pzincipall Sea-captaines in the Teſt parts of England in his 
time not contented with the ſhozt voyages commonly then made onely to the 
| SS, knowne coaſts of Europe, armed out a tall and goodly ſhippe of his owne of the 
* burthen of 250 tunnes, called che Paule of Plimmouth,whcrwith he made ther 

long and famous voyages vnto the coaſt ot Braſil, a thing in thoſe dayes very rare, eſpecially to our 
Nation. In che courſe of which voyages he touched at the riuer ol Seſtos vpon the coaſt of Gui 
nea, where hee traffiqued with the Negros, and tooke of them Elephants teeth, and other com: 


modities which that place perldeth: and ſo arriuing on the coaſt of Braſil, hevſcd there ſuch viſcreti-

on and behaued himſelf ſo wiſely with tholeſauage people, that he grew into great familiarity and 
fricudſhip with them. Jaſomuch that in his ſecond voyage. one ofthe ſauage kings ofthe countrey 
of Braſil, was contented to take ſhip with him, and ta be tranſpoꝛced hither into England: where- 
unto B.Haukins agreed, leauing behinde inthe Countcry as a pledge fot his ſafetie and returne 
againe,one Martin Cockeram of Pllmmouth. This Brafilian king being arriued, was bzought 
to London and pyeſented to K. Henry the d. lying as then at White-hall : at che ſight of whom 
King andall the Nobilitie did not a litle maruatle, and not without cauſe : foꝭ in bis cheekes 
were holes made accoding to their ſauage maner,and therein ſmall bones were planted, ffanding 
an inch out from cheſaid holes, which in his owne Countrey was reputed foz a great bzaueric, He 
bad allo another hole in his nether lip, wherin was ſet apyecious ſtone about the bigncs ofapeale: 
A bis appare{behauiour and geſture, were very ſtrange to the behotders, ting 
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{Haujng remained hereche ſpace almoſt of a whole pecre,and the king with his light fully ſatic⸗ 
fied, M. Hawkins attoꝛding to his pꝛomiſe and appointment, purpoſed to conuephim agame into 
his tountrey: but it fell out in the-wap,that by change of aire and alteration of diet, the ſaid Sa⸗ 
uage king die dat ſea, which was feared would turne to the loſſe of the life of Martin Cockeram 
his pledge, Neuerthe leſſe, the Sauages being fully perſwaded of the honeſt dealing of our men 
with cht ir pꝛince, reſtoꝛed againe che laid pledge, without any harme to him, oꝛ any man of the com · 
panp: which pledge of theirs they bꝛougbt home againe into England, with their ſhip fraighted, 


and furniſhed with the commodities of the countrey, Which Martin Cockeram, bythe witneſle 
of Sir lohn Hawkins, being an officer in the towne of Plimmouth, was lining within theſe fewe 
yeere 8.

gal vice- roy and of the biſhop, and that he built a fo2t not farre diſtant from that place, in the foze« % foge built tt:

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And to the ende that pou and others ſhall know that wee me ane as we lap, we haue giuen ozver 
to our factours to giue you good hoſtages foz pour aſſurance of our good fidelities: and further we 
haue ſent a teſtimoniall oł our owne true meaning in waiting vnder the ſeales ol this honourable 
Citie ol London, which we wil not diſcredite by our behautours fot all the treaſure that you haue 
and ſo we haue witten to pour magiſtrates of your poꝛt, and others in Spaniſh, the copy where:

The well gouerned and prof} perous voyage of M. Iames Lancaſter, 


begun with three ſhips and a galley- frigat from Landon in October 1 5 94, 
andintended for Fernamback, the port=towne of Olinda in Braſil. In which voyage (be- 
ſides the taking of nine and twenty ſhips and frigats) he ſurprized the ſayd pqt- tow ne, 
being ſtrongly fortificd and manne d; and held poſſeſſion thereof thirty dayes together 
(notwithſtanding many bolde aſſaults of the enemy both by land and water) and alſo 
prouidently defeated their dangerous and almoſtineuitable fire-works, Heere he found 
the cargazon ot freight of a iich Eaſt Indian carack; which together with great abun- 
dance of ſugars, Braſil- wood. and cotton he brought from thence ; lading therewith fif. 
teene ſailes of tall ſhips and barks. | 


& 32 September 1594 the wozſhipfull M. lohn Wats, alderman , M. Paul Ban- 
ning, alderman, q others of woꝛſhip in the city of London, victualled ihꝛee good 
chips; to wit, The Conſent, of the burthcnof 240 tunnes o2 thereavout , The 
b >alomon,of r 70 tunnes, and The Virgin, of co tunnc g: and appointed io com- 
manders in this vopage, P.lames Lancaſter of London,gentleman,a:mirall of 
the fleet, P. t:dmund Barker of London, viceadmirall , and M. lohn Audely of Poplar ncere 
London, rereadmirall, hauing in their ſayd ſhips to the number of 275 men and bopes. 
Being fully furn:ſhed with all needfull pꝛouiſion, wee departed ftom Black wall in October 
following, keeping our owne coaſt, vntill we came into the Teſt countrep, where we met with 
ſuch gults and ſtoꝛmes. that the Salomon ſpending her maſt at the Range of Dartmouth, put in- 


to harbour; but by the earneſt care and induſtry of the gent rall and cthers bauing charge, ſhe was 


Goztly againe pꝛouided. Which done, hauing a pleaſaut gale fo2 our purpoſe, we put foeꝛth from 


Dartmouththe laſt of Nouember following But contrary to our expectation, not fifty leagues 


fromour owne coaſt, we loſt the Salomon and the Virgin, by a tozme of contrary winde that fell 


vpon vs: pet being alone, in hope to meet them about the Canaries 02 Cape Blank, we kept onour 


courſe to the Canarics,but could heare no tidiugs ofour conſoꝛts; which greatly gricuedvs. 
Thence we went, bearing foy the iſle of Tenerif, where in the mozning early we had ſight of a 
ſatle, which being becalmed vnrer the ſhoze, was towing with theit boat ahead, hauing one other 
at her ſterne, Foz thisſaile we manued our boat, aypointing our men wel fey fight, if need ould 
requ re. The Spaniards ſecing our boat come, entred theirs,andleauing the ſhip, ſeught to ſaue 
themſclues by flight but our men purſued them ſo faſt, that they boozped them , and bꝛought 


them wich their ſhippe to our Gencrall. This ſhip was leden with 80 tunnes of Canary-wine, 


which came not vato vs beſo2e it was welcome. Me kept and mannevit, plying thet day , and 
the nert might thereabout. The verp next moꝛning we had ſight of one other; to whome inlike 
maner wee ſent our boat: but their gunner made a ſhot at her, and ſtrocke off a pꝛoyper poeng 


Anorher prize Mans arme; pet we infozcedher tu yeeld, and fcund 40 tunnes ot wine in her. The Spantards 
Mundt laben. bauing their fret paſſage, and an acquitance fo the de liuery pf their wines, were all ſer or co 


vpon Tenetif making a quicke returne of their long voyage intended into the Welt Indies. 
Pence we departed toward Cape Blank; and befoze wee came thither, ut met ig aint with the 

Virgin our rereadmirall,whoſe men tolde vs fo2 very trut th. that the Salomon v as returned fo? 

England; info2ced(o to doe, by ſpending her maſt the ſeccndtime, Which v ben cin men honeys 
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ſtood, they were all in a — what co doe, and ſaping among themſe lues that their 
foꝛte was but ſmall when all our ſtrength were together, and now we had loſt the one halle of our 
ſtrength, we were not able to perkoꝛme the voyage: and therefoze ſome of them came to the cap 
tain,aſking him what be would now do, ſeeing the Salomon was lot, the one halfeofcur ſtrength, 
giuing hum counſeil to beare vp fo2 the Welt Indies, and pꝛoue there to make his voy: ge, becauſe 
his firſt plac foz want of trength was cle ane ouerthzown, The captaine heating this new nouel⸗ 
ty,as not vnacquainted with the variable pꝛetenſes of mariners made them this anſwere : Sirs, 
J made knowen to pou all at my comming out of England what I pꝛetended, and that J meant 
to go to Fernambuck, and although at the pꝛeſent we want one of our ſhips, yet (God willing) 
Imeane to gofo2 ward, not doubting but to meet her at the appointed places, which are cither at 
Cape Blank oz the iſlands ot Cape Verde: fo2 Jam aſſured that M. Bat ker the captaine is ſo re⸗ 
ſolute coperkozme this voyage, that his maſt being repatred,he will not faile to meet vs, git were 
no wiſdome fo? vs to diuert our courſe, till we haue ſought him at thoſe places where our appoin⸗ 
ted meeting is: fo2 the diuerting of courſesis the ouerthzow of moſt of our actions. And J hope 
pou will be all contented herewith: fo2 to go any other courſe then J haue determined, (by Gods 
helpe) J will not be dzawen vnto, With theſe reaſons and many others ſhewed, they reſted all 
ſatiſfied : and at our comming to Cape Blank (God be pzaiſed) we met with the Salomon with 
no\mall iop to vs all; and there ſhe had taken of Spaniards and Poꝛtugals 24 ſaile of ſhips and Foure tete 
carauels filhet· men, and hab taken out of them ſuch neceſlarics as ihe had needof, Of theſe ſhips 797507 S188 
our captaine tooke foure along with him, with another that he had taken himlelfe, meaning to im · raken dy the 
ploy them as occaſion ſhould lerue. At this place he vndcrſtood of one of the pilots of thoſe ſhips, , 
that one ol the caracks that came out of the Ealt Indies, was caſt away in the rode of Fernambuc;, 
and that all her goods were lapd vpon the Arragife which is the lower towne. Of theſe newes we 
were all glad, and reioyted much; fox our hopes were very good, ſceing ſuch a booty befoze vs. 
Ok this good company and happy ſucceſle we were all ioykul, and had great hopc of the ble ſſing 
of God in perfoꝛmance of our intended voyage, and (o after ſcme parle # making frolike ſoz ioy ot 
our meeting one with the other (pzarſing; God fox all) we plied fox Maio: where comming to an⸗ 1e, 
ker, our generall a the reſt of the captaines went aſhoze to view the place where we might in Leſt « gailp-ſrigas 
(afety ſet our gally-frigat together; which frame wee bzought from England of purpoſe to land — of 
men in the country ofBcaſi!. Pere we diſcharged our great p2tize of wine, and ſet her en fire : but ce * 
befoze our comming thicher. you thell vndericand we had ſight of koure ſalles, which was captaine 
Venner in his ſhip the Peregrine,and apꝛoper Bilhaine which he tooke at C ape Blank, tht Wel- 
come of Plymmouth ⁊ her pinnelle : ail which ſtood with vs, But they ſt eing out flags, not ex» 
pecting ſuch good fellowes as we, did bearetrom vs all they might; which our people tockevery 
ynkind(y,that being all friends, they weuld neuer enquire, no2 tell vs any newes of our friends, 
but without making any ſhewot kindnes weuld ſo depart, As befoze J baue ſaid,the choice being The gan · li⸗ 
made foꝛ the place to build the gally-frigat, aſhoʒe it was bzought , where the carpenters applicy 94 iet vy. 
their wozke, ſtill cheered vnto it by the generals good gifts beſtowed among them, and kind vſage 
of the reſt ofth: conumanders, not without gre:t care of the captaine fo2 the ſafety of chem all, by 
keeping good watch: pet one negligent fellow, which had no knewledgeof the country, ſtraping 
from his company, was by the Poztugals taken, & very kindly vſed,and bzought againe vnto vs: 
fo} which good the generall rewarded them well with gifts very acceptable, which they tocke 
8 kindly. Thile wee were thus buſily imployed about the fozeſapd galley, we deſcried at ſea 
foure ſailes, which we had good hope would haue pꝛooued Indies men, oʒ ſome to haue bought vs 
what wee looked fo2 : but thep pꝛoued captaine Venner with his flect, as afozeſapd, who,ſeeing vs 
it anker, anke red alſo; where ſpending ſome time. and being acquainted with our generals deter⸗ 
mination fo landing,conſozted with vs,#their bils, accozding to the mancr ot the ſea, were made 
and ſigned on either part we to haue thzee parts, e he the fourth, of all that ſhould be taken, wher⸗ 
; byourſtrength wasincreaſed,toall our comfoxts, Thee weeks 02 thereabouts we ſtayd in this 
place befoꝛe the gally was finiſhed ; which done, putting men into her, and fitting her with oares, 
hauingfouretecne banks on a ſide, a maſt and ſaile, the commandement of her was committed vn: 
tu . Wats, an honeſt ſkil full mariner. 
From thence we put againe to ſea, and went foz the ile Braua, where we watered : which done, 
we made no long ſtay after, but bent our courſe as directly as we could fox the place, making our 3 
firſt fall with the land to the Southward of Cape S. Auguſtine ; from whence wee plied ſtill to . 
our deſiredpoztof Fernambuck , and did ſo much, that about midnight we came befoze the hat- Fanambect, 
bour; where ſome plied vp and downe holding that the beſt policy,to fozbeare the cutring till day Much. 
might giue them light, the harbozow being hard, and therefoze che moze perillous, Dur ſhips. : 
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veing in ſatety welt arriued, Sod was pꝛaiſed: and the genecall in his boat went from (hip to yz. 
willing them to make ready ſuch men as they could ſpare, with muſkets,pikes,billes, buwee ar- 
rowes, and what weapons they had to follow him. Oimſelfe, with do men trom his owne ſhip,im: 
backed hunſelle in the gally, which caried in her pꝛew a good lacar. and two murdering pieces, 
Dur admiral ſpent all the night in giuing directions to euerp ſhip to haue their men ready ſhij⸗ 


ped in their boats, fo2 he intended to enter the harboꝛow at the bzeake of day, & to leaue his ſhips 


without, till he hav got ten the fozt and the towne : fo he would not aduenture the hips in, till the 
harbozow was gotten Alſo he pꝛouided fue ſhips, which he bꝛought krom Cape Blank, and put 
men in chem as many as could conuentently ſaile them, and no mote, giuing them charge to enter 
the harbozow with his boats: foz at the entrance of the harboꝛom rode thzee great Holland ſhips 

which our admit all doubied would impeach his going in; and therefoze he gaue d2der to the men 
of theſe fiue mall ſhips, which were not aboue 60 tunnes a pic te, i the Pollanders did offer any 
reſiſtance, to run abooꝛd ot them. & to ſet their owne ſhips on fire, and ſcape in their boats, which 
they had foz the ſame purpoſe, chat bythis meanes they might not impeach our entrance, But 
when the mozning was come, we were fallen aboue halke a mile downe to the Noꝛzti ward, below 
the harboꝛow, which was a great inconvenience vnto vs: ſo that befoze wee could get vp againe, 
theebbe was come vpon va, and thereby we were fozcedto houer befoze the harbozow till two of 
the clocke in the afternoone,'n the ſight of all thetowne. In this meane time, our ſhips rode bcfoze 
the foꝛt without che harboꝛow, about avemp-coluering ſhot oſt: inthe which time paſſed many 
ſhot bet weene the foꝛt and the ſhips, and eſpecially betweene the admirals ſh p and them: but ne 
great harme was vone on cicht r part. All this while our admirall kept the men ready houering 
inthe gally # the boats, The Oollanders that rode in the mouth ot ihe harboꝛe w. ſeeing our reſos 
lution, lapd out haulſers, and wound themſelues out ofthe way ol vs. Dur admiral wos very toys 
full, æ geue great incouragement to alli is men: foz, to paſle theſe thzee great Oollande ra, he hela 
it the greateſt danger of all. Abouc 12 ofthe clocke the gouerner of the towne (ent a Poztugail 
abooꝛd the admirals ſhip,to know what he would haue, aud wherefoze he tame. Oe returned him 
this anſ were: That he wanted the cat acks goods; and fo them he came, and them be would heue 
and that he ſhould ſhoztly ſec. In chis pꝛoceſſe ct time, the townes . men and inhabitants which 
ſaw ſo much shipping, e perceived vs to be enemies, gathered themſelues together, thꝛee o foure 
enſignes of men, elleemed co tłc uumber ol ſome ſix hunde d at the leaſt. Theſe came tothe fo)! 
oꝛ plat- fonne lying over againſt the entry of the harbozow, and there attended cur landing: bus 
befoze our admirall ſec foꝛward with his boats, he gaue expꝛeſſe oꝛder to all that had charge of go⸗ 
uerning the boats 92 gaile p, to tun them with ſuch violence againſt the ſhoze, chat they ſhoulb be 
all caſt away without retoue cp, and not one man to ſtap in them, whereby our men might haue no 
maner of retreat to łxuſt vuto, but onely to God and their weapons, 

Now was che tune come of the flood, being about two of the c locke in the afterncone, whei 
our admir all ſet fozwacv and entered theharvozow with the ſmall galley, and all the rell of the 
boats following hin:, the Pollauders that rode in the mouth of the harbozow, nothing impeached 
him: but now the fozt began to play with their oꝛdinance vpon the galley and the beats; and one 
of their ſhot toone awey a great piece oĩ out enſigne out of the galley, But our ſaile being ſer, it 
was no tune foz vs to make y ſtay, but with all the foice we could we ranne the galicy vpon the 
ſhoꝛe right vnder che foꝛt. wichiu a colts caſt of it, with ſuch violence, that we bꝛake her backe: 
and the ſuncke pꝛeſently: loꝛ there wbere we landed, went a bꝛeach of the ſca, which pꝛeſently 
caſt her away. The boats comming after did the like. At our arriuall, thoſe in the foꝛt had laden 
all their ozvinance, being ſeuen pieces of bꝛaſle, to diſcharge them vpon vs at our landing; which 
indced they did: loꝛ out admirall leaping into the water, all the reſt following him, off came theſe 
pieces of ozdinance : but aimighcy God be p2aiſcd , they in the fozt, with feare to ſee vs land in 
theic faces, had piked their oꝛd nance ſo ſte pe vownewards with their mouthes, chat they ſhot ail 
their ſhat in the ſand, although, as J ſayd befoze, it was not aboue a coits caſt at the meſt betweene 
the place wee lauded and the face ofthe ſoꝛt: ſo that tht p onely ſhot off one of our mens armes, 
without voing anp moze hurt; which was to vs a great ble ſſing of God: fox if thoſe oꝛdinances 


had bene well leutlled, a great number of vs had loſt our liues ac that inſtant. Our avmirall ſee⸗ 


ing this, cried ont, incouraging his men, Upon them, vpon them; all (by Gods helpe) is ours: 
and they thertwith ran to the fozt with all violence, Thoſe foure enſignes ol men that were ſet to 
defend our landing, ſeeing this reſolution, began to go backe, and tetire into certeint buſt es that 
were by the ſame fozt.; and being followed, fledde thozuwe a certeine oaze which was vate, being 
then but the beginning of the tive : and ſo abandoned the fozt, and left it with their oꝛdinance to 


vs. This day of dur arrinall was their Good · friday, when by cuſtome they vſually whippe them 


ſelues: 
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nicht be well ſyared. The foꝛt being taken with all their ozvinance , the admirall waued to the 
hips, willing them to wep and come in; which they did with all (peeb , himſclfe taking oꝛder in 
leauing certeine men in keeping the ſayd fo2t, and placed the ozdinance toward the high towne, 
from whence hee ſuſpected the greateſt danger; and putting his men in oꝛder, marched toward 
the low towne, which was about ſome foureteene ſcoꝛe from the fozt: in which towne lay all their 
merchandize and other goods. Appꝛoching to the towae, he entered the ſame, the people imbark- 
ing themle lues in carauels # boats, with all the expedition they coulo. The baſe towne ot aboue 
anhund2ed houſes , being thus taken, we found in it great ſtoze of merchandizes of all ſozts : as 
Braſil- wood, ſugars, Calico · cloth, pepper, cynamon, clones, maſe, nutmegs, with diuers other 
good things , to the great cemfoꝛt of vs all. The admirall went vp and downe the towne, and 
placed at the South end of the lame captaine Venner anv his tompanp, himſelte and his company 
in the midſt of the towne , and captaine Barker and captaine Addy at the other end ot the towne, 
giving great charge, that no man vpon paine of great puniſhment and loſſe of his ſhares , ſhould 
hieake vp 02 enter into any ware-houſe, without ozder and direction from the admirall. And this 
commandement was as well keyt as euer any was kept, where fo great ſpoile and booty was 
found: fo2 it was not knowen in all the time of our being there, that any diſoꝛder was committed, 
02 any lodge oz ware-honſe bꝛoken open, oꝛ any ſpoile was made, oꝛ pillaging of any thing; which 
ts a note much to be oblerued in ſuch an action: fox common mariners and ſouldiers are much gi⸗ 
nen to pillaging and ſpoiling, making greater actouut ot the ſame then ol their ſhares. 

Oꝛder being put in all things, we kept a very ſure watch this firſt night, and the moꝛning being 
come, our avmirall and captaine Venner, with the reſt of the captaines, went about the towne and 
gaue oꝛder foꝛ the foztifying of it with all expedition: ſo tha. within two dayes it was ſurrounded 
with pots & planks,a!l chat part ofthe towne next the maine land, at leaſt nine foot high; fo (God 
be thanked) we found pꝛouiſion in the towne, ſufficient Nozefo2 it, Now it is to be vnderſtood, 
that this cowne is enuironed on the one part by the ſea and on che backſide by a riuer that runneth 
hehinde it; ſo that to come to it by land, you muſt enter it by a (mall narrow paſſage not aboue foꝛ 
ty paces ouer at an high water, At this paſſage we built a ſoꝛt, and planted in it fine pieces ofoꝛ 
dinance , which we cooke out of the firſt foꝛt we wan at orir comming in to the harbo ow. Now 
we hauing the towne in poſſeſſion, our at mirall ſent foꝛthehhollanders by his chynurgian, whici 
had bene bꝛought vp in that countrep, a man knowing their conditions, aur ober and diſcreet o 
his owne cariage. At his firſt comming abooꝛd of then , they ſeemed to ſtand upon theix o unc 
quatd and defence, koz they were three great any ſtrong ſhips : but he vſcdhimſelfe ſo, that the; 
at the laſt willed him to come into the greateſt of their chips, which was about 450 tunnes. Then 
e declared to them our intent of commiug thither , and that they ſhoulv be there as ſure from as 
up ſhew of violence oꝛ iniurp offered them, as if they were in their owne houſes, and if they ſhould 
thinke ſo good his adirall would fraight iht ſoꝛ England, if they would be content with fraight 
reaſonable, and as they ſhou!d agree, aud i: ſhould be at their owne choiſe whether to go oz not, h⸗ 
would not foꝛ ce them vnleſle it were to their benefit and good liking. Althoughthis people wer. 
ſomewhat ſtubburne at the firſt, as that nation is in theſe cauſes, pet being ſatiſfied with good 
woꝛds and good dealing they came aland, e after conference hav with the admirall, they were ſc 
atiſfiev, that they went thoꝛo m with a fraight ; and then we ioyned with them, e they with vs, and 
they ſerued vs as truelp & as faithtully as our own people div, both at watch and ward, by ſea and 
ul other ſeruices, TUithintwo dayes after our comming in. about uidnight, a great number of 

Poztucrals and Indians with chem, came downe vpon vs with a very great cry and noiſe;but God 
be thankev, we were ready fo2 them: fo2 our adnurall ſuppoſing ſome ſuch allault, had pꝛouided 
all our muſkets with haile-ſhot, which did ſo gaule both the Indians and the JPozeugals, that thep 
made them pꝛeſcutly retreat, And this is to be noted, that there was both the hozſe and his rider 
ſlaine both with one of theſe ſhot. Our men followed them ſome fine oz ſire lcoze, but no further, 
Weloſt in this conflict but onely one man, but had diners hurt, That was loſt of their part, we 
could not tell, fo2 they had befoze day. after our retreat, caried away all theirdead, Within thzee 
9} foure dayes after our comming in appeared befozethe harbozow 3 ſhips # 2 pinneſles, the pins 
neſſes being ſomewhat nere,viſcricd our flags, and one ofthem came in, which was a French pin · 
teſſe,veclaring all the reſt to be French bottoms ; which our admirall willed ſhould come in: and 
lothepdid. Theſe were Frenchmen ol war, and came thither foz purchaſe, The captaines came 
aland, and were welcomed; amongſt whom was one captaine lohn Noyer of Diepe, that the yere 
befoze had taken in our admirall at the iland of Mona in the Weſt Indies, where his ſhip was caſk 
away,comming out of the Eaſt Indies, To this man our admirall „é — 
ozme 
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fowmed it. was not vugratetull toꝛ his foꝛmer benefit ſhewed vnto him. This captaine deſired of 
dur admurali to beſtow vpon hum his ſhips lading ol Fernambuc-wood, which he granted him and 
alſo his pinneſſe; and moꝛe, gaue him a carauel of about 50 tuns, bid him lade her with wood al⸗ 
ſo; which with other benefits he gratefully receiued. To the other two captaines be granted their 
ladings of wood, the one captaine being of Diepe,the other of Roche], The captain of Diepe con- 
wes wg felled that he met Abraham Cocke certein moneths befoze, @ being diſtreſſed fo2 want of water, 
xmer of late, gaue him ſome, tt weut with him to a watering place where he had water enough, and ſo departed 
met withal. fry him, laying that his men were very weake, The comming in ofthele ſhips did much ſtrength: 
en vs; foʒ our adnural appointed both theſe French and the Flemings to keepe watch vpon the ri⸗ 
uer by night with their boats, euery boat hauing in her 12 men at the leaſt, and the boats well pꝛo⸗ 
uided. This was foz feare of fired ſhips oꝛ barłs to come vowne , which our ad mir all had great 
care vnto, and cauſed our ſhips to ride by tables and haulſera, at all aduantages to ſhun them, if 
by that meanes they ſhould attempt to put vs out ofthe harbozow; giuingcommandement to vs 
that watched in che cowne,that what fires ſocuer we ſhould eſpp oz ſee, not one man to ſtart from 
his watch oz quarter, vnieſſe we were by himleife commanded to the contrary, Nowthis ozver 
put in all things, and hauing vie wer all the goods in the to wne, and thinking our ſelues ſufficient - 
iy fo2tified, we began to vnlade our ſhips, which came as full laden in as they went foo2th, but not 
ð with ſo good merchandize, And this oꝛder was taken about the vnlading ok them, and allo the la⸗ 
d:1g of goods out ot thetowne : our men were diuided into halues, and the one halle wꝛought one 
w&#day,and the other halfe the other day; alwayes thoſe that wzought not kept the watch with their 
furniture in their hands and about them, and none ſtept far off 02 wandzed krom his colours, any 
thoſe that wzought had all their weapons in good ozder ſet a placed by them, lo that at an inſtant 
everyone knew where to go to his furniture : and this was very carefully looked vnto. 

The third day after our comming in, came vow froin the higher towne, which might be about 
foute miles off vpoa a hill, thiec 02 foure of the pꝛintipall gentiemenof the countrey, and ſayd that 
from the biſhop, themſe lues the reſt, they would haue ſome conference with our admirall. This 
newes being bꝛought to the avmirall,he hung downe his head foz a ſmall ſeaſon; and when he had 
muzed a while, he anſwered, J muſt go abooꝛd of the Flemings vpon bulines that impoꝛteth me 
and there koze let them ſtay if thep will: and lo he went e late there with the Flemings from nine 

ol the clocke till two at the afternoone,. In this ſpace divers meſſengers went to the admirall, tc 
come away; foꝛ theſe gentlemen ſtapd. To whom he gaue thisanſwere : Are they not gone yet 
And about two of the clocke he came aland, and then they colve him they were deyarted, Many of 
the better ſoꝛt of our men maruelled, and thought much, becaule he would not vouchſafe to come 
and haue conference with ſuch men of acccunt as they leemed to be. But the admiral made them 
this anſ were, Sirs, J haue bene bꝛought vp among this people, I haue liued among them as © 
gentleman, ſerued with them as aſouldter, and liued among them as a merchant, lo that J ſhould 
haue ſome vnderſtanding of cheir demeanoꝛs and nature; and J know when they cannot pꝛeuaile 
with the woꝛd by ſoꝛte, then they deale with their deteiueable tongues ; fo? faith and crueth they 
haue none, neicher will vſe any, vnleſſe it be to their owne aduantage, Andthis J giue pou warn ⸗ 
ing, that if you giue them parle, they will betray vs; and foz mp part, of ali nacions in tht wozld, 
it would grieue me molt to be ouertaken by this nation e the Spaniards : and J am glad it was 
my foztune to pay them with one of their ownefetches,fo2 J warrant you they vnderſtand me bet» 
ter then you thinke they do. And with this J pꝛay pou be ſatiſſied; J hope it is foz all our goods: 
for what ſhall we gaine b parle, hen (by the helpe of God) we haue gotten already that we 
came for,ſhould we venture that we haue gotiẽ with our ſwords, to ſee il they can take it from 
vs by words and policy ꝰ there were no wiſevome in ſo doing. You know what it hath colt vs, 
and baw many men lie wounded that be not pet hole of this other nights hurts: and therefoze from 
bencefoozth J giue this ci mmiſſion, that if any be taken, he be ſent away with this oꝛder, althougb 
be tome os afriend, that if either he oz any other appꝛoch vs from heutekoꝛth, he ſhalbe hanged our 
of hand: and other courſe then this J will not take with them, Thich courſe was followed; fox 
within 3 02 4 dayes after it wasperfozmed by two taken in the night : and after that we were ne⸗ 
uer troubled with ſpies;and although diucrs laues came running from their men to vs, by which 
we vnderſtodd much ok their wozking e pꝛetences, yet the abmirall would enterteine few of then. 

In this meane time that we began to wozke, the }Poztugals with the country people were noc 
idle. fo2 ſeting vs ſo buſie, about ſire nights after our comming in, they pꝛiully in the night calf 
bp a trench inthe ſands about a ſacar (hot from our ſhips.minding there to plant ozdinance, which 
would haue offended out ſhips greatly;# they would not haue bene able to haue rode thereto take 
in their lading, which now began to go abooꝛd of them, The admirall hearing this, about K — 
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clocke in the after noone marſhalled our men, and he and all the reſt of the captaines marched tos 
ward them, The Poztugals c Indians perceiuing our comming, began to withdzaw themſelues 
within the trench,mcaning(as it ſhould appeare)tofight it out there:but we made no ſtand neither 
did it be houe vs, but pzeſently appzoched the trenches with our muſkets & pikes,afoze their tren · 
ches were thozowlp ſiniched: ſo that by Gods helpe we entered thẽ. And the Poztugals# Judiang 
left the place, e left vnto vs good peeces of bꝛaſſe ozdinance, with powder and ſhot diuers other 
neceſſaries,and among the reſt 5 ſinal carts ot that countrey, which to vs were moze wozth then al 
the reſt we tooke, fo2 the lading of our goods from the towne to the waters ſide: fo2 wilhout them 
we could not haue told what to haue done, much of our goods being ſo heauie, that without carts 
we were not able to weyld them: all theſe things we bzought ew yd deſtroped al thoſe platfozms 
that they had made, and then we had reſt with them fo} certaine dayes, in which we went fozwery, 
deuiding our marchandize with captaine Venner accoꝛding to our conſoꝛt, and went daily i: ding 
them abozd,euerp ſhips company accozding as their turnes fell out, but only che thee dutchſhips: 
fox the goods being put into their boats their owne companies laded themſelues, And this farther 
good chance 02 bleſſing of God we had eo helpe vs, that aſſoone as we had taken our cartes, the 
nert mozning came in a ſhip with ſome 60 Negros, 10 oꝛtugall women, and 40 Poztugels: 
che women and the Negros we curncdout of the towne, but the Poztugals our Admirall kt pt to 
nam the carts when they were laden, which to vs was a very great eaſe, Foz the ecuntrep is 
very hote and ill fo2 our nation to take any great traucll in. | 

In this towne there is no freſh water to be had, and thercfoze we were cuery 5 02 6 dapes come 
pelled to paſſe ouer the river into the maine land to get freſh water, which after the firſt oz ſecond 
time tye Boꝛtugals kept and would haut defended our watering, ſo that we were dziuen to water 


ol fazce, and at ſeuerall times ſome ofour men were hurt, and onely two oz thzee ſlatne, and wh 


this danger we were fozecd to get cur water, 

And as they moleſted vs in our watering, ſo they llepe not in other deuiſes, but put in p)actife 
to burne our ſhips 02 remoue them out of the harbour, Fox within ſome 20 dapes after dur tom. 
ming in, they had pꝛepared 5 Carauels and filled them with ſuch ti ings as would beſt tate fire 
mud burne : theſe they bzought within a mile 02 little moze of our ii ips, anv there ſet them on fire, 
{02 necrer they could not well come becauſe of our watch of boats, fo2, as is aboue ſaid, the Ad⸗ 
mirall had alwaies 6 boates that kept watch abouc halfe a mile from the ſhips fo; feare of ſuch ex⸗ 
ploptes as theſe , which was the cauſe they could not fire them ſo neere the ſhips as they would 
haue done. But theſe fired Carauels had the tive wich them, and alſo the li:cle winde that blewe 
was in the ir fauour;which cauſed them to come downethe lkreame the faſter: which our boats per⸗ 
teiuing made to them with as much expedition as conueniently they could, but the tide and wind 
both ſeruing them, they appzoched coward the ſhips with great expedition. Dur men in the towne 
began to be in ſome fe are of them, yet no man mooued oꝛ ſtarted ft his quarter moze then it᷑ there 
jad bene nothing to doe. Alſo the maſters and ſuch as were abooꝛd, were ſomewhat amaſed to ſec 

5 ſogreat fires to be comming downe among their ſhips, but they pꝛepared foz co cleere i; mot 
it, as well as they could, being pꝛouided afoze hangg & iudging that ſome ſuch ſtetage ms would 
be there vſed, the riuer being very fit therefoze. But (God be thanked) who was alwaies with vs 
Four beſt defence in this vopage;bp whoſe alliſtance we perfozmev this ſo great an attempt with 
ſ (mall foxces. Dur companie in the boats ſo played the men when thep law che fires come neere 
our ſhips, that caſting grapnels with pzon chaines on them, as euery boat had one foz that purpoſe, 
ſome they towed aground, and ſome the y bzoughtto a bitter oꝛ anker, whert they rode till all their 
tote was burned out , & ſo we were delivercd vy Gods helpe from this fearetull dauger. ith⸗ 
in ſome 6 nights after this, which might be about the 26 day after our comming in e abode there, 
about 1 x of the clocke at night, came dziuing downe other 3 great rattes burning wich the hugell 
fires that I haue ſeene. Theſe were exteeding dangerous. ke; when our men appꝛoched tit thin 
king to clop their grapnels vpon them, as they had done vpon the Carauels the night befoze , they 
were pꝛeuented:foꝛ there ſtooke out of the rafts many poles w ich kept them krem the body of the 
rafts. that they could not come to thow their grapnels into the: & pet they had this inconueniencc 
woꝛſe then al the reſt which moſt troubled vs. There ſtooke out among the poles certaine hollow 
trunks filled with ſuch pꝛeuiſion of fire-wozkes that they ceaſed not ſtili( as the fire came downe 
tothoſe trunks to ſec thẽ on fire)to ſpout out ſuch ſparkles, that our bo its hauing powder in them 
(02 our mens vſe, vurſt not fo} feare of fyꝛing thẽſt lues with theit owne powder tomie nt ere thoſe 
ſparkles of the raftes, but ſeeing them to dziue neerer #neercr our ſhips, they wet certain clothes 
and laid vpon their flaſ kes and bandelers and ſo ventured vpon them, # with their grapnels tooke 
holde of them, and ſo towedthem on ground, where nn. E were not burnt out the ner 
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day in the moꝛning. Diuerſe logs and timbers tanie dzining along by our ſhips, and burning, ut 
with our boats we eaſily defendev them. And thus (God be pꝛayſed) we eſcaped the ſecond fires, 
A third firing was pꝛepared, as a Negro gaue vs to vnderſtand, but this we pꝛeuented by our 
departure. Fo? this third firing were very great ppeparations;aud we were credibly infomed of 
certametie, that this firing ſhould be ſuch as we ſhould uuer be able co pꝛeuent, anu aſſuredly 
theſe fires be dangerous things and not to be pꝛeuented vpynthe ſudden, vnleſſe it be atoꝛe pre. 
pared foz and fozeſeene, Fo2 when it commeth vpon the ſudden and vnlooked fo2 , and vnpꝛo⸗ 
uided fo}, it hʒingeth men into a great amazement and at their wits ende. Anu therefoze let all 
men riding in riuers in their enemies countrey be ſure to looke to be p204uved befoze hand, foz a: 
gainlt fire there is no reſiſtaute without pꝛcpat ation. 

Allo it is a pꝛattiſe in theſe hot countreys, where there be ſuch expert ſwimmers, to cut the 
cables of ſhips : and one night it was y2acttſed to cut the Admirals cable, and pet the boate rode 
by the cable with two men in her to watch all che night, and che bwoy one ly was cut, but not the 
cable: but after chat night, ſeeing then our good watch, they neuer after attempted it. 

c Ahile all theſe things paſſed, our ſhips (God be thanked) chozow the induſtry ot our gouer⸗ 
nours, and diligent labour of our men, began to be wholly laden, and all the beſt marchandne con⸗ 
-uepedaboo2d our ſhips, ſo that our Admirall ment to depart that night, which was the 3 1 day af- 
ter our entrance, oꝛ elſe on the next day at the fartheſt, and (ſv warning was giuen to all men to 
make themlelues readie. Dur Admiral being abooꝝd his ſhip y lame mozning,eſpyed in the ſands 
right againlt the plate where the ſhips rode, that there was a ſmall banke of ſand newly caſt vp, 
under which he perceiucd now and then ſome people to be: pꝛeſently he tooke his boat and went 
to the towne and called all the Captaines together, declaring that the enemies were about ſome 
petence right againſt the ſhips, conſulting whether it were beſt to ſallyout & ſee what they wert 
doing, 02 depart that cuening accoꝛding to the foꝛmer determination. The Admirall was of opi- 
nion to depart that night, ſaying it was but folly to ſeeke warres ſince we had no needeto doe it : 
other affirmed, it were good to ſee what they did, leaſt the winde might be contrarie and the ſhips 
not get out, and ſo our enemies may build vpor: vs to our great diſaduantage. Well, ſaiv the Ad 
miral, the matter is not great, for there can be no danger in this ſally, fo where they wozke it is 
within F alkon-ſhot of the ſhips, and if any power ſhould come againſt pou, the ſhips may play vp 
on them with 40 peeces of ozdinance at the leaſt, ſo that a bird cannot paſſe there but ſhe muſt be 
flaine, J am ſomewhat vnwilling pou ſhould go, foz I haue not bene well theſetwo dapes, and J 
am nat ſtrong to march vpon thoſe heauie lands: they anſwered all at once, you ſhall not needetc 
trouble pour ſelfe fo2 this ſervice , fo2 pou ſce it is nothing and of no danger, being ſo neere the 
ſhips, doubt you not we will arcomplith thts ſerutce well pnough, aud returne againe within this 
houre. The Admirall anſwered: the danger cannot be great, but pet you ſhall goe out ſtrong fo; 
feare ofthe wozſt, And ſo the Admirall marſhalled them 275 men French and Engliſh, which 
were vnder the conduct of Edmund Barker,captaine Barker of Plimmouth, Uiceadmirall to cap⸗ 
taine Venner, captaine Addy, and the thꝛee French captaines all going out together, and they 
were to march vpon a narrow peece of grouugto the place whether they were ſent vnto:inche bzo- 
veſt place betwire the ſea andche water on the other ſide, it is not aboue a ſtanes caſt,fo2 it is a bank 
of ſand lying betrweene the riucr # the ſea. ſo they needed not to feare any comming on their backs 
02 on their lives, and befoze them could no man come, but he mult paſſe by all the ſhips which no 
companpof men were able to do without pꝛeſent death, The Admirall commanded them at their 
departure to go no further then the place he ſent them to, and ſo he himſelfe went abooꝛd the ſhips 
and made readie all the ozdinance foꝛ feare of the wo2t, not knowing what might inſue , although 
be ſaw no danger might follow, Thus we marchedquietly cill we came to the place we were ſent 
vnto, being right ouer againſt the (hips : out of which place came ſome dozen ſhot , which ſeeing; 
vs come, diſcharged and ran their wayes with ſuch as were wozking within the (aid platfozme. 
So that we came into it and perceiued they had begunne to lay plankes to plant oꝛdinance vpon, 
Dur Admiral commanded, if there were any ſuch thing, to burne the plankes e returne inagaine, 
which we might haue done without hurting of any mans finger: but our leaders were not con: 
tent to haue perfozmedthe ſeruice committed them in charge, but would needes erpreſly e againſt 
their ozder march on further to fight with certaine Enſignesalmolt a mile off, clcane out of the 
reach of the oꝛdinance of all our ſhips, # where lay the ſtreugth of the whole countrey. Ahen our 
men began to dam neere thoſe Enſigns ot men, the Enlignes ſeemen to retire with great ſpeev, 
which our men followed with ſuch great haſt that ſome outrunuing other ſome , our oꝛder was 
bꝛoken, and thoſe enſignes retyzed thẽſelues into the ſoxceof the whole couatrey, ſothat our foꝛ⸗ 
molt men were inthe midſt of their enemies per they were aware, which were llaine yer the ws 
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could come ta ſut cout them. The enemies incouraged by this, came allo vponthe reſt, which pꝛe ⸗ 
ſently began to retire,# the enemies tollowed themtil they came within the reach of the ozdinance - 


of aur ſhipa, where they were beaten off and left their a this conflict were flatne captain 
Barker taptaine of the Salomon,captaine Cotton p Admirals Lieutenant, captaine Iohn Noyer 
afrench captaine of Diepe, and another french captaine ofRochel, with M. Iohn Barker ę other 
to the number of 35: ko2 theſe were the fozmoſt and hotteſt in the purſuic of the Enſignes afoze: 
ſaid, and bp their fozwardnes came all to periſh, At our returne into the towne the Admiral tame 


to vs much bewayling the death of ſo many good men as were lot , wondering what we ment to 


palle the erpꝛeſſe oꝛdet that was giuen vs, Mith this loſle our men were much danted, but our 
Admirall began againe to encourage them, declaring that the foztune of the warres was ſome: 
times to win and ſometimes to looſe. And therewithall he wiſhed euery man to pꝛepare c make 
himſelfe readie: foz that night (God willing) he would depart, Foz all our ſhips were teadie and 
laden, and he would not tap auy further foztune, The eucning being tome, the ſhips began to 
wey & go foꝛthof the harbour, and God be thanked of his goodneſle toward vs who ſent vs a faire 
wind to go fooꝛth wichall, ſo that by 1 1 of the clocke in the night we were all foꝛth in ſafety, The 
enemies perceiuing our departing, planted a peece 02 two of odinance, and ſhot at vs in the night, 
but did vs no harme, cd e were at our comming; fooꝛth 1 5 lailes, that is, 3 ſailes of Yollanders, 
the one of 450 tunnes, the other of 3 50 tunnes,andthe third of zoo tunnes, foure ſailes of french 
e one ſhipwhich the Admiral gaue the french Captain.z ſailes ot᷑ Captain Venners fleet of Plim- 
mouth, and 4 (atles of our Admirals fleete, all theſe were laden with marchandizes, and that of 
goad woꝛth. e (taped in this harbour to paſſe all this buſineſſe but onelp 31 dapes, and inthis 
time we were occupied with ſkirmiſhes and attempts of the enemie 11. tunes; in all which (kit- 
miſhes we had the better, onel this laſt excepted, To God be the honour and pꝛaiſe of all. cc. The 
wyole fleete being out in ſafety, the next dap in themozning the Admirall gaue oꝛder to the whole 


fleete to ſaile tte ward Peranie w a harbour lying ſome 40 leagues to the Roꝛthward ol Fernam- — 40 
bucke, and there to take in freſh water and ta refreſh themſelues: and to make pꝛouiſion fo; re- ward of 


freſhing, our Admirall had ſent thither ſome 6 dates befoze two French men in a [mal pinneſſe, »a=buck 


which Frenchmen he had pꝛouidt d from Diepe befoze his comming out of England foz that pur⸗ 
pole. Foz boththele two ſpake the Indians language very perfectly:fo2 at this poꝛt of Peranie 
and an other called Pocaju ſome 6 leagues to the Nozthward the Frenchmen haue had trade fo2 
Halil wood, end haue laden from thence by the Indians meanes, who haue fet it fo them ſome 
20 ltagues into the county vpon their backs, 3 02 4 ſhips euery yere, Thus we all ſailed toward 
Peramew,at which place we arriued in the night, ſo that we were fozced to lie off & on with a ſtiffe 

ale of wind, iu which we loſt the moſtpart ol our fleete, they not knowing this coaſt put off to the 

a, and ſo went directly fo England, Our Admirall and ſome 4 ſaile moze with him put intothe 
- harbo20w of Peranie w, and thete watered and refreſhed himſelfe very well, with hens, conies, 
hares and potatos, wich other things, which the two Frenchmen had partly pꝛouided befozc his 


comming: this is a very good harbojow where ſhips may ride and refreſh very well. But, as I penje averp

am giuen to vnderſtand ſince our comming from thence,the Poztugals haue attempted the good 


and doe inhabite it, and haue put the french from their accuſtomed trade, Here hautag d 


ind refreſhed our ſelues. we put to the ſea, plying after the reſt of our fleete which were gone be⸗ 


foze, which we neuer heard of till our arriuall in England at The downes in the moneth of July, 
whcre we vnderſtood the reſt ol our conſoꝛts to be paſſed vp foz London; Captaine Venner this 
fleete to be at Plimmouth, and the French ſhips to be ſafe arrtued at Diepe, which to vs was ve⸗ 
ry great comfoze. At our ſecting ſaple from The downes,accoving as the cuſtome is, finding the 
Queents ſhips there, we ſaluted them with certaine oꝛdinance. The Gunner being careleſle, as 
they are many times of their powder, in diſcharging certain pieces in Þgunner roome,ſet a barrel 
of powder on fire, which te oke fire in ; gunner roome, blew vy the Admirals caben, ſlem the gun⸗ 
ner with 2 others outright,# hurt 20 moze, of which 4 02 5 died. This powder made ſuch a ſmoke 
in the ſhip wih the fire that burnt in the gunner roome among all the fire woꝛkes, that no man at 
f the firſt wiſt what to doe: bur recalling backe their feare. they began to caſt water into the gun« 
JF ;. nerroome in ſuch abundante ( foʒ the Queenes ſhips now & al ſo the other ſhips that were in our 
tompany came pꝛeſentliy to our helpe ) that ( God be p1aiſed) we put out the fire & ſaued all, & na 
— was done tothe goods. By this map be ſeene that there is no ſure lafetyof things in 
this wozlv, Foz now we made account to be out of all danger, where behold a greater came vp- 
on vs, then we ſuffered all the whole voyage. But the almightie be pzapſcdfo2 ener, which deli- 
nered vs out ofthis and m my other in this voyage. Dur fire being well put out, and we taking

Che _— bodelo, and landed 3 50 ſoldiers all in white armour, and the battery continued from Friday vn⸗

the Friers alleage that theſe cownes were giuen them, by a decree ſent them from Pope Pius 
Quintus, that the ſaid Friers ſhauld goucrne aud rule them. 

On the other ſide J haue pꝛonounced another ſentence againſt the ſaid Friers in your Maieſttcs 
name, any fc} pout Paieſtic, allraging that thoſe townes, villages, and ſubiects appertaine and 
belong vnto your Bateſtie,and that in tempozall cauſcs J am to puniſh thoſe offenders, which 
ſhall rebe!] againſt your Mateſtie: and as touching eccleſiaſtical cauſes that the Uicar of this Cas 
thedzall church ſhall rule, gouerne and inſtruct them in the Chꝛiſtian religion. Sa we both haue 
appealed vnto your Maieſtie herein, and your Maieſlie may peruſe all our wzitings, and then 
determine that which (hall be belt and moſt pꝛolitable fo2 pour Maieſties ſeruite and enlargement 
cf pour crown. Fo? though theſe bꝛoyles the inhabicents of this Pariaua ſbſakt their houſes & 
dwelling plates, and ſo doe ſome of the Fricrs,becauſe they cannot be ſuffered to rule & gouerne, 

Allo the Indians haue complapned againſt me, becauſe J haue burned their villages in this 
laſt rebellion. Wherefoze if pour Maieſtie doe not ſend ſome oꝛder for this countrey and ſee inte 
theſe caſes, it will bzeed great diſſention and rebellion among vs, and we ſhall be readic to cut on 
anothers thyoat befoze it be long. | 

Thus I thought good, ac coꝛding to my humble bounden dut ie, and foz the ſeruice of pour 
Pateſtie and quietneſle of this realme,to certifie your Paieſtie the truth of the whole matter; ho- 
ping tnſhozt time that your Maieſtie will ſend ſome good oꝛder to qualifie theſe bꝛoylts: for there 
is great hatred and malice among vs. Jeſus Chiiſt pꝛeſerue and keepe the ropall perſonof pour 
Maieſtie with long health, as it pleaſeth him, From the Captaineſhip of Paraiua this meſent 
20 of Augult, 1597.

| De 15, dapot᷑ Nouember, in the peere ol our Lozd 1577. P. Francis 
Drake, with a fleete of fiue ſhips and barkes,and to the number of 164. 
men,gentlemen and lailers, departed from Plimmouth, giuing out his 
pꝛetended vopage foz Alexandria: but the wind falling contrary, hee 
was koꝛced the next mozning to put into Falmouth hauen in Corne- 
wall, where ſuch and ſo terrible a tempeſt tooke vs, as few men haue 
ſeene the like, and was in deed ſo vehement, that all cur ſhips were like 
to haue gone to wzacket but it pleaſed God to pꝛeſerue vs from that ex« 
15 tremitie, and to afflice vs onely fo2 that pꝛeſent with theſe two particu« 
lars: The maſk of our Admirall which was the Pellican,was cut cuer booꝛd fo? the ſafegard of 
the ſhip , andthe Marigold was dziuen aſhoze , and ſomewhat byuiſed : fox the repairing of which 
damages wer returned againe to Plimmouth, and hauing recouered thoſe harmes , and bzought 
the ſhips againe to good ſtate, we (ct foꝛth the ſecond time from Plimmouth, and ſet ſaile the 13. 
day of December following, 

The 25 day of the ſame moneth we fell with the Cape Cantin, vpo the coaſt of Barbarie, 
of andcoaſtingalong,the 27. day we found an Jſland called Mogador, lying one mile diſtant from 
pg: the maine, betwerne which Illand and the maine, we found a very good and ſafe harbour foꝝ our 
Barbaric. ſhips to ride in, as alſo very good entrance, and voyde of any danger. 9 2 

On this Iſland our Generall erected a pinneſſe, whereo he bought out of England with him 
foure alteady framed. Thile theſe things were in doing, there came to the waters ſive ſome ol 
He inhabitants ofthe countrey, ſhewing kooꝛth their flags of truce, which being ſeene ol our Ge» 
nerall, hee ſent his ſhips boate to the ſhc2e,toknow what they would: they being willing to come 
aboozd our men left there one man ot our company foz a pledge, and bzought two of theirs a 
booꝛd, our ſhip, which by ſignes ſhewed our General, that the nert day they would bing ſome pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion,as ſbecpe, capons and hennes, aud ſuch like: whereupon our Generall teſftowed amongſt 
them ſome linnen cloth and ſhooes, and a iaueling, which they very toyfullprecetued, and depars 
ted foꝛthattime. 

The next moꝛning they failed not to tome againe to the waters ſide, and dur Generall againe 
letting out our boate, one of our men leaping cuer raſhly aſhoꝛe, and offering friendly to imbꝛace 
them, they let violent hands on him, offering a dagger to his thꝛote if hee had made any reſiſtance, 

: and ſo laying him on a hoꝛ ſe, caried him away: ſochataman cannot be too circumſpect and warie 
of hunſelte among ſuch milcreants. 

Our punnelle being finiſhed , wee departedfrom this place the 30. and laſi day of December, 
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andcoaſting along the ſhoze, wee did deſcrie , not contrary to our erpectation, certaine Cancers 
which were Spaniſh fiſhermen,to whom we gaue chaſe and tooke thꝛee ofthem, andpyoceeving 
further we met with 3. Carauels and tooke them alſo, ' 


The 17. dap of January we arriued at Cape Blanco, where we found a ſhip riding at anchoꝛ, Janvarte. 


within the Cape, and but two ſimple Mariners in her, which ſhip we tocke andcaried her further 
into the harbour, where we remained 4. dapes, and in that ſpact our General muſtered, and tray 
ned his men on land in warlike mauer, to make them fit foz all occaſions, 5 

In this place we fooke of the F iſhermen ſuch neceſſaties as wee wanted, and they could peeld 
vs, and leauing heere one of our lit le barkes called the Benedict, wee tooke with vs one of theirs 
which they called Canters, being of the burden of 40. tunnes oz thereabouts, 

All theſe things being lniſhed, wee departed this harbour the 22. of Januarie, carying along 
with vs one of the Poztugall Carauels which was bound to the Illands of Cape. Verde fo? ſalt, 
whercof good ſtoꝛe is made in one of thoſe Fſlands, 


The maſter oꝛ Pilot of that Carauel did aduertiſe our Generall that vpon one of thoſe Jſlands The Ju of 
called Mayo, there was great ſtoze of dzyed Cabritos, which a few inhabitants there dwelling ****: 


did peere ly make ready fo2 ſuch ofthe kings Ships as did there couch, beeing bound fo2 hiscouns 
trey of Braſile oz elſewhere, ee fell withthis Jlland the 27. of January, but the Inhabitants 
would in no caſe traſfique with vs, being thereof fozbidden by the kings E dict: pet the next day 
dur Gcnerall ſent to view the Jlland, and the likelihoodes that might be there of pꝛouiſion of vic⸗ 
tuals, about thꝛee ſcoʒe and t wo men vnder the conduct and gouernment of Maſter Winter and 
aſter Doughtie, and marching towards the chiefe place ofhabitation in this Jſland ( as by the 
Boꝛtugall wee were infozmed) hauing trauailed to the mountaines the ſpace of th!ee miles, and 
arriuing there ſomewhat befoꝛe the day bzeake, we arreſted our ſelues to ſee day befoze vs, which 
appearing, we found the inhabitants to be fled: but the place, by reaſonthat it wasmanured,wee 
found tobe maze fruit füll then the other part, eſpetially the valleys among the hils, 


Here we gane our ſelues a lit le refreſhing, as by very ripe and ſweete grapes, which the fruit» xtpe grapes 
fulneſle of the earth at that ſeaſon ofthe yeere yeelded vs: and that ſeaſon being with vs the depth n Winter. 


of inter, it may ſeeme ſtrange that thoſe fruites were then there growing: but the reaſon 
thereof is this, becauſe they being betweene the Tropike and the Equinoctiall, the Sunnne paſ- 
ſeth twile in the yeere thꝛough their Zenith ouer their heads, by meanes whereof they haue two 
Summers x being ſo neere the heate okthe line, they neuer loſe the heate ofthe Sunne lo much, 
but the fruites haue their increaſe and continuance in the midſt of Minter. The Illand is won; 


derfully ſtoꝛed with goates and wilde hennes, and it hath ſalt alſo without labour, ſaue onely that 


the people gather it into heapes, which continuallp in great quantitie is increaſed vpon the lands 


by the flowing of the ſea, and the receiuing heate of the Sunne kerning the ſame, ſo that ol che in⸗ 


creaſe thereof they keepe a continuall traffique with their neighbours, 


Among other things we found here a kind of fruit called Cocos, which becauſe it is not com- —— — 
that beareth 


monly knowen with vs in England, I thought good to make ſome deſcription of it. 

The tree beareth no leaues no2 bꝛanches, but ac the very top the fruit groweth in cluſters, hard 
it the top ofthe ſtemme of the tree, as big euerp ſeuerallfruite as a mans head: but hauing taken 
off the vttermoſt barke, which pou ſhall find to bee very full of ſtrings oꝛ ſinowes, as I may terme 
them , pouſhall come to a hard ſhell which may holde ol quantitie in liquo} a pint commonly, oz 
ſome a quart, and ſome leſſe: within that (hell ofthe thickneſſe of halfe an inch good, yon ſhall haue 
a kinde of hard ſubſtance and very white, no leſſe good and ſweete then almonds : within that a⸗ 
gaine a certaine cleare liquoꝛ, which being dꝛunke, pouſhall not onelp ſinde it very delicate and 
ſweete, but moſt comfoꝛt able and coꝛdiall. I 

After wee had ſatiſũed our ſelues with ſome of theſe fruites, wee macched ſurther into the Tl⸗ 


und and ſaw great ſteꝛe of * Cabrirosaliuc, which were ſochaſed by the inhabitants, that wee ©1 goates, 


could voe no good towards our pꝛouiſion, but they had layde out as it were to ſtoppe our mouthes 
withall, certaine olde dzyed Cabritos, which being but ill, and ſmall and few, wee made no ac: 
count of, 

Being returned to our ſhips,our Generall veparted hence the 3 1. oł thismoneth,and ſayled by 
the Jlland of S. lago, but farre enough from the danger of the inhabitants, who ſhot and diſchar⸗

charged at vs thꝛee peeces, but they all fell ſhozt of vs, and did vs no harine, The Illand is fayꝛe 5. lago 


nd large, and as it ſeemeth, rich and fruicfull, and inhabited by the Poztuxals, but the moun · 
taines and high places of the Iſland are ſayd to be polſeſſed by the Poozes, who hauing bin llaues 
to the Paztugals, to eaſe themlelues, made eſcape to the deſert places of the and, where they 
abide with great ſtrength. | Being 
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Being vefoze this J land, we eſyied:wo ſhips vnder ſayle, to the one ot which wee gaue chaſe, 
and in the ep vooꝛdedher u itha ſyp· boat without reſiſtance, which we found to be a good pzize, 
a pile, and ad (12 heelded dato v3 goopſtozc g wine: which pꝛiʒe our General committed to the cuſtodte of 
Woes itt pi Haſter Dughtie, and reteinmgthe j21il-e, (ent the reſt away with his Pinneſle , giuing them a 
lotrakin, "utteo! wine and ſome victuals, ind their wearing clothes, and ſothep departed, 
The Ide o: The lame night wee came withthe Jdand called by the Boꝛtugals, Ilha del fogo, that is, the 
ra buraing 1nd: 41 the Noche whereok is a conluming ire, the matter is layde to be cf Sul- 
phure, but notwithſtand ng it is like to bee a commodtons Jiland, becauſe the Poztugals haue 
built, and dot inhabite there. 

Anon the OSduch five thereof lyeth a moſt pleaſant and werte Jlland, the trees whereof are . 
alwayes grecne and faire to looke vpon, in reſpect whereof they call it Ilha Braun, that is, the 
baue Iſlaud. From the bankes thercof into the lea doe run in many places reaſonable ſtreames 0 
of treſh waters caſte to be come by / but there was no tonuenient roade fo our ſhips : to) ſuch was 9 
the depth, thatno ground could bee had fox anchozing, and it is re poꝛted, that ground was ncuer 
found in that place, ſo thit the tops of Fogo burne not ſo high in the ayze, but the rootesof Braua 
are quenched as low in the ſea. | * 

Being departedfromtheſe Jilands, we dꝛew towards the line, where wee were becalmed the 
ſp2ce of 3 weekes, but yet ſubiect to diuers great ſtoꝛmes, terrible lightnings and much thunder: 
but with this milerie we had the commod:tie ok great ſtoze of fiſh, as Dolphins, Bonitos, and fly⸗ 
ing fiſhez,whereofſome feil inta our ih ippes, wherehence they could not riſe agatne fo2 want of 
moiſture, foꝛ when their wings are due, they cannot flie. 

From the firſt day et our departure from the Jilandsof Cape Verde, wee ſapled 54. bayer 
without ſight of land. and the firſt land that we fell with was the coaſt of Braſil, which we law the 

pam. lift of Apꝛil in ᷣ heigbt of 3 3. degrees towards the pole Antarctike,and being diſcouered at ſea by by 
. Oegrees. the inhabitants ofthe counttey,th:y made vpon the coaſt great fires fo} avacrifice (ag welearued) $4 
to the deutls, about whichthep vie conturations , making heapes of ſande and other ceremonies, 1 

that when eny ſhip hall goe abc ut to tap vpon their coaſt, not onely ſands may be gathered toge⸗ 

ther in ſhoalds in euery plate, but alſo that ſtoꝛmes and tempeſts map ariſe, to the caſting away of 

ſhips and men, whercof (as it is repoꝛted) there haue bene diuers experiments. 4 

The leuenth day in a mightie great ſtozme both of lightning, rapne and thunder, wee loſt the 7 
Canter which we called the Chriſtopher: but the eleuenth day after, by our Generals great care 
in diſperſing his chips, we found her againe, and the place where we met, our Generall called the 

TheCpeot Cape ofle y, where euer ſhip tooke in ſome water. Icerc we found a good temperature and 
"OY ſweete apꝛe, a very faire and pleaſant countrep with an erceeting fruitfull ſople, where were 
great ſtoꝛe of large and mightie Deere, but we came not to the ſight ol any people: but traueiling 
further into the tountrep, we perceiued the footing ol people in the clay ground, ſhe wing that they 
were men of great ſtature. Beiyg returned to our ſhips, we wayed anchoꝛ, and ranne ſomewhat 
lurther and harboured our ſelues betwoeene a rocke and the maine, where by meanes ofthe rocke 
that bꝛake the foꝛce of the ſea, we rid very ſale, and vpon this rocke we killed foꝛ our pꝛouiſion cer⸗ 
ta ine ſea · wolues, commonly called with vs Scales. 
heir entrace Ftomhence we went our courſe to 3 G. degrees, and entred the great riuer of Plate, and ranne 
io the tiurr into 5 4. and 5 3.ſadomes and a halte of freſh water, where wee filled our water by the ſhips ſide: 
8 8 but our Generall finding here no good harboꝛough, as he thought he ſhould, bare out againe to ſea 
the 27. of Apꝛil, and in bearing out we loſt ſight of our Flieboate wherein maſter Doughtic was, 
but we layling along, found a fap2e and reaſonable good Bay wherein were many , and the ſame 
Abundance of Molitable Iſlands, one whercof had ſo many Seales, as would at the leaſt haue laden all our 
Scales. Shippes,and the reſt of the Illands are as it were laden with foules which is wonderfull co ſee, 
| and they of diuers ſoztes, It is a place very plentifull of victuals, and hathin it no want of 
LN freſh water, ; | 
Our Genitrall after certaine dayes of his above in this place, being on ſhoze in an Illand, the 
people of the countrey ſhewed themſelues vnto him, leaping and dauncing , and entred into traf- 
fique with him, but they would not receiue any thing at any mans hands, but the ſaine muſt bee 
caſt vpon the ground. They are of cleane, comely, and ſtrong bodies, ſwift on foote, and ſee me to 
be very actiue. | | 
Way, The eighteenth day of May our Gcnerall thought it nec dull to haue a carc ot ſuch Ships ax 
| were abſent, and therefoze indeuouring to ſecke the Flieboate wherein maſter Doughtic was, 
we elpicd her againe the next day: end whercas certaitze of cur ſhips were ſent todiſcoucr the call 
to ſearch an harbour, the Marygcld and the Cantet being imploped in that Luſinc ſſe, came

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vnto vs and gaue vs vnderſtanding of a ſafe harbour that they had found, where with all our (15 
bare, and cntred it, where we watered and made new pꝛouil. on of victuals, as by Scales, whercot 
we llew to the number of 200,90} 3 oo. in the ſpace of an houre. 
here our Generall in the Admirall rid cloſe abooꝛd the F lie · boate, and tooke out ok her allthe c e 
pꝛouiſion of victuals and what els was inher, and halling her to che Lande, ſer fire to her, and ſo ul. 
burut her to ſane the tron wozke: which being a doing there came downe ofthe countreycertaine 
ol the people naked, ſauing only about their waſte the ſktnne of ſome beaſt with the furre oꝛ harre The vc of 
on, and ſomething alſo wꝛeathed on their heads: their faces were painted wich diuers colours, b. e. 
and ſome ot them had on their heads the ſunilitude of hoznes, euery man his bow which was an 
ell in length, and a couple of arrowes, They were very agill people and quicke to deliuer, and 
ſeemed not to be ignozant in the feates of wartes, as by their oꝛder of ranging a few men, mighe 
appeare. Theſe people would not of a long time receiue any thing at our handes; pet at leagth 
dur Gene rall being aſhoze, and they dauncing after their accuſtomed maner about him, and hee 
once turning his backe towards them, one leapt ſuddenly to hun, and cooke his cap with his golde 
band off his head, and ran a litle diſtante from him and ſhared it with his fellow, the cap to the one, 
and the band to the other. 
Dauing viſpatched all our buſineſſe in this place, wee veparted and ſet ſayle, and immediat ly 
vpon our ſetting foozth we loſt our Canter which was abſent thꝛee oꝛ foure dayes: but when our . 
General had her againe,he tooke out theneceſſaries , and ſo gaue her ouer neere to the Cape of Che cape of 
Good hope. Good hope, 
The next day after being the twentieth of June, wee harboured our ſelues againe in a very xunc. 
good harboꝛougb, called by Magellan Port S. Iulian, where we found a gibbet ſtanding vpon the Pot la 
maine, which we ſuppoſed to be che place where Magellan did execution vpon ſome of his diſobe⸗ 
dient and rebellious company, 
The two and twentieth day our Generall went aſhoze to the maine, and in his compant?, Iohn 
Thomas, and Robert Winterhie, Oliuer the Maſter gunner, Iohn Brewer, Thomas Hood, 
and Thomas Drake, and entring on land, they pꝛeſentiy met wich two oz thee of the countrey 
people, and Robert Winterhie hauing in his hands a bowe and arrowes, went about to make a 
choote of pleaſure, and in his dzaught his bowſtring bꝛake, which the rude Sauages taking as a 
token of warre, began to bendthe fozce oftheir bowes againſtour company, aud dꝛoue them to 
their ſhifes very narrowly, ; 
An this Pozt our Generall began to enquire diligently of the actious of P. Thomas Dough- 
tie, and lound them not to be ſuch as he looked foꝛ, but tending rather to contention 02 mutinie, o 
ſome other diſozder, whereby ( without redzeſſe) che ſucceſſe of the voyage might greatly haue 
bene hazarved: whereupon the company was called together and made acquaintev withthe par 
ticulars of the cauſe, which were foundpartly by maſter Doughties owne canſeſſion, and partly 
bythe euidence of the fact, to be true: which when our Gencrall law, although his pꝛiuate affecti- 
on to . Doughtie ( as het then in the pꝛeſence ot᷑ vs all ſacrevly pꝛoteſted) was great, pet the 
care he had of the ſtate ofthe voyage, of the erpectationof her Maieſtie, and of the honour of his 
countrep did moze touch him, (as indeede it ought) then the pꝛtuate reſpect ol one man: ſo that the 
rauſe being thꝛoughly be ard, and all things done in good oꝛder as neete as might be tothe conrle 
at our lawes in England, it was concluded that M. Doughtie ſhouldreceiue puniſhment accoz- 
ding to the qualitie of the offence : and he ſecing no remedie but patience foꝛ himſelfe, veſired be⸗ 
fore his death to receiue the Communion, which he did at the hands of M. Fletcher dur Piniſter, 
and our Generall himſelfe accompanied him in that holy action: which being done, and the place 
ok execution made ready, hee hauing embꝛaced our Generall and taken his leaue of all the compa- 
nie, with pꝛaper foz the Queenes maieſtie and our realme, in quiet ſoꝛt laid his heau to the blocke, 5 Themes 
where he ender his lite. This being done our Gẽnerall made diuers ſpeaches tothe whole com n 
pany, perſwaving vs to vnitie, obedience. loue, and regard ot᷑ our voyage: and fo? the better confir- 
mation thereof, willed euery man the nert Sunday following eo pꝛepate himſelfe to receine the 
Communion, as Chꝛiſtian bꝛethꝛen and friends ought co doe , which was done in very reuerent 
ſoꝛt, and ſo wich good contentment tuery man went about his buſineſle, 
The 17. day ol Auguſt we veparted the pozt of S. lulian, & the 20. day we fell wich the ſtreight ung. 
02 freat of Magellan going into the South lea, at the Cape 02 headland whereof we found the bo» © 
die ol a dead man, whole fleſh was clganeconſumed, | " 
The 21.day we eatred The ſtreight, which we found to haue many turnings, and as ic were 
ſhuttinxs vp, as if there were nopaſlage at all, by meanes whereof we had the wind often againſt

Tbe land on both lides is very huge & mountainous, the lower mountains whereof, although 
thep be monſtrous and wonderkull to looke vpon fox their height, pet there are others which in 
height exceede them in a ſtrange maner, reat hing themlelues aboue their fellowes lo high, that 
betweene them did appeare thzee regions ok cloudes. | 

Theſe mount aint s are couered with ſnow : at both the Soucherlp and E aſterly partes of the 
ſtreight there are Jllands, among which the ſea hach his indzaught into the Nreights, euen as it 
hath in the maine entrante ol the treat, 

This ſtreigbt is extreme cold, with froſt and ſnow continuallp; chetrecsſreme co ſtoope with 
the burden ok the weather, and pet are grecne tontinuallp, and many good and (werte herbes doe 
verp plentifully grow and increaſe vnder them. 

Che bed ot The bꝛedthok the lkreight is in ſome place a letgue, in ſome other plates 2. leagues, and thice 

apron leagucs, and in ſome other . leagues, but the narowelt place hath a league ouer. 

Nbuadanceof The 24. ot Auguſt wearriucd at an Iſland in the ſtreights, where we found great ſtoye of foule

Scptenber, The 6. day of Sepecmbver weentredthe South ſcaat the Cape oz headſhoze,

which height, and ſo many leagues to the Meſt ward, the fifteenth day of September fell out

Jans. Ie returning hence Nozthward againe, found the 3. ol October thzee Illands. in one of which 
was ſuch plentie of birdes as is ſcant credible to repoꝛt. 
. wioterſe⸗ The 8,dap of October we lolt ſight of one ol our Conſotꝛs wherein P. Winter was, who as 
kerung. then we ſuppoſed was put by aftozme into the ſtreights againe, which at our returne home wee 
| found to be true, and he not periſhed, as ſome cf our company feared, 

Thus being come into the height of The ſtreights againe,we ran,ſuppoſingthe toaſt of Chili

hen this Pilot departed from vs, his bop ſayde thus vnto ourGenerall ' Captaine, our ſhip

- Whencu: Gencrall had done what hee would with this Cacafuego, hee caſt her off, and wet 
went on our courſe ſtill towards the Teſt, and not long after met witha ſhip laden withlinnen 


chin: ts, aut cloth and fine China- diſhes of white earch, and great Noze of China- ſilks, of all which things wee 
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rooke as We liſted. 

The oder himſelfe ok this ſhip was in her, who was a Spaniſh Gentleman, from whom our 
Genera!ltooke a Fawlconof golde, with a great E meraud in the beaſt thereof, and the Pilot of 
the (hip he tooke alſo with him, and lo caſt the ſhip offt. | 

This Pilot bꝛought vs tothe hauen of Guatulco, the towne whereof,as he told vs, had but 17. 
Spaniat be tn it. Alſoone as we were entred this hauen, wer landed, and went pzefently to the 
towne,and to the Towne-houſe,where we found a Fudge ſitting in tudgement , being aſſociate 
with chꝛee other officers,vpon tee Negros that had conſpired the burning ofthe Towne: both 
which Judges a piſoners we tooke, and bzought them a ſhipboozd, and cauſed the chiefe Judge 
to wꝛite his letter to the Towne,to command all the Towneſmento auoid, that we might ſafely 
water there. Thich being done, and they dep! we ranſaked the Towne, and in one we 
found a pot of the quantitie of a buſhell full of reals of plate, which we bzought to our ſhip, 
And here one Thomas Moone one ot out company , tooke a Spaniſh Gentleman as hee was 
flying out vf the towne, and ſearchinghim, be found a chaine ol golde about him, and other tew- 
els, which he tooke, and ſo let him ge. a ä 

At this plate our General among other Spaniatys,ſet aſhoze his Poꝛtugall Pilote, which hee 
tooke at the Allands of Cape Verde, out of a ſhip of . Mary pozt of Poztugall : and hauing ſec 
them aſhoze,we departed hence, and ſailed tothe Jlland of Canno, where cur Generall landed, 
and bzought to ſhoze his owne ſhip, and vilchargedher,mendev,andgrauevher, and kurniſhed our 
ſhip with water and wood ſufficiently, | 

And while wee were here, we eſpie a ſhippe, and ſet ſaile after her, and tookeher,anv foundin 
her two Pflots,and a Spaniſh Gouernour, going fo the Illands of the Philippinas : wee ſear« 
ched the ſhippe , and tooke ſome ol het marchandizes, and ſo let her goe, Our Generall at this 
place and time, thinking himlelfe both in reſpect of his pꝛiuate iniuries receiued from the Spa- 
niards, as alſo of their contempts and indignities offered to our countrey and Pꝛince in general, 
ſufficiently ſaciſfied, and reuenged: and ſuppoſing that her Paicſtie at his retutne would tell 
contented with this ſeruice, purpoſed to continue no longer vpon the Spaniſh coaſts , but began 
to conſider and to tonſult of the beſt wap fo2 his Countrey, . 

He thought it not good to returne by the Streights, fox two ſpeciall cauſes : the one, leſt the 
Spaniards ſhoulo there waite,and attend fo2 him in greatnumber and ſtrength, whoſe hands, hee 
being lekt but one ſhip, could not poſſibly eſcape, The other cauſe was the dangerous ſituation 
of themouth ofthe ſtreights in the South lea, where continuall tozmes reigning and bluſtering, 
as he found by experience, beſides the ſhoalds and ſands vpon the coaſt, he thought it not a good 
courſe to aduentute that way: he reſolued there ſoꝛe to auopde theſe hazards,to goe fo ward tothe 
Illandes cf the Malucos, and therchence to ſaile the courſe of the Poztugals by the Cape of 
Buena Eſperanca, | 

Cponthis reſolution, hee beganne to thinke of his beſt way tothe Malucos, and go 
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ſelke where he now was becalmed, be law that of neteſſitie hee muſt be foxced to take a Spaniſh 
courſe,namely co ſayte ſome what z2oztherly to get a wiude, Wee therefoze ſec ſaile, and ſapled 
600. leagues at the leaſt foz a good winde, and ihus much we ſailed from che 6, of q pꝛil, till the 
or June . 
: The 5.day of June, veing in 43. degrees towards the pole Arctike, we ſonnd the ayze ſo colde, * He 
that our men being grieuoully pinched wichthe ſame, complainedof ihe exttemitie thereof, and Deaketopicd dl. 
the further we went. the mozg the coldeincreaſed Vyon vs, Whereuyon we thought it belt fo} that P vackide oe 
time to lecke the land, and did ſo, finding it not mountain aus, but low plaine land, til wee came vegrecs of > 
within 3 8. degrees towards the line, In which height it pleaſed God to ſend vs into a falre and nter l- 
good Bape, with a good winde to enter the ſame, 38. Degrees- 
Jn this Baye wee anchozed, and the people ofthe Countrey hauing their heules cloſe by the K deſertprion 
waters ſide,ſhewed themſelues vnto vs, and ſent a pꝛeſent to out Generall, peta nome 
Then theprame vnto ds, they greatly wondzed at the things that wee h2bughe, but our Gene: ot Nom Albion, 
rall(acco2ding to his natur all and accuſtomed humanitie) courteouſly intreated them, and liberal⸗ 
y beſtoweo onchem neceſſary things to couer their nakedneſle, whereupon they ſappoled vs to be 
gods, and would not be perſwaded to the contrary: the pꝛeſents which they ſent to dur Generall, 
were feathers, and calles of nei - wozke. | . 
Their houſes are digged round about with earth, and haue from the vet ermoſt bzimmes bf the 
circle,clifts of wood let vpon than, ioyning clole together at the toppe like a ſpire ſteeple, which 
by reaſon of that cloſencſſe are vcry warme, 
The ix beds is che ground with ruſhes ſtro wer on it, and lying about the houſe, haue the fire in 
the midſt. The men go naked, the women take bulruſhes , and kembe them after the manner of 
hempe,and thereofmake thetr looſc gatments, which being knit about their miodles, hang down 
about theirhippes; bauing alſo about theit ſhoulders aſkinne of Deere, with the haice vpon it; 
Theſe women are verp obedient and ſeruiceable to their huſbands. 
After they were departcd from vs, chey came and viſited vs the ſecond time, and ought with 
them feathers and bags ol Tabacco fo preſents: And when they came to the top of the hill (at the 
bottome whereof we had pitched our tents) they ſtaied themſelues: where one appointed fo2 ſyea · 
ker weariedhimſelfe withmaking a long oꝛarion, which done, they left theit bowes vpon the hull, 1 long ozation 
and came downe with their peſents. | 
Inthe meanetime the women cemaining onthe hill, tozmenced themſelues lamentablp, cea- 
ring their fleſh from their cheekes, whereby we perttiurdthat they were about aſacrifice, In the 
meane time our Generall wich his company went to pꝛayer, and to reading of the Scripeures, 
at which erecciſethep were attentiue, # ſeemed greatly to be affected with it:but when they were 
come vnto vs, they reſkozcd againe vnto vs thole things which befoze we beſtowed vpon them, 
The newes of our being there being lpꝛead though the Countrey , the people that inhabiced 
roundabout came downe, and among(t them the Ring himſelfe,a man of a goodly ſtature, ; come- 
ly perſonage. with many other tall and warlike men: befoze whoſe comming were ſent two Anj- 
baſſadozs to our General, to ſignifiechat their Ring was comming, in doing oof which meſlage, 
their ſpeach was continued about halft anhoure. This ended, chey by ſignes requeſted onc Gene⸗ 
rall to ſend ſome thing by their hand to their king, as a token that his comming might be in peace: 


wherein our Generall hauing ſatiſfied them, they returned with glad tidings to their Ring, who 
marched to vs with a pzincely matellte, the people crying continually after their manner, and as 
chey daew neere vnto vs, ſo did they triue to behaue eluies in thetr actions with comelineſſe, 


In the foze-front was a man ok a goodly perſonage, who bare the ſcepter oz mace befoze the 
Ring, whereupon hanged two crownes, a leſſe and a with thꝛee chaines of amarucilous 
length: the crownes were made of knit wozke wiought art! with fethers ol diuers colours: 
the chaines were made of a bonie ſubſtante, and few be the perſons them that are admitted Chaines like 
to weste them: and ol that number alſo the perſois att ſtintev,as ſome ten, ſome 1 2.4c, ext vn · 0 e 
to him which bare the ſcepter. was the King himſelfe, wich his Guard about bis perſon, clad with 
Conieſkins,+other ſkins: after them followed the naked cimon ſo t or people, euery one hating 
his face pa nted,ſome with white, ſome wich blacke, am other colours, hauing in their hands one 
thing oꝛ another fo2 a pzeſent, not ſo much astheir childzen, but they alſo bxought their pꝛeſents. 

a the meane time our Generall gathered his men together, and marched within his fenccy 
place, making againſt their appzoching , a vety warre-like hem. They being together 
intheir oꝛder. and a gener all lalutation being made there was pꝛeſently a generali ſilence, Then 
hethat bare the ſcepter 


before the King, d ing inkoꝛmed by another, whom they alligned to that 
cantinuing 


offite, with a manly and lofcie vopee pzoclaymed 4 yg the other ſpake to him in ſecrete, 
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continuing haifc an houre: which ended, and a generall Amen as it were giuen, the Ring with the 
whole = men and women (the childzen excepted) came downe without any weapon, who 


deſcending to the foote of the hill, ſet themlelues in ozder, 

In comming towards our bulwarksand tents, the ſcepter· bearer began a ſong, obleruing hi⸗ 
meaſures in a daunce, and that with a ſtately countenance, whom the Ring with his Guarde, ant 
eucry degree of perſons following, did in like maner ſing and daunce, ſauing onely che women, 
which daunced a kept ſilence, The General permitted them toenter within our bulwarke, where 
they continued their ſong and daunce a reaſonable time. Then theß had (aciſfied themſclues they 
made ſignes to our General to ſit dowue, to whom the King, and divers others made ſeuerall oza- 
tions, o rather ſupplications, that hee would take their pꝛouince and kingdome into his hand, and 
become their King, making ſignes that they would reſigne vnto him their right and title of the 
whole land, and become his ſubiects. In which, to perſwade vs the better, the King and ihe reit, 
with one conſent, and with great teuerence, iopłully ſinging a ſong, did ſet the crowne vpon his 
head, inriched his necke with all their chaines, and offred vnto him many other things, honouring 
him by the name of Hioh, adding thereunto as it ſetmed, a ſigne of triumph whichthing our Ge» 
nerall thought not mecte to reiect, becauſe he knew not what honour and pꝛolit it might be to our 


[Countrep, Ccherekoze in the name, and to the vſe ol her Maieſtie he tooke the ſcepter, crowne, 


and dignitie of the (aid Count rep into his hands, wiſhing that the riches e treaſure thereof might 
ſo couucnicntly be tranſpozted to the inriching of her kingdom at home, as it aboundeth in þ ſame. 
The common ſoꝛte of people leauing the Ring and his Guarde with our Generall, ſcattered | 


- themſelues together with their ſacrifices among our people, taking a diligent viewe of 
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perſon; and ſuch as pleaſed the ir fancie, (which were the pongeſt) they incloling them about ol 

kred their ſacrifices vnto them with lamentable weeping, ſcratching, and tearing the fleſh from 

their faces with chcirnailes, whereol iſſued abundance of blood. But wee vſed lignes to them ol 

diſtking this, and ſtayed their hands from forte, and directed ihem vpwards to the lining God, 
whom onelx they ought to wozſhip. They ſhc wed vnto vs their wounds, and craue d helpe ol them 

at aut hands, whereupon we gaue them lotions, plaiſters, and oyntments agreeing to the ſtate ol 
their grieles, beſeeching God to cure their diſeaſes, Euerp third day they bzought their ſacrifte 

ces vnto vs, vntill they vnderſtood our meaning, that we had no pleaſure in them: pet they could 
not be long abſent from vs, but dayly frequented our company tothe houre of our departure, 
which departure ſcemed ſo greeuous vnto them that their top was turned into ſoꝛow. They in» 
e being abſcnt we would remember them, and by ſtealth pꝛouided a ſacrifice, which 
we 'VY 

Dur neceſſarie buſineſſe being ended, our Generall with his company trauailed vp into the 
Countrep to theit villages, where we foundherdes of Deere by 1000. in a company, being moll 
large, and fat of body, | 

e found the whole Countrep to bee a warren of a ſtrange kinde ol Connies, their bodies in 
bigneſle as be the Barbary Connics,their heads as the heads of ours, the feete of a Mant, and the 
taile of a Rat being of great length: vnder her chinnc is on either ſide a bag, into the which ſhe ga- 
thercth het meate,when ſhe hath filled her bellie abzoad, The people eate their bodies and make 
great accompt of their ſkinnes. fo their Rings coate was made of them, 

Our Generall called this Councrey Noua Albion, and that fo two cauſes: the one inreſpect 
ofthe white bankes and cliffes, which lie towards che ſea : and the other, becauſe it might haue 
ſome affinitic with our Countrep in name, which ſometime was ſo called. |

˖ At our departure hence aur Generall ſet vp a monument of our being there, as alſo of her Ma

the pꝛouince and people into her Maieſties hands, together withherhighneſle picture and armes, 
in a pete of ſire — of current Engliſh money vnder the plate, whereunder was alſo witten 
the name of our Generall, | | 

It ſeemeth that the Spaniards hitherto had neuer bene in this part of che Countrey , neither 
did cuer diſcouer the land by many degrees, to the Southwards ofthis place, 

After we had ſecſaile from hence, wee continued without ſight of land till the 13. yapofDctos 
ber following, which day in the mozning wee fell with certaine Jflands d. degrees to the Nozth* 
ward ol the line, from which Illands came a greatnumber of Canoas,hauing in ſome of them 4. 
in ſome 6,and in ſome allo 14.men, bzinging with them cocos and other fruits, Their — 
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pere hollow within, and cut with great arte and cunning, being very ſmooth wich n and without, 
aud bearing a glaſſe as if it were ahozne daintiiy burniſhed, hating a pꝛowe, and a terne of one 
ſoꝛt, yeelding inward circle · wiſe, being of a great height, and full of certaine white ſhels foz a 
bꝛauerie, and on each ſive of them lie out two p:eceg ot timber about a yard and a halfe long, moꝛẽ 
y leſſe, actoꝛding te the ſmalncſie, oʒ bigneſſe ol the voate, 

This people haue the nether part of their eares cut into a round circle, hanging vowne very 
{owe vpn their cheekes, whereon they hang things ol a reaſonable weight, The uailes of their 
bands are an ynche long, their teeth are as blacke as pitch; and they renew them often, by eating 
ol an herbe with a kinde ol powder, which they alwayes carrie about them in a cane foz the ſame

F Leaving this Alland the night after we ſell with it, che 18. ol October, we lighted vpon diuers 4n2uds, 
others, ſome whereof made a great ſhew of Jnhabixants, a 
Veet contmued our courſe by the Iſlands of Tagulada, Zelon,and Zewarra, being friends to 
che Poztugals the firſt whereol hath growing in it great Nozeof Cinnamom, 

The 14. of }25uember we fell with the Illands of Malueo, which day at night ( bauing direc» Hovender, 
tev our tourſe to runne with Ty dot e) in coaſting along the Iſland ot Mutyr, belonging to the 
King of Ternate his Deputie o2 Uice-king ſeeing vs at ſea, came with his Canoa to vs wit heut 
all feare, and came abood, and afecr ſomeconference wi:hour Generall, willed him in any wiſe to 
rume in with Ternate, and not with Tydore, alſuring him that the Ring would bee av of his Che Ttteok 
comming, and would be ready to doe what he would require, fo wt h purpoſe he hiiſclfe would e 
that ui git be with the Ring, and tell him the newes, with whom if he once dealt, ee ſheuld finte 
that as he was a King, ſo his woꝛd ſhould ſand t adding further, that ik he went to Tydore beſoze 
he came to Ternare; the Ring would haue nething to doe with vs,becauſe hee held the Bonga 
us his enemie: whereupon our General reſolued to runne with Ternate, whete the nert mozning (hy 
carly we came to anchoꝛ, at wich time our Generall ſent a meſſenger to the king with a veluce i ith 
clokt fo) a pꝛeſent, and token of his comming to bein peace, and that he required nothing but trat · | 
figue and erchange ol marchandize,whereofhe had good ſtoze, in ſuch things as he wanted.

In the meane time, our Generals meſlengec beeing come to the Court, was met by certaine of Bag. 
noble perſon ges with great ſolemnitie, and bzought to the King, at whoſe hands hee was

The Ring purpoſing to come to our ſhip, ſent befoꝛe 4.great andlarge Canoas, in euery one The great ant 
whereof were certain? ofhisgreaceſt ſtates that were about him, atttred in white lawne of cloth 45 ot be Ning

Done after the Ring hiinſeife repaired, actompanted with 6. graue and oncient perſens, who Terre came 


vid their obeilante wich marnetlous humulitie, The king was a man of tall ſtature ann ſeemed to 12m aa 
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ve much delighted with the ſound of our muli;ke, to whom as allo to his nobilitie, our Gencraii 
gaue pꝛeſepts, wherewith they were paſſing wellcontented, 

At length the King craued leaue of our Generall to depart, pzomiſing the next vap to come a: 
booꝛd, and in the meane time to ſendvs ſuch victuals, as were neceſſarie fox cur pꝛouiſion: ſo that 

$22» a kinde of the lame night we receiued of them meale, which they call Sagu, made of the tops of certaine 

Ow trees, taſting in the mouth like (owze curds, but melteth like ſugar , whereof they make certaine 
cakes, which may be kept the ſpace often peeres,and pet then good to be caten. Me had of them 
ſtoze of rice, hennes, vuperfect and liquid ſugar , ſugar canes, anda fruite which they call Fs go, 
with toe of tloues. | 

The Ring hauing pꝛomiled to come aboozd, bꝛake his pꝛomiſe, but ſent his bꝛother to make 
his excuſe, aud to intreate our Generall to come on ſhoare, offring himſeife pawne aboodd fox his 
ſafe returne, TAhereunto our Generall conſented not, vpon miſlike conceiued of the bzeach of his 
pꝛomiſe, the whole company alſo vtterly refuſing it. But toſatiſfie him, our General ſent certaine 
of his Gentlemen to the Court, to accompany the Kings bzother , reſeruing the Uice · king foz 
their ſafe teturne. They were rect iued of another bꝛother of the kings,and other ſtates, and were 

Wieaſtic in rer conducted with great honour tothe Caſtle, The place that they were bꝛought vuto, was a large 
nate, and fatre houſe,where were at the leaſt 1000, perſons aſſembled, | 

The Ring being yet abſent, there late intheir places 60. graue perſonages , all which were 
ſaid to beof the kings Counſel, There were beſides 4. graue perſons, apparelled all in red,towne 

Komanes and to the ground, and attired on their heads like the Turkes,and theſe were ſaid tobe Romanes,and 
Turks UMTS Ligiers there to keeye continual tratfike with the people of Ternate. There were alſo 2.Turks 
Tye mareſtte Ligiers in this place, and one Italian. The king at laſt came in guarded with 1 2, launces ceuerey 
ofthe King. guer witharich canopy, with emboſſed gold, Dur men accompanied with one of their Captaines 
called Moro,riſing tp meete hun, he gracioully did welcome, and intertainethem. Pe was attircy 

aftcr the maner of the Ccuntrep, but moze ſumptuoullp then the reſt, From his waſte downe to 

the ground, was all cloth of golde, and the ſame very rich: his legges were bare, but on his feete 

were a paite ofſhooes,mave of Cordouanſkinne. Jnthe attire of his head were finelp wꝛtathed 

hooped ringsof gold, and about his necke he had a chaine of perfect golde, the linkes whereof were 

great, and one folde double. On his fingers hee had ſixe very faire iewels,and ſitring in his chairs 

of eſtate, at his righthand ſtood a page with a fanne in his hand, bzeathing and gathering the ayꝛe 

to the Ring. The kanne was in length two foote,and in bzedchone foote, ſet with 8. ſaphyꝛes, rich⸗ 

ly imbꝛoderet, and knit to a ſtaffe 3. foote in length. by the which the Page did hold, and mooue it. 

Dur Gentlemen hauing deliuered their meſſage, and receiued oꝛder accozdingly, were licenſed 

| to depart, being ſafely conducted backe againe by one of the Counſell, 

Ternme the This Alland is the chiefeſt of all the Jflands of Maluco , and the King hereof is King of 
eriefert orehe 70. Illands beſides, The king wich his people are Moozes in religion, obſeruing certainenew 
Paones, with kaſtings: during which faſts, they neither eat noz dzinke in the dap, but inthe night. 

After that dur Gentlemen were returned. and that we had hecre by the fauour ol the king tecei⸗ 
ued allneceſſary things that the place could peeld vs: our General conſidering the great diſtance, 
and how farre he was pet off from his Lountrey, thought it not bet here to linger the time any 

Alitle Jand longer, but waping his ancho2s , ſet out of the Jſland, and ſapled to a certaine litle Alland to the 
rorh- cd Douthwatds of Cele bes, where we graued our ſhip, and continued there in that and other buſi: 
jebes. nelles 26. dapes. This Illand is chzoughly growen with wood of a large and high growth, very 
ſtraight and without boughes, ſaue onc ly in the head 02 top, whole leaues arc not much differing 
from our bꝛoome in England. Amongſt theſe trees night by night, chꝛough the whole land, did 
Fiero worms · ſhewthemſelucs an infinite (warme of fiery wozmes flying inthe ayze, whoſe bodies beeing no 
bigger then our common Engliſh flies, make ſuch a ſhew and light, as if cuery twigge oz tree had 
Bats. bene a burning candle, In this place bzeedeth allo wonderfull ſtoze of Bats, as bigge as large 
Craniſhes, hennes: of Crapſiſhes alſo heere wantednoplentie, and they of excceding bigneſſe, one whercof 
was ſufficient fo 4.hungrp ſtomacks at a dinner, becing alſo very good, andreſtozing meate, 

whereof we had experience: and they digge themſelues holes in the earth like Conies. 

TUhen weehad ended our buſineſſe here, we waied, and ſet ſaile to runne foꝛ the Malucos : but 
hauing at that time a bad winde, and being amongſt the Illands, with much difficultie wee teco⸗ 
uered to the Noꝛthward of the Iſland of Celebes, where by reaſon of tontrery winds not able to 
continue our courſe to runne TAaeſtwards, we were infoꝛced to alter the ſi me to the Southwary 
againe, finding that courſe alſoto be very hard and dangerous foꝛ vs, by reaſon of infinite ſhoalds 

1 which lie off, and among the Jllands : whereof wee had too much triall to the hazard and danger 
. ol our ſhippe and liues. Fo} ol all other dapes vpon the 9. ol Januarie, in the peere 1 57 * — 
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ranne ſuddenly vpon a rocke, where we ſtucke faſt from 8. ol theclocke at night, til 4.oftheclocke 
in the akternoone che next dap, being indeede out of all hope to eſcape the danger; but our Generall Their danger 
as hee had alwayes hitherto ſhewed himie lfe couragious, and ot a good conſidente in the mercie Wen a roche. 
and pꝛotection et Bod: ſo now he continued in the ſame, and lei he ſhould ſeeme to perith wilful⸗ 
y. both he, and we did our beſt indeuour to laue our ſelues, which it pleaſed God ſoto bleſſe, that 
in the ende we cleared our ſelues moſt happily of the danger. | 

De lighted our ſhip vpon the rockes of 3. tunne ofcloues, 8. peetes ofozvinance;and certaine clones, 
meale and beanes: and then the winde (as it were in amoment by the ſpecial grace of God) rend. 
changing from the ſtarreboozd tothe larbooꝛd ofthe ſhip, we hoiſed our lailes, and the happy gale deimerte. 
dzoue our ſhip off the rocke into the ſea againe, ta the nolitle comfoztofall our hearts, foz which 
we gaue God ſuch pꝛayſe and thanks, as ſa great a beneſite required. | 


The 3,of Febjuarie following, wee fell with the fruicfull J(land of Barxceve, hauing in the Febmarte. 
meane time ſuffercd many vangers by windes and ſhoalos, The people of this Illand arc comes ns Is 


iy in body and ſtature, and of a ciuill behautour,iult tn dealing, and courteous to ſtrangers, whereof 
we had the erperience ſundzp wayes, they being moſt glad of our pꝛeſente, and vgp ready to re- 
letue dur wants in thoſe things which their Countrey did peelde. The men goe naked, ſauing 
their heads and pꝛiuities, euery man hauing ſomething oz other hanging at their cares, Their 
women are couexed from the middle done ta the foote, wearing a great number of bzacelets vp⸗ 
on their armes, fo ſome had 8. vpon each arme, being made ſome of bone, ſome of hoꝛne, and ſome 
ol bꝛaſſe, the lighteſt whereof by our etimaciou wated two ounces apcece, | 

With this people linnen-cloth is good marchandize, and of good requeſt, whereo 
rols fo2 their heabs, and gitdles to weart about them. 1 *. 

Their Illand is both tich and kruitfull: rich in golve,luer, copper, and ſulphur;whercia they 
ſeeme ſkiltull and expert, not onely to trie the ſame, but in wozking it allo arciſicially into anp ;

Their fruits be diuers and plentiful, as — — pepper, lemmons, cutumbers, @remego and 
cocos.

Ac our departure from Barateue, we ſet our courſe foz laua taĩor, where arriving , we found wa mier 
great tourteſie, and honourable entertainment. This Jſlandis gouerned bp 5,Rings, whom they 
call Raiah: as Raiah Donaw, and Raiah Mang Bange, and Raiah Cabuccapollo, which liue as 
hauing one ſpirite,and one minde. TEE:

The French pocks is here very tommon to all, and they helpe themſelues, ſicting nakedfrom 
ten to two in the Sunne, whereby the venemous humour is dzawen out, Not long be foze our de⸗ 
parture, they tolde vs, that not farre off there were ſuch great Ships as ours, wiſhing vs to be- 
ware: vpon this our Captaine would ſtap no longer.

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Januaty in the pecre of our Lozd 1578, And lying there, there came lire ſhips, which ſec mer to 
be Engliſhmen, whereok the Admirall boozded his ſhip, and by fozce with his men tocke h:m out 
al his chip, bꝛinging him in the boate aboozd the Admitals ſhippe, leauing ſome of his beſt men a⸗ 
booꝛd his ſhip: and although the koꝛtreſſe of the Illand ſhot foure o2 ſive times at them, pet they 
hurt not che Engliſhmen: who hauing done, ſet ſaile from thence to the J{land of Braua, taking 
with them the ſhip of the ſapd Nuno da Silua: being there, they filled certaine veſſels with freſh 
water: from thence holding the ir courſe inward to ſea,having firſt with a boat ſet the men of Nu- 
no da Siluas ſhip on land, onely keeping Nuno da Silua in his ſhip, as alſo his ſhip with the wines 
that were therein.

From thence they helde on their courſe till they came vnder nine and thirtie vegrees, where

deparced thence : and ing ſomewhat farre from them, one ofthe Indians crped to them, and 
ſapde: Magallanes, Eſta he minha Terra, that is; Magallanes, this is mp counttep : and becauſe 
the Engkmenfollowed them, it ſeemed the Indians fledde spwardinto, the land, and beeing 
ſomewhat farre off, they turned backe againe, and with their arrowes lewe two ol the Engliſh 
tippers , one being an Engliſhman, the other a Retherlander: the reſt came backe againe and 
ſaued themſelues in the boate, where with they pꝛeſently put off krom the ſhoze. Here they 
ſtayed till the ſeuenteenth of Auguſt, vpon the which day they ſet laile, running along by the coall 
about a league and a halfe from the land, (fo2 there it is all taire and good ground, at twentie, 
and fine and twentte fathome decpe) and were about foure o2 ſiue dapes befoze they came to the 
mouth oz entrie ot᷑ the Dtreight : but becauſe the wind was contrary, they ſtayed till the 24 of 
Auguſt befoze they eutrev.

by the place where they ſhoulo fill their water there lap certaine Indians ſecrerly hidden, chat fell 
vpon the two Englichmen and tooke them: which they in the boatperceiuing , went out to helpe 
them, but they were ſo aſſailed with ſtones g arrowes, that all oz the moſt part ot them were hurt, 
the Captaine himſeKe being wounded with an arrow on the fate, and withanocher arrow in che 
head, whereby they were conſtrained to tutne backe agame, without once hurting any ol the Zn 
dians,and pet they tame ſoneere the boate hat they tooke foure of their darts from them, This 
vone, they ſet ſaile againe, running along the coal with a South winde, ſailing ſo fox the | 

of ſire dapes,paſſing by the hauen called Sant Iago , and put intp another hauen, and there 
tooke an Indian that lay fiſhing in a Canoa , gtuing him linnen ann butchers chopping kniues, 
withother trifles , and not long after there came another Invion aboozd their ſhifpe called 
lippe, and he ſpake Dpmilh,he gane the Cnglith Capcaine notice of a certaine ſhippe that lo 
the hauen ol Sant lago, which they had lelt fire leagues behind them: with that mielligence the 
Indian being their guide. the next day they ſet ſaile and went to the afozeſayd hauen of S. Iago, 
and entring therein, they tocke the ſaid ſhippe, wherein they found a thouſand ſeuen hundzed and 


70 Botijas d Spaniſh pots full of wine, and other things : which hauing done, they lept on

land, where they tooke certaive ſackes withmeale , with what ſdeutr they could find; they tooke 
likewiſe the oznaments and the reliques out of the care, where with they departed from 
thence, taking the afozeſapd ſhippe, with two men (chat thty found in her) with them, and ſo de⸗ 
parted from that hauen, which lyeth vaver 32 degrets and a halfe, running along by tle coalf 
ull they came vnder one and thirtie, and thirtie degrees : which was the place where 1 = 
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appointed to meete, and there to ſtap foz ech other, if by tempeſt oz foule weather they chanced to 
he leparated, and ſo looſe eche others company. 

And connning vnder thirtie degrees, they found a very good hauen, whereinto they entred, and 
ankered at ſire fathome deepe, the ſhot of a great peece from the land, which was right ouer a- 
gainlt a riuer, where they cooke in ſixe pipes of freſh water: and to defend them that fetched the 
water, tbey let twelue men vpon the land, and be ing buſied in filling of their water, they eſpied a 
compaup of men comming towards them, whereof halte ol them were Spaniards, being about 
two hundꝛed and fifty hoꝛſemen, and as man footemen, but they had no ſooner eſpicd them, but 
they pꝛeſently entred into the boat, and eſcaped amap, looſing but one man. 

The ſame night they ſec ſaile againe wich both their ſhips, running along the coaſt about cen 
leagues karther, where they tooke in ſome frech water, but becauſe they perceinedcertaine hozſe- 
men, they departed without lading any moze water, | 

From thence they followed on their courſe along the coalt to the ſpace of 30 leagues, where 
they entred into a deſert 02 vnhabited hauen: yet they went not on land, foz euery day they ſaw 
people vpon the ſhoze,t# there they made our a \malpinneſle, the peeccs wherof they bought ready 
franc2 out ot᷑ England, and hauing pzcpared it, they launched it into che water, wherein the Cap⸗ 
taine with fifreene men entred with the chiefe boatelman called lohn the Greeke, (being Pas 
ſterof the ſhip which they hadtaken in the hauen of S,lago,) wherewiththey went to ſee if they 
could fino the two ſhippes that they had loſt by ſtoꝛmie weather, as I ſayd befoze ; and lihewiſe 
thinking to goe on land to fill certaine veſſels with freſh water, they dutſt not fox they 
ſaw people on all ſides of the ſhoze : ſo that in the ende they teturned againe without hearing of 
the other ſhips: being there. tyey tooke all the ozvinance out of their ſhip, and new and rig- 
ged her: which done, chey put a (mall peece of o2dinance into the pinneſle, wherewichthey ſet ſaile 
. againe,following on their courſe, 2 | | 

| Hauing ſailed thirteene dapes, they come to an Aland lying about the ſhotte of a baſe from 
che land, where they ankered. and there they found foure Indian fiſhermen in two Candas, who 
told them that on the ſirme land they might haue freſh water, but they vnderſtanving that there 
was not much, and that it was ſomewhat within che land, would not ſpend any time about it, but 


ler ſaile againe , leauing the fiſhermen with their Canoas ; following on thelt courſe along by 


the thote. | 

The next day being ſomewhat further, chey cipiev certaiie Indian fiſhermen that were vpon 
the land in their houſes, which the Engliſh captame percetuing, preſently entred intohispinneſle, 
and rowed on land, where he cookethzee of the ſaid fiſhermen, taking with him halle of the fiſh 
that lay packed vpon the ſhoze ready to be laden, with the which Judiaus and booty, they came on 
boo}v againe. 

The next day following, they ſaw a barke laden with faly , that belonged to the Spaniards, 
with foure Indians in it, Chis barke with the Indians and the fiſh they cooke, and bound the 
Spanilh ſhip to their ſterne, and ſo d2ewe it after them, leauing the ſaid Indians wit hin it, who 
by night vnbound the varke , and ſecreely made away with barke and fiſh, and were no moze 
ſecue, The next vap the Captaine went into the pinneſſe, and becauſe he ſaw certaine houſes vp- 
on the ſhoze, he made thither, and being on land, he found two men in them, one whcreof he tocke, 
leauing the other behind, and there he Lound thꝛee chouſand pe ʒos of ſiluer, (euery pezo being the 
value of a rpall of eight, and ſeuen Indian ſheepe, and hennes, x tocke al whatſoeuer they found: 
wherewith they veparted from thence, following on their courſe, And two dayes alter they came 


to the hauen called Arica , where they foundt we ſhips, the one laden with goods and Spaniſh , .. 


wares, out of the which they tooke only two hundzed Botijas, oꝛ Spaniſh pots with wine, and out 
of the other ſeuen and thirty barres of ſiluer, which —— of ten oz twelue pound eche barre, 
nd thinking to leape on ſhoze ( with two barks chat theß found in the ſaid hauen, with about ſeuen 
aud thirty harquebuſes and bowes) chey perceiuev on the land certaine hozſemen comming to- 
wards them, whereupon they left off their pꝛetence, and tooke withthem a Negro that they found 
[n the barks, with whom they returned abooꝛd. 

The next day in the mozningthey burnt the ſhip, that was laden with the Spaniſh wares, 
aud tooke the other withthem,paſſing foꝛ ward with it on their courſe, the Captamne ſailing along 
the ſhoꝛe wich his pmneſle,andthe (hip keeping about a league from him to ſeaward, toſeeke fo? 
1 ſhip wherof they had intelligence. aud hauing in that maner ſailed about fiue and fozty leagues, 
hey found the ſhip that lay at anker in a hauen, who about two houres befoze han bene aduerti- 
ſedok an Engliſh pirate oz ſca-rouer,and hao dilchargedeight hundzed barres of ſiluer out of her, 
and hidden it on the land, which ſiluer belonged ta the king of Spainc, of the which _ —

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Enguſym en had reteiued leme intelligence, but they durſt not go on land, becauſe there weremas 
ny Indians and Spaniarvs that ſtood co gardit, and they found nothing in the ſhip but thꝛee pipes 
of water: the ſhip they tocke with them, and being about a league in the ſea, they hoyled vp all 


her lailes and let her dziue. doing the like with the ſhip that they bad taken in Arica, as alſo the o-

ther of Sant lago, which like wiſe they let dꝛiue, following outheir courſe with their owne chip

Being ſeuen 07 cightleagues from the hauen of Calao de Lyma, they eſpied tinte (hips, and 
booꝛding one ol them, they tocke thzce men out ol her, and ſo held on their courſe cowards Calao 
de Lyma, v here they entred, being about t wo oz thꝛee houres within night, ſaiting in berweene 
all the ſhinz tha: lap thtre, being ſcuenteene in number: and being among the ſhips, they aſkey 
foz the ſhip that had laden the ſiluer, but luhen anlwere was made them, that the liluer was layd 
on land, they cut the cables of the ſhips, and the maſts of t wo el the — ſhips,and ſo lelt them, 
At the lame time there arrived aſhiptrom Panama laden with wares eudmerchandiſc ot Spaine, 
that ankered cloſe bp the Engliſh ſhip. wi ich was, while the Englith Capcame ſcught in the o⸗ 
ther chips 2 the ſiluer. Alloone as the ſhip of Panama had ankerey, there came a boat from the 
thoze to ſearch it: but becauſe it was in the night, they let it alone till moꝛuing, and cemiting to 


the Engliſh li ip. they aſked what ſhip it was: whereupon one of the Spaniſh pzilenete (by the

boat {becauſe the thippes that lay tytre, and that ſailevin thoſe countreys, vſed to carry nogreac 
ſhot) and therewith they were abaſhed, and made from it: which the ip of Panama heating, that 
was newly came in. ſhee iudged it to be aTouer,andtherewith cutting her cables, ſhce put to ſea, 
which the Englichmen pert eiu ing. ſhipped certaine men in the it pinveſſe, and followed her: and 
being hard by her they babve her ſtrike, which they ol the ip refuſed to doe, and with a harquc⸗ 
buſe ſhot killed ont ofthe Engiihmen, whercwith they turned againe into iht ir ſhippe, and 
pꝛeſently ſec ſaile, following after the ſinp, which not long alter they cutttocke: which they ol 
the ſwippe perctiuing, hoyſed out their boate, and leaping into it, rowed to the land, leauing 
4 n goods, which the Englichmen pꝛeſentiy cooke, and with her ſapled on 
the cCOUrte, - | 
The next day they ſaw a boat with lailes making towards them, whereby they pꝛeſently mil 
truſted it to be a ſpie, and not long after chey perteiued two great ſhips comming towards them, 
which made che Engliſh chinke they came to fight with them, whereupon they let the ſhippe of 
Panama dziue, chert in leauing Iohn the Gree ke, with the twomen that they had taken tbe ſame 
day that they entred into the Calao de Lyma, as J ſapde befoze, and pꝛeſently hoyſed all their 
lailes, and ſailed fo ward, not once ſeiting eye againe vpon the afozeſayde ſhips , fo2 they made 
towards the ſhip of Panama, which the Engliſhmenlce dꝛiue. From thence they ſailed againe 
along the coaſt, following on theit courſe : and hauing fatled certaine dapes, thep met a frigate 
that went towards Lyma,laden with wares and merchandiſes of the councrey, from whence the 
Engliſhmen tooke a lampe and a fountaine of ſiluer, and aſked the pilote being a Spaniard, if 
they met not with a ſhip that they vnderſtood ſhould be laden with ſiluer, but che one pilote (aide 
he met her not, and the other ſaid he ſaw her about three dayes befoze, This frigat came not to 
the ſhip, but to the pinne ſſe, wherein the Capt aine ſailed, ſoʒ the pinneſſe ranne cloſe by the ſhoze, 
and the ſhip kept a league and a halfe from the lande: whereupon they let the frigate goc, follow 
ing on their courſe. | : 
Two dapes after they came to the hauen called Payta, where they found a ſhip laden with 
Spaniſh wares, which the pinneſſe booꝛded, and tooke without any ri ſiſtance: foz aſſoone as the 
Spaniards perctiued the Engliſhmen, khey pꝛeſently made to land with their boate , and two 
of them lept into the ſea, none ſtaping inthe ſbippe, but the Maſter, Pilote, and ſome Negros, 


- out of the which ſhippe the Engliſhmen tooke the pilote, and all the bꝛead, hennes, and a hogge. 


and ſo ſatlcy foꝛ ward with the ſhip : ut being about two harque buſe ſhot to ſeaward, they let it

The firſt of March towards noone, they eſp'ed the ſhip laden with ſiluer , being about foure 
leagues to ſeaward from them: and becauſe the Tnglith chip was ſomewhac heaute befozc, 
whereby it lailed not as they would haue ic,theptooke a company of Botjjaso2 Spaniſh pots foz ® vierte denice 
ovle,and filling them with water, hung them bp ropes at the ſterne of the ſhip to make her layle 1 
che better: and the ſhippe that ſapled towardes Panama made cowards the Engliſh ſhippe to ſwittlp. 
know what ſhec was, thinking it to bee one of the ſhippes that vſed to ſailc along the coaſtes, 
and to traffique in the countrey : and beeing hard by her, the Engliſh Captaine badde them 
frike, but the other refuling co doe it, with a great peece hee ſhotte her maſt ouerbooꝛd, and has 
uing woundedthe Maller with an arrowe , the ſhippe pzeſently yeelded, which they tooke, and 
ſapled with her further inta the ſea, all that night and the next dap and night, making all che way 
they could. n 
The third vay being out of ſight ofthe land, they beganne to ſearch the ſhip, and to lade the 
goods out of her into their ſhip, which was a thouſand thzee hundzed barres oz pecces of ſiuer, 
and fouretcene cheſtes with ryals of eight, and with gold: but what quantitie it was I know 
not, onely the paſſengers ſayd that there was great ſtoze , and that thzee hundzed barres of the 
ſilter belonged to the king, the reſt belonged to certaine merchants. That done, they let 
the ſhip with the men ſaile on their cour ſe, putting the thꝛee pilots in her that they bzought with 
them. ſo that as then they had none but their owne men aboozd, being the ſixt of March, and krom 
thence they held their courſe towards the land ol Nicaragua. Nicaragua,

And ſo ſailing vntill the ſirt of Apzill , about euening they diſcouered a ſhippe chat held two 
leagues to ſeaward fromthe land: and befoze the next day in the mozning they were hard by her, 
and ſuddenly fell vpon her while her men ſlept. and pzeſently made the men enter into their ſhip, 
among the which was one Don Franciico Xarate, TUhich done, they followed on their courſe 
with the ſayd (hip, out of the which they tooke certaine packes and othcr wares, but J know not 
what it was, They likewiſe tooke a Negro out of it, andthzee dopes after they both let the ſhip 
and men goe whether they woulde, ſetting therein the two ſaplers that ſhould goe foz China, 
whichchephad taken inthe frigate, kecping onely one ſailer to ſhewe them where they ſhould find 
freſh water, to the which ende they tooke the emptie vellels with them to fill with water, and per ......

0 
about thzee oz foure hourcs within the night, they ſet ſayle, holding their courſe Weſtward , and 
an houre 02 two befoze they let Nuno da Silua goe, putting him into another ſhip, that lap in the Novo 9: Su 
hauen ok Guatulco. let onland. 
From thence fo ward the Engliſhmeu palled on their vopage , to the Illands of Malucos, 
and from thence thep paſſed by the Cape de Buena Eſperanga, and ſo to England, as it is weil 
knowen,ſo that this is onely the veſcription of the voyage that they made, while the ſaid pilote 
Nuno da Silua was with tyem.

And the Crociers being the guards of the South pole, be raiſed 9 degrees N 
zo min. The ſaidCrociers be 4 ſtarres, repꝛeſenting the foꝛme of a croſſe, and be 30 degrees in 
latitude from the South pole : and che loweſt ſtarre ofthe ſayd Crocierg is to be taken, when it is 
directly vnder the vppermoſt; and being ſo taken as many degrees as it wanteth of zo, ſo many 
you are to the Noꝛchwards of the the Equinoctial: and as many degrees as be moze then 3 o, ſo 


many degrees vou are to the Southwards of the Equinoctial. And it 


then pou be directly vnder the line. 


you finde it to be iuſt 30 


Uthin the ſayd Cape Blanco wee tookt aue ſhip mote, all the men being fled away, ſaue two. 


Te bꝛought this ſhip with all the ret which wee had taken befoze, into our harbour, 5 lcagues 


within the Cape, where we waſhed and trimmed our ſhips, and went to ſea againe the 22 of Ja: 
nuarie, leauing all the Spaniards there with their ſhips,lautng one Cantar, ſoꝛ which our Gene- 


rall gaue them the Benedict. In which courſe wee ran continually tothe Souchweſt, vntill the 
26 day, when wee found tue Monch pole rayſed 15 degrees 11 min. hauingthe winde Noztheaſt 
o Eaſtnozcheaft, which is common on that coaſt. Foz it doeth blow fo2 the moſtpart continually 
from the ſhoꝛe: and we kept the ſayd courſe,vntifl wee came necre the illand Bonauiſta, within 2 
leagues off the ſhoꝛe; ſo chat wee haled olf againe oꝛtchweſt the ſpace of one houre, and then ran 
Southwelt againe, till dav light the 27 of $anuarie: from which time wee ran Southſouthweſt, 
vntull 3 of the clocke in the afternoone,ac which time we appꝛoched neere the illand of Mayo, be: 
ing high and hilly land, ſauing that the North part of the iſland ſtretcheth out ic ſelfe,a league into 
che lea very lowe. TUee camc to anker vnder the TUeſt part of this iſland the 28 day of Ja- 
nuarie aud ſtaycd there vntill the 30 of the ſame, During which time our General appoi

lohn Winter and P. Thomas Doughtie, to goe ouer to the Eaft part ofthe iſland with yo men, 
to get ſome freſh victuals. And as wee marched though the iſlany, about the middeſt thereof, 


we found one houle hauing a garden belonging to it, in which wee ſouny ripe grapes, alſo ripe mipe grapes 
gourds, and melons, in the moſt dead time of our TUAinter. Wee found alſo a tree which bcareth 1 uarie.

But we vuderſtood by the JPoztugals which came with vs, that they were but ſeruants to thole 
al S. Iago, to keepe their cattell and goatcs, which bee veryplentitull in this illand : but we found 
them ſo wilde, that we could take noue ſauing ſome yong kiddes; wheretoze wee returned backe

From hence wee ran Southlouthwell to the iſle ol Fogo, ſo called, betauſe it caſteth continual⸗ 
ly flames of fire gnd ſ\moake out of the top thereof, all the whole iſland being one high mountaine. 
Brawa, Two league s TAelt from the iſle of Fogo, is another iſland called Brava, where the ſta is abtur 
I 20 fathoime deepe neere to the ſhoꝛe, lo that we could not anker fo2 the depth of the ſca,by reaſcn 
- whereof we were conſtrained to depart without water, Icre the Stnerall diſcharged the Pog⸗ 
tugals, giuing vnto them our Pinneſle which we built at Mo gador : with wine, bꝛeade, and fiſh, 
and ſo diſmiſſed them the firſt of Febjuarie,taking one of there companie along with bim, called 
Noanez de Silas Nonnez de Silua, The 2 of Febzuaty wee ſci off from Brava, and directed our courſe South: 
ſoutheaſt, rimning ſo vntill the 9 of Febzuaxp, being within q degrees of the Equincctial: at 
which time; wee had the ap1e troubled with thunder and lightuing, notwithſtanding calmt with 
extreme heate,and diuers times great owers of raine. pong 1 | 
The 17 day wee were right vuder the line, which is the moſt ferucnt place of the burnt Jone : 
where in the middeſt of F ebꝛuary we ſuſteined ſuch heat, with often thunder and lightumgs, chat 
| wee did ſweate fo2 the molt part continually, as though wee had bene in a ſtoue, oz hote-houle, 
Fiping fihes. Mere we ſaw flying fiſhes in great abundance, ſome a toote long, ſome leſſe. Their fynues where, 
with they flpc be as long as their bodies. They be greatly purſued by the Dolphme and Boni. 
toes, whom as ſoone as the flying fiſhes eſpie, mme diatly thep meunt out of the fcaingreatnum: 
; bers, and fly as long as their fynnes continue moyſt: and when they bee dꝛy, they fall dow ne wtg 
Conners the ſea agaihe. And here is to bee noted, chat after we came within 4 degrees ofthe Equinoctial, 
rameſ:aſons vntill we were ſo much paſt it, no day did paſſe without great ſtoze ol raine. | 
nean. F tomhence wee directed our courſe towards ihe Southſouthwelt vntill the 5 of Apzill: at 
0 which tune wee had a very ſweet ſmell from the land. The lame day at noene wer (ſounded, and 
Land in zi de. found the ſea to be 32 fathomes deepe, che ground being ſoft gaze ; and ſhoyely after we had but 
d th Senn 28 fathoines,being 3 1 degrees and zo min. beyend the Equinoctial, towarde the South pole: 
ofthe £quioo- and weehad ſight of the land about 3 of the clocke in the ait:rnoone the ſame day. This land is 
_ very lowe necre the ſea;atd hie mountaines vp within the countrie, 
| From hence we ran towardes the Southlouthwet, vntill the x 4 of Apzili; when wee found a 
CapeSant 3Marie little iſland, lpiug netre the maine land of Cape Sant Marie,bp which is the tnterance into the 
IP Rar vr rtucr of Plate. being in 35 degrees of Southerlp latitude. Fro this iſland wee ran 7 oz 8 leagues 
Place. along the maine, where we came to an anker vuder a Cape, which our General called Cape loy, 
Here eueryſbip tooke in freſh water. Then we departed, and ran about 1 5 leagues tewards the 
Veſtſouthwelt, where we found a deepe bay. In the bottome of this bay is a long rocke,not far 
from the mainr: which rocke ſo beaketh the force of the ſea,that ſhippes may ride commodiouſip 
vnder the lame fo2 Southerlp windes, Pither came all our fleece io auker, the 19 of Apꝛill, and 
roade there vntill che ꝛ0 day at night. Pere wee killed ſome ſcales, And from thence wee ran a⸗ 
bout 20 leagues, where we found the water very much troubled and freſh, and wee ran in ſo karre 
that we had but xfathomes water. Pere wee tooke in freſh water, and ranne ouer to the South- 
ward and fell with the land which lyech on the South part of the riner of Plate, the 27 day. This 
land lyeth Southlouthweſt and No2thnoztheaſt, and is ſhold 3 o2 4 leagues into the ſea, Pere 
our fly- boat loſt our companie in the night. | 
From hence we ran toward the Southweſt hauing much foule weather and contrary windes, 
vntill the r 2 of May: and then wee ſounded and had 28 fathomes, with blacke ſande and ſmall 
- Noncs,and had ſight of the land the ſame mozuing about 10 of the clocke. This land is 47 de⸗ 
Cape of Hope in grees in latitude, Dur Generall named this land, Cape Hope, Ve came to anker there, about; 
47 degrers. ſeagues krom theſhoze the ſame night. The next mozuing our General, went to the maine in a 
boate : by meanes whercofhee had bene in great danger, if the Marigold had not weighed, and 
ran in with the ſho2e, and ſo tooke vp the boate and men: fo? there arole ſuch foule weather, with a 
thicke myſt and a Southeaſt winde, that they were not able to recoucr their ſhippes againe which 
rode without : which were fozced to weigh andrume to ſea, The Prize weighedthe 13 at night, 
and ran to the Southwards : the other ſtaped vntill the 14 in the mozning end then ran to ſca not 
being able tp ride. | 1 4 | 
In the meane time while the Marigold rode vnder the ſhoze, our Generallwith ce rtaine ol hie 
men went on land, where they ſawe two naked men, ſauing that ihey hed a tertame ſkinnt wꝛapt 
about th ix ſhoulders and towles vpon their heaves, To whom our General ſyewen a white cloth,

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in ſigne of ftiendſhip, who with cextaive geſtures of their bevics and handes, ſhewed the like to 
him againe, ſpeaking likewiſe and making anoyſe, which our men could not vnderſtand, but 
they would in no cale come neereour men, Our Generall went the next bay to the ſame place 
againe : but hee had no ſight of the fozeſaid men oz any other, Howbeit hee found tertaine foules,

as Dltriches,and other lea foules, which the ſayd men had newly killed, and laid them on an heape ogricves an 
together, as though they had done that foz our men ol purpoſe. There was alſo a certaine bagge. ſta ſoules. 


wich litle ſtones ot divers colours, which together with the victuals our General bꝛought aboozd, 
znd then weighed,and came toſcathe 1; ofthe ſapd month: where all the reſt of the fleet mette 
with him, laue che Prize, and the fly-· boat. The x 6 day wee ran into a bay to the Souchwardes of 
Cape Hope, where we roade al that night. The next moꝛuing our Generall weighed, e ran with 
out che cape to the Nozthwardes,@ſenc the Elizabeth towards the South to locke fo the Prize: 
icauing the Marigold and the Canter to ſearch ifin the bay they could finde any fitharboz fo2 our 
ſhips. The ſame day being the 1 4 ol May, our Gencral met with the fly. boat (which loft vs the 


27 of Apꝛil) and bꝛought her into ſaide bay, The 18 in the moꝛning we had woꝛd from the ſhips, 


that they had found a loft harbour and we weighed and ran in, the ſame dap being Whitſimday, 
The Elizabeth weighed & put foꝛth again to ſea, the 20 dap, to looke for the Prix e, and not finding 
her came in che next day. In the meane time our General diſcharged the fly boat, and ran her vp- 


on the mame, where we bꝛoke her vp fo) fire · wood. In the meane while there came about 30 of The deferipti 


the countr ey people downe to the ſea ſide : and when they were within 1 oo paſes ol our men, thep 
ſct themſelues in array very oꝛderly caſting their compante into the loune of a ring, cuery man ha⸗ 
ung his bow and arrowes: who when they had pight a ſtatfe on the ground with certeine glaſſes, 
beads, and other trifles returned backt. Then the tountrey people came and tooke them and after- 
ward appzoched necrer to our men, ſhe wing themlſelues very plealant inſomuch that Þ, Winter 
daunced wich them. They were exceedingly veughced with the ſound of the crumpet, and vialles. 
They beofa meane ſtature,wellimmed,anv ofa duſkiſy,cawnte,o2 browne colour, Some of them 
hauing ther faces ſpotted with diuers colours, as red, white, ann blacke, Their apparel is a cer. 
taine tkinne wherein they wꝛap themſclues) not reaching ſo low as to couer their pꝛiuy members, 
all the reſt of their bodies be naked, ſauing that they weare certaine roules vpon their heads, whoſe 
ends haug ouer their ſhoulders. Euery one beareth his bow being an ell in length, and arrowes 
made of reeds, hauing heads, framed very ſtrangiy e cunningiy ol a flint ſtone. They be much gi⸗ 
uen to mirch and iollity, and are very ſly, and ready to ſteale any thing that comes within their 
reach: lo; one ol chem ſnatched our Generals cap from his head (as he ſtouped) being of ſkarlet 
with a golden band : yet he would ſuffer no man to hurt any of them. They cate rawe fleſh, foꝛ we 
found ſcales bones the raw fleſh whertol they had gnawen with their tecth like dogs. In this bay 
we watered, and victualed wich ſeales: foz there is ſuch plentie that we liew aboue 200 in the tpace 
of one houre vpon a litle iſland, | 

The 3 of June we departed fromthence, aud being at ſea we were put backe againe to Cape 
Hope, where we diſcharged our Canter and let her float in the ſea, Afterward wee ran to ihe 50 
degree of the South pole, where wee met wich the winde Southerlp, and ſo turned backe againe 
to the Nozthward, And as we ran along the ſhoze,we met with our Priz.e the 1 ol June, which we 
loft the x 3 of May. The day following we found a harbour, into the which we entred with all our

Gunner, who had a cas 
liver ready bent to ſhot at them but it would uot cake fire: and as he leuelled his peece one of them 
ſhot him thzough the byeſt, and out at the backe, whercwith he felldowne ſtarke vad. Alſo the gen- 
leman that ſhot the arrow was ſo wounded that hee vyed the 2 vay after and with the other was 
buryevin a litle iſland lying in the ſaid poꝛt. Dur men left the llaine man on ſhoꝛe till night, and 
then letched him in a boat. In — — had ſtript him of all his clothes, and 
viewed his body laying his clothes vnder his head, and ſo left him vncouchev,ſauing that they hav 
nucke the Engliſh arrow in his left eye. Theſe men be ol no ſuch ſtature as the S panta des re⸗ 


poyt betng but of the height ol Engliſh men: foz I haue ſeene men in England taller then J could 
're any of them. But veraduenturt the Spaniard vid not thinke chat arp Engliſh men would haue 
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come thither ſo ſoone to haue diſpꝛoued them in this & diuers others of their nocorious lies: wherc- 

Che execution fe they eſumed moe boldly to abuſe the wozld, The laſt of June P. Thomas Doughty wis 
38 bꝛought ti his anſwere, was accuſed, and conuicted of certaine articles, and by M. Dtake cendim⸗ 
ned. He was beheaded the 2 of July 1578, whole body was buried in che ſaid iiland, nter to chem 

which were llaine. We wintered in this poꝛt 2 moneths during which time we had ſuch weather 

is commonly in England in the depth ol winter, oz rather colder. Aftet we had trimmed vp our

grees and . zo leagues within the ſtreights there be 3 iſlands. To the greatcſt our general gaue 
— of che name pf Elizabeth: to the 2 Bartholomew, becauſe we found it on d. Bartholomew day: the 
$.Georges z he named S. Georges iſland, Here we ſtaied one day & victualled our ſelues with a kinde oi fcule 
which plentifull in that ille, and whole fleſh is not farre vnlike a fat gooſe here in England: they 
Ngellan haue no wings but ſhoꝛt pineons which ſerue their turne in l wimming. Their colour is ſome what 
blacke mitt with white ſpots vnder their belly, and about their necke. They walke ſo vmꝛigbt, ihet 
a farre oſt a man would take them to be litle childzen. If a man apꝛoch any thing necre ihem, they 
run into holes in the ground which be not very deepe) whereofthe illand is full. So that to takt 
them, we had ſtaues wich hookes faſt to the tuds, whert wich ſome of our men pulled them out, and 
others being ready with cudgels did knocke them on the head, fo} they bite ſo cruellie with their 
crooked bils, that none of vs was able to handle chem aliue. The land on both parts is very high:

Suh: on but eſpecially toward the South ſea, monſtrous high hils and craggy rocks do txalt themielucs, 
bory Mes of whoſe tops be all hoary with ſnowe, in the moneths of Auguſt, September, and October. Not- 


withſtanding the lower partes of the hilles are repleniſhed and beautified with impenetrable 
thicke woods of ſtrange and vnknown trees flouriſhing all the pere long. Here we made pꝛouiſi 
cope be on df fewel and freſh water, and paſſed by Cape Deſeado into the South ſea the 6 of September, 
whereede7.*" And running along cowards the Nozth-welt about 70 leagues,thc winde tuned directly agaiuſt 
South ſea, vs, with great extremitie of foule weather, as raine, haile, num, and thickc fogs which continued ſo 
Gant tu 55 de- mo2ethk 3 weeks, that we could bearenoſaile,at which time we were dziuen 57 degr. to the ſouth 
grees Somp* pole.

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not fearing the pꝛelence of men: fo2 the moſt of our men were vpon the iſland, foz the ſpace of 1 5 
daycs to ſet vp a JPiuneſle,vuring which tune the ſeales would come and ſleye by them, and rather 
reſiſt our men theu giue place vnleſſe moz(ali blowes fozced them to yeelde. 

{When our Ptunelle was built, we went to another illand, where wee did water and aftcrward 
veparted the firſt of Januarie 1579, and ran towards the Month till the 20 of the ſaid moneth, and 
then we arriued at an illand which lie ch on the coaſt of Bre ſil, neere to a towne called ſane Vinceut sant Viacent ir; 
inhabitcd by the Poygugals. The ſayd towne lyeth 24 degrees South warde almoſt vader the ONS 
Tropicke of Capticone. ere, bp reaſon of fowle weather we loſt our Pinneſſe,and 8mcuinher, a; 
and ncuer ſaw them ſince. Mere alſo our ſhip was in great danger, by the meanes of a ſtrong cur⸗ #vangerous 
rent, which had almoſt caſt vs vpon the ſhoze befoze wee were aware, inſomuch that we were con · Current. 
ſtramed to anker in the open ſea, and bzake our cable and loſt an anker, and pꝛelently let fal another 
anker; in weighing whereof our men were ſoꝛe ſpoiled. Fo the capſtan ranne about ſo violently 
with the riſing of the ſhippe in the ſea, that it thzewe che men from the barreg,and bꝛake out the 
Haines of one man: one other had his legge bzoken, and viucrs others were ſoꝛe hurt. At laſt wee 
gote vp our anker and ſet ſayle, and ran into a place called Tanay, where we roade vndcr an ifland 1 U 
aud tooke in wood and water. | 

And while we ſtayed here, chere came 3 Poztugals aboozd vs in a canoa, coknowe what wee 
would haue, oꝛ of what countrey we were. To whom our Captaine made anſwere: that we were 
Englichmen, and had bzought commonities foz their countrey, if they would trafficke with vs: 
whereat they greatly marueiled. Foz they ſaide that they neuer heard of any Engliſh ſhip to haue 
bene in that countrey befoze; and ſo they went to land ag ame, hauing one of our men with them to 
ſpeake with the Gouernour ol che towne, and we kept one of them ſoz a pledge. Shoꝛtly after 
there came another canoa abooꝛd vs with one Poꝛtugal and al the reſt naked men ofthe countrey: 
of whom wee had two ſmall Oxen one pong Hogge, with certaine hennes: alſo Pome · cytrons, 
luumons, oꝛanges, and other fruites of the countrey. Foy the which our Captaine gaue to them, lin⸗ 
nen cloth, combes, kniues, and other trifles. In the meane time the Gouernour or the towne, ſent 
word that we ſhould haue nothing, vnleſſe we would bing our ſhippe into the hauen. TAherernts 
our Captaine would in no caſe conſent : f̃o all their pꝛactiſe was to haue gotten vs within their 
danger, neuertheles we came ſomewhat necre the towne with our ſhip, as though wee would haue 
gone in; but we neuer meant it. 

Here we tooke in our man; and ſet the Poztuccal pledge on land. After that we went to an iland 
called the iſle of Sant Sebaſtian; where wer tooke fich. Yere the Poztugals had betrayed vs, if a Tord, 
Bzaſillian one of their ſlaues had not bene. Foz he ſtole from them,# ſhewed vnto vs by ſignes, that about ve 
the Pozcugals were comming with their canoas to take vs, as it fell out in deed : ſoꝑ the next mo. —— 
ning they ſhewed themſelues with 1 2 oz 16 canoas, ſome of them hauing 40 men in them. The 
ſame night two ol our men ran away with our boat to the Poztugals. And thus wee came away 
from thence toward our owne countrey the 17 of arch: and had ſight of the Cape of fant Au- cape Sau au 
gultine,lying in 8 degrees to the Southward ol the line. After that we had ſight of an iſland ly⸗ ovine 
ing within 3 degrees of the Equinoctial, called the iſle of Fernando de Loronha, Ide croſſed the c pe ifte of e. 
Equinoctial the 13 of Apyil, aud had ſight of the 32th ſtarre the r 9 ol the ſayd moueth ao 

The1, 2,3 4. 5 of Map, wee ſapled thzough the ſea of Weedes , about the ſpace of 100 The ſeaof 
leagues, being vnder the Tropic ke of Cancer. From whence wee keyt our courſe towards the 10 Tag be ot 
Notth-eaſt,vncill wee had the pole rayſed 47 degrees, The 22 of May we ranne Eaſtnoztheaft. C. 

The 29 we ſounded and had 70 fathomes wich white oaze; hauing the Noth pole rapſed 5x Ursa 
degrees, The 30 of May wee had ſight of S. lues on the Noꝛth ſive of Corne-wall,andthe 2 of c De 
June 1579 wearriuedat Ilfoord-combe iii Deuon⸗ ſhire, . 

And thus after our manifold troubles and great dangers in hauing paſſev The ſtreights of 
Magellan into the South Sea with our Generall . Francis Drake, and hauing bene dziuen 
with him downe to the Southerly latitude of 57 degrees, and afterwarv paſſing backe by he 
ſame ſtreights againe, it pleaſed God to hing vs lafe into out owne natiue countrey to enioy the 
peſence of our veare friendes and kinſefslkes , to whom bee mente, honour,and gloꝛy, foꝛ euer 
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Inſtructions giuen by the right honourable the Lordes of the 


Counſell, to M.Edward Fenton Eſquire, for the order to be obſerued in the 
voyage tecommended to him tor the Eaſt Indies and Cathay. Aprill 9. 1582. 


- 4 Irſt pou ſhall enter as Captaine General, into the charge and gouernment of theſe 
| ſhippes, vir. the Beate Gallion, the Edward Bonauenture, the Baike Francis, and the

The 4 at eight a clocke inthe fozenoone wee were within 2 leagues of the lande, which bare off 
vs Noxthealt,which roſe like a hül full of woods, and on each ſive low land: wee being perſwader 
vy our pilots that it was the entrance into Sierra leona, went in Noꝛtheaſt vntill wee were within 
an halfe league of the ſhoar. and had bzought the South point Southeaſt by Caſt off vs. At ele⸗ 
uen a clocke finding it a bay and not Sierra leona, wee brought our tacks abooꝛd, and ſtoode along 
Ueſt by Noꝛch and eit larboom tacked. 

Inthis time our Admirals pinncſle rowey agar tu

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and the Elizaherhs boate with her. They found houſes of boughcs, and in one of the houſes the 


tongue of a beaſt, and a bullocks tongue freſh killed; alſo a lake with plentic of freſh water, and 
ſreſh-water-fiſh in it had by the ſca ſide : they found dzie pemegranatcs, and peaſe like nuts, with 
other vnknowen fruites vnder the trees. The Elizabeth ranne in, and bzought the South poin: 
South by Uett of her, and ankered within Faulcon ſhot of the ſhoze in ſtuen fathom oaze, where 
they tooke lil wich hookes,whilc hee ſtayed for the boates. 

The 4 all the afternoone wee ran along the coaſt (which lyeth J20zthweſt end by Mor h. ant

riuer. Our Admirall ſhot off a peece , and there wee ankercd in eight fathem ſand. Being at en⸗ 


ker, I mauned our boate and would haue gone abooꝛd the Admirall, but could nat, the flood was 
bent ſo ſtrong and ſhe rode halfe a mile beneath vs in the tyde, but we had no tyde. 

The 10 inthe mozning at ſiue aclocke J ſent our ſkiffe with our pilot in her to find a roade,ant; 
a watring plate: in the meane time at ſixe a clocke we ſct ſaile with our ſhip, and be ing calmc we: 
towed with dur boat vutill ten, and then ankered a mile ſho2t of the watering place. After dinner 
J went on land with my ſkiffe to finde timber to fiſh our maſte, and ſearching along the ſhoare we 
found a good watrmg place: and further ſecking in the wood, which all the countrey is full of, ant 
of diuers ſozts, wee found Limmon trees full of fruits: alſo trees growing by the water ſide with 
the ſtalkes hung full of oyſters and great periwinkles , and crabs amongſt them: wee found dꝛie 
pomegranates with many other fruits vuknowen to vs. Ju the meane time our Admirall aud the 
Edward with the barkes, hauing a gale at Weſt, ſet ſaile, and ran vn and ankered in the rode be⸗ 
loge the accuſtomed watering place, — =. | | | 

The 22 dap ccrcaine Poztugals which had bene with vs befoze, came down and bzought ſome 
other Poztugals and Negros with them in a hippe. boate , whercin they bzought vs do mewes 
of rice, 500 and odde weight of Elephants tecth, and a Ne gro bop, which boy they gaue the Ge⸗ 
nerall, and the rice and teeth fo2 the Elizabeth, which wee ſolde them with all her tackle and ſales, 
hauing neede of the rice, becauſe our meale which wee bzought out of England was detayed and 
naught, whereof wee had into the Edward 30 buſhels, which is a mcwe and a halfe : the Francis 
had 5 buſhels, and the Gallion had the reſt. And wee had 200 weight of Elephants teeth , and 
the Gallion 300 and ahalfe, and ſixe pound, During this time we ſent our ſkiffe with the Admi⸗ 
ralls pinne([e vn the riuer to meete with a Gundall , which the Poztugals had ſent foz freſh victu- 
als fa vs: who not finding her, returned at night: All this day J with M. Walker remained a · 
boozd with the Adimirall, and after their dinner and ſupper wee ended our buſineſſe, and returned 
aboozd, hauing had many goodſpeaches with che Poztugals, | 

The 26 day being Sunday, Captaine Hawkins, M. Maddox, M. Hall, P. Banniſter, Cap-. 
taine Drake, . Euans, . Hoode, and others came aboozd and heard the Sermon, and vined 
with me: after dinner wee went on ſhoare to the lower point where we followed the footing of an 
Elephant but ſaw him not, and ſo ſpent the time to and fro till ſupper time, and then came abooꝛd, 
and ſupped together, which done, each man departed to his abode. . 

This night J was very ſicke, (and ſo were all they that were on ſhoare with mee, ) with eating 
of a fruite of the countrey, which wee found on trees, like nuts: whereofſome did cate foure,ſome 
ſiue, ſome ſixe, and mote, but wee vomitted and ſcoured vpon it without reaſon, 

The 27 day in the afternoone the olde Greeke Franciſco came aboozd tome, with requeſt that 
bee might haut the Francis boate to goe vp fo? his owne boate which was not come downe, with 
whom J talked of this Countrey and Countrey-people, vntill ſiue of the clocke at night that the 
flood was conte, and then J went aboozde to the Admirall, and got his conſent , and ſent them⸗ 
ſelues in her: via. Ferdinando the Poztugall Paſter, and his Negro : In the meane time I ſent 
foure of my men to watch in the Elizabeth all night. 

The 28 dap tu the mozning at foure a clocke I ſent my ſkiffe with the Admirals pinneſſe down 
to the elt point to fiſh, who came aboode againe at one in the afternoone, and bzought as much 
fiſh as all our companies couldeate. |

ched the woods, plaines and plaſhes,after an Elephant, finding che haunt, footing, and ſoyle of ma⸗ 
ny newly done, pet wee law none ol them. ee ſaw hogs, goates oꝛ fawucs, and divers ſoꝛts of 
fowles very wilde: and hauing trauailed about 2 leagucs, about noone wee returned to the point, 
where wee landev, and met our boates i hich had beene at ſea, and taken plentie ol good fiſh : chere 
wee retreſhed our ſelues with ſuch victuals as wet had, and came abocꝛd our ſeuerall ſhips, whcre 
J found the Poztugals and Ne pros, who had dined, and after ſuppev abooꝛd wich mer.

and all bzake ; ſo that we were glad to let ſlip all the cable, and caſt off our boat and ſ Riffe to wey 
the ſame, After we had ſtood out a good way, the admirall was vnder ſaile: then caſt we about 
and went roome with the admirall which weaued vs, who ſent in his pinneſle and the Francis to 
belpe out our boats; ſo by the helpe ol the admirals pinneſſe, with her ſaile , we had our boat the 
ſooner,any about 12 aclocke at noone had taken in the anker, cable, our long boat, ckiffe, c all, and 
put out all dur ſailes bearing after the admirall, which went hence South by eaſt, About ſixe a 
clocke at night, being thicke weather, we loſt ſight ofthe land, being foure leagues off o2 theres 
bout, All night it was but little winde: yet went we our courſe South by welt. 

The 13 day about ſeuen aloe noon, the wind blew at Southſouthe alt, & was very foggy; with 
which gale we ſiood in larbooꝛd tacked Melt, till ten a clocke the ſame fozenoone, Then had we 
fight of the land ahead, all along (fo2 it wared cleere weather) it ſheweth a farre off like white 
cliffes, bit is all ſandy hilles , and bayes along the ſeaſide, At one aclocke after noone we were 
in 16 fadome water, and within halfe a lezgue ofche ſhoze, where we ſaw ſeuerallfires made b 
the Indians to giue warning to the other people within the land, as we ſuppoſed. Then we call 
about, ang ſtood off Southeaſt by eaſt till midnight, that the winde came large: then went we our

moꝛning about ceuen leagues off : and ſo went till ſire at night, that wee ſaw land againe ſeuen 
leagues off CUct, and the winde ſhifted to the South, Then we caſt about, and ſtood off Caſt· 
ſoutheaſt at ſeuen at night fo2 a while: then came vp the winde at Nozthweft, and ble w agcod, 


The 15 day in the moming, the admiral was ahead, as farre as we could almoſt ſee her, by

whoſe default Jknow not; and being little winde, we could not get to her till foure of the 1 
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after aoone : then we hayled her, and ſtoov in betweene the Douthlouthweſk and the Douthweſt 
till fire at night, that the winde was variable, and foule weather. Then we caſt about, and ſoun- 
oed in 23 fadome ſoft oaʒe, and ſtood off a while Noztheaſt; and pꝛeſentiy caſt about agame, and 
went South by Ealt larboozd tacked, and Southſoutheaſt among all night: finding at foure in 
the mozning 1 5 fadome ſand, n 

The 20 dap, about ten a clocke afoze nooue, we went abooꝛd the admirall; viz. P. Walker, 
che maſter, che pilot, the two merthants, and my lelfe, veing diretted ſo to doe by the General. 
Upon our — generall was going to dinner, where wee alſo dined with him, Þ, 
dined, the generall called vs his aſſiſtancs into his cabbin, and there deliuered to vs in iti 
wo demands, to be by vs conſidered vpon, and he to haue our opinions therein. 2

QAhether it was beſt loꝛ vs to aduenture our ſelues to paſſe the Nreights of Magellan oz 
not; conſidering the fozce of the enemy, which we knew to be there befoze vs: and alſo that our 
determination was there to ſet vp our pinneſſe,make yꝛon boops, carene our ſhips, and do all our 
neceſſary buſineſſes foz the full accompliſhment of our voyage. | | 

2 Il chat courſe wert not thought beſt, which way were meeteſt kon vs to take. 

Co the firlt we were of opinion, that it were good to heate the opinions of captaine Hawkins, 
captaine Drake, and the two pilots, which had paſled the ſtreights, and knew the harbours, and 
likeſt places to be fo2 tified, and inhabited o2 not, who were called, & the thee maſters with them. 
Their opinions were as diuers as theirnames; g as much differed,as befoze this time they were 
wont vſually co doe: onely they all agreed in this one point, that it was impoſſible fo2 vs to paſle 
the ſtreighes without ſeeing, and incountring with the ſhips, although the foztification of the land 
+ pidnotannoy vs: which being long and thozowlp debated, and their opinions with the thꝛee ma⸗ 

Kers demanded, which accoꝛded not ſcant any one with other, they were diſmiſſed, 

Then the generall receiued the opinions of vs his aſliſtants , beginning with the yoongeſk in 
authozicy firſt : which when he had heard them all ouer, and being ſet downe in wziting vnder our 
hanvs,he cooke deliberation till after ſupper to giue his determination, 1998-51 

hen we had all ſupped, then he ſent fox vs downe into his cabbin, and deliuered in writing 
bis determination, (which was) to victuall, and furniſh our ſelues on this coaſt, befozehe pꝛoceed⸗ 
ed any further; and named two places, Che tiuer of Plate, o; S. Vincent, tu be choſen, 

Foꝛ the better de 
vs, Richard Carter, which doth dwell there; who could not aſſure vs ot᷑ any wine, except we could _— 
ſtay foure inoneths fo it: but other victuals plenty, Theriuer ts ſhoale and dangerous, the road ie p13e,cari- 
ſeuen leagues from any towne, oꝛ plate ot commodity: whichconſidered, with the trechery that em 
migbt from thence be vſed, into the ſtreights by ſea, and into Peru by land, we all concluded to go 
to S. Vincent, which place is inhabited with Poꝛtugals, and where in honeſt ſoꝛt we might con · 
ueniently haue all aur buſineſſe done. | 

With this reſolution we tookc our leaues about eight a clocke ac night, c being come aboozy, They returus 
preſently bare vp, aud went roome , hauing all the day befoze beat vp the windelarboozd-tacked 93. 
Eaftſoutheaſt till at night: after it was a little winde all night, we went 202thnexthand, 

The 21 dap, after ſeruice, I detlared vnto my company the intent ot᷑ our returne to the poꝛt 
of S. Vincent, wherewith they were well ſatiſlied, being be foꝛe doubtfull that we ſhould not pꝛo⸗ 
cee, but rccurne without perkoꝛmance of our voyage. It continued calme all day till ſix at night, 
then we went Nozthweſt by welt till eight at night, and then we caſt about, and ſiood off Eaſt 
ſoutheaſt, and Eaſt by ſouth all night wich a good gale, | 

The 2: day inthe mozning we miſledthe Francis, which by all pꝛeſumption went roome in obo Drake 
the beginning of the night, | | 1 

The 25 dap, being Chziſtmaſle dap, it was little winde in the foꝛenoone till ten a clocke ; then 2 
it bit wa freſhgale, with which wer went our courſe Noꝛthnoꝛthe at. In the afternooncit was d awap bat 
lelle wind: yet went we our courſe Nozth by eaſt,and Nozthnoztheaſt,and 32ozth,and Nozth by tþe men gar eo 
welt, till midnight.

The 17 day of January, about ſeuen a clocke, the maſter, M. Blaccoller, and I went in out 
ſkife, and rowed, and ſounded round about an ile, and found x 6 fadoms within a ſtones caft hart 
ayo02d the o2e , and fatre ground: after we landed, DD

J alſo faking captaine Parker, the maſter, and M. Wilks with me; went aſhoze, and travelled 
to the top of the ile, which is wooded, andhigh graſle, but euill water, and little on it, but yoong 
fowleplenty, and dangerous comming to them. By this time (J hauing let the iſles, and head 
lands about in ſight with a tompaſſe) came a ſmall gale at then our admirall thot 
off a piece ſq the boats, and hente I went, and dined aboozd with bim. amm came after aboozd, any 

Chetr aertnall went in Nozthnozthealk and Noztheaſt tu mozning : at which time wee were within a league ol 
at 5, Viacenc, the iſle, entring befoze S. Vincent, but knewnothow much water was vponthe barre to go out.

Nakiass. ter part were naked Indians, which rowen. the reli Poztugals, hey returned abooꝛd again, The 
canoas tame with a flag of truce within, calling of our ſhip, and we ſhewed them the like, aſking 
what we were, and of what nation: at length one Poꝛtugall went aboozd the admirall, by whom 
the generallſent a letter to the gouernour, crauing a pilot to bzing in our ſhip of courteſie,and to 
haue traſfique. About noone, hauingthc winde at South, we bare in Nozthweſt , and ſo to the 
Noztheaſt,as the chanell trended : but comming into ſeuen fadome water, we ankered,vntill our 
boats had ſqunded the barre, During which time, J went aboozd the avmirall, to conferre with 

him about our pzoceedings, | | 

After I had taped a while aboo the admirall, thꝛ generall came aboozd with me, where we 
publiſhed vnto all my company very good rules fox their behautour and p2cfit, to their great ſatiſ· 
faction: after he went downe into my cabbin, where with all his aſliſtants he conferred of diuers 
particulars of our voyage: by which time the boat being returned from ſounding , we departed, 
and ſet ſaile, following our ſkiffes, and with our ſhips got within the barre into ſeuen fadome 3 

A caſte. then being becalmev, we ankered againe befoze a ſandy bay, wherein ſtands acaſtle and houſes : 
we rid within muſket ſhot of it: and ankered about foure aclocke aftcrnoone, 

Then went J fozwarvs with mp ſkiffe vnto a further point, ſounding along. Befoze mp re 
turne, the generall had ſenc fo2 me to ſupper; and thither J went: but being readp to ſit vowne, 

Aces with there came out to vs a canoa, whercin were ten Indians and twoChziſtians; the one an ancient

Qans,where- their comming was to vnderſtand our intents,and what we ſought: who being ſatiſfiey,vepartev 
orone was with a farewell of thee great pieces from ech hip. 
. The 2 day about thzee a clocke afterncone, came a canoa, with the old Genouois named lo- 
an Enguſhm& ſeph Doty, à Fleming named Paul Badeues, and Steuen Repoſe a Poztugall, and alet- 
wel» ter from the gouernoz, and withall, anſmere of feare and doubes of us, t. Aftermany lpeeches

mile vp the riuer: at going off, we ſaluted them with a volley of three grtat pieces out ol ech ſhip :

The 22 dap betimes in che mojning, I went aboozd the admirall to conferre about the ſending

The reſt of this fozenoone we ſpent in communication ebout the apyointingof a purſer foꝛ the 
Edward. Alſo we ſigned an aſſent fo comming tothis place: about which thing grew foule ſpee* 
ches betwerne the generall and his lieutenant,after the olde cuſtome, _ * 

Then went wee to ſupper : and being at ſupper, certaine Indians came aboozd, and bzough# Cbe Anvians 
the general aſtrange crow, and potatos, and ſugar canes, towhomhe gaue looking glaſſes, great 9*©"t5 
pinns, and biſcuit : and ſo we departed, being late.

gone ouer thozow the woods to looke after vs, Then the Generall, captaine Hawkins, and 
maſter Maddox came aboozd of mee to vie we mp hurt men, and harmes of my ſhippe, both men,

The 28 day in the mozning died Lancelot Aſhe , of a hurt; who departed very godly, This 
vay we ſtoodto the Nozthwards : and in getting in our ankers and c hiffe, we were put; leagues 
tolceward ofFiddle ile, but the gallion rid ſtill.

The 16, day wee weat from Greene yland tothe watering place, which is about a league to 
the Teſtward, where wee tooke in about 18. tunnes ok water, and the 22. day came againe to 
Sealepland'to makeppouilion of Seales, where aſtozme aroſe, which put vs in ſome danger, by 
the bꝛeaking of our anckers and cables, and the winde blew ſo colde, that wee much marueiled ac

The 7. day of Febzuary our Captaine maſter Liſter being in one of the pꝛizes, boyſed ouer 
bozd his Gundelo, and went abozd the Admirall, and being there they ſent their Gundelo abozw 
vs,foz our Maſter, maſter Collins, and my ſelfe, & at our comming we were called into the Caps 
taines cablin, where were ſer in counlell fo matters touching the Kate of our vopage,thele men

This companp being all aſſembled together, the Paſter ofthe Admirai veclared that the cauſe 
ok dur aſſembly was to determine after good aduice, what courſe oz way were beſt and moſt like⸗ 
lpto all mens iudgements to be taken. Fitſt fo2 the good pꝛeferment of my Lozds vopage,thenthe 
health —_—_— laſtly the ſafegard of our ſhippes, and further ſhewed his minde to vs all in 
theſe wozdes,asneere as J could carpthem awap, 

Mu maſters, my Lozds determiuation touching this our voyage is not vnknowen vnto pou 

all, hauing appointed it to be made, and by the grace ot God to be perfoꝛmed by vs foꝛ the 
South lea, But fo2 as much as wee doe all ſee the time ofthe peere to bee karre ſpent, as alſo the 
windes to hang contrary, the weather dꝛawes on colder and colder, the nights longer and longer. 
our bzead ſu tonſumed that we haue not left aboue two moneths bil ket, our dzinke in a maner all 
ſpent, ſo that we haue nothing but water, which in ſo cold a count rey as the Streights,if we ſhould 
get in. and bee foꝛced there to winter, would no doubt be a great weakening to our men, and a ha- 
zard ok the ouerthꝛow of the voyage: Theſe things cenſidered, both our Captaine, Paſſer Hood, 
and J, doe rather thinke it goodfo2 the wealth o our voyage, the health of our men, and ſafetie of 
our ſhips, to goe roome with the coaft of Braſill, where by Gods grace wee ſhall well victuall our 
ſelues, both with wine which is our greateſt want, and other neceſſaries, 

Belides,it is giuen vs here to vnderſtand by the Portugals which we haue taken, that there is 
no doubt, but that by Gods helpe and our endenour, wee ſhall bee able to cake the towne of Baya, 
at our pleaſure, which if wee doe put in pꝛactiſe, and dae not perfozme it, being ſomt what ad» 
uiſed by them, chey offer to looſe their liues. And hauing by this meanes victualled our n. 
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wee map there ſpend vpon the coaſt ſome thꝛee oz foure moneths, except in the meane time wee 
may happen vpon ſome good thing to content mp Lozd, and to purchaſe our owne credits : os 
therwile, wee map take the Spzing of the peere, and ſo pꝛoceede, accozving to my lozds directis 
ons, And aſſure your ſelues ( bythe aſſiſtance of God) wee will not returne without ſuch bene⸗ 
lite by this voyage, as map redound to my lozds pꝛolite, and the honour ofourcountrep, Nowe 
it there bee any of you that can giue better courſe and aduiſe, then this which J haue deliuered, 
let him ſpeake, and wee will not onely heare him, but thanke him fo2 his counſell, and fol- 
lowe if, 


we might perchance mecte with ſuch a purchaſe, as that wee might returne with 6000 pounds: 
and therefoze J ſee no ſaferie, howe wee map dare offer to goe backe againe , being ſoneere the 
Streighis as we are:tozmp part J neither darenoz wil couſent vnto it, except we be further for- 
ted, then pet wee are. M⸗ accompt is this, that he chat dieth fo2 this peere is excuſed fo2 the next, 
aud J rather chooſe death, then to returne in diſgrace with my loꝛd. | 

Hereunto both the captaine and maſter of the Admirall replied that they were all of that mind: 
yet notwithſtanding, that in going roome the vopage was in better polſibilitie to bee perfozmed, 
then in wintring either in the Streights, o at Port S. Iulian, all things conſidered, And ſoagree» 
ing. and concluding all in one, they were determined pꝛelently to beare vp. 

The nert day being the 8 of Feb2nary, there fell out many and diuers ſpeeches on each part 
concerning the altering of our courſe, ſome would continue koz the Streights, and other ſome 
would not, CAhereupon a vie we was taken in both ſhips ol victuals, and reaſonable ſtoꝛe was 
found fox both companies: andthe winde withall comming to the Nozth, we determined to take 
9 of the p2izes the beſt necellaries that were in them, and ſo caſt them off, and to plie fo2 the 

treights. 

All this time wee held on our courſe, and the 15 day wee found our ſelues in the heighe or 44 


the height of 42 degrees. | 

Sunday being the 20 of Febzuarp, cur Admirall being ſomething to the leeward of vs, 
and the ſtozme ſomewhat ceaſed, put abooꝛd his flag in the mizen ſhzowds, as a token that hee 
would ſpeake with vs, and thereupon wee bare roome with him, and hauing halled one another, 
captaine Wichringron (hewedthe diſpoſitionof all his company, which was rather to goe roome 
with the coaſt of Braſil, then to lie after that ſozt in the ſea withfoule weather, and contrary winds, 
Our captame onthe other ſide ſhe wed the contrary diſpoſicion of his men, and company, willing 
not withſtanding to pꝛoceede: but in the ende, boch the ſhippes fell aſunder,and our captaine ſapd, 
Seeing then there is no remedie, J mulk be content, though againſt my will, 

The 21 dapthe weather grew faire, and the wind good at che South fo2 the Streights, yet 
our Admir all bare roome ſtill, we ſuppoling hee would haue taken the benefit of the time: where⸗ 
upon our whole company began to thinke of the inconueniences that would ariſe by deniding 
our ſelues,and loſing our Admirall, being very willing to continue their courſe, and yet not with 
out the company of the Admiral. And then wee began to caſt about after him, and at the laſt 
bare with him, and he tolde vs, that vpon a ſecond vie we of the victuals, hee found their ſkoze ſo 
lender, and their want ſogreat, that there was no remedy foz them but to ſecke ſome meanes to 
be rclicued , which was the onely cauſe that hee bare Nozthward, This ſpeech made vs ofthe 
barke to enter into a new conſultation: and we found many ofour men weake, and all our catie- 
uers not ſeruiceable, and the Smiths that ſhould mend them to be inthe Admiral, TAeconſive* 
red alſo, that by bzeaking of company, eche ſhip ſhould be the moze weakened: wee continued in 
this conſultation til the foure and twentieth dax, and in all that time foundmaſter captaine Liſter 
molt deſirous to accompliſh, and to fulfill the voyage, and not willing in any caſe toturne his ſhip, 


but that the deſire which we all had to continue in conſozt with our Admirall, made vs to thinke » gnatrewin- 
well of his company, and in fine, an agreement and concluſion was thus made on all ſives,to follom tion to return 


the Admiral, without any moꝛe talke ofthe Dtreights till the Spzing, 


The 10 day ot March, it fell out ſovnfoztunately, that Samuel Teller our Paſters mate, fell Vrch. 


duerbooꝛd, and ſo periſhed, we being not able by any meanes to recouer him, 

The eight and twentieth day being in the height of one aud twenty degrees, wee eſpied a 

laile, which wee indged came out ofthe Streights , and 121 lading, but the night

The fift day of Apul we fel with the land of Braſilia, in the height, as J wdge,of ſirteen degrees 
and a tierte, and our Captaine went then aboozd the Admtrall, where they concluded to lende 
the piuneſfe and our boate on ſhoze fox freih water, becauſe wee 'ſtoode inneede of it, which did 
fo with eighteene good men, andthzee oz foure tunne of water caſke, They were from vs till 
the cighth day in the mozuing,at which tune we cſpied them againe, and that day we came all to: 
The rode ot gether into the roade ol Camana , where there came a Canoa abooꝛd vs, and one of the chie kel 
"NR, Pogtugals that belonged to the place, [ere wee tooke in becfes, hogs, water and wood at our 
pleaſure, hauing almoſt no man able to reſiſt vs, but ſome ol our }I92tugals ole from vs in 
the Canoa 


. The 11 day wee entred into the hauen of Zaya, where wee were receiued at the point com⸗ 

' Kaya, ming in, with two great pieces of Oꝛdinance, which dilcharged bullets at vs fiue times a piece, 
but they loſt ſhot and powder, and did vs no harme.. After wee had palled the point, wee halled in 
fo2 the roade as cloſc as the wind would permit vs, but could not came ſo neere as we deſired, and 
therefoꝛe we tame to an ankoʒ a faire birth off the towne, not without great ſtozeof ſhotte from 
there, but yet our harme was none at all fo; ouglx they could doe. 

At out comming in, wee found in the road eight ſhips and one carauel, of the which one was 
a hulke 0} double flieboat of the butden of two hundꝛed and fiftycunues, hauing i inher 24 pieces 
of good Dzdinance : (hee withthe reſt of the l ipe, together withthe towne, gaue vs ſhot, and ſhot, 
but not one touched ſo muchas any ol our ſ.ples, And leaſt wee ſhouly ſceme in the meane time 

to be idle, we repayed fo2 euery (hot of theirs, t woo? thee ſometimes. at the ſhips and the town? 
together, | | 

The nert day at night wee thought to hauc. galted in with the ſhips , and to haue ictchev out 
ſome of them: but the wind blew then off the ſhoze, ſo that wee could not poſſiblie dos it, And a 
gaine the nert day at night we concluded to goe with our owne two boates, and two other boats 
of the count rey which we had taken befoze, which went with carauel - lailcs, into the roade, and ac 
cozdingly perfoꝛmed the ſame, not wuhltanding the ſhot of the enemie. The Moone did ſhine, and 
gaue very good light, and in we went with our carauels and boates, and the ſhot came about our 
eares as thicke as haile: but the Poztugals and the reſt perceining vs no whit at all to ſhzinke 
e2 be diſmaycd,fozſooke their ſhips. began to pzouide to laue theaiſeiues,ſome with their boats, 
ſome byſwinming, and ſo wee entred the ſhips with a great ſhowie, and found le w to reſiſt vs: 
but pet the ſhoze not being a cables length from vs, they did ſo plie boch their great and mall oꝛ⸗ 

—— _ dinance at vs, that it much annoped vs: But pet fo2 all that we made light of their ſhot, and our 

the yarbonr of men of the barke Clifford centred the AtmirallandUiceadmirall , and our Admirats men entrev 

— two other chips ok the like burden. and pꝛeſently every one cut the cables in che Hauſe, and (1 by the 

— ol the ene · helpe ol Bod in deſpite ct them all, wee bꝛought away foure of them. The leaſt whereof was of 
the burthen ok 130 tunnes. 

In this bꝛoile the hulke ſhotte at vs many times, but div no hurt at ali: but at che {at com- 
ming bythe hulke cowingour new pꝛizes. we halled them ano demanded whence they were, they 

A hulke of anſwerey vs of Fluſhing, aud then we commanded him to wep ankoz, and to come after vs: Anv 
Fluking. not daring to tetuſe it, he did ſo, and bzought with him a carauel with foztie op ſifty buts of win 
in her, and another (mall barke which had little oz nothing in her: aud rode by vs as one of our 
company, ano was aſhipof the burden of two hundꝛeth and fifty tunaer, Dur haru happe wa® 
to find ng great matter, either ol marchandize oz victuals in theſe ſhips, ſauing in one ot them we 
found foure buts of wine, in another t wo, in another one, and ſome ſiſh, and all the reſt of their la 

ding wagon ſhoze, 

All this was done vpon Eaſter ceue, and we gaue thanks to God, that we had ſped ſo well: 
and that very night there came a boate fromthe towne, with a Dutch merchanc,and one Poꝛztu⸗ 
gal, to offer ſome ranſome foz the ſhips, as they ſayd, but as J tudge rather to eſpie cur ſtrength: 
we kept them that night aboozd, and the next day we ſent themto our Adnaral, 

The nert day being E aſter dap aroſe a very great ſtozme, inſomuch that our carauel which we 
firſt tocke bzakefrom vs, and one of our new pꝛiʒes alſo, by ineancsof the bzeaking of her cable, 
ſiipt away: whereupon,although the winde was great, and the ſea troubleſome, pet wee ſent cer 
tame ot dur men in sur boat, to recouer them il they might, but we feere, that the rage of the wea 
ther hathcauſed vs to leeſe both our men and pizes. 

Ju the middeſt of this ſtozme , our two Spaniards whicy weetooke in the ciucr of Plate,ſee- 
ing vs all buſie about our pꝛiʒes, beganne to chinke howe they might eſcape our haudes, and ſud- 
denly abe ow) out of one of the cabbins winda wes. and by ſwimming got a ſhoare , a hs 
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cowne, hautng as much tovoe as poſſibly we mighe,in keeping our hips and pplzes from running 
aſhoze,and falling into the hands of thoſethat ſtood gaping greedily fo} our ruine, 
The 19day the dome being a little teaſed, wee all weyed and came to an Alland that lyeth 
next Nozthwelt from the dap, and the twentieth dap we went ou ſhoze, and our carpenters ſetvy 


our pinneſle, | 

The 23 daythepeople ofthe countrey came downe amaine vyon vs, and beſet vs round, and 
ſhoe at vs with their bowes and arrowes, but in ſhozt time wee cauſed them to retire, and many 
ol them were caried away by the helpe oftheir fellowes , although wee had ſome of our men hurt 
with ſome of their arrowes, | 
185 23 day we receiued out of the carauel twelue buts of wine, and foure barels of ople, any

The 26 of pꝛil our pinneſſe was launched: and the ſame day tame downe vnto vs a great nums 
ber of Poztug als and Indians, with whom we ſkirmiſhed the ſpace oft wo houres to their coſt, 

The ſecond day of May the Admirals boate went a ſhoze with 14mento fill water, and pze» 
ſently being on (hoze,they were intrapped withtwo oz thiee hundzed Jndians which aſlault en th. 
ind lle w ene oz two of our men, but the reſt eſcaped notwithſtanding the number ol the enemie, Sroflenegi-- 
and _— egaine with water to the ſhip, We ſuffered thisloſle by mecrenegligence, # want #%** 
. of circumlpection, | 

The 5 day the captaine of the Admiral himſclfe tooke a ſmall bat he, his owne little carauel, 
our pinneſſe and the Dutchmans boate, and at night went on ſhoze — amongſt the 
bullocks which were in the fields : and in the mozning they were gone ſo fare, that they were out x gattey 41. 
offight. Ay ch being perctiued dy the cnemie, they pꝛeſentiy made ready their galley fo2 Ami 2-72 - 1 
ral, with foure caraueis, with as many men in them as poſſibly couldthzuſt in e ſtand ene by ano · 
ther : and they bare ouer with the Noꝛth ſhoze to meete with our pinneſle and boats: 
our men fell into great danger,althoughP. Liſter our captaine diſwadedÞ,Wi from 
chat attempt, by laping befoze him the danger both of himſelfe and vs alſo, being ſo far one from 
other, But being once gone, there was no remedie but they were to abide whatſoeuer might 


the 
happen : we inthe barke Clifford, although wee were weakely left , pet perttiuing the Galley 
to make after our men, weped and purſuedthe galley, as netre the ſhoze as we could conueniently 
come foz want of water: the hulke alſo weyed and came aſter vs tu follow the enemie, but the e⸗ 


nemie with his oares got ſight of our pinneſſe and boats befoze wee could, and bare directly wich 

them: which being clpiev ol our men,andthep ſceing no way to auoide them, made themlelues 

| ready(notwithlanding the great oddes)to light it out like men, and to le and vie together. The 

courſe that they cooke foz their veſt aduantage vpon the was this: they went all into the 

pinneſſe, and made faſt che Dutchmans boate to one ſive, andthe ſmall caranel tothe other ſide, 

and ſo waited the comming of the enemie. giuing them firſk of all a piece of Dzdinance foz their 

welcome, which they pꝛeſently repaicd againe with apiece out ofthepzowe ofthe galley, and 
pieſentiy after, with chzee oz foure ſmall bꝛaſſe pieces, charged with haileſbot, and ſo giuing a 

migbey ſhoute, came all abo0zd together, trying, entrad, enttad: but dur men teteiued them ſo 

hocelp, with ſmall ſhot and pikes,that they killed them like dogs, And thus they continued abooꝛd 

them almoſt a quarter of an hour, thinking to haut deuoured our men, pinneſſe and ell, And ſure · 

ly to mans iudgement, no other thing was likely in regard of their great number, and the fewnes 

of our men, and they at the firſt thought all was their owne : but God, who is the giuer of all vic- 

tones, ſo bleſſedour ſmall company, and ſo ſtrengthened their armes and mindes to litt, that 

the enemie hauing receiued a mighty fople, was glad to rivde himſelfe from their handes : and 2— = wap 

whereas at theit entrance, wee efteemedthem to bee noleſſe then betwirttwo hundzed and ther Poitugats 

hundzevmcnin the galley, we could ſcarſe perceiue twenty men at their departure ſtandon their an al our 

legs, but the greater part of them was ſlainc, many deadly wounded their oares bzoken, & ſhe dc» 

partes from our men, hanging vpon one ſide , (as a Dowe that hath lolk her left eare) with the 

- umber of dead and wounded men that lay one vpon another. And whereas their comming a- 

boom was in a great bzauado, with dzumme, ſhouting, and crying, they departed without either

e lolt in this conflict ofourmen,thzee onelp, which were Alexander the Paſter Gunners 
mute, LaurenceGambrel a oper poong man of H , and another that was maſter Ben- 


man man, Some alſo were hurt with the arrowes ofthe enemie, but the wounds were cura*

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men, aged fre op len hundzerh Pozeugals u Amiens, fo which we ceaſed not to gut ſuch 
- dutifull chanksco his Maieſtie, as ſo miraculous a victozp required, 
Now touching the purpoſe of our men, who made that attempt fo freſh victuals, their laboui 
was nothing loft, but in deſpite of the enemie they bzought to our ſhips 2 6 0z 17 yong bullockes, 
which was to our great comfozts and refreſhing . As fox vs that were in ourſhip, we conld not 
come nette them by two miles. oz moge, to giue them any aid, yet we ſuppoſe that the countenance 

of our ſhips was an incouragement to our men, and ſome maner of keare to the enemie. 
—— — the number of the Pozeugals and Indians, which wert 
flaine, as afo2eſapd, was grounded at that time vpon our pꝛobable coniecture , not being ables: 
cherwiſe to come to the knowledge thereof: pou ſhall Bnderſtand that the next night after th 
fight, there came aboozd vs two Jndians vpon aGyngatho , who were runne away from their 
Aboue 360 Makers, and they told vs fo2 a very good trueth, that the gallie went out fromthe towne with 
—_— s foure hundzethmeni in her, but there came not backe to the towne again aliue aboue thirty of them 
ln. ill: and I amongſtthe reſt being deſirous to know ol one of them , what the newer war at the 
towne,heanſwered me with great laughter: Todo eſta cacado en Tierra. 
Thetwelfth day J was ſent foz to come abooꝛd the admirall , about the hulke : where vpon 
the complaint of the Dutchmen, maſter Withrington entred into bond to them foz the paiment 
of their fraighe, but hom mp loꝛd would like that bond of debt at our returne, Jknowe not. J 

gaue him mp aduiſe and counſell to get his boud ag aine into his hands. 

The thirteenth day our captaine ſent out of our ſhip certaine victuals vnto the Admirail, as 
41 one butte bf dighe riſe, twochefts ofcleaneriſe,one barrell of oatemeale, one battell of peaſen, 
and one barreU of oile, becauſe they wereſomewhat ſcantedof victuals,and we at this time were 
to haue out of the Admirall out part of ſiue aud twenty cheſts of fine ſugar , and moze, of eight 
cheſts , any ſire cheſts that were taken in the Bay of Todos Santos, at the Jngenios , mot 
of one hunyzeth andthirty hats, and other vinerspillages, which wert taken in the pzizes, and at 


the ſhoze. 
2 day being Monday, it was concluded amongſt vs all, not to leaue the towne 
ef Baya N eee they had co ſtrengthen themſelues and the towne, 
pet to giue an attempt foꝭ the winning of it: andtherefoze wee pzouided our pinneſſes, carauels, 
and boates fox the entexpꝛiſe 2 and as we were departing from our ſhippes, the winde turned di- 
rectly contrary to our courſe,ſo that our determination foz that time was bzoken, and wee retur- 
ned againe to our ſhips : and to (ap che trueth, if the weather and winde had ſerued , our attempt 
had bene very d ng the number of Poztugals and Judians which were then ge 
_ theredtogether,to the number of ſeuen oz eight thouſand, and their artillerp vpon the ſhoze, play: 
ing vpon vs: but neuercheleſle we had pzoceeded,ifche winds had fanoured vs. 

The 16 day we went to certaine Jngenios ofthe Yoztugals, where we found the people fled 
and we entred their houſes without reſiſtance. Te found in their purging houſe 1 000 pots of 
ſugar, ſome halfe purged, ſome aquarter, and ſome newly put into the pots: ſo that every man 
tooke his pot of ſugar foz their pzouiſion , and ſer all the reſt on fire. 

The 17 day wee all weyed to goe to another Ingenio, to ſee if wee could find there better ſu: 
gar, and inthe way we met wich a pzize, which was acarauel, which wer found dziuing with the

Mhereupon we manned both our pinneſtes, and tooke the Poztugal with vs, to goe and ſeeke the 
ſanie ſhip, but that night we could not find her. 
The 26 dop we went axatne, and found her, being halled vp inco a creeke, where a man would 
gaue thought a ſhippe boate could uot haue entred: wee found her indeede laden with meale pꝛin⸗

with contrary winds,the 29 ofthe (ame moneth, we reachen the coaſt of England, and ſo made an 
end of the voyage. e 


A diſcourſe of the Weſt Indies and Souch ſea written by Lopez 


Vax aPortugal,borne in thecitic of Zluas,continued vnto the yere 1587. 
Wherein among diuers rarc things not hitherto deliuered by any other writer, cer- 
taine voyages of our Engl:ſhmen are trucly reported: which was intercepted with 
the author thereof at the riuer of Plate, by Captaine uthrington and Captaine Chri- 
ftepher Liſter in the fleete ſer foorth by the righc Bonorable the Erle of Cumberland 
forthe South ſea in the yeere 1586, 


Rancis Dre ke an Engliſhman being on the ſca , and hauing nuowledge of the 
ſmall ſtrength ofthe towne of Nombre de Dios, came into the harbozoughon e 
nighe with foure pinneſſes, and landed an hundꝛeth and fifty men: and leauing 
one halfe of his men with a trumpet in a fozt which was there, hee with the relt 

entred the towne without doing any harme till hee came at the market place : 
N andtherehis company diſcharging their talieuers, and ſounding their trumpete 
(which made a great noyſe in the to une) were anſwered by their fellowes in the foꝛte, who diſ⸗ 
charged and ſounded in like maner. This attempt put the towneſmen in ſuch extreme feare, 
that le auing their houſes, they fled into the mountaines,and there bethougbt themſelues what the 
matter ſhoyldbe in the towne, remaining as men amazed at ſo ſudden an alarme, But the Spa 
niards being men fo2 the moſt part of good diſcretion ioyned foureteene oꝝ fiftecne of them toge- 
ther with their pieces, to ſee who was in the towne: and getting to a coꝛnerot᷑ the market · place 
they diſcouered the Engliſhmen, and percetuing that they were but a few, diſcharged the ir pieces 
at them; and their foxtune was ſuch,that they ſie wthe trumpetter, and Hot the captaine (whoſe 
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name was Francis Drake) into the legge : who feeling himſelfe hurt retired toward the Fozt, 
where he had left the reſt ol his men: but they in the Foꝛt ſounded their trumpet, and being not 
anſwered againe, and hearing the calicuers diſcharged in the towne, thought that their fellowes 
in the towne had bene llaine. and thereupon fled to their Pinneſſes, Now Francis Drake (whom 
his men carried becauſe oł his hurt ) when he came to the fo2t where he left his men and ſaw them 
fled, he and the reſt of his company were in ſo great feare , that leauing their furniture behinde 
them, and putting off their hoſe, they (wamme & waded all to their Pinneſſes, and departed foꝛth 
of the harbour, ſo that if the Spaniards had followed them they might haue ſlaine them all, Thus 
Captaine Drake did no moe harme at Nombre de Dios, neither was there in this ſkirmiſhanp 
mote then one Spaniarde ſlame, and of the Engliſhmen onely their Trumpetter , whom they 
left behind with his trumpet in his hand, 

From hence the coalt lieth all along till youcome to Cartagena. Betwerene Nombre de Dios 
aud Cattagena is a great (ound oꝛ gulfe , where the firſt Spaniardesthat euer dwelt vpon the 
firme land built and inhabited the towne ol D ariene: howbett thep abode not long there, becauſe 
of che vnholeſomeneſle of the place. 

But Captaine Drake being diſcontent with the repulſe that the men of Nombre de Dios gaue 
hum, went with his Pinneſles into the laid bay oz ſound ol Dariene , where hauing conference 
with certaine Negros which were ranne away from their maſters of Panama and Nombre de 
Dios, he was info2medthat at the very lame time many mules were comming from Panama to 
Nombre de Dios laden with gold and ſiluer. Upon this newes Francis Drake taking with him 
ar: hundꝛed ſhot, and the ſaid Negros, ſtayed in the wap till the treaſure came by, accompanied 
and guarded onelp by thoſe that dzoue the mules, who miſtruſted nothing at all, Then captaine 
Drake met with them, he tooke away their golde : but the ſiluer he left behinde, becauſe he could 
not carrie it ouer the mountaines. And two dapes after this he went to The houſe of croſſes cal- 


led bythe Spaniards Venta de Cruzes, where all the merchants leaue their goods, where hee yere: d: cues, 


flew ſire oz ſeuen ofche marchants, but found neither gold noz ſiluer, but great ſtoze of marchan- 
vize : and ſo he fired the ſatd houſe, with all the goods, which were iudged to be woꝛth aboue two 
hundꝛed thouſand ducats, Thus not finding golde in this houſe to ſatiſfic his minde, hee burned 
themarchants goods, and foozthwith recouered his Pinneſles : where foztune ſo fanoured his 
pꝛoceedings, that he had not bene aboozd halle anhoure, but there came to the ſea ſive aboue the: 
hundzed ſouldiers, which were ſent of purpoſe to take him: but God ſuffered him co eſcape their 
hands, to be a farther plague vnto the Spaniards, 


Alſo another Eaglichman named lohn Oxenham hearing what ſyople Captaine Drake had oba Oe 


done vpon that coaſt, made a vox age thither to enterp2tze the like, Pts ſhip was of burthen about * 57 5 


an hundꝛed and twentie tunnes, and he was accompanied with ſeuentie perſons : he had confe: 
rence alſo with the fozeſaid Negros, but being aduertized that the crealtre was conducted by 
ſouldiers, he determined with himſelfe to doe that which neuer any man befoze durſt vndertake 
to doe, F; being molt reſolute of his purpoſe , and not looking no? fozecaſting what dangey 
might enſue of this bold enterp2ize , he landed his men in the ſame place where Captaine Drake 
was, and halling his ſhip to ſhoze , cut downe boughes of trees, and couered his ſhip with them, 


and hid vp his great ozdinance in the ground, Thus leauing not one man in his ſhip, he :ooke two 


ſmall peeces of ozdinance, and his calieuers, and good tote of victrrals, with all other neceſſaries  riverrun- 
fo2 his intended voyage, And he went with the Negros abouetwelne leagues vp into the maine ning! _ the 


land, vntoa riuer that runnethintothe South ſea: and by this riuer in a wood he cut downe tim; 
ber, and built a Pinneſſe, which was 45 foote long by the keele : which Pinneſſe being finiſhed, 
be went downe the river and paſſed into the South ſea , carrying ſixe Negros with him foz his 
guides, and he arriued at the Jland of Pearles being 25 leagues diſtant from Panama, This J- 
ſand lieth in the South ſea, as they ſaile from Peru to Panama, and here he ſtayed ten dapes, be: 
foze he could take any ſhipping , but at length there came a ſmall barke from a plate called Quito 
in Peru: this barke he tooke, and found in her 60000 peʒos of golde, with much wine and bzead? 
end not being content with this, he ſtayed a long while, befoze he would ſende away his pzize oz 
any of his men. Dho!tly after he tooke another barke that came from Lima, wherein he ſound 
x 00000 peʒos of ſiluer in barres , which being all aboozd his Pinneſſe, he ſhaped his courſe to- 
ward the riner from whence he came: but befoze his departure he landed on the fozeſaid and te 
findepearles, and went to a ſmall towne of the Jland inhabited by Negros fo2 the ſame purpoſe; 
where finding but ſmall ſtoꝑe, he returned to his Pinneſle , and comming neere vnto the riner he 
ſent away his two pꝛiʒes, and with his Pinneſle entered vp the riuer, The Negros of the Aland 
of perles ſo ſoone as the EngliſhmE were departed, poſted . 
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vnto the Gouernour what they had done, TAhereupon the Gouernour withm two dapes after 
ſent out kourt barkes and an hundzed ſouldiers, and Negros to rowe , the captaine of which ſoul⸗ 
diers was called luan de Ortega; who went firſt to the Jlandof pearles, # there had knowledge 
which way the Engliſhmen did take, and in purſuing them he met with the two pꝛizes taken by 
the Engliſhmen, which tolde him that they were gone vp the tiuer. But when he was come to 
the enterance ol the river, he knew not which way to take, becauſe the river ranne into che lea by 
thꝛee mouthes, and not all at one, Therefoze being determined with himlelke to palle vp the gree- 
tet of the che, he ſaw comming downe with the ſtreame many feathers of hens out of one of thc 
leller mauthes: which mouth he entered, and lapling foure dayes vp the ſame, hee veſcryed the 
Engliqhmens pinneſſe lying vpon the land, and comming to bood her, they found in her no moze 
but ſire Engli bmen, of which they killed one, and the other 5 fled, #hauing thꝛoughly ranſacked 
the ſaid pinneſſe, they coulo finde nought in her, but victu als. The Spaniards ſceing this, deter⸗ 
mined to ſecke out the Engliſhmen by land, and leauing about twentie men to kecpe their barks 
they marched with eightie ſhot vp into the countrey , and halfe a league from the riuer they found 
a little houſe made with boughes, where the Engliſhmen had left all their treaſure ; which the 
Spaniards tooke and carried backe to their barkes, meaning not to follow the Engliſhmen any 
further: but the Engliſh cap: aine with all bis men, and aboue 200 Negros followed the Spa⸗ 
ntards vnto the rivers ſide, and ſet vpon them with great fury : howbeit the Spaniards lying be⸗ 
hind the buthes did eaſily put the Engliſh to flight, and they tooke ſeuen of them aliue, and llewe 
eleuen and ſine Negros ; ſo the Spaniards returned with the loſſe of two men and fiue oz (irc 
hurt. Then they aſked thoſe Engliſhmen which they had taken pꝛiſoners, why they departed not 
with their treaſure,having fifteene daves libertie : They anſwered, that their captaine had tom⸗ 
manded them to carry all that golde and ſiluer vnto the place where their ſhip was, and they were 
agreed to carry it, although they made thee oꝛ foure iourneys, oꝛ he pzomiſcd to giue them part 
of the treaſute beſide their wages, but the marriners would ncedes haue it by and by; whcreat 
the captaine being angry, becauſe they put ſo ſmall truſt in his woꝛd, would not ſuffer his ſaplers 
to carrie it, but ſaid he would get Negros to ſerue his turne, and ſo theſe wert the Negros atze 
ſaid, whom he had bꝛought to carry away the golde and ſiluet: but by the way he met with the 
fiue Englichmen which fled from the pinneſſe, who told him of the Spantards; and then he made 
friends with all his men, and got the Negros to take his part: but hauing the ouerthꝛow, and his 
beſt men being (laine and taken pꝛiſoners, he thought to haue returned to his ſhip, and ſo to haue 
gone foꝛ England. The Spaniſh capt aine hauing heard this diſcouꝛſe of the Engliſh pꝛiloners, 
burtcd the dend bodies, embarking all things, and with the Engliſhmen and their pinneſſe retur⸗ 
ned backe vito Panama. Thus was the Englichmens voyage ouerthzowen, 

Now ſo ſoone as the che foure barkes and the pinneſſe were arriued at Panama , the Gouer- 
nour of that place ſent a meſſenger overland to Nombre de Dios, to aduertiſe the towneſmen, 
where theEngliſhmens ſhip lay: whereupon they of Nombre de Dios manned out foure ſhips 
and went inth the bay of Dariene where the Engliſhmen. hadleft their ſhip , which they tooke a⸗ 
way with them to Nombre de Dios, with all her oꝛdinance; ſo that the pooze Engliſhmen were 
left in the mquntaines very naked and deſtitute of all comfozt : keʒ the Spaniards had taken out 
of the foꝛe laid houſe of boughes all their cooles # other neceſſat ies, ſo that they could by no meanes 
haue any ſuctour: whereas o:herwiſe they might haue builded another pinneſſe , and pꝛouided 
better fo2 themſelues to haue returned foꝛ their owne countrey. | 

Theſe newes comming to the earts ot the Uiceroy ot Peru, he thought it not conuenient to 
ſuffer thoſe fiftie Engliſhmen which were pet aliue, to continue in the mountaines among the ſaid 
Negros. Wherefoze he ſent a ſeruant ok his called Diego de Frees with x 50 ſhot to ſetke them, 
who at length found them making ol Lanoas to take ſome one ſmall barke oz other that ſaylen 
to and againe in the Nozth ſea, whereby they might the better ſhift foꝛ themſelucs: but befoze 
they had finiſhed theit pzetended wozke, the Spaniſh ſouldiers ſct vpon them, aud tooke fifteene 
of them that were ſicke : but the reſt fled, whom the Spaniards purſued among the mountaines, 
and in the end the Negros betraied them and they were ell taken and carricdtoPanama, Where 
the Juſtite aſked the Engliſh captatue, whither he had the Queenes licenſe, 02 the licenſe of any 
other Pꝛince d2 Lozd ? And he anſwered that he had noue , but that he came of bis owne pzoper 
motion, TUhich being knowen to the Jullice, the Captaine and his companie were condemner 
and were all put to death at Panama, ſauing the Captaine bimſelfe, the Paſter, and the Pilot, 
and fiue boyes, which were cariedto Lima, where the Captaine and the two other men were exe · 

Warre made Cuted, but the boxes are pet living, | ; 
ogaint the The king pl Spaine hauing intelligence of chele matters, ſent zoo men ok watre againſt thoſe 
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Negros who had aſſiſted the Englilhmen , which Negros befoze were ſlaues vnto the Spani- 
ards, and (as is afozeſaide ) fled from their maſters into thoſe mountaines, and ſo iopned them- 
ſelues co the Engliſhmen, thinking bychatmeanes co be reuenged of the Spaniards crueltie, 

At the furt comming ol thele thzee hundzed ſouldiers they tooke many of the Negros, and did 
great tuſtice on them actoꝛding to the qualicie of their offences, But after a ſeaſon the Negros 
grew wiſe and wary, and pzcuented the Spaniards ſo, that none of them could be taken, Where« 
of che king being avuertiſed by his Captaines, as alſo how the countrep was full of ntountaines 
and tiuers, and very vnhealchfull, inſomuch that his ſouldiers died, he mote vnto his ſaid Caps 
taines to make an agreement with thoſe Negros, to the ende the tountrey might be in quiet, And 
lo they came to agreement with the Captaines of the Negros,and all was appeaſed. Afterward 
the Negros inhabiting two places which the Spaniardes allotted vnto them, the kings pardon 
was pꝛoclaimed vnto all thoſe which befozethe day of the pzoclamationthereof had runne from 
their Malters, vpon condition that from that day to ward, wharſocucr other fugitiue Begros 
ſhould reſozt vnto them, they ſhould returne them home either dead 02 aliue, it not, that they ſhould 
pay fa; them. Upan theſe conditions, and co make all quiet inthe mountaines, all things were 
concluded and agreed vpon, Do that nom the Negros dwell in great townes, where they haue

But the king of Spaine hearing that Engliſhmen as well as Frenchmen beganne 
to haunt that coat, cauſed two gallies co be made and wcll appointed, to keepe the coaſt, The firlk 
peete that they were made they cooke ſixe oz ſeuen French ſhips, o ſoone as this was knowen l 
there vled kewe Engliſh oz Frenchmen of warre to come on the coaſt, vntill this yeere 15 8 6, the galites. 
when as the afoꝛeſaid Francis Drake came with a ſtrong fleete of about foure and twentie ſhips, — 
and did ſuch harme as is well knowen vnto all Chziſtendome, But (God ſparing the king of to 8.

| But now J will returne to my fozmer diſcourſe. Upon the ſeacoaſt of Tierra firma Eats 
ward from Cattagena ſtandeth a little toume called Santa Martha, betwecne which towne and 
Cartagenathe mightie river of Magdalen befoze named fallerh into the ſea with ſuch a ſtrong 
current, that by reaſon thereof it is knowen 20 leagues from the ſhoze, Santa Martha is a verp 
pooze toume, becauſe it hath often bene robbed by the Frenchmen , and hath no trade but with 
2 _mightie a fewe Indians that dwell thereabout. Here beginneth chat wonderfull long ridge of high moun⸗ 
2 taines couered with Snow, which ſtreatching thzough many countries, runneth along the 
| kingdomes of Peru and Chili, and continueth to the very ſtraights of Magellan. Theſe moun- 
taines are ſeene with ſnow vpon their tops aboue thirtie leagues into the ſea, At the foote of thele 
Che rich vats Wilde mountaines there is a valley called Tagrona, which is the richeſt place that is knowen 
ur of reg thereabout: but becauſe the countrep adioyning is ſo mountainous, andthe inhabitants ſo many 
and of ſo good a courage, ſhooting poyſoned arrowes which are pzeſcnt death to ſuch as are 
wounded with the ſame ; therefoze it lyeth as pet vnconqucred, notwithſtanding it hath coſt mae 
ny Spanth captaines their lines, | 
Paſling along the coaſt of Tierra firma to the Eaſt of Santa Martha, there is another ſmall 
Rio de Hochs. tone Of aboue an hiund2ed houſcs called Rio de Hacha , This towne is ſomewhat rich by 
cd la vel, reaſon of the pearles which they get there. Allo they haue a trade with the Indians fox ſome 
Sreattoze of {mall quantitie of golde. From hence they goe along the coaſt co Cabo de la Vela, which bee 
pearies. * cauſeicis of the ſame pꝛopertie with Rio de Hacha befoze mentioned, J omit to ſpeake of it. 
Upon thiscoalt there is a lake 02 gulfe which openeth into the ſea , ac che mouth whereof they 
gather great ſtoze of pearlcs, Beyond this place there is another pooze towne , which hath lire 
ez ſeuen times beene ſpoyled by the Frenchmen, From hence there lyeth an high way to the 
newe kingdome of Granada, but it is abone ſeuen hunmed leagues in length, this way is tra» 
uelled very ſelvome , becauſe the Jndians will vlually ſer vpon the trauellers, Poze vp into 
the land the countrey lyeth plaine, and there is ſome golde, and a fewe townes inhabited with 
Spaniardes, whereof I baue had but \mall notice, and therefoze I let thempaſle. The next 
Che fe of plate ot any account is the Fland of Margarita, where there are but fewe Spaniardes inhabf+ 
urn. tant. This Aland of Margarita is very ſmall, and lpeth foure leagues from the maine lande: it 
hath heretofoze bene very rich of golve and pearles, and ſo would haue continued till this 
day, had it not beene ſpopled by men of warre, becauſe it ſtandeth ſo karre from the maine land, 
Excettent hen. notwithſtanding they pet gather good ſtoze of pearles . Upon this Aland are byed better hoz- 
les and mules. ſeg and mules then in any other part of the ladies, cherefoze they carry them from hence to Pe-

The other ſmaller Jlands haue bene inhabited by the In · 

dians, and haue had geod ſtoze of gold,pearles,and emraldes; bit the Spaniards haue deſtroyed 

molt of thoſe Judians from off the earth, and in many of choſe Jlands there is nothing of any va- 

ue, wherefaze J haue (mal! cauſe to intreate any further of them, But Hiſpaniola is an Aland Hiſpeniola, 

of great bigneſſe, and hath bene very full of people, and abounded with mines of golde and with 

pearles, but now all is waſted away. It was at che Spaniarys firſt coming c<ither,as full of in 

habitants as any place of that bigneſſe in the whole wozld, yet now there are none left; fo2 they 

were men of ſo hard a heart, that they murthercd themſelues rather then they would ſerue the The mem 
Spaniards: fo? being men vnder ſo ſmall ciuill gouernement as they were, neuer was there a- lelurs, rather 
ny people knowen of ſo reſolute anddeſperate mindes: foz oftentimes a great number ot them 8 
being together ouer night, they (ould be found all dead befoze the moming: ſuch extreme hate rannous Sya- 
did this dꝛutiſh people beare again the Spaniards, that they choſe rather to die the death, then ds. 

to indure cheir mlolencies. Jt happened on atime,that a Spaniard calling certaine Indians to 
wozkc in the mines ( which labour of all others did moſt grieue them) they, rather then they 
would goe, oikered to lay violeat hands on themſelues: which the Spaniard perceining ſayd vn · 
to them: ſecing you will hang pour ſelues rather then goe and woꝛke, J likewiſe will hang my 
ſclfe aud will beare yoirtomꝑ any, becauſe I will make you wozke in an other wozld: but the In⸗ 
dians hearing this, replied, we will willingly wozke wich pou here, to the intent pou map not 
goe with vs into another wo2id: ſo vnwilling were they of the Spaniards companie, So that 
ok all the inhabit antes of this Fland there were none that eſcaped death, ſauc onely theſe fewe, 
which cametopaſle by the meancs of this one Spaniarde, otherwiſe they would haue hanged "| 
themlelues alſo, Some of theſe people are pet liumg, but very few, This Jlandof Hiſpaniola | 6

Neere vnto Hiſpaniola lyeth another greater Jland called Cuba, it is like vnto Hiſpaniola, The Tie ot 
although there is not ſo much ſugar , The pzincipall towne of this Tlande is called Hauana, Cabs. 
which hath an excellent harbozough belonging thereunto. The towneſmen are very rich by rea⸗ 
ſon of the fleetes that come from Nueua Eſpanna , and Tierra firma which touch there; fo2 
the ſafeguarde of which fleetes and of the towne it ſelfe there is a caſtle built ntere the laid har⸗ 
bozough kept with Spaniſh ſouldiers; neither is there any caſtle oz ſouldiers in all the Jlands 1 
but onely here. There is alſo another Jland inhabited with Spaniards called Boriquen oz Sant; jun de Preres 1

But now to pꝛoſecute my diſcourſeof the poꝛt-toumes vpon the maine lande: Eaſtwarve 1 
and Southward from Margarita thete are no townes inhabited by Spantardes q Poztugals, "| 
till you come to Fernambuck vpon the coaſt of Braſill; notwithſtanding that betweene the loyd ip 
Aland and Fernambuck runneth the migbtie riuer of Marannon, whercof ( both becauſe of the Ct great r 
greatneſſe and the riches contapned therein) J muſt nerdes make ſome relation, in re- 1 
garde J haue pꝛomiſed to ſpeake of euery place that is of any value in all the Indies. This 
riuer is one of che greateſt in the woꝛld, and was firſt found when as the Spaniarves ſought |

out the other coaſt: but none can paſſe vp this riuer becauſe of the greatneſſe of the current

which commeth downe , as alſo there are many ſhelues of ſand lying in the mouth thereof; wher⸗ 
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by it was long befoze the riches in and about this river were knoweny, vntill ſuch tune as the 


Gonialo Pizarro, kingdome of Peru was conquered: at which time a Captaine called Gonſalo Pizarro paſſ 


LaCancla, 
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thozough the countrep of Peru came at length into a lande which they named La Canela, be- 
cauſe there groweth great ſfoze of Sinamome , but not altogether ſo good as that which com⸗ 
meth from the Ealt Indies. The ſayd Captaine pzoceeding farther into the countrey came 
at length to a mightie riucr , where he ſawe the countrey people rowing in their Catoas, any 
bzinguig golve to bup and ſell with the Spaniards,* Captaine Pizarro ſceing this, was de⸗ 
ſirous to finde out the ende of this riuer, but he could not trauell by lande becauſe of the high 
mountaines: wherefoze he made aſmall Barke oz Pinneſle to goe and diſcouer from whence 
the (aide Indians bzought their golde, and ſent in the ſaide Pinneſſe a Captaine vader him 
called Orellana , who with fiftie men went vowne the rtuer , but could not returne to cheir 
Generall Pizarro, becauſe of the great current which was very ſtrong againſt them, foꝛt ing 
them to paſſe along the riuer, and to enter into the Sea, and ſo they ſayled on foꝛ warde to the 
fozeſaide Ile of Margarita: but as they paſſcd downe this riuer they found it well inhabited 
with Indians, which were polleſſed of great ſfoze of golde. Theſe inen with their Pinneſſe 
were paſſing downe this riucr eight monethes , fox the riuer lyeth very crooked , which ma- 
keth along wap by water, neither durſt the Spaniardes euer lande, becauſe they ſawe the coun- 
trey lo full ol people, but they tooke many Canoas, whercin they had great Cote of victuals, and

Now this Orellana comming vnto Margarita with theſe good newes and riches, determi⸗ 
ned not to returne vnto bis Captaine Pizarro which ſent him, but tooke his way from thence to 
the king of Spaine, and p2cſented him with the golde that he bzought out of the riuer: wheres 
upon the kinx ſent him with a fleete of ſhippes and ſire hundzed men to inhabite the ſayd river: 
but becauſe of the great current and ſboldes that are therein, hee lefc the moſt part of his men 
and ſhippes , and with thoſe that remained he went vato certaine Jlandes hard by the river , and 
built him Pinneſſes; but the countrey being very vahealthfull , himlelft and many of his men 
dyed, and the reſidue went enery man which way pleaſed him beſt, The fame of this riuer was 
ftraightway (p2ead Spaine and Portugal, inſomuch that a Gentleman of Portugall cal- 
led Lewis de Melo aſkedlicenſe of Don Iuan the third, then king of Portugall to goe and con- 
quere the ſapdriuer : foʒ from the mouth of this riuer to the mouth of the riuer of Plate, is that 
part of America which the kings of Portugall ( accozving to the partition made betweene them 


and the kings ol Spaine ) doe holde: ſo that the king of Portugall hauing this riucr in his part

gaue it to the ſaide Lewis de Melo to conquere : who taking tenne ſhips and eight hundzed men 
(among which many were geutlemen) and comming to the mouth of this river, loſt all the ſaid 
ſhips ſauing two, in one of the which two was Lewis de MclohimCſclfe : alſo the moſt part of 
the men that were in the ſhips caſt away were ſaued and got to the ſhoze, and ſo went by lande to 
the Jland of Margarita; from whence they were diſperſed tinoughout all the Indies. 

Thus theſe two fleetes of ſhips being ſo vnkoztunately caſt away, neuer durft any Captaine 
afterward attempt by ſea to conquer the ſayde riuer. Powbett from the kingdome of Nucua 
Granada befoze mentioned there haue gone two oꝛ thee Captaines by land to diſcouer it, fo2 a 
rumour went quer all the countrey of the great riches contained in this riuer; whercupon the 
Spantards named it El Dorado, that is to ſap. The golden riuer. It is thought that God will 
not haue this ric to be knowen, fo2 that one Captaine by lande had moſt of his people ſlaine by 
thoſe of the counttep, and others foꝛ want of victuals returned. Do that none ok all theſe came 
to any plaine diſcouery, till a few peeres paſt a Captaine of the countrey of Nauarre called Pe- 


Pedrode Ou. dto de Orzua, who went from Peru almoſt the ſame way that Gonſalo Pizarro had befoze diſ⸗ 


couered, and was accompanied with about ſome ſeuen hundꝛed Spaniards, it being a great mars 
uell how he could get ſo many, amongſt whom were many Gentlemen and old ſouldie rs of Pe- 
ru, who cauſed diuers mutinies and inſurrections, as hereafcer J will moe at large declare, 
which mutinous ſouldiers were the cauſe of their captaines death, Powbeit with all theſe men 
captaine Pedro de Orzua came vnto head of the ſaid riuer : but you mult vnderſtand, that this 
riuer is nouriſhed not onely with the waters and freſhets that come from the mountaines of 
Peru, but alſo by all the riuers betweene the Equinoctiall and ſixteene degrees of Southerly la: 
titude , which fall thereinto and cauſe it to be ſo great, Nowe at the head of this riuer the ſaydt 
Captaine Pedro de Orz.uamade fifteene Pinneſles with many Canoas, whereinhe carried a- 
boue two thouſand Indians to helpe him, with many hozſes and other pꝛouiſion, as meaning to 
inhabite there: fo2 it was not poſſible fox him to carry all his pzouiſion by laude, becauſe the 
mouncaines be very great, there being alſo betweene them many ſmall riuers which fall 916 
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this great tiuer aboue twentie leagues out of the land. Do thts coptaine hauing all his things in 
good oꝛder went downe the riner with his whole company, and at length came from among the 
mount aints to a plaine countrey where the Jndiansdwelt ; and there he held a councell, determi⸗ 
ning in the ſame place to builda towne and to foꝛtiſie it very ſtrongip, to the end he might leaue all 
his ſtulfe there, and ſuch men as were not ſouldiers. And ſo they began to bulld the ſaid towne, 
and wzought vpon it all the winter: where becauſe it raineth much, and withall is very hot, ſick⸗ 
nes and want ok victuals began to pꝛeuaile amongſt them, wht rupon the ſouldiers fell a murmu⸗ 
ring among themſelues, Foz comming out of Peru, which is one of the frutkulleſt a richeſt coun· 
tries of the woꝛld, they were moꝛe inclined to haue their fill of bꝛead and meat then to apply their 
bodies to labour: which was the cauſe that albeit the countrey in which they now were, was ex; 
ceeding fruitfull, and that they ſaw with their eyes moſt euident apparances of golde, & alſo that 
vp into the countrey it ſeemed to be much better; pet fot all this they murmured & would needes 
returne fo2 Peru fromwhence they came, In the company of theſe men there was a ſouldicr of 
Biskay Caticd Lopez de Apgira, a very little man of bodie & lame of one ofhis legs, but very vali» Loper de agire 
ant ad of good erpcrience inthe warres, This man hauing bene one of the puncipallmutiners any 
in Peru, could not here gue ouer his old wont, but aſked his fellow-ſouldiers, what they went to 
ſeckt fo} in thoſe wild oeſerts whither they were bzought': Foz ( lad he) if you ſecke riches, thert 
are enough in Petu, and there is bead, wine, fleſh, and faire women alſo ; ſo that it were bets 
ter to conquer that, and totake it out of the handes of the Spaniardes, and that it were no hard 
enterpꝛiʒe. becaule all the ſouldiers and pooze men of Peru would turne vnto them, and that that 
were a better courſe , then to goe and conquere the ſauage people in thoſe mountaines: ſo that 

t uce having the gouernment of Peru, the king ol Spaine ſhould be infozcedto agree with them: 
i* ::vt ( layd he) we ſhall not lacke them that will ſuccour vs, to haue the riches of Peru. By 
tycſe petlwaſions he bought many ſouldiers to be ol his minde , and conſpircd alſo with a young 
end man of Swill called Don Fernando de Guſman (who was in loue with a young woman 
buch the taptaine Pedro de Orzua had, and therefote did the ſooner agree vnto the wicked in⸗ dea de Oorxus 
tent ol Agira) to murther the captaine, TWhoon a night being aſleepe in his bed , the ſaid tun⸗ #==tþered. 
ſpirato1s and their faction entered into his bed-chamber , and there ſtabbed him with their vag- 

gers; which being done, they flew alſo all the Captaines that were his friends, and therewithall 
made a great out- cry, ſaying. God ſaue the king, God ſaue the king: whereupon all the campe 
was in an vp20ze, Then Lopez de Agira made vnto the ſouldicrs a long ozation, and got them aff 
to to iſent vnto him, ſome by force, and ſome becauſe they durſt not ſap co the contrary,and others 
of their good will, and ſo in the end they all agreed vnto his determined purpoſe, Then madethey 
Fernandode Guſman theit head, & Agira was made a captaine, This done , becauſe the people 
ſhould the better hold their opinion, he did as great a villany as euer any Spaniard cũmitted: fox 

he made an altar, wheron he and all che ſouldiers renounced their ſeruice vnto the king of Spaine, 

& ſo as people without a king. choſe the ſaid Den Fernando to be their king, and did h vnto Don 

him, Theſe matters being thus fiſhed they conſulted among themſelues which ſhould be the bell — 
wapfo} them to goe to Peru? Foz they tould not goe vp the river , by which they came downe, of Fer. 

in regarde of the ſtrong current, and going backe ouerland they ſhould be very weake foꝛ want 

of hoꝛſemen: where foꝛe they determined to goe downe the riuer. Then ſaide Lopez de Agira, : 

that they would carry nothing with them but the pinneſſes & ſouldiers which ſhould fight. and that 

it were beſt to leaue behind them all the Indians which they bꝛought from Peru, with the | 
andthe ſicke men, TAhereunto the Generall Don Ferdinando would not agree, betauſe he knew 
that when they were gone the people of the countrey would kill them all, Lopez de Agira hea- 
ring this, and longing to be chiefe gouernour himſelke, tooke vnto him 30 ot his owne countreps - 

men ofhis diſpoſition, and on the ſudden ſlew Don Fernando, whom not many vayes befo2e he — Hans, 
had ſwo2ne to obep : c now by his ſubtill pꝛactiſes, being withall eloquent in his talke, he cauſed dun A 
the ſouldiersto appoint himſelfe their gouernour, made them beleeue that all the cruelties com ⸗ 

mitted were foꝛ their ſaueguard: neither did the tyzannie of this wzetched man here ende. He 

was bozne in Biskay a countrey neere vnto France, wherefoze J belecue him rather to haue 

beene a Frenchman then a Spaniard , fo2 that in the heart of a Spamard could not be ſo much 

crueltie as this man (hewed, Now being readie to goe his way, he determined not to carry with a new maca- 
bim any gentlemen oꝛ perſons of qualitie, and therefoze he flew all ſuchperſons; and then depar⸗ t. 

ting onelp with the common ſouldiers,he left behind him all the Spaniſh women and ſicke men, 

with all other creatures, If J ould rehearſe all the cruell mufthers of this wicked man one 

by one, J ſhould be ouer tedious vntoyou, Onely in kewe wozds J lap, that this man pꝛocee · 

ded done the riuer, hauing with him onely er men: but be loge he paſled the riuer, 

v and 
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and was come to Matgarita, he had no moge left but two hundꝛed and thirty men, teꝛ the reſt hee 
hay put to death, and left on ſhoze among the people of the countrey: all which tyꝛanny he vſez, 
becauſe he euerſtoodin feare of his life: fox had he ſcene at any time but two ſouldiers talking 
together, he would ſtreight ſuſpect that they were conſpiring of his death, and therefoze he vled

Now alſo did they finde 22 
Aue woes t tue which Orellana had repozted, namely that there were Amazones, that is to ſap , women 
bripe reit auf. that fight in the martes with bowes and arrowes: but theſe women fight to aide their huſbauds 
dands in the and not bp themſelucs alone without the companie of men, as Orellana repoꝛted. There were 
— of theſe women vpon diuers partes of this riuer, who ſeeing the Spaniardes fighting with their 
buſbandes came in toſuccour them, and ſhewed themſelues moze valiant then their huſbandes; 
fox which cauſe it was named, The river of Amazones, The Spaniatdes intent was onc lx to 
| paſſe downe the riuer, neither ſought they at all to diſcouer the Inland, and yet they tooke good 
Good ſtozeof lkoze of golde, putting it into one of their Pinneſſes, where Lopez de Agira himſelfe was embar- 
golde. ken, which Pinneſle at the mouthof the riucr was caſt away, but he himlelfe eſcaped , becauſe 
Lobes de Agira he had not as pet fulfilled his bloodie minde. And when he was come to the Vande of Margati- 
arrtuery at ta, the Gouernour thereof ſuppoſing he had bene one of the kings loyall captaines, rec eiued him 
Macgarns +5%"* wich pinnelles , and bzought good ltoze of victuals vnto him, But he putting the ſayd Gouer · 
nour unnediatly to death, landed on the Jland, and cooke it and two ſhippes that were there, 
and conſtrained likewiſe an hundzed and fiftie men, which be there found, to goe with him, be: 
ſides others that went voluntarily, carrying from thence good ſtoze of victuales, and many ho⸗ 
ſes alſo, And then he returned tothe maine land, ſaping, that with his ſmall foxces hee would 
ſubdue the whole Jndias : imagining belike that all the olde ſouldiers and peoze people, at the 
fürn ve N N would turne to his ſide aud take his part. Powbeic he was foulely vect iued: 
fo; he had marched two dayes tourney vp into the land, the Gouernour of Nucua Grana- 
da came againſt him with a power of men: but Lopez de Agira hoping that other ſouldiers would 
baue iopned themſtlues vnto him, whereby hisltrength might haue beene the moze, was quite 
kruſtrate of his expectation: foz even his owne men left him, and tooke part with the kings 
Captaine, Nowe ſeeing himſelfe thus left deſtitute of his ſouldiers , and voide of all helpe, 
he committed a moze vnnaturall bloodie act then euer Nero the tyꝛant did, foz he murthered his 
owne daughter being but ſixeteene peeres of age, which he had bought with bim out of Peru: 
the cauſe why he killed her was, that ſhe might not become a concubine to villaines, no} be cal 
led the daughter of a traptoz : and theſe woꝛds he vſed vnto her, ſo ſoone as he had giuenher her 
deaths wound: but befoze he could finiſh this cruell act, the ſouldiers came vpon him, and cut 
2 him in pieces, alſo his daughter died of her wound in that place, 9 
. Thus haye pou heard the miſerable ende of this bloodie caitife : in regarde of whoſe trea· 
therous aud miſchieuous dealing the king would neuer ſinte ſuffer this riuer to bee thzoughlp

— po Now leaving to diſcourſe any longer. of this riuer of Marannon, all the coaſt betweene the 


{aide river and the tiuer of Plate, is called The coaſt of Btaſill, taking that name from a kinde 
of wood in the ſame countrep, called Braſill wood, whereof there is great ſoze in thoſe partes, 
of This coaſt of Braſill was firſt diſcouered by Pedro Alvarez. Cabral, in the ſecond voyage which 
whyit the kingof . cauſed to be made to the Eaſt Indies: and the fozeſapde Pedro Aluarez 
whom tooke poſſeſſion of this land foz che king of Portugall: wheredpon the king Don Emanuel 
ie was at the hearing newes thereof lent pꝛeſently ſhippes to diſcouer the whole countrep, and found it to be 
part of Ametica other wiſe called The Weſt Indies: fo which cauſe there grewe ſome contro- 
uerſie betwerne him and the king of Spaine: but being kinſmen and great friends one to another, 
they agreed in the end, that the king of Portugall ſhoulp holde all the countrey that he had diſco- 
uered, the which was ( as A haue ſaid) from the riuer ol Marannon tothe riuer of Plate; albeic 
the Spaniards affirme,that it ſtretcheth no further then the Jlandof Santa Catelina; whereup- 
on there haut rilen many controuerſies betweene the Poꝛtugales and Spanturdes, which haute 
colt many men their liues. 
There came into the ſaid riuer of Plate in the peere 158 7 two Engliſh ſbips and a Pinneſle 
of the right Þonourable the Earle ol Cumberland , which were bound fo2 the ftreights of Ma- 
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gellan, and ankozed tenleagues within the ſaid riuer befoze a little Jland lying hard by another 
called Seal-lland, Dn which Jland the Captaine of one of the ſhips called Chriſtopher Litter, 
aud his whole company landing, foundthe king of Poztugales armes grauen on a rocke by the 
ſea ſive; which are thought to haue beene there engrauen by one Martin Alonſo de Souza , who 
was ſent by the king Don Emanuel to diſcouer this coaſt, Therefoze I thinke the Poztugales 
haue reaſon foz that which they alleage concerning the extenſion ofthe ſaid coaſt of Braſil, Whers 
foze thc king ol Portugall gaue this land to diuerſe of his gentlemen to inhabite. Poſtof the na- 
turall inhabitants of this countrey are very rude , and goe ſtarke naked both men and women, 
and are man-eaters; fo which cauſe they make warres one againſt another to get men to eate; 
they are ſtout and good bow-men, The firlt place inhabited on this coaſt beyonde the riuer 
Maraq on is Called Feraambuck ſo named by the Indians, but in Portugall it is called Villa de Fernembuck, 
Olinda. Bekoze you come to this place there is apozt called Paraiua, vnto which poꝛt not ma* A ten bunt bp 
ny pteres paſt the Frenchmen hearing ofthe troubles which were then in Portugall reſoztcd, ide F une 
and built there a fozt; whereunto certaine French ſhips made peerely voyages to lade Brafill: . 
wood, But they of Fernambuck , with the helpe ofthe Spaniardcs, went and burnt fine french 
ſhippes within the pozt, and tooke the foꝛt it ſelfe, and the Frenchmen that were there fled pare 
into tbe mountaines, and part of them were ſlaine; ſo that ſince that tune the Spaniardes haue P. now tn» 
inhabited there till this pzeſent, Nowe to returne to Fernambuck inhabited by a Poztugall Joined by. 
Captaine called Duarte Coelio, it is the greateſt towne in all that coaſt , andhath abode tier Feinombuck c- 
thouſand houſes init, with ſcuentic Jngenios foz ſugar, and great ſtoze of Bꝛaſill- wood and as — {aq 
bundanceofcotton, vet are they in great want of victuals: fox all theit victuals come cither from 
Portugall oz from ſome places vpon the coalt of Btaſill. The harbour of this towne is a barret 
harbour, and fit onely foz ſmall barkes : this place belongeth as yet vnto the ſonne of Duarte 

Coelio. Beyond this towne lyeth the Cape of Sant Auguſtin, and next thereuntoisthe river of Eaves. Augs- 
Sant Franciſco, which is a great riuer. Betweene this river and Bayha it is all a wilderneſle in» Ria 4e Sant 


| habttcd with cruell ſaluages, foz whomſoeuer they take they kill andeate him, The towne of .be. 


Bayha belongeth to the king, and therefoze the gouernour of all the coaſt keepeth his reſidence in . a rowne 
the ſame, as alſo the bithop, It containeth 1 000 houſes, & 40 Jngenios fo) ſugar, and hath much 2f 000 yous 
cotton, but no Bꝛaſill-· wood at all. The ſea runneth vp into the countrey here 1402 15 leagues, 

where they get ſome peres good ſloꝛe of Amber - grieſe. Here is great plent ie ofvictuals, and al⸗ 

though the countrey be bot, pet is it healthtull, the aire holeſome, The next towne vpon the coaſt 

called As Ilhas, oz The Iles, is but a ſmall towne, containing not aboue 15 o houſes, and but a, Nba. 
ehzee Jngenios fo; ſugar, Poſt of the inhabitants are labouring men, which vſe to carry victus 

als in their (mall barkes vnto Fernambuck : their Lozdis called Lucas Giraldo. 

The next place vato this is called Puerto Seguro: it conſiſteth of 4 (mall townes, which con- m eg. 
taine not in all aboue ; oo houſes, The inhabitants of this towne alſo liue by carrying of victuals 
along the coaſt; and the towne it ſelfe belongeth to the Duke de Auero. {Hard by this pozt begin 
the ſholdes which they call Abcolhos; and theſe ſholdes lie aboue 25 leagues into the ſea. The ſhoides 

The next habitation of Chziltians beyond theſe ſholdes is Eſpirito Santo which conlifteth of tipuno Bamse. 
two townes, boch of them contayning about ; oo houſes : and they belong to a gentleman calle 
Vaſques Fernandes de Coutinho. | 

Fromhence you paſſe along the coaſt to the riuer of Tenero , which hath about ther hundzed Ris 4. lenero. 
houſes, In this place the Frenchmen firſt inhabited, whoſe Captaine was called Monſieut 
de Villegagnon. The ſaid Captaine made here a fozt, and planted good ozdinance thereon, and 
laded euery yeere great toe of Baſill-wood from hence, and had great friendſhip wich the ſal⸗ 
uage people, who did him good ſeruice , by reaſon whereof the Frenchmen reaped much bene · 
fice out of this countrey, But the king of Portugeall ſent out a power againſt the Frenchmen, 
who firlt tooke the french ſhippes by ſea', and then landed and beſieged the fozt , and at length 
tooke it, and the Captaine thereof ; vnto whom, becauſe he was a gentle perſon, and neuer hurt 
the Pozcugales, they gaue thirtie thouſand ducats foz his ozdinance, a id fot all other things that 
were inthe fo2t,and ſo ſent him fo2 France. Dince which time the Poztugales haue inhabited this 
riuer. There are at this pꝛeſent onely two Jngenios , but great ſtoze of Byalill-wood, with 
plentie of victuals, 

From this riuer of lenero they paſſe along the coaſt to Sant Vincente, which hath 4 townes, Fonte tones 
the greateſt whereofis called Santos, andconliſteth of foure hundzed houſes, there are aiſo ter r t yon 
Fagenios, A fewe yecres paſt there came two Englich ſhips into this harbour which were go- ene 
ing fox the Dtreights of Magellan, Who being in chis poze., there came thither thzce of che Bun were ap. 
ung of Spaines ſhips, and fought with the Engliſhmen , but the Engliſhmen ſunke one ol — Fenton and 
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ſhips, and therefoze the king commandeo a fozt to be made, to the ende that no Engliſh ſhippes 
that were bound fo} the ſtreights of Magellan ſbould victuall there, the which fozt ſtandeth on 
the mouth of the harbour. This count rey belongeth to a Gentleman called Martin Alonſo de 
Souza: this is the laſt inhabited place vpon all che coaſt of Braſill. This coaſt cf Braſill is very 
full of mount aines, and hath much raine falling vpon it, fo; which cauſe they cannot goe from 
towne to towne by land: all the habitations of this countrey are by the ſca ſide. From Sant Vin- 
cente the coaſt is all mountainous. till pou tome to the Ile of Santa Catelina, and from this J land 
tull you come euen to the ſtraights of Magellan, the coaſt is very plaine and without woods, 
Hauing pꝛoteeded thus farre, it will not be amiſſe to ſpeake ſomewhat of the riuer of Plate, 
which is one of the greateſt riuers in all the wozld: foꝛ at the mouth it is aboue five and twentie 
leagues from land to land: and the Spaniards haue gone vp init aboue ſire hundzed leagues,and 
could not attainetothe head thereok. The firſt Spaniard that entered this riucr, and inhabiten 
the lame was called Solis, who paſſed vp 100 leagues into it, and called it by the name of Rio de 
la Plata, that is to ſap, The riuer of ſiluer, becauſe of the fine and cleare water that is in it, foz Y 
haue not heard of any ſiluer that euer was found there. The ſaide Solis returned into Spaine, 
without any further ſe arch into this riuer: howbeit another Captaine called Sebaſtian Cabota 
went vp this riuer 150 leag ues, and built a foꝛt, which foꝛt ſtandeth vntill this pꝛeſent: where 
leauing his ſhs, he went higher vp the riuer in ſmal Pianeſles, and all along as he went he found 
many Indians but finding neither gold noꝛ ſiluer, no ought elſe of any great value, he retur- 
ned to his ſhips, and ſayled fo2 Spaine. Not many pceres after a certaine Gentleman called Don 
Pedro de Mendocafurnt hed fozth a great fleete of ſhips, wherein were ſhtpped a thouſand men, 
foxtiemares, and twentie hoꝛſes, with all other creatures to inhabite this riuer: and comming 
thither he went vp into the countrey to ſee what riches he could there finde ,leauing all his ufc, 
cactle, and pzowſion at a plate called Buenos Ayeres, ſo names in regard ofthe freſhneſſe of the 
ap2c, andthe healthfulneſſe ofhis men. during their abode there: this place was c ightie leagues 
within the riucr, and here he landed firſt : at this place che riucr is aboue ſeuen leagues bzoad,and 
very low land on both ſides without trees. This rtueris very often ſubit ct to great and ſudden 
ſtoꝛmes, ſo that with a ſtoꝛme this Don Pedro loſt eight ofhis ſhips , and in the reſt he returned 
fox Spaine, (apmcg to his men, that he would goe ſecke victuals, and ſo left the greater part of 
them behinde. Ju his waphom: ward he died, and the pooze men which he left behind him, foz 
the moſt part of them died ſoꝛ hunger alſo,becauſe in that place there were very few Indians, and 
ctherefozc but mall tote of victuals, onely they liued by hunting of Deere, and by fiſhing, Df all 
the men that Don Pedro left behind him there were but two hundꝛed remaining aliue, who in the 


The wonder · ſhip· boates went higher vp the riuer, leauing in the place called Buenos Ayeres their mares and 
fuli tacreaſe of hoz(#s 2 but it is a wonder to ſee, that of thirty mates and ſeuen hozſes which the Spaniards left 


there, the increaſe in koꝛtie peeres was ſo great, that the countrey is 20 leagues vp ſull of hoꝛſes: 
whereby a man map coniecture the goodneſſe of the paſture, and the fruit fulneſſe of the loile. 
The Spaniards that went vp this riuer paſſed three hundzed leagues, and found the count rey ful 
of Indians: who had great plenty of victuals, among whom the Spaniards dwelt as their friends, 
and the Indians beſtowed their daughters in mariage vpon them, and ſo they dwelt altogether 


in one towne, which the Spaniaros called La Aſcenſion, and it ſtandeth on the Noꝛthſide of the 


riuer, The fozeſaiv Spaniarves were twentie peres in this place,befoze anp nc wes of their inha⸗ 
biting vpon this riuer was bzought into Spaine : but waxing olde, and fearing that when they 
were dead, theit ſons which they had begocten in this countrey being very many, ſhould line with⸗ 
out the knowledge of any other Chꝛiſtians; they determined among themſelues to build a ſhip, 
and to ſende newes into Spaine with letters vnto the king ok all things that had pafſed among 
them,vpon that riuer, Theſe newes being bzought to the king, he ſent thꝛee ſhips, with a Biſhop 


- and certaine Peſts, and Friers, and moze men and women to inhabite, with all kind of cattell. 


when this ſucedur was come, they inhabited in two places more on the N13zth ſide of the riucr, 
and trauelled tee hundzedleagues beyond the Aſcenſion; but finding neither gold noz ſiluer, 
they returned hacke againe vnto the Aſcenñon. The people are ſo multiplyed in this citie, that 
now it is one of the greateſt in all the Judias , and containeth aboue two thouſand houſes. The 
countrey adiopning is erceeding fruitfull,abouuding with all kinds of victuals, & with ſugar and 
cotton, From thiscitie of Aſcenſion 150 leagues towards the mouth of the riuer ſtandeth ano 
ther towne which they call Santa Fe, on the South ſive of the ſaid riucr, from which towne there 
lyeth an open high way leading into the land of Peru, ſo that when J come to intreat of Peru I wil 
ſpeake of this wap, and declare who firſt found it. Allo fiue yeeres paſt they haue inhabited anew 
the towne of Buenos Ayres on the South ſide of the rtucr ,tocheendehey might han? trade * 
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the coaſt of Braſill, but their foztune was ſach , chat the very firſt time thep went to Braſill, nd 
would haue returned againe to thcriver of Plate, they were taken by two ſhips of England that Two Enn 
were going foz the ſtreights of Magellan. —— 
The coaſt along from this riuer to the ſtreights of Magellan hath not bene perfectly viſcoue- Generail 1582. 
red, either by ſea 02 lande, ſauing onely cercaine poztes which they haue found, ſapling to the 
lreights, Mherefoꝛe paſſing them ouer, J will here intreat of the ſaive ſtreights , and declare 
who was the firſt finder of them, as likewiſe what was the cauſe why they were ſought loz. 
The Poztugales therefoze hauing firſt found and conquered the Eaſt Indies, and diſcouered 
the coaſt of China, withthe Jlanvs of the Malucos,(all which places abound with gold,pzecious 
Nones, ſilkes, and other rich commodities) and bꝛinging home the fozeſaide riches in their ſhips 
into Portugall : there grewe by this meanes great enuie betweene the Poztugales and their 
neighbours the Spaniardes; inſomuch that the Councell of Spaine ſaide vnto the Empecrour 
Chatles the fift being then their king, that the ]Poztugales would be Lo2des of all the riches of 
the wozld, Upon which wozds beganne a controuerſie betweene the Emperour and the king ol 
Portugall : but thep being great friends befoze, and alſo kinſmen, agreed tmmediatly to part the 14 
whole wozld betwecne them, in ſuch wile as J foz my part could neuer vnderſtand the certain⸗ i! 
tie thereof , The woꝛld being thus diuided, a Poztugal-gentleman called Fernando Magella- Ferrnde Mer 1s 
nes bozne in a place of Pottugall called Punta de la batte, being of a good houſe, + very welſcene © . 16 
in co\mographie, and an excellent Pilot, as alſo being offended with Don Emanuel his Soue- "WA 141 
xeigne, departed out of Portugall into Spaine , and affirmed to the Councell of Spaine, that the * 
Jiles of the Malucos were in that part of the wozlve which was allotted to the king of Spaine, 1 
and that he would finde a ſhozter wap thither then the Poztugales tooke, and layed befoze them I; 
ſuch infallivle reaſons,that che Councell giuing credite vnto his wozdes ſent him to ſea with fiue it 
ſhips and 400 men all very well appointed, TUlith theſe ſiue ſhips ſetting ſaile from S. Lucar, he 
came to the coaſt of Braſill, where at that time two places were inhabited by Poztugales , and ſo 
ſayling on along that coaſt he paſſed by the riuer of Plate, which riuer was diſcoucred a litt le be⸗ | 
foze by Solis. Aud not withſtanding many ſtoꝛmes, and great mutinies among his companie , he | 
came at length vnto 48 degrees, to the Southwards of the riuer ol Plate: where he found an 
harbour, which he named Puerto de Sant Iulian, and wintered there: and there alſo he hanged 5 Ps. l. 
men, and put on ſhoꝛe a Pꝛieſt, becauſe they would haue made the company to ſtand againſt their 
captainc,and ſo to haue returned backe againe, But inthe end hauing pacified his men, he put to 1.42 
ſea,and wichin 5 dayes after he found the ſtreights, which by him were ſo much deſired: but be- oe dhe ql I | 
loge he entered the ſaid ſtreights there befell ſuch amutinie in one of his ſhips, that the ſame ſhip ot gel. hs 
returned backe againe, And ſo himſelle with the other foure ſhips entering the ſtrcights ,cne of 
the ſaid foure with all the men therein was caſt away at the very enterance : whichloſſe notwiths | 
ſtinding he pꝛoceeded on with the other thꝛee ſhips, and paſſing manp troubles and dangers in 
this long diſcouery , ceaſed not to pzoſecute his intended voyage. This diſcouery was at the firſt 
thought very pꝛoſitable vnto the Spaniards , but of late it hath pꝛooued very hurtfull vnto them 
by meanes of certaine coaſters which haue ſapled the ſelfe ſame courſe, Theſe ſtreights ſtand in The Somhers

the South ſea is very truitfull , and the people very diſcrecte and gentle: but all the coaſt to- 
wardes Braſill vypn the Nozth ſeais pooze, whereas neuer pet was found any commoditie of 
account, and the people themſelues are very cruell and ſaluage; fo2 the will of God is, that goot 
and ciuill men ſhquld inhabite fruit full countries. And fox the better vuderſtanding hercof pon 
mult note, that all the land lying betweene the ſaid ridge of mountaines and the South ſea is 
Chili,Perv,and Called by the names ol Chili, Peru, and Nueuo reino de Granada, which are the beſt and tichel 
Necuoremo de CQUNETCYS in all the wozld: and moſt part of the land fromthe ſaid mountaines to the Nozth ſea is;

too few foz the managing of all thzee ſhips, becauſe many of them were dead, partly with ſicknes, 
and partly with the hardneſle of the voiage, determined to abandon one of their laid ſhips, and ſo 
ma:med the other two: which two being laden with ſpices and other riches knew not what courſe 
they were beſt to take: howbeit at length it was determined, that one oftheſe two ſhips ſhould go 
fo2 Nucua Eſpanna, and the other foꝛ the cape of Buena Eſperanęa, and ſo fo; Spaine, The ſhtp 
<< ac Cr that went fo Spaine was called The Victorie, the Bilot whereof was a Biſcain named Tuan Se- 
no the firſt m baſtian del Cans, to whom the king gaue great rewardes, and appointed him the globe fc2 his

Aad albeit this voyage was ſo long andtroubleſome as is befozc mentioned, yer many others 
Two bps ol haue attempted the ſame, And the next that ſought to paſſe the ſaid ftreights ot Magellan were 
two ſhips of Genoa , which comming as karre as the mouth of the ſtreigbts were by amightie 
ſtoꝛme dʒiuen backe againe,and one of them, whoſe maſtcr was called Pancaldo, put into the ri 
uer of Place, and was caſt awap about Buenos Aetes, where to this day part of the ſaid ſhip is to 
be ſcene, and ſome of the men are pet lining in the river among the Spantarvs ; and the other ſhip 
cᷓ,tturned to Genoa againe. | a 
— — Allo there was a biſhop of Placencia in Spaine, who coueting ricyes, ſet foo2th a fleet of four 
| ſailes,to paſſe the ſtreights, and ſo to goe fo2 the Malucos: and getting licenſe of the Emperour 
be ſent his ſaid 4 ſhips toward the ſlreights which had very faire windes till theycamethither:buc 
heing entered 20 leagues within the ſtreights,a ſtoꝛme of TAeſterip windes tooke them, e dzoue 
3 ofthem on ſhoze, # the fourth backe into the ſea, which the ſtoꝛme being paſt) returned into the 
ſtreights to ſeeke fo2 his conſo2ts, found many men going on the ſhoꝛes ſive , but the ſhips were 
beaten all to pietes. So they on land called vnto the ſhip; but the coptaine therot, conſidering that 
his ſhip was but little, that he had but ſmall ſtoze of victuals, would not go tu them on ſhoze,but 
pꝛoceeded on his voyage, e paſſed the ſtreights.

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egagnon, but being come to the latitude of 45. degrees, they were dztuen backe by a ſtoꝛme — _ 
of contrary winds, After all this the gouernour of Chili called Don Garcia de Mendoca ſonne the freights 
to the Parques of Cannette determining to diſcouer the ſayd Streights fromthe South ſea, 8 
ſent from Chili two ſhips vnder the conduct ofa captaine called Latherelio: but the danger to

The ſecking of theſe Streights of Magellan is ſo dangerous, and the voyage ſo troubleſome 
that ic ſcemeth a matter almoſt impoſſible co be perfourmed, inſomuch that foz the ſpace ot thirty 
peeres no min made account thereof; vntill ot late one Francis Drake an Engliſhman (of whom —— 
I haue befoze ſpoken ) ſeeing hee could doe no good on the maine lande of the Weſt Indies to about p oN. 
yenefit himlelfe, becauſe ok the galleys ok Cartagena that kept the coaſt, determined to ſecke 
che Srreights of Magellan, and to paſſe into the South ſea, And ſo hauing pꝛouided two ſhips | 
and thꝛee pinneſſes in England, he pꝛoceeded on his voyage, and comming to the Jſlanves of | 
Cape Verde tooke « Po2tugal ſhippe laden with wine, the Pilot whereof becing a Poztugal 1

From the Illands of Cape Verde the ſapd Francis Drake ſailed vnto Port Sant Iulian, where "yy 
hc wintered: and there alſo hee put to death a gentleman of his company, becauſe hee would haue Tyecauſe why | 
returned home. This yoze I take to bee accurſed, fo2 that Magellan likewiſe put ſome to death I 
chere foꝛ the like offence. f 
This Francis Drake putting out of the ſapd pot, entred the Streights , and within twelue 
dayes gotte into the South ſca. And two dapes after there aroſe ſuch a ſtoʒme of Meſterly 
windes (which are vſuall in thoſe parts) that he loft his pinneſle, and his Uiceadmirall maſtcr | 
ohn Winter was dziuen backe againe into the Streights, who paſſing many dangers returned 
home into England. But Francis Drake himſelfe ranne with this ſtoꝛme into ſeuen and fifty de / a7 Francis Droke 
grees of Southerlp latitude, where hee found an Alland with a good harbozough, and freſh — — 
water, and ſtayed at „e ſame Iſland two moneths to repapꝛe his ſhips : and then, the weather Southerlp la-

Going from thence hee paſſed by the towne of Concepcion not knowing the place, and ſo to The towne of 
/alparizo which is the poꝛt of Sant lago, where hee kound a ſhip laden with a kindot victuals ow >a 
and wine, and had in her bcſivrs thꝛeeſcoꝛe thouſand pr30s of gold, euerp peʒo being woꝛth eight at 
ſhillings ſterling ; and taking this ſhip with him hee went from thence to another pczt called 
Coquimbo : where ſceing many cattell on the land, he ſent pꝛeſently ſome of his men with calie- The pont of 
uers to kill of the ſapd cattell: but being eſpied of the Spaniar ds that dwelt in the towne, they 7 — 1 
ſent twelue hozſemen to ſee what they were that killed their cattell, foz they knew them not: and | 
comming neere vnto them, the Englichmen fled to their boates, but the hozſemen oucrtooke 
one of them who had a halbard in his hand, whom the Spaniards thought to haue taken: but hee 
with his halbard killing one of their hoꝛſes was bimſelke runne thꝛough with a lance, and ſo the 
Spaniarvs carried him dead with them intothe towne. The next day the newes came to Sant 
Iago, that they were Engliſhmen, and how they had taken the ſhippe out of the harbour of Val. 
patizo: whereupon they of Sant Iago (ent a Poſt by land to giue warning vnto them of Peru. 
Howbeit by reaſon that the countrey betweene this place and Peru is not inhabited fa; the ſpace 
of two hundzeth leagues, and many huge and colde mountaines couered with ſnowe lie in the 
way, the Poſte was ſo long in perfourmance of this iourney, that captaine Drake was vpon the 
coaſt ofPerua moneth befoze the ſayd Poſte came thither: ncicher could they ſend any newes by 
ſea, betauſe they were deſtitute of ſhipping. 
Captaine Drake departing from Coquimbo ſayled to another pozte not inhabited, where he 
ſet vp a pinneſſe. And going from thence , the next place where he touched was a pozte vpon the 
coaſt of Peru called los Peſcadores : and there hee landed, and in one of the fiſhermens houſes LoPeſcaderm, - 
found of a Spantards thꝛee thouſand pe ʒos of ſiluer in little barres, 
From hence he went to another pozt calledArica, which being the next towne to Chili that the 
Spaniar>s haue in all Perv,concaineth an hundzeth houſes : and this is the yozte where they dil · | 
| charge _ 
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charge their merchandize that paſſe from Lima to Potoſſi, ann to all other cities withinthe land, 
and likewiſe at this place they were wont to embarke all the ſiluer which they caried fo Pana- 
ma, At this poꝛt of Atica he found a ſhip that had in her thirtcene thouſand peʒos of ſiluer, which 
hauing taken out, he burned the ſayd ſhip, and after thought to haue landed, but ſeeing both hozle⸗ 
men and footemen on ſhoze hee would not, but pzoceeded on his voyage. Since captaine Drake 
was at this poite they carie their ſiluer by land to Lima, aud lade no moze treaſure here, but onelp 
diſcharge the merchants goods that come from Spaine hither, Alſo they haue built afozte at this 
place fo2 the bettet ſafety of the inhabitants, and haue planted it with ten pieces of Oꝛdinance, 
and euery ſummer there lie in gariſon an hundzed ſouldiers beſides the cowneſmen, From hence 
he ſapled to another pozte called Chuli: iri which pozt was aſhip that had thꝛee hundzed thouſany 
peʒos of ſiluer in batres: but they had ſent hoꝛſemen from Arica to giue aduertizement of Drakes 
being on the cbaſt, which newes came but two houres to the towne befoze his arriuall at the 
ſaydpozte : whereupon the Paſter of the ſhippe dauing no leiſure to carie his ſiluer on ſhoze, 
was fozced to thzowe it into the ſea in ſire favome water, where his ſhip road, and ſo to tunne on 
ſhoze inthe ſhippes boate. And captaine Drake comming abooꝛdthe ſhip was told by an Indian, 
that the Paſter had thzowen the ſuluer ouerboozd. Therfoze ſeeing that newes began to run ol 
him from towne to town he ſtayed not here, but ran along the coaſt:and becauſe he would haut no 
ters, hecaſtoffthe ſhip which he had taken at Sant lago, wich neuer a man in her, which ſhip was 
neuer heard of after. And ſo without ſtaping any where he ſhaped his courſe fo2 Lima, and com- 
ming totheharbozoughof Lima called El Callao, being two leagues diſtant from Lima it ſelfe, 
(fo2 Lima ſtandech vp into the land) hee arriued there one day, befoze the newes of him was 
bzought to Lima, and found the men in the ſhips without ſuſpicion. And as hee cntred into the 
po2t, there came in alſo a ſhip from Panama laden with merchandize, and hee ſent his pinneſle to 
take her: but the men fo2ſaking the ſhip betooke them to their boate, and went on ſhoze: and as 


the Engliſhmen kollowed the boat, a Spaniard that was therein ſhot a piece, and ſlew one of car ⸗ 


taine Drakes men in the pinneſſe. Tlherefoze hee followed the boat no farther, but went with 
his pinneſle into the harbour among fourteene ſaile of (hips that lap there, in all which ſhips there 
was not a man that had ſo much as aſwozd 02 a piece to moleſt him, whert foʒe hee did withleſle 
feare go fromſhip to ſhip,aſking them if there were any ſhips gone foz Panama; fo he knew wel, 
that the ſhips which goe foz Panama carie both ſiluer ; gold, neither ſought he foz any thing elſe, 
fo there were marchandize cnoughfoz him inthole ſhips, if hee had bene deſirous to haue had the 


e they told him that thꝛee dayes paſt there was a (hip gone foꝛ Panama which caried all 


the merchants liluer thither. Mhereupon he pꝛeſently ſet ſaile towards Panama; fo2 when het 
came into this poꝛt it was about midnight. ſo that the Spaniards could not ſce what ſhips he had, 
At laſt the newes came to Lima vnto the Uiceropof Peru, that there were enemies in the harboꝛ, 
but they knew not what they were, TUherefoze the Uicerop & all the people were in great feare, 
leſt ſome Spaniards had made a mutinie, and put chemſelues in armes: andſothe next moꝛning 


bimlelfe actõpanied with 2000 hoꝛſemen i footmen came from the citie down tothe waters ſide, 
und finding ſome of the Engliſhmens arrowes that were ſhot at the boat, out of which their man 


wasſlain,chey knew them to be Engliſhmen: and then they were al in quiet, ſeeing it was but one 
chip, fog as pet the ſhip lay becalmed 3 dapes befo2e the to mne. Ulhereupon they fozthwith pꝛo· 
uided 2 ſhips with 200 men in them, to booꝛd captain Drake 02 cls to burne his ſhipʒ and after the 
ſhips went 2 {mall pinneſles, becauſe that if any ofthe ſhips ſhould be ſunke, they might ſaue the 
men, But it was a day & a halfe befoze theſe things could be made ready, & in the end going koꝛth 
they found ÿ Englich ſhip ill becalmed, # the calme was ſuch,chat the Spaniarys could not come 
at them. Che lame night, the wind blowung afreſh gale,the Spaniards returned into the harbour, 
and captaine Drake (ct fozward to Panama, The cauſeof the Spaniards returne was,foz that 
they had no Djdinance, no} victuals to tarry anplongerout, Then the Uiceroy cauſed ſire pie⸗ 
ces of Oꝛdinance to bee made, neither could hee make any moze, in regard ofthe ſho of 
time: ſo with theſe pieces of Dzvinance , and thzeeſhippes, and two hundzed and fifty men in 
them hee ſent after captaine Drake; who after hee had winde ſtayed no where, no2 tooke any 
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becauſe hee was within the teach ok his great Dzdinance,foz the Spaniards not hauing ſo much 
as a rapier to defend themſtlues, were ſoone conſtrained toyeelde, There were in this ſhippe a- Read Nuno d 
boue eight hundzed and fifty thouſand pezos of ſiluer, and foꝛty thouſand peʒos of gold, all which — 
ſiluer and golde was cuſtomed; but what ſtoze of treaſure they had beſides vncuſtomed Jknowe ure. 
not, fox many times they cary almoſt as much moze as they paycuſtome foz ; otherwiſe the king 
would take it from them, if they ſhould be knowen to haue any great ſumme; wherefoze euery 
ſhippe carie th his bill of cuſtome , that the king may lee it, Allthis treaſure that captaine Drake 
tooke was merchants and other mens goods, ſauing one hundzed andeighty thouſand pezos of 
the kings. Me had alſo out of this ſhip good ſoze of victuals with other nereſlaries, which were 
to bee caried foꝛ Panama, and was ſiue dayes taking out of ſuch things as hee needed, This 
done, he ſapledfromhence to the coaſt of Nueua Eſpanna without going to Panama, Surely 
this was a great plague of God iuſtly inflicted vpon vs fo2 our ſinnes : fo2 the taking of theſe 
ſhips! is an eſpeciall cauſe of all the dangerous warres that are likely toenſue betweene Spaine 
and England, 
Now the ſhips that were ſent by the Uicerop of Peru from Lima after Francis Drake, arri- 
ney at Cape Sant Franciſco twenty dapes after hee had taken the foꝛeſayd ſhippe, and had intelli · 
gence by a ſhip connning from Panama, which they met at the ſayd cape, that Francis Drake hay 
taken the ſhip with ſiluer, and was not gone foz Panama, TAhereupon the captaine of the three 


ſhips thinking that captaine Drake had bene gone fo2 the Streighes of Magellan, directed his 
courſe that way to lecke him, | 

Capt aine Drake carried fromthe coaſt of Peru eight hundzeth ſirty ire thouſand pezos of ſl 
uer, which is as much as tight hundꝛed ſirty ſire quintals,at 100 pound weight the quintal, euery 
quint al being wozth one thouſand and t wo hundzeth dutats ol Spaine; all which ſumme amoun- 
teth to a million and thirtie nine thouſand and twohundzethducats, Beſides this ſiluer hee caried 
away a hundꝛed thouſand pezos of gold, that is ten quintals, each quintal being valued at a thou⸗ 
ſand five hundzeth Spaniſhducats, which laſt ſumme amounteth to an hundꝛeth and fifty thou · 
ſand ducats : ouer and beſides the treaſure in the ſayd ſhip which was vncuſtomed (the value 
whereof J ran learne ) conſiſting of pearles,pzecious ones, reals of plate, anvother things of 
great woꝛth. a 

Mith all this purchaſe he ſapled toward Nueua Eſpanna; and at an Ill nd lying befoze that 
coaſt called The Iſland of Cano hee viſchargev all things out of his ſhippe and graued her, and The Iſland of 
remained there ten dayes, From thence hee went along the coaſtof Nucua Eſpanna, where hen 
tooke certaine ſhips laden with ſpices, ſilkes, and veluets, but no golde no2 ſiluer, fox there was 
none to bee had on this coaſt. And here at Guatulco he ſet on ſhozehis Poztugal-pilot, which he 
tooke at one of the Iſlands of Cape Verde, But what courſe he kept from this coalt till he came 
into England I kn u not of certainety, and therefoze J will ndtmedvle therewithall, 

The koꝛeſayd thꝛee ſhips which were ſent in purſuit of captaine Drake, xeturned backe againe 
to Lima without doing ofought, All which not wichſtanding the Utcerop of Peru determined to 
ſend two ſhips to the Streights of Magellan, either to meete with captaine Drake there, oz elſe 
to ſee if they could foꝛtiſie the ſapd Streighes againſt ſuch ſhips as might afterward attempt to 
paſſe thzouchthe ſame, And albeit this was thought a moſt dangerous voyage, and impoſſible to 
be perfourmed, by reaſon of the ſholds on that ſide of the Streights, pet ſent he fo2th the two ſaid 
ſhips. The Admirall being a ſhip of an hund2ech tunnes,andthe other of eighty tunnes, #hauing 
one hundzeth and twenty men in them both,ſapled from Lima vnder the conduct of Pedro Satmi- urg wn ans 
ento,who was then accompted the beſt nauigatoz in all Peru. Theſe ſhips after their departure to the Sirens 
touchingon the coaſt to take in victuals,werenine moneths befoze they came to the latitude of the 
Streights, and there were they encountred with a cruel ſtoꝛme: but PedroSarmiento being a 
man of good courage, bare in with the land in this to2me, x in a night hee was put into the ſtreits, 
not knowing how noz which way; and the other ſhip running farther into the ſea, ſapled to 38 ve- f h. greg ot 
grees of Southerly latitude, The ſtoꝛme being paſt, this other ſhippe found many lands neere Souteriy la- 
vnto the main land, and ſoreturned with faire weather all along the ſhoze, neither could they find u. . 
ny other way to enter the Dtreights,lut onely that which Magellan diſcouered : notwithſtan- pany Jfands 
ding that others affirmethe contrary, ſaying that the Streights be full of Iſlands to the South» jug ord 1? 
wards: but they may be decciued,foz if there be any other Streight, it is beyond 58 degrees, and ide SD. 
hath neuer bene ſeeneof any man: fo? this ſhip was fartheſt to the Southwarvsof all that ener A 
heard of : fox Francis Drake being dʒiuen by tempeſt no farther then 57 degrees could not know - 
ſo much as this other; which ſhip from hence returned backe to Lima, But Pedro Sarmiento 
entred the Streigthts where his men falling into a mutinie would haue returned to Lima; 
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whereupon hanging one of them he pꝛoceeded on his voyage fo2 Spaine, Where being arriucd, he 
redto semiems told the king that there were t wo narrow places in the Streights where he might build a fozte, 
er(wadery and that there was a very good countrep abounving with great toze of riches and other neteſla- 
to foztifie rhe Ties, and very well inhabited with Jndians, Upon whoſe wozdes, and foz that there were moze 
IG of hips making readpin England topaſſe the ſayd Streights, the king ſent Diego Flores de Val. 
dez with 23 (hips and 3 500 men, and a new gouernour to Chili with fiue hundred old ſouldiets 
newly come out of Flanders. Theſe ſhips had the hardeſt hap of any that euer went out of Spaine 
ſince the Indias were firſt diſtouered: fo2 that befoze they could get cleere of the coalt of Spaine, _ 
a ſto2me tooke them, and caſt away fiue of them, and aboue eight hundzed meu, and the reſidue 
of the fleete put into Cadiz. Notwithſtanding which hard ſucceſle, the king ſent them wozdthac 
they ſhould pjoceede : and ſo they did with ſixteene ſatles only, fo two other of their ſhips were ſa 
ſhaken with the ſtoꝛme, that they could not goe fooꝛth. Ju theſe ſixteene ſaile of ſhips Pedro Sar- 
miento was ſent to be gouernour inthe ſtreights: he caried with him all kind of artilicers, to buils 
fozta, and other ncceſſarics, with great ſtoze ot Dydinance and munition. This fleete becauſcic 
ſet late foozth, winceredonthecoalt of Braſil in the tiuer of lenero. Winter being paſt, they iet 
ſaplefromhence, and about the height of 42 degrees they had ſuchaſtozme , that Diego Flores 
was faine to beate it vp and downe about 22 dayes; in which ſtozme was ſunke one ot his beſt 
ſhips , and in her chzce hundzed men and twenty women that went toinhabite the ſtreighes, and 
molt part of che munition that ſhoutd haue bene left in the freights were all caſt away. In the 
ende the ſtoꝛme grew ſo intollerable, that the ſhips not being able to endure it any longer were 
conſtrained to put backe againe vnto an Jiand called Santa Catelina: and there he found a barke 
wherein were certaine kriers going fo) the tiuet of Plate, which kriers told him ot two great En- 
glich (hips and a pinneſſe that had taken them, but tocke nothing from them, noz did them any 
harme, but onely aſked them fo} the king of Spaines ſhips. Now Diego Flores ſuppoſing that 
theſe Englilh ſhips would go to the ſtreights, was himſelfe dererminedto go to the ſtreights ailo, 
though it was in themonerhof Febzuary: and chooſing tenne ſhippes of the fifteene chat were 
left, he ſent the of the reſidue that were old a d ſhaken with the ſtoꝛme (wherein he put all ihe 
women and ſicke men that were inthe fleete) backe againe to the riuer of Ienero; leauing the os 
cher two ſhippes, which were not able to bzooke the ſea, at the foʒt ſapd Jſland; and ſo humſelle

conduct of M. of Sant Vincent: where finding the two fozcſapd Engliſh ſhips, and vꝛging them to auoide the 
Iwan. harbour, the Engliſh entred combat wich them: and by reaſonthat theſe thzee ſhips were weake⸗ 
* nedwithfozmer cempeſts, and were manned with the refuſc of all the Spaniſh fl:ete, the En* 
glichmeu eaſily put them to the woꝛſt, and ſunke one of them, and might alſo haue ſunke another, 
if they had bene ſo minded; but they deſired not the deſtruction of any man: and doubtleſſe it is 
the greateſt valour that any man can ſhe w, that when hee map doe hurte, he will not. Þereupon 
Eipicico Santo the Engliſhmen departed from this pozte vnto Eſpirico Santo, where they had victuals fo2 their 
merchendize: and ſo they returned home to England without doing any harmcin the countrep, 
The cauſe whp theleEngliſh captaines went not to the ſtreights J know not: ſome lap , that 
they were put backe by foule weather, others ſuppoſe that it was foz feare of the kings ſhips : 
lekn Drake, but the pinueſle that belonged to theſe ſhippes wherein Iohn Drake went as c aptaine, departed 
from them: the cauſe whp hee did ſo, is vnkno wen: but this pinneſle entted the riucr of Plate, 
and within fine leaguas of Sealc-iſland, not farre from the place where the Erle uf Cumber- 
lands ſhips tooke in freſh water, it was caſt away vpon alevge of rockes; but the men were all 
| ſauedin the boate, TCho being eightcene in number went on ſhoze vpon the Nozthlide of the 
Illand, and paſſing tenne dayes tourney vp into the lande, they met with certame Saluage 
people, which are no man-eaters , but take all the Chz:iftians that they can get, and make 
them their llaues: howbeitche Engliſhmen fought with them, and being too fe we in number, 
fiuc of them were flaine , and the other thirteene taken pꝛiſoners, who remained with the Sal · 

uages about moneths. 

But che of the pinneſle called Richard Faire weather, being loth any longer to indurt 
chat miſerie wherein her was, and hauing knowledge of a towne of Chiſtians on the other ſioe 
of the riuer, called on a night Iohn Drake, and another poong man which was witch them , and 
tooke a Canoa being verp little, andhauing but two bares, and paſſed therewith on the other ſide 
of the riuer, is fullnine leagues bzoade; and being thee dapes befoze they could getouer, 
they were muchpined fo; lacke of meate, But comming to land, they bit vpon an high way that 
went cowarys the Chyiltians : and ſpping the footing of hozles, they followed it, and at laſt came 
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to m houſe, ueere vnto the which cozne was ſowed. Aud there they met with Indians that were 
ſeruants tothe Spamarvs, who gaue them foode, and clothes to couer them withall, foz they 
were all naked, And ont of the ſapd Indians went tothe rowne, and cariednewes ol the En · 
glilhmen: whereupon the captaine ofthe towne ſent out foure hozſemen , which bꝛought them 
to the towne behinde them, andthe ſapdcaptainecloched them, and pꝛouided lodging fo2 them, 
and lohn Drake ſate at the captaines owne table, aud hee intreated them all very well, thinking 
z0 ſend them fo} Spaine, But the Uicerop of Peru hearing this newes ſent fo them, and they 
ſent him lohn Drake; but the other two they kept, becauſe they were maried in the tountrey. 
Thus much concerning their affaires. Upon theſe ne wes alſo there were pzeparev fifty hozſe- 
men to goe ouer the tiuer, both to lecke che reſt of the Engliſhmen, and certaine Spaniardes 
which were amongſt thole Saluage pcople ; but J am not aſſured whether they went foz 
ward 02 no. 
Nowe let vs returne to Diego Flores: whopalling from the Illand ot Santa Cate lina to- 
wards the ſtreights of Magellan inthe middle of F cbzuarp, and comming to the height of the ri⸗ 
uer of Plate, ſent the gouernour of Chili with thꝛee ſhips vp the riuer to Buenos Ayres, that hee Che 1 
might from thente paſſe out rland to Chili, Of theſe the ſhips two were loſt, but the men and {ayer y tb 
pꝛouiſions were ſaued; and the third returned lo; Spaine. Then Diego Flores with the other riner of Plas 
ſeuen ſhips pꝛoct eded on to the latitude of 3 2. degrees, whereas the mouth of the Streights 
beginneth: but becauſe it was the ende ol Parch, which there is the latter ende ol ſummcr, 
the countrey was ſo full ot ſnow, and withall there aroſe ſuch a ſudden ſtoꝛme, that he could not ſec 
Sarmiento and his men on ſhoze, but was conſtrained the ſecond tume to teturne vnto the riner 
of leneto vpon the coaſt of Braſil; where he heard ne wes of the Engliſh ſhips by the two Opa ; 
niſh ſhips that eſcaped from hem, Upon which newes he left his lieutenant Diego de Ribera, 
and Pedro Sarmiento, that they might the nert peere returne foz the ſtreights. And ſo Diego my — 
Flores himſeife with foure ſhips which were pet remaming vnto him, and other foure which the Piczo Flores, 
king ſent to ſuccour him, ſet fozth to ſeeke the Engliſhmen ; but hauing tunne along all the coaſt n Frency 
of Braſil hee could not finde them, becauſe they were gone directly foz England, TAhereupon hops taken ay 
ſhapmg his courſe vnto a pozt called Paraiua, and finding therefiue French ſhips, he burnt thee 
and tooke two, and the fozt alſo which the Frenchmen had built, and put Spaniardes there- 
- but the Frenchmen fledve into the mountaines to the Daluages, This done hee returned 
Spaine. . | 

| Rn the meane ſeaſon his Lieutenant Diego de Ribera, and Pedro Sarmiento had the next 
peere ſo good foztune,that they arrined ſafelyinthe ſtreights with all their ſhips, anvſeton ſhoze 1 — 
foure hundzeth men: but becauſe the ſhips boate could not land, being once laden, they ran that of Mageiion 
ſhip, which had all the victuals and munition in ber, on ſhoze in a bay, and as the water didebbe 9 30 ea. 
they tooke all things out of her. This being done, Diego de Ribera left Sarmiento with foure | 
hundzeth men, thirtie women, and a ſhip, with victuals fox eight moneths: and with the othcr 
thꝛee ſhippes hee returned, having remained in the Streights but tight dopes, Nowe Pedro 


Sarmienco built a tobe at the mouth of the Sreights on the Nozthſive, placing therein an hun ⸗ Nombre de I 


dꝛeth and fiftie men: and from thence he went by land, and ſent the ſhip further into the lireights, 
and fifrie leagues within the Streighes. at the narroweſt place of all, where there is a very good 

poztc, hee built another cowne, which he named The towne of king Philip; and would alſo haue C. A dl rey 

made a foꝛte, and plante Oꝛdinance foz the defenceof the Streights: but the ſnowe and inter e bau 
was ſo intollerable, that hee could not bing it to perfection. TWhereupou taking about 25 mas 
riners with him into the fozeſapd ſhip, hee layd hee would goe ſee howe his other people did, and 
ſo hee layled to the Streights mouth, vnto thetowne which was firſt built; wherehauing conti⸗ 
nued a day 02 two, he ſapd that a ſtozmeput him from the Sreights by fozce and bzake his cables: 
but his men affirmed the contrary, that himſelfe cut his cables (God knoweth the tructh ) and ſo 
he paſſed to theriuer of lenero; and not finding there anpſuccour come from the king, he ſapled to 
Fernambuck, craving apde of the captaine to furniſh him with victuals, And ſo the captaine 
zeſentiy fraighted his ſhip with victuals and clothes fo2 his pcople leftin the Dtreights,and ſo 
edthitherward, But between Cape S. Auguſtin and Baya the wind came offthe ſea with ſuch 
violence, that it fozced the ſhip to run on ſhoze; where Sarmiento hadthzee of his men downed, 

andhe with the reſt hardly eſcaped : and ſo this ſhip was loſt with all the pꝛouiſion in her, 

zom thence hee paſſed by land to Baya wherethe gouernour of Braſil boughthim a barke 
that lapin the harbour, lading the ſame with vit tuals and clothes foz Sarmientos colonie. With 
this pꝛouiſion and diuers other nec eſſaries fo2 his people hee tooke his voyage fo) the Dercights, 
and comming to the height of foure and fozty degrees, hee met on the ſupden with — cs 
2wme 
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nende 4 a. ſo immediately peeled their lande vnco-chem, But the other halfe as it was the richeſt any 
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ltozme,thathe was foꝛced to thzow his fraightouerboozd, and alſo to tetutue to the river of lenc 
ro. Where ſtaying a whole pecre foꝛ ſuccour from the king, there came not ſo much as a letter 
from him. Foz the king was ſoꝛe diſpleaſed at Pedro Sarmiento, becauſe hee made him beleene 
that the narroweſt place ofthe Streights was but a mile ouer: and that it might bee foztified ſo 
that a boate could not paſſe: whereas Diego de Ribera, and others certified the king, that it was 
aboue a league bzoave, and that if aſhip came with winde and current, all the Ozdinance in the 
wozldcouldnot hurte it. Therefoze the king thought that Pedro Sarmiento had deceiued him, 
Pedro Sarmiento in making him to loſe ſo many men, and ſo much charges to no effect, And the gouernour of Bays 
was taken bp ſeeing that the king wꝛote not vntohim , would giue him no moze ſuccour : ſo thet Sarmiento 
— nr ey was conſtrained to make a voyage fox Spaine in the ſame ſhippe, wherein hee laſt ſapled towary 
2586. the Streighes: and it is ſapd that hee was taken in the wap by Engliſhmen , and caried into 
England. This Sarmiento hath caried the name to be the beſt Nauigatoz in all Spaine, and that 
hee hãth layled the furtheſt of all others, Alter all this the captaine of the riyerof Ienero ſenta 
ſmal ſhip with victuals fo the Streightes , which was put backe alſo in 1tie degrees. Any 
this is all the dilcouerp of the Streights of Magellan, made as well by Spaniards as other na- 
1 tions vnto this pꝛeſent peere 1586. It is foure peeres ſince theſepooze and miſerable Spani⸗ 
men lining of ards were left in the Streights, from which time there hath no ſuccour gone vnto them, ſo God 
chem. he knoweth whether they be dead oz aliue. [ 

Thus accopding to my pꝛomiſe I haue declared vnto pou to the vttermoſtof my knowledge. 
all things concerning the ladias, asfarre as the very Streights of Magellan; thinking to haue 
p2oceeded aloug the coaſt, as at the firſt; but that the doings of captaine Drake and other cap- 

taines which attempted topaſle the ſayd Streichts haue cauſed mee to bee the longer in this mp 
pretended woꝛke. owbeit now let vs pꝛoceede on foxwaed from the Streightstothe coaſt of 
Chili: the diſtance betweene which two places no man hath traue lled by land, in regard oof the 
huge mountaines couered with ſnow that lie in the way: yea J may well ſap, that it hath not often 
benetrauelledby ſea;fo2 that all the ſhips which haue paſſed that way haue at the leaſt gone thirty 
leagues off the ſhoꝛe, to auoide the ſholos and meny little Yſlands that liencere the maine land: 
and therefo ze the inland ok that toaſt remaineth as pet vnkno wen. 3 
2 The ſirſt towune after pou haue paſſed che Streights ſtandeth on the coaſt of Chili, and is cal- 
led Caftro, being ſituate vpon the wozt place of all the coaſt, fo2 there is but ſmall ſtoze of golde 
with ſcarcitie of victuals,and a ſharpe colde ape. The harbour belonging to this towne is com» 
palled about with ſo manp ſholdes, that it will ſetue but to receiue ſmall barkes onely. The next

2deſcription But befoze J paſle anyfarther I will heere deſcribe vnto you the fituation and quality of 
of he — Chili, This countrep ſtreteheth in length from Nozth eo South aboue two hundzeth leagues, 
conteining in Neadth but five and twenty leagues at the moſt. 
i From the great ridge of mountaines lying to the Eaſt of Chili runne very many riuers into 
Res the ſea, which riuers are thecauſe of divers valleys the fruicfulleſt in all the wozlve, where 
+ bread, wine, and other victuals mightily abound: and the ſapy riuers alſo-are very rich of gold. 
But to declare in few wozdesthe excellencie of this pzouince , I ſay that it might well bee cal- 
led an earthly paradiſe, ſaue that it lacketh one out ly commoditp, and that is peace, It was firſt 
diſcourredon this maner 2 the Spaniards hauing conquered the kingdome ot Peru, (as J will 
hereafter ſhewe vnto pou ) found in the ſayd kingdome great ſtoze of golde; and aſking the In- 
dians from whence it tame, they anſwered, from Chili. Upon which newes Don Diegode 
Almagro being one of the pzincipall captaines that conquered Peru made a voyage with thzee 
hundzeth hoꝛſemen toward Chili, being conſtrained in his way to goe ouer part of the \nowp 
mountaines , which wap his Indian guides conducted him, to the ende that himſelfe and all his 
companie might vie fo2 colve, PÞowbeit the Spaniards , though they loſt ſome of their hozles, 
Copiapo the Came to the firſt towne of Chili called Copiapo being ſituate vpon the firlt plaine at the entrance 
As pat of the ſapd pꝛouinte. But hauing newes that the Indians were riſen againftthe Spaniards of 
Peru and had incloſed them, hee returned backe without going any farther, bir 
Nowe this captaine Don Diego de Almagro being llaine in the warres of Peru, another 
. called Don Pedro de Baldiuia marching into Chili with foure hundzech hoꝛzſes, eaſily cow- 
quered that halfe of the tountrey which was ſubiect to the kings ol Peru. Foz knowing that 
Peru, being the chiefe countrey ot their Emperour , was ouertome by the Spaniarvs, they al- 


the fruitfulleft part, ſo God had peopled it wich the moſt valiant and furious people in all 
America, . ; : F The 
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The pꝛouince which they inhabite called El Eſtado de Arauco is but a ſmall pꝛouince about EI te J. 
29 lcagues inlength,and is gouetned by ten pyincipall men of the countrey , out of which tenne 


chey cyule the valtanteſt manfo? their generall in the warres, The kings of Peru in times paſt 
could neuer conquere this part of Chili, noꝛ pet any other kings of the Indians. The weapons 
vſed by theſe people of Araucoare long pikes , halbards, bowes and arrowes : they alſo make 
them iac ks ofſeale-ſkinnes,and head-pteces : in times paſt the heads of their halbards andpikes 
were of bꝛaſſe, but now they haue gotten ſtoze of yzon, They pitch their battels in maner like 
the Chꝛiſtians: fox putting their pikemen in rankes chey place bowmen among chem, and mar- 
ſhall their troupes with diſcretion and great valour, Now the Spantards comming vato this 
pꝛouince lent wozd vnto them by other Indians, ſaying that they were the childzen ol God, and 
came to teach them the woꝛdol God, and that therefoʒe they ought to peelde themſelues vnto 
them; ik not, they would ſhoot fire among them and burne them. Theſe people not fearing the 
great woꝛds of the Spaniards, but deſiring to ſee that which they had heard repozted , met chem 
in the ſield, and fought a moſt cruell batt ell: but by reaſon ofthe Spaniards great oꝛdinance and 
caliuers, they were in the end put to flight. Now thele Indians thinking verily that the Spa- 


niards were the childzen ol God, decauſe of their great ozdinance which made ſuch a noiſe, and 


bꝛeathed out ſuch flames of fire, ytelden themſelues vnto them. So the Spaniards hauing di⸗ 
uided this pꝛouince made the Indians to ſerue their turnes fo2 getting of gold out of the mines, 
which they enioyed in ſuch abundance, that hee which had leaſt had 200p0pe30s , but Captaine 
Baldiuiahimſelfe had 300000 pezos byche peere. The fame oftheſt riches in the end was ſpꝛcd 
as farte as Spaine; from whence ſoone after re ſoted many Spaniatds to the land of Chill, 


whom Captaine Baldiuia cauſed to inhabite ſirecownes; to wit, Villa nueua de la Serena cal- v ruew de n 
led in the Indian tongue Coquimbo; the ſecond Sant Tago which the Andians call Mapocha; © 
the third La Concepcion called by the Indiana Penco; the fourth La Impcrial; the fif; Baldi- £51 penal, 
uia; andthe ſire La Villa Rica, Alſo he built afozt in the middle of all the land, whercin hee put | 
ozdinance and ſoulviers : hombett allthis cheir good ſucceſſe, continued not lung: fog the Judi- fg! 
ans in (hoze tune pertetuing that the Spaniards were but mozcaltmrn as well as they, dit. xu i b. 
ned to rebell againſt them: wherefoze the firſt thing that they did, they carricd graſſe intothe (aid 

foze fo2 the Spaniards hozſes,and wood alſo foz chem to burne,among which gralle the Andians uu ncatagens 
conueped bowes and arrowes with great clubs, This done, fiktie of the Indians entred the fozt, ofthe Jud 


betooke themſelues to their bowes,arrowes,and clubs, and ſtaod in the gate of the ſapd fozt;.from 


whence making a ſigne vnto other of their nation foz helpe, they wanne the fozt, and le we all the Wards. 


Dpaniatds, The newes of this ouerthꝛow comming tothe eowne of Concepcion where Cap⸗ 
taine Baldwia was, hee pꝛeſently (et foozth with twohundzed hozſemen to ſeeke the Indians, 
taking niomoze men with him,becauſe he was in haſte, And in a plaine he met the Indians, who 
comming ofpurpole alſo to ſeeke him, and compaſſing him about, ſlew moſt part of hiscompa- 
m, the reſt eſcaping by the ſwiftneſle of their hozſes : but Baldiuia hauing his bozſe llaine vnder 
him was taken aliue. Whom the Indians wiſhed to be of a good courage, and to feare nothing; 
fo2 the cauſe (laid they) why we haue taken you, is ta giue you gulp ynough. And hauing made 


a great banquet fox him, the laſt ſeruice ot᷑ all was a cuppe full of melted gold, which the Indians The death of 
foxcedhim to d2inke, ſaping, Now glut thy ſelfe with gold, andſothep killed him, This Bal. Bddun. 


diuia was a met valiant man, who had beene an olve ſouldier in the warres of Italy, and at che 
ſacking ol Rome. 


Upon this viſcomfiture the Spaniards chooſe for their Captaineone Pedro de Villa grande; Pedro de vitt 
who afſembling all the Spaniards in Chili, and taking with him tenne peeces of oꝛdinance mar · grande, | 


chevagaint choſe Indians; but with ſo badde ſucceſſe,thathcloſt not onely the field and many of 
his nien, but alſo thoſe ten peeces of ozvinance which hee bought. The Indians hauing thus 
gottenthe victozie, went ſtreight way againſt the towne of Concepcion, from whence the Spa- 
niarvs fled fot feare, and left the cowne — * And in this manet were the Spaniards chaſey 
by the Indians out of the countreyof Arauco, But ne wes hereof being bꝛought to the Marques 


died Chili againe, © llaine in diuers battels aboue 40000 Indians, and bzought them the ſecond 
time vnder the Spaniards ſubiection, newly erected the ſaid fozt that ſtoode in the nudſt of the 
land, inhabited the towne of Concepcion againe,and built other townes fo2 the Spaniards: ant 
ſo leauing the land in peace, hee returned fo2 Peru. But per hee was cleane depatted out of the 
land the Indians rebelled againe, but could not doe ſo much miſchie fe as they did befoze , becauſe 
the Spaniards tooke better heede vnto them. F 3 that time vudill this pꝛeſent there 2

(mall ſtoze of peop'c it coutayneth about ſeme two hundꝛed houſes , And becauſe it adiopneth 
vpon the plaine of Arauco, where theſe valiant Indians bee, therekoze this cowne is enuitoned 
about with a ſtrong wall, and bath a fozt built hard by ic: and here are 500 ſouldicts continually 
in gatrꝛſon. Betweene this place and Valparizo, the Indians call the coaſt by the name of 
Mapocha, Sant lago it ſelfe ſtanding 25 leagues vp into ihe countrep, is the pꝛincipall towne of 
all Chili, and the ſeate of the goucrnour; it conſiſtethj of about 8 oo houſes.

ol the coaſt. Atlalt hee came to an Illand callcd by hi 


time, becauſe of the Southerly winds blowing on this coaſt almoſt all che yetre long, which are 
a hinderante tp ſhippes ſapling that way: and by land che paſſage was impoſſible , in regard ok 


mountaines and riuers : yea it was fifteene peeres before they paſſed the Jlland of Peatles, which 
is but ewentie leagues from Panama, There were at this time in Panama two men, the onc cal- 
led Franciſco Picarro bozne inthe citie of TruxilloinSpaine ,avaliantman , but withall pooze: 
the other J de Almagro was very rich. Theſe men got a company vnto them, and 
pꝛouided two Carauels to diſcouer the coaſt of Peru: and hauing obtained licence of the gouer- 
nour of that place , Francifco P:carro ſet foozth with the two fozcſapd Carauels and 100 men, 
and Diego de Almagroftaped in Panama to ſend him victuals and other neceſſaries. Now 
Franciſco Petro ſapling along the coaſt met with much contrary winds and raine, which puc 
him to great trouble; and he began alſo after a while tolacke victuals, fox hee was ſajling of that 
in eight moneths which thepnow paſſe in fifcecne daytg⸗ ind not knowing the right courſe hee 
ranne into euery riuer and bay that hee ſaw along the coaſt ; which was the thieſe cauſe that hee 
ſtayed ſo long on his voyage: alſo thirtie of his compu dyed by reaſon of the vnhealthfulncſle

maine land ſireleagues. From hence he ſent one of his ſhips to Panama lo; anew ſupply of vice 
tuals +of men: which ſhip being departed,qoof his menthat remained behind made amuttuy, end 
paſſed vp intothe countrey, meaning to retutne by lanh#o Panama, but in the way they all pert- 
ſhed, foꝛ they were neuer heardof vnt ill this day. S that Franciſco Picarro was left bpen the

ſaid Alland one ly with thirtecne men: who although he had bis (hiv there in which he might be 
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eturned, pet would ye rather die then goe backe; and his 13 men alſo were of his option , not- 
withſtanding that chey had no other victuals,but ſuch as they had from the maine land in the night 
ſeaſon, Thus he continued nine moneths, befoze any ſuccour was bzought him from Panama: 
buc in the end his ſhip returned with 40 men onely and victuals : whereupon hee pꝛoſecuted his 
vopage till he came to the firſt plaine countrey ol Peru called · umbez, where he found a foꝛt made Torben. 
vy the king of Peru againſt the Indians of the mount aincs. Wherefoze Picarco and his men 
vert very glad in chat they had found a people of ſo good vnderſtanding and dilctetion, being rich 
alſo in gold and ſiluer and well apparelled, At this pozt of Tumbez hee tooke 30000 pe ʒos of 
gold in:ruckeofmarchandize : ano bauing too few men to pꝛoceede any further hee carried two 
Indians with him to learne the language and returned bac ke fox Panama, Upon this diſcoucry 
"canciſco Pigarro thought it expedient to trauell into Spaine to traue of the king the conqueſt 
this land, CUhither being come, the king granted his requt ll. And with the money which he 
-arrizd ouer with him he hired a great number of men with a lleete of ſhips , and bzought allo a⸗ 
long with h'm foure ok his bzethzen very valiant and hardy men, And being come to Panama he 
ſtraight wap went on his voyage foz Peru, beingaccompanied with his partacr Diego de Alma- 
gro. They ſailed ſtiſt tothe Iſland called Iſla del Gallo; where Franciſco Pigarro and his bꝛc- 
thien went on land, and left Diego de Almagro in the ſhips. And the whole number which 
afterward landed on the maine land were 60hozſemen and 1 20 footemen, with two great 
lield · peeces. - 

But befoze we pzoceede any farther,we thinke it not amiſſe to deſcribe vnto pou the ſituation Che rincr of 
of Peru, and the natura!l diſpoſition of the inhabitants: This countrey was called Peru by the 
Spaniards, of a riuer ſonamed bythe Indians, where they firſt came to the ſight ol gold. From 
which riuer ſtanding vnder the line, till you come to Copiapo the firſttowne onthe coaſtof Chili, 
ſtrettheth the land ol Peru, fo2 the ſpace ot eight hundzed leagues: vpon ſixe hundzed whercof 
from Atacama to Tumbez did neuer dꝛep of raine fall, ſince the flood of Noah: and pet is it the 
fruitfulleſt land fo2 all kind of victuals and other neceſlaries fo2 the ſuſtentation of mans life 
that is to be found in all the wozld beſives, The reaſon whp it raincth not in this land is becauſe 
it beeing a plata? conntrep and very narrow and low , ſituate betweene the Equinoctiall and ——— 
the tropique ot Capticorne, there runneth on the Weſt frontier not aboue twentie leagues from m Leis. 
the (ca called Mar del Sur Eaſtward thereof, a migbty ridge of high mountaines couc red with 
now, the height of which mountaines ſo dzaweth the moiſture of the cloudes vnto it ſelfe , that no 
raine falleth vpon the vallies of Peru. From theſe mountaines iſſue great ſtoze of riuers into the 
SDouth ſea, with the waters whereof dzawen by certaine ſluces and chanels they moiſten their 
vinepardes and copne-fields , aud by this meanesthe land is ſo exceeding fruitfull. Betweene 
theſe mountaines and the mountaines of Chili that ſtretch vnto the Streits of Magellan, lyeth 
a plaine of 60 leagues ouer, being ſo cold that it yeclveth no Theat , but good floze of other vic» 
tus. This countrep of Peru is full of people well apparelled and of ciutll behauiour. Tt hath gow,mucr, 
many mines of gold and moze of ſiluer,as alſo great ſtoze of copper,and tinne-mincs, with abun: copperztuine, 
dance of ſaltpeter, and of bzimſtone to make gun-pouder, There are like wiſe cattellofallſozts, — 
among which there is a beaſt in ſhape ſomewhat reſembling a camel, but no bigger then a ſteere — 1 cf 
of apecreolde ; they ſerue to catry burthens, their fleſh being goodtoeatc,andtherr wooll apt fo2 Lama. 
many purpoſes, This beaſt is accounted the moſt pꝛolitable of al others foz the vſe of man: how: 
beit che Syaniards ſince their firſt comming haue repleniſhed this countrey with hozles , kme 
ſhecpe,and goates, and likewiſe withplentte of wheat. So that in fewe woꝛds this lend hath as 
bundance of riches and victuals, and is the healthkulleſt place in the woꝛlo. There were in times 
nat! kings cf this land which were mightie Monarchs, whole dominions ſtretched 1200. 
leagues, and their lawes were very ciuill, ſaue that they were wozſhippers of the Sunne. Ac 
what time the Spaniards firſt cntred this land there were two bꝛethꝛen ok the blood royall which Arb. ya and 
ſtroue who ſhould hauethe k ingdome, the one called Guaſcar, and the other Atabalipa. 1 
Guaſcac had polſeſſion of all the mountaines and the lands within them: and Atabalipa was pernovrs 405 
oꝛd of all the ſca toaſt, and of the valleys ſituate betweene the ſaid mount aines and the ſea. The p 
Indians ſeeing the Spaniards at the firſt arriue vpon their ſhoze called them Vera coc he, = 
in their language lignifteth, The fome ofthe ſea, Alſo Atabalipa the Indian pꝛinte ſent vnto 
tbem to know what they did in his land, and whatthey ſought fox : the Spaniards made anſwere 
that they were the mclſengers of a great loꝛd, and that they came to ſpeake with the pꝛince him- 
ſelfe: who ſent them wozd that they ſhould come with a very good will; and ſo Atabalipa ſtayet 
fo2 them at a titie called Caxamalca, being thirtie leagues diſtant from the ſea ſide. C Abither 
being come, they found the Indian pꝛince ſitting in chariot of gold, carried vvon mens ſhoulders, 
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f | 
and accompanied with aboue 60000 Indians all ready armed foz the warrcs, Then the Spa- 
niards tolde them that they were ſent from an Emperour (\vnto whom the Pope had niuen «ll 
that land) toconuertthem vnta the Chziſtianfaith, UWyercunto Arabalipa ar ſuited, that hee 
would gladly be friends with the C mpe rour, becauſe he was ſo great a Monarch, but in no caſ- 
with the Pope, becauſe he gaue to andther that which was none ol his owne. 

Now while they were ihus in talke, the Spaniards diſcharging their two fteld-veeces, am 

their caliuers, ſet vpon the Indians, crying Sant Iago. The Indians hearing the noiſe of the oz 
dinance and ſmall ſhot, and ſeeing the fire, thought that flames of firs had bene come downe ken 
heauen vpon them; whereupon they fledde, and let their pꝛince as @ booty foz the Spanticros 
TUhom they at the firſt intreated verygently, wiſhing him not to feare , fox that cheir commung 
was onely to ſecke feꝛ golde and ſiluer. During the time of Alta halipas mpaſorment,his Coy 
taines hadſlaine his bzother Guaſcar , and had ſubdued all the mountaines and plaine ccunreys, 
Upon which newes Atabalipa told the Spaniards,that if they wouldreleaſe him. hee would gu 
them all that they ould demaund. This communication hauing continued a whole bey, «: 
length a ſouldier named Soto ſapd vnts Atabalipa; what wilt thou giue vs to ſet thee free: The 
pzince anſwered, J will giue what ſoeuer pon will demand. CAherunto che ſouldicr replied, 
thou ſhale giue vs this houſc full of gold and ſilner thus high , lifting vp his {wopw , and makirg a 
ſtcoke vpon the wall, And Atabalipa ſapde , that if they would grant him reſyite to (ind iute 
his kinzdome, he would fulfill th:ir demand. Uhereat the Spantards much marueilmg, gau⸗ 
bim thꝛee moneths lime, but he had filled the houſe in cwomuneths and an halfe, a matter ſcars: 
credible,yet moſt ti ue: fv2 I know aboue twentie men that were there at that time , who all af 
firme, that it was aboue tenne millions of gold aud ſiluer. Yowbelr for all this they let net the 
pꝛince goe, but thought that in killing cf hun they ſhould become {o2vs ofthe whole land, aub ſc 
the Spaniards on a night ſtrangled him, But God the righteous invge ſceing this villancus 
act,ſufferednone of thole Spaniards to dye by the ceucſe of nature, but bzought them to cull 
and ſhamc full ends. 5 
pon the newes of theſe great riches there came Toze of people out of Spaine , and inhabitci; 
many places in this countrey. The king in recompence of the good ſcruices of the two fozc- 
ſapd partners, appoynted Diego de Almagro gouernour of halfe the land, and Franciſco Pi- 
carro of the other halfe, whom alſo hee made a Parques. But theſe two conſoꝛts in parting ol 
à land belonging vnto other men, fell at variance and ſharpe warte betweene themſelues: and 
at length Pic atro hauing llaine Almagro got all the land into his owne hands. Powbeit this 
pꝛoſperitie of Picarro tontinued not long: fo? a baſtard-ſcnne of Diego de Almagro, to bee te- 
uenged of (ts fathers death, ſlew Pie arro, fo which acte he lot his head. In this controuctſie be- 
tweene theſe two partners were ſlame alſo two brothers of Picarro, and the third was carrict 
pꝛiſoner into Spaine and there dyed in pꝛiſon: but the fourth called Gonſaluo Pig atro rebcllev 
wich the whole countrey and became a cruell tyꝛant, vanquiſhing inauy of the Cmperours Laps 
taines in battell, and poſſeſſing the countrey in peace fo two peeres: howbcit being in the ende 
oucrcome hee lol his head like a traitour, And thus dyed they all an cuili death that were cau⸗ 
ſes of the death ol that innocent king Atabalipa. And pet there are mutinies raiſeo oſtentimts by 
the Spaniards, but the Indiaus neuer rebelled, after they had once peace granted vyto them, 
The Indian people ofthis land are parted among the Spaniards, ſome being llaues vnto the 
gentlemen hat conquered their land, other ſome to otbers, andthe reſidue to the king: and theſe 
Indians yo eche man foz his tribute ſeuen pez os of fine golde , which is about tenneducats and 
a halfe. There are in this countrey aboue fozcie cities and townes inhabited by the Spaniards: 
Heme bilbop* allo they baute here erected nine brſhopzicks and one archbiſbopꝛicke. — 
arcyblhopuck Nou after this countrey was fully conquered and bzcught in good oꝛder, ccrtaine Spaniatds 
* being deſirqus to diſcouer the land on the other ſive of the ſnowp mountaines, founva very whole 
ſome tounttey and there inhabited. The ſayd pꝛouince ſituate behinde the mountaines is callcy 
Theprovinceof The prouince of Tucuman, wherein are fiue cownes inhabited by the Spantarvs, thc laſt of them 
Corte Called Cordoua,from which towne rnto Santa Fee ſituate vpon the riuer of Plate it is ſcuentie 
leagues, This towne of Santa Fee was built in that place, to ſecke a wap to Peru by the river 
of Place, And from hence downe the ſayde river to Buenos Ayres are 120 leagues, and from 
Buenos Ayres vnto Seal. iſland pou haut 0 leagues, 

Now hauing put downe all that J know concerning the countrey of Peru, and of the wap frem 
the riucr of Plate vnto Tucuman , F willreturne vnto Atacama the Southermoſt ctowne vpon 
the coaſt ofPerv,where J left. From this towne of Atacama till peu tome to Arica, all the coaſt 
is inhabited by Indians ſubiecc vnto the Spaniards. But ſince Cavtaine Drake was — 
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they haue built towers by the lea ſide, whereon, ſeeing any ſaile that they doe miſtruſt, they pꝛe⸗ 
(ently make ſmokes, and ſo from tower to tower they warne all the countrey. Pauing befoze 
ſpoken ol Arica all that J tan, I will now pꝛocred to the next poꝛt called Camana being a towne c 
of Sp miards and containing about two bund ed houſes, Here they make ſtoze ol wine, and haue 
abundance of figges and reiſins, The next towne called Acari containeth about thzce hundzed A=. 
houſes,and here is made the beſt and greateſt ſoze of wine in all Peru. Fromhence paſſing along 
the coaſt you come to El Calaothe pot of Lima conſiſting of about two hundꝛed houſes : and 51 Cle. 
here was a ſtrong fozt built ſince Laptaine Drake was vpon the coaſt, The citie of Lima ſans Lia, 
ving two leagues within the land, and containing two thouſand houſes, is ver rich, and ol moze 
— —— cities ot Peru beſides: and this citie is the ſeat of the vicerop, the archbiſhep, auu 
the inqu . | 
Next vnto this ſtandeth a ſmall towne ofthe S by the ſea ſide called Santa: aud next 
vnto Santa is another ſmall cowne of Chꝛiſtians called Cannete. From hence they ſaile vnto a — 
rich citie called Truxillo, being one of the pzincipalltownes of Peru, aud containing about fiue Tonne 
hundzed houſes. Then followeth Paita whichhathtothenumber of two hundzed houſcs, Lea- 1 
uing this towne they paſſe to Guaiaquil which ſtandeth foꝛtie leagues vp into a great bay 02 ti- O 
uer; at the eutrance of which riuer ſtandeth Tumbez a towne of the Indians. All this coaſt a- des 
long from Atacama to Tumbez it neuer raineth, as I haue befoze ſaid: ſo that all the houſes in 
their townes are not tyled. but rouered with bourdes tokeepc off the heate ofthe Sunne, fo) they 
feare no raine at all. Guaiaquil is the firſt place where it raineth , and here they gather Salſape- $.,1cpera, 
rilla, Oere is is alſo great Roze of timber, and at this plate they build many ſhippes. ente they Ships wut ah 
ſaple along the coaſt to a ſmall andpooze towne called Puerto Viejo, which in times paſt hath — 
bene rich with emralos: but now ſince theſe ſtones in regard at᷑ their plenty are growen nothing — — 
worth, this towne likewiſe is waren very pooze, Below this village ſtande th another called La porno. © 
Buena Ventura: but whoſoeuer go thither mult needs meet with euill foztune,the plac? it ſcife is a vere | 
ſo wateriſh and vnholeſome. Here abide not aboue 20 men, who ſerue onely totranſpozt goods 
vnto acitie ſtanding fiftie leagues within the maine, in a pꝛouince called La gouetnacion de Po- L. gens 
paian. From Buena ventuta and Popaian tillpou come to Panama there is no other towne , by 25 
reaſon of the high mountaines , che manifold rivers , and the vubole ſomeneſſe of the count rep. 
In this place doe inhabite the Negros that runne from their maſters, and vponthcſe mountaines xegro: fed 
was Oxnam the Engliſh Captaine and his men taken, as is bcfoze mentioned. Beyond theſe — 
mountaines ſtandeth the citicof Panama, being a richplace, by reaſon that all the treaſure which Pana 
cometh from Peru is bought thither, and it conſiſteth of about foure hundzedhouſes, Che coal 
running along betweene this city and Nueua Eſpanna is called Coſta tica. Coſta des. 
Next vnto Coſta rica, which is a mountainous and deſolate place, lieth the coaſt of Nicaragua, gye pjoutnci 
veing inhabited by the Spaniards, and hauing many good pozts belonging to it, aud is frequen- oNicarague. 
ted with trade ofmarchandize; but hauing no knowledge of the ſituation thereof, noz of the 
tobones therein contained, I ſurreaſe to ſpeake any moze of it. 2 
Accrtainevicerop of Nueua Eſpanna called Don Luis de Velaſco cauſed certaine ſhips 
to be builtfoz che diſcouery of the Malucos and ol the coaſt of China: which ſhippes in ſapling Tye viconets 
chither ward found certaine Jllands 8 o leagues diſtant from the maine land, which the Spa- of the Philipp

b:ted with a kind ol people of a pclicwiſh con:plerion , and ell naked, whoſe weapons are bowes:

Theſe Indi ns vſe to goe to ſea in great Canoas that will carrie oo men apicce , wherein 
chep haue many conflicts one ag: inſt another: howbeit vnto che Chaiſtians they could doe no 
great hurt; fo2 that with aſmal! pinnc ſſe and two falcons a fewe map ouercome 100 of them. 
At this plate kouteteene men nuſtrufting nothing rowed to land, to take infreſh water, u home 
on the ſudden certaine Indians in foure Canoas ſct vyon, tooke the ſhips boat, and ſit we all the 
men therein; wherefoze a man cannot goe on ſhoꝛe too ſtrong, no pet be too wary in a range 
land. Pereupon che Sp miards went on ſhoze in their pinneſſe, and burnt thetowne, and in this 
towne they found the ſmall graines ok gold befo2e mentioned, They were niſcouering of theſe 
Illands from one ta anothcr about foureteene moneths, at the ende of which time (becauſe that 

vpon the coaſt where they were, the wiad continuing ſtill in one place, might bee an occ . ſion of 
longer tarying) theyccnſulted which way to retutne. Southward they durſt not goe foz feare 
of great tempells which are that way vſuall: wherefoze ſapling to the 202th of the line, they fell 
with the coait of Nucua Eſpanna; on which toaſt they met with ſuch terrible ſtoꝛmes, that they 
were fozced tp cut thtir maine maſts ouer - bourd, and to lye nine moneths beating it vp and 
downe in theſea,befcze they tould get into any harbozow of the Choiltians, In which time by 
reaſon ofewll gouernement, and fo? lacke of victuals and freſh water, moſtof the men in their 
Admirall dped; foꝛ ſiue whole dayes together they had neither water no? meafe : but in the other 
ſhips they behaued themſelues ſo well, that the greater part of them came ſafc vnto the land, ot 
chat paſſech the Streights of Magellan, oz ſailethfromche coaſt of Chilivirecclp fo2 the Malu- 
cos mult needs runne in ſight of ſome oftheſe I llands befoze ſpoken of, At which Illands lying 
bundance of ſo conveniently in the wflp to the Malucos pou may furniſh pour ſelfe with plenty of victuals 
on dhe Aeg as hogges, hennes, excellent aimonds, potatos, ſugar-canes , with diuers other ſozces fit fo che 
ofSelomon.

. went nottoſecke her,becauſe we knew he told vs the trueth: foꝛ we bound him and made him faſk, 


and ſo examined hem. Alſo he told vs that his ſhip was there caſt away, and that there were two 

mae ok his companp among the Negros: the Monugals name was Emmanuel, and was by his 
occuvation a Calker, belonging tothe Poꝛt of Portugal,

On Pundap the 1. we fell with capc Blanco: but the winde blew ſomuchat the X2o3th,that Cape nie 
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went vp to their cowne, where we burnt 2.02 3. houſes, and tocke what (popie wee would, whic 
was but lit le, but al the people fled: aud in our retiting abooꝛd in a very litle plaine at their townee 
ende they ſhot theit arrowes at vs out of the woods, and hurt 3. 024, of our men; their arrower 
were poyſoned, hut pet none of our men miſcarped at that time, thanked be God, Their cowne is 
maruetlous artificially builded with mudde waiſes and built round, with thetic yards palev in ant 
kept very cleaneaſwcllin their Creetes as in cheir houſes Theſe Negros vſe good obcvience 
to their king as one of our men ſapd, which was withthem in pawne fox the Negros which came 
firſt, There were in their cowne bycſtimation about one hu'1dzed houles, 

The firſt ol September there went manx ol gur men on ſhoze at the wateriug place, and vi, 
waſh ſhirts very quietly ali the dap: andthe ſecond day they went againe, and the Negros were in 
ambuſh round about the place: andthe carpenter ot the Admiral going into the wood to doe ſome 
ſpeciall buſineſſe, eſpied them by good foztune. But the Negros ruſhed out vpon our men ſo ſud 
den ſp, chat in retiring to our boates, many of them were hurt : among whom one William Pick. 
man a ſouldiet was lhot into the thigh, who plucking the arrow ont, bꝛoke it, and left che head be- 
binde; and he told the Chirurgions that he plucked out all the arrow, becauſe he would not haut 
them lance his thigh: whercupon the popſon wzought ſo that night, that hee was marueiloullp 
ſwollen,and all his belly and pꝛiuie parts were as black? as ynke, and the next mozning he vied, 
the peece of the arrow wtth the popſon being plucked out of his thigh, - -

wich our boate, and caughtgreat ſloꝛe of fiſh , and went on ſhoe and cooke Limmons from the

On wednelday bring the 7. of the ſame moncth wee departed trom one of the Jilesof Cape 
Verde,alias the Illes of Madrabumba, which is 1 ©,/cagues diſtant fromthe poynt of Sierra le- 
ona: and about ſiue of theclocke the ſame night we anthoꝛed 2. miles off the Aland in 6,fathomg 
water, and landed the ſame night, and found Plautans only vpon the Jlanye, 

The $.dap one of out boats went out & ſoundedround about the Jland,# thep paſled though a 
ſound at the weſt end ol che Jland, where they found 5. fat homs round about the Jland, vntil chep 
came vntothe very gutte af the ſound, and then foz acaſto2 two they had but 2. fathoms, and pze« 
ſently after,6.fathoms, and ſo dceper and deepcr, And at the E aſt ende ol the Nand there was 6 
towne, where Negros doe vſe at ſometimes. as we perceiued by their pzouiſion. 

There is no frech water on allthe South ſide, as we could perteiue, but onthe Nozth ſide thꝛet

Pontugal knewe Chriſtopher Hare Paſter of the Admirall, fo2 that Paſter Hare had bene af 
Saint Vincent in the Minionof London in the peere 1 5 8 1. And thinking to haue lohn Whi- 
thal the Engliſhman which dwelleth at Saint Vincent come vntovs , which is twentie leagues 
from this arbozough with ſome other, thereby to baue had ſome freſh victuals, we ſuffered che 
Poꝛtugal to goe with a letter vnto him, who pzomiſed to returne oz ſend ſome anſwere within 
ten dayes,fozthat we told him we were Parchants,and would traffique with them: but we ne⸗

But becauſe we could not vnderſtand them, our Generallmade ſome haſte,ond within 2,02 chte 
dayes we furniſhed our ſelues. 
The 18. dap in the moꝛning we departed trom this place, ano ran all that bay 320zthnoztheaſ. 
about 10. leagues an at night lay with aſhozt ſayle off and on the coaſt. 
The 19. wee rannt in C aſt Noꝛtheaſt with the land, and bare in with a place called The Con 
The Concep · ception, where wee anchozed vader an Jland , and departed the next moꝛn ing without going or

The 20, wee departed from The Conception, and went into a litie Baye which was ſandie 
where we ſaw freſh water and cattell, but we ſtayed not there. |

dechin33-de- The laid day pꝛeſently after we were tome vnto an ancre inthe Bap, there was a Neteherd 0; 
nuts. one that kept cattle which lay vpon the point of the hill aſleepe, which when he awake and hav el 
pied thꝛee ſhippes which were come into the Bay, befoze wee could get on ſhoze, he had caught ai. 
hozſe which was feeding by, and rode his way as faſt as euet hee might: and our Generall with 
30.ſhot with him went on ſhoze, Oe had not bene on land one houre, but there came 3. hoꝛſemen 
with bꝛight woꝛds towards vs ſo hard as they might ride, vntill they tame within ſome twentic 
02 thirtie ſcoze of vs, and ſo ſtayed, and would come no neerer vnto vs: ſo our Generall ſent vnto 
them a couple of our men with their ſhotte. and one Fernando, which was the Spaniard that wee 
bad taken vp at the mouth of the Streighis, which was one ol the 400. chat were ſterued there, 
But the Spaniards would not ſuffer our men to come neere withtheir ſhot, but made ſignes that 
one of our men ſheuld come alone vnto them: ſa the ſaid Fernando the Spaniard went vaco them, 
and our two men ſtood not farre from them. They had great conference, and in the end Scrnan.. 
do tame backe from them, and told our Generall that he had parled with them fc2 ſome victuals, 
who had pꝛomiſed as much as we would haue. Dur General ſent him backe againe with another 
meſſage ann another ſhotte with him: and being come ncere vnto them they would not ſuffer any 
moze then one to appꝛoch them , whereupon our men let the Spaniard goe vnto them alone him. 
ſelfe: who bi ing ſome good diſtance from them, they ſtaycn but a ſmall time together, but that the 
The — ſaid Fernando leaped vp behind one of them and rid away with them foꝛ all his deepe ano damna ; 
ofa Spantt®: it othes which be had made continually to our ge ncral and all his company neuer to fozſake hin: 
but to die on his ſide befoze he would be falſe, Dur Generallſeeing how he was dealt withall,fil- 
led water all that day wich good watch, and caried it aboozd: and night being come, he veterminet 
the nert day to ſend into the countrey to find theit to wne, and to haue taken the ſpople ol it, and te 
haue ſtred it if they could haue found it. 
| Thelaſtof March Captaine Hauers went vp into the Countrey with 50,02 60,men with thei. 
Our men ſhot and furniture with them, and we trauailed 7.02 8,miles into the land: and as we were mar⸗ 
marc) 7.0) Ching along, we eſpied a number of herdes ok cattell, of kine and bullockes which were wonders 
ehereneuues full wilde: we ſaw alſo great ſkoze of hozſes, mares, and colces which were very wilde and vn 
222 handled: there is alſo great ſtoꝛe of hares and conies, and plenty oſ partriges and other wildloules 
The countrep is very fruitful with faire frech riuers all along full of wilde ſoule of all ſozts, Ha 
uing trauailed ſo farre that we could goe no further fo the monſtrous highmountaines,we reſter 
our le lues at a very ape freſh Riuer running in and alongſt faire lowe mevowes at che foote 
of the mountaines, where etery man dꝛzunke ofthe Riuer, and refreſhed themſelues, Þauing ſo 
done, we returned to our Ships the likeſt way that we thought their Towne ſhould bee: ſo wee 
tranailed all the day long, not ſeeing any man, but we mette withmany wilde dogges: pet there 
were two hundzed hoꝛſemen abꝛoad that ſame day by meanes ofthe Spaniard which they had cz 
ken the day befoze from vs, who hadtolde them that our fozce was but ſmall, and that wee wert 
wonderfully weake: bo though they did eſpie vs that dap, pet durſt they not giue the on ſette 
vpon vs. Foz wee marched along in arrap, and obſerued good oꝛder, whereby vice ſeemed a great 
number moe then we were, vntill we came vnto our ſhips that night againe, 85

The next day being the firſt of Ap)dl 1587, our men went on ſhoare to fill water at a pit which

men, and beloze our people could returne to the rockes from the watering place, tiwclue of chem

The fifteenth wee cane thwart of a place which is called Morro moreno,which ſtandeth in 2 3 Mono morens 
degrees, and is an excellent good harbozouch: and there is an Jland which maketh it an harbo⸗ 1 wap 
rough: and aſhip map go in at eicher end of the Jland : here we went with our Generall on ſhoze : 
to the number of 3o men: and at our going on ſhoze vpon our landing che Indians ol the place 
came downe from the rockes to meete with vs, with freſh water and wood on their backes. They 
are in maruellous awe of the Spaniards, and very ſunplc people, and live matuellous ſauagely : 
Fa they ought vs to their bivings about two miles from the harbozough, where wee ſaw their 
women and lodging, which is nothing but the {kin of ſome beaſt lapd vpon the ground: and ouer 
chem in ſtead of houſes, is nothing but five 02 ſixc ſticks layd acroſſe, which ſtand vpon two foꝛkes 
with ſtickes on the ground and a fewe boughes layd on it. Thet: diet is raw fiſh, which ſtinketh 
moſt vilely. And when any of them die, they burie their bowes and arrowes with them, with 
their canoa and all that they haue: fo2 wee opencd one of their graues, end ſaw the oꝛder oc them. 
Their canoas 09 boates are maruellous artificially made of two ſkinnes like vnto bladders , end Mon articci 
are blowen full at one ende with quilles : they haue two of thele bladders blowen full, which are al voarcs. 
ſowen together and made faſt with a ſinew of ſome wild beaſt; which when they art in the wa⸗ 
ter ſwell, ſo that they are as tight as may bee. They goe to ſea in theſe boates, and catch very | 
much fiſh with them, and yay much of it fox tribute vnto the Spaniards : but they vſe it maruel- Tn pute paß 
lous bcaſtly, ** un f.lþ. 

The 23 in che moming we tooke a ſmall barke which came out of Arica road, which wee kept 
and called The George: the men fozlooke it, and went away with their boate. Dur avmirals pin⸗ 9 barke ta. 
nelle followed the boate, x the Hugh Gallants boate tooke the barke: our admirals pinneſſe could urn w. et 
not recouer the boat befoze it got on ſhoare,but went along into the road of Arica, and layd aboozp The Georpe, | 
a great ſhippe of an hundzeth tunnes riding in the road right afoze the towne, but all the men and iu 78 dearce» 
goods were cone out of it, oncly the bare ſhip was left alone. They made the o2 foure very faire of manger 
ſhots at the pinneſle as ſhee was comming in, but miſled her very narrowly with a Minion ſhot © ** 
which they had inthe fozt. Wihereupon wee came into the road with che admirall and che Hugh 
Zallant: but che Content which was viceadmirall was behinde out of ſight : by meanes — 
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Che forth The 25 riding ſtil in the ſaid road, we ſpicd a ſaile comming from the Southward, any our G 

Be vole, Net all ſent out his pinnclſetomecte her, wich all our boatcs; but the towne made inch ſignes fron; 
the hill with fires and tokens out of the watch-houle , that befoze our pinneſſe could get to ihem, 
they ran the barke on ſhoare two miles to cht Southward of the towne ; but they had ſmall leas 
ſure to carrieanp thing with chem; but all the men ſkaped, among whom there were certaine fri- 
ers: fo: wee ſawe than in their friers weedes as they ran on ſhoare : manyhozſemen came fion; 
the towne to reſcue them, and to carrie them awap , otherwiſe wee had landed and taken oz killed 
them. Sowec went aboo2d the barke as ſhe lay ſunke, and fetched out the pillage : but there was 
nothing in it of any value, and came aboozd our ſhippes againe th: ſame might: and ihe nexcmor- 
ning wee ſet the great ſhippe on fire in the road, and ſunke one of the barkes, and carried the other 
along wich vs, and ſo departed from thence, and went away Nozthweſt.

of avuiiecaken mee [oft our men firſt, In this barke was one George a Greeke, a reaſonable pilot fot all the 
coaſt of Chili, They weie ſent to the citie of Lima with letters of aduiſo of vs, and of thc loſle 

ok our men. There were alſo in che ſayde barke oke Flemming and thzec Spaniards : and they 

were all ſwozne and receiued the Sacrament befoze :hcp came to lea by tet i; foure fricrs, that 

if wee ſhould chance to mecte them. they ſhould chzow thoſe letters ouer bod: which, (as wee 

were giuing them chaſe with our pinneſle) befoze wee could fetch them vp, thcp had accodinglp 

thowen away. Pet pur Generall woughtſo with them, chat they did confeſle it: bu. hee was 

faine to cauſe chem to bee toꝛmented wich their thumbes in a wzinch, and to continue them at ſe- 

uerall tumes with extreme paino. Alſo hee made the old Flemming bcleene that het would hang 

bim; and the rope being about his necke hee was pulled vp a little from the hatches, and pet her 

9.gzodwind would not confelle , chuſing rather to die, then hee would bee periurtd. In the end it was cen- 
gn ͤelled by one ol the Spaniards, whereupon wee burnt the barke* and carried the men with bn. 
caule. The third of May wee came into a bay where art thzee little townes, which art called Parac- 
ca, Chincha, and Piſca , whereſome of vs landed and tooke certaine houlcs, whe: ein was bycap, 
wine, figs and hennes; but the ſea went ſohigh, that wee could not land at the beſt of the townes

And we 8 onelp, hauing euery man his and his furniture about preache?,* 
him, marched the quarters of a mile along the ſea ſide, where wee found a boate of fine om ſire 
tunnes halcd vp dzle on the ſhoare about a cables length from the water: and with extreme labour 
wee lanched the barke; when it was on flote, Captaine Bruer and J went in, while the reſt of 
our companie were fetching their things: but ſuddenly it was readie to ſinke : And the Captaine 
and J ſtoode vp to the knees lading out water with our targets: but it ſunke downe faſter then 
wee were able to free it, inſomuch as in the end wee had much adoe to ſaue our ſelues ſrom dꝛow⸗ 
ning. Then wee were out, wee ffocd in great feare that our owne boate wherein wee came on 
ſhoare was ſunke : fo wee could no where ſce it. Powbeit the Captaine commanded them to 
keepe it off, fo2 feare ofthe great ſurge that went by the ſhoare. Pet in che end wee ſpied it, and 
went aboozd by two and two, and were dꝛiuen to wade vp to the arme-holcs 60 paces into the

The 17 of Pap wee met with our admirall againe, and all the reft of our fleete, They had ta⸗ then derte g. 
ken two ſhips, the one laden with ſugar, moloſles, maiz, Cordouan-ſkinnes, montego de Por- — 
co, many packes of pinta dos, many Indian coates and ſome marmalade, and 1 000 hennes: and ups taker, 
che other ſhip was laden wich wheate-meale, and boxes of marmalade. One of theſe ſhips which won 8800 
marchandile in it, was woꝛth twentie thouſand pounds, if it had bene in England oz pounds 
in any other place of Chriſtendome where wee might haue ſolde it. Cee filled all our ſhips with 
as much as wee could beſtow of theſe goods: the reſt wee burnt aud the ſhips alſo; and ſetthe men

Great ſtozeof make cables withall : fo) the moſt part ofthe cables in the South ſea are made vpon that Jlauy, 
cadles mads This great Caſique doth make all the Indians vpon the Jland to wozke and to dzudge fox him; 
aud hee himſelfe is an Judian bozne,but is married to amarucllous faire woman which is a Spa: 

niard by reaſon of his pleaſant habitation and ot his great wealth. | 
This Spaniſh woman his wife is honoured as a Queene in the Jland, and neuer goeth on the 
ecround vpon her feete : but holdech it too baſe a thing fozher : But when her pleaſure is to take

100000 Crownes, which wee knew by a captaine of the Jland an Indian, which was leſt there 
with ſome other vpon the Jland vuder him, whom wee had taken at ſea as wee were comming in ·

The 27 our General himlelke with certame ſhot aud ſome targetciers went our into the maine

Caſique, which was the lozd of all the Jland, was gone vnto, and had caried all his treaſure with 
him: but at our comming to the place which wee went to lande at, wee found newly arriued there 
foure oz fiue greatbalſas, which were laden with plantans, bags ol meale, and many other kinds 
of victuals. Dur Generall maruelled what they were and what they meant, aſking the Indian 
guide and commanding him to ſpeake the trueth vyon his life: being then bound faſt, hee anſwe: 
red being very much abaſhed,as well as our companie were, that hee ncither knewe frem whence 
they ſhould come, no2 who they ſhould ber: fo there was neuecr a man in any one of the ba!ſas : 
and becauſe hee had told our Generall befoze, that it was an taſie matter to take the ſayd Cab que 
and all his treaſure, and that there were but thzee oz foure houſes ſtanding in a deſeit place aud no 
reſiſtance, and that il hee found it not ſo, hee ſhould hang him. Againe being demaunded to ſpeake 
vpon his life what hee thought theſe Balſas ſhould bet, hee anſwered that hee coulde not ſay from 
' whence thep ſhould come, except it were to bꝛing 60 ſouldiers, u hich hee did heare were to go to a 
place called Guaiaquil, which was about 6 leagues from the ſaide pland, where two oz ider of the.

ſons who had heard of vs, and had ſent foz ſixtie mote fo; feare of burning of the ſhippes and 
towne. Dur Generall yot any whit diſcouraged ther at the ſight of the balſas vnlooked foz, 
ox lo hearing of the thzceſcoze ſouldicts not vntill then ſpoken of, with a haue courage animas 
ting his companie in the explopte, went pꝛeſently fo ward, being in the night in a moſt deſert path 
in the woods, vntill ſuch tune as hee came to the place; where, as it ſeemed, they had kept watch 
eicher at the waters ſive, oz at the houſes, oz elſe at both, and were newly gone out of the houlcs, 
hauing ſo ſhozt warning, that they left che meate both boyling and roſting at the fire and were 
fledde with their treaſure with them, oz elſe buried it where it could not bee found, being alſo 
in the night.

ought away what our Gcuerall thought requiſite foz the ſhips buſmeiſt. | 

Tbis Jland is very pleaſant fo) all things requiſite, and fruitful: but there are no mines of gold 
no} litucr in it, There arc at the lealk 200 houſes in the towne about the Caſiques as 
many in one 02 to towncs mode vpon the Jland, which is almolt as digge as the Jleof Wight in cpe Ju oe Ne-

nates andlymes, with diuers other fruits, : 

There is very good paſture ground in this Jland; and wichall mavp hoztes, oxen , bullockes. 
ſbeepe very fat and faire, great toze of goates which be verp tame, aud are uſtd continually to bee 
!nilked, They haue mozeouer abundance of pigeons,turkeys,and ducks of a marueflous biqneſle, 

There was alſo a very large and great church hard dy the Caſiques houſe, whither hee cauſer 
all the Indians in the Jland to come and heart maſſe : fo1 he was made a Chiiltian when 
he wasmanted to the Spaniſh woman befoze ſpoken of, and vpon his converſion he cauſed the reit 
of his ſudit cta to be Chitiſtened, Ju this church was an high altar with a cructfire,and fine belles 
hanging in che nether end thereof, e burnt the church aud ought the belles away. 

By this time wee hadhaled on ground our avmirall, and had mave her cleane, burnt her keele, Cho conn 
pitched and tarred her, and had haled her on flote againe. And in themeane while conttiually keyt — 
watch and ward in the great houſe doth night aud day.

They told vs that ehey were no leſle glad to ſee vs, then wee to ſee them, and enquired of the cſtate 
of their countrey and what was become of Don Antonio their Ring, and whether hee were li- 
uing oz no: loꝭ that they had not of long time bene in Portugall, and that the Spaniards had al- 
wayes bꝛought then: woꝛde that hee was dead. Then our Generall ſatiſſied them in euery de- 
maund; Alluring them, that their Ring was aliue, and in Zngland, and had honourable allowance 
ok our Queene, and that there was warre bet weene Spaine and England, and tha, we were come 
vnder the King of Poꝛtugall into the South ſea, and had warred vpon the Spaniards there, and 
had fired, ſpoiled and ſunke all the ſhins long the coaſt that we could meete withall. tothe number 
of eighteene oz twent ie ſailes. Mitch this repoꝛt they were ſufficiently (at:\fiev, 

On theother ſide they veclarev vnto vs the ſtate of the yland of Iaua. F irſt the pientifulues aud 
great choiſe and ſoze of victuals of all ſopts, c of all maner ot fruits as befoꝛe is ſet downe: Ther 
the great and rich marchandize which are there to be had Ther they deſcriben the pꝛopert es and 
nature ofthe people as lolloweth. The name ok the King of that part ol the planv was Raia Bo- 
lamboam, who was a man had in great maieſtie and feare among them, The common people 
map not bargaine,ſell,o2 exchange any thing with any other nation, without ſpeciall licence from 
their king: and if any ſo doe, it is pꝛeſent death foꝛ hum. The Ring himſelfe is a man of great 


Che wines kin YEeres, and hath an hundzev wiues, his ſoune hath fiftie, The cuſtome vf the countrey is, that 
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whenſoeuer the king doeth die, they cake the body lo dead and burne it and »zeſerue the aſhes of 
him, and within ſiur dayes nert after, the wiues of ihe (aivking ſo dead, ac coꝛding to the cuſtome 


and vle of their count rep, euery one ot them goe together to a place appdintco, und the chiefe ofthe 


women, which was neereſt vnto him in accompt, hath a ball in her hand, and thoweth it irom her, 
and to the place where the ball reſterh , thither che y gde all, and turne their iaccs to the Eaſtwary, 
and euery one with a dagger in their hand, ( which vagger they call a Criſe, anv is as ſharpe as a 
raſo2) ſtab themſelues to the heart, and with their hands all to bee bath the:nſelues in their owne 
blood, and falling groueling on their faces ſo ende their vapeg. This thing is as true us it ſee⸗ 
meth to any hearer to be ſtrang. f 

The men of themſclues be very politique and tubtile, and ſingularly valiaut, being naned men, 
in any action they vnde r take, and wonvezfully at commandement and feare of their king. Foz ex⸗ 
ample: it their king tommand them to yndercake aay expioit, be it neuer ſo dangerous oꝝ deſpe⸗ 
rate, they dare not no2 will not refuſe ic, though they die cuery man in the execution of the ſame, 
Fo? hee will cut off the heavs of cuery one of them which returne aliue without bꝛinging ok their 
purpoſe to paſſe: which is ſuch a thing among chen as it :naketh them the moſt valiant people in 
all the Southeaſt parts of the woꝛld. foꝛ they neuer feare any death. Fox being in light with any 
nation, it any of them feclech himſelfe burt with launce oz ſwoꝛd, he will willingly runne hunſelke 
vpon the weapon quite thꝛough bis body to pꝛocure his death the moze ſpeediip, and in this deſpe⸗ 
MPoꝛeouer, although the nen be tawnp of cos 
lour and go continua lly naked, yet their women be faire of complexion and go moze apparelled, 

After they had thus delcribed the Cate ol the pland, and the oꝛders and facions of He people: 
they tolde vs farther, that if their king Don Antonio would come vnto them, they would wars 
rant him to haue all the Malucos at commandement, ueſides China, Sangles, anu the ples of the 
Philippinas, and that hee might be aſſured to haue ail the Tudians on his [ide that are in the toun⸗ 
trey, After we hau fully contented theſe Poꝛtugals, and the people of lapa which bꝛought vs vice 
tuals in their Canoas, they tooke their leaues of vs with pꝛomiſe of al good entertaint ment at 
dur returnes, and our Generall gaue them thzee great pieces of Owdinance at their departing, 
Thus the next dap being the 16. ol March weſet ſaile towards the Cape of good hove,called by 
the Poztugals Cabo de buena Eſperancęa on the Southermolt coaſt of Africa. 

The reſtof March and all themonethof Apyil wee ſpent in erauerſing that mig tie and vaſty 
Sea, betweene the ple of Iaua and the maine of Africa, obſeruing the heauens, the Crofierso? 
South - pole, the other ſtarres, the koules, which are merkt vnto the Sta men of faire weather, 
foule weather, appꝛoching ol lands oz ylands, the winds, the tcmpeſts, the raines g; thunders, witt 
the alterations of tides and currents. 5 

The 10, day of May we had a ſtoꝛme at the Teſt, and it blew ſo haru that it was as much as

There is alſo right ouer againſt the ſaide Church a faire canſey made vp with ſtones reaching 
vnto a valley by the ſeaſive,in which valley is planted a garden, wherein grow great ſoze cf pom 
pions and mcions: And vpon the ſaide cauſcy is a frame erected whereon hange two bells where- 
with they ring to aſſe; and hard vnto it is a Croſſe ſet vp, which is ſquar ed, framed and made ve⸗

This valley is the faireſt and largeſt le we plot in all the planv, and it is marueilous ſweete and 
pleaſant, any plantev in euery place either with fruite trees, 92 with herbes. There ate figtrees, 
which beare fruit continually, t marueilous pleutikully:ĩoꝝ on euery tree you ſhal haue bloiſoms, 
grecne ſigs. and ripe ſigs, all at ones: and it is ſo all the pere long: the reaſon is that the pland ſtan⸗ Tus grrat 
veth ſo neere the Sunne. There be alſo great ſloꝛe of lymon trees, oꝛange trees, pomegranate — — 
trees, pomecitron trees, date trees, which beare fruite as the fig trees do, and are plante d carefully in! "+ oa 
and verp artificially with very pieaſayt walkes vnder and berweene them, and the ſaide walkes 
bee ouerchadowed with the leau*s of the trees: and in euery voyde vlace is planted pareriep, 
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ſozell, baſill, fenell, annis ſeede, muſtard ſeede, radiſhes, and many ſpeciail good hearbes: and

{ & The Rocbucke viceadmirall whereof Þ, Cocke was Captaine, The Defire - 
Rere-admirall whereof was Captaine M. lohn Davis ( with whom and foz 
whoſe ſake J went this vopage ) The Blacke pinneſſe, anda barke of M. A- 
| drian Gilbert, whereof . Randolfe Cotton was Captaine, 
Baya de Salus- The 29, of Nouember wee fell with the bay of Saluador vpon the coaſt of Braſil 1 2, leagues 
dur. on this ſide Cabo Frio,wherg wee were becalmed vntill the ſecond of December: at which time 
u barke caken. Wee taoke a (mall barke bound fo2 the Riuer of Plate with ſugar, haberdaſh wares, and Negros. 
The Paſter of this barke bzought vs vnto an ple called Placencia thirtie leagues Melt from 
cabo ria, Cabo Ftio, where wee arriued the itt of December, and rifled (ire oꝛ ſeuen houſes inhabited by

but returned home to England, hauing their Captaine abozd the Roe-bucke without any p2out- dureh in 
ſion mote then the apparell that hee woze, who came from thence abozd our ſhip to rematne with zog1asd. 
our Captaine, by reaſon of the great friendſhip betweene them, The 18.che Galeon came into 
the road, and maſter Candiſh came into the harbozough in a boat which he had made at ſea ; fo2 his 
long boat andlight-hozſeman were loſt at ſea, as alſo a pinneſſe which he had built at Santos: and * pinneſſe 
being abozd The Deſire he tolde our Captaine of all his extremities, and ſpake moſt hardly of his 
company, and of diuers gentlemen that were with him, purpoling no moze to goe abozd his owne 
ſhip,but to ſtay in The Defice. Me all ſoꝛtowed to heare ſuch hard ſpeaches ol our good friends; 
but hauing ſpoken with the gentlemen of the Galeon wee found them faithfull, honeft, and reſo⸗ 
lute in pꝛoceeding, although it pleaſed our Generall otherwiſe to conceiue of them, | 
The 20,0f Parch we departed from Port Deſire, maſter Candiſh being in The Deſire with 
vs. Theeighth of Apzil 1592. wee fell with the Streightsof Magellan, induring many furious Thep fall with 
Kozmes betweene Port Defire and the Streight, The 14. we palledthzough the firſt Streight, a geln 
The 16,we paſled the ſecond Streight being ten leagues diſt ant from the firſf, The 18,we dou⸗ 
bled Cape Froward, which Cape lieth in 33. degrees and: The 21. wee were infoꝛced by the 
fury of the weather to put into a ſmall cooue with our ſhips, . leagues from the ſaid Cape, dpon 
the South ſboare, where wee remained vntil the 15. of Bay, In the which time wee indured er⸗ 
treeme ſtoꝛmes, with perpetual ſnow, where many ol our men died wich curſed famine, and mile⸗ 
rable cold, not hauing where with to couer their bodies, no? to fill the ir bellies, but liuing vy muſ⸗ 
kles, water, and weeds ofthe ſea, with a ſmall reliefe of the ſbips ſtoze in meale ſometimes, And 
all the ſicke men in the Galeon were moſt vncharitably put a ſhoꝛe into che woods in the nowe, 
taine and tolo, when men of good health could ſkarcely indure it, where they ended their liues in 
the higheſt degree ol miſery,maſter Candiſh all this while being aboꝛd the Deſire. In theſe great 
extremities ofſnow and cold, doubting what the ende would be, he al ked our Captaines opinion, 
becauſe he was a man that had good experience of the Noꝛthweſt parts, in his 3. ſeuerall diſcoue⸗ 
ties that way, imployed by the marchantsof London. Dur Captaine tolde him, that this ſnowe 
was a matter of no long continuance, and gaue him ſufficient reaſon fo2 it, and that thereby hee 
could not much be pꝛeiudiced oz hindered in his pzoceeding, Not wichſtanding he called together 
all the company, and tolde them, that he purpoſed not to tay in the Streights, but to depart vpon 
me other vopage, oz elſe to teturne againe foz Braſil. But his reſolution was to goe fo) the 
Cape of Buena Eſperanga. The company anſwered, that if it pleaſed him, they did deſire to ſtay 
Gods fauour fo a winde, and to indure all hardneſſe whatſoeuer, rather then to giueouer the voy» 
age, conſidering they had bene here but a ſmal time, and becauſe they were within fourtie leagues 
of the South lea, it grieued them nowto returne; notwichanving what hee pur poled, that they 
would perfozme, So hee concluded to goe foz the Cape of Buena Eſperanca, and to giue ouer 
this voyage. Then out , after maſter Candiſh was come aboꝛd The Deſite from tal 
king with the company, tolde him, that if it pleaſed him to conſiver the great extremitie of his 
eſtace, the llendernelle of hispouilions, wichthe weakeneſle of his men. it was no courſe foz him 
to pꝛocted in that newe enterpzize : fox if the reſt of pour ſhippes (ſaid hee) bee furniſhed an ſwe⸗ 
rable to this, it is impoſſible toperfozme your : fo2 wee haue no moze ſailes then 
maltes,no victuals, noground-tackling, no cozvage mote then is ouer head, and among ſeuentie 
and fiue perſons, there is but the Paſter alone that can o2der the ſhippe, and but foureteene ſay⸗ 
lers. The reſt are artificers, Therefoze it will be a deſperate caſe to 
take ſo hard an enterpzize in hand. Thele perſwaſions did our Captaine not onely vſe to maſter + 
Candiſh, but alſo tomafter Cocke. Jn finevpon a petit ion deliuered in wiiting by the chiefe of 
the whole company, the Generall determined to depart out of The Streights of Magellan, and 
to returne againe fo Santos in Braſil. |

were free of the Streights, but at Cape Froward it was our hard hap to haue our boat ſunke at _ of 
our ſcerne in the night, and to be ſplit and ſoze ſpoiled, and to looſe all our ozes.

TUAhereupon our Captaine called the Generals men vnto him, with 
the red, and aſked their opinion what was to bee done, Cuery one ſapde, that they thought 
that the Generall was gone fo2 Port Deſire. Thenthe Maſter being the Generals man and care- 
full of his maſters ſeruice, as alſo of good iudgement in Sta- matters, tolde the company howe 
dangerous it was to goe fot Port Deſite, if wee ſhoulde there mille the Generall: foz ( ſaide hee) 
wee haue no boate to lande our (clues , no2 any cables no) ancke rs that J dare truſtin ſoquicke 
ſtreames as are there: pet in all likelphood concluding that the Generall was thither, wee 
ſtayed our courſe fo Port Deſire, and by chance mette with the Blacke pinneſle, which had likes

pꝛouidence and fatherly pzotection of the Almightie, wee entered the harbour, end by Gods fa.

A vooleof thepinneſſes boate, wee landed vpon the South ſhoze, where wee fcund a ſtanding poole of freſh

Dar Captaine and Maler falling intg the conſideration of our eſtate and diſpatch to gee to 
the Generall, found our wants ſo great, as that in a moneth wee coulde not ficte our ſi ippe to ſet 
ſaile, Foz weemult needes ſet vp a Smiths fozge, to make boltes, ſpikes, and naples, beſives the 
repairing of our other wants, Mhereupon thep concluded it to bee their bel courſe to take 
the pinneſle, and to furniſh her with the beit of the company, and togoe to the Generall with all 
expedition, leauing the ſhippe and the reſt of the company vntill the Gencrols retui ne; ſoꝛ hee 
had vowed to our Captatae , that hee would returne againc foz the Streights, as hee had tolde 
vs, The Captaine and Paſter of the piuneſle being the Generals men were well contencev with 
| the motion. 1 
A dangerous Butt the Generall having in dur ſhippe two molt peſtilent fellowes, when theyheatdof this de- 
mutint. termination they vtterly miſliked it, and in ſecret dealt with the company of both ſhippes, vehe⸗ 
meutly per (wading them, that our Captaine and Maſter would leaue them in the countrey to bee 
deuoured of the Canibals, and that they were mercileſſe and without charit ie: whereupon the 
whole company iopned in ſecret wich them in a nighe to murther our Captaine and Paſter, with 
my ſelfe, and all the ſe which they thought were their friendes, There were markes taken in his 
caben howe to kill hun with mul kets thzough the ſhippes ſide, and bullets made of ſiluer fo2 the 
execution,if their ozher purpoſes ſhould faile, All agreed hert unto, except it were the bote · I waine 
ot our hippe, who whenhce knew the matter, and the ſlender ground thereof, reueiled it unto dur 
Maſter, aud ſo to the Captaine. Then the matter being called in queſtion, thoſe two moſt niur» 
therous fellowes were found out, whoſe names were Charles Parker and Edward Smith, 
TheCapcaine being thus hardly beſet in perill of famine, and in danger ofmurthering, was 
conſtrained to vſe lenitie, and by courteous meanes to paciſie this furie; ſhewing, that to doe the 
Generall ſeraice, vato whom he had vowed faith in this action, was the cauſc why hee purpoſed 
to goe vnto him in the pinneſſe, conſidering, that the pinne ſſe was ſo necc(arp a thing ſoꝛ him, 
as that hee couldnot bee without her, becauſe hee was learefull ofthe ſhc2e in ſo great ſbippes. 
TWhereupon all cried out with curſing and ſwearing , that the pinneſſe ſhould not goe vnleſle the 
ſhippe went, Then the Captaine deſired them to ſhewe themſelucs Chziſtians, and nat ſo blaſ⸗ 
pbemouſly to behaue themſelues, without regard o thankeſgiuing to God foz their great deliue* 
rance,and pꝛeſent ſuſtenance be ſtowed vpon tbem, alleaging many cxemples of Eods ſherpe pus 
nichment fo2 ſuch ingraticude ; and withall pꝛomiſed to doe any thing that might tend with their 
good liking, By which gentle ſpeaches the matter was pacificd, andthe Captaine and e ſter at 
the requeſt ofthe company were content to fozgiue this great creacheryof Parker and Smith, who 
after many admonitious concluded in theſe wozdes : The Lord iudge betweene you and mee:

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which after came to a moſt ſharpe reuenge tuen by the puniſhment ol the Almightie, Thus by a 
generall conſent it was concluded not todepart, but there to ftap ſq the Generals returne. Then 
our Captame and aſter, ſecing that they could not doe the Generall that ſeruice which they de · 
ſired,made a motion to the companie, that they would lap downe vnder their handes the loſing of 
the Generall, with the extremities wherein we chen ſtoode *whercunto they conſented, and wꝛote 
vader their hands as followeth. ,

Ta 26 of Auguſt 1591 wee whole names bee here vnder witten, with diuers others depar⸗ 
ted from Plimmourh vnder P. Thomas Candiſh our General, with 4 ſhips of his, to wit, 
The Galeon, The Robuck, The Defire, and The Black pinneſle, fo the perfo;mance of a voy- 
age into The South ſea. The 19 of Moucmber we fell with the bay of Saluador in Braſil. The 
16 of December we tooke the towne of Santos, hoping there to reuictuall our ſelues, but it fell not 
out to our contentment. The 24 of January we ſet ſaile from Santos, ſhaping our courſe fox The 
Streights of Magellan. The 8 of Febzuarie by violent ſtozmes the ſapde flecte was parted : 
The Robuck and The Deſite arrtucd in Porte Deſire the 6 af Parch, The 16 of March The 
Black pinnęſſe arriuedthere alſo : and che 18 of the ſame our admirall came into the roade; with 
whom we departed the 20of arch in pode and weake eſtate. The 8 of Apzill 1592 we tutred 
The Streights of Magellan, The 21 of Apzill wet ankered beyond Cape Froward, within 40 
leagues of The South ſea, where wee rode vntill the 1 5 of Pap, Jn which time wee had great 
ftozeof ſnowe, with ſome gultie weather, the wind continuing ſtill at UTeſtnozthwelt againſt vs. 
Jn this time wee wert infozced lad the pzeſeruing of our victuals, to liue the moſt part vpon muſ⸗ 
kles,our pzouiſion was ſo flender; ſo that many of our men died in chis hard extremitie. Then our 
General returned foz Braſil there to winter, @ co ꝑocure victuals fo this voyage againſt the next 
peere. Mo we departed The Streights the 15 of Pap. The 21 being thwart of Port Deſire 30 
leagues off the ſhoare,the wind then at and by Moꝛth, at five of the clock at night lying 
Noꝛthenſt, wee ſuddenly caſt about lying Southcaſf and by South, and ſometimes Southeaſt: 
the whole ltere following the avmirafl,our ſhip comming vnder his lee ſhot ahead him, and ſo fra- 
med laile fit tokeepe compame. This night wee were ſcuered, by what occaſion wee pꝛoteſt wee 
know not,whither we loſt them oz they vs. In the mozuing we 
ſuppoſing that the admirall had ouerſhot vs. All this | 
find him, becauſe it was not likely, that he would ſtand to the ſhoare againe ſo ſuddenly. But mil. 
fing him cowards night, we ſtood to che ſhoareward, hoping by that courſe to finde him. The 22 
night we had a violent Koumne, with the winde at Mozthweſt, and wee were inſoꝛced to

colild no mozc vie our maine top-ſaile, molk dangerouſly in e ſea, The pinneſle likewiſe 
recciued a great leake, ſo that wee were to ſeeke the next ſhoare fo2 our reliefe, And be» 
cauſe famine was like to bee the beſt ende, wee deſired to goe foz Port Defire, hoping with ſeales 
and penguins to relieue our ſelues, and ſo tu make ſhift to followe the Generall , oz there to ſtay 
his comming from Braſil. The 24 of Pap wee had much winde at Nozth, The 25 was calme, 
and the ſea very loftie , ſo chat our ſhip had dangerous foule weather, The 26 our foze-h10wves 


make, ſo chat if wee has not beeneneere the ſhoare, it had beene impoſſible fo2 vs to get outof 
the ſea, Aud nome being here moꝛtd in Port Deſire , our ſhzoudes are all rotten, not hauing a 


running rope whereto wee may truſt, and being pzoutded onely of one ſhift of ſarles all woꝛne, 
our top-larles not able to abide any ſtre{le of weather, neither haue wee any pitch, carre, oz nafles, 
no} any ſtme foz the ſupplying of theſe wantes ; and wee liue onely and muſkles, ha- 
ning but fie hogſheads of pozke within bourd, aud meale cher ounces le; a man a day, with wa⸗

Thus in 
molt nuſerable calamifie wee remained vntill the ſixt of Auguſt, ſtill keeping watch vpon the hils 
to locke fo2 our Generall, aud ſs great was out veration and anguiſh of ſoule, as J thinke ncuer 
fleſh aud blood endured mode. Thus our nulerie dayly increaſing , time paſſing, and our hope 
ofthe Generall being very colve, our Captaine and Paſter were ſully perſwaded, that the Genes 

rall might perhaps goe pirectly fo The Streights, and not come to this harbozough : where 
chey thought no courſe mozegonuenient then to goe pꝛeſently ſoꝛ The Streights, and there to ſtay

one of our two cables brake, whereby we were hopeles of life. Yet it pleaſed God to calme the 
ſtozme, and wee vnrived our ſheates, tackes, halliers, and other ropes, and moꝛed our ſhip tothe 
trees cloſe by the rockes, TUe laboured to recouer our ankoz againe, but could not by any means, 
it lap ſodeepe in the water, and as we thinke cleane couered with oaze, Now had we but one an« 
ko2 which had but one whole Flouke, a cable ſpliced in two places, and a piece of an olde cable. 
In the middeſt of theſe our troubles it pleaſed God that the wind came faire the firſt of October; 
whereupon with all expedition wee looſed our moꝛings, and weighed our ankoꝛ, and ſo towed off 
into the chanel; foʒ wee hav mended our boate in Port Deſite, ànd had ſiue oares of the pinneſle, 
Then we had weighed our ankoz, we kound our cable bzoken, onely one ſtrand helde: then wee 
pꝛayſed God; fo we ſaw apparant ly his mercies in pꝛeſeruing vs, Being in the chanel, we riued 
our ropes, againe rigged our ſhip, no mans hand was idle, but all laboured cuen fo) the laſt gaſpe 
ot like. Here our company was deuided;ſome deſired to go againe fo2 Port Deſire, and there to be 
ſet on ſhoꝛe, where they might trauell fo? their liues, and ſome ſtood with the Captaine # Maſter 
top2oceed, C Aherupon the Captaine ſayd to the Maſter: Paſter,you ſee the wonderfullertre« 
mitie ol our eſtate, and the great doubts among our companie of the truth of your repoꝛts, as tou⸗ 
ching reliefe to be had in the South ſea : ſome ſayin ſecret, as J am infozmed, that we vndertake 
theſe deſperate attempts thzough blind affection that we beare tothe General, Foz mine owne 
part I plainely make knowen vnto you, that the loue which J bare to the Generall cauſed mee 
=*-genter into this action, whereby J haue not onely heaped vpon mp head this bitter calamity 
now p2cſent , but alſo haue in ſome ſozt pꝛocured the dillike of my beſt friends in England, as it 
is not vnknowen to ſome in this company, But now being thus intangled by the pꝛouidence of 
God fo: mp foꝛmer offences (no doubt) J deſire,that it may pleaſe his diuine Maie ſtie toſhew 
vs ſuch mercifull fauour.that we may rather pꝛoceed, then otherwile : 0} it it be his wil, that our 
moꝛtall being ſhal now take an ende, J rather deſire that it may bee in pꝛoceeding then in retur · 
ning. And becauſe J ſeein reaſon, that the limits of our time are nom dꝛawing to an end, J do in 
Chaiſtian charity intreat pou all, firſt to fozgiueme in whatſoeuer J haue bin gricuous vnto you; 
ſecondly that you wil rather pꝛay fo our General, then vſe hard ſpeeches ol him; and let vs be ful: 
ly perſwaded, that not foꝛ his cauſe # negligence, but fo2 our own offences againſt the diuine Pas 
ieſty we are pꝛeſently puniſhed; laſtly, let vs foꝛgiue one another and be reconciled as childzen in 
loue& charity, and not think vpon the vanitiesof this like: ſo ſhall we inleauing this life live with 
our gloꝛious redeemer, oꝛ abiding in this life, find fauour with God. And now(goodmaſter)fozaſs 
much as pou haue bin in this voyage once befoꝛe wirhyour maſter the general, ſatiſfiethecopany 
of ſuch truths,as are to you beſt knowen; & youthe reſt ofthe generals men, which like wiſe haue 
bin with him in his firſt vopage,if you heare any thing contraryto the truth, ſpare not torepzooue 
it, A pꝛay you. And ſo J beſeech the Lozd co beſtow his mercy vpon vs. Thenthe maſter began 
inthelſe ſpeeches : Captain,your requeſt is very reaſonable,#J referre to pour iudgment mp hos 
neſt care, great pains taken in the generals ſcruice, my loue towards him, e in what ſozt I haue 
diſcharged my duety, from the firſt day to this houre. J was commanded by the general to fol⸗ 
low pour directions, which bitherto J haue perfourmed, You all knowe , that when J was er⸗ 
treamely ſicke, the General was loſt in my mates watch, as pou haue well examined: ſichens 
which time, in what anguiſh and griefe of minde J haue lined, God onely knoweth, and pou 
are in ſome part a witneſſe, And nowe if pou * to returne, I will not gatneſay it:

F2 at the Iſle 
of Santa Maria I doe aſſure pou of wheate, pozke, and rootes enough, Allo I will vzing youto 
an Ille, where Pelicans bee in great abundance, and at Santos wee ſhall haue meale in great 
plenty, beſides all our poſſibilitie of intercepting ſome ſhippes vpon the coaſt of Chili and Peru, 
But if wee returne there is nothing but death co be hoped foz : therefoze doe as peu like, I am 
ready, but mp deſite is copzoceede, Thele his ſpeeches being confirmed by others that were in

we put into the South ſea, and were free ot all land. This night the winde began to blowe ves 
ry much at Teſnonhweſt , and dll increaſed in fury, ſo that wee were in great doubt what 
courſe to take: to put into the Streights wee durſt not toz lacke of ground-tackle: to beare 
ſayle wee doubted, the cempeſt was ſo furious, and out ſayles ſo bad. The pinneſſe came roome 
with vs, and tolde vs that ſhee had receiued many grieuous Seas, and that her ropes did e- 
uery houre fayle her, ſo as thep could not tell what ſhift to mae: wee being vuadle in any ſozt to 
helpe them, ſtood vnder our coarſes in vie wok the lee · ſhode, ill expecting our ruinous end. 

The fourth of October the ſtozme growing beyond all reaſon furious, the pinneſle being in the 
winde of vs, rake ſuddenly ahull, ſo that we thought thee had receiued ſome grieuous ſea, oꝛ 
ſpꝛung a leake, oz that her ſayles failed her, becauſe ihe came not with vs: but we durſt not hull 
in that vnmercifull ſtoꝛme, but ſometimes tried vnder our maine coarſe, ſometime with a had» 
dock of our ſaple,fo2 our ſhip was very lee ward, and moſt labourſome in the ſea, This night wee 
loft the pinneſſe, and neue r law her againe, | Ke 

The fifc, our fozeſaple was ſplit , and all co toꝛne: then our Maſter tooke the mizzen, and 
bꝛought it tothe foꝛemaſt, to make our ſhip wozke, and with our ſpritſaile we mended our fozes 
ſaple, the ſtoꝛme continuing without all reaſon in fury , with haile, ſcnowe, raine, and winde ſuch 
and ſo mighty, as t hat in nature it could not poſſibly be moze, the ſcas ſuch and ſolofty, with con · 
tinuall bzeach, that many times we were doubt full whether our (hip did ſinke oz ſwimme. 

The tenthof October being by the actompt ok our Leptaine and Paſter very ncere the ſhoze, 


; the weather darke,the Nozme furious, and moſt of our men hauing giuen ouer totrauell,we peel⸗ 


ded our ſelues to death, without further hope of ſuccour. Dur captaine ſitting in the gallery ve⸗ 
rp penſiue, I came and bzought him ſome Roſa ſolis to comfort him; fo2 he was ſo cold, that hee 
was (ſcarce able to mooue a ioint. After he had dzunke,and wascomfoztedinheart, hee began fox 
the eaſe of his conſcience to make a large repetition of his fozepaſſed time, and with many grie⸗ 


- uous ſighs he concluded in theſe woꝛds: Dh molt glozious God, with whole power the mightieſt 


things among men are matters of no moment, J moſt humbly beſeech thee, that the intollcrable 
burthen of nip ſinnes map thzough the blood of Jeſus Chiiſt be taken from me: and end our daies 
with ſpeede, oꝛ ſhew vs ſome mercifull ligne of thy loue and our pꝛeſetuation. Iauing thus en- 
ded,he deſired me not to make knownen to any ofthe companphis intollcrable griefe and anguiſh 
of minde, becaule they ſhonlo not thereby be diſmaped, And ſo ſuddenly,befoze I went from him, 
the Sunne ſhined cleere; ſo that he and the Paſter bothobſerued the true eleuation ofthe Pole, 
whereby they knew by what courſe to recouer the Streights, Therewithall our captaine and 
Paſter were ſo reuiued, gaue ſuch comfo2table ſpeeches to the company, that euery man reioy⸗ 
ced,as though we had receiued a pꝛeſent deliuerante. The next dap being the 11 of October, we 
ſaw Cabo Deſeado being the cap? on the South ſboe (the Noꝛth (hoe is nothing but a company 
ol dangerous rocks. Illes, holds.) This cape being within two leags to lee ward olf vs, our mas 
ſer greatly doubted,that we could not double the ſame : wherupon the captain told him: You ſee 
there is no remedy, either we muſt double it, oꝛ befoze noon we mull die: cherfoze looſc pour ſails, 
and let vs put it to Gods mercy, The maſter being a man of good ſpirit reſolutely made quicke 
diſpatch & ſet ſaile, Dur ſailes had not bene balfe anhoure abooꝛd, but the footrope of our fozeſaile 
bꝛake, ſothat nothing held but the oplet holes. The ſeas continually brake ouer the ſhips poope, 
and flew into the ſailes with ſuch violence, that we ſtill expected the tearingofour ſaples,o2 ouer⸗ 
ſetting of the ſhip, and wichall to our vtter diſcomfozt, wee perceiued that wee fell tillmoze and 
moe to leeward, ſo that wee could not double the cape : wee were nowecome within halfe a 
mile of the cape, and ſoncere the ſhoze, that the counter-ſuffe ofthe ſea would rebound againſf 
the ſhippes ſide , ſo that wee were much diſmayed with the hoꝛroꝛ of our pꝛeſent ende. Bees 
ing thus at the very pinch ol death, the winde and Seas raging beyond meaſure , our Ma⸗ 
ſer veared ſome of the maine ſheace ; and whether it was by that occaſion, oz by ſome curs 
rent, 02 by the wonderfull power of God, as wee verily thinke it was, the ſhipguickened her 
wap, and ſhot paſt that rocke, where wee thought hee would haue ſhozed, Then bet weene the 
tape and the poynt there was a little bay; ſo that wee were ſomewhat farther (rom che ſhoare : 
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and when we werecome ſofarre as the cape, wee peelded to death: pet our good God the Father 
of all mercies deliuered vs, and wee doubled the cape about the length of our ſhippe, 02 very little 


np inch of laple, we ſpooned befozethe ſea,thzee men being not able to guide the helme, and in ſire 
houres wee were put fiue and twenty leagues within the Streights, where wee found a ſea an» 
ſwerable to the Ocean. | 
In this time we freed our ſhip from water, and after wee had reſted a little,onr men were not 
able to mooue ; their ſine wes were ſtiffe, and their fleſh dead, and many ol them (which is moſt la- 
mentable to bee repozted ) were ſo eaten with lice, as that in their fleſh did lie cluſters of lice as 
big as peaſon, pea and ſome as big as beanes, Being in this miſerie we were conſtrained to put 
into a cooue foz the refreſhingour men. Dur Paſter knowing the ſhoze and euery cooue very 
perfectly, put in with the ſhoze , andmored to the trees, as befozetime we had done, laying our 
anko} to the ſeawary, Here we continued vntill the twentieth ol October; but not being able as 
ny longer to ſtay thzough extremitie of famine, the one and twentieth we put off into the chanell, 


the weather being reaſonable calme : but befoze night it blew molt extteamelp at Meſtnoꝛth⸗ | 


weſt, The ſtoꝛme growing outragious, our men could ſcarcely ſtand by their labour; and the 


Dcreights being full of turning reaches we were conſtrained by diſcretion of the Captaine and 


Maſter in their accounts to guide the ſhip in the hell-darke night, when we could not ſee anyſhoze, 
the chanell being in ſome places ſcarſe tee miles bzoad, But our captaine, as wee firſt paſſed 


ſoʒt be bettered: which plat hee and the Maſter ſo often peruſcd, and ſo carefully regarded, as 
that in memozie they had euery turning and creeke , and in the deepe darke night without any 
doubting they conueyed the ſhip though that crooked chanell: ſo that J conclude, the wozld hath 
not any ſoſkilfull pilots fo that place, as they are: foz otherwiſe wee could neuer haue paſſed in 
ſuch ſozt as we vid, | 

The 25 weecame to an Flland inthe Streights named Penguin-iſle, whither wee ſentour 
doate to ſeeke reliefe , fo2 there were great abundance of birds, andthe weather was very talme; 
fo wee came to an ankoꝛ by the Jſland in ſeuen fadomcs, UWhile our boate was at ſhoze, and we 
had great ſtoze of Penguins, there aroſe a ſudden ſtozme, ſo that our ſhip did dziue ouer a bzeach 
and our boace ſanke at the ſhoze, Captaine Cotton and the Lieutenant being on ſhoe leapt into 
the boate , and freed the ſame, and threw away all the birdes, and with great difficultie retouered 


the ſhip : my ſeike alſo was in the boate the ſame time, where foz my life I laboured tothe beſt ok 


my power. The ſhip all this while dꝛiuing vpon the lce-ſhoze, when wee came aboozd, we hel: 
ped coſet ſaple, and weighed the ankoꝛ; foz befoze our comming they could ſcarſe hoiſe vp their 
pardes , pet with much adoe they ſet their foze-coprſe, Thus in a mighty fret of weather the 
ſeuen and twentieth dap of October wee were freeof the Streights, andthe thirtieth of Octo⸗ 


ber we came to Penguin · iſle being thꝛee leagues from Port De ſire, the place which wee purpo⸗ — = 
ſed to ſeeke fo2 our reliefe, | leagucs of Por 


When wee were come to this Ille wee ſent our boate on ſhoze , which returned laden with 
birdes and egges; and our men ſapdthat the Penguins were ſothicke vpon the Ille, that ſhippes 
mighe be laden with them; fo2 they could not goe without treading vpon the birds, whereat we 
greatly reioiced, Then the captaine appointed Charles Parker and Edward Smith, with twenty 
others to go on ſho2e,and to (tap vpon the Ille, fo2 the killing and d2yingofthoſe Penguins, and 
pomiſed after the ſhip was in harboꝛough to ſend the reſt, nor onelp fox expedition, but alſo to ſaue 
the ſmall ſtoꝛe of victuals in the ſhippe. But Parker, Smith, and the reſt of their fat tion ſuſpet ; 
ted, that this was a deuiſe ofthe Captaine to leaue his men on ſhoze, that by cheſe meanes there 
might bee victuals fo; the reſt co recouer their countrep : and when they remembzed, that 
this was the place where they would haue ſlaine their Captaine and Paſter , ſurely ( thought 
they) foz reuenge hereof will they le aue vs on ſhoꝛe. Ahich when our Captaine vnderſtood hee 
vled theſe ſpeeches vnto them: J vnderſtand that you are doubtfull of pour ſecurity though 
the peruerſeneſſe of pour owne guilty conſciences :/it is an extreame griefe vnto me, that pou 
ſhould judge mee blood-thirſtie , in whome you haue ſcene nothing but kinde conuerſation : if 
you haue found otherwiſe, ſpeake boldly, and accuſe mee of the wzongs that J haue done: if not, 
why do pou then meaſure me by pour owne vncharitable couſciences ꝛ All the company knowcth 
indeed,that in this place pou p2actized to the vtmoſt ot᷑ pour powers, to murther me and the maſter 
cauſeles,as God knoweth, which cuil in this place we did remit you: &now J may conceiue withs 
out doing you wong, that pou againe purpole ſome _— biinging theſe matters to repetition:

moꝛe. Being ſhot pall the cape, we pzeſcntly tooke tn our ſayles, which onely God had pzeſerued d.after ehep 
vnta vs; and when we were ſhot in betwerne the high lands, the wind blowing trade, without a- TTY

thꝛough the Dtreights dꝛew ſuch an erquiſite plat of the ſame , as I am aſſured it cannot in any Stretgbes of 


ts; 
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but God hath ſo ſhoztned pour confederacie, as that I nothing doubt you: it is fox pour Palters 
ſake that I haue fozbozne pou in pour vnchꝛiſtian pzaccizes: and here J pjoteſt befoze God, that 
fo his ſake alone I will yet indure this iniury, aud you ſhall in no ſote be pꝛeiudit ed. o2 in any 
thing be by me commanded : but when we come into England (if God ſo fauour vs)your maſtcr 
ſhall knowe your honeſties; tn the meane ſpace be voide of theſe ſuſpicions,fo2,God J call to wit 
nes, reuenge is no part of my thought, They gaue him thanks, deſiring to go into the harbozough 
with the ſbip. which he granted. So there were ten left vpon the Ille, and the laſtof October we 
22 entted the harbozough, Dur Malter at our laſt being here hauing taken carefull notice of euery 
wird rune. creeke in the river, in a very conuenient place, vpon ſandy oaze, ran the ſhip on ground laying our 
ankoz toſeaward, and with our running ropes mozed her to ſtakes vpon the ſhoze, which hee hav 
faſtened fo2 that purpoſe ; where the ſhip remained till our departure, 
he third of Nouember our boat with water, wood, and as manpas ſhee could caxy, went fog 
the Ille of Penguins: but being deepe,ſhe durſt not p2ocecde, but returnedagainethe ſame night. 
n ht —_ Then Parker, Smith Tounc tend, Purpet, with five others, deſired that they might goe by land, 
ſcarce a miſe and that the boate might fetch them when they were againſt the Alle; it being ſcarce a mile from 
rs rye maine. the ſhoe. The captame bade them doe what they thought beſt, aduiſing them to take weapons 
with them: fo2 ( ſapd bee) although we haue not at any time ſeene people in this place, yet in the 
countrep there may be Sauages, They anſwered, that here were great ſtozeof Deere, and O⸗ 
ftriches; but it there were Saluages , they would deuoure them: not withſtanding the captaine 
5 cauſed them to caty weapons. calieuers, ſwoꝛdes, and targets: ſo the ſixt of Nouember they de⸗ 
Kine men iod. 1, axted by land, and the bote by ſea; but front that day to this day wee neuer heard ot our men, 
© IGOR The 11 while moſt of our men were at the Ille, onely the Captaine and Mater with ſire others 
mr ot Pala; being left in the ſhip, there came a great multitude of Daluagesto the ſhip, tino wing duſt in the 
Sq . ape, leaping and runniug like bzute beaſts, hauing vizards on their faces like dogs faces, ozelſe 
— dogs their faces are dogs faces indeed, le greatly feared leaſt they would ſet our ſhipon fire,fo2 they 
faces. would ſuddenly make fire, whereat we much maruelled : they came to wind ward of our ſhip, and 
ſet the buſhes on fire, ſo that we were in a very ſtinking ſmoke : but as ſoone as they came within 
our (h9*, we ſhot at them, a ſtriking one of them inthe thigh they all pꝛeſent ly fled, ſo that we neuer 
hearu noꝛ (aw moꝛe of them. Here by we iudged, that theſe Canibals had ſlaine our ↄ men. When 
we c-nlivercv what they were that thus were ſlaine, and found that they were the pꝛincipall men 
that wauld haue murthe red our Captame # Maſter, with the reſt of their friends, we ſaw the iull 
iudgement of God, and made ſupplication to his diuine Maieſty to be merciful vnto vs. While we 
pred were in this harbozough, our Captaine and Paſter went with the boat to diſcouer how farre this 
ac uus pala riuer did tun, that it neede ſhouldenfozce vs toleaue our ſhip, we might know how farre we might 
blebp beate. gg by water. So they found, that farther then 20 miles they could not go with the boat. At their 
returne they ſent the boatt to the Ille of Penguins; whercbp wee vnd rſtood that the Penguins 
dꝛye d to our hearts coutent, and that the multitude ot them was infinite. This Penguin hath the 
ſhape of a bird, but hath no wings, only t wo ſtumps in the place of wings, by which he lwimmeth 
vnder water with as great (wifenes as any fiſh, They liut vpon \melts,whereofthere is great as 
- bundance vpon this cdaſt: in eating they be neither fith noz fleſh: they lay great egs, and the bird 
is of ateaſonable vignes, very neete twile ſo big as a ducke. All the time that wee were inthis 
5 place, we fared py well with egs, Penguins, pong Seales, pong Grilles, beſides other birds, 
Che great des ſuch as J know not: ot all which we had great abundance, In this place we found an herbe taller 
derbe rates Sturuygraſle, which wee fried withegs, vſing traine oyle in ſtead of butter, This herbe didſo 
graſe- yurge Þ blood, that it tooke awap all kind of ſwellings,of which many died. e reſtozed vs to perfect 
ber ſtayed y health o body, ſo that we were in as good caſe as whe we came firſt out of England. Ce ſtayed in 
weekes m Por: this harbour vntil the 22 of December,in which time we had dzied zoo oo Penguins; EtheCaps 
_ deniſe taine, the Paſter, and mp ſelfe had made ſome ſalt, by laying ſalt water vpon the rocks in holes, 
w make au. which in 6 daies would be kerned. Thus God did feed vs eut as it were with Manna fe heauen. 
5 The 22 of December we departed with out ſhip fo2 the Ille, where with great difficulty, vy 
the ſkilful induſtry ol our Paſter we got 14000 of our birds, and had almoſt loſt our captaine in 
{abouring to bzingthe birvs aboo2d: & had not our Maſter bene very expert in the ſet of thoſe wic⸗ 
ked tides, which run after many faſhions, we had alſo loſt our ſhip in the ſame place: but God of 
0 his goodnes hathin all our extremities bene out pzotectoz. Sothe 22 at night we departed with 
14000 dzied Penguins, not being able to fetch the reſt, and ſhaped our courſe fo2 Braſil. Nome 
A pooieallow- dux captaine rated our victuals,and bꝛought vs to ſuch allowance, as that our victuals might laſt 
ance of pictn- ſixe moneths;fo2 our hope was, that within ſixe moneths we might recouer our countrey, though 
our lailes were very bad. So the allowance was two ounces a halfe of meale foz a man a day.

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and to haue ſo twiſe a weeke, ſo that 5 ounces did ſerue for a weeke, Three daies a weeke we had 
oile, th2ee ſpoonfuls fo2 a man a dap; and 2 dayes ina weeke peaſon,apint betweene 4 men a day, 
and euerp day 5 Penguins fo2 4 men, and 6 quartes of water fo2 4 men a day. This was our al- 
lowance; wherewith (we pꝛaiſe God) we liued, though weakly, and verp feeble, The 30 of Ja- 


nuary we arriued at the Jleof Placencia in Brafill the firſt place that outward bound we were at: The Jie of Pla- 
and hauing made the ſholde, our ſhip lying off at ſca, the Captaine with 24 of the company went 3 


with che boat ou ſhoze, being a whole night befoze they couldreconer it, The laſt of January at 
ſun-riſing they ſuddenly landed, hoping to take the Poꝛtugales in their houſes, & by that meanes 
co recouer ſome Caſaui-meale, oz other victuals to our reliefe : but when they came to the hou⸗ 
ſes, they were all razcd, and burnt co the ground, ſo that we thought no man had remamrd on the 
Jland, Then the captaine went to the gardens,# bzought from thence fruits 8 roots fs2 the com- 
pany, and came aboozdthe ſhip, and bought her into afine creeke which be had found out, where 
we might moꝛe her by the trees, and where there was water, and hoopes to trim our caſke, Dur 
caſe being very deſperate , we pꝛeſent ly laboured fo; diſpatch away ; ſome cut hoopes , which the 
coopers made, others laboured vpon the ſailes and \hIp, cuerp man cranelling fo his life, & fill a 
guard was kept on ſhoꝛe to defend thoſe that laboured, euery man hauing his weaponlikewiſe by 
dim. The 3 of Febzuary our men with 23 ſhot went againe to the gardens, being; miles from 
vs vpon the Noꝛth ſhoꝛe, and fetched Caʒaui· roots out ofthe ground, co relieve our company in⸗ 
Read of bzead; fo: we ſpent not of our meale while we ſtaied here. The 5 of Febzuary being mun⸗ 
dap, our captaine and maſter haſted che company to their labour; ſo ſome went with the Coopers 
to gather hoopes, and the reſt labourcy abooꝛd. This night many of our men in the ſhip dꝛeamed 
of murther + laughter: In the mozning they repozted their dzeames, one ſaping to another; this 
night I dꝛeamt, that thou wert ſlaine ; another anſwered, and I dzeamed, that thou wert ſlaine: 
and this was general though the ſhip. The captaine hearing this, who like wiſe had dꝛeamed ves 
ry ſtrangely himſelfe, gaue very tretght charge, that thoſe which went on ſhoze ſhould take wea- 
pons with them, and ſaw them himſelfe delivered into the boat e ſent ſome of purpoſe to guard the 
labourers, All the fozencone they laboured in quuerneſle, æ when it was ten okthe clocke, che heat 
being extreme, they came to a rocke neere ih woods ſide( to al this countrey is nothing but thick 
woods) and there they boyled Cazaui-roots,# dined: after dinner ſome ſlept, ſume waſhed them 
ſelues in the ſea, all being ſtripped to their ſhirts, noman keeping watch, no match lighted, not a 
piece charged. Suddenly as they were thus ſleeping e ſpoꝛting, hauing gotten themſelues into 
a cozner out of ſight of the ſhip, there came a e ol Indians #4 Poztugales vpon them, and 
llew them ſleeping: onely two eſcaped,one very ſoge hurt, the other not touched, by whom we vn- 
verſtood of this miſerable maſſacre : with all ſpeed we mannedour boat, #landed to ſuccour our 
men; but we found them laine,#+ lated naked on a ranke one by another, with their faces vpward, 
and a croſſe (ct by them: and withall we ſaw two very great pinneſſes come from the riuer of Ie- 
nero very ful of men; whom we miſtruſted came fromthence to take vs: becauſe there came from 
Ienero ſouldiers to Santos, when the Gencrall had taken the towne and was ſtrong in it. Of 76 


perſons which departed in out ſhip out of England, we were not left but 27, hauing loft 13 in ar rh 


this place, with their chiefe furniture, as mulkets,caliners, powder, # ſhot, Our caſke was all m — — 


decay, ſo that we could not take in moze water then was in our ſhip, fo2 want of caſke , and that 
which we had was maruellous ill conditioned: and being there mozed by trees fo2 want of cables 
and ankers, we ſtill expected the cutting of our mozings, to be beaten from. our decks with our 
owne furnicure,# to be aſſayled by them of lenero: what diſtreſſe we were now dꝛiuen into, J am 
not able to expꝛeſſe. To depart with 8 tunnes of water in ſuch bad caſke was to ſterue at ſea, #in 
faping our caſe was ruinous, Theſe were hard choiſes; but being thus perplexed, we made choice 
rather to fall into the hands of the Lozd,then into the hands of men: fo2 his erceedingmercies we 
had taſted, & of the others cruelty we were not ignozant, So concluding to vepart , the 6 of Fe- 
bꝛuary we were off inthe chanell, with our oꝛdinance e ſmall ſhot in a readines, fo? any aſſalt that 
ſhould come, ⁊ hauing a ſmall gale of winde, we recoueredthe ſea in moſt deepe diſtreſſe, Then 
bemoning our eſtate one to another, and recounting ouer all ourertremities, nothing griened vs 
moze.chen the loſle ofour men twiſe, firit by the ſlaughter of the Canibals at Port Deſite, and at 
this Ile of Placencia by the Indians and Poztugals, And conſidering what they were that were 
loſt, we found that al choſe that conſpired the murthering of our captaine # maſter were now ſlain 
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treme negla⸗ 
gence, 


by ſaluages,the gunner only excepted, Being thus at ſea, when we came to cape Frio, the winde Cabo Fri 30 


was contrarp; ſo that 3 weekes we were grieuouſlpvered with croſſe windes,+our water conſu- 
ming,our hope of life was very ſmall. Some deſired to go to Baya, #toſubmit themſeiues to the 
Pozeugales,rather then to vie fo} thirſt: but the captaine with faire perſwaſions altered their 
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purpole of peelding to the Poꝛtugalc g. Ju this diltreſle it pleaſed God to ſend vs raine in ſuch 
plentp, as that we were wel watered, in good comfozt to returne. But aftex we came neere vnts 

un moſt ſtrange the ſun, our dzied Penguins began tocoprupt, & there bzed in th amott lothſome & vgly woꝛme 

kind of woxme of an inch long, This wopne did ſo mightily increaſe, anddeuoure our victuals , that there was 

ved ofoulal- in reaſon no hope ham we ſhould auoide famine,byt be deuoured of theſe wicked creatures: there 
was nothing that they did not deuoure,only pꝛon excepted: our clothes, boots, ſhooes, hats. ſbirts, 
ſtockings : and fo? the ſhip they did ſo eat the t imbers, as that we greatly feared they would vndoe 
vs, by gnawing though the ſhips live, Great was the care and diligence ol our coptaine, maſter, | 
and companp to conſume theſe vermine , but the moze we laboured to kill them, the moze they in » 
creaſed; ſo that at the laſt we could not ſleepe fe them, but they would eate our fleſb,and bite like 
Moſquitos. In this wofull caſe, afcer we had paſſed the Equinoctiall toward the Noth, our men 
began to fall ſick of ſuch a monſtrous diſeaſe,as I thinke the like was ncuer heard of : fo2 in their 
ankles it began to ſwell; from thence in two daies it would be in their bzcaſts , ſo that they toulo | 
not dꝛam their bzeath,and then fell into their cods; and their cods aud pardes did (wellmolt grie« 
uouſlp,andmoſt dzeadfullp co behold, ſo that they could neither ſtand, lie, nozgoe, Whereupon 
our men grew mad with griefe. Our captain with extreme angutſh of his ſoulc,was in ſuch wo · 
full caſe,that he deſired only a ſpeedie end, and though he were ſcarce able to ſpeake foz ſozrow, yet 
he perſwaded them to patience, and to giue God thankes , # like dutifull childzen to accept of his 
challiſement. Fo? all this diuers grew raging mad a ſome dicd in molt lochſome & furious paine. 
It were incredible to wzite our miſery as it was: there was no man in perfect health, but the cap- 
taine | one bop. The maſter being a man of good ſpirit with ertreme labour boze out his griefe, 
ſothat it grew not vpon him. To be ſhoꝛt, all our men died except 16, of which there were but 5 | 
able tomooue, The captaine was in good health, the maſter indifferent, captaine Cotton and mp | 
ſelfe ſwolne and ſhoze winded, yet better then the reſt that were ſicke, and one boy in health: vpon 9 
vs 5 onlp the labour of the ſhip did ſtand. The captaine and maſter, as occaſion ſerued would take 
in, and heaue out the top-ſailes, the maſter one ly att ende d on the ſpꝛit - [aile, and all of vs at the 
capſten without ſheats aud tacks, In fine our miſcrie and weakneſle was ſo great, that we could 
not take in,no2 he aue outaſaile: ſo our top-ſaile # ſp2it-ſailes were tozne all in pieces bythe wea- 
ther, The maſter and captaine taking their curnes at the helme, were mightily difreſed and mon- 
rouflp grieued with the moſt wolull lamentation of our ſick men. Thus as loſt wanderers vpon 

Chep arrine a the ſea, the 11 of June 1593. it pleaſcd God, that we arriued at Bear- hauen in Ireland, and there 

lreland the 11 of ran the ſhip on ſhoꝛe: where che Jriſh men helped vs to take in our ſailes, and to moze our ſhip 

June1593- fo; flooting: which ſlender paines of theirs coſt the captame ſame ten pounds befoze he could haue | 

| the ſhip in ſafette, Thus without viccuals, ſailes, men, oꝛ any furniture God onely guided vs in: 
to Ireland, where the captaine left the maſter and thaee oz foure of the company to keepe the ſhip; 
and within 5 dapes afccr he and ce:taine others had paſſage in an Cucliſh fiſher-boat to Padſtow 
in Cornewall. In this maner our ſmall remnant by Gods cnelp mercie were pꝛeſerued, and re- 
ſtozed to our count rey, to whom be all h:nour and glozy wczlb without end,

Bout this time Quabacondono determining toput his warre againſt China in execution, 
aſſembled ſundꝛy ot his nobles and captaincs,vnto whom he declared his intent: who, albeic 
they were all of a quite contrary opinion yet all of them without any pꝛetenſe of difficulty app)o- 
ued his determination. Foz he had given out that he would not abſtaine ſrom this warte, although 
his owne fonne ſhould riſe from death to life and requeſt him; yea whoſoeuer would mooue auy 
impedunent oꝛ difficulty in that matter, hte would put him to death.

And betauſe this kingdom of Coray is diwped but by an ame of the ſca (rb Iapas,, 
BED, Quabacondono determined to ſubdue the ſanie, loꝛ that it ſo aboundech with victuals, that irom 
chence he might the caſlicr inuade China, UUhile all things were pꝛeparing, it was cemmandey, 
that at the chief poꝛt of Xuno called Nangoia, being twelue leagues diſtant frem Firando, there 
ſhould be erected a mightie great caſtle; where Quabacondono with all his fleet was minded to 
lap, till newes were bzought of the ſucceſſe of the afozeſatd 4 gouernours o; captaincs, Hee ap- j 
pointed alſo another caſtle to bet built in Fuchinoxima, which is another iſland ſituate betweene 
Nangoia and Ceuxima. And he built a third caſtle in Ceuxima,that his paſſage might be the moze 4 
commodious. The charge of building theſe caſtles he impoſed vpon the 4 atfojeſaid Foucrnours, 0 
and commanded the other loꝛds of Ximo their aſſociates to aſſiſt them; all which ſo applyed chat 8 
buſines, chat in 6monerhs ſpace it was wholly finiſhed. The caſtle of Nangoia was cnuironey 4 
wich a double wall ol ſquare and beautifull tone, with b2oad and deepe ditches like vnto Mizco. 4 
The innermolt wall being leſle then the other two was 100 fathom ſquare, within the cempaſle . 
whereof wer ſo many houſes built both fo2 the lozves, and their followers, and allo fo) marchants 
ſhoppes,and victualers houſes, diſtinguiſhed with bꝛoad and direct lreetes, that it ſecmed a faire 
towne, But (that which was much moze admirable) all the way from Miaco to Nangoia, at the 8 
ende of euery dayes tourney, all the loꝛds and gouernours,at the commandement of Quabacon- 3 
dono, built each one within his iurildiction new and ſtately palaces from the ground, ſo that fox 2 
a0 dayes together he lodged euery night wich all his traine in one of thoſe palaces. And becaule 
thele things were done at che very ſame time when the expedition into the kingdome of Coray | 
was in hand, all Iapan wag ſo grieuouſly oppzeſled(Quabacondono in the meane while being at ; 
no charges) as it was moſt incollerable. Pet is it incredible how ready cuerp one is to do him ſcr* * 
ite: which appeareth by theſe magnificent ſtately buildings reared vp in ſo ſhozta pace, which in 
Europe would haue required a long time and huge expences. Jn the meane ſeaſon it was come 
monly cciuenout,that this enterpyize of Quabacondono would haue moſt vnfoꝛtumate ſucteſſe, as 
being a matter mought bp couſtraint, and that it would be an occaſion of manifold diſſcntions in 
Japan : ta no man there mas, but aniitked of this warre : yea, all the loꝛdes were in great hope, | 
chat ſume one man at length would ſtep foozth and reſtore their libertie; howbeit therc is nene as N 
yet found, which dare put his had to that buſintſſe. Uherefoze they were all (though to thetr a 
great griefe and lamentation) violently conffrained topyoſecuce the enterpyize. But Quaba con- 
dono being voyde of all anxiety, to the tine hee might encourage his followers, boaſtcd that hee 
would make great alterations of would beſtow vpon them the kingdoms of Co- | 
— — China; and vnto che io Protaſius het hach pomiſcd 3 kingdomes : but he wich all thc 5 
other lozds giuing him great thankes,hav much rather recaine a (mal poztion of their tſtatt in la- 
pan,thento hunt after all choſe kingvomes which heptomiſcth. — | 
Aud whereas Quabacondono had by pzociamation publithed, that he would perſonally be p1e- | 
lent at Nangoiathe 3 moone of this yecre; troups and armies of men began toreſozt from all the 
quarters of Iapan to cheſe pants. Mo were our afflictions rencwed. Fo? ſo long as Qua ba- | 
condono remained at Miaco,wemight ſtay in theſe parts of Ximo without any danger: but al. 
ter be began to rome this way, it leren impolſtble fo2 our ſtate to continue whole and ſound, and 
we were put into no final perplexitie. Fo the Chaiſtian lozdes aduiſed vs, that ſithence Quaba- 
condono was come ſontert, all out cumpanie that lived in che Collcdge, in the houſe of Pꝛo⸗ 
E bation,and in che Seminarp,ſhoutp depart to ſome other place. And che Chiiſtians fiom Miac6 
| wit daplp vnto vs. that wee ſboulde pull downe our houſes and Churches at Omura, Arima, and 
[3s Canſaco,and that the fathers of Europe ſhould returu vnts Nangaſaque in the ſecular habite of 
| Portugals,but that the Iaponian Fryers ſhould tetire themſelues vnto ſcueral houſts of Chiiſti- 
ans, chat ſo chep might al remaine ſafe and out o danger. But this remedy as it was too grieuous 
and ſubiect tomap difficulties,ſo did it affozd vs but ſmall comfort. In bytef the Father viſitor tal. 
kingofthis mattet with Eucunocamindono, the lo Protaſius, and Omurandono, befoze their 
expedition toward the kingdom ol Coray, found them, as befoye,in the ſame foꝛtitude ofminde,be- 
ing conſtant in their firſt opinion: neither would they giue any other counſel on direction, then that 
the fathers ſhould keepe themſtlues ſecrec,and ſhould only foxſake their houſcs at Arima, and O- 
mura, wherein the Toni oz great lozdes would haue ſome of their kinſemen remaine. It was alſs 
thought conuenient, that the number ol che Seminary ſhould bee viminiſhed, and that of go there 
ſhould onely remaine 50 in our ſcholes namely ſuch as ſtudied the Latine tongue, Mich the Fa- 
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ther Viſitour there came unto Nan aſaque tettaine Fathers and Friers , which were ſaid tobe 
of Fungo and Firando. Foz the ſayde Father vnder the name ofa Legate might retaine them 


wich him moze openly, 


About this time Quabacondono, that hee might with ſome paſtime recreate his obleg 
which accompanied him; and alſo might declare, with how great confidcnce and ſecuritie of 


minde hee tooke vpon him this expedition foz China; and lihewiſe to obſcure the moſt renows» 
med fame of a certaine hunting and hawking perfozmed ofolde by that mightie Pzince Ioricono, 


© who was Emperour ouer all Iapan; hee determined too2daine ( as it were) ancther ropall court 


of dincrs kindes of fowle, Mhereupon beeing accompanied with many great lozdes and others, 
ver departed to the kingdome of Oiaren, where his game had ſo good ſuccelle, that hce taught 
aboue 30000. fowles of all ſoztes; amongſt which were many falcons, Powbeic, foz Quaba- 
condono his greatePrecreation,and fox the moze ſolemuitie of the game, there were aiſo added

many dead fowles , which the Iaponians with certaine poulders oz compoſitions know how to & meane ts 


preſerue ſweete in their feathcrs along time, This game beeing ended, Quabacondonore- Ng

turned with great pompe vnto Miaco: befoze whom went great multitudes which carried thoſe 


thouſandes of fowles vpon guilded canes, Next after theſe followed many hozſemen ſumptu- time. 


oully attired, carying a great number of Falcons and other birdes, After them were lead ma; 
ap hoꝛſes by the reines, molt richly trapped, Next of all were bzought Coſcis oz Lictiers very 
ſtately adozned : after which was carryed Quabacondono himſelfe in a Littier of another fas 
ſhion, like vnto thoſe which in India are called Palanchins, which was made in China, withmoR 
curious and ſingular wo and was pzeſented vnto him by the Father Viſicour, any 
lremeth erceevingly to content him, foz that in all actions ot ſolemnitie hee vſeth the ſame, L aft 
of all followed a great troope of Pzinces and Nobles bꝛauely mounted on hozſebacke, and 

y attired, thereby the moꝛe to delight Quabacondono , who in triumphant ſoze bee» 


citie of Miaco, 


+ Now when the time of ſapling towarves China app2oched » Quabacondono determined 


firſt to pꝛoclayme his nephew Inangondono his ſucceſſour , and gouernour of all Iapan, to the 
ende hee might ſupply his owne roome in the time of this warre. And therefoze he commun · 
ded the Dairi to tranſferre vato his ſayd nephew the dignitie belonging co himſeike, calling him 
by the name of Taicuſama, that is to ſap, Great lozd, Thich dignitie was in ſuch lozt tranſla· 
ted, that albeit he aſſigned vnto his nephew large reuenues, together with chat pꝛincely title, pet 
himſelfe remained the very ſame that he was befoze, The day ofthe ſayd tranllation being aps 
pointed, hee ſummoneꝛ all the Pꝛinces of lapan to appeare, and to ſweare obedience vnta this 
his nephew: Tho with great pompe going vato the Dairi to recciue that dignitie at his 
nn had ſurcendzed vnto him che Caſtle of Miaco, and the palaces of Quabacondono to 
dwell in. 

Thus at the beginning ol the third moone, he ſet foz ward on his iournep to Nangoia, hauing 
befoze giuen oder, that Auguſtine ſhould paſſe ouer into the kingdome of Coray, and that his 


other Captaines ſhould remayne in Ceuxima. Tlherefoze , the twentieth day of the third - 


Moone hee came vnts Nangoia, where the companies of the other lozdes beeing numbered, 
were founde to bee 200000, perſons; beſides thoſe that were conducted by the foure foze« 


ing welcomed by the wap, with the ſhoute and applauſe of infinice [warmes of people, entred the 


ſayde gouernours. In the meane ſeaſon Auguſtine with his fozces , and with a Fleete of # Fieete of 
cight hundzed Ships, arrived at Coray. Jn whoſearmie the lozd Protaſius extelled all others; - is. 


fo2 though hee had but the leading of 2000. ſouldiers, yet fo2 the goodneſle of his armour, and the 
beautie of his ſhips, he was admired of all men. At their very firſt entrance they wonne 2, caſtles 
of tbe kingdome of Coray by maine fozce, wherein the Corayans repoſed great confidence; foz 
they were enuironed with mighty high walles , anddefended wich great multitudes of ſouldiers, 


and with a kinde of gunnesof 2. ſpannes and . long, which in ſtead of bullets diſcharged with a g ent qannes 


terrible noiſe woodden arrowes headed with fozked points of pzon: but the ſayd gunnes beeing cþarged with 


able to hurt but a ſmall diſtance off, and the Iaponians being furniſhed with bꝛazen oꝛdinante vn — 


knowen vnto the Corayans, they pꝛeſently dzaue them kram their walles, and with ladders made 
fo2 the ſamepurpoſe of great canes, they fozthwith ſcaled the ſame , and planted their enſignes 
thereon; the Corayans inveed foz aſhozt time making reſiſtance, but after a while beraking them · 
(clues to diſhonozable flight,5 ooo men of their part being ſlaine. and of Auguſtines but 100. and 
400, wounded, Auguſtine percctuing that the Corayans could not eudure any long aſſault, des 
termined to take vpon himſelfe, and his armie the whole burthen and honour of this warte, and 
not taying fo} the gouernours his allociates , to march vp into the heart ofthe kingdome, _ 
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the pꝛintipall City; vnto which determination all the lozdes that were with him gaue their con · 
ſent, This was (no doubt) a bolde, pea,andin ſome ſozt,a ralh enterpꝛiſe of Auguſtine: but pet 
it argueth a wiſe and valiant minde in him. But this long delay was ſo grecuous to the Cap- 
taines which in Ceuxima expected the ſucceſle of the watre, that befoze they heard any ne weg 
at all concerning the ſurpꝛtze of the two Caſtles, they bꝛought Auguſtine in ſuſpition 
their friends, that hee ambitiouſly affected the honour of the whole warre. TUhich thing beeing 
knowen vnto Quabacondono, he was ſo troubled in mind euen befoze he came to Nangoia,that 
ſuddenly hee commaunded the other Capt aines to ſet ſayle from Ceuxima. But when Quaba. 
condono was come to Nangoia,and heard newes ofthe two Caſtles taken, and that Auguſtine 
purſuing the victoziepzoceededon towards the Miaco,thatis to ſap, The kingly citie of Coray, 
and was determinedto inuade the ſame alſo ( all which Auguſtinehimſelfe wote, and requeſted 
bim to ſend the other captaines and commanders to aſſayle the kingdom on a ſidas, and to furniſh 
the caſtles which he had taken and ſhould take, with gariſons of ſoyldiers, becauſe as pet be had not 
men enough to hold thole foꝛtreſſes which he had wonne) he was d with ſuch vnſpeakable 
top, as he affirmed opeulp, that in all Iapan he had no ſubiccecomparable to Auguſtine : and thac 
neither Nabunanga, no} himſelfe euer knewe any man indued with ſo valiant and couragious a 
mind, J/Caich he) knowing againſt whom and with what foxces I waged warre,ſubdued by litle 
and litle ell Ia pan vnto me: but Auguſtine in ſo ſhozt a time and with lo ſmall foxces, hath boldely 
et his foote in a foren region, and with moſt glozious victoꝛy hath ſubduet che mightie king» 
dome ol Coray. TWhcrefoze (quoth he) I will rewaid him with many kingdomes. and wil make 
hum nert vnto mp ſelfe the greateſt Pꝛince in all Japan. Þee added farther , that ndw his owne 
ſonne ſeemed to bee riſen fromthe death; and that whoſocuer durſt either diſgrace oz extenuate 
the decdes of Auguſtine, he would grieuoully puniſh him, not reſpecting whether hee did it vyon 
reaſon 02 malice, By this ſpeach the name and repozt of Auguſtine grew ſo honourable amongſt 
© all men, that thoſe which molt enuie d his eſtate, durſt not ſpeake one ill woꝛde of him, but highly 
- commended him befoze Quabacondono. - 

This king dome of Coray extendeth in length about 100. and in bꝛedth 60,leagues, And al- 
beit the inhabitants in nation, language, and ſtrengthof body ( which maketh the people of Chi- 
na tu bead them) be different from the Chinians, pct becauſe they pap tribute to the king of Chi- 


na, and exerciſe traffique with his ſubiects, they doe after aſozt imitate the Lawes, apparell, cu» 


ſtomes, and gouernement of the Chinians, Thep bozder on one ſide vpon the Tartars, and other 


nations, with whom ſometimes they haue peace, and ſometimes warre: but withthe Chinians · 


they haue continuall peace. They are ſpeciall good bow-men ; but at other weapons, becauſe 
they haue but few, and thoſe bad, they are nothing ſo ſkilfull, Terefoze they art notcomparas 
ble to the laponians, who by reaſon of their warres are continually exerciſed in atmes, and are 

by nature mc2e couragious and valiant, being furniſhed with pzon-peeces, with lancen, any 
with excellent (wozdes, Dnely in ſhipping they are inferiour tothe Corayans any Chinians, by 
reaſon of the hugeneſle of their Ships which they vle vpon the ſea, Wherefoze, if thep wert to 


people of iopne battels by ſea, there is no doubt but that both the fozeſayde Nations would be too hard fox 


them. But now becauſe they kne we nothing of the comming of the laponian armie, oz fo; that 


{npping,then they doubted that their ſea-fozces were the ſtronger, oz els becauſe God. was determined to pu· 
they of lapan® niſh them, he ſuffercd them to be defticute of all the defence ofthcir ſhipping, ſo that the Iaponians 


without any teſiſtance landed vpon their dominions. 4 
Now the fame of Auguſtines victo)p cauſing the armie notably to increaſe, and the Mariners, 
and manyothers which carpev burthens (3s they were trained vp in warre from the ir childhood) 
bearingarmes, while the Corayan captives ſupplicd their baſer offices: ſo great aterreurpoſ® 
ſeſſed all tbe people of Coray where Auguſtine came, that all the caſtles and foztreſſcs which hee 
paſſed by were fo2ſaken by their gariſons, and all men fled foz refuge to the pzincipall city, Ant 
while other commanders and Chyiftiansſent from Ceuxima and Nangoia ſhaped their courſe foz 
- Coray, Auguſtine had pitched his campe neere vnto the fozeſaid pzincipall citie: of the which be« 
ing come within z. dayes iournep, be was encountered by 20000. men; whom at the very firſt aſ⸗ 
ſault, hauing ſlaine 3000. of them, hee put to flight, But appꝛoching very neere vnto the citie, 
and hauing paſſed a tiuer. hee maintained a valiant conflict at acertatne narrowpaſſage againſk 
So000, Corayans, $000, whereof were ſlaine. and a great number dzowned in the riuer. Peere 
while Auguſtine appointed all his troopes to remayne ſoꝛ two dayes,to the end they might ſome⸗ 
what rcfreſhtheir wearielimmes, the king of Coray ſeeing himſelfe beſieged by his enemie, 


12 feed „ And that many other laponian lozves withtrong armies inuaded his kingdome on all ſives, de» 
an- rermined to haue his citie trengrhened with gariſoys , and eoretire himlelfe into the in · ind of 


China, 
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China, Chich by reaſon of the abundance of hozſes that he had, he was able right commodiouſ⸗ 
lp topertoꝛme. CAheceupon the ſecond oꝛ third dap after, Auguſtine without any reſiſtance en- 
tred the head · ciiy, being pꝛelented with great ſtoze of victuals and gifts by them that remained 
therein. Thus Auguſtine, with other captaines his aſſociates, became loꝛd of the pꝛincipall citie, 
and woe all the honour of the vic toʒp vnto himſelfe: fox albeit by this time the other captaines 
were come from Ceuxima, and many from Nangoia, pet they found all things perfozmed to the it 


bands. | : | 
Quabacondono being aduertiſed of this ſecond victo2y , peelded as muchhonour vnto Augu- 


ſtine as he could poſſibly deuiſe, ſpeaking ſo highly tothe commendation bothof him, and of other 


Captaines his aſſociates, aa if but the tenth part of his faire p}omiſes come to effect, they ſhall 


be karre greater then they are, and Augultine (next vntohimſelfe ) (hail be the pꝛincipall perſon 
in all lapan. And now he is become ſo famous in the Court, and thꝛoughout the whole kings 
dome of lapan, that at all their meetings ano aſſemblies there is no talke but onely of the vas 
four and foꝛtitude of Auguſtine, who in twentie dayes ſpace hath ſubdued ſo mightie a king · 
dome to the Crowne of lapan. And all the Nobles account him a moſt happy man, being aſto⸗ 
niſhed at the immoꝛtall renowme which he hath attained vnto by this exploite: pea, and Quaba- 
condono ſent foꝛthwith vnto him, as vnto the conquerour and vanquiſher of the Corayani, in to⸗ 
ken ol great honour, a two - edged (woꝛd and a hoꝛſe, which among the Iaponians is a pledge of 
the molt peereleſſe honour that can poſſibly be done to a man: and this very gift did Nabunanga 
in tunes paſt ſend vnto Quabacondono, when hee had in any battel wonne any kingdome from 
Morindono. And by this great euent the power of the Chꝛiſtians God, and his pꝛouidence to- 
wards his childzen is knowen not onelp to the Chꝛiſtians, but tuen to the very E chnicks them; 


ſelues, fo2 that in the heate of ſuch extreme perſecution it hath pleaſed his diuine Paieſtie to 


lay the honour of all this warre vpon Chꝛiſtian lozds,Uherefoze we doubt not, but they wilpjoue 
moze mighty and kamous then euer they were, 5 | 

Hence it commeth to paſſe that the Poztugals ſhip come from China, hath wintered in Iapan: 
by which occaſion the pꝛeſence of the father Uiſitour hach bene a great caſo nt to vs, 
but to all the other Chꝛiſtians, who in regarde of the departure of ſo many men uabacon- 
dono and his captaines to the warres, thought they ſhould haue bene left vtterly fozſaken and 
deſlitute, had not the father U ſitour, in whom they repoſed all their confidence, remapned hert. 
But the ſingular pꝛouidence and loue of Gd towards vs appeared in this, that hee would haue 
che ſapd Ship, contrary to their vſuall cuſtome, to winter in lapan. ; when Quabacondono 
hauing obterned that victoꝛie, was determined to teturne vnto imo, they were allſhzowded vu⸗ 
der the pꝛotection of the fozeſapd Father ; who hearing chat hee was entred into Nangoia, cau⸗ 
ſed Frier Iohn Rodorigues and the gouernour of the Poztugal ſhip to ſalute and welcome him, 
Fo2 the Lhziſtians of Miaco, which lucceededin thetrroomes that went foz Coray, aduiſed him 
in their letters lo to doe. 

And it was very acceptable to Quabacondono to ſee the Poztugalscaptaine General atten« 
ved vpon by ſo many Poztugals ſumptuoully attired, and comming with ſo many ſhippes in the 
company of Frier lohn Rodoriguez: and hee aſked the F tiex how the father Uiſicour did? And 
whether the pꝛeſents to the Uice-rop liked him: As allo, that hee tooke it in very good part that 
the Father had winteredin Iapan, and that the Frier ſhould ſap with him. Afterward wziting an 
anſwere to the father, he declared therin the great faudur which he boze tothe captaine of the ſhi 
Mhom, hauing familiarly entertained him foz the ſpace of 2. houres, hee diſmiſſed with cuident 
tokens of good will, After the Captaines returne, Frier Rodoriguez (taping behinde aboue a 


moneth, attempted very often to ſpeake with Quabacendono , of whom hee was alwapes moſt * 


kindly vſev, Afterward by reaſon of ſickneſſe hee returned to Nangaſaque; whereupon Qua- 
bacondono demanded why he was not cured at the ſame place where himſelfe remained la- 


cuino anſwered, that beeing a ſtranger, hee was to bee cured with ſuch diet and medicines, 


as were not there to bee had: with which anſwere hee was ſatiſfiev, ÞHente it is, that by ol 
ten conferences which were made by reaſon of the ambaſſage , Quabacondono wareth euery 
dap nto2e courteous and affable. And pet fo} all this, nem occaſions of troubles and afflictions 
are not tut off: fo2 certaine it is, chat Quabacondonohathgiuen out, that if he haue good ſucceſle 
with his warre againſt China, he will make great alterations of eſtates, in aſſigning the kings 
domes of Coray and Chinato the Chyilttan pzinces, and plating in their roomes Ethnick loꝛdes 
!hzonghout la pan: which thing mighe revound to the ruine and deſtruction of all Chziſtianis 
tie heere , neither ſhould the Chziſtians linde in lapan any place of refuge. And albeit Au- 
guſtiue had certainly inkoꝛmed the father W the layde alte ration ot eftates, and 2 
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had wit ten vnto Auguſtine, that Quabacondono had fully deternuned to alter the ates 02 go 
uernments of Ximo, and ſo conſequentlythe ſtate of Auguſtine, and of the Chyziſtian pzinces of 
Arima and Omura; pea, and that the ſatd two pꝛinces has notice thereof; pet almightie God with 
the eyes of his tafinite nercyhath vouchſafed to regard the pꝛayers ol his faithfuil ſeruants (who 
fo2 this cauſe were molt pctplered and \ozowfull) and to pꝛouide tis remedie following, | 
The Corayans hauingintelitgence, 125 their king and the koꝛces which hee caried with hin: 
were in ſafety, went the greateſt part of them, with as much victuals as they could get, and hidde 


themſeluc s in the mountains and woods, remaining there with ſuch hate and indignat ion againſt 


the Japonians , that with pꝛomiſe of ſafe conduct they could by no meanes be dzawen out of their 
ſtarting holes, TUherefoze albeit the Iaponians haue all the caſtles and places of defence in their 
owne polleiſion,yet becauſe they want people to tille the ground, and to doe them other neceſſary 
ſeruices, they cannot chuſe but foꝛgae all that which they haue woon. Moꝛesuer, the common high 
wapes are ſo peſtered with theeues and murtherers, that vnleſſe the Iaponians march in whole 
troopes all together, they are ſuddenly oppzeſſed with warmes of Cora yans iſluing fooꝛth of the 
woods, Many ofthe Corayans alſo haue retired themſe lues vnto the neighbour- illands, from 
whence with numbers ol great ſhips, to the mighty loſſe of the Iaponians, they aſſaile their ſmall 
and weake ones, and haue already ſunke many of them. TUheretoze all the Iaponian lozds which 
remaine in Coray haue wzittenvnto Quabacondono, that his army mult fo2 acertaine time ir: 
no wile remooue from the place where it is. fo auoyding of ſuch imminent dangers as in pꝛotee 
ding further it mayincurre, Upon theſe aduertiſements Quabacondono being ready to take his 
iourney to Coray, to diuide the whole kingdome, was hindꝛed from his purpoſe, and lent moſt 
friendly letters co all his nobles, willing them to be of good cheere, fox that he would not deale a⸗ 
bout altering of their eſtates, till 3. ꝓeres were expired: whereupon they were caſedoferceeding 
great cate andgriefe. Foz albeit there is no great cruſt co be giuen to his wozds,ycc we hope that 
this pere he wil not meddle : what he wil doe afterward,Ged knoweth, In Cora / at this pꝛeſenc 
there are aboue 200000. laponian ſouldiers, who at the commanvement of Q 1abacondono ar;

Do that at this pe⸗ 
ſent neere vnto Miaco there are thirtic thouſand men imployed about the building of one caltle ; 
and in the citie of Bozacca aboue an hund)ed thouſand ; which imployments affozde them neither 
place no} time to pꝛactiſe any rebellions. [+ ; 
The ſixt is his altering of gouernments : fox hee remoouech his gouernours from one extreme 
yart of lapan to another. |
